Mahar 
rashtra, Manipur, Mysore, Puqjab and 
Tripura and of the Union territories of 
Delhi and Goa, Daman and Diu. The 
particulars of complaints called for from 
the Chief Electoral Officers of the States of 
Assam, Bihar, Gujarat, Himachal Pradesh, '' 
Jammu and Kasmir, Meghalaya, Rajasthan 
and West Bengal have not yet bMn received 
and are awaited.

SHRIJYOTIRMOY B0SU : The state¬ 
ment is a gross understatement of what has 
happened. In West Bengti, out of 280 
assembly constituencies, in 200 there was 
outright rigging and violence. There is no 
reflection of it in the statement. We can 
inoduce before you hundreds of ballot 
papers which we have collected from the 
roadside and various other places like 
polling stations and below mattrmses. The 
hon. Minister has not only made a gross 
understatement: he has even evaded answe¬ 
ring the question. In (b), I had asked 
about the action taken thereon. Since there 
is no provision in the Representation of the 
People Act to remedy such things as taking 
over of booths through violent methods, 
capturing booths, making polling agents 
sign letters saying that everything was done 
peacefully and tying down polling officers 
to sign papers at the point of the gun~it was 
done in J. A K. Tripura, Bengal and many 
other parts of the country—what specific 
action does the hon. Minister propose to 
take to make elections look fair before the 
people of the country 7 

SHRI NITIRAJ SINGH CHAUDHARY: 
Some of the matters were befote the Joint 
Cemmittee which was considering amend¬ 
ments to the election laws. They have dealt 
with them and their report is before the 
House. An appropriate Bill will be moved 
after due consideration. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : It is 
clear from the Minister’s statement that in 
the existing laws there are enough loopholes 
and the ruling party is taking fullest advan¬ 
tage of them. Will Government agree to 
constitute a parliamentary commission to 
inquire into all the allegations that have 
come from parties and individuals in regard 
to the last poll ? If not, why not ? 

SHRI NITIRAJ SINGH CHAUDHARY: 
Government do not find any justification 
for appointment of such a commission.

•342. SHRI JAGANNATH MISHRA: 
Will the Minister of FOREIGN TRADE 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether an Indian Industrial 
Exhibition was held recently at Lagos, 
Nigeria; 

(b) what were its special features; and 

(c) whether Government are contem¬ 
plating to hold such exhibitions elsewhere 
this year ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FORIGN TRADE (SHRI 
A. C. GERGE): (a)Yes, Sir. The Exhibition 
was held at Lagos during March 2—^22, 1972. 

(b) The Exhibhion projected India’s 
export potential and the vast strides made 
in the industrial field since independence. 

(c) Yes, Sir. Exclusive Indian Exhibi¬ 
tions are proposed to be organised during 
1972-73 at Tanzania, Uganda, Singapore, 
Malaysia, Kuwait and F^i. 

SHRI JAGANNATH MISHRA: Nor- 
mally Indian industrial exhibitions are orga¬ 
nised in foreign countries to seek markets 
for Indian commodities and also to earn 
foreign exchange. 

I would like to know from the Minister 
to what extent this exhibition in Lagos 
was able to fulfil this dierished deske 7

&HRI A. C. GEORGE: As a result of 
this exhibition and the presence of die 


representatives of various Indian firms 
engaged in the industirial sector, substantial 
bushiess vras booked on the spot for i^o- 
ducts like buses, truck, fire-trucks, jeeps, 
diamond rigs, diesel engines, duplicators, 
public address system, transistors, auto 
parts, electrical goods, sanitaryware, drugs, 
idiarmaceoticals, jewellery, etc. The precise, 
amount these orders will come to can be 
worked out only after some time. Right 
now, our own surmise is that it may come 
to Rs. 4 crores. 

SHRI JAGANNATH MISHRA: It U 
very encouraging that the Ministry is going 
to organise so many exhibitions in foreign 
countries in 1972-73. which are the countries 
which are going to organise similar exhibi¬ 
tions hae In our country in 1972-73. 

SHRI A.C. GEORGE: This year we 
will be holding the the Third Asian Fair, 
and more than 41 countries have expressed 
their desire and wdlingness to participate 
in that Fair. 

SHRI S. N. MISTRA: May I know 
what facilities are going to be offered to the 
traders and producers who want to go to 
foreign countries to participate in these 
exhibitions ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: AU facilities of 
travel, foreign exchange and other encoura¬ 
gements are given to bona fide exporters 
and traders.

p l^iin that though originally the six countries 
of the Eurocan Common Market thought 
of arriving at a common currency arrange¬ 
ment, our own information is that it is 
not materialising in the foreseeable future. 
At many of the conferences differences of 
opinion sprang up among the members, and 
we do not think that such an arrangement 
will come even by the end of this decade. 

SHRI S.C. SAMANTA: May I know 
whether India or any other country has 
approached the ECM to have some facilities 

etc. ? 

SHRI A.C. GEORGE: India has app¬ 
roached the European Common market 
countries for various facilities, so that, as a 
developing country, our exports may be 
facilitated. 

DR. RANEN SEN: Before its devalua¬ 
tion, the U.S. Dollar was the mam currency 
which was keeping a sort of parity among 
the currencies of the European countries. 
After the devaluation of the Dollar, what 
has happened in the European markets, and 
what has been the repercussion on Indian 
currency, because our Indian currency is 
almost at par ^th the American Dollar ?

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: In 1967 in the 
ctmference of the summit meeting of the 
heads of the six member States of the 
European Economic Community a Commi¬ 
ssion was set up under the presidentship 
of Mr. Pierre Werner, Finance Minister of 
Luxemburg. Their report was submmitted 
on 25-9-70 and it was discussed on 13-10-70. 
Our information is that sharp differences 
arose between France on the one side and 
Germany and Holland on the other side. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: The dollar 
devaluation has also indirectly devalued 
the Indian rupee to the tune of 4 1/2 per 
cent roughly. Is it not a fact that if they 
bring into existence a common European 
currency, the rupee will stand devalued to 
the tune of 4 1/2 per cent ? 

MR. SPEAKER: Don’t ask hypothe¬ 
tical questions. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: It has 
already happened, The Indian rupee has 
been already devalued because the dollar 
was devalued. They have adopted the 
wrong policy of remaining wedded to the 
American dollar, I am sorry I am unable 
to make you understand it.

statement is laid on the Table of the 
House. 

Stotement 

Trade negotations were held in 
New Delhi between 7th and Zlst February, 
1972 between the Delegations of India and 
the Democratic People’s Repuplic of Korea. 
During these discussions it was agreed to by 
both sides that the level of trade 1972 should 
bo further raised. The items of import from 
the D.P.R.K. would include magnesia clinker, 
basic refractories, anthracite, graphite, fluor- 
sar, hops, peppermint oil, special steel in¬ 
cluding High Speed Tool steel, carbon 
tool steel, stainless steel etc., India’s items 
for export to D.P.R.K. would cover pig 
iron, manganese ore, passenger wagons, 
auto buses, tyres and tubes, various chemi* 
cals, jute manufatures, paper products, 
cotton textiles, rayon textiles and various 
engineering goods including ball berings, 
wire ropes, etc. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB : Has there 
been any appreciable increase in the two-wav 
trade between these two countries and what 
are the items covered by this trade agree¬ 
ment ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : The main terms 
covered under the agreement are : Imports 
from North Korea include machineries, in¬ 
cluding machine tools, special steel, basic 
refractories, magnesia clinker, graphite, pep¬ 
permint oil, etc. Expots from India are tyres 
and tubes, pig iron, cotton textiies, passen¬ 
ger wagons, auto buses, various chemicals, 
manganese ore, etc. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB : Are private 
exporters permitted to - trade with North 
Korea, and if not, is there any proposal to ' 
allow them to do so under this trade agree¬ 
ment ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : At present the

The Farakka Barrage is only a diver¬ 
sion structure. During floods all its gates 
are kept open and as such it does not ob¬ 
struct the flow. 

SHRI N. E. HORO : The Farakka 
Barrage is far down the Ganges and there 
seems to be a construtional defect in it. It 
causes annual floods in Bihar. Therefore, 
will the hon. Minister get it examined by 
the Central Watervand Power Commission 
so that the floods are controlled 7 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (DR. K. L RAO) : As my 
colleague has said, the Farakka Bam^ 
does not cause any kind of obstruction or 
floods in Bihar and also in Bengal. Any¬ 
way, the operation of this will come un^ 
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the Oao0i Flood Cofl^ Boatd which is 
going to be set ap shortly, 

SHRI NAWAL fCISHORE SINHA : 
Msy I know whether the Irrigation Ministry 
of the Government of Bihar has drawn the 
attention of the Irrigation Ministry here to 
the impression which is gathering ground in 
Bihar that the commissioning of Farakka 
Barrage is responsible for recent annual 
floodsjn the State 7 

DR. K. L. RAO : Yes, Sir; the Irriga* 
tion Minister of Bihar has oraUy mentioned 
to me about this, but it is not based on any 
facts. In fact, the Farakka Barrage does 
cause any kind of an obstruction. Even 
in the last year when we had the largest 
amount of floods in the Ganga at Farakka, 
about 25 lakh cusecs of water flowing down 
the difference of the level between upstream 
and down-stream was of the order of about 
three inches only. Therefore, the statement 
that the Farakka Barrage causes any kind 
of floods in Bihar is not founded on facts. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: May I 
know whether the hon. Minister has satisfied 
himself that there is not going to bj on any 
account any diversion of Ganga watersover 
and above Farakka Barrage which may 
adversely affect the original scheme of 
releasing 40,000 cusecs of water into the 
Hooghly river which was the original pur¬ 
pose so that the port of Calcutta might be 
saved 7 

DR. K. L. RAO : Yes, Sir. No water 
will be diverted affecting in any way the 
water flow that has been planned for the 
Farakka Barrage. There are many months 
when there will be more flow and in some 
lean months, it will be less. This is being 
laid down as per sanctioned project will be 
operated in accordance with the sanctioned 
schedute.

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DR. K. L. RAOiri As I have already 
suhsiritted, this Ban\% has nothing to do 
wiit^ floods in the nv«r. The Farakka 


Barrage has nothing to tto witfi the increase 
in flood watm there. 

DR. RANEN SEN ; Is it known to the 
hon. Minister that hydro-pbysicistt, that is 
persons who are experts in river irrigation 
floods and other things, have opined that 
because of the construction of dams on the 
the upoer reaches of Ganges, namely, the 
Ghasdtar dam and other dams, there is^ 
paucity of water near the Farakka Barrage"^ 
so much so that the Hoogly river will not 
get any water at all and East Bengal rivers 
are drying up for lack of water 7 

DR. K. L. RAO : That is incorrect. 
The construction of any dam docs not 
diminish the water to a limit which will 
afliect the Farakka Barrage project, I would 
submit to the hon. Member not to bring in 
Bangladesh into this question. It is a sepa¬ 
rate country and we have got to deal with 
it separately. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : The hon. 
Minister has just now stated that in all the 
months of the year, there will not be a 
delivery of 40,000 cusecs of water. Let him 
kindly tell us what will be the lowest and 
which are the months during which the flow 
of water will come down. 

DR. K. L. RAO : As I submitted, 
the Farakka Barrage will be operated in 
accordance with the sanctioned project. 
When the project is sanctioned, an amount 
of water flow is laid down for each month. 
That will be the operational schedule. As 
I submitted earlier, in most of the months 
of the year, 40,000 cusecs will be flowing 
down except in lean months when the flow 
will be reduced. For this also, a schedule 
is laid down. The schedule goes on varying 
from 40,000 cusecs and the operations will 
be according to the schedule.

(b) With the growing importance of 
water in agricultural and economic develop¬ 
ment, need is being increasingly felt for 
planning and developing water resources 
with a regional and national perspective, in 
place of prevailing restricted concept of use 
by basin States. The various aspects of 
the new approch, including legal considera¬ 
tions, are being studied. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB GOTKHINDE: 
Is the Government going to treat water as 
a national resource not belonging to any 
State and act in a manner of having natio¬ 
nal control over it ? Secondly, so long as 
the Inter-State Water Disputes Act, 19J6, 
remains, on the Statute book, I want to 
know how is the Government going to 
prevent the possibility of getting involved 
into the Supreme Court and tribunals over 
local short-sighted disputes. 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (DR. K.L- RAO): That is 
exactly the idea. The present idea is to 
enunciate a national water policy because 
water is getting more and more scarce not 
only in this country but ail over the world, 
and it has become very necessary to r^ulate 
its use in the best interests of the nation, 
therefore, we are now thinking of framing 
a national policy after making studies and 
consulting the concerned persons. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB GOTKHINDE: 
The part of the question regardmg Inter- 
State Water Disputes Act being on the 
Statute Book has not been answered, {la- 
terrpu tian) 

My second question is this. Will the 
Minister let us know the common guideli- 
DCS in the fidd of water management aod 
water development ? 


DR. K. L. RAO: Natsraily the Inter- 
State Watnr Disputes Act will be conse¬ 
quentially amended when we declare the 
national water policy that water belongs to 
the nation. 

As regards guidelinm, to explain the 
whole thing will take a long time of the 
House. I do not want to take much time 
of the House. The main guideline will be 
that every effort will be made to mpply 
water to the various parts of the country 
irrespective of the fact whether river passes 
through or not. Secondly, various preferen¬ 
tial uses of the water and also measures for 
prevention of water pollution will be 
enunciated. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: In 
order to implement this national waAr

Statement 

Since June 1971 two letters and three 
telegrams were received from the Governor 
of Oiyarat addressed to the Minister for 
Railwa 3 rs mentioning about the difficulties 
faced by the industries in Gujarat about 
movement of coal. On receipt of these 
communications, necessary action was taken 
to step up coal loading to Gujarat further. 

2. Movement of coal to the industries 
in Gujarat had been better in 1971*72 and 
..improved considerably during November 

1971 to February 1972 movement during 
which was better than that during the 
corresponding period of previous two years. 
Movement to textile mills and ginning 
industries was also more than that during 
the corresponding period of previous two 
years. 

3. Though the level of loading this 
year had been more, the percentage complia¬ 
nce of demand was less due to sudden very 
heavy increase in sponsored demands. This 
matter has been taken up with the sponsoring 
authorities concerned to confine their spon¬ 
sorship to the minimum genuine demands 
of the industries. 

4. All out efforts continue to be made 
by the Railways to step up the loading 
further. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : According to 
the statement, the Governor of Gujarat sent 
not only one telegram but three telegrams 
and two letters about the difficulties faced 
by the industry in Gujarat about the move¬ 
ment of coal. Keeping this in view, may 
*I know from the hon. Minister what was 
the total requirement of coal wagons for 
the period of three months, from January 

1972 to March |1972, and what is the per¬ 
centage of shorffali in the Supply of coal 
wagons f 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI : 
Actually the loading in 1971-72 has been 
much more as compared 1970-71. It is 
the highfy inflated sponsoM demands that 
has put ns in difficultiea. In 1969-70, the 


demand of coal fbr an the industries in 
Gujarat was 22,016 wagons. It has now 
inflated to 40,628 without any increase in 
the industry itself, The consumption of 
coal has been shown as very hi|^. This 
has put us in difficulties. This mattw has 
been taken up with the Government of 
Gujarat, aod the entire matter is being 
looked into so that highly inflated sponsored 
demands are not put on the l^ilways. 
Every effort is being made to see that the 
entire demand of the Gujarat State is met, 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA: My question 
was; what was the total requirement for the 
period, January to March 1972 and what is 
the actual short-fall and the precentage of 
supply ? That was my question. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI : 
The average per-month loading in 1970-71 
was 7339 wagons and now the average 
loading in 1971-72 per month was 8139. 
The hon. Member may multiply it by three 
and he will get the supply for three months. 

SHRI P M. MEHTA : I don’t want to 
multiply. 1 simply wanted the total require¬ 
ments of wagons and the percentage of the 
shortfall. 

MR. SPEAKER : He has given year- 
wise figures. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : What is the 
percentage of the shortfall according to the 
requirements ? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI : 
I want to make one point very clear. It 
is the question of how much is being 
sponsored by Gujarat Government. What 
has happend is that because of the shortage 
of wagons supply, the demands have been 
highly inflated. Whatever the demands that 
were sponsored by the Gujarat Government 
we have not been able to meet them fully 
and compared to 1970-71 we have given 
them more deliveries and more wagon 
allotments in 1971-72.

(SHRI A. C. GEORGE): (a) and (b). A 
statement is laid on the Table of the House. 

Statement 

The Kerala State Government requested the 
State Trading Corporation for passing on to 
Kerala State Cooperative Marketing Fede¬ 
ration part of the orders placed on the 
S.T C. by the manufacturers or to lift the 
rubber stocks with the Federation. The 
State Trading Corporation has accordmgly 
issued instructions to its Branch Office at 
Madras to ascertain the quantity and grade 
of raw rubbber so far procu ed by the State 
Government Agency and to give necessary 
assistance to offer these stocks to the tyre 
and non-tyre manufacturers. 

SHRI M. M. JOSEPH: May I know 
how much amount has been sanctioned and 
out of it how much has already been given 
to the Government of Kerala ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: Last October, 
when there was a glut in the rubber market, 
the Kerala Government had approached the 
Central Government for a soft loan so 
that the Kerala Government themselves 
may go in for purchase operation. The 
Central Government sanctioned a soft loan 
of Rs. 2.5 erores, out of adiicb two instal¬ 
ments of Rs. 50 lakhs eadi have been given 
up to date. 
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SHRI M. M. JOal^H: May I -know 
wfaeiber thtre is any st^antial increase in 
the price ?

SHRI A. C. GEGKGE: The entry of 
the Kerala Government machinery into the 
purchase operations had a very salutary 
effect and our information is that the open 
market prices are coming up almost the 
level of the statutory prices. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: May I know 
whether the Kerala Government have 
requested the Central Government for re¬ 
leasing the rest of the amount sanctioned 
to them ? 

SHRI A. C, GEORGE: In reply to an 
earlier question, I said that we had given 
them Rs. 1 crore, and till today our infor¬ 
mation is that the Kerala Government have 
purchased 627 tonnes, and the expenditure 
incurred is about Rs. 37 lakhs. So, there 
are still Rs. 63 lakhs at their disposal, and 
only when that amount is spent, they have 
a right to approach the Centre for the next 
ii.slalment.

A delegation 
headed’l^^ the General Manager, Ceylon 
Govei^ent Railways visited India in 
Marsh, 1972. v\ showed interest in 
thc.purchese of passenger coaches of 6 to 7 
types. However, no firm order has so 
far been placed. 
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SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SHARMA : 
The Engineering Exports Profno^On Coun¬ 
cil has fixed targets for the export of 
wagons and also the foreign exchange to 
be earned thereby. May I know wdietber 
those targets are going to be fulfilled by the 
end of this Plan ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : Our export 
earnings from wagons are going up, tuid in 
2971-72, up to January, our earnings have 
been to the tune of nearly Rs. 6 crores. 
But this year, we were able to capture a 
very sizable export order, and the l^ojects 
and Equipment Corporation has an Order 
for 3600 wagons from Yugoslavia valued at 
Rs. 36 crores. We hope that in 1972-73 our 
earnings from wagon exports will be Rs. 68 
crores and in 1973-74 it would be about 
Rs. 84 crores.

(g) Reasma for decliru in export of bristles : 

1. Because of the lucrative incentives 
offered by the Govt, of Nepal 
against export of bristles, Indian 
bristles used to be diverted to 
Nepal and from thtfe export was 
effected. The Napalese exporters 
of bristles used to come down to 
India, contact the pluckers in the 
villages and off<» better prices than 
the Indian m«rchants. However, 
bristles have been brought under 
the Export Control Order. 


2. One of die major factors coming in 
the way of developing exports of 
bristles in large quantities is that 
at present the trade is concentrated 
in the cottage K;ale sector with a 
limited finance and O’edit facilities. 
The exporters have to depend on 
the London Auction whose buyers 
fix up the price at the time of auo< 
tion in every quarter. Even if 
the prices offered by the buyers in 
auctions are not attractive, the 
exporters have no other way but 
to sell the same at the buyers 
pri(«. 

3. Under the present condition, the 
Indian exporters have no twrgain* 
ing capacity. If the exporters do 
not wish to sell their products at 
the auction price, they have to 
keep the go^s in the London 
Warehouse where the wardiousing 
insurance and handling charges go 
on increa&^g. As a result, the ex> 
porters are compelled to sell gt the 
prices fixed by the buym. 


4. China, the Ingest produew ei 
bristles is now able to export bri* 
sties to USA, the biggest consumers 
of bristles in the world. Moreover, 
Chinese bristles are of superior 
quality to that of India.

The Tribunal is trying its best to cope with 
tbe increasing numbeF of appeals instituted 
and to reduce the pendency. However, 
the Tribunal, being a quasi-judicial body 
whose decision of questions of law can be 
challenged, by reference to High Courts 
and tbe Supreme Court, cannot obviously 
lose sight of the all-important qualitative 
aspect of its functions. 

Every effort is being made to deal with

In Janoary, 1971, 7 more 
Benches of the Tribunal were created taking 
the total number of Benches to 30, Eight 
more Benches of the Tribunal are being 
created very shortly for expenditious dis¬ 
posal of pending cases. Besides creating 
new Benches certain other administrative 
measures have also been taken to speed up 
the disposal of appeals. In order to im¬ 
prove the rate of disposal, the members of 
the Tribunal have been advised on adminis¬ 
trative level: 

(i) to duly exercise their powers 
singly to dispose of appeals in 
cases not exceeding the total 
income of Rs. 40,000 as com¬ 
puted by the Income-tax Offi¬ 
cer; 

(ii) to dispose of 150 cases or 
thereabouts per Bench per 
month;

Minister, Government of India took some 
measures in respect of Cashew Industry. A 
statement is placed on the table of the 
House, 


Statement 

(1) Government have granted a loan 
of Rs. 20 lakhs to the Kerala State 
Government to enable the Kerala 
State Cashew Development Corpo¬ 
ration to take over and put in to 
operation again ten of the closed 
cashew processing factories. 

(2) Cashew Corporation of India has 
been advised to afford ninety days 
credit for Rs. 20 lakhs to the 
Kerala State Cashew Develop¬ 
ment Corporation. 

(3) Cashew Corporation of India has 
been directed to take into account 
the number of workers employed 
in a factory while deciding its 
import allocation of raw cashew 
nuts. 

(4) Allotees may transfer their quota 
of imoorted rawnuts only with the 
prior approval of the Cashew 
Corporation of India.

The products to be manufactured and 
the countries to which these will be exported 
are : LT switch gear for U. K., machine 
tools for U. K„ internal combustion engine 
parts for U. K. and hydraulic jacks and 
shock absorbres for Netherlands. 

The total estimated foreign exdiange 
likely to be earned from these proposals 
will be Rs. 2.

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayinkil) : 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, the statement of 
the hon. Minister has of course given us 
relief that there is no such panic regarding 
the reported infiltration of non-Bengali 
Muslims into our country. I am also happy 
to note that the Bangla Desh Government 
is taking all steps to prevent such infiltration 
into our country. We all know that these 
infiltrators have been making illegal intru¬ 
sion into this country; they were the colla¬ 
borators who always joined hands with the 
Pakistani military junta to suppress the 
people's movement in Bangla Desh. 
Naturally, according to the press reports, 
they are the people who failed to join the 
mainstream of the freedom movement in 
Bangla Desh; they are not our citizens, they 
are the citizens of Pakistan. But they have 
been infiltrating into' our country, and that 
is creating an apprehension among the 
people of this country that they will be 
working against our national interests and 
they may be spies working for the alien 
countries also. 

In this connection, 1 would like to 
quote from a press report which makes a 
significant statement. It reads : 

“These are only die detected cases. 
But it is known that from 1965 to 1971, 
when vighmce on both sides was 
rigorous, then were clandestine but 
fairly regultu- a^d dependable tdiannels 
of movement aayss the border, which 
could be Dsed on payment ranging from 
Rs. 500 to Rs. 1,000 per person."

I do not know whether tlds has realty 
happened, bat at present, this kind of 
bribe, paying Rs. 500 to Rs. 1,000 per 
person to come across, this kind of shelter 
to those intruders is a very serious thing 
into which the Government have to make a 
thorough enquiry. Also I know then an mon 
than 220 kms of border. We are glad that the 
Minister says that it is well protected. 1 
want to know whether the Governmmt an 
opening mon outposts and deploying mon 
forces in consultation with the Bangla Desh 
Government What steps have been taken 
in this regard also? 

I do not want to nfer to controversial 
issues. Many Members in this House had 
expressed their views and Mr. Vajpayee 
also has clarified his position. But certain 
other political parties at a meeting in Patna 
supported the repatriation demand of per¬ 
sons from Bangla Desh. Have they given 
shelter to those people ? Are they giving 
encouragement to these intruders? The 
American Press and the CIA may try to 
blackmail our country as well as Bangla 
Desh. Will the Government take serious 
and vigorous steps to check infiltration? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Government 
have taken steps to increase vigilance all 
along the border and during the last few 
months, we have been vigilant on this score. 
He spoke of figures for 1963-71. I cannot 
speak about the pe.iod 1965 to 1971 just 
now. I have collected facts from March 

1971, because I thought it was the intention 
of the questionner. But whatever might 
have happened between 1965 and 1971, 
such a lot has happened between 1971 and 

1972, all that is past history. There has 
been on upheavel and historical events have 
taken place and the complexion of the 
Government in Bangla Desh is very dlfibr- 
ent. There is co-operation between our 
Government and the Government of 
Bangla Desh. Any effort by any one to 
smuggle himself across the bordw meets 
with resistance both from that Ooveromeot 
and our Government and we are anting in 
co-operation with each other. This fact bat 
to be taken note of. 

The oihor question is: adiat extra 
efforts have we made to strengthen the 
outposts/ Under the Foreigners' Aet a 
Bpedal ordm* was issued which makes i( 
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oldigatory for ainy citizeo to furnish iofor- 
matftm about the presence of any foreigow 
to the nearest authority. This order was 
issued at the time of the influx of the 
refugees so that if any of the refugees did 
not register on the border or in the camps 
but went to h've fisewhere, people in that 
locality could inform the authorities about 
their presence. This order is still in 
operation. The number is not very much; 
there Is nothing alarming in this number. 
In case there are stray persons who found 
their way into the villages and towns about 
those also, we hope under this order we 
shall get information about their preseoce.

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SHRI M. RAM GOPAL RfiDDY 
(Nizamabad): The whole country has 
got confidence in Mr. Pant, and whatever 
he says he is going to effectively implement, 
but here there are ab^ut 20 lalchs of Bihari 
Muslims in Bangla Desh We know they 
are religious bigots, THsre is absolute 
security in Bangla Desh. In spite of this 
these people' want to come to India. 
Firstly, they went to discredit the Bangla 
Desh Government, and secondly, to create 
trouble in India. Our Home Minister says 
that there are only 1,400 people and that it 
is nothing, but I want to say that even one 
drop of poison is enough to kill several 
persons. After Rama-Ravana Yuddha, 
o-ly one Rakshasa was left over, and he 
went to Ayodhya where he caused the 
separation of Rama and Sita. Similarly, 
even if one Bihari Muslim is left here, 
I want that he most be sent out of this 
country. These Bihan Muslims stayed in 
Bangla Desh for 25 years and they could 
not adjust themselves with those people. 
How can they come and adjust themselves 
in India? Here, Hindus and Muslims are 
living like brothers under the leadeiship of 
Shrimati Indira Gandhi. We do not make 
any difference between man and man, but 
these people will come and spoil the good 
atmosphere that is prevailing in India. It 
must be taken very serious note of, and no 
mercy should be shown to these people. 
These Bihari Muslims are coming and 
staying with their relalises. 

I want the minister to have a thorough 
probe into the whole episode and find out 
with whom they are taking shelter. The 
people who are giving them shelter must 
also be punished vei*y severely. I hope the 
Government of India will take suitable 
aaion. 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; I would like to 
say that some of ihPftatements of my hon. 
friend am rather sweeping. There are some 
of persons who are non-Bengali 


Mmlims in Bk%gla Dash abd SheSAi 
Mujibur Rehman has said that any of them 
who wishes to settle down in Bangla Desh 
and regard himself as a true citizen of 
Bangla Dash is welcome to do so. While 
a certain amount of pro paganda has been 
made by interested parties hinting at bad 
treatment be'ng meted out to this commu¬ 
nity, the House is aware that both the Red 
Cross representative and the representative 
of the UN Secretary-Gene -al who visited 
Bangla Desh found that in fact these 
charges were baseless and have made 
statements to that effect. Tnerefore, these 
facts m ist be kept in mind. The Bangla 
Desh Government is certainly doing its 
duty by all its citizens and we must not say 
anything that creates an impression to the 
contrary. These 1400 persons who are 
still in India —it is not as though the State 
Governments di not k.iow where they are. 
In those cases where they have been 
released on bail, the State Government 
knows their whereabouts and can locate 
them; it has not lost sight of them That 
is what they arc supposed to do and that 
IS their objective n imposing certain 
condtoas or in taking certain bail 
or surely or guarantee when they 
release them So, they a'^e not lost sight 
of; they arc well in sight of the State 
Governments. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Aiipore): 
Sir, this IS a somewnat delicate matter and 
1 think we should be ra'he* circumspect in 
discussing it, becaii',e the paramount 
question IS the relauon.hp botvoen our 
country and Binjla D^^h, whici should 
not be allowed to be imoa-ed on any 
account. I agree with the minister that 
the rema'^ks just now made by the hon. 
member over there were really too sweeping. 
Sheikh Mqjib himielf has said publicly not 
once but many times that any non-Bangali 
Muslim who is willing to ident.fy h mtelf 
with Bangla Desh and to live there as a 
loyal citizen of Bangla Dsih is welcome to 
do so This statement itself implies thgt 
Sheikh Miu<b hmieif cannot posstb’y 
imagine that the entire 20 lafclas of noa- 
Bsngali N^usllms the'e played the role of 
collaborators Otherwise, this Ztatemsnt of 
his would make no sense. As far as 
collaborators are concerned, wherhar they 
are non-Bengali or Bengali—-let there be no 
mistake about it; there wwe »large number 
ofiengell coBaboratoxs also—frhoePer it 
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may be, nobody possibly in anyoofiiotry 
can support the idea tisat ci^aboratofs 
should go uapaoi^ed. That will take its 
normal course. Whatever the Bangla Desh 
Ooverameat wipbes to do in that respect, 
they have got the sovereign ri|ht to do it. 
But naturally among these people there, 
them will be all sorts of people as there are 
in my community. There would be -old 
people, <dd men. old women, children and 
so on and some of them may be trying 
definitely to cross the border and come into 
those districts particularly of Bihar where 
their original homes were and where per¬ 
haps some of their relatives and so on are 
still living. 

Also, while fully agreeing with the hon. 
Minister, because we also know on the 
basis of our own reports that the Bangla¬ 
desh Government is doing everything possi¬ 
ble to ensure that their safety and rights 
are protected, it is also a fact that there 
is a fear complex there. It may not 
have any basis or the basis may only 
be a guilty conscience. I do not 
know. But there is a fear complex and 
this fear complex may have been heightened 
now by the fact that the Indian army, the 
Indian armed forces, has been withdrawn. 

I myself have seen a number of letters 
written by non-Bengali Muslims in Dacca 
and other places to their yelatives in this 
country, a few months ago, in which they 
were continuously harping on the idea that 
their safety depended on the presence ofthe 
Indian army and that, once the Indian 
army was removed, they felt that their 
future was very uncertain. I do not think 
this IS correct assessment at all. But this 
kind of complex is there. Once the Indian 
army has been withdran, the possibility, the 
likelihood, is that a large number of these 
people might try to cross the border in an 
unauthoritssed or illegal manner and smug¬ 
gle themsleves into this couotry.

Therefore, I would like to know udie- 
ther in the course of the numerous talks 
which we are having with the Banglade^ 
authorities at different levels there has 

- been any kind of agreement or understand¬ 
ing as to what will constitute a valid travel 
document or a valid document for a pmon 
who wishes to leave that country. Of

The papers say—and this point was 
mention^ by Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee- 
that any non-Bengali* Mut^im citizen or a 
family of that country bolding a certificate 
signed by a Member of the Ban^desh 
Constituent Asembly to the effect dut thay 
were not collaborators would be allowed to 
leave that country if they want. Is this a 
fact ? Has there been any discussion with 
the Bangladesh authorities about that 7 
Can anyboify bolding a certificate of this 
type freely leave that county if he wants 
to leave dmt conntry ? If people holding 
such certificates arrive at our border, do we 
consider them to be unmithorised people 
trying to come into our country or do we 
recognise that kind of a certificate for any 
purpose ? I think, he should clarify the 
position. This kind of propaganda—it is 
only a propaganda in the papers is not 
desirable. It creates all kinds of misunders¬ 
tandings and they shonld be cleared up 
one and for all. I should imagine, there is 
nothing secret about it, about the agreement 
between the two countries regarding the 
procedure for issue of docummits for leav¬ 
ing that country and what would be our 
attitude towards that on our side. That is 
my first question. 

Secondly, what is now going to be 
nationality status or the citizenship status 
of these people who have already come 
into our country and about whom the Go- 
evmment claims to have information as to 
whereabouts and so on ? Obviously, they 
were nationals of Pakistan. They did not 
want to remain nationals of Bangladesh. 
They have come mto this country in an 
unauthorised manner. They have been 
identified and located by our authorities. 
They are continuing to remain in fiiis 
country. Whether there may be some 
conditions of bond or surety or somedimg 
like that I do not know. What is die idea, 
whether they would eventually be persuaded 
to go back or the Bangladesh Government 
should be asked to take them back or they 
would be allowed to stay here indefinitely 
and, later on, at some future date, Ibe 
quMtion of their dt'aeoship would be const- 
fierad, or what 7 Because this figure mhy 
aol r wwah* at 1400. I do not baUcva it is 
ppMjble for pur avOwriti*** 
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•n the best li^ftentions to ev&ry inch of 
this very long border. So, these 1,400 
may become 14,000 also id'ter some time. 
Tberefore, what are we prpposing to do ? 

Tbm I would like to draw his attention 
to a report from the Staff Correspondent of 
Statesman from Dacxa on the lOdb, that is, 
yesterday in Mtich he says: 

'*^at seems to be puzsding the Go* 
vemment (the Government of Bangla* 
desh) is the working of certain foreign 
relief organisations which, it is alleged, 
are responsible for smuggling out Biha> 
ris from Bangladesh to India. These 
organisations have chartered planes, 
and they are piloted not by people from 
Bangladed) but by foreigners who come 
from 10,000 miles away and they are 
offered ftmtastic salaries. The Govern¬ 
ment is now enquiring into the working 
of these organisations.” 


It is a very serious matter. I do not know 
whether our government have been alerted 
by the Bangladesh authorities about this 
and whether we have any information, 
because we know that there are certain 
foreign agencies which are masquerading as 
relief organisations, mainly CIA and other 
elements, which are actively interested dn 
ireating trouble between these two count¬ 
ries, which are carrying out a pernicious 
kind of propaganda abroad about the alle¬ 
ged atrocities committed on non-Bengali 
Muslims and so on. We can see evidence 
of this in so many magazines and journals 
published abroad, and it is done with a 
definite motive. Therefore, I would not 
rule out the possibility which the Statesman 
correspondent from Dacca has mentioned 
here about certain foreign relief organisa¬ 
tions which are responsible for carrying on 
this sort of smuggling trade in bringing 
these people illegally Into India. Has he 
any information about this ? What sort of 
vi^ance are we exercising ? Have we 
come across any instances whem such attmn- 
pts have beed made ?

Finally, I would say that in future if 
suddenly it Jsfbund that the press begins 
canyiag • Ufgs number of storjes which, ia 


the opinion of the goverameat, are eaane- 
rated or have no basis in fact then govern¬ 
ment thouid not wait for you, Sir, to admit 
some Calling Attention Notice which mi|d>t 
or might not be admitted, for you might 
have admitted something else. In that case, 
would the government remain Silent ? 
Should they not come forward, take this 
House into confidence and at once make an 
official and authoritative denial of sueh 
reports ? I do not think this is the proper 
way of going about these things. 

SHRi K. C. PANT: Dealing with the 
last question first, I have too much respect 
for the vigilance of the hon. Members of 
this House to think that any major problem 
can escape their scrutiny or that they will 
not raise it and gi\e an opportunity to the 
government to place the right facts before 
the country. 

So far as the number of non-Bengali 
Muslims goes, the figure of 20 lakhs was 
mentioned. According to one estimate the 
figure is approximately 12 lakhs. Shri 
Indrajit Gupta said that when the Indian 
army withdraws there might be a large 
influx Well, the Indian army has with¬ 
drawn and no influx has been noticed. 

Regarding the travel arrangement, 
permanent arrangements have not yet been 
finalised. At present they are temporary 
arrangements which will remain inforce till 
the 30th June, 1972. These arrangements 
travel between India and Bangadesh are that 
Indian national can go to and Banglade^ 
only after gettmg the necessary endorsement 
on their passport, or after securing certifi¬ 
cates for travel between India and Bangladesh 
and the other documents prescribed under 
the passport rules. They de not require 
any visa from the Bangladesh authonties. 
Similarly, the Bangladesh nationals are 
permitted to enter India only if they pos¬ 
sess a duly endorsed passport and the 
other travel documents prescribed by the 
Government of Bangladesh. They also do 
not require any visa from the Indian autho¬ 
rities. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: My point 
is slightly defferent. 1 am not referring to 
the travel documents of people who are 
tooming for travel purposes and will go

SHRI K. C. PANT: Peopie who go 
with these documents would be regarded 
as authorised people. If they do not 
popsess these documents and they try to 
cross the border, they would be regarded 
unauthorised entrants. It is these 

people whom I have mentioned as 
2,000 people who have come over, 
that is, those without legal authorised 
valid travel documents. 

Apart from this, as my hon. friend 
knows, some arrangements had been made 
for trade along the border. I am not refer¬ 
ring to that. 

Then, there is the question of the citi- 
eensfaip status of those who are remaining 
in India. As I have said, some have 
gone back to Bangla Desh. As to what 
will ultimately happen to them—some of 
them are women and some are children— 
that will be considered along with the larger 
question. Till that time I am not in a 
position to say as to how many will be 
regarded as Pakistanis or as Bangla Desh 
citizens. That is a matter which will have 
to be gone into along with the larger 
question. 

Then, we have no information of either 
the members of the Constituent Assembly 
in Bangla Desh or any clandestine agencies 
indulging in any corrput practices in secur¬ 
ing the migration of non-Bengali Muslims 
to India.

SHRI BUOY MODAK (Hoogly) : 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 rise to oppose the 
Demands for Grants of the Ministry of 
Irrigation and Power. This Ministry has a 
very important bearing on the development 
of (he economy of the country. But it has 
fait ed to ma n itself with sufficient foresight, 
resources and funds to cope with the 
situation as it demanded. 

There had been plethora of words, 
promises and meetings and also eulogy for 
targeted achievements, but the real increase 
in irrigation potential stands far below the 
requirements, not catching upto SO per cent 
of the required annual potential. And in 
generation of electricity India keeps itself at 
the lowest of rung among the countries of 
the world. I do not accuse the Minister in 
charge for this. But this foreshadows a 
gloomy political future when the Govern¬ 
ment does not feel the urgency to allocate 
more funds to this Department. Instead of 
giving it top-most priority, the Governmmt 
goes in for more and more 
allocation of funds for police and military 
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expen4iture. It faas no\» become a question 
of duuiging the present set-up of the 
Government in spite of tail promises of 
bringing in socialism and ‘Garibt Hatao’ 
slogans of the Government. 

Coming to the specific projects taken 
Over, the performance of the Ministry is 
very bad in my State—West Bengal. The 
Jaf^aka Hydro-Electric project is a comp¬ 
lete failure, leading to wastage of several 
crores of rupees' of public funds. The 
development of this area is being retarded 
due to power shortage. Now, 
practically there is no electricity 
in North Bengal particularly in Malda and 
Daijeeling district which is a backward area. 
No industry either big or small is having 
any scope for developmet there. The 
development of electricity is very very 
important in this region. May I ask what 
steps the Government is taking to improve 
the power supply position in North Ben¬ 
gal ? 

In Kansabati project IS years have 
passed ; still it is incomplete, though the 
project was to have been completed in 10 
years creating an irrigation potential of 10 
lakh acres. The irrigation potential now 
stands at only 3 lakh acres or so. Now, 
1 want to draw your attention to the crimi¬ 
nal negligence of the Government to deal 
with the flood problem of lower Damodar 
region in West Bengal causing tremendous 
loss to life and property almost annually in 
the region. 

The DVC is under the control of this 
Ministry and it has completely failed to solve 
the problem—since the very inception of 
DVC. Floods in West Bengal, particularly 
in trans-Damodar basin (Arambagh and 
Khanakul in Hooghly, Khandoghosh in 
Burdwan, Udaynarayanpure, Amta, Bagnam 
in Howrah District) has become an annual 
feature. Every year at the lime of the 
monsoon when these areas are flooded, the 
State Government squarely blames the DVC 
and the DVC readily denies the charges. 

The DVC with its attendate objectives 
was primarily constructed t.-) control the 
^ floods. For this purpose, eight dams were 
to be constructed as per the suggestion of 
the originai planners. Subsequently, only 
four dams were constructed. With only 


four dams, DVC, was from the vwy begi- 
nnittg unable to contain the entire rain ftfl 
in the upper catchment area during thw 
monsoon, As such daring heavy rainfall 
excess water in the dams has to be released 
causing unavoidable flood in trans-Damodar 
basin. Thus, DVC has become a source of 
recurrent, continuous ani perpetual man¬ 
made flood in this region. This is created 
by the man-made contrivances. The most 
astontshing part of this is that specialists in 
the Irrigation Department both at the central 
and State level now admit that this could 
have been avoided at the very outset. Mr 
Kao, when he had been to West Bengal in 
1971, frankly admitted that the original 
Central planners were directly responsible 
for this. He admits that the canalisation 
of the Damodar which had been envisaged 
along with the reservoir is the only solution 
to provide relief in this area. 

According to Mr Rao, this entire scheme 
will require Rs. 14 crores. He further says 
in his report that “the entire scheme will 
have to be completed in a period of 3-4 
years to avoid annual damage and suffe¬ 
ring*’. But, in spite of promises from the 
Irrigation Minister, the Finance and 
Planning Ministers to allocate the progra-, 
mmed sum, a .sum of below Rs. 90 lakhs 
only has been sanctioned last year... 

MR. SPEAKER : You can make 
reference to yoiir papers but not read the 
speech. 

SHRI BUOY MODAK :.instead of 

Rs. 4 crores. This kind of spending in 
dribbles will not solve any problem. That 
is known to everyone. 

Most astonishingly while the planners 
in the Government knew of this defect in 
DVC throughout the period of construction 
and process of completion of DVC. the 
people of this region had been allowed t* 
suffer for long fifteen years. 

Floods after floods have ravaged this 
area causing considerable damage. May I 
ask of the Minister whether the Rs. 14 
crores which is programmed wilt be spent 
3-4 years as envisaged by him ? Why 
allocation of only Rs. 75 lakhs last year 
instead of Rs. 4 cro.es as tmlsiisd ? A 
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positive answer must come fr6m the Mini* 
•ter. « 

Further, Sir, can the Minister assure us 
that the canalisation of the Damodar, that 
is embankment on Mundeswari and 
excavation of rivers in this region will solve 
this problem ? I have other reports to the 
contrary. Expert engineers opine that the 
four dams which have been constructed in 
the first phase are designed to moderate 
peak load of 6.50 lakhs cusecs to 2.50 
lakhs cusecs at Durgapur including a contr* 
ibution of 90,000 cusecs from the 
uncontrolled catchment below the dams 
The flood storage capacity in the four 
dams as constructed is 1.510 m. ac. ft. of 
which 78 m. ac. ft. is only available for 
flood moderation. As such only 50^ of the 
flood reserve is available for flood moder* 
ation in the DVC system. And, with such 
an insignificant flood reserve capacity, it 
is hardly possible to moderate a flood of 
reasonnbte magnitude, not to speak of the 
his(!<.^t flood of the order of I million 
cusecs. 

If this aspect is not seen in proper 
perspective, and more stress is laid on the 
carrying capacity of the channels in the 
lower area, a dangerous consequence may 
follow. Construction of the embankments 
to provide for a capacity of 2,.50,000 cusecs 
would bring in a false sense of security in 
the minds of the people of the locality, as, 
without proper provision of the flood 
reserves in the dams, the releases would 
certainly go beyond this figure which might 
bring disaster to this area. Secondly, 
without periodical silt clearance the maintai¬ 
ning of the carrying capccity of the channels 
will be impossible. 

So, I think, Mr. Rao must think twice 
before pouring such vast amounts in the 
canalisation process without examining the 
question of increasing the flood reserve 
capacity of the DVC, by considering the 
question of acquisition of unrequited lands 
in DVC at Maithon and Panchet Reservoirs 
before all oiher problem'^ are tackled in the 
lower areas. ‘ ' 

I have got reports that the Expert Body 
meeting in January, 1970 did recommend as 


follows 

“Top priority must be giren to simul¬ 
taneous acsqiiisition of additional lands 
in Maithon and Panchet reservoirs and 
improvement of river......and drainage 

works in lower valley for quick disposal 
of flood water.” 

I do not know why the Minister is not 
considering the qnest ion of increasing the 
flood reserves of Maithan and Panchet Dorn 
by further acquisition of unacquired lands 
there ? May 1 have a positive answer ? 

Sir, it is not impossible for the Minister 
to understand that without augumenting 
the flood reserve at the upper dams, by 
simply construtcing embankements along 
Mandeswari, he is taking a great risk. In 
case the flood releases go above 2,50,000 
cusecs as calculated, and which is inevitable 
in every 5 or 10 years, the entire embank¬ 
ment may give way, thus creating a great 
disaster like-Jalpaiguri in North Bengal. 

So, special attention must be given te 
acquu-e lands in Bihar for expansion of 
flood reserves at Maithon and Panchet 
rivers. 

Sir, regarding sea erosion in Kerala, 
unlike the other States in the country, sea- 
erosion is a problem peculiar to Kerala 
which has a coastline of about 560 km. of 
which as miihh as 320 km. are exposed to 
continuons ravages of the sea and require 
protection if valuable land is to be saved. 

I think Government must give special 
attention to tackle this problem. A lot of 
allegation of malpractices, favouritism etc. 
came in the papers about the Kuttgadi 
Irrigation Project in Kerala a major project 
there. ' I hope the Government will go into 
this matter thoroughly. 

Now, coming to Cauvery watei dispute, 
I wish to say that this dispute over the use 
of Cauvery water concerns three States, 
that is, Tamilnadu, Kerala and Mysore. The 
affected part of Kerala was part of Madras 
State then. As such that State is also inter¬ 
ested in the Cauvety Project under such con¬ 
ditions, the water of the counvey system must 
be justly and equitably distributed between 
these three Slates and 1 think for this 
purpose the Central Government must call 
a Meeting of the representatives of the three- 
States so that a proper, just and equitable 
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system could be evolved for the distribution 
of the -Cauvery waters. 

With these words, I oppose the Demands 
of the Ministry of Irrigation and Power.

It was also 
heartening to note that Government were 
taking measures to Wipe out poverty and 
illiteracy. Sir, 1 belong to an area in UP 
which is predominantly poor and poverty- 
stricken. The hon. Minister of Planning, 
Shri C. Subramniam has been telling that 
the Planning Commission had worked out 
a particular strategy that would remove 
poverty by the end of the Sixth Plan. The 
strategy, as I understand it, aims at in¬ 
creasing the production of essentials by in¬ 
tensive irrigation and also by generating 
power. Going by present consumption 
standards, about 220 million population 
out of 500 million are living below the 
poverty line. To fight this war on poverty, 
science and modern technology should also 
be involved in the war to give a scientific 
basis to our irrigation and power develop¬ 
ment plans.

As far as the power position in the 
country is concerned, the Union Ministry 
of Irrigation and Power has said that the 
total shortage in the country is based on 
the actual demand of 10 to 15 million units 
a day or a capacity of one million k.w. If 
tfata suppressed growth of load is taken into 
account, the shortage will be even more. It 
is also mentioned that UP is getting power 
from Madhya Pradesh and the northern 
region as a whole is very much short of 
power. It is a universally agreed principle 
that abundant supply of ener^ forms the 
most decisive factor ia the economic deve¬ 


lopment of the country. It is also a fact 
that the per capita consumption of electri¬ 
city is regarded as the popular index of the 
progress of a nation and the standard of 
living of its people. The rapid growth of 
agricultural and industrial development is 
dependent on the availability of adequate 
and reliable power supply. It is, therefore, 
essential that the highest priority has to be 
given to the power sector in our developing 
economy. The proposed decade plan chalked 
out by the Ministry of Irrigation and Power 
visualises the growth in the installed gene¬ 
rating capacity up to 52 million k.w. by 
1980-81. In this, the share of UP is for 
erecting 1600 MW by 1980-81. This capa¬ 
city includes the setting up of a thermal 
power station with a capacity of two units 
of 110 MW each at Gorakhpur in my con¬ 
stituency. In this connection, the Ministry 
of Irrigation and Power has to pursue the 
State Electricity Boards for expediting the 
submission of project reports so as to get 
them cleared by the Planning Commission. 
1 therefore appeal to the hon. Minister to 
expedite the scheme at Gorakhpur for eaily 
commissioning of the unit.

SHRINARSINGH NARAIN PANDEY: 
Sir. I was requesting the Minister to instal 
two theroutl power stations at Gorakhpur as 
proposed, as this would help in removing 
the unbalance of power distribution in the 
eastern part of Uttar Pradesh. Not only is 
this the only problem created. Another 
problem that is created is in respect of the 
greatest industry of Uttar Pradesh, which is 
the power-loom industry. All subsidy made 
to Uttar Ptadesh by the Electricity Board 
has arbitrarily been withdrawn. I would 
request the hon. Minister kindly to go’ 
through it and see that it is restored. 

About irrigation, thanks to modern 
technology, Indian agriculture has made a 
very impressive gain in recent years. In 
foodgrains particularly there has been a 
phenomenal increase in production. For 
the first time in recent history the country 
no longer needs to buy food from abroad. 
Heartening as this is; it has unfortunately 
created in this country a sense of compla¬ 
cency which could be dangerous. Indian 
agriculture on the whole continues to be a 
gamble on the monsoons. It can hardly be 
otherwise in a situation where less than a 
quarter of the total cultivated area is under 
assured irrigation, the rest depending on the 
rain-gods who have been generally merciful 
in the last four years. But it 
would be patently unwise to count 
on this run of luck. A country-wide network 
of irrigation which provides the farmer with 
the required quantity of water at the right 
time is vitally necei^sary for real and lasting 
progress in agriculture. How the country 
should go about this urgent and colossal 
task has been comprehensively and compe- 
tcnly discussed by the Irrigation Commission 
in the first part of its three-volume report 
which was presented to Parliament the other 
day. The last such review, if I may say so, 
was made as early as 1901 when everything 
was so entirely different. The Commission’s 
report is significant also because it takes a 
Itfoad and long term view of the problem. 
Although discussing such subjects like 
provision of rural 'roads, markets, warehou¬ 
sing and research facilk^s may seem 
inclevant here, these are all related aspects 


of the same lai:ger problem of modemiiiog 
the agricultural sector. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : It is not 
your maiden speech, 1 believe. 

SHRI NARSINGH NARAIN PANDEY: 

I am consulting my notes. Sir. 

According to the Commission’s report 
the total irrigation potential in the eountry 
is of the order of 61 million hectares or 
double the present irrigated area. Going 
by the projection made by the population 
experts, the Irrigation Commission a^umes 
that India’s population will increase by 65 
per cent, to 900 mil'ion by the end of the 
century. The food and fibre requirements 
would also increase by 100 per cent because 
of the likely rise in living standards. 
Extensive cultivation has to be done and 
the Ccommission roughly estimates that the 
suggested development of irrigation facilities 
over the next thirty years will cost about 
ten thousand croes. This is no doubt a 
staggering amount. But to postpone action 
In this vital field may perhaps prove costlier 
in the end. 

Lastly, I draw the attention of the hon. 
Minister to three programmes which are 
very vital for UP and request that they 
must be given priority. Fiist is the atomic 
power station in the northern region which 
he proposes to instal. What has happened 
to that ? Where will it be located ? Has any 
decision been taken about this 7 

The second is the Jaikundi project on 
river Rapti. Every year there is^a colossal loss 
of Rs. 100 crores in the districts of Eastern 
U.P. What h as happened to this ? Lastly, 
I request the hon. Minister to tell the 
House what measures he is taking to control 
Rapti, Ghagra and other rivers of 
the eastern U.P. which are creating havoc 
in eastern U.P. and causing damage 
to the extent of crores of rupees every year 
to the exchequer and flooding the count¬ 
ryside. I request him to expedite action on 
these matters.

SHRl PRIYA RAN JAN DAS MUNSI 
(Calcutta-South); Mr. Deputy-Speaker, I 
have chosen to speak on these grants be¬ 
cause I believe that if you are really to 
achieve sicialism in your country the main 
stream of socialist objectives lies in this 
Ministry, namely, the Ministry of Irrigation 
and power. It was Gurudev Tagore who 
said in his poem, which we have taken as 
our national anthem: Vindkya Himaehat 
Yamuna Gangs, Uchhal Jaladhitaranga. It 
was Rishi Bankim Chandra who said in an- 
other revolutionary poem: sujahm suflam 
modaycda sheetalam. 

Apart from the poetic style and diction, 
the ultimate objective was the manifestation 
of scientific life, to see the modern fertilised 
India. Ultimately, it means the develop¬ 
ment of green India. I'll, unfortunately, 
the twcotyfifth year of fieedom has pass^ 


and still the poor peasants of our country 
look unto us and at the sky in summer and 
spring and wonder how they will cultivate 
their land for the green revolution which 
we have committed ourselves to in our 
election manifesto and election meetings. 

I would like to highlight some specific 
problems to the Ministry without going 
into details. I have seen the report of the 
Ministry and I congratulate the Minister for 
the great performance that he has 
so far shown within this short time. 
But in spite of ali these things 
I should say that this is the only Ministry 
which could confuse the people for time 
long, for generation after generation, with¬ 
out giving any product. The emotional 
Indian people particularly may be deceived 
and confused for long time. Nobody 
knows when the story would be ended. 

It it a basic and important thing that 
for more employment we want more 
industry, whether urban industry or agro 
industry, and for more industry we need 
moie electricity, more power. It was great 
Lenin who, immediately after the revolution 
in the Soviet Union, first brought the entire 
country under modsrn electrification. The 
Ministry has divided the entire activity of 
the power programme in various depart¬ 
ments. If I cite the names of the depart¬ 
ments, without going into the merits of it, 
easily the people would be confused. The 
basic thing is to create generators of energy 
either in the rural sector or in the urban 
sector. For that the various departments 
are the Central Electrical Authority, the 
Regional Electricity Boards, the Central 
Electricity Board, the Rural Electrification 
Corporation and the State Electricity Boards. 
If people want to know at a glance about 
the development of power, easily the 
Ministry can say, “Wc are doing something. 
Through the Central Electricity Authority 
we are negotiating with the States; through 
l^e Central Electricity Board we are deve¬ 
loping energy; thiough the Rural Electri¬ 
fication Corporation we are going into thh 
merits whether electricity is really needed 
in the rural areas.” All the information 
can be palatably placed before any seminar 
or before the House or Members of Parlia¬ 
ment or before the people of India outside 
Parliament. 
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But what is the necessity of these 
departments without going into the priority? 
The priority is that we need electricity in 
the rural sector imitiedlately for agro-based 
industries and for modem agriculture. The 
second priority is that we need electricity 
for modern industry. For the two, we 
require the cooperation of the State 
Governments, research and everything. But 
we do not settle the priority as to from 
what point we shall start. Shall we start 
either from the rural point of Bihar or UP 
or from the urban point of Tamil Nadu or 
Kerala? They have cited in the report 
some surplus States and we are happy for 
that, but we do not say what immediate 
measures can be taken for those States 
which are suffering from want of power. 

I am not accusing the hon. Minister, 
Dr. Rao. He is a great individual to 
implement his ideas. I am grateful to him. 
But I can assure you that this sort of thing 
cannot come unless the personnel of the 
Ministry of Irrigation and Power go faster 
than the stream of the rivers. They are 
compiling the entire objectives of the people 
and putting them in files. 1 wrote three 
or four letteis and in three or four months 
they did not even bother to answer them. 
They refer sometimes to the Corporation; 
the Corporation refers to the Board and 
when the Boaid refers to the State Govern¬ 
ment, the bulb IS fused perhaps. So, this 
is the position of power. 1 request the 
hon. Minister to set immediately the prio¬ 
rity of power both in the uiban sector and 
in the rural sector. 

As for West Bengal, north Bengal is 
suffering from power. 1 know, there are 
many probiemi because of which you 
cannot immediately inslal power. 

MR. DEPU fY-SPFAKER : If they 
suffer from power then they have too much 
of it. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI: 
No; that power we have got, unfortunately 
sucking the .power from other political 
sources. 

I propose some specilic ideas before the 
Ministry. One is installation of additional 
generator unit of 120 MW at Bendel 
Thermal Power station to supply power to 


the entire Calcutta industrial complex uid 
the other is 2X200 MG in Kolaghat to 
supply power to the Haldia complex. The 
scheduled proposal already decided by the 
Ministry for north Bsngal which is supposed 
to be done at Datkhula should immediately 
be doiw, which the Minister has assured so 
many times to the people of Bengal. 

Regarding irrigation, I would like to 
stress two important things. One is the 
Lower Damodar Project which has been 
highlighted in the Report of the Ministry of 
Irrigation and Power many limes. But yet 
nothing has been done and, for years, thou¬ 
sands of acres of cultivable land are still 
not cultivated in that part of Bengal. The 
Minister has assured that as soon as the 
Planning Commission approves it, they will 
start action. I hope, the Planning Commi¬ 
ssion will approve it immediately and the 
Ministry will take note of it. 

The West Mograhat Drainage Scheme 
which has also been accepted by the Minis¬ 
try and still kept pending for the approval 
of the Planning Commission may also help 
us adequately in the cultivation of land in 
that place. 

The only thing which is not in the list 
of the Ministry’s Report is the Siwarna 
Rekha Embankment Scheme. 0 1 2Sth 
March last, at an organisational level, we 
started a movement, “back to the village” 
movement. Personally, 1 have seen, in 
Gopivallabhpur, in Midnapnr district, which 
is the first spot of Naxalite movement there. 
The good navigable river Sawarna Rekha 
is following on the two sides of Gopivaiia- 
bhpur. The poor peasants, in spite of their 
cultivable lands on doth the sides, look at 
the sky in summer. They told me that if 
the Ministry, if the Government, take imme¬ 
diate initiative to channelise the entire 
water from Suwarna Rekha to cultivate 
land on both sides, about 5000 to 10,000 
acres of land can be cultivated. That parti¬ 
cular position is on the border of Orissa, 
Bengal and Bihar. Not a single State Go¬ 
vernment takes interest to look after the 
problem there. So, these poor peasants get 
angry and the extrmists took an opportunity 
to create agitation there. 

1 personally request the hon. Minister,

As regards flood control, every year, 
we find that floods are increasing. Last 
time, it was In U.P., Bihar and Bengal. 
1 do not know what will be this year. 
More than Rs. 500 crores are spent for the 
relief works in flood aifected areas of either 
Bengal or Bihar or U.P. The Ministry 
has rightly said in their Report that they 
are taking some serious steps to improve 
the situation. 

In this connection, I would suggest, 
let us have a survey and find out the rea¬ 
sons for such floods, whether it is Tee^ta or 
Mahanadi or Kosi. As soon as we find 
out the reason or the source of flood, let 
us immediately start separate schemes and a 
separate planning body for that flood point 
so that, ultima'ely, we can find out other 
reasons behind floods which can be taken 
care of in other places. I congratulate the 
Ministry for taking some measures for flood 
control. They have taken some good steps 
in three or four States and the capacity 
they have shown is more than enough. I 
should not blame theme. 

With these words, I would like to con¬ 
clude, once again with a request that un¬ 
less the Ministry of Irrigation and Power 
take a final lead to bring socialist objectives 
of our country, 1 apprehend that, in spite 
of our speeches and words in Parliament, 
tfiis Parliament may be in future not the 
room of parliamentarians but the real fort 
of rebel peasants. I request the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to consider the importance of thig parti¬ 
cular Ministry and take it seriously. 

SHRI V. MAYAVAN (Chidambaram): 
I rise to speak on the Demands for Grants 
of the Ministry of Irrigation and Power. 

I have carefully goi\B through the 
Report submitted before the Home, and I 


On page 6 of the Report, it is said: 

“It is proposed to cover 20,000 Harijan 
Bastis during the remaining period of 
the Fourth Plan at an estimated cost of 
Rs.S crores.” 

After 25 years, since the attainment of 
independence, we are planning for electrifi¬ 
cation of 20,000 Harijan slum areas at a 
cost of Rs. 5 crores! 

On page 79 of the Report it is said: 

“Out of the funds of Rs. 50 lakhs pro¬ 
vided to the Rural Electrification Cor¬ 
poration in December, 1971, for electri¬ 
fication of Harijan Bastis, schemes for 
an estimated cost of Rs. 49,29 lakhs 
have alraady been sanctioned for elec¬ 
trification of 1.043 Bastis in the States 
of Andhra Pradesh, West Bengal, Tamil 
Nadu, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, 
Gujarat Rajasthan and Mysore." 

on an average, it works out to 120 villages 
per State. For this they have allocated 
about Rs. 5 crores. As this fantastically 
low rate, 1 do not know how long it would 
take to cover the entire 20,000 villages. 
A minimum of at least 20 years are neces¬ 
sary to cover this project. And what is 
the guarantee that the number of villages 
will not increase 7 How can one presume 
that the number of rural areas will remain 
the same ? 

It is also stated that a scheme of rural 
engineering survey has been launched and 
a sum of Rs. 6. 24 crones has been earmr- 
ked to cover 26,000 villages. Nearly 550 
survey teams have been set up. All these 
years we have been spending crores ud 
crores of rupees without any such surveys. 
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Has asybody made any rough estimate as 
to how many decades will it take to cover 
all these villages ? 

It is given in the Report itself that 
every year the Minister of the Department 
as well as the officials go abroad. In the 
year 1971-72 our Minister toured Nether¬ 
lands, Switzerland, Italy, Ethiopia, Nairobi, 
Nepal, Ceylon, etc. The Secretary of the 
Ministry visited Sweden, Britain, Canada, 
Nigeria, USSR, Norway, Australia and 
France. The amount spent on these trips 
would be more than what was spent for 
Harijan Bastis, i.e. Rs. 5 crores. 

In 18 years, from 1053 to 1070, on an 
average, annually, Rs. 98 crores have been 
incun ed due to floods. In the year 1971 
the figure has gone up to Rs 627 64 crores. 
In orissa, last year, about 7.000 persons 
lost their lives due to cyclone. What is 
the amount ear-m irked for the Fourth five 
Year Plan for this pu pose alone ? It is 
only a meag<'e and petty ainnunt of Rs. 
183.32 ciores. The amount eai-marked 
for the First Plan was Rs. 13.21 croicj. 
Second Plan-Rs. 43.06 ciores and the Third 
Plan Rs. 82.09 crores. For the year 1972- 
73 the figure is just a pittance, a mere 
Rs. 28 91 crores. In ihe year 1971 we have 
spent about Rs. 627.64 ciores due to Hoods. 
We are ear-mat king only Rs. 28.91 cio'es 
for this year. Is Ihi re any justification 
for it ? Have we become ctFii.-mt overnight 
to prevent floods or have any astrologers 
patronised by our Minister g a fo-'cesst 
that there would be no floods ? Why not 
we go in for elT cient and sophisticated 
cyclone warning electronic equipment ? 

As regards irrigation, we have not fully 
exploited our resources. We are building 
dams, who will undertake construction of 
subsidiaiy canals ? Quuc often dispute 
arises as to who is to undertake this job ? 
There is a perennial problem. Our rivers 
dry up quickly, but such problems keep 
‘coming perennially. Will this proposed 
great ten year plan solve this problem ? It 
is stated on page 31 : 

‘‘During the year (upto December 1971) 
48 new projects and 6 revised project 
estimates were received for examination 
from the State Govemmenls. On cora- 
ptetioa of examkiatioii, 20 project 


reports revised estimates were processed 

for clearance by the Planning Commis¬ 
sion,” 

Which of these twenty are likely to be acce¬ 
pted by the Planning Commission ? That 
is not known at all. 

If we see page 38, we will find that 
whatever the points that were mentioned in 
the last year’s report are repeated here and 
1 do not know if in the years to come they 
will be repeating the same thing without 
taking any action. 

The National Water Grid proposes (he 
linking of the Ganges with Kaveri. Here, 

I want to make a brief mention. The hon 
Minister said that the talks between Mysore 
and Tamil Nadu have broken down. 1 do 
not know what the Minister is going to do. 
The Minister said that as President’s rule 
was there in Mysore, he was not just aWe 
to negotiate things. Now that there is a 
popular government in Mysore, the Minister 
can use his good ofiloes to see that these 
projects are implemented early. These pro 
jec(s will lake at least 20 to 25 years for 
coniplelion. 

Then, Godavari, Krishana and the 
Pennar should be linked with Kave.i to 
quench the thirst of Tamd Nadu. 

Last year, my fi iend, Mr. Sivaswamy, 
spoke about sea e.'osion between Tiiciihen- 
dur and Kanyakumari. There is no men¬ 
tion about his req lest, I request the 
Minister to kindly see that I'l s sea erosion 
between Tiruchendur and Kany.nkuman is 
taken up earlier. 

One more thing about (he Atomic 
Power Station. 1 would tequest the hon, 
Minister to kindly use his good offices to 
accelerate the establishment of the Atomic 
Power Station at Tuticorin and see that it 
materialises, 

Thank you very much. 

SHRI T. BALAKRISHNIAH (Tiru- 
pathi) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, first of 
all, 1 would like to point out that water is 
a very essential commodity. There is the 
problem with regard to water throughout 
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.the country. The country is not having uni¬ 
form rainfail, in some places you get plenti¬ 
ful rainfall, in some places you get scanty 
rainfall. There are drought conditions 
prevalent in some other areas. There may 
be plenty of water in one place, but in 
another place, there is no water to drink. 
There is not adequate water for our crops. 
We know, in this country, nearly 85% of 
our people are in rural areas. They want 
water, electricity and other facilities; other¬ 
wise what happens is, these people migrate 
to the cities and towns and create various 
problems of unemployment, housing, scarcity 
etc. 

Therefore, it is essential th.!! we should 
provide them with water. This will go a 
long way to solve the unemployment pro¬ 
blem in the rural areas. The Royal 
Commission on Agriculture has stated that 
the Indian Agriculturist knows what type of 
crop he should raise, but only two things 
are required by him. namely, water and 
finance. 

'1 herefore, the first question is : How 
can we exploit the rivers to make use of 
these waters for our agricultural purposes ? 

At present, in our country, there is 
no national water policy. 

The waters of the rivers are (lowing 
thici'gh the different States. All the 
States ate claiming riparian rights. This 
leads to disputes. This leads to inter-State 
quarrels and disputes. Ihey always go to 
Supreme Court or Tiibiinals. They spend 
and waste even lot of money in such dis¬ 
putes which remain unresolved. 

So, what I submit is this that in the 
ir terest of Ihe whole country, the Central 
Government must take up this matter. 

Water must be treated as a natural 
resource, directly or indirectly, and not 
belonging to any particular Stale or region 
or any particular community. There should 
be an integrated national control over it. 
Otherwise there will be let t of troubles. The 
national policy must be sutm that it will give 
guidelines for the distribution of water 
Among the difTerent States. 


We all know. Sir, there is plenty of 
water in North India. But, water is not 
available in South India. Too much of 
w'ater is going waste every year when rivers 
are over-fiowjng in the northern parts. So 
what I submit is this. Why cannot the 
Government take up the scheme to link the 
Ganges with the Cauvery ? This case 
has been studied by technical people and 
they said it is feasible and it is possible 
also. 1 think this will go a long way in 
solving the country's problems. 

We fight wars to solve many problems, 
but now what we have to do is this. We 
have to fight against poverty. For fighting 
against poverty, a gigantic scheme of linking 
ganges with cauvery is to be taken up by 
the Government. Such b’g schemes were 
taken up by other nations also. 

MR, DEPUTY-SPEAKER : What you 
say is there in the Report itself. 

SHRI T. BALAKRISHNIAH : Anyway, 
it must be implemented. 

SHRI V. MAYAVAN : It is has been 
there in the report for many years, but it 
has not been implcmenied. 

SHRI T. BALAKRISHNr\H : It must 
be implemented. The Ganges water should 
be taken from north to the South, through 
the Rayalaseema districts. C’hitoor is frequ¬ 
ently subjected to di ought and famine 
conditions. Theiefore, we w.int that 
Ganges water should be taken from the 
north to the south through the Ravalaseema 
districts and paiticulaily the Chitoor 
distiict. 

I would submit that many minor 
and medium irrigation project.s should be 
taken up in drought-alTectcd areas like 
Rayalaseema, irrespective of return, because 
that will help in preset ving the ground- 
water. ‘ 

In all the project areas. Government 
are collecting bettermeht levy in advance. 1 
would suggest that Government should 
collect the betterment levy only after com¬ 
pleting the project and supplying water to 
the ryots. I hope Government will coq. 
sider this suggestion, 
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Under tne assignment policy, lands have 
been assigned to the landless poor 
persons, but the landless poor persons are 
unable to dig their own wells. Why can’t the 
Government introduce common tube- 
wells and supply water to all these landless 
poor peasants and persons who are assigned 
lands ? Government can think of this 
scheme of common tube-wells system and 
provide irrigationai facilites fur the lands 
assigned to the landless poor people. 

At present, water is taken through 
ordinary channels and there is no efficient 
management of water, and ihetefore 
there is wastage of water and water is not 
properly utilised. When it is taken through 
ordinary channels and ordinary diainage 
canals over long di'lances, due to seepage 
and evapoiation, there is so much loss of 
water. 1 would request Government to 
think of some new method by which they 
can use the water efficiently without much 
wastage. 1 wouid request them to go into 
this problem. 

In Andhra Pradesh, there is so much of 
water scarcity, Rccemly als.>, the Andhra 
Pradesh Government had brought the matter 
to the notice of the Central Government 
and requested them to intervene in icgard to 
letting of water to the Nagaijuiiasagar pro¬ 
ject. In order to maintain the water level 
in Nagarjunasagar rJ oject, water has to come 
to it from the Tungabliadra project. We want 
that there should be a regular supply of 
waier from 1 ungabl-udra dam. instead of 
any ad Aoc arrangement thcie should be a 
regular supply, because if there is adequate 
water, we can have a second crop also. 

The Srisailam project which has been 
taken up has to be completed, but it will 
take some time. The State Government can 
complete it in course of time according to 
schedule. But I would submit that the Cent¬ 
ral Government must take it up and com- 
plele it as early as possible. It should be 
converted not bnly into a hydro-electric and 
thermal project but a multipurpose project 
so that it can serve better a larger area in 
Andhra Pradesh, particularly the drought- 
affected areas of Rayalasecma. Therefore, 
r submit that Government should consider 
this aspect and see that this project is taken 
Ap by them. 


With regard to rural electrification, I 
submit that many Harijan bastis have not 
been properly electrified yet, for wwt of 
fhnds. This question has been raised a 
number of limes in the Rayalaseema Deve¬ 
lopment Committee meetings and also in 
zila parishads and State Committees for 
deielopmcnt, but the State Government say 
that they ha\e written to the Central 
Government for flinds. After all, these 
poor people are living in darkness. Even if 
street lights are given, they wouid feel very 
happy; because they do not own lands, and 
they do not need usually power for irrigttion 
purposes. I would lequcst the Central 
Government to see that some amount is 
allotted to the States to see that the Harijan 
bastis are ail properly electrified.

SHRI N SHIVAPPA (Ha<!San) Mr 
Deputy-Speaker, Sn*, I am really happy to 
congratulate our hon Minister, Di Rao, 
on his continuous efforts to achieve the 
objectives to which the Central Government 
bad committed itself all thece years thiough 
their five year Plans We see from the statis¬ 
tics and hfires that aic availrble to us, 
which are at our disposal, that iig'it from 
1950, when it was only about >0 million 
acres under irnga'ion, through the effort 
of the Central Govcinraent and its agencies, 
with the co-orcration of certain State Go¬ 
vernments, though there were ccitain politi¬ 
cal charges, the\ have made some pi ogress 
The fipiire is 8b million acres It is 25 per 
cent of the cultivated land, so much irriga¬ 
tion has been achieved If more recent 
figures ate to be taken into consideration. 
It cemes to 99 millon acres Om of this 
32 million is under minor irrigation Ihe 
target the Ccnt-al Government wanted to 
achieve thiough the iriigation Ministry was 
75 million hectares, equivalent to 187 mill¬ 
ion acres Unfoitunatcly this target had 
not been achieved Thcie are bot‘Ienecks 
and obstructions I ke dioughts, wars, etc 
We can understand all these things. 


We aie not happy about one thing

ugh the Ion Minister’s rivers Similarly, 
all the money given by the Central Govern¬ 
ment through grants etc goes only to 
prcgiessne Sta e like Ardhia and Madras 
and Punjab It theie are persons who can 
exploit society, they become rich Similarly 
persons who have some voice m the Cent¬ 
ral Government or State Government, 
respective of party affilutions, forgetting 
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8 ietr commitnient and principles policita 
misuse, the funds of the Government. This 
should not happen in our socialist, 
democratic set>up. We are committed 
to programmes and policies. Money 
should go to backward people, backward 
areas. Is the hon. Minister prepared to 
give this assurance to the House ? If our 
assurances are to be fulfilled, the disparities 
between the rich and poor should be remo> 
ved; so also the differences between the 
forward State and the backward State 
should be removed. That is our commit¬ 
ment. It should also be the policy of the 
Irrigation Ministry. I feel Dr. Raoji should 
give his consideration, thought and sympa¬ 
thy to unfortunate States like Mysore and 
Kerala and some parts of U.P. 
1 am not being parochial, taking up my 
State. But as one interested in all our 
people and our policies and programmes, I 
should like to point out that in the whole 
of the Himalayan region from Kashmir to 
Assam and Manipur, I^'ts of fast-flowing 
rivers are to be found, which can be exploi¬ 
ted for providing irrigation and power 
facilities to the poor, backward people living 
there. They will be cheaper and morc- 
beneflcial, and there are no inter-State 
problems involved. SimiLirly, in the Wastern 
Ghats, right from the Narmade to Cape 
Comerin. hundreds of small rivers arc going 
to waste. Are theic not pconlc living there, 
are they not our bre hren ? Tltere are only 
two classes of people, the very nch coiTee 
planters or extremely po.ir’ people. If 
small projects are not constructed there, 
irrigation facilities will not reach the poor 
people there, their economoy will not be 
improved, and their co-operation will not be 
available. I appeal to the hon. Minister 
that rivers of this nature should be exploited 
to improve the rural economy: 

In hill areas like Malnad, Hill Improve¬ 
ment Boards should be established which 
can be done only by this Ministry. If such 
Boards are not brought into existence, it 
will be impossible for such areas to make 
progress. I appeal to Dr. Rao to give co¬ 
nsidered thought to the establishment of 
such Boards for achieving a co-ordinated 
effort to help the poorer section of the 
rural people. 

My hon. friend from V^P. mentioned cer-* 
tain projects forwarded to the Centre for sa« 


nedon or technical clearance. I may mention 
that several projects from Mysore, which do 
not concern disputed mattm’s, have been 
pending with this Ministry for clearance in 
the last two or three plans. I have written 
to the hon. Minister many times and he 
has replied assuring me that they would be 
cleared. For intance, the yegchi project is 
estimated to cost only almut Rs. 
10 crores. It is a small tributary of 
the Hemavati which can irrigate 50,000 
acres and provide relief to the chronically 
drought affected people there who have 
been suffering for centuries. Their poverty 
is our poverty, and it is the duty of the 
Central Government to remove it. It is 
a part of our commitment. I appeal to the 
hon. Minister to honour his commitment 
and clear this project immediately. There 
are many other such projects pending from 
Mysore, which do not involve any inter¬ 
state water dispute, costing Rs. 2 to crores. 
They should be all sanctioned. 


The hon. Minister is very diplomatic, and 
recently he has taken the hospitality of Mysore, 
He knows that Mysore people are hospitable 
and he has exploited it not for his personal 
sake but for the sake of our brothers 
in Andhra. I am very happy but I 
want a categorical assurance from him on 
one point, namely, whether he has made a 
commitment to Chief Minister of Mysore 
tliat while taking the Tungabadra waters 
from Mysore and giving them to Andhra, 
in case due to failure of monsoon there the 
crop in Mysore is going to suffer, that water 
will not be allowed to be given to Andhra. 
That was the understanding. I am told. 

I do not know. I think the minister should 
clarify this point categorically so as to 
remove the doubts in the minds of the 
people. 


Coming to electricity, bydel projects are 
cheaper and they are very helpful, There 
is plenty of scope for hydcl projects in our 
country and if they are tapped, msre power^ 
will be available cheaply for agriculture/ 
industry, etc. Thermal and atomic power 
are costly and we are investing a lot of 
money in them. Of course, they are 
necessary for development of modern techn¬ 
ology, but in order to give cheap power to 
Pirictiltitre and industry, the hydel projeetp 
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hive to be conunksioned The Kali project 
has been pending for a long time. If 
coi&tdeted, it can s upply a lot of power to 
the country. I submit that it should be 
cleared quickly. 

With these Words, I support the 
Demands. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA (Bhavnagar) : 
Sir, I do not want to take much time of 
the House. I would make only two points, 
one about the power position in the country, 
specially in Gujarat and the other about the 
Narmada project. The power position in 
the country is bad in general ; in 
Gujarat, it is very bad. I know he is a 
very good minister and he knows his job 
very well. lie never involves himself m 
politics and 1 am sure he will do hts utmost 
for removing the haidships caused by power 
shortage. 

One principal limiting factor of the 
industrial development of Gujarat is the 
periodical shortage of power. Our installed 
capacity at present is 872 MW and the peak 
demand is 780 MW. So, the installed 
capacity is enough to meet the demand. 
But if anything goes wrong. immedia‘ciy 
Gqjarat will suffer from power shortage. 
Since August one of the units at Tarapore 
is shut down and the non-supply of addi¬ 
tional gas by ONGC is also creating trouble 
in the generation of more energy. These 
are the main causes for power shortage in 
Gujarat. During Question Hour, in reply 
to Mr Chavda, the minister mentioned the 
reasons and he also mentioned when this 
power shortage will be removed. 1 do 
not doubt the justification given by the 
Minister. But this shortage of power has 
created many problems for Gujarat. 
Because of the shortage of power, the wages 
and salaries of the agricultural and industrial 
workers have gone down as also production 
in these two sectors. In fact, it has affected 
the entire economy of the State. Most of 
the affected people belong to the lower 
class and they have been put to a lot of 
hardship because of this powei shortage. 

Now some arrangements have been made 
adtereby some energy units have been given 
to Gujarat by Maharashtra. This is a loan 
and in the coming months Gujarat shall 
have to return them. If the work is delayed 
or the units are not commissioned in time. 


or if there is some difficulty in recommissi- 
oning the units, a worse situation will arise. 
The works which have been started to 
remove the power shortage should go on 
without any diffiulties. 

Then I come to the Narmada project, 
which IS a well-known project. It is not a 
project of Gujarat alone but a national project 
of the whole of In 1 a. This project is not 
being implc.iienied because of inier-State 
dispute. This dioute has now been referred 
to a tribunal and ‘he Minister has stated that 
nothing will be Jme befo.-e the award is 
given by the t ib inal. Suppose afrer the 
award is given o .i paity is not prepared to 
implement the decision of the tribunal. Then 
what will happen ? 

It is stated that the Chief Ministers of 
the two States w.ll negotiate on this dispute 
There is no d hi: ilty if the dispute is solved 
by negitiaiion It shiuld nnt go against 
the interests of Gajarat. I have every 
conH lence that the C iief Minis.cr of Gujarat 
who IS qu'te cjpible, will look after the 
the interests of om State during the negoti¬ 
ations. I Willi aopeal to the Central 
Irrigation Minis'er to help them in these 
negotiations.

SHRT RANABAHADUR SINGH 
(Sidhi) : A stunning fact emerges from the 
Report of the Ministry of Irrigation and 
Power for 1971-72. Madhya Pradesh 
emerges as a colony among the other States 
surrounding it. That is one of the largest 
Adivasi aieas, but is has a per capita power 
consumption which is the lowest in the 
country. It has the lowest percentage of 
irrigation potential available by 1974, 
though it is one of the States having the 
largest water resources of the whole coun¬ 
try. It is surprising that, at the moment 
when the neighbouring States of Dihar and 
Uttar Pradesh are, respectively; having five 
and six big power generation plants under 
executio.'', our State has none. Another 
surprising fact is that there has been al.n )st 
no progrss in irrigation since independence. 
As per the Report, there were about eight 
schemes under-taken in Madhya Pradesh 
irrigation work. Of those schemes, only 
one has been completed and that scheme 
also, as the Report says, does not have any 
substantial irrigation; whereas 27 medium 
schemes have been completed, they cov» 
only 1.3 million apres. Also it appears that 
Central spending on our State in this res¬ 
pect is exceedingly low; comparatively, Bihar 
and U. P. have Rs. 27 crores and Rs. 21 
crores to be spent on schemes that are 
being executed at the moment, but Madhya 
Pradesh has none. 

Sir, 1 wish to place these facts before 
the House merely to point out what I have 
said in the beginning, namely, that Madhya 
Pradesh is almost a colony. All the major 
rivers and minor rivulets flowing out of 
Madhya Pradesh have been tapped by U.P. 
and Bihar and Madhya Pradesh is left with 
itotbiDg...(/iilerri(pi/o>t)You are not allowing 
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us to take it. Bandsagar is a project which 
has been lying with the Central Govern* 
ment for the last four yegrs. When Band¬ 
sagar was proposed. Bihar raised an 
objection and after raising the objection,, 
Bihar went right ahead and constructed 
extension to its already existing facilities. . . 
(Interruption) 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : Let it not 
be an inter-State feud. 

SHRI RANABHADUR SINGH : I am 
pointing out the whole picture as it is. 
{Interrvptiott) ll has turned out to be exactly 
what you have mentioned. We get neither 
power nor water. 

Madhya Pradesh has objected to the 
extension of Bihar nroject because Madhya 
Pradesh wanted to utilise the Sone waters. 
But that was not taken heed of; and though 
Madhya Pradesh wants only 38 per cent of 
the total How of its own waters m this 
Bandsagar Project which would be 4.3 
million acre feet of the total of 18 million 
acre feet available, it is not being given even 
that much. At the same time, B>har is also 
constructing another irrigation facility on 
the north Kocl river which again forms a 
part of the waters flowing from Madhya 
Pradesh. . . 

SHRI YAMUNA PRASAD MANDAL: 
You may see page 58 of the Report. . . 

MR, DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Order, 
order. Order, please. Now, you aie a very 
enlightened Member. Instead of provoking 
ra controversy why not you make some con¬ 
crete suggestions as to what should be 
done ? Thereby, you may get more for your 
State, instead of entering into controversies. 

SHRI YAMUNA PRASAD MANDAL: 
Please see page 58, of the Report. 

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH : I 
am only stating the facts which are men¬ 
tioned in the report. 

The situation is exceedingly difficult 
for us in Madhya, Pradesh. We are a 
State which has possibility of canal 
irrigation at any extensive level and on^ 
we are able u> build the Bansagar dam, we 


will be able to irrigate almost 6 million 
acres and here we are up against the situa¬ 
tion where we are not heard. Sir, I will 
not go into this further as per your wish. 

I would like to darw the attention of 
the Minister to the fact that the districts of 
Sidhi, Sarguja and Shahdol qualify entirely 
for the REC schemes that are at present ^ 
under consideration of the Government and 
I would request the Minister to look into 
this matter and see that these districts get 
this scheme. 

I would also press for a hydrological 
survey to be carried out by an aerial method 
so that our State which is lacking in surface 
water can utilise the underground water for 
its irrigation purpose. 

Also r would suggest that small lift Irri¬ 
gation schemas which use electricity should 
be Sit up by the Governmint because wells 
in Madhya Pradesh usually run out of water. 
Whereas we have perennial streams, the 
ground is so broken up that we cannot have 
big dams or canals. So, if electricity is 
used to provide lift irrigation, smill canals 
can be built. 

Also Singrauli in Madhya Pradesh has 
got one of the richest seams of coal. But 
It is not ve.'y good for railways It can 
only bi used for thermal purposes, Wi 
have been facing this situation whore we 
have been relegated to the background as 
far as the attention of the Ministry goes be¬ 
cause we have a little surplus of power. 
Blit, I would plead that this little surplus is 
only surplus because at the moment we are 
in a developing stage of industrial expan¬ 
sion and once our industries develop, this 
surphs will vanish overnight. In view of 
this, I would b pleased that a big thermal 
power plant be put up at Singrauli at the 
earliest. 

Finally, the move to nationalise the 
water resources of the country is a most 
welcome move on the pert of this Mihistry. 

1 would only like to draw the attention of 
the Ministry to the fact that this legislation 
k really brought about and when it is fina¬ 
lly made concrete, it should be taken care 
of that in this leg slation step-children like 
Madhya Pradesh are left with protection.

SHRI P K DEO (Kalahandi): As 
early as 1901 the colonial government which 
was in power here thought it wise to have 
an Irrigation Commission That commis* 
Sion submitted a report and that has pro¬ 
vided a basis for the infrastructure of the 
irrigation sy<’lem in the country After a " 
lapse of nearly 70 years. Dr K L Rao 
appointed in 1969 the Irrigation Commission 
I cong'-a’ulate him on the fact that the 
Irrigation comm ssion has produced a very 
nice report and has submitted at wonderful 
irrigation at last of the country taking into 
consiueiation the various litigation poten¬ 
tials and reiuicments and recommending 
an cxpenditu''e of nearly Rs 10 000 crores 
on a thirty yea oUn to bi ing 50 per cent 
of the cropped area under Irrigation But 
I shall be failing in my duty if I do not 
point out that in that very some report some 
mischievoas suggesitons have crept in

(Shri K N TIWaRY in the Chair) 

For resolving inter-state disputes, the 
commission has suggested negotiations 
first, that IS, negotiation at the level of the 
rivei has n commission on a technical plane 
If that fails, then they have suggested per¬ 
suasion as was done by the World Bank in 
the case of the Indus Wa ers Ticaty The 
third method \sli ch they have suggested is 
political prcssuic and that politieal pressure 
has to come fnm ihe Water Resources 
Council which is to be presided over by the 
Prime Minister 1 cannot understand why 
the Prime Ministei should arrogate to her¬ 
self the tole of a giand at biter in all these 
inter State disputes There are so many 
inter-State boundary disputes, such as those 
betwcei Mysore and Mahaiashtra, the 
Vidarbha the Scraikella Khraswan dispute, 
Chandigarh and so on and all these have 
been hanging fire for so many years Such 
issues cannot be decided on a political 
plane 

So far as the location of industries is 
concerned, we know very well that even 
though Onssa had a strong case to have a 
steel plan^, and this has been corroborated 
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by the report of Dr. M.N. Dastar who has 
said that the cost of production of steel per 
tonne would be the lowest, namely Rs, 3S4 
as against the usual cost of more than 
Rs. 400 in other cases and Rs. 450 at 
Durgapur, Orissa’s case has been over¬ 
looked. We have a genuine fear that those 
States which have a stronger pull will get 
their things carried through through this 
Water Resources Cjuicil, and the others 
would be left in the lurch. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL RF.DDY 
(Nizamabad) : How does he think his State 
has no pull 7 

SHRI P. K. DEO : 1 do not yield. 

As a last resort, they have suggested 
recourse to article 262. This article clearly 
provides for the ap.toinlment of a tribunal 
whose award is not appealable. This is 
very fine sugggestion which our elders have 
provided for in the Constitution. This 
tribunal can go into various aspects of 
various projects and come to conclusions. 
So much time, money and enegery have been 
wasted on the Krishna Godavari tribunal 
and the Narmada tribunal. Now a novel 
idea crops up that the Prime Minister will 
act as the mediator and things should be 
settled by political pressure. 1 do not sub¬ 
scribe to the principle that questions of 
vital importance, of life and death, of water 
to parched lands could be sact ificed at the 
altar of political expediency. 1 call it 
political expediency because some of my 
friends representing those affected aicas 
sitting opposite might have developed cold 
feet, but I deem it my duty to bring it to 
the notice of this House. If it were not 
political expediency. Dr. Rao would not 
have gone at the psychological moment 
when the entire coas'al belt of Orissa wts 
slashed by the worst type of cyclone and 
tidal bore to sell the idea of the Rangali 
reservoir in the Brahmini. This was never 
suggested to the Irrigation Commission by 
the Orissia Government, The Orissa 
‘Government have given a list of various 
schemes by which the flood waters of the 
Brahmini could be controlled. They 
wanted a diversion wier on the Brahmini at 
Rangali. They did not want to submerge 
120 sq. miles of fertile and precious hand on 
both sides of the Brahmini. These are the 
most fertile lands of Deogarh sub-division 
and Pallabara sub-division. If thU area is 


submerged, there would be hardly any place 
left to rehabilitate the displaced persons as 
the rest of the area is all hilly. 

Coming to the question of the Rangali 
dam, we find that the benefit would be 
flood protection in only 100 square miles. 
For the benefit of 100 square miles, 120 
square miles of the most fertile land on 
both sides of the Biahmini where rural 
electrification schemes are going to be 
taken up, according to Dr. K.L, Rao—he 
opened it at Boulpur the other day is going 
to be submerged. This is causing grave 
concern and panic in that area. I would 
like to tell Dr. Rao that the cyclone or 
tidal bore or even flood in the coastal 
area along the Brahmini cannot be con¬ 
trolled by the Rangali dam The Ran- 
gaii dam is going to store 3 million acre 
feet of water. This quantity of water 
could be easily conserved if the Orissa 
Government's suggestion of reservoirs 
on the Tikra, the Aunli, the Singhda— 
Jhor, the Dadra Ghati and the Ramtala 
are teken up. There has already 
been a dam on the Sankh which 
Joins the Brahmini near Rourkela. The 
Mandira dam is already there. Half a 
million acre-feet of wa'.ei have been stored 
there. At Darjang near Angul also, a 
quarter million acre-feet of water have 
been consumed. Even in Bihar, on the 
Koel, at Handhi, Phuljar, and Khatwa, 
three schemes are going to be taken up.

MR. CHAIRMAN : The hon. Member’s 
time is up. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : The Orissa Govarn- 
ment’s propbsal is to ha\e a dam on the 
Biahmani at Lodani. If all these projects 
could be taken up, this Rcngali dam could 
be avoided. I want a categorical assuiance 
from the hon. Minister, Dr. Rao, on the 
floor of the House that no further panic 
would be created and no further submer¬ 
sion of land would be allowed. 

Sit, in the entire globe, three-fourth is 
water and one fourth is land, and there has 
been so much pressure of population on 
land that in over-populated coun'rtes, the 
people are reclaiming the sea. Even the 
Zuider Zee has been reclaimed in the 
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Netherlands, and here, we are going to 
submerge some of our most fertile lands 

I most humbly suggest that the Dhamra 
mouth, where the Brahraani and the Baita- 
rani join together before going into the sea, 
should be dredged for the better flow of 
water, so that after the dredging, the de¬ 
funct chandbah port could be brought into 
operation 

There has been a model study in the 
Central Water Powei Research Station at 
Poona regarding the opening of the Chilka 
lake Similarly, a study should be made 
regaiding the dredging of the Dhamra 
mouth which would solve the problem of 
the Brahmani floods 

MR CHAIRMAN That is all right

mclalliitgical industiies come up like fciro- 
vanadium, Liuminium and ferro siliccn where 
electricity IS a raw material thcie will be 
shortage of power So, th'-v should give the 
green signal to the Indiavati p oj.ct which 
will pioduce 600 mw of power besides irri¬ 
gating 4 lakh acres of land 1 he Kriihiia- 
Godavan Commission has already given its 
interim order that theie sou Id be inter- 
basin transfer of water The Andhra 
Government objected at the initial stage 
But they have also agreed to the utilisation 
of 200 TMC of the water by orissa Under 
these circumstances, the green single should 
be given for commissioning the Indravatt 
project.

(Sangli): I will being with a few conerMe 
suggestions for the consideration of the faoa. 
Irrigation Minister. 

In Israel the national and the regional 
water schemes arc so inter-conuected as t« 
form an integrated country-wide distribution 
system. Rainfall is regularly induced 
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by clouds-seeding with promising results. 
We are also told that in Israel they have 
made progress in regard to desalination of 
the sea water. That has given out the 
hope that the cost may become acceptable 
for the utilisasion of the water not only for 
the domestic purposes, but for purposes of 
agriculture and industry. 

Therefore, I want to ask: Can we not 
embark upon such projects in our country 
when we have in Dr. K.L. Rao a politician 
among engineers and an engineer among 
politicians.

the Chair'] 

Irrigation which provides the right type 
of insurance against the vagaries of nature 
plays a vital role in the Indian economy 
which Is predominantly agricultural. 

I would now like to refer to some of 
the achievements of this Ministry. 

The irrigation potential has been 
doubled in the last two decades. 

The installed generating capacity which 
was 2.3 million k. w. in the beginning of 
the first five-year plan has risen to 16.7 
million k. w. during the last 20 years. 

The per capita consumption of electri¬ 
city which was 18 units in 1950-51 has risen 
up to 90 units during the period 1970-71. 

The rural electrification programme has 
also been gaining momentum, because, this 
is of particular importance to the develop¬ 
ment of our economy in the rural sector. 

The number of villages electrified have 
risen from 3600 to 1,14,000. 

The Ministry is aware of the fact that 
special efforts must be made for the develo¬ 
pment of irrigation and power facilities 
and rural electrification in backward areas. 

The Sangli constituency that 1 represent 
comprises of one-third of drought-affected 
areas and an additional one-third or back¬ 
ward areas. And, particularly, I would like 
to draw the attention of our Minister to the 
large track of land, starling from the eastern 
portion of Sangli district^ South Mahara¬ 
shtra, and going straitjht through the 


districts of Satara, Poona and Ahmednagar 
and then to Nasik District. It is a tract of 
land not favoured by mother nature. It 
deserves special consideration. I may point out 
a strange coincidence here. In appendbcll of 
the report of the Ministry this yers. the Minis¬ 
try has given us a statement showing the ma¬ 
jor and minor irrigation projects taken up in 
various States. But strangely enough, the 
work in my district of Sangli on the Warna 
project which has an irrigation potential of 
24 million acres has been lagging behind for 
yearr, causing immeasurable loss and con¬ 
sequential dissatisfaction among the people. 
The people there are eager to know what 
the hon. Minister wants to do in the matter. 

Wc are told tliat the power systems have 
been integrated with that in the rest of the 
country. That is a welcome step. We 
are again told that power systems of the 
Slates of Gujarat, Maharashtra and Madhya 
Pradesh have also been interconnected. 
But it has been stated that energy shortage 
is being experienced in Maharashtra and 
Gujarat, which has retarded industrial 
growth of that region. The people of that 
region want to know what speedy remedial 
measures are proposed to overcome that 
difficulty. 

1 would specially refer to the new scheme 
for a National Water Grid and al.so the 
scheme for rural engineering survey. Here, 

1 have a s,oecial point to make. I am wel¬ 
coming this seheme, particularly because in 
a village called Manjarde in my constituen¬ 
cy, while digging a bone, a fountain of water 
has erupted above ground level which is some¬ 
thing really marvellous. 1 suggest that a 
special team of experts may be sent to 
insoect the same and explore the po.ssibili- 
ties of finding out the hidden underground 
water resources in that region. That area 
is a chronically drought-affected area and it 
will go a long way in helping the people 
there. 

I would say a word about the electri¬ 
fication of the Harijan bastis. Hitherto, we 
had been uncharitable to these areas. I dm 
glad that during the Fourth Plan period, 
20000 bastis are going to be covered at a 
cost of Rs. 5 crores. 

The Irrigation Commission has recom¬ 
mended criteria for identifying areas which 
are drought-prone areas. We would like to 
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know what'these criteria are. The people 
who are residing in t^ose areas have so far 
sufiered from the vagaries of nature, and 
they would like to know what those criteria 
are and what minimum irrigation works are 
going to be taken up in those areas. 

The hon. Prime Minister in the course 
of her statement made in the House had 
referred to the joint Declaration signed by 
the Prime Ministers of India and Bangla 
Desh which contemplates the establishment 
of a joint rivers commission inter alia to 
survey fortunal benefit, the river systems 
shared by the two countries. This brings me 
to our inter-Statc water disputes. 'Ihose 
disputes have been going on for years toge¬ 
ther. But I would refer to a small lacuna in 
ihe formation of one particular tribunal. At 
page 118 of the report of the Ministry it has 
been stated: 


‘‘The Inter-State water disputes relating 
to the rivers Kiishna and the Godavari 
could not be settled by negotiations 
among the concerned States”. 

But at page 119 of the same report, where 
there is a leference to the Narmada water 
dispute, there is no mention of such failure 
to arrive at a sciilcmcnt by negotiation. 
Therefore, I am unable to iindctstand whe¬ 
ther the said tribunal was properly constitu¬ 
ted under section 4 of the relevant Act. 
The Chief Minister of Maharashtra Shri 
Vasantrao Naik is reported to have said that 
the Narmada water dispute is capable of 
negotiated settlement. He has been com¬ 
plaining that the Maharashtra Government 
was not consulted before the appointment 
of the said tribunal. 1 hope the Minister 
will clarify the position. 

Efforts are being made in the ca.se of the 
Cauvery waters dispute to bring all the con¬ 
cerned Chief Ministers together. Why such 
efforts are not made in case of Krishna, 
Godavari and Narmada waters disputes ? 
As far as adjudication proceedings are 
concerned, I am reminded of a small quote : 
‘Man was born free, but he found himself 
everywhere in chains*. Similarly the Inter- 
State'Water Disputes Aet, 1936 has resulted 
in catching the free waters in t!ie chain of 
legal technicalities and the selfish bonds of 
parochial interest. 


Are we not going to treat this water as 
a national resource ? I am gla d that this 
morning during question hour, the Minister 
was kind enough to concede this position. 
We are setting time-bound programmes, but 
ironically enough, we are wasting both 
precious time and water because of prolon¬ 
ged water disputes. 

Lastly I would make an appeal to the 
Prime Minister. She has achieved a miracle 
in making possible the harnessing of waters 
inter-nation rivers flowing between India 
and Bangla Desh. I would request her to 
immediately hold a meeting of the concerned 
Chief Ministers to bring out proposals likely 
to be accepted by all the States concerned, 
proposals which are in the highest national 
interest. 

SHRI GAJADHAR MAJHI (Sundar- 
garh) : Supporting the demands for grants 
of the Ministry of Irrigation and Power, I 
submit before this House that irriga ion 
and power play the most important part for 
the cconomi; development of our nation. 
Up till now we have laid more emphasis on 
industrialistation of the country. Neither 
have we given irrigatin and power facilities 
to farmers, nor have we provided Ihem with 
modern agricultural implements. That is 
why educated young men arc not interested 
in working in the agr cultural field and the 
problem of skilled unemployment is growing 
day by day. I would request the Minister 
to consider this ma'ter seriously and supply 
power and water to the rural areas. 

In Orissa, abo ;t 1,3C0 v ’!.iges out of 
46,000 have so far been eicclrifie.!. Thl.s is 
clear indication of the poor rural electrifica¬ 
tion there. Rural electrificat’on in the Sun- 
dargarh districts is most neglected. Electri¬ 
fication in the hilly and adivasi areas is nil. 
Our people are not so mocli anxious for 
lighting their iiouses for luxury purposes but 
they want electricity for lift irrigation to 
save crops from drought. So 1 request the 
Minister to give more emphasis to rural 
electrification instead of giving emphasis on 
urban electrification for lighting houses. 

Farmers in my district of Sundargarh are 
affected by drought every year. They depend 
for their khariff crops on the mercy of 
rainfall. The green revolution is a dream 
of the 20th century for my people. Special 
emphasis will have to be laid on min >r 
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irrigation. No minor irrigation schemes 
have been put into operation in Sundar- 
garh, Kconjhar and Koraput districts. 
1 am referring to Sundargarh, Keonjh.u- 
and Koraput districts. No minor irrigation 
project has been constructed so far in my 
area. It is true that the Government has 
achieved notable progress in regard to 
ground-water development schemes in the 
last five years. But this ground-water 
develooment scheme has not yet been 
started in my district. Due to the Mandira 
dam at Rourkela on the river Sankh, the 
upstream river-bed has been silted up, and 
as a result, the water of this river 
overflowed and caused damage to thousands 
of acres of agricultural land of the poor 
adivasis. So, the river Sankh should be 
protected from silting up, and special steps 
should be thken to safeguard agricultural 
lands in the peripheral area.

The Ghoghar minor irrigation project 
in the Sundargnrh district and the Bhimkund 
project in Ko^njhar district should be 
included as Central projects in the Fourth 
Five-Year Plan. Sundar.garh town, the 
headquarters of Sundargaih district, which 
is situated on the banks of the river lb 
should be included in the town protection 
scheme during this year. 


SHRI NIHAR LASKAR (Karimganj) ; 
Sir. I am glad that I am able to take part 
in the debate on the demands for g anfs for 
this Ministry because I consider that this is 
one of the most important Ministries. But 
as the scope of this Ministry is so wide and 
varied, the limited time—apart from the 
limited amounts given to it—is not enough, 
and I only hope that the Central Govern- 
meut gives some more funds to this 
Ministry in the fifth Plan perjod so that 
they can take up the responsibility for .some 
of the projects in a big way. 

As you know, in my Stale of Assam, 
we are confr onted with floods, and most of 
the hon. Members who jpve spoken here— 
and 1 have been listening to them all this 
time—have been claiming more waters for 


their Stales, But we in Assam are suffering 
from excess of water. I also heard the 
hon. Deputy Minister who has spoken just 
now, but he had nothing to say about this 
problem. You know there are certain 
States in the country like Assam, Bihar and 
West Bengal where this problem is so 
serious. If you want to meet it, you have 
to meet it in a gigantic way, and the only 
way is to have big river valley projects on 
some of the big rivers in north-eastern 
India, so that in time you can control floods 
and miniinUe the suffering of the people 
there. 

In Assam as you know, we have been 
facing iluads every year and as a result our 
economy has been dwindling year after year. 
Every year, it has been calculated, we are 
losing Rs. 4 crorcs to Rs. 5 crorcs by way 
of loss and damage to human life and 
property through floods. We have been 
voicing our grievances here, inside the 
House, and also outside, and as a result, 
our Prime Mmister has been kind enough 
to make a declaration, and in pursuance of 
our Prime Minister's assurance. in 
December, 1969, the Brahmsulra Flood 
Control Colnm^sion was constituted. I 
think, in the middle of 1970. Bat then, up 
till now, noihing has been done. What is 
the use of forming this Co.m.nission unless 
the fund is there 7 I know this Commission 
is useless. Unless you can provide them 
sufficient money for investigating such huge 
projects, it i s useless. The only thing I can 
demand here is th i' the Ce.iire should take 
up the responsibility for ih's projects, so 
that in time, this can he fruitful project and 
our people can be saved from the ravages of 
floods. 


Again, it is shocking to know—and I 
have been .saying this for all these years— 
that, while the fl.iod problem so acute in 
Assam, the Centre has neglected it so far, 
and in all the Plans—; 1st, 2nd and third, 
and even in the fourili—no major river 
valley project has been taken up in our 
area. Only one small project in my 
district of Cachar, the Barak-Earthen dam 
project, has been taken up. It has a long 
history, and ever since 1962, since 1 have 
been here, J have been mentioning it here, 
and on every occasion, the hon. Minister 
in charge used to assure us on the floor of 
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the House that the Barak project will come 
up, and the green signal has been given to 
it also. Now, 1 find that they have 

been talking of a new selected site. The 
hon. Minister aiso told us in this House 
that the previous site at Maina-dhar, 
which was selected after full investigation 
is one of the best sites that has been 

noticed. But now it is said that the 

Manipur Government is object ing to this, 

because some of the areas in Manipur will 
go under water because of this dam in Barak. 
Because there is objection, the Centeral 
Government is thinking of some new site for 
the project. That means it will take ano¬ 
ther ten years, if they go on doing like this. 
This way they arc deceiving the people. 
Choosing to find another site means another 
ten years which we have seen and experienc¬ 
ed ourselves. I want to know whether they 
are coming up with this project and giving 
their okay to start work at the original site 
at Maina-dhar. 

We are glad that Government is going 
ahead with some project in Manipur. Lak 
Tok project is coming up, which is flood 
contral cum power project. We also know 
that excess water from this project will flow 
through Barake river. We shall be glad 
only if Laklok project and the Barake pro¬ 
ject are taken up side by side. 

We have been doing well so far as 
irrigation is concerned. But target should 
be to cover 75 percent of our agricultural 
land by irrigation which is still to be cover¬ 
ed. That being ,o, they have to go in a big 
way so that they can cover these areas in 
time, and we can become scIf-sutTicicnt. 
Then again no appreciable eflbris have been 
made to create additional potintial in sone of 
the States during the last four plan periods 
one of them is my State. The Ministry have 
to do something for those States for which 
they have done nothing all the.se years. 

We are facing a power crisis, though 
there are enough hydel re sources of power 
because Ministry had never done anything 
to harness that power. It is .stated in the 
report that ‘One-fourth of the total hydel 
power potential in the country lies in Assam; 
yet there has been no attempt to utilise it. 
Assctii, alone, can feed the entire north¬ 
eastern region. We have been speaking 
about a national grid system but progress in 


this regard is very very slow and with the 
allotted fund of Rs. 40 crores, is it possible 
to execute or complete the National Grid 
System ? It requires more mony and plan¬ 
ning for this. If the Ministry is able to 
complete the system, it will be easy and 
cheap also to feed the entire country with 
power and maintain rugtar flow of power to 
ail parts in the country. In the book called 
India : Irrigation Power Projects it is 
said, I am quoting : 

“Assam has cnormour power potential 
in her rivers...One-fourth of the hydro- 
power potential of India is concentrated 
in the Assam region alone. Yet the 
level of power development in Assam in 
the aggregate as well as in per capita 
terms has been the lowest among the 
Slates in India.” 

Here comes the question of planning. 
The planners and the authority should give 
more attention to those areas where it is 
available cheap and in abundance. 
1 only hope that in the coming years, 
especially in the next Plan, Assam will get 
its due share and mulii-purpose river vally 
projects will come in those areas also.

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara) : Sir, 
in regard to major and minor irrigation we 
learn that the cost ratio in respect of minor 
irrigation Is 300 times that of major irriga¬ 
tion. I want to know whether it is so. Is 
it not a fact that we have been laying more 
of emphasis on major irrigation 7 Is it 
possible for us to reverse this trend, at least 
in the course of the Fifth Plan, and make 
greater allotment for minor irrigation pro¬ 
jects ? 


We find that while in the States of 
Haryana, Delhi and Pondicherry there is 
hundred per cent electrification of the 
villages, in States like Mysore there is a 
considerable amount of local or regional 
disparities. I request that in States like 
Mysore, where there is a very low percentage 
of electrification, they should ensure balanced 
growth of electrification in all the regions 
and the rural electrification scheme should 
be made applicable to the districts with a 
very high power potential, like the district 
of North Kanara. 


[SHRI K N. TIWARY in the Ch^r] 


We have been hearing very much about 
the requirement of water from the Tnnga- 
bhabra right bank canal to the States of 
Andhra Pradesh. We have also been 
hearing about the conflict that is there 
between the States of Tamil Nadu and 
Mysore regarding the sharing of the Cauvery 
wateis. The figures reveal that the per 
thousand capita potential of irrigation in 
the State of Tamil Nadu is to the extent of 
about 7S hectares ; in the State of Andhra 
Pradesh it comes to 105 hectares per 
thousand people ; and in the State of Mysore 
it comes only to 53 hectares per thonsand 
people. I would ask Dr. Rao, our Minis¬ 
ter of Irrigation, whether it is jusriiiablei to 
ask a State already with a very low avail¬ 
ability of potentiality of irrigation to share 
its Tungabhadra waters with a State tike 
Andhra Pradesh. 1 would, therefore, suggest 
that as far as the State of Mysere is 
concerned, the sharing of waters with the 
neighbouring States, which are already 
abundant in their water resources, should 
not be resorted to because it vm>uld anoimt 
to discrimination between State and State, 
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••king the jpoor States to share their poor 
waters with rich States. 

The total irrigatba potential in regard 
to die westward flowing watera in the State 
of Maharashtra as well Mysore and Kerala 
is to the extent of 58 lakh acres, as per the 
information provided by the hon. Minister 
himself, but out of these only 18 lakh acrss 
have been utilised. What about the rema¬ 
ining 40 lakh acres ; why have they not 
been given an impetus, particularly because 
these areas, which are situated on the other 
slope of the Wertern Ghats do not have 
an inch of irrigated land by any of the 
m^or or even medium irrigation projects ? 

Then, there is the case of the Tatti 
Nullah in the District of Belgaum in the 
Talukas of Khanapur and Kittur, in the 
disputed areas. For the last ten years on 
political considerations this project, which 
could have irrigated 20,000 acres, simply 
because the local Assembly member's lands 
were going to be submerged to the extent 
of IdO acres, has not been taken up. It 
has been sort of politically stalled 1 would 
request the Minister to pay attention to the 
Tatti Nullah Yojana. 

In regard to the Kali Nadi project, we 
find that the work has been slowing down 
and that allotments have not been satis¬ 
factory. It is going to be one of the 
cheapest sources of electrical power at 2.9 
paise. 1 think, the Kali Project must be 
given a speedier push-up so that it is done 
and in the process also helps Supa which is 
going to be submerged and which is one of 
the Taluka places with 5,000 population. 

It is a very important and humane consi¬ 
deration. So, 1 would request that Supa’s 
case may be given due consideration in 
regard to submergence and alternative 
settlement for the people of Supa may 
be given.

SHRI K, SURYANARAYANA (Elurii): 
May I put only one qiiesiion ? Andhra 
Pradesh Government also has sent the Pro¬ 
ject Report and Estimates of the Somasila 
Project for Rs. 33.52 crore«. It has been 
forwarded to the Central WltW and Power 


Commisttm in September, 1971 by the Pub*’ ' 
lie Workers Department for technical 
clearance which is still awaited from the 
Government of India. It is also intended 
to stabilise an ayacut of 2.53 lakh acres in 
the Pennar Delta also besides, at present, 
irrigating a new ayacut of 1.S9 lakh acres. 
Wha t is the Government of India's position 
now in regard to that, let us know it. 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA (Midna- 
pore}: In the Annual Report of the Ministry 
of Irrigation and Power, I do not find a 
mention of Subarnarekha Project. I would 
like to know from the hon. Minister whe¬ 
ther there is any possibility of including the 
Subarnarekha scheme in the next Five Year 
Plan and whether there is any possiblities 
to entrust the entire work to one authority 
under the Central organisation on the lines 
of the Damodar Valley Corporation. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: 
Now the projects are being sillered on ac¬ 
count of the deforestation. What does the 
hon. Minister propose to do to avoid this ? 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (DR. K. L. RAO); Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, I express my grateful thanks 
to the hon. members for their very excellent 
and very penetrative suggestions that they 
have made. This time 1 also find that they 
are very impatient. This is really what is 
required for the nation now. I will try 
to answer as much as I can. 1 suggest 
that I should be given the privilege of being 
asked every now and then, but whenever 
any question on any project comes up, hon. 
members can either write to me or come 
and discuss with me; then it will be possi¬ 
ble for me to contact the concerned State 
and get the answer without waiting for the 
whole year and for those issues to be raised 
here. 

What I want to submit is that, in this 
significant year, this great year, when we 
are celebrating the Silver Jubilee of our 
Independence, we can look back with great 
pride on our achievements in the field of* 
irrigation, rural electrification and power. 
At the time of our Independence, we were 
hardly irrigating 12 per cent of our lands 
f.e., one acre in eight aerbs. In these 25 years 
we have developed our irrigational system 
such that we have been adding in every Plan 
ten million acres; thereby we have doupled 
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we lisd at the tiaie of our Indepe- 
(tenoe. This has resulted immediately in 
douMing our food production. That is 
^d. But we hara got to be watchful, 
for, wo have got a large population to deal 
with, an increased population to deal with. 
Also we have to build up our food stocks 
so that we may be able to give, not the 
inadequate food that we are giving now, 
but what is required, the optimum nutritio* 
oat value. That, we should provide. Also 
we must make up for the large shortage of 
foodgrains that occur whenever there is any 
drought or falure of rains in any part of 
the country which we must always expect 
in a big country like ours. We must also be 
able to export and indke money out of the 
valuable and precious agricultural commo¬ 
dities, with such excellent water resources 
in our couutry. It will be necessary for us 
to double our irrigation potential. We must 
see that, in a few years to come, possibly 
in one or two decades, irrigation potential 
is built up so that at least 50 per cent of 
our lands are irrigated. That should be 
our aim. In the Fifth Plan we me plann¬ 
ing to bring under irrigation, under major 
and medium sector alone, 20 million acres, 
i.e,, against the usual six million acres that 
we are adding now under major and me¬ 
dium: our aim is to increase three times. 
And that is possible because we have got a 
large number of projects like the Rajasthan 
Canal, Sarju Project, Upper Krishna. 
Gandak, Nagarjunasagar Project and so 
many other projects that we have taken up 
and which we have not yet completed; they 
have been continuing for the last two or 
three Plans; a lot of money has been spent 
but the benefits have not been reaped. 
Therefore, if only we spend about Rs. 1,000 
or Rs. 1,200 crores on these and complete 
them, then we shall easily get 16 million 
acres. By merely completing our projects 
that we have undertaken, a very large amo¬ 
unt of benefit could be reaped. The Minis¬ 
try of Irrigation has prepared the draft 
Fifth Plan on irrigation and in that we have 
said that we must give the highest priortiy 
to complete these projects and see that we 
build up irrigation potential for 16 million 
acres in the nfext five years. That will be a 
stupendous increase for our food poduction, 
and we shall be in a comfortable' position: 
then we can follow the normal course of 
development; it will be quite easy to follow 
that. 


Now, Sir, hon. Members have raised 
quite a number of qusstions on these 
irrigation projects. As I submitted in the 
very beginning, there is always an anxiety 
to do more, which is quite good. 

In Bengal the hon. Member was saying, 
there was no irrigation or the irrigation is 
very poor. Bengal will have 38% of the 
irrigation by 1973-74 against the average 
of India of 27%. But, it is an area where 
the main difficulty is that we have not extrac¬ 
ted its copious underground water. In that 
part of the country there is plenty of 
extrem^Iy good underground water. But we 
have not done anything so much so the 
number of wells and the number of tube- 
wells that we have got there is a mere small 
1,000 or 2,000 wells. On the other hand, 
if there is some activity and we construct 
more wells and extract more underground 
water, wc can easily add much more to the 
irrigat.on area of West Bengal. 

Similarly, Teesta project we have got on 
the anvil but we are not proceeding there 
very far for want of funds. Now, Bangla 
Desh has come up. Teesta is a common 
river between these two countries. We can 
arrive at a compromise about Teesta. There 
is no difficulty. That is another are.t where 
we can bring under irrigation quite a sub¬ 
stantial amount of land, nearly a million 
acres. Quite a number of members have 
been suggesting expediting the Gandak 
project. Another friend has said that the 
Gandak project has completely fuiUd. It is 
rather a most important project of our 
country which; on completion, can irrigate 
as much as 3.S to 4 million acres both in 
the U.P. and Bihar, but it has not moved 
very far, I mean, from the point of utilisa¬ 
tion, We h^e spent quite a lot of money 
on that and we would have spent nearly 
Rs. 160 crores by the end of this Plan. But 
the unfortunate thing in that the costs have 
been rising and also there has been some 
confusion about the utilisation. They have 
not gone on in a systematic way about 
utilisation of the project. Unfortunately, 
they have constructed the canals rather at 
the rear end of the system. That is not 
what they should do. In a big syste.m like 
that we should proceed from the head works 
and as you finish every mile, you must be 
able to utilise those waters. That is not 
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[Dr. K. L. Rao] 
what has been done, . . (Intern^tions) The 
utilisation of waters has beei) rather not 
very happy. 

Some friends have suggested irrigation 
of hill areas. It is a very important subject. 
I have seen a number of areas both in U.P. 
and Himachal Pradesh. I really felt very 
sorry when I went and saw in Jammu and 
Kashmir the conditions of people living in 
those areas. The rivet's will be flowing far 
down. It w>n be 2000 or 1000 feet. Beauti¬ 
ful terraces are there and our countrymen 
are there. They only want some water in 
order to get full benefits from those areas. 
Unfortunately. I think I am afraid, we have 
not paid sufficient attention to those areas. 
In those areas there is no way of building 
dams. All that is required is to put up a 
lift, say a 1000 ft lift, and pump up the 
water to the terrace Then the people can 
be helped very much. The only point is 
and I have also suggested it to those Govern¬ 
ments that we should charge for the power 
for those pumps at the cost price aud not 
at the rate of 15 paisc or 12 paise 
and the cost price for generation in 
those areas will be about 3 paise and 
pumping of water becomes very cheap. A 
large amount of power is produced in those 
areas. After all, Himachal Pradesh has 
quite a substantial amount of power. There 
a'e Bhakra, Bess and so many other pro¬ 
jects also we are going to build. If wc can 
only share a-little of that power and utilise 
the power to lift up the water, that will also 
solve the drinking water problem. I have 
seen villages where people living in terrace 
have to go dowm thousand feet just to get 
a bucket of water. It is very sad slate of 
affairs. These hill areas require some 
attention. The only point is—I am sorry 
I have to say that—that the Governments 
here have not done anything. Irrigation, 
in this country, is a State subject. Every¬ 
thing has to come from the Slate. Then 
only we can consider here and try to assist 
them. So, the hon Members—^ju.st as you 
have criticised us here, perhaps you cannot 
criticise (he State Governments because they 
won’t hear you—have got to see that these 
projects are seat up. If they are sent op 
here, then we can follow them up here and 
you can also tell me and 1 will try to be of 
some use to you in that direction. It will 
really be a privilege for me'71 I could be of 
any use to you. My friend from Mysore hat 


said something. Mysore people are very 
aensitive.,,{Interruption) At least our 
Members seem to be so. (Interruption) 
not from Bangalore, One hon. Member 
said about Ycgchi project. I said we 
will clear it because it is on a non-schedule 
river. What happened was this. When 
the poject report was received from 
the Mysore Government, it contained a 
diversion from the Cauvery river to the 
other basin. Well, I would like that such a 
thing could be done, but here is a river 
which has been under great strain between 
various States. After all it is a small pro¬ 
ject and the best thing would have been to 
coniine it to benefit the areas in the basin 
because that would have been easier. So, 
the Central Water and Power Commission 
sent their comments. Strangely the Mysore 
Government took one year to reply. The 
reply was received only 2 months back and 
immediately the Central Water and Power 
Commission have given the Comments 
and then sent that back and now 
we are eKpecting their final replies and 
then it will be cleared. It is on a non- 
scheduled river, as I have already said and 
it will be cleaied and there is no difficulty 
about that. But people should not create 
any problem for us by putting a diversion 
giving reason to another person to complain, 
because already that river is under disput. 

Then the hon. Member talked about Tun- 
gabhadra waters. 1 would like to pay my 
tribute to the great vision that the Chief 
Minister of Mysore and the Government of 
M>soie have shown on this occasion, as a 
symbol of the great unity that we are for¬ 
ging in this nation, of a integrated out¬ 
look that we have developed in our country. 
Now, many friends have said that I have 
gone theie. That is true. That is, I have 
not gone as an Andhra. That is the 
insinuation behind what is hon. Member 
said. 1 have gone there because 1 am in 
charge of this portfolio. It is my duty to 
go, wherever theie is flood, wherever there 
is any trouble, w herever there is cyclone or 
any other difficulty. I am expected to 
rush in ; that is my duty. * 

Here it was a case of 4 lakh of acres 
of wet area and 7 lakh acres of groundnut 
area getting dried up. Some portion of 
this area is there in Telengana where for 
the first time people are irrigating. It is la 
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Nalgondft district; they have/had no idea 
of irrigation ; they: were just coming up 
this year. At that time the Nagarjuna- 
sagar level had gone d )wn. There was no 
sufficient water in the left bank canal. You 
may open all the sluices, still, there is very 
little water flowing in the canal still the 
level of the reservoir is going down. In 
respect of those crops, especially the rice 
crop, if you don’t have water in the last 
watering, the plant will be quite good out¬ 
side, but there will be no milk inside. To 
avoid that disappointment to those people, 
we have to maintain the level, but the level 
was going down. When it came to my 
notice I was in Lucknow and when I heard 
that there was trouble in this area, 1 im¬ 
mediately rushed to Hyderabad. I advised 
the Government, I advised the Chief Minis¬ 
ter to sacr.iire some areas by cutting off 
water we cannot save the whole area. So, 
I said, close the right bank sluice, give 
preference to the left bank, because there 
the farmeis are for the first time growing up 
crops. The Chief Minister and others 
agreed they closed the gate on the right 
bank canal. 

Afterwards it was further decided that 1 
should go to Bangalore and 1 visited 
Bangalore. I met the Chief Minister and 
we discussed the whole problem. We 
found that there was no damage done to 
Mysore in any way whatsoever. There was 
still plenty of water in the reservoir ; the 
amount of water that has to be given to 
Andhra is of very small quantiiy, 3 T.M.C,, 
indeed a small quantiiy. But it is a very 
valuable amount for the plants which are 
withering. It is a very valuable quantity 
there because this will keep up the level of 
Nagarjuna sager reservoir and thus we can 
force more water into the left bank canal. 

Further, the supply also has been re¬ 
reduced from a period of fifteen days to 
only about ten days. I went there on the 
Sth or so, and this water has to be given 
only up to the 15th April. The only point 
there was what would be done if the rains 
failed in Tungabhadra Catchment in June. 
But I cannot conceive of the rains failing in 
the Tungabhadra area,- because if rgins fail 
tbtre, then i t means disaster to the country, 
that is one of the best areas where the 
rainfall occurs with certainly. The condi¬ 
tion was that if the raim failed there in 


June then the quantity of water that was 
let down for. Andhra now .should be with¬ 
held for flowing downstream of the river. I 
said that I would agree and I agreed readily 
to that. Therefore, I do not see any 
reason why Members of Parliament should 
fed exercise i over it very much. I am 
sorry 1 have spent more time on this, which 
I could have utilised for dealing with some 
other points. But I have referred to this, 
because I have found very painfully a num¬ 
ber of friends going on raising the same issue 
over and over again as if something has 
been done to spell disaster to Mysore. We 
have done it to save the Mysore crop and 
the crops in the Telengana area, and the 
water that is given is just a small quantity 
pue if the rains are going to fail next June, 
to that extent will be stopped in the river 
downstream of the Dam. So, what is wrong 
in that 7 


Then, some hon. Members have spoken 
about the Narmada project, as our ancients 
saiJ, the Narmada is a great and sacred 
river which is more sacred than even the 
Ganga. Our mythology sta'.es that the 
Ganga goes and bathes in the Narmada 
river. We people go to Hardwar, Banara: 
etc. and take our bath in the Ganges and 
we spoil the Ganga, and, therefore, the 
Ganga comes and bathes in the Narmada 
once a year. It is a very sacred and very 
beautiful river. But I am sorry that this is 
the only river in this country of which 
unfortunately not a drop is being used. It 
is a very great pity, and therefore, I am 
very happy that hon. Members from all 
sides have desired soine co .ipromise to be 
effected as a result of which the develop¬ 
ment work on this river could be started. 
I am sure thtlt with this spirit given it will be 
possible for us to do something. Afier all, 
the problems are there for us to solve, not 
to obstruct us from going further and 
further towards higher and higher pros¬ 
perity. Therefore, 1 am very happy that 
hon. Members have all unanimously said 
that the dispute on the Narmada project 
should somehow be settled. 1 only hope 
that the four Chief Ministers including the 
Chief of Minister of Rajasthan would gather 
together and try to solve the problem. If at 
any time Central assistance is required, we 
shall only be too happy, and in fact, it will 
be our privilege to see through the project 
on the Narmada. 
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SHRI R. S. PANDSY; the Prime 
Minister decide this case. 


DR. K. L. RAO: My hon. friend had 
referred to irrigation in Madhya Pradesh. 
It is true that it is one of the greatest trage¬ 
dies of India that Madhya Pradesh has got 
the least amount of irrigation in this country 
whereas it should not have been like that 
actually for the simple reason that Madhya 
Pradesh has got very few people living 
there, and the number of people living 
there is much smaller for that area than 
anywhere else. We know that Punjab is 
producing more food than other parts of 
the country, but the reason for this is this. 
The area available per head in Punjab is 
more than in other States. It has more land 
and less people. That is exactly the posi¬ 
tion in Madhya Pradesh also. The popula¬ 
tion there is much less for that area. It 
has got resources and it has got excellent 
water resources and all that is required is 
to pursue a policy of development of irriga- 
ti?). Of course, the States have all got 
t.i: r own financial troubles. But what 
happened in Madhya Pradesh actually was 
this. I am sor/y to say this; I do not 
mean any olTcnce to anyone oy saying this. 
There has been complete neglect in the 
past of irrigition. So. it is no use abusing 
me. What can I do from here ? What 
happened was that in Madhya Pradesh, 
irrigation was completely neglected. Madhya 
Pradesh has got a large potent! U as com¬ 
pared to other States like Rajasinan etc. 
The topographical conditions are suen that 
the potential there is high. In the case of 
Maharashtra, for instance, the percentage 
available is only 23 or 24. That is, out of 
100 acres, only 24 acres can be irrigated 
when full development takes place. But 
the position in Madhya Pradesh is different. 
There, the potential is very high. The 
number of people for that area is less, and 
therefore, the agricultural products wilt be 
high. We have got to develop the irrigation 
facilities there in a short time. For that, 
no serious effort has been made. I agree 
with Sbri Pandey that we should make up 
this leeway and develop this already-lagging- 
behind area, if we have to depend on the 
Plan, it is impossible. TWith the Plan 
allotments whether in the Fifth or Sixth 
Plans, it will not be possible to do this. 
They must have special assistance for irriga. 


tion in the interest of the nation. This is 
a point which has got to be solved. 

SHRI R. V. BADE (Khargone): There 
is this great anxiety that fertile land by the 
side of the Narmada will go under water. 

DR. K. L. RAO : I am afraid it 
always happens. Whenever any reservoir 
is constructed, some land wdl have to be 
submerged. It happens to be fertile land 
because lands close to the river are fertile. 
It is a question of deciding which we have 
got to sacrifice. We have got to do it, 
but we have to so do it that we try to save 
as much land as possible. 

Shri P. K. Deo was talking of the 
Rangali and said there was something 
political about it. I have yet to learn 
politics to do this kind of thing. 1 never 
knew the existence of the Rangali dam. 
When there was a flood recently, I went 
there and then the Orissa Engineers showed 
me plans of this Rangali dam. In the case 
of Orissa, there was originally flooding in 
the Cuttack area and the Mahanadi delta 
area. Then wc had the Hirakud dam. 
The result was that even during last year's 
disastrous cyclone and floods, the Mahanadi 
delta area was completely free from it and 
no damage whatsoever was done. This is 
the thing that has got to be done in 
Brahmini, Vaitarani and Subarnarekha. 
There is no other way. Our passing Reso¬ 
lutions will not solve the problem. These 
rivers will not obey any resolutions we pass 
here. We can mike all other agencies 
abide by our resolutions; this is the only 
agency which does not take notice of our 
resolutions. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : In 1937, Dr. M. 
Visve.swardiya examined the flood situation 
in Brahmini and at his instance the anecut 
at Janpur was blasted to relieve the conges 
tion. 

t 

Dr. K. L. RAO : We suggested the 
Rangali Dam. We suggested the Bhimkuttd 
dam. All the engineers gathered together 
and decided that this is the only way to 
save the situation. In the Subarnarekha 
also this has to be done. In Bengal, Rihar 
and Orissa, we have to build reservoirs to 
reduce the peak flows in rivers. You hgvg 
got to do it to achieve results. 
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I ^ agree with Shri Deo that this 
project is filing to submerge a large number 
of villages and precious land. Therefore, 
what should we do ? If there are alterna¬ 
tive sites, we will consider them. There is 
nothing to say that we should stick to this 
particular site. In fact, our sole idea is to 
incur the least amount of damage and at 
the same time achieve results. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : Thank you. 

DR. K. L. RAO ; I will pas.s on the 
suggestion to the Orissa engineers and ask 
them to immediately investigate it. Even 
the half the storage load is enough for me 
because the banks that are constructed will 
simply breach in the absence of control of 
the floods. Therefore, we have got to 
adopt this technique. 

Reference was made to the Bansagar 
project by Shri Ramswarup. It is a project 
on the river Sone. It is a very valuable 
river. He said that the North Koel project 
has been sanctioned. Nobody has sanction¬ 
ed it. I will make it clear that we want the 
prosperity of the country as a whole, not 
any particular State at the expense .of 
another. If before making speeches in the 
House, hon. members come to me, I would 
give them the facts and then they could 
make their observations.

For example, on the Sone river there is 
the Bansagar project that has been prepared 
by the Madhya Pradesh Government, It is 
an extremely valuable project for feeding ail 
the highlands of the Rewa area in Madhya 
Pradesh and the Mirzapur plateau. 
We have spent considerable amounts 
even for drinking water in that area. 
It is quite possible to do all this, but 
unfortunately, there is an element which has 
been introduced; in all these projects, there 
is some clement Introduced which creates 
trouble; and that clement is, they wanted to 
divert water for generation of power to put 
into the river Tons and the Ganga. They 
want to divert the water that is required for 
irrigation of the Sone basin to the other 
$ide. No doubt, power is needed. Madhya 
Pradesh wants cheap, hydel power; that is 
the attraction. But one must have a national 
outlook in these matters. Irrigatiqq is more 


important than power. You can generate 
power from so many sources After all, 
Hydel rower is a small quantun. Then, if 
1 say that, you may say 1 am prejudiced 
against Madhya Ptadesh. That is why 1 am 
very cautious in these matters. There is a 
way of going about these things. {Interrup- 
licn) If 1 am left to do it dispassionately, I 
shall do it very easily; for, I know the whole 
country. But the only danger that I am 
afraid of is, being imputed a motive. When 
a particular thing does not suit a particular 
party, they will impute motives immediately. 
Once I was said to be in favour of Gujaratis. 
The Gujaraties themselves said I am anti- 
Gujarati. When it came to the que.stion of 
the Kadana dam, in connection with the 
I educing of the Subvrerson in Rajasthan, the 
Gujaratis said “You are an anti Gujarati”. 
They would not accept my suggestion. So, 
all this comes in. That is the lot here, at 
the Centre, especially of the Minister of 
Irrigation and Power. 

Now, I think the hon. Member, Mr. 
Mirdha, said about the Nagorc lift 
irrigation. It i.s a good idea. It is one of 
those areas where there is no drinking 
water. And now that the Rajasthan Canal 
has gone in for the stage nearer that place, 
it is a good idea. We were originally 
thinking of taking water via Lankanar and 
Bikaner. But that is not necessary. 1 shall 
refere this suggestion to the Rajasthan 
Government and ask them lo investigate it. 

I do not know if I have missed some 
other points which the hon. Members have 
raised. {Interruption) I shall come to the 
question of power. 

MR. CH.'VIRMAN: Let him finish. 

DR. K. L. RAO : In the matter of 
floods to which also a number of hon. 
Members have referred, I am very glad t* 
say that the Government of India is taking 
a bolder step in this matter, and they feel 
now that the country has got into a very 
bad position year after vear on account of 
the floods. The damages arc going up, 
because our costs of life has gone up and 
more people are coming to the river banks, 
and I would expect the difficulty from the 
damage caused by the big rivers. These 
rivers cause immense damage. Last year, 
it was only the Ganga wh'ch caused us a 
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loss of nearly Rs. 700 crores. la Assam, the 
Brahmaiwtra was mild. If the Brahmdputra 
had taken into its head to swell I do not 
know where we would have been. The 
Brahmaputra was completely silent last year. 
It never created any trouble at all. It was 
the river Ganga which had caused us such 
an immense loss. So, the Government is 
realising this and now they want to attach 
great importance to control of these rivers, 
and we have, therefore, approved a number 
of priority projects to be taken up in these 
four problem States, and they are giving 
money outside the State plans. 1 have 
written to the Chief Ministers of these Slates 
to expedite the investigatien woric and get 
the projects sanctioned. For West Bengal, 
the projects have been sanctioned. But the 
other Stales do not have approved 
Sanctions. For example, in Bihar, we want 
to construct a bank from Buxar to Koilwar 
along the r'ght bank of the Ganga to 
prevent the inundation of a very extensive 
area. But they have not got the estimate 
ready. So, I have written letters to the 
concerned ministers to expedite the 
preparation of estimates and try to utilise 
the money that we are giving in the next 
two years for the Hood control works. 

About the Brahmaputra, my hon. friend 
Shri Laskar was very patient with me. In 
fact, I think he has been ove -pafient, for, 
otherwise, he conid have been rnoic c iiical 
we have been promising the Bank project 
for a long time But what to do? Our country 
is so very independent ; it is a magniticent 
country, but then the people come up at the 
last moment and begin to raise objections ; 
we cannot overrule them. Anyway, 1 can 
give the House a glad news. Anyway, I 
can tell the hon. Members from Assam 
one glad news that the Government are 
seriously thinking of taking over the 
Brahmaputra control work. We are working 
out a scheme by which the Central Govern¬ 
ment will handle it. (Interruptions.) I shall 
come to the Ganga-Cauvery link soon. We 
have not started the Ganga Flood Control 
Commission because it is difHcult to find 
engineers. We want top engineers, three of 
them, a chairman and two members. We 
have to get some competent persons. That is 
causing delay ; otherwise it would have been 
set up by now. 1 should add that the 
results would not be available tomorrow ; 
it will take perhaps two or three years. 


I think the hon. Members from the 
South, especially Members from Tamil Nadu, 
are more anxious about the Ganga-Cauvery 
link. Otherwise they will get out of our 
company. In India we have rivers flowing 
from West to East or from East to 
West ; there is no North-South river ; that 
is an unfortunate thing. God has given us 
a great country and beautiful resources but 
He has not given us a North-South river. 
If coal has to come from Bengal to Gujarat, 
it has to go all the way around Ceylon ; 
similarly if salt has to come from Gujarat it 
has to go the same way. We have to 
provide a navigable waterway connecting 
these parts with Bengal, via Sone and 
Narmada and cut across and go to Gujarat 
easily. Even in very advanced countries of 
Europe and America, transport of goods by 
ship is much cheaper. Otherwise you have 
to depend upon the Railways. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Your 
planners did not understand this all these 
twenty years. 

DR. K. L. RAO : Twanty years is 
nothing in a nation’s life. Therefore we are 
now trying to have a national water grid. 
It is a multi-purpose project ; It will not 
only serve the fifiy-fiive scarce disuicts of 
the country; it wiil serve all the scarce 
areas ; it does hot recognise boundaries 
anymore ; it will serve as a multi-purpose 
project—navigation, water supply, drinking 
water. The waters of the Ganga will be 
spread all over India. In this process we 
are drawing waters not only from Ganga ; 
we draw away-all the surplus waters of 
intermediate rivers. 

There is a lot of misunderstanding that 
we will take away the waters of the Ganga 
and empty it. We shall never do so ; that 
is not at all the idea. I have said it before. 
At the time of the maximum floods, when 
there are floods and the condition of the 
surrounding areas is dangcrons, then only 
we take water and that too for 120 days in 
a year and store it up. It is not the 
surplus waters of Ganga alone that 
we store like this ; we take the 
surplus waters from Narmada and from 
Godavari, from ail these rivers and this is 
surplus water that goes *1)6 ))6a during 
the time of floods, we shall commandeer 
that water. That is the whole idea behind 
this grid. 
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It involves a lot of investigation and 
before taking it up I wanted to consult 
competent people from the United Nations 
where there is a lot of experience in this 
kind of work. We invited a team from the 
United Nations. We will spend nothing 
practically, the only we money spend here 
is for their transport, not even their hotel 
charges. They came here twice. Their 
report is expected by the end of July. Then 
I will consult our great engineers also, and 
then take the necessery steps for investi* 
gation. It requires a lot of investigation. 
We counot enter into it straightway. The 
idea is to have a National Water Grid like 
the National Power Grid, to forge the unity 
of the country on a very sound basis. 

In rural electriciation we have ni^de 
very remarkable progress. Our targets for 
the Fourth Plan were 50,000 villages to be 
electrified and 12.5 lakh pumping sets, but 
the progress is so good that wc have raised 
them to 75,000 villegcs and 15 lakhs of 
pumpsets. All the Stales are doing very 
well except three — Assam, West Bengal 
and Orissa — which are lagging behind. 
We have sanctioned the projects, but nothing 
is moving. The percentage of villages for 
Orissa is 4.4 and for Bengal 8. I feel 
very sad about it. 1 have written letters 
to the Chief Ministers of these three States 
that they should be themselves in charge of 
rural electrilication projects, not leaving it 
to other Ministers, and that they should 
send us a progress report every month, so 
that we can give them whatever assistance 
they want like extra funds for transmission 
lines which we do not give to the other 
States. Our whole idea is that before the 
next year comes, they should be able to tell 
us that they have come up. 

There has been some misunderstanding 
about Harijan bustees. I will report what 
my colleague has said. We have electri¬ 
fied 118,000 villages today, but in some of 
them the Harijan bustees have not been 
el^trified. It has happened in my own 
constituency, in a big village having 1,500 
people in the Harijan bustce. It was not 
electrified, but it came to my notice only 
later on. I did not know it, otherwise I 
would not have allowed such things to 
happen. Immediately this came to my 
notice, 1 took it up with the Prime Minis¬ 
ter, and I must say that she straightway 
Moctioned the scheme. She said this was 


a bad state of affairs, and that where Hari¬ 
jan bustees had been left out, they must 
be electrified straightaway. Hereafter, no 
such thing will be allowed to heppen. This 
is only intended for villages already electri¬ 
fied where the Harijan bustees were left 
out. In future, no Harijan bustee in any 
village will be left out. 1 would request 
that hon. Members alsor^e watchful about 
it. 

Power development in this country has 
been proceeding at the rate 4 to 5 million 
kw eddition in every Plan, it has come up 
to 17 million kw. today, and fq 1974 it will 
come to 20 million. However trie per capita 
in 1974 will be only about 100 while the 
average for the whole world is 1,200, 
Naturally, therefore, we have to look ahead 
and sec how to pick up rapidly. Not only 
that, wc have got a very heavy shortage of 
power. Then there is the backlog which 
we ha\c to make up. Therefore, we have 
framed proposals for doubling power for 
the Fifih Plan. 20 million KW will become 
40 million. I am very glade the Planning 
Commission has accepted it in principle. 
Generally a lot of time is spent in Discuss¬ 
ions. But this time that one year’s lapse is 
avoided. 

Unfortunately, we have noticed some 
defects in the working of our whole system. 
If there is shortage in any one particular 
Siate-ihere are three or four other Slates 
which are clubbed together as a region but 
the otlier States are not sharing that shortage 
of power. Secondly, when we are sending 
power through one Stale, that State absorbs 
the power and does not allow the power to 
go beyond its boundaries. Also, whenever 
there is exchange of power, although we 
have a set of rfiies for exchange of power, 
some States say, “We want more money”. 
These are the defects in the present system 
and they have to be overcome. 

Dr. Govind Das Richhariya has a natio¬ 
nal outlook and he ga ve some good sugges¬ 
tions in the Consultative Committee meeting 
also. Some dilficulties have to be overcome, 
when we are moving to 40 million KW,.,, 80 
million KW and so on. Of course, HM' 
ideal thing is central generation aml^^trol. 
of power, the national power grids,^k^in 
transmission lines which are the^iAtional 
highways of power the whole power genera- 
tioo and intercotmeetioo should be in the 
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hands of the Centre and only -the distribu* 
tion of power within the State Is left to the 
States. That is the ideal, but we cannot 
reach the ideal so soon in a democracy. 

I have to plape it before the Irrigation and 
Power Ministers’ conference which I am 
going to call in June as soon as the session 
is over. I have to consult them and consult 
other people also. But we cannot allow 
time to go. Wc are now entering into a 
very big system of power generation. I 
want to reorganise the power sector because 
we are finding it extremely difficult to achi¬ 
eve the target. Orissa is surplus in power, 
but in southern OrLssa, even for the M.I.G. 
factory, we have cut off the power because 
the Machkund reservoir was not full and 
that is the only source of su s.>ly. 

I have examined the various aspocts of 
the power sys'.ern. 1 feel three steps are 
necessary. First is about designs, planning 
and investigation. This is being done well 
by the Central Water and Power Commiss¬ 
ion. Wc can strengthen it to introduce the 
latest techniques and to deal with the big¬ 
ger machines. Organisation for invesliga- 
lio 1 , ilanning and design is quite good, 
bii. when it comes to implementation, there 
is trouble, it is not going on according 
to schedule. Eve ything it is getting be¬ 
hind. There are so many reasons fur 
lagging belli!! J, but we cannot affvird it. 
Power is very capital-intensive. A lot of 
money is locked up. A power project should 
be completed in two to three years. But 
wc do it vc.-y leisurely having only one 
shift or two shifts. It should be done round 
the clock. In other countries, power pojects 
are executed round the clock, because 
power means maney. Money is locked up 
in it. There are powe; stations which are 
taking 10 years, when they should really 
have taken only two to three years. There¬ 
fore, 1 propose to reorganise the Regional 
Boards and I want to do it through your 
patronage. I am going to introduce legisla¬ 
tion to make it a statutory body, so that 
they can be more effective in arranging 
exchange of power, looking into implemen¬ 
tation and so on. 

We have permitted ourselves the indige¬ 
nous manufacture whii^ means an-ither 
problem is commiog up) A separate cell 
in the Ministry will provide the coordination 
It will chase from day to day about the 


delivery of equipment, prices and so on. 
These are some of the proposals of re¬ 
organisation which I propose to have for 
the present, pending the Central control of 
the transmission system later on. 

My hon. friend referred to Kalinadi. 
We realise its importance because though 
Mysore Is called a surplus State its surplus 
is not much; it is a very small quantity. 
Here I must pay a tribute to the Mysore 
Government. Whatever it has got, it has 
got, it has freely shared it with Maharashtra 
and Gujarat. Here I may say that the 
Maharashtra Government also set a good 
example. When one million units were 
given to them by Mysore, on my advice, 
they have shared it equally with Gujarat. 
If that type of spirit prevails then there will 
be no difficulty. 

Further, this shortage is only for a 
limited period. As soon as the Tarapore 
unit is commissioned this shortage will 
vanish. The other day I contacted the 
Director in charge and he told me that it 
will function from the 15th of this month 
within three or four days. Then the 
shortage will disappear. 

I am glad to say that the Dhuvaran 
unit is also going to come up very soon. 
The Petroleum & Chemicals Ministry will 
give the furnace oil and I am sure the 
Finance Ministry will give us some conces¬ 
sions. So, in one or two months the 
shortage in Gujarat would be over. You 
must have patience and a spirit of integra¬ 
tion. 

Coming to Kalinadi, Mysore is doing 
good work. It has surplus power though 
it is not much. We a-e fully aware that 
if we creai some more power there it will 
be helpful for all the ncighboruing States. 
Kalinadi ts important in that context. If 
that work is taken up it will double the 
power supply in Mysore Slate and it will 
be helpful to other States, in that context, 
the second stage of the Kalinadi project is 
considered by the advisory committee. The 
only difHculiy is about finance. It will cost 
Rs. 165 crores whereas Mysore Government 
have got only Rs, 15 crores allotted to the 
work so far. 

I think I have covered most of the 
points. A question was raised about North 
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nhar and North Bengal. In that area the 
population is very heay and the power is of 
the lowest. Whereas the average per capiht 
consumption of power elsewhere is 90. it is 
only 8 in North Bihar. Our friend comes 
from that area. Only eight unit means 
complete darkness. I do not know how he 
stays there. Perhaps, that is why he lives 
in Delhi or Patna and he does not go there. 
It is a great pity. For the entire North 
Bengal and North Bihar there is only one 
power station in Barauni for a population 
of 2 crores or 3 crores. So, we are now 
trying to put up one in Muzafferpur. The 
Railway Ministry have agreed to have a 
broadgauge line from Samastipur to Muza- 
frarpur. We will construct one power 
station there. We will have another one 
at Dalkola in North Bengal which will serve 
the eastern part of North Bihar and North 
Bengal. These projects are going to be 
passed at (he next meeting of the technical 
advisory committee. 

Sir. I have taken more time than I 
should have done. But in the end I want 
to submit one thing. These 25 years that 
we have spent were in the service of a 
deficit India but the 25 years that we arc 
going to go ahead in must be those wherein 
we should build a prosperous India and we 
must usher in projects for a billion people 
that are going to turn up in this country at 
the end of the century. Their destiny will 
be shaped by whatever we do now. We 
have to worry ourselves about what happens 
to the destiny of the millions of people, 100 
crores of people, who are going to be 
there 25 years hence. Their destiny has to 
be shaped by us today. Therefore, I would 
appeal to my hon. colleagues here that we 
should support as much as possible these 
sectors with which I have the honour and 
privilege to deal, namely, the sectors of 
irrigation, power and flood control. 

1 must finally say that the Secretary, the 
officers and staff have been put to very hard 
work and have done (heir duty very well, 
I only hope that next year it will be possi¬ 
ble for us to serve better. 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : What 
about the diits that I had sent you long 
time ago ? I expect you to say a few words 
about that. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA : He 
has not replied about Andhra. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : He will let you 
know. You meet him. 

SHRI V. MAY AVAN : Regarding 
Cauvery. 

DR. K. L. RAO : Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu 
has sent me chits about Mograhat western 
part and Balrampur. 1 will reply to him 
tomorrow. 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; Now I am putring 
all the cut motions to the vote of House 
together. 

Ail the cut motions were put and negatived. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The question is : 

“That the respective sums not exceeding 
the amounts shown in the fourth column 
of the order paper be granted to the 
President to complete the sums necessary 
to defray the charges that will come in 
course of payment during the year 
ending the 31st day of March, 1973, in 
respect of the heads of demands entered 
in the second column thereof against 
Demands Nos. 58 to 60, 122 and 123 
relating to the Ministry of Irrigation 
and Power.”

SHRI R. P. ULAOANAMBI : Is it a 
fact that the Government of India issued a 
notification to all the Central Government 
departments to insist on the non-Hindi- 
speaking people to study Hindi and also 
withhold promotion for not studyii^ Hindi

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : The 
present policy of the Government is that 
Hindi as well as English should be used for 
carrying on the ..administration in the 
Central Government, and 1 am not aware 
of any deviation from this rule. There is 
no question of insisting upon the people to 
learn Hindi. We have a Hindi teaching 
scheme of which a large number of em¬ 
ployees arc taking advantage. But there 
is no question of punishing any one for 
not knowing Hindi. 

SHRI R. P. ULGANAMBI : Sir, 
what is the answer to the second part of 
my question 7 The question was, whether 
the Government of India will come forward 
to give equal status to all the national 
languages accepted in the Constitution and 
remove the special status given in the 
Constitution for Hindi. 

MR. SPEAKER : Of all these langu¬ 
ages, there is only one national language.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SHRIMATI NANDINI 
SATPATHY) : (a) and (b). The study 

designed by the Indian Institute of^^ass 
Communication was intended to Cbver 
inventory of the total listening time,' the 
scale of preferences in the items of Farm 
and Home programmes, break-up of the 
socio-economic background of the audience 
in relation to preferences, the aggregate 
expectation from Farm and Home pro¬ 
grammes and the effect of individual owner¬ 
ship on the scale of preferences. The study 
could not, however, be undertaken by the 
Institute due to paucity of resources. 

SHRI R. P. ULGANAMBI : This is 
a very important study. Before the study 
was proposed to be undertaken, was not 
the budget of the Institute carefully analysed 
and apportioned for the various study 
progtammes ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY: 
1 agree with the hon. Member that it is an 
important study no doubt, but we have to 
take into consideration the resources posi¬ 
tion. It is not that no study is going on 
about it. Actually, as far as this farm and 
home programme is concerned, we are 
getting a number of letters from listeners, 
which is one way of assessing the opinion 
of the listeners about the impact of the 
programme. 

SHRI R. P ULAGANAMBI : What 
was the budget of the Institute in the year 
in which the study was Proposed to he 
undertaken, and how many studies were 
undertaken in that year ? When will the 
studies be undertaken ? 

« 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
That is not related to the main question, 
but actually, the budget estimate was 
Rs. 1,41,200. It was not possible for the 
Institute with its limited budget to carry on 
this study, and they do not propose to 
cany on this research even this year. 

SHRI R. P. ULAGANAMBI! Sir, 
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this is a relevant questimt. How many 
studies were undertaken, how many were 
completed, and when will the study be 
undertaken ? This is a relevant question. 

MR. SPEAKER : She savs that the 
budget did not allow Further studies. 

SHRI R. P. ULAOANAMBI : How 
many studies were undertaken within the 
budget and how many were completed ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
This question is related to the farm and 
home progra nme study to be carried out, 
which was intended for the farm and home 
programme. Besides this, the Indian Insti* 
tote of Miss Communication has so far 
conducted one study entitled home and 
farm study at the village level in 196'i. 
They ha e also their own programme which 
I do not have with me at the moment. 

Development of Indigenous Satellite 
Launch Capability 

*369. SHRI V. N. P. SINGH : Will 
the Minister of ATOMIC ENERGY be 
pleased to state the progress made so far 
towards developing indigenous satellite 
launch capability with particular reference 
to control and guidance systems, rocket 
fabrication and rocket fuel 7 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 
K. C. PANT) : A large number of High 
precision and sophisticated components and 
assemblies needed for the control and 
gu dence system^of the satellite launch vehicle 
has been successfully developed and some 
of the components flight tested. Work is in 
progress on the augmentation of engineering 
and laboratory facilities to support the 
development programme. 

Large size rockets will be needed for 
satellite launi-hings. RiKrkets upto 125 mm 
diameter have already been flight tested 
from the Thumba Equatorial Rocket 
Launching Station and rockets upto 560 mm 
diameter will he tested from Sriharikota 
Rocket Launchinu Station, Ro 'kets larger 
than 560 mm diameter are under develop* 
ment. The Sriharikota Station, from where 
the first Indian satellite is proposed to be 
launched, became operational on 9th 
October, 1971. 

Rocket fuel for small size rockets is 
already beiag produced at the Rocket Pro* 


pellanta Plant and Thiimha. f^urther 
research and developm-nt of propellants 
with a wide range of burning ra^es and 
energv levels have been taken un at the 
Space Science and Technologv Centre at 
Thumha. A Propellant Fuel Cnmnle* for 
manufacturing a large vartetv of propellant 
fuels for the satellite launch vehicles is 
being set up at Thumba. 

SHRI V. N. P. SINGH : Is ft true 
that the failure of the Menaka rocket on 
15 February was due to excessive pressure 
in the chamber ? If so. does it mean that 
the nropellant produced by us is defective 
and does not have even burn-out rate and 
we have no control equipment for the 
same 7 

SHRI K. C PANT : These are highly 
involved complicated, sophisticated scienti¬ 
fic instruments. These rockets are being 
developed at Thumba with the help of 
know-how from abroad also but developed 
from scratch. I have myself visited the 
place and seen what a magnificent job is 
being done by our y mng scientists there. 
They are not afrdd of learning by doing 
things themselves. Occasionally there are 
bound to be some failures and misfirings, 
but on the whole, the achievement of 
Thumba is very satisfactory. The develop¬ 
ment of this particular programme is wholly 
satisfactory. 

SHRI V. N. P. SINGH : Have we 
been able to develop indigenously inertial 
guidance equipment and on board miniatu¬ 
rised computers 7 If not, on which country 
do we depend for the supplies of these 
equipments 7 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I said in my 
main reply that* a large number of high 
precision and sophisticated components and 
its assemblies needed for the control of the 
guidance system and the satellite launch 
vehicle has been successfully developed and 
some components flight-tested. I am very 
happy to tell my hon. friend that many of 
these components have been developed from 
scratch at Thumba. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI : The Pro¬ 
peller Engineering Oivi>ion has spent nearly 
20 million rupees on research work. Has 
that research yielded any result 7 Is it a 
fact that the head of the Propeller Engl- 
neering Division ig qot properly qualifi^ 
for thkt post 7 
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SHRl K. C. PANT ; I cannot say off 
hiind about the qualtficsltons of that 
scientist. I can look into this. 

SHRl C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : Is it 
a fact that the Government have decided 
to shift the rocket launching station from 
Thumba to elsewhere ? If so, what is the 
reason for that ? 

SHRl K. C. PANT : There is some 
misunderstanding behind this question. 
There is no question of shifting what is 
already there at Thumba. Only, a rocket 
launching station is being developed at 
Sriharikota island from where rockets are 
proposed to be launched. It does not mean 
(hat the existing facilities at Thumba are 
being shifted. 

SHRl SAMAR OUHA : Has the 
rocket launching site been used, or will it be 
used, for developing long range missiles and 
also making experiments for that ? 

SHRl K. C. PANT : It is a launching 
site for the satellites. I think it has got a 
long enough range for that. 

SHRl SAMAR OUHA : Is the rocket 
launching site being used for development 
of the missiles for defence purposes ? Why 
do you avoid that question ? 

MR. SPEAKER : No more rocketing 
of your questions. 

Non'Utilization of Funds by Backward 
States 

*370. SHRl N. E. HORO : Will the 
Minister of PLANNING be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether a number of backward 
States have not fully utilised the develop¬ 
ment funds attotted to them ; 

(b) if so, the names of those States and 
the amounts which have not been utilised 
by them and the time extended by the 
Central Government for utilising the funds 
by these States ; and 

(c) the reasons for the non-utilization 
of funds by those States and the steps 
Government propose to take in this regard ? 

THE MINISTER STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PLANNING (SHRl 
MOHAN DHARIA) : (al to (c). During 
thefirot three years of the Fourth Plao 


period i. e. 1969-70 to 1971-72, shortfall in 
total plan expenditure is anticipated in only 
3 backward States—Bihar (Rs. S.3 crams), 
Assam (Rs. 2.3 crores) and Nagahmd 
(Rs. 0.3 crores)- As the Plan outlays are 
fixed for the entire five year period, there is 
no question of extending the time limit for 
utilisation of plan funds which have not 
been spent during one or other of these five 
years. 

The anticipated shortfall in plan expen¬ 
diture in the case of Nagaland is negli^ble. 
As regards Bihar and Assam, the main 
causes for the shortfall in plan expenditure 
are : reduction in the States’ own resources, 
shortage of key materials, dislocation of 
work on account of floods, political 
instability etc. 

Implementation of State Plans is the 
responsibility primarily of the States 
concerned and the State Governments are 
requested to remove impediments in the way 
of proper implementation of their Annual 
Plans. The Planning Commission also helps 
the State Government from time to time in 
this regard. 

SHRl N, E. HORO : My specific ques 
tion has not been answered. The Ministe'r 
has made a general remark. My specific 
question was whether the funds allotted fo’^ 
development work have been utilised or not. 
The Minister says in his reply that for 
Assam and Bihar one of the reasons for 
shortfall in plan expenditure is non-availa¬ 
bility of resources in the State. In view of 
this, would the government give more help 
to such States in order that they get 
sufficient funds to carry on their develop¬ 
ment work ? 

SHRl MOHAN DHARIA : In ray reply 
I have said that the funds allotted to these 
States have been utilised Naturally, so far 
as monetary expenditure is concerned, there 
are no short-falls. About the other supple¬ 
mentary, it is the policy of the Central 
Government to give assistance to the extent 
possible according to the formula evolved by 
the National Development CoUiocil. 
Naturally it is for the State Governments 
to have the plan properly implemented. 
There is also the question of raising resources 
within the State itself. Unfortunately, in 
some cases they were not properly raised 
and there were short-falls. 

SHRl PARIPOORNANAND PAINULI: 

IQ view of the feet the iatrg'Stgte regiooftl 
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imbalance continues to increase, would the 
Planning Ministry take up the implementa¬ 
tion of the plan, especially in backward 
regions like U.P. Hill areas ? 

SHRI MOHAN OHARIA : It is not 
possible for us to take up the task of imple¬ 
mentation of the Plan, but we are trying to 
evolve a mechanism whereby proper imple¬ 
mentation of the plan is made. So far as 
the hill areas are concerned, the Planning 
Commission is now very much engaged in 
the exercise as to how we can form a cell 
for these hill areas and how we can raise 
the infra-structure there for the proper 
development of backward regions, including 
the hill areas. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA : 
May I know whether one of the reasons 
for the short-fall is the pattern itself to 
supposed have been evolved in the National 
Development Council, referred to by the hon. 
Minister, for giving assistance to these S*ates 
specially in the eastern region and whether 
the terras for realisation of loans etc. from 
those States, the conditions of subsidies and 
other things without taking into considera¬ 
tion their situation also stand in the way of 
proper implementation of the plan in those 
areas ? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : This 
formula has been evolved by the National 
Development Council, which consists of all 
the Chief Ministers. Even then, it will be 
one of the tasks of the Fifth Finance Com¬ 
mission to go into it and take consideration 
the special pioblems, particularly of the 
Eastern r^ion. I have no doubt that a 
proper and sympathetic approach would be 
taken by the Government in this matter.

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : I am not 
aware so far that it is because of not mak¬ 
ing the allotments in time that implementa¬ 
tion has suffered. If there are any pointed 
cases, we shall look into it. 

SHRIMATI JYOTSNA CHANDA: I 
want to know from the Government 
whether they are aware of the fact that in 
the last three Plans the Government of 
Assam could not or did not utilise the 
money and it lapsed ; and whether they 
have sent any instruction to the Govern¬ 
ment of Assam so that backward and hill 
areas are developed in this Plan. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : I have 
stated in my reply that the shortfall in 
Assam it only to the tune of Rst 2.3.9riQres. 
It is not that way a very much significant 
shortfall. ’ ' 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
May I know whether it is not a fa^t that 
the non-utilisation of available funds is 
largely due to the fact that the allocation 
of funds is made without any concrete 
schemes having been forwuded by the State 
Governments ? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : It is the 
plans which are formulated in the initial 
stages and it is on the basis of the 
formula!^ plans that the sums am allotted. 
There is no question of allotting sunis 
without formulating proper schemes. There¬ 
fore 1 do not agree with that. 

SHRI KARTIK. ORAON tlere it is 

:. .i “j.'. I 
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said. “Backward States". A State may or 
may not be backward but a region may 
be backward. In Bihar, foi instance, Chota 
Nagpur and Santhal Pargana, predominantly 
inhabited by the Tribes, is a very backward 
area. Now that the Chota Nagpur Santhal 
Pargana Autonomous Development Authority 
has come into being, I would like to know 
from the Government whether they would 
like to allot funds under the State Plan 
earmarked for the specific purpose of 
development of these backward areas. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : I have 
already said that it shall be the endeavour ; 
otherwise, it will not be possible to reach 
these funds to those backward States and to 
develop the backward States.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I would like 
to know whether it is a fact that this wag 
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the fir&t time when the entire struggle of the 
oopressed people against the oppressors was 
shown in this Sound and Light Programme 
from ojr Freedom movement period to 
Bangladesh Liberation movement. I would 
also like to know whether it is a fact that 
Pandit Nehru’s voice was mentioned only 
once at the time of the Freedom movement 
Indira Gandhi’s voice was meiitioned only 
at the time of the liberation of Bangladesh 
when she declared that Dacca had been 
liberated and the Pakistani Army had 
surrendered, and that no other big leader’s 
name was mentioned. Secondly, I want to 
know whether this Programme is going to 
be repeated again and again to inculcate a 
sense of patriotism amongst young boys and 
girls in this country. 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY: 
As I already mentioned, wc tried to make 
the Programme around major events and the 
movements of the common people were 
given the emphasis in the whole Programme. 
Within a short duration of one hour, it was 
not possible to do more. As the hon. 
Member mentioned, it is a fact that only 
once Pandit Nehru’s voice was mentioned 
during the Freedom movement and the 
Prime Minister’s voice was mentioned only 
at the time of Bangladesh liberation. Besides 
that, actually, when there were some events 
and people’s movement was there, only the 
slogans raised by common people, like, 
Mahatma Gandhi Ki Jai, Pandit Nehru Ki 
.lai, were mentioned. No other name was 
mentioned.

These Rules inter alia provide that after the 
examination, candidates would be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as 
di.sclosed by the aggregate marks finally 
awarded to each candidate, and in that 
order so many candidates as are found by 
the Commission to be qualitied by the 
examination shall be recommended for 
appointment up to the number ot unieserved 
vacancies decided to be filled on the results 
of the examination. The Rules also provide 
that candidates belonging to the Scheduled

Certain districts/areas have been 
selected for the grant of a Central subsidy 
amounting to l/IOth of the fixed capital 
investment in respect of new units, or suh< 
stantial expansion of existing units, upto a 
fixed capital investment not exceeding 
Rs. 50 lakhs. The details of the scheme 
have been published in the Gazette Extra¬ 
ordinary dated the 26th August, 1971. Two 
districts, namely, Darbhanga and Bhagalpur, 
from Bihar qualify for this subsidy. 

Finance at concessional rates Is available 
for industries to be set up in about 219 
selected districts designated as backward 
throughout the country. The following 
districts from Bihar are eligible for this 
concession. 

Darbhanga ; Bhagalpur ; Santhal 
Parganas ; Champarau ; Saran ; Saharsa ; 
Purnea ; Palamau ; and Muzaffarpur. 

Besides, Government are also operating 
rural industries projects for small industries 
in 49 backward areas including 5 areas from 
the districts of Santhal Parganas, Darbhanga, 
Ranchi, Shahabad and Gaya from Bihar.

MOHAN DHARIA) : (a) and (b). A pro¬ 
vision of Rs. 25 crores was made in the 
Central Budget for 1971-72 with a view to 
take up some schemes for the educated 
unemployed. In pursuance of the sugges¬ 
tions made by the Planning Commission, the 
Central Ministries formulated programmes 
for the benefit of the educated unemployed 
during 1971-72. The Planning Commission 
recommended schemes involving an outlay 
of Rs. 13 crores for 1971-72 and Rs. 25 
crores each during 1972-73 and 1973-74 for 
the continuation of these schemes. Some 
of the schemes are of a nature which would 
be implemented by State Government on the 
basis of the expenditure being met by the 
Centre while some others would be directly 
administered by the Centre. 

The main programmes already initiated 
to expansion and improvement of the quality 
of primary education, rural engineering 
surveys, agro-service centres, accelerated 
development of consumer cooperatives, 
support to small entrepreneurs, preparation 
of road projects and rural water supply 
schemes. An allocation of Rs. 30 crores 
for expansion and improvement of primary 
education and Rs 60 crores for special 
employment schemes is envisaged in the 
Budget for 1972-73. Besides continuing the 
programmes initiated in 1971-72, it is 
proposed to utilise a sum of Rs. 20 crores 
in 1972-73 for generating employment and 
training opportunities for highly qualified 
technical personnel like engineers, technolo¬ 
gists and scientists. This scheme would 
also include the stepping up of research and 
development efforts, natural resources surveys 
on a national scale, strengthening of the 
technological base and'ipersonnel of public 
sector enterprises and e/aluation of techno¬ 
logy, both indigenous and imported. It is 
also proposed to allocate a sum of Rs. 26.5 
aoros to the different State Government and 


Rs. 50 lakhs to the Union Territorfes for 
formulating programmes for generating 
increasing employment opportunites for all 
sections of the population including highly 
technical personnel like engineers and 
scientists. The Planning Commission has 
already addressed the State 'Governments 
and Union Territories to forward suitable 
programmes by 1st May 1972 for considera¬ 
tion in the Planning Commission.

MOHAN DHARIA) : (a) and (b). The 

question of educated unemployment is an 
All India pioblem affecting not only the 
State of West Bengal but every other State. 
The Expert Committee on Unemployment 
set up by the Government of India (Minis¬ 
try of Labour and Employment) is already 
engaged in cansidering the measures to be 
taken to increase employment opportunities 
in the rural and urban areas and in the 
various States. The Committee has already 
submitted an Interim Report outlining the 
short term measures for increasing employ¬ 
ment in all the States, which is currently 
under examination by an Inter-Ministerial 
Group constituted by Planning Commission. 
In view of this, there does not appear to 
be any need for setting up a separate Study 
Group for West Bengal or for any other 
State. 

All,possible efforts are being made by 
Government of India to provide increasing 
employment apportunities for educated un-. 
employed in various States. Special pro¬ 
grammes involving an annual outlay of 
Rs. 25 crores were initiated in 1971-72 for 
the educated unemployed. These includes : 

1 . expansion and improvement of 
the quality of primary educa¬ 
tion, 

2 . rural engineering surveys. 
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3. agro-service centres, 

4. accelerated development of con¬ 
sumer cooperatives, 

5. support of small entrepreneurs, 

6 . preparation of road projects, 
and 

7. rural water supply scheme. 

An allocation of Rs. 30 crores for expansion 
and improvement of primary education and 
Rs. 60 crores for special employment 
schemes is envisaged in the budget for 
1972-73. Besides continuing the pro¬ 
grammes initiated in 1971-72, it is proposed 
to utilise a sum of Rs. 20 crores in 1972-73 
for generating employment and training 
opportunities for highly qualified technical 
personnel like engineers, technologists and 
scientists in all the States. This scheme 
would include the stepping up of research 
and development effort, natural resources 
survey on a national scale, strengthening 
of the technological base and personnel of 
public sector undertakings and evaluation 
of tecbnolagv both indigenous and import¬ 
ed. It is also proposed to allocate a sum 
Rs. 26.5 crores for the different State 
Governments and Rs. 50 lakhs to the 
Union Territories for formulating pro¬ 
grammes for generating increasing employ¬ 
ment opportunities for all sections of the 
population including highly technical per¬ 
sonnel like engineers and scientists.

Setting up of Small Scale Industries 
in Backward Areas

PRASAD) : (a) and (b). The Government 
of India are already seized of the need for 
developing under-developed areas in the 
country. The programmes of development 
of Village and Small Industries included 
under the States’ Fourth Five Year Plans 
cover a number of schemes for providihg 
assistance and facilities in different forms 
for promotion of small industries in the 
respective Statra including their under¬ 
developed areas. One of the important 
objectives of the Industrial Policy Resolution 
is that the disparities in the levels of 
development between different regions should 
be progressively reduced. In the successive 
Five Year Plans, various steps have been 
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taken hi this direction, such as the provision 
of infra>stnictural facilities, development of 
Industrial Estates and industrial areas, 
location of public sector projects in backward 
regions to the extent possible. It was only 
in the Fourth Plan that a coKirdinated 
programme has been worked out to deal 
with the problem of development of back¬ 
ward areas in a more diiwt manner. A 
number of special Incentives/concessions, 
which would facilitate growth of industries 
in the backward districts, have been 
announced. These concessions include 
provision of outright grant or subsidy 
amounting to one-tenth of the fixed capital 
investment to new units in 37 backward 
district/areas, concessions in the rate of 
interest for loans provided by various 
financial institutions, transport subsidy to a 
few selected outlying areas, liberalisation of 
import policy in respect of raw materials 
and machinery to those areas eligible for 
10% subsidy etc. 

2. It is proposed to get the backward 
areas surveyed with a view to evolve concrete 
developmental plans on the basis of which 
potential industries could be set up in these 
areas, Uptil now, 138 Districts and 4 Union 
Territories have been surveyed. Extensive 
publicity is being given in these areas in 
respect of various incentives/conncessions 
offered by the Government and the procedure 
for availing of these concessions. Out of 
these 31 Districts have Rural Industries 
Projects located since 1962-63. In these 
areas, intensive developmental activities for 
the promotion of Small Scale Industries have 
been going on since 1962-63. Since 1971, 
the areas of operation of Rural Industries 
Projects have been coincident with the 
district areas. In the 31 project Areas 
located in backward districts, 163 C. D. 
Blocks were covered in the programme and 
by the end of March. 1971. 18,557 industrial 
units have come up providing employment 
opportunities to 82,457 persons. 

3. It has also been decided that ail the 
new piojects, which would come up in each 
successive Five Year Plan, will be located 
ia backward districts. For the Fifth Five 
Year Plan, 5Q new RIP Projects covering the 
entire district (excluding towns with more 
than 15.000 population) have been Mleeted 
and all these projects arc going to be looted 
in backward districts only.

Out of these, the first fifteen districts 
are from Eastern U. P. 

Certain districts/areas have been selected 
for the grant of a Central subsidy amount¬ 
ing to 1/IOth of the fixed capital investment 
in respect of new units, or substantial 
expansion of existing units, upto a fixed 
capital investment not exceeding Rs. 50 
lakhs. The details of the scheme have been 
published in the Gazette Extra-ordinary 
dated the 26th August, 1971. Two districts 
from U. P. viz. Ballia (from Eastern U.P.) 
and Jhansi qualify for this subsidy. 

Besides, Government are also operating 
a rural industries project programme for 
small industries in certain backward areas 
including 5 areas from the districts of 
Allahabad, Almora, Ghazipur, Jhansi and 
Saharanpur from U. P.

THE MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI F. A, AHMED); Government have 
not yet taken a decision regarding the levei 
of procurement price of wheat for the 
1972-73 marketing season. During the last 
year the procurement prices of Red 
(indigenous) were fixed between Rs. 71/> 
and Rs. 74/- per quintal and the prices of 
all other varieties at Rs. 76/* per quintal. In 
their Report on ''Price policy for rabi 
foodgrains for 1972-73 season” the Agri¬ 
cultural Prices Commission have recom¬ 
mended that 'the procurement prices of 
wheat be fixed uniformly for all the States 
at Rs. 66/- per quintal for the indigenous 
Red and Rs. 72/- per quintal for the 
indigenous common white and different 
Mexican varieties*. 

Government have seen press reports 
regarding the resentment among the peasants 
in Punjab and other parts of the country 
against this recommendation of the Com¬ 
mission. Various views have been expressed 
in favour and against the views of tbe 
Commission through pr^s and other mediq. 
The question of fixation of wheat prices fof 
the ensuing rabi season, is under considera¬ 
tion of the Government and a final decision, 
will be taken only after considering the 
views of the Honourable Members and the 
Chief Ministers of States who are meeting 
in conference on tbe 13th and 14th April,

Oovernmeat have adapted the policy of 
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price support to the farmers, to ensure that 
the producer gets an incentive price, the 
consumer gets foodgrains at a reasonable 
price and the present trend of foodgrain 
ouhput is sustained. To achieve thme objec¬ 
tives of the price policy, tne Food Corpora¬ 
tion of India has been especially created to 
undertake massive marketing operation. In 
deciding the procurement price of wheat for 
the coming marketing season. Government 
will ensure that both the interest of the pro¬ 
ducer and the consumer are fully protected.

SHRl ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior): Has the Commission given any 
teuion for it 7 

SHRl F. A. AHMED : They have. If 
the hon. Members will be pleased to look 
at the report, they will find the reasons 
which they have given there. But I can 
assure the house that so far as the figures 
regarding the cost of production are con* 
earned, we have taken steps in our Agricul* 
tore Ministry to set op a Cell through which 
we are collecting data, and I hope by next 
year it will be possible for us to get the 
actual cost of production of at least two 
crops, namely, rice and wheat. 

SHRl ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
Then there should be no price reduction in 
the meanwhile. 

SHRl F. A. AHMED : That is the 
action which we have taken. So far as the 
arguments amiinst the reduction of the 
existing price are concerned, those arguments 
have been advanced, both for and against the 
price reduction, and the Government has not 
yet taken a decision. As I have pointed 
out, we shall keep in mind the interests of 
the consumers as well as the producers, 
while taking a decision after we have heard 
the views of the Chief Ministers at the 
Chief Ministers’ Conference. 

SHRl VIKRAM MAHAJAN (Kangra) : 
Sir. the prosperity of India depends ou the 
prosperity of the farmer. {Interruption) 

AN HON. MEMBER : Which farmer ? 

SHRl VIKAM MAHAJAN : The small 
farmer. If India has to prosper, the farmer 
who owns land to an extent of an acre, even 
half an acre or one kanal—he is a small 
farmer—'has to prosper. Whatever price you 
will fix should be adequate to the farmer 
also. The prosperity of India depends on the 
prosperity of the small farmer who owns one 
acre of land. 

With this laudable object in view, for 
the prosperity (rf the fsurmer, the small 
farmer, the Govonment appointed the 
Agricultural Prices Commission. It was a 
very good object. The object was to give 
a supporting price. But what did the 
bureaucracy do 7 Hore is a very interesting 
item which appeared in the newspapers which 
I wish to read. It is the statement by the 
Minister. It says : 
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"Mr Fakruddin Ali Ahmed, the 
Minister, admitted that there was no 
agriculturist on the Agricultural Prices 
Commission.” 

This is how we are going to give relief 
to the farmer, by appointing a Commission 
on which there was no agriculturist. It is 
like appointing a cobbler to perform the 
function of a dentist. What I want to 
know if, how this Commission is able to 
realise the difficulties of the agriculturists. 
That is why this price has been fixed, when 
the prices of fertilisers, tractors, water- 
pumps—everything—have gone up I want 
to put a few questions to the hon. Ministtt 
and I want clear answers on those points. 

Tell me what is the percentage of 
unirrigated land in india, as compared to 
irrigated land. How many model farms on 
unirrigated land were taken into considera¬ 
tion by the Agricultural Prices Commission 
before fixing the price of wheat and any 
other agricultural product 7 Which unirri- 
gated farms did they take up, and where 
are they ? What is the cost of production 
of, say. one quintal of wheat in those farms ? 
Give us specific answers. {Inetrruplion) 
What are you talking, Mr Nahata ? You 
do not know unirrigated land produces 
wheat. 

I wish we have a training school for 
MPs. Some of them do not know that 
wheat is grown on unirrigated land. 
Secondly, what is the percentage of unirri¬ 
gated land in India ? Thirdly, what prevents 
you from announcing the price policy six 
months before the present crop came in the 
market ? Will you in future announce your 
price policy six months before the crop 
comes into the market ? 1 am told FCI is 
running at a loss and is not able to manage 
the show because its cost of procurement 
and its cost of management have gone up. 
If that is the object and you want to 
reduce the procurement price to help the 
FCI, are you willing to appoint a Com¬ 
mission to go into the working of FCI and 
sge that its cost of procurement and distri¬ 
bution goes down ? So that the cut does not 
fail on the producer ? I want a categorical 
answer to these questions. 

SHRI F. A. AHMBD The percentage 
of unirrigated land to irrigated land is SO 
pet cent so far as wheat is concerned. The 
production it aboqt 20 per gent. What 


facton have been taken into conaideration 
by the Agricultural Prices Commission. I am 
not aware of. As I have already said, we 
have no data on the basis of which we can 
say what is the cost of produetbn of wheat 
or any other produce in the country. For 
that purpose, we have taken action in our 
Ministry through which we are making an 
effort to collect the data and I hope by 
next year, it would be possible for us to 
know the cost of production. 

SHRIVIKRAMM4HAJAN: They say 
they are going to reduce the price but they 
do not know how the cost of production 
has been arrived at I It is a rather strange 
and unsatisfactory answer. 

SHRI F. A. AHMED : I have given a 
clear answer. I do not wmit to conceal the 
information which I have with me. {Interrup¬ 
tion). 

MR. SPEAKER ; Mr Mahaian, I know 
you are a young man set against on old 
mao, but should not go on interrupting like 
this. 

SHRI P. A. AHMED ; The present 
procurement price has been in existence for 
the last three years. At the time when it 
was fixed, it was drought season and very 
high prices were prevailing in the country. 
It has been possible for the cultivators to 
grow more wheat and have an incentive for 
the purpose of bringing more area under 
wheat cultivation. So, it is apparent that 
the prices which are now offered are 
remunerative enough so far as the farmer 
and cultivator are concerned. So far as the 
argument against the reduction of the price 
is concerned, we shall take a decision in the 
matter after we have heard the Chief 
Ministers. *

RE : STARVATION DEATH IN ORISSA 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI 
(Bhubaneshwar): Sir, may I have your per¬ 
mission to raise a point about starvation dea¬ 
ths and near famine conditions in Orissa ? 
I would beg of you to permit me to draw the 
attention of the Government, through you, 
Sir, that their is a grave situation emerging 
in Orissa. I just returned yesterday from 
certain areas.

There have been starvation deaths. 

Cuttack district-11; Keonjhar-6, Mayurbhanj

is not complete. The Government of India 
should do something immediately. 

There are acute famine conditions in 
Orissa in nine districts.

Social Welfare is also included 
in it. 

SHRI R. D, BHANDARE : Separate 
times used to be allotted and separate 
reports used to be there,

Shri Jagdish Bhattacharyya. 

•SHRI JAGADISH BHATTACHA¬ 
RYYA (Ghatal) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, the 
Hon. Education Minister has presented the 
demands for his Ministry. He can take 
credit for three things, i. e.. illiteracy, anar¬ 
chy in the sphere of education and failure 
of the present education system. 

A gloom has descended on the sphere of 
education and it would not be possible for 
the bureaucracy in Delhi to remove it with 
the brilliance of all the illumination in Delhi. 
The Ministry of - Education has consistently 
been subjected to criticism but despite all 
these the Ministry has failed to wake up 
from its slumber and I do not know if the 
slumber of modern Rip Van Winkles will at 
all be'broken. 


For some time past we have been hear¬ 
ing that we have become a powerful nation. 
But I ask you Sir, does strength lie in cons¬ 
tructing a few buildings a few factories here 
and there or in military strength ? The real 
strength of a nation lies in education. 
It IS in fact the back bone of a 
nation. If the backbone remains weak, 
it passes my comprehension how 
a nation can be strong. When the Briti¬ 
shers left our country, they imposed on us a 
system of education and even today, 25 
years of independence, we are still carrying 
the burden of the British system of educa¬ 
tion and that backlog of illiteracy. For a 
long time we had retained a world record. 
It was in Hockey. The record has now 
been broken but we have created a new 
world record. It is the world record for 
illiteracy. We have the 50% of world’s 
illiterates in our country and I am sure no 
other country would ever be able to take 
away the credit from us. 


The Congress Government had given us 
an assurance that within 10 years of the 
promulgation of the Constitution, education 
will be made free and compulsory for stu¬ 
dents up to the age of 14, Twenty years have 
gone by but how much have we been able to 
achieve in this matter. During the days of 
elections, the Congress party, through their 
election manifesto promised to the people 
by 1975 they would be able to introduce 
compulsory primary education in the coun¬ 
try. Sir, we have heard many such promi¬ 
ses from this Government but nothing tan¬ 
gible has been done. Like the ludas kiss, 
the Government have no sincerity to imple¬ 
ment their own promises. Far from imple¬ 
menting the promises they have taken steps 
which have, in fact, retarded the progress of 
education in the country. “Garibi Hatao” 
is a good slogan. But how can we better 
the lot of the masses when we are unable to 
remove illiteracy from our country ? If the 
m^ority of the masses of our country rema¬ 
in illiterate, we cannot make any headway 
towards progress. The basic need for pro¬ 
gress of a country is education but here we 
have not been able to do much. In Sans¬ 
krit there is a proverb that an educated 
man, even if he is sent to a Jungle, would 
be able to earn his livelihood. 


*Tbp Orifingl apeecb was delivered io Bengali, 
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Till to*date, we have not been able to 
evolve any national policy for education. 
We are still pursuing the decadent British 
system of education and we have tried to 
import some ideas from some foreign coun¬ 
tries and are trying to follow them. The Sta¬ 
tes are behaving in an "as-you-like it” man¬ 
ner and the students have been reduced to 
an object of experiment in the educational 
laboratory of the country. 

We have not been able to evolve a 
national wage policy for the teachers. 
Many Commissions were appointed by the 
Government. The Kothari Commission 
also made their recommendation in this 
regard. There may be some doubt about 
the adequacy or otherwise of the recommen¬ 
dation of the Kothari Commission but even 
these recommendations have not been imp¬ 
lemented so far. 


We the teachers of India, and particu¬ 
larly the teachers of West Bengal, through 
Nikhil Banga Sikshak Samiti, have been 
agitating for long for the nationalisation of 
text books. We have been urging upon the 
Government that books upto Secondary 
education should be supplied free. There 
is a great profiteering involved in the book 
trade. If this cannot be done, it should at 
least be ensured that books are supplied at a 
cheaper rates to the students. We have seen 
that in some States, books for the lower 
standards were printed by the State Govern¬ 
ment and in such cases their price was very 
low as compared to those published by the 
private publishers. I would, therefore, 
urge upon the Hon. Minister that he should 
take urgent steps to nationalise the book 
trade, supply cheap books to students and 
end profiteering by private publishers. 

Another important aspect of the pre¬ 
sent problem is to provide a Job orientation 
to our system of education. Many things 
have been Mid about it but nothing con¬ 
crete has CftMiBed. Those who are at the 
helm of administration are continuing in 
their office since tbe<^. British days and even 
after inAgiendence \\o change in their out¬ 
look has taken place. Instead of imprpve- 
0)^ things hove dpt^lontted. 


The budget allocations for education, be 
It in the States or in the Centre, have never 
been upto the expectations or in keeping with 
the needs. More funds should be allocated 
for education. During the Second World 
War, in England, while allocations under 
different heads were reduced those education 
were not touched because the British people 
know that to win a war and to make a coun- 
try strong, education was necessary. 


The working of U.G.C. has also been 
critised often. In this context, I would 
like to bring to the notice of the Hon, Educ¬ 
ation Minister that the developmental work 
of many Colleges in West Bengal is being 
hampered because of the introduction of new 
and whimsical rules introduced by the Offi- 
cer of the U. G. C. who has been deputed 
to West Bengal. 


I would like to submit to the Hon. Mini¬ 
ster that conditions regarding recruitment 
confirmation, promotion, grant of increments 
etc. to the teachers, professors under the Delhi 
Administration are far from satisfactory. 
An assurance was given to the Delhi teachers 
that their pay Scale would be revised as 
soon as the Bangla Desh problem was over. 
Unfortunately, nothing has been done so 
far, even though the Bangla Desh problem 
is now over. Whatever little that has been 
done, the authorities have paid no regard 
to experieiKe of the teachers and, as a result, 
the experienced teachers have suffered in the 
deal. 


1 would also like to stress upon another 
point of importance. It pertains to the Sapru 
House Library. The Hon. Minister is no 
doubt aware of the fact that the Library is 
a very good centre for research and students 
and teachers from the different States of 
India and Universities and also from other 
countries come here to do their research 
work. But unfortunately, a conspiracy is 
being hatched to bifurcate this library and 
destroy its usefulness. No doubt the Hon. 
Minister can stop it and I feel he will take 
necessary steps to prevent bifurcation of the 
library which is rendering useful service to 
students and teachos. We have seen that 
Oovemmcht hgd itsucd an ordingnce a fw 
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days before the commencement of the Parlta* 
ment. If for other things, an Ordinance can 
be issued, why should the Government not 
show the same sense of urgency with regard 
to this matter ? 

I have also to say somethihg about the 
petroleum Engineering College, Dhanbad. 
The students of this College are agitating 
for the red resssal of their grievances. 

I have talked to the students personally 
and from that I learn that the students, 
when they pass out from the College, 
are not given employment on the plea that 
they are given training in exploration only. 
This is far from true. The students are 
given training in refining and other branches 
of refining. No arrangement has been made 
for providing them with jobs. These boys 
spend five years and twelve to fourteen 
thousand rupees on their education and 
after completing their education they are 
left in the lurch. But the irony of the 
matter is that while the students of the Col* 
lege go a begging for jobs a new similar 
college has been set up in Baroda. 

I would also say something about the 
state of anarchy prevailing in the system 
of education. Not a day passes when 
newspapers do not report about such inci¬ 
dents from one state or the other. A few 
days ago Shri Satyapriya Ray, the presi¬ 
dent of the Nikhil Banga Shikshak Samiti 
in a press conference had stated that more 
than 1000 teachers were being prevented 
from going to their schools and were thre¬ 
atened with d're consequences. In Kanchr- 
apara, there is a Higher Secondary School 
for girls. The teachers and students of this 
school are being harassed and they are being 
told that they cannot go to school in red 
bordered saries. If this continues, perhaps 
very soon we will be told that the Bengali 
girls will not be permitted to marry in their 
traditional red sari and perhaps that has to 
be replaced by a tri-colour sari. Some 
people have developed some phobia for the 
red.colour like a particular animal but we 
could never im^ine that (he phobia will 
take them to this extent. 

Not only this, many college teachers 
and even a principal has been forced to sign 
ther resignation letters. The matttt was 
discussed in the College Teachers Coaference 
that was held recently at Maldah and thgy 
have drawn the attention 4 m Cwtral and 


State Governments to these occurances. The 
Hon. minister has a good reputation as a 
teacher and I would request him to deal 
with this matter as a teacher. He is well 
known as an Educationist though he is yet 
to establish his reputation as a Minister; 
but I am afraid that he may not be able to 
achieve much in the Department which has 
been assigned to him, though I wish him all 
luck. I will say that either ho may remove 
these difficulties or otherwise he may quit. 

With these words, I conclude my speech 
Sir.

(Tellicherry) : Sir, Speaking on the 
budget of the Eduction Ministry, one will 
always be reminded of the sad plight of the 
education system in our country today. It 
is often said that the education that we have 
is a legacy of the old British past and Lord 
Macaulay fathered our education system. It 
may be argued from the other side that after 
independence so many attempts have been 
made to reform our education. It is a fact 
that government had appointed a series of 
commissions and committees, which began 
with the famous Redhakrishnan Committee. 
1 do not know whether it has ended with 
the committee of Dr Gajendragadkar on the 
governance of universities. The process will 
continue. The question is how far the re* 
commendations made by these committees 
and commissions, on which the tax-payers 
have spent enormous sums of money, have 
been implemented by the government. If 
you will examine all the reports you will 
find that there is franka dmission in all the 
reports that the government have miserably 
failed in implementing *the recommendations 
one after the other. 


> Here, I would invite the attention of the 
hon. Minister to a news item which appeared 
a few days ago in the newspapers. It appears 
that in Rajasthan the invigilators have been 
given protection of life insurance to be 
present in the examination ball, may be a 
feather in the cap of our education system. 
Dr Radhakrishnan said two. decades back 
that one aspect of qoc edueation which needs 


immediate attention ls> the reform of the 
exemination system. Yet, till today nothing 
has been done in that direction. May be 
some piece-meal measures have been taken 
by the govmrment but they did not bring 
about any tangible results. 

What h the position in the universities 
today 7 Copying at the examination .hall 
is a general phenomenon. Invigilators are 
afraid to meet the studenhi in the examina¬ 
tion hall. My hon. friend on the other side 
said that university administration has 
become bad because of politics. 1 do not 
agree with him. It is not because of poli¬ 
tical interference in the universities that these 
things are happening; it is because of the 
sad failure of the government to bring about 
meanigful reforms in the education system. 

I wonder what prevents the government 
from adopting the open book method in the 
examination hall. I hope the Minister will 
not say that the present system is fool-proof. 
Now you make a boy learn things by heart 
and call it an examination. It is only a 
memory test. What about the other aspects 
of eduction ? In any developing society 
education is considered to be an effective 
instrument to be used for the social trans¬ 
formation. 

Is our education serving any such pur¬ 
pose ? Education has been the single factor 
which has been responsible for so many of 
the failings and so many sufferings of the 
people of this country after independence. 
Now that we would be clebrating the 25th 
anniversary of our independence within a 
few days after this budget session, I hope 
the Minister will agree that this country 
stands committed and dedicated to socialism. 

In 1951, we bad 298 million illiterate 
people; in 1971 their number it 386 million. 
With millions of people illiterate, I do not 
know what sort of sodalisra you will o-eate 
in this country. You may create a socialism 
of darkness-.-(//irerrupr/oa) 


SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Madras 
North) : Political illiterates are more 
dangerous than ordinary illiterates. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : There 
is a contrasting pidute. The public sdiools 
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are flourishing with their British tradition. 
They are creating snobs and bureaucrats. 
The Government might say that they were 
not responsible for that; they were just 
developing like that; they came from the 
blue. But they are being given all sorts of 
facilities by the Government. This Govern¬ 
ment has given land on nominal rates and 
financial assistance to public schools This 
is an institution of shame which should be 
abolished, but the Government will not do 
that. All these 25 years they have failed to 
do that. 

25 years after our independence, when 
we look back, we find that the young man, 
who was born on the day of independence 
and is today 25, is mostly unemployed. If 
he is educated, he is educated unemployed ; 
if he is illiterate, he is a rural unemployed, 
maybe, his unemployment is disguised. But 
the fact remains that this system of edu¬ 
cation with the least manpower planning 
has produced a situation which is most 
explosive and which can create anarchic 
conditions in our society. 

I am not a very big educationst; 1 am 
just a student, but alt educationsts always 
say that education is to impart certain high 
moral values. I fail to understand what 
moral value this sort of a system can impart 
to the students. Just now the PTl is giving 
out news from Kerala that the strike of the 
students of the TD Medical College, who 
were on strike from the last 23 days, is 
spreading in the city of Alleppey and the 
city is observing hartal What is the reason ? 
The reason is well known—capitation fee. 
Government knovringly or unknowingly, I do 
not know, is allowing the system of capitation 
fee to flourish. Often this problem was raised 
in this House but they conveniently said that 
it was a State subject. Whatever be the 
subect. there must be a policy of the Govern¬ 
ment with regard to it. I do not know on 
what basis the Medical Council passed 
judgment, but two years ago one gentle¬ 
man from the Medical Council went there to 
investigate as to what was happening in that 
college. Within these two years so many 
developments took place but without taking 
those developments into consideration, the 
gentleman sitting in'^elhi took a decirion 
that the degree of the TD Medical College, 
Alleppey, wrill not be recognised. Who is 
responsible for all thin^ ? ^ the students 


responsible ? Should they suffer for that 7 
The Government must come out with a 
statement on this matter. 

Then, we speak of the commitment of 
this nation. This nation is committed to 
socialism, secularism and democracy. What 
is the contribution of our education systeih 
towards all these things 7 Text books, which 
are so obsolete in their conten's, which are 
so outdated and old-fashioned, which pro¬ 
pagate ideals which w«.re opposed by the 
national movement, are even today being 
taught to the siudents of our universities as 
well as schools. It will not be denied by 
the Minister when I say that the NCERT 
came out with a recommendation that 4 per 
cent of the textbooks being taught today 
should be summarily scrapped because they 
present such ideals, like the ideal of commu- 
nalism, which go against democracy and 
socialism, and the ideals which we ail cherish 
are all negated in these textbooks. 

These text-books should be scrapped. 
That was a recommendation. I do not 
know how far it has been implemented. 
Again, they recommended that 20 per cent 
of the text-books which are today being 
taught should be immediately revised because 
of the same malady. But nothing much has 
been done. Whatever effort the N, C.E.R.T. 
has made with r^ard to the reform of edu¬ 
cation. the State can refuse it also. They 
have that freedom. So, there should be 
some national policy with regard to it. 

Coming to the problem of students’ 
indiscipline about which we often hear, I do 
not think the hon. Minister, a good educa¬ 
tionist having great experience In the field 
of education, will blame the students for 
their indiscipline. Students* indiscipline is 
part of the indiscipHne which is existing in 
our society today. The Ministers are indis- 
ciplined; the Members of Parliament are 
indisciplined; the politicians are indiseipUned. 
Indiscipline is part of our life. It has been 
elevated to that position during 25 years 
after Independence. We have to chang e 
the whole system if we want to bring about 
discipline in most spheres in our country. 

Then, there are so many Academtes, the 
Sangeet Natak Academi, the Academy for 
Literature, etc. But their functioning is very 
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little because they have been given such a 
meagre amount and they have to do a big 
performance, 1 think, the Government 
should give some more money to them to 
make thdr function more effective. 

Now, I would like to point out another 
thing and that is regarding libraries. There 
is a library movement in our country which 
deserves support and encouragement of the 
Government. But Government hardly looks 
to that side. I request the Government to 
do something more, to give more financial 
assistance, to the library movement in our 
country, 

I know you. Sir. are looking towards me 
because my time Is up... 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : I ask you 
to keep discipline now by keeping to the 
time. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : A 
little consideration. 

There is a question of Sapru House 
Library which was raised here. My only 
request in r^ard to that is that the Govern¬ 
ment should not take a hasty decision on 
that matter. Before taking any decision, 
the Government should look into the facts. 
The previous Education Miuister, Dr. V. K. 
R. V. Rao, had given certain assurances 
regarding the Library to keep it in the 
present form without bifurcating it. While 
taking a decision, I would request the hon. 
Minister to consider that aspect of the prob¬ 
lem. 

There is a strike today in the Indian 
school of the Mines, Dhanbad. The students 
who are qualified to work in the O. N, G. C. 
and the Indian Oil Corporation are denied 
employment opportunities. They are on 
strike. A hunger-strike is going on today. 
I would request the hon. Minister to look 
into that matter also sympathetically. 

There is an old problem which we raise 
during every Budget discussion and that is 
a question of the employees of the National 
Physical Fitness Corps. Pandit Jawaharial 
Nehru inspired those people. They are with 
the Government today. But they are told 
now to go back to their States without 
telling them what they should do there. 
While taking a decision on this mattw, the 
Government should discuss the matter with 
Ao tepiesentatives of their Asiociatioo, 


Another problem is the problem of post¬ 
graduate teachers of the Delhi Univerdty. 
which has been raised by my friend from 
the Marxist Party. It is the question of 
their promotion which was done on an ad 
hoc basis from 1961 to 1970. The Depart¬ 
mental Promotion Committee had taken 
certain irregular decision which is now 
affecting the interests of the teachers. I 
would requset the hon. Minister to look into 
this matter personally and take some 
decision. 

One more request is this. Government 
is spending enormous money on many 
things. The people belonging to tribal areas 
should not be forgotten. In my place, for 
example, there are lakhs of tribals. I have 
seen how miserable is the condition of their 
schools which are financed by the Centre. 
Their condition should be raised. 

Folk art and culture of our country 
which need the support of Government and 
which sometimes raise the prestige of our 
country, should be supported. 

One specific thing whtch I would like to 
mention while dealing with sports is circus 
for which our State has got a very big 
tradition. Some training facilities for the 
circus people should be given. (Interruption) 
I am not doing any circus here ; I am only 
requestiug the hon. Minister to provide 
training facilities and some assistance to the 
circus people. 

I hope all these points will be considered 
by the Minister, 

I am sorry, I cannot support the 
Demands for Grants. 

SHRI P. ANTONY REDDI (Anantapur): 
It is most surprising to learn from the 
1971 census reports that the literacy rate of 
percentage in 1971 is only 29 as compared 
to 30 in 1961. Instead of progressing and 
improving the percentage of literacy, we are 
going back. It is also surprising that in the 
Third Plan and in the beginning of the 
Fourth Plan, provision for 30,000 teachers 
was made, provision for enrolment of 19 
million students was made and money was 
also provided, but the achievements have 
not been even 50 per cent; In the first two 
years of the Plan, they could not spend 
even one-third of the allotment. All these 
tbiofs show that there i» loaietbiiip wrong 
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somswhere in the working of the plan. The 
mistake miy be in planning or it may be 
inefficiency in implementation. Because of 
faulty planning, there was inadequate 
expenditure. There are innumerable educated 
unemployed. There are thousands of trained 
teachers unemployed and it is a pity that 
the provision made for 30,000 teachers 
could not be utilised. Therefore, I suggest 
to the Minister that he should review the 
whole policy in the light of these shortfalls 
and see that efficiency is ensured hereafter 
at least. The Congress Party, in its election 
manifesto, had given us some guidelines, 
for implementing education policy. They 
have said that their aim is to see that, 
during the course of the next few years, by 
1973-76, all the students of age group 
6 to 11 years, are enrolled in schools cent 
percent. 

Again the manifesto said that the next 
aim is that by 1980-81, there should be 
cent per cent enrolement for the age group 
11 to 14 yeras. If the Congress Ministry 
could only implement the policy laid by the 
manifesto and if they could adopt all the 
methods that are possible in order to 
achieve the aims of the manifesto, we arc 
sure that we are on the right way to eradi¬ 
cate illiteracy in our country. 

Again, any attempt to eradicate illiteracy 
should not forget the fact that there are 
160 million illiterate adults in our country. 
According to the present Plan, the provision 
is only for teaching 6 million adul ts during 
the course of the Fourth Plan. If at this 
rate we go on, it will take not less than 100- 
120 years to make all these illiterate adults 
into literates. Do you think such a progra¬ 
mme is in any way useful ? Here, the 
Ministry has to revise their plan targets and 
see, if possible, that more funds are allotted 
for educating adult illiterates so that we 
may be able to eradicate illiteracy during 
the cour.se of 20 years. Unless this is done, 
our plans will not be a success and our 
illiteracy rate will not improve. 

Coming to secondary education, the 
achievements of the Ministry in this field 
are fairly satisfactory. But still a lot of 
things remain to be done. Now, the extent 
? of the secondary course varies from State to 
State. In some States 'iis 10 pins 2 while 
^ in some other States it is 11 plus 1 and so 
on from States to States, tf such 

•late df things exists, it irll] be edry herd 


for emioyees of the Central Government to 
get admission if they are transferred from 
one State to another State. Here, the 
Ministry should try to see that all the States 
in the country adopt one extent for 
secondary school course, whether it is 10 
plus 2 or 11 plus 1, and prevail upon the 
States to adopt one general pattern. 

Again, in the matter of text-books, the 
state of affairs differs from State to State. 
I am not bothered much about language 
text-books. But science subjects which have 
some content throughout the world, whether 
it be Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, 
Botany or Zoology, common text-books can 
be easily introduced throughout the country. 
In this the NCERT has brought out a few 
text-books. Why not the Minister try that 
the text-books written by the NCERT are 
adopted throughout the country ? If this is 
doneed at least in the matter of sciences and 
Mathematics, there will be uniform standards 
throughout the country. If that is done, it 
will be astep forward in the education of 
our country. 

But, Sir, to achieve the highest efficiency 
in the matter of elementary and secondary 
education, the greatest block is the 
Panchayati Rsq institutions. We are actually 
sacrificing our elementary and secondary 
education on the scaffolds of the Panchayat 
Blocks and the Zilla Parishads. Very often 
the personnel who are in the charge of these 
Panchayati Raj institutions are ill-equipped, 
inefficient and are almost always power- 
mongers. These povrerrmongers are only 
interested in wanting to keep themselves in 
power. Whatever may happen to the rest, 
they are not bothered, as long as their posi¬ 
tion is not affected. 

If our elementary education policy is to 
succeed, if our secondary education 
standards are to be raised. Government must 
seriously think of implementing the recomm¬ 
endations of the Education Commission. 

The NCERT is doing gdod work but still 
I fbel that it requires a lot of overhauling. 
The Nagchowdhury Review Committee had 
given some suggestions and I am told the 
Batu Singh Committee has submitted its 
report. They too would have given some 
good suggestions. Reorganise the NCERT 
in the light of the Committw’s report. The 
NCERT will be the htstruteent to raise oot 
standards 5ai) id ^tlibiistv iitufofm 
standee • 
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Lastly, I would like to talk about techo* 
ical education. There seems to be something 
wrong in the matter of our technical 
education. Ours is a developing country 
needidg the services of technician. But, 
how is it that thousands of our engineers, 
diploma-holders and technically-qualified 
people are unemployed ? There is something 
wrong in the method of training given to 
these people. I was making enquiries about 
Don Bosco Industrial Schools. They have 
20 to 30 industrial schools. We find that 
these schools maintain themselves with the 
work turned out by the trainees and about 
90 to 95 per cent of the boys who come 
out of the schools are immediately employ¬ 
ed. They are looked some time in the last 
year of their course, by the various indust¬ 
ries and factories to take up employment 
immediately after the course is over. If the 
Don Bosco Industrial Schools are so success¬ 
ful, what is the reason that our Government 
schools are not at all successful ? Therefore, 

I suggest that the Minister studies how 
these institutions are run ; and if their 
methods are good, adopt those methods in 
the other Government institutions and make 
our technical training also effleient.

Hon. Mr. Deputy Speaker, before I start 
speaking on the Demands for Grants of the 
Ministry of Education and Social Welfare 
and the Department of Culture whidi we

are discussing now, I would like to point 
out that till 5 P. M. yesterday the Annual 
Reports of the Department for the year 
1971-72 were not made available to us. 
You will appreciate. Sir. how difficult it is 
for the Members of Parliament to partici¬ 
pate in the debate on the Demands for 
Grants of these Departments without going 
through the activities of the Departments. 
I would request the hon. Minister of 
Education to explain why the Annual 
Reports could not be made available to us 
much earlier so that we could express our 
view-points on the basis of the achievements 
of the Departments. 

The Mid-term Appraisal of the Fourth 
Plan candidly mentions that the percentage 
if literacy :n our country is just 29% and in 
fact illiteracy is particularly high in the rural 
areas and among women. The appraisal 
also says that improvement of the quality 
of teacher education needs serious attention. 
The present programmes and the achieve¬ 
ments are grossly inadequate. The achieve¬ 
ments in this sphere have fallen short of 
the targets in the Plan. The book produc¬ 
tion programme has not made much leeway. 
There has been no uniform development in 
education. 

While a miserable picture of failure has 
been painted by the mid-term appraisal, we 
find to our charg that the moneys alloca¬ 
ted for educational schemes have not been 
spent in full. I will give some glaring exam¬ 
ples. 

Under Demand No. 106—Capital Outlay 
of Ministry of Education and Social Welfar 
the budget estimate in the year 1971-72 was 
Rs. 1,44,55,000 and the revised estimate 
shows a figure of Rs. 1,18,84.000, Similarly, 
undo* Demand No. 7—Education, the bud¬ 
get estimate for 1971-72 was Rs. 73,12,86,000 
and the revised estimate is Rs. 70,37,11,000. 
For National Council of Educational Re¬ 
search and training, a sum of Rs. 3.15 cro- 
res was provided originally in 1971-72 bud¬ 
get, and the reviMd estimate is just Rs, 2.75 
crores. 

I have quoted these statistics to show 
that, when it is universally felt that the 
financial provision for Education is insutS- 
cient and iodequate. even these sums are 
not fully utilised for the development of 

Tgmil. 
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education. I would like the hon. Minister of 
Education to explain this paradox in his 
reply to the debate. 

About 40 institutions, including some 
State Government Colleges are being assisted 
to affer faciltiies for about 154 courses for 
the end of IV Plan. The budget provision 
in 1971-72 was Rs. 40 lakhs and only a sum 
of Rs. 25 lakhs has been spent. 

Sir, a scheme has been formulated for 
subsidising the publication in English of 
selected standard works in order to ensure 
that good Indian text-books do not have to 
face uofare competition from subsidised 
books published under the joint Indo-pro- 
grammes with U. K., U. S. A. and the U. S. 
S. R. The budget provision in 1971-72 
was Rs. 10 lakhs, and the utilisation of this 
allocation was only Rs, 5 lakhs. In the 
year 1967 an agreement with the U. S. A. 
was signed for acquiring modern scientihe 
and technical equipment not manufactured 
in India. The total amount of this loan 
was 12 million dollars. This Agreement 
came to an end in the middle of 1971. 1 

regret to point out that the entire amount 
of loan could not be availed of before the 
Agreement came to a close. 1 would request 
the hon. Minister of Education to explain 
the reasons for the non-utilisation of this 
loan in full. 

The Centra] Government propose to set 
up two National Educational Resources 
Centre for documentation of imported books 
and for maintenance of a text books referred 
library. As vou are aware. Sir, Madras has 
been the seat of learning for ages and I 
would urge upon the Minister that one 
Centre should be located in Madras. 

We have also launched a new programme 
known as National Programme for non¬ 
student youth and an outlay of Rs. 500 lakhs 
has been proposed during the IV Plan period. 
This scheme is of far-reaching importance 
and though many schemes have been pro¬ 
posed under this programme, for the present 
only development of play fields and esta¬ 
blishment of works centres have been taken 
up for implementation with an outlay of 
Rs.ilS lakhs. I would like to know how 
many Works Centres have been established 
under this programme and their location. I 
am really surprised to see a paltry provision 
of Rs, 25 lakhs for the year 1972-73 for 
implementing this hi^Vly efficacious pro¬ 
gramme. 

Similarly, under g U 9 W spheme called 


National Scholarships at the secondary stage 
for talented children from rural areas with 
a view to having greater equalisation of 
of education opportunities and to providing 
a great fillip to the development of rural 
demands, two scholarships per community 
development block are to be awarded and 
the total number of scholarships proposed is 
10,000 every year. I need not stress the 
importance of this programme for rural 
welfare. But, it is really surprising to see 
that a sum of Rs. 15 lakhs remains unuti¬ 
lised from the budget provision of 1971-72. 
I am sure. Sir, you would like to know the 
reasons for the non-utilisation of the amount 
sanctioned for this programme. 

It is common knowledge that there is 
no legislation at all in many States for the 
welfare of children. Even the Acts which 
are there in some States are not being 
implementented vigourously. The former 
Minister of Education, Shri Siddharth 
Shankar Ray, as soon as he assumed the 
Office of the Education Minister, announced 
on the floor of this House that a fivc-Year 
Plan for the welfare of children would be 
formulated. I do not know whether, after 
this solemn announcement, any concrete step 
was taken in this direction. I understand 
that in Bombay there are nearly 135 night 
schools in which more than 30,000 children 
of workers labourers and poorer people are 
getting education. These night schools have 
become very popular with different sections 
of the society there. I am sure, Sir, if 
such night schools are started throughout 
the country, they will be dream-come true 
for the children of weaker sections of our 
society. I would earnestly plead with the 
hon. Minister, who is an eminent educa¬ 
tionist, to give his serious thought to this 
suggestson, 1 would suggest starting of 
night schools throughout the country in 
urban and semi-urban centres. 

The Education Ministry is running 
Central Schools in many parts of the 
country In which Hindi, Sanskrit and Eng¬ 
lish are taught. The regional language does 
not find a place in the Central Schoole. 
When the students reading in the Central 
Schools were agitated as they had no oppor¬ 
tunities to learn their mother-tongue or the 
language of region, the Government of 
Tamil Nadu wrote to the Ministry that 
arrangements might be made in the Central 
Schools for teaching the regional language 
also, The Central Government wrote back 
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•tating that if sufficient number of students 
were forthcoming to learn the regional 
language and if the State Oevemment agreed 
to meet 50% of the expenditure involved 
in that, they would provide for the facility. 
The Government of Tamil Nadu agreed to 
meet 50% of the expenditure and requested 
that in the 9 Central Schools in Tamil 
Nadu, the arrangement may be made for 
teaching the regional language. But still 
the Central Government have not imple* 
mented this assurance given to the State 
Government, inspite of the fact that the 
State Government has agreed to abide by 
the stipulated condition, I would request 
the hon. Minister of education to provide 
for this facility of teaching regional langu¬ 
age in the 9 Central Schools in Tamil Nadu. 

Sir, in the Eight Scheduled of our 
Constitution 15 languages have been enume¬ 
rated as National languages. But the Central 
Government are spending enormous amounts 
on the development of Hindi and Sanskrit. 
An amount of Rs. 9 crores has been spent 
on the development of Hindi in 1971-62. 
Last week, there was a Sanskrit Conference 
convened in the capital and the UNESCO 
extended its financial assistance to this 
Conference. I am unable to appreciate the 
interest taken by the Centre in the dcvclop- 
tnent of a dead language. On the other 
hand, the development of the languages of 
the people is neglected. I would emphati¬ 
cally say that greater interest should be 
taken by the Centre in the development of 
15 languages enumerated in the Constitution 
as national languages. I am strongly of the 
view that special status accorded to Hindi 
must be removed, if necessary even by amen¬ 
ding the constitution. 

I would never refer to another undesir¬ 
able feature in the working of the 
Education Ministry. The voluntary educa¬ 
tional institutions and organisations running 
primary schools, adult schools, hostels, 
infirmary homes etc. are getting grants 
directly from the Central Government 
though they are all located in different 
States. In para 85 of the Administrative 
Reforms Commission's Report, it has been 
pointed out that such grants should be 
routed through the concerned States Govern¬ 
ments and the voluntary organisations 
should not be encouraged by direct assis¬ 
tance from the centre. Likewise, the 
University Grants Commission also gives 
Qnancial a99ist#qcf to private igititutiqm 


running hostels, libraries etc. In fact, sudi 
private institutions get more assistance than 
the Government-run institutions. The 
State Governments should be encouraged to 
set up State University Grant Commissions 
through which alone such financial assistance 
should should be extended to the private 
organisations. 

In regard to technical education, if the 
State Government wants to start new techni¬ 
cal institutes or to start post-graduate 
courses In technical education the approval 
of the All India Council of Technical Edu¬ 
cation and the Government of India is to 
be obtained, I would request the hon.Mini- 
ster of Education that it should be left to 
the State Governments who are in a better 
position to assess the needs and to take 
adequate steps in this direction. The appro¬ 
val of the All India Council of Technical 
Education and the Government of India 
should not insisted upon for starting new 
technical institutes or for starting post¬ 
graduate courses in technical education. 

With a view to developing dravidian 
languages and to conducting researches in 
them, an International Institute of TamiP 
Studies has been registered under the Socie¬ 
ties Registration Act on 27-10-1970, the 
head of which is the State Minister of 
Education. The Tamil Nadu Government 
have made available 25 acres of land for 
this Institute and during the years 1969-70 
and 1970-71 a sum of Rs. 74,000 has been 
spent on this Institute. The estimate for 
this Institute was Rs. 86 lakhs. But, our 
Prime Minister, Shrimati Indira Gandhi, 
wrote to our Chief Minister, Dr. Kalaignar 
Karunanidhi that this estimate was very 
much on the high side and she desired that 
this should be reduced. In due deference to 
the wishes of the Prime Minister, our Chief 
Minister reduced it to 36 lakhs—a recurring 
expenditure of Rs, 15 lakhs and a non¬ 
recurring expenditure of Rs. 21 lakhs. So 
far, the Government of India have not ini¬ 
tiated any action on this proposal and our 
Chief Minister, Dr. Kalaignar Karunanidhi, 
has also written to the Prime Minister, Shri¬ 
mati Indira Gandhi in this connection. I 
would plead with the Minister of Education 
that he should expedite the sanction of this 
prqlect. 

I am constrained to point out that our 
whole educational system is obscurantist, 
derivini its v}ml source from Vedas, irre* 
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levant scriptures and hacknayed epics like 
Mahabharata. The stories from Mahabharata 
and Ramayana inspire the children in this 
scientific age, when rationalbt approach is 
the cry of the hour. The chfidren are made 
to believe in hell and heven when man has 
reached the moon. This kind of syllabus is 
impeding the growth of children in this 
modem age. It is in fact turning out square 
pegs in round holes. It is of paramount 
importance that our educational syllabus 
should be rescued from the clutches of 
superstition and reorganised and re«oriented 
on modem scientific and rational lines, if we 
wish well for the country. 

Under Demand No. 4, Department of 
Culture, there was a budget provision of 
Rs. 3,57,86,000 in 1971>72 and only a sum of 
Rs. 2,91,85,000 was spent. Similarly, under 
Demand No. 94-Archaelogy though a sum 
of Rs. 2,11,86,000 has been budgeted during 
1971-72 only a sum of Rs. 1,94,09,000 has 
been spent. This provision is meant for 
the maintenance of ancient and historical 
places and monuments. But even here the 
'Pirovision has not been utilised in full. If the 
Central Government are not able to utilise 
the budgeted provisioo, they can as well 
entrust this function to the State Oavern- 
ments and hand over the money to them. 
In fact, they are more intimately connected 
with these places and monuments of 
historical importance. For instance, in 
my Constituency Vellore there is an 
ancient Fort and a temple, which if 
not cared for immediately, will become 
extinct. This unutilised money could as 
well be spent on such important places of 
history. If the work is handed over to the 
State Government, it will naturally pay 
greater attention to this problem, the 
State Governments are also in day to day 
contact with the local people and their 
aspirations. They will be able to give better 
protection to the pride places of our history. 

I will refer here to another minor issue 
which has caused greatw irritation to the 
people of Tamil Nadu. There is the world- 
famous Brahadeeswara Temple in Thapjavur. 
The peopte of Thanjavur wanted to com¬ 
memorate the memory of the builder-King 
Raja Raja Chrria by erecting his statue with¬ 
in the precincts of tUs temple. The Tamil 
Nadu Legislative Ass.^^bly, und« the ins¬ 
piring leadership of our Chief Minister, also 
passed n unanimous Resolution in support 
of Uit doflMMid of the people of Tamil Nadu 


and in particular the peole of Tbanjavur. It 
is bad enough for the State Government to 
seek the permbsion of the Central Govern¬ 
ment for the fulfilment of the aspirations of 
the local people, but it is worse enough on 
tl» part of the Central Government to refuse 
the permission. Before refusing permission, 
the Central Government could have at least 
deputed an archaeologist to find out whether 
the installation of the statue of Raja Raja 
Chola would in any way mar the archaeologi- 
cid beauty of the temple or would in any 
way cause damage to the structure. No, 
the Central Government would exercise their 
authority and refuse the permission by sitting 
here in Delhi. It is worth pointing out that 
the Centre can graciously leave such things 
to the State Government. I would suggest 
even the amendment of the Ancient Mon¬ 
uments and Achraeological Sites and Remains 
Act. 1958 for empowering the State Govern¬ 
ments to protect and maintain such ancient 
monuments. It will greatly reduce the un¬ 
necessary friction between the Centre and 
the States. 

In conclusion. I would briefly refer to 
the prblems of Scheduled castes and scheduled 
tribes. We have got, the Commissioner for 
Scheduled Castes, and Scheduled Tribes, 
the Dijector-General of Backward Classes, 
the Parliamentary Committee for Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. We 
talk so much about the welfare of scheduled 
castes and scheduled tribes. We pass Resolu¬ 
tions in this House. While speaking on this 
last year in this House, I referred in detail 
to the problems faced by the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and the hon. 
Minister of Education assured that steps 
would be taken to ameliorate the living con¬ 
ditions of these people. I would just mention 
here that the Tamil Nadu Government have 
set up the Slum Clearance Board and have 
also passed social wdfare legislations like 
the Archakas Act. The Government of 
Tamil Nadu have also taken op vigouroosly 
the B^gars Rehabilitation Programme, If 
such worthwhile social welfare measures are 
imlemented on all-India level, naturally ahd 
really there will be great relief for the people 
in great distress. 

The President in his Address has referred 
to the urgency of implementing social wel¬ 
fare measures. The Prime Minister repea¬ 
tedly echoes the same sentiments. .Tho 
Pinrace Minister of the Government of India 
tgiki in the snine win. But when the qim* 
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tion of concrete meanireB and tangible steps 
come, we find that nothing worthwhile has 
been done so far. I would request the hon. 
Minister of Education to translate such 
sotemn professions into practice. I would 
also like to know from the hon. Minister of 
Education whether the assurances given by 
his predecessor in replying to my speech on 
the Demands for Grants of this Ministry 
last year have been implemented. 

WiUf these words, I conclude. 

SHRI JAOANNATH MISHRA (Madhu- 
bani) ; Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, a study of 
the demands reveals that about Rs. 70 crores 
were spent in the previous year, and the 
amount proposed for 1972-73 is Rs. 79 
crores, that is, Rs. 9 crores more. Of the 
increased amount, Rs. 3..30 crores are ear¬ 
marked for the University Grants Commi¬ 
ssion ; Rs. 20 lakhs for quality improve¬ 
ment programmes ; Rs. 18.5 lakhs for the 
School of Planning and Architecture; Rs. 
13. 18 lakhs to local bodies; Rs. 12. 7 lakhs 
for graduate courses ; and Rs. 10 lakhs for 
P. G. But if we cerefuily study the demands, 
we would come to know that lesser amount 
has been allocated than the preceding year 
on the spread of technical education. No 
amount has been earmarked for students of 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes for 
their foreign studies. This will be detri¬ 
mental to the students of such communities, 
because they connot stand at par with the 
caste Hindus. On the contrary, a provision 
has been made to spend Rs. 34,96,000 more 
on public schools. The sad treatment given 
to scheduled castes and scheduled tribes stu¬ 
dents and incentive to the wards of the rich 
peoples studying in public schools does not 
tally with the slogan of “Socialistic Pattern 
of Society" of the Government. I appeal 
to the Ministo: of Education that the pro¬ 
posed increased expenditure on public schools 
may be transfer!^ to studies abroad of 
scheduled caste and scheduled tribe students.

However, the proposals for increased 
expenditure on physical education, sports, 
youth welfare and social education ate 
appreciable. But there seems to be no 
enthusiasm In the Government for the spread 
of Hindi and other regional languages, 
opening of Rural Institutes etc., as the pro¬ 
posed amounts are too short to meet the 
growing demands. 

All of us ate aware that unemployment 
amongst educated persons in India* is Rea¬ 


ding like an epidemic. This must be checked 
immediatdy. Since the Government has 
expressed its inability to introduce unemploy¬ 
ment insurance, we must make drastic 
changes in our present day system of educa¬ 
tion which produces book-worms only. We 
must leam a lesson from countries like 
Japan, Switzerland, West Germany, etc., 
wtoh have solved this problem to a great 
extent by infrodueing mixed education 
system, i.e. book study and vocational 
training. Crimes, right from pick-pocketing 
to dancoity are bound to occur, unless we 
eradicate the evil of unemployment. This 
system is also responsible for student unrest. 

Let us also deal at this stage with the 
growing indiscipline amongst the students, 
specially in degree and post-graduate classes. 
In this connection, 1 would say that we must 
include the students, represenUtives also in 
the managenwnt of colleges and universitiies. 
We must not hesitate to accept their gennide 
demands. 

It is known to everybody that the stan¬ 
dard of education differs from State to State 
and from university to university. According 
to the statement made by the Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor of Meerut University at Ghaziabad 
on the 9tb instant on the eve of the Con¬ 
vocation Address of the local M. M. H. 
College, Meerut University stands second 
according to the result of the successful 
candidates in the Central Services though 
the UPSC. On the other hand, there are 
several universities which could hardly find 
a place on such lists. 

The difference in standards can only be 
removed when the syllabus of all the uni¬ 
versities is uniform and the answer books 
are sent mostly out of the State. But all 
this can be ’done only when education is 
taken over by the Centre. This is also 
necessary in view of the heavy expenditure 
which the State Govwnments cannot shoul¬ 
der due to poor financial resources. We 
have never given the subject of education its 
due place. It is as important for a nation 
as defence is. We must remember that we 
are bound to be in trouble until and unlms 
we give importance to education. In this 
context, I would request the Minister of 
education to introduce a Constitution (Ame¬ 
ndment) Bill in the current session of Parlia¬ 
ment to make education a central subject. 

One word about Bihar. The state of 
affairs io the adioola. ciril^es and univmrsitigg 
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in Bihar Is deplorable. There Is a big zero 
In the name of teaching there and the same 
fate is thoe with regard to the examinations. 
Examinations are not held in time nor is 
efficiency maintained. There is a great loot 
in the name of examinations. The less said 
about it. the better, it is. What 1 mean to 
say is, Bihar Government is not competent 
to cope with the deterioriring situation and 
hence sooner education in Bihar is nation- 
aiised, the better it is. 

The question of Mithila Univerrity in 
Darbhaga in Bihar is hangnig is suspense 
dnce long. This needs immediate recogni¬ 
tion to fulfil the long-felt demand of the 
lakhs of people there. It will be very kind 
of the hon. minister to make an announce¬ 
ment in this respect and for this, he will 
deserve our praise. 

The burning question now in Delhi is about 
the Sapru House Library. It goes without 
saying that it has a collection of useful 
books and is rendering useful service. To 
our utter despair, it is heard that this library 
is going to be bifurcated soon. I would 
request the Minister to see even at this stage 
that in the interest of the library and lakhs 
of its users, the bifurcation is not allowed to 
take place.

SHRI BHALJIBHAI PARMAR(Dohad) ; 
I am very much thankful to you for giving 
me time to speak on the Demands for Grants 
under the control of the Ministry of Educa¬ 
tion and Social Welfare. In view of the 
limited time at my disposal, I would like to 
make my speech as brief as possible. 

As mentioned in article 46 of the 
Constitution ; 

"The State shall promote with 
special care the educational and 
economic interests of the weaker 
sections of the people, and in, parti- 
' cular, of the Scheduled Castes and 
the Scheduled Tribes, and shall protect 
them from social it\justicc and all 
forms of exploitation.” 

In the light of this provision, I would 
like to review the progress so far achieved 
in the edcountry. The Scheduled Castes, 
Schesduled. Tribes, denotified tribes, nomadic 
tribes and semi-nomadic tribes and other 
backward classes come to about one-fifth of 
the population. The amount spent on their 
welfare daring the First, Second and Third 
Plans comes to Rs. 37S crorcs on non-plan 
and plan programmes during the three plan 
periods. What is now provided for them in 
the Fourth plan is Rs. 142 crores for plan 
expenditure and Rs. 35 crores on non-plan 
budget for their welfare. It is further slated 
in the report that Rs. 30 crores per annum 
will also be spent on the walfare of back¬ 
ward classes from the non-plan budget. I 
would like to know the per capita expendi¬ 
ture incurred on the welfare of the various 
categories of backward classes including 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, 
denotified tribes, nomadic tribes and semi- 
nomadic tribes. The population of the 
Scheduled Castes is 6*44 crores and that of 
the Scheduled Tribes is 3.02 crores according 
to the 1961 census. The population figures 
in regard to the denotified. nomadic and 
semi-nomadic tribes are not contained in the 
report. These figures may be made avail¬ 
able according to the 1971 eensus. Therefore. 
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ill 


I would request that these figures along 
with the per capita expenditure incurred so 
far may be mentioned, so that this House 
can realise the seriousness with which the 
welfare work programme is carried on in the 
country. 

The Adibasis and Harifans were allowed 
to form co-operative housing societies in the 
State of Gujarat under the P.W.R. Scheme 
219. But now it is learnt that it has been 
discontinued, and the progress in the ihatter 
has come to a standstill. I would, therefore, 
request that this scheme for the benefit of 
the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
may be revived for the whole country. This 
scheme should be sponsored by the Central 
Government with SO per cent contribution 
from them and 50 per cent contribution 
from the States, so that the Adibasis and 
Harijans can form co-operative housing 
societies and get good housing accommo* 
dation. Therefore, I would like to suggest 
that at least 25 per cent of the amount may 
be provided as subsidy. If this is not 
possible, an interest-free loan may be granted 
to these societies for a period of 25 years so 
that the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes could repay it in easy instalments. 

The Life Members scheme granted for 
workers among the Adivasis of India may be 
revived as the old and enthusiastic workers 
who possess missionary zeal and vigour can 
be encouraged to do wholehearted work in 
the distant rural areas covered generally by 
forests. The scheme may be implemented 
through the Bhartiya Adim Jati Sevak 
Sangh, as was done in the past. 

With regard to imparting education to 
Adivasi children in primary standards, I 
humbly suggest that only opening of 
Ashram schools in the tribal areas will serve 
the purpose. Looking to the poverty of the 
Adivasi people, suitable villas groups be 
formed and Ashram schools be opened. The 
present village-wise schools in tribal areas 
should be abolished and replaced by Ashram 
«schools so that these schools can serve as 
teal cultural centres and good and able- 
bodied citizens bred and brought up for the 
service of the country. The education given 
in the Ashram schools must be job-oriented 
so that the children stand on their own legs 
and may not wander in search of jobs after 
completion of their-coarse of studies. 


I am sorry to say that even after 25 
years of independence Government have 
failed to remove slums from big cities like 
Bombay, Delhi, Ahmedabad and Calcutta 
and have also not been able to remove 
segfegation of houses of Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes. These houses are 
generally situated on the outskirts of the 
villages in the country, which is quite 
deplora'ble. 

Government should be very vigilant and 
see that the proper percentage of Adivasis 
in employment in public sector undertakings 
is maintained. It is painful to note that the 
percentage of Scheduled Castes and Schedul¬ 
ed Tribes in such employment is not main¬ 
tained. During our visits, the Committee 
on Welfare of Scheduled Castes and Schedul¬ 
ed Tribes found that only a very negligible 
percentage of them is employed in these 
undertakings. This should be looked into. 
The recommendations of the Committee in 
this regard should be taken seriously and 
implemented so that the welfare of this 
community is properly attened to and their 
emancipation achieved very soon. 

I would like to suggest that the welfare 
programmes of Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes should be implemented on 
a war footing as we did in the case of 
fiangla Desh so that their rehabilitation is 
brought about speedily. 

As for the removal of untouchability, 1 
am sorry to say that < s evil which has 
been continuing for thousands of years still 
continues. This should be rooted out of the 
country lock, stock and barrel. 

During my tour of Ahmedabad, 1 noticed 
one instance which I would like to cite here. 
There was a clash among the students of 
the B.D. h^edical college. The Scheduled 
Caste students were harassed by the Caste 
Hindu students. Since the Scheduled Caste 
students could not get any protection, they 
had to leave the hostel. 

Still, they are outside and are not given 
due protection to remain in the hostel. I 
request the hon. Minister to look into this 
matter and see that the Harijan students 
stay in the hostel peacefully.

SHRI SAKTI KUMAR SARKAR 
(Joynagar) : Mr Deputy Speaker, Sir, 

I want to speak in Bengali and I request 
the hon. Minister to pay his kind attention 
to the problems which I want to point out. 

* 1 rise to support the demands for 
grants of the Ministry. It has been accepted 
that education should be the first investment 
for national development but I have found 
that there is an inherent defect in our present 
system of education. If this is not tendled 
correctly at this stage, then the fiiture is 
very bledk. The structure of prosperity that 
we dream of constructing the country wilt 
be nullified. Why do we need education ? 
We need education for making good citizens. 
Citizens with creative faculties and disciplin¬ 
ed mind. But the chaos that we find today 
in the field of education, the way the educa¬ 
ted people are using their learning cannot be 
called real education. Only today 1 have 
read in the newspapers that the Vice-Chance¬ 
llor of the Calcutta University was' gberaoed’ 
for six bouss. This is not an isolated inci¬ 
dent occurring today only. We have come 
across many such incidents over the past 
one year. Such incidents have been repeated 
elsewhere also. The degree of education 
cannot certainly be gauged by some figures 
and satistics and through increasing budget. 
If an increase in budget were an index df 
the spread of real education then we could 
certainly say that we are spreading education. 
But unfortunately it is not so. We have 
increased the allocation on education progrb- 
ssively over the years but but we have failed 
to impart real education. The form that 
education has taken today can only be term¬ 
ed as explosive. Not only explosive it is 
also suffocating. There is terrible unrest to¬ 
day among the educated youth which has 
generated out of educated unemployment. 
What all the educated unemployed do ? Will 
they tear off their degress at the University 
Convocation ? Will they try to murder the 
Vice-Cha jcellor of the Unr^rsity in broad 


di^-light 7 If tbit be the measurhtt rod of 
ow ediKStton today, then certainly we will 
have to do some lethinfciiig. We have oonsti- 
tuled maaqr Committees and Commissions to 
go into the maladies of the present system of 
education but where is the implementation of 
th^ recomraendatiOBs ? Merdy appointment 
of Gommitlees and Commissions is not going 
to solve the ceJotsal problems facing up in 
ths field of eduearion. Tho-e have been the 
Oajeadragadkm Committee, the Radhakrisfa- 
nan Committee ete. Committee after Comm¬ 
ittee uid Commission after Commission have 
been appointed but no tangible results have 
been achieved. We have not tried to reach 
the roots of the malady. We have tried to 
effect oertain strudural changes only. Where 
from came the idea that the deeprooted 
problems can be solved by effective certain 
structural changes only. What is the basic 
difference between our system of education 
and the western system of education ? We 
will have to exanune whether the western 
system of educatton is beneficial for our 
country or not. If that system was beneficial 
to us then how did the ‘Naxalitcs’ emerge in 
our country ? Why did the brilliant students 
of the Calcutta University turn 'Naxalities* 7 
We will have to examine where the fault 
lies in our educational system. If our educa¬ 
tion dom not teach respect for human values 
thOn where is the usefulness of such educa¬ 
tion ? Education should not teach us dis¬ 
respect and violence. If we cannot find a 
solution to this, then all our efforts vlill 
meet with failure. It will be a colossal 
wastage. fidtKation, as is understood by the 
three Rs, does not cover even 29% to 30% 
of our population. This is a matter of shame 
and Sorrow. If the higher strata of the 
educated today turn violent then we should 
have to rethink where lies the flaw in our 
present system. 1 will request the hon. 
Ministnr to thiak on this. Unemployment 
will always be there. Our ambitions and 
interests can nevw find a meeting ground 
with our resources. There will always be a 
disparity between the two. It is not enough 
to oorapare our system of education With 
those (^Udning in the i^luent countries 
like America and Europe and raise a hue 
and cry over it. What is the aim of our 
education 7 Our planning Commission has 
presented us with a huge volume. They 
have mentioned thmefas education and man¬ 
power. Th^ have wied to translate educa- 


I The Original speech was deuvnmd « 
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tioD in terms of manpower. What is man» 
power ? Is It specialisation to create special¬ 
ists ? I feel that the creation of expertise 
and specialists will not be beneficial to the 
country. We have got many institutions for 
producing expertise and specialists, but what 
have we seen there ? We have seen that in 
the scientific, engineering and medical 
institutions, there is maximum unrest. Ours 
is a poor and socialists society. Therefore, 
there Is expression of unrest. The western 
society is an affluent society. But there also, 
we find discontentment. If affluence is the 
sole ambition of the people then why are 
the people of those countries today .s;oing 
out of their society as 'hippies’ ? I do not 
believe that plenty and prosperity is the 
sole solution and remedy of all these 
problems. I feel that a time has come when 
we should think of changing our education 
system entirely. And with that end in view 
1 want to place a few suggestions. Due to 
the present system of mass media in the 
country, the students and the people are 
trying today to find an economic solution of 
all the problems. Everything is being tied 
in terms of economics. It is a very sorry 
affair that our thinkiug is diverted in terms 
of economic properity, 

Today our economists are dictating 
everything. What should be scale of educa¬ 
tion, bow much progress will be there, all 
are being devised by the economists. We 
should be alive to this situation. The violent 
attitude is spreading fast. We should be on 
the alert. Only a few days ago we saw that 
the’Yuva Shakti’ in West Bengal stopped 
the running of all trains on a flimsy gronnd 
resulting in a loss of about Rs. 2 crores. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : It is a 
quarrel or factional fight between the two 
sections. 

MR DEPUTY SPEAKER : I d» not 
think students have an 3 rthing to do with it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : The 
Chhathra Parishad is there. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : It is only in

SHRI SAKTI KUMAR SARKAR : The 
[student community in western countries 

. a speedy solution to all their problems 
nd they are also turning restless. The 
Social scientists there have started rethinking. 
Even those students living In pnx^serity are 
craving for more and more. Thoy want 
Riotor cars for dating thier girl-friends. Th^ 


are also not satisfied though living in the 
midst of plenty and prosperity. There is 
no reason why we should also rush towards 
economic prosperity. We need a system of 
education that will generate character in the 
students. The sort of character that will 
make one lospectful towards others The 
system that will make one humble. Stress 
should be laid on character building. I 
have gone through every line of the Report 
but have failed to find any stress being laid 
on the character building and character 
moulding aspect of education. More 
stress should be laid on the character 
building aspect. Character is the backbone 
of an individual and ultimately of the 
nation, ilnterrpution -) 

I will like to point out that the stipends that 
are given to postmatriculate students belong¬ 
ing. S.C & S.T. Committees is wholly inade¬ 
quate in the context of present high cost of 
living. The amount of the stipends have 
remained statiotary over a numbed of years 
whereas the cost of living has gone up 
beyond all proportions. There is a par¬ 
amount need to raise the amount of these 
stipends. Another thing I want to say. Sir, 
and that is about the I. A. S. training ins¬ 
titution for the Scheduled Castes and Tribes. 
There is one such institution, I understand, 
in Allahabad. But in the Eastern region, /.«. 
in Assam, Bengal, Orissa, Manipur, Tripura 
etc. there is no such institution. Therefore, 
1 would request that one such institution 
may be started in Calcutta or somewhere 
else in the Eastern region for imparting 
treining to the Scheduled Caste candidates. 
One more thing 1 will say that the Scheduled 
Caste (Order) Bill was brought before tlus 
House in 1967, which suggested certain 
drastic changes. The Fourth Lok Sabha 
was dissolved prematurely, and consequently 
that Bill lapsed. That was a very good Bill 
and 1 will, therefotb, request the Govern¬ 
ment to bring forth that Bill again in the 
present Lok Sabha. 

In conclusion, I will say. Sir, that the 
Budget presented before us is hopeful but it 
does not fulfil all our aspirations and ex¬ 
pectations. I had expected something more. 
I support the Budget proposals and with 
that. Sir, 1 conclude my speech.

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SHRI RAJA RAM SHASTRI 
(Varanasi): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, in 
supporting the Demands for Grants of the 
Ministry of Education and Social Welfare, 
1 would like to refer to the national policy 
on education as enunciated by the Govern¬ 
ment of India. It says: 

“The educational system must pro¬ 
duce young men and women of 
character and ability to national 
service and development. Only 
then will education be able to play 
its vital role in promoting national 
progress, creating a sense of common 
citizenship and culture and strength en« 
ing national integration. This is necess¬ 
ary if the country is to attain its 
rightful place in the comity of nations 
in conformity with its great cultural 
heritage as unique potentialities.'* 

In our own Congress Party mnifesto 
also similar sentiments are expr^sed. A 
promise has beed made to the electorate. I 
would refer to it. 

“Education is a maijor instrument for 
the achievement of our social objectives 
and to generate self-confidence among 
the people in accordance with national 
culture and tasks. Among the major 
task facing education is the inculcation 
of new social values, promotion of 
secular State and national integration 
and the spreading of humane, rational 
and self-reliant out look. It must enable 
the fuller developments of the students' 
personality and equip them to face the 
challenges of a fast-changing world." 

These sentments call for certain obser¬ 
vations. I have a feeling that there are 
loopholes in our follow-up of these policies. 
I would just refer to one instance. In the 
very matter of our most ancient classics 
like Sanskrit, Prakrit and Pali, our persona¬ 
lity, national personality, is split because it 
is generally supposed that Sanskrit is the 
concern of the Hindus, particularly of the 
Brahmins ; Prakrit is the concern of the 
Jaids; and Pali is the concern of the 
Buddhists. This sort of bifurcation or tri¬ 
furcation has created a split culture in our 
heritage and we have lost a great deal due 
to this dichotomy or trichotomy. Many 
robust, rationalistic and revolutionary tradi¬ 
tions have been lost to us because we have 
neglected the very radical and very revolu¬ 
tionary trends in Buddhistic philosophy 
and Jain philosophy and segr^tated our¬ 


selves from those trends. We say that our 
national haritage is one stream. But the 
stream, it seems, runs apart and there is no 
effort at integration. 

Because of lack of time, I would be very 
scrappy in my suggestions. I would suggest 
that at least one Institute in Delhi should 
be established by the Ministry of Education 
in which all these three classics can be taken 
together. 

The courses may be so arranged that 
certain papers from different classics are 
studied by every student, and taken to¬ 
gether, this rich culture and tradition should 
be broguht down into our modern languages. 
Such an Institute does not exist in India 
at present. In Benaras there is university 
devoted to the study of Sanskrit. The Jains, 
in their own institutions, teach Prakrit 
language with their own religion and sub¬ 
culture. The Buddhists teach Pali language 
and literature with Buddhist philosophy. 
They have nothing to do with each other. 
Each one is hostile to the other resisting 
the incoming of knowledge from any 
source other than their own. Now. there 
is an ancient story. A Gum was trying to 
teach something. Although he was a 
Hindu, he said some thing which was also 
enunciated in the Buddhist scriptures and 
when he was referring to this matter the 
disciple asked, ‘Well, Sir, that day when 
I quoted something from Buddhist cauous 
you said that it was a Buddhist saying and 
hence should not be followed. But, now 
you say the same thing as the Buddhists 
scriptures say.’ The teacher said, ‘The 
vessel also counts, not only the milk*. This 
was the sort of segregation we had come 
to from the beginning of our deterioration. 
Now, in ancient India, this was not the case. 
So, I would suggest that some integrated 
courses of these classical languages institu¬ 
tions should be there to bring them down 
into the modern languages. Because there 
is a lot of talk of translating works from 
European languages into Indian languages 
and vice versa, but nobody thinks of trans¬ 
lating from and to our own heritage which 
is so rich rationally and revolutionarily. 
There is a great rational tradition in 
Buddhism and Jainism which we have com¬ 
pletely lost sight of. This should be 
recaptuced and integrated in our cultural 
stream. This is one of my suggestions. 

While on this poin of integration and 
secularism which has been enunciated in our 
national policy and also in our Congnsi 
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Manifesto, I see that there is a lot of talk 
about which is a communal Party and who 
is a Communal person and who is a national 
person and which is a nationai Party. There 
is a lot of confusion and nothing has come 
out of it. But, I think, the problem is not 
so difficult. There are certain ways in which 
the thing can be defined. For instance, 1 
would suggest that those Parties which do 
not say anything against the caste system in 
their manifestos, and in their doctrines, are 
clearly communal. In the same way, those 
Parties which do not distinguish between 
Indian culture as a whole and Indian 
religion or religions in plural, those people 
who do not make any distinction between 
Indian culture, the composite Indian culture, 
and this religion and that religion belonging 
to India, are clearly communal. I think it 
is high time that the Education Ministry 
should set up some body or same committee 
to look into these matters, because who else 
will do it ? The politicians mostly talk 
explicitly or overtly in terms of behaviour. 
Then who will find out the doctrinal bases 
which produce the poison 7 It is only the 
educationists and intellectuals who could do 
that. I would request the Ministry of 
Education to employ somebody on this 
assignment to go into these matters for a 
very practical reason so that the text-books 
may be corrected and no confusion may 
remain regarding communal matter which 
creeps into our text-books and spoils the 
minds of our children who.inherit the split 
personality of our culture. 

One thing more I would say when I am 
on the subject of text-books. Sir, the 
personality of our children cannot be comp¬ 
lete without knowing the other heritage, the 
heritage of sacrifice and struggle that we 
have made in winning our independence 
and which we are still making in reconstruct¬ 
ing our society. The text-book, I suggest, 
should be compiled and written in a very 
artistic style. It may be a small thing, but 
it should give the national struggle right 
from the basic reformers and thinkers' move¬ 
ments to the national struggle and aftw that, 
the sacrifices that )ve are still making in re- 
constructipp our society on a new basis. 

This tait-book should be a *must’ for 
every student. No student should be certified 
as having been educated, without having 
gone through this text'^Vook at some stage 
of bis e(|i)Gi«doa or other. 

if lot f r omplpjrniiit? 
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oriented education. It seems to me, this tarn 
is a misnomer. It suggests that employment 
is there and you have only to orient educa¬ 
tion towards it, but that is not the position 
with r^ard to employment. We should be 
more careful with regard to the motivations 
and objectives of our educational policy. 
Our education has to be not just employ¬ 
ment-oriented, but also employment creative. 
From this point of view, I would not like 
retrenchment or reduction in training and 
research programmes, or higher technical 
training in any field whatsoever. Although 
it may seem that they just increase educated 
unemployment, because they are not getting 
jobs to the extent that they are trained, I 
do not want to reduce their numbers because 
it for them to create opportunities, to create 
situations, with their knowledge and skill, 
which should ultimately result in increasing 
employment potential. 

I would like to refer to Social Welfare 
within the few minutes that I have. Social 
Welfare must not be considered only as 
ameliorative or reformits ; it is not 
to be taken as just a matter of distributing 
some doles to the under-privileged. It should 
better be taken in a revolutionary sense, as 
it has great scope and potentialities. I would 
give one illustration. There is a particular 
ituation these days : Harijans and other 
people are being murdered, molested, or 
being tyrannised our in so many villages. 
One of the main reasons is that some 
traditional modes of occupation, traditional 
services that were handed down to some 
persons by inhcritence are out-of-date now. 
They are not the order of the day. People 
are not ready to do those things. They are 
not ready to take to those assignments and 
duties compulsorily. You cannot compel 
people now to take to those assignments 
because they are born to them. If these 
people are compelled to carry the washings 
of the new-born baby or carry the dead 
animals, a very oppressive situation arises, 
and questions of law and order and social 
Justice come to the forefront in a very violent 
form. On the other hand if these services are 
not performed, what will happen to the 
hygiene of the villi^ or of the family ? So, 
what I feel is that this gap in social services 
must be made up. If Government is anxious 
to make up this gap, they should institute 
modem services on voluntary basis to 
replace those traditional services. 

SHRI M. RAM OOPAL REDDY

SHRI RAJA ram SHaSTRI ; I have 
my own experience. It is not only that. I 
have myself been a social worker for 50 
years As 1 was saying. Sit, Oovemment 
should fill up the gap by instituting modem 
services, to replace the traditional service, 
on a voluntary basis just as modem mid* 
wives have replaced the aditiona] midwives 
or dhals in the field of health services, so 
that these questions of social justice and 
law and order may not arise. Lot of trouble 
can be avoided if social welfare work is taken 
up in a revolutionary sense. This is not 
appreciated. That was what I meant. 

I have some more points to make, but 
since. Sir, you have rung the bell, I shall 
conclude my speech now. 

SHRI EBRAHIM SULAIMAN SAIT 
(Kozhikode) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I 
am grateful to you for having give this 
opportunity to speak on the Demands of 
the Education Ministry.

SHRI K. N. TIWARY (in the chair) 

Sir None can deny the importance of having 
a proper national policy for the education 
of the younger generation at all levels. For 
the economic dvelopment, industrial eflici- 
ency and for the growth of secularism and 
democracy, what we essencially need is a 
proper educational system. But, unfortunately 
we neither have a healthy and proper 
educational pol'cy nor is the allocation of 
funds sufficient for this gipmtic task. Even 
primary education has not been made 
compulsory and free in many States in 
India, not to speak of secondary education, 
After 25 years of Independence, only 30 per 
cent of the people can just read and write. 
Actually, our educationalsystem continues to 
be defective. In fact, it is an extension and 
»ntinuation of traditional policies of colonl- 
il education formulated by the British 
jovernment. I am afraid that nothing 
lubstantial has been done for the last 25 
'ears to improve the pattern of our educa- 
ional kystem. 

Several commissions have been appolaten 
or the Purpose of bringing about changes 
n our educational system. As we know, we 
lave had the Radhakrishnan Cktmmlssion, 
he Kothari Commission and then recently 
re had the Gajendragadkar Commission, 
heir reports are all there. But thw are 
nplemented. The pl« is lack of funds 


or the argunMat is educations is a 
State subject. 

With the laudable purpose of promoting 
communal harmon)' and national iotegratitm, 
the Saiyadin Committee was appointed to 
review the text-bopks prescribed in schools 
and coileges, beohnse we have such text 
books as create hatred between different 
communities and present a distorted version 
of histoiy and also give a wrong account of 
of various religions and go against the 
aspirit of secularism in our country Govern¬ 
ment had received the report long bade, 
but those recommendations also have un- 
forturnttely not be«i implemented. 

In short, we have no purpoteful and mea- 
nigful educational policy which would reflect 
our cultural heritage and which will help in 
the healthy growth of the nation on sociali¬ 
stic lines. Sir, I feel that the standard of 
secondary education most be raised and must 
be made job-oriented and university edu¬ 
cation must be for advanced studies and 
research. 

A defective system ot education creates 
frustration among the younger generaiions. 
which is dangerous to the progress 
of the country. Many education Ministers 
have come and gone and have made repeated 
promises to improve the educational pattern 
but nothing has been done. I hope 
that at least now the Congress Oovero- 
meot which has such a big majority in the 
States as well as the Centre would do some¬ 
thing substantial to evolve a proper system 
of education which will go a long way in 
solving the problems facing our country, 
and developing the personality of our 
youngman add women.

SHRI EBRAHIM SULAIMAN SAIT : 
Coming to the problem of Aligarh Muslim 
University concerning in pwticular, here also 
we have been fed on promises and promises 
alone for the last so many years by people 
in authority. As the House might remember, 
the late-lamented Lai Bahadur Shastri, the 
present Prime Minister Shrimati Indira 
Gandhi, the former Question Ministers 
Dn V. K. R.V Rao Shri Siddhartha Shankar 
Ray all have been promising that the mino¬ 
rity character of the Al^h Muslim Uni- 
varsity would be retained and a satisfactory 
Bill would be brought fonward as soon as 
possible for thb purpose. Brit such a Bill 
has not so far sem the light of the day. 
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[Shr Ebrahtm Sulaiman Salt] 

In April, 1970, replying to the debate on 
the Elemands of the Education Ministry, 
Dr. V. K. R. V. Rao said on the floor of this 
House : 

“1 took the matter to the Cabinet and 
I have decided to introduce the Aligarh 
Muslim University Bill as early as possi* 
ble. I will try to introduce this Bill 
during this session or otherwise it will be 
introduced definitely in the next session.” 
But nothing was done even after that. Then 
came Shri Siddhartha Shankar Ray. When 
I pressed the matt« again, he also said 
while replying to the debate on the Demands 
of the Education Ministry last year ; 

“With regard to the Aligarh Muslim 
University, Shri Sait has referred to the 
delay in the introduction of the Aligarh 
Muslim University Bill. While there 
hss been some delay in the matter, this 
has been entirely due to our of efforts to 
have a consensus in the matter. Mean¬ 
while, the Gajendragddkar Committee 
has submitted its report on the govern¬ 
ance of the universities, which has been 
considered by the University Grants 
Commission. The recommendations of 
the Committee are under examination by 
the Minisitry and in no long time legis¬ 
lative proposals will be formulated in 
the light of this report and a compre¬ 
hensive Bill on Aligarh Muslim Uni¬ 
versity would be introduced at the ear¬ 
liest.”. 

SHRI SHASHI BHUSHAN (South 
Delhi) : The Bill is coming this session. 

SHRI EBRAHIM SULAIMAN SAIT : 
For the last seven years promises have been 
made by Education Ministers. This pro¬ 
mise has been made in the election manifesto 
of the Conrgess also. I want to demand 
again that this Bill be brought forward as 
early possible, a Bill that will satisfy the 
aspirations of the Muslim minority in the 
truesense of the word. 

I fail to understand this lame excuse 
and delay. The House might remember that 
Shri F. A. Ahmad was deputed by the Prime 
M mister to find a solution about the future 
of the Aligarh Muslim University. He had 
appointed a committee of eminent jurists 
and educationists - known as the Beg Com 
mittee for examiiiing ti's various proposals 
and making recommeodatiohs. The Commi¬ 
ttee submit ted its tdpoti in 1968. Four years 


and passed. The report has been welcomed 
with approval by all important muslim orga¬ 
nisations. the Aligarh Muslim University Old 
Boys* Convention, the Aligarh Muslim Uni¬ 
versity Union and The Muslim Members of 
Parliment. But still nothing has been done. 

I have to emphasis there that the Aligarh 
Muslim University is an endearing monu¬ 
ment of the culture of the Muslims of the 
country, raised, created and founded by the 
labour and great sacrifice of the Muslim 
community and cberised by it as a trust and 
bequeathed to the future generations. What 
we demand is that its minority and resi¬ 
dential character should be retained and 
protected. The University is being run 
under an Ordinance which was later con¬ 
verted into an Act. All the members of 
the Court and the Council are appointed, 
not elected. Thus the University is run i 
a dictatorial manner. We want that ther° 
should be autonomy for the Universitye 
There should be an Elected Council and. 
Court which will administer the affairs of 
the University. I want to point out that 
any attempt to change the basic Muslim 
character of the Univeisity will only a create 
a feeling of frustration in the Muslim 
minority and also shake its confidence in 
democracy. 1 would like to point out to 
the Education Minister and to my friends in 
P»Iiament belonging to the ruling party 
that the pledge given in the election mani¬ 
festo of the Congressat the time of the 
mid-tom poll inw 1971 as as follows : 

“Secularism is one of the tenets of 
the Constitution. In accordance with 
the constitutional imperative, the Cong¬ 
ress will strive to ensure that minorities 
have full freedom to establish, manage 
and run educational and other institu¬ 
tions. The Congress will strive to ensure 
the democratic functioning and protect 
the autonomous character of educational 
institutions including those at the 
instance and for the benefit of the min¬ 
orities”. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : He got fooled 
by it. 

SHRI EBRAHIM SULAIMAN SAIT •' 
It is high time Government understood that 
justice delayed is justice denied, I hope 
there will be no further delay in acting upto 
the promise made and pledge given several 
times in the past. 

While speaking on this subject, I cannot but 
refer to the reAisal of the Prime Minister to 
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meet stodents of the Aligarh Muslim University 
who were demonstrating before her residence 
on the 23rd of last month. Some of the 
students were also arrested, though they 
conducted themselves in a very peaceful 
manner and raised no objectionable slc^ns. 
Tbb atttude to the students was not only 
unwise and undemocratic but sorrowful and 
shameful. Anyway the present Education 
Minister, has once again given an ssurance 
of the A.M,U. that the basic character of 
the University will not be altered. I hope 
that the promise would be kept at least 
this time. 

AN HON. MEMBER What about 
Banaras 7 

SHRI EBRAHIM SULAIMAN SAIT : 
That is a m^ority University. 

SHRI M. RAMGOPAL REDDY : Even 
after 25 years of partition, some people are 
talking in the same vein. We are very sorry 
about this. 

SHRI EBRAHIM SULAIMAN SAIT : 
There is nothing wrong in the view. It is in 
the Constitution. Theruling party has stated 
it in it selection manifesto. What be Demand 
is just implementation of that, nothing more, 
nothing less. I hope the present Education 
Minister who was ridiwatch eouncetad with 
the A. M. U. will keep up the promises 
made by Government and by the Prime 
Minister and Education Ministers so that 
his name will the remembered as one who 
kept bis promise, not as an Education 
Minister who also went on breaking promises, 
as has been done in the past by orhers. 

SHRI K. PRADHANI (Nowrangpur): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, in supporting the demands 
under the control of the Ministry of Educa¬ 
tion and the Department of Social Welfare, 

I submit before the House that on calcula¬ 
tion 1 find that abont 23 per cent of the 
total population of our country belongs to 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. In 
my State of Orissa, 24 pet cent of the total 
bopulation of the State belongs to Scheduled 
Tribes, and another 16 per cent to the 
Scheduled Castes, making up a total of 40 
percent, among whom the most backward 
people, for example, are tribes known as 
Bonda Panya, Koya, Gadava and Soura. They 
are so backward that the five year Plans 
have teought no noticeable change in them. 


I am happy that during this period, tha^ 
is, the fourth Plan period, the Government 
have decided to give a distinct and special 
treatment to the most backward tribes. I 
would like to put forth some important 
points, before this House, which affects the 
economy and bars the progress of the most 
backward people of our socitey. As most 
of the Scheduled Caste people do not possess 
land, they are deprived of any assistance by 
these banks and co-operative societies. Only 
10 per cent of the population of Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes are assisted by 
these banks and co-operative societies, and 
that too after not during the agricultural 
season, bat after the agricultural season. If 
during the month of October, the co-opera¬ 
tive societies give them loan it is of no use 
to the cultivator, and that is why many 
tribal cultivators approach the private money¬ 
lenders and take the loan at very high rates 
of interest. When the repayment time comes, 
the cultivator repays the amount either by 
selling his landed property or some other 
property which he has. In this way, the 
faulty running of co-operative societies, 
especially in the Koraput district of my State 
which is in the main Adivasi belt of Orissa, 
harms the Scheduled Caste and Scheduled 
Tribes instead of helping them. 

Money-lenders and liquor-vendors are the 
main exploiters, of the tribal people in my 
state and these tribals. Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes, under pressure, approach 
the private money-lenders and take the loans 
promising to give high rates of interest. At 
the time of repayment, they have to pay 
several times more than the money they 
had taken. Thus, the money-lenders taking 
advantage of the tribal people, oppress them 
at the time of realisation, and it so happened 
that in my constituency, sometime back,- 
about seven years back—one tribal person 
sold two of his children for Rs. 32 to repay 
the loan. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : You are supposed 
to speak on education and social welfare. 

SHRI K. PRADHANI : Sir, I am not 
speaking on education. I am speaking on 
social welfare. So. I suggest to the Govern¬ 
ment, to the Minister in charge of the social 
welfare department, to open the Tribal Cor¬ 
poration to put end to the exploitation of 
the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
by these money-lenders. 
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I wish to put forth another it^ortant po> 
int regarding the pushing up of the sale of 
liquor. According to social custom, there 
is no restriction on the drinking habit 
among the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes and so this pushing up of the sale of 
liquor tends them more to drinking and they 
get addicted to it. There are several instances 
in my place of scheduled cast and scheduled 
tribe people having sold their landed property 
either to repay the loan or buying liquor for 
drinking. So it is my earnest request to the 
House to introduce compulsory prohibition 
through-out the scheduled castes and tribes 
belts in the country. 

As I said, most scheduled castes people 
do not possess land and that is why they are 
deprived of financial assistance by the coop- 
perative societies, etc. Those who do not 
possess land are in the habit of cutting the 
forests for podu cultivation for their 
livelihood, llie Ooverment prosecute them 
and fine them or put them in jail. My 
suggestion is that there is plenty of cultivable 
land available in jungles. There people can 
be colonised and established in colonies. We 
will achieve two objects of a time. We can 
stop the destruction of forests by tribals and 
secondly, we can establish these landless 
people in colonies. 

It has been decided by Government not 
to opoi any tribual development blocks 
during the fourth plan period. But there 
are a number of blocks in the country which 
•atisfy the criteria for becomi.)g tribal 
development blocks. They have more than 
66 per cent of tribal population. But they 
have not been declared as tribal development 
blocks. During this plan, the tribal devlop- 
ment blocks are financed with Rs 10 lakhs 
each. But other blocks are deprived of any 
assistance because they are not declared as 
tribal development blocks. There is thus a 
great disparity. I request the minister to 
make alternative arrangements to release 
funds for these blocks which are not declar¬ 
ed as tribal development blocks. 

Coming to education, 1 subumit that 
pro'/erty prevents the scheduled castes and 
tribes people from educating their children 
in the schools. Their children are engaged 
in earning their livelihood and they do not 
attend schools. So, residential type of 
Khools are best suited to them. But the 
number of such schools is v w limited to 
accommodate them* I suggest .bat as many 
residential schools as - possible should be 


opened for the benefit of the children of th« 
down-trodden people of our society. 

Coming to services, 16 and 7^ per cent 
of Government vacancies are reserved for 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes 
respectively and every year lakhs of rupees 
are being spent for the pre-examination year 
training of these candidates. But actually 
only a few vacancies are filled by the SCST 
candidates. The explanation given Is, 
sufficient number of SCST candidates with 
the reguired minimum qualification did not 
turn up at the examination. In my opinion, 
it is an admitted fact that the SCST people 
are not as efficient as the general people and 
hence the reservation system is there. If 
sufficient facilities are given to the scheduled 
castes and tribes people having sufficient 
academic qualifications, I am sure all 
these vacancies can be filled every year.

SHRI KARTIK ORAON (Lohardaga) : 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, 1 rise to support the 
Demands for Grants of the Ministry of 
Education and Social welfare. But 1 would 
like to say something which perhaps not 
many members have said. Because you are 
very particular about time, may I request 
that you may not press the bell in my case 
very often... 

MR. CHAIRMAm ; I am giving the 
hoQ. Member only ten minutes. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON : I do not 
knowwbat I can say within these ten minu¬ 
tes; I am feeling nervous, what I should say 
and what I shoufd not. 

Whenever we discuss the department of 
Social Welfare, we think that it is only a 
question of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes, this question is being discussed and 
in that context the welfare of Schedules 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes for the last 
25 years. 

In this very House we have discussed on 
many occasions about the injustice done to 
the Scheduled Castes ande Scheduled I'ribes-*- 
burning, looting and exploitation. In the 
case of Scheduled Castes, it is the stigma of 
UMtoucfaability. In the case of Scheduled 
it is e quegtioq 9f ecoqpiqiq exploits* 
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tion. As you know, in the case of but 
Scheduled Tribes, they had landed properties 
they have been robbed of all lands legally all 
over the country. Even now we are getting 
reports from here and there that their lands 
are still being exploited; they are illegally 
alienated by nontribals. 

It is not a question of Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes. It is a national issue, 
and we should have taken this in that 
spirit. Therefore, whatever we are supposed 
to get, we must get. We must get ail that 
is due. My point is that these lootings, 
burnings and exploitation of Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes should become 
things of the past. Why do 1 say. Sir, that 
they should become things of the past? We 
have solved much bigger problems in, 
perhaps, a very smart way and in a very 
short time. 

Now, due to the unique popularity of our 
Prime Minister and the heavy mandate from 
the people in this country and an able 
steward like Babuji Shri Jagjivan Ram 
heading the Defence Ministry, we have been 
able to create a history, a history that is not 
to be found anywhere in the world, that a 
war has been fought and a country liberated 
in fourteen days. I don’t think the problem 
of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
is bigger than the problem of Bangia Desh. 
But it has not been sorted out. Why ? I 
personally think that a ruthless decision 
with determination and good intention is 
lacking in the case of the Scheduled Castes 
and the Scheduled Tribes. I must say 
Macking’. Otherwise, there is no problem. 

I don’t think there can be any problem like 
the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
anywhere in the world. There are also other 
people who are exploited. Sir, I hate to 
be called a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe; 1 wish to be called only as an Indian 
citizen. Those who exploit them, those, 
who burn them, those who perpetrate 
atrocities against them, must' be severely 
punished. 1 would like to ask one thing; 
When we can solve the problem like Bangia 
Desh in 8 months and we have spent Rs. 
530 croes, where did this money come from? 

It is a good intention on the part of our 
Governmernt to find this sum of Rs. 530 
crores for one crore of ^Ifugees. If I work 
it out at that rate, th^, in that case, for 
eleven crores of Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes, Oavemment have to make 
aa ailotmeot of Ri. jU),000 croFN, Yob 


have to get it. 1 don’t believe that you 
cannot get the money. Only thing that is 
wanting is a good intention to help these 
people. Now, Ba.igla Desh is liberated. 
You are putting an extra five palse refugee 
relief stamp over and above the normal 
postage. Is it impossible for this Government 
to come forward with similar measures? 
With measures like this, you have to sort 
this out. I don’t know how you get it. If the 
Government really have some good inten¬ 
tion to solve the problem of the Scheduled 
Castes and the scheduled Tribes in a very 
short time—according to our promise, this 
is to be done within three years and this is 
a very heavy task—you have to get Rs 10,000 
crores-help the tribals to retain their land. 
Otherwise, merely allocating a hundred or 
fifty crores of ruppees in tewnty years and 
thinking that you are thereby helping the 
tribes, will not solve the problem. I will 
urge upon the Government to bring some 
radical measures to wipe out the Scheduled 
Cast and Scheduled Tribe terminology 
itself from the surface of India. That is 
what is required to-day. 

In this context, I want to say that there 
are other types of exploitation also which 
most people do not know, 1 would like to 
say one thing. So far as the Scheduled 
Castes are concerned. Art. 341 of the Cons¬ 
titution has expressly defined who is a 
Scheduled Caste. “Such castes, races or 
tribes or part of or groups within such castes 
or races or tribes.” 

Again, “Notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in para 2, no person who professes 
n religion different from the Hindu and 
Sikh religion shall be deemed to be a mem¬ 
ber of a Scheduled Caste.” In the case 
of Scheduled Tribes who are the Scheduled 
Tribes ? According to article 342 of the 
constitution “Tribes or tribal communities, 
parts of or groups within such tribes or 
tribal communities”. So it is defined. 
According to the .Constitution, you will 
appreciate that nobody has the authority *to 
make or unmake Scheduled Castes or 
Scheduled Tribes. In order to determine 
whether or not a particular tribe is a tribe 
under Art. 342 it shall bo necessary to 
look to the public notification issued by 
the President as provided in clause {I) of 
this Article. Now, it shall not be open for

Tribe or oot. It is not within the competence 
of any court of law te pronounce Judgment 
as to whether one is a Scheduled Tribe or 
not. It is even outside the competence of 
the Supreme Court or any Court of law, 
but things of this nature have been done, 
particularly, in the case of Scheduled Tribes. 
It is only Parliament which Is competent to 
pronounce a judgment or to say who should 
be included or who should be excluded, who 
should be treated as a scheduled cute or a 
scheduled tribe; by amending of the Scheduled 
Caste and Scheduled Tribe Order they can say, 
this is a scheduled tribe, this is not a schedu¬ 
led tribe, etc. For becoming a scheduled tribe, 
one must be a tribe, 100 per cent tribes are 
not necessarily scheduled tribes. We know 
that all tribes are not scheduled tribes. 
What is happening is this. Some people 
have taken upon themselves the right to 
say that they are scheduled tribes. If 
necessary they go to the court of law. You 
can produce any number of false and 
fabricated affidavits if you have got plenty 
of money. That sort of thing is happening. 
In practice we have seen this. 

Sir, a non-tribal woman marrying a 
tribal man becomes a scheduled tribe. A 
tribal woman marries a non-tribal and 
still remains a scheduled tribe. A 
non-tribal man marrying a tribal woman 
becomes a scheduled tribe. A Scheduled 
Caste Christian is also a Scheduled Tribe 
because he is not allowed to enjoy the pri¬ 
vileges meant for the scheduled castes. An 
Anglo-Indian, marrying or keeping a 
scheduled tribe woman becomes a scheduled 
tribe. That is the position. Thus every¬ 
body is presumed to be a scheduled tribe, 
unless 'otherwise proved.’ That is what is 
happening. But that is not correct, that is 
entirely wrong. This is a thing on which 
the Government should keep a vigilant 
eye. 1 know there is a matriarchal society 
in tribes. There is also a patriarchal 
society. But I have never come across 
a “husbandiarchal” or a "wifearchal” 
society. Tribal characteristics cannot be 
squired by the above processes and there¬ 
fore this is a wrong way of thrusting them¬ 
selves as scheduled tribes by backdoor 
methods and take undue advantage as mem¬ 
bers of the scheduled tribes. I would 
suggest that the Government should bring 
about some sort of legislation to stop this 
sort of circumventive designs to exploit the 
scheduled tribes. 


'■ This problem of the scheduled castes 
and scheduled tribes must be fought on a 
war- footing. Then only Government can 
solve the problem. This problem of the 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes should 
not be allowed to linger on for an indefinite 
period. The Prime Minister said that we 
should take about three years or so to eradi¬ 
cate poverty and unemployment. What I 
wish to submit is that we should be able to 
do it within that period. 

Now, 1 want to come to Education. 
There are huge statistics on each and every 
item. But, we should not go by the statis¬ 
tics alone, but, we should go by the human 
problems involved. So, Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes should not be taken as 
Scheduled Cast^ and Scheduled Tribes but 
as one section of society, namely a weaker 
section of sadety in our country, that is, as a 
weaker section of Indian citizens, and they 
should be liberated just like Bangla Desh. 

I personally think that education is the 
most important factor in our country. This 
is a great moving force and education alone 
can bring about a revolutionary change in 
our country, and if we neglect education, we 
neglect everything, and all that we say just 
does not mean anything and it is all nega 
tive in character. Therefore, I personally 
think that the system of education in our 
country needs reorientation and it needs a 
very serious thinking on the subject. 

When we talk of self-reliance, it should 
not be confind to the big projects and things 
like that only. According to me, self-re 
liance not only means cutting down imports 
and increase exports, but it can also be ex¬ 
tended to the field of education. We must 
be self-reliant and self-sufiicient so far as 
education is concerned as well. We must 
have the technical know-how, and we must 
have all the talented chaps in different dis¬ 
ciplines in our country. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Now, the hon. 
Member should conclude. He has already 
taken more than 13 minutes. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON : I hope you 
will give me some time at least to highlight 
certain points 

What I mean to say is that education 
in our country must be nationalised. At 
present, there are so many differences in 
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educational standard in our country ; for 
instance, some students are not able to have 
even Rs. S per month for expenditute, but 
some students have Rs. 200 to 300 per 
month for their expenditure... 

AN HON MEMBER : Rs. 200 to 300 
per day. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON : The latter 
type of students has achieved a certain 
standard. When we ask them to sit for a 
common examination for recruitment, how 
can we expect all the students to perform 
equally well ? What type of socialism this 
is ? Certainly, there would be an alarming 
difference between the standards of the two 
types of students, and nobody can deny this. 
Therefore, there must be nationalisation of 
the educational system in our country. I 
say that the standard of education must be 
uniform, and everywhere it must be uniform. 
At present, what we find is that when the 
students go to the examination hall, they go 
with knives in their hands, and at the point 
of the knife, they pass the examinations. 
This is a very serious problem. So, if 
we want to bring about a revolutionary 
social change in the country, then we must 
attach sufficient importance to the system of 
education. The system of education should 
be such that through one gate we shall be 
sending Hindus, Muslims, Sikhs and Chri¬ 
stians etc. and through the other gate 
Indians will come out. That is the only 
type of education which will bring about a 
change in the country. 

For this, we must have a net work of 
educational institutions. In every village, 
there must be a primary school or schools. 
Every gram panchayat must have a middle 
school ; in every block, there must be high 
school or schools, and at the district level 
there should be colleges, and in the commis¬ 
sioner’s divisions, there must be a university. 
There is no point in having mushroom 
growth of schools and colleges and uni¬ 
versities because that would lead to an 
enormous difference in standards. In Bihar, 
one chap had come for an interview. At 
the interview, he was asked ‘you have 
secured 93 per cent marks, and so, you have 
got a very good position ; I think you must 
be the first’, and the chap replied ‘No, Sir, 
I am the last*. He bad secured 93 per cent 
and yet he was the la8 ^, How can we expect 
uniformity with such \\ system ? Another 
point which has struck me just now ie .this. 


and this Is in regard to the demand by some 
people for having UPSC examinations 
through the media of regional languages. 
I do not see any wisdom in that. Possibly, 
I may be wrong, but I personally do not see 
any wisdom in this for the following reason: 

If we conduct UPSC Examinations through the 
media of regional languages, then what will 
happen is this. The answer papers in Bengali 
would have to be sent to a professer of 
Bengali, similarly those of Madrasi students 
would have to be sent to a Madrasi professor, 
those of Punjabi students would have to be 
examined by a Punjabi professor and so on. 
Every Professor will compete to try and get 
the maximum benefit for students of his 
State. It will be Madrasis. Bengalis, Biharis 
and so on. This will bring about alarming 
differences in the standard of education. Not 
only that. It will bring adout the Balkani- 
sation of the country. All states like Madras, 
Punjab, Bihar, Bengal, etc. will be small 
countries like France, Germany. Switzerland, 
Itlay. etc and the East European countries. 
This is a vejiy dangerous move on the part 
of Government. I may be wrong. But I 
foresee in this the seeds of disintegration of 
the country. If we persists in this move, 
the Balkanisation process will start, each 
State thinking in terms of its own interest 
on the basis of language. Therefore, this is 
a dangerous move and Government should 
seriously rethink about the repercussions is 
likely to have on our national unity and 
integrity. 

SHRI M.M JOSEPH (Peermnde) : Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, I will speak in my mother 
tongue—Malayalain. After attainment of 
Independence India has made tremendous 
progress in the field of education. In the 
matter of number of .students studying and 
the number of educational institutions In 
existence India has the third place in the 
world. 

Both in the villages and cities of India 
there are six crores of students studying in 
primary and secondary schools. We can see 
the same progress made in the field of 
higher education also. There are altogether 
94 universities and 3200 colleges in this 
country and 30 lakh students are studying in 
th^ colleges. 

We have the University Grants Commi' 
ssion in Delhi to supervise the functioning 
of these educational institutions. To quote 
the words of the Vtee-Chancellor of C^bin 


The original speech was delivoed in Malayalam. 
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University. SHRI JOSEPH MUNDASSERY, 
this is “almost an expansion explosion**. 
What we need today is not qaantitativc 
expansion but qualitative expansion. 

The main objective of the Fourth Fi ve 
Year Plan is the over all developmoit of 
higher education. By giving scholarships and 
freeships the Government is trying to impro¬ 
ve education in the country. 88 per cent of 
the students are studying in affiliated and 
private colleges. There is provision in the 
Fourth Five Year Plan to give financial 
assistance to them. 

We should see what progress has been 
made in achieving these objectives. The 
University Grants Commission was modelled 
on the lives of the British University Grants 
Commission. In Britain they have only ten 
universities and 300 colleges, whereas we 
have a hundred universities, three thousand 
colleges and thirty lakh students. Therefore, 
the set-up of our University Grants Commi¬ 
ssion has to be changed thoroughly. Sir. it 
is a pitiable sight to see teachers and 
prindpals from far-off States like Kerala 
coming to Delhi and going from pillar to 
post to get their things done. 1 have seen 
it with my own eyes. As in the case of the 
Food Corporation and the Department of 
Railways the University Grants Commission 
also should have its branches in the States. 
It is high time that such branches are es¬ 
tablished as otherwise the work in the 
University Grants Commission will get 
confused and no progress will be made. As 
they say : “something is rotten in Denmark” 
people in the States says : “something is 
rotten in the UniversityGrants Commission”. 
Even emineet scholars and educationists like 
Dr. Kothari who has headed th'S Commiss¬ 
ion are not satisfied with the working of the 
Commission. Is it not a fact that Dr. 
Kothari, out of trustration, expressed his 
desire to resign ? We have seen reports to 
this effect in our Press. 

In this connection. Sir, 1 want to bring 
pne specific point to the notice of the hon. 
Minister. According to the U.G.C. Report 
of 1969-70,47 colleges in Delhi were given 
Ra. 3 crores by way of grants and only Rs. 
3.5 crores were given to the remaining 3200 
colleges. This is a sUange thing to be done 
in a .socialist country. These are some 
black panthers sitting in the Commission 
who aremanipulating things as thny like. 

I wmild, therefore, request ffie hon. 


Minister to institute, a thorough probe Into 
these matters. 

For buildings, equipments and laborato¬ 
ries the educational institutions are given 
grants. It is a good thing. But along with 
that our standard of education also basto 
progress. The teachers should be given all 
possible facilities to improve their know¬ 
ledge. Science is makink rapid progress. 
Great progress has been made in technical 
education in the world. Yesterday knowledge 
becomes old today. Today’s technique will 
become outmoded tomorrow. The teachers 
who got their education ten or twenty years 
ago will not be able to coach the students of 
the modern world. If a battery is not re* 
charged you cannot get light out of it. Just 
like that to bring the teachers up-to-date in 
their knowledge of technical matters the 
Government should hold country wide 
seminars and refresher cources. Also, I 
would request that at least As. 300 should 
be given to the teachers every yews to 
purchase new books so that they can keep 
themselves up-to-date with the developments 
that are taking place. 

The University Grants Commission in 
the Fourth Plan lays stress on standardi¬ 
sation of education. Why is it that each 
State wants to introduce its regional 
language as the medium of instruction ? 
This move wilt entail the decline of stand¬ 
ard of education. This will weaken the very 
fabric of national unity and preclude the 
standardisation of education. Either English 
should be allowed to continue or our 
national language Hindi should be the 
medium of education in all the colleges. To 
achieve this, Sir, primary and secondary 
education should be kept under State 
Governments and higher education should 
be brought under the complete control of 
Central Government. The States do not 
have the resources for taking up higher 
education also. 

Finally, before I conclude, I would like 
to say that art and culture should be given 
encouragement. An attempt is sought to be 
made in the Fourth Plan. As for as Malaya* 
lam is concerned the attitude of the Centrai 
Government is one of neglect and indiffer¬ 
ence. In the National Book Trust you can 
see many books that are yet to be translated 
into Malayalam. Several posts connected 
with translation work in Malayalam are 
not filled up so for, la not that a proof of 
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neglect of Kerala by the Central Govern¬ 
ment ? 

Archaeological excavatioas are done in 
many States. Kerala which is considered to 
be the home of Dravidian culture has not 
been touched. Sir, India is a socialist 
country. The educational set op should be 
reorganised in conformity with the socialist 
Ideals. I hope in the field of education and 
culture th Ministry will make every attempt 
to keep the country together. 

SHRI DHARAMRAO AFZALPURKAR 
(Gulbarga) : Sir. I am greatful to you for 
giving me an opportunity to express my 
views on the Demands of the Education 
Ministry. First. I want to welcome and 
cangratulate the Minister, who has dedicated 
his life to the cause of education. I hope 
education is safe in his hands and I expect 
be will bring many reforms and rectify many 
drawbacks and improve the quality of 
education. 

We take pride in calling ourselves a 
democratic country where adults above 21 
years have got the right to vote and elect 
their represetatives to form government 
in the Centre and the States. We have to 
consider whether democracy and illiteracy 
can go together. Similarly, we have tcv 
consider whether illiteracy and progress can 
go together. Only when illiteracy is removed, 
progress is possible and our democracy can 
be based on literacy. Unless our people 
are literate, it is difficult to achieve our goal 
of social development, agricultural develop¬ 
ment, industrial development, economic 
development and also self-reliance. 

Illiteracy has reached such an extent 
that it has created an awful scene. It is 
now 71 per cent. According to the mid-term 
appraisal of the fourth plan, in 1969, our 
literacy percentage was 33. In 1971 it 
came down to 29 per cent with the growth 
of population. The Planning Commission 
must realise that our population is growing 
and the plan must be prepared in such a 
way that in spite of the growing population, 
we must eradicate illiteracy and achieve our 
goal. I 1901 the literacy percentage was 6.2. 
in 1969 we reached 33 per cent. In 1951 we 
had 598 million illiterates. In 1972 we have 
386 million illiterates, .'y the interim report, 
about adult education, it is clearly mentioned 
that part-time teachers on an honorarium of 


Rs. 60 pec month should be appointed to 
teach a class of 35 illiterates. The course 
will be of a duration of 6 months. Thus, 
each teacher will cover 70 illiterates in a year 
fn other words I can say that he can produce 
70 literates every year. 

In the same paragraph it !s stated. 

*'This modest programme should be 

able to cover during the next two years 

about four million illiterates.” 

In the year of 1971 the number of iliteratM 
is about 386 million. So, at this rate, in 
order to achieve complete literacy we will 
take about 193 years. Comparing this with 
our neghbouring countries, Thailand reached 
a perentage of 70.8 within ten years. Burma 
attained 57 per cent within ten years. So 
far as we are concerned, within 25 yea's we 
have come down from 33 per cent to 29 per 
cent. This is our progress. 

We have promised our voters that we 
will bring socialism, wc will have a secular 
State, we will establish democracy and 
nationalism. Is it possible under the existing 
circumstances with the present rate of 
iiteracy ? Under the decentralisation theory 
every village which has got a population of 
1,500, or a group of villages which have got 
a population of 1,500, must have one gram 
panchayat, one co-operative society and also 
a primary school. The primary school will 
come under the supervision of the panchayat. 
In the magazine Yojana there appeared a 
story on the 24th November, 1968 that out 
of the 13 members of the village panchayat 
committee 12 members were illiterate and 
only the Chairman knew how to sign his 
name. The secretary was all in all and he 
manipulated the proceedings of the Pan¬ 
chayat according to his sweet will and plea¬ 
sure. So, we have given powers to pan¬ 
chayat under decentralisation of power theory 
without imparting education to the 
members of the panchayat as to how to run 
the village administration and develop the 
economy of the village or run the primary 
school. Hence weare not getting any fruit¬ 
ful results. * 

The present system of education, which 
is known as the Macaulay system of edu¬ 
cation, which was introduced by the Briti¬ 
shers to serve their own purpose, should go 
because this will only produce millions of 
clerks eviy year, adding to our unemployment 
problem, especially of the educated uo* 
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employed. We have al»ady 65,000 uo* 
employed engineers and the problem will be 
aggravated if we continue this system of 
education. 

Also, how can we achieve socialism and 
secularism with the present system of edu¬ 
cation ? The objeet of education is to deve¬ 
lop the attlide, approach and personality of 
the student to enable him to earn his liveli¬ 
hood on his own so that he will not be a 
drag on the society and knock at the door of 
the Government. The teaching must fully 
algn to our object ives to which we stand 
and are dedicated. The money that we 
have spent on education will be a waste 
unless vc change our methods of education. 
The Midterm Appraisal on the Fouth Plan 
has revealed a great shortfall in expenditure. 
We have spent so far only 37.7 per cent of 
the total outlay leaving 147 crorcs for the 
remaining two years of the fourth plan. 
^ hethcr it is possible to spend it, is now 
the question. But that is not peculiar to one 
department. In almost all the departments 
.the allotted amount was not spent so far. 
The reason is simple that the officers would 
not take interest and spend the amount 
allocated to the departments. Therefore we 
will not reach our goal. This must be 
considered at all levels and seen that the 
amount to spent for the cause. 

Regarding medical and technical edu¬ 
cation, I would request, through you. Sir, to 
the hon. Minister that it should not be 
given to private agencies under any circums¬ 
tances at any cost. 

DR. KAILAS (Bombay South) : Medi¬ 
cal education is not under Education Minis¬ 
try. 

SHRI DHARAMRAO AFZALPUR- 
KAR : I know, medical educatson is under 
the Health Ministry but the Education 
Minister has to have a say. Technioil edu¬ 
cation and medical education have become 
C 9 mmercial education. Those persons who 
are running the colleges have opened the 
commission agents’ shops. The UOC is not 
at all having any supervision and is not 
taking any effective steps about money l.e. 
aid given to the colleges, whether it was pro¬ 
perly used or not. That is why my sub- 
n^isiion is that technical education and 


medical education should not be given to 
private agencies. 

Regarding the Sapru House Library, the 
Reddy Committee’s recommendations were 
submitted in 1969 when Dr. V K. R. V. Rao 
was the Minister He had given the assu¬ 
rance that the Sapru House Library would 
not be partitioned. When there is an agita¬ 
tion and all the students are making efforts 
to see that there is no division of the 
library., (interruption)

KAR ; Regarding the Sapru House Library, 
when a delegation had met the then Minis¬ 
ter, Dr. V, K. R. V. Rao, “Dr. Rao had 
agreed with the Reddy Committee’s recom¬ 
mendation that to maintain the integrity of 
the joint library of the School of Inter¬ 
national Studies and the Indian Council of 
World Affairs, the joint library at Sapru 
House should not be divided’’ So, my 
submission is that when there is an agitation 
and all the students are making efforts that 
they want to study at one place, the Library 
should not be divided. This cry from the 
people that,“our boys have eyes, but they 
are blind,“is the real picture of our country. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : You need not repeat 
it ; you have said that. 

SHRI DHARAMRAO AFZALPUR- 
KAR : With these words, I request the hon. 
Minister to consider all the points that I 
have made.

ORAL ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 

Conversion of Koiar Gold Mining Under* 
taking into Public Sector Company 

*381. SHRI NIHAR LASKAR : Will 
the Minister of STEEL AND MINES he 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government have decided to 
convert the Koiar Gold Mining Undertaking 
into a public sector company ; and 

(b) if so, the reasons therefor ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES (SHRI 
SHAHNAWAZ KHAN): (a) and (b). Yes 
Sir. The Bharat.Gold Mines Private Ltd., a 
Company in the public sector has been set up 
to take over the assets and liabilities of the 
Koiar Gold Mining Undertaking with effect 
from 1.4.1972. By converting this under* 
taking from a departmentally run unit into a 
limited company, it is expected to ensure for 
it the necessary measure of autonomy and 
operational powers to work on commercial 
lines by taking expenditious steps to achieve 
Itigher efficiency like bringing down the cost 
of production of gold and improving the pro¬ 
ductivity of the persohnel and equipment. 

The Company will also have greater free¬ 
dom in inducting cempetent technical personnel, 
®oquisition of stores and equipment etc. than 
if it were to continue as a departmental unit. 
If is also expected that under the new set up

the Company would also be able to expedi* 
tiously take up further developmental work not 
only in its present lease-hold but also in other 
areas where gold ore has been located. 

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR : I would like 
to know whether it is not a fact that Koiar 
gold has ceased to be a profitable proposition 
and whatever is left out of the exploitation by 
the British people is nothing. So, in view of 
thing, 1 would like to know how Government 
thinks of improving situation by taking up of ' 
this company ? 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN ; It is not 
correct to say that all reserves are nearing . 
depiction. It is true that gold ore has gone . 
down somewhat but we are aware of certain . 
deposits within these mines which arc very 
rich and which we are trying to reach now. 

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR : All the world 
over it is a profitable proposition whereas in 
our case it is a losing proposition. So, I 
want to know whether by this company, you 
arc also taking over the new sites immediately, 
where you can extract gold. 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN : It is 
with this very object that this new company 
has been formed. They will try to reduce the 
loss and we hope they will be able to expand 
production and bring about certain economy 
in the actual working of the mine. We hope' 
they will be able to -very substantially reduce 
the loss. 

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR : 1 asked 
about the new sites to which they are going 
on. 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN : There are 
known sites and areas where we are working 
at present. There is the site at Anantapur 
district in Andhra Pradesh, that is, Ramagiri. 
We are also working in certain other areas 
but the results have not been encouraging so 
far. The results in Ramagiri and these mines 
are fairly good. 
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SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY : The 
Minister said that these gold mines are incur* 
ring losses. I want to know about the loss 
on account of the sale of gold at the inter* 
national markets or even if it is sold internally 
will it still be in loss ? What is the position ? 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN : It is true 
that we are supplying all the gold produced from 
Kolar goldOeld at the international monetary 
price, that is Rs. 84-40 per 10 grammes. The 
market price is very nearly double or even 
more than double— 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU It is more 
than three times. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY : If it 
is sold in the market, how much would it 
fetch 7 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN ; Roughly 
speaking, at the present cost, the price of gold 
produced comes to about Rs.2 crores. If we 
were to k 11 it at market price, it would come 
to about Rs. 4 crores. and the cost of opera¬ 
tion of these mines comes to about Rs. 6 
crores.

♦382 SHRI ARJUN SETHI : Will the 
Minister of EXTERNAL AFFAIRS be pleased 
to state: 

(a) whether the U.‘ Is. Government has 
begun talks with the Indian Government in an 


effort to iron out misunderstandings about the 
American policy during the Indo-Pakistan 
War, 1971 ; and 

(b) if so, at what level and its outcome ? 

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI SWARAN SINGH) : (a) 
Diplomatic contacts between the Governments 
of India and the United Slates never ceased to 
exist. As is normal in such contacts, dis¬ 
cussion on Indo-U.S. relations has continued 
uninterrupted. 

(b) Talks have been going on through 
normal diplomatic channels at Ambassadorial 
level in New Delhi and Washington. Regard¬ 
ing their outcome, it is not customary to re¬ 
veal such matters in advance. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI : I had asked 
about the US policy towards India during the 
Indo-Pak war. May I know whether there 
has been misunderstanding between the two 
countries regarding the US policy towards 
India ? 

MR. SPEAKER : The hon. Member him- 
self has said in his question that there was 
some misunderstanding and he has asked what 
steps have been taken to remove the misunder¬ 
standing ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : The US 
Government’s attitude during the Indo-Pakis¬ 
tan conflict was based upon incorrect appre¬ 
ciation of the relevant facts of the situation, 
and. therefore, it was biased. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI : What kind of 
diplomatic discussion is going on at ambassa¬ 
dorial level ? 

MR. SPEAKER ; The hon. Minister has 
said that they are not revealed. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : With a view 
to exploring the possibility of improving the 
relations. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Is he having 
cocktails with them ? 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HALDER: 
May I know whether our Government think 
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that the present attitude of the US Govern¬ 
ment towards jndia is friendly or unfriendly 7 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH ; There may 
be certein specihe fields in which it may not 
be friendly, but we are having normal usual 
relations with the USA. 

SHRI PILOO MODY ; The hon Minis¬ 
ter said earlier that the American attitude to¬ 
wards India was based on a not proper op- 
preciation of the situation as it existed on 
misinformation in other words. I would like 
to know what the Government of India have 
done to straighten out the misappreciation 
that was taking place and whether the process 
is still continuing. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : From the 
time the Bangla Oesh question faced us and 
we wcie inundated with an endless streem of 
refugees right up to the indo-Pakistan conflict 
and till the end of it, we had taken every step 
to keep the US Government fully informed 
about the situation as we saw it. but we were 
unable to convince them because they had 
their own approach to the problem which, to 
say the least, was nut impartail. 

With regard to the future, it is our desire 
that normal relations should be established, 
but I do not think that the two sides can agree 
about their attitude during the conflict and 
during the period preceding it, and we get the 
impression that so far as the past is concerned 
we will have to reckon with the situation that 
the two sides did not agree ; but If there is 
any possibility of future normalisation of rela¬ 
tions, we should continue to explore it. This 
is the direction in which we are pursuing our 
efforts.

Will the Minister of EXTERNAL AFFA¬

Vietnam announced on the 20lh March, 1972 
that it would no longer issue or renew entry 
visas fpr the Indian members of the Interna¬ 
tional Control Commission; and 


(b) if so, the reaction of Government 
thereto 7 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
(SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH) : (a) The 
Government of Republic of Vietnam had made 
an announcement to that effect on the 8th of 
January, 1972. 

(b) The Government of India are of the 
view that such a measure would be unwarran¬ 
ted, discriminatory and in violation of the 
stipulations made under Geneva Agreement of 
1954 and would amount to a measure against 
the Commission as a whole. The Government 
of South Vietnam have since revalidated the 
visas of all the Indian members of the ICSC 
beginning l$t April valid for a period of ap¬ 
proximately six months. 

DR. RANEN SEN : In view of the fact 
that this Commission was the end-product of 
the Geneva Conference on Vietnam and India 
thus became Chairman of the Conunissson, has 
the South Vietnamese Government any autho¬ 
rity to impose any conditions or visa restric¬ 
tions for six months or one year 7 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH : No, 
obviously it is not right to impose such res¬ 
trictions. This is what we pointed out to 
them. As a result of our talks and negotia¬ 
tions with them, they have now revalidated the 
visas for the next six months. 

DR. RANEN SEN : My question which 
remains unanswered was whether according to 
the stipulations of the Geneva Conference, 
this particular country can impose any res¬ 
trictions on the ICC members representing 
other countries. 

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI SWARAN SINGH) : In 
this particular case, it has been the custom 
that visas have not been granted even in the 
past for indefinite periods. They have been 
granted for a specific or specified period. The 
same thing has happened on this occasion also. 
This is the attitude of the host Government, 
in this case the South Vietnamese Government, 
towards the delegations of Poland and Canada 
also who arc co-members of this Commission. 

DR. RANEN SEN : In view of this state¬ 
ment and the fact that the Saigon Government 
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is absolutely a puppet Government depending 
on the USA for its barest existence, would the 
Government of India consider the question of 
derecognising it and establishing better rela¬ 
tions with the PRG ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : This question 
has been answered more than once on the 
floor of the House. 

DR. RANEN SEN : I have asked it now 
as it arises out of this question. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : The revalida¬ 
tion of the visas for six months does not give 
any cause to take the type of action suggested 
by the hon. member. 

MR. SPEAKER : This question was ans¬ 
wered a number of times. The question at 
present before us is aincerning the rcvalida- 
tion of visas. 

Protest to U.S.A. and U.K.

*384 SHRI P. GANGADEB : 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : 

Will the Minister of EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government have protested 
to the U.S.A. and Britain for their moves to 
build up a base at Deigo Garcia Island in 
Indian Ocean ; 

(b) if so, their reaction thereto ; 

(c) whether U. N. Members have also 
found concern about it; and 

(d) if so, which are those Countries ? 

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI SWARAN SINGH) : (a) 
Since 1965, the Government of India has re¬ 
peatedly deplored both to the U. S. and U. K. 
Governments their decision to set up a base 
in Diego Garcia in spite of our objections that 
it could lead to great power military rivalry 
in the Indian Ocean. We have also brought 
the Lusaka Declaration on this subject to the 
notice of the Governments of U. S. A. and 
U. K. in an Aide Memoire presented to them 
on Ilth Da»mber, 1970. 

(b) No reply has been received from 
either Government to our-.Vide Memoire. 


(c) The question of military bases in the 
Indian Ocean has been annually considered 
in the General Assembly in the context of 
general de-colonialisation of the area. Atten¬ 
tion is drawn to U.N. Generat Assembly Re¬ 
solutions of 1965, 1966, 1967, 1968, 1969 and 
1971. 

(d) The countries comprised in the Spe¬ 
cial Committee of 24 or the Special Committee 
on decolonisation, have discussed the subject 
of decolonisation every year. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB : In view of the 
fact that even France is planning to increase 
its activities in the Indian Ocean or, in other 
words, the Defence Minister of France, while 
touring Madagascar area sometime in March. 
1972—last month—stated that vessels would 
soon be permanently stationed in Madagascar, 
may I know from the hon. Minister, (a) what 
are the immediate steps taken by the Govern¬ 
ment to avoid possible tension in the Indian 
Ocean ; (b) whether the USSR has been 
apprised for this development and, if so, 
what is the reaction of the Government ; and 
(c) whether our Government would initiate 
further talks for emergent session of the 
United Nations General Assembly instead of 
waiting for (he next session to come ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : My reply to 
the first question is that I have metioned some 
of the steps that have been taken, namely, the 
Lusaka declaration and the subsequent decla¬ 
rations in the United Nations and our bilate¬ 
ral approach to the countries concerned. We 
have not apprised the USSR about the situa¬ 
tion. They themselves have the means to 
know what is happening in this area, and it 
is not for us to apprise them specially about 
the situation in this region. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Question. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : By whom- 
Question by Mr. Mody ? I am not surprised. 
Now. we have no intention to initiate action 
for convening a speacial session of the UN 
General Assembly. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : Sir, may 1 -know 
whether the Government are aware of the 
fact that the USA has been holding naval ex- 
cercises in Indian Oeeao for the last two years, 
and during the same period over a dozen 
Soviet ships made 15 visits to 15 difierent 
countries and has signed agreements for an- 
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chorage and port facilities with some of them 
and, if so, I would like to know what is the 
reaction of the Government, and what action 
has hem taken to prevent the activities of the 
United States of America in respect of its 
naval exercises in the Indian Ocean. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : We cannot do 
anything to prevent exercises by the navy of 
any country in the high seas. Our attitude is 
that this area of Indian Ocean should be 
spared by these big powers. They should not 
enter into military rivalry in this region. 
From that point of view we have been urging 
on big powers who have the capacity to bring 
in their naval units in this region to desist 
from it and also to desist from establishing 
bases in this region. That is our approach to 
this problem. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : In the Com¬ 
monwealth Conference at Singapore and in 
the conferences of Asiatic countries, Ceylon 
declared herself in favour of having the Indian 
Ocean as a peace zone and reiterated this 
view In the UN Assembly along with the other 
countries of that legion. Recently there was 
a report in the New York Times from its 
Colombo correspondent and the report says 
that the Ceylon Government has become silent 
about that declaration about peace zone. In 
view of the Indo-Sovict Pact and also the dis¬ 
memberment of Pakistan, Ceylon is thinking 
of having negotiations with the United States 
to give some sort of a counterbalance. If so, 
has the Government enquired into the matter 
and tried to disabuse the mind of the Govern¬ 
ment of Ceylon about any apprehensions from 
this side of the region ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : I do not think 
that Ceylon has any apprehensions from India 
and I would request the hon. Member not to 
project these ideas on behalf of Ceylon, about 
Ceylon’s policy in this region. We continue 
to hold the view that they are still in favour 
of keeping the Indian Ocean as an area of 
peace, free from Big Power rivalry. Referring 
to the interpretation given by the hon. 
Member. 

SRRI SAMAR GUHA I have given his 
interpretation, hot mine. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : It is not un¬ 
common to float such ideas in order to cause 
some sort of misunderstanding and confusion 
among the littoral countries of the Indian 


Ocean. We should be careful not to fall a 
victim to this kind of machination...(/n/errt/p- 
tlons.) 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Taking into con¬ 
sideration the attitude of America with re¬ 
gard to the Indian Ocean and the feelings 
expressed by the 24 countries Conference at 
Lusaka that no country should be allowed to 
have any base in the Indian Ocean what is 
the reaction of the US Government ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : They arc con- 
tinuing with the construction of what they 
describe as a communication centre in Diego 
Garcia. That is the reaction. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : In view of 
the attitude of the United States and the 
United Kingdom Governments, it appears that 
they are not heeding our protests. The 
Minister has stated that there should be no 
rivalry between big powers. 1 want to 
know whether the Government of India means 
to say that the Soviets should not send their 
ships to this Ocean and leave the entire 
Ocean free for US and UK alone ? Is the 
Governmeat of the Soviet Union prepared to 
heed the advice of the Government of India '/ 
Are we prepared to make this unilateral re¬ 
quest to the Sovtet Union ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : This has no¬ 
thing to do with that. So far as the high 
seas are concerned, the navies of various 
countries, including the USSR, USA, UK and 
France, would be there. 

SHRI PILOO MODY And the Indian 
Navy. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : The Indian 
Navy will not always be on the high seas, it 
will be in the coastal waters also. It is not 
the presence oY naval ships alone, but what we 
are opposed to is the attempt to convert this 
area into an area of rivalry and conflict where 
the Big Powers try to build bases, try to get 
facilities etc. We are realistic enough not to 
raise any objection if occasionally the navies 
of various countries come and pass through 
this region. 

MR. SPEAKER : Q. 385. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Questions 
Nos. 396 and 397 may also be taken up with 
this. 
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MR. SPEAKER : We take all the three 
together.

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : In view of the 
answer given by the Minister, I would like to 
know which Government has not yet agreed 
to the Government of India’s condition that 
they should not fly their own planes in our 
country, and why ? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH : We 
have not yet taken a decision whether we 
shall put a ban on these flights, but this 
matter, as I said, is under consideration, 
under review. We informally consulted the 
French Embassy, and the Ambassador assured 
us that they would have no objection. But 
the U.S. Embassy have not said anything, 
they are quiet about the whole thing. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : In view of 
there being no reply from the U.S. Govern¬ 
ment, may I know whether the Govern¬ 
ment of India is prepared to take a decision 
irrMpective of their reply 7 
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THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRl SWARAN SINGH): Our 
general attitude in this respect is not to allow 
the maintenance of aircraft by these Foreign 
Embassies, and we intend to enforce that, 
We are in touch with the representatives of 
the two Governments whose Embassies are 
maintaining aircraft here. We are discussing 
with them the best manner in which this 
decision of Government can be implemented.

SHRl SWARAN SINGH: I cannot say 
whether any specific permission was given. 
They are maintaining and using these air¬ 
crafts here. When they ask for clearance of 


a particular flight it is granted. On earlier 
occasions on number of times clearance was 
granted. We want now to make a departure 
from the earlier practice. That is the crux of 
the whole problem. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU : This air¬ 
craft of the US Ambassador made about 35 
flights so far. Is it a fact that this aircraft 
is fitted with camera and other equipments 
which would take note of things when flying ? 

SHRl SWARAN SINGH : I cannot give 
the number of flights undertaken by the air¬ 
craft maintained by the United Slates Govern¬ 
ment. The suggestion that it is fitted with 
cameras and is doing spying is not correct. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU : How do 
you know it ? 

SHRl SWARAN SINGH : I know it. 
That is why 1 am saying it. 

MR. SPEAKER : If he could know it 
the Minister could also know it. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I want to 
know whether he has got that plane examined. 

SHRl SWARAN SINGH : All these 
planes are open to inspection and they are 
inspected from time to time. 

SHRl S. M. BANERJEE : During the 
recent elections it was brought to our notice 
that one of the officers of the American 
Consulate from Bombay visited Madhya 
Pradesh in his plane and met some represen¬ 
tatives of a political party. 

MR. SPEAKER : Let him not take the 
plane to Madhya Pradesh. Let him ask a 
separate question. 

SHRl S. M. BANERJEE : I am quoting 
the Chief Minister of Madhya Pradesh.

SHRl S. M, BANERJEE : Is it a fact that 
one of the officers of the Consulate of the 
American Embassy in Bombay visited Madhya 
Pradesh during the elections on a plane ?

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SHRIS. M. BANERJEE : If so. may I 
know whether the Chief Minister of Madhya 
Pradesh has demanded a CBI probe into 
this matter ? 

MR. SPEAKER Let him ask a separate 
question. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : The Minwter 
said in his reply that this plane has been used 
by them previously So, I want to know 
whether it has been used by that official to 
visit Indore and other places during the 
elections, as was revealed by the Chief Minis¬ 
ter of Madhya Pradesh. 

. SHRI SWARAN SINGH : I cannot say 
whether this plane, or any other plane, was 
used by an officer of the US Embassy when 
he travelled to Madhya Pradesh. But what 
is objectionable is contact of that type, not 
the mode of travel. We are totally opposed 
to any such contact by the representatives of 
foreign missions with the representatives of 
political parties 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : This is a 
statement issued by the Chief Minister of 
Madhya Pradesh. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : I have seen 
that statement. That is why I am dealing 
with the substance of this problem. If what 
is stated by the Chief Minister of Madhya 
Pradesh is correct, it is objectionable. When 
we hear from ths Chief Minister we will look 
into this.

India and Bangla Desh

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI SWARAN SINGH) : (a) 
to (c). Travel to Bangladesh from India 
and vice-versa is governed by * Certificates of 
Travel between India and Bangladesh”. These 
documents are simpler than passports and have 
been made valid till the 30th June, 1972, 
pending the establishment of a more perma¬ 
nent system which is under discussion with 
the Government of Bangladesh. 

Those who already have their passports 
endorsed for Bangladesh can also use these 
for travel to Bangladesh. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : May I know 
whether it is a fact that according to the 
partition agreement there was no travel 
restriction between East Bengal of those days 
and West Bengal and the rest of eastern 
India ; whether this principle of free travel 
between India ancj East Bengal was re-affirmed 
in the 1930 Nehru-Liaquat Pact and whether 
it is a fact that up to 1933 there was no 
travel restriction between India and East 
Bengal of those days but during the month 
of September it was unilaterally imposed by 
the Government of Pakistan in order to 
convert completely East Bengal into a colony 
of West Pakistan ; if so, did the Government 
of India raise the point with the Government 
of Bangla Desh to make travel between Bangla 
Desh and India completely free ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : No, Sir ; we 
have not raised this, and we have no inten¬ 
tion to raise this, because travel arrange¬ 
ments between India and Bangla Desh should 
be settled by mutual agreement in the best 
interest of both India and Bangla Desh. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : If you do not 
raise it, how will you come to a mutual 
agreement ? 

MR. SPEAKER : If Shri Piloo Mody 
wants to ask a question, he should get up 
and not interrupt like this. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : It is not very 
easy to catch your eye with my size ! 

MR. SPEAKER ; You arc catching my 
eye while you are sitting. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : The trouble 
is that he cannot lift his weight. 
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SHRI SAMAR GUHA : In view of the 
fact that some international powers are 
already trying to alienate India and Bangla 
Desh from each other by some conspiratorial 
measures and also in view of the fact that 
friendship between Bangla Desh and India 
depends largely on social, cultural, economic 
and polit'cal ioier-relaiicns between Bangla 
Desh and India, may I know whether, when 
negotiations will be undertaken after 30th 
June, this pcint would be stiessed that travel 
betwe n India and Bangla Desh should be 
as free as possible ? 

SHRl SWARAN SINGH 1 have already 
answered this question. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH ; Quite 
recently the State Bank of Bangla Desh intro¬ 
duced the P form and that has created a lot 
of inconvenience and diihcultY. May I know 
whether this matter has been taken up with 
the Government of Bangla Desh ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : It is, I think, 
an internal matter with us, because the 
insistence on getting a P form before going 
to Bang'a Desh is not a matter which need 
be taken up with the Government of Bangla 
Desh.

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMANGA- 
LAM ; The Government have taken a decision 
to set up a refractories plant at Bhilai which 
will have a capacity of 110,000 tonnes of the 
following products : Fireclay Refractories, 
Basic Refractories and Silica Refractories. 
The Centra] Engineering Design Bureau is 
preparing the detailed project report on this 
matter. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : May I 
know when this plant will go into production ? 

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMANGA- 
LAM : I am not in a position to give a 
definite date because we are awaiting the 
detailed project report which will give us a 
definite time-schedule for construction and 
bringing it into production. 

SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA : Does 
the Ministry realise that it was bad planning 
to have no refractoiies factory of their own 
with a huge complex of steel mills ? Is it 
not a fact that in different countries where 
they have steel plants, the refractories are a 
part of the complex of the steel mill ? 

MR. SPEAKER It'is not a question but 
a matter of opinion.

Grant of Interest Holiday on Loans to Bokaro 
Steel Limited 

*392. SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Will 
the Minister of STEEL AND MINES be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government have decided 
to grant an interest holiday on all loans to 
Bokaro Steel Limited upto March, 1978 ; and 

(b) if so, the reasons therefor ? 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARA- 
MANGALAM): (a) Yes. Sir. 

(b) A statement is laid on the Tabic of 
the House. 

Statement 

Bokaro Steel Plant is a highly capital- 
intensive Project with a long gestation period. 
It is being implemented in the First Stage to 
a capacity of 1.7 million ingot tonnes to be 
raised on a continuing basis, in the second 
stage, to a capacity of 4 million ingot tonnes. 
The investments that arc being made in the 
First Stage cover substantial in-built facilities 
which would be required for the 4 million 
tonnes stage. As this Plant has been planned 
essentially for a capacity of 4 million tonnes, 
it wili reach a viable stage only at the level 
of production envisaged in the Second Stage. 
The excessive burden of interest on heavy 
borrowings in the early stages would have 
meant substantial losses to the Plant in view 
of the fact that the prices of steel are regu¬ 
lated, on a uniform basis, for all the Stee^ 
Plants and are not related to the cost of 
production of individual Steel Plants. As it 
will take the ?lant 3 or 4 years to achieve 
the optimum level of production after the 
commissioning of the 4 million tonne stage, 
in 1975-76, Government has taken a decision 
to grant an interest holiday on all loans to 
Bokaro Steel Ltd. upto March 1978. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : According 
to the statemen t Government has taken a 
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decision to grant an interest holiday on aJi 
loans to Bokaro Steel Ltd upto March 1978. 
May I know, by this date, March 1978, what 
would be the estimated total cumulative 
interest which would have accumulated on 
the loans given ? 

SHRIS. MOHAN KUMARAMANGA- 
LAM : According to the estimates we have 
made, if the debt equity ratio, is one to one, 
the total interest charges would amount to 
Rs. 378.90 crores for the period 1972-73 to 
1981-82, that is to say, we take these eight 
years If the debt equity ratio is altered to 
one to three, naturally the position changes ; 
then the interest charges would work out at 
about Rs. 166.80 crores and the company 
would get a profit of Rs. 24.34 crores, that 
is to say, on the basis of cash flow statement. 
If, however, it is taken on the basis not 
merely of cash flow statement but after taking 
depreciation into account, then the loss will 
be greater. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA ; According 
to the statement, this Plant will reach a viable 
stage only when the level of production comes 
up to 4 million tonnes. May 1 know from 
him whether it is expected, the other condi¬ 
tions apart, by 1975-76 this 4 million tonne 
production target will be achieved and, if so, 
is the Plant expected to make profit thereafter ? 

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMANGA- 
LAM : I do not think that by 1975-76 we 
would be able to reach a total production of 
4 million tonnes. It is difficult now to give 
a definite reply as to when we would be able 
to achieve that particular figure because that 
means that we aie aiming at 100 per cent 
utilisation. In a steel plant the gestation 
period is always a little longer because after 
we have installed all the equipment which will 
enable us to produce 4 million tonnes, it 
usually takes, in any country, even two or 
three years longer than that. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : I would like to 
know why this novel method of financing the 
steel plant has been employed. If Bokrao 
Steel Plant cannot pay interest on the loans 
it has taken why has the Government not 
extended further loans to Bokaro Steel Plant 
in order to pay the interest which is due to 
it ? 

SHRi S. MOHAN KUM.ARAMANGA- 
LAM : I think. Government makes a choice 


taken all the considerations into account. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : To enable Bokaro 
to make fictitious profit. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY : May I 
know whether special concession has been 
extended to Bokaro Steel Plant alone or to 
any other public sector undertaken also ? 

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMANGA- 
LAM ; I cannot speak for all the other public 
sector undertakings under Government and, 
therefore, I do not think I am in a position 
to make a direct reply to that. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURl : May I 
know if the Minister can give us any idea 
as to what would be the interest that we will 
have to pay on the foreign loans that wa have 
taken on Bokaro ?

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI SWARAN SINGH) : (a) and 
(b). The question of sovereignty over the 
Island of Kachchativu continues to be the 
subject of discussions between the Govern¬ 
ments of India and Ceylon. As the Hon’ble 
Members may be aware, both India and 
Ceylon has expressed their desire to resolve 
this in a spirit of friendly cooperation. 

SHRI S. C. SAMANTA : At what level 
have India and Ceylon discussed this matter 
and with what result ? 
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SHRI SWARAN SINGH : This has been 
the subject matter of discussion at two or 
three levels. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : What does he 
mean by three levels ? 

SHRI PILOO MNDY : What is under 
the water belongs to us and what is above the 
water belongs to them. 

SHRI S. C. SAMANTA : Who attracted 
the attention of the Government of India 
about this matter ? 

MR. SPEAKER : The Government’s 
attention was attracted by this House some¬ 
time ago. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : This matter 
was raised sometime back on the floor of 
this House

Objective of keeping Indian Ocean Free 
from Big Power Rivalry 

*395 SHRI P. NARAS'MHA REDDY : 
Will the Minister of EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 


be pleased to state : 

(a) the progress achieved in our objective 
to keep the Indian Ocean free from big power 
rivalry ; 

(b) whether there is lack of sufficient 
co-operation from some of the countries 
concerned in achieving this objective; and 

(c) the steps contemplated to establish 
'India's dominant presence in this Ocean ? 

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI SWARAN SINGH) : (a) 
Government has subscribed to the Lusaka 
Declaration and was also one of the co* 
sponsors of the UN. General Assembly 
Resolution No. 2S32 (XXVI) of 1st December, 
1971, calling on all powers to maintain the 
Indian Ocean area as a zone of peace. 

(b) We have drawn the attention of 
the U K., the U.S.A. and the U.S.S.R. to 
the Lusaka Declaration. While the U S.S.R. 
Government indicated that they have noted 
the views of the majority of the littoral 
countries as expressed in the declaration no 
response was forthcoming from the other 
Governments. All the big powers, however, 
continue to have a naval presence in the Indian 
Ocean. 

(b) Attention of the Hon’bic Member 
IS drawn to the relevant portion in the Presi¬ 
dent’s address to Parliament on March 13, 
1972 when the President said ; 

“India does not seek leadership or domi¬ 
nation. Nor will it tolerate domination by 
any country, we want the sub-continent and 
indeed the entire South Asian region and the 
Indian Ocean area to be free from power 
rivalries or domination and to develop into 
an area of peace and cooperation rather than 
one of confrontation.” 

SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY : Is it 
a fact that some participants of the Lusaka 
Conference have requested the Government 
of India to take the initiative to call for a 
conference of the littoral States to bring about 
a proper political atmosphere and pressure to 
discourage the big power rivalry in the Indian 
Ocean area ? 

Secondly, is it a fact that the Govern¬ 
ment of India took up the issues with the 
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Soviet Commander-in*Chief during bis recent 
visit and if so, what is the outcome thereof ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : With regard 
to the first questibn, we have not been 
approached by any littoral country or any 
group of littoral countries to take the initia¬ 
tive for convening a conference. 

With regard to the second question, I 
have already said that we have taken it up 
with the USSR Government. There is no 
point served by taking it up at the level of 
the Chief of a particular Service. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; Is It a fact 
or not that United States. Britain and France 
have regular naval bases in the region of the 
Indian ocean ? The American and West 
European spokesmen have alleged that they 
had important naval bases in the Indian 
ocean because of their own reasons. Is it a 
fact or not ? Is it a fact or not that Royal 
Air Force planes have landed in Car 
Nicobar islands for re-fuelling and that such 
landing agreements, such arrangements, exist ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : With regard 
to the first question, this has been answered 
by me earlier also. I have given answer 
about the facilities that the USA and UK 
have in the Indian ocean. I have a'ready 
replied to this question on an earlier occasion. 
With regard to the second question the reply 
is the negative. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I have seen 
it with my own eyes when I went to Car 
Nicobar islands. The royal airforce planes 
are landing at Car Nicobar islands for re¬ 
fuelling, or take off purposes. If you deny, 
I shall consider that you are misleading the 
House. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH ; Now that he 
is saying that he is having information to the 
contrary, I will make enquiries from ray 
colleague the Defence Minister. But if that 
was his information what was the point of his 
asking this question ? He is giving his 
information rather than getting infor¬ 
mation 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Was it 
done with your consent ro without your 
consent ? 


SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I was also there ; 
I know about it... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : It is a very 
serious matter. The Minister is misleading 
the House. Shri Samar Guha and I went on 
a delegation which visited the Andamans. We 
know that the Roval Air Force planes had 
landed on Car Nicobar islands. We asked 
about it from the local officials. The local 
ofiicials confirmed this. They said, yes, they 
come here quite often for re-fuelling and 
take-off purposes. Will the hon. Minister 
tell the House, {fnterruption) 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH I have already 
clarified. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU Sir. this 
Hou.se is reduced to a mockery. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : Sir, I have 
already clarified. This matter having been 
raised by the hon. Member, 1 said, I will 
check up from my colleague the Defence 
Minister. But 1 would like to say at the 
same lime that there are also reciprocal 
facilities which are conceded by the UK 
Government in the middle-cast and also in 
several other air-ports and so, if there is any 
reciprocal arrangement with the Indian Air 
Force, I would like to check up on that. I 
have said it quite frankly. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : This reply 
is very unsatisfactory. He now says, there 
is reciprocal arrangement because they are 
giving the same facilities to the Indian Air 
Force. I want your protection, Mr Speaker. 
The hon. Minister is deliberately misleading 
the House. He had given wrong information. 

SOME HON*. MEMBERS : No. no. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : He said 
first, no such thing. Now he says, he has to 
ask his colleague. Is not the Cabinet 
formulating policies, and are they not working 
jointly ? I want to ask a serious question. 
I charge him of misleading the House here 
and now... 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : I wish the hon. 
Member is as courteous and gives the same 
deference to the House as I do. 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSJ : He has 
misled the House. He is a senior Minister. 
He is the Foreign Affairs Minister. He gives 
a categorical np\y...(fnterruftlon) It is a 
very serious matter. You cannot pass over 
like this. 

MR. SPEAKER : I don’t think it is a 
serious matter. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You want 
to shield them. You are shieding them. You 
are shielding the Government. {Intrruption) 

MR. SPEAKER : Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu, 
please sit down. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I won’t. 
1 come as an elected Member ; I have a right 
to ask this question. If they try to tell 
untruth, I will not tolerate it. 

MR. SPEAKER ; I cannot tolerate this 
all the time. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : It is a very 
serious matter. 

MR. SPEAKER : I cannot tolerate this. 
Let him not be rude to the Chair.

and check. These are matters of high policy 
and importance, 

MR. SPEAKER : He has said that he 
will check up. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I understand 
that. But the question is this. How do 
you want this House to be treated by Minis¬ 
ters ? Do you want that they should tell us 
unmixed untruth, and get away with it ? 

MR. SPEAKER : He has corrected him¬ 
self, 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : Since the hon. 
Member has made the statement rather 
violently, with your permission. Sir, I would 
like to make the position absolutely clear.

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRl R. K. KHADIL- 
KAR) : (a) The arrangements made by the 
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Government for repatriation of refugees to 
Bangla Desh were confined to those who had 
come to India after the 2Sth March, 1971 and 
who had been registered as foreigners. These 
arrangements do not cover those who hud 
crossed over to India from East Bengal be¬ 
fore the 26th March, 1971 as migrants and 
have acquired or acquiring Indian citizenship. 
The present policy in respect of the families 
who came before the 26th March, 1971 is that 
they will continue to receive relief and reha¬ 
bilitation assistance with a view to their reset¬ 
tlement in India, in accordance with the exis¬ 
ting orders. The Government of India, are 
however, aware of the desire of the migrants 
generally to go to Bangla Desh. The question 
whether the matter can be discussed with the 
Bangla Desh Government will be considered 
at the appropriate time. 

(b) The reasons for intliix of refugees 
from the erstwhile East Pakistan during 1970 
were reported to be insecure conditions of 
living in East Pakistan, economic distress and 
discriminatory treatment meted out to the 
minority community. This situation was wor¬ 
sened by the election propaganda carried out 
by communal parties during the election 
campaign.

Pre¬ 
sumably, the Hon'ble Member is referring to 
reported delay in the disposal of re-rolled 
products produced by Re-rolling Mills at 
Mandi Gobindgarh out of billets allotted to 
them by the Billet Re-rollers' Committee. 
Allocation of billets to the Registered Billet 
Rc-rollers, including the mills at Mandi 
Gobindgarh, Punjab, as well as distribution 
of the re-rolled products produced by them, 
arc regulated by the Billet Re-rollers Com¬ 
mittee on a quarterly basis. The Committee 
have issued distribution lists for all the 


quarters upto January-March, 1972 covering 
the entire supplies of billets scheduled in 
favour of all the billet Re-rolling Mills of 
Mandi-Gobindgarh. The Committee are not 
aware of any stocks of finished products, un¬ 
covered by release orders, lying with these 
Re-rollers. 

Houses built for Labourers Working in 
Steel Plants

(a) whether the houses built for labourers 
working at Rouikela, Bhilai and Durgapur 
Steel Plants of Hindustan Steel Limited are 
under wrongful occupation of contractors who 
have finished (heir contracts jobs at these 
three Steel Plants on the plea of payment of 
their final bills ;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES (SHRI 
SHAHNAWAZ KHAN) : (a) to (d). In 

the Rourkela and Durgapur Steel Plants, some 
of the contracts entered into with contractors 
contain a stipulation regarding provision of 
accommodation to the supervisory staff and 
or workers of the contractor either to a 
specified extent or subject to availability. In 
the Rourkela Steel Plant, five quarters are 
under wrongful occupation of the contractors 
on the plea of non-payment of their final 
bills. In the Durgapur Steel Plant, a house 
allotted to a contractor is under the wrongful 
occupation of an employee of the contractor 
who has since left his service. Apart fiom 
with holding final payments under the 
contracts, legal steps are also being taken 
for eviction. TIterc are 16 other hou.scs under 
the occupation of contractors whose teims of 
contract and work are over. These houses 
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have not been vacated on the ground that 
they have been given other contracts in the 
plant which necessitates their continued 
occupation of the houses. These cases are 
under the plant’s consideration. 

Facilities to Registered Trade Unions 

2711, SHRI PRAVINSINH SOLANKI : 
Will the Minister of LABOUR AND RE¬ 
HABILITATION be pleased to state : 

(a) whether certain facilities like collec¬ 
tion of membership subscription, pasting of 
posters on Notice Boards and holding 
meetings etc., are granted to the Registered

Act, the Industrial Disputes Act and the 
Constitution of India do not mention these 
facilities. However, the rights of recognised 
trade unions under the Code of Discipline 
are given in the attached statement. 

Statement 

Rilihts of recognhed unions under the Code of 

Discipline vis-a-vis unrecognised unions 

1. It was agreed that unions granted 
recognition under the Code of Dis¬ 
cipline should, for the present enjoy 
the following rights :— 

(i) to raise issues and enter into 

collective agreements with 

employers on general question 
concerning the terms of employ¬ 
ment and conditions of service 
of workers in an establishment 
or, in the case of representative 
union, in an industry in an local 
area ; 

(ii) to collcc i membership fees/ 

subscriptions payable by mem¬ 
bers to the union in the pre¬ 

mises of the undertakings; 


(iii) to put up or cause to put up a 
notice Iraard on the premises 
of the undertaking in which its 
members are employed and 
affix or cause to Iw affixed 
therein notices relating to 
meetings, statements of accounts 
of its income and expenditure 
and other announcements which 
are not abusive, indecent or 
inflammatory or subversive of 
discipline or otherwise contrary 
to the Code ; 

(iv) for the purpose of prevention or 
settlement of an industrial 
dispute ; 

(a) to hold discussions with 
employees who are mem¬ 
bers of the union at suit¬ 
able place or places within 
the premises of office/ 
iactory/establishment as 
mutually agreed upon ; 

(b) to meet and discuss with 

an employer or any peison 
appointed by him for the 
purpose, (he grievances of 
its members employed in 

the undertakings ; 

(c) to inspect, by prior 

arrangement, in an under¬ 
taking, any place where 

any member of the union 

is employed ; 

(v) to nominate its representatives 

on the Grievances Committee 
constituted under the Grievance 
Procedure in an establishment, 

(vi) to nominate its representatives 

on Joint Management Coun¬ 
cils : and 

(vii) to nominate its representatives 

on non-statutory bi-partite 

committees e.g. canteen com¬ 
mittees, house allotment 
committees, etc. set up by 
managements. 

2. The rights referred to above would 

be without prejudice to the privileges 
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being enjoyed by the recognised 
unions at present either by agreement 
or by usage. 

Procedare to Finalise Disputes Between Trade 
Unions and Railway Administration 

2712. SHRI PRAVINSINGH SOLANKI; 
Will the Minister of LABOUR AND REHA¬

putes between the Registered Trade Unions 
and Employers;

and the corresponding State enactments 
provide a machinery for the investigation and 
settlement of industrial disputes between 
employers and workmen. In addittion, there 
are voluntary provisions like the Code of 
Discipline and Joint Management Councils 
which promote settlement of such disputes. 

(b) and (c). According to the Ministry 
of Railways, there are at least eighteen 
Registered Trade Unions functioning on the 
Railways. Genuine grievances of the staff 
including unrecognised unions receive atten¬ 
tion of the appropriate Railway authorities 
but no correspondence is entered into with 
such unrecognised bodies. The Industrial 
Disputes Act applies equally to all Railway 
employees and unions whether they are 
recognised by the Railway Administration or 
not. 

Mortgaging of Assets to Financial Institutions 

Under Mineral Concessions Rules 1960

Will the Minister of EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS be pleased to state : 

(a) whether with their training bases in 
Bangla Desh smashed, the remnants of Naga 
and Mizo hostile groups are reportedly trying 
to cross over to Burma on their way to China ;

However, we have 
no confirmation that the Naga or Mizo groups 
who crossed over to Burma are proceeding to 
China. 

(b) We have no information. 

(c) Governments of Nagaland and Mani¬ 
pur, Mizoram Administration and the Security 
Forces are exercising utmost vigilance on our 
borders and taking all action necessary for 
this purpose.

(b) if so, whether this fund amount has 
been accounted either in State fund or Cent¬

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR & 
REHABILITATION (SHRI R. K. KHADIL- 
KAR) : (a) to (c). According to information 
received from the Nagar Mahapaiika, Kanpur, 
a resolution was passed by them on 29.3.1971 
for the donation of a sum of Rs. 25,000/- for 
medical and other help to the people of 
Bangladesh after obtaining necessary sanction 
from the State Government. The said reso¬ 
lution has been received by the Government 
of Uttar Pradesh only recently and is under 
their active consideration. 

Rehabilitatiun of Cyclone Victim.s of Cuttack

Desire of Erstwhile East Pakistan Refugees in 
Dandakaranya to leave Bangla Desh 

2720. SHRI N. K. SANGHI : 

SHRI C. CHITTIBABU : 

Will the Minister of LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION be pleased to state : 

(a) whether refugees from erstwhile East 
Pakistan who had already been settled in th'^ 
Dandakaranya Project are now wanting to 
leave for Bangla Desh ; 

(b) if so, how far the Dandakaranya 
settlement and project are affected thereby 
and the measures taken to prevent any adverse 
effect; and 
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(c) whether the refugees migrated and 
already settled are acceptable to Bangla Oesh 
Government ? 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR & REHA¬ 
BILITATION (SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR) : 

(a) According to information received from 
the Dandakaranya Project administration, 
more than 6,000 families have left the Project 
between the 16th of December, 1971, and the 
25th of March, 1972. These include about 
3,000 families from the Rehabilitation sites 
and villages and another 3,000 from the camps 
in Dandakaranya. These families left the 
Project on their own and would presumably 
have gone towards Bangla Desh. 

(b) Refugee families already in the camps 
in Dandakaranya are proposed to be moved 
to Rehabilitation sites within the Project. Such 
families staying in the relief camps in some 
of the Stales are also proposed to be moved 
to the Dandakaranya Project to fill up the 
vacancies caused by the departure of the 
families mentioned in (a) above. 

(c) For the present, arrangements have 
been made by the Government of India for 
the repatriation of only those persons who had 
crossed over into India after the 2Sth of 
March, 1971. The question of return of the 
migrants, who had come earlier, will be taken 
up with the Government of Bangla Desh at 
the appropriate time. It cannot, therefore, 
be said at this stage whether or not the 
refugees migrated and already settled would be 
acceptable to Bangla Desh. 

Closure of Hindu.stan Rubber Works, 
Calcutta 

2721. SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU :

to be still working. 

(b) The position regarding payment of 
contributions to the Employees State Insurance 
(ESI) and Provident Fund is reported to be as 
follows :— 

(/] Employees' State Insurance. The 
employer is reported to have paid to 
Employers Special Contribution up 
to September 1970 and Employees 
Contribution up to May 1970. Arre¬ 
ars of Employers Sepecial Contribu¬ 
tion beyond September 1970 up to 
December 1971 are reported to be 
Rs. 3,354 and arrears of Employees 
Contribution beyond May 1971 upto 
November 1971 arc about R$.890. 

(ii) Provident Fund. The establishment 
is reported to be in default by about 
Rs. 44,000 on account of provident 
fund contributions. 

(c) The establishment not having closed 
down, the question of take over of the manage¬ 
ment does not arise. 

Private Aut*>mobilcs Registered in Bangla 
Desh brought to West Bengal

(a) whether the Bangla Desh Mission in

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
(SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH) : (a) The 
Government of Bangladesh drew the attention 
of the Government of India to smuggling of 
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private cars from Bangladesh Into India in 
January and February, 1972. 

(b) ye.s Sir. The Indian Army autho* 
rities carried out an operation at that time as 
a result of which a number of such private 
cars were recovered and handed over to the 
I. G. of Police, Dacca, for restoration to the 
original owners. Since the withdrawal of the 
Indian Army from Bangladesh further progress 
has been made in checking unauthorised move¬ 
ment of private cars. Indian customs autho¬ 
rities are insisting on permits and identihca- 
lion of documents. The Bangladesh Govern¬ 
ment is also insisting that owners who take 
cars out of Bangladesh must first sign a bond 
that these cars will be taken back. 

Corruption in Bangla Desh ReBigee Camps 
in India 

2723. SHRI PRIVA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI : Will the Minister of LABOUR 
AND REHABILITATION be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether any report, either by the 
administration or by the public, has reached

(b) In respect of allegations relating to 
State Camps which were administered by the 
State Governments, the complaints were gene¬ 
rally referred to the State Rehabilitatoin autho¬ 
rities for enquiry and necessary remedial 
action. In respect of Central Camps, neces¬ 
sary departmental enquiries were undertaken 
by the Central Government agencies like, 
Director Genarai of Refugees or by the Cen¬ 
tra! Bureau of Investigation. As a result of 
such enquiries either departmental action was 
taken or cases were referred to the Police, 
wherever such action was warranted. 

Flouting of U.N. Resolutions by Sontfa 
Africa 

2724, DR. RANEN SEN : Will the 
biinistcr of EXTERNAL AFFAIRS be pleased 
to state : 


(a) whether the South African Govern¬ 
ment continues to flout all U. N. Resolutions 
on the trust territory of Namibia ; and 

(b) if so, whether Government propose 
any steps to be taken to compel the South 
African Government to comply with U. N. 
decisions in this respect ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
(SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH) : (a) Yes, 
Sir. 

(b) India has been an active participant 
in discussions on the issue in the United 
Nations Council for Namibia and the U. N. 
Committee on. Decolonisation and acts in 
close consultation and cooperation with African 
Asian and other countries in this matter. 

It is India’s view that the U.N. Security' 
Council shou'd act on the advisory opinion of 
the International Court of justice which con¬ 
siders South Africa’s presence in Namibia 
illegal. 

At a meeting of the Security Council last 
year, the Indian representative suggested that 
the Security Council by a formal declaration 
put the administration of Namibia under the 
Trusteeship Council, to be administered through 
the Council for Namibia. The Indian repre¬ 
sentative further stated that if South Africa 
refused to withdraw and hand over the ad¬ 
ministration of Namibia, economic and mili¬ 
tary sanctions could be considered ; the Coun¬ 
cil could then take necessary action to ensure 
South African withdrawal. 

Former Indian High Commissioner married 
and settled in Canada 

2725. SHRI VAYALAR RAVI : Will 
the Minister of EXTERNAL AFFAIRS be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether the former Indian High 
Commissioner in Canada had married and 
settled down in Canada as soon as he retried ;

J. N. Chai'dhuri, was allowed by Government 
to join McGill University in Canada as Visit¬ 
ing Professor for two years after the termina¬ 
tion of his assignment abroad in August, 1969. 
Government have no information about his 
marriage in Canada or about his having set¬ 
tled down in that couutry. 

(b) Retired Ambassadors, like other pri¬ 
vate citizens of India, are not debarred from 
marrying or settling down in foreign countries 
However, there have hardly been any such 
cases, and no problems have arisen in this 
matter. 
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Foreign Powers in Indian Ocean

Government is concerned over the pre¬ 
sence of naval forces of the Big Powers in the 
Indian Ocean. 

(b) Goverment has consistently main¬ 
tained that the Indian Ocean area should 
remain a zone of peace free from great power 
tensions and rivalries. Government policy on 
the subject has been already indicated in the 
President’s address to this Session of Parlia¬ 
ment. 

(c) Government have brought the terms 
of the Lusaka Declaration to the notice of the 
powers concerned. We have also been one of 
the co-sponsors of the U. N. General Assem¬ 
bly Resolution No. 2832(XXVI) of 1st Decem¬ 
ber 1971, calling on all powers to maintain 
the Indian Ocean area as a zone of peace.

(c) A detailed programme has been pre¬ 
pared to augment supplies by rail, road and 
river to enable completion of deliveries ahead 
of schedule.

They will also return to Bangladesh 
on their own. Suitable instructions have been 
issued to the concerned State Governments 
to ensure early return of these refugees. 

Output of Steel Ingots in Ronrkela Steel 
Plant

The 
Central Government and the State Govern¬ 
ment of Orissa have agreed to set up a cor¬ 
poration for the development of Sukhinda 
Nickel Deposits in District Cuttack, Orissa, 
with the former having 51% shares and latrer 
having 49% shares in it. The Nickel extrac¬ 
tion plant will have the capacity to produce 
4800 tonnes of Nickel powder, 200 tonnes of 
cobalt powder and 17,000 tonnes of Ammo¬ 
nium Sulphate fertilizer as bye-product per 
annum. Steps are being taken to undertake 
pilot seale tests before a detailed project report 
for the commercial exploitation of the deposit 
is drawn up. 

There is a similar proposal for a ioint 
venture between the Central Government and 
the State Government of Orissa regarding the 
lead deposits Sargipalli, Orissa. Before however 
a lead smelter based on these deposits is set 
up, it is necessary, <hat the detailed investi¬ 
gations of out by the the deposits which are 
being carried out by the Geological Survey of 
India are completed. This work is being atten¬ 
ded to.

we signed with the USSR "we hope that this 
Treaty will provide a pattern for similar 
treaties between India and other countries in 
this region. Such treaties between countries 
of this region would stabilise peace and 
strengthen their independence and sover¬ 
eignty.” 

Future Plans for Rehabilitation of 
Tibetan Refugees

KAR): A scheme for resettlement of 4000 
Tibetan refugees on 4000 acres of land in 
Cauvery Valley Settlement in Mysore State is 
being implemented in collaboration with 
foreign aid agencies operating through the 
Mysore Resettlement and Development 
Agency (MYRADA). 

The first phase of the scheme for rehabili¬ 
tation of Tibetan refugees on 1800 acres of 
land in Periapatna Taluka of Mysore District 
is nearing completion. The number of 
Tibetans settled in the first phase of the 
project is 1845. 

The State Government have released 2200 
acres of land at Sollepura in Hunsur taluka 
of Mysore District, The land is being 
reclaimed. It is expected that about 1300 
acres will be ready for sowing by the end of 
May, 1972. 763 Tibetan refugees, who arc 
living In a transit camp at the site will be 
moved to permanent houses which are at 
various stages of construction. More refugees 
will be sent to the settlement in batches. 
About 2200 Tibetan refugees will ul imately 
be settled in the second phase of the Project.

Delay in setting up of Salem Steel Plant 

2774. SHRI V. MAY A VAN ; Will the 
Minister of STEEL AND MINES be pleased 
to state ; 

(a) whether Tamil Nadu State has com¬ 
plained to the Centre in regard to the delay 
in setting up of Salam Steel Plant in that 
State and the Centre has blamed the State 
Covet ament;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES (SHRI

(c) There has been good progress on a 
number of preparatory steps. The Techno- 
economic Feasibility Report on the Salem 
Project was received from the Consultants in 
December, 1971 and it has been examined in 
detail and a final decision on the product-mix 
and technology would be taken soon. 

The area required for the plant and town¬ 
ship has been demarcated and land acquisition 
is being expedited by the Government of 
Tamil Nadu A sum of Rs. 40 lakhs was 
placed at the disposal of the State Government 
in 1971-72 for land acquisition and further 
allotment of funds would be made in 1972-73. 

The Government of Tamil Nadu have 
drawn up schemes for water supply to the 
Salem Steel Plant and township and these are 
under examination. 

Topographical survey has been completed 
by survey of Tndia and printed copies of the 
Contour maps have been supplied to the 
consultants. 

Decisions with regard to water supply 
during the construction stage have also been 
taken. A special power tariff has been 
negotiated with the State Government, as the 
Salem Steel Plant would be power intensive. 

The Railways have completed preliminary 
survey for the exchange yard and sidings. 

The Hindustan Steelworks Construction 
Limited have completed soil tests and plate 
bearing tests in respect of the plant area. 
They have also set up a base office at Salem. 

Plans and estimates for site levelling arc 
under preparation.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER OF 
URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Reported Closure of Factories in 
Kolhapur 

SHRI NIMBALKAR (Kolhapur) : I call 
the attention of the Minister of Industrial 
Development to the following matter of urgent 
public importance and request that he may 
make a statement thereon :— 

‘The repotted closure of 123 factories in 

Udyam Nagar, Kolhapur, Maharashtra. 

and the hardships resulting therefrom.’ 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT (SHRI MOINUL HAQUE 
CHOUDHURY) : Ministry of Industrial 
Development have not received any report 
regarding the closing down of 123 factories in 
Udyam Nagar, Kolhapur (Maharashtra) and 
the hardship resulting thereform. 

However, there are 67 small scale indust¬ 
rial units in K6lhapur. Of these 35 are 
engaged in the manufacture of oil engme- 
spares, repairs etc. In addition to these 
there are 3 other units, one in the large and 
2 in the medium scale, which are also engaged 
in the manufacture of diesel oil engines. 
Since the recession on 1969-70 the entire oil 
engine industry in Maharashtra is faced with 
a slump. With the gradual increase in the 
pace of Rural Electrification Programme 
which has contributed to the replacement of 
diesel oil engines, the situation partaining to 
this industry has got further aggravated. 

To overcome the crisis faced by the oil 
engine industry, the State Government have 
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[Shri Moinul Haque Choudhury] 

decided to undertake certain measures, the 
following being the important ones 

1. To grant loans through Maharashtra 
State Financial Corporation to the 
small scale industries engaged in the 
production of dieseal engine and 
ancillaries. 

2. To consider postponement of reco¬ 
very of loans by the Maharashtra 
State Financial Corporation from 
industries engaged in the manu¬ 
facture of diesel engines. 

3. To direct sale of diesel engines 
through the Co-operative Marketing 
Federation and Sale Purchase Union. 

4. To predominantly use Takavi loan 
for purchase of these engines in per- 
fcrence to other type of engines. 

The problem of this industry was also got 
surveyed by the Small Scale Industries Deve¬ 
lopment Organisation and a programme of 
diversification of their production suggested. 
A list of items which could be taken up for 
manufacture by these units with the existing 
machine or with the addition of some balan¬ 
cing machines was worked out and furnished 
to the State Government for their con.sidera- 
tion. Further 13 of the affected firms which 
have an export potential have been indenti- 
fied by the DC (SSI) in consultation with STC 
to export their products. Instructions have 
also been issued to all State Goveanments not 
to create any further capacities in this line 
of production. 

SHRI NIMBALKAR : With reference to 
the first part of the statement, I would like to 
quote a telegram I received yesterday when 
1 made an enquiry into this matter from the 
Engineering Association, Kolhapur and as 
far as 1 know, all these units are usually 
members of this Association. 

“Kolhapur engineering units facing heavy 

recession since last 2| years. 123 units 

completely closed, 200 units partially 

working, out of 450 units”. 

This recession has been goin.'pn for 2j years 
now, and the difficulties this i idustry has been 
facing are not unknown to the hon. Minister. 
1 myself have spoken to him once about it. 


About a year ago I was also associated 
with the preparation of a memorandum which 
we gave to the Chief Minister of Maharashtra. 
Only half-hearted efforts were made to get 
rid of this difficulty with the result that today 
nearly 20,000 people are without work in 
Kolhapur. 

The Minister has also said in his state¬ 
ment. 

“With the gradual increase in the pace of 
rural electrification programme which has 
contributed to the replacement of diesel 
oil engines, the situation pertaining to 
this industry has got further aggravated". 

It should have been foreseen in planning 
industrial development in the country that an 
industry like the diesel oil engine industry or 
oil engine industry was bound to become 
obsolete and redundant some day. For 
instance, in West Germany today, they do 
not pioduce a single oil engine and they 
import the very few they need. In view of 
this, it becomes our national duty to see that 
some way is found to help these people out 
of this difficulty, because at one time when 
we sorely needed these, they stood with us. 
It is now time the nation stood for them. 

Apart from the help the hon. Minister 
has kindly promised, I would ask certain 
questions. 

For instance, would he request on our 
behalf the Governments of the different States 
in our country who have imposed an embargo 
on oil engines from other States, to lift the 
embargo in the interests of national integra¬ 
tion ? Would the Government also p’cad 
for us with the Finance Minister that a 
moratorium cn tax be granted to these units ? 
Will he kindly see to it that engines up to 
111 h.p. are kept in future only for the small 
scale industries ? Would he examine the 
distribution of raw materials to these indust¬ 
ries, because, very often the raw mate¬ 
rial leaks out to other sources and then it is 
sold in the black market in any quantity at an 
exorbitant price, and it is the small scale 
industry that has to suffer ? Would be think 
of putting up a large public sector in Kolhapur 
which could fully utilise the foundries in 
Udham Nagar 7 Would he set up a Committee 
to look into the industrial potential of Kolha¬ 
pur area and in order to absorbhi'stilpltis 
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labour, and particularly the educated unemp¬ 
loyed, would he see to it that an aruminium 
factory is granted to Kolhapur because this 
is one of their birthrights ? Finally, 1 would 
like to tell the Minister that there is a big 
dilTerence between making promises and 
fkilfllling them ; particularly that is the case in 
Maharashtra, as far as Kolhapur is concerned, 
and therefore, would ht give us a guarantee 
that he would personally look into it and see 
that the Maharashtra Government implements 
whatever he proposes for Udyara Nagar and 
Kolhapur ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : 1 do not know about the telegram, 
but we took up this matter with the Mahrash- 
tra Government and we received a telegram 
from them also. They do not speak of any 
closure of any industry in Kolhapur, They 
also admit of a recession about which I also 
know. Actually speaking, the lion. Member 
is correct in saying that it was brought to my 
notice and, as a result thereof, we got the 
problem surveyed by the snrall scale indust¬ 
ries development organisation, A programme 
of diversification of produciion was suggested. 
This is the problem of every indus'ry. If 
there is a consumer preference or there is a 
shift in consumer preference, such a situation 
comes. We are eleciryfying the country, and 
the people arc taking to electrical engines. 
They would not lake to diesel engines. Those 
people should have diversified right in time. 
They did not do so. and thirefore, this 
problem has come. But I am not blaming 
them. We are prepared to help them, and 
therefore wc really sent a team and suggested 
to them a diver.ification programme which 
they can take up, and a list of such 
programmes was given to tlicm, as to what 
they could undertake with the existing machi¬ 
nery or a little balancing equipment, to which 
.also I have referred in my reply. 

As regards what had been done by the 
Maharashtra Govarnment, I has listed them. 
Now, the hon Member wants a guarantee 
that I should stand guarantee on behalf of 
the Maharashtra Government that they would 
do it. 1 have no reason to believe that the 
Maharashtra Government would not do what 
they are talking about. Normally, the Cent¬ 
ral Government would not stand guarantee to 
the commitment of a Slate Government ; it 
ir ncilhcr'fair to the State Government nor 
would I like to stand guarantee to it. But I 
w.mid like to bring to the notice of the State 
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Government that these measures about which 
they have spoken might kindly be given effect 
to. 

So far as the question of embargo is 
concerned, this embargo started with Maha¬ 
rashtra itself. The Maharashtra Govern¬ 
ment first started the embargo and said that 
oil engines or such kind of engines produced 
by other industries located in othar States 
should not be allowed to be used for loans 
given in Maharashtra State. Later. Andhra 
Pradesh and other States have put similar 
embargoes that they would not give toccavi 
loans to anybody if they go in for engines 
made in other Stales. Hence, 1 would submit 
that when a Slate enters into this kind of 
programme or treads into dangerous path, it 
should realise the consequences. I have full 
sympathy for the Kolhapur people and 
certainly I shall plead with tlie other State 
Governments. But how far they will give up 
tlicir interests, especially when their local 
industries themselves are passing through a 
difficult period. I cannot say. Because there 
is shift in consumption from one thing to 
another, I do not know how much that will 
be of help al.so. 

I can say to the hon. Member that upto 
10 HP is proposed to be reserved for small 
industries. There is a grey line between 10 
and 15 H.P. and wc arc considering whether 
that also should be reserved for small indust« 
rics. But I do not think that it will solve 
the present pioblem. As more and more 
rural electrification comes into effect, more 
and more oil engines would be in disservice. 

There were other suggestions, that the 
Finance Dep.utment should give a tax holi¬ 
day, that a public, sector factory should be 
set up at Kolhapur. 1 take note of the 
suggestions and wc shall keep them in mind. 

I do not sec the utility of setting up a 
committee because the .Small Scale Industries 
Development organisation had gone into it 
and they have suggested a course of action. 
Lot that be carried out. I feel that is the 
way it should be done. About raw materials, 
certainly if they go for diversification we 
shall give the help we can ; that is within our 
policy. 

SHRI B. R. KAVDE (Nasik) : There is 
a great difference between what the hon. 
Minister says and what the problem actually 
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is. The closure of the industry is not due to 
mismanagement, or lack of funds or shortage 
of material or due to labour, but there are 
some special reasons, and special remedial 
action should be taken. Not only this 
industry, but other industries are also depen¬ 
dent on this. Unless remedial action is taken, 
Maha Udyam nagar will become Nirudyam 
nagar. The loans cannot be repaid by the 
munufacturers. Sales tax and other taxes 
recovery is being made. So, it should be 
seen in this perspective also. Due to electri¬ 
fication, the demand for oil engines or diesel 
engines had become less. But there is also 
the ban by the other States also. So, the 
time has come to look at the whole matter 
at the State level. At least those engines 
which are lying idle will have to be taken over 
by the Government at the Centre. Or a 
request will have to be made by the 
Centre to the State Governments 
to utilise all these engines and also 

not to start oil engine factories. The measu¬ 
res taken by the Government so far arc 
inadequate. If you look to the statement 
you will find that the taccavi loan matter is 
there ; it is not related to the production of 
oil engines or diesel engines which have 
become a problem. Moreover loan has been 
advanced for collaboration in diesel engine 
manufacture. The sale has to be made 
through co-operative societies. All that is 
not going to solve the problem; it stands 
still. The measures taken by the Govern¬ 
ment are inadequate. For this purpose the 
Central Government will have to help the 
industry. He referred to the National Small 
Industries Corporation. Its role is one of 
liaison. It has to see that some contracts are 
being given by the Government. For example, 
if these arc purchased by the railways and 
other public sector industries where they are 
used, it will solve the problem to some extent. 
So, I request the hon. Minister to advise the 
National Small Industries Corporation on that 
behalf. 

Moreover, recovery of taxes like the sales 
tax should be suspended for a certain period, 
and I request the Hon. Minister to direct the 
authorities concerned. 

As I have already saia. ithe partial ban 
should be lifted, so that the stocks lying Idle 
may be exhausted. 


So, I want a reply from the hon. Minister 
for these questions, namely partial ban, 
suspension of the recovery of sales tax and 
ot/ier taxes and orders for the goods from 
the railways and other public sector industries. 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : I have already replied with regard 
to the ban question. The ban is somewhat 
like this. The State Governments have said 
that when a taccavi loan is given, one has to 
purchase the engine produced in the State, as 
the Maharashtra Government did earlier. I 
do not know how far they will agree to it, 
but we can take it up with them. 

With regard to the suspension of sales 
tax recovery, this is a State matter. We can 
draw their attention to it. 

So far as purchase by the public sector is 
concerned, when there is no need for oil 
engines, I do not know if it can be done, but 
certainly we can give preference to such 
purchase if we have to purchase them. But, 
as I have already said in my reply, we are 
exploring the possibilities of export of these 
items. Actually, a team consisting of the 
representatives of STC and SSIDO also 
visited Kolhapur to find out ways and means 
of boosting exports of this item. 

Further, I can tell the hon. Member that 
these units should go in for diversification, 
which is really the answer to the problem. 
This is a continuous problem in any country 
which is going in for industrialisation, because 
the consumer preferance will go on shifting 
from one item to another, with further 
advance in industrial technology. For 
example, we are now in the cycle age. I can 
say that after 10 to 15 years, the cycle units 
will have a problem as people go in for 
scooters. Similarly, after another IS to 20 
years, the scooter units will have a problem 
when people enter the automobile age, anJ 
the automobile units will face a similar 
problem when people go in for helicopters. 
Therefore, the whole problem has got to be 
solved through diversification. I would once 
again say that these short-term measures will 
not help. We have suggested to the Kolhapur 
industries that they should go in for diversi¬ 
fication. In doing so, if they want hire 
purchase loans from the National Small Indust¬ 
ries Corporation or from the State Govern¬ 
ment, these things can be sorted out. In 
fact, these things have been suggested already. 
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SHRI ANANTBAO PATIL (Khed) : The 
statement made by the hon. Minister is very 
disappointing and displeasing as far as the 
industries of Kolhapur are concerned. 

This problem mainly relates to the induS' 
tries in Kolhapur, but it also relates to a re¬ 
view of our industrial policy and its imple¬ 
mentation. The State Government and the 
Central Government are trying to shirk their 
resposibility and trying to shift it to the other. 

1 shall narrate the whole history, how it 
happened, in two or three minutes. The 
city of Kolhapur is a small one with a popu¬ 
lation of two lakhs. There is a part of it 
called Udyam Nagar which is housing nearly 
400 industrial units and engages nearly 20,000 
employees. Out of these 30 to 40 arc oil 
engine manufacturers. They are not big indus¬ 
trialists or capitalists like Kirloskars, Coopers, 
Tatas or Birlas. They are aitisans who work 
with their employees to manufacture these 
engines This is going on for the last 25 
years. The Minister in his reply has mentio¬ 
ned that during the last two or three years the 
oil engine industry in Maharashtra is faced 
with a slump. If that is the case, what have 
the Cen ral Government done during the last 
two and a half years to give iclief and assis¬ 
tance to this industry ? This is not a ques¬ 
tion peculiar to Kolhapur or Maharashtra. It 
is faced by the small-scale industry in Rajas¬ 
than, Punjab, Haryana and Delhi. The entire 
engineering industry is facing a slump 
consequent on recession. Many industrialists 
have closed down their units Kolhapur is well- 
known not only for its industries but also for 
art, agriculture and also its wrestlers. Why 
should the government play the role of mere 
helpless spectators svhen these industrial units 
are suiTering for the last two and a half years. 
The Minister in his statement said that the 
Slate Government have decided to grant loans 
through the Mahatashlra State Financial Cor¬ 
poration to the small scale industries engaged 
in the production of diesel engines and ancilla- 
rics, that there will be postponement in the 
recovery of loans by the Maharashtra State 
Pinancial Corporation from industries engaged 
in the manuf^acture of diesel engines. He 
also said that they have directed the sale of 
diesel engines through the co-operative Marke¬ 
ting Federation and Sale Purchase union and 
the predominant use of taccavi loan for pur¬ 
chase of these engines i n preference to other 
types of engines. 

Nearly three-fourths of the units are now 
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closed and engines worth lakhs of rupees are 
lying idle. It is all very easy to say that the 
manufacture should be stopped or phased out. 
Who is going to give them loans if there is no 
production of engines ? If there is no guaran¬ 
teed marketing facilities who is going to give 
loans to the manufacturers. Perhaps, the 
Minister is not aware that these small indus¬ 
tries have to compete with big industrialists 
like Kirloskars and Coopers in marketing. 
They have also not been given a chance to 
sell their products by putting some restriction 
on the large scale industry. 

The Minister spoke about diversification. 
The small-scale industry wanted diversification 
two years back. They were prepared to manu¬ 
facture scooters and scooterettes and other 
engineering goods. But the government did 
not pay any attention to their suggestions. 
Now, what type of assistance do the Central 
Government propose to give for diversification 
of production in these industries ? Secondly, 
would the Central Government suggest to the 
State Government to give some kind of pro¬ 
tection by having reservation for the oil engi¬ 
nes manufactured in the small-scale sector ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHAU- 
DHURY ; I do not know why 1 am misun¬ 
derstood on this point. I do not know why 
the application for licence for manufacture of 
scooters by the small-scale sector has been 
rejected. I am not aware of it. If it is spe¬ 
cifically brought to my notice, certainly I will 
look into it. 

So fat as diversification is concerned, it 
has been st'ggested to them. If they want to 
take it up, ail the help that is given to small- 
scale industries in this country, including loans 
and machinery which is given on loan, will 
be made available (o them. But to stick to 
these engines and to say. give facilities for 
selling an engine when there is no market for 
that, I have not understood. Wherefrom is 
that market to be created, whether the Central 
Government is pressed or whether the Maha¬ 
rashtra Government is pressed ? 

The big houses, like Kirloskars, have been 
named. Kirloskars themselves have stopped 
selling these engines They are faced with the 
same problem. They were going to retrench 
their people but instead of retrenching them 
and in order to keep these people, they have 
come forward with an application before us 
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saying that they should b; allowed to produce 
road rollers. They are themselves going in 
for diversification. Even a large house is not 
standing this competition. 

This is the call of time. On the one hand, 
this House says, electrify every village ; you 
cannot keep any village backward without 
electricity and, on tiie other hand, you say, 
keep the oil engine also running ; if necessary, 
pay for it—I do not understand this. There¬ 
fore I say, kindly advise them to diversify, 
Give them this advice ; tell them to 
modernise, to go with the time and with 
the demand of time. If that is done, we 
are prepared to give all help. That is why 
a team was sent. Advice was given to them. 
We cannot force the private industrialists to 
lake to something which they do not want to 
take to. It is for them to take to a thing. 
But 1 want to know who asked for a certain 
help and that help was denied. But if an 
argument is made wi'hoiP any basis, I cannot 
answer it. I would say. if such an applica¬ 
tion has been made and has not been viewed 
with sympathy, I am certainly prepared, as the 
Minister in charge of the department, to look 
into it, examine it and give direction to my 
officers that such cases should be looked into 
with sympathy and if need be preference 
should be given to them. This is my answer 
to the whole question. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR (Bhiwandi): The 
plight of the Kolhapur industry is very bad. 
Stocks ha\e piled up in the last three or four 
years. There is absolutely no demand in 
spite of taccavi loans to agriculturists by the 
Maharashtra Government. Under the cir¬ 
cumstances I entirely agree with tlic hon. 
Minister that diversification is the only way 
out. But Government must come forward, 
specially the development Commissincr for 
small scale industry, to find out what kind of 
diversification is possible. 

As far as I know, actually one unit has 
manufactured a scooterette and it was on the 
road for trial also. They had asked for per¬ 
mission to manufacture scooters and s.ooteret- 
tes in Kolhapur. Secondly, the National 
Small Industries Corporation supplied several 
items, ancillaries and auxiliaries, to the Direc¬ 
tor-General of Supplies anfl Disposals. May 
I know from the hon. Mt.Vster whether any 
special committee will be appointed to find 


out what parts can be manufactured in Kolha¬ 
pur area and supplied to the public sector 
undertakings as well as the DQS&D and other 
Government agencies ? If that can be done, 
I think, the difficulty can be solved. There 
are two problems. One is to dispose of the 
piled up Stocks and the second is to reduce 
the manufacture of oil engines. Therefore, 
reserve the entire manufacture of oil engines 
up to 15 horse power, as suggested by the hon. 
Minister, for the small-scale industry only. 
May I know from the hon. Minister whether 
the development commissioner for small-scale 
industry will appoint some committee and 
find out what diversification exactly can be 
undertaken in Kolhapur area ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE ClIOU- 
DHURY : I have already said in my reply 
that the Small-Scale Industries Directorate 
has already sent a (cam, has examined the 
problem and has given the list of items which 
could be made by these industries with their 
existing facilities or with a little more balanc¬ 
ing equipment. If hon. Members want to 
have the list, I can supply the list to them. If 
the engineering association is ready to supply 
me a iist of items wliieh they are prepared to 
make in addition to oil engines, certainly we 
will explore the possibili'y with all the Govern¬ 
ment of India organisations if they have a 
market for them. But so far as oil engine is 
concerned, there is no market. If there is a 
market, certainly, wo arc always giving prefer¬ 
ence to small-scale industrialists. The small- 
scale industrialists are in difficulty, not alone 
in Kolhapur, but all over the country so far 
as oil engine is concerned. A preference 
cannot be announced for Kolhapur alone in 
preference to other small-scale industrialists. 
It will have to be for all small-scale industri¬ 
alists who are producing oil engines. All w II 
have to be given to (iie same preference. Oti.y 
one area cannot be given a preference That 
will be neither legal nor ethical. 

SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN (Buldana) : If 
you exclude Bombay and Poona the rest of 
Maharashtra is industrially backward and 
Kolhapur is like an oasis in an industrial 
desert. This item is indicative of laxity in 
our Industrial Policy. 

The industry began suffering in the reces¬ 
sion of 1968-69 and even now, after 2i years, 
we are not able to find out ways and means of 
getting it out of the depression. I would like 
to ask some pointed questions in this matter. 
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The hon. Minister has said that a Com¬ 
mittee was sent to find out method of diver¬ 
sification of industry with the help of some 
new balancing machines. My question is 
whether the hon. Minister has found out that 
the industry have got the new balancing ma¬ 
chines and they have begun producing new 
items. Secondly, if there are export possibili¬ 
ties and if they have been investigated, I want 
to know whether these industries have begun 
exporting those things and, is not, what are 
the difficulties. 

SHRI MDINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DUURY : If they would have diversified, 
the question of closure would not have come. 
They are said to be closed because they are 
producing oil engines. Therefore, it is begging 
the same question. With regard to the ex¬ 
port, as 1 have said, we tried to export oil 
engines. For that, the S.T.C. have been 
requested and they are exploring the possibili¬ 
ties. Wherever there is possibility, they will 
try to help them. So far as diversification is 
concerned, I have no doubt that some of them 
have begun. The hon. Members themselves 
say that—there are 400 or 500 such industries 
—and according to them even if 100 and odd 
arc in difficulty, the others would have already 
taken to some other production.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : Sir, I 


want to draw your attention to a serious 
report that has appeared in the papers. The 
Chief Minister of Mad.hya Pradjsh, Shri P. C. 
Sethi, has made a serious allegation against 
Jana Sangh for having complicity with the 
USA. Embassy and also for having received 
money from them for the purpose of elections 
1 quote what he has said in the House in 
reply to the debate there : 

"...an ollicer of the American Consulate 
had visited this State during the elections 
and they had met some Jana Sangh candi¬ 
dates. In some places, they had tried to 
influence Muslim voters.” 

This is one of the extremely grave allega-s 
lions, I should say, against a party which haer 
been recognised by the Election Commissioner 
as a national party. For the security of the 
whole principle of our democracy and also the 
national solidarity, I wou'd request the Central 
Government to have a CBI inquiry into this 
type of serious allegation, (t would have been 
quite proper if this statem:nt would have been 
made by a Central Minister on the floor of 
the House, 1 want to draw the attention of 
the Ho.me Minister, He should come out 
with a statement on the basis of the allegations 
that have been made and whether any prima 
fjcie case was established by the Government 
of Madhy Pradesh. It is absolutely essential 
that the whole country should know whether 
there was complicity of the U.S. Consul, 
whether they tried to influence the election by 
offering money to a certain political party. 
Just a few days ago the CPM were accusing 
some political party of having complicity with 
KGB in West Bengal. These are the type of 
allegations made. If these charges are proved, 
I should say, they have no right to exist in 
this country as political parties—those who 
have foreign help, foreign connection and 
foreign money for the purpose of elections. 
I want to draw your attention to this because 
these allegations are of extremely gave 
nature. Therefore, the Minister concerned 
should come out with a statement .whether 
a prima facie case has been built up against 
Jan Sangh and if so, what are the bases of 
the prima facie case. The whole country 
must know about it.

(it) Alleged atrocities on Hari- 

JANS IN A VIILAGE IN PUNJAB 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE (Raja- 
pur) : With your permission, I rise to refer 
to a very important issue, of atrocities against 
llarijan men and women in the village Koule- 
majra, 24 kilometres from Patiala in Punjab. 
In this village there is almost “darkness at 
noon." In broad daylight Harijan peasants 
are prevented from going to the fields. They 
are not getting green fodder. The 
womcn-folk in the Harijan families in the 
village lock themselves up in their houses 
during day time so that they might not be 
subject to inhuman atrocities at the hands of 
political opponents. 

In this particular case, drunken men 
described as “Dare Devils” freely move about 
the village abusing and threatening the Mari- 
jans and their supporters. A few days back, 
these persons were led by the Sarpanch who 
used to carry fire-arms, In this connection I 
would like to quote an eye-witness report that 
has been actually given by the Hindustan 
Times Reporter in a very significant despatch 
on 6th April 1972 This despatch says : 

“When I went to this village some of the 
women not only sobbed and cried while 
narrating the incidents but even tremb¬ 
led at mid-day. Fear was writ large on 
the faces of the entire Harijan population 
nearly 55 families. There woes are the 
result of their having voted for the Cong¬ 
ress in the recent Assembly election. 
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The worst part is that most of the Police 
action is on paper in spite of the higher 
authorities. The aggressors have the capa¬ 
city to beg and buy impunity and bash 
and bully the weak. 

Finding that Harijans were favouring 
the Congress, the pro-Akali Jats led by 
the Sarpanch first struck on February 29. 
Armed with guns, they went to the house 
of Ram Saran to punish him by misbe¬ 
having with the womenfolk. The matter 
was reported to the Police but no eflFective 
steps were taken to check the repetition 
of these atrocities. 

Kouiemajra village and Julkan Police 
Station are the typical instances of the 
lot of the Harijans and the functioning of 
the Police Stations in the rural areas. 

The peasant proprietors treat the Hari¬ 
jans as serfs. There are scores of villa¬ 
gers in the Slate where the Harijans have 
been pressurised to work on low wages, 
in places like Shaheedgarh the Harijans 
were boycotted for months because they 
demanded high ter wages 

As the wheat harvesting season is 
approaching, tension is building up bet¬ 
ween the Harijans who want higher wages 
and the farmers”. 

Sir, this is the plight of the Harijans in 
India of Mahatma Gandhi and Dr. Ambedkar. 

Let the Government make a categorical 
statement on all these atrocities that have been 
inflicted on the Harijans of this village in 
the Punjab. I dm not at all concerned 
whether they are harassed because they have 
actually voted for the Congress. I have no 
sympathies for the policies of the Congress, 
but, even to Congressmen, I say : “We may 
disagree with what you say but we shall defend 
to the death your right to say it". This is 
the spirit of Voltaire that we would like every 
Party to adopt and in this spirit I have raised 
the issue. I would like the Government to 
make a categorical statement. Thanks to 
the Hindustan Times, they have brought out 
this story of agony. 

Sir, let me end my reference by saying 
that there are many people in this country 
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who feel that if there is Hindu-Muslim tension, 
the entire nation is rocked to its feet, but, 
when there are atrocities on the lower classes 
like the Harijans and the Backward Classes 
and the Scheduled Tribes in this country, 
the nation remains only a silent spectator to 
these atrocities against the Harijans and the 
Scheduled Tribes. Therefore, I demand that 
the Government come forward with a cate¬ 
gorical statement. Though there is no call 
attention motion on this subject and there is 
no obligation on the part of the Government 
to make a statement, on behalf of those who 
suffered these indignities, 1 categorically de¬ 
mand that at some stage let the Government 
make a statement on these atrocities that have 
been perpetrated by certain political sections 
in the Punjab. 

SHRI R. V. BADE (Khargone) : The

SHRIMATI M. GODFREY (Nominated- 
AngiO'Indians): I rise to support the Demands 
of the Ministry of Education. 

I had pointed out last year the housing 
facilities that should be given to the school 
children. I would like to stress that point 
again that our school buildings are no place 
where children could stay for such long hours, 
and I request the Government once more to 
take note of this. 

I will take up the Report for 1971-72. 
The Government of India has sanctioned a 
scheme for the appointment of 30,COO addi¬ 
tional Primary Teachers and 240 Assistant 
Inspectors 1 suggest that instead of these 
Assistant Inspectors, it is better that we have 
full-fledg.’d Inspectors who will do a better 
job. These inspectors are paid very meagrely 
and I suppose they just do the amount of 
work they are paid for. So, if we could get 
a few more inspectors who really go about 
and see the work that is being done in each 
of our schools I am sure we will be on the 
line of progress. It has also been stated in 
the report that these inspectors should go 
round and see that in each of the schools 
not only the children are working but the 
teachers are also doing their duty towards the 
children in all respects. 

In this report it has been pointed out 
that the government is providing midday 
meals to about 9 lakh school children. This, 
I think, is a very good project. But I would 
like to ask, and I would like the Minister to 
reply, what meals are being given to these 
children in the schools. Besides this, th^ 
also say that CARE-assisted school midday- 
meal programme is also operating and this 
covers about 11 laklis and over. If CARE 
organisation is providing midday meals to 
the children, I do not know what is happen¬ 
ing to the money that the government is 
spending.for the midday meals. Because. I 
i^ave gone round many schools in Andhra 
fradesh and I have noticed that these little 


children get two tiny biscuits as midday meal, 
or some kind of wheat Hour made into some¬ 
thing is given to them. When CARE is 
providing the midday meals for children, I 
do not know what is happening to the money 
that the government is spending for the 
midday meals. I do not think that the 
amount that government is giving for midday 
meals is being utilized for midday meals. 1 
would like a check to be made on that also. 

Besides,- government have opened work 
centres for the youth. This is a very good 
project to train the youth for the future in 
whatever profession they would like instead 
of stereotyped school education which our 
children are getting. I must say that our 
teachers are also giving parrot-like education 
to our children with the result that when 
they come out they are pushed into some sort 
of job by their parents, who are eager that 
they should do something for themselves, 
something good. Most of our children 
prove to be misfits in whichever jobs they 
are pushed iuto 1 would really like these 
work centres to be improved and their stand¬ 
ards raised so that they could give some sort 
of certificates to the boys and girls who seek 
employment after doing a sort of course in 
these work centres. 

Now that the government is spending 
huge amounts on these work centres, 1 would 
like to know what happens to the produce of 
these work centres, because they must be 
working on some machinery and must be 
producing something. These produce could 
be sold in the market and the proceeds used 
towards the recurring expenses of these 
centres instead of government meeting their 
recurring expenses. Suppose they teach 
carpentry or mechanical engineering. When 
the children are working they must be produ¬ 
cing something. The proceeds of the sale of 
these produce could be used for meeting the 
recurring expenses of these centres. 

One point struck roc when I was reading 
the Report and that is this. Desh Gitanjali 
is an excellent idea for strengthening the 
sense of national identity among our school 
children But I was surprised to read further 
on that some money has been sanctioned by 
the government for teachers who are teaching 
the singing of these national anthem and 
national songs. I do not think we should 
pay our teachers for teaching the national 
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anthem to our children. Everyone must 
know the national anthem and the teaching 
of it should be done as a part of the routine 
work, and this amount of money could be 
saved and used for other purposes instead of 
paying for special teachers to do teaching of 
national anthem. I do not think it would 
be right that the teachers should take pay¬ 
ment for teaching national anthem. Every¬ 
one of us must know the national anthem 
and we should all sing it with whatever voice 
we have got and the teachers should not be 
paid extra for inculcating this national spirit 
into our children It should come naturally 
and every school teacher should teach the 
children this. I do not think there should be 
any special teachers for organising this Desh 
Gitanjali. 

It is said that the Go\ernmcnt is giving 
assistance to voluntary cductional organisations 
in the field of school education in certain 
directions like science education and library 
facilities. It is quite a large amount that 
the Government is giving. The Fourth Plan 
alloc.ition for the scheme is Rs. 45 lakhs. I 
would like o ask the Minister whether this 
sum of Rs. 45 lakh.s is being distributed 
among the different States because, I know, 
when 1 was in Andhra Pradesh, I was reques¬ 
ting for over two years for just Rs. 1,000 for 
a library for a certain school and the Govern¬ 
ment said that they had no funds. That 
school, 1 know, is doing very good work. 
4,000 boys were going to benefit by it and it 
was a necessity there. Yet, the Government 
did not give it while I was there, with the 
result that the boys had to suffer. When 
Rs. 45 lakhs are briiig given for voluntary 
educational organisations, I think, the di^tri- 
bution should be examined and we should sec 
that those voluntary organisations, which 
are doing real good work, are assisted in 
some way or the other. 

It is very clear that the Government is in 
a mood to help these voluntary organisations 
but I am A cry sorry to say that particularly in 
Andhra Pradesh and, I think, in Madhya 
Pradesh they do not cs-cn give recognition to 
schools which tire teaching through other 
languages. For instance, it was very difficult 
for me to get a few shools recogni,sed —I do not 
think they are yet recognii because they 
were teaching through the medium of English. 
lUs a fundamental right whereby minorities 


are allowed to teach through their own 
mother tongue. If it is mother tongue of a 
minority of us, we will naturally teach through 
that mother tongue. I am sure, the Govern¬ 
ment roust recognise this and should give 
recognition to these schools which are doing 
a lot of good, 

I am told, the Government of Andhra 
Pradesh is checking on statistics and seeing 
the number of parents who are wanting their 
children to be educated through media other 
than Telugu. Last time also I stressed this 
and said that when a State teaches through 
the medium of its own regional language, we 
are putting these boys and girls in water-tight 
compartments when they find themselves 
strongers in their own country. Government 
is not able to provide them with jobs in 
Government service and they arc not able 
to sock employment outside their State. 
What is happening to these young boys and 
girls, who come out of schools teaching in the 
regional language, whether Tamil, Telugu, 
Marathi or some other language, is that they 
cannot get jobs in other .States ; they do not 
fit into companies because companies only want 
people knowing English or Hindi and then 
these boys are ro-iming about. That is what 
is causing indiscipline in schools and colleges. 

Besides, I think, in technology and science 
subjects our regional languages are not rich 
enough yet and the books produced in the 
regional languages arc not able to educate 
students in the college s'andard. They are 
not getting enough material supplied to them. 
The books produced are not as interesting 
as they expect them to be. I am sure, this 
also is contributing to the unrset and indiscip¬ 
line that we are finding in our schools and 
colleges because there is no regular standard. 
I would like the Centre to take this up and 
at least put some sort of a control on edu¬ 
cation in the States so that there will be one 
standard thioughout India and our boys and 
girls will find that the whole of India belongs 
to them and they can move from place to 
place. 

Finally, about the Sapru House Library. 
I was really surprised to hear that there is a 
proposal for breaking up the international 
library, which is really catering to the needs 
of so many foreign students and so ma.ny of 
our own students. Since we have got a 
monument of this kind in India, we should be 
proud about it. I hear that this is the third 
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in the world whidi is supplying books of all 
languages and on any topic. It is first in 
Asia and the building is so very good. I 
would really be sorry if it is shifted to some 
other place. I would request the Minister to 
look into this and give an answer to me in 
his reply. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND SOCIAL 
WELFARE (SHRI K. S. RAMASWAMY) : 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, we welcome most of 
the citicisms and suggestions made by hon. 
Members, But I cannot agree with Mr. Baru- 
pal who made a very sweeping remark that 
the money intended for social welfare is not 
spent for those people for whom it is intended. 
I emphatically deny it. We have got every 
check and counter-check to see that the money 
is properly spent. 

The Department of Social Welfare is con¬ 
cerned with the amelioration of the conditions 
of various under-privileged sections in our 
society, the Scheduled Castes and Tribes, 
woman and children and the handicapped 
people. The country has made very rapid 
progress economically and in other splieres due 
to various developmental activities. The 
benefit has reached the common people 
but for the backward classes of people 
some special programme has to be implemented. 

The framers of the Constitution had re¬ 
cognised this and they made some provisions 
to ensure that special treatment is given to the 
backward classes. Article 46 ettjoins on the 
State to promote educational and economic 
interests of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tri¬ 
bes and other weaker sections. Article 39(f) 
envisages protection of children and youth 
against exploitation. Article 41 speaks of the 
need for public assistance in cases of old-age, 
sickness and disablement and other such cases. 
Article 47 enjoins as a primary duty of the 
State to raise the level of nutrition and the 
standard of living of the people. 

The Department of Social Welfare is 
charged with the implementation of a large 
number of Directive Principles in the Consti¬ 
tution. It was said during the debate that 
much money has not been found for this De¬ 
partment. Somebody suggested that back¬ 
wardness should be treatd and fought out just 
as liberation of Bangladesh and that more 
money should be spent in this sphere. 


We have been spending a lot of money. 
We are also giving more and more provision 
in the various Five Year Plans. In the First 
Five Year Plan, only Rs. 26 crores were 
allotted and till the end of 1971, a sum of Rs. 
370 crores have been spent. During the 
Fourth Five Year Plan, a sum of Rs. 142 
crores has been provided under the Central 
sector and Rs, 185 crores under the ncn-Plan 
State sector. So, on the whole, we are spend- 
ine Rs. 327 crores for Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes in the Fourth Five Year 
Plan which is equal to the amount spent in 
all the privious three Five Year Plans, 

The most important thing that we are 
doing for the Welfare of Scheduled Castes and 
Tribes people is in the field of education. The 
education programme has really made a great 
impact. In 1931, the literacy rate for the 
Scheduled Castes was 1.9 per cent as against 
the general literacy rate of 9.5 per cent. 
This rose to 10.27 per cent for Scheduled 
Castes in 1961 against the general literacy 
rate of about 24 per cent. Thus, while in the 
case of general population, the literacy rose 
about three times, in the case of Scheduled 
Castes, it rose to Five times. As for the 
Scheduled Tribes, the literacy rate in 1931 was 
o7 percent and, in 1961, it was 8.54 per 
cent. And this literacy percentage rose to 12 
times. Thus in the case of Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes, the growth of literacy 
has been at a far greater pace than that of 
general population. 

In the post-matric education also, the 
improvement has been considerable. In 
1950-51 the number of scholarships awarded 
to Schedulad Caste students was 1,316. This 
number rose to 1,63,000 in 1971-72. In the 
case of Scheduled Tribes, the corresponding 
figures are 348 in 1950-51 and 32.000 in 1971- 
72. Thus the total number of scholarships in 
1971-72 is 2,00,000 and is expected to go up to 
2,25,000 in 1972-73. Thus theic are at present 
about 130 times as many Scheduled Caste 
students undergoing liighcr cducaiion as there 
were in 1950-51, while in the case of Scheduled 
Tribes, the number ha's gone up by about 
90 times. There has been a great 
demand for incresc in the quantum of scholar¬ 
ship with regard to post-matric education. 
This was considered at the highest level and 
it has been decided that, due to paucity of re¬ 
sources, instead of enlarging the quantum, it is 
belter to stick on to the number of people ; 
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otherwise, the number covered wiH be less and 
only a few people will be getting the benefit. 
At present scholarship is given to all Sche¬ 
duled Tribe people without any means or merit 
test, but with regard to Scheduled Caste people 
only means test is prescribed, i.e., if the 
monthly income of the parents is Rs. 500 and 
above, the student is not eligible for this scho¬ 
larship. To give encouragement to meritori¬ 
ous students who get about 60 per cent in the 
aggregate in the final examination, the main¬ 
tenance allowance has been enhanced ; they 
are eligible for 11 times of the maintenance 
scholarship. This year it has been decided to 
extend these educational benefits to neo-Bud¬ 
dhists— the Scheduled Caste people who arc 
converted to Buddhism. 

With regard to Scheduled Caste and Sche¬ 
duled Tribe girls,- the improvement in educa¬ 
tion is not so much as in the case of boys. 
To give them some fillip, in the Fourth Plan 
period we have set apart Rs. 2 crores for 
starting girls’ hostels—for both Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes ; and this year, 
about Rs. 30 lakhs have been provided for 
that. 

Some hon. members said that more Ash¬ 
ram schools should be started and the educa¬ 
tion should be based on some craft. There 
are at present 733 Ashram schools. We are 
spending more and more every year. In 1969- 
70, we spent about Rs 50 lakhs ; in 1970-71, 
we spent about Rs. 77 lakhs, and in 1971-72, 
about Rs. 113 lakhs. Wc are giving more and 
more aid to Ashram schools, and the educa¬ 
tion is meant for primary and middle class. 
We are teaching them some craft also—spin¬ 
ning weaving, embroidery and so on. 

There was a general criticism that the pro¬ 
gress with regard to allocation of houses is 
not good. Providing houses is the concern 
of the States and the Centre is giving aid to 
the States when they build houses for these 
people. But the Centre is directly giving grant 
to people engaged in unclean occupations for 
building houses. We give 65 per cent grant, 
and the 25 per cent has to be borne by them, 
by the beneficiaries, either by way of labour 
or by way of other materials. In 1969-70 we 
had built 3,068 houses given 307 house 
sites ; in 1970-71 1,249 hilises and 475 house 
sites were given to these people. 


Then there was a demand that more 
drinking water facilities should be given to 
these people This is a very urgent necessity 
and it is being done by the States and 1 am 
sure they will look into this matter. 

Then there was a criticism that the Child¬ 
rens* Nutrition Programme is not being imple¬ 
mented, that the Minister made a commit¬ 
ment but it is not being done. In the case of 
children, though the comprehensive national 
policy resolution has not yet been placed be¬ 
fore the House, we are implementing the 
programme in the case of the children. In 
this year, about Rs.30 lakhs have been set 
apart for providing relief to destitute children 
in the orphanages and we hevc launched upon 
a special nutrition programme intended for 
the children of 0-6 years of age. We have 
covered the whole country and this has made 
much progress, I can say. This is one of the 
programmes which have reached the target 
well in time. I will say, even in advance. 

In 1970-71 against a target of Rs. 6.80,000 
children, 6,55.0.':0 children were provided sup¬ 
plementary nutrition in tribal areas and city 
slums. In view of the good response to the 
programme, in 1971-72 the programme has 
been extended to 450 Tribal Development 
Blocks and to more than 200 cities for the 
benefit of the slum dwellers. In this program¬ 
me, during 1971-72 more than 20.53 lakh child¬ 
ren have been extended the benefits in more 
than 17,200 Centres. 

In the coming year we are going to ex¬ 
tend this programme for 30 lakhs children and 
Rs. 20 crores have been set apart for this 
purpose. Not only we are going to extend 
this programme to drought-aifccted areas but 
to nutritionally deficient pockets in the rurrl 
areas as well. 

1 want to reply to one or two criticisms. 
The hon. Member from Bastar said that some 
atrocities were committed in Bastar on some 
women and jobs are not given in the public 
sector industries to these people. The Home 
Ministry is also concerned with this and we 
are also looking into this matter and we will 
try to do whatever is possible to avoid this 
harassment. 

Much was said about untoucbability and 
that we have not been able to abolish untou- 
chabiiity. Untoucbability can be abolished 
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only by giving mor^ and more education to 
the people and especially, to the Scheduled 
Castes people and raising their status. Un> 
less that is done, untouchability will not go. 
The Education Minister has introduced a Bill, 
the Untouchabiliiies Offences Prevention Bill, 
which is providing stringent measures to efadi* 
cate untouchability either by practice or by 
preaching. 

I must say something about sports Mr. 
Chandrappan said that circus should be deve¬ 
loped. We were prepared to give any amount 
of encouragement to circus. Only, the circus 
profession is not coming. We have written 
to them, but they have not approached us. 

With regard to sports, we have done ex- 
ceilent work last year. We have sent many 
teams to foreign countries Many foreign 
troupes were here to play several games. In 
Cricket Tennis and Table Tennis our people have 
done very well. In the coming year, which is the 
Silver Jubilee Year of our Independence, we 
are going to have a mass youth rally in the 
capital as well as in the capitals of the States, 
and our programme is to follow it up in the 
coming years.

SlIRI R P ULAGANAMBI (Vellore) : 

I want only one clarification from the Minis¬ 
ter.

DR. KAILAS (Bombay South) : Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, while supporting the 
Demands for Grants for Education and Social 
Welfare, I wish to draw the attention of the 
lion. Minister of State Prof Narul Hasan, 
a devoted educationist of great eminence, 
Deputy Ministers, Shri Ramaswamy and Shri 
Vadav, to the concept of Education, as I see 

It. 

I wish to make a few suegestions. But, I 
have no doubt that the interests of Education 
and Social Welfare and Culture arc all safe in 
the hands of these three prominent social 
Workers and devoted educationists. 


What is our national policy on education ? 
Are we taking our education polices on right 
lines ? We were discussing in this House the 
other day the mid-term appraisal of the 
Fourth-Plan. We heard the speech of Mr. 
Subramaniam, the hon. Minister of Planning 
while initiating the discussion and also at the 
time of winding up of the debate. His speech 
and that of Mr. Mohan Dharia convinced us 
that the implementation of the Fourth Plan 
during the coming years will be quite successful 
and that the Fifth Plan to follow will be a 
revolutions one, so as to fulfil the aspirations 
of our people. In the same way, Dr. K. L. 
Rao has given us some revolutionary concepts 
and determination while he replied to the dis¬ 
cussion relating to the Demands for Grants of 
his Ministry. 

But, Sir, I do not understand what revolu¬ 
tionary measures arc being undertaken by 
Education Depaitment. When I read the 
whole report, I read some streetyped thing 
which is coming again and again and no 
changes have been suggested. We talk of 
national integration. We talk of secularism. 
We talk of socialism. But, until and unless 
these things come into practice nothing can 
be done. We need men for implementing our 
plans. And, as has been very rightly said by 
Seth Govind Das, vve are perhaps materialis¬ 
tically going up, but our character is not going 
up. 

For this, I wish to suggest that if four 
ronal universities arc started in four corners 
of our country, at Srinagar, at Kanyakumari, 
at Bhavnagar and at Guuhati, with common 
medium of instruction, common .syllabus, 
common curriculum, etc. perhaps they will 
be able to have the necessary impact on the 
minds of our people. 

For the last so many years Ministers after 
Ministeis of the Central Government have 
been saying that there .should be an All-India 
Educational Service. But the Slates are not 
replying to their letters or even those who 
have replied, have turned down this idea. 

We have the Llniversity of Delhi, the 
Jawaharlal Nehru University, the Aligarh 
Muslim University and the Banaras Hindu 
University and Visva-Bharati, and if these uni¬ 
versities arc linked together, we may be able 
to implement our ideas of democracy, socia¬ 
lism, national integration and secularism 
among the young people of our country. 
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We ta’k about discipline in the country. 
Unless and until the Minister himself frames 
the Fifth Five-year Plan and attaches impor¬ 
tance to the few suggestions which I have 
made here, and try to develop the sports, there 
will be no improvement I read in the report 
that we have got Centra] Schools all over the 
country. They are 132 in number. In the 
Fifth Plan. I feel that 1,000 Central Schools 
should be established. There will be the same 
medium of instruction, the same syllabus and 
curriculum and thus, we will be able to have 
integratation national coming about in our own 
time. 

Before I sit down, I wish to ask a few 
questions. 

First, how much grant has been given 
to the Central Sports Council during the year 
1970-71 ? Hou much grant has been given 
to the State Sports Councils during the same 
year ? When arc you going to create or for¬ 
mulate a Central Sports Council ? How much 
money have you sanctioned to Maharashtra. 
Rajasthan, Orissa and Tamilnadu to establish 
Rural Sports Centres for young non-students ? 
Why is the Education Minister not pressing on 
the State Governments to establish rural cen¬ 
tres as suggested in the Plan ? When is the 
Central Ministry going to construct at Raj- 
ghat, Delhi, an indoor stadium according to 
international specifications with a cycle track, 
for which Rs. 2.5 crores has already been 
included ? When is the project. Our India 
Project*, going to materialise ? Rs. 50 lakhs 
has been earmarked under this for inter-state 
students—Teacher camps. I would suggest 
that one or two such camps may be held in 
October-November, 1972-73 and 1973-74. 

I feel that if Central schools arc located 
all over the country and four Central universi¬ 
ties plus those universities which I have men¬ 
tioned earlier are established, the concept 
of "oneness” in the country, secularism and 
socialism will come into existence. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Now, Prof. 
Madhu Dandavate. He has only 3 minutes 
left over. What can he say in these three 
minutes ? 

PROF. MADHU DAl.DAVATE (Raja- 
pur) : You may please ^ apply Einstein's 
theory of relativity to time. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : He can have 
five minutes. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE : This 
debate provides us an opportunity to review 
the performance of our educational system and 
policies and also examine whether a revision of 
our educational perspectives and orientation 
is called for. 

Education has always been a process that 
touches individual as well as social planes. At 
the individual level, the educational process has 
been an agency to mould the attitude of mind 
and character, and at the social plane, it has 
always been the most effective agency and 
medium to bring about social transformation 
with the democratic consent of the people. 
With the growing pace of growing industria¬ 
lisation and its complex problems, the system 
of education has also been contributing to the 
process of national development. The study 
of humanities must always help in cultivating 
the temper of the alumni, widen the horizons 
of human action and thought, and on the other 
hand, the scientific subjects and science in 
general must help the alumni in building up a 
scientific temper and a frame of mind in which 
all the inhibitions and prejudices of a tradi¬ 
tion-bound society get completely dissolved. 

The problem today is how these aims which 
appear to be rather abstract are to be brought 
down to concrete realities by reformulation of 
certain policies and programmes in fhe field of 
education. No doubt, the educational policies 
are framed and implemented at various levels, 
but there must be some common motivation 
which must permeate all these layers so that 
uniformity of attitudes can be built up. 

Primary education forms one of the most 
important planks of our educational policy. 
There was a time when education was the 
exclusive preserve of privileged classes. With 
the new winds of change, we find that growing 
number of alumni drawn from the lower classes 
and strata of society are having the aspirations 
to get education. If we just look at the stu¬ 
pendous figures of those who are participating 
in the experiment of primary education, we 
find that in 1950-51 the numter of students at 
primary level was 191.5 lakhs, while in 1955- 
56 it was 251.7 lakhs, in 1960-61, it was 349.9 
lakhs, in 1965-66, it was 497.2 lakhs, in 1968- 
69 it was 541.6 lakhs, and the 1973-74 targets 
indicate 682.6 Iakh$. The very dimensions of 
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the primary educatioo reveal that the local 
authorities and local bodies will not be able to 
cope up with the growing problems of primary 
education. Therefore, it is necessary that in 
some form and at some stage, the Central 
Government steps into the picture. Of course, 
I am not suggesting centralisation, because I 
believe in decentralisation, and I do not want 
the powers of the local authorities to be taken 
over. If there is some trouble somewhere we 
are told that there roust be centralisation or 
nationalisation. That seems to be the general 
penacea for all the economic ills of society. If 
there is mismanagement of industry, there is 
a clamour that industry must be nationalised. 
Similarly, if there is student indiscipline and 
student unrest in my institution, I hope the 
protagonists of nationalisation would not say, 
“let us nationalise student indiscipline and 
student unrest.” At the same time, 1 would 
plead that there should be a more elTectivc 
intervention by the Centro in primary educa¬ 
tion with more grants and more allocation of 
funds without disrupting the authority of the 
local bodies in the States. 

A word about the fall in academic stand¬ 
ards and disparties in standards and facilities in 
schools conducted by different agencies. Wc have 
in our country a certain aristocratic schools with 
enviable standards and facilities. Unfortuna¬ 
tely, in some of these aristocratic schools’ a 
new class is emerging which has no concern 
fur what is happening in the field of social 
change. They have an aristocratic aloofness 
in society and they are building up a psycholo¬ 
gical and mental hostility to all forces of social 
change in the country. This will have to be 
eliminated and some sort of equality and uni¬ 
formity established in the educational stand¬ 
ards and facilities that are made available in 
different schools. 

Our present system of education is intrin¬ 
sically based on a “single-point entry” into 
educational institutions. I think this will have 
to be transformed so that we are able to have 
multiple-point entry system under which at 
any point in their lives those who have missed 
the opportunity to join educational institu¬ 
tions at an earlier stage can join part-time 
courses. Thus the gateways of education will 
have been thrown open to all at all ages. 

There i» diapaiity in education among 
hoys and girls. The Education Minister had 
^aid that in the 6-11 age group only 60 per 


cent of the girls come to school whereas in the 
case of boys it is 95 per cent. This must be 
rectified. 

Examination reforms are urgently called 
for. As a teacher, 1 can say without any fear 
of contradiction that our examination system 
today is nothing else but a meraorisationtest. 
It is just a gamble or a lottery. If the Finance 
Minister has imposed a new levy on lotteries 
I think today’s examination system deserves 
such an impost more than any other. 

The semester system must be introduced 
on a wider sale. More weightage must be 
given to work put in by the students in the 
course of the academic year. Radical reforms 
must be introduced in the syllabi. Methods 
of teaching in the field of history must be com¬ 
pletely changed. Today history is being 
taught with pride, passion and prejudice. 
There should be neither ‘Hinduisation’ of his¬ 
tory nor ’Muslimisation’ of it. There must be 
‘Indian’ touch to the teaching of Indian history. 
This is greatly needed today. But this cannot 
be brought about if the teachers are actuated 
by communal or caste prejudices. In the 
the existing curricula, mere scope should be 
given to the motivations of history, economic 
and social. 

I do not want to touch elaborately the pro¬ 
blem of the medium of instruction. Though 
the Minister of Education is in favour of the 
regional language as medium at the university 
level, 1 would suggest that in order to ensure 
inter-university mobility and communication, 
which is a great need in this age of expertlsa- 
tion, as far as possible Hindi should be made 
the uniform medium of instruction. In those 
States where there is hostility to Hindi, wc 
might permit English or the r^ional language 
as medium of instruction as an exception. In 
modern subjects in science and technology, 
language transforms itself into a non-language, 
through the medium of symbols and equations 
and therefore, it should not be difficult at all 
to implement this languase policy. 

I will conclude by saying that we should 
overhaul our machinery and build our educa¬ 
tional system by absorbing the best in experi¬ 
ments in educatioo in different parts of the 
world without losing moorings in our soil. In 
this, I think, we should be guided by 
what Mahatma Gandhi always used to say : 
T want the winds of ali cultures to blow freely, 
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about my house but not to be swept off my 
feci by any.”

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THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION, 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN) : Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker. Sir, first of all I should like to express 
my very deep sense of gratitude to many bon. 
Members who have made kind references to 
me personally. All that I can say is that all 
of us shall do our best to do something in 
the field of education, which will satisfy hon. 
Members. 

I will not deal in detail with points raised 
in connection with the Depattment of Social 
Welfare since most of these have already been 
discussed by my colleague, Shri Ramaswamy. 
I would, however. like to make this statement 
that I am myself extremely unhappy at the 
fact that even 25 years after independence 
the position of the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes is far from satisfactory. I 
am convinced that we have to devise some 
new strategy to deal with the situation. What 
has been done has yielded fruitful results and 
it should be continued, but wc should not 
become complacent and continue only with 
the same approach which we have done in 
the past. 

I will deal only with some of the points 
that have been raised by hon. Members. I 
am sorry, it will not be possible for me to 
deal with all the points in the short time at 
my disposal, but I shall be writing to hon. 
Members on those points which I cannot deal 
with but which ha .c a bearing on any speci¬ 
fic incident. 

Shri Onkar Lal Berwa referred to the 
condition of schools in Rajas'han which have 
no building or equipment ; Shri Jagannath 
Mishra referred to the position of education 
in Bihar ; Shri Bhattacharyya complained 
that some teachers in West Bengal were 
hiossed on the ground that they were sympa- 
thiitic to his party. Incidentally, in regard 
tn the last point I made inquiries from the 
State Government add 1 was told that only 
two incidents had come to the notice of the 
State Government, one of which was that 
st'mc unruly elements forced the headmaster 

a school to resign and the other was that 
some lowdy students were harassing the slafT 
*’'‘1 Students of Raja Ram Mohan Roy 


College. Both thette incidents are being 
inquired into by the State Government. 

I would only submit that I cannot possi¬ 
bly deal here with these observations about 
the specific problems of individual States 
because they relate to State Governments but 
so far as the general problems are concerned 
I will certainly draw the attention of the State 
Governments to matters of policy. 

The question of the revision of pay scales 
of Delhi teachers has been raised. As soon 
as this honourable House approves the 
Demands of my Ministry and of the Home 
Ministry, the Delhi Administration will be 
instructed to go ahead with the payment of the 
new pay scales. 

The question of confirmation of teachers 
working in Delhi schoo's has been raised. 
The Government of India have already sent 
instructions that all temporary teaching 
posts in Government schools, colleges and 
teachers training institutions where enrol¬ 
ment has stabilised should be converted into 
permanent ones provided that the temporary 
posts have been in existence for a period of 
at least three years and are required for work 
of a permanent nature. I shall try to see 
that this policy is implemented as expediti¬ 
ously as possible. 

Several hon. Members have referred to 
the question of the division of Sapru House 
Library. In this connection, I should like 
to clarify a point. Apparently, the infor¬ 
mation that has been conveyed to hon. Mem¬ 
bers is not quite accurate in certain respects. 
As far as the records of Education Ministry 
go, Prof. V K.R.V. Rao did not give any 
specific assurance that the Library would not 
be divided, nor was any official communi¬ 
cation conveying this decision sent to the 
authorities of the erstu'liile Indian School of 
International Studies. Similarly, the memo¬ 
randum which was submitted by 125 Members 
of Parliament in April, 1969, does not contain 
any reference to this Library. So, in these 
respects, the information given was not quite 
accurate. I may be permitted to point out 
that some hon. Members were kind to see me 
on March, 27 and had handed over to me a 
representation in which it was suggested that 
ways and means be found to ensure the 
compact character of Sapru House Library. 
I explained to them that this question had to 
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be settled by mutual discussion between the 
Indian Council of World Ahairs and the 
Jawaharial Nehru University, I assured the 
Members of Parliament that Government 
would consider favourably any proposal for 
‘assistance to implement an agreed decision of 
these two organisations. I also assured the 
Members that Government will favourably 
consider proposals to provide assistance for 
strengthening facilities in Sapru House Lib¬ 
rary in case the University decides to shift 
this collection to. the new campus. 

Then, Shri Chandrappan made a mention 
about decentralisation of the National Fitness 
Corps and the transfer of National Discipline 
Scheme instructors to the States. We have 
already requested the State Governments to 
take over the administration as well as the 
services of instructors in the States’ service. 
It is my understanding that the majority of 
the instructors will receive higher pay scales 
than they are at present drawing under the 
Central Government. In any case, we have 
assured that no one will get less pay and 
allowances than they are drawing now. I 
would also like to assure hon. Members 
that those who cannot be absorbed by the 
State Government for reasons other than the 
refusal of the instructors themselves to join 
the State Government service will be found 
alternative employment elsewhere and such 
personnel will not face any retrenchment. 

The hon. Member from Tamil Nadu was 
good enough to make a careful study of the 
Budget and point out that therj have been 
several shortfalls in expenditure. I am very 
glad that he has taken this trouble and it 
will be a matter of satisfaction to all of us in 
the Ministry of Education to keep on ensu¬ 
ring that in case we cannot increase the 
allocations, we should at least spend what is 
given to us. But last year, the hon. Members 
will recall, was rather an extra-ordinary year 
and all Ministries were required to reduce 
their expenditure and there was a general 
target of 5 per cent reduction. We had 
agreed to reduce expenditure by Rs. 2.35 
crores, and also to make an attempt to spend 
less in so far as the balance was concerned. 
There was, in all, a short-fall of Rs. 2.87 
crores in the expenditure of the Ministry. In 
addition to this, ther'was a saving of Rs. 
l.Sl crores under the kheme for educated 
unemployed which was taken up in the latter 


part of the year. In fact, formal sanctions 
could be sent to the State Governments only 
in October. Shri Anthony Reddy referred 
to this and asked why the provision for the 
appointment of 30,000 teachers was not utili¬ 
sed. I am happy to say that formal sanction 
letters for more than 30,000 teachers have 
been sent to the State Governments and I 
understand that most of these have since been 
appointed. The State. Governments took a 
little time to make these appointments and, 
therefore, the full allocation was not utilised. 

In regard to the savings under the Nation¬ 
al Council of Educational Research and 
Training, it was due partly to the economy 
measures which every organisation was called 
upon to elfect ; it was also because certain 
capital outlay had to be postponed for 
reasons I have discussed. Then the receipts 
of the National Council of Educational 
Research and Training had increased under 
the head ‘Safe of Books’. The grant requi¬ 
red from Government was consequently 
reduced in the last year. 

Shri Afxalpurkar pointed out that only 
37 per cent of the outlay on elementary edu¬ 
cation had been spent in the first three yean 
and wond'rcd how the remaining Rs. 147 
crores would be spent in the remaining twe 
years. Mr. Deputy-Speaker, I entirely share 
the anxiety of the hon. Member. My only 
submission is that the State Governments, 1 
hope, will now take more energetic steps to 
ensure that there is no further shortfall in 
expenditure on primary education. This i^ 
almost entirely a shortfall in the State sector. 

Shri Ulaganambi also made a reference 
to the 12 million dollar loan from U.S. AlC 
which was not fully utilised. What was 
actually utilised was 7.3 million dollars. The 
main reasons for not utilising the entire 
amount were two-fold. Firstly, there was a 
delay between the two Governments in finali¬ 
sing the terms and conditions of the loan, 
and during this period several institutions 
were getting their equipment from other 
sources. Secondly, the U.S. Government did 
not agree to give waiver for special types of 
proprietary items of equipment which were 
asked for by our universities and institutions 
because such a waiver was against their 
normal policy of purchase through open-bid 
tenders. On this point, I am sure, tfy 
friends from University Departments would 
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bear me out that, when very sophisticated 
equipment is needed, any Head of Depart* 
ment or any scientist would wish to have 
the specific equipment that he needs acquired. 
That specific equipment usually bears a 
proprietary name if it is produced in the 
United States and this caused a great deal of 
difficulty. Therefore, many of their useful 
items of equipment could not be acquired 
under this scheme. The terminal dates laid 
down by the U.S. for the disbursement of 
the loan were very rigid, and that was also 
one of the factors. 

Another specific point raised was about 
the teaching of regional languages in the 
Central Schools located in Tamil Nadu. The 
policy of the "Central Government is to give 
encouragement for the teaching of the various 
regional languages. It has been decided that 
where there arc twenty or more children 
demanding of a particular language, i e. the 
regional language of the State in which the 
school is situated, then such a teacher would 
be provided entirely at the expense of the 
Central Government itself. We would not 
demand any share in the expenditure. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY (Ni^ania- 
bad) ; There are so many schools in the 
States. Can’t they go and get instructions 
there ? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN : According 
to the information available, out of 8 schools 
in Tamil Nadu, 6 schools are already teaching 
Tamil language. 

In regard to the International Institute of 
Tamil Studies, I had myself had a discussion 
with the Education Minister of Tamil Nadu and 
I had stated this, that out of a sum of Rs. 1 
crore which has been made available to Tamil 
Nadu for writing of books in Tamil, if a 
proposal were to be sent to me for the utili¬ 
sation of a portion of this amount, for finan¬ 
cing development programmes of this Institute, 
we would be able to consider this. 

There have been several other points, but, 
I think there is very little time. So, I will 
pass over some of the points and write to the 
Members or speak to them at some other 
time, 

Shrl Sulaiman Sait referred to the Aligarh 
Muslim University Bill. As the hon. Members 


are aware, in the list of business drawn up for 
the current session, the Aligarh Muslim Uni* 
versity Bill has already been included. I 
would like to state that the Government have 
no intension of changing the existing character 
of the Aligarh Muslim University. 

In regard to the question of Patna Univer¬ 
sity to which Shri Ram Avtar Shastri made a 
pointed reference, I would like to say that 
the question of takine over of the Patna Uni¬ 
versity is linked to the general question which 
has been discussed, about the establishment of 
Central Universities in every State or, as the 
hon. Member, Dr. Kailas wanted, four univer¬ 
sities at the four corners of the country. This 
matter was discussed by the Central Advisory 
Board of Education which had recommended 
that there should be a Central University in 
every State. No decision has yet been taken 
and the proposal is really still under conside¬ 
ration, if I may say so... 

DR. KAILAS Please say sympathetic 
consideration. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN : The hon. 
Member knows my personal views but 1 should 
not express my personal views on this occa¬ 
sion at least. 
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PROF. s. NURUL HASAN : Shri Jag- 
annath Mishra referred to the question of 
establishing another University in Bihar with 
head-quarters at Dharbanga and some other 
hon. Members also referred to the Mithila 
University. Now, this matter is under the 
consideration of the University Grants Com¬ 
mission which has appointed a Committee 
which has submitted its report. When the 
Commission has made up its mind, it will 
advise the State Governments and after that 
further action will be taken. 

SHRI PILOO MODY tGodhra) : And 
then the State Government will make up its 
mind... 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN It has to 
be a State Government decision. 

Some hon. Members made a plea for the 
expansion of the Library Movement. I en¬ 
dorse that plea. I am happy to inform the 
House that one of the import.ant activities 
which we have decided to organise is the Raja 
Ram Mohan Ray Library Foundation. J hope 
that this particular Foundation would be the 
first beginnings of a very widespread National 
Library Movement. I think that the National 
Committee for celebrating the bicentenary of 
Raja Ram Mohan Ray has taken a very im¬ 
portant decision, as this is one of the best ways 
of celebrating the bicentenary of a person who 
always fought for enlightenment and for the 
spread of knowledge. 

A specific question was raised regarding 
Kendriya Vidyalaya, Kotah. Just to put the 
record straight, it is not 70 per cent who are 
children of non-Central Government employees 
but 50 per cent. It is half and half. 

Regarding the other points. I shall deal 
with them separately. But, I would like to 
crave your indulgence to say something about 
the question of unemployment among the Pe¬ 
troleum engineers of the Indian School of 
Mines, Dhanbad, because, several Hon. Mem¬ 
bers have made a reference to it, and it is a 
very important question. 

The degree course in Petroleum Engineer¬ 
ing at the Indian School of Mines, Dhanbad. 
was started in 1957. Till the year 1970, the 
School proddbed 201 gr. duates in the subject, 
out of which ONGC employed 146, that is, 
about 73 per cent and the other employees are. 


Oil India Ltd., Indian Oil Company, etc. 
Some graduates have also gone abroad for 
higher studies. In September, 1971, this 
school produced 18 graduates. Since then we 
have been making every effort with the ONGC 
and other organisations to find some gainful 
employment for these Petroleum engineers. 

The ONGC has informed us that as soon 
as its new proposals for the expansion of dril¬ 
ling operations are sanctioned, suitable em¬ 
ployment will be provided to as many of these 
new graduates as possible. 

A special committee under the chairman¬ 
ship of Shri K. D. Malaviya is preparing a 
long-term perspective plan for ONGC. We 
are awaiting the report of this committee to 
be able to fix up these new graduates in sui¬ 
table positions. 

The Minister of State for Planning Shri 
Mohan Oharia has made a categoric statement 
that within 2 years all technically qualified 
persons will be provided with employment. 
We have also taken up this question with the 
Union Public Service Commission. We have 
recommended that Petroleum Engineering De¬ 
gree may be regarded as an approved qualifi¬ 
cation for the Combined Engineering Service.s, 
for recruitment to the course of Assistant 
Drilling Engineers in the Geological Survey { 
of India. 

There is certain degree of misunderstand¬ 
ing regarding the nature of this course. After 
this point was raised in the House, I have 
again had the syllabus of this course carefully 
examined. It is a specialised course in pet¬ 
roleum drilling and petroleum reservoir engi¬ 
neering, and therefore, for those posts where a 
basic knowledge of electrical and machanical 
engineering or of chemical engineering is re¬ 
quired, these persons are not found to be enti¬ 
rely suitable. We are examining the question 
whether these graduates could also be useful 
for other types of engineering work for which 
their training is adequate. In connection with 
a calling-attcntion-notice on the same subject 
in the other House, I have already given an 
assurance, which I would like to repeat, that 
I shall do all that lies in my power to ensure 
that these very well qualified persons are pro-, 
vided with suitable employment as soon as 
possible. 

A reference was made to harmful text* 
books by several hon. Members. The Natio- 
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nal Council for Educational Research and 
Training undertook a review of school text¬ 
books. So far, 100 books have been reviewed 
and reports of 10 States have been sent, and 
I am glad to say, they have been implemented 
by the States concerned. It is a very big 
undertaking and it could not have been taken 
up by NCERT without the full co-operation 
of the States. Three independent reviews of 
each book were obtained and placed before 
committees which assessed the reviews and 
then made their recommendations. I wish to 
express on this occasion my thanks to all 
those who have taken the trouble of serving 
on these committees and for the excellent 
work that they have done, and I would also 
like to express my appreciation of the co-ope¬ 
ration given by the State Governments. This 
is a continuing scheme, and I hope* that we 
shall be ensuring that the type of litera'ure 
which creates hatred among ditferent sections 
of our people is eliminated from the text¬ 
books. 

Regarding capitation fee, the policy of the 
All India Council of Technical Education and 
of the UGC is very clear. Such institutions 
arc not entitled to receive any grants either 
from the All India Council of Technical Edu¬ 
cation or from the UGC. I am. however, 
unable to accept a suggestion that such insti¬ 
tutions be taken over. The reason is that 
all those who want to create difficulties will 
set up an institution, charge capitation fee and 
then immediately there would be a demand 
that such institutions be taken over. This 
would mean a totally unplanned development 
of technical education. I am all in favour of 
a more planned approach to this. 

SHRIC. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Telli- 
cherry) : I think the hon. Minister had in 
mind the medical college at Alleppey when he 
was referring to that point. The students are 
in no way responsible for the charging of the 
capitation fee. Somehow, the college came 
into being. The students were not responsible 
for it. Now, the students are being punished 
for somebody else’s fault. I hope Govern¬ 
ment will have a more sympathetic considera¬ 
tion in the mattpr of solving the problem of 
the students, whether by take-over or by 
some other means. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN : I have 
always sampathies for students, But the 


point I was trying to make may please be kept 
in view by hon. members. 

The need for the promotion of Sanskrit 
and other classical languages has been rightly 
emphasised by hon. members. Many hon. 
members might have had occasion to attend 
the International Sanskrit Conference held 
recently here. I am very glad that at least 
this evening I see in front of me Prof. V.K.R.V. 
Rao whose brain child it was but who unfortu¬ 
nately did not find it possible to attend the 
conferentw. I am also glad to inform the 
House that we are actively engaged in drawing 
up a scheme of teaching of Sanskrit at school 
and university level through new methods of 
teaching languages, through the language 
laboratory techniques. 

SHRI R. BALAKRISHNA PILLAI 
(Moveiikara) : What about the Alleppey 
Medical College ? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN : When the 
hon. member raised this question, be knew 
that the Education Ministry did not have 
anything to do with medical colleges, and 
therefore I could not give a specific reply to 
the difficulty he pointed out. When the 
Demands of the Health Ministry arc taken 
up, he is welcome to raise it and get an answer 
from my colleague, the Minister of Health. 

I would draw attention to the national 
policy on education which gives importance to 
the teaching of Sanskrit. 

SHR! R. BALAKRISHNA PILLAI : The 
question asked about the Medical college was 
whether Government would be prepared 
to take over an institution whose affiiirs are 
being mismanaged. 

PROF. S. ’ NURUL HASAN : I have 
explained it. I do not want a situation to be 
created whereby any one decides to establish 
an institution where none need be established, 
mismanage it and then claim that Govern¬ 
ment should take it over, because if planned 
development is to take place, Government 
must decide where a new institution is to be 
opened and at which point of time, what 
should be the intake in that particular insti¬ 
tution and so on. 

The idea that studies in Sanskrit, Prakrit 
and Pali should be jointly promoted is valuable 
and 1 will be glad to explore it. 
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Very important points of a general nature 
were raised and 1 am grateful to hon. members 
for having raised them ; One is the need for 
having a uniform structure and system of 
education throughout the whole country The 
national policy resolution has emphasised it. 

I hope it will be possible to take this point 
up. 

The need to reduce illiteracy and to 
provide free and universal primary education 
has been stressed by several members. 1 
hope they will use all their influence with 
State Governments in implementing a policy 
which the Union Government is going to 
draw up very soon for expanding primary 
education and for removing illiteracy. 

I am avoiding any reference to higher 
education because the various proposals which 
we have worked out will have to be first 
considered by the University Grants Commis¬ 
sion and by the Inter-University Board. 
This exercise has not taken place and there¬ 
fore it is best that I do not speak it at this 
stage. Some is the case with the reform of 
the examination system. I entirely agree—and 
have said so earlier in the House - that the 
present system of examination is most unsati.s- 
factory and I would like it to be modified 
and changed drastically. 

The hon. Members were rightly critical 
of the fact that so many important committ¬ 
ees and commissions have given reports 
on the system of education, but many of 
them have not been implemented. We would 
like to implement as many of those recomen- 
dations as we can, within the framework of 
our constitutional powers. 

Sir, I would like to say a few words about 
our broad thinking on the question of edu¬ 
cation. As hon. Members are aware, the 
Prime Minister has been emphasising the 
need for a reorganisation of our educational 
system. Even during the period of crisis 
last year and even during her foreign tours, 
she did not forget the urgency of the task of 
educational reconstruction. She has further 
emphasised the fact that education should 
help society to achieve the basic objectives 
that the Indian people have placed before 
themselves. The particular point needs care¬ 
ful consideration. A 


First of all, there are two articles in the 
Directive Principles of State Policy which have 
to be implemented. I am referring to article 
45 which refers to the provision of educational 
facilities for child'^n up to the age of 14 
years, and to the provision of opportunities 
for higher and technical education being made 
available to those sections of society including 
those which are backward ; ihis is article 41. 

Secondly, education must contribute, as 
hon. Members have rightly pointed out, to the 
development of the student's personality and 
equipment to face the challenge of fast¬ 
changing world by developing the intellectual 
apparatus and by inculcating in him the 
values of self-reliance and social commitment. 

It should promote secularism, national inegra- 
tion, a« humane and rational ouIo)k in 
accordance with our national culture and ethos, 
it should lead to the development of a scienii- 
fle temper. Education should be relevant 
to the needs of development and should 
materially contribute to it. This means that 
education should be looked upon as a total 
process and not merely confined to those who 
happen to be in schools or colleges at a given 
moment. An integrated approach is neces¬ 
sary. This involves changing the primary 
school pattern as well as well as the secondary 
and higher secondary school pattern, so that 
the school is simultaneously the centre of 
youth activities of those who are not techni¬ 
cally wlioletime students, that it provides 
opportunities for out-of-school part-time 
education for self-study ; that it is a centre 
of culture and of science ; it is a centre of 
national service and of social service and it 
provides opportunities for physical develop¬ 
ment, rural sports and also entertainment for 
the people. These various ideas have been 
stressed by experts in our own country and 
in different parts of the world. But we have 
not yet taken up seriously the question of 
making the school the centre of the commu¬ 
nity or of all the various youth activities. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : Would 
it not be better for your Ministry to under¬ 
take two or three pilot projects of this nature 
somewhere as an experiment and see how 
your philosophy caii be translated ? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN : Pilot pro¬ 
jects are needed only where the dimensions 
of any activity which is sought to be under¬ 
taken are not known. Our thinking ia that 
if model schools are to be set up in the 
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country in different parts, then the whole 
idea will reach the different parts of the 
country and it would be an evolving process 
whereby education would be taken nearer to 
the life of the community and would not lead 
to increasing class distinctions but would take 
our young people towards the objectives which 
we have {Interruptions) Hon. Mem¬ 

ber is perhaps not aware of the fact that none 
of the ideas I have stated are entirely new 
and it is not pilot projects that we need. We 
shall be having a number of model schools 
where these will be implemented so that 
these could grow fairly soon and in a short 
time could cover the whole country. 

The question of simultaneous facilities 
being provided to those who are already in 
schools and those who are out of schools was 
referred to by Shri Daodavatc. I agree with 
him that education should not be confined 
only to those who happen to reach a school 
at a given age and that even those who have 
not had the opportunity of proper schooling 
should be enabled at a subsequent day to 
imbibe and acquire education-..(/n/errM/Jt/ortS') 

I hope it will be possible for us to deal with 
this question. It is a question of catering to 
the needs of a large number of people wanting 
higher education and also maintaining the 
high standards of education and changing the 
content of education, raising the standard and 
improving the curriculum and making it more 
relevant to the existing needs as well as brin¬ 
ging them in line with international develop¬ 
ment. This means that new techniques of 
education have to be employed along with 
new forms and I hope that very soon it will 
be possible for us to put forward before the 
House and the country certain proposals which 
if accepted by the Central Advisory Board of 
education and the University Grants Commis¬ 
sion will make some difference to the recons¬ 
truction of education. 

16 hrs. 

SHRI R. P. ULAGANAMBI : Yesterday 
I pointed out that the amount allotted to 
culture is not fully utilised, and I suggested 
that the amount might be given to the State 
Governments for the purpose of looking after 
ancient monuments, archaeological sites and 
remains etc. He has not replied to that. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN : I gave one 
®Pcci6c example showing how on several 

occasions my boi*- fncQds try to convert 


every issue into a Centre versus State issue. 
On many occasions his own party and his 
own leadership have gone against technical 
expert of his own State, It is not a question 
m rely of the Centre versus the States. Certain 
proposals have to be considered by experts, 
by specialists, and therefore, it is no use 
saying that If we hand over everything to the 
State Government, it will be all right. I wish, 
knowing how certain subjects have progressed 
in his State, he would feel the need for 
change and improvement rather than saying 
that everything should be handed over to the 
Slate and then things will be solved. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE : All 
sections of the House have raised the issue 
of maintaining the integrity of the Sapru 
House Library. The former Minister of 
Education, Dr. V. K. R. V. Rao had also 
expressed himself in favour of maintaining the 
integrity of the Library. Let him say some¬ 
thing. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER He cannot 
meet every point. 

I put Cut Motions Nos. 5 to 8 and 11 to 
22 to the House. 

Cut Motiens Nos. 5 and 8 and 11 to 22 
were put and negatived. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I put all the 
other Cut Motions to the House, 

All the other Cut Motions were also 
put and negatived 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The ques¬ 
tion is : 

“That the respective sums not exceeding 
the amounts shown in the fourth column 
of the order paper be granted to the Presi¬ 
dent td complete the sums necessary to 
defray the changes that will come in course 
of payment during the year ending the 
31st day of March, 1973, in respect of 
the heads of demands entered in the 
second column thereof against Demands 
Nos. 6 to 8 and 106 relating to the Minis¬ 
try of Education and Social Welfare.” 

The motion was adopted. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The question is: 
“That the respective sums not exceeding 
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of the order paper be granted to the 
President to complete the sums neces¬ 
sary to defray the charges that will come 
in course of payment during the year 
ending the 31st day of March, 1973, in 
respect of the heads of demands entered 
in the second column thereof against 
Demands Nos. 93 and 94 relating to the 
Department of Culture.” 

The motion was adopted.

SHRI S. P. BHATTACHARYYA (Ulube- 
ria) : Sir, speaking on the Department of 
Science and Technology I should say that I 
have visited some of the research institutions 
and I have seen that the workers are working 
seriously. They are happy that they can do 
something for the development of our coun¬ 
try in the field of research work. 

16.08 hrs. 

[Smri K N. Tiwary in the Chair] 

Particularly in the field of agriculture re¬ 
search in the matter of new seeds, dwarfed 
varieties of paddy and wheat have been evol¬ 
ved to have higher production. They want 
the country to be benefited by this research. 
But unfortunely, only 10 per cent of the peo¬ 
ple can get the benefit of the research work. 
The condition of our country is such and the 
social relations in our country are such that 
90 per cent of the people cannot get the bene¬ 
fit of it. The position is getting worse after 
the green revolution. The rich are getting 
richer and poor poorer and the disparity is 
increasing. This must be appreciated by the 
Ministry and remedial mersures taken. 

Coming to the Geological Survey of India 
at present it is under the control of the De¬ 
partment of Mines and Metals. It is only 
proper that that organisation should also come 
under this Department of Science and Tech¬ 
nology so that the entire research in all the 
fields can be coordinated. 

At a time when our technologists are 
remaining idle there are some instances where 
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foreign collaboration is permitted under which 
foreign experts are coming to our country and 
doing things which we can do ourselves. If 
it is possible to do something in our country 
we should never permit any foreign collabora¬ 
tion. In fact, there are some cases where we 
are getting second-hand machines under colla¬ 
boration agreements. This should also stop. 
We cannot afford to remain backward when 
we have to compete with other countries in the 
field of export. We should know that the 
imperialists still continue to follow their neo¬ 
colonial policies so that wc cannot come up 
and compete with them in the foreign markets. 
That is why they are giving us cither second¬ 
hand or out-dated machinery. When we are 
thinking of sell-sufficiency we should be care¬ 
ful about these things. 

There is a national instruments factory in 
Calcutta. This is a good concern established 
during the period of the British rule. Now it 
is not functioning well. It used to manufac¬ 
ture thermometers but suddenly it stopped 
production of thermometers, for reasons known 
only to it. Since it is a government concern 
our authorities should see to it that it deve¬ 
lops such things and ensures that all the loop¬ 
holes are closed. 

Finally, I should say that with our natural 
resources and manpower, including technical 
manpower, wc can do away with our present 
poverty and unemployment. We can do this 
if science and technology are properly applied 
and if we do away with the hurdles created 
by foreign imperialist interests, monopoly in¬ 
terests and big landholding interests, It will 
not require much time but it requires the guts, 
the capacity and the strength of the Govern¬ 
ment to do it. I want to see whether this 
Government is bold enough to do this or not 
and solve our problems. 

DR. V. K. R, VARADARAJA RAO (Bcll- 
ary) : Mr. Chairman, Sir. I am very glad 
that at long last this country has now a de¬ 
partment and a ministry that will be wholly 
devoting itself to the growth of science and 
technology in this country and to the full uti¬ 
lisation of science and technology for both the 
economic and the social and intellectual deve¬ 
lopment of this country. I think, the step 
which has been taken is a step in the right 
direction and I should like to congratulate the 
Government on starting this new department 
and new ministry. . \ 


By the very nature of things it is not possi¬ 
ble to talk of what the department has been 
doing. As has been pointed out in the report 
which has been circulated to Members of 
Parliament, the department itself is still in a 
state of infancy and I understand that it has 
not yet been able to find a permanent habita¬ 
tion for itself nor has it been able to recruit 
all the staff which it requires and which is 
necessary for its functioning. Therefore, it 
would not be appropriate on my part to com¬ 
ment on the functioning of the department 
excepting to say that even within this very 
limited time for which it has been in existence, 
from the report that 1 read this morning I 
find that there is sufficient—I would even say 
evidence of the fact that there is dynamism 
behind this ministry. Of course, I do not like 
the appointment of so many committees. I 
must say that quite frankly. I find, there are 
21 committees and each committee has got 
more committees of committees, sub-summit- 
tees aud so on. But that apart, I find that 
already eight grops were specifically asked by 
the Minister, in connection with the defence 
emergency which came last year, to look into 
the problems where they could make effective 
use of science and technology and the report 
contains their activities. This docs give one 
the confidence that the active involvement of 
science and technology, not a theoretical or 
just an ideological involvement but the active 
involvement of science and technology, in con- 
create problems does stimulate their thinking 
and will in due course lead to solving some 
of the various problems with which the econo¬ 
my is faced. 

Having said that, I should like to say 
something about two major organisations for 
which the department furnishes the secretariat 
and .hrough which the department proposes to 
function. This is something quite new. 1 do 
not think there is a parallel to it in any 
other ministry of this Government, where the 
ministry does not function merely through its 
own officials nor does it propose to have, I 
hope, a large number of officials who are 
whole-time officers in the Ministry. The 
Ministry is going to service two important 
bodies. One is the National Committee on 
Science and Technology and the other is the 
National Committee on Environmental Plan¬ 
ning and Coordination, which is really environ¬ 
ment and ecology. I think, it is a good 
thing because these Committees are constituted 
almost wholly of non-officials and men of 
expertise in their own respective fields. They 
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have been fairly and squarely charged with 
the task of identifying the problems that need 
attention and of suggesting concrete methods 
for the purpose of bringing about coordina¬ 
tion and integrated attack on the problems 
that fall wiihin their purview. They have 
been promised ministerial and Government 
support for any projects that they want to 
undertake. 

I do not expect results tomorrow. I 
think, the Committee on Environment will 
take a long time indeed because that is a very 
difficult subject which has not yet been tackled 
in any adequate measure even in most deve¬ 
loped countries. 1 think, it is a good thing 
that we have started doing it that way. Com¬ 
ing to the National Committee on Science and 
Technology, there again, I am not so sure 
when I look at all the committees and sub¬ 
committees that have been constituted and I 
do not know how soon they will be able to 
really make an impact. 1 hope that they will 
be able to make an impact by the time of the 
Fifth Plan. I do not know whether they will 
make an immediate impact. But I have no 
doubt that these arc two essential infra-struc¬ 
tures that the country require in order to give 
full steam to the infra-structure which has 
already been created in this country by 
way of science laboratories, national 
institutions of higher education in science and 
technology. 

I would like to say a word more before I 
go on to make what, I hope are constructive 
suggestions and that is that I want to point 
that we have already in this country, in our 
institutions ot higher education, an integration 
of science and technology. We have got five 
higher institutes of technology. The first be¬ 
gan as an institute of engineering and, gradu¬ 
ally, they said, that we must have science for 
the purpose of seeing that the engineers are 
taught science in the engineering colleges. 
Now, in a number of those institutions, science 
departments have developed to an extent that 
they command international respect in their 
own right. 

Here, I may refer to the oldest institution 
in this country, the Indian Institute of Science 
and Technology, Bangalore, on which Parlia¬ 
ment is represented—I think, 1 am not being 
parochial—the Members of Parliament sit on 
the Council of the Indian Institute of Science 
and Technology which is sought to bring to¬ 


gether science and technology. What I would 
like to ask the hon. Minister is to find out 
how these institutions are really bringing to¬ 
gether science and technology. Is there 
anything like an inter-disciplinary approach to 
problems in these institutions where both tech¬ 
nologists and engineers make their contribu¬ 
tions ? Or do they • function as water-tight 
compartments, each eminent in its own right, 
in its own expertise, and so on, but not really 
coming together, not really pooling talents for 
the purpose of having what I may call an 
integrated approach in science and technology 
to solve the developmental problems facing 
the country ? 

This is one question which I should like 
to ask the hon. Minister. Of course, he may 
turn round and ask—thank God, you are in 
the chair—“What did yo i do when you were 
the Minister of Education ?” I think, I do 
not have to answer that question since. I 
am sure, my hon. friend will not put that 
question to me. I have no doubt in my mind, 
with whatever little experience I have in the 
field of education, that science and technology 
go together. You cannot separate them and 
keep them in two water-tight compartments. 
It is not enough to have an integrated course 
where you have some little science and some 
little technology and you produce a B.Sc. in 
science and technology. The solution is to 
sec that there are problems in which both 
scientists and technologists are equally invol¬ 
ved and they function together and follow 
what is known as an intcr-disciplinary approa¬ 
ch to these problems. 

I would like to find out what is being 
done in this matter. I would go to the length 
of sugge.5ting to the hon. Minister that it may 
be worth while having some kind of a small 
seminar—not a huge .seminar, inaugurations, 
photographs 'in Vigyan Bhavan and all that— 
a kind of working seminar without any fanfare 
or publicity where you can get together both 
scientists and technologists, actually, in the 
same institution. For example, the University 
of Bombay has a Department of Science and a 
Department of Technology. Several other 
universities have got departments of science 
and departments of technology. The Banaras 
Hindu University has got a Department of 
Science and a Department of Technology. 
Similary, the Aligarh Muslim University has 
got a Department of Science and a Depart¬ 
ment of Technology and so on. I think, it will 
be better to take institutions where there 
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are both science and technology and get these 
people together and ask them, ‘Are you work¬ 
ing together ; if not. what are your problems ? 
I think, the hon Minister will find, if he con¬ 
ducts such an enquiry, that they say, ‘Nobody 
has given us problems ; we have got no pro¬ 
blem : unless we arc given problems wc can¬ 
not come together. ‘The best way for an 
inter-disciplinary work is to work with con¬ 
crete problems and not merely hold seminars 
or have discussions how science is important 
for technology and how technology is impor¬ 
tant for science. This is, therefore, one con¬ 
crete suggestion that I want to place before 
the hon. Minister for his consideration. 

Then the second thing that I want to 
suggest is this. This really follows from what 
I have said so far. Much more thinking needs 
to be done—I do not say that a committee 
or a sub committee should be appointed, but 
much more thinking needs to be done on the 
apparatus, the techniqe, the methodology, for 
bringing science and technology together. 
The creation of a department by itself does 
not help, though it does emphasise the coun¬ 
try’s interest in biinging them together. But 
what is the technique, what is the methodology 
how do we have teams of scientists and tech¬ 
nologists coming together what are the kinds 
of fields where they can come together ? There 
are certain fields in science where there will 
be no question of associnted technology. 
Similarly, there arc certain fields in techno¬ 
logy where there is no association-of science ; 
and such cases are less here than in the for¬ 
mer. Bnt what is the methodology of bring¬ 
ing science and techn)logy together ? Some 
kind of white paper or blue paper or whatever 
is the colour of the paper, some kind of a 
paper indicating expert thinking of the Govern¬ 
ment on the methodology of bringing science 
and techttology in operational terms should be 
made available. Perhaps some of us who are 
interested in the subject would like to discuss 
it with the Minister if such a paper becomes 
available. 

I DOW come to the question of personnel 
policy. I am very glad, I am delighted, that 
in several places in the Report, frequent 
reference are made to the personnel policy for 
scientists. 1 think, it is very important. 
One of the greatest mistakes that we have 
made, if I may say so, in onr, government per¬ 
sonnel policy is largely to apply the same 


kinds of principles for technical personnel for 
scientific personnel, for expert personnel as 
we apply to the administrative personnel. I 
am not merely talking of the question of 
UPSC recruitment or non-UPSC recruitment. 
That problem at always there. But that is 
not the only problem. The problem is how 
do you keep a scientist uptodate, how do you 
keep a technologist uptodate, how do you 
keep him in a position to have dialogue with 
other people who are uptodate. If you appoint 
an Assistant Technological officer or a scienti¬ 
fic officer or educational officer, then he be¬ 
comes a deputy or joint and finally ends up 
with it. During a period of 20 or 2S years, he 
had merely remained as a frog in the well with 
hardly any inflow or outflow, in a stagnant 
pool. I think, this is something which, if not 
rectified will not make the policy the hon. Minis¬ 
ter has in mind, the Government has in mind, 
eflcctive at all. I would like him to consider 
this very seriously and not merely the question 
recruitment through UPSC or Pxpert Selection 
Committee. It is much more important to 
consider the question : should wc not have an 
inflow of talent from outside talent from the 
universities, talent from the laboratories, tale¬ 
nts from science institutions, not on a perma¬ 
nent basis, but coming for a period of time and 
then going back to their own research activi¬ 
ties and similarly those working as technical 
petsons in the Ministry or its organisations 
going to the universities and coming back. I 
think, this inflow and outflow is the only 
method that I ean think of by which it would 
be possible to keep science and technology 
uptodate and effective instead of making it a 
part of Government. I would also like to point 
out regarding the question of personnel policy 
that we should not bureaucratise them. Do 
not bring them under the umbrella of Mini¬ 
stry, even if you call them committees and all 
that Do not make everybody feel that he is 
obliged to Government, he is a part of Govern¬ 
ment in some remote kind of way. Govern¬ 
ment is a very good thing. But I think, it is 
also important to see that people can remain 
in their Universities, can remain in their 
research institutions and still feel that they 
have got the facilities to update their know¬ 
ledge and be in touch with scientists abroad. I 
have suggested and I would like to suggest 
again for the Minister’s consideration some 
system by which a few people, eminent people, 
in different Universities or research institutions 
or Institutes of Technology, can be named and 
they could be told. ‘Go and spend a year 
abroad’ not for this particular Conference Of 
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particular seminar, but ‘Go and spend a year 
abroad, meet your compeers, talk to them, 
come back and report to us all what you have 
seen*. Don’t only rely on the Scientific 
Attaches or Engineering Attaches or Cultural 
Attaches. They are all good men. I am not 
against them. From the very nature of the 
case, they will not be delivered by your eminent 
men. If they are given one month or two 
months every year for the purpose of going 
abroad, they can select their own country, 
they can select the people they want to meet. 
The only condition that you may impose on 
them is that when they come back, they 
should submit reports to the Government as 
to what they have seen and what they would 
like to happen in this country. 

I won't take more time now. 1 was a 
little touched when I read about the National 
Plan for Science & Technology as to what does 
it mean ? You have a National Plan for 
Science, and Technology that is different from 
the Five Year Plan. Can we have a plan for 
Science and Technology by itself ? I think, this 
is a subject if I may say so to the hon. Mini¬ 
ster. on which there has not been sufficient 
public elucidation. The Ministry itself is very 
articulate. 1 think I should suggest to him 
that he should take some opportunity cither in 
this House or elsewhere, to spell out what 
precisely is meant by the National Plan for 
Science & Technology. 

One thing I found in this report was the 
expression "to intensify the inputs of scientific 
and technological knowledge and expertise in 
socio-economic planning.” That means some¬ 
thing. That is something which reduces my 
apprehension a bit Bui, I would like to say 
that essentially the Plan is intended to meet 
certain requirements of the community, the 
scientists and the technologists come in in 
order to say : Can these requirements be met 
at lower costs ? Can these requirements be 
met without importing foreign commodi¬ 
ties ? Can these requirements be 
met by increasing the exports of this country ? 
Can these requirements be met by planting 
them in backward regions through appropriate 
scientific and technological application of 
expertise ? In other words, if I may say so, 
without any reflection on the eminence of the 
profession to which in a very very remote way 
I also sometimes claim to belong that I am a 
social scientist, I would say that it is important 
that these scientists in the whole field of 
scientific research should be linked to the 
concrete problems. When we say ‘Plan’, don’t 


make it a separate plan. 1 know and in all 
these Committees, I am told, there is somebody 
from the Planning Commission sitting on it. 
Who is sitting on the Committees ? May 
be some junior officer, because there are so 
many committees. The Planning Commission 
has got, I think, about four or five Members 
one of whom is the Minister. Therefore, it 
is very important that before the National 
Committee there has to be a plan. Will they 
have a framework of what the Minister wants 
or the Planning Commission wants, rather ideas 
of what he wants in what backward regions 
you want to locate the industry, what are the 
commodities and crops where you want to 
increase the production, what are the import 
substitutes that you want, what are the exports 
that you want you want to promote ? Concrete 
questions - 8, 9, 10 or 11. If the Planning 
Commission asks, then the National Commit¬ 
tee on Science & Technology can draw up a 
plan for Science and Technology which is in¬ 
tended to answer these questions and deal 
with these problems, rather than start it ab 
initio. We shall try to formulate a plan on 
science and technology like that. 

I think, I have spoken at much greater 
length than I should have. I would like to 
welcome the propo.sed formation of a Science 
and Research Council for starting basic science 
research because in all this, in our concern 
with the economic development and practical 
work and so on and .so forth, sometimes, we 
forget that at the root of all practical work 
lies the theory and basic research needs supple¬ 
menting. 

I would al.so like to congratulate 
the Ministry and the Government of India 
for accepting the recommendations of the 
Second Part of the Sarkar Committee which 
has made very good alterations in the structure 
of the GSIR. I am glad for the first time 
neither the Prime Minister nor the Cabinet 
Minister in charge is put in the kind of posi¬ 
tion in which they were put in the previous 
years. The Director-General (s now made 
the statutory Chairman of the Board, much 
more domestic government has now been given 
to the CSIR than it was before. I have no 
doubt in my mind that it is bound to produce 
results before long. 

1 would like to conclude, Mr. Chairman, 
by expressing my hope that this new Depart¬ 
ment that has been established and the kind 
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of new ideas that are being thrown about in 
the wind, will produce results. I, Sir, have 
been a student for quite a long time and I 
hope I continue to be a student, noth’ 3 
distresses me more than the problem of how 
to solve the problem of our poverty. No 
amount of mere social change, instiiutional 
change, taxation, etc. is going to help it. It is 
only science and technology that can solve the 
problem of Indian poverty. Of course, many 
other things are required. But, unless science 
and technology is actively, emotionally, and 
dedicatedly involved in the matter, you are 
not going to solve the problem of poverty. 

I hope and trust that the new department 
which is being started under the dynamic 
leadership of the Planning Minister will fullil 
the hopes and aspirations which many of us 
entertain about what science and techriology 
can do, to solve the practical problems of 
economic distress and poverty in this country. 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; Shri Indrajit Gupta. 

THIi MlNISTIiR OF PLANNING AND 
MINISTER OF DEPARTMENT OF 
SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY { SHRI 
C. SUPRAMANIAM ) : Can you speak 
tomorrow 7 I have to go to reply to the 
Planning Debate in the other Hou.se. I would 
like to hear when you speak. Three hours 
were allotted; two hours only will be over 
today. It will be carried over tomorrow also, 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : If you per¬ 
mit me to speak fir.st tomorrow that will be 
better because I have to go away... 

SHRI C SUBRAMANIAM : You can 
be the first speaker. Only if you don’t mind 
otherwise, I will read your speech; but that 
won’t be effective, 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : I have only 
6 or 7 minutes time to speak. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : There is one dan¬ 
ger, that is, that it may collapse today, be¬ 
cause there are very few speakers. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM : All right. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : There is a fear- 
altbough I don’t think so—that Ij may collapse. 


SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Aliporc) : 
My friend Dr. V.K R.V, Rao towards the 
end of his speech, made some observations 
about what he considered to be the Science 
and Technology Plan of the Government but 
I think his remarks-if I may say so—to be a 
bit premature, because, the Report which we 
have been given, itself carries the heading 
“Towards a Science and Technology Plan.” 

So the Governtnent itself does not claim 
that it has the Plan as yet. It is only moving 
towards a Science and Technology Plan, How 
it proposes to move is what it has tried to 
explain in this report. 

That is why I would like to begin by say¬ 
ing that it is really quite a sad commentary 
on the state of our scientific and technological 
development in terms of planning, that only 
after four general Five-year Plans, we are 
really trying to come to grips with the question 
of having an integrated plan for Science and 
Technology also 

Sir, now of course, everybody swears by 
the slogan of self-reliance because it has 
become a very pressing and acute problem 
indeed for national survival. But the fact 
remains that all these years whatever scientific 
institutions and national laboratories we have 
in the country—there are quite a good number 
of them—have been allowed to function more 
or less, if I may say so, outside the general 
overall planning proce.ss. So, this is the real 
trouble—not that we have not got good 
laboratories or competent and dedicated 
scientists. We have. But the real trouble has 
been that this Scientific Research has remained 
isolated from the overall planning process. 
The result is that these laboratories, institutes 
and the directors of these institutions have 
more or less been left to go on their own way 
according to their own plans, if I may say so, 
and this has led to frustration among many 
scientists especially the younger ones who 
did not feel that they are working for any 
clear-cut objective which is in the national 
interest and has also created a somewhat 
unhealthy atmosphere in many of these labora¬ 
tories, based not on considerations of the natio¬ 
nal requirements, but on other subjective consi¬ 
derations. and partly this has also been respon¬ 
sible for what we popularly call the 'brain drain' 
with many of these scientists not having the 
enthusiasm to work here and looking for 
pastures abroad. It is certainly overdue but 
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nevertheless now welcome that a separate 
department has been set up and an attempt 
made. We cannot assess it at this stage, 
perhaps another year will have to pass before 
we can assess what exactly they are doing in 
this field. An attempt h^s been made to 
make up for this lack or deficiency which has 
been there all along and for which we have 
paid very dearly. I may point out that all 
these questions which cannot be gone into in 
details here have been discussed in the second 
part of the Sarkar Committee’s report, the 
committee of inquiry which went info the 
CSIR matters, of which I had also the privilege 
of being a member. I am really surprised, I 
suppose it may be due to oversight, but I do 
not find in this report even an acknowledg¬ 
ment anywhere, even a formal acknowledg¬ 
ment of the work done by the Sarkar Com¬ 
mittee. I am not aware of whether all the 
recommondations have been accepted or not. 

1 was surprised to hear Dr. V.K.R.V. Rao 
saying that he was very happy that the 
recommendations had been accepted. Perhaps, 
he has more inside knowledge than 1 have. 
But at least we have not been formally told 
about it yet, and wc arc very anxious to know ; 
when the hon. Minister replies to the debate 
I hope he will tell us what the position is, 
because specific recommendations have been 
made by the Sarkar Committee precisely in 
an attempt to tackle these problems and 
maladies which have been besetting our 
scientific research work. Of course, 1 do not 
share the view that just by developing science 
and technology we can get out of the present 
crisis in our industry and economy, because 
that is something which is connected. I am 
afraid, with the whole economic and industrial 
structure, and if I may say so, I feel that the 
present economic and industrial structure of 
this country is hostile to the development of 
self-reliance in the proper sense of the 
term. 

Most of the industrial capacity in this 
country as also industrial activity is still largely 
foreign-oriented in its technology and equip¬ 
ment. There is a cra7c not only among Indian 
private entrepreneurs and Indian businessmen, 
but if I may say so, there is also a craze 
among the people who run our public Mctor 
for what is known as foreign know-how and 
foreign technology. As a corollary to this, 
Indian science and Indian technology have 
remained backward and barren, not because 
they lack in competent people or lack in very 
good laboratories and institutiofts. The import 


of finished goods, which sentiment in this 
country may resent has been stopped or cut 
down to a very great extent, but it has been 
replaced by the import of foreign technology, 
components, equipment and expertise, of 
which, I am afraid, the public at large knows 
very little because what is going on is not 
revealed to them. Thus, we find an Indian 
businessman saying that became of the gap 
between levels of foreign technology and 
domestic technology, he has no other alterna¬ 
tive but to go in for foreign collaboration, if 
he has to survive... 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godlira) : Govern¬ 
ment say that. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : This is what 
has led in a vicious circle to the present 
stale of affairs. Therefore, I do not think 
that simply by framing a science and 
technology plan, we shall be able to break 
out of this deadlock and really make some 
accelerated advance on the path of self-reliance, 
unless the entire attitude, psychology and out¬ 
look which dominates our present economic 
and industrial policy is also changed. 

I am very glad that the National 
Committee on Science and Tcchoology has 
been set up with commendable speed, because 
I think that this was the principal recommen¬ 
dation of the Sarkar Committee ; in so many 
words at least, a bare acknowledgment should 
have been there ; it is not that I am claiming 
that the Sarkar Committee alone had thought 
of this idea. Many other people had thought 
of it or something like this, namely of having 
an apex body, and had suggested it to our 
committee when appearing before us. But 
the fact remains that it has emanated from 
the committee as positive specific major 
recommendation which was supposed to get 
top priority and which has been accepted by 
Government, about which 1 am very glad. 

How is this plan going to be integra¬ 
ted with the other plans for licensing, import, 
production and so on ? It cannot work in 
isolation from those plans. This is what /s 
worrying me a lot because the attitude to 
foreign knowhow which must be changed if 
indigenous knowhow is to be properly encou¬ 
raged, is persisting in other fields dealing with 
foreign trade, industry, import policy and so 
on. and is not changing at all. If these arc 
going to be mutually contradictory, I am 
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alraid science and technology will again find 
themselves frustrated. 

While we were working in the Committee, 
we were told by innumerable witnesses surp* 
rising things. Nobody was able to give us 
a complete list even of the items imported 
into the country from abroad ; they said it is 
impossible, such a list cannot be prepared. 
Then how are you going to bring about import 
substitution ? Many processes have been 
developed in our laboratories which nobody 
is willing to take up for commercial production. 
Yet we find that those very same components, 
things which have been produced, are being 
imported and are being used even in public 
sector undertakings, on the basis of a licence. 

Such contradictions are rampant in the 
whole structure. Therefore, this plan will 
have no meaning unless Government as a 
whole, all the departments and Ministries as 
a whole, get together, collaborate and make 
a determined bid to maximise the use of 
domestic technology to replace foreign techno¬ 
logy wherever it is not absolutely essential. 

The recommendations made by the Sarkar 
Committee on this point are very clear. 
These arc extremely modest recommendations. 
I cannot read them in full. But 1 will quote 
a few. 

“The licensing machinery of the Govern¬ 
ment should be used as an effective 
instrument for promotion utilisation of 
indigenous research”. 

What is going to be done about this ? 

"Foreign collaboration should, as far as 
possible, be restricted to outright purchase 
of knowhow without any obligation to 
purchase the related design engineering or 
the entire plant from abroad if available 
in India”. 

What is going to be done about this ? 

“Industry should be permitted to import 
knowhow only if it agrees to invest suffi¬ 
cient funds either in its own R & D 
units or in research laboratories in the 
country". 

What is going to be dop^ about all these 
things ? . \ 


Normally, we find that tha utilisation of 
processes developed in the CSIR laboratories 
is also very unsatisfactory. In the latest 
report given to us, the abridged report of the 
CSIR, even they say : reviewing the work of 
the year ; 1971 : 

“99 processes were released to industry 
during the year bringing the total number 
of processes/products released for commer¬ 
cial utilisation to 491. Out of these, 229 
processes are reported to be utilised”. 

Even from out of the 491 processes released 
by the CSIR from the very beginning for 
commercial utilisation, only 229 are being 
utilised. 

Actually, what is the machinery, structure 
or institution which is going to bring together 
research in the laboratory and the actual 
production line in the factory ? There is a 
gap here. We could not answer this question. 
We do not know whether the NRDC can 
fulfil this role adequately. Some link has to 
be forged ; otherwise, much of this research 
will remain academic and barren. 

There is one other thing. During a crisis, 
certain interesting things come to light, The 
present Director General of the CSIR, Dr. 
Nayudama has written an article in Yojana 
of 20 February in which he says : 

“During this crisis’’—(that is the emer¬ 
gency of last year when people were 
pressed to do certain things)—‘ it was 
found that in an exercise carried out 
under pressure of emergency, a listing of 
some 132 items was done of which the 
imports exceed Rs. 10 lakhs each”. 

“ft was found that in 97 per cent of these 
cises the capability to produce either 
existed in India or could easily be develop¬ 
ed on the basis of available equipment 
and personnel in the CSIR laboratories 
or in colaboration with industrial firms.” 

132 items whose imports exceed Rs. 10 lakhs 
each can be produced in this country. This 
is discovered at the time of national emer¬ 
gency. But after the discovery, I do not 
know what is going to be done actually to 
follow it up. Dr. Nayudamma says : 

“Id a further exercise, the laboratories 
have indicated that at many as 637 items 
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ia which either indigenous substitutes are 
available or are under investigation or in 
part have baen developed. A critical 
examination of these is in progress. It 
is obvious that a vast potential for 
import substitution exists and can make 
a major impact by way of saving of 
foreign exchange on imported materials 
and equipment." 

So, these are some of the things which 
show that there is an utter lack of co-ordi> 
nation between the Ministry of Foreign Trade 
which is responsible for import policy, the 
Ministry of Industrial Development which is 
responsible for the licensing policy, ..the 
Ministry of Finance, the DGTD --Director- 
General of Technical Development-and the 
CSIR and all the other scientific and technical 
institutions. They are all functioning separa¬ 
tely, isolated from each other ; one does not 
know what the other is doing. Therefore, the 
Plan will have no meaning unless this is 
tacbled first and foremost.

[Shri R. D. Bhandare in the Chair] 

Here, I find in this report a rather pathe¬ 
tic plea being made by the Department. It 
says:— 

‘‘In order to fulfil this icsponsibility the 
Department, in consultation with the 
NCST, has to interact clo.sely with the 
two bodies in the Ministry of Industrial 
Development in which these proposals 
arc deliberated upon, n.imely, the Foieign 
Investment Board and the Licensing 
Committee.” 

Quite correct. 

“The Department has already approached 
Industrial Development Ministry to accord 
it representation on these bodies.” 

This department is a supplicant, appearing 
before the mighty empiic of the Ministry of 
Industrial Development, askmg them merci¬ 
fully to allow it to have a seat on this great 
Licensing Committee and the Foreign Invest¬ 
ment Board, so that science and technology 
can at Icist get a seal there, and try to see 
whether some co-ordination can be brought 
about. Is this the way top-level planning is 
going to be done ? 


On the same page in this report—page 
10 —I see something else which is also a 
contradiction, and shows what kind of co¬ 
ordination or lack of co-ordination is there. 
Talking of NRDC, it says; 

“...the NRDC is considering participation 
in risk capital of enterprise based on 
domestically developed technology. It is 
considering such participation in bigger 
projects like the tractor project in Punjab, 
based on design and knowhow developed 
at the Central Mechanic.:! Engineering 
Research Institute, Durgapur.” 

I am very happy, because at least on three or 
four occassions in this House, I have asked 
questions and raised discussion about this 
tractor which was developed at CEMERI at 
Durgapur, asking whether it will be exploited 
and brought into commercial production, and 
every time, I have been told in the House by 
the MiniNtcr of Industrial Development that 
the prototype of the Durgapur tractor was 
found to be unsound ; that the trials that 
were held proved that it was net feasible ; it 
was not viable ; it docs not work ; and there¬ 
fore, they were going in again for foreign 
collaboration to manufacture tractors from 
Czechoslovakia or somewhere else. I was 
continually asking wh.al has happened to the 
D'ligapur tractor, and they said, ‘Oh, it does 
not work ; experts have tiied it out and found 
it w.is not viable.” Now, after all this time, 
I found here that the NRDC is going to 
participate in the Durgapur prvvject based 
on the same design which the Ministry of 
Induvtrial Development thinks is useless. 
They prefer to go in for foreign knowhow. 
There is utter chaos prevailing now; things 
could be done in this country for which 
import licences are fieely issued ; processes 
are worked out in this countiy for which 

foreign collaboration is entered into. 

• 

Therefore, all I wish to say now is — 
because I have no time—that we must under¬ 
stand what we are supposed to planning for. 
All these years, this science and technology 
has been kept waiting outside like a step-child 
and not been integrated into the planning 
process at all. And in the planning process 
itself, the present industrial policy and eco¬ 
nomic policy is such that it is hostile to the 
development of self-reliance. That must also 
be changed. You must give up this servile 
attitude towards foreign technology and 
foreign knowhow. Only then you can 
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inspire and enthuse our own scientists in 
those laboratories and institutions. I parti¬ 
cularly have in mind hundreds of young 
scientists who appeared before us in the Sarkar 
Committee. It was gloomy and despondent 
to listen to them and their story of frustra¬ 
tion. They were trying to do something but 
were prevented from doing so. We also were 
told how merit was not recognised and how 
other things which were supposed to be the 
monopoly of politicians had entered and 
invaded even the scientific world and had 
become a feature of the laboratories. 

I am happy that this new attempt has 
begun under the Planning Minister who could 
exercise some overall supervision over the 
general planning of the economy. He is 
therefore, I hope, in a position to ensure that 
science and technology do not function in 
isolation but are given their logical place and 
that import policy, licensing policy and 
industrial development are all geared to a 
proper plan of self-reliance which can receive 
tremendous impetus from the scientists and 
technologists in (his country. I hope he will 
tell us what recommendations of the Sarkar 
Committee have been accepted by the Govern¬ 
ment and how they propose to dovetail them 
into a plan, so that next year wc shall be in 
a better position to judge their performance. 
I think now it is too early because we have 
begun too late. 

SHRI I>. D. DESAI (Kaira): Sir. I want 
to divide it into two parts base technology 
and frontiers of technology. Base technology 
has more or less passed into the text books 
and to that extent it should not be difficult 
for the country to adapt that technology into 
our daily manufacturing and other require¬ 
ments. The diflcrences in the standard of 
living among various countries have now been 
considered to be the equivalent of the gaps 
in the technology of the respective countries. 
The natural resources that exist in the world 
today are such that the cost of transport or 
exchange is not a major factor. 

The illustrations for the above statement 
are ; Switzerland, West Germany and Japan. 
Those countries do not have the natural 
resources which countries like India have. All 
the some they are having a strong currency and 
enjoying a standard of living v '^ich is almost 
equal to, if not stronger than, e )en the mighty 


dollar. India had an advantage over Japan 
or Switzerland or West Germany to this extent 
that today it is possible for us to engage at 
far lower costs 100 or 200 engineers or scien¬ 
tists in Centres where experiments shuid be 
conducted in manufacturing processes. 

There are certain complaints of isolated 
operations of various Government depart¬ 
ments. May I give you the concrete example 
of our Atomic Energy Department. I had 
the privilege of being the Chairman of the 
Development Council for Heavy. Electrical 
Industries for several years. We in indust¬ 
ries were interested in helping generation in 
larger capacities and transmission at higher 
voltages. We wanted to know the activities of 
the heavy electrical industry and the Ministry 
of Irrigation and Power could be co-ordinated 
with the Atomic Energy Commission. But 
that department was working like a water 
tight compartment, in strict secrecy. The 
result was that we were never sure as to what 
they had in mind and when they wanted 
something, they had to import things and at 
times on a turn key basis, as in case of 
Tarapore, though such things were not inevi¬ 
table, If the Government of India sets about 
taking adv.ance designs of various plants and 
equipments and standardised them for the 
time being, say for the next two or three 
years, then, only the process know-how would 
be the limiting factor for the utilisation of the 
equipments that could be manufactured with 
the help of drawings that would be made from 
the advanced designs of the international 
manufacturers. The patent laws and other 
things even in advanced countries are by¬ 
passed in modified designs to a certain extent, 
and thus the overall cost to this economy 
is considerably lowered. 

During the last three or four years that 
I have worked on the body which gives awards 
for invention promotion and import substi¬ 
tution, 1 have found that the entries which 
we received are so limited that wc have been 
giving awards even where the drawings have 
been substantially duplicated but, put to 
effective use based on designs that exist in 
the international world. 

The important aspect of technology gap 
is this, that in this country today we have 
thounsands of engineers without jobs, hund¬ 
reds of workshops without work and a large 
number of consumers going without goods. 
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The prices are going up, the standards of 
living are low and we are finding (hat we are 
living in poverty among plenty. 

Regarding the other part, the frontiers of 
technology, I regret to say that the country is 
far behind. Today in the United States and 
other countries, they have tried out trains 
with 300 and 400 miles speed, which is almost 
something verging on the speed of the earlier 
aeroplanes. We find that certain retrograde 
situations have arisen in India today. The 
train today between Bombay and Ahmedabad 
takes longer than 20 years back. The same 
situation is experienced in se/eral other fields. 
For example, in power transmission, when all 
is said and done, our voltages since twenty 
years have been no more than 220 KV, 
whereas the world has moved to 1000 KV. 

Today even where the plant and machi¬ 
nery and the capacity of the Indian people 
exist, there are certain departments which 
have a conservative approach to the standards 
and other things. Till this is changed, we 
will have difficulty. For example, in the 
railw'ays and die posts and telegraphs wc arc 
still operating on fairly old standards. Un¬ 
less and until the railway rolling .stock weight 
is reduced, how is it possible fur us, to have 
economy of transport or the speed with which 
you want to move with the given horse power ? 
These difficulties can be solved if there is a 
co-ordinated approach for which this Ministry 
is new striving. 

Going through the list of people who have 
been appointed on this Technology Committee, 
I felt very much saddened because most of 
them are theoreticians, and it is easy for them 
to write a book detailing the mechanics of 
do ng things, but to do things is entirely a 
different matter. Therefore, upto 50 per 
cent the practical engineers who have produ¬ 
ced goods, who have created wealth and who 
can instal and operate the equipment, and 
who have wide experience of application of 
technology, should be associated and form 
an integral part of this body. The present 
position in the country is that if we want to 
raise the standard of living, if we want to 
make our garibi hatao programme real, 
then there arc no limitations regarding natural 
resources. Fortunately for us, the cost of 
operation of research or application is far 


too low than in the. United States or West 
Germany. For example, in the medical world, 
looking through the research centres in 
Germany, I find they have to give one D. 
Mark for a banana to feed a rabbit whereas 
the same rabbit can be fed at much lesser 
cost in this country. We can keep thou¬ 
sands of rabbits and do experiments of 
injections and other things in both homoeo¬ 
pathy and allopathy at a cheaper cost. In 
fact, it is very easy for us to export technology 
instead of importing technology. Of course, I 
do not say that wc should have a closed mind 
on this. As stated by Mahatma Gandhi, and 
earlier by our Vedas, let knowledge flow from 
all sources and let the country improve. We 
do not want to shut ourselves out for paro¬ 
chial or other considerations, for this would 
unnecessarily put us in a difficult situation. 
The ony limit should be that we should not 
import repetitive know-how and we should 
not import know-how which is already not 
part of the patents or trade marks. In fact 
trade marks are not very important but where 
patents are involved we have to obtain this 
know-how. Then it is possible for us to 
reduce the present day cost and make things 
ourselves with the help of advanced techno¬ 
logy.

Finally, let me thank you for giving me 
an opportunity to make a few remarks which 
would be of some help in the present discus¬ 
sion. 

* SHRI J M GOWDER (Nilgiris) : Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, at the outset, I would like to 
pay my humble tribii.es on the constitution of 
a separate Department for Science and Techno¬ 
logy and that it has been entrusted to the 
care of my hon. friend, Shri C. Subramaniam, 
under whose dynamic leadciship this Depart¬ 
ment will play, its due role in the develop¬ 
ment of science and technology. From the 
Ministry of Education, the Council of Scienti¬ 
fic and Industrial Research and the National 
Research and Development Council have been 
transferred to this Department. I would like 
to know why the Atomic Research as also the 
Space Research should be kept away from this 
Department. You will. Sir, no doubt agree 
with me if I say that, if these two Research 
Departments arc with the Department of 
Science and Technology, the scientific research 


* The original speech was delivered in Tamil. 
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and technological research in our country 
will get the much-needed fillip, I can only 
surmise that, just because these two Depart¬ 
ments of Research arc under the Prime 
Minister, there is hesitation in putting these 
two under the control of the Department of 
Science and Technology. The Prime Minister 
is already burdened with myriads of problems 
and she has to attend to her party woik, the 
problems in different Stales etc. I doubt very 
much whether she will find and time to pay 
attention to Atomic Research and Space 
Research. 1 need not say that in consequence 
these two Departments of Research will not be 
able to function affectively. I would suggest 
the transfer of Atomic Research and Space 
Reseach Departments to the Department of 
of Science and Technology. 

Taking for granted that the pre.scnt 
arrangement of having these two Deparlmcnts 
under the Prime Minister is not likely to be 
disturbed, I am surpiised why Agricultural 
Research should be continued under the 
Department of Agriculture. All of us day 
in and day out talk about conducting agri¬ 
culture oil modern scientific lines. You will 
appreciate the fact that for this purpose it is 
not necessary and in fact it should not be 
that agricultural research is necessarily to be 
under the control of the Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment. In the interest of over all planning 
and execution of agricultural research pro¬ 
grammes, it is imperative that agricultural 
research should be brought over to the 
Department of Science and Technology, the 
Minister in charge of which also happens to 
be the Planning Minister. When Botanical 
Survey and Zoological Survey have been handed 
over to this Department, 1 do not understand 
why agricultural research should not be given 
to this Department. I would urge upon the 
Government that Agricutural Research should 
also be transferred to the Department of 
Science and Technology. 

Sir, it is reported that during 1970-71 we 
have spent on scientific research 0.48% of the 
value of the Gross National Product. It Is 
not even 0.5%. If such a negligible sum is to 
be spent on scientific research, why should we 
talk so much about the importance of scienti¬ 
fic research in national development ? Is 
there even any remote change of concrate 
development in scientific research with less 
than 0.5% expenditure for .Iiat purpose ? 


The Central Government have proudly annou* 
ced that in 1973-74 the investment on scienti¬ 
fic research will be increased. Do you know 
how much, Sir ? From 0.48% of G.N P. it 
is going to be increased to the magnificient 
figure of 0 6%. Are we going to achieve the 
much-bragged about self-reliance with this 
increased ? It is surprising that the Minister 
of Planning who is in charge of Scientific 
Research has planned for this increase. If 
the Government do not find it possible to 
invest greater percentage of G.N.P. on scienti¬ 
fic research, why should the high dignitaries 
of the Government talk so much about the 
vital role of scientific research ? 

After 25 years of our Independence, we 
have set up the National Committee on 
Science and Technology It has been left to 
the good forfunue of the Minister hailing from 
South to do this and I am sure this Depart¬ 
ment will be nurtured by him with sufficient 
care and attention. 

It is also mentioned in one of the Report 
nearly 70,000 scientists are working in Scienti¬ 
fic Rcacurch. This is the figure for the year 
1970-71. It has also been stated by the 
Minister of Planning that nearly 70,000 scien¬ 
tists in our country are unemployed, I make 
bold to say that, if the investment of 0.48% 
of our G.N.P. of scientific research is increased 
to 2% of the G N.P., then all these 70000 
scientists will get employment opportunities. 
Sir, in the developed western countries, 5% 
to 10% of their G.N.P. Is spent on scientific 
research. It might be argued that with our 
slender financial rcsource.s it will not be 
possible to invest so much money on research. 
But, if endeavour to control and curb the 
wasteful expenditure in other Departments of 
the Government ; the Government will defini¬ 
tely find more than enough resources to 
invest in scientific research. 

On 31.3.1971, in the Scientists’ Pool of 
C S.l.R. there were as many 344 scientists 
awaiting employment. Our Minister 
for Science and Technology has himself stated 
in public that during 1970-71 we had imported 
transport machinery and components to the 
tune of R$. 400 crorcs. I would like to stress 
the point that if wc had invested more money 
on research and development of transport 
machinery and components, then naturally we 
could have substantially reduced the import 
figure of Rs. 400 crores, the huge drain on 
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our foreign exchange resource and al&o we 
would have been able to creates greater employ¬ 
ment opportunities for the unemployed 
scientists. 

I would like to bring to your notice 
another contradiction in conducting our 
research programmes. In 1971-72 a sum of 
Rs. 2,39,59,000 was provided for research in 
the Budget. But the revised estimate gives a 
figure of only Rs. 2,22,86.000. 1 would like 

to know the reasons for not spending nearly 
Rs. 17 lakhs on research programmes. It 
might be explained away by saying that due 
to the economy drive initiated by the Govern¬ 
ment this saving has come about. Should 
such an economy drive be made applicable to 
research programmes, the importance of which 
has been fully realised by all sides of this 
House. This economy can be effected else¬ 
where, but difinitely not in scientific research 
programmes. Is this the importance that 
we attach to the development of scientific 
research in our country ? Our laudable 
obj'*ctive of self-reliance should not be made 
the victim of the economy drive of the 
Government. 

The Public Accounts Committee of this 
House has in its report referred to the working 
of C.S.l.R. as follows ; 

“Results of the research work done by the 

C.S.l.R. are not commensurate with the 

expendituie on the organisation.” 

It is also strated that the C.S.l R.’s re¬ 
searches aicjust not found feasible for im- 
plemention in industries and that is why the in¬ 
dustries themselves are having their own re¬ 
searches. It is believed that the C S.I.R. 
work is just a duplication of what is being 
done in the industries. When we talk so much 
about import substitution by indigenous re¬ 
search, it is really understandable that resear¬ 
ches and inventions done through foreign 
collaboration get much more royalty than 
indigenous researches. If the National Re¬ 
search and Development Council is not able to 
improve the standard of indigenous research so 
thatitcan measure up to the standard of foreign 
collaboration research, why should we continue 
to spend unnecessarily money on this organi¬ 
sation ? Every effort should be made to get 
rid of our dependence on foreign collaboration 
researth on which huge royalties are to be paid. 
We can achieve this only when the standard 


of Indigenous research comes up to the level 
of foreign researches. 

I would also like to know what action has 
been taken on the recommendations of the 
Sarkar Committee which went in great detail 
about the working of CS I.R. How many 
recommendations of the Commi tec have been 
accepted and implemented so far ? 

In June 1971, we signed an agreement 
with the U.S.S.R. for conducting agricultural 
research and animal husbandry research 
programmes. I would like to know whether 
the annual work plan has been prepared in 
this regard. 

In conclusion, I would emphatically say 
that unless wc spend more money on scienti¬ 
fic research and technological Development, 
the goal of self-reliance will continue to be as 
elusive as it has been so far. 1 would also 
suggest that all the Research Organisations 
and Departments including that of Atomic 
Research and Space Research s hould be 
brought under the umbrella of the Department 
of Science and Technology so that there can 
be an integrajed approach to the Develop¬ 
ment of science and technology in our coun¬ 
try, If this is done, then it will also be possi¬ 
ble to allocate more money for research 
Development. 

With these words, I conclude. 

SHRI P ANTONY REDDI (Anantapnr) : 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, the Government deserves 
to be congratulated for having started a De¬ 
partment of Science and Technology attached 
to the Ministry of Planning. It is true even 
in the A.I C.C. session in 1969, at Bombay, 
Dr. V.K R.V. Rao moved a resolution in the 
plenary session mentioning that the Govern¬ 
ment should recognise and lay emphasis on 
the development of science and technology in 
this country and also suggested that the 
Government should have short-term and long¬ 
term plans with fixed targets in furture five 
year Plans. He said that unless such plans 
are made, our progress in industrial develop¬ 
ment with the help of science and technology 
will not be appreciable. It is true that the 
Government has established the C.S.l.R. 
laboratories in various parts of the country to 
help research for industrial development ; the 
I.C A R. for improvement of agriculture and 
separate research organisation for defence 
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needs. For the la&t many years the only or¬ 
ganisation t at has produced very tangible and 
appreciable results is the lC\K.(lnterruptions) 
The CSIR laboratories have not been so suc¬ 
cessful. They teach some laboratory research. 
They do not have any deiinite plans of their 
own. They have been doing some sort of 
random research. In tlie prot'css a few inven¬ 
tions arc but they are only accidental. They 
found out certain knowhow which arc useful 
for the industrial development. But, unfor¬ 
tunately, the industries in our country were 
indifferent to take up the knowhow of the 
CSIR laboratories. They have always ex- 
prc.ssed that they do not have enough faith in 
the knowhow of CSIR laboratories. 1 myself 
along with some otlicr friends on the Sircar 
Committee, have made enquiries Industria¬ 
lists used to express the view that they feel 
that the knowhow of the CSIR laboratories 
would not be profitable if they arc taken up 
by them. 

CSIR laboratories are also not being 
utilised by the industries. They do not give 
to the CS.l.R. their problems for solution 
except in stray cases. As the industries arc 
rather indifferent to do research of their own 
and as they always prefer to got knowhow 
from foreign countries, it is higli ime that the 
Government thinks of compelling industrialists 
even by law, that a certain percentage of their 
income should be utilised for doing research 
of their own or by using the CSIR laborato¬ 
ries. The AlCC, in the same Resolution, has 
said that Government should spend at least 
one per cent of the gross nation il income for 
the development of science and technology. 
U.SA is spending 27 billion dollars on research, 
on science and technology alone England 
and Russia also spend huge amounts for deve¬ 
lopment of research in science and technology. 
In a developing country like ours, where the 
industrial development is very important, 
where we are draining our foreign exchange 
for buying foreign kn«w!iow, the new Ministry 
should keep the AICC Resolution before them 
and spend the minimum of one per cent of 
the gross national incom for development of 
science and technology. Unless this is done, 
all our plans will be only wishful thinking and 
pious intentions. 

It is said that there is a bottleneck in the 
matter of implementation o*, the knowhow 
locally. Our CSIR laboratodel aave. no doubt. 


certain really very useful knowhow for indus¬ 
trial development. But the DGTO very often 
gives licences to industries for getting foreign 
knowhow in spite of the fact that we have the 
knowhow locally. There see.ms to be lack of 
liaison between the CSIR laboratories and the 
DGTO This aspect should be rectified by 
Government and it .<ihould be sent that, when 
there is Indian knowhow, no industry is given 
a licence to import foreign knowhow. Unless 
this is done, our knowhow will be a waste, 
the CSIR laboratories would not be useful to 
us, 

We often talk of industrial monopolists. 
Unfortunately, in the field of science also, 
there are monopolists. We have a number of 
scientists who have monopolised their service 
field and they do not allow the younger 
scientists to come forward. Very often they 
exploit the junior scientists ; when a knowhow 
is found out, the Senior Scientists it is adopt 
them in their ntme and the juniors are de¬ 
prived of the benefits. In some cases the 
juniors work is not even acknowledged This 
is one of the main reasons, as some people 
say, for brain drain fiom our country. These 
junior scieniiits get frustrated and discouraged. 
When they tind opportunity to go elsewhere 
where their research scholarship would be re¬ 
cognised and rewarded, they leave India But 
I would like to sound a word of caution. We 
are often enamoured of sophisticated devices, 
that are being invented throughout the world 
and are being used in various advenced coun- 
trisc of the world. In America so many 
labour-saving devices are being used that every 
family member has to labour harder in order 
to miintain them. We should not bring our 
country to that stage. Our country has huge 
popula'ioii, a lot of unemployed persons. If 
we bring in all these labour-saving devices, 
especially the sophisticated typet, then our 
unemployment problem will increase and it will 
create other social problems too for us to 
tackle. Therefore, I suggest that whatever 
inventions we make they should be only for 
industrial development and not for labour, 
saving devices which reduce employment op¬ 
portunities and, create our social problems. 
Therefore, I only pray to the Government that 
in view of all these things, knowing the huge 
population that we have, it is the duty of the 
Government to sec that along with the popu¬ 
lation growth, there should be industrial 
growth, there should be increased agricultural 
production and onl/science and technology can 
do it. 
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Now, the Government has started a new 
Department of Science and Technology. If 
the existing opportunities are used properly, 
I am sure our country will not lag behind in 
the world and our problems will be easily sol¬ 
ved hereafter.

SHRl RAJA KULKARNI (Bombay— 
North-East) : The establishment of a full- 
fledged Department of Science and Technology 
under the Ministry of Planning has been a 
very appropriate step in the development of 
our socio-economic change. This is the begin- 
ning of a national policy which brings to¬ 
gether economic and social plans in close link 
with the development of science and techno¬ 
logy. It also brings about a new accelerated 
pace for both the development of science 
i;.sclf as well as for the development of the 
agricultural and industrial economy in our 
country. 
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I am not going into the microscopic dig* 
tinction between science and technology. They 
have been brought together under the supervi* 
sion of one Department. It is not necessary 
also to go into this just as in the field of ideo* 
logy, it is needless to go into the distinction 
between principle and policy. We are in the 
midst of an act of transformation which stage 
is not suitable to go into these distinction 
between Science and Technology, We are 
not immediately concerned whether science is 
pure, abstract theory and technology an 
applied science. We are not concerned with 
these differences. This Department has been 
created to solve the problems arising in about 
21 areas of the socio-economic field, with the 
application of scientific inventions and tech¬ 
nological advances. We arc facing difficult 
problems in the plans and activities of family 
welfare, health, housing, urbanisation water 
and power supply and industrial and agricul¬ 
tural production. These arc the problems for 
the solution of which the application of science 
and technology is required. Therefore, in one 
sense, this is a step which has brought science 
from the realms of academicians and theore¬ 
ticians to the practical tasks facing of the peo¬ 
ple in the fulfilment of their needs This is 
a very bold step the Government have taken. 

1 remember the discussions that were go¬ 
ing on before this department was created. 
The point was discussed whether Government 
should take control and there should be a co¬ 
ordinated and integrated approach towards 
development of science anil technology. Many 
scientists, technicians and educationists who 
attended the conference said : ‘You arc bring¬ 
ing too much politics into it by creating such 
a department*. This was not so. The whole 
development of the last 20 years of science 
and technology in our country was in a state 
of stagnation. We had no doubt a number of 
infra-structures and agencies. We are doing 
work aided by grants from the UGC which 
was encouraging a number of departments in 
various universities for higher education and 
helping to establish various technological insti¬ 
tutes. These were all created. Higher edu¬ 
cation was given to the youths. They were 
educated and trained. Then came the pheno¬ 
menon of their talents being left unutilised. 

' Our country faced the problem of brain drain. 
Educated youths could not get themselves ab¬ 
sorbed in the country, they had to go abroad 
and stay there. We had spent lots of money 
in establishing these institutes of technology 
and more in training these youths in the vari¬ 


ous branches of science and the technology. 

People could not understand the signi¬ 
ficance of the development of science and 
technology. The research that was being 
carried on in various national laboratories had 
no meaning for them. They could not see 
the close link between research in the labo¬ 
ratory and its application to the problems of 
their practical life i.e., the socio-economic 
problems. 

It is this department which has to accele¬ 
rate research and development for solving 
our social and economic problems. Therefore, 
science and technology today has become an 
instrument of national economic growth. 
There is now no danger of science and techno¬ 
logy becoming a handmaid of the capitalists. 
This danger was there during the last 20 
years when capitalists used to take advantage 
of technological advances in automation, for 
example, for increasing their profits. A 
problem was created in the country and the 
question arose to what extent Government 
and society should bring about social control 
and regulation in the development of science 
and technology, for example the introduction 
of automation in industry or the computer. 
We had the problem of the computer. A 
committee has been working on it. We would 
like the Cjmmiltcc to lay down a policy in 
rcgird to automation in industry and the 
computer in office work. There is necessity 
for a national policy in this regard. 
Though we are backward, though there is 
an abundance of human labour and there 
is the problem of unemployment, yet, people 
will support the develop.nent of technology 
apJ science as an in.itrument of national 
economic development, but not as a handmaid 
of the capitalist forces in the couitry. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : Sir, I rise to make a few sugges¬ 
tions, becau.se the time is too short. The 
Geological Survey of India is now under the 
Department of Mines and Metals. Now, 
there is a suggestion that the groundwater 
survey section should be brought under the 
purview of the Ministry of Agriculture. I feel 
that that ought not to ba done. The Geolo¬ 
gical Survey should b» left as a body of 
scientists as they are now, and it should be 
brought under the CSIR under the broad 
compus of the Planning Commission. That 
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is my suggestion. I hope the hon. Minister 
will consider it. 

I want to ask from the hon Minister— 
I hope be will give me the answer when he 
replies—what they are going to do about 
tackling this problem of brain drain and also 
attracting our Indian scientists who are 
working with great success abroad. Unfortu¬ 
nately, in this country, the bureaucrats still 
dominate over the scientific institutions, and 
science and technology has been forced to 
remain within the four walls of its academic 
campus. 

Imagine this diesel fuel saving device of 
Suri who had to obtain a patent in West 
Germany ; it could not be developed in this 
country, neither could it be utilised. If you 
want to make use of that Suri’s device in this 
country, you have to pay a reyalty to the 
German producer. That is a matter of regret. 

Similarly, with regard to the invention of 
streptomycin by the famous, late Or. Subba 
Rao of the Lederle laboratory. It could not 
find an outlet, and he had to go to America to 
find a market, and the Lederle laboratory’s 
products are being bought by us at hundred 
times more than the cost of production. 
That is again a matter of regret. 

When Suri’s devices are patented in India, 
we are paying the American consultant, for 
the development of diesel engine and its 
production in Banaras,—a royalty to the 
consultant—to an extent of not less than Rs. 6 
crores in foreign exchange. That is the 
unfortunate position. 

It is not chaos, as my hon. friend, comrade 
Indrajit Gupta had said, but it is because of 
a severe domination by foreign monopoly 
interests in the field of science and techno¬ 
logy in the country. 

Take, for example, jute. Jute could be 
processed and bleached into an item which 
would be much more precious than what it 
is today. You are giving a big sum as royalty 
to the laboratory in America, namely, Debham 
Textile Laboratory, obtained the result 

that jute could be used Idr making garments 
for human beings. It could be made into 
a much more precious thing. Today, you 


sell them at the rate of Rs. SO to Rs. 70 a 
maund. If it is processed and bleached, you 
could get perhaps Rs. 700, or Rs. 800 or 
Rs. 1,000 a maund. In all cases we are 
losing billions of rupees through import as 
well as incomplete export. I do not want to 
say anything more on this. 

About technical education, I want to make 
a small point. I feel it should come under 
the Education Mmistry. When wc have 
devoted more time and energy for the produc¬ 
tion of graduate engineers, in certain cases we 
are falling short of artisans. What are you 
going to do about that ? About establishing 
more polytechnics and giving more scope for 
artisans, what are you going to do ? 

That is all I want to say. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich) : Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, I welcome the separation of 
the Department of Science from the Ministry 
of Education and Us being placed under the 
Ministry of Planning. 

The poverty of a country cannot be 
removed unless the scientists and technologists 
make their full contribution to the progress of 
the country, and the Planning Department and 
the Department of Science and Technology 
have to work hand-in-hand, hand in glove, 
with each other in order to bring the desired 
good to the country. 

The extent of neglect to this subject is 
indicated by the strength of the Members in 
this House as well as by the press in the press 
gallery. 

AN HON. MEMBER What about 
Ministers ? 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA ; This subject of 
science and technology has been relegated to 
the background. The uppermost thing in 
our mind has been the rule of politicians or 
the role of the bureaucrats. 

This department has been created with a 
view to integrate the functioning of different, 
agencies engaged in research and investigation 
work in the field of science and technology. 
For example, there are scientists engaged in 
agricultural research, medical and health 
research or engineering investigations. These 
departments are working in isolation, not in

co-operation. Sometimes one does not know 
what progress has been made in another 
department. Now-a-days we cannot say as 
to research in one subject would have what 
bearing on another subject. Take for 
instance medical research. Physics was suppo¬ 
sed to have nothing to do with medicine but 
today it plays an important role in the detec¬ 
tion of diseases affecting the heart, besides 
playing a significant role in the detection of 
cancer. New Sciences likes bio-physics and 
bio-chemisiry have developed. They interact 
against each other. 

Similarly, there is mathematics. Mathe¬ 
matics could not bring in quick results because 
research by its very nature is a series of trial 
and error based continuous experiment. There¬ 
fore to judge the success or failure of the 
department of science and technology in terms 
of commercial value would not be proper. 

The task before this department is two¬ 
fold—firstly, to promo'e fundamental research 
in pure science because pure science would 
pave the way for applying the results in the 
field of economic and industrial growth 
Therefore wc should not grudge allocation of 
money for fundamental research in pure 
physics, biology or botony. 

Then there is the field of technology. 
Knowledge for knowledge sake has been the 
objective or dream of scientists, philosophers 
and thinkers from the earliest times in recorded 
history. But knowledge which remains divor¬ 
ced from realities, without any application to 
the betteimcnt of human life would be useless 
and fruitless in the context of the developing 
economy of our country. We are a poor 
people ; we go without medicine, without 
clothes, without adequate houses. There are 
challenges on all these fronts and a team of 
devoted scientists and technologists could make 
a significant contribution. We have to obtain 
quick results in these fields. How is it to be 
done 7 We have to encourage the scientists. 
Scientists by their very nature are very shy 
persons and are not trained in the art of 
manipulatiitg things in order to get a job here 
or there. Therefore, they do not get that 
much recognition at the hands of the society 
or at the hands of the administrators. We 
have to encourage and create a climate in 
this country where the devoted talents of 
scientists and technologists would find suffi¬ 
cient scope for the display of their merits. 


thereby serving the country. There are very 
few scientists in this country. Very few have 
attained that eminence, and it is an unfortu¬ 
nate state of affairs that we have not been 
able to utilise all the talents of this micros¬ 
copic minority of the scientists and techno¬ 
logists. 

In this connection, I recollect the case of 
the late J.B.S. Haldane. He was an eminent 
botanist of international repute. He adopted 
this country as his own motherland. He 
wanted to conduct research in this country, 
but under the restrictions and conditions 
imposed by our bureaucracy which was 
controlling even the activities of the scienti¬ 
sts, he could not carry on smoothly, without 
fear or favour, his researches in the realm of 
botany. 

I welcome this brochure which has been 
circulated on hehalf of this Department. It 
says that it is not an account of performances, 
but only a prospectus of things to be 
done. It has enumerated quite significant 
things like research in oceanography. There 
is a vast realm of unexplored phonomena in 
the sea bed. We can raise food material 
from the creatures which live beneath the 
water. We can also successfully plan our 
navel strategy by exploring the sea bed. 
Similarly, this booklet has also mentioned 
programmes for the Geological Survey of 
India, the Botanical Survey and the Zoological 
Survey. These are topics for the scientists, 
but as a lay man I only wish to submit to 
the Ministry that a climate should be created 
in this country where the scientific talents can 
be mobiised. An environment should be 
created in which they should be free to think, 
free to act and free to integrate the fruits ot 
their researches, so that they may bring about 
a coherent scheme of things in which planning 
can be quickened, in which social justice 
will be possible, in which the war against 
poverty, disease and squalor can be success¬ 
fully fought. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : I 
am extremely happy that this Department 
has been formed and that it has been 
separated from the Education Ministry. I 
must say that this was the dream of the late 
lamented Pandit Nehru who wanted a separate 
Department for scientific advancement. 
Had he been alive, he would have been the 
happiest man today. Many other hon. 
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[Shri S. M. Banerjee] 

Members have referred to the utility and 
futility of the various scientific orgainisations 
in our country CSIR had also been 
criticised. I am sure that with the present 
Chairman of the CSIR and the scientists 
around him things are bound to improve. 
This criticism is getting on o'lr nerves and I 
think the politicians are mainly responsible 
for such criticism. It affects not only the 
scientists bu: every person in this country. 
I can also say with confidence that if 
politicians keep their hands off these things 
the position will improve. 

The Sarkar Commission Report is before 
the government and I am sure they will take 
note of it and make the best use of this 
report to see that this particular institution, 
which was the envy of foreign dignitaries who 
came to this country right from the scientist 
to the technologist, maintains its old reputa¬ 
tion The foreign visitors had a very high 
opinion about CSIR and the national physical 
laboratories. 

Two things which attracted people, 
whether from the socialist countries or non¬ 
socialist countries were the national physical 
laboratories and the national fitness corps. 
The national htoess corps has ended in a 
fiasco. I do not know what is going to 
happen to the national physical laboratory. 

During the emergency we have seen that 
the CSIR functioned well. But we want 
more coordination between the CSIR and the 
defence science laboratories. I think many 
things could be produced by them because 
India is moving towards self-sufBcicncy. if 
we are to take the self relience slogan seriously 
and if we have to improve our position in 
this country then the CSIR can give the lead. 
In that context, I would request the CSIR 
to have better coordination with the defence 
sciepce laboratoties so that we can possibly 
have many things made here, especially in the 
defence held because defence of the country is 
the need of the hour. 

Secondly, whenever we go to foreign 
countries. wh::ther socialist or non-socialist we 
hnd many talented young Indians working 
there. They want to' come here and work 


but they are unable to get any employment. 

were told that they are going to stop the 
brain drain but I do not know what has 
happened to that. Even those Indians who 
come back to India to serve the country go 
back frustrated and disgusted to the country 
where they were working earlier because they 
could not get any employment here. Even 
though they are hated by the people of the 
countries they work, like America and 
Canada, they go there because they want food 
and also a better job. I want to know from 
the Minister that with our new slogan of 
self-reliance whether we are going to allow 
our scientists to go abroad for want of job 
here. Should we not ask them not to depend 
on more dollars or whatever facilities they get 
abroad but work here for the sake of their 
motherland ? 

Lastly, I come to the Survey of India, 
which is also under this Ministry. The 
Director of Map Publications have done a 
very good job The hon. Minister knows 
that the union, of which I am the President, 
has given the maximum co-operation during 
the wars in 1962, 1965 and the fourteen-day 
war of 1971. So, it is high time that recog¬ 
nition is given to this union, whose member 
has been elected to the national council. The 
hon. Minister should consider this question 
sympathetically and give recognition to this 
union. 

With these words, I would like to assure 
all our co-operation to see that this Ministry 
prospers. I am sure that with the present 
oflicials, some of whom have come from 
England, with the Additional Secretary and 
some other officers of eminence, with their 
co-operation and support this Ministry is 
going to prosper. With these words, I would 
again request the Minister to say some words 
about the Survey of India in his reply because 
the employees of the Survey of India have 
worked to the entire satisfaction of the 
people.

ORAL ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 

Setting up of Special Alloy Steel 
Plant at Kanpnr 

*401. SHRI S. M. BANERJEE ; Will 
the Minister of DEFENCE be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether the proposed Special Alloy 
Steel Plant at Kanpur has been established; 

(b) if not, the reasons for the delay; and 

(c) whether the Plant will go in produc¬ 
tion during the Fourth Plan ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE 
(DEFENCE PRODUCTION) IN THE 
MINISTRY OF DEFENCE (SHRI VIDYA 
CHARAN SHUKLA): (a) No, Sir. 

(b) Government have sanctioned the 
establishment of the Project in November, 
1971. 

(c) The implementation of the Project 
will take about 5 to 6 years. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : The hon. 
Minis^r is aware that, now that we are 
heading towards seif-suHiciency in the matter 
of co^entional and sophisticated weapons, 
special alloy steel is the only thing which is 
needed for such sophisticated capons. So, 
I would like to know whether the difficulties 
of foreign exchange have been solved and 
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whether this project is likely to be established 
in Kanpur during the Fourth Plan. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA:The 
difficulties of foreign exchange have been 
solved and the project has been cleared for 
implementation. The action for implementa¬ 
tion is also in hand. We have drawn out a very 
careful progress chart to see that there is no 
delay in this project. As the hon. Member 
knows, it has already been delayed quite a 
lot and we do not want that any delay 
should creep in during the execution of this 
project. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I am happy 
that this is being established in Kanpur. 
What will be the employment potential of 
this project and will the construction work 
be taken up practically in the same area as 
of the ordnance factories or has land been 
acquired somewhere else ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: I 
do not at present have the definite figures 
of employment but, i suppose, the employ¬ 
ment would be quite substantial in this be¬ 
cause it is rather a large project. There 
would, no doubt, be very many automatic 
processes but even then there would be good 
employment potential in this. 

The hon. Member, in whose constituency 
this project is being set up, knows the place 
that has been selected. It is near the 
ordnance factory where we have set up a 
school. There a large area, which already 
belongs to the Department of Defence Pro¬ 
duction, has been selected. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRIMATl 
SUSHILA ROHATGI) : It is in my con¬ 
stituency. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : I 
am sorry, it is in the constituency of the 
hon. lady Deputy Minister. Anyway, it is 
being done in a proper manner and we hope 
to complete this project in the scheduled 
time.

*405. SHRI ARJUN SETHI ; Will the 
Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL AVIA¬ 
TION be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government have any pro¬ 
posal under consideration to connect the 
State capital of Orissa with Delhi by a direct 
flight; and 

(b) if not, the reasons therefor ? 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH) : 
(a) and (b). No such proposal is under con¬ 
sideration as the traffic potential does not 
at present justify a direct service. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI : I am sorry to 
say that there is no direct flight from Delhi 
to our State capital till now. Still I want to 
know from the hon. Minister whether he is 
aware of the fact that a great deal of incon¬ 
venience is being faced by pa ^engers due to 


the change in timings of the morning flight 
No. 261 and, if so, whether he is considering 
to change the present timing of this flight. 

DR. KARAN SINGH : With regard to 
a direct flight, I may just say one thing that 
direct flight can only be viable if there is 
traffic. Otherwise, the plane capacity being 
limited, it is not possible to run a direct flight 
simply because it is a State capital. The 
traffic has got to justify it. As far as the 
change in timing is concerned, 1 will look 
into the matter. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 
May I know from the hon. Minister as to 
which of the State capitals today remain 
without a direct flight from Delhi to the 
State capital. The hon. Minister says that 
because of the lack of possenger traffic, it is 
not possible to have a direct flight. There is 
a flight which touches other places, like, 
Banaras and Patna. What prevents the hon. 
Minister to get that flight again to Bhubane¬ 
shwar ? 


DR. KARAN SINGH : It is our effort 
that every State capital should be provided, 
if not with a direct flight, at least with a Jet 
service. Several new services have been intro¬ 
duced. There are still some State capitals, for 
example, Bhopal and Jammu which do not 
have a Jet service, and so on. The thing is 
that Calcutta-Bhubaneshwar traffic is heavy 
density traffic. Therefore, whatever flights we 
have to Bhubaneshwar, for the time being, 
will have to be through Calcutta although 
we have now got an other service coming 
from Vizag to Calcutta. The question 
whether the plane which goes to Patna and 
Varanasi should also stop at Bhubaneshwar 
is a matter which is connected with the traffic. 
The traffic from Varanasi to Bhubaneshwar 
is likely to be nil. We are looking into the 
matter. I am trying to see that a jet flight 
from Calcutta to Bhubaneshwar and back, 
if possible, may be introduced as and when 
the fleet position improves. I am seized of 
the matter. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO : The hon. 
Minister says that there is no traffic potential 
for a direct flight to Bhubaneshwar. We do 
not mind a flight from Delhi via Clacutta. 
Now, there are two Bights from Dum Dum, 
Nos. 261 and 271. That shows there is 
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enough traffic potential. Therefore, the porpo- 
sal to have a direct flight would be quite 
feasible. 

DR. KARAN SINGH : t think, about 
the traffic potential between Delhi and 
Bhubaneshwar via Calcutta, there is traffic. 

Expaaaioa of Koyali Refinery 
in Gnjamt 

*407. SHRI P. M. MEHTA : WiU the 
Minister of PETROLEUM AND CHEMI¬ 
CALS be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the outgoing President ot the 
Gujarat Chamber of Commerce and Industry 
has urged the Centre to expand the refining 
capacity of the Kayali Refinery in Gujarat; 
and 

(b) if so, the reaction of Government 
thereto ? 

THE MINISTER OF LAW AND JUS¬ 
TICE AND PETROLEUM AND CHEMI¬ 
CALS (SHRI H. R. GOKHALE): (a) and 
(b). Representations from State Government 
of Gujarat, Gujarat Chamber of Commerce 
<& Industry, and some M. Ps. and M. L. As. 
were received for setting up of an additional 
refinery in Gujarat and/or expansion of Koyaii 
Refinery. Government appointed a study 
Group to examine the desirability of expan¬ 
sion of the existing Koyaii refinery. The 
Study Group has submitted its report which 
is under consideration of the Government. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : May I know 
from the hon. Minister whether it is a fact 
that expension of the Koyaii Refinery by one 
million tonnes will cost Rs. 1 crore only wd 
the proposed new refinery in the north-west 
region would cost nearly Rs. IS crorcs, and 
if so, why is there delay in taking a decision 
for the expansion of the Koyaii Refinery ? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : 1 will assure 
the hon. Member that cost factor is not the 
factor which is coming in the way of taking 
a decision in this. As I said, apart from the 
cost factor, if techno-economic considerations 
justify the expansion of the Koyaii Refinery, 
surely the decision will be taken, and I will 
assiue the hon. Member that this matter is 
very actively under consideration. 1 will only 


indicate two of the factors which are impor¬ 
tant and not the cost factor—the cost factor 
will not come in the way. One consideration 
is that, originally, the ONGC had assessed 
some time in 1969 that, by 1975, the pro¬ 
duction of crude in Gujarat would to the 
tune of S million tonnes or a little over. 
They, however, made a revised assessment 
and they came to the conclusion that, on the 
basis of experience gained, it was not possi¬ 
ble to reach the^S million tonne limit as they 
had originally anticipated. Therefore, the 
matter has been referred to international ex¬ 
perts for opinion. Apart from being able to 
reach the 5 million tonne limit, even the 
possibility of expanding the refinery by 
imported crude is also under consideration, 
and even that factor is borne in mind in 
deciding. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : I would also like 
to know whether any proposal is under 
consideration of Government for revising 
plans to start the pipeline at Okba or 
Kandia and if so, what arc the proposals 
and whether Government is considering a 
proposal that the pipeline will be laid along 
a route passing through Baroda which would 
enable the nearby Koyaii Refinery to use 
imported crude. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : The question 
is very wide. But what 1 can say now is 
this. In view of the possibility of setting 
up a refinery in the north-west region, the 
question of laying a pipeline which can be 
related to the expension of the Koyaii Refi¬ 
nery is also under consideration so that the 
two can be coordinated. 

MR. SPEAKER ; Next Question, Ques¬ 
tion 408,..Shri G. Y. Krishnan,..He is ab¬ 
sent. 

I must say that it is the duty of the 
Member who gives notice of a question to 
be present in the House, and if he is not 
able to come to the House, he must have 
the courtesy at least to inform the Chair.

THE MINISTER OF STATE (DEFENCE 
PRODUCriON) IN THE MINISTRY OF 
DEFENCE (SHRI VIDYA CHARAN 
SHUKLA) : (a) Government have informa¬ 
tion on this subject which is being verified. 

(b) The impact of these supplies on our 
security is being assessed so that it can be 
taken into account in our plans for defence 
preparedness. 

SHRI S. C. SAMANTA : Were any 
shipments diverted from some other coun¬ 
tries ? If so, may I know the names of those 
countries ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
There have been press reports that same of 
the supplies of military hardware from the 
United States are being diverted to Pakistan 
through third country sources and these are 
the reports that we have been veryifying. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Which countries, 
he wants to know. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
The countries that have been mentioned are: 
Libya, Jordan and Iran. 

SHRI S. C. SAMANTA : I would like 
to know the source of information for the 
Minister. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
Obviously, we cannot disclose our sources of 
information. 
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SmU M. RAM GOPAL RBDDV : 1 
want to know what sort of arms shipments 
were sent to Pakistan. Has the Minister got 
any information about it ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : In 
reply to the original question I have already 
stated that we have information which we 
are verifying, but 1 don’t think that unless 
we have definite information, we should dis¬ 
close the nature of the information that we 
have.

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA ; 
But, later on, they said that they are looking 
it, they are investigating whether such a 
thing has happened or not. Therefore, the 


denial was not also categorical, and we are 
pursuing the matter with them. 

SHRI VASANTRAO PURUSHOTTAM 
SATHE ; Will the hon. Minister say if this 
shipment is the remnant of the pipeline or 
in addition to it, and what is the value of 
the present supply ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
The pipeline was never stopped and these 
are surreptitious supplies and not pipeline 
supplies. Pipeline supplies were direct and, 
therefore, it is obvious that they do not 
belong to the pipeline so far as pipeline 
supplies are concerned. 

SHRI VASANTRAO PURUSHOTTAM 
SATHE : What is their value ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA :

SHRI S. A. KADER : In view o^ the 
invitation extended by our country soma 
itinerary of the visit must have been prepared 
by us. If so, does the itinerary include such 
other places like Khajuraho ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : I 
think this supplementary question does not 
relate to the main question. 

SHRI S. A. KADER ; The hon. Minister 
himself had referred to the itinerary. Since 
he was invited for a purpose, may I know 
whether a visit to this place was also included 
in that purpose ? 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : After the 
purpose is over, he had recreation. 

MR. SPEAKER : I think that this ques¬ 
tion need not be answered. After all, he was 
invited here. He came here and he went 
away. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: 
When we invited such Chiefs of Army are 
we going to discuss with them our prob¬ 
lems ?

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : First of all. 
complaints of isolated shortages do arise, but 
these are duo to factors such as interruptions 
in despatches due to breaches of rail track, 
accidents, strikes etc. 1 am not saying th^ 
at no place cases of hoarding etc. have not 
occured. But as the hon. Member knows, so 
far as we are concerned, we allot quotas on 
yearly basis to the State Governments and the 


State Governments carry out the distribu¬ 
tion to the retail dealers, and they have been 
authorised under the Essential Commodities 
Act, when complaints are brought to their 
- notice, to take appropriate action. If the hon. 
Member has any particular place in mind, I 
would request him to bring It to the notice 
of the State Government. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Will the 
hon. Minister kindly tell us whether it is a 
fact or not that there were a number of 
allegations from West Bengal that there was 
acute shortage of kerosene supply due to 
extensive blackmarketing in Kerosene, and 
also whethere it is not a fact that the chief 
of the IOC in the eastern region who was 
involved in a big blackmarketing of kerosene 
happened to be the son of ? State Gover¬ 
nor 7 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE ; I am not 
aware of extensive or large-scale complaints 
having been received from the Slate of West 
Bengal. I am also not aware of any such 
allegation as has been made by the hon. 
Member with regard to the officer of the 
IOC. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE ; But this 
gentleman used to stay in the Governor’s 
house at the time when Shri Dharma Vira 
was Governor. Everybody used to know it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Again, we 
are involved in trouble. 1 want to remain 
peaceful. It came out in the press and in 
several papers in Calcutta a number of letters 
were written. I had myself written a letter. 
And yet the hon. Minister pleads ignorance. 
How long will they go on behaving like this 
in this House ? It is up to you to judge and 
set them right. 

MR. SPEAKER ; I am worried about 
the hon. Member also. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Why should 
you have one eye. Sir 7 You should have two 
eyes. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI : How is it 
that the hon. Minister is not aware of the 
artificial shortage of kerosene created by 
dealers after the recent increase in the kero* 
sene levy 7 
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SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : 1 did not say 
I was not aware of it. I was referring to the 
question regarding Bengal. 1 am aware that 
the large price differential between kerosene 
and HSD has been a big inducement for the . 
misuse of kerosene and this has had the effect 
of reducing the availability of this product 
In one part of the country or another. It is 
not unlikely that rural areas may also have 
been hit in this we have, howevere, no com¬ 
plaints on record from State Governments 
to support this. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : In 
view of the fact that there is an acute shor¬ 
tage of kerosene not only because of inade¬ 
quate production but also because of black¬ 
marketing indulged in by dealers, what steps 
do Government propose to take to increase 
the (ftoduction of kerosene oil ? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : As for pro¬ 
duction in the country, I would point out 
that a substantial part of our requirements 
is met by indigenous production and a com¬ 
paratively smaller part is met by import. To 
give the figures for 1967-71, while in 
1967 production was to the tune of 
2,024,000 tonnes imports were to the tune 
of 448,000 tonnes whereas the demand was 
2,S80,000 tonnes. In 1971, production was 
2,991,000 tonnes and import only 600,000 
tonnes, while the demand was 3,461,000 
tonnes. The demand has been met by supple¬ 
menting indigenous production by the neces¬ 
sary amount of import. 

SHRIMATI M. GODFREY : As the 
hon. Minister says that there is no general 
shortage, may I ask whether he would 
instruct the States to bring down the price 
of kerosene as there is blackmarketing going 
on in this commodity ? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : I presume the 
hon. lady Member is asking whether it is 
possible to bring down the price of 
kerosene. 

AN HON. MEMBER She referred to 
blackmarketing. 

SHRI H. R. GOKOALE : So far as 
blackmarketing is concerned, the law has 
taken care of it. As far as ^ am informed, 
all State Governments, whefi^«omplaints are 


made with regard either to hoarding or 
blackmarketing, do take action under the 
Essential Commodities Act against all erring 
dealers indulging in blackmarketing and 
hoarding. If specific instances are brought 
to my notice. 1 may assure the hon. Member 
that we will bring them to the notice of the 
the concerned State Governments for taking 
appropriate action.

In 
spile of these estimitcs, oil companies have 
been instructed not to rely only on these 
estimates but to supply larger or lesser 
quantities depending upon the actual posi¬ 
tion. As far as I am awar, the MP Govern¬ 
ment. had been awarded a quota on this 
principle of past consumption in the relevant 
year on an annual and monthly estimate 
basis. If there is a shortage, as the hon.

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 
Up to now, this is the 9th nuclear explosion 
by China. The strength of the explosion was 
hitherto between 20 and 100 kilotons, but 
today, it is surprising to know from the 
answer of the hon. Minister that this latest 
explosion was betweet 20 and 200 kilotons. 
May I know whether the hon. Minister could 
tell us if our observatories were able to 
actually assess it, because the range of 
difference is too much —it is now between 
20 and 200 kilotons—and whether they 
have been able to assess that the explosion 
was more than 100 kilotons ? May I also 
know whether the Government is aware that 
of late China is shifting its nuclear establish¬ 
ment from Lop Nor to some interior place 
in Sinkiang and, if so, what is the reason for 
such shifting'from that region, and whether 
the Government would also tell ur—because 
he said that the Government are reviewina 
our military position in view of the latest 
Chinese advancement in nuclear science— 

MR. SPEAKER ; Ai 1 in one question ? 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI ; 
I only abide by your ruling. Just one minute. 
Therefore, I would like to know from the 
hon. Minister whether he would categorically 
let us know by what period of time we are 
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behind—five years, 10 years or even 20 
^ears—the Chinese in advance nuclei 
science. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: 
There is no question of our being behind 
the Chinese advance in nuclear science. The 
only difference is that they are developing 
their nuclear science for warlike purposes and 
we are developing nuclear science for peace¬ 
ful purposes. 

As far as the strength of the explosion 
is concerned, we have got various sources of 
information and wc also get it corroborated 
from various other sources that are available. 
Whatever information I have given to the 
hon. House is based on reliable sources. 

As far as the question of shifting the site 
is concerned, they are taking various measures 
which we come to know of, but I do not 
think it would be in our interests to disclose 
the nature of the information or the extent 
of our information about this. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 
Sir, the answer was not clear. That is why, 
in order to get a clear answer, it took a 
little longer time, but you wanted me to sit 
down and 1 sat down. The question that I 
asked was— 

MR. SPEAKER : The question, in your 
view, was not properly answered because you 
put too long a question. You are not 
concise and precise. If it was a concise and 
precise question, he would have been able 
to answer. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 
Can f precisely ask again ? 

MR. SPEAKER : It will be next time. 
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SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Since the hon. 
Minister mentioned the capacity as 20-200 
TNT, it is obvious it is atomic bomb and 
not hydrogen bomb. The capacity of 
hydrogen bomb explosion is counted in terms 
of millions of tonnes. 

MR. SPEAKER ; Is this your question ? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : May I know 
whether the Government have any informa¬ 
tion regarding the stock piling of strategic 
and tactical nuclear weapons by China and 
also whether China has perfected its inter¬ 
continental ballistic misssiles and its preparing 
for experiments over the Indian skies in the 
Indian Ocean and, if so, what steps are 
Government going to take to prevent it. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
We have information about the tactical 
deployment of atomic weapons by Chinese.,. 
(Interruptions.) But I do not think we can 
disclose the nature of information. 

Wc have answer the second part of the 
question earlier in this House about the 
ICBM. They have perfected the ICBM and 
wc have reports that they were going to 
testfire these missiles. The possible sites were 
either the Indian Ocean area or somewhere 
in the Pacific. But so far we have no definite 
information whether they have decided on 
this course or that. Even if they want to do 
it over our air space, I do not really know 
what we can do about it because they are 
fired at a high range and they pass over 
several countries. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I seek your 
protection. He says that they have informa¬ 
tion about stockpiling of tactical weapons but 
that they would not disclose it. It is known 
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all over the world; the Institute of Defence 
Studies publishes infonnatioa about stockpil¬ 
ing and it is known in many countries. This 
affects the security of India and it has to be 
disclosed,. .(//i/errup/Zans). 

SHRl VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : It 
is a well-known fact that there are various 
Institutes in the world which give their own 
assessment. It is a completely different thing 
for an Institute or an independent body to 
give its assessment and a country or a 
Government to give its assessment officially. 
It is not in the national interest to let other 
countries know to what extent we know 
about their stockpiling. They would know 
the accuracy or otherwise of our information 
and therefore it is not proper to disclose the 
kind of information that we have about other 
countries in this matter. 

SHRI TARUN GOGOl : May I know 
whether the explosion of the hydrogen bomb 
by China constitutes a threat to our sub¬ 
continent ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
Yes, Sir. 

MR. SPEAKER : Next question. 
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Deploysuent of Chinese Army 
along Himalayan Border 

*413. SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Will 
the Minister of DEFENCE be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether Government have noticed 
any significant change in the deployment 
of the Chinese army along the Himalayan

THE MINISTER OF STATE (DEFENCE

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 1 

have said that no unusual activity has come 
to our notice. 

MR. SPEAKER : He has given official 
information, not from the papers. Questions 
are asked for eliciting information within 
the cognizance of the Minister, but if you 
want to test his general knowledge, 1 have 
no objection. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
China might have moved its forces from 
one place to another, but as far as our 
border is concerned, we have not seen any 
unusual activity. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA ; May I know 
whether it a fact that during the last year, 
China has built three airstrips in Tibet for 
using jet aircraft at Shigatse, Padma and 
Gonken, besides other civil aviation airfields 
and if so, the effect of these on the border 
defence of our country ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
They have not only three but several airstrips 
all along the India-China border, and we 
have taken into account the kind of planes 
that they will use and the airstrips they 
have got in determining the kind of air 
protection that we should have in our 
country.

Agreement with Foreign Ckimimniee 
for oil drilling in Indin 

•415. SHRI N. E. HORO: Will the 
Minister of PETROLEUM AND CHEMI¬ 
CALS be pleased to state : 

(a) whether- Government have entered 
into agreement with certain foreign com¬ 
panies this year for drilling oil in India; 
and 

(b) if so, the broad outlines thereof ? 

THE MINISTER OF LAW AND 
JUSTICE AND PETROLEUM AND 
CHEMICALS (SHRI H. R. GOKHALE) : 
(a). An agreement was entered into with 
M/s Oflfshore International SA (OISA) of 
Houston, USA for oiTshore drilling using the 
self-propelled jackup platform now being 
built in Japan for ONGC. 

(b) As per terms of the agreement. M/s. 
OISA would conduct the drilling operations 
for a period of one year in the Gulf of 
Cambay and the adjoining area of the 
Arabian Sea. They would conduct the drill¬ 
ing operations at the drilling locations selec¬ 
ted by ONGC and in accordance with 
technical programme and instructions given 
by ONGC. For this purpose, they would 
bring in a limited number of their own 
technical personnel. The complementary 
personnel would be provided by ONGC. 

Additionally, the OISA would also train 
a selected number of technicians in olTshore 
drilling. The training would be provided in 
their operations abroad as well as on-the- 
job training, when our platform is put into 
operation. 

SHRI N. E. HORO : This agreement 
with M/s. Offshore International is only for 
one year and according to the terms of the 
agreement, they are also to train our people 
abroad and also on the job. I want a clarifi¬ 
cation whether this iigreement is only for 
one year and whether there is any condition 
that after the expiry of one year, it will be 
renewed. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : It is true that 
the main purpose of the agreement is to 
provide assistance in training . \o our person¬ 


nel in the matter of offshore drilling and in 
the matter of the use of the offshore drilling 
platform which is expected to arrive from 
Japan sometime later ^is year. Initially the 
period of the agreement is one year. It is 
Hoped that within one year, our people will 
be in a position to pick up the job. But 
there is provision in the agreement to extent 
it for a further period of 2 years at our 
option. 

SHRI N. E. HORO : What is the total 
expenditure that Government will incur in 
employing this firm ? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : I do not 
have the information now. I will place it on 
the Table. 

SHRI JOTIRMOY BOSU : Will the 
Minister kindly tell us whether the technical 
service in the shape of collaboration was 
agreed upon for drilling Bodra oilfield in the 
south of Calcutta and what is the present 
position with regard to this ? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : This arrange¬ 
ment is only in respect of drilling oil in the 
Gulf of Cambay and the adjoining area of 
the Arabian Sea, as I have said in the main 
answer. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI : In the light of 
drillings in the North Sea, would the minis¬ 
ter consider drilling in Arabian Sea beyond 
in the international waters ? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: For the present 
the immediate question is, use of the platform 
which we are getting from Japan, if I 
remember aright, in September this year. It 
is highly specialised job. I hope, however, 
that when our people are trained—we expect 
that they will be trained within one year— 
further extension of the drilling operations 
to other areas will naturally be considered 
at the appropriate time. 

MR. SPEAKER : Next question. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI : In the North Sea. 
drilling operations were carried on for 
beyond in the international waters. I wanted 
to know whether in the Arabian Sea and 
beyond the Gulf of Cambay we will extend 
the jurisdiction for oil drilling or not.

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
(YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : (a) and 
b).

480, the US 
have given over the last 12 years, loans and 
grants to the Govt, of India totalling 
Rs. 1410-75 crores and Rs. 376'68 crores 
respectively. The schemes for which these 
loans and grants have been received by the 
Govt, of India are shown in the statement 
which is laid on the Table of the House.

Many of these schemes have already been 
completed and may not require additional 
outlays. Further, these are Plan schemes and 
their future requirements will continue to be 
financed from the Budget.

Estate, New Delhi; 

(b) if so, the cause of the fire and the 
extent of loss as a result thereof; and 

(c) whether some official records were 
also burnt and if so, the nature of the docu¬ 
ments burnt ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH) : (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) The cause of the fire is being inves¬ 
tigated by the local police who are being 
assisted by the Crime Branch and other 
experts. The police report has not yet been 
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received. The va'ee of goods - lost as a lesvdt 
of the fire is Rs. 24,000/- approximately. 

(c) No officials records were burnt.

SHRI K. R. GANESH : About the 
lights being switched on, the Collectorate of 
Customs and other authorities who were 
present there are of opinion that the lights 
were not switched on when this fire took 
place. 


As far as the motive of the fire is con¬ 
cerned, the investigation is being conducted 
by the police; the Crime Branch is assisting 
them; the explosives authorities have also 
gone into the question and they are also 
taking the help wherever necessary of the 
CBL In a mattei like this when the police is 
investigating, it is not possible for me to 
indicate the reasons for the fire but you can¬ 
not rule out any eventuality that might have 
taken place. It is for the police to find out. 
The departmental officers have given their 
views to the police. 

About the extent of damage and the 
goods involved, I have already said that the 
extent of damage was about Rs. 24,000. The 
goods involved were periodicals and calen¬ 
dars, tubes and tyres, machinery parts, hand- 
loom garments, plastic goods, liquor, carpets, 
nylon cloth and such other materials. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; I had also 
given notice of the same question but perhaps 


I was late so that my name could not be 
clubbed with his. Anyway, my question is : 
(a) whether it is a fact that 900 lbs. of 
hashish seize^ in February 1970, which was 
kept in the same store room for producing it 
in the court, has either been consumed by 
this fire or washed away by the water from 
th^ fire brigade hoses; and (b) whether it is 
a fact that the CBl and the Crime Branch 
of the Delhi Police, who are investigating 
into the causes of the fire, have ruled out 
any^possibility of short-circuiting of electricity. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH ; As far as the 
first question about hashish is concerned 
and about which he is probably very much 
concerned, it was not stored at the place 
where fire look place. No hashish has been 
destroyed. As regards the second question, 
we have no report about the conclusions 
that the C. B. I. and the police have reached. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : This is on 
the basis of a report appearing in the most 
widely circulated weekly... 

■ MR. SPEAKER : When he says no, why 
do you insist on it ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : It has been 
published in the most widely circulated 
weekly of India, the Blitz. It clearly states 
that. So, I asked the question on that basis. 

MR. SPEAKER : He has replied from 
his own source. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : I have categori¬ 
cally denied it that the report is not correct. 

MR. SPEAKER : Can you show him 
hashish some ti/ne ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : It should 
be done on a holiday so that both you and 
1 can visit together. 

MR. SPEAKER : f am very much afraid 
of that. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : There 
is a rumour, a suspicion, that the people who 
are engaged in this investigation, the C. B. I., 
are not being given full support by the 
authorities concerned. If that is so, may I 
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know whether the Government is going to 
allay that suspicion. 

SHRI K. R. OANESH : There is no 
basis for the fear that the hon. Member has 
got. We are placing all the facts before the 
C. B. I. We want to go into the root of tbt 
question and we want to find out why the 
fire took place.

As an interim 
measure. Government had sanctioned full 
pay and allowances for (he months of 


December, 1971 and January, 1972 to the 
bereaved families. 

2. For employment, priority has been 
accorded in Class III and Class IV posts in 
Central Ministries and Departments, for 
employment of a maximum of two members 
each from the bereaved family, including the 
widow. Several State Governments have 
extended similar concessions. For posts under 
Ministry of Defence, employment would be 
given without registeration at the Employ¬ 
ment Exchanges. 

3. A special organisation has been set 
up to attend exclusively to the rehabilitation 
of war widows and disabled personnel. This 
organisation would supplement the efforts 
made by the Directorate General of Resettle¬ 
ment.

Repatriation of Fnada by Foreign 
Companiea 

*408. SHRI G. Y. KRISHNAN : Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state:

Government 
have now taken a decision whereunder 
remittance facilities in respect of dividends 
declared by 100% foreign owned companies, 
wholly or in part out of reserves, will be 
coditional on the Reserve Bank being satis¬ 
fied, (i) that the reserves have been drawn 
upon only for maintaining the dividend 
quantum at the average of the previous 
5 years or at 10% of the paid up capital, 
whichever is more, (ii) that the drawal on 
reserves docs not exceed 10% of the total of 
the paid up capital and free reserves of the 
company at beginning of the year and 
(iii) that the balance of free reserves left 
after the drawal does not fall below 15% of 
the total of the paid up capital and reserves 
as in (ii) above.

The appoint* 
ment of a stenographer Class III to the post 
of stenographer Class II docs not involve 
assumption of higher duties and res¬ 
ponsibilities. The benefit of FR 22-C is 
not, therefore admissible in such cases. In 
order to ensure uniformity of treatment. 
Ministries had been advised in June, 1970 
to review all cases where benefit of FR 22-C 
had been incorrectly allowed by them and 
to have the pay refixed under FR 22 (a) (ii), 
and treat the resultant drop in pay if any as 
personnel pay to be absorbed in future 
increases in pay. However, appointments to 
the post of Assistant Qass II from Steno¬ 
grapher Class III are treated as involving 
assumption of higher duties and responsibili¬ 
ties and the benefit of FR 22-C is admissible 
in such cases.

Some arrear demands 
which are not in dispute from assessees who 
have liquid assests are collected quickly and 
the demands which are in dispute and also 
from assessecs who have no liquid as.sets 
or assets which arc the subject matter 
of litigation take much longer. Sometimes 
there are civil suits about the assets which 
are attached for recovery and the litigation 
drags on far a long time.

Penalty is imposed for non-payment of 
tax where the circumstances of the case call 
for a penalty. Interest is also charged for 
delayed payments of demands wherever 
chargeable under the law.

THK MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : The Primary 
responsibility for undertaking relief measures 
in the areas aifccted by natural calamities 
including drought and famine rests with the 
Slate Governments concerned. Nevertheless, 
the Central Government, through its various 
Ministries, keep in constant touch with the 
State Governments so as to be fully in the 
picture and to be in a position to provide 
assistance as may be necessary. 

At present, drought relief measures are 
continuing in parts of Mahaiashtra, Mysore 
and Andhra Pradesh where drought condi¬ 
tions occurred last year. In Orissa also, relief 
operations, necessitated by last year's cyclone 
and floods are continuing. Fresh reports of 
scarcity conditions prevailing in parts of' 
Rajasthan and small pockets in West Bengal, 
Bihar and Orissa have been received recently. 
In all cases, as reported to the Government 
of India, the State Governments have under¬ 
taken necessary relief measures. 

These measuics include starting of works 
to create employment opportunities, suspeu- 
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Sion of land revenue, distribution of 
gratuitous relief, supply of drinking vrater 
where necessary, opening of fair price shops, 
distribution of loans for agriculture and 
rehabilitation programmes. Central assistance 
as required by concerned State Government, 
is given according to a prescribed procedure, 
and wherever necessary, central teams for 
assesments of the situation and to fix ceilings 
of expenditure to be shared between the 
Centre and the State would be deputed. 
Last year, central teams visited the States 
of Andhra Pradesh, Mysore, Maharashtra 
and Orissa. On the basis of the recommenda¬ 
tions of the central teams, central assistance 
has been released. 

The food situation in the country is com¬ 
fortable and all reasonable requirements of 
the States with regard to foodgrains for 
public distribution in the scarcity areas are 
fully met. 

The Government of India is in constant 
touch with the State Governments and all 
steps to provide relief as demanded by the 
situation would be taken with the cooperation 
of the State Governments.

SHRI AMNASAHEB P. SHINDB : I 
appreciate the euthusiam of the bon Mem¬ 
ber, but he should not make statements 
which are not justified by facts. 

First, he made a statement that there 
have been starvation deaths. No State 
Government has reported to us any starva¬ 
tion deaths nor any complaint has come to 
us. If the hon Member has any specific 
information with him, be should be good 
caougja,,,{Interruptions) Why don’t you listen 
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to me ? I have listened to you patiently. He 
should be good enough to give me specific 
infonnation, then we will go into individual 
cases. Starvation death is not a very ordinary 
thing. We will take it very seriously and we 
will examine and invmtigate every individual 
Tease. Our infonnation is that there have been 
no starvation deaths. With the present com- 
l^fortable food situation in the country, 
there must be no such situation. We are 
prepared to meet fully the requirements of 
the State Governments as far as food is con¬ 
cerned. 

Then, as far as the drought relief is con¬ 
cerned, may I submit that as I explained in 
the statement, the State Governments have 
to take necessary measures. They need not 
virait for the Central Government’s sugges¬ 
tions or instructions. Constitutionally it is 
within their jurisdiction. They will have to 
take necessary steps. As soon as the margins 
which are provided by the Finance Ministry 
and the funds wihch have been provided in 
their budgets are spent, then they will have 
to write to us. Then there is an established 
procedure. We depute central teams for the 
purpose. For that purpose, there should not 
be any red-tape or delay. Representatives of 
the Planning Commission, Ministries of 
Finance and Agriculture are included in that 
team. They go to the spot, consult the State 
Governments, make inquiries and suggest 
ceilings required under the various heads and 
if the amounts are required for the various 
State Governments, they make recommenda¬ 
tions and on the basis of those recommenda¬ 
tions necessary assistance is given to 
the State Governments. As soon as any 
State Government writes to us, immediately 
the central teams are deputed and measures 
are taken to help tha State Governments. 

Regarding his question about the Famine 
Code, may I submit that Famine Code is 
a State subject. It is for the State Govern¬ 
ments to bring it uptodate. We have drawn 
the attention of the State Governments over 
a number of years to this aspect of the pro¬ 
blem and many State Governments have 
made thair Famine Codes uptodate. If any 
State Government has not done so, we will 
take it up with them. 
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Then, the hon. Member raised the ques¬ 
tion about the Rajasthan canal and asked 
what permanent measures are being 
adopted for giving relief to the drought-prone 
areas. Now, as the House is aware, the 
Government of India, during the last two 
years, have taken up a programme called the 
Rural Works Programme for providing per¬ 
manent relief to the drought-prone areas. 
Almost Rs. 100 crores have been provided 
for this project during this plan. This year 
Rs. 25 crores have been spent under this 
plan. Activities and works of a productive 
nature are taken up under this scheme. In 
drought-prone areas, necessary relief measures 
are taken up. Then he went on with his 
usual allegations, which, I must say, are a 
little out of date now. So far as the Rajas¬ 
than Canal is concerned,...

and damage in Orissa last year. We have 
been getting reports from newspapers of the 
terrible famine conditions now prevailing 
in Orissa. 9 to 10 districts out of 13 
districts in the State have been affected. 
The hon. Minister tells us that no State 
Government has reported cases of starvation 
deaths. It is on that very point that we 
wanted your approval for tabling this Calling 
Attention Notice. 1 have visited some of 
these areas. Tn Thakurmunda area in the 
district of Mayurbhanj, when 1 visited that 
area on the 6th of February, already 4 
persons had died of starvation by then and 
no relief measures were started by then, and 
the names of the persons were reported to 
the State Government and this has come in 
the papers and this matter was repotted to 
the Governor also. Starvation deaths have 
started taking place from the last week of 
January onwards in the State. The district- 
wise figures are; In Cuttack 11; in 
Kconjhar 6; in Mayurbhanj 22; in Dhenkanal 
6 ; in Balasorc 17; and in Sambalpur 3, 
making a totol of 65. Reports of starvation 
deaths are also reaching from the districts 
of Puri, Sundergarh and Ganjam no relief 
measures have yet been undertaken in these 
places. The Minister said that unless State 
Government reports cases of starvation 
deaths, it is difficult for him to say anything. 

I want him to understand this problem. 

The cyclone of last year was due to a 
natural calamity. But during this year, the 
famine and the starvation deaths are due to 
something which is man-made. The hon. 
Minister says that there is enough food. The 
State Minister and the State Government say 
that in Orissa there is 1 lakh tonnes of fixid- 
grains with the Food Corporation of India, 
but rice is selling in Orissa today at Rs. 1‘50 
per kg. in those drought-affected and cjclone 
affected areas; the masiinum controlled price 
ranges fiom Rs. MO to Rs. 1'25 per kg or 
Rs. 1'30 per kg but it is selling at Rs. 1 50 
per kg. An artificial scarcity has been created 
in rice deliberately. The Food Corporation is 
asked to send its rice to other States, but 
the people there do not get any rice to eat, 
and the prices are rising. So, this is one 
problem that we would like to place before 
Government. 

During all these six moo, ^s, when so 
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many people have died of starvation and the 
Leader of the Opposition has come out 
yesterday with a statement saying that 
about hundred people have died of starvation 
now suddenly, the State Government has 
risen from its slumber and they are now 
sending frantic calls to the Prime Minister 
and others and asking them to send a Par¬ 
liamentary team, because everything has 
gone bad there and famine is there. When 
the Congress Party and the entire country 
has now taken up this problem and bad 
focussed attention, the State Government 
now says that everything has gone bad and 
famine is there, 

I would like to bring to the notice of 
the hon. Minister the reply that Shri R. K. 
Khadilkar gave in this House on the 30th 
March, 1972, namely : — 

“At the request of the Orissa Govern- 
nieut, 15,000 touncs of rice were allott¬ 
ed by the Government of India, but as 
desired by the State Government, an 
allotment of 10,000 tonnes was subse¬ 
quently cancelled. The actual quantity 
lilted by the State Government was only 
3,600 tonnes of rice.”. 

So, you can see from the answer that the 
Government of India wanted to allot 15,000 
tonnes of rice to the starving people of 
Orissa in the cyclone-affected areas, but only 
3000 tonne.s could be lifted and the balance 
was cancelled. 

I would also like to draw the attention 
of the hon. Minister to another statement 
made recently by Shri R. K. Khadilkar 
wherein he has said : 

“Altogether, the Central Government has 
allotted Ks. 23 crores for meeting the 
problems arising out of cyclone and for 
relief, and the Slate Government could 
not spend it fully.”. 

So, we find that even where a hundred people 
have died. Rs. 3 cioics even has not been 
spent, and when the Government of India 
aiUnted 15,000 tonnes of rice, that also 
could not be lifted. 
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I would lik« to draw the atteotioo of 
the hon. Minister to another statement in 
regard to the crash programme. The Central 
Government have released up to date Rs. 
1*26 crores, but the State Government have 
been able to spend not even Rs. 20 lakhs 
by February this year, while it is necessary 
however to open a vast number of relief 
works everywhere and open thousands of fair 
price shops where Government could dump 
rice. About 8 million tonnes of foodgrains 
are available with the Government of India, 
and 1 would like to ask the hon. Minister 
and the Central Government here, whether 
in case the State Government does not 
report to them about starvation deaths, is it 
not their responsibility to step in and do the 
needful. Supposing the State Government 
want to hide their black face and their corrupt 
face from the people of Orissa, is it not the 
responsibility of the Government of India 
to come forward and help, especially when 
there is enough foodgrains to the exte.nt of 8 
million tonnes in the buffer stock ? I would 
plead with the hon. Minister that they must 
send at least I million tonnes of rice through 
the Central Citizens’ Council which has 
been doing useful woik in OrKssa in the 
cyclone-affected areas. Why should the hon. 
Minister not discuss this with the Chief 
Minister of Orissa ? I would like to know 
whether he discussed it with the State Chief 
Minister. Did he discuss this question at the 
Chief Ministers’ Conference ? 

Recently, a Central study team has been 
sent to visit all these areas in Orissa 1 would 
like to know whether they have sent their 
report to the hon. Minister. Have they 
suggested any increase in the quantum of 
relief and also in the other types of assistance 
in view of the fact that Rs. 23 crores have 
been sanctioned by the Central Government ? 

I would also like to know from the hon. 
Minister whether besides this official aid of 
Rs. 23 crores, the non-official aid which has 
come from the international agencies like the 
Red Cross etc. from the different countries 
has reached there, and bow much of it has 
been utilised. I am surprised to know that 
Rs. 13 crores of promised aid is still to reach 
there; it has not reached there yet. Even the 
aid w'orth Rs. 3 cioics which leachcd Or^sa 
has not been spent properly. May I know 
whether the Central team which went there 
looked into these problems and inquired 
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whether the relief which was given did not 
reach the proper persons and whatever 
amount was allotted was also not fairly and 
impartially distributed ? There have been 
allegations of discrimination from all sides 
in the Assembly. Even the members pf the 
Utkal Congress and the Swatantra Party also 
say that the Government has been unable to 
cope with the situation arising out of the 
calamity. 

SHRl P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): Question. 

SHRI CillNTAMANI PANIGRAHI It 
was openly said in the State Assembly. 

In view of the fact that the price of rice 
has been soaring very high and there are no 
fair price shops, and the next three or four 
months are going to witness a serious tragedy 
and thousands of people are going to die of 
starvation in Orissa and it has become a 
most acute problem, I would like to know 
categorically whether within a week Govein- 
ment are going to take some serious steps so 
that whatever further amount of money and 
other assistance needed to relieve the misery 
of the starving people is given and the 
Government see to it that it is properly spent. 
Also will the recommendations of the central 
study team for affording relief be imple¬ 
mented forthwith so that the necessary relief 
work is started in all the affected areas ? 
Even a crash programme may have to be 
undertaken where there are scarcity pockets. 
A large number of fair price shops stocked 
with adequate quantity of foodgrains have 
to be opened and run for at least three or 
four months. The disabled should be given 
gratuitous relief. Will all these measures be 
taken on an expeditious basis ? 

SHRl ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 1 
appreciate the anxiety of the hon. Member. 
Before I go into the other points raised by 
him, f would like to assure him that the 
Government of India will spare no efforts to 
help the State Government to see that all 
necessary relief is provided for the distressed 
people. 

The hon. Member referred to starvation 
deaths. This information ha-, not been cor¬ 
roborated by liic Si.iic Ciuwn.mcnt. But 
since he has menlio'ic'i’ ii '.! o floor of the 
House, 1 would agam a.'.k the Stale Govern¬ 
ment to look into this matter. 
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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : He 
has quoted figures. 

SHRI D, K. PANDA : In Prajatantra, 
which is a Congress paper, this information 
has been appearing for the last one month. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 
Orissa has been really a very unfortunate 
area. There was a cyclone trageady last year 
when thousands of people died. The whole 
House sympathised with them. Thereafter 
the Government of India took a number of 
steps. As the hon. member himself mentioned, 
Rs. 19 crores have been released to provide 
relief. Recently, on the request of the State 
Government, a central study team also visited 
Orissa. They went into the problem again. 
They have investigated whether there is any 
further need to provide any assistance to the 
State Government. The report of the team is 
awaited because they visited the State only 
recently. 

As for the food situation, there is no 
cause for anxiety. The Orissa Government 
themselves have in their stocks—1 am reading 
from very recent information—88,000 
tonnes of rice and 6,000 tonnes of wheat. 
As the House is aware, there is no difficulty 
as far as supplying foodgrains to the State 
Government is concerned. In fact, even 
yesterday we discussed this with the Chief 
Ministers. We have requested all the Chief 
Ministers, particularly the Chief Minister of 
Orissa, to see that the public distribution 
system is strengthened and all steps taken in 
that regard because even if we have a com¬ 
fortable stock position, unless there is a well- 
organised network of public disribution, it 
will not be possible to protect the interests 
of the consumers by way of providing food- 
grains at reasonable prices, more especially 
to the poorer sections so that starvation is 
warded off. We requested the Orissa Govern¬ 
ment to take adequate steps in this direction. 
After opening an adequate number of fair 
price shops, if the Orissa Government tell 
us that they want more foodgrains, it can 
be supplied as there is no scarcity of food in 
the country. 

It is true there are 7 cyclone-affected 
districts plus certain pockets where there has 
been failure of rain. There is need for pro¬ 
viding some relief because o,"; loss of crop 
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etc, because the consumers will be facing 
difficulties. But let pie repeat that we will 
take every care to see that all necessary help 
is provided to the State Government to take 
the necessary relief measures. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore) : Sir, the most astonishing thing 
is that this time also, on such a vital issue, 
the Minister has come forward with a very 
stereotyped statement and also in the reply 
he has given, there is nothing new. There is 
no specific answer to the quMtion. 

So far as West Bengal is concerned, 
there is a mention that in some pockets there 
is a scarcity condition. May I remind the 
Minister that only in the month of September 
last, there was a serious and unprecedented 
flood all over West Bengal and almost all the 
districts—Burdwan, Birbhum, Malda, Howrah, 
Hooghly, Midnapore, Nadia, Murshidabad, 
West Dinajpore, Cooch-Behar, etc—were 
seriously affected, and all told there was 
damage to the extent of Rs. 200 crores. The 
aftermath of it is still continuing, and no 
positive step was taken to see that the flood- 
affected people were really given substantial 
relief so that they can sustain themselves. 
That has not been done even after this so- 
called Ministry has come to power there. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Why ‘so-called’ ? 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
“So-called”, because after so many corrupt 
practices and rigging, they have come to 
power. Everybody knows it. (Interruption) 
The hoh. Member has mentioned that there 
have been starvation deaths in Orissa. 1 
agree with him. But you will find that no 
Government will ever come forward with a 
statement that there has been any starvation 
death. There have been deaths by continuous 
starvation, and when the particular person 
dies, the Government will say that because of 
some disease he has died. 

Now, Malda has been mentioned. If the 
Minister takes the trouble of visiting some of 
the villages he will find that most of the 
laboures on land, share-croppers and poor 
peasants are not able to secure even one meal 
a day. Even if relief measure are there, they 
do not reach them. Physically they are so 
much depressed and due to continuous star- 
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vation they cannot even reach the place of 
their work. This is not only so in Malda 
but aiso in all the rural areas of Bordwan, 
Hooghly and Nadia he will find the same 
feature. 

My accusation is this. Every time the 
Centre will say that it is the primary responsi¬ 
bility of the State Government to adopt the 
relief measures. When we approach the 
State Government, they say they have no 
funds. For the last one year there was the 
rule of the Centre in West Bengal and we 
have approached the authorities there no 
many occasions. Every time, stereotyped 
answers were given that the Centre was not 
giving them enough money. Even the meagre 
relief could not reach the rural people. In 
West Bengal, the Congress party and the 
authorities there played politics with it. Just 
a week before the election, bags and bags 
of maida and flour were sent to different 
places. The Congress volunteers and the 
Yuva Congress people travelled throughout 
the countryside and distributed them only 
on one understanding. Whether the person 
who received the relief required it or not 
was not the criterion. Whether he would 
vote for the Congress or not was the only 
promise that was to be given by the 
recipient. This was the feature through 
out the rural areas of West Bengal just 
prior to the election. Before that, no gratuit¬ 
ous relief wat given even after the devastating 
floods for so many months. But suddenly; 
just before the election, gratuitous relief in 
the from of maida and flour was distributed 
only to play politics. 

Then, what is the feature ? The other 
hon. Members should know what is happen¬ 
ing. If you read Bengali newspapers you will 
kuow. My friend Chintamani was saying that 
in Orissa rice was selling at Rs.l'SO. La-st 
year in West Bengal too it was selling at Rs. 
1’50; then it went up to Rs. 1’80 and now 
after the new Government of Shri Siddha- 
rtha Shankar Ray had assumed office, the 
price is Rs. 2*50 per kilo. It is higher in 
West Bengal than anywhere else. The hon. 
Minister, says that there is no scarcity of rice 
or other foodgrains. 1 agree. Still people 
are starving. Why ? Because they have no 
purchasing power. That is so everywhere in 
the rural areas, be it West Bengal or any 
other place. The middle-class people, also 
suffer but the middle-class or the rich do not 
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starve; poor people in the rural areas, 
specially landless labour, always starve in 
these conditions. 

My question is : what positive steps 
are the Government taking to see that the 
prices of foodgrains, especially rice do not 
go so high ? Secondly, what positive steps 
are they contemplating so that the meagre 
amount of gratuitous relief are not used to 
serve political ends in the villages ? The 
Centre should see that politics do not come 
into play in gratuitous relief and other relief 
matters. The pick and choose method should 
not be there by the Congress Government 
which has now come to power. It should 
be given on as wide a scale as possible 
among the rural people. I deny totally the 
suggestion that only in some pockets of 
West Bengal there are scarcity conditions. In 
rural areas of West Bengal people are starv¬ 
ing; they have no money to buy. What 
positive steps are the Government taking to 
raise the purchasing power of these poorer 
sections ? I expect the hon. Minister will 
give proper and satisfactory replies to my 
questions.' 

MR. SPEAKER ; Members arc asking 
more than one question inspite of my 
repeated requests. According to the rules they 
can put only one question. They should be 
careful about it. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : I 
am sorry that the hon. Member and his 
party cannot raise any issue, an issue 
relating even to disress, without bringing in 
politics and making wild allegations. It is 
for him to decide how he should behave. 

' As far as relief measures arc concerned, 
despite Bangla Desh refugees and a number 
of other difficulties, the Government of India 
have upto 31 3 1972 spent Rs. 73 crores 
for relief in various parts of the country. 
If even now any difficulties arise in any part 
of the country, the Government of India 
will not spare any efforts to help the State 
Governments. 

The hon. Member has stated that the 
Central Government always points out the 
fact that relief for national calamities has to 
be carried out by the State Governments. 
What can I do ? It is a constitutional matter. 
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The hon. Member himself, while in West 
Bengal, speaks in a different strain, saying 
that the State Government should have more 
powers. This is the constitutional distri¬ 
bution of work between the States and the 
Centre, We are consulting the State 
Government, and if they feel that any addi¬ 
tional measures have to be taken and our 
assistance is required, wc will do everything 
to help them. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
What about the price rise ? The price of 
rice is Rs. 2 60. What are you doing about 
it ? 

SHRI ANNAS \HEB P. SHINDE : Is a 
discussion of the general price rise relevant 
to this ? I am prepared to answer. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA It 
is relevant. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: West 
Bengal has been one of the areas in the 
country which was subjected to an influx of 
almost six to seven million refugees. Then, 
there were floods and dislocation of trans¬ 
port. Despite all this, there was never any 
dislocation of supplies. The Government of 
India did everything to sec that the rice and 
wheat required by the West Bengal Govern¬ 
ment were supplied. Even now there is a 
marginal rise all over the country, it is not 
confined to West Bengal alone, but the 
price increase in West Bengal is much lower 
than in other parts. But the food situation 
has been so comfortable during the last two 
weeks as a result of the expected bumper 
crop, that the prices of all cereals have 
started coming down. In West Bengal there 
is a wide network of fair price shops and 
the public distribution system. We are taking 
adequate steps to see that food stocks arc 
maintained and that the public distribution 
system functions satisfactorily. 

SHRI SIJRENDRA MOHANTY 
(Kendrapara) : While expressing my grate¬ 
fulness to you, Mr. Speaker, for admitting 
the motion, may 1 submit that the situation 
in Orissa should have been put pn a different 
footing altogether, because, in .W words of 
the Ptesident of India, the calamity that 
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befell this unfortunate State last year was an 
unprecedented tragedy of the century. Be 
that as it may, I would request the hon. 
Minister to pay some special attention to 
this State without politicking, because it 
involves human misery and this is not the 
time nor the forum where we can indulge in 
petty politicking. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA : Destitutes are 
starving. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY : Some 
people think it is their exclusive monopoly. 
There is no monopoly in serving the people. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE ; We arc against 
monopoly. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY ; The 
dividing line between Central and State 
responsibility in meeting catastrophies and 
tragedies of this nature is very thin. I invite 
the attention of the minister to item 33 in 
the Concurrent List wherein he will find that 
supply and distribution of foodgrains is ex¬ 
clusively the responsibility of the Centre. 
Therefor, it is for the Minister of Agriculture 
to reconcile these two irreconcilables, the 
paradoxes of green revolution on the one 
hand and famtne and starvation on the other. 
Therefore, he should not take the plea that 
it is primarily the responsibility of the State 
Government. II is true that it is the res¬ 
ponsibility of the Slate Government, but the 
over-riding responsibility is that of the 
Centre and there should be no shirking of 
this responsibility on this flimsy ground. 

It is true no State Government ever 
concedes starvation deaths. No death ever 
occurs due to starvation. The biological 
system is such that a man tries to live till 
the very last moment by eating something, 
which may be unfit for human consumption 
and dies on that account. Therefore, all 
these deaths are ascribed to gastro enteritis 
or diseases like that. But that does not give 
an excuse to the Government to take the 
plea that no starvation death has occurred. I 
want to know whether the Government of 
India will conduct an enquiry through their 
own agencies not only in Orissa but through¬ 
out India, even in States administered by 
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the Ruling Ck)ngress, whether such conditions 
are prevailing or not. 

The Minister said that the central team 
which had visited Orissa has beeh working 
in consonance with the State Government. 
May I invite his attention to the fact that 
the central team has arrogated in certain 
instances to itself a position which overrides 
the State Government and is considered 
calculated bureaucratic insolence. For ins* 
tance, Orissa Government asked for Rs. 2 
crores for gratuitous relief, but the Central 
team has recommended Rs. 1 crorc. What 
is the answer for that ? The State Govern¬ 
ment wanted Rs. S crores for test relief 
against which the Central team fixed the 
ceiling at Rs. I'SO crores. Though, I do 
not want to indulge in any controversy, it 
has been suggested by Mr. Panigrahi that 
the State Government is not spending the 
money which has been so liberally released 
by the Government of India. To set the 
record right, by 31st March 1972 the State 
Government have Incurred an expenditure of 
Rs. 23*77 crores as against the central ceiling 
of Rs. 23*23 crores. This Rs. 23*23 crores 
includes Rs. 3 crores for flood which visited 
the State last year and has nothing to do 
with the cyclone. Therefore in a nut-shell, 
whereas the State Government wanted 
Rs. 23*77 crores, the Government of Inaia 
has released only Rs. 19 crores out of which 
Rs. 3 crores is grant and the rest loans. 

I want to know whether now the 
Government of India will take a compassion¬ 
ate view of the human misery which is doing 
no credit to the national government to sec 
that immediately relief is rushed to such 
States, particularly Orissa, without depending 
upon the prejudiced views of the central 
team which has been visiting and ar'ogating 
to itself a kind of attitude which really docs 
not speak well of a democratic government. 

In conclusion may I ask the Govern¬ 
ment to take certain immediate steps to see 
that wherever the purchasing capacity is 
lacking, the purchasing capacity is injected 
into the community and foudgrains are 
made available at subsidised rates in those 
pockets where the prevailing price of rice is 
very high, not only in Orissa but in other 
States as well ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : As 
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far as the Government of India is concerned, 
we would never like to play with the misery 
of the people and bring in politics. It is for 
the hon. member and his party and others 
to consider whether to bring in politics into 
such matters. As far as central assistance is 
concerned, there is a well-established pattern. 
The pattern of Central ssistance is, 75 per 
cent of the amount required is provided by 
the Central Government. Out of that 50 
per cent is grant and 25 per cent is loan. 
The rest of the 25 per cent have to be 
provided from the re.sourcs of the State 
Government. This is the pattern applicable 
to the whole country. On this basis, the 
Central team works out the ceilings under 
various heads. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHAN TY That 
is under normal conditions. 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : I 
am very sorry that the hon. Member has 
made an aspersion against the Central team. 
We have so much of experience of provid¬ 
ing relief in various parts of the country 
and our experience is that the Central team 
is helpful. Their assessment is truthful and 
realistic and the State Governments invaria¬ 
bly accept them, because the team goes into 
the question of the capacity of the State 
Government also. Therefore, as far as the 
Government of India are concerned, we will 
accept the recommendation of the team. 
Of course, if there are any specific compla¬ 
ints by the State Government, we are pre¬ 
pared to look into them. 

Coming to the supply of foodgrains by 
fair price shops at reasonable prices.,. 

SHRI. SURENDRA MOHANTY ; At 
subsidised rates. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : I 
have already stated that it is for the Slate 
Governments to organise a network of fair 
price shops In fact, my grievance against 
the Orissa Government is that they arc not 
organising adequate number of fair price 
shops to take care of the affected people, 
particularly in the distress areas. As far as 
subsidised food is concerned, if the State 
Government want to provide it within the 
allotment of Central assistance, it can do it.

MATTER UNDER RULE 377 

Strike dy Textile Workers in 
Kanpur on the Bonus 
Issue 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) :Sir, I 
am thankful to you for giving me an oppor¬ 
tunity once again to raise the questjon of 
13,000 workers belonging to Swadeshi Cot¬ 
ton Mills and J. K. Cotton Mills, who are 
on strike from the 3rd, on the question of 
the payment of bonus according to the Kha- 
dilkar formula, .^s you are aware, last time 
when this issue was raised on the 29th 
March, the hon. Union Labour Minister made 
an appeal to the workers to withdraw the 
strike. After that the Chief Minister of UP 
also urged the workers to withdraw the strike 
as the matter is going to be finalized by him 
in consultation with the Union Labour Mini¬ 
ster. 

The employers have not yet agreed to 
pay the difference between 8‘33 percent 
and 5 per cent as advance against bonus for 
1970; on the other hand, they are prepared, 
according to the Chief Minister, to pay ano¬ 
ther 5 per cent as bonus for 1971 but are 
not agreeing to give the advance of Rs. 150, 
as demanded by workers, to be adjusted 
after the matter is finally decided the arbitr¬ 
ator—in this case, either the Chief Minister 
or the Union Labour Minister. 

I wish to make it clear that the unions 
and the workers, who are conducting the 
strike in these two textile mills, arc prepared 
to withdraw their strike immediately in case 
their legitimate demand for advance is conc¬ 
eded. I am happy that the Chief Minister 
is here and is likely to meet the Uuion 
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Labour Minister to solve the problem. i 
have every hope that a meeting between the 
Chief Minister and the Union Labour Minis¬ 
ter will be held today. 

1 wish to thank the Chief Minister and 
the Union Labour Minister for their kind 
intervention. The employers should now be 
told to settle this matter immediately because 
most of them are producing defence articles 
in their units. It is they who are standing 
in the way. I hope, the powerful Union 
Labour Minister and the Chief Minister, who 
belong to the same party, will assert themse¬ 
lves and see that the strike is withdrawn. 
Since the Labour Minister is here, T would 
request him, if he could possibly do so, to 
say a good word, some word. 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRI R. K. KHAD- 
ILKAR): I have carefully gone through the 
statement read out by the hon. Member 
here. Since yesterday I have tried my best 
to contact the Chief Minister of UP who is 
concerned with this question. Unfortunately, 
so far I have failed. In case I succeed in 
contacting him, 1 am prepared to spare 
some time and lend my helping hand to res¬ 
olve the dispute. Beyond this I am not in 
a position to say. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Last time the 
Chief Minister told me that he would like 
to consult Shri Khadilkar. He is here and a 
man like the Chief Minister does not escape 
the notice of the Union Minister.

(i) Department cf Science and 
Technology— Contd . 

SHRI B: V. NAIK (Kanara) : Mr. Deput- 
Speaker, Sir, I support the Demands for 
Grants of th.e Department of Science and 
Technology. I support them all the more 
because in the last few years we have seen 
the impact of science on our society. There 
has been the Green Revolution, and that 
has virtually made us turn the corners of our 
national economy, so much so when we say 
today about a possible and permanent self— 


♦Moved with the recommendation of the President. 
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sufficiency in food, there is no credibility gap 
as it used to happen about ten or twenty 
years ago; each year we used to say that 
there would be self-sufficiency and then we 
used to blame the monsoons or the other 
vagaries of nature. Besides the Gieen Revol¬ 
ution o' which we have not been able to get 
a scien'ffic clear or elucidative reply whet¬ 
her the Grea n Revolution has been all fur 
the good or all for the bad or whether it has 
any adverse effect as such, we have also seen 
the impact of the radio the electronic revolu¬ 
tion, the impact of the radio particularly on 
our methods of mass communication, in 
which our country has been recently awak¬ 
ened and has been able to carry out a 
substantial amount of political changes in 
the caanity,.,{interruption) particularly in 
ffie establishment of a stable Government, 
good for Mr, Piloo Mody, good for the peo¬ 
ple on the opposition side, good for all of 
us and good for the country. These are only 
one or two instances which I would like to 
quote as an illustration of the impact of scie¬ 
nce and technology, in particular, on our 
Indian society. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): One Nation, one Leader and one 
Party. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK ; I don’t want to 
apologise for the failures of the Opposition. 
But they have their options still open to 
rectify their defeats, if (hey can. 

Coming back to the establishment of this 
independent Department of Science and 
Technology, I welcome it. But, at the same 
time, in the requirements of the various 
Ministries, whether it be the Ministry of 
Industrial Development or if it be the Mini¬ 
stry of Agriculture, 1 hope it docs not have 
the effect in as much as a separate and 
alienated section of scientists and scientitic 
workers do not enter into an invory towor. 
In other words, I hope that the requirem¬ 
ents of the various Ministries, in other words, 
the requirements of the various sections and 
various economic facets of our national life 
are not lost sight of. There is the possibi¬ 
lity of a tremendous amount of inbreeding 
of the ideas with the sv**cntific community 
coming together and gett ng isolated from 
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the masses. I hope this Ministry or this 
Department does not enter into that sort of 
an ivory tower situation. And, in this behalf, 

I would like to draw your kind attention to 
certain things, in regard to the composition 
of the National Committee of Science and 
Technology. We find that there is, of course, 
the Minister of Planning, We have a physi¬ 
cist we have the people from the Planning 
Commission, we have people from medical 
sciences, from the Indian Agricultural Rese¬ 
arch Institute. But, any science, if it is to be 
all — encompassing, we cannot content our¬ 
selves with the scientists drawn from the 
physical and biological sciences alone. I find 
that there is a conspicuous lack in this Na¬ 
tional Committee of the people being drawn 
from one of the social science like the science 
of Economics or the sociologists. I hope that 
this can be bridged. All the more it should 
be bridged because I read one of the terms 
of the refence of this Committee is : 

“Preparation and continuous updating of 
national scientific and technological plans, 
both Five-Year Plans and as Perspective 
Plans. This would have to be carried out 
in cIo.se association with Planning Com¬ 
mission and be intimately related in terms 
relative priorities of allocations and 
resources, to the national socio-economic 
development plans; 

It is a very huge order virtually. 

This Committee will have to function as 
a sort of a brains trust for the Planning 
Commission. Therefore, I would like to say 
that the composition of this Committee, 
besides being composed of pure scientists 
from specified sciences like Metallurgy and 
Chemistry and Physics, it should also be 
made all-encompassing Some of the work 
that this Committee is doing has been very 
commendable. There is some work of a 
historical nature Botanical and Zoological 
Surveys, but some of the mass-based demands 
like the low-cost tractor of 10 to 12 horse¬ 
power or attachments to the back-mounted 
engines, I think, it is on these lines...

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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER ; The bell is 
being rung. 

...Now, there is quorum. The hon. 
Member may continue. 

SHRI B. V.NAIK : In regard to all these 
matters, the Ministry’s attention should be 
drawn to the demands of the common man 
and to the problems of the common man 
and we have to conduct a certain amount of 
research into the areas of consumer satisfac¬ 
tion which are so very important for us. For 
carrying out this work we basically need 
certain things. We now lack the resources. 
We have today about 65,000 to 70,000 
people engaged in scientific pursuits, in the 
service of the community as such, but still 
we have a tremendous amount of gap in 
regard to employment and there are still 
1 ,00,000 people, qualified technologists, 
engineers as well as others, in science 
faculties, and 1 think ue should bridge this 
gap—this employment gap—in regard to 
qualified talents which is going to waste in 
this country. I would like to draw the atten¬ 
tion of the Minister to the so-called problem 
of‘brain drain.’ So much has been said about 
‘brain drain’. We send our students for train¬ 
ing abroad, but when they return, we do not 
have conditions which will suit their aspira¬ 
tions and they do not find the opportunity 
congenial, if we cannot meaningfully employ 
them here, let us not put an embargo on 
these people being trained abroad at all. 
They get in touch with the open society, 
western society or affluent society; having 
trained them and given them the opportunity, 
we ask them to come back and settle here 
where we har e no opportunities. I think wc 
would not have had an eminent scientist like 
Hargovind Khorana if we had not sent some 
of our scientists for training abroad, if we 
did not have a sort of brain-drain. Under 
these circumstances we are not able to give 
these scientists iind doctors and engineers and 
technologists meaningful and purposeful 
employment and we have not created condi¬ 
tions for the same. The conditions are not 
comparable with the western standards. So, 
let us not go with the slogan tbgt there is a 
brain drain in this country. Even in spite 
of the drain ‘ there is adequate talent in the 
couniiy, and adequate ability, resourcefulness 
etc. 

Therefore, let us create conditions that 
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are good for these people. I say this because 
these people, will have to have an opportunity 
and let us not curtail our own opportunity 
for employment and advancement for the 
existing people. We should not have 
apeisb imitations of hallowed ideas from the 
west. 

Whethcr.it is the Planning Commission 
or we in general, we have the scientific 
options. They are hard options. They may 
not be pleasant options or popular options; 
they may be unpopular oPtions also. But we 
have to make such Options. We have made 
a green revolution; we have ceated conditions 
for a green revolution. We have created a 
situation of surplus in certain commodities 
like wheat in the country. When it comes to 
a question of hard decision, a Committee of 
Experts is appointed to go into the question 
in detail of fixing the price and cost of pro¬ 
duction. At the eud of it all we say it is not 
possible to get away from a position of 
subsidising. If we are going to subsidise the 
wheat-grower, we will have to subsidise the 
rice-grower. What 1 am trying to say about 
this formula of the powerful wheat lobby is 
this. If it is a question of scientific option,— 
we have to remember that the States have 
become soft,—we have to invest our money 
on worthwhile objects. There is this amount 
of Rs. 135 crores. You may invest part of It 
in a project in my own constituency like 
the Kali Hyrdo Electric project or in any 
other project which is going to provide 
facilities for irrigation in wheat growing areas. 
Let us know what employment potential you 
are going to generate out of this amount of 
Rs. 135 crores, so that, in course of time, 
this may not become an impossible situation, 
so, here 1 want to say that it is rather the 
soft State which presents itself with a problem 
and then when it comes to it, it is most 
likely and musty prone to take an unscientific 
decision. I wish that our Planning Commis¬ 
sion as well as our scientists have the 
necessary amount of pressure not to yield to 
unscientific pressures and lobbies. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): Moral 
courage. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK : It is existing and it 
has to be given an opportunity. 

The immediate requirement of our 
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country, [ would suggest, is that the scientists 
as well as the planners as well as science will 
have to bridge the gap between our thinking 
at a particular level as well as the masses. 
In this, I think that we have to get rid of 
the communication gap that is there in 
our society at present and reach out to the 
mases and ascertain their requirements and 
come to certain conclusions. 

In conclusion, 1 would say that this 
scientific approach ultimately will have to 
revolutionise our thought patterns and 
thought processes. I think that the scientist 
of today is just the beginning of the new type 
of technocrat* who will be able to take the 
decisions, and since scientific decisions will 
not be popular decisions, it is for the ruling 
party or the people in charge of the decisions 
to sell it in the market-place, that is, to sell 
these unpopular decisions. I think one of the 
worst consequences, as our friend Shri 
Jyotimoy Bosu has said, of the unscientific 
planning which is thorughly associated will 
be the regional imbalances. Imagine that 
within about 20 or 25 years there will be 
areas of prosperity in certain parts of the 
country because of sheer advancement due to 
their natural as well as other advantages, 
and there will be certain areas with regional 
disparities and poverty. From the point 
of view of the interests of the nation 
and the integrity of the nation and the 
co-ordinated development of the country 
as a whole, this will be disastrous for us. 
Therefore, I would say in the ultimate 
analysis, though our Marxist friends to my 
right will say that a State rich is more 
scientific is a Marxist State, that we need not 
go to that extent, but we can rectify our steps 
even at this earlier stage. 

With these words, I support the Dema¬ 
nds of the Department of Science and 
Technology. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : It is 
a welcome decision on the part of the 
Government to have .set up this Department 
of Science and Technology. I hope, Sir, you 
will remember that on several occasions I had 
raised this matter in this House. It was 
rejected at first, but I am very happy now 
that wisdom has ultimately prevailed. But 1 
am very sorry to say that '.purposeful dis« 
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cussion on this subject has been denied to 
us. because the report was circulated to us 
only last evening. We find that out of Rs. 37 
crorcs of the grants, Rs. 25 crores go to the 
CSIR. But you know. Sir, that there was a 
big storm in this House about the structure 
and functions of the CSIR, as a result of 
which there was an inquiry committee and 
that committee submitted its report with 
sweeping recommendations sug^sting both 
structural and functional changes in the 
CSIR. Without that report, as I said earlier, 
the discussion today will not be very purpose¬ 
ful 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM : It has 
already been placed on the Table of the 
House. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : But it has not 
been circulated to us. The full report has not 
been circulated to us. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Everything 
placed on the Tabic of the House need not 
necessarily be circulated. Some are circu- 
l<'*tcd and some are just placed on the 
Table, and those hon. Members who arc 
interested in any particular document can 
ask for it. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I am glad to 
know this, but I had no idea of it. However, 
I would only request that an opportunity 
should be provided for a thorough discussion 
of the inquiry committee’s report... 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM It has 
already been implemented. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : It may have 
been implemented, but we have a right to 
have our say on the process of implement¬ 
ation, because it was on the basis of the 
demand made in the House that an inquiry 
committee was appointed and its recommen¬ 
dations were submitted, and so, we should 
have the right to say whether those reco¬ 
mmendations are proper or not. The report 
of the department of Science and Techno¬ 
logy is naturally not a record of its achieve¬ 
ments. But this enunciates certain functional 
and structural principles for this depart- 
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ment. I will confine my observations to the 
functional and structural features only. 

It has been said that the main objective 
of this department is to make our economy 
self-sufficient and self-reliant. I would add 
another word and say that it should also be 
self-propellent, 

SHRI R. V. BADE (Khargonc) : The 
report was discussed in 1970 when it was 
placed before the House. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Only the first 
part. The second and most important part, 
which was later laid was not discussed. 

It has been stated that the main objec¬ 
tive of the Department of Science and 
Technology is the promotion of R <6 D for 
defence, import substitution, and allied 
matters. I would add one more in the light 
of the statement of the Minister of Planning 
that the main objective of the next Plan will 
be to provide more jobs, and the Plan will 
be employment or job-oriented. If we have 
to do (hat, we have to devise a new techno¬ 
logy of industrial development, or a decen¬ 
tralised technology of industrial development. 
In short, the objective of this Department 
should be to devise a new industrial techno¬ 
logy, a new engineering technology, a self- 
reliant technology for defence production, 
both for armament and explosives, and also, 
as 1 have already said, some kind of a 
decentralised technology. This will make 
our plan job-oriented. 

1 must say that the whole objective of 
this Department should be to concentrate 
in the present phase of cur technological 
development on applied science and applied 
technology, not on basic or fundamental 
science. The latter should not be brought 
within its purview. This should be left if 
the objective is to make our economy self- 
reliant, self-sufficient and self-propellant. 
Then only a sense of urgency will be imparted 
to the functioning of this Department of 
Science and Technology. Then only will we 
be able to develop a technology which will 
be based .on applied science. Therefore, 1 
should suggest that research and funda¬ 
mental science and also fundamental techno¬ 
logy should be left to university laboratories 
and post-graduate research institutions. 
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The functional task before this Depart¬ 
ment has been made too general, too heavy, 
too bulky and I should also say, too 
deffusive. A set of 21 tasks have been 
assigned to the Department. Tasks like 
ecology, environments science, oceanography 
are listed as its task, which should not have 
been there. I should say subjects like family 
welfare and health, agriculture, meteorology 
should not have been included in the list of 
the works of Science and Technology 
Department. If we want to impart a sense 
of urgency and immediacy into this depart¬ 
ment, if our object is to make the country 
self-sufficient, and if we want to substitute 
our imports by indigenous production as early 
as possible, these subjects should not be inclu¬ 
ded in the purview of the department. If 
we have to diffuse and decentralise and 
make it job-oriented, we have to have sharp, 
concentrated and purposive objectives before 
our applied scientists. Of the 21 tasks 
assigned, only these should remain for 
urgent handling by the Department of 
Science and Technology : fuel and power, 
heavy engineering, chemical industries, 
machine tools and agricultural equipment 
for agro-industries. Mining, sleet and met¬ 
allurgical industry, aeronautics, transporta¬ 
tion, defence and space, electronics, and in 
respect of education, only scientific research, 
should be there. Why are you going to 
bother about the environment and ecology, 
oceanographic survey, etc. as subjects for 
this Department ? Those should be left to 
the other departments of Education Ministry. 
As you have said, if you have a purpose, to 
make our industry self-sufficient, self-reliant 
and, as 1 said earlier, self-propellent in the 
shortest space of time, so that we can stand 
on our own feet in applied science and 
applied technology the mind of the techno¬ 
crats and the scientists should be polarised 
on some specific tasks to be fulfilled within 
a certain specific period. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER The hon. 
Member’s time is up. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA; Please give me 
some minutes more. I am also a student of 
science. It is astonishing to see that this 
deparrment is to deal with foreign powers 
in respect of certain cultural agreements. 
That means, you have to exchange your 
scientific matters tlvough the attaches 
attached to different missions. I do not 
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know why it should be the function of this 
Department. It will dilTuse the concentration 
and purpose and the objective and even the 
energies of this Department. 

Then, as have said out of the 21 tasks 
or functions assigned to the Department 
only 11 functions should be there, and the 
other tasks should be given to the education 
or other departments. But you should have 
a co-ordination to know what are the 
requirements and needs of the Department 
of Science and Technology and what it 
should undertake as urgent tasks. Naturally, 
certain co-ordination should be necessary, 
and a co-ordinating committee should be 
associated with the Planning Commission 
and the Ministry of Industrial Development 
should also be asscciated with it. Also, if 
you want to be purposive and time-bound, 
in implementing objectives and if you want 
to stand on your own feet, to have' an 
independent economy and to develop your 
own science and technology to serve our 
purpose, then the objective should be 
limited and should not be dih'usivc as it is 
found in the list of tasks of the Science and 
Technology Department. 

Then, about the structure, and the 
structural pattern of this Department. I 
should say that this department should be 
entrusted to certain specific Minister. It 
should not be under the Minister of Planning 
who has so many huge problems to deal 
with. The choice of a Minister for the 
Department should be made from among 
the scientists; he should be a man with 
capability to deal with men of scientific 
erudition, scholarship and a certain scienti¬ 
fic sophistication like the specialised techno¬ 
crats and scientists. 

Then, 1 should say that these applied 
scientists and also technocrats should be 
treatd as a special community. They should 
be given belter salaries, better emolurnents 
and they should have better amenities. You 
know that in Russia today, if there is any 
privileged class in communist society and it 
has become the fashion in our country to refer 
to the communist countries—if there is a 
mosi-f;noiircd or community there, it is 
the scientists and the technocrats. As my 


hon. friend has said already, a lot of brain 
drain from our country is there, and it could 
be stopped if you make the work of the 
Department of Science and Technology 
purposive and see that those who will deal 
with work of science and technology, they 
should have nothing else except development 
of technology, science and a quest for 
discovery so that we can make our industry 
self sufficient, and to this end, you should 
give the scientists better emoluments. 

Then, there is the National Committee 
on Science and Technology which is the hard 
core organisation for dealing with this depart¬ 
ment. But 1 am sorry to say, and I do not 
understand why it should be composed of so 
many part timers, why on the committee of 
eleven, the members are to be drawn from 
the dilTercnt departments. They are already 
employed in different departments with 
specific work to do. They will be part- 
timers in the Science and Technology Depart¬ 
ment. How can you expect them in one 
month, two months or three or four months, 
to meet regularly and give a decision ? It 
cannot be done. Make this a small com¬ 
mittee on which a few wholctimers— 
scientists and technocrats—who will devote 
their whole time, attention and energy could 
function properly to serve specific purposes. 
Also, at the same time, the composition of 
the sub-committees or the group committees 
of the core committee is absolutely unpurpo- 
sivc. It cannot discharge or fulfil the objec¬ 
tives. This group is drawn from the different 
scientists. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Please con¬ 
clude. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : 1 am conclud¬ 
ing. If they are taken from different depart¬ 
ments, how can they contribute their energies 
and pay attention and look after the tasks 
in an integral perspective. Therefore, make 
it a small committee with whole-timer 
scientists and technocrats, the sub com¬ 
mittees should also be composed of whole- 
timers from among specialised technocrats, 
and scientists, so that your objective may 
be really time-bound and purposive. They 
have done a great ii^ustice to Dr. S. K, 
Mukerjee, the Director of the Zoological

garden in Calcutta who was an extra¬ 
ordinary man in that line. They assigned 
him certain task, to develop certain things 
according to the Fourth Plan but he has 
been replaced by another less qualified 
director. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Do not 
bring in personalities. And try to conclude. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : In conclusion, 

1 am astonished to see this list. Among the 
eleven persons you nave chosen for your 
hard core committee, I am sorry to say, 
those scientists, 50 —60 per cent of whom 
presided over different sections of the Science 
Congress for over last 25 years, there is no 
representative from that group of scientists, 
there is not one Bengali representative... 
{Interruptions) Their contribution is there and 
if 1 a>uld get time in this House 1 could 
show you, I can produce documents. It is my 
national duty to draw the attention of the 
House to this matter. 

SHRI V. N. P, SINGH (Phulpur) : I am 
faced with a scientific and technical problem 
of expressing myself within five minutes. 
This is an age of miniaturisation so 1 shall 
also try to miniaturise my speech also. 

If on the rational scene the place of the 
scientist was on the periphery, their voice 
was still more distant. It was the vision of 
the great Jawaharlal Nehru that gave our 
scientists a place on the national stage and 
it was the determination and wisdom of our 
Prime Minister that has given them a voice 
and powerful voice at that, by way of the 
National committee on Science and Techno¬ 
logy. By yoking the N. C. S. T. to the Plan¬ 
ning Commission, we have ensured that the 
best talents of our scientists are harnessed to 
our social goals that in the lybrinths of 
abstract thinking shall echo the aspirations 
of the teemimg millions that intellectual 
adventure shall not be divorced from its 
social context, and that learning and pathos 
shall go together. 

Different social objectives demand 
different technological approaches For this 
I would refer to one instance, We have a 
sub-commi|tee under N. C. S. T. for agricul¬ 
tural equipment. Now our agiicultural equip¬ 
ment and agricultural technology has to be 


in consonance with final social order that we 
envisage in the rural area. If we are going 
to have small land holdings, we should go in 
for small tractors. Big tractors will become 
only museum pieces. Conversely, if we are 
to utilise the technology of big harvesters, 
combines and tractors, then we should go in 
for collective or co-operative farming. So it 
is our social goats that should dictate our 
technology. 

Suppose the Sub-Committee on Urbani¬ 
sation and Transportation under the Com¬ 
mittee on Science and Technology considers 
the Bombay traffic problem, persons whose 
eyes are glued to and glamourised by the 
West, will suggest that we should widen the 
roads, that we should have fly-overs and 
free-ways, etc. But if we change our social 
perspective and focus on the humble pedes- 
trains, we will not be thinking first of wide¬ 
ning the toads, but of widening the side¬ 
walks. Instead of pondering over traffic jams 
created by private cars and vehicles we will 
be thinking of evolving mass transporatiou 
systems like underground circular trains and 
electric buses. So, our technology hete again 
will have to be conditioned by our social 
objectives. 


Coming from broad principles to details, 
it is a happy thing to note that the urgent 
needs of defence, of import substitutioned of 
other non-defence products essential to our 
economy have been given a due place by the 
NCST. 1 have no detailed advice to give to 
our scientists on these counts. In the matter 
of anti-tank ammunition whether they choose 
the plastic type explosive or the liquid core 
lype, it is their choice, for developing thallyic 
anahydride, what catalyst they select is their 
choice; for the guidance of missiles whether 
they prefer the inertial or the magnetic 
system of control, again it is their choice. 
But T would remind our scientists that 
beyond all this iheic stands on the pariphery 
of our society the landless labourer who has 
not had any share in the green revolution, 
and who will not receive much of a share in 
the “grey” revolution of capital intensive 
imported technology either. 1 would request 
our scientists to keep him in mind, to go out 
and reach him, and if they di> bO, I am sure 
that they have a countiy, a rarhament and 
a Prime Minister behind them. 
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THE MINISTER OF PLANNING AND 
MINISTER OF DEPARTMENT OF 
SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY (SHRI C. 
SUBRAM ANIAM): J am really happy that 
almost all the Members welcomed the now 
Department of Science and Technology and 
also made very useful suggestions for its 
successful functioning. This is a young 
department, a new department. As a matter 
of fact, we do not have even a proper house 
to live in, but this department has proved, 
and the National Committee on Science and 
Twihnology also has proved, that even with¬ 
out these basic amenities, if only you have 
the will, you can turn out a good deal of 
work. 1 would like to express my appre¬ 
ciation for the good work that has been 
turned out during these few months. 

Some doubts were raised with regard to 
the wisdom of combining science and techno¬ 
logy with planning. In my view, this is a 
wise decision. The Plan has to influence 
science and technology, as pointed out by 
the last speaker, and science and technology 
should influence planning. It is for the pur¬ 
pose of this mutual reaction that it has been 
put under the same Minister. Whether a 
proper Minister has been chosen for that pur¬ 
pose is matter of subjective judgment. I am 
prepared to agree with Shri Guha that per¬ 
haps the Prime Minister has made a bad 
judgment in this regard. That is quite a 
different thing. But the combination by it¬ 
self is a good thing for our country and for 
planning. 

The tasks arc really challenging and 
immense because if self-reliance is not to be 
a mere slogan, it can be only on the basis of 
our scientifle and technological competence. 
Today if we depend on foreign assistance, it 
is a reflection of our scientifle and techno¬ 
logical backwardness. That is why to achieve 
self-reliance, science and technology have to 
play a crucial role. That is why this depart¬ 
ment has been brought into existence. 

Some other hon. Members in their 
enthusiasm said that the whole geld of 
scientifle activities should be brought under 
this Department of Science and Technology. 
I would like to say, it is not an umbrella 
ministry under which the whole science and 
technology and its various aspects are placed. 
As a matter of fact, it was considered 
whether such a ministry <<>r science and 


Techno.) 

technology should be created. After a good 
deal of discussion, we came to the conlusion 
that perhaps it is not d^irablc. 

This Department of Science and Techno¬ 
logy has been brought into existence for 
bringing about coherence and coordination 
in the scientifle activities being carried on 
not only in the Government departments 
and Government institutions but in the 
nation as a whole. That is why it has not 
only to function as a department but it has 
to react and coordinate with various depart¬ 
ments and influence those departments, so 
that we have a meaningful scientific and 
technological effort made in our country and 
I am hoping that it will be possible for us 
to bring about this coordination with regard 
to our scientifle and technological activities. 
If you look at the function of this depart¬ 
ment from (his aspect, hon. Members would 
realise why we are dealing with so many 
subjects and why we have appointed so many 
sub-groups for considering various subjects 
coming under science and technology. There¬ 
fore, it is not just a question of picking up a 
few areas and reaching excellence in those 
areas by concentrating them under this 
department. This department has to take 
an overall view and bring about meaningful 
and coordinated scientific and technological 
activities, whicJi would be beneficial to our 
social and economic development in the 
country as a whole. It is from this point 
of view that we are reacting with the various 
agencies which arc involved in scientific and 
research work in our country today. 

Scientific education is a subject which the 
Education Ministry deals with, but still we 
are interested in the development nain of- 
power. Therefore, we have to react with the 
Education Ministry so that we have a mean¬ 
ingful, rational system of scientific education 
from the very beginning, so that we may pro¬ 
duce eminent and talented scientists. That is 
why you will find in the NCST there is a 
committee relating to education and scientific 
man-power. It is from this aspect that the 
Department of Science and Technology is 
functioning. CSIR is directly under the 
D.S.T. It is just a coincidence. It could be 
elsewhere, but we thought that for seeing 
that it functions properly, because it has a 
big role to play in the present context. A 
committee has beep already appointed to go 
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into the working of the CSIR. It is not as 
if any institution functions in a perfect way. 
There are defects and deficiencies. A com¬ 
prehensive report has been prepared and 
submitted to the Government, which has 
already been placed on the Table of the 
House—both the reports. I may inform the 
hon. Member that the report has been 
circulated to all the members on 27.12.71. I 
do not know how he missed it. 


As far as the recommendations of the 
Sarkar Committee are conrerned, they were 
immediately taken up for consideration and 
there was absolutely no delay. The report 
was placed before tbe directors of the various 
laboratories. In the meeting of the directors 
decisions were taken as to which of them 
should be accepted in toto, which will have to 
be modified to a certain extent which will have 
to be rejected, which will have to be further 
studied and so on. If the hon. Members arc 
interested in knowing the figures, there were 
96 recommendations, out of which 37 were 
tnajor recommendations relating to the 
structure of the CSIR. All those 37 recom- 
mendatiuns have been fully accepted. Then 
there were 37 recommendations relating to 
the personnel policy. They made a recom¬ 
mendation that a special committee should 
be appointed for that purpose and that com¬ 
mittee should go into the personnel policy. 
That committee has already been appointed 
and it is on the eve of presenting its report. 
Only 8 recommendations we found it not 
possible to accept. But they are marginal 
recommendations which do not affect the 
main recommendations with regard to the 
structuring and the functioning of the CSIR. 
There are 14 other recommendations which 
concern other departments also. Therefore, 
we have referred them to the various depart¬ 
ments and Ministries for their reactions. As 
soon as their reactions are received we would 
be able to take action on them. Perhaps, wc 
can claim credit for this that all the recom¬ 
mendations of the Sarkar Committee were 
considered, decisions taken and implemented 
expeditiously. As a matter of fact, the report 
was received in November 1971. We set 
targets for consideration and implementa¬ 
tion of the various recommendations. 1 am 
glad to inform the House that those .schedules 
were kept up and now the CSIR is function¬ 
ing on the basis of the implementation of 
those recommendations. 


Techno.) 

Some hon. Members have referred to 
certain defects in the functioning of CSIR. 
Perhaps, they relate to an earlier period. 
Even though it is not going to become 
perfect, I can assure the hon. Members that 
past mistakes will not be there. If at all 
mistakes are committed, they will be new 
mistakes. We will always be prepared to 
realise past mistakes and whenever any 
mistakes arc pointed out we will rectify them 
as soon as possible. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE (Raja-- 
pur) : Modernisation of the mistakes ! 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM : Coming to 
the NCST, some ciitJcism was made with 
regard to the composition of it. Some people 
thought that it consists of only theoretical 
scientists. It is not so. As a matter of fact, 
you will find in that consultants, technologists 
who are involved in production and research 
of verious kinds. Director of the All India 
Medical Rescaich Institute and so on. In my 
view, it is an assemblage of representatives 
of verious sections. The criterion that 1 have 
apjdied here is that, as far as possible, there 
should be young scientists. While 
experience is good enough, knowledge of 
the fast advancing science and technology is 
the privilege of the younger generation. So, 
if we want to keep abreast with regard to 
modern science and technology, while we do 
take advantage of the experience of the 
older scientists who have done some service 
to the community in the past, we have to 
depend on the coming generation, the youn¬ 
ger scientists. 

Then, it is not as if these 11 people 
represent the entire scientific wisdom in our 
country. But wc have to make some choice 
and we have made the best choice wc can. 
They have decided to bring about various 
groups tp consider the various areas. Science 
is such a vast subject that even 21 groups 
would not be adequate to cover all the 
aspects. Perhaps, many more groups would be 
necessary. So, you will find that in each area 
there are sub-groups. Ultimately, you will 
find that thousands of scientists would be 
involved in identifying the action to be taken 
on research programme and various other 
things. 

One sugggestion was made that they 
should all be full-time people. Wc tried to 
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get some full-time people, but when you 
want a person who is eminent in that line, he 
is already engaged in an activity which is im¬ 
portant to the nation as a whole. So, we 
have to make a decision whether to disturb 
him from that post and take him away from 
that to the NCST or to try to get him on a 
part-time basis but with the commitment 
that he should devote at least a minimum 
time with the NCST. As a matter of fact, 
"Ihe commitment that they have made is that 
they will provide a minimum time for the 
purpose of functioning in the NCST. On that 
basis, every month the formal meeting of the 
NCST takes place for two or three days. In 
addition to that, everybody works at least a 
week in a month for the purpose of working 
on this plan and the various functions which 
the NCST has to discharge. 1 wish, we had 
such eminent people and we could have all 
of them as full-time members. But that would 
mean that we would be disturbing the 
activities in which they are already engaged. 
That is the justification for having part-time 
members. 

Various suggestions have been made that 
for improving the quality of our scientists 
constantly opportunities should be given to 
them to upgrade their knowledge. As a matter 
of fact, this is kept very much in our mind 
and ill the C.SrR. what is called, sabbatical 
leave is given every seven years so that they 
may upgrade their knowledge. 

In addition to that, we hold seminrrs 
where they interact with each other. They 
are allowed to go abroad to be exposed to 
the new ideas and discoveries that are being 
made in the field of science. Therefore, we 
are quite well aware of this aspect of the 
question and wc are trying our best not 
only to have scientists produced but to keep 
these scientists, as far as possible, up to date 
in thcii knowledge so tnat they may con¬ 
tribute their best to the community as a 
whole. 

In addition to that, what is now import¬ 
ant is the management of science which 
itself is becoming another science, a science of 
sciences. Fai licularly when we wan! to enlarge 
our activities, unless we have a pioper man¬ 
agement of science we may jot be able to 


use the resources available in ’ the country, 
whether human material or physical materials, 
in the best way possible. It is in this field 
that there is scarcity of personnel and perhaps 
we will have to train them. But with the few 
persons that we have we are trying to find 
out how best to manage the science and 
technology of our country. 

Fortunately, in our country we have a 
large reseivoir of scientists, technicians and 
technologists. It is unfortunate that some of 
them are today unemployed. 1 have made 
the commitment that our first duty will be 
to see that at least all these scientists, 
M. Sc.'s and above and the engineering grad¬ 
uates—1 am not saying, every diploma-hol¬ 
der—get lully employed within the next few 
years. As a matter of fact, I have given the 
target that before the end of the Fourth 
I’lan all these people should be properly 
cinpioved. That means, two years, which is 
not far away. The NCST has given me that 
assurance. U is not an in)po.ssiblc task which 
has been given to them. It is possible to 
have an employment proganime for this 
purpose. 


In this, particularly the survey of our 
natural resources has to play a big role, be¬ 
cause ullimulcly science and technology is for 
tlic purpose of exploiting the natural tcsoui- 
ces of the earth. Iheivfoie, a survey of our 
natural rcsouices is a big thing which we 
have got to do. For this we have appointed 
task torccs and very soon, within the next 
six months, wc hope to have an overall plan 
for the survey of our natural rcources in 
which thousands of our technically trained 
people could be employed in a very mean¬ 
ingful way. 

This is how we arc approaching the 
problem. Therefore, while we have only 
made a beginning and arc not in a position 
to place before the House the record of our 
achievements, even then within this short time 
I think, we have organised it in such a way 
that in the coming years, particularly before 
wc reach the Fifth Plan, wc will have a 
proper s'j'.i.ce and tcchnylogy plan to match 
oar socio tcrnonilc objcctixcs which we are 
laying down in our Fifth Plan. 
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In the Fifth Plan, as we all know, we 
have laid for ourselves the main task of 
removing poverty in the sense that we will 
provide basic minimum needs to the people. 
Therefore, our technology also is not for the 
purpose of reaching the moon or exploring 
the planets. It i$ for the purpose of provid¬ 
ing the basic minimum needs. This will have 
to get priority in our science and technology 
plan. That is why it is closely linked up with 
the planning programme in our socio-eco¬ 
nomic field. Our science and technology will 
have to be oriented to find out means and 
methods so that the realisation of this prov¬ 
ision of basic minimum needs is achieved In 
a very quick, efficient and effective manner. 
So, the National Committee on Scienc and 
Technology will have to react to our basic 
approach to the Fifth Plan and, when they 
plan, they will take this into account and, on 
that basis, try to fill the gaps as far as scie¬ 
nce and technology is concerned. 

Shri Indrajit Gupta has made very many 
relevant points with regard to the substitu¬ 
tion of foreign technology with indigenous 
technology. It is a very difficult and complex 
problem, particularly, in an atmosphere 
where we h.ive a craze for eveiything foreign, 
not only technology but even goods which 
are produced abroad and are .supposed to be 
mere valuable, more beautiful and more 
durable than goods produced within the cou¬ 
ntry even though, in fact, it may by other¬ 
wise, Therefore, that craze will have to go 
and that can be done only by a certain 
amount of discipline in our industrial licen¬ 
sing, in onr industrial producing and in our 
industrial programme. 

I want to give an assurance, because 1 
hold some position as the Planning Minister 
with regard to planning of industries also, 
that it will be my endeavour to see that 
indigenous technology is used more and more 
and, whenever indigenous technology is avai¬ 
lable or indigenous technology is in sight, it 
will be my endeavour to see that foreign 
technology is not alloweci to come into the 
picture. H is not merely a question of indi¬ 
genous technology being introduced newly. 
We have imported a good deal of foreign 
technology and the upgrading of technology 
is also important. Till now, we used to 
import technology and even for slight finpro- 
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vements again we used to go to the source 
to get those new developments. As long as 
we continue to depend upon the foreign 
source for this purpose, we are not going to 
achieve sientific and technological eminence. 
That is why, one of the main tasks of the 
N. C. S. T. is to set up R D in the exis¬ 
ting industry for the purpose of upgrading 
technology, whether it is imported technology 
or indigenous technology. This is a very 
important aspect of our effort. 

Another task is to try to find out what 
are the things which are being imported 
today and how those things could be pro¬ 
duced within the country within a very 
resonable time. That exercise has been not 
only very gainful but it has been very 
profitable because, when we look into the 
articles which are being imported, parti¬ 
cularly, in chemicals, we find that we have 
the technical know-how and, in some cases, 
we have the equipment to produce them 
but, in spite of that, we have been importing 
these articles. Therefore, we are trying to 
find out from all these aspects how to have 
technological competence, how to have 
import substitution and how to improve 
our capacity to deliver the goods to people 
in the sense of bringing to them a better 
life, by providing them at least the basic 
minimum amenities. 

I am glad the House has taken a wel¬ 
come view and have encouraged the esta¬ 
blishment of this Department. One point 
was made with regard to the availability 
of finances. J liave given an assurance to 
our scientists, not only in the N. C. S, T. 
but in various other platforms, that here¬ 
after, our scientific efl'ort is not going to be 
bogged down for want of financial resources. 
If there is any worthwhile project the 
finances will be made available. This is not 
a tall order, 1 have made a calculation 
about it as to how much we will require it. 
It is not beyond our reach. Therefore, the 
financial resources are not going to stand in 
the way. 

The same thing was said about the 
brain drain also. It is not as if we can 
employ all the persons who arc functioning 
abroad today because they have got speci¬ 
alised knowledge, some of them, in very 
narrow areas, which may not be applicable 
to our area. Still there are a large number 
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of people with talents and merit functioning 
abroad who could usefully contribute to our 
scientific and technological competence. It 
would be our endeavour, after having 
identified the areas where we are going to 
concentrate, to bring from abroad all those 
people who arc functioning within the 
priority areas. Therefore, it is not a 
question of brain drain but utilising the 
brain that we have, the indigenous brain 
which is functioning within the country or 
abroad, and utilising it to the best advan¬ 
tage. But on that account we need not 
bring the people whom w# may not be able to 
use profitably here. This is the broad 
approach to our .science and technology 
effort. I am glad. Parliament is taking an 
enlightened view, but it should not be an 
interest at the time of discussing 

the Demands for Grants alone. I hope it 
should be po.ssible for us to revive the 
Science Committee of Parliament and to 
have meimingrul di-'^cussions every year. If 
Parliament takes an enlightened interest - 
1 would like to underline ‘enlightened in¬ 
terest’—then alone scientists would prosper. 
But we can, by our interference, also spoil 
the growth of science and technology as 
there are some people, even in the scientific 
field, who carry tales, who carry all sorts of 
false propaganda, and if we fall a prey to 
that false propaganda, we will only be 
discouraging the scientists and, perhaps, 
demoralising them also. Therefore, before 
hon. Members take a position with regard to 
the news they may get, I would request 
them to send it to me and I am prepared 
to give the correct version as to what had 
happened in that area. And even after that 
if they are not satisfied, it is open for 
Members of Parliament to rai.se it in various 
ways in Parliament. For example, with 
regard to our electronic laboratory at Pilani, 
various Cut Motions Irave been given by 
Shri Chandrappan. I am constrained to say, 
the hon. Member would pardon me (or 
this—that, evidently, he has been carried 
by some talcs which were brought to him 
from that laboratory or elsewhere. It is not 
as if I am saying that the Director is a man 
very eminent in management, very eminent 
in the scientific field. He is very eminent in 
the scientific field; there is no doubt about 
it. But I cannot say the same thing about 
his administrative capacity. Sv\ll he has been 


functioning well, he has been achieving 
results. And to come and create a situation, 
an atmosphere, in which it requires another 
big investigation by a committee, would 
only demoralise the scientists who are 
functioning there and, perhaps, frustrate the 
efforts our scientists there. Therefore, I 
hope that Mr. Chandrappan, while he has 
served the purpose by bringing this to the 
notice of the House and to the notice of the 
Minister, would not press those Cut Motions 
because that would only further frustrate the 
scientists in that laboratory and particularly 
the Director of that laboratory. Now that 
all this has been placed before the House, 

I hope, as a gesture of goodwill to the 
scientists, the hon. Member would withdraw 
his Cut Motions. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN (Bada- 
gara) ; May I address just a question to 
him. Sir ? I did not get an opportunity to 
speak. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Yes. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN : I 
belong to a Slate which spends more than a 
third of its revenue on education—primary 
education and university education. We 
have also the largest percentage of science 
graduates in the country. But, unfortunately, 
ours is the only State that has been left out, 
that does not have even a single laboratory 
out of the 34 national research laboratories 
that we have in this country. I would like 
the hon. Minister to take note of this and 
also let us know why we have been treated 
like this in the past. For our industrial 
development as well as for training of our 
scientific personnel, T would request the hon. 
Minister to take note of the present position 
and establish immediately at least a regional 
research laboratory. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM ; The 
establishment of a regional research labora¬ 
tory in all the States where there are no 
research institutes is under consideration and 
I shall try to sec that Kerala gets some 
priority in this.

*SHR1 MANORANJAN HAZRA 
(Arambagh) ; Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, 
The Posts and Telegraphs Department is 
considered as a public utility service. In fact 
it should be treated as such. But often 
attempts are made to use it as a commercial 
organisation. As a result of this, the organisa¬ 
tion has neither developed as a public 
utility service nor as a commercial organisa¬ 
tion. 

Sir, in this department, nearly three lakh 
persons work as a regular employees and 
nearly two-lakh persons work as a extra¬ 
departmental hands. If such an organisation 
which should have functioned as a public 
utility service, is not allowed to function as 
such then lot of complications will naturally 
creep into it. Adding to this difficulty, the 
working of this Department is frequently 
interferred with by the Ministries of Finance 
and the Ministry of Home Affairs. As a 
result of these interferences, neither the 
Department nor the Minister is left with any 
independence of their own. This has adver¬ 
sely affected the administration of the 
Depatment and made it dependent on other 
departments. The cause of public service has 
been jeopardised. The Welfare of the staff 
has been relegated to a position of neglect 
and harmony in staff relation has been upset. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, The P & T 
Board was set up in 1961 to invest it with 


•The original speech Is delivered in Bengali 
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certain amount autonomy to enable it to 
cope with the growing needs of public ser¬ 
vice. Unfortunately this objective has not 
been fulfilled. The hon. Minister has already 
conceded that he has to depend ott other 
sister organisations for its functioning but 
these si.ster organisations do not always 
extend the desired co-operation. The Indian 
Airlines do not carry mail for quite a few 
days in a month and the railways loo do not 
make extra space available for the mail 
which could not be carried by air-service. As 
a consequence, we find that mail bags keep 
on piling resulting in delay in their delivery. 
The lead of heavy work finally devolves on 
the lower staff. To clear the back-log, they 
have to put in extra hours of work. Far 
from appreciating this, they arc subjected to 
caustic remarks of the senior officets who go 
about saying that the workers had manouver- 
ed the situation to earn overtime. Even 
despite the grant of overtime, when the work¬ 
ers fail to clear the work and respond to 
demands for extra time work, due to exhaus¬ 
tion, they arc subjected to punishment and 
victimisation. 

Sir, if we look at the functioning of the 
Department then what do \vc find V My 
experience about t!»e functioniiig of tlie 
Posts and Telcgiaphs Depaitmcnt is indeeri 
very bitter. 1 will fiist s:iy somelli'’ng aiiout 
tclegiams. Telegrams arc .sent by public 
because they treat the matter to be urpent 
and they sperd extra amount for this. Can 
you imagine Sir, that a very large number of 
telegrams are actually sent by post and not 
by telegraphic system. When this is done the 
woik load of the workers increase. 1 will, in 
this connection quote from a notice which 
has been put up by tins R. M. S., Udaipur 
which reads as follows :— 

“On receipt of any telegram cover con¬ 
taining telegrams as “usual mails” please 
ring up Telephone No. 477 and inform 
the officer incharge to make arrange¬ 
ments for picking up immediately such 
covers from the mail office”. 

This notice itself prove.® that telegrams 
are being sent by post. 

Now I will say something about tele¬ 
phones. I will only try to show how bills are 
inflated. I will quote only one example 


and not many. Sir I will refer to a case 
reported in A. 1. R. on the 5ih January, 
1972. In this case, on Telephone No. 
263578, against an average quarterly charge 
of Rs. 500 an inflated bill of Rs. 72,500 
was charged. Again on telephone No. 
265177 against an average quarterly charge 
ofR.e. 150 an inflated bill of Rs. 20,000 was 
charged. The telephones were disconnected. 
After investigation it was found out that 
some individual had appro.achcd these tele¬ 
phone owners for some money. Failing to 
receive the same, telephones were connected 
with the nearby pole and in this way the 
bill amount was inflated. In tlTs case the 
court verdict has gone in favour of the tele¬ 
phone owners. Sir, while the authorities are 
prompt in inflicting punishment, they remain 
totally indifferent towards appointment of 
extra hands even when increase in work load 
justifies it. On the other hand we find that 
nearly a do^en posts of Directors carrying a 
salary Rs. 1300 -1600 were created. But 
so far as Class III and Class IV employees 
are concerned, there is a virtual ban on their 
recruitment. In this connection 1 will submit 
that uncmploymci.t has assumed alarming 
propoitions in our country and I will urge 
upon the hon. Minister to see that more and 
more persons are recruited in the Depart¬ 
ment. For this the the P & T Board has to 
function independently. 

I would also like to ray something about 
the extra-departmental employees. While a 
regular cmpUiyec gets Rs. 200 for 8 hours 
work, the extra-departmental employee gets 
a small payment of Rs. 40/50 for 5 hours 
work. T strongly feel that s<ime parity should 
be elTecfed in the two jates of payment. I 
will suggest that in the case of extra Depart¬ 
mental employees, for four hours work the 
remuneration should be Rs. 100 and for 5 
hours woiTc it should be Rs. 125 as the 
minimum. The Extra Departmental employ¬ 
ees work in village post offices. They have 
no scciinTy arrangement for keeping money 
safe in village post offices wherefrom money 
orders are sent. They have not been provided 
with iron safes. 1 feel that benefits of pay 
and other benefits as are available to other 
regular employees should be made available 
to them also. 

A few words about the working condi¬ 
tions of the P & T emyloyecs. I would not 
like to go very far. Here, in Delhi Railway 
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Station, the employees have to work in a 
dark and dingy room. The employees have 
to work for long hours at night and it 
would not be an exaggeration to say that 
they have a feel of the “black hole” tragedy 
during every hour of their work. No officer 
pays any visit to this place. They are afraid 
that the workers will put up a demand for 
redressal of their difficulties. Hence their 
difficulties remain unattended to. I hope 
the hon. Minister will at least look into the 
matter. 

Despite manifold handicaps and indifTe- 
rence from their officers, the workers of the 
Department are trying to perform their dut¬ 
ies to the best of their capacity. During the 
recent war, a RMS employee and his wife 
were killed, but nothing has been done by 
Government. The employees have to work 
under very trying conditions in the border 
areas and through scorching summer and 
biting cold but they are paid no border allo- 
ance for this. I am sure the hon. Minister 
will look into this matter also. 

Merc politiquing will not do. The Nati- 
ional Federation for PAT employees serve 
as a National for the workers unfortunately, 
the Government is trying to break this orga¬ 
nisation by setting up a parallel organisation. 
So disruption is at large and the right of 
workers in respect of vetilating their grievances 
has been stopped practically. For participating 
in demonstration for 10 or 15 minutes the 
employees in Kerala are charged with break 
of duty. Therefore instead of this repres¬ 
sive measure, we have to deal with the prob¬ 
lems of labour with sympathy and understan- 

Sir, 1 would now like to say something 
to show how very sym pathetic this Govern¬ 
ment is towards West Bengal from where 1 
came. I quote below from Ranjit Babu's 
book, the rental and call charges for Calcu¬ 
tta, Bombay, Delhi and Madras: —

Why should such a thing happen ? Why we 
should have only 8 calls for Calcutta when 
it is 10 and 12 in Bombay, Delhi and 
Madras. Why this discrimination between 
one State and the other ? I say, every State 
should be treated alike. It may be argued 
that the cost of construction and mainten¬ 
ance is different in different places. Even 
conceding that, how is it that the cost is 
same in Delhi and Madras while it is so high 
in Calcutta and so low in Delhi and Madras 
again. 1 do not grudge the States which 
are having the benefits. I do not suggest that 
these be withdrawn from them. All I want 
to say is that West Bengal should be treated 
on par with other States and not discrimina¬ 
ted against. 

In conclusion, I would request the hon. 
Minister to assert his autonomy, extrecate 
himself from the pincers influence of the 
Ministries of Home Affairs and Finance, and 
revamp the whole department to help it to 
play its role of public utility. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I thank you 
for the opportunity you have given to me 
and with these words I conclude. Sir.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Communa- 
lism is a hydra beaded difficult problem faced 
by our country. But my problem is time. 
We have just 40 minutes left and I have 
20 names with me. I do not know how to 
manage it. Besides these 20 members, the 
Minister has to say something and the mover 
of the Bill has to reply. We can extend the 
time to some extent but we have to finish it 
today. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : My 
submission is that this Bill, though in a 
limited form, deals with a very vital problem 
faced by the country. Even though this is 
a non-official Bill so much of interest has 
been created in this House and many mem¬ 
bers want to participate in the discussion. I 
feel that it should be discussed throughly. I 
wish to see that public opinion is created 
through our discussion. That is why 1 sub¬ 
mit that sufficient time should be allotted 
to it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : We will 
consider all that. In the mean while, let us 
go on with the discussion. 

SHRI SYED AHMED AGA (Bara- 
mulla) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I support 
the Bill that has been moved by Shrimati 
Subhadra Joshi. At the same time, I also 
weleome the directive of Shri K. C. Pant to 
the police officers to protect the weaker 
sections of the community. 

While the amendment is very much 
called for and must be supported and passed, 
I feel that there is some amount of responsi¬ 
bility on the Deputy Commissioners and 
Superintendents of Police in every State and 
District to prevent a riot. The Preventive 
Detention Act is already there and I do not 
understand any reason why they cannot take 
preventive steps when that Act is there. 

Notwithstanding ail this, I support this 
Bill because 1 feel that the Deputy Commis¬ 
sioners and the Superintendents of Police 
have been trying to find some reason or the 
other to escape their responsibility which, I 


think, the State Government should place on 
them. I would go to the extent of saying 
that when there is a riot, the Government 
should place the Superintendent of Police 
and the Deputy Commissioner concerned 
immediately under suspension till it is 
investigated. Why I say so is because these 
communal riots that tarnish our image in 
the outside world can be prevented. They 
are putting the hands of the clock back to 
the 16th century, when we used to have 
religious wars. That apart, it also gives 
insecurity to the minority community. Once 
you give insecurity to a particular commu¬ 
nity, which is a minority in character but 
which has a very large population if you 
count them, it creates a sort of instability in 
the country. 


I also attach importance to this because 
this insecurity gives them a chance to go in 
for separatist tendencies. It is that separatist 
tendency that actually led to the partition of 
India and we have not been having peaceful 
relations with our neighbours ever since and 
our political and economic development has 
also been thwarted. 

Let us try to understand where and why 
these riots happen. They happen in indus¬ 
trial towns like Rourkela, Ahmedabad, 
Ranchi, Tatanagar and places like that. They 
happen because the vested interests, either 
in the RSS or in the Jamat-i-Islami or 
wherever they are, they want to create trou¬ 
ble in order to weaken industrial workers. 
This postpones the class consciousness which 
we want to bring about in this country. 
Therefore, I very strongly support this Bill 
and say that it must be passed. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I appreciate 
the desire of hon. Members, their feelings 
and'concern, about this but still we must 
decide on some limit otherwise we cannot 
go on indefinitely. Suppose, we carry on 
with this Bill till 5*45 so that we have some 
time to take up the other Bill. But there 
arc 20 names here. So, I request that each 
Member takes only five minutes, because 
within this time the Minister will also say 
something and the Mover of the Bill will 
also say something. Then, it may be possible 
to accommodate the maximum number. So, 
let us make an effort and confine our remarks 
to five minutes each.

SHRI SYED AHMED AGA : I would 
like to make only two points but please 
permit me to make those points. One of 
those points was raised by my hon. friend 
just now. He raised the issue of books. I 
feel there are books which are being used 
to poison minds and we are creating a 
generation which will not be the one which 
gave birth to people like Maulana Azad and 
others. Therefore, I feel, it is npt enough 
that such books should be banned but it is 
necessary, at the same time to encourage 
books which preach communal harmoney or 
which give a better sense of history, a better 
version of history.

It is wrong to say that there was any 
quarrel between Mughals as Muslims or with 
Shivaji as Hindus. It was Mughal expan¬ 
sionism. It was Raja Jai Singh righting for 
Aurangzeb; it was Raja Man Singh fighting 
for Akbar and it was Raja Todar Mai who 
annexed my part of the territory with 
Akbar’s Kingdom. I, therefore, say that 
these history books should be rc-wriiten or 
revised. 

About Jamiat Jslami, 1 want to say one 
thing. When .lallianwala Bagh incident took 
place. Gandhiji said that the blood of 
Hindus, Muslims and Sikhs had intermingled. 
But the R. S. S. came out with a theory of 
Akhand Bharat. In the same manner, Jamjat 
Islami came into being in 1941 and it 
started encouraging separatist . tendencies. 
And the partition followed. In 1948, 
Madoodi went over to West Pakistan and 
left his disciples here. They formed a new 
party and that party was again called as 
Jamiat Islami. 

What is that party ? Their books may 
look innocent. But there again, their prea¬ 
ching was about separatist tendencies. Here, 
I want to quote Madoodi's approach. He 
said that Muslints cannot accept the supre¬ 
macy of legislature because the supremacy 
of God is to be accepted. The Jamait do 
not participate in politics. When they do 
not participate politically, what do they do ? 
They pretich separatist ideas. What does it 
mean ? They create separatist tendencies. 
I’hey even went to Madoodi for advice and 
his advice to them was, “Yot.’'^cfrain from 


active politics because Hindus want Hindu 
State.” 

Both the R. S. S. and Jamiat Islami are 
one and the asme thing because the aim is 
the same. When they say, Akhand Bharat, 
they mean the same thing. There is absolutely 
no difference. 

I want to quote one thing more. One 
day, when Shri Shashi Bhushan was speaking 
he was interrupted and that interruption 
was, “Why don’t you re.ad the R. S. S. 
constitution ?” He said, “What about your 
giving training in wielding lathis, spears and 
poison-dipped knives.” The reply of Mr. 
Kachwal was,—-he is not here today—1 
quote : “No, they should teach to wear 
bangles and dance.” 

If that is the attitude, they do accept 
the fact that they do give training in lathis, 
spears and all that If that is so, it is a 
matter for us to see whether such things 
should be allowed to happen or not. 

Lastly, I want to say something with 
regard to Kashmir. The whole point is like 
this. When ail this happened, Kashmir was 
created as a sort of problem by imperialist 
who give inspriation to R. S. f. and Jamait 
Islami. What happened during the last 
war ? If you look at it on a wider canvas, 
when our forces were advancing and 
Kashmir cease-fire line was vanishing, the 
7th Fleet moved into the Bay of Bengal, 
and China said, “We stand by the right of 
self-determination of Kashmiri's.” Why 
can’t we be alive to this ? Why can’t we 
understand this ? Why can’t our friends try 
to see that they are unpatriotic because they 
arc trying to bring about division in us nnd 
keep us busy in fighting ? I want to ask 
one thing more. Why does Jamiat Islami 
here say that they do not want to parti¬ 
cipate in politics. But why in Kashmir, the 
Election Commission has permitted them 
to participate and fight the elections on their 
request ? They are having schools, a large 
number of schools, and in those they have 
teachers who are working with missionary 
zeal spreading poison. If that be so, we 
must see whether we can in any way fight this 
evil. As Mr. Barbara Singh said, we have 
to look .at the roots, that the roots are to 
be taken out. It is not enough giving only 
a superficial treatment.

SHRI R. P. ULAOANAMBI (Vellore) : 
First of all I would like to convey my thanks 
for the opportunity given to me to speak 
on the Bill moved by Shrimati Subhadra 
Joshi. 

I would like to say a few words on this 
Bill. The objective of the Bill is appreciable, 
but is it possible to implement it in prac¬ 
tice ? With all respect I would like to 
submit that, in our country, there are many 
organisations and associations on the basis 
of religion, community, language and so on. 
There are many organisations and associa¬ 
tions on the basis of religion in order to 
propagate the doctrine of religion in our 
country; I will not mention any particular 
religion, Hindu religion or Muslim religion. 

My hon. friend, Shri Darbara Singh, 
white speaking on this Bill, said that there 
were many associations and organisations 
ibased on religion which were creating enmity 
n our country. I would like to know from 
this hon. Member whether he is prepared to 
give up his religious symbols, whether he is 
prepared to forego what he has got. beard, 
etc. These are the symbols of his religion. 
1 am* not criticising this, because he is only 
maintaining what is enjoined on him by 
religion. 

There are so many organisations and 
associations in our country, as I said, to 
propagate the doctrine of religion. There 
are many organisations and associations 
formed on the basis of community for the 
development and well-being of the people. 
Take, for instance, the associations for the 
welfare of backward classes. Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes. 

Similarly, there are many organisations 
formed on the basis of language for the 
development of the language. My hon. 
friend, Shri Darbara Singh, mentioned about 
DMK, my Party. The DMK is not based 
on any language or community; it is based 
on progressive policies. Our language for¬ 
mula is the two-language formula. After 
all, it is guaranteed in the Constitution; it is 
a Constitutional right; it is a birth right. 


We are not opposing the Constitution; we 
are not against the Constitution. Only the 
people in the Hindi-speaking areas are 
fanatics; they want to impose Hindi on the 
non-Hindi speaking people. We are not 
fanatics. We teacb our mother tongue as 
well as the link language, which is mentioned 
in the Constitution, namely, English. Ano¬ 
ther member was saying that DMK was 
creating enmity on the basis of language. 
We are not creating any enmity on the 
basis of language. It is clearly and categori¬ 
cally stated in our language policy. In our 
country there are many organisations formed 
for the development of ancient languages or 
classical languages. No one can refute that. 

As T said, the objective of this Bill is 
appreciable. But is it workable ? That is 
my only question. In elections the political 
parties choose their candidates from the 
community which is predominant in that 
locality. It is a well-known fact, nobody 
can deny it and even the ruling Party, the 
Congress Party throughout the country 
chooses its candidates from the community 
which is predominant in that area. Sir, there 
is a provision in the Indian Penal Code for 
punishing anybody creating enmity on the 
basis of religion or caste or language. So, I 
think the present provisions are enough and 
no more amendment is necessary in the 
Indian Penal Code, So, I oppose this Bill.

SHRl SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : I 
have nothing to say against this Bill. 1 do 
not oppose it, but I would say that it is a 
timid approach to the very vital problem, or 
I should say the poisonous problem of 
communalism that is eating into the very 
vitals of our national life. The emergence 
of Bangla Oesh, and and not ouly the denial 
but refutation of the two-nation theory by 
Bangla *Desh, has now created a new atmos¬ 
phere, and a new outlook and it has released 
a new force not only for Bangla Desh but 
also for the whole of the Indian sub-contin¬ 
ent to approach this problem with bigger 
perspective, I should say, not in a chicken- 
hearted manner but in a lion-hearted manner, 
so that this virus of communalism could be 
uprooted from our national life for good. 

Although at the back of her mind, 
the framer of this Bil), had a certian organi¬ 
sation in view, yet I should say that she has 
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not bad the courage to name that organisa¬ 
tion. She has not had tlic courage to attack 
that organisation or to ask to ban that 
organisaation. I should say that this Bill is 
in a sense purposeless, because its main 
objective is to ban a particular organisation, 
by approaching it on an individual basts. 
Therefore, I feel that it seems to be 
redundant. 

SHRI ATAL BIHAR! VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior) : She had the Muslim League 
in her mind. 

SHRI EBRAHIM SULAIMAN SAIT 
(Kozhikode) : No, she had the Jan Sangh in 
mind. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : During the time 
of the Bangla Desh liberation, the people of 
Bangla Desh were expressing their anger 
against the communal organisations there and 
they attacked the communal parties and they 
burnt the olficcs and premises of the Muslim 
League, the Jamiat-e-Islami and the 
Nizam-e-lslami and other communal orga¬ 
nisations in Bangla Desh and they have 
completely eradicated such communal bodies 
But in our country we find that not only the 
communal parties and communal politics are 
functioning but they are also participating 
in elections. 

I should say that this Bill has only a very 
limited objective. Many hon. Mambers have 
given expression to the hope that some kind 
of progressive approach and .some kind of 
radical approach should be there, some kind 
of revolutionary approach should be there so 
that the communal virus can be eradicated 
for good. The Go\crnmcnt party has got 
absolute majority and aboslutc power now. 
I would like to ask the hon. Mover and also 
the Government party whether they have the 
courage to ban communal politics and com¬ 
munal parties. 1 would like to ask them 
whether they have the courage to derecognise 
the right of the communal parties to partici¬ 
pate in elections. I would like to know 
whether they have the courage to eradicate 
communalism from education also. I would 
like to know whether they have courage to 
drop the word ‘Hindu’ from the name of 
Banaras Hindu University, and likewise, to 
drop the word ‘Mu^Iim’ froi \ the name of 
Aligarh Muslim University. 


SHRI EBRAHIM SULAIMAN SAIT: 
I protest against the dropping of the word 
‘Muslim’. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I would like to 
know whether they will abolish the distinc¬ 
tion between Hindu hotels and Muslim hotels 
and abolish this type of distinction between 
one class of citizens and another. I would 
like to know whether they can think of that 
kind of law which will ban anything that 
creates hatred and differences between people 
of different ecommunities. I would also like 
to ask whether they hove the courage to have 
the same kind of social laws for ail citizens. 
I would like to know whether they have the 
courage to see that family planning is intro¬ 
duced uniformly for all communities all over 
the country. 

Sir, this Bill displays only a negative app¬ 
roach. But we can think of a positive appr¬ 
oach in the sense that we can create a 
better atmosphere in the country instead of 
breeding a communal atmosphere, because 
of the emergence of Bangla Desh. The posi¬ 
tive approach is whether we are going to 
reorganise education. 

Just now, one hon. Member was ment¬ 
ioning that the Indian history books will have 
to be completely rewritten, I would like to 
know whether Government are going to do 
this. Here, I might mention that I was a 
member of the committee attached to the 
Information and Broadcasting Ministry, and 
1 was trying to have some kind of book 
written by Government and also some kind 
of film produced on the role played by the 
Azad Hind movement. You will remember 
I hat ^''*.aji Subhas Bose had in his army not 
only Hindus, but Muslims and Sikhs, but 
they all used to lived together, dine together 
and work together, and the temples, mosques 
and gurdwaras in the jurisdiction of Azad 
Hind Government were open to people belon¬ 
ging to all communities. 

The time has come for a bold approach 
to this problem, We have seen how even 
after the liberation of Bangla Desh, after the 
denial of the two-nation theory, on the basis 
of which India was partitioned, the virus 
of the two-nation theory still remains dee- 
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ply embedded in our national life. We have 
seen how a section of the people of the cou¬ 
ntry took vicarious pleasure in seeing the 
dismemberment of an Islamic State. We have 
also seen how other sections of people felt 
shocked because an Islamic State was disme¬ 
mbered. We noticed both these opposite men¬ 
talities a few months back. Therefore, it is a 
fact that the communal sentiment, the com¬ 
munal outlook and communal mentality still 
exists in mray sections in our country. The¬ 
refore, if we really want to eradicate the 
communal virus and develop a synthetic 

outlook of nationalism an Indian national 
feeling, we have to approach the problem in 
a bold way and bring forward a radical and 
comprehensive Bill to tackle it.

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH (Nand- 
>al) : The amendment Bill brought forward 
by Shrimati Subhadra Joshi to curb commu¬ 
nal, caste and religious tendencies in the 
country is laudable, but I very much doubt 
whether it will be able to achieve the pur¬ 
pose for which it is intended. India had the 
inner stiengih to bear all the vicissitudes of 
a chequered history when she faced many 
invasions, on the basis of communal, 
language and other things. The bedrock of 
Indian nationalism was tolerance and mutual 
respect towards all religions. But after the 
advent of British imperialism, the commu¬ 
nities Were divided and they were played 
against each other, and we are suffering from 
the hang-over of that aspect. It is also being 
introduced in our politics and politicians are 
trying to exploit the susceptibilities of the 
various communities in society. This is the 
real cause of this problem. 

The Father of the Nation has given up 
his life for the cause of communal harmony. 
Many saints have sung throughout the length 
and breadth of our country preaching 
communal harmony. We had that inner 
strength to withstand all these vicissitudes, 
but how it was not possible to eradicate this 
evil from our body politics? As 1 have clearly 
said, something is wrong with our political 
functioning and also with the present set-up 
of things. 

A few days back, 1 had 'occ.asion to read 
a news item in a leading daily of Delhi.

There, the news is very surreptitiously and 
cynically put in, and I should bring it to the 
notice of the Ministry. The news item says 
that in Purana Qiia, the temple of Kunti 
Devi is being removed, and there is a 
mosque, I am told, where there was no 
namaz said previously. Under the Ancient 
Monuments Act, namaz is being said in the 
mosque now, whereas the temple is being 
removed. It has been done when Prof. S. 
Nurul Hasan has become the Minister in 
charge of education. It has been prominently 
put in a very leading daily, and this is how 
it tends to create communal hatred among 
the various sections of the people. Such 
writings or such speeches must be dealt with 
very severely. 

Though the country was supposed to 
have been divided on the two>nation theory 
to which the Congress organisation under 
the leadership of Mahatma Gandhi did not 
agree, and as a matter of fact that was a 
disputed fact, it has now been disproved by 
the heroic struggle put forward by the 
people of Bangla Desh. But I only suggest 
to the hon. Mover of this Bill that it would 
have been better had she brought forward 
a comprehensive Bill touching on all the 
facets of our national life and also seeing 
how communal harmony has to be achieved. 

It is not only communal harmony on the 
basis of religion but on the basis of caste 
and community. These are very important 
factors that have to be gone into. Wc 
should make a very thorough probe or 
research into all these matters, and devise 
certain measures so as to sec that these are 
eradicated by creating and mobilising public 
opinion by taking certain measures to impart 
a sort of social dignity to the various sections 
of the people. 

For instance, I can suggest here the idea 
of inter-caste marriages or marriages from 
one religion to the other religion. The 
Government must come forward to give a 
sort of incentive to such people and where 
such things are being encouraged. All these 
factors are to be taken into consideration, 
and by this amendment alone, I do not think 
that the object which the hon. jady Member 
wants to achieve will be aci.leved. There 


should be public opinion and also there 
should be a code of conduct among the 
different political parties. 

With regard to the nomenclatures that 
have been put to various organisations, these 
nomenclatures must also be done away with. 
My hon. friend has just now referred to 
these Hindu hotels and Muslim hotels. In 
South India, it is not a Hindu hotel or a 
Muslem hotel, but it is a brahmin and non¬ 
brahmin hotel. We have gone still further. 
It is not merely Hindu hotel or Muslim hotel, 
but it is a brahmin or a nou-brahmin hotel. 
In this manner, things are going on. Though 
it may not be apparently harmful, this is all 
the time reminding the people of the commu¬ 
nity or caste or religion to which they 
belong. This type of attitude must be sought 
to be eradicated and then only we will be 
achieving the object for which we stand.

* THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 
F. H. MOHSIN) : Sir. ] am very glad that 
Sbrimati Subhadra Joshi has moved this 
Bill and given an opportunity to the mem¬ 
bers to ponder over this problem. Many of 
the members who have taken part in the 
debate have expressed the opinion that curbs 
are necessary over such organisations who 
indulge in communal activities or create 
such an order in the country which has for 
its base purely communal and racial consi- 
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derations. According to the mover, one of 
the objects of this Bill is to bring within the 
purview of the law such associations and 
organisations. But we have to see whether 
this aim has been achieved by this Bill. 
Unfortunately it is true that communal 
organisations and individuals have been 
creating a law and order situation in the 
country which comes in the way of progress 
and development of the country. As we 
have seen at Ahmedabad, Bhiwaudi, Jalgaon, 
Rourkela and hundreds of other places, 
there have been incidents of communal 
trouble all over the country, but it is grati¬ 
fying to note that such incidents have be¬ 
come lesser and lesser recently. But we can¬ 
not ignore the fact that the communal virus 
is still present in the country and some 
organisations and associations are still going 
on with this communal propaganda which is 
detrimental to the progress of the country as 
a whole. At this age when we have to think 
in terms of humanity it is regrettable to note 
that we think in terms of sectarianism, 
racialism or casteism. 

SHRI R. V. BADE Sir, there is no 
quorum in the House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The hon. Minister 
may resume his seat. 1 he bell is Ireing rung— 
Now there is quorum. He may continue 
his speech. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN : I was referring 
to the communal incidents that were occurr¬ 
ing ill various parts of the country. This is 
an age when wc have to think of providing 
food, clothing and shelter to the vast masses. 
So, we cannot think in terms of religion, 
race or caste. Shrimati Subhadra Joshi has 
correctly stated that we have to think in 
terms of progress and development of the 
country and not on narrow communal or 
caste lines. Here I would like to quote her 
own words :

This is what happens when communal trou¬ 
ble takes place. People forget that they are 
human beings first and religion or caste 
comes only second. The moment a commu¬ 
nal trouble takes places the Muslims will 
think how many Muslims are dead, how 
many mosques have been deserted or burnt 
while some of the Hindus may think bow 
many of their temples have been destroyed 
or how many Hindus have been killed or 
injured. 

This attitude in itself should go and we 
have to think in terms of the national loss 
that has occurred, if a house or a shop is 
burnt, we should lake it a loss to the wealth 
of the whole nation, because in a socialist 
country like ours we have to think in terms 
of the development of the people generally. 
If it is a loss to the Muslims, it is a loss to 
the whole nation and if it is a loss to the 
Hindus, again it is a loss to the whole 
country. The country becomes the poorer to 
that extent. If property worth Rs. 1 crorc 
or Rs. 2 crorcs is burnt or lost, it is a loss 
to the whole country in a way and wc have 
to strive hard again to produce that wealth 
and to .sec that the people become pros¬ 
perous. Therefore it is high time that wc 
do not think in terms of communalism ot 
communities but should now' go ahead to see 
that real socialism comes into being and the 
people are provided with shelter, food and 
sufficient clothes. 

Generally, the Members, who have taken 
part in the debate, are not opposed to the 
idea of putting curbs on communal organisa¬ 
tions which are indulging in spreading com¬ 
munal hatred and creating communal trouble. 
Even Shri Jagannathrao Joshi, in his own 
words, says :

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He is ready to take whatever punishment 
that could be given if the organisation that 
he represents is proved to be communal. In 
a general way he has accepted that curbs 
arc necessary on such organisations. But it is 
an important matter to see which bodies are 
communal and which bodies are engaged in 
spreading communalism. 

SHRI SHASHI BHIJSHAN It is an 
open secret. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSm : It may be an 
open secret but when we formulate a law, 
we cannot name the organisations which are 
communal, because today one organisation 
may be communal but tomorrow it may 
change its name and may create difficulties. 
Therefore, let us not name those organisa¬ 
tions. But basically one cannot deny the 
fact that curbs are necessary on such orga¬ 
nisations. 

I was very shocked to hear from Shrimati 
Subhadra Joshi about the philosophy and 
the doctrine which some members of the 
RSS have tried to propagate. In her speech 
she also quoted.

This is one way of thinking. Perhaps, 
Golwalkarji might think that non-Hindus are 


akramanakaris, aggressors, and that they are 
not citizens or sons of the soil. This ten¬ 
dency has to be curbed. All are equal in 
our secular country. We have adopted not 
only democracy but also secularism and we 
have to promote secular ideas. If anybody 
preaches that somebody is not the son of the 
soil and requires Indianization, that tendency 
has to be stopped. For this, I think, a Bill 
to curb such activities is quite necessary.

The Government had already been think¬ 
ing about it. It is not that, as Mr. Shashi 
Bhushan put it, there is a long delay about 
it. As long back as in 1970, the Govern¬ 
ment brought forth a Bill, the Criminal Law 
(Second Amendment) Bill, 1970. But at the 
stage of introduction itself, we had to meet 
with opposition. I remember, when the Bill 
was being introduced in this House, almost 
all the Opposition parties opposed it, includ¬ 
ing the Jana Sangh, the Swatantra Party the 
C. P. I., the C. P. M. and the Soshit Dal. 
Ail the Opposition parties opposed it. I am 
reminded of a story of five blind men who 
began to describe an elephant. The man who 
touched its leg said that the elephant was 
just like a tree trunk. So, all the five or six 
Opposition parties... 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : He will be 
doing injustice to us by simply saying that. 
The Bill was framed in such a manner that 
it created a suspicion in our minds that even 
political parties may come under the purview 
of the Bill. So, it was the faulty language of 
the Bill which was responsible for that. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN : I remember, 
Shri Samar Guha also opposed it. That was 
only a suspicion in the minds of the opposi- 
tiorf parlies. The C. P. I. thought that the 
Bill would curb their trade union movement. 
Some other parties thought that the funda¬ 
mental Rights were under the risk of being 
taken away or curtailed. That is how the 
Opposition parties thought. But it was not 
really so. In spite of the fact that the 
Minister of State, Mr. Mirdha made a state¬ 
ment that the Bill was not intended to curb 
the lawful organisations or the trade 
uiiion movement, still there was opposition 
to it. 

Ill the Criminal Law (Second Amend- 
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tnent) Bill, 1970, it was proposed to widen 
the definition of “unlawful associations’ in 
the Prevention of Unlawful Activities Act, 
1967 and to bring within it also association 
which has for its object any activity which is 
unlawful under Section 15 3A of the Indian 
Penal Code or which encourages or aids 
persons to undertake such activity or of 
which the members undertake such an 
activity. 

The intentions of the Bill were quite 
similar. Not only that. They had a wider 
scope to cover organisations or associations 
also within the purview of this Act. But, 
unfortunately, that could not be introduced. 
Had the Bill been passed, the Central 
Government would have been empowered to 
declare as an unlawful association whose 
activities are prejudicial lo the maintenance 
of communal harmony and their activities 
could have been stopped under the law. 

It is not as if we have dropped that 
idea. Even now, we are thinking on those 
lines to bring back such a legislation as soon 
as possible. We agree with the basic princi¬ 
ples behind the Bill which has been brought 
forward by Shrimati Subhadra Joshi. I must 
thank her for creating an atmosphere in this 
House and I have seen the House is now 
favourable to such a legislation. Even the 
Opposition may also come forward and 
support such a measure if it is brought before 
the Hou,se. 

As 1 pointed our earlier, in 1970, when 
that Bill w'tis being introduced, there was 
some apprehension in the minds of the 
Opposition parties that it might create harm 
to some of the secular organisations or some 
of the trade union organisations if it were 
really passed. So, from that angle, the Bill is 
being processed and 1 am confident that we 
will be able to have a better Bill embodying 
the sentiments that have been expressed in 
this House to see that such of the communal 
organisations are curbed, and the drills that 
take place which create terror among the 
other sections of the people will have to be 
put an end to. Such of the organisations 
which engage or which are engaged in 
preaching communal hatred and thereby 
come in the way of progress of the country 
will have to be punished. 


Sir, I would appeal to Shrimati Subhadra 
Joshi to withdraw this Bill as the Govern¬ 
ment has accepted the principle, the spirit, 
behind this Bill. 1 can also assure her that 
as far as possible, we will try to bring such 
a measure during this session itself if some¬ 
thing else does not happen. However, I am 
grateful to Shrimati Subhadra Joshi for 
having brought forward this Bill and created 
a good atmosphere in favour of the Bill.

“He wants me to inform you also that 
he is not prepared to accept your state¬ 
ment that the R. S. S. are free from 
blame or that the charges against them 
are without foundation. Government 
have a great deal of evidence in their 
possession to show that the R. S. S.

Government 
cannot consider the R. S. S. as a har¬ 
mless organisation from fhe public point 
of view. It is Government’s policy to 
root out communalism from this country 
and, therefore, not to encourage any 
movement which aims at the encourage¬ 
ment of the communal outlook. The 
approach of R. S. S. as well as their 
activities have been definitely communal. 
What sometimes their leaders say is not 
borne out by what is done and there is 
a great disparity between outward 
precept and real practice.”

MR. CHAIRMAN : Yon will get time 
when your turn comes to speak. 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA (Midna- 
pore) : I beg to move ; 

“That the Bill be circulated for the 
purpose of elici'.ing opinion thereon by 
the 14th July, 1972.” (2) 

SHRI H, N. MUKERJEE : (Calcutta- 
North-East) : I am grateful you have given 
me this opportunity at an early stage to 
the Bill which has been placed before the 
House. This country is today perhaps the 


largest producer of cinematographic films in 
the world and, as Mr. Pandey has said, about 
a million workers are involved in the diffe¬ 
rent processes of production. This industry is 
at least in certain categories flourishing most 
remarkably and that is witnessed by the fact 
that the top run of the film ladder in so far 
as the succcessful stars of the film world are 
concerned, receive enormous sums of money, 
almost always under the table by way of 
black money, and that kind of allegation is 
very often made known to the House by way 
of answers which the Government has given 
to questions put forward in Parliament. 

I am not going into that matter, but 1 
am concerned with the condition in which 
this large body of workers are now con¬ 
demned to live. In the different departments 
of production, exhibition and distribution of 
films, the workers who are employed are in 
a very handicapped position. If the Govern¬ 
ment is true to its proclamatioms about the 
desire for seeing a more just society, it should 
have no hesitation in accepting the principle 
of this Bill and come forward with its own 
version' of legislation which it considers 
necessary to safeguard the interests of the 
workers in the production, distribution and 
exhibition sections of the film industry. 

I say these workers are in an extremely 
handicapped position because they work 
in a large number of small establi-shments 
and, except for a few, in these small establish¬ 
ments something like a feudal relationship 
still exists, with the result that the trade 
union movement finds it very difficult to go 
ahead in this particular sphere. I myself have 
been associated for nearly 26 years with the 
Bengal Motion Picture Employees Union. I 
know for a fact how it is very difficult to 
organise these people into a successful cor- 
pqrated body in order to fight the employers 
because in many of the smaller establish¬ 
ments the relationship is still continuing on 
something like the feudal foundation. Inspitc 
of that in many centres unions of these 
workers have come into existence and they 
have had to carry on a vcr> <trenuous fight. 

There have been instances where the 
employers take recourse to the most nefarious 
methods. I know in West Bengal the Govern¬ 
ment itself had appointed a minimum wages 
committee for film industry workers which 
produced a report, and for the time being 
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the employers had agreed to accept this. On 
further consideration they went to the High 
Court and secured an injunction; by that kind 
of action, by taking recourse to certain pro¬ 
cesses of law which are still in operation, 
they prevent the workers enjoying even the 
fruits of the settlement made by the highest 
authority, when the State Government itself 
had appointed a minimum wage committee 
and it gave its report, but the report was 
rendered infructuous by recourse to law 
which unfortunately can still be taken by 
employers who went to the High Court, got 
an injunction ai>d got everything stopped. 

I know for a fact how in many cases in 
the smaller cincm.i house the employers arc 
in a position of advantage because the 
workers are very few in number and some¬ 
times find it dilTicuIt to combine. They arc 
di.stributcd all over the place- I mean cinema 
houses in the city as well as in the country¬ 
side. To have a powerful organisation it is 
necessary to have at least one place where a 
large number of woikers arc employed. 
These workers suffer because they arc dis¬ 
tributed all over the place. 

I know in the production side of the 
industry, again, hardly anything in the nature 
of trade union rights arc recognised. In 
Bombay, Calcutta and Madras production of 
films is now' a fairly prosperous undertaking 
but the workers are almost without any kind 
of safeguard whatever. 

In the distribution section we have ofiices 
which do not employ normally a very large 
number of people and since they are small 
establishments, workers find it difficult to 
combine effectively in order to fight the 
employer. 

In the exhibition section it is only in the 
city cinema houses that a fairly large union 
can operate and they find themselves confro¬ 
nting the kind of position to which I have 
referred on the part of the employers, 
namely, they go to court and put forward 
every imaginable obstacle became the law 
does not give these people the protection 
that should be given to them. 


It is necessary, therefore, to have very 
special legislation in regard- to the film 
industry employees beacause in many cases 
they work in numbers which do not come 
within the ambit of the normal labour rela¬ 
tions. In some places the number of workers 
who are employed is less than even 25. 
Something has to be done to protect these 
workers because, otherwise they are com¬ 
pletely at the mercy of the employer. I need 
not labour this point. Facts must be known 
to the Labour Ministry. 

The position of the film industry is- 
well known. It makes enormous profits. The 
distribution sector, the production sector and 
the exhibition sector are interlinked; in 
many cases many of the employers invest 
tneir money in the three sectors and they try 
to monopolise whatever profit can be extract¬ 
ed from the different sectors of the industry. 

Therefore, it is absolutely clear that the 
film industry workers in exhibition, distribu¬ 
tion and production sectors require special 
safeguards, and for that p-.irpose the labour 
legislation has to have its ambit extended. 
Therefore, I feel that the Government should 
come forward with an assurance that this 
matter is receiving their urgent attention and 
they should accept the principle of the Bill. 

I need not go into detail over the clauses as 
moved by Shri Sa manta and Shri Pandey. 
But I should like an assurance from the 
Government that something is going to be 
done in the very near future to give special 
protection to the people in the three differ¬ 
ent sectors of this indistry. I support the 
Bill. 

*SHR1 SUBODH HANSDA (Midna- 
pore) : With your permission Sir, I want to 
speak in Bengali on this Bill. 

I rise to support this Film Industry Wor¬ 
kers Bill, 1972 brought before the House by 
Shri S. C. Samanta. I want to point out 
Sir, that this Bill is a very important one. 
It is true Sir, that I am neither a producer 
of films nor an artist myself. As pointed 
out by Shri R. S. Pandey earlier, there are

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about 25,000 cinema houses in our country 
and cinema is the major source of entertain¬ 
ment for the masses. In these cinema houses 
and the him .studios and him laboratories 
etc. about 10 lakh workers are employed. 
But their service conditions are very dis¬ 
appointing. The rate of wages paid to them 
is also very poor. Most of these workers are 
employed through contractors. These workers 
Sir, do not have any security of service. 
They are not confirmed or made permanent 
in their posts. Sir, today when we are think¬ 
ing of making India a welfare State, we 
naturally will have to think about the secu¬ 
rity of service of these 10 lakh workers 
engaged in the film industry. The Film En¬ 
quiry Committee constituted in 1949 did 
not go into the service conditions of workers 
of this Industry, as already pointed out by 
Shri R. S. Pandey. That Committee only 
confined its field of enquiry to the expansion 
and improvement in the Film Industry and 
how to make the Industry more efl’ective in 
the entertainment field. The workers of other 
Factories or Industries have certain safe¬ 
guards, through the Minimum Wages Bill 
etc. to protect them. Today we are also 
thinking of bringing the farm and agri¬ 
cultural labourers within the ambit of the 
Minimum Wages Bill, but these 10 lakh 
workers of the Film Industry have no 
statutory protection. They have no legis¬ 
lation for minimum wages or for security of 
their service. They are in constant fear of 
retrenchment or dismissal. If they meet with 
an accident while working, there is no pro¬ 
vision for their medical treatment in Hos¬ 
pitals. If they are disabled or die, there is 
no provision for paying compensation. 
Therefore, today we should try to do some¬ 
thing seriously for the welfare of these 10 
lakh workers. Sir, this Bill is a very impor¬ 
tant measure in this context as stated by me 
earlier, it is true Sir, that sitting in this 
House, today, we will not be able to solve 
ail the multifarious problems facing these 
workers. We shall have to think seriously 
about the living and service conditions of 
these workers with a view to eficciing 
improvements therein. The various places 
where these people work; how are they paid; 
how their pay and leave etc. are regulated; 
what other facilities are extended to them; 
all these things should be thoroughly enqu¬ 


ired Into. Therefore, Sir, I feel that the 
amendment that 1 have brought forward for 
circulating this Bill to elicit public opinion 
may be accepted by this House and with this 
request Sir, I conclude my speech. 

•SHRI MANORANJAN HAZRA fAram- 
bagh) : Sir, 1 rise to support this Bill brought 
forward by Shri S. C. Samanta. I feel that 
this Bill has come before us at the right time. 
1 will, therefore, request the Government to 
accept this Bill and to implement its provis¬ 
ions at the earliest possible time. I listened 
with rapt attention the views expressed by 
Shri R. S. Pandey in a beautiful and lucid 
way, earlier. I agree with the views expressed 
by him. But I am not in favour of the atta¬ 
cks made by him at places on the film 
aitistcs. It is the artistes who ha\e actually 
kept the Film Industry alive and they are 
responsible for making the films so much 
attractive and popular. About 10 lakh work¬ 
ers arc earning their livelihood in the Indian 
Film Industry to-day. For the welfare of 
these workers this Bill has been brought 
forth and if this legislation is made effective 
at the earliest, then our object will be achi¬ 
eved. These workers ate living to-day in a 
miserable state, although through their efforts 
and devoted work they ha\c kept the Indu¬ 
stry running. Sir, Ihe capital that is invested 
in the film industry to-day is, 1 believe, 
more than that is invested in the Indian Jute 
Industry. About 50 crorcs of rupees arc 
invested in the l-ilm Industry. But on acco¬ 
unt of lack ol co-ordination and mismana¬ 
gement in this Industry, wc arc deprived of 
the foreign exchange that this Industry could 
haxe earned. 1 he producers invest a huge 
amount m producing a film. But the workers 
engaged in producing a film do not get any 
benefit. There have been no imprrjvement in 
their conditions. The reason is that the pro¬ 
ducers who invest heavily in a film also 
suffer heavy losses at times. They are the 
victhns of the distributors and cinema house 
owners. When a film is released, the distri¬ 
butors and cinema owners extract their shares. 
The cinema owners demand a lump sum for 
exhibiting a film and if a film fails, the pro¬ 
ducers do not get any profit. That is one of 
the icasons why the condition; of the workers 
in the industry arc not improving. The 
conditions of workers with the distributors 
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[Shri Manoranjan Hazra] ' 

and exhibitors are also not improving. Prof. 
Hiren Mukherjee is the President of the 
Cine Technicians' Association of West Bengal 
and I am also associated with this organis¬ 
ation. Therefore, i intimately, know the 
conditions in which these people are living. 
Therefore, Sir, I support this Bill brought 
before the House by Shri Samanta. Many 
court cases are pending in the High Court in 
connection with the minimum wages of the 
worker. I will request the Govt, to introduce 
legislation on minimum wages for these 
workers and give adequate protection and in 
the mean time a board may be constituted 
which may, through conciliation, settle the 
cases which ace now pending in courts. 
Government should provide for better service 
conditions, better pay scales, dearness allo¬ 
wance, gratuity etc. for these workers. 1 will 
further request the Govt, to take steps to 
reopen the cinema houses which arc lying 
closed on account of disputes. While support¬ 
ing this Bill. I will implore the Govt, to 
pay their attention to the film industry. Late 
Dr. B. C. Roy once paid his attention to 
the film industry and that resulted in the 
emergence of a Director and Producer of 
International fame like Shri Satyajit Roy. 
There was a time when enough funds were 
not available for producing the internationlly 
hailed film ‘Pather Panehali’. Dr. B. C. Roy 
came forward and advanced funds to Shri 
Satyajit Aoy from the Government treasury. 
Then only that Film could see the light of 
day. The film stunned the world with its 
artistic content and brought fame to our 
country. Any measures taken by the centre 
to improve the conditions in the film indu¬ 
stry will be welcomed. 1 once again extend 
my whole hearted support to this Bill, and 
with that Sir, I conclude my speech. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY 
(Cooch Behar) : Mr. Chairman, Sir, I have 
already moved my amendment to refer this 
Bill to the Select Committee. Before I say a 
few words, 1 would just request, through you, 
the House to accept this motion to refer the 
Bill to the Select Committee because the Bill, 
as it has been drafted, is very comprehensive. 

It has already been said by the Mover 
of this Bill, my colleague and hon. friend, 
Shri Pandey, that there are 10 lakhs of 
persons employed in this industry and that 


there are about 25,000 cinema houses and 
a number of other persons who work as 
part-time workers or labourers. 

I have a mind to dispute that figure be¬ 
cause if we calculate on the basis that there 
are 25,000 cinema houses throughout the 
country only on the exhibition side—as has 
been explained before this House, there ig 
the production side, the distribution side 
and the exhibition side—in thess 25,000 
cinema houses, including the rural cinema 
houses, the figure of employees will come 
to nearly ten lakhs. It has not been consider¬ 
ed what actually will be the number—how 
many thousands, whether one lakh or a 
little more than that—on the production 
side; nor has it been considered what will be 
the number of persons employed in this 
industry on the distribution side. 

The Bill is very comprehensive with 29 
clauses and has to cover the three distinct 
parts of the whole industry. As has been 
said just now by my hon. friend on the 
other side, the total investment in the indus¬ 
try is about Rs. 50 crores. I have every 
doubt about that figure also. The total 
investment must be much more than that. 
Jt is about Rs. 500 crores, or so. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Collection. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY ; No. 
he said about the total investment in indus¬ 
try, if 1 am correct. You said about the 
total investment a.« Rs. 50 crores ? 

SHRI MANORANJAN HAZRA : Yes. 

SHRI R. S. PANDAY : No, it is more 
than that. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY ; My 
own idea is that the total investment in the 
entire industry, where there are more than 
one million workers—it may be two million 
workers including the part-time workers— 
the investment may be nearly Rs. 500 crores, 
including the investment made by the pro¬ 
ducers and the money invested by the 
distributors and the exhibitors. 

Whatever might be the fact, there are 
various classes of employees. Some are 
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technicians; some are skilied workers; some 
are non-skilled workeis; some are office 
employees and some are graded workers in 
these exhibition houses. If we have to 
consider such a vital issue, how can we settle 
this issue, this problem, how can we go into 
the very depth of the problem, by just 
sitting here and spending two hours or more 
and speaking about this subject ? It has to 
be found out in what conditions the gate¬ 
keepers and booking clerks are working 
in the cinema houses. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The hon. Member 
should try to conclude. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY ; May 
I continue the next day. Sir ? 

MR. CHAIRMAN : He has got one 
minute more. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : 1 

would require a little more time. Kindly 
allow me. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Please continue. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : I was 
saying that there are different grades of 
workers. There are skilled labourers, techni¬ 
cians and others. Since we have to go into 
the very depth of this problem, we must 
know in what conditions the gatekeepers, the 
durbans or chowkidars, booking clerks and 
technicians on the exhibition side arc work¬ 
ing and in what conditions the technicians 
and the skilied labour on the production 
side are working. To have the entire infor¬ 
mation about this, it is quite necessary and 
it will be befitting that the Bill should go to 
a Select Committee to collect the opinion of 
experts and the various data in (his respect 
and to give full consideration in the matter. 

It is a vital industry in our country 
today. Not only we arc earning crores and 
crores of rupees throughout the country, in 
each of the individual Stales the earnings 
from this industiy varies from 1-6 crores 
of Rupees by way of amusement taxes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : How much time 
will you take ? 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : An¬ 
other 10 minutes. 


MR. CHAIRMAN : No, please. 1 will 
not give you another 10 minutes. The 
mover has taken 10 minutes. You want to 
take IS minutes. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : All 
right; please give me another 5 minutes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : No, please; only 
minutes I allow you, 

i8 hrs. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : Let 
me sum up in 2 minutes. 

So, what I was going to impress upon 
this House and the hon. Members is to have 
a comprehensive Bill for all such persons who 
arc working in various grades of labour in 
the film industry to know the conditions in 
which they are working now. As a matter 
of fact, there is no such grade in any part of 
the country. What happens is, as it happened 
in West Bengal a few years back, that there 
were cinema strikes and the cinema houses 
were closed for months and months together. 
That amounts to a huge loss to the State 
revenues. Not only that. That amounts to a 
loss on the workers' side also. 

So, I would appeal to the whole House, 
through you. Sir, to have a full-fledged view 
of the whole problem of this industry, an 
industry which is vitally important, an 
industry which is giving us foreign exchange, 
an industiy which is giving us hundreds ol 
crores of rupees throughout the country, 
including all the States, if we go on calcula¬ 
ting, an industry where millions and more 
than millions of people are involved, and to 
know tlic conditions in which they are work¬ 
ing. The Bill should be referred to a Select 
Committee and a full-fledged opinion should 
be sought before we take anything definitely 
from this House. 

I have already moved this motion to 
refer the Bill to a Select Committee. I would 
like to mention one more name. 1 think, it 
is a customary rule that I have to mention 
that. I suggest that the Bill should go to the 
Select Committee consisting of the following 
Members... 
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MR. CHAIRMAN You have already 
moved that. 

SHRl B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : With 
your permission, I would like to make an 
amendment. As the Bill has already been 
moved with your permission by Shri R. S. 
Pandey on behalf of Shri S. C. Samanta, I 
would also like to increase the number of 
Members from IS to 16, with the inclusion 
of the name of Shri R. S. Pandey,,. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Accepted.

The maim features of the 10-point 
Programme for promotion of balanced 
use of fertilisers are as follows :— 

(1) Massive demonstration programme 
in seventy selected districts on a pack¬ 
age approach in collaboration with the 
other demonstration programmes in resp¬ 
ect of cereals and specific commodities 
like cotton, oilseeds, jute, sugarcane etc. 

(2) Training of V. L. W. S. retail 
dealeis including cooperative salesmen. 
Extension Officers and other officers in 
proper fertiliser use and menagement, so 
that they can assist the farmers on the 
efficient use of fertilisers; 

(3) Training of farmers including 
farm women in proper use and manage¬ 
ment of fertilisers in the selected districts. 

(4) Dissemination of information 
material on the use of fertilisers through 
personal contact, group discussion and 
mass media such as films, radio and 
television. 

(5) Organisation of fertiliser festivals 
in the selected districts. 

(6) Strengthening of the existing soil 
testing laboratories in the districts and 
provision of mobile soil testing laboratories 
and also strengthening the quality centroi 
laboratories at the Centre and in the 
States. 

(7) Increase cooperative credit facili¬ 
ties to farmers for fertiliser use. 

(8) Credit to be given in kind as ferti¬ 
lisers as far as possible.

(10) Linking of Commerdnl Bonk Cre« 
dit Programine with fertiliser sales on an 
area basis. 

SHRI PAMPAN GOWDA : Sir, it is 
mcniioned in the statement that massive 
demonstration programmes are arranged in 
70 selected districts. May I know from the 
Minister whether the districts under the 
Tungabadhra Project Scheme are included 
in those 70 villages ? If not, on what basis 
were those districts selected ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P, SHINDE i I 
can lay the statement on the Table of the 
House. These districts have been included. 
So far as Mysore is concerned Shimoga, 
Raichure, Bellary and Belgaum are the 
districts which are included. 

SHRI PAMPAN GOWDA : In number 
(6) they have said about the soil testing 
laboratories, and mobile units. How many 
units are there ? In which areas are they 
introduced ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 18 
mobile units have been supplied and 
according to our proposal there will be a 
total of 34 units all over the country during 
IV plan.

Item No. 7 relates to increase in 
cooperative credit facilities to the farmers 
for the fertiliser use and item No. 10 men* 
lions the linking of the commercial bank 
credit programme with the fertiliser sale on 
an area basis. In view of the fact that in 
the rural areas they are not getting any 
credit facilities from the commercial banks, 
though U is talked about so much,—what 
specific instructions are there which have 
been given to the Commercial Banks to 
make available the credit required by the 
fanners and to those who want to purchase 
fertilisers. What specific instructions have 


bem given to the cooperatives in this 
regard. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: Co¬ 
mmercial banks and cooperative banks are 
extending credit to the farmers for supply 
of fertilisers and other inputs; it may be 
inadequate, one may say. I quite concede 
the point mentioned by the hon Members. 
Every year we see that credit fecilities are 
expended, especially to the small farmers. 
There is one scheme which my Ministry is 
embarking upon and that is, to see that 
credit is given, partly in terms of cash and 
partly in kind. This will cover inputs, ferti¬ 
lizers etc. We are thus trying to tie up their 
requirement particularly with r^rd to 
these small farmers.

Sub-Letting of Houses in R. K. Purau, 
New Delhi 

•428. SHRl K. SUR-VANARAYANA: 
WiU the Minister of WORKS AND

(SHRI I. K. GUJRAL) : (a) A Govern- 
ment servant allotted a geneiai poo) 
residence can share it with a person of an 
eligible category decided by the Government 
from time to time- by charging reasonable 
rent for the portion placed at the disposal 
of the sharer. If the residence is shared 
on any other basis or is completely sublet, 
it is tentamount to subletting and attracts 
penal provisions of the Allotment Rules. 
Where complaints about partial or full 
subletting of Government quarters are 
received, necessary inquiries are made and 
Government servants, found guilty of 
unauthorised subletting, are punished. 
Some 'complaints of subletting in Rama- 
krishnapuram were received and enquired 
into. Appropriate action hns been taken 
in cases where the complaints were 
proved. Some cases are stM) under 
investigation. 

(b) No such cases have come to the 
notice of the Directorate of Estates. 

(c) In order to curb the mal-practice 
of subletting, periodical checks are 
conducted in Government colonies by 
officers of the Directorate of Estates and 
C. P. W. D. Besides, action is also taken 
on complaints received from individuals 
in normal course.

Put am area, some complaints have been 
received in the past and they have been 
attended to. I think it was somewhere in 
the region of 333 complaints. But to 
expect that we should conduct ourselves 
like the CBI and go round to every house 
and probe our .‘nose would be unfair, 
because we do not want to harass the 
entire community as such. But whenever 
complaints are received, they are attended 
to. In the entire Delhi, at the moment, 
we received this year alone 863 complaints, 
some of which are under investigation.

Development of a variety of Maize 
comparable to skimmed milk in 
Notritioa

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) to (c). 
A statement is laid on the Table of the 
House. 


Statement 

(a) The Indian Agricultural Research 
Institute has developed and released two 
composite varieties of maize named 
'Rattan’, and 'Shakti’, which are nutri¬ 
tionally very superior compared to ordi¬ 
nary maize and most other cereal food 
grains. In child as well as animal feeding 
tests, the grains of these varieties have been 
compared with casein from milk, and it 
has been found that in some respects 
the two sources of protein are comparable 
in their quality. 

(b) These varieties were released for 
cultivation in August, 1971. Being some¬ 
what less in yield as compared to the high 
yielding hybrid maize varieties released 
earlier (although better in yield than the 
local varieties) the farmers may prefer to 
grow hybrid maize varieties. It has, there¬ 
fore, been suggested that the high nutritive 
maize varieties should receive a premium 
price from food processing industry. These 
varieties are a little more susceptable to 
storage pests; hence extra care is needed 
for them during storage. Observations are 
now being made on the reaction of the 
mar ket and processing industries in respect 
of the higher price which these varieties 


should receive, and on the reaction of the 
farmers in respect of returns vdiich they 
may be able to get as compared to what 
they get from the ordinary varieties of 
hybrid maize. It is only at the end of ano¬ 
ther one or two seasons that firm pro¬ 
grammes of extension of the high nutritive 
maize can be formulated for selected areas. 

(c) It is yet too early to take up a pro¬ 
cessing programmes which will depend upon 
the response from farmers, market and pro¬ 
cessing units. 

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH ; In the 
statement the Minister has described these 
varieties as nutritionally very superior. 
What are the areas where these very supe¬ 
rior varieties were grown last year, and by 
when will the reaction of the agriculturists 
be ascertained 7 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
This variety has been released recently, 
and we are trying it. The lARI is trying 
it on some farms. It will take some 
time. 

SHRI RAIDED SINGH: What steps 
are the Government taking to encourage 
these varieti» 7 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
It is too early to say because we have to 
see whether these varieties come up well 
under farm conditions, because there are 
two drawbacks, though their protdn and 
nutritional content is very high. Only 
experience will tell us to what extent we 
can take up commercial production of 
thesq varieties.

(c) the reasons for the decision by the 
Inter University Board and the reaction of 
Government to this decision ? 

THE MINISTER OF EDUCAHON. 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN) : (a). No, 
Sir. 

(b) According to the available informa¬ 
tion, the Universities of Rajasthan and 
Himachal Pradesh olTer correspondence 
courses at the post-graduate level in 
certain subjects.

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA¬ 
SHAR : May I know whether the Mini¬ 
stry is aware that* the Inter-University 
Board have passed a Resolution as 
mentioned in part (a) of the Question ? 

PROF. S. NUR^lf. HASAN : At its 
meeting held on 1st’ and 2nd February, 
1972, while considering a proposal spon¬ 


sored by the Karukshetra University with 
regard to the utility of corresptmdence 
courses, the Board adopted the following 
Resolution: 

“In view of the fact that the matter 
is under consideration at the hands of 
the Committees in the University Grants 
Commission as well as in the Ministry 
of Education, it was resolved to defer 
the consideration of this item.” 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA- 
SHAR : May I ask further whether there 
is any uniformity contemplated by the 
UGC for the introduction of correspon¬ 
dence courses at the post-graduate level, 
especially with regard to the medium ? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN ; The 
University Grants Commission appointed 
a Standing Committee to prepare guide¬ 
lines for rhe introduction of correspon¬ 
dence courses at the post-graduate level. 
It held a meeting on 5th October. It has 
made certain suggestions, but the UGC 
has not finalised its recommendations in 
this regard. 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA¬ 
SHAR : In view of the fact that admis¬ 
sions are to take place soon, may I 
know the exact date by which a decision 
will be taken, since this is an important 
question ? 

PROF.S. NURUL HASAN : I hav» 
not yet received the advice of the UGC. 
How can 1 say by which date it will be 
implemented ? 

SHRI H. N. MUKBRJEE : In view 
of the earlier report about the Delhi 
University’s experience In correspondence 
courses being good, could I know if the 
Government itself has any view in regard 
to this matter, so that expedition could 
take place in the introduction of these 
courses ? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN : Govern- 
ment will be guided by the University 
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: Gnms GoBHBiMioa in regard to its policy 
on correapondeooe courses. Members will 
recall that a few years, ago a seminar of 
Vice>Chancellors was held on the question 
of open universities. A Working Group 
in the Ministry is also considering this 
question, and as soon its report is finalised 
the working paper prepared by it is fina> 
Used, it will be sent to the UGC and to 
the Inter-University Board. Without 
receiving the definite recommendations 
of the University Grants Commission, it 
would not be wise for the Ministry to 
start going through with this scheme.

As to whether the price of Rs. 76 is high 
or low, various views have been expressed. 
As far as the handling charges arc 
concerned, the Chief Ministers did go 
into this problem and recommend that 
the subsidy borne by the Government 
for the distribution of wheat should be 
reduced in such a way as to reduce the 
cost of distribution and handling charges.

SHRl K. LAKKAPPA : It was raised 
in the Chief Ministers’ Conference and 
immediately after the conference some 
statements were made. 

SHRl ANNASAHEB P. SHTNDE : 

1 would like to submit that the Agricultural 
Prices Commission is asked from lime 
to time to go into the support jniccs of 
various food crops including crops which 
are grown in South fndia, like bajru, 
iowar etc. They announce the prices 
from year to year. It is not that if 
Government of India asks the Prices 
Commission to go into particular 
commodities or food crops, they examine 
and make recommendations. 

SHRl K. LAKKAPPA : The South 
Indian States have made u specific charge 
that discrimination has btxn meted out 
to them in fixing up prices by the 
Agricultural Prices Commission. That 
discriminatory attitude should be stopped 
by Government. It was made by the 
representatives of the South Indian States 
and Chief Ministers. He has not 
answered that.

Two years back, the State Government 
also tried to regulate and see that the lands 
arc given back. May I know whether the 
Central Government will take this into 
consideration and see that the lands 
illegally taken away by the men from the 
plains are given back to the Scheduled 
Tribes people ? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN : I will 
look iato this matter. To the extent that 
it is the responsibility of the Central 
Government, I can assure the House that 
I wUI do my best.

Non Completion of Project Drawing by 
Foreign Expert Under Colombo 
Plan 

25109. SHRl SHASHI HHU.SHAN :

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (PROF. 
SHER SINGH): (a) to (d). A British expert 
under the Colombo Plan stayed in India 
from mid October, 1964 to the first week 
of April, 1971. His service^ \were used by 
the Government of India for advice on the 


erection of modern slaughter houses and 
allied facilities. The expert prepared preli¬ 
minary drawings, sketches and layout de- 
sings for four major slaughter house pro¬ 
jects besides doing other assignments such 
as the preparation of detailedjspecifications 
for the Duragapur Livestock Processing 
Plant and advising on standard designs of 
various types and categories of abattoirs. 
He had been assigned 9 slaughter house 
project drawings out of which he prepared 
five. His first assignment in this country 
was for three years and was subsequently 
extended with the concurrence of the 
Ministry of Finance on a j ear basis upto 
February, 1971. These extensions were 
given on full justifications as inspite of 
Government of India's keenness to set up 
modern slaughter houses, every single pro¬ 
ject got held up, and not one has been set 
up, because of objections from certain in¬ 
fluential sections in the Society. 

During the period of the stay of the 
expert, this programme for modernisation 
of slaughter houses came to receive greater 
attention of the National Development 
Council which decided that these projects 
be taken up under a Government of India 
scheme as commercial venture to be finan¬ 
ced jointly by the Government of India. 
State Governments/local bodies and banks. 
Thcre-upon, the Ministry of Agriculture 
prepared a special scheme for slaughter 
house in seleetep centres which was sanc¬ 
tioned in April, 1970. Specific projects 
were prepared under the scheme for Banga¬ 
lore, Goa, Hyderabad and Ourgapur. As 
slaughter house expertise was not sufficien¬ 
tly available in India and as the project 
reports and technical studies for these had 
to be prepared, the expert’s term was ex¬ 
tended. His advice was needed also for 
examining and accepting tender docu¬ 
ments and laying down specifications for 
the. equipment for the new slaughter 
houses. 

It may be mentioned that his function 
was not merely the preparation of project 
drawings. In fact, he assisted State Oovorn- 
ments and Municipal Corporations in 
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formttUiting their projects and paved the 
grounds for clearance of the first such pro¬ 
ject in the Fourth Five Year Plan at 
Bangalore on which work my start soon.

post. A separate Selction Committee is 
constituted for every individual post, in 
which the outside experts generally 
predominate. These broad-based methods 
of, selection have met with the general 
approval of the scientific community and 
this.

As regards the service on the Brahma¬ 
putra river between Calcutta and Assam, 
it is proposed to commence it as soon as 
necessary arrangements have been made in 
agreement with Bangla Desh Govern¬ 
ment*. 

The Ceotral Inland Water Transport 
Corporation Ltd. has an effective licet of 
16 self-propelled carriers, 11 towing 
steamers and 43 flats and barges, which 
are proposed to be utilised on the 
Calcutta-Assam river route. According 
to ascessment of the River Services Com¬ 
mittee another 15 new tugs and 60 barges 
would be required during the next four 
years to cope with the traffic. 
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Inadequate Supply of Seeds by Seeds 
MultipHcation Farms In Bihar

(b) The main purpose of seed multipli¬ 
cation farms is to multiply high-yielding 
varieties of seed to be given to progressive 
farmers of the State for further multiple 
cation. The Government of Bihar have 
put seed multiplication farms on quasi¬ 
commercial lines with effect from 1-4-1969 
providing each farm with working capital 
for meeting the cost of cultivation. 
Tractors are replacing old bullocks 
gradully in farms area having an area of 50 
acres and above. The State Public 
Works Department, Rural Engineering 
organisations and the Minor Irrigation 
complex have been geared upto complete 
the irrigation and fencing works as well as 
buildings. The State is allowing special 
incentives to farm workers and making 
special efforts to remove bottlenecks in 
seed production.

Following the ‘Vote on Account’ 
by Parliament for the period from April 
1971 to July 1971, funds for expenditure on 
National Highway (Original) Works during 
that period were intimated to the State 
Governments on I7-4-197I. Subsequently, 
after the full budget had been passed by 
the Parliament, the total amounts available 
to States for the year 1971-72 were intimated 
to the State Governments on 20-8-1971 
indicating separately funds earmarked for 
allottment for sanctioned works and new 
works yet to be sanctioned. In regard to 
new works yet to be sanctioned and 
included in the Annual Plan for 1971-72, 
State Governments were requested to send 
necessary detailed plans and estimates for 
the technical approval and financial 
sanction of the Government of India. On 
the basis of the actual performance of the 
State Governments during the year, and 
the final requirements sent by them by 
about the end of the financial year, final 
allotments were made before the close of 
the financial year in March 1972. The 
amounts so allotted are detailed in the 
attached statement. In making these final 
allottments, due care was taken to see that 
shortfalls in expenditure in particular 
States were made good by allotting larger 
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‘amounts to other States' which showed 
comparatively better performance. Accord¬ 
ing to the indications given by the States 
at the time of the final allotments, the 
amounts indicated in the attached state¬ 
ment wo'e expected to be utilised by them 
fully.

Autonomy to Colleges 

2925. SHRI EievlNDER SINGH 
OARCHA : Will the Minister of EDUCA¬

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION, 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN): (a) and 
(b). The Education Commission (1964-66) 
recommended that for the improvement of 
collegiate education, a measure of auto¬ 
nomy be provided to carefully selected 
outstanding colleges (or a small cluster of 
very good colleges) within a large 
University. This would involve the power 
to frame its rules of admission, to prescribe 
its course of study, to conduct examinations 
and so on. The parent University’s role 
will be one of general supervision and the 
actual conferment of the degrees. 

The University Grants Commission has 
generally accepted this recommendation and 
agreed that there is a real need to initiate, 
wheie conditions and resources allow, the 
scheme of “autonomous colleges” for 
upgrading of higher education. The 
Commission has also requested the Univer¬ 
sities to examine this question in its 
relevant aspects and forward proposals 
(if any) in this regard for its consideration. 

The Gajendragodkar Committee on 
Oovernance of Universities and Colleges 
has also recommended that in the acts of 
the Universities provision may be made 
for autonomous colleges and also for 
giving certain autonomy to the teaching 
departments or the Units of the departments, 
in paiticular the Centres of Advance Study. 
The recommendations of the Committee 
have been accepted in principle by the 
Government.

The 
National Book Trust brought out a poster 
with the slogan *A Good Book is a Good 
Friend’ in Hindi and English and distribut* 
ed it to all the important educational and 
other cultural institutions t \the country 
fbr display during the Week. The Directors 


of PubUe instruction and dw ykio<3ian> 
cellorstff Universities were reqoeiied to 
celebrate the Week involvhog the educa^ 
tionai institutions und«r their respective 
jurisdiction and arranging spedal pro* 
grammes like dehstes,discussions and 
symposia on various aspects of writing, 
translating, printing, publishing and distri* 
button of books. The Federation of publi* 
shers and Booksellers Associations in India 
allowed a special discount of 10% on books 
purchased during the Week. All stations 
of All India Radio and the Television 
Centre in Delhi broadcast special pro¬ 
grammes aimed at fostering book*minded- 
ness. The Posts and Telegraphs Depart* 
ment cancelled postal articles from the 
principal cities with the slogan of the 
Week. 

(c) The National Book Trust bring out 
books in well conceived series at reasonable 
prices, in order to attract attention of 
potential readers. They also organise perio¬ 
dical book fairs in different parts of the 
country and the main purpose of such 
fairs is to popularise books and thus pro¬ 
mote reading habits among people. 

One of the themes in the Interoational 
Book Year is the fostering of reading 
habits. A National Committee has been 
set up to consider all the themes, including 
the fostering of reading habits and its re¬ 
commendations are awaited.

Causes of Formation of Stones in Kidneys 
and Gall Bladders

The etiology (causes) of 
urolithiasis (stone in the urinary pathways) 
is not clearly known and is still a matter of 
speculation, although a few definite trends 
are emerging from tecent studies. With 
r^ard to etiology of gall-bladder stones, 
although the causes of the formation of 
galLstones are largely unknown, factors 
like heredity (by way of fundantental dis¬ 
turbance of cholesterol^ metabolism) seden¬ 
tary habits. infeetiou.\ diseases, dietary 
indiscretions and piegaangr ate thci^t.to 


be of etiologic significaooe. the 

fact that the exact reason for tbdr forma¬ 
tion is unknown, it is known that the chief 
components of galHtones are cholesterol, 
bilirubin, biliverdln and calcium salts. 

(b) The Indian Council of Medttml 
Research has been taking keen interest In 
the study of the problem of Urolithiasis 
and a Study Group had been organised by 
them in 1970 on Urolithiasis to discuss the 
various aspects of the proolem, such as the 
incidence and etipathogeoesis, medical and 
surgical aspects as well as further lines of 
research to be taken up for study. Em.- 
nent specialists on the subject, including 
physicians, surgeons, pathologists, nutri¬ 
tionists and biochemists, participated in the 
said Study Group meeting. The Indian 
Council of Medical Research have also 
supported a few projects on the etiology of 
gall-stones at the experimental level.

Girls’ Education during Fourth Plan 

2948. SHRI RAMAVATAR SHAS- 
TRl: Will the Minister of EDUCA¬ 
TION AND SOCIAL WELFARE be 
pleated to state; 

(a) the steps taken to encourage girls’ 
education during the Fourth plan; and 

(b) the progress achieved so far In this 
respect ? 

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION. 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN): (a) and (b). 
The Fourth Five Year Plan stated that 
“Priority will be given to the expansion of 
Elementary Education and emphasis will 
be on the provision of facilities for back¬ 
ward areas and communities and fur girls'*. 
Sustained eflfcris to extend education 
among girls have bean made from the First 
Plan period. The proportion of girl stu¬ 
dents population increased from 25% in 
195C-51 to 61% in 1969-70 in classes I to 
V. In classes VI to VIII it rose from 5% 
to 20% in classes IX to XI from 2% to 
I0%. During the Feurth Plan the enrol¬ 
ment of girls was proposed to be increased 
through the organisation of special prog¬ 
rammes. the nature of which will vary 
from State to State. In 1968-69 the enrol¬ 
ment of girls of the age group 6-14 stood 
at 44.7%> The Fourth Plan target was 
5S% of .girls in the age group 6-14 and 
46 . 5 % had been enrolled by 1969-70. 
As moat States are giving due emphasis to 
the expansioo of giris educatimi. it would 


not be unreasonable to expect Rirtfaer 
improvement in this direction. 

2. Girls and children of Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes constitute the 
bulk non-attending school children. It 
is considered necessary to provide incenti¬ 
ves such as free text-books and stationery 
In order to promote and sustain the enrol¬ 
ment of sitth children. With this end in 
view and also in implementation of the 
scheme of providing employment to the 
educated unemployed, the Government of 
India have in October, 1971 sanctioned the 
employment of 30,0<>0 teachers, supply of 
free text-books and mid-day meals to 
children. This programme is furtber «ipe- 
ci ed to accelerate the increase in enrolment 
of girls in schools. 

3. The Department of Education has 
been operating a scheme of financial assist¬ 
ance to voluntary educational organisa - 
tions in the country with a view to 
bringing about improvement in selected 
fields of education, one of which is con¬ 
struction of husieis for girl students. 
Under this scheme, assistance is given to 
girls’ institutions for constructions of 
libraries, laboratories and hostels; pur¬ 
chase of furniture for libraries and labora- 
tcries: purchase of books for libraries etc. 
This scheme has been in operation up to 
1971-72. Its continuation in 1972-73 is 
under consideration. 

4. Under a centrally sponsored program¬ 
me for the welfare of Backward classes 
sector provision has been made for the 
construction of hostels for Scheduled Caste 
and Scheduled Tribe girls. Under this 
sclteme. Central assistance is given to the 
State Governments. The main purpose of 
this scheme is to increase the enrolment of 
girls belonging to Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes in the educational insti¬ 
tutions, so as to add to the availability of 
women workers from among these commu¬ 
nities, The provision, under this scheme, 
is intended to supplement the provision 
available for the scheme of hostels for 
Scheduled CMtes/Tribes boys and girls 
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under the State uctor of the Plan. The 
following important changes have been 
made in the pattern of the scheme:— 

(i) Till the middle of the Fourth Plan, 
the scope of the scheine was linuted to the 
Middle and Higher Secondary stages of 
education. The State Governments have 
now been allowed to construct hostels 
for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
girls studying in colleges and Universities 
as well. 

(ii) Hostels can now be constructed at 
any place where the concerned educational 
institutions are situated keeping in view 
the concentration of Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes population in a parti* 
cular place/area where the educational 
facilities for girls are indequate. 

(iii) Financial assistance is now avail¬ 
able for construction of new hostels as 
well as expansion of the existing hostels 
both in the case of Scheduled Tribes as 
well as in the case of Scheduled Castes. 

(iv) Financial assistance can now be 
given not only for the non-recurring iteim 
of expenditure like construction/extension 
of building and purchase of equipment but 
for the setting up of a small library also by 
purchasing a few sets of text-books for the 
use of the inmates of hostel. 

(v) Voluntary organisations are now 
required to contribute only up to ]0% of 
the total approved cost instead of the 25% 
prescribed earlier. 

The provision made in this scheme in 
the Fourth Plan is Rs. 202 lakhs.

SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE

ing to the information furnished by the 
State Government, Patna University is 
having heavy deficits. 

(b) and (c). The State Government 
has not approached the University Grants 
Commission for any financial assistance, 
The U. G. C. had, however, on the 
recommendations of a Visiting Committee, 
appointed to assess the needs of the 
University, allocated funds to the extent 
of Rs. 110 lakhs for the period 1966-74 
for various development schemes, which 
include appointment of stall, construction 
of buildings, purchase of books and 
journals and equipments, etc. The 
Commission had also allocated a special 
grant of Rs. 10 lakhs to the University 
on .the occasion vif its Golden Jubilee. 
Recently the Commission has received 
proposals from ihc University for 
assistance, over and above the Fourth 
Plan allocation, for construction of Social 
Science Block and purchase of Library 


books for tte Departments of Botany, 
Chemistry, tjeography and Physics. 
While the Commission has regretted its 
inability to accept the proposal' for 
construction of Social Science Block, the 
proposal for assistance for pui chase of 
library books is under its consideration. 

The Commission docs not give 
maintenance grants to State Universities.

Medical and Hospital Facilities in 
the Country 

2960. SHRI RAJDEOSINGH; Will 
the Minister of HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING be pleased to state : 

(a) whether over eight million people 
in India constitute the number of those 
who are sick enough to need medical atten¬ 
tion on any single day; 

(b) if so, whether hospital facilities 
are available only for a quarter of a 
million; and 

(c) whether Government are prepared 
to proceed in a big way to offer medical 
facilities to make up this shortage of 
hospitals? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING (PROF. D. P. CHATTO- 
PADHYAYA) : (a) Exact figures are not 
available. However, the Sample Surveys 
conducted in Rural areas during the year 
1955 to 1958 indicated that 6-11% of 
population suffers from acute, chronic or 
mild form of sickness at any given time. 
No data is available for urban population. 

(b) It is estimated that there are about 
2,69,000 hospital beds which gives bed 
population ratio of approximate 0.49 beds 
per thousand popuIaHoa. Thus, more 
than a quarter million patient are treated 
iodociir patient and many more through 
the O. P. D. Services. 

(c) This ha^ been engaging the atten¬ 
tion of Oovemment and beds have been 


increased every within the limited financial 
resources. The target for the Fourth Plan 
is 2,81,600 beds as against the availability 
of 2,55,700 beds at the begining of the 
Fourth Plan. 


Research on Population Growth Rate 

2961. SHRI RAJDEO SINGH : Will 
the Minister of HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING be pleased to state : 

(a) whether a recent Soviet Research 
on the population rate growth indicates 
that the growth rate of world population 
will begin to slow down after reaching a 
peak in 1975; and 

(b) if so, how near our scientists are 
to the result of the said research? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING (PROF. D. P. CHATTO- 
PADHYAYA): (a) and (b) The Russian 
Demographer Dr. Boyarsky in his paper to 
the World Population Conference in 1965, 
(which was later revised in 1969) stratified 
the countries of the world into the follow¬ 
ing 12 groups after taking into account the 
socio-economic systems obtaining in the 
countries and their level of development: 
(1) U. S. S. R. (2) The European Socialist 
countries; (3) China and other socialist 
countries in Asia (4) The European 
Capitalistic countries (5) The U. S. A. 
and Canada (6) Japan (7) Arab Middle 
East, Turkey, Iran, Afghanistan (8) India 
(9) Th£ rest of the Asian countries (10) The 
rest of the African countries (11) The rest 
of the American countries (Cuba is not 
singled out because of its small population) 
(12) Australia and Oceania. 

Dr. Boyarsky made the following 
assumptions 

1. The developing countries will go 
over to the group of developed countries 
in due course. 
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2. Anuming the total nuubjr of 
births as constant for « long time and 
migration as negligible, population depends 
on length of life only, as seen from the 
theory of stationary population. The 
transition from low survivorship function 
io high survivorship function will take 80 
years to be completed. 

3. Fertility and sooio-economic factors 
vary together. Based on the above assump¬ 
tions and the demographic situation 
obtaining in the 12 strata, he projected the 
population upto the year 2000. Ho thus 
estimated that the total population of the 
world would range from 4200 to 5000 million 
in 2000. In 1969 he revised the range of 
these egurcs from 4000 to 6000 million. 
The United Nations have on the other 
hand, shown projections ranging from 
4900 million to 6900 million. 


It may be noted here that except for 
the second assumption the others could not 
be verified by him. For adjusting the 
projections for non-stationanty he used 
arbitrary figures .based on his own 
judgement. This method of projection by 
stratification into broad homogeneous 
yeas is not new but the assumptions of 
Hr. Bovarsky arc different. 


(a) whether Government are aware 
that researcher Valentin Nesterov of 

Timiryazev Agricultural Academy has had 
considerable success over many years 
in using computers'to predict and then to 
control the growth of free population in 
Soviet forests; and 

(b) if so, how near our scientists are 
to utilise the result of this research ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICLUTURE (PROP. 
SHER SINGH) : (a) Information with 
particular reference to the research under¬ 
taken by Valentin Nesterov of Timiryazev 
Agricultural Academy is not avialable. 
However computers are being utilised to 
predict growth statistics of tree population 
in the forests of our country. 

(b) Situation obtaining in India due 
to climate, geography and type of the 
forest is, however, different and any 
Russian solution may not necessarily be 
applicable to Indian forests.

The 
question of starting a retail shop in the 
premises of Lady Harding Hospital was 
considered and negotiations conducted 
with the Super Bazar authorities. They 
did not agree for the reason that they 
had already opened a branch in the 
Willingdon Hospital premises and that it 
would not be feasible from commercial 
point of view to open another branch near 
abouts.

Black-Marketing of Urea in West Bengal

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (PROF. 
SHER SINGH) : (a) It is presumed that 
the Hon’ble Member would like to know 
whether the National Dairy Research Ins¬ 
titute, Karnal has been successful to stan- 
dardise procedures of preparing an alco¬ 
holic beverage from whey, a by-product in 
the manufacture of cheese and paneer, and 
not from milk directly. 

The National Dairy Research Institute 
has been successful in preparing an alco¬ 
holic beverage containing about 12% alco¬ 
holic by fermentation of whey, a by product 
in the manufacture of cheese and paneer, 
using yeast. 

(b) Tile fat is separated from whey to 
bring down its fat content to a level less 
than 0.05 per cent and the pH is adjusted 
with citric acid to 3'5. The liquid is then 
steamed for half an hour in a double-jacke¬ 
ted steam chest. After cooling, 100 ppm 
of S02 in the form of sodium meta bisul¬ 
phite is added as a pre.servative. The*solu- 
tion of stored overnight in a cold room 
(5-10"C). 

Cane sugar is then added, depending 
upon the desired percentage of alcohol requi¬ 
red in the product. Raisins are added tn 
the juice to impart the desired flavour. The 
preparation is then inoculated with an active 
culture of yeast at 4% level. 

During fermentation, whey is agiatated 
at frequent intervals for the first half an 
hour and then allowed to stand for the 
remaining period of fermentation. The 
clear liquid is then transferred into another 
vessel and stored for maturation at about 
25°C. Caramelised sugar syrup is then 
added to the matured fermented product so 
as to give the desired colour. The final 
product contains about 12% alcohol. 

(c) The economics of conversion of 
whey into alcoholic beverage has been 
worked out on a small scale production of 
25 litres batch in a laboratory, and is given

University Grants Commi¬ 
ssion, in a recent press interview, in answer 
to a question about major problems/difli- 
culties faced by educational institutions in 
the country said inter alia that most of 
difficulties were due to too large an enrol¬ 
ment and a very rapid rate of growth and 
that in this situation, there could be little 
effective contacts between students and 
teachers. According to him resources 
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available to UQhrersities, as also organisa* 
t’ionol set-up, are grossly inadequate to 
deal with the huge enrolments and the 
imperative needs of educationiU reform 
and development. 

The Government generally agrees with 
the observations made by the Chairman, 
University Grants Commission. Within 
the limited resources, every effort is being 
made to provide funds for development of 
higher education. The recommendations 
made by the Gajendragadkar Committee 
on ‘Governance of Universities* regarding 
organisational set-up of the universities, 
participation of students in university 
affairs, establishment of Students Councils 
and Joint Teocher Students Committees, 
etc. are also being taken into considern- 
tion. while formulating legislative proposals 
for the Central Univetsitics.

The high yielding 
varieties of maize including the various 
hybrids give yield of SO to 60 quintals per 
hectare and those of sorghum nearly 50 
quintals per hectare. 

(b) Efforts have been made in recent 
years to improve the nutritional quality of 
foodgrains, and in this context, some of 
the varieties of maize are particularly 
important. The two opaque-2 maize com¬ 
posites shakti and Rattan are very rich in 
lysine and have demonstrated their 
nutritional superiority in animal as well as 
in child feeding tests. In the course of 
some of these tests, the opaque-2 varieties 
of maize have been found to be comparable 
to {skimmed milk in some of their nutri¬ 
tional properties. These varieties of maize 
as well as some of the nutritionally impro¬ 
ved varieties of wheat are being multiplied 
so that they make a contribution to the 
health of our people.

Effect of Introduction of New Varieties 
of Wheat 

3050. SHRI NAVAL KISHORE 
SHARMA Will the Minister of 
AGRICULTURE be pleased to state ;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

While there are good prospects of increased 
wheat production in the country, it is 
difficult at this stage to make a precise 
assessment of the levels of wheat 
production and requirements of wheat in 
1980, since these would depend upon a 
number of factors, such as further progress 
in the evolution and adoption of high 
yielding varieties of wheat and other 
food-grains and non-foodgrains orops 
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thifb in cropping pattern, changes in 
relative prices.. of wheat and other 
agricultural commodities, shifts in con* 
sumption patterns and utilisation of 
cereals for other purposes. The general 
policy of the Oovernment, however, is to 
ensure remunerative prices to farmers.

Indian Agricultural Research Institute, 
New Delhi, an Institute of Indian Council 
of Agricultural Research, organises a 
Kisan Mela known as ‘Kiishi Vigyan Mela 
each in the Rabi and Kharif seasons. 

(b) The Central theme of each Mela 
differs, depending on the current accent 
on particular crop (s), package of practices, 
methodology, policies or goals. For 
instance, the central theme of the Rabi 
Krishi Vigyan Mela held from ISth to 18th 
March, 1972 was “Modernising Indian 
Agriculture for higher profits, better 
Nutrition, export and seif-Reliance.” 

(c) Kisan Melas are being organised 
in different parts of the country by the 
Agricultural Universities and other Indian 
Council of Agricultural Research Institutes 
and Stations. The Directorate of 


Extension of (he Union Department of 
Agricultural generally takes part in these 
Melas by putting up instructional 
exhibitions, film shows, sale of publications 
etc. for the benefit of farmers. This 
purpose is also partially served by the 
Farmers' visits arranged under the Farmers’. 
Training Programme by the Directorate of 
Extension. 


Scarcity Conditions In Rajasthan 

3052. DR. KARNI SINGH: Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased 
to state: 

(a) whether about 3,000 villages have 
been hit by scarcity conditions in eleven 
Districts of Rajasthan ; 

tb) if so, the main features thereof;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) The 
Government of Rajasthan has reported 
that nearly 2600 villages in 9 districts have 
been declared as scarcity affected areas. 

(b) The State Government has reported 
that there has been acute shortage of 
water in the Western parts of the State 
due to faifure of rains in the months of 
August and September, 1971. Arrangement 
of transport of water to 152 places by 
trucks, rail tankers and camels have been 
made. Subsidy for drawing water has 
been sanctioned for 28 places. Tubewells 
are running at 39 places and the 
requirements of 6 villages have been met 
by providing canals. Employment 
opportunities have been provided under 
the Rural W’urks Programme, the Crash 
Scheme for Rural Employment and in the 
Rajasthan Canal works. 
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So far, there has beim no shortage of 
fodder and the health of the cattle is 
' satisfactory. 

(c) Responsibility for provision of 
relief in areas affected by natural 
calamities including drought rests with 
the State Governments. However, Central 
assistance is given to a State, according 
to a prescribed procedure, if the magnitude 
of the relief measures to be undertaken is 
such that it cannot be managed by the 
State Government out of its own resources. 
The State Government has to approach 
the^Central Government, on receipt of 
which a Central Team visits the State for 
an on*the*$pot study. On the basis of 
the Team’s recommendations, the Central 
Government fixed ceilings of expenditure 
for the purpose of sharing expenditure 
with the State. Central assistance is 
provided ordinarily through reimburse¬ 
ment of the expenditure initially incurred 
by the State Government though ways 
and means advances may also be given 
depending on the State requirements. In 
the instant case, the State Government 
is considering inviting of a Central Team 
to visit the State.

THE .MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN 
SINGH) : The earlier wage agreement bet¬ 
ween the Management of Indian Airlines 
and the All India Aircraft Engineers Asso¬ 
ciation expired on the 27th November, 
1968. A fresh charter of demands was 
submitted to the management by the Asso¬ 
ciation on the 29th April 1970, Unfortu¬ 
nately, in spite of prolonged negotiations, 
an agreement has not yet been arrived at. 
The Management of Indian Airlines comm¬ 
unicated its final offer to the Engineers 
Association on the 8th February, 1972. 
On the 22nd February a letter was addres¬ 
sed to the Management by the Association 
expressing serious disappointment with the 
offer. Simultaneously, delays started occu¬ 
rring in Indian Airlines services and these 
are persisting. The inference is inescap¬ 
able that the Engineers are trying to bring 
pressure on tbe Management to concede 
their demands. 
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I White I do not wish to eftter into deteils 
with regard to the proposals, I am satisfied 
that the final ofiTer made by the Manage* 
OKnt is fair -and indeed generous. The 
Management of Indian Airlines has been 
dicussing the matter with the Association 
and has informed it of its willingness to 
refer the matter to arbitration or adjudica¬ 
tion. It is my sincere hope that the con¬ 
cerned Engineers will desist from any acti¬ 
vity which disrupts the working of this 
vital public sector undertaking, causes 
acute inconvenience to the travelling public 
and damages the national interest.

SHRI P. M. MEHTA (Bhavnagar): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, the delay in the flight has 
become so enormous in the Indian Airlines, 
and there is more than one reason for 
these inordinate delays. There are basi* 
cally two reasons for these delays. One is 
the gcno-aJ iaeSScicney of the Indian Air¬ 
lines, and the second is—which is a vital 
one—the Indian Airlines is indifferent to¬ 
wards their own employees. The main¬ 
tenance engineers have a basic obligation 
to certify the airworthiness of Uie craft, 
and they do not get the checking instru¬ 
ments or equipment and other store-supplies 
in time, and this is the cause wlnr this delay 
takes place in checking the crai^ ultimately 
resulting in the delay in flights. 


Birlimors (C.A.) 

The Aircraft Enginnen^s Assodation 
have declared that they will not Mrtify any 
aircraft which is not air-worthy, and if they 
do so, then the Indian Airlines Corpora¬ 
tion is playing with the lives of the travel¬ 
ling public, the passengers. Is it not 
correct, then not to certify the airworthi¬ 
ness of the aircraft if they do not And it 
airworthy? Against this, what does the 
management do? The management is hard 
with these men. This is a very serious 
matter. 

The Indian Airlines have also shifted 
its basic policy towards labour, that is, the 
labour policy. The then Chairman, Shri 
Kumaramangalam, itad convened a con¬ 
ference of the trade unions and represent¬ 
atives of the employees. There, they 
arrived at an understanding that the em¬ 
ployees would accept a wage-rise of IS per 
cent. The then Chairman, Shri Kumara¬ 
mangalam, assured the union that the 
differential in the different categories will 
be maintained. Now, what happens is, as 
everybody knows, as far as the labour 
matter is concerned, the management does 
not understand the submission of labour; 
they never hear the plain talks, but they 
only hear those who show red eyes and the 
hands of force. That is the main reason 
why the differential Itas been increased. 

Now, there are other reasons which are 
not concerned with these maintenance 
engineers per se. In Bombay, the checking 
counters open 45 minutes or one hour later 
than the scheduled timings. The Airlines 
Corporation staff have become so shame¬ 
less that they do not make any announce¬ 
ments as to when the checking counters 
' will open, and they would not even express 
a word of regret for causing great incon¬ 
venience to the travelling passengers. ‘Hte 
passengers are forced to stand in queue in 
the Bombay and other airports for hours 
together, and they do not hear as to when 
the checking counters will open. This also 
sometimes creates great hardship and in- 
convoiienoe fo the passengers and deiay in 
flights. I would like to ask when this delay 
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of will end and the trafilc will be 
normaliMd at the urports. 

I want also to know—the total force of 
engineers h nearly 200> whether they have 
been diarge'theeted for go*slow tactics and, 
if not, what are the reasons for not charge* 
sheeting them for carrying on go-slow acti¬ 
vities? Has the Engineer’s Association 
made the suggestion to chargesheet them 
if they are found guilty of go-slow 
activities? 

What are the findings of the airlines 
management? Has the Engineer’s associa* 
tion made any suggestion for the Minister 
to intervene? If yes, does he desire to 
intervene? These persons ate spoiling the 
name of the Indian Airlines and also the 
image of the Minister. He should take up 
this opportunity. Lastly, is any dialogue 
going on at present between the labour 
Minister and office beares of the engineer’s 
association to refer their demands to arbi¬ 
tration or adjudication and if so, is the 
Government considering it? in that case 
why have they delayed the consideration of 
this point during the last two years? 

DR. KARAN SINGH : The hon. Mem¬ 
ber has made a number of general state¬ 
ments. I should like to say two things. 

Firstly, it is true that there are other 
reasons also for delays; it is not only 
the engineers. For example, there are 
vultures which seem to be peculiarly pro¬ 
liferating in this climate. We have had 
five vulture hits, believe it or not, in recent 
days. However the fact is that the activities 
of the engineers have also greatly contri¬ 
buted towards increasing these delays. I 
am not saying that all the delays are due to 
them but certainly it has been a major 
contributory factor. 

Secondly the hon. Member said some¬ 
thing about engineers not having sufficient 
equipment to check the planet. No such 
complaint has been biwight to our notice. 
Tothebestofmy knowtodgatbey seem to 
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be perfectly satisfied with the equipment 
that they have. Naturally they are supposed 
to check the air-worthiness of the plane. 
Nobody expects them to certify a plane 
that is not airworthy. But coming as it 
does at the very time when their negotia¬ 
tions are going on, I am afraid that this 
cannot be looked upon simply as routine 
checks or routine delays. 

He also talks about the differentials 
in the different unions. There are seven 
different unions and one officer’s associa¬ 
tion in the Indian Airlines. When you 
are negotiating with seven separate unions, 
each with its own capacity for negotiation 
how is it passible that the exact proportion 
of differential can be maintained. That 
is one of the problems that we have been 
facing. 

SHRI P.M. MEHTA: The chairman 
had assured the engineers that the differen¬ 
tial would be maintained. 

DR, KARAN SINGH : If that is so. 
there is no question of negotiation. For 
instance, if you had a single union, you 
can have an overall package and say this 
is going to be the agreement. With each 
union, you have got to negotiate separately, 
with the engineer’s union, with the pilots 
union and so on. That is one of the major 
contributory factors for the labour pro¬ 
blems in the Indian Airlines—proliferation 
of union..-{Interruptions). 

The hon. Member has asked: when will 
the delays end? I have said in my state¬ 
ment that 1 hope they will end immedia¬ 
tely. I have said that we are prepared to 
send the points of disagreement to arbitra¬ 
tion or adjudication; this has not been done 
today. We have made this clear. The 
Engineers met me; they also met my col¬ 
league Shri Khadilkar. We made it per¬ 
fectly clear to them that we ware prepared 
to refer the matter to arbitration. Despite 
that they have been continuing these 
tactics. I therefore hope that they will 
withdraw it immediatdy. 
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He also referred to the question of 
chargesheeting. He is quite right. If this 
sort of situation continued, we will not 
only have to consider chargesheeting; if 
the worst conies to the worst, as we did 
last time, we may simply have to ground 
the aircraft for a while. We are not going 
to tolerate this kind of continuous non¬ 
sense among very high paid employees, I am 
still hoping though, that better sense even 
at this late hour will prevail and they will 
realise that there comes a limit beyond 
which the patience of the Government 
should not be tried. 

SHRI SAMfAR GUHA ; I had drawn 
the attention of the hon. Minister several 
tiroes to this matter through letters, etc. to 
the allegation which had been tliere. The 
ground engineers are not only perhaps one 
of the most highly paid employees in our 
country. 1 could gather from the Airlines 
office that they are paid Rs. 1500-2500; he 
also referred to their salary. Their scale 
is Rs. 1,500 to Rs. 2,500. And every day 
the ground engineers are given overtime 
allowance for seven to ten hours and also 
an outstation allowance for 90 days with 
Ra. 40 to Rs. 50 with daily allowance, for 
45 days income tax free. That means, on 
an average eacli ground engineer gets Rs. 
4,000 to Rs. 5,000 including allowances. 
How many of our IAS officers. State ad¬ 
ministrative officers. Directors of National 
Laboratories, Heads of I'>epartments of 
Universities or other graduate engineers 
get such high salaries? Even so, these 
people, in the name of go slow tactics, 
work to rule etc., create dislocation in our 
air service, not only disiocation but dis¬ 
ruption, In the Calcutta and Delhi offices 
there have been some suspensions of air 
service also. If this is allowed, how can 
we say anything against those ilipaid ordi¬ 
nary workers who resort to go slow tactics 
or other kinds of agitation? We can not 
blame them. If such highly paid employees 
are allowed scope to go slow and indulge 
in such type of agitatir-Q, paralysing the 
most vital communicaixm line of our 
country, causing dislocation of trade and 
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business, 1 do not know what will 
happen. 

But I do not want to do injustice to 
them. Even though they are highly paid, 
they may have their own grievances and 
demands, but they should be tackled 
differently. So, I want to know the exact 
figures about suspensions, dislocation and 
disruption caused, and whether Govern¬ 
ment is going to set up a permanent 
machinary of arbitration to which matters 
in dispute will be automatically reffered, 
and whose decision will be binding on both 
the Government and the employees, so that 
their grievances can also be removed ? 

Is it a fact that the technicians are not 
allowed to sign the trip certificates, and 
that if this is allowed, out-station duty 
can be dispensed with? As it is also 
rather unusual that the ground engineers 
should get overtime allowance for seven to 
ten hours a day, may I know whethir this 
over-time duty can be dispensed with, and 
new recruit.s taken in if necessary ? 

These arc my questions and I hope the 
Minister will give categ.irical answers to 
them. 

DR. KARAN SINGH : In his general 
remarks, the hon. member said that the 
emoiuirencs in the aviation industry are 
very high. This is true. In fact, as I said, 
not only are they very high but they are 
steadily getting higher and they are begin¬ 
ning to bear less and less relationship to 
the total wage structure in the county. 
This is a serious matter. 1 entirely agree 
with him when he says that at least the 
h'gh-paid employees should not resort to 
these tactics. In fact, nobody should 
resort to these tactics. Nevertheless, one 
would assume that people getting high 
salaries would also have a greater sense of 
responsibility. 

He has asked three or four questions. 
Firstly, with r^ard to the actual figures of 
delay, I am afraid it varies from day to 
day. We have a situation report every 
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day . and it is not possible to give a 
blanket Ogure. The situation is fluid. 
But the more important point is with 
regard to the permanent madtinary. A 
permanent machinery already exists which 
provides for bilateral negotiations, 
conciliation, arbitration and adjudication. 
This is n^ grievance against the employees 
that after the negotiations have failed, 
they do not make use of the existing 
machinary. I have no desire whatsoever 
to deny any section of our workers their 
democratic rights to negotiate. But why 
do they not go according to this proce* 
dure ? Why do they resort to what can 
only be termed direct action in going 
slow ? I would make an appeal through 
this august House to all the workmen in 
Indian Airlines that they should negotiate 
and if they ha\e any difliculty, they can go 
in for arbitration. We have never stopped 
them from going in for arbitration. In 
fact, we have been keen that they should 
go in for it. But what is intolerable is 
that when the negotiations fail, they start 
bringing this sort of pressure putting every¬ 
body in the country to acute inconveni¬ 
ence. 

The Essential Services Maintenance 
Ordinance was in force and I think it has 
lapsed. The question of declaring it an 
essential service or otherwise is not imme¬ 
diately under consideration, but wc will 
certainly do whatever may be necessary and 
warranted by the circumstances. 

1 do not have any information about 
the trip certificates. It may be a technical 
thing and 1 could find it out if the hon. 
member wants to know about it. 

The question of over-time is very 
important question. We are paying a 
large amount in over-time every year. 
Whether that problem can be solved by 
more Kcruitmcnt or not, I do not know; if 
we only recruit more, we may well end up 
by having more employees and paying all 
of them over-time. This is a question 
which has to be kept in mind, keeping in 
view the lequiremeota of the situation. 


Engineers {C.A.) 

SHRI N.K. SANGHI (Jalore): lam 
unhappy at the stateimnt made by the 
hon. minister. This ding-dong battle 
between the various organisation unions 
and the Indian Airlines and Air India is a 
matter of routine as it has been going on 
for years. But what has been said is, 
everything is wrong with the unions and 
as far as the Government’s part is con¬ 
cerned, they are fully aware of everything 
and (hey are trying to do their best to see 
that justice is done. I would like to ask, 
is it not a fact that the Indian Airlines 
and Air India Boards are practically trying 
everything to thwart the working of the 
unions and organisations and not anabl- 
ing the employee to get their legitimate 
rights ? We are talking of very high 
wages. Certainly it is the concern of 
everyone. Wc are so ill-paid that we 
would like that there should not be high 
wages. If that be so, why nut bring for¬ 
ward legislation to put a ceiling on high 
wages and high profits ? That should be 
the end of the matter. Unless you do that 
it is the legitimate right of the unions to 
see that the legitimate rights are not 
denied to the workers and union members 
rather than trying to be side-tracking the 
whole issue. If 1 may draw the attention 
of the hon. Minister, the Khosla Commi¬ 
ttee award was given in 1965 after hearing 
the viewpoints of the employees of Air 
India and Indian Airlines Corporation, It 
is a fact that the government had accepted 
that the workers of the Air India and 
Indian Airlines would practically get 
parity. Then, later on, what happened 
after the fChosla Committee award ? 
Because Shri * J. R. D. Tata is a 
dynamic personality and he is maning 
Air India he h.xs been able to gel increased 
emoluments for the pilots and engineers 
in one way or the other. And whenever 
there is a rise in the wage or emoluments 
of the employees of Air India, naturally 
dissatisfaction sets in amoi^ the employees 
of the Indian Airlines becvnie th^ do not 
get any corresponding increase. Would 
the government not like to tackle this 
matter by having parity in emoluments in 
the case of employees of both the organi* 
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sations ? Either you say that they are two 
eotirely different organisations in which 
you cannot maintaii parity or you main¬ 
tain parity. Otherwise, there will be 
dissatisfaction among the employees of the 
Indian Airlines Corporation. So, It is a 
very important recommendation of the 
Khosla Committee award that parity or 
near parity would have to be maintained 
between the employees of Air India and 
Indian Airlines. I would like to know from 
the government whether this parity in 
emoluments has or has not been main¬ 
tained all these years. 

Secondly, the Khosla Committee, has 
very specifically mentioned that the diffe¬ 
rential in salaries between the pilots, tech¬ 
nicians and ground engineers should be 
maintained. In 1970 you have given a big 
hike to the pilots. Naturally, there has 
been dissatisfaction among the ground 
engineers and technicians. There are seve¬ 
ral unions in the field and naturally when 
government come to an understanding with 
one union the other unions are also likely 
to come up with their demands. So, would 
you like to take up issues individually with 
all those unions rather than taking them up 
jointly with ail of them and arriving at a 
settlement? Otherwise, an impression 
would be created that government or the 
Corporation is not keen to tackle the matter 
when it should be done. The charier of 
demands was given to the management on 
the 29th April 1970. Now it ii 1972. Two 
years of protracted discussion have gone on. 
So, I would like to know whether the diffe¬ 
rential is going to be maintained between 
the pilots, engineers and technicians and 
whether parity or near parity between the 
emoluments of Air India and Indian Air¬ 
lines is also going to be maintained. 

Lastly, you say you are willing for arbi¬ 
tration and adjudication. Could not all 
these matters be decided by bilateral dis¬ 
cussions? Now that is done only in the 
ase of pilots because ,l^ithout them you 
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citnnot fly the planes. What is flu difliculty 
in having bilateral talks? 1 ondmtand 
from the union organisations that when 
they negotiate and a settlement is arrived 
at, the whole thing is repudiated by the 
authorities or board of management and 
fresh negotiations have to be started. 
Would it not save time if you have bilate¬ 
ral negotiations? 

So, I want to know whether you would 
maintain parity between Air India and 
Indian Airlines in the case of emoluments, 
whether you would maintain the differen¬ 
tial between the different categories of em¬ 
ployees and what are the difficulties in the 
way of having bilateral settlement in these 
disputes. 

DR. KARAN SINGH : The hon. Mem¬ 
ber has attempted to protect the rights of 
the workers. A.s I said in reply to a pre¬ 
vious question, we are most anxious that 
the legitimate rights of the workers should 
be safeguarded. We would also prefer 
bilateral ncgotiation.s. 1 lowever, it Is only 
when bilateral negotiations break down 
that the question of further intervention 
arises. 

1 think the hon. House would be inte¬ 
rested to know that in October 1971 govern¬ 
ment had issued a general directive that ail 
agreements between the public sector and 
its employees will be subject to government 
approval. Because, after all, government 
have got to keep an eye on the total wage 
structure in this country. Therefore, bila¬ 
teral talks are always held to settle disputes. 
As I pointed out, it is because over all these 
years settlements have not been arrived at 
between these categories that this problem 
has today arisen. Now you cannot say 
they must always settle disputes bilaterally 
for that simply means that the management 
must accept everything tlut the workers 
say. That is not so^nething which. can be 
accepted. As I said, the efforts that have 
been made after taking into account the 
entire demands of tin unions and taking 
into account what was considered to be 
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r«as0DabIfl and fair. As far as Indian Air* 
Ilne$' and Air India .are coooerned, this 
union happens to be the common union. 
So, the negotiations are really with a com¬ 
mon union and will affect engineers both 
in Air India and in the Indian Airlines, and 
the question, in this particular instance, of 
a differentiation really does not arise. 

As to the question of legislation on ceil¬ 
ings on salaries, it is a good suggestion for 
action, I must say. When we are putting 
ceilings on all sorts of other things. I am 
not sure whether a stage has not come. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN (Madu- 
rai) ; It has come. 

DR. KARAN SINGH : In which at 
least some ceiling or some form of upper 
level will have to be considfred. Of course 
this is a broader matter. 

Then, he talked about the Khosla 
Awaid. The Khosla award was in 1966 
and it did recommend parity or near-parity. 
That has broadly been adhered to. As far 
as engineers are concerned, it said specifi¬ 
cally that the engineering staff of both the 
Corporations performed similar duties and 
their wage structure should be the same. 
Thereforfi, as far as the engineers are con¬ 
cerned, as I have said, it is a comnioa uni¬ 
on and negotiations arc taking place with 
them, which will cover both Indian Airliiies 
and Air India.

STATEMENT RE ; CEILING ON 
AGRICULTURAL HOLDINGS 

THE MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRIP. A. AHMED): Sir. I have to 
make a statement. 

MR. SPEAKER: You can lay it on 
the table. 

SHRI F. A. AHMED : 1 b(« to lay on 
the Table a statement in connection with 
the meeting of the Chief Minister held on 
April 14, 1972 to consider exemption from 
ceiling on agricultural holdings. 

Statement 

In August, 1971 the C^entral Land 
Reforms Committee made certain recom¬ 
mendations with a view (to bring about a 
broad measure of uniformity in the ceiling 
laws of the different States, ^le main 
recommendations were that ceiling should 
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be ,i(nade applicable to the family as a 
whole; that where number of members in a 
family exceeds five, additional land may be 
allowed for ea^ member in excess of five 
in such a manner that the total area 
admissible to the family does not exceed 
twice the ceiling limit for a family; that 
the ceiling for a family of 6ve members 
may be fixed within the range of 10 to 18 
acres of perennially irrigated land or land 
under assured irrigation from governnoent 
sources for growing two crops; that for 
various other categories of land conversion 
ratios should be fixed taking into account 
the availability of water, productivity, soil 
classification, crops grown, etc; that the 
absolute ceiling for a family of five even in 
the case of dry lands should be put at 54 
acres which limit would, however, be re- 
laxable if there is special justification for 
doing so on account of the nature of the 
soil, rain fall, chronic drought conditions, 
etc; and that the exemptions under the 
existing State laws in favour of mecha¬ 
nised farms and well-managed farms should 
be withdrawn. All these recommendations 
were accepted by the Government of India 
and on September 18,1971 I wrote to ail 
the Chief Ministers requesting that neces¬ 
sary action be initiated to bring the State 
Ceiling Law in line with the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Committee. Recently I have 
again addressed the Chief Ministers sugges¬ 
ting that necessary legislative measures be 
enacted during the Current Session of the 
State legislature. 

With regard to other exemptions under 
the Slate ceiling laws the Committee recom¬ 
mended that the exemption in favour of 
plantations of tea, coffee, cardoman and 
rubber should be carefully eimmined in 
consultation with the concerned Ministries 
of the Government of India and that 
thereafter the necessity of continuing this 
and other types of exemptions should 
be discussed with the Chief Ministers 
in order to formulate the national 
policy. The matter was accordingly 
examined in consultation with the Mini¬ 
stries of Finance and Foreign Trade and 
|he Planning Commission. Thereafter I dis¬ 


cussed the matter with the Chief Ministers 
on Friday, April 14. 1972. 

The following concensus was arrived at 
in the meeting :— 

1. It was agreed that exemptions in 
favour of plantations of tea. coffee, 
rubber, cardamom and cocoa should 
continue;* 

2. Lands held by the Bhoodan Yagya 
Committee, Cooperative Banks, 
Nationalised Banks, Central or State 
Governments and local bodies should 
continue to enjoy exemption. Simi¬ 
larly, land held by industrial or 
commercial undertakings for non- 
agricultural purposes should be 
exempted from the ceiling law; 

3. In the case of registered cooperative 
farming societies it was agreed that 
exemption might be granted with 
the stipulation that while computing 
the coiling area for a member his 
share in the cooperative society will 

be taken into account along with his 
other lands; 

4. Lands held by Agricultural Uni¬ 
versities, Agricultural Colleges, Agri¬ 
cultural Schools and Research Insti¬ 
tutions should be exempted from the 
ceiling law; 

5. There was a good deal of discussion 
about exemptions in favour of lands 
owned by religious, educational or 
charitable ^trusts, lands granted to 
members of the armed forces for acts 
of gallmtry and lands covered by 
orchards. 

Regarding religious, educational 
or charitable trusts it was agreed that 
only genuine trusts of a public nature 
deserved special treatment. They 
may be either granted annuity or 
some other suitable arrangement may 
be made in order to ensure that the 
objectives for which the trusts were 
‘ created are not frustrated. R^rd- 
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ing awards for gallantry H was agreed 
that ladds covered by granted made 
since independence should be exami¬ 
ned. The question of continuing to 
exempt grants made prior to indepen¬ 
dence will be examined further. About 
orchard the general concensus was 
that the ceiling limit of a person 
who owned orchards, whether or not 
in addition to other land, may be 
increased by 2 hectares or the actual 
area of the land comprised in orch¬ 
ards, whichever is less. Some Chief 
Ministers thought that there might be 
higher relaxation by computing the 
area under orchards as for dry lands. 
The State Governments which have 
serious difficulties in enforcing the 
ceiling in respect of orchards will 
individually discuss the matter fur¬ 
ther with the Government of India. 

6. It was agreed that ah other exemp¬ 
tions should be withdrawn.

(Tininelveli): Hon. Mr. Deputy Speaker, 
Sir, at the very outset, before 1 give my 
views on the Demands for Grants of the 
Ministry of Communications, I would 
like to refer to the grave injustice being 
done to the greatest patriot of our country 
by the P & T Department failing to honour 
his memory by bringing out a commemo¬ 
rative stamp. In view of the fact that 
during Septembn- this year we will be 
having the hundredth birth-day of V. O. 
Chidambaiam Pillai, it is ail the more 
regrettable that the P&T Department 
refuse to appreciate the sentiments of the 
people demanding such a commemorative 
stamp. 1 raised this issue in the meeting 
of the Consultative Committee of the 
Ministry and my suggestion was not 
accepted. In the meeting of the Ckmsulta- 
live Committee of the Ministry held on 
April 7,1 was informed that the Advisory 
Committee had not agreed to the 
tion of bringing out a commemorative 
stamp honouring V. O. Chidambaram 
Pillai. 

During 1970-71 and 1971-72, commemo¬ 
rative stamps of eminent men of letters, 
artists, scientists pre-eminent and world- 
renowned statesmen and space heroes have 
been issued. I whole-heartedly welcome 
that. I am equally proud in saying that 
the Founder of Soviet Russia and the 
harbinger of Communism in the world, 
the great hero Lenin, has been honoured by 
the Department issuing a commemorative 
stamp. 
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V. O. Chidambaram Pillai stood against 
the mighty maritime power, the British 
imperialists, and sailed a diip with oor 
nation^ flag. He was sentenced for life 
twice. In'the Coimbatore prison he' was 
yoked to the mill-stone and he was made 
to break stones. His name is a household 
name in my State. His role in the freedom 
movement of the country is still green in 
the memory of his compatriots. I am 
suriirised how the members of the Advisory 
Committee should be so ignorant about 
him as to refuse permission for issuing a 
commemorative stamp. By itself their 
ignorance is intolerable, but it is aggravated 
when 8 commemorative stamp has been 
issued honouring V. S. Srinivasa Sastri, 
who for his eloquence in favour of the 
British rulers at the time of Round Table 
Conference was “honoured** as Rt. Honour¬ 
able. He showed no signs of hesitation in 
licking the British boots. It is strange that 
he has been honoured but not V. O Chida¬ 
mbaram Pillai who aroused the entire 
South against Simon Commission. 
He waged on his own an 
ingenious war against the world’s 
greatest maritinte nation by sailing a ship 
of his own. The first Governor-General 
of our country, Shri C. Rajagopalachari, 
inaugurated the sailing of his ship. The 
Tamil Nadu leader of the ruling Congress 
here. Shri A. P. C. Veerabaghu. is running 
a college in the name and memory of V. O. 
Chidambaram Pillai in Tuticorn. ^n 
Tamil Nadu many buildings belonging to 
the local bodies and municipalities are 
named after him. Many Parks and roads 
bear his name. I am astonished to find 
that the members of the Advisory Commi¬ 
ttee and others at the helm of aflairs are 
not familiar with the name of the hero of 
freedom movement in South. I think they 
are not acquainted with the history of 
freedom movement in our country. 

As a Member of Parliament coming 
from this area, I have raised this issue 
twice. The V. O. C. Memorial Committee 
.wanting to celebrate the Centenary of V.O. 
C. in a befitting manner has recommended 


this step. The Tirunelveli District Commi¬ 
ttee of my has passed a resolution to 
this effect. The Tamil Nadu Legislative 
Assembly has passed a Resolution unani¬ 
mously, sponsored by all aectiona of the 
House including the ruling party. In his 
reply to the populm leader of my Party. 
Shri Kalyanasundaram, the Minister of 
Communications, Shri Bahaguna, assured 
him that a commemorative stamp in memo¬ 
ry of V. O. C, would be issued. To my 
consternation, I found in the meeting of the 
Consultative Committee that not only no 
action has been taken on this but the 
suggestion itself has not found favour with 
the Advisory Committee. 1 would urge upon 
the hon. Minister of Communications not 
to brush aside lightly the strong sentimentt 
of the people of Tamil Nadu in this case. 
If this decision not to issue a commemor¬ 
ative stamp honouring V. O, C. is not 
changed, I would like to categorically 
inform the hon. Minister that there will be 
a mass agitation in Tamil Nadu in which 
the hon. Members belonging to the ruling 
Congress from Tamil Nadu, including the 
two hon. Ministers of the Government 
from Tamil Nadu, aa also my hon. friends 
from the Dravida Munnetra Kazhagam 
will join without any reservation. I would 
appeal to him to undo this injustice to the 
great patriot of India before his hundredth 
birth-day. I am sure the hon. Miniater 
will be pricked by his own conscience and 
do the needful for issuing a V. O. C. 
commemorative stamp 

I would take this opportunity to men¬ 
tion that the .Centenary of the founder of 
communist movement in South, Shri 
Singaraveiu Chettiar also falls this 
year. He should be honoured 
by the PAT Department by 
issuing a commemorative stamp. 1 would 
request hire to give his serious considera¬ 
tion to the issue of commemoratfve stamps 
honouring the patriol-poet-saint of Tamil 
Nadu. Subramania Bharati. Shri V. 
Katynasundara Mudaliar, the eminent and 
popular labour leader and the savant of 
Tamil literature the great poet Bharati 
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(Shri S A. MuruganaothaiB] 

Dasan—as his aatae is jteatcs, he is follow* 
iag the footsteps of Subramaoia Bbarati— 
and the me and only inimitaUe leader of 
workers and labour in Tamil Nadu, 

P. Jivanandam. 

I have made a specific mention of the 
names of these leaders because the member 
of the Advisory Board are not aware of 
even the patriot like V. O. Chidambaram 
Tillai. It has ’become necessary for me to 
make this request to the hon. Minister by 
giving the names of people whose memory 
should be honoured by the nation by 
issuing commemorative stamps. Similarly, 

I would urge upon the Minuitry not to 
forint equally notable paiiiots in other 
States who had made the country's freedom 
struggle as their own and to honour them 
with commemorative stamps ^ am sure 
that the hon Minister of Communications 
with his initiative and drive, will look into 
my suggestions and implement them at 
the earliest. 

Sir, 1 need not tell you that the P & 1 
Department is a public utility department 
and it is highly improper to calculate 
frequently the profit and loss account oi 
this Department. It is regrettable that the 
Department should Jay down the condition 
of 2S% minimum earning on the expenditure 
involved in opening a post oflSce. This 
condition naturally impedes the prtgress 
in opening up backward rural areas for 
communications. It is claimed that many 
new post offices in thousands have been 
opened during the course of these years, 
but everybody will agree with me if I si^ 
that mainly urban areas have drived this 
advantage. To substantiate this, I will 
point that 8.4% of our villages get once in 
a week the mail, 12.8% villages get the post 
twice in a week; 24.8% villages get the 
letters thrice in a week. India lives in the 
villages said Gandbiji. This is the position 
obtaining after 2S years of independence. I 
would appeal to the hon. Minister of 
Communications that sk^s must be taken 
expeditiously to see that all 


the villages in our country get 
the letters daily. 1 agree tfast this is a 
stupendous task. But your figures regard¬ 
ing opMiiag of new post ofifictt are also 
seriously wrong. In the year 1970*71 you 
have said that 4407 post offices have 
been opened and the total number of poet 
offices in the country is 1,09.0S9, In 1971* 
72 it is claimed in the report that 3286 post 
offices have been opened. If this is true, 
then the total number of poat offices 
in the couuUt should be 1,12,345. But in 
the Annua] report the P & T Department 
for 1971-72 the total number of offices in the 
country ss given as 1,09,823. It is clear that 
either 3286 post offices must not have been 
opened during 1971*72; if you had open¬ 
ed 3286 post oflkes, then the total should 
be],12,345. Or. the total of 1,09,823 has 
been wrongly gnen. I would like to know 
from the hon. Minister the correct position. 

1 /rould also like to request him that the 
Reports of the Department should not be 
prepared in such a slip-shod manner. 

Coming to Telephones, it is an acknow¬ 
ledged fact that the Telephones contributes 
the largest share in the revenue of the P & 
T. Department. Ai compared to last year, 
the revenue is more bv Rs. 4 04 crores m 
the year under Report It is normally 
anticipated and also desired that this 
Elepartment functions with speed and 
efficiency. For example, in Calcutta, the 
premier City in the country and also the 
hub of industries in our country, there is 
a system of “spcmal”. ‘Gent-rar’ and “Own 
your Own Telephone". 1 understand that 
84000 applications for telephones am 
pending m Culcutta. Similar position 
obtains in Madras, Bombay and o ther 
large cities in our country. The stock 
reply for such large number of pending 
applications is that there is no cable and 
the tetephone instruments are not available 
in sufficient quantity. On the one band 
you say that the cable and telephone 
instruments are not available in sufficient 
quantity, but on the other, you are expor- 
ting them to foreign countries like Malay¬ 
sia. It IS axiomatic that the country'a 
requirement must be given priority and 
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then only tbe export should be considers J. 
WbQD Doctors and Scioitists inside the 
country ate not getting telephones, it is 
strange that we should export it to foreign 
countries. It must be ensured that the 
people, whose services are daily needed by 
the common people, like Doctors etc. are 
given teletAones without any further delay. 

I would suggest the introduction of 
direct dialling system between important 
cities like Calcutta to Madras, and 
Calcutta to Bombay. I would refer here 
to the usual argument advanced by the 
Department for ihe losse.s in P & T 
Department. Any loss is explained away 
by saying that it is due to increase in Dear- 
ness Allowance to the staff and increase in 
wages to other workers. I would like to 
ask whether such losses could not be due 
to irregularities in the Department and 
also due to the mistakes of senior officers 
in the Department. 1 would like the day 
to come early when this Parliament would 
not tolerate the excuse of increase in wages 
and salaries to the staff and workers for 
the recurring losses in the Department. 

In the Telephone Circles, you have got 
Advisory Committees and in such 
committee.s the ’ocal Members 

of Parliament do not find a place 
and some others get into them. For 
Example, on the Patna Telephone Advisory 
Committee, the local Member, Shri Rama- 
vatar Shastri does not find a place, bur 
some other Member is there. I would 
suggest that local members should he given 
precedence over the other members for 

representation on such Advisory Commit¬ 
tees. 

The total staff strength at the end of the 
year 197(i-71 was 5,®C,000. out of which 
about 2,00,000 are extra-departmental agen¬ 
ts. An one-man committee has been appoin¬ 
ted to go into the problems of these extra¬ 
departmental agents, who are doing volu¬ 
minous work. But so far this committee 
has not submitted its report. I would like 
to know the reasons for the delay. Apart 
from the areas covered by train, air, 


steamer etc by the P & T DeparUiwnt, till 
about 51% of the Area in our country is 
covered by the runners and carriers. It is 
really regrettable that even ccitain basic 
amenities are not being given to these 
runners and carriers whose number run 
into lakhs. In semi-urban centres and in 
rural areas, many postal froms are not 
available They have also no powers to 
print them hically and make them availa¬ 
ble to the public. Similarly, when the 
sealing wax becomes scarce, thev buy at an 
exorbitant price locally, but the re-imbursc- 
ineiit IS not 1 * 1 . 111.11 to the .imount spent on 
bvin » sealinii w »\ This kind of problems 
must be looked into by the Department. 
When the question of giving some conce¬ 
ssions to valuable scientific Journals and 
research Journals which come once in three 
months or so, in the Consultative Commi¬ 
ttee we were told that section 7(2) (vii) of 
the Act cannot he amended for this pur¬ 
pose. This ptoccdure is followed from 
British traditions. When a question 
deserves sympathetic consideration, it 
must receive due attention. 

In conclusion, I would wish to say that 
so far only 14.601 quarters have been con¬ 
structed for the staff of the Depart¬ 

ment, ( would suggest that cooperative 
societies must be encouraeed «o that they 
can construct more houses for the staff. 

Though I have lo say many others 
problems, as mv t«me is up and in defe¬ 
rence to the bell oi the Deputy Speaker, 1 
end my speech here

•SHRI J. M. GOWDER (Nilgiris) : 
Hon. Mr. £>eputy Speaker, Sir, on the 
Demands for Grants of the Ministry of 
Communications, 1 would like to say a 
few words. 

Sir, in the^ year 1970, the Telegraph 
Department has suiTered a loss of Rs. 7 
crores, which is more by Rs. 2.3 crores as 
compared to 1969. From the year 1962-63 
to 1970-71 the total loss suffered by the 
Telegraph Dep>artinent is Rs. 41.64 crores 
and the total loss suffered by the Postal 
Department is Rs. 39.28 crores. Every 
year, without fail, the Departments under 
this Ministry are suffering losses in crores 
of ruees. Here, it becomes pe’tinent to 
raise the question as to whether ail these 
years, the varieties of postal charges. 


•The original speech was delivered In Tamil. 
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tefograph charges, telephone charges, the 
price of posiari articles have been increased 
or not. Daring the cou'-sc of last 8 years, 
these changes have bpcn increased many 
tiniesand they hive gone up by 200,300 
times. Along wftli this increase, the losses 
incurred by this Depart nonl are also going 
up in the same propor'ion. What is the 
reason for this paradoiiical situation ? 

It is strange that the pilferage of copper 
wire everv year is invariablv going up. In 
the year Ifl69-7p.ihe pilferage of copper 
wire was of the value of Rs. t 50 crores 
and in 1970-71 it has gone up to 
Rs. 2.44 crores. You c.^n no doubt come 
to the conclusion that the ever-increasing 
losses in the Department arc not due m 
tTie payment of enhanced rates of Dearness 
Allowance to the employees, or payment 
of;, bonus to workers but due to such 
recurring pilferages of postal articles 
running to crores of rupees. 1 would 
like to know what steps are being taking to 
reduce the impact of pilferage of cupper 
wire and other postal articles on the total 
tosses suffered by the Department. 

On page 28 of the Annual Report of 
the P AT Department for 1970-71, under 
the head “Rural Delivery Staff Perntanent'’, 
I see that their number of 56 .'iOl in 1970 
has gone down to 46,233 in 1971. 1 wonder 
what has haoDsncl to 46.233 people in one 
year. On page 29 of the same Report, the 
total numbor of runners in t97i is 3.62,505. 
Should they be allowed to run for their 
livelihood even after 25 years of indepen¬ 
dence ? I would like to know what facili- 
litics like cycles or scooters arc being given 
to these runners. When we tom tom that 
the country has made great .strides. I thmk 
we should ensure such minimum amenities 
to these runners working in remote corners 
of OUT country. 

It is inexplicable tp me that the number 
oflatto* boxes which\was 1.81,717 in 1970 
should have gone down to 1,81,618 in 
t97l. When we say that more postal 
faeilitlea should be given In rural areas, 


why should the number of letter boxes go- 
down like this ? In Tamil Nadu, for 
instance, in 1970 the number of letter 
boxes and post offices were 27,605 and 
8,232 respectively. But in the year 1971 
also, the number of letter boxes in Tamil 
Nadu has gone down to 27,138 and the 
post offices increased slightly to 8268. f 
want to ask the hon. Minister whether this 
is the progress we have made in increasing 
the communicutioti facilities in our 
country. 

It is common knowlcdi-c that the P & T 
Department is a public utility concern and 
not in any case a profit-motivated organisa¬ 
tion. But I find that the money-orders 
and such other postal forms are printed 
only in English and Hindi. How do you 
expect the people living in non-Hindi 
speaking rural areas to fill up these forms 
when they do not know English or Hindi ? 
Is this the kind of service rendered by a 
public utility organisation Unless these 
forms like the Money-order forms are 
printed in the regional languages a'so, the 
people are not going to be helped by the 
P & T Department. In this very house, the 
previous Minister of Communications gave 
an assurance that the Monev order forms 
would be ‘printed in the regional languages 
also. I don’t think that here 1 will be 
misconstrued as advocating the cause of 
regional languages. I am only expressing 
the difficulties of the people living in 
different non-Hindi speaking regions. If 
by next year the M.O. forms and other 
postal forms are not primed in regional 
languages, then I mav be compelled to 
indulge in some unpleasant activity inside 
this House by bringing such forms like 
M. O. nrintod only in English and Hindi. 

Oil page 36 of the P & T Departement’s 
Annual Report, 1970-71, you will see. 
Sir that as on 1-1-71 there were 465 class I 
permanent officers, out of which only 1% 
belonged to Scheduled Cast. In Class II the 
percentage of scheduled caste is nil and in 
Class III, it Is 11.3%. But in Class IV 
(sweepers), their percentage is 89.6%> M 
if in such a vast department the scheduled 
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could only fiad the job of sweepen 
and notbiof dse^ But under temporary 
Qan 1 category, you have got 4 Sdteduled 
Castes and 2 Scheduled Tribes, who do not 
have any representation in the permanent 
category. If you could find at least 4 and 
2 belonging to scheduled castes and sched* 
uted tribes in the temporary Class I category 
it would have been in the fitness of 
tbinp that they had been made permanent. 
I will not also be able to appreciate the 
usual argument that the Department could 
not find suitable qualified people for Class I 
and Class IT posts. I am constrained to 
surmise that this is the interest being shown 
by this Ministry in the progress and 
welfare of scheduled castes and scheduled 
tribes. If they are destined to be sweepers 
and scavangers, I do not know how we are 
going to establish an egalitarian society 
in our Country. Socialistic society will 
also be a far distant goal to achieve. 

Under Demands No. 87, 88 and 89, the 
savings have been attributed to non-filling 
of certain vacant posts. I would like to 
know whether the Department could not 
find suitably qualified candidates for 
these posts. When the educated unemploy¬ 
ment is on the increase, even this answer 
will fall to the ground, I personally feel 
that the original estimates under these 
Demands have been wrongly prepared 
and when the revised estimates showed a 
saving this reason has been advanced. 
Otherwise, what could be the reason for 
non-filling of vacant posts under these 
Demands ? 

Here I would like to bring to your 
notiM how this House is presented with 
Reports and Documents prepared in a 
slip-shod manner. On page 31 of Demand 
No. 89,1 found that the estimated number 
of posts were going down from 1971 to 1972 
and from 1972 to 1973.1 was mirious to 
know how this happened. I started totalling 
the coulmns under 1971, 1972 and 1973. 
I found that under column 1971, instead of 
1648, ^)60 has been given and under colu¬ 
mn 1972,1776 has to be given instead of 


2054. I Would like to know from the 
Minister how such silly totalling mistakes 
can occur when important Demands are 
presented to this House. 

I would like to suggest that some parity 
of scales of pay should be naaintained bet¬ 
ween the R. M. S. emsloyees and the P & 
T employees. It is a sorry state of aflTairs 
that the R. M. S. employees do not have 
retiring rooms even now. There is also refe¬ 
rence to the Holiday Homes in the Annual 
Report. I found that the Depaatment has 
got holiday homes in Mount Abu, Mussoori, 
Pachmarhi, Puri, Simla and there is not 
even a single holiday home in the South. 
It looks as though the P & T employees in 
the South do not want to take holidays. 
The Nilgiris, which is known as the Queen 
of Hill Stations even from the days of 
British rule, has no P & T Holiday Home. 
This graphically shows how the interests 
of .South are cared for by the Department. 
I would suggest that a Holiday Home 
must be constructed for the P & T emplo¬ 
yees in the South at the Nilgiris which 
continues to be the Queen of Hill Stations 
and which is as good as Simla or Mount 
Abu in the North. 

My bon, colleague, Shri Muruganan. 
tham, referred to the grave injustice being 
done to the greatest patriot of South, Shri 
V. O. Chidambaram Pillai. I am sure he 
must have by now come to know the 
value of the link which his Party has with 
the Ruling Congress Party. This is another 
glaring example of how even the patriots of 
South, who were the valiant participants 
in our Freedom Movement, do not get a 
fair chance from the Department. 

* Before 1 conclude, I would like to point 
out the hardships faced by the employees 
working in hill stations. They are finding 
it extremely difficult to get accommodation. 
In the matter of ac:ommodation they 
should not be put on par with the emplo¬ 
yees in the plains. In the plains th^ can 
somehow manage to get accommodation. 
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but it is not so easy in the bjll stations. 

I would urge upon the Minister that he 
should pay special attention to the 
problems of employees in hill stations and 
allot special fun's for the construction of 
government accommodation for them. 

1 would also request him to see that in 
future thp Annual Reports are prepared 
with a little more care and caution. In 
the end, I would say that when in future 
the Department formulates schemes, it 
should pay attention to the needs of South 
also. I would apeal to the hon. Minister 
to remember South in the seheme of his 
Ministry.

As suie as the sun will rise tomorrow, 
the radiant and stupendous fight for the 
liberation of Vietnam will triumph, come 
all the battalions and brigades and 
blackguardries of all the imperialists in the 
world against her. Sir I feel that India's 
voice must rise loud clear, in condemnation 
of the mad-dog employment by American 
imperialists of the largest ever air and naval 
armada in a senseless vendutta against the 
people of Vietnam. 

In the last 48 hours the port of Haip¬ 
hong in North Vietnam has been subjected 
to the heaviest bombing attacks in history. 
Added on to the My Laisse and other 
unspeakable mass atrocities with which 
mankind is familiar, Nixon's record is that 
of what the valiant Vietnamese called him, 
‘the most heinous war criminal of our 
times.’ 

Sir, if by brandishments and political 
or economic bribes to Peking, the Ameri¬ 
can imperialists imagine that they can 
bail themselves out of their predicament 
in South-East Asia, they are living ia a 
fool's paradise. 

Their much-advertised million strong 
army of puppets in South Vietnam has 
nearly vanished. The vile and hypocritical 
talk of Vietnamisatlon and phased with¬ 
drawal of United States troops has been 
shown up to be the perfidy which it alw¬ 
ays has been and they are driven today to 
the enormity that this House, this country 
and the entire world unhesitatingly con¬ 
demn. 
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According to a recent 'esthnate' -in 
Prmda wMch I found quoted in the 
Round-table, in an article- written by 
a professor of Jawaharlal Nehru Univer* 
sity. Dr. Vishai Singh, over 5.8 tniliion 
civilians have been killed, maimed or left 
homeless during the period of the Vietna* 
mese> waai Some 7 million tonnes of bombs 
-and artillery shells have been used by the 
Americans during the last 7 years. 

This exceeds the tonnage of boms 
dropped by America against the Fascist 
powers during the second world war. At 
the end of last year, the use of 6,800 
kilogram bombs came to light. It was 
described by the United States military 
men in Vietnam,•! am qouting their words, 
“the next best thing to a Nuke.” “Nuke" 
is the American word for a nuclear bomb. 
The next best thing to a Nuke, nuclear 
bomb, is a 6,800 kilogram bomb. 

It is so devastating that it can kill 
everything within a radius of 3270 feet. 
Let us recall, because we belong to that 
fundamental fraternity of Afro-Asian 
peoples, that the atom bomb was hurled 
on Japan, that the United States imperia* 
lists practised bacteriological warfare in 
Korea and chemical warfare in Viet Nam. 
All these happened in the case of coloured 
peoples like ours. And let these white 
barbarians remember that if they do not 
mend their ways, they would be hurled 
out of history by upheavals beside which 
the Russian and the Chinese revolutions 
would look like a tea-party. 

The Viet Nam question moved us so 
deeply, and this morning, the atmosphere 
in this House, as one-salw the scenes here 
in this House, was one which moved us 
deeply, because it cannot be isolated from 
the anti-colonial uspurge of people every¬ 
where. It is a fight for freedom against 
the last vestiges of colonialism in Asia. It 
is 8 struggle by a small nation of poor 
people who have shown tremendous guts 
and humbled the world's mightist power. 

We And that In so far as the fighting 
lacoBoccDod/-flift -Etoviyoual - Revolution--.' 
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ary Government of the RepubUc of South 
Viet Nam, during its discussion with the 
American representatives in Paris laid 
down some very clear and specific terms 
on which a settlement could surely and 
honourably have been arrived at. They had 
said;- and I am quoting their worlds; on 
the 2ad February, tbeir statement was 
made 

“ The United States Government 
must set a specific terminal date for 
the complete withdrawal of ail US 
troops, officers, military personnel, 
weapons and war materials and those 
of other foreign countries in the 
United States camp, without posing 
any conditions whatsoever. This 
specific terminal date will also be 
the date for the release of all military 
men of their parties and of the 
civilians captured in the war inclu¬ 
ding the United States pilots captnred 
in North Viet Nam. And the Viet 
Nam people further demand that the 
machinery of oppression built by the 
United States in South Viet Nam be 
disbanded completely and its head, 
the so-called president of the Saigon 
puppet administration be packed 
off.". 

Those are the two demands, absolutely 
clear, cogent, lucid maid demands on 
which there could hardly be any difference 
of opinion. But the Americans have deci¬ 
ded not to accept them but on the contrary 
to show how far they can go by way of 
batbariy. > 

The ^ple of Viet Nam have shown 
their courage and determination In an 
epic struggle which will ever be remember¬ 
ed in the annals of man. That is exactly 
why we know that the world's peoples 
whether in the Soviet Union or in the 
Socialist countries or the peoples of India.’ 
have rallied round the bahner ef Viet', 
Nam. and that is why today in our parlia¬ 
ment we saw scenes in the morning when' 
■vwybody> atindM 'cvetybody csfiluding ' 
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one or two people perhaps In this House, 
felt that something so utterly black* 
guardly had been done by the imperi* 
alists in Viet Nam that India should do 
something about it. 

I feel that India has a special duty and 
responsibility, because India Is Chairman 
of the Intcrnaticnal control Commission 
and India along with Canada and Poland 
has a very special responsibility to move in 
this matter. I do not know what Govern¬ 
ment would $ay. I know that the other 
day, the External Affairs Minister had made 
a statement in regard to accelerated bom¬ 
bing of Viet Nam and expressed the sorrow 
of our country in regard to that. But a 
great deal more is demanded. Why is it 
that we do not know more about what the 
International Control Commission of which 
India is Chairman has been doing in this 
regard? What have we done in order to 
move the Security Council? Have we ap¬ 
proached the chairman of the Geneva Con¬ 
ference so that we can move in this matter 
more effectively? 

What are the exact steps which India 
has taken? In the mean time, as today’s 
morning’s papers were read by every one of 
us, we felt that the first thing to be done-I 
do not know if Sardar Swaran Singh has 
done it; I shall be very happy if he tells me 
that he has done it—was to summon the 
US Ambassador to South Block, just as 
Moscow has done in regard to the US Am¬ 
bassador in the Soviet Union, and to tell 
him to convey to his Government India's 
condemnation of the kind of incident which 
is being perpetrated by the Nixon Gang. 

In our own interest also, India must 
move closer and identify herself with the 
just struggle of the people of Vietnam. And 
that is why the long-overdue step of fully 
recognising the Provisional Revoiutlonery 
Government of the Republic of South 
Vietnam should be taken, and we should 
establish fUll diplomat ic^relations. 1 do not 
see my bon. friend, Shri Dinesb Siogb, 
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here, but we know how Madame Btnh came 
to this country, how a certain kind of fimx 
pas was committed by our External Affairs 
Ministry because they did not quite know 
what to do about it. But surely their eyes 
must have been opened by the concatena¬ 
tion of events since that incident, and we 
should do something here and now. I hope 
the External Affairs Minister Is in a posi¬ 
tion to tell us. if not today, then tomorrow 
or the day after, that India shall give full 
diplomatic recognition to the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government of the Republic 
of South Vietnam. 

I do not wish to go on adding to the 
same theme because it is a theme shared by 
everybody in this house bar a few puerile 
exceptions. I say, let us do something 
honest and positive about it, That is why 
my desire is—and I commend it to the House 
that we try to proclaim to the world, pre¬ 
ferably by means of a Resolution, which by 
waiving the rules we can easily manage to 
accept if Government comes forward to 
suggest waiving of the rules, I am sure the 
House would not have any objection, to 
have a Resolution,—and by a Resolution 
and by other means, we condemn entirely 
and unequivocally the latest American en¬ 
ormity, and send our greetings and good 
wishes to the wonderful and heroic fighting 
people of that region. 

SHRl INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
With your permission, I may just inform 
the House that news has just come that 
thousands of people have been killed in 
Hanoi and Haiphong. 

DR. SHANKAR DAYAL SHARMA 
(Bhopal): I rise to join in the condemna¬ 
tion of the barbarous, dirty war of America 
against the people of Vietnam. This is the 
only word to use, and there are reasons for 
it. It will be remembered that it was in 
April 1968, four years back, that President 
Johnson announced that bombing north of 
the nth parallel would stop. But now we 
find four years later that not only has bona- 
bing been resumed, but has been resumed 
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in a bigger way. There is greater intensity 
in it. Just now we were informed that so 
many civilians have been killed. No infor¬ 
mation is needed. This morning, we come 
to know that large scale bombing of Hanoi 
and Haiphong had started. The bombing 
of Hanoi and Haiphong was entirely con¬ 
centrated on the civilian people. If the 
American think thay can make the people 
of North Vietnam succumb and so dissuade 
them from helping the People’s Liberation 
Army, they are sadly mistaken. It is not 
only North Vietnam, but the sympathies of 
free peoples througout the world are with 
the valiant people who are hghting against 
the stooges of the USA. 

Of course, many of us, when we were 
told to in April 1968 that bombing north 
of the 17th parallel would stop, know 
this night he a trick; when were told 
that the boys would come back, as N ixon 
promised, we knew also that Mr. Nixon 
was trying to w'in the presidential election 
as a peace candidate. The trick worked. He 
did win by a slender majority, but what 
we feared has come true. We were 
told that Vietnamisation will work, and 
the American forces will be withdrawn. 
Of course, Vietnamisation did not deceive 
anybody. Wo knew that Vietnamisation 
simply meant they wanted their stooges, 
the mercenaries of the puppet government 
of South Vietnam, to fight with the arms 
supplied by the armament factories of the 
United States of America, and the brain of 
the Pentagon there to guide them. This was, 
according to me, in line with American 
policies. 1 have always believed, and 
it is very obvious, that the armament 
manufacturers, the armament lobby in 
America, have always been strong. The 
links between the armament lobby and 
the Pentagon are also well known. It is a 
well'known fact that the various generals 
after retirement go on the Boards of 
Governors of those massive armament 
concerns. It is also known that at times 
the directors of some of these big 
manufacturers of -urns for human massacre 
become Secretaries of State. The link 
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between the American Government, the 
Pentagon and the armament manufacturers 
is known. 

And this is quite obvious. Moreover, 
there can be no mistake about it, the 
armament manufacturers want to test the 
new arms that they manufacture; and for 
testing, they must find some place in 
Asia and Africa, and this they think is the 
best area where they can use them 
without creating problems for themselves 
in the States. 

In regard to the bomb which has been 
referred to; the bomb about which Mr. 
Mukerjee has been talking, it is known 
as the daisy-cutter; a beautiful name 
has been given to it. It is a bomb which 
kills everything living within half a mile 
radius of the place where it is dropped. 
Other weapons may be tried; but one 
thing is clear; and we must make it clear 
to the world that this will not do; I have 
absolutely no doubt that this particular 
attempt will not succeed. As we have 
seen, in spite of this heavy bombing, 
cities are falling in South Vietnam against 
the onslaught of the People’s Liberation 
Army. 

I am repeating this and am using the 

term People’s Liberation Army carefully 

and with a purpose. Because, at 

times, there is a confusion and the 

impression is created that the fighting 

which is going on is between the North 

Vietnamese forces and the Saigon forces. 

It is net the North Vietnamese forces 
» 

which are fighting. It is the People’s 
Liberation Army of South Vietnam; the 
people who want to be free and live 
their life and develop in the way that they, 
want. 

So far as this House is concerned, so 
far as we in the Congress Party are 
concerned, there should be no doubt 
about it. It was as early as 1970 that in 
a resolution in Delhi itself in the AlCC, 
we had clearly said that the people of 
Vietnam should decide their owh 
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future. And not only that. The foreign 
forces must leave Vietnam, starting with the 
United States of America. At that 
time people said that we were partial and 
that we were showing anger against 
the American forces. Today our stand 
has been justified. We knew that if 
the American Forces continued to operate 
there, no settlement across the table 
Would be possible. So long as third 
parties are there, so long as American 
presence is there, it is not possible to get 
a settlement. The process of vacation 
of aggression has got to ■ start, and if 
it has to start, those who are guilty 
of intervention in Vietnam those 
who have been bombing Vietnam should 
first be asked to quit. 

The question of our giving greater 
help to the peoples of the South Viet-Nam 
and North Viet-Nam who are being 
subjected to barbaric bombing has 
been raised. There again the position is 
Cleary our Party's manifesto for the 
1972 elections refers to the improvement 
of relations with North Vietnam. We 
did express in clear terms our admiration 
for the heroic people of North Viet Nam 
in their long struggle and this had been 
re-emphasised by our recent decision 
to establish closer diplomatic ties 
between our two countries. So naturally, 
our hearts, our sympathies go to the 
heroic people of North Viet-Nam who are 
being subjected to this type of barbaric 
bombing by the American Forces. 

At this time one other thing 
comes to our mind. It looks that perhaps 
this renewed bombing of North Viet-Nam 
is linked with the Nixon-Mao 
confabulations sometime back. It is 
clear that the condemnation of bombing 
has been lukewarm so far as China is 
concerned. They have not issued their 
condemnation in clearest terms. Of 
course it was not possible for anybody to 
support what is being dc'^ by Americans, 
oot’fivenfor one or two America 


in this House because no human being 
will condone this type of bombing of 
unarmed people. So China also is 
joining in condemnation but it is not 
condemning these actions in strong 
terms it should. 

When it is said that the matter should 
be brought before the Security Concil, 
there can be two opinions about it. For 
there is the veto power given to permanent 
' Member in the Council. Of course, if one 
of the big powers, permanent Members of 
the Security Council brings this matter 
forward, I have no doubt that India will 
support the stand taken by the people of 
Viet Nam, North or South. Our Oovern- 
ment's attitude is unequivocal, resolution 
or no resolution. What is important is 
that the unanimous opinion of this House 
and of the people of India should be ex- 
presMd in no uncertain terms, condemn¬ 
ing the action of the Nixon Administra¬ 
tion, 

1 congratulate the House on this discus¬ 
sion becouse I feel that it will strengthen 
the hands of those forces in America who 
are not one with the Nixon Administra¬ 
tion. People in America, I am sure, feel 
like people evers where, that this is an un¬ 
called for and unnecessary massacre of 
innocent people. So, 1 join in the condem¬ 
nation. and 1 hope that we will not be 
wanting in doing all we can in support of 
the valiant people fighting for their own 
rights in Viet Nam. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): Once again 1 express my regret 
that, although a Resolution was tabled 
about ten days ago and 1 had held dialo¬ 
gues with a number of eminent Members 
belonging to the ruling party, they did not 
think it fit to allow the Resolution to be 
debated and also to be adoped unanimous¬ 
ly on the fioor of the House. It seems to 
me that the Government is reluctant, and 
therefore,, the Resolution >vas by-passed. 
While we have brard aiwut tbe pious Reso-_. 
lutjon of the AlCC, which ranaias very. 
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much on paper, we would have been very 
happy to see that Resolution implemented 
in the conduct of the Government on the 
floor of the House. 

This dirty imperialist war is headed by 
Nixons. Johnsons. Me Namaras and West¬ 
morelands. In fact, the U. S. Govern¬ 
ment’s barbarism ha* surpassed all of its 
type in history. It tramples upon (he last 
shred of human rights and they can hardly 
call themselves civilised today. They are 
no better than heynas and wolves, creatures 
that look like human beings. They come 
all the way from America to bomb another 
peaceful country, people who are toiling 
hard to make a living for themselves. 
Today they have taken recourse to bombs 
with delayed action, meant to inflict more 
casualty on the civilians, they have taken 
recourse to bacteriological warfare use of 
chemical weapons and napalm bombs. But 
this has created, I am glade to say—let us 
take our hats off to the people of Viet 
Nam—more determination, and it will be a 
lesson for all in history. The unprecedented 
escalation of this bembing has been created 
to counteract the recent revolutionary 
sweep, and that is why they have taken to 
incessant bombtng of North Viet Nam, 
including Hanoi. Here during the Bangla 
Desh (rouble, we had the Seventh Fleet in 
the Bay of Eengal. That was sent to 
(hieaten and blackmail the people of India 
and Bangla Desh, but there In the Gulf of 
Tonkin around Veit Nam, the Seventh 
Fleet is actually operating. We have not 
forgotten J8th Match, 1968, when in My 
Lai they say 600 old men, women and chil¬ 
dren were butchered and buiied. There 
have been many more My Lais in these 
last 18 years since Dicn Bion Phu of 
1954. 

Let us come back to our own home, our 
Coternment’s policy, what India, as the 
Chairman of the International Control 
Commission, has done during the last 18 
years. I want to know from the hon, 
Minister what they have actually and .speci- 
iically done and how, as Chairman of the 
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International Control Commission they 
have helped the freedom fighters of Veit- 
Nam, what they have done to mobilise 
world opinion against this U, S. action and 
as a Government, weat they have done for 
a peaceful solution of this Viet Nam trou¬ 
ble. India as the Chairman of the ICC, 
especially as Co-Chairman, is treated with 
utter contempt and disregard by the 
Government of South Viet Nam under the 
command of the Pentagon of the American 
Government. Our Government has taken 
lightly the way they have treated our perso¬ 
nnel very recently in the matter of grant of 
visas and the U. S. inspired rioting in front 
of the Consul in saigun, because it 
does not suit them to be strong there. 
We know these pepole very well by 
now. 

1 w’ant to ask a question wheihjr they 
have forgotten what the late Pandit Jawa- 
harlal Nehru had done in the Brussels 
Conference in 1927, when, as freedom 
fighters, Nehru and Dr. lio Chi Minh, took 
united decisions. 

This Government is a Member of the 
Security Council. Have ihey in the past 
raised the matter bcfoic the Security 
Council ? Have they tried to bring matters 
like iny Lai before the Human Rights Com¬ 
mission ? No. why were these issue.s not 
raised ? Instead, t’ ey invited the great 
butcher, Gen. Westmoreland to pay a 
State visit to this country as a State guest 
along with Mrs Westmoreland. Why are 
they so adamant about refusing recognition 
to P. R. O. ?.Even the other day on the 
10th April on the floor of this House in 
reply to a calling attention motion, Sardar 
Swaran Singh said, a clear no, as far as 
the issue of granting recognition to P. R. G. 
It concerned. 

Even the full-fledged diplomaiic rcla- 
tioni with North Vietnam came only a 
few months ago in the context of Bangla 
Desh, not before. Have we given any 
assistance to the freedom fighters of 
Vietnam ? My answer is, no. In Delhi. 
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if we call on them in their Embassies, we 
are shadowed by half a dozen CID offici¬ 
als. Our numbers are taken. We are 
interrogated. That is the position; that is 
the attitude taken. 

On the contrary, what have they done 
for South Vietnam ? They have been 
trading with Sk>uth Vietnam and selling 
strategic materials, the quantity and value 
of which had been increasing since 1971. 
This Government succumbed to US press¬ 
ure and imposed a ban on trade with 
Cuba and North Vietnam. Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi’s Government took the plea that 
if we traded with North Vietnam, the arti¬ 
cles might find their way to China. Now. 
we are trading with Nepal. Can anybody 
explain to use what are the measures you 
have in your hand to prevent those goods 
from passing on to China ? There is no an¬ 
swer to it. We understand the ban on trad¬ 
ing with Cuba and North Vietnam was 
imposed under express pressure form the 
American Government. They have been 
surrendering themselves to the US press¬ 
ure, while rendering lip service to North 
Vietnam. There was a circular in the early 
60s issued by the American Government 
on the Marines which had stated that any 
steamer carrying any goods for North 
Vietnam and touching any port of North 
Vietnam will be banned from carrying 
foodstuffs under American aid to India. 
Will you believe it. Sir, that they had re¬ 
circulated that circular to all Central Gov¬ 
ernment Departntents of the Government 
of India ? Mr Chagla, who was the Fore¬ 
ign Minister at that time, admitted in 
reply to a question of mine that no depart¬ 
ment will hire such steamer which had 
carried goods for North Vietnam. That is 
the character of this Government. 

Mrs Gandhi is a socialist leader. During 
her visit to the United States in 1966, she 
had called this great butcher President Lyn¬ 
don Johnson as a man of peace; That spoke 
for your outlook and for your assessment 
about the Vietnam wa^ , We did not even 
try to atop this Indian beauty queen 
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Rita Faria from visiting South Vietnam 
and entertaining the American troops 
there. That young lady has been given a 
passport and visa to come back to India 
and visit her people here. That is the 
altitude we have seen. 

How did they behave with the honoura¬ 
ble lady, the Foreign Minister of P. R. G., 
Madame Binh ? When she came here, not 
a single minister went to rweive her. 
Under US pressure, even her aircraft was 
being forbidden to land on the soil of 
India. Then after a lot of pressure that we 
exerted on the Government, Government 
agreed that her plane could land. I sugg¬ 
est that this Government should give up 
its timidity and sever diplomatic and 
trade relations with South Vietnam, the 
puppet Government which actually does 
not exist. It is criminal to have anything 
to do with this puppet Government of 
South Vietnam. Here and now Sardar 
Swaran Singh should make a statement 
demanding the stoppage of bombing 
immediately, withdrawal of United States 
and foreign troops from Vietnam and the 
whole of Indo-China and recognise fully 
PRG. Then, this Government must send 
a note to the United States Government, 
condemning its action and intimating the 
displeasure of the government and the 
people of the country over this. Then, 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, on behalf of all of 
us, you should sent a note to the US 
Government and intimate to them the 
great displeasure that the house has 
expressed today. 

1 want a positive and definite reply and 
1 expect the House will join me in saluting 
the heroic people of Vietnam. 

SHRI S. A. KADER (fiombay-Ontral- 
South) : Mr Deputy-Speaker, Sir, some 
people have a knack of spoiling things. 
Here I 6nd that my hon. friend, Shri 
Jyotirmoy Basu, has spoiled the feelings 
of the House by making it a party issue 
and trying to attack the majority party. 
The hon. Member, Shri S. D. Sharma. 
has made clear the stand taken by our 
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party on the Vietnam issue, Today 
morning we witnessed a scene in which 
all sides of the House, except, one or two, 
were clamouring for a debate here and 
now, and this should be the attitude and 
the spirit of this house, if we want to have 
an effective say on the barbarous atrocities 
that are being committed on the innocent 
people of Vietnam. 

History has created people, both good 
and bad. We have many number of good 
people ; but we have bad people also. 
We had Timore, Chengiz Khan and Nadir 
Shah. Recently, we had Tikka Khan in 
East Bengal. Now it is the Nixon of 
America who is creating and recreating 
history by destroying the innocent people 
from the air. 

During the Bangladesh crisis we saw 
Americans-and when I say Americans I 
mean the American Government ; 
American people are different—the 
American government and their friends kept 
quiet over the atrocities which were 
perpetrated in Bangladesh. Not only that, 
they instigated and inspired China to see 
that confrontation with India is complete 
and to see that Bangladesh is not made 
an independent sovereign State. Now 
that Bangladesh has become a reality, 
which even the Americans have recognised, 
they are now turning their attention to 
some other areas. As rightly pointed out, 
they are trying out their missiles, their 
weapons to see that they are properly 
tested. 

As far as this Vietnam question is 
concerned, we are worried today that but 
for the atom bomb everything is being 
tried out. We do not know, may be a 
moment will come when even the atom 
bomb may be used for the purpose of 
annihilating the people of V-etnam. Then, 
what would be the result ? It would be 
world confrontation. If this House, which 
is the representative of 550 niiilion people, 
one of the largest democracies, does not 
take into account the international 
complication, then I think we shall be 


failing in our duty if we do not raise our 
voice of disagreement, our voice of protest, 
our voice of saying that what you are doing 
is wrong. 

What are we to do ? Mere speeches will 
not do. We will have to take some 
concrete action. Our Government can be 
requested to alert all the chanceries and 
embassies of the world. Just as we were 
creating opinion about Bangla Desh. it is 
high time that our embassies should 
consolidate the world opinion which is 
already created against the atrocities 
perpetrated by America in Vietnam. 

The second thing that we should do, 
as pointed out by Shri Bosu, is that the 
ban on trade with North Vietnam should 
be lifted immediately and we should start 
trading with them. We should also 
recognise the provisional government of 
that country as soon as possible. 

SHRI RAMAVATAR SHASTRl 
Immediately, today. 

SHRI S. A. KADER t At the 
appropriate time. We should leave it to 
our Government. 

We should in all our earnest efforts 
mobilise ail such forces and people in the 
world and the Government should see 
that this is taken up in the United Nations, 
either in the Security Council or an urgent 
meeting of the United Nations may be 
called for this purpose. If we do this, 
then alone We would have done opr duty 
so far as this humanity is concerned. 

Let us at this moment not forget those 
victims, that too innocent victims, men. 
women and children, in Hanoi and all 
other places where they are bombed. 
Today we not only express our regret at 
the mass killings but al.so strongly protest 
against the barbaric attitude of the Nixon 
Government and all that they have done 
and are doing in Vielnam.

•SHRl P. A. SAMINATHAN (Gobiche- 
ttipaiayam): Hon’ble Mr. Deputy Speaker, 
Sir, the House is now discussing the 
barbaric and inhuman bombing resorted 
to by the United States on Hanoi and 
Haiphong and 1 wish to participate in the 
discussion of such an important issue. 
On behalf of the Oravida Munnetra 
Kazhagam to which I have the honour to 
belong, I wish to condemn in the strongest 
possible terms this inhuman tragedy that 
is being enacted by the United States in 
Vietnam.

[Shri N. K. P. Salve in the Chairl 

Sir. India is a member of the United 
Nations Security Council and this member- 
ship of the Security Council provided 
us with a golden opportunity to raise the 
issue of the atrocious and wholly 
condemnable activities of the United 
States in Vietnam. Unfortunately Sir. 
so far no action seems to have been 
initiated by our Our Government to have 
this matter raised in the United Nation.s 
Security Council. This, in my view. Sir, 
needs an explanation from the hon. 
Minister of External Ahairs. I would 
like the Government to tell the House as 
to why they did not think it fit to raise 
the matter in this important international 
forum. 

The situation in Vietnam is getting 
worse day by day and the present 
uncivilised action of the United States 
only hightens the need for immediate 
action to put an end to the atrocities 
being committed by the United States in 
Vietnam. The entire world i.s shocked at 
the impunity with which the United 
Stales continues to perpetrate this ghastly 
tiagedy in Vietnam. Every day the 
newspapers carry the stories and tales 
of suifering of the people of Vietnam at 
the hands of the United States forces now 
in operation in Vietnam. In London, 

•The crigmal speec.\ was delivered in 
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Kurt Waldheim, the Secretary>Genard of 
the United Nations talking to reporters 
expressed’ his horror at the bombing of 
North Vietnam cities by the United 
States. 

Thousands of brave soldiers of Vietnam 
liberation forces are laying down their lives. 
This recent bombings by the United States 
had left behind many people killed. The 
attacks had been directed against the civi¬ 
lian targets. We can well imagine the 
colossal damage this bombing would have 
done to North Vietnam in terms of men 
and property when the air attacks were 
resorted to 6ve times in a single day. 

This being the situation in Vietnam, 
President Nixon simpiistically proclaims 
(hat the issue in Vietnam must be solved by 
the people of Vietnam themselves. This 
attitude of Nixon stupefies the entire inter¬ 
national communiiy. Even the United 
Slates Senator Fullbright has condemned 
the altitude of Nixon. Reports have ap¬ 
peared in the papers condemning the pos¬ 
tures of Nixon administration in relation 
lo Vietnam. 

Sir, the Government of India and more 
particularly Sardar Swaran Singh, hon. 
Minister of External Afiairs, has told the 
House that India is taking all the steps to 
bring about peace in Vietnam and that it 
feels that all the foreign forces, including 
the United States forces, should withdraw 
from Vietnam. However, 1 would like to 
dsk from the Goveinraent as to what con¬ 
crete steps we have taken so far in further¬ 
ance of our objective. It is not enough to 
give expression to our views alone. We 
have to take some etfective action. Sir, as 
I pointed out earlier, India will have t.> 
take up the matter on its own in the United 
Nations Security Council. 

The conscience of the entire world was 
sliockid vhen (he inhuman and wholly bar* 
banc disma ihe Uniied States army pcr»)- 

lamil. 
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nnel perpetrated on the people of My Lai 
unfolded itself in the news papers. All the 
conventions of war were thrown to the 
winds. Women were raped and later killed. 
Others were just put to death. This being 
the background of the United States, their 
conscience was naturally not provoked when 
similar tragedies were being perpetrated by 
the blood-thirsty hoodlums of West Pakis¬ 
tan on the innocent masses of Bangla Desh. 
Not a word of sympathy was expressed by 
the United States Administration. They 
chose to remain the silent spectators of the 
heinous crimes committed by the Pakistani 
.soldiers on the men and women and child¬ 
ren of Bangla Desh. But, what is more, 
when the c mflict l>elwcen India and Pakis¬ 
tan arose, they did not lose any time to 
malign India in the United Nations Secu¬ 
rity Council. They sponsored resolutions 
in the Security Council and did not hesitate, 
contrary to ail evidence, to even brand 
India as the aggressor This being the to¬ 
tally anti-Indian attitude of the United 
Stalc.s. it is really unfortunate that India 
had not raised the Vietnam issue in the 
Security Council and condemned the activi¬ 
ties of that country strongly. 

Sir, for the past two years, the Nixon 
Administration had been saying that they 
wished to withdraw their forces from the 
soil of Vietnam. They also assured the 
world that they were for “Vietnamisation” 
of the South Vietnam forces. Not only 
they took no steps in that direction, but 
they have done everything contrary to their 
publicly proclaimed stand. They have 
doubled the Seventh Fleet and their bom¬ 
bing activity had been resumed on a mas¬ 
sive scale. This is an unparalled perfidy of 
the Nixon Administration. They did not 
even hesitate to use bomb of 6800 kg. 

Since the beginning of the war in Vietnam, 

58 lakhs of people lost their lives and the 
people have been subjected to untold mise¬ 
ries. Seven million tons of bombs have 
been showered on the soil of Vietnam by 
the United Slates Air Force. 
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The United States, on the one hand, are 
carrying on peace talks with the leaders of 
the PRO of South Vietnam at Paris and on 
the other hand arc resorting to all kinds of 
hostile activities against the people of 
Vietnam. 

The sufferings of the people of Vietnam 
are at no less scale than what we saw in 
Bangla Desh. Unspeakable cruelties at the 
hands of the United States Army are thn 
order of the day in Vietnam. We are dis¬ 
cussing this grave matter to-day in the 
House and ali sections of the House are 
unanimous in extending their sympathies 
to suffering brave humanity of Vietnam. 
Government have expressed their concern 
on I he .situation there. As we did in the 
case of Hangl'i Desh issue, when we mobi¬ 
lised by all methods the international opi¬ 
nion in favour of the people of Bangla 
Desh, we have to make the international 
community to become alive to this momen- 
tous and grave issue. The least the Gov¬ 
ernment can do, even at the cost of repeat¬ 
ing, I would .say, is to raise immediately 
this issue in the Security Council. 

The people of North Vietnam and South 
Vietnam are ethnically and culturally one. 
The division of Vietnam is illogical. This 
splitting up of Vietnam was solely respon¬ 
sible for bringing in the American imperia- 
lists there and the problems that followed. 

While 'concluding. Sir, I wish to con¬ 
demn the bombing activities of the United 
States on Vietnam once again. 

SHRI • VASANTRAO PURUSHO- 
TTAM SATHE (Akola) : Mr. Chairman, 
Sir, it is really a thousand pities that a 
great country and the great people of Ame¬ 
rica should have to see this day the Presi¬ 
dent feeling so utterly frustrated, defeated 
and desperate. That desperation has led 
to near-madness and he is raining on the 
small people of Vietnam the worst bombard¬ 
ment seen in history. 

Sir, the United Nations was founded 
with the sole object of keeping peace in the 
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world, and one of the founders of the United 
Nations was the great President Roosevelt, 
Shall 1 recall, Sir, that the United Nations 
Charter opens with these words : 

*‘We, the people of the United Nations, 
determined to save sutxeeding genera- 
tions from the scourage of war which 
twice in our life-time has brought untold 
sorrow to mankind and to reaffirm faith 
in fundamental human rights in the dig¬ 
nity and worth of the human person....” 

It was with this object that they began 
to save mankind, and if any Gavernmcnt 
has violated the U. N. Charter and made 
the United Nations most vveak in the 
comity of nations, it has been the Ameiican 
Government by that one single act of their 
involvement in Vietnam. I am sure. Sir, 
that President Roosevelt must be stirring in 
his grave to see the violation of the very 
object of the United Nations, to see the acts 
of his successor, particularly, Ni.xon. All 
this policy began with the Dulles’ formula 
of containing communism. They wanted 
to contain communism by arms. That was 
the dullest policy ever evolved by any 
country in the world. The result is that 
they have not been able to contain commu¬ 
nism by arms,-and ultimately Nixon him¬ 
self realised ithat communism could not be 
contained by arms. Therefore, he went 
with overtures of friendship and love to 
Mtio and Chou and we thought that, now 
at least, these two big Powers had come 
together and that the first fruitful result of 
that friendship would bo withdrawal of 
American forces from Vietnam and stop¬ 
page of bombardment. Rut, actually, we 
have seen that, after this friendship, war in 
Vietnam has been escalated more and bom¬ 
bardment now has gone even beyond the 
I7th Parallel. Is this the outcome of 
friendship? We really hoped, and we still 
hope, that the big Power that China is, will 
be able to exert its pressure on this new 
friend of theirs to stop this bombardment 
and compel withdrawal. If China joins 
hands with USSR. In'tia and other big 
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Powers on the world like France and U.K., 

I am sure, enough pressure can be generated 
on the United States to see that this bar¬ 
baric bombardment is immediately stopped 
and the United States quits Vietnam lock, 
stock and barrel here and now. That is the 
only way by which it can be saved. 

Arguments were advanced that, after all, 
they had gone there as advisers or friends 
of the South Vietnamese people at their 
invitation. It has been proved utterly false. 
We know what happens when the people 
of a pdilicuUr couniry want to fight for 
their liberation, freedom, and that has 
been amply demonstrated in Bangla Desh. 
When people wanted to fight for their 
freedom a war was fought and the libera¬ 
tion succeeded in just fourteen days. Here, 
for mo'^e than 14 years, the attempt to 
Vietnamise has been going on and the more 
they try to Vietnamise, the more the people 
of Vietnam rebel agains the Americans. 
What is tliis Victnamisation? This is robo- 
tisation. People of Vietnam are not will¬ 
ing to tight. Now robots ate being emp¬ 
loyed, automatic weapons and automatic 
bombs are employed to fight and to fire 
against the people.

Every inch of Vietnam has been bom¬ 
barded in the last more than two decades 
and poisoned and it is really surprising how 
these tiny small people living in these con¬ 
ditions of bombardment could practically 
live for two generations in that country. 
Yet, these small people have continued to 
fight this giant and that is the .shame which 
ir frustrating Nixon. He thought that by 
resorting to the popular slogan. ‘I will 
withdraw my boys and bring them back’, 
he would please the American people but 
we know what it is. Sir, we want to dis¬ 
tinguish here the American people from 
the American administration because we 
know that by and large, the majority of the 
American people are against this barbaric 
and brutal action of Nixon administration. 
The motherhood of America is against sen- 
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ding her children and boys to fight this war 
because they know it is not America’s war. 
They don’t know that they are being sent as 
mercenaries to fight for a puppet in Viet¬ 
nam and actually, crorcs of American 
motherhood, nay, the motherhood of the 
entire humanity and the world is anti- 
Nixon. Therefore, I have no hesitation in 
saying that the only thing that can solve 
this problem is to exert enough world pres¬ 
sure on Nixon administration. We are 
creating world public opinion. All methods 
that can be resorted to must be utilised. 
This is the i’time because,we don’t know. 
Nixon is out-Hitlcring. Hitler becHU'se just 
now it was pointed out that more persms 
have been massacred probably than in tlic 
entire last World War. Recently, wo witnes¬ 
sed it in Bangla Desh and now it is in 
Vietnam. All that massacre in Bangla Desh 
was possible only with the tacit consent 
and assistance of America and now in Viet¬ 
nam also the same thing is continuinr. 

I believe that if it is necessary let us get 
together the nations of the world. We have 
seen unfortunately, the Security Council, 
because of the vote or whatever it is, is 
really not an effective forum. If it is 
necessary, let us take some steps to get 
together these world powers out side the 
United Nations, If recognising the PRG 
helps, let us recognise PRG. Let us take 
every step because [ am afraid that if 
proper steps are not taken now, this war 
may spread because a mad man, we do 
not know, what he will do. There may be 
a conflagration engulfing this entire region 
and possibly, the whole world. Therefore, 

I submit that every possible step must be 
taken to see that this escalation, this 
major escalation is stopped, the bombing is 
stop(>cd and the American troops are 
withdrawn and there is pjace in this 
region.

SHRI V. K. KRISHNA MENON 
(Trivandruoi): Mr. Speaker, this debate 
takes place not in the context of the North 
Vietnam bombing incident or of another 
chapter in the tale of atrocities that have 
been committed in that part of Indo-China. 
but we are now concerned because the 
present phase of this aggression and war 
is one that well-nigh threatens world peace 
on a large scale; and secondly, the reme¬ 
dies that might be suggested from various 
places, including this House, might per¬ 
haps have the effect of rebounding on 
itself by invoking a machinery which 
prevents Vietnamese resistAnec. 

Therefore. I would *ike to say a few 
words about this. First of all, much have 
bm said about Indiao's responsibillcs 
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I am not one of those who want to say tha t 
India has not shouldered those responsi¬ 
bilities nor discharged them from time to 
time. But equally, there have been lapses. 
The main responsibility we have is in sug¬ 
gesting to and persuading the Indo-China 
parties to agree to the acceptance of the 
Commission. The Commission would 
have been accepted in 1954 by the Indo¬ 
china parties, whether it be Vietnam or 
any other, but for the fact that India was 
leading the Commission and by her per¬ 
suasion the other party had come in in that 
way, because the Indochina people were 
not willing to accept Canada at that time, 
though Canada during that period, in the 
south-eastern world, was regarded as part 
of the British system. That is one of our 
great responsibilities. I will come to that 
in a moment. 

But the situation here today is one ii> 
which we have to remind ourselves and 
bring the responsibility of the United 
States home in this matter. I want to say 
at once, not because Mr. Piloo Mody is 
sitting in front of me,—this castigation or 
Iiidictment or criticism or analysis of it is 
not anti-American propaganda; we are not 
against the United States of America; no¬ 
body is. We are against the policies of the 
United States of America which led to the 
world war, which suppressed the liberation 
movement of the peoples, and what is 
more, which introduced a new doctrine 
that, like the British had been before, Ood 
created the Englishmen to police the world. 
No such thing happened so for as I know. 

I do not know anything about God. and I 
do not think anyone would say that. It is 
too much of a job. In this way, this pre¬ 
datory mission of the Seventh Fleet travel¬ 
ling all over the world, as though interna¬ 
tional custom permits it, is something that 
threatens our security. 

There was a time in this country when 
United States turned down to our Prime 
Minister and said. "You cannot send this 
particular element to a certain part of the 
world because H may of use to Uw manu-

factureof atomic weapons, and therefore, 
you must take it off your ship.” And he 
said, "We can go through your roof; we 
caul send it wherever we like.” The post* 
tion today is that this country acts upon 
its sovereignty. 

Now, we come tci the question of the 
violations. First of all, the ^ressive war 
in Indochina, it is needless to say, is a 
violation of international law; a violation 
of the fundamental principles of the 
Cbacter. But over and above that, the 
large number of Geneva conventions— 

I am not talking about the Geneva 
Conference—the convention in relation 
to the treatment of the prisoners 
of war, the convention in relation to the 
use of gases in I92S—she has not signed— 
and then the other conventions in regard 
^to genocide, the human rights convention, 
the convention in regard to the 
articles of Nuremburg in regard to 
war crimes—if cme had the time one can 
tabulate, and they are numerous—they are 
all international violations, and also viola¬ 
tions of the convention or the laws of the 
sea, where i.iland waters are regarded as 
open waters by them a.id warships go in. 
It is a tcUl \ioiation against the interna¬ 
tional law, and international anarchy has 
been let loose by American aggression iu 
Vietnam. 

Thm, i will come to the domestic 
aspects of it. 1 want to say at once, 1 
would not like to be guilty or take upon 
myself to say anything, to give expression 
to anything which may mean that even a 
private individual in this country wants to 
-say who should be elected President of 
the United States. That is their business. 
So tar as I am concerned, they are all 
about the same. There have been Demo¬ 
cratic Presidents as wel' as Republican 
Presidents. Anyway, it is not our busi¬ 
ness. It is highly improper. 

. But when violations of their own muni¬ 
cipal laws or their own internal laws are 
of such a character that makes the war ille¬ 
gal. then it is my business; that is to say. 
this war is waged against the American 


Jaw itself. The United State^jcooepi^ the 
articles of Nuremburg by a declaration in 
the Congress, and thereby, it is not only 
a violation of the Nuremburg articles but 
viola*ion of the American law itself, and 
sending large numbers of people illegally, 
and thereby-without using any strong 
language —committing internatiot\al briga¬ 
ndage at the instance of someone who 
has no authority to do so. 

The other aspect of it is—again it is a 
border-line the release and the utilisation 
of weapons of mass destruction, particu¬ 
larly nuclear weapons, under the United 
States law, is the privilege, the monopoly 
and (he function of the President of the 
United .States, (hat is lo say, the coupling 
of those bombs by the person to drop it; he 
is told that whatever system it is, when he 
is flying and drops the bomb, the secuiity, 
the survival of this world, is relegated to 
one person; and tl.ere have been instances 
of presidents going mad; not this one; i 
am not talking of this one. Therefore, it is 
far too much of a responsibility to be 
entrusted to any one individual. 

The U^ is guilty of violation of inmna- 
tional law not only in the general sense, 
not only in the sense of the UN Chatter 
in the sense of various commitments than 
she atxepted particularly the commitment 
in the Geneva Conference wiren Mr, Dulles 
said and issued a siatenrienT't^e 'wfir''do 
nothing to upset the' arrangements that 
have been made by the conference but also 
other couventions on the treatment of the 
prisoners of war, about cruelty, about the 
use of gas aud other weapons which cover 
defoliation, whereby means of life had 
been taken away. Large parts of Indo- 
China would not be fit for agricultural 
processess for a long time; not only human 
beings but the whole soil has been poison¬ 
ed; because the jungle was giving protec¬ 
tion, they took away the leaves so that they 
can see right through them. This process 
uf strip-tease act on the trees has created a 
situation where when the war is ovor the 
population faces other disasters. 
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Then jrou come to the question of the 
present situation. Here, it seems under 
your procedures no one can say things at 
the right time; I mean no disrespect to the 
Chair; I only mean that for this debate you 
have had to wait for ten days. It has been 
reported that the Foreign Minister said the 
other day : Mr. Krishna Menon was there 
and he did not invoke the Security Coun¬ 
cil. First of all there is such a thing as 
this doctrine; as times change conditions 
change. But apart from that 1 have never 
asked for the invocation of tht) Security 
Council. I know what will happen. The 
Security Council will pass a resolution, un¬ 
less the Russians veto it, asking the Viet¬ 
namese to stop fighting, just as they asked 
us recently. 1 have no desire to invoke the 
machinery of the United Nations for this 
purpose. It is a total misunderstanding to 
say that the Security Council or the Gene¬ 
ral Assembly or the other organs including 
the Human Rights Commission have got 
other functions when there is danger to the 
world, apart from local wars when there is 
threat to peace in the world the Security 
Council irrespective of pievious commit¬ 
ments comes forward in order to stop that 
threat of world war. That threat oi world 
war is on account of the intervention of 
the United Slates. 

The next aspect of the question is in 
regard to negotiations. It would be a bad 
thing if it went out from this House that 
even in the worst circumstances we thut ght 
the only way of solving the dispute is by 
war, that is to say , ultiniately. The Viet¬ 
namese say that there is rot only room for 
negotiation but there must be negotiation. 
Negotiaiions for whatr Negotiations for 
vacating aggression, that is to say. for the 
withdrawal of these troops, to assure that 
Americans would not be killed and the 
other people would not be killed, and that 
arrangements may be made for them to 
get out in the same way as the British and 
Freiwh troops did aft y the depradations 
ever the Suez, too see that a machinery is 
provided for them to go out. In that sense 
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there is room for negotiatidn. It is that 
negotiation that the United States sabo¬ 
tages because it was clear that there were 
no real difficulties about the withdrawal. 
It is said that if they withdrew too quickly, 
then all people will be killed. They do 
not want to accept the pledges and com¬ 
mitments of the Viet-namese people that 
they will observe this, that are the other. 
That is the purpose of the negotiations. 
That negotiation should have the approval 
of all responsible people. 

But at the present time we have a situ¬ 
ation where war is raging on a large scale, 
where bombing is for more intensive and 
there are greater bomb loads than at any 
corresponding time including the round- 
thc clock bombing of Germany by the 
Allies. More children have been killed io 
Viet-Nam by bombing than the total des¬ 
truction of human lives in Germany during 
the last world war. We can go into various 
other things but you could not come to 
any conclusion by merely reciting the atro¬ 
cities. There are cruelties, disembowling. 
various other things which should come 
before the Genocide Convention of the 
Human Rights Commission and persons 
concerned. President Nixon in this case. 
Secretary of State and other warlords they 
would have to come up for trial, if inter¬ 
national law were to have its play as in 
Nuremberg; they will have to come before 
such a Commission. 

I am sure the Foreign Minister would 
not take it as any thing except political 
criticism. I regret the statement made by 
the Foreign Minister in this House that 
the PRG did not qualify for recognition. 
Who are we to say this? 

Who are we to say that the PRG does 
not qualify for recogni'ion ? Beginning 
with bamboo sticks, they have ^ined 
control over four-fifths of the territory, that 
is to say their sevmign rights over the 
torritory. I do now want to treat this as a 
seminar on international law, but what 
are the criteria for recognition ? Firstly. 
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tcsrritofy. That they have got. Secondly, 
Oovernraent. That also th^ have got. Peo¬ 
ple owe all^iance ^to them. The third crite¬ 
rion is whether they are able to perform 
their obligations. If they were not able to 
perform their obligations or near enough 
to do so, the Government of India or the 
Foreign Minister would not have invited 
the Foreign Minister of the PRO to come 
here. That is to say they do qualify in 
this way. But I am not saying that either 
this House or any one of us should tell 
the Government when to recognise and 
whom to recognise. That is their responsi¬ 
bility. If they make a mistake, they suffer 
for it as they did in the matter of East- 
Bengal. 

What is our duty in this matter? I would 
say only one or two things. We cannot 
say that public opinion in this country has 
been activated by those who are able to 
activate it for our purpose. I will not 
go into details. There is not a large vo¬ 
lume of opinion that a neighbouring coun¬ 
try is sought to be annihilated. There is 
no doubt that the purpose of this war, so 
far as the American side is concerned, is the 
anniiiilation of those people, and that is 
why the war is being waged in this way. 

Secondly, we have not raised the ques- 
I ion that the war is being waged from 
American territory. From the east coast 
point of Inda-China, the west coast point 
of the United States is 1800 miles away. 
There is no allegation that at any time the 
Viet Namese have even as much as thrown 
a stone at America, that any American life 
has been endangered on American terri- 
lory. 

The presence of the United States in 
Viet Nam is itself a violation of the 
(leneva Agreement and all aspects of inter- 
itational law. They have no business to be 
there, because they went in there in order 
to stop communism, as they said. It was 
not stopped in China or Russia, and they 
tried to stop it in Indo China. What is 
more, after that it was said that they had 
gone, privately of course, in order to pre- 
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vent communism getting into India—there 
are lots of them here—so that communist 
invasion may not come to India. These 
things do not wash, and they are like poli¬ 
tical manifestoes and so on. They are use¬ 
ful sometime, but nobody believa them. 

We have a situation where war is waged 
on such a scale that it is no longer a local 
issue, and I must think that we must hope 
that this is the last phase of this war. The 
last phase of this war is when Saigon falls. 
If Saigon does not fall, the war will con¬ 
tinue, and I cannot say whether they will 
get so far or they will have to make another 
effort. It should bo over endeavour to see 
that tlie forces that are trying to liberate 
Saigon should be assisted to do so in every 
possible way. No one suggests that this 
country should lead an expeditionary 
force, allow its Navy, whatever its size, to 
go into these waters. But the first element¬ 
ary, essential step is that this Government 
should recognise the PRO of Viet Nam. 
If you do not, it means that you have no 
confidence in these people being able to 
liberate the whole country. It means that 
we are holding the scales even, as the 
British did between Pakistan and ourselves. 
And therefore, the first responsibility that 
we have is the recognition of the position 
of the Revolutionary Government. At any 
rate, we have no right to say that th^ do 
not qualify for recognition. I think it Is 
really a thing against them. 

Thirdly, it is necessary that in the 
United Nations, while the Security Coun¬ 
cil cannot be invoked that way, if our 
diplomacy is sufficiently energetic, there are 
various other ways in which world public 
opinirin tan be utilised through that 
organisation. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) ; 
On this solemn occasion, we have to recog¬ 
nise that what is happening in Viet Nam 
has happened in many parts of the world 
All of us abhor war, we abhor violence, we 
detest the destruction of vast territories 
and innocent lives of people and the atro¬ 
cities that we have come to learn that 
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mankind can commit on other members of 
the species. It is to protect us all that we 
have over the years tried to develop a system 
of security, a system of laws, which we have 
tried to embody, as my hon. friend, 
Mr, Krishna Menon, put it, in the various 
charters and conventions that all the 
countries of the world have come to accept 
as international law governing the affairs 
between countries and people. It is this 
deviation from the rule of law which we 
all should accept that has resulted in 
human misery. 1 cannot think of a single 
country in the whole world, not excluding 
ours, which on occasions has not tried to 
cut corners and deviate from the rule of 
law as laid down by the UM in its various 
charters and tried to do things which have 
resulted in large-scale human misery and 
loss of many lives. 

There is a peculiar observaMon that 
the larger the country, the stronger it is, 
the greater is its folly. The United States 
emerged out of the second world war as 
not only a very large country which it 
has always been but also as the strongest 
country in the world. I think history 
after the last world war indicate 
that the United States has committed more 
folly than any other country in tite world, 
closely followed by the Soviet. Union, 
which in strength and siM is large and has 
also done the same things and deviated 
from the same rule of law. the same 
principles which we have all sworn to 
uphold, we are supposed to be the largest 
democracy in the world and we are also 
gaining in strength from day to day. I 
would very much like to hope that the folly 
that has been committed by the large 
powers is not committed by us. 
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for themselves who shall lead them. Let 
us for Christ’s sake leave Vietnam to the 
Vietnamese. Most of all, I would like to 
tell the United States, leave Vietnam to 
the Vietnamese. I would like to tell the 
Soviet Union, leave Vietnam to the 
Vietnamese. I would like to tell the 
Chinese, leave Vietnam to the Vietnamese, 
i would like to teil the people of our own 
country, leave Vietnam to the Vietnamese. 
And, 1 would like to tell this Parliament, 
leave Vietnam to the Vietnamese. 1 
would like to tell all the interested 
members here, leave Vietnam to the 
Vietnamese. Finally, I would like to tell 
the North Vietnamese to leave South 
Vietnam to the South Vietnamese. Thank 
you. 

SHRI DINESH SINGH (Pratapgarh): 
Sir, I am one with the hon. members in 
this House who have said that the struggle 
in Vietnam is a struggle for national 
liberation. But I would add (hat it is not 
merely a struggle fur the liberation of 
North Vietnam or of South Vietnam or 
of IndO'China as such. But it is the conti¬ 
nuation of the struggle of the Asian people 
for their liberation. It is the symbol of the 
people oil over the world who are struggl¬ 
ing for independence and for equality. 
As such, it is a matter which is not 
only of interest to us but it is a matter 
which ccncems us deeply. 

1 agree with the hon. Member, Shri 
Piloo Mody, when he says that we sUonld 
request the United States or others to 
leave Vietnam to the Vietnamese. He 
was conveying his views that the United 
States should leave Vietnam to the Viet¬ 
namese. I agree with him to the extent, 
that we should all leave the Vietnamese to 
determine their internal matters. But we 


On this particular issue of Vietnam, 
I would make an earnest plea not only to 
this House but to everybody in the world : 
Let us leave Vietnam to the Vietnamese. 
Let them decide th-^r own future. Let 
them decide for then telves what form of 
Government they want. Let them decide 


cannot leave it to anybody wrhen freedom 
is in jeopardy* Then it is our duty as 
citizens of the world, as a responsible 
country, as a responsible government, to 
take interest in the preservation of peace, 
in the elimination of domination and 
colonialism. I do not agrM with the .hon. 
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Member, Shri Piloo Mo4y» that we should 
leave the Vietnamese struggle to the Viet* 
oamese people only. It is part of our 
struggle. Wliat happened when the 
Seventh Fleet came into the Bay of Bengal? 
How did we feel then ? Can we say that 
we shall ignore altogether where and 
how the Seventh Fleet, or any other num¬ 
ber fleet, goes and does what it likes 7 Is it 
not part of our duty, as an independent 
country to express our views; not only ex¬ 
press our views but to participate together 
with other members of the comity of nati¬ 
ons in the preservation of peace and in the 
defence of the people who are being oppre¬ 
ssed today ? 

Much has been said about the atrocities 
in Vietnam. Mylai and so many other 
incidents have been discussed in this 
House and elsewere. I do not wish to repeat 
them. But I would like to read out a 
small portion of an article which 1 happe¬ 
ned to read the other day. It gives a 
somewhat graphic account of what is 
happening in Vietnam today. This is a 
study made by the Cornell University and 
not by the Vietnamese people 

“A Cornell University study has 
calculated that this is equivalent to 
two and a half Hiroshimas a month 
or a ton of bombs every minute. 

The total of 6.3 million tons of bombs 
dropped on Indo-China from 1965 to 
1971 represents 250 lbs. for every man, 
woman and child in Indo-China, or 
22 tons for every square mile of territory 
and is more than twice the 3. 1 mil¬ 
lion tons of bombs dropped during 
world war II in all the theatres of 
fighting and the Korean war 
combined.** 

Then it goes on to say how the United 
States in its efforts to force Asians to fight 
Asians is now trying to put out what is 
called an electronic war. Vietnam has 
become a laboratory, a place to try out 
new weapons that the United States is 
developing like Pave Phantom, Smart

bomb. Laser Bomb, TV bomb and Com¬ 
mand Vault and so on. It adds: 

“To these must be added the pine¬ 
apple bomblets (each of which can 
spew out 250,000 steel pellets in a 
horizontal pattern across the bombed 
area), the fleebette (meant to drive 
several hundred one inch barbed 
nails through human bodies, shred¬ 
ding muscles and body organs).** 

Here is Asia being made a laboratory 
to try out electronic war by one of the super 
powers. How can we in this House sit qui¬ 
etly and wait for these bombs, these 
weapons, to be perfected in Asia, to be 
used against Asians, maybe in Indo-China 
today and in India tomorrow 7 Can we 
say that it is not our concern T Can we say 
that it is not our duty to see that the 
destruction of human lives and the values 
for which our own people have given their 
lives should be allowed to be destroyed, 
as we sit and wait in this House ? 

Besides this, there is an obligation on 
us as the Chairman of the International 
Control Commission. The House is aware 
how the struggle of the Vietnamese people 
culminated in what was the Geneva 
Conference in 1954 and an expectation 
that that would end the colonial rule in 
Vietnam. The Geneva ConfCTence was 
basically an exercise in enabling the 
colonial power, France, to find a face¬ 
saving formula for leaving Vietnam and 
enabling the people of Vietnam to take 
over. , 

Then, suddenly we found that France 
had left but the United States stepped into 
the shoes of France. How the United 
States came into the picture seems to be 
amazing. Having come into the picture, 
what did they do 7 They keep on changing 
the governments in South Vietnam ; they 
kept on picking up and throwing out 
Presidents and they kept on doing so many 
other thinp which have been mentioned 
in newspapers but which 1 would not wish 
to repeat Tn this House. 
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Then, what do the United States say ? 
They say that they must be satisfied that 
there would be such-and-such arrangement 
before they can go. Who are the United 
States to decide or even request, much 
less demand, that they should be satisfied 7 
How would the people of the United States 
have felt had some outside power said, 
when there was a civil war in the United 
States, that they should decide how that 
war was to end and how the wishes of the 
people were to be ascertained at the end 
of the civil war ? Can we say that any 
outside country has a right to decide how 
people will conduct their affairs, settle 
their disputes and sort out their affairs ? 
This is exactly the position in South 
Vietnam today. 

The people of South Vietnam, who have 
grouped themselves round the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government of South 
Vietnam, have gone to the furthest limit 
to accommodate opinions of everybody, 
including that of the United Stales, to say 
that they would be willing to negotiate, 
discuss and see that foregin troops are 
withdrawn, to give every satisfaction to 
those countries which have troops there, 
to ensure that all their.troops will be 
withdrawn free from damage and also 
that their would be a transitory government 
which will arrange for elections. I do not 
think that one could expect from the 
Government of South Vietnam a better 
deal than this, that they are satisfying all 
the interests which have interposed 
themselves in South Vietnam. 

And yet. the United States continues 
to step up its war eiforts, to go on from 
the conventional war weapons to electronic 
ones some of which 1 read out just now, 
and on to the dangers of a nuclear war. 
Maybe, they will find some nuclear weapon 
which will be on the borderline, which 
will have a nuclear explosion but which 
will be gi\en some other name, and then 
they will try it out in ^Vietnam. It is an 
exercise in pushing us, so long as we are 
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willing to accept being pushed by the 
United States. They go on increasing their 
capacity to destroy; they go on increasing 
the size of the bombs, the rapidity with 
which they are dropping them and the 
number of planes that are dropping them. 

What, after all, is a nuclear bomb t 
It is a weapon of mass destruction. If 
■hey can destroy entire Vietnam without 
the use of a nuclear bomb, there is hardly 
any need for it. But what is the end 
result ? Human life is being lost, property 
IS being destroyed, and their natural 
wealth is being destroyed. There is 
chemical war, electronic war and there 
may be some kind of a serai-nuclear 
war. 

How long are wc going to wait 
Where do we stop ? After they have used 
some kind of a nuclear bomb, maybe, we 
shall again sit and discuss this and pass 
some resolution. 

I agree that in the conduct of affairs 
affecting other nations one cannot impose 
one’s will. I agree with the hon. Member, 
Shri Krishna Menon, who has had every 
great personal knowledge of the negotia¬ 
tions during the Geneva Conference, that 
we cannot send an expeditionary force. 
But is there anything other than the 
sending of an expeditionary force and the 
forcing of our opinion 7 1 say, there is 
something, and that is the mobilisation of 
the international community. 

What did we do in Bangladesh 7 
For 10 months, we watched and when 
the people of Bangidesh suffered, we were 
mobilishing the international opinion. 
Are we doing that today in relation to 
Vietnam? The hon. Minister made a 
statement in this House on the lOtb of 
April. It is a statement I would commend 
for its brevity. It says : 

"The Government of India have 
always opposed these bombing raids and 
they hope that these bombing will stop 
immediately.*' 
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Tf the bombings could have stopped so 
easily, they would have done many years 
ago. This is a kind of statement we have 
made on several occasions. But the thing 
is that we stop there. 

The question is : Has the Minister of 
External Aifaits invited the American 
Ambassador ? Has our Ambassador seen 
American officials in Washington ? Have 
we talked to the Asian Ambassadors ? 
Have our representatives- 1 appreciate 
our Ambassadors are here in a meeting 
in New Delhi—the charge-d'aflaii is 
talked to the Governments in other As'an 
countries ? Have we approached the 
African countries ? Have vVe approached 
the l.atin American conntiies ? Have we 
tried to mobilise the world opinion ? 
There is also another forum, the l.nited 
Nations, the Security Council or the 
General Assembly. 1 have no doubt that 
the Foreign Minister '■ ill eive thoucht to 
this matter because it is a matter which 
conceins us very deepiv 

Today, when we talk of living in a 
cooperative world, we must accept that 
there will be aberrations, that there Mill 
be difliculties. But we must equally 
recognise that there are ways of dealing 
with It. The United States cannot live 
in isolation ; the United States cannot 
dominate the world. There are other 
forces. And the strongest force is the 
will of the oeopic. i here will be, I think, 
no other record in the annals of history of 
bravrry and courage as that displayed 
by the people of Vietnam in their 
struggle against the world’s mightiest power 
today. 

There is, I think, a need for us to stand 
for their s-ipport. There is much talk 
today of an Asian approach, oi Asian 
security. Here is an examp'e where Asian 
security is , being violated. Asian Jives 
are being lost. Asian independence is 
being subjugated. It is a matter where 
our diplomacy will be put to test. But 
1 am equally con.scious that these 
responsibilities are in the safe hands of 
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our Foreign Minister and that he will 
make every cfTort to bring about a solution 
wh'cli will not only uphold the honour 
and dignity and the independence of the 
people of Vietnam but wilt also give 
honour and respect to the policy of the 
Government of India. It is a matter m 
which wo hive got to take an initiative. 
We have accepted the responsibility, an 
international rnspons'biliiy, as the 
Chairman of ihc (niernation ii Control 
Commission which is charged with the 
iniplomeiit ition of the Geneva Agreement. 
What is the essence of the Geneva 
Agreement ? I would say that th** essence 
of the Geneva Agreement is to bring about 
the independence of Vietnam. How do 
•we bring about the independence of 
Vietnam ? A procedure has been laid 
down- a procedure that was agreed to. 
If that is not being implemented, we have 
got to see whether there are other 
alternatives to bring about the recognition 
of the government in Vietnam. And that 
IS, if other efforts fail, we must make it 
dear now, and declare that, if other efforts 
fail. if the United States does not 
nnmediateiy stop bombing, we shall have 
no option but to recognise the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government as a token of 
our faith in the people of Vietnam. 

SHRl SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai). Mr Speaker, Sir, 1 do rea¬ 
lise that on a subject on which there is al¬ 
most a national consensus the debate at a 
certain stage is bound to be of a repetitive 
nature. But the repetitiveness of the debate 
only ompliasises the fact that there is 
near unanimity m the country on the 
subject.

[SHRr N. K,. P. Salve in the Chair] 

To my mind, Mr. Chairman, the present 
situation is the result of faiiures all round. 

There has beea failure at the level of the 
United Nations. Vlfe can hardly imagine 
a world body sitting supine while an in- 
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numerable number of people have been 
killed and almost a nation stands in the 
danger of being decimated. 

Then there had been the failure on the 
part of the Internationa) Control Commis¬ 
sion. It has existed only in name. 

Similarly. Mr. Chairman, the super 
Powers which have appropriated to them¬ 
selves the duty of maintaining peace in 
the world have done precious little in this 
direction, in the direction of solving this 
problem. 

Also t,he contribution of the non-align¬ 
ed nations has not been in evidence to any 
extent so far as this vast tragedy that has 
been enacted for a pretty long time is 
concerned 

Our contribution too, the contribution 
of our Government, more particularly when 
you consider that we have been the Chair¬ 
man of the International ('ontrol Commis¬ 
sion, has been negligible, and it .seems as 
if there has been no Commission and India 
has not been the Chairman of the Commis¬ 
sion. 

So, we find ourselves in the present 
situation. It does seem to me that we ate 
meeting at one of the most critical moments 
in the history of Asia. Perhaps Asia had 
not undergone a more critical period even 
during the Second World War This is u 
moment of decision for the United States, 
but, equally, it is a moment for coming out 
of the warm bath complacency so far as 
the Asian nations are concerned. It appears 
now that Asia is sought to be converted 
into the cockpit of another world war. 
There is now a measure <rf stability and 
peace in Europe and, therefore, the 
arena of conflict is sought to be somehow 
shifted to Asia. A special responsibility 
rests on Asians to see that Asia is not 
sucked into another vortex of war. So, 
Mr. Chairman, I w-*# thinking whether it 
is not imperative on he part of A.®ians to 
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take an initiative in this matter, and 
whether India, as the Chairman of the 
International Control Commission, could 
not, in collaboration with other countries 
of the world which are so-minded, take an 
initiative in the matter of convening a 
Conference of Asians. 

Now, in the past such Conferences 
have been held and I do not want to cite 
those examples which must be wery much 
ill the minds of the hon. Members at the 
moment. But, it appears to me that this is 
one of the categorical imperatives of the 
present situation that such a conference 
must be held without delay.

Now, it has been emphasized by so 
many hon. Members iliat the people 
of Vietnam had given an example of a 
will which cannot be conquered by the 
mightiest power in thewoild. And may 
1 say that at this moment our thoughts 
go to the great revoluttoiiary leader, flo 
Chi-Minh, wlio provided a unique 
leadership to his peopk, a leader¬ 
ship wlu'ch has not been rivalled for 
reniuries, a leadership which has steeled 
the determination of ilie people which 
has not flagged even aftci the disapficarancc 
of the leader tViim the scene. 

Now, how much have they suffered ? 
When we remembc'r that, it sends a 
shudder down «»iir spine. There are few 
people in the world who would not like to 
emulate their example wlicn it comes to 
seeking national identity and liberating 
iheii country from the foreign clutches. It 
is not my intention to repeal most of the 
suggestions which have been made by hon. 
Members, but a few suggestions bear a 
repetition. 

In the first instance, I must say that 
we are clearly of the opinion that this 
brutal bombing by the Americans must 
cease without delay. But how is it 
going to cornc about. Can it be brought 
about by the expression of a pious will by 
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the Parliameat of India ? In fact, we are 
proud of the Parliament of India that it 
has taken the earliest opportunity of 
expressing the sentiments and feelings of 
the entire nation on this subject, but we 
would have been equally proud of this 
Government if it had come out with a 
resolution expressing the feelings and 
sentiments of the entire nation 
instead of throwing the whole subicci 
into a kind of a peculiar wishy-washy 
discussion ... ( Interruptions ) 

It is also very clear that our countrymen 
would like that the Ameitcans 
withdrew fioni l.ie scene and allowed 
the Vietnamese pioblern to be settled 
without the benefit of the American 
bombs. Ibis is another thing which 
must be made abundantlv clear to the. 
Americans. 

It must also he m I lie micrests of Ame¬ 
rica, which now sicii.slo f.oil iistll in u 
great predicament, and is almost caught in 
the cleft of a stick as it were, iluit the\ 
must not stick to the reuime of Mr. 'I hieu 
and they must trv to go by the docliine 
of lecogmsing fact. If there is going to 
be a solution without Mr rhicii, the 
Americans should not fight shy of agree- 
iiiu to such a solution 

I'licse aic some of the ilimgs which 
niust be marie clear to the Americans and, 
at the same nine, if we as a Ciovcriimcni, 
that is, as the Government of India, take 
some Steps in the direction of convening 
an Asian Conference, 1 hope there 
would be a distinct change in the situation. 
Probably, the moment it comes to be 
known to the Americans and to the other 
side also that there is an initiative in Ih's 
diicctioii, there is bound to ho a iclaxaluiii 
of tension and of conttilions in which 
the issue may be taken away from the 
battle-field to the conference table. 
That must be the lirst step in this 
direction and I have no mannci of doubt 
that if things are allowed lu develop in 
their own way. South Vietnam would 
develop into the Yugoslavia of Asia.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : What do 
you mean by this ? 

SURI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
If he wants to know what exactly do 1 
mean by this, I would say that it would 
not develop like a satellite Communist 

countiy, but as an independent country. 
With these words, Mr. Chairman. 

I express my complete agreement 

with the sentiments expressed by other 
hon. Members of ihc House so far 
us the complete denunciation of this escala- 
tion in the situation in Vietnam is 
concerned. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN (Rada 
g.ir.i) ; Mr Chairman, despite the two 
interventions from the two extremes of 
tlic political .spectium, one from the 

extreme right, from Mr. Piloo Mody and 
another from the extieme left, fiom Mr. 
•Ivotirmoy Rosu. the debate so far has 
shown ih.ii the lieatland .soul of this 
rouniiy and this (iovernment and my 
party is absolutciv sound, and that wc 
stand by the commitments which we have 
inherited Ironi oui own struggle for free¬ 
dom aiicl of our own policies and manifes¬ 
toes, iliat is, coiiceiii for world peace, 
anil-imperialism and that concept of 
lawahuilal Nehru, tliai is, of Asian 
solid.irity. 

I was a bit Sony to listen to Mr. Hiloo 
Mody when he talked of isolationism and 
said ‘leave Vietnam to Vietnamese'. I do not 
know whether he would have said tlie 
same thing about the brave people of 
Rangla Uesh, and said let these people 
bleed to death, when unheard of massacre 
was going on there. It is uniniaginabic 
that when there is naked aggression against 
some Asian people, our fi lends and our 
neighbours, we should leave them to their 
own fate. 1 am so sorry for what he has 
said. I must say it is raihei shameful on his 
part to have said this in this House. What 
we are concerned with today is the dastar¬ 
dly attack of imperialism against the ftee 
dom and soveieignty of a brave people. It 
is against a friendly country, a country 
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with whom we have close ties. And I must 
remind the House that it is a country 
with whom we have diplomatic reia* 
tions. The saga of Vietnam is a saga of 
supreme human achievement a seminal event 
which has changed the course of history. 
We have never seen such a valiant fight 
anywhere, at any period of history. I would 
invite the attention of the House to the 
scenario of Vietnamese histoiy. It is not the 
first time that they are fighting for freedom. 
They have fought against the Mongols, 
they have fought against the Manchoos, 
against the Japanese, against the French 
and now they are fighting against the 
Americans and I am sure that this House 
wilt agree with me that the struggle for 
their liberty will succeed whatever much 
Piloo Modys might say or think. Their 
determination is something unique. The tra¬ 
gedy which they have faced since 1965 when 
the United States stepped up aggression, 
escalated this war, can be imagined from 
the scale of their own efforts. They had built 
about 50,000 k.m. of trenches and 21 million 
individual shelters. It is not true to say that 
it is with Russian supplies or Chinese supp¬ 
lies alone that they are fighting the war in 
Vietnam. It is those brave and heroic 
people of Vietnam in their tiny hamlets who 
are fighting the struggle in - Vietnam. 

1 want to say this, because it has been 
suggested in this House before also that 
the kind of thing that has been going on 
in Vietnam is something good for us 
because China is no longer friendly with 
us, this Country is in China's sphere of 
influence, etc. We must, and this House 
must, repudiate this suggestion firmly 
because this is a heroic struggle and 
ultimately, as Mr. Krishna Menon has poi¬ 
nted out, they will win against heavy odds. 

I hope this is the final phase of their libera¬ 
tion struggle. I am sure this is the final phase. 
The world press and the imelligentsia of 
the world from the late Bertrand Russel to 
great economists like Prof. Gunnar Myrdal 
and all those who hfsve witnessed this 
tragedy have come t<r '.the conclusion and 
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judgement that it is the giulty men of the 
Pentagon, the guilty men of Whitehall who 
were perpetrating this tra^dy in Vietnam 
a crime against humanity. 1 agree with 
Mr. Krishna Menon who said that our 
stand is not against the people of America. 

I would even say, it is not oiven against 
Mr. Nixon, because he is the prisoner of 
a system, Mr. Piloo Mody has, by his 
performances reminded us here that only if 
you oppose capitalism you can understand 
the significance of what is going on 
in Vietnam. For, it is the system that 
promotes American capitalism and 
multinational ferins which is responsible 
fer this policy and for the military 
industrial complex which is engaged in 
building the American economy for war. 
If you do not understand this, you just 
cannot understand what is going on in 
Vietnam. As Joan Robinson said some 
time ago, the United .States is against 
development because of this intervention 
in Vietnam, because they are against free¬ 
dom and therefore, a gainst devel.ipmeni. 

They started with a stranae theory of 
"power vacuum" which led to intervention 
through SEATO and then to total aggression 
and complete escalation. In short, it means 
total and complete aggression against a 
helpless Asian country. As we have seen, the 
presence of half a million American 
troops in Vietnam has been ihe greatest 
provocation that any freedom loving 
people have ever faced anywhere. Further 
it is not just that. They have introduced 
chemical and biological warfare. They 
have brought a complete upset in the 
ecological balance of the entire terrain 
and territory of Viet Nam and also bombed 
theatres. Catholic churches and pagodas 
indiscriminately. In short, it is a war 
against humanity. It is there that the 
"anti-personal fragmentation bombs” 
have been tried which again have been an 
invention of the military machine of the 
United States. It is the territory of Viet¬ 
nam where napalm corpses are stalking 
about in countless numbers. Jn these 
circumstances, we compelled to ask 
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ourtelves, shall we keep quiet or' shall 
we act 7 

Because the Indian policy has been 
very clear, I may remind Shri Jyotirmoy 
Bosu, ri^t from the Geneva confere¬ 
nce over this question. We have not 
equivocated anywhere, and because it is 
a part of Asia, our own continent, that 
is aflame, no Government in India can 
remain motionless, no government in 
India can remain silent whatever Piloo 
Mody may say. But. however we do 
not want a counter-productive policy. We 
have a certain responsibility, and certain 
international re.sponsibilities in connection 
with the International Control Commis¬ 
sion. We must see that either we 
reactivize the Commission with the help 
of Canada and Poland or we must take 
into consideration the facts that exist in 
Viet-Nam today and unequivocally 
recognise the Provisional Revolutionary 
Government of South Vietnam. 

Personally, I have nothing more to 
say, but 1 am sure that this debate will 
enable us to rouse public opinion in this 
country and the big powers, the USSR 
and China, will also take note of this. 

As Shri V. K. Krishna Menon has 
pointed out, we have entered a new 
phase in this struggle, Tn conclusion, 

I would only say this. Chairman Ho Chi 
Minh, before his death, when he was 
asked by a fellow-journalist, remarked. 
Our rivers, our mountains and our men 
will always remain. That was the great 
declaration of one of the greatest revolu¬ 
tionaries and one of the greatest fteedom 
fighters that history has ever seen. I 
have no doubt that they will not only 
remain but they will prosper m freedom. 

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH 
(Sidhi): This House meets today in a very 
sombre atmosphere. This meeting and this 
discussion have been brought about be 
cause each one of us in this House has in 
his heart bled for the people who died 


yesterday. In a situation like this, there 
are always two options open to assemblies 
like ours; either we are led away by the 
polemics of the situation, and we weep 
and cry and we make a long catalogue of 
the lethal instruments used and we almost 
measure in litres the blood that has flowed 
Alternatively, there is another course 
open to us, which I am sure is more in 
keeping with the dignity and the heritage 
of this House and this nation; that wc 
should take stock of what we can do in 
this respect, and do it. And we can 
only do this when we approach this whole 
malici in a quite and realistic way. 

What is happening, or what happened 
yesterday in Vietnam was a completely 
logical development of what started in 
North Korea. If I am mistaken, it was 
Gen. MacArthur who when he got the 
hiding in Korea, gave this advice to his 
countrymen; in future, America should 
take care not to get involved in warfare in 
the cast with foot soldiers. It is merely a 
logical development of that advice that 
today when American soldiers have been 
recalled from the soil of Vietnam, aerial 
warfare has been stepped up and result- 
antly, many innocent lives have been lost. 

As 1 look at it, before we as a nation 
can take any action which would lead to 
a meaningful solution of this whole pro¬ 
blem, we must take a good stock of the 
situation and the likely developments 
thereof. It appears to me that the present 
Government in Saigon has lost not only 
the support of the people but all credibility 
and capability during the elections held 
there and it is but a matter of time before 
this regime is entirely repudiated and 
thrown out. When that happens and if 
it coincides with the further escilation of 
these air attacks, it can be easily foreseen 
that a situation is developing where a 
coalition government is going to be firmly 
in place in Saigon. It is such a govern¬ 
ment which can possibly pave the way 
for a future where the Vietnamese can 
live a free life. 
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It has been our historical heritage that 
we have not been concerned with polemics 
but with peace. It is in this context that 
I would appeal to our Government to 
approach this problem, but I would like 
to sound a note of warning here. Any 
efforts on our part as a nation or as a 
people at this moment will be liable to a 
grave threat. The threat comes this way 
recently we have had a traumatic experi¬ 
ence with US foreign policy; if we are to 
do anything meaningful in the context of 
stanching the flow of blood of the 
Vietnamese, we have first to make sure 
that our reactions, our diplomatic efforts, 
do not come as a retaliation to that trau¬ 
matic experience. We have first to lift 
ourselves up from the possible danger 
that our foreign policy might suffer from 
because US policy during the last war we 
had with Pakistan was something which 
was shocking to us as a nation, and if we 
try to do something now in the context of a 
solution to the Vietnamese war, we must 
be on perfectly sure ground that we cause 
no eye brows to be raised in the inter¬ 
national community that our actions have 
been a reaction to US policy during the 
last war. 


Sir, as has been stated so many times 
over in this House just now, the only 
possibility open to stop this war com¬ 
pletely is to provide some international 
method by which all foreign armies vacate 
the land; and that can only be possible 
and that would be, I think, rather hopeful 
at the present stage of things, if we s«e 
that somehow it is brought to all the 
parties concerned, that warfare and power 
will not prevail in this situation. Our 
country which only a quarter of a century 
ago led the world in the methods of 
fighting for freedom in our own land has 
a message and has a heritage left with it, 
wherein some policy or some method can 
be found which would be meaningful and 
will carry this Message to the people 
concerned. 


MR. CHAIRMAN : Though we have 
allotted three hours for this debate, I am 
afraid many Monbers of the opposition 
and from the Congress who sent their 
names will not have an opportunity to 
participate, because, I would have to call 
the hon. Minister of External Affairs to 
intervene at about S.30 also. 
And there after a statement is to 
be made by the Minister of Agriculture, 
Shri F. A. Ahmed. So, should the House 
concur, we may extend the debate by an 
other half an hour; I think up to 6.30 we 
will go on. 

AN HON. MEMBER : One hour. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : For the time being, 
half an hour will be good enough. And 
most other Members would be able to 
participate. May 1 request the Members to 
be brief ? Because the list is very long. 
I would request the Members to give due 
consideration to others who want to parti¬ 
cipate in this important debate today. 

SHRI B. R. BHAOAT (Shahabad) : 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, when the great leader 
of the people of Vietnam, Ho Chi-minh 
died, and his will was published, it was 
found that he had exhorted his people to 
continue the struggle for the national 
liberation and the unification of Vietnam 
and fight imperialism throughout the 
world, wherever they tried to subjugate 
the people’s liberation movement. That 
very clearly states the basic objective for 
which the people of Vietnam are fighting. 
This can also be seen in its historical 
perspective, because in the last two decades, 
the House had occasions to discuss this 
question and many times serious situations 
like the present one had appeared, and the 
consensus expressed in the House showed 
that America was the only case perhaps in 
modern history where a strong power 
continues to perpetuate its folly, despite 
the reverses and an angry public opinion 
throughout the world and does not see any 
wisdom. 

In the bargain, we see the most grue¬ 
some human tragedy perpetrated before 
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our very eyes. Various speakers have 
meationed the seriousness of the atrocities 
in bombing, and the new types of bombs 
that are being used. If I say it in one word, 
the bombings in Vietnam exceed all 
proportions. So far it has been calculated 
that seven million tonnes of bombs have 
been dropped on North Vietnam, 

AN HON. MEMBER : In the whole of 
Vietnam. 

SHR;i B. R. BHAGAT : No, on North 
Vietnam itself. This is more than double 
the total number of bombs dropped by the 
Allies during the world war. I hope the 
House appreciates the unprecedented 
bombing there. 

it is a historic fact that the United 
States did not recognise and accept the 
Geneva Agreement for holding elections as 
a means of bringing about the unity of the 
country and that is how the present trou¬ 
ble started. Instead they followed a policy 
of military warfare and bombing and 
escalation and conflict. The American 
society is divided; there is complete aliena¬ 
tion of the American youth from the 
actions of the Oovernment. What can be 
a greater condemnation of the American 
policy than the attitude of sizable sections 
of their own people T What is their objec¬ 
tive ? They want to keep their puppets 
there in power and change them to suit 
their needs, yesterday it was Ky, today it 
is Thieii and tomorrow it may be somebody 
else. This policy is doomed to failure, 
whatever may be the forces behind it. 

What is the history of the last few 
months? The American Government started 
the present phase of bombing on 26th 
December 1971, saying that it was a limited 
operation, necessitated by the military build¬ 
up in Laos and Cambodia and the need to 
protect American lives there. Mr. Sihano¬ 
uk's Government was thrown out and 
puppet Government was set up and to 
support it, they put out the plea of build 
up in Laos and Cambodia. In south Viet- 
Nam they said that a Tet offensive was 


building up. They said that they wanted 
to counter this and it was a limited opera¬ 
tion. But it still continues and since 
April 1, the worst type of bombing 
is taking place, 500 sorties in one day. 
Automatic electronic device bombs were 
used first in Laos on the Ho Chi-Minh trail. 
Then in Cambodia and Viet Nam. Now it 
is taking a dangerous form. 

If you see the Paris peace talks, despite 
the fact that they were long and protrac¬ 
ted, they had made progress. The PRO’S 
seven point proposals. Nixon’s five point 
proposals, finally PRO’S nine point propo¬ 
sals and Nixon’s eight point propo.sals. 
There was almost unanimity about the 
military situation and agreement about 
the release of the POWS; the 
demand of the PRG was that there 
should be unconditional withdrawal of 
the American troops and it was felt that 
the POWS should be released, it should be 
simultaneous. It was on the political sellle- 
menl that the difficulty arose. However, 
at (he later stage, four parties to the talks 
DRVN, PRO, USA and SVN, made a 
Significant progress. North Viet Nam and 
the PRG had agreed to talk to the Saigon 
Government, but minus Mr. Thjeu. 
Earlier they were not even prepared to talk 
to them because they said it was not a 
representative Government. It is known 
Thieu was elected without allowing anyone 
to contest. So the talks were progressing, 
but we do not know what went on into 
the minds of Mr. Nixon and Mr. Kissin¬ 
ger who was having secret talks with 
China. Wherf these talks were likely to 
succeed and might have resulted in a 
political and peaceful settlement of this 
most vexed problem that Asia is faced 
with, they started the bombing. The 
reason they have given is that there is 
concentration, military build-up and need 
to save American lives. After April they 
have said that there is invasion from 
North Viet Nam. Nobody believes that, 
even the American citizen does not believe 
these excuses of the U. S. Government. 
Therefore, the tragedy is perpetuating 
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itwlf; and there does not seem to be an 
end of the war. The solution of the Viet- 
Nam problem is the key to the peace in 
Asia and even go of a new world. Since the 
Americans were trying to re-align their 
relations with China, we had hopes, but 
they have been completely belied. The 
role which the United States is playing is 
rejected by its own people, by the entire 
people of Asia, by the entire humanity. 
Therefore, it is incumbent on the Govern¬ 
ment of India to heed the unanimous voice 
of Parliament expressing its abhorrence at 
the continuation of the bombing and the 
escalation of the conflict. 1 know that the 
Government of India have stated their 
point of view very clearly that bombing 
must stop immediately and that the matter 
shauld be settled by peaceful negotiation. 
But see how jittery the American Govern¬ 
ment is. The statement of the Minister 
on the 6th and 7th in Parliament has been 
described by the American Government as 
unfriendly. Not only that. The French 
Government said that the matter should 
be settled in the U. N. through peaceful 
negotiation. That has also been frowned 
upon by them. Therefore, they are jittery, 
they are desperate, they know they are 
losing, but it is the duty of this 
great country, this great people 
who have love for freedom and 
national liberation, who have fought 
gainst imperialism and colonialism and 
for peace in Asia, to pursue this in all the 
Capitals of the world We must create 
consciousness, a strong public opinion in 
the international community against the 
American policy in Viet Nam, against the 
policy of genocide, perpetrating terror and 
death in Viet Nam. and create a situation 
in which the American Government 
realises its folly and retraces its steps and 
goes to the conference table for talks and 
settles this matter peacefully and in a 
democratic manner. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contail : No 
words of condemnati n are adequate to 
express the indignation of this House, 


and for that matter of the entire Indian 
people, against the savage, barbarous and 
inhuman bombing of Hanoi and other 
parts of North Viet Nam by the U. S. A, 
We will fail in our duty, while condemning 
U. S. bombing of North Viet Nam, if we 
do not pay our highest tribute to those 
brave and valiant fighters of Viet Nam 
who suffered for decades the miseries of 
French imperialism and who were under 
the Japanese imperialism for some years, 
also, and also who for several years have 
been facing the mightiest military power 
of the world, I mean the United States. 
It goes to the brave people of Vietnam that 
they have thrown the political perverts of 
the Nixon Administration into a mess 
of mid-summer madness, in committing 
mistake after mistake in dealing with the 
problems of Vietnam. 

The issue of Vietnam is to be viewed 
not only as a human issue, not only as 
the issue of right to liberty of the people 
of Vietnam, not only as an issue of the 
security of the Asiatic people, but we have 
also a moral obligation to the people of 
Vietnam because we had a historical 
relation with them not now but centuries 
before. A large part of Vietnam was 
known as the Champa Kingdom having 
close link with the Indian civilisation. 
When the great nationalist leader of 
Vietnam Ho Chi Minh visited India, he 
admitted that he was in the true sense a 
disciple of Mahatma Gandhi. b«;ause he 
showed the same spirit of revolt against the 
French imperialism and other imperialism 
which Mahatma Gandhi showed against 
British imperialism. It is also not known 
to many people in India that Netaji 
Subash Chandra Bose had not only close 
relation but cordial relation with Ho Chi- 
Minb. Before he left Saigon for an 
unknown destiny after fall of Japan he ins¬ 
tructed the top officers of the IN A not to 
surrender to any government but to go to 
Hanoi and surrender to Ho Chi'Minh, 
which they did. Therefore, it is our moral 
obligation that we shall stand by the people 
of Vietnam in their hour of misery, 
suffering and agony. 
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We, the people of India, consider that 
it is the inalienable right of every people 
and the people of Vietnam who have 
withstood all kinds of barbarism and 
Navagery of difTerent imperialism'*, one 
after the other, to choose their own future 
in their own way. It is their sovereign right 
not only to choose their political future 
but their socio-economic future also accord¬ 
ing to their own genius. For that reason, 
our main stand should be that we 
should ask the US imperialists to 
quit Vietnam immediately. We should 
also ask the other big powers to keep 
their hands off from the issue of Vietnam. 
We should urge that Vietnam should be 
left to the people of Vietnam, to solve 
their problem in a way which they think 
best. 

I know many big powers of the world 
today will ask, “What will happen to 
the people of Vietnam if we leave Vietnam 
in the present condition of chaos and 
disorder ? ” I would remind them of the 
historic remark of Mahatma Gandhi. The 
same logic was put forward by the British¬ 
ers when the Quit India Resolution was 
passed in 1942. The Britishers said, If 
we leave India, there will be chaos and 
disorder In India. ” The reply given Sy 
Mahatma Gandhi was, “ I prefer chaos 
against orderly anarchy." In the same way 
it is the right of the Vietnamese people to 
decide their own future. No other big 
power should meddle or muddle with the 
problems of Vietnam. 

As other lion, members have pointed 
oui, I also want to highlight the fact that 
today Vietnam has become the expenmen 
tal ground of the latest and mo>t danger¬ 
ous types of we.apons. It has become an 
experiment ground not only lor USA but 
all other big powers for testing their newly 
discoxered weapons. 

I want to draw your attention that 
there is a great danger of the escalation of 
the crisis, and this conflict in Vietnam 
may spread not only to South East Asia 
but to other parts of Asia also. It is 


linked with international confrontation 
also because iliere is already a threat of 
use of nuclear weapons. I do not know 
what will happen when nuclear weapons 
are used. 1 want to remind this House 
that there is another type of new weapon 
that has been discovered by USA which 
is as much powerful as the nuclear weapon 
used in Hiroshima. It is a weapon of 
20,000 ton TNT destructive capacity and 
that is being used by USA in Vietnam. 

Many people have suggested many 
remedies. I do not know whether we 
really have any capacity to influence any 
of the big powers, USA, China or Russia 
particularly the United States, to honour 
the Geneva agreement that was entered 
into by the North ami South Vietnam, 
1 do not think we have either the capacity, 
or the strength or the international 
position to do that. All that we can 
really do is to create international public 
opinion, world opinion against the 
savagery and barbarity that have been 
and are being committed by the big 
powers, particularly the United States, 
in Vietnam. Such international public 
opinion will have great force. There is 
a big gulf between the American govern¬ 
ment an4 the American people. We 
cad tell the American people look, what 
has happened to the America of Jeflerson, 
Washington, Lincoln and Roosevelt Look 
how the American administration it com¬ 
mitting mistake after mistake, crime after 
crime in the name of containing Commu¬ 
nism; it is defending aii kinds of corrupt 
and leactionartes regime^ racists, milita- 
risu, imperialists and colonialists all the 
world in the name of containing 
Communism but by their conservative 
politics they are really strengthening the 
hands of communism. 

We can do much to help the people of 
Vietnam by creating world public opinion 
We have read in the newspapers that a US 
military contingent revolted against 
bombing innewent people. If world opi¬ 
nion can be created it will even influence 
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the American people inside America, 
then it may happen that the flowers of 
■octety of America, the youths serving in 
armies, air force and navy may refuse tme 
day to go to Vietnam to commit butchery 
of the people there. Th^ may revolt 
against their military command. 

In conclusion, I would say that India 
presiding over the International Control 
commission serves no purpose. We can 
serve some purpose if we can mobilise 
Asian public opinion and international 
opinion, and by using the force of that 
public opinion to exert pressure upon the 
people of America to influence their Gover¬ 
nment. That may be of some help. 
Otherwise, we cannot really do anything 
positive to stop this butchery of the 
Vietnamese people by USA. 

Finally, the Vietnamese problem should 
be left to the Vietnamese alone to solve in 
their own way. Let them dscide their 
future as they think best. Let all the 
bfg'powers have their hands off Vietnam. 
Let America quit Vietnam immediately 
and without any delay.

SHRIMATl M. GODFREY (Nomina¬ 
ted—Anglo-Indians) : Mr. Chairman, Sir. 
1 rise to condemn the genocide pei petrated 
by Nixon and his gang on the innocent 
peopie of Vietnam. Let the world know 
that this great demoercKty, the democracy 
of India, condemns wholeheartedly the 
brutal massacre of the people of Vietnam. 

The people of Vietnam have a right to 
their own country, (hey are being butchered 
by the blood—thirsty Americans who have 
no right to be there. The people of Vietnam 
have the courage and perseverance which 
has been given to them by no earthly 
power and we hope that this sufternatural 
power will guide and strengthen them to 
defeat and drive out completely the Amer¬ 
ican wardogs who are trying to devour 
every vill^e in Vietnam. The atro¬ 
cities committed against women are 
unheard of in history. I would not like 
to repeat them here bebause they are too 
gniespme to be repeated and talked about, 
ft iatttmusting to think that an enlightened 
antf^cultured nation should use its inteili- 
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gence and wealth to destroy the weak, 
poor and small peopie as the people oi 
Vietnam. 

I would request that our Fordin 
Minister should take op this question in 
the Security Council and show to the 
world that) India has always stood by the 
weak and has always supported those who 
have been tortured or tormented and that 
India always stands for the freedom and 
goodwill with all the people who are 
suffering and who are ill-treated by big 
nations. If India mobilises goodwill and 
coordination of other powers, 1 am sure, 
Mr. Nixon and his war-mongers will see 
through their falls and they will try to 
at least remedy what in future they may 
anticipate. Although they cannot bring 
back all the damage they have done, yet. 
we hope, that at least now they will stop 
and look back on all the bloodshed, the 
brutalities and the criminal atnicities 
they have committed against humanity. 

With these few words, 1- would request 
that action be taken by our Qoveromrat 
so that we will stand out, once again, 
as a peace loving country and as a country 
always supporting the small nations. 

SURlMAlI SHEILA KAUL (Luck- 
nuw) : Mr. Chairman, Sir, since the 
last decade, Vietnam has constantly borne 
a severe battering. A nhole generation 
has gone by without seeing any normal 
times in that area. Now, we have learnt 
about the ruthless bombing of the 
American bombers and the pountUng that 
has been undeVtaken by the U.S.A. Govern¬ 
ment to bomb not only the military area 
but the very city of Hanoi and Haiphong 
and, according to Radio Hanoi, the 
situation has become very tense. 

It is inhuman to kill innocent women 
and children and to deny them their very 
existence. It is not only killing women and 
children of Vietnam but by poUuting the 
whole atmosphtte, it is endangning the 
lives of the people of countries that ace 
surrounding Vietnam. 
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The Qovemment of U. S. A. wants lo 
use the armaments which its factories are 
producing every year and, to avoid 'ts over- 
spilling, has beeii using and selling these 

j I ■ t I, 

arms and weapons wherever possible. 
It does not matter to them if they are 
used against innocent people as long as 
their women and children continue to 
enjoy the fpits of their sale. 

During the world war II, 1 happened to 
be in London. 1 know what it is to go 
through War. It is hell. 

What is this struggle for ? To my mind, 
the struggle is between reactionism and 
progressivism, rightism vs. leftism, it is 
not only confined to Vietnam but also in 
many parts of the world. In some countries, 
the rightism and reactionism has been 
defeated by the ballot like in our great 
country. But in some places, it is being 
decided by bullets. These are the dictates of 
time and no power, including Mr. Nixon, 
can change them. 

I do not wish to repeat what has been 
said already. In the name of womenhoud, 

I appeal to my sisters in the United -States 
lo restrain and stop the heinous crimes 
that are being perpetrated by their n^Mifolk 
in the streets of Vietnam. We also appeal 
to the women of the world to raise 
iheir voice against this brutal bonibing of 
women and children. We condemn these 
bombings. 

SHRIEBRAHIM SULAIMAN SAIT 
(Kozhikode) ; I rise to express my 
deep indignatioi) and anguish at the 
barbarouN action of Aniertcan intperialisnt 
in Vietnam and th« inhuman bombardment 
of Hanoi where thousands and thousands 
are reported to have been killed. At this 
grave hour which threatens peace not only 
in Vietnam, not only in Asia, but peace 
throughout the world, I feel that it is our 
duty to raise our voice and put our weight 
against the policies of N'xon Administr¬ 
ation in Vietnam and against the atrocities 
committed by the Amer-.\an forces to crush 
the freedom fighurs of Vietnam 


of Hanoi 

Sir, I feel that our Government has 
certain obligations as Chairman of the 
International Control Commission and as 
a member of the Security Council at this 
hour of ciisis in Vietnam. I have no 
doubt in my mind that it should demand 
immediate stoppage of bombing and with* 
drawal of all American troops from the 
Vietnamese soil and for this purpose we 
must mobilise the world opinion. I alw 
wish to express my admiration to the great 
people of Vietnam who are fighting for 
freedom against the imperialistic forces 
and who desire to have freedom to decide 
their own future 

I would request, in conclusion, the 
External Affairs Minister who is present 
here to tell us as to what country proposes 
to do not only to save peace in the world 
but also to help the freedom fighters in the 
country of Vietnam. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA (Maharajganj) : 
Our Prime Minister has risen to great 
heights in our country. She has attained 
the leadership of her father in the country. 

I wish her to attain the same leadership of 
the world also. When Oien Bien Phu was 
besieged. Pandit Nehru issued a statement. 
The American Government were going to 
use atom bombs in Indo-China, and Pandit 
Nehru's statement forced them to drop 
that idea and completely changed the world 
situation. I hope, the situation today is 
similar to what it was then. What is 
happening today in Vietnam is almost 
similar to what the situation was then. 1 
want that, as Chaiiman of the Inter- 
i>ai tonal Control Conimission, we must 
assert our position, call a meeting of the 
Commission and demand immediate 
stoppage of bombing. Otherwise, we must 
immediately recognise the PRG and say 
that we lecognise that Government as 
protest against the American action, i 
think, that will raise our status to the 
same great heights to which Pandit Nehru 
had raised when he ma le that statement on 
the occasion of Dien Bien Phu battle. I 
hope, the hon. viinister of External Affairs 
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will give us some idea as to what he 
proposes to do. 

SHRI HARI KISHORESINGM (Pupri) : 
I wish to congratulate the people of Vietnam 
who arc fighting for liberation against the 
mightiest military machine known to 
human history. 1 want to emphas'ze one 
or two points. One is that the conduct of 
the whole war in Indo-China is done under 
the guidance of CIA. This point has not 
been biought up in the House and, there¬ 
fore, 1 have raised it. In this connection 1 
have a quotation from a report of as far 
back as 1965. It says dial, when there was 
a discussion about the war in Indo-Chinj, 
the Director of the CIA is supposed to 
have suggested that it is not bombing of 
one bridge or two bridges here and tiicre 
but what they must do Indo-China, in 
North Vietnam, is that they must strike 
the airtieid, the pctrol-*uin resources, tlie 
power stations and the military compounds 
And, to this, the joint Chief o( Statf 
is supposed to have added, ‘Ihis is nut 
enough; we must also strike on their 
sanctuaries, railw.iy yards, locks and dain>.’ 
In short, the very life-lme of the people of 
Nortli Vietnam. So, this is u total war 
which we must not lose sight of. They are 
waging a total war on the people of 
Vietnam and it is the duly of the people 
of India to stand by them. I do not know 
what the limitations of the Government 
are in thi^ regard. But Indian public 
opinion must be organised. Nut only 
this should be organised but that world 
public opinion should also he aroused. I 
appeal to the leaders of all political Parlies 
to organise Indian public opinion and also 
to convene on an unotficial basis a world 
conference on the Vietnam issue.

Secondly, I wish to say a few words 
about the Chinese. The Chinese claim to 
be the leader of the great revolutionary 
movement in the world. Right. I have no 
dispute with that. But, it is liot a mere 
coincidence that the resumption of heavy 
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bombing and the escalation of war have 
taken place after the visit ot Mr. Nixon lo 
China. Now, if the Chinese are sincere in 
their cfTotts and in their declarations 
about Vietnam, then they must categori¬ 
cally and definitely come to the aid of the 
Vietnamese people. And in this regard, 
the fiisi Mcp should be ihe ucogniiion of 
the PRG by the Cbi^H^t•. 11 this is not 
done, then the charge that they are in 
collusion with I'lesident Nixon shall be 
pioved. 

With these woids I wish to remind Mr. 
Ntxon of the tatc ol the hated Nazi Gene- 
lal Marshal Goering. It is said that 
Marshal Goeimg was allergic loihcveiy 
wt'id 'culiiire'. In ihi- same way, it seems. 
Ml. Nixon is allergic to the word ‘peace*. 
Oiherwi.se there is no rational cxplanaiion 
foi Vashingion’s rtaction to the sugges¬ 
tions made in Delhi and Pans for lesump- 
iion ol peace talks. I wish te* lemmd Mr. 
Nixon that he will also meet the same fate 
as ihe fate of Muiblial Goeiing. 1 would 
iheieforc, urge upon him tliat he should 
lead the writings on the wail and here and 
now should declare the resumption of Paris 
talks and order cessation of bombing arid 
withdiaw from ihe Noiih Vieinam. The 
Uiiiied Slates has no locus standi to be 
tlicie III Vietnam. Ameriia has neitJier 
geogiapliical nor historical nor ethnic 
affinities with Vieinarncse. This claim of 
containment ol ( ommunism is all bogus 
because ihty aie now playing ping pong 
with li e Chintse. ^^'hich is the Commu¬ 
nist power It. lie itgion olher than the 
Chinese whjch they were to contain ? 
Thcicfuic. It is quite clear that iliey must 
in Older to n uuiiain peace m the world, 
in order to save wliaievei goodwill and 
good name of Ameiiea IS left in this les- 
pect ill the world, withdraw from Vietnam 
and must resume Ihe talks in Paris and 
stop bombing of North Vietnam. This is 
the minimum they can do to be a civilised 
government. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar) : In 
a war like the Vietnam war, no country, 
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no community and no individual can 
afford the luxury of being neutral. I am 
glad that this House has expressed its deep 
sense of anguish and protest against the 
bombing in Vietnam. 

The fact that the American soldiers are 
fighting thousands of miles away from 
their homes is a clear proof that they are 
aggressors, that they are foreign forces in a 
country which is trying to establish its 
own hegemony. 

It is a cruel irony that on the day when 
Apollo-16 is hurtling towards the moon, 
poisonous bombs are killing and maiming 
thousands of children in Vietnam. in 
this situation, the duty of every citizen 
of the world and of every country as such 
is not only to protest by passing resolutions 
and by making speeches, but by some 
overt act to show our solidarity with the 
brave fighting people of Vietnam. 

( can understand the confusion created 
by the Americans as to North Vietnam 
aggressing South Vietnam but by any 
stretch of imagination can the American’s 
presence be explained in Vietnam ? That 
is something which even President Nixon 
cannot explain to his own people. Nixon's 
Government is reputed and its predecessors 
too, of having lied to their people. The 
Pentagon Papers proved it beyond 
reasonable doubt that American Presidents 
and the American administration can and 
have lied to their own people. Therefore, 
whatever the American Embassy has said 
in (he hand-out which was issued to the 
Members of Parliament recently explaining 
as to what is happening in Vietnam and 
what has provoked the recent fighting 
should be treated as white lies. I am 
afraid, by condemning Ptesidenl Nixon 
alone, you will not be telling the whole 
truth. The People’s Republic of China 
is in secret conspiracy about what is 
happening in Vietnam. How it happens 
that immediately after Mr. Nixon met 
Chou the recent occurrences have taken 
place, the recent fighting in Vietnam and 
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the complete, silent, lukewarm attitude of 
China ? That shows probably there is 
some sort of secret understanding. By 
its lukewarm attitude China is not only 
supporting the American action, but is 
piactically collaborating. Why is it that 
China is lukewarm at this stage of war, 
when the battle has entered a decisive 
phase already ? 1 am not at all happy 

with the Russian attitude as well. We 
have not heard a word from Radio 
Moscow that the people of Moscow will 
never welcome President Nixon when he 
goes there, and that he will not be allowed 
to visit Moscow, in the light of what is 
happening in Vietnam. 

Therefore, the first and the foremost 
thing that a country like India can do is 
this. We have acted according to our 
moral duty in re.spect of Bangla Desh. 
We must pass a resolution. Mr. Piloo 
Mudy IS not present and so 1 think we 
may pass this Resolution unanimously. 

I do not know why the Foreign Minister 
is reluctant to pass the resolution. We 
cannot talk out such a serious and 
important problem as is faced by the 
Vietnamese people today. Freedom is 
indivisible ; threat to freedom is 
indivisible. What is happening in 
Vietnam today will threaten freedom 
movement all over the world If we arc 
really interested in playing our part well, 
we must make our stand clear that we arc 
standing by the valiant fight ot tlie people 
of Vietnam. We should point out that 
we are one with the people of Vietnam 
who are fighting against Amorican 
imperialism We must do .something in 
concrete terms. 

I am afraid, after the debate is over, 
we will have a pious answer to our pious 
WIST.:! fr.) n ouf external Affairs Minister, 
without any concrete steps being indicated 
as to what we can do to help the valiant 
fighters in Vietnam. 

Therefore, wliat I think is that we may 
pass a resolution unanimously, as Piloo

THH MINI.STER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI SWARAN SINGH) : 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I’us is one of the 
rare occasions when there is iinaniinitv 
of opinion anorigst I'u* piliiicil pirties 
represented in this Parliament about tlic 
aiiiiude that this country sjioiiUI 
adopt about the bombing of North 
Vietnam and the use of naked forces by the 
United States of America to suppress the 
freedom fighters and the freedom 
movement in Vietnam I am grateful lo 
hon. Members for h.iving voiced their 
feelings and i heir approach in immistakahle 
terms, and 1 have on doubt in my mind 
that this will help very much not oiilv in 
strengthening the will of the people of 
Vietnam to carry on their struggle but 
will also have a powerful impact on 
world opinion and also public opinion m 
the United States ol America and will thus 
create condilion.s m which the United States 
administration may even at this stage see 
the wisdom of abandioning the path on 
which they are embarked now. I ha\e to 
express my gratitude to the hon. Members 
who have participated in this debate 
and have expressed near-unanimous views 
about this problem. 

tiovernmeni have already clarificil 
their own stand, and I would like to take 
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this opportunity of restating our position 
and our attitude in this respect. As hon. 
Members are aware, the heroic people of 
Vietnam have been waging a struggle for 
their freedom and independence for more 
than 25 years. They have borne great 
hardships and gone through a long period 
of suffering, the destruction of human life 
and property and yet their spirits are 
undaunted. It is unfortunate that instead 
of finding a peaceful political solution of 
the Vietnam problem, military means 
are being used to try to settle it on the 
battle-ground. The Government of India 
are convinced that apart from the 
unnecessary bloodshed and loss of human 
lives, military measures cannot solve this 
problem. A peacefully negotiated political 
solution will have to be found. Gosernn eni 
had hoped that with the cessation of bomb¬ 
ing on North Vietnam and the opening of 
the Paris talks at the ond of 1968, a political 
solution would have emerged. Government 
regret that these talks were unilaterally 
postponed by the United Stal's Govern- 
lueni recently. Government deplore the 
uiipicceilenled and large-scale bombing 
particularly of inhabited localities 
like Hanoi and Hapiphong by the United 
States B-52 bombers dunng ilie last 
tew days. This is most regret table and 
will not only jeopardise the success 

of peaceful negotiations but miy 

escalate into a bigger confiici. Government 
cannot but express their condemnation 
of this callousness to human suffering 
and resort to such laige sc;ile destruction 
which svill only increase hiiierness. It 
will nut dct&r tlic Vietnamese people 
from carrying on their struggle for their 
independence but will only sirengthen 
their determination to repel force 

until they have achieved their goal. 
Government still hope that better sence will 
[irevail and the United Slates Government 
will put an immediate stop to this large- 
scale bombing and revert to the negotiating 
table in Paris. 

.Several Members have made mention of 
the fact that very recently president 
Nixon had visited Peking and this 
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escalation should take place only a few 
weeks after that visit is something which 
is no doubt intriguing. 1 would like to 
draw the attention of the House to a 
paragraph in the joint communique that 
was issued at the end of president Nixon’s 
visit, in which both sides had solemnly 
subscribed to the well-known international 
doctrine and code of conduct, namely 
theit agreement not to use force to settle 
any international dispute. And this is 
part of that communique that was issued 
at the end of President Nixon’s visit. 
That such naked force should be used only 
a few weeks after that visit and after 
subscribing to that communique is a 
matter which can be seen by the whole 
world as to whether the U. S. President 
was at all serious when he subscribed to 
that document. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOS!/ ; Is it 
something new he is seeing of America ? 

SHRl SWARAN SINOH Is 

there anything new in what he is stating 
about the OS ? 

It is all the more regrettable that they 
should resort to the naked use of force 
so soon after having signed solemnly in 
a communique their determination not 
to resort to the u.<ie of foice for settling 
any international dispute. 

This is the general approiich and this 
has now the unanimous support of the 
entire House. I am sure this will have 
a powerful effect in creating that 

international opinion, and mobilising it, on 
which hon, members have laid stress 

Now I would like to deal with some of 
the precise suggestions that have been made 
by hon. members, about the manner in 
which we can take some further action. 
As for the suggestion made that we should 
do everything possible to mobilise and 
activate opinion in our own country, 
the fact that all polif ^al parties represenl- 
ed in this House arc unanimous in this 
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approach itself will necessarily activate 
public opinion in the country and we can 
take political action either jointly or on our 
own platform to activate public opinion 
inside the country. 

.SHRl INDRAJIT GUPTA : Why 
cannot we adopt unanimously a simple 
iwo-line resolution ? 

SHRl SWARAN SINGH : This record 
is itself a very pood resolution. 1 have a 
feeling that a resolution, about which 
there may be some difference of opinion 
about the words to be adopted will 
frustrate the very object in front of us, 

SHRl INDRAJIT GUPTA : No 
diffeicncc of opinion Why should there 
be anv ? 

SHRl SWARAN SINGH • All of us, 
political panics, h.ive expressed broad 
agreement in favour of condemning the 
US action and said there should be 
stopping of bombing, leaving the people of 
Vietnam to decide their own fiitine 
according to iheii wishes. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; Shall we 
try for a resolution tomorrow ? 

SHRl SWARAN SINGH • He is not a 
very good draftsman, not for these serious 
resolutions. 

Suggestions have been ma le about our 
responsibility as Chairman of the 
International Commission for Supervision 
and Control. Just to refresh the memory 
of hon. members, I w'ould like to point 
nut that this Commission is not an all¬ 
purpose peace keeping force. Let us be 
quite clear in our mind. It was created 
fi>r a specific purpose in 1954 after the 
iJeneva Conference, and even the objective.s 
to be achieved by this Commission were 
spelt out in the Geneva agreements in the 
Protocols that were signed at that time. 

These were agreed to be the broad 
functions of this Commission : 
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(1) To supervise withdrawal of French 
troops; ' 

(2) To enforce cease-fire—cease-fire in 
connection with the 17th parallel when the 
French were present. 

But the type of situation that has 
now developed, the United States 
coming in and mounting an aggres¬ 
sion against the people of Vietnam, 
could never be visualised by those who 
attended the Geneva Conference. This 
waif a sub^cjdent devteiopmiint,' •afid'^the 
International Control Comniissioii, from 
the nature of its constitution, and if we 
have a look at the tasks assigned to it, 
certainly is not the body which can deal 
with a problem of this nature. 
(Interruption) Thirdly, to arrange for an 
election. So, in the nature of things, the 
Commission can function only with the 
consent of the parties concerned. If they 
resort to a shooting war, obviously the 
very basis upon which the Commission 
was constituted disappears. Therefore, 
the function of the Commission becomes 
extremely limited. 

I would also be quite frank in sayrng 
this. .Mention has been made that we 
should approach tyvo Co-Chairmen. . We 
have been in , touch . with the two 
Co-Chairmep. Who are the two 
Co-Chairmen ? The United Kingdom 
and the USSR. Does it require 
a great deal of argument to state the 
obvious, that their views op this Vietnam 
quntton are entirely different 7 The USSR 
and the United Kingdom do not agree 
upon the essentials of the situation as is 
unfoldi)^ itself. in Vietnam; Under the 
circumstances, the Co-Chairmen cannot 
provide any guidance and we are not 
prepared to act in any manner in which 
the type of situation that we face now 
could not be handled in an effective 
manner by the International Control 
Commission. 

PROF. S, L. SAKSENA ; They will «» 
agrc« to the stoppage of bombing ? 


Bombing of Hanoi 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH: They will 
agree to the stoppage of bombing. That 
is what we are saying. In fact, they had 
stopped bombing. That is what I have 
said in my basic statement, that the 
bombing had been stopped in 1968, and 
talks had started. It is all the more 
regrettable that when the talks were 
proceeding, when progmsals and (»uater- 
proposals were being made, suddenly this 
bombing was resumed, and that process 
of resolving the dispute by negotiations 
as a result of the talks going on in Paris 
was reversed by resort to bombing.- And 
all the other countries, just as we are 
doing, also will express their opinion 
strongly in favour of stoppage of bombing, 
and to resume negotiations in Paris. 
This is what North Vietnam have also 
indicated, that they would welcome the 
resumption of talks in Paris. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA ': Why not the 
Commission meet and pass a resolution 
that they should stop bombing 7 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH ; The 
Iiuernational Control Cpniinission cannot, 
according 19 the protdcuJ, go into’ »hi~« 
question. Where Parliameots-are supreme, 
the Governments can take any attitudes, 
riie International Control Commission 
has to function under a certain protocol, 
and any party is entitled to say that what 
the Commission is doing is rtot within its 
jurisdiction. Let us be quite clear about 
the role of- the International Coiurol 
Commission, the limitations under which 
it is functioning and also the coostraiitts 
on its raocUoni^. If it ware that Single, 
then it is very easy. The Membm of the 
Commission are sitting tb^, aatt the 
Indians, the Poles and the- Canadiaas'''can 
get together and pass a resolution, but it 
has to function according to its terras of 
authority, within the limits of the 
functions that have been assigned to it.' 
So, wc' must ■ be conscious of the issues 
involved, and we cannot proceed on the 
basis that the Commission can solve an 
these problems. 
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AN HON. MEMBER : Then dissolve 
this Commission. 

SHRl SWARAN SINGH : Many 
suggestions have been made as to whether 
it is at all necessary to continue this 
Commission if it is not doing anything 
effective. Do not ask me to divulge the 
parties who are asking us not to discontinue 
the.Commission, because there is a certain 
unanimity on this, of all parties, and they 
have been telling us ‘please continue this 
because there may be a time when it may 
be still able to perform its function.* 

SHRI JYOTlRMOy BOSU What 

about lifting the trade ban ? 

SHRl SWARAN PINGH ; Ihere is 
no trade ban. 1 do not know wherefrom 
you get this. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU From 

your replies in the House. 

SHRl SWARAN SINGH : I can say 
quite clearly that there is no ban on trade 
with DRVN. In fact we have a trade 
agreement with DRVN and this was 
renewed in October 1971. I think the 
hon. Member was too busy with his local 
political matters and he did not bother to 
follow even this thing. 

A suggestion was made. We are in the 
Security Council and ue should raise it in 
the UN Security CouneiJ. I should like to 
divide this subject into two parts. Firstly, 
if the intention is that UN forum should 
bc used to mobilise international opinion, 
my reply is in the affirmative : yes, we 
should utilise the UN forum whether it is 
the General Assembly or the other organs 
of the UN. to state our view clearly. We 
can expect other countries also to come 
forward and state their viewpoint clearly. 
This is an annual feature and if the hon. 
Members study the UN debates, they will 
ftnd that countries who are of our view have 
expressed their viewr'tei very clearly on the 
issues insolved in thi Vietnam situation. 
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We ourselves have done so in the UN 
General Assembly at the time of the 
debate on the general international situ¬ 
ation. In other forums also it can be 
raised. 

If on the other hand it felt that any 
action could be taken in the UN, 1 should 
like to sound a note of caution. Action 
is not possible. These various reasons 
for it. Firstly, North Vietnam is not yet 
a member of the UN. To take any action 
in relation to a country which is not 
member of the UN would not be liked even 
by North Vietnam because they may have 
to come but they will not come unless they 
are members. This matter has been raised 
again and again. I think it is my duty to 
clarify the situation Even the Govern¬ 
ment of North Vietnam docs not encou¬ 
rage the raising of this matter in a formal 
manner in the UN. Thev attach a great 
deal of importance to the Geneva agree¬ 
ments. If there is any positive elements 
in the entire Vietnam situation, it is the 
adherence by all parties concerned to the 
Geneva agreement. North Vietnam, South 
Vtetnam,Laos. Cambodja,United Kingdom, 
France, USSR, even the United States—all 
of them say they continue to abide by 
the Geneva agreement. Having said that, 
they try to make out a case that the other 
side is violating it and something should 
be done to persuade it to conform to that 
agreement. If then a debate is started in 
the UN, outside the Geneva agreement, it 
will not be a development which will be in 
the interest of restoring peace in that r^ion; 
it might wreck the very basis of this agree¬ 
ment. There is therefore reluctance on the 
part of North Vietnam and its friends to 
raise this matter formally in UN. 

Hon. Members said that we were luk^ 
warm. We are not lukewarm. There are 
other countries in the UN and in the 
Security Council whose attitude in suppor¬ 
ting North Vietnam is total. Even they 
have not thot«|ht it fit or proper to take it 
up formally in the UN. We should appre- 
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citite ^ delicacy involved and undentond 
the reasons why this matter is not being 
raised, in the UN. 

Finally, 1 would again like to cake 
this opportunity of reminding this hon. 
House that the whole structure of the 
Security Council, the peace-keeping part 
of the U; N. Charter and the functioning 
of the organs under the U. N. General 
Assembly, is based on one essential 
doctrine, that is that the primary responsi¬ 
bility of keeping peace is on the five 
permanent Members of the Security Coun¬ 
cil. This IS the whole philosophy beb.iid 
giving them the right ot veto. That is, 
the Security Council cannot pass any 
resolution if it is not acceptable even to 
one Member out of the five who are 
permanent Members, meaning thereby 
that if you pass a resolution by a majority 
then that particular country which has 
got the right of veto can (lout that and 
can resort to force of arms and can ignore 
iho resolution. The right of veto was 
conceded on this basis. But the corres¬ 
ponding obligation on them was that they 
would conduct their international behaviour 
in such a manner as not to create situa¬ 
tions in which every other country feels 
that they are responsible for disturbing the 
peace. But if a permanent .Member of the 
Security Council discards this' obligation, 
as according to our view the U. S. A. has 
discorded the obligation which is inherent 
in giving the right of veto to them, there is 
no remedy in the U. N. context, in the 
context of the Security Council or in the 
context of even the General Assembly. 
They can pass resolutions no doubt saying 
that this action is uncalled for, that bomb¬ 
ing should stop etc., but there is no scope 
for any action there. Let us be quite clear 
in our minds. This is the limitation from 
which we are suffering. 

A suggestion has been made by some 
hon. Members that we should convene an 
Asian Conference to find a solution of this 
problem. I would request the hon. 
Members who have made that proposal to 
take a piece of paper and pencil and jet

down the names of countries in Asia. 
And then the answer will be quite apparent 
to them. Starting from China, Japan, 
Thailand, North Vietnam, South Viet¬ 
nam, North Korea and South Korea, we 
go to countries like Bhutto’s Pakistan, 
Iran, the major' part of Turkey, Saudi 
Arabia, the' kingdom of Jordan all these 
are Asian countries. Is it suggested with 
any degree of seriousness that a gathering 
of such spectacular people will produce 
any result ? It will be a very impressive 
gathering no doubt, but I ennnot expect 
anything coherent coming oufof it. Some 
of these ideas are very tempting, and they 
appeal Io us,because it is a'tery Obvious 
thing. When' we are up against a diflfcult 
problem and we cannot see any light as to 
how to proceed, this concept of convening 
a Conference occurs to us. I do not blame 
any of these brilliant Members who put 
forward this idea, but I have given a very 
simple reply. If any hon. Member still 
feels that anything useful can be achieved 
by convening such a Conference, I will 
associate myself with him so that we can 
jointly sponsor such a meeting But I am 
convinced ’hat nothing will come out 
of Jl. 

I have no doubt in my mind that the 
debate that has taken place today has ser¬ 
ved a very useful purpose. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE : What about 
the PRG of South Vietnam ? 

SHRI SWARAN SlNQH : 1 have al¬ 
ready made a statement, and 1 have nothing 
more to add to that. Already Mr. Krishna 
Menen is angry with me because t gave 
some reasons why I am not recognising 
PRG today. Don’t ask me to give more 
reasons. I would only suggest that for the 
time being, the decision that we have taken 
is the correct decision. We are watching 
the simation and we will see which is the 
appropriate time. Even Mr. Atal Bcbari 
Vajpayee who was pressurising u$ at that 
time will now recognise in retrospect that it 
was not a formula but something which has 
really yielded dividends. Leave the appro- 
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PfinteMW of the tine, the tppropriateness 
of the oocMlonr aod|die appcopriateness of 
all the ehouinstaiicM to us to decide what to 
do and at what time. If you go on repeat- 
ins H, you will be compelling me to repeat 
the same thing over and over again After 
Mr. Krishna Menon's rather angry remarks. 
I hmw no intention to repeat it again and 
agaio. 

. With these words, 1 would like to say 
that tjie debate has been very useful and it 
will l^lp us very niuch.

SHRI P. K. Dl.O ; 

Will the Minister of FOREIGN TRADE 
he pleased to state : 

(a) whether India has approached the 
British Government to cononue existing 
preferential arrangement, for Indian goods 
in Briti.sh market till 1975 ; and 

(b) if so, the reaction of the British 
Government in this regard ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE (SHRI 
A. C. GEORGE) : (a) and (b). A statement 
is laid on the Table of the House. 

Statement 

(a) and (b). On the list Februarj., 1972 
an Aide Menwire was handed over by the 
Government of India to the British Govern- 
nient dealing with problems relating to 
India’s export.s and urging for early co.nsul' 
t.aion with the Government of India with 
a view to finding suitable solutions for 
these problems. 

2. The Aide Memoire points out inter 
td'a that the British Government have given 


2 

as'.urances of protection until 31st January, 
1975 of the trade interests of commonwealth 
countries in Africa and in the pacific and 
Carribbean regions and suggest that similar 
assurances he given in respect of India's 
trade. It has also been proposed in the 
Aide Memoire that even if it is found not 
possible to give such assurances in respect 
of India’s entire export trade with the 
United Kingdom, sufficient protection might 
be provided now, before U.K. enters the 
Community in res|Tcct of at least the princi¬ 
pal pioducls of India's expt^rts for the 
interim period until 31st January, 1975, 
pending the conclusion of satisfactory trade 
arrangements between the European Econo¬ 
mic Community including Britain and the 
Goveromeni of India. 

The reply of the British Government to 
the points raised in the Aide Menwire of 
21st February, 1972 is yet to be received. 

SHRI N. K. SANG HI : It used to be 
said in the past that the agreements would 
be (inalised after the entry of Britain in the 
Luiopean Economic Community. May I 
know what progress has been made in the 
negotiat'ons by the Government in the 
matter of the European Economic Com¬ 
munity to restore our export to the Common 
.Market ? Further, w'hat are the points of 
difference between the African countries and 
Carribbean regions on the one hand, which 
have been given special status for the ex¬ 
port to the Common Market, and India on 
llie other ? . 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : After UK enters 
the European F.conomic Cammunity on 
1-1-73 many of the preferences that we are 
now enjoying will not be there any more. 
But there will be special arrangements for 
the African and Carribean countries whereby 
they will enjoy preference on some commo¬ 
dities upto 1975. We have taken up this 
matter and requested that we may be treated 
on par with African and Carribbean coun¬ 
tries up to 1975. We have sent an Aide 
Is.emoire on 2hl February, 1972. Subse¬ 
quently, our Minister of Foreign Trade had 
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discussions regarding this matter with Sir 
Alec Home in March and further talks with 
Sir Max Brown. The matter is still pend¬ 
ing and their reply is awaited. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI : The hon. Minis- 
ter knows very well that the most important 
member in the European Common Maikct 
is France, which vetoed twice the admission 
of UK into the European Common Market. 
May I know whether this topic of expoits 
to EEC was raised w'hcn recently Shri L. N. 
Mishrahad discussions with the French 
offiicials on his way to the UNCTAD 
Conference ? 

SHRI A. C. GLORGF : It is true that 
the Minister o* Foreign Trade had discus¬ 
sions with the Ministers of France. But 
the details arc not available since he has 
not come back from Santiago, Chile. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO : S nee 
Britain have not agreed to continue ihe 
preference, may 1 know what is the possible 
loss that India would incur in the matter of 
textile exports to U.K ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : Our textiles 
used to enjoy free entry to U.K. After this 
new arrangement, wc arc given only a parti¬ 
cular quota of two million sq. yards and 
there is an imposition of duty of 15 per 
cent. To that extent our export of textiles 
will definitely suffer. It is loo early to 
assess how much the loss that v\e may 
incur will be. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Is it a fact 
that there is an anomaly in India of not 
subjecting British goods to impoi t duties as 
a measure against their activities ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : This new 
arrangement is not a discrimination against 
India because it affects all the Asian Com¬ 
monwealth countries. So, I cannot contribute 
to the hon. Member’s view that theie is a 
discrimination against India.

(a) whether fifty passengers travelling by 
the Luckhow-Agra Express were robbed of 
their valuables worth about rupees one lakh 
by the dacoits on the 18th March, 1972 ; 
and 

(b) if so, the brief facts of the incident 
and the measures' taken by Government to 
check the incidents of looting in the running 
trains ? 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI K.HANUMANTHAIYA) : (a) Yes, 
Sir. On the night of 19-.3-J972, between 
0055 to 0130 hr*, valuables worth about Rs. 
55000/- were robbed by 6-7 dacoits from the 
running train. 

(b) A statements giving brief details is 
laid on the Table of the House. 

Statement 

Details in brief arc as under : — 

On 19-3-72 between 0055 to 01.10 hours, 
just after the departure of 13 Up Lucknow- 
Aura Express from Kannauj. 6 persems, 
equipped w'lth fire arms, boarded two tier 
coach No, GTCW 7657 which was foiii th 
from the rear. They fired four shots in the 
air and looted the personal belongings of 
the passengers worth Rs. 55000/- approxi¬ 
mately and threw out the same from the 
compartment. They got down by pulling 
the alarm chain near Jasoda railway sta¬ 
tion. As soon as the train slopped the 
Government Railway Police escort pir'y 
and tram guard visited the victimised c ni- 
parlmcnt. The train was pushed bick to 
a distance of 5 KM and luggage worth R>. 
39000/- approximately thrown out by ihe 
dacoits was recovered. 

Seven (7) criminals have been arrested 
so far and effoits arc being made to arrest 
their other associates also. 

In this connection, the Government 
Railway Police, Farrukhabad have registered 
case No. 44 under section 395/3>7 IPC on 
19-3-72 and further inve;t’gation is in 
progress. 

The following measures are taken for 
preventing dacoiiics, robbeiies and other 
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heinous crimes in trains and railway 
promises : 

(a) To the extent possible. Government 
R iilway Police escorts arc provided on all 
inipi'rtant night passenger trains to ensure 
safety of passengers in the affected areas. 

(b) Railway Protection Force staff have 
been dircc.ed to active co-operation to 
Ciovernment Railway Police and Civil 
F’olice in tracking down criminals responsible 
for such incidents on Railways. 

(c) Close liaison is maintained with the 
Government Railway Police and Civil 
I’olice to keep strict surveillance over the 
b..d characters operating in the .Section. 

(d) Raids in the affected sections arc 
also arranged by Government Railway 
Police ; and 

(e) Frequent meetings at all leve's are 
hel l by the Railway Protection Force with 
the Government Ra Iway Police and Police 
Olhcials with a view to ensuring better co¬ 
ordination and effective prevention and 
detection of crime. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : Murders, 
dacoities and robberies in trains is a 
hotriblc situation. May I know from the 
hon. Minister as to how many incidents of 
tins type have occurred during the last one 
year and whether there is any proposal, 
under the consideration of the Railways, to 
give protection to running trains on a large 
scale ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHATYA : 1 

have not got the figures readily at hand for 
tlie whole year. I will supply them to hon. 
Member if he wants. 

The measures tliat arc being taken arc : 
Government Railway Police escort the trains 
dining night time; the Railway Protection 
Fo ce staff have been directed to extend 
ac ive cooperation to Government Railway 
Po ice and civil police in tracking down 
crimirals responsible for such incidents on 
til-: railways clo.se liaison is maintained 
With llw Government Railway Police and 
the civil police to keep strict surveillance 
oscr the bid characters operating in the 
section; raids in the adected sections are 


also arranged by Government Railway 
Police; frequent meetings of all the con¬ 
cerned railway officials are help in order to 
prevent as well as trace the crimes being 
committed. The hon. Member no doubt 
knows that these things happen ones in away. 
Therefore, it is impo.ss'bIe to take preventive 
steps when daccits commit their crimes be¬ 
cause they arc not cxaected to Commit Ciimes 
on a certain day or at certain times. It is very 
unfortunate that dacoities are still going on 
in this country. I might tell the hon. 
Member that thc'.e things happen on a 
larger scale only in U.P. and Bihar and not 
in the rest of the country. (Interruption). 

SHRI PI LOO MODY : TJie dacoits in 
Delhi have not yet surrendered. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : May I know 
from ll'ic lion. Minister whether any long- 
pending proposal for the rc*organis4ition of 
the Railway Prolcction Force is under con¬ 
sideration; if, so, when it is likely to be 
implemented 7 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : 
Re-orianisation by itself will not mend 
matters. I shall take'the House into my 
confidence. What really is the malady 
with the Railway Protection Force is that 
theie aie a lot of persons who themselves 
commit these crimes and arc collaborating 
with the thieves. It has become a problem 
for me to trace who they arc. The pro¬ 
visions of the Constitution and the laws 
made thereunder do not lend thcni'iclves to 
an easy disposal. In fact, if the Railway 
Protection Force personnel were completely 
honest, 75 per cent of the thefts could be 
stopped. That is the discovery I have made. 
1 am struggling very helplessly against this 
aspect of the picture.

is no evidence in this case of connecting 
the crime with the Railway Protection 
Force.

Minister picasa 
state whether protection by guards was 
available on this occasion and vthethcr in 
view of the fact, as he has stated, that these 
incidents occur only on these lines, regular 
protection of guards will be made available 
for these trains particularly at night time ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : That 
is what I said ; we will provide that.

SATHE : He has not answered my 
question. The first question was whether 
it was available in this particular case. 

MR. SPt'AKER ; The statement laid on 
the Table contains that information. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN : While 
answering a question, the Mini.stcr replied 
that this kind of an incident occurs only in 
U. P. and Madhya Pradesh also Recently, 
in the South Central Railways, two inci¬ 
dents of dacoity occurred and a women was 
also murdered. W'hat is the answer of the 
Mini.«tcr to that ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : Iain 
happy that my hon. friend from .south 
claims his right to these things m his region 
also. But these aie stray cases, not or¬ 
ganised dacoities. 

SHRI R. V. BADE : In the sta'ement, 
the Minister says : 

“Close liaison is maintained with 

the Government Railway Police and 

civil police to keep strict 

surveillance.” 

Is it a fret that there is co cooperation 
between the Railway police and the State 
police ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANIMAIYA : That 
was the ca.se some months ago As the 
honourable House is aware, 1 have esta¬ 
blished coordination committees in cveiy 
State consisting of the State police, ti c 
Railway Protection Force and the Govern¬ 
ment Railw-ay Police. The Home .Secretary 
of the State Government.concerned is the 
Chairman. Ihis coordinat on has been well 
established. 


SHRI AMAR NATH CHAWLA : I 
appreciate the information given by the hon. 
Minister as stated in this case. What I 
would like to know is whether, out of these 
7 criminals who have been arrested, any of 
the 6 persons who boarded the train are 
also included in these 7 criminals. Secondly, 

I want to know whether the fire-arms which 
were used and the shots fired were muffled 
and their sound could not be heard by the 
Government Railway Police who .spotted the 
tram, and what was the distance between 
the cariiagc in which the police escort was 
travelling and the carr'ugc which was 
affected. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : If was 
fourth from behind the coach. But I will 
not be able to answer the other question as 
to whether the shots were muffled or not 
because that is the matter to be decided 
through investigation.

SHRIMATI SAVITRI SHYAM : 

Will the Minister of FOREIGN TRADE 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether some employees of 'I I 
Handicrafts and Handloom Exports Coi pi- 
ration of India who were posted abioad 
have resigned from their posts on (he evpity 
of their term of tenure and if so, il.e 
uumber of such cmployee>; 

(b) the reasons given by them fi r 
tendering their re.'-ignations ; and 

(c) the factors weighing with Gove n- 
ment to accept their resignations with) ut 
calling them back to India ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN TER 
MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE (SHIU 
A. C. GFORGE) ; (a) and (c) . A statement 
is laid on the Table of the House. 

Statement 

(a) Yes, Sir. Six employees of the 
Handicrafts and Handlooms Exports Ci r- 
portion of India who W'cre posted abrt ad 
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resigned from service of the Corporation on 
the expiry of their tenure of deputation. 

(b) The employees have resigned mos¬ 
tly on personal grounds. 

(c) Government do not have powers to 
refuse grant of ordinary passpirrt to such 
persons under the passport Act 1967. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORF SHARMA : 
Whatever may be rea.'.ons for their resigna- 
tinos. It looks that these employees have, 
taken advantage of the passport issucil to 
them. In view of thi.s, may I kn<»w whether 
the Government arc con.sidering that 
those employees be called bt-ck and, if so, 
what steps aie being contcniplaied by the 
Government 'o call these employees back 
and, if not, the reasons for not calling these 
employees back ? 

SHRI A. C. GhORGE : In the 
beginning, these emplovccs requested for 
continued slay in the 1,'nitcd States. They 
were asked to return to India immediately 
and they wcic warned that in case they 
faild to return to India in time, thc\ w'lll for¬ 
feit the return ticket for them as well as 
for their families. But in spite of that 
warning, they preferred to remain in the 
United States and tendered their resigna- 
tu)ns. The H.E.C. has no other alternative 
but to accept the resignations. As per the 
existing rules, I am not quite sure whether 
we have any prosision for the icpatnation 
of the.se employees. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SHARMA ; 
Will the Government tell the House the 
nantes of these employees and the respective 
posts held by thcjn ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE ; Yes. The New 
York office of H. E. C.—Shri Ram 
Narayan. Clerk; Shri .1. S. Picmi, Steno¬ 
grapher; Shri U. S. Chopra, Stores Organiser; 
Shri T. K. Anantnarayanan, Organiser and 
Shri Adya Prasad, CJiaufeur-cum-Com- 
modity Assistant. The sixth person :s, 
Shrimati Sarta Sharma, Assistant Manager 
in the Montreal office of H.E.C. 

SHRIMATI SAVITRl SMYAM : The 
hon. Minister has just said that they were 
requested to return to India. Put. Sir, 
may I now what were the terms nd condi¬ 


tions of the appointment ? Were they to 
come back to India on expiry of their 
term ? More over, is it a fact or is it 
within the knowledge of the Government 
that they have joined other foreign ccnccrns 
dealing with trade with India or they have 
started their own business. If it is .so, what 
steps Government propose to take to cJieek 
this tendency ? Those who had gone at the 
expenses of the Government and those who 
had learnt expert!^e at the expenses of the 
Government have to come back. What .steps 
Government propose to take to check this 
tendency ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : I agree with the 
hon. Member (hat these employees 
clearly violated and misused the opportu¬ 
nities given to them, in their terms of 
deputation it was clearly stipulated that, 
on expiry of their term, they were to return 
to India. I may inform the hon. Member that, 
as per our information, they did not start 
their own business and they did not join any 
foreign business. One of them joened the 
permanent Mission of Bhutan in the United 
Slates and the others arc employed in some 
other capacities. I accept ti e suggest.on of the 
hon. Member that, in future, w'e should 
try to pul moie strict conditions and enough 
provision for safeguards. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : I 
should like to know whether these em¬ 
ployees still continue to be Indian nationals 
or they have acquired American citizenship. 
Secondly, why were their resignations 
accepted ? Why were their services not 
terminated ? Why were they not dismissed 
by the Government of India ? 

SHRI A.* C. GEORGE : We have no 
specific information regarding the point 
about nationali'y. The information available 
with us does not say that they have taken 
the United States’ citizenship. 

SHRI ATAI, BIHARI VAJPAYEE; 
What about the latter part of my question ? 
Why were their resignations accepted ? WJiy 
were they not dismissed ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE ; They were in 
the United Stales. (Interruption) I will try 
to implement the measures stipulated in' 
their terms of appointment. Beyond that. 
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as they were in a foreign country, there was 
the impossibility of performance- 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : In view of the 
growing unemployment in the country, what 
is wrong if these people resign and take up 
some other jobs ? I want to know what is 
wrong in this. (Interruption) Any one who 
is employed in Government is free to resign. 
Now if these people have resigned and have 
taken up better employment, what wrong the 
Government see in this V (Interruption) 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEF. : 
They were to come back to India. They 
voilated the terms of contract. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : The utmost 
that Government can do is that they can 
demand the ticket fare. Why should they 
come back to India ? I want to know what 
is the policy of the Government in such 
matters ? Do they propose to call those 
employees back to India and then compel 
them to go back or will they accept their 
resignations to enable them to take up 
belter employntent there ? Interruption) 
There is no question of America. 1 am 
talking in general terms. (Interruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER : You arc a senior 

Member. There should be some limit. 

. (Interruptions) 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : Regarding the 
broader question I will not be in a position 
to answer, but 1 will limit myself to the 
terms of employment and there they have 
voilated the terms of employment. We 
consulted the External Affairs Ministry and 
the External Affairs Ministry was of the 
view that there are not enough grounds for 
repatriation of these employees to India and 
refused the grant of ordinary passports to 
them under the Passports Act of 1947. 

SHRI PiLOO MODY : I would hke to 
know from the Minister, particularly in 
view of his last reply as to what 
was the non-performance of the contract. 
If they had contracted to you to 
perform a particular function for a parti¬ 
cular period of time, if that period has 
expired, where is the non-performance of 
contract ? If any thing .these employees 
have saved you the expense of repatriating 
them. 


SHRI A. C GEORGE : I do main¬ 
tain that they have voilated the terms of 
employment. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
They have to come back. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : You may not 
agree with me that they have violated the 
terms of employment because they were 
deputed and appionted on specific terms 
that on the expiry of the term they have to 
return. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : I didn’t ask 
whether they voilated it or not, I asked as 
to what was the non-performance. I could 
understand if you had sent them for a 
three-year period and if they resign after 
one year, then there is non-performancc- 
But here it is after the expiry of the con¬ 
tracted, period. Ju-t because they do not 
want to come back, you want to penalise 
them ? How many of you would like to 
conte back. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : We view this 
as a mal-practice because such precedents 
may be misused by others also. 

SHRI JYOriRMOY BOSU : I want to 
pul a specific question. Sir.

Increase in Price of Coal 

•445. SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : 
Will the Minister of RAILWAYS be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether the Railways have agreed 
to increased the price of coal ; 

(b) if so, the reasons therefor; and 

(c) how much money Railways will 
have to pay more annually due to the 
increase in pi ice 7 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA) : (a) Yes, 
Sir. 


(b) The increase is meant to compen 
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sate tlie collieries for the rise in the cost of 
production. 

(c) The additional expenditure to the 
Railways is estimated at Rs. 1.6 crores per 
annum approximately. 

SHRI C, K. CHANDllAPPAN ; In 
his answer the Minister has said that the 
Railways are givjng Rs. 1.6 croies to 
compeasate the higher cost of production 
incurred by the colliery-owners. Rut I 
would like to know whether it is a fact or 
not that in the past one or tw'o years the 
collieries have been making enormous profits 
and they are creating an artificial scarLity 
because they complain that ihj wagons are 
not available for transportation of coal I 
don’t know ihen how the Government can 
compensate this by spending Rs. 1.6 crorc. 
from the public exchequer. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTIIAIYA : This 
question was gone into most scientifically 
by the Bureau of Costs and Prices. They 
examined all aspects of the matter including 
the production costs and incluJing dearness 
allowance, that has been incieased, and 
wagon loading. After taking all these factors 
into consideration, they came to the con¬ 
clusion to increase the piice and w’c liave 
accepted more or lcs.s their recommendation. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : I 
Understand that the CJovernnicnt go by 
certain recommendations of the committees, 
but the question is whether it is justifiable 
that Rs. 1.6 croies had been given to 
colliery-owners who were making enormous 
profits duimg the last one or two years. In 
this context, I would like to ask the ques¬ 
tion as to how many of these collieiy-owners 
were private-owners and how much of the 
money had been given to them. 

SHRI K. H.AiNUMANTHAIYA : I 
have not got the figures readily to give the 
share between the private colliery-owners 
and the public collieries. It is true that 
there are publicly owned collieries and 
they have demanded a higher prkc and, 
therefore, it wa.s referred to the Bureau of 
Costs and Prices. 

Subsequently it was exanined by a 
committee of scc.etaries of all the Minis¬ 
tries and finally it was approved by the 


Cabinet. I share the anxiety of the hon. 
Member that we should not pay to either 
the private collieries or public collieries 
any more than their due, but all these 
factors are taken into consideration and it 
is only then that the rate has been 
arrived at. 

SHRI DAMODAR PANDEY : The 
public sector has calculated their cost of 
production. Their cost of production i.s 
higher because they have to pay higher 
wages to their workmen. 1 want to know 
wh-jther the hon. Minister is aware that 
-0% production conics from the public 
sector and 50% production comes from 
(he private sector. The public sector is 
paying higher wages to women whereas (he 
private sector is not implementing the wage 
board award or paying higher wages to 
workmen. Theiefore, will he re.slrict this 
increase only to the public sector and those 
private collieries only who Jiavc imple¬ 
mented wages board awards and paid higher 
w'agcs to workmen ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : That 
point was also considered in the three 
levels. It was ultimately dicidcd that coal 
prices need not be diUcrcnt and need not be 
linked with the scheme of variable dearness 
allow'ance by collieries. The Ministries of 
Railways and Labour should take appro¬ 
priate measures to get wage borad awards 
implemented by collieries. There is a 
separate Act; there is a separate Ministry 
to safcguaid the interest of labour; we 
ate only called upon to pay whatever price 
is fixed. 

SHRI DAMODAR PANDEY : Will the 
Minister advise the Railv\avs not to place 
the order on the collieries who have not 
implemented wage board aw'a rds ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I hope 
the Minister will tell us whether this is a 
fact or not. Previously a decision was 
taken by the Railways not to place railway's 
coal order on thcose collieries which did 
not implement wage board awards If (hat 
IS so, what steps are being taken or have 
been taken to see that orders are p'aced on 
those collieries only who have implemented 
wage board awards ? Secondly, the total 
increase on (his account to the Railways 
is not Rs. 1.6 croies; it is upto Rs. 1.8 crores. 
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SHRl K. HAMUMANTHAIYA ; To 
my knowledge, no such decision was taken 
so for as the Railway Administration goes.So 
far aspayment of wages according to the Act 
is concerned, we will also cooperate, but this 
is primarily the function of the Labour 
Ministry. The cost difference is Rs. 0.2 
crores, it is a matter of opinion. I don’t 
says this figure of Rs. 1.6 crores in the 
exact point. It is only an estimate. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : it has 
come out in the Press. There is a Press 
report that the Cabinet which decided this 
question also discussed how to make im¬ 
plementation of wage board awards by 
those collieries which have still not imple¬ 
mented them. This is a press report. 

MR. SPF.AKER ; He is contradicting 
it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU He is 
escaping the issue. 

SHRI K. HANUM-4NTHA1YA : I am 
helping you much more than you think. 

SHRI THA KIRUTTJNAN : The 
Minister said about various implications 
and loss to the Railways on this account. 
In respect of the Southern Railway, what 
would be the extra expenditure involved on 
this account, in view of the increase of the 
price of coal ? Will this increased amount 
be given by the Railway Board or sub¬ 
sidised ? What is the position ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : I 
have not got the figure separately for each 
Railway for this question. It depends 
upon the supply of coal. I may inform him 
that the Southern zone has taken certain 
steps to reduce the consumption of coal 
within three months and therefor they will 
not come for any trouble on this account. 
So far as the figures regarding consumption 
in each zone arc concerned, they vary. If 
the hon. Member wants the figures, I shall 
furnish him these figures. 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN : May I 
know whether this extra expenditure, if any, 
incurred by the Southern Railway, would 
be met by the Railway Board or by the 
Southern Railway. 


SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA ; The cost 
is not met that way. The total budgetary 
figures will determines all these things. 

SHRI PILOO MODY That will 
increase the railway deficit. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO ; The 
climour of the colliery owners for an 
increase in price has been there for a 
number of years. In 1967-70, when they 
demanded an increase of Rs. 2 per tonne, 
only 85 parse were given to them. Last 
year, there was no increase. During this 
year why should there be an increase ? Why 
should the railways agree to an increase ? 
What is the total off take of coal fiom the 
collieries by the railways ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I would 
have been very happy not to pay increased 
prices. In fact, that was my case also. 
But when there was a claim from the other 
Ministries also which owned the coal mines, 
it naturally went to an impartial authority 
like the Bureau who determines the price. 
So, it has been examined how far and to 
what extent those demands have to be 
conceded. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO : What 
is the total total olT take of coal from the 
callicrics ? 

MR. SPEAKER : He should not 
expect to get answers to so many questions 
at one time. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO : Hf has to 
answer this.

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
ANIJ POWER (DR K. L. RAO): It 
would not be possible in all cases to give 
100 per cent irrigation, but we are trying to 
make it up to SO per cent irrigation. At the 
moment, the irrigation percentage in South 
Bihar is about 2.) per cent. I think our 
object will bo to meet or to try and raise it 
to 50 pet cent. 

The hon. Member has referred to certain 
projects which arc under construction such 
as the Sone High level canal and the 
Chandan reservoir and so on. The only 
drawback there is paucity of resources. But 
I expect that mostly they will be comp'eted 
within the next three or four years. 
Then, five other irrigation projects have 
been piopised bv the State Government 
such as the North Kocl project, and the 
Tiiuiya and Konar river basin project and 
two other projects including the Botanc 
project. These projects are still in the 
stage of preparation and investigation, and 
some of them have been sent. There are 
some intcr-State aspxts to be looked into, 
and when they are cleared, they will also 
be taken up. It is not possible to say when 
these projects will be taken up and com- 
plcicd.

There are 
good possibilities of minor irrigation in tins 
area. That is a subject dealt with by the 
Ministry of Agriculture.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I do not 
have a secretariat that he has, nor do I 
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have any intelligence service. It is up to 
him to find out. I have asked the question 
on the floor of the House on my responsi¬ 
bility. 

Has the hon. Minister seen a press 
report which has been carried by all the 
national newspapcis of today saying that 
the Light Railways aic going to be taken 
over by he West Bengal Government ? 
In that context may I know whether he had 
any discussions with the Chief Minister of 
West Bengal who was in the capital till 
yesterday, if I tin right. If so, what aic 
ilie details of the discussions that you had 
with regard to the taking over of the Light 
Riiilways by the West Bengal Government ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : Here 
my friend is on much firmer giound. The 
hon. Meiiiber knows that the previous 
administration declined to take o\cr this 

lailway line.1 am not making a reflection 

upon his pai ty. 

SHRI JYOlIRMOY HOSIJ ; It was 
the President's Rule. VVhat are you 
talking ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHMYA ; I am 
talking quite right. During the President’s 
Rule the tlicn Governor declined that res¬ 
ponsibility. The discussions that I had 
\esterday with the Chief Minister of West 
Bengal will make iny hon. friend vciy 
happy. The new Cliief Minister is parti¬ 
cular that this line should be restarted. He 
IS examing the position.

•448. SHRI Y. ESWARA REDDY :

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE (SHRI 
A. C. GEORGE) (a) and (b) ; A statement 
is placed on the Table of the House. 


Statement 

The possibilities of expanding India’s 
trade lelations with African countries are 
coiutantly under review. 

2. The steps taken include : partici¬ 
pation in trade fairs and exhibitions, ex¬ 
change of delegations, conclusion of trade 
agieement, encouraging the establishment 
of j tint ventures, coordination with the 
U. N. Economic Com.Ttission for Africa, 
undenaking of special regional studies, etc. 

SHRI Y. EASWARA REDDY : Out 
of nrty-fi\e coun'ries in the African region 
I il-.mk wc have a huge chunk of trade only 
with five or six countries -Egypt. Sudm, 
N'gciii, Tanganiyka, Kenya, etc. And the 
itemes of trade arc mainly traditional items 
li!,e juie manufactures, textile products. 
Because of the cxpmding economies i n the 
Afiicau countries. I think there is scope for 
our export of capital goods and light engi- 
tietiing products. But if we want to export 
tlicse thing, increasingly we have to imp.irt 
aNo Iro.n ihose countries many things Unles.s 
we incicasc our imports, wc cannot increase 
our exports May I know whether the 
Government is considering all th.’sc aspects 
w'lth a view to entering into bilateral agree¬ 
ments on trade and economic co-operation 
with these ci’iintrics ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : lam sorry I 
m.ty have to disagiee with the hon. Member. 
Wc have a list of 44countiics with etch one 
of whom we liav'c trade. Our cxpoits have 
steadily increased during the past three 
years fiom Rs. 72 crorcs in 1968-69 to Rs. 
8S II ciores in l‘i(9-*0. to Rs. 1.19.29 crorcs 
in 1970-71. The figures for Aprii-September 
1971 arc encouraging. 

Regarding the second part of his ques¬ 
tion. in our trade with Africa, wc have an 
adverse balance payments position and wc 
are aradu.illy trying to reduce this situation. 
In 1968-69 imports were Rs. 148.22 crorcs; 
in 1969-70 Rs. 149.44 crorcs and in 1970-71 
Rs. 169-82 crorcs. This year it may cross 
Rs. 150 crores and on an average the 
balance of payments pevsition was adverse to 
us by about Rs, 30 ciorcs. 

So, it is not true that wc are not impor¬ 
ting from lliera. 
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SHRI Y. ESWARA REDDY : In 
Iiow many countries have we got our 
Embassies, and in how many of them are 
there special tiadc staff also ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE ; 1 require 

notice for this specific question. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : The Foreign 
Trade Ministry is in the habit of giving 
figures in absolute terms, and they do not 
speak in terms of percentage w’hich will give 
a real idea. May I know from the Minister 
whether our esports to these 44 countries 
in terms of percentage of the import trade 
of these countries, has increased or not 
increased ? 

SHRI A. C. GLORGr : I gave a 
figure which will speak for itself. In 1970- 
71 the export w-as Rs. 139 crorcs. It is 
easy to calculate the perccniage from that. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : He has not 
understood my question. Take the total 
import of these 44 countries as the basis 
and determine your percentage. We are 
saying that our export has incieased in 
absolute terms, but seeing the over-all export 
of the woild, our percentage has decreased. 
It is in that light I want to find out from 
whether in percentage also there is similar 
increase. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE These figures 
I do not have right now. 

DR. RANEN SEN : Encouragement of 
establishment of joint ventures has also 
been included in the statement. May I 
know how many joint ventures our Govern¬ 
ment has with those African countries, how 
many joint ventures with pr vate capital 
existing in India which arc monopolies, and 
whether the establishment of joint ventures 
includes those empires biolt up in Afiica by 
Indian monopoly capital with the help of 
the Government of India. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : We have 
sanctioned and approved 52 joint ventures 
in the African countries. Out of this, 15 
are already in production. Another 15, for 
one reason or other, have been abandoned. 
The rest of them are in various stages of 
implementation. We dc • not have State 
joint ventures with African countries. 


DR. RANEN SEN : My third po nt 
has not been answered. I wanted to know 
whether in this category of encouraging 'he 
estab i.shment of joint ventures, Indian 
monopolies doing business there and estab¬ 
lishing factories and mills, are included 
or noi. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : These joint 
ventures, since they are in foieign countries, 
arc governed by the laws of those countiies, 
and we see to it that our image is not 
spoiled by exploitation by the induitrial sts 
there. 

DR. RANEN SEN ; The ans'>'er has no 
relation no question. I wan ed to know 
the facts, and he is going inio the policy. 

MR. SPEAKER : You may give a 

separate notice, or you can draw your own 
conclusion. 

Steps to Increase Exports to East European 
Countries 

*449. SHRI H. N. MUKER.IEE : Will 
the Minister of FOREIGN TRADl be 
pleased to state ; 

(a) whether there is wide scope for 
expanding India’s Exports to the East 
Euiopean Countries ; and 

(b) if so, whether steps arc being 
taken to fully utilise the potsibilitics expan¬ 
ding cxjwrts to these countiies ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE (SHRI 
A. C. r.E(iRGE) : (a) and (b). A slate- 
ment is laid on the Tabic of the House. 

Statement 

(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) Government has under constant 
review the various possibilities of expanding 
exports to the East European countiies. 
Among the steps taken to iitibse the poten¬ 
tial of expanding exports to East European 
countries are annual bilateral trade nego¬ 
tiations with these countries, namely 
Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, German Demo- 
ciatic Republic, Hungary, Poland, Rumania, 
U. S. S. R. and Yugoslavia, for bringing 
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about rapid expansion as well as a progres¬ 
sive diversification in India’s exports of wide 
variety of goodi. Indian lirins/Pub.'ic Sector 
Organisations and Export Promotion 
Councils are encouraged to participate in 
fairs/exhibitions held in the>e countries from 
time to time. Salcs-cum-study teams and 
market surveys have been arranged to study 
export prospects in these countiies. Pur¬ 
chase delegations from those countries are 
given facilities to visit the vatious maniifac 
turing centres in our country connected with 
exports to those countries. 

SHRI n. N. MUKKRJEE : In \icw of 
the growth rate of our exports being rather 
sluggish, as Mr Salw suggested just now, 
— it was about 4 percent in 1971-72 as 
against the world average of 8 per cent in 
recent years—may I know if any calculation 
has been made about our reaching a 10 per 
cent growth rate target, wh ch is not loo 
ambitious, ecptHrially when the Minister says 
in his reply to part (a) of the question that 
the scope for expansion of Indian exports 
to the socialist coun'iies is veiy wide ? 

SHRI A. C. Cil-ORGF. : India’s exoort 
to East European countiies has increased 
during the past decade by .>(S3 per cent. 
Our cxpoits at the global level have increa¬ 
sed by 46.5 per cent. In absolute terms, 
the contribution of the East European 
countries was 7.5 vier cent in ] .>rO-6J. In 
1968-69 it was 19.61 per cent and now it is 
23.7 per cent. 

SHRI H. N. MEKHERJhH ; What 
prc'gress has been made towards the 10 per 
cent increase ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : Wc have not 
reached the 10 per cent target. We have 
only reached 8 per cent. 

SHRI H. N. MUKHERJEE ; May I 
know if any progress, and if so, what, has 
been made with the idea mooted as early as 
1964 at the UNCTAD that tlic socialist 
countries were ready to cooperate by way 
of long-term agreements and contracts and 
coordination “development plans, exchange 
of technical know-how and all that sort of 
thing ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE ; It is a welcome 
idea and we are still pusuing it. It is in 
various stages of iniplemenration. 


SHRI PI LOO MODY : May I know 
whether it is true that the Ministry of Fore¬ 
ign Trade has taken some steps in the recent 
past towards drastically reducing our trade 
with the East European countries ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : It is not the 
policy of the Government of India to reduce 
our trade with the socialist countries. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN : May 
I know whether the minister is aware of the 
fact that some ollkials of his Ministry in 
collusion with some olficials of the Ministry 
of Finance are tiying to sabotage our exports 
to East European countries and whether in 
the name of switch deal a number of raids 
have been conducted and they are deliberately 
trying to reduce the volume of our trade 
with East European countries ? 

MR. SPEAKER : It is your own sug¬ 
gestion. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : To what extent 
is the switch trade cutting at the root of 
exports ? That is the question. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE ; I deny that 
there is any collusion on the part of officials 
to sabotage the policy of the Government. 
Regarding tlie term “switch deal’’ used by 
the hon. Member — I do not contribute to 
that term—I do not think the .so-called 
switch deal is cutting at the root of our 
exports. 

Distribution of Power to difFe'cnt 
States from KalPakkam Atomic 
Power Plant 

*450. SHRI VAYALAR RAVI ; Will 
the Minister of IRRIGATION AND POWER 
be pleased to stale : 

(a) whether an agreement has been 
reached between the Central Government 
and Tamil Nadu Government regarding the 
distribution of power amongst the different 
States from the Kalpakkam Atomic Power 
Plant, when it is compleUd; 

(b) if so, the salient features thereof; 
and 

(c) what will be the share of Kerala 
under this agreement and its cost per unit ? 
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THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF IRRIGATION AND 
POWER (SHRI fl. N. KUREEL) : (a) to 
(c). A statement is laid on the Table of the 
House. 

Statement 

(a) and (b). No formal agreement has 
been entered into in regard to .sharing of 
power from Kaipakkam Atomic Power 
Station between the Central Government and 
Tamil Nadu. 

(c) The quantum of supply of power 
from the Kaipakkam Atomic Power Plant to 
Keiala as well as the other States in the 
region will be worked out according to the 
needs of these States by the time the pow'er 
station is ready. The cost per unit will also 
have to be worked out on the basis of the 
actuals. 

SHRI VAYALAK RAVI : When do 
you expect to commission this plant ? May 
1 know whether the Government has had any 
preliminary discussion with the Government 
of Tamil Nadu and other State Governments 
which may be benefited by this plant ? If 
so, may I know what arc the proposals made 
by the Government of India and what is the 
reaction of those State Governments. 

THE MINISTER OI^ IRRIGETION & 
POWER (DR. K. L. RAO) ; The project 
is expected to be commissioned in the first 
or the second year of the next Five Year 
Plan, I. e. by 197.5-76. There was some 
disciisiion with Tamil Nadu Government. 
No discussion .was held w-ith other State 
Government. The prtibicm of sharing this 
Kaipakkam power is yet to be settled. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI : Considering 
the high cost of pow'cr generated by this 
plant, do the Government of India propose 
to consider given more hnanciui aid to 
Kerala to produce cheaper power ? 

DR. K. L. RAO : If Kerala wants some 
more power it can be shared, but 1 do not 
know how giving financial aid arises out of 
this. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN : Is it 
not a fact that there was preliminary dis¬ 
cussion between the Tamil Nadu Government 


and Kerala Government, where the minister 
was also present, with regard to sharing of 
power from Kaipakkam ? During the dis¬ 
cussion, is it not a fact that Temil Nadu 
Government offered to supply power to 
Kerala from the hydel projects provided the 
Kerala Government supplies water, which is 
unnecessarily flowing into the Arubion Sea, 
for the purpose of irrigation in Tamil 
Nadu? 

DR. K. L. RAO : Regarding the first 
question, there was no discussion about the 
Kaipakkam power. Earlier it was thought 
that Kaipakkam power will be ready in the 
last plan, but it has been gicatly dchived. 
Therefore, that question has to be considered 
afresh. With regard to the other question, 
tlie exchange of water for power, I do not 
think it can be so easily disposed of in the 
question hour like this. 

SHRI M. S. SANJEEVI RAO : It is 
stated that the power generated in the first 
phase of tlie Kaipakkam nuclear power 
station is required entirely for Tamil Nadu. 
Since this project is being financed entirely 
by the Central Government, will they see to 
it tliat a part of the power goes to Andhra 
Pradesh, which is actually suffering from 
shortage of power ? 

DR. K. L. RAO At the time when 
this project was sanctioned it was expected 
to be commissioned much earlier. At that 
time there was some discussion between the 
Atomic Energy Department and the Tamil 
Nadu Government that most of the power 
generated w'ould be given to Tamil Nadu. 
But in view of the changed conditions, and 
the fact that this project has been greatly 
delayed, we have got to discuss and find out 
to what extent power has got lo be shared 
between the four States of the region, 
namely, Kerala, Andhra Pradesh, Tamil 
Nadu and Mysore. This has to be done. 
Of course, Andhra w'ill have some share, as 
also Kerala and Mysore. To what extent 
the share would be is yet to be finalised. 

SHRI P. A. SAMINATHAN : Sir. I 
crave your indulgence. The hon. Minister 
has not answered my questien. which is a 
very important one, which concerns the 
States of Tamilnadu and keraia . I have 
asked whalher it is a fact that any discuss¬ 
ion took place in the presence of the Minis- 
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ter between the Kerala and Tamilnadu 
governments adout exchange of power for 
water. 1 want an answer to this question. 

SHRI M. RAMGOPAL REDDY : The 
next question about the export of mangoes 
and bananas is very important. 

MR. SPEAKER : All right ; 1 am going 
to that question. 

SHRI G. C. DIXIT : He is not seen 
here. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Sir, he is in the 
library. He has auihorised me to a.sl%. the 
question. 

MR. SPEAKER : you have quietly 
accepted the authoiisation ? 1 do not 

authorise you ask the question.

The joint Export Quota for 
India and Ceylon for tea exports during the 
15 months period ending March, 1972 is 506 
thousand tonnes, While the intention is that 
the Joint Export Quota is to be shared more 
or less on 50 : 50 basis by the two countries, 
the short fall in the exports of one country 
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could be taken advantage of by the other 
country so as to keep the total tea exports 
from both the countries within the Joint 
f xport Quota. 

Construction of Embankment from 
Baxar to Koilwar

Out of 205 claims received 
by the Ad-hoc Claims Commissioner, under 
the Indian Railways Act, 1890, 34 were 
rejected and awards were passed 
in KS cases. Out of these 168 cases, 
Rs. 4,33,183.75 were paid to satisfy 143 
awards. Regarding the remaining 25, in 22 
cases, writ petitions ha\c been filed in the 
High Court of Orissa against the awards, in 
2 cases review petitions have been filed and 
in one, the payment is awaiting vcrfication 
of apportioiimont of award. Writ petitions 
have also been filed in connection with 8 
out of the 143 cases where payment has been 
made, to secure a refund tc) the extent of 
Rs. 32,PCO/-. The writ petitions have been 
accepted. 

A further sum of Rs. 26,000/- was paid 
as compensation uader Workmens’ Com¬ 
pensation Act, to the dependents of three 
railway employees out of a total of six 
employees killed in the accident, compensa¬ 
tion in respect of three others being 
inadmissible under this Act. 

Besides the above total amount of 
Rs. 4,59,183.75 paid as compensation, ex- 
gratia payment of Rs. 27.705/- was also 
made to the victims dependents of the 
victims.

Statement 

On 27-9-71 at about 13.03 hrs. while the 
shunting of wagons was going on at 
Kusunda Railway Yard, the Eastern side 
level crossing gate of Kusunda Yard was 
clo.sed for vehicular traffic. At that time 
one car No. BRW 68631 in the occupation 
of Shri Parmeshwar Agrawal, proprietor of 
West Godhar Colliery, Kusunda with his 
family came there and they demanded the 
level crossing gate to be opened at once for 
the said car to pass. The gate-man on duty 
showed his inability to open the gate as the 
shunting was still going on, and this resulted 
in a altercation between the gateman and 
Shri Agrawal. who felt insulted and enrared 
on the reply of the gateman. Suddenly Shri 
Agrawal went to the Colliery and brought 
about 50 persons armed with lathis, spears, 
iron rods etc., and started assaulting the 
railway employees on duty. On getting this 
information the RPF armed wing party 
posted at Kusuiida and the local RPF stall’ 
rushed to save the Railway employees when 
the assailants fled away. 

The Divisional Supciintendent, Dy. 
Divisional Superintendent, Divisional Ope¬ 
rating Superintendent, Dhanbad accompanied 
by Superintendent of Police Dhanbad and 
other Pol ce authorities visited the spot. On 
being assured by the authorities that appro¬ 
priate action will be taken against the 
persons who were at fault, the work was 
resumed by the Railway employees. 

'I’he local police have registered a case 
which is under investigation.

(iv) An Expert Committee has been 
constituted by the Central Silk 
Board to review the progress made 
in the dcvciopmmt of non-mul¬ 
berry silk industry in the country 
and to suggest measures for 
furtlier development. 

(v) The production of tasar silk rose 
from 2‘52 lakh kg. in 1969 to 3‘53 
lakh kg. in 1970. 

(6) Steps to increase the export of tasar 
silk goods: 

(i) Import replenishment scheme for 
natural silk goods has been stream¬ 
lined. 

(ii) Caslt assistance at 10% of the f.o.b. 
value w'as permissible against ex¬ 
ports of natural silk products con¬ 
taining 100% tasar silk from 1st 
March, 1971 to 31st December, 
1971. From 1.1.72 this cash 
assistance has been extended to 
mulbcrry-tasar blended or mixed 
products also. 

With these measures the declining trend 
in tasar silk exports has been arrested. The 
exports rose from Rs. 1*20 crores in 1970- 
71 to Rs. r30 crores in 1971-72. 

Quick withdrawal of Wagons and 
their Movement

brasses, track fittings etc., or dislocations in 
traflic due to Bundhs etc. Of late a large 
nunibc'' of wagons are also tett og left 
behind in the colliery sidings in Bengal & 
Bihar fields due to the collieries' inability to 
complete loading within the permissible free 
time. During the months of January, Feb¬ 
ruary and March ‘72, 8840, 9729 and 11568 
wagons respectively in terms of four-wheel¬ 
ers were detained for completion of loa¬ 
ding leyond the permissible free time. 
Detention to these wagons also caused 
detention to other wagon', served by the 
same pilot. 

(c) A daily watich is maintained at 
various levels on the supply rf empty 
wagons and clearance of loaded vagons 
from colliery sidings by the cia! pilots. 
All efforts are also being made to check the 
incidence of thefts etc. in the sidii gs. Co¬ 
operation ot Colliry Mrnagenents is 
also sought to eradicate the evil of thef s 
in the sidings and to ensure loading of 
wagons within the permissible free time.

(b) and (c). The fi -t phase of the 
Salal Hydro Electric Project comprises 
installation of three generating un'ts of 
90,115 MW each. The first un t is seJ cduled, 
for commi.ssioning in September, 1977 
followed by the remaining two units at an 
interval of six months each. 

The second phases comprises the in¬ 
stallation of et'ditional three generating 
un’ts of 90,'II5MW each and will be taken up 
after completion of up stream de\elopmcnts 
on the Chenab River.

Efforts to boost export of engineering 
goods are directed to all the foreign countries 
including Asian Countries. 

Some of the more important measures 
taken to promote exports of engineering 
goods are : 

I. Registered exporters are allowed 
importe of raw materials reqiii.cd 
for export production, supplies of 
steel and aluminium arc allowed on 
priority basis ai. leash compensatory 
.support is allvwed on selected 
commodities. 


2. Under a scheme of assistance from 
Marketing Development Fund 
ffnancial assistance is provided to 
recognised Export Houses for pro¬ 
motional activities like conduct of 
market surveys, publicity, parti¬ 
cipation in Exhibitions artd fairs 
etc, 

3. Draw back of Customs and Central 
Excise duties as also conces,iortal 
railway freight is allowed on a 
number of export products. 

4. A scheme cf registration of contracts 
insulates registered exporters against 
disadvantageous changes in the 
pattern of assistance subsequent to 
their dates of contracts 

5. A wholly owned subsidiary of State 
Trading Corporation has been set up 
to specialise in exports of large 
ventures and turn-key projects by 
parpiicipating in global tenders in 
the held of railway rolling stock 
and equipment, public utilities and 
complete industrial plants and 
projects. 

In addition to the above, following arc 
some of the continuing steps taken by the 
Engineering Export Promotion Council : 

(i) Maintains Foreign Offices abroad. 
(Foreign Offices at Beirut and 
Singapore look after Asian ntarkets). 

(ii) Sends out Trade Delegations, Sales 
and Study Teams. (Asian delegation 
has recently visited Indonesia, 
Malaysia and Thailand).

(b) Recognition cf sectional/category- 
wise unions will lead to multiplicity and 
consequent fragmentation of Trade Unions 
on Railways. 

(c) Recognition had been given to 
Associations of Class II Officers on zonal 
Railways even earlier than 1971; in 1971 the 
Indian Railways Class II Officers Federation 
to which these Zonal Associations are 
affiliated, was given recognition. 

(d) The term categorywise Unions/ 
Associations of railway employees vide part 
(a) of the question, denote separate groups 
of employees based on the category to which 
they belong, e. g. Station Masters, Guards, 
Drivers, etc. In the case of gazetted Officers 
also, no separate categorywisc associations 
arc recognised. The Associations of Class 
II Officers that have been recognised, arc 
not formed calegoiywise, such as ol Engi¬ 
neering Officers. Transportation Officers, but 
are composite associations of Class 11 
Officers c f all Departments on the Railways 
the recognition given to these Associations 
is on the same lines as extended to compo¬ 
site Unions of Class III and IV Railway 
employees.

Loss of Power in Transmission and 
Distribution

(c). The transmission, tramsfoimation end 
distribution losses in the country in 1958-69 
as'.ctiscd at 18% of the available energy for 
consumption showed a decreasing trend in 
1969-70 when the pe centage was 16.8 only. 
The losses we e higher than the all-India, 
ave age in tlic States of Andhra Pradesh 
BUiar, Haryana, Jammu & Kishmir, Mysore 
Nagaland, Punjab, Rajasthan, Tamil, Nadu, 
Uttar Pradesh, Himachal Pradesh, Manipur 
and Tripura. A certain measure of so- 
called losses is inherent in electrical power 
transmission as some energy is consumed in 
the process of transmission of the power. 
The higher losses are due io overloading of 
existing transmission and distribution system 
as they are not adequate to carry the large 
loads that arc building up in the country in 
distant areas. The absence of adequate 
high voltage lines in many Stales has also 
led to laric power being transmitted over 
long distances at lower voltages and this has 
increased the transmission loss. Pilferage 
of energy is also to some extent contributing 
to higher losses. Additional high voltage 
transmission lines arc being undertaken in 
the Fourth Plan itself and systematic efforts 
are being made to reduce the losses in the 
different States. The integrated operation 
of State power sytems on regional basis will 
also assist In reducing the transmission and 
distribution losses. Vigilance organisations 
have been set up in some States to detect 
and enquire into cases of pilferage of energy. 

Power Generation Schemes 

3202, SHRI S. R. DAMANI: Will the 
Minister of IRRIGATION AND POWER 
be pleased to state : 

(a) the power generation schemes which 
have fallen behind schedule in the Fourth 
Plan and the reasons therefor; 
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(b) whether any projections liave been 
made for power requirements t’uring the next 
two Plan periods and if so, their details;

million kw are likely to fall behind their 
schedule of commissioning and spill over 
beyond the Fourth Plan mainly on account 
of the delay in the receipt of plant and 
equipment and to a certain extent due to 
slow progress of civil works. 

(b) The Ministry of Irrigation and 
Power have assessed the requirement of an 
installed generating capacity at about 42 
m'llion kw at the end of the Fifth Plan 
(1976-77) and 52 million kw by the end of 
the Decade 1980-81. The additional gene¬ 
rating capacity of 21.8 million kw comprises 
6.7 million kw from continuing schemes and 
15.1 million kw from new schemes. Of the 
total additional capacity of 21.8 million kw, 
8‘6 million kw will be from hydro, 11.8 
million kw from Thermal and 1.4 million kw 
from nuclear plants. 

The Decade Plan (1971-81) has been 
drawn up on a regional basis and an attempt 
has been made therein to achie^-e balance 
between different sources of energy for 
maximum reliability and economy. The 
Plan also seeks to remove regional imbala¬ 
nces. I'he power generation schemes liave 
been identified and new technical features 
such as pumped storage electric plants etc. 
have been included. 

While detailed proposals for power deve¬ 
lopment during the five year period 1972-77 
have been drawn up, such proposals for the 
remaining period of the decade plan as well 
as for the last three years (1981-84) of the 
Sixth Plan remains to be done. 

(c) A final shape has yet to be given 
by Governmenment to the Fifth Plan propo¬ 
sals for power development.

The number of 
indents registered by traders vicre also 
highly inflated as the Railways a'lowcd free 
registration of indents without any ceil.ng. 
With the improvement in law and order 
position a d reduction of the tempo of 
various special moves, all-out efforts arc 
being made to increase tl;e movement of 
goods to Assam. For example, 3454 B.G. 
and 2105 M. G. wagons of fcodgrains; 1812 
B.G. and 779 M. G. wagons of cement; 
520 B. G. and 647 M. G. wagons of salt 
and 2038 M.G. wagons cf sugar were trans¬ 
ported to Assam region during the period 
January’ 72 to 10th April *72,,

In the 
Slate Plan an ontlay of Rs. 14 crores has 
been provided for the electrification of 
35000 piimpscts. With the assistance of the 
Rural Electrification Corporation which has 
been set up in the Central Sector since July,

electrified in Rajasthan would be 22,000 and 
number of pump-sets electrified 69,000 at the 
end of the Fourth Plan.

QUESTION OF PRIVILFGE 

Reported Statement of Govern men r 
Counsel before Takru Commission 
Regarding 66th Report of 
Committee on Public 
Undertakings 

SHRl INDRAJIT GUPTA (Aliporc) : 
Sir. may 1 seek your guid.incc regarding the 
question of privilege which f h'.'d raised 
about ten days ago in this House regarding 
certain remarks reported to have been made 
on behalf of tlic Petroleum Ministry by the 
Petroleum Ministry’s counsel appearing 
before the Pipelines Inquiry Commission ? 
You had promised to look into this matter 
and give it your consideration. 1 think, 
it should not be left pending for '.o long. 
One way or the other we should know how 
you have decided the matter. It was not 
my intentic;’ nor do I think that any other 
Member has the intention of wanting that 
there should be a confrontation between this 
House and any legal counsel, but (he point 
is that the Petroleum Minister on that 
occasion said here—it is on record—that if 
the counsel had actually used any language 
of that kind, it would be a matter of set ious 
concern. But he took the view that they 
had not said any such thing, He denied 
that. The Minister did not take the view 
that it was within the rights or the rules of 
advocacy for.the counsel to argue the way 
he is supposed to have done. He simply 
denied it. We had submitted to you that 
this matter might be verified or sent to the 
Committee of Privileges to find out the facts 
so that they could go into it. We do not 


know exactly hoV the mitter stands now 
and how you propose to deal with it. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond- 
Harbour) : I had also written to you three 
or four days ago enquiring as to what had 
happened to the privilege motion that was 
raised on the floor of this House. We 
appreciate tlrat you have the Commission, 
on the one band, the press, on the other, 
and the advocates, on the third ; but since 
the advocate with whom we may take it liad 
fctcd on clear instructions of the Ministry 
and had cast reflection on this august 
House, it is a very serious matter. I would 
suggest once again that you kindly entrust 
this job to the Privileges Committee who 
could sit in judgment, find out the truth 
and take necessary steps, instead of delaying 
it any further. 

SHRl INDRMIT GUPT\ : Our com¬ 
plaint is not ag iinsl the counsel but against 
the Ministry which briefed the counsel and 
the altitude of the Ministry towards the 
Public Undertakings Committee. 

SHRl ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior) : We do recognise that counsels 
do have certain p ivileges, but the Com¬ 
mittee of Privileges have to find out whether 
what was staled before the Commission 
w'as cniTcct or not and whether the hon. 
Mmi.>icr was rightly briefed by the counsel 
or not. 

' MR. SPE\KHR : Thank you very 
much for giving a few useful suggestions. 
On the day thi -. imltc.- first came before 
this House I mide the position clears that 
the infonua'ion, both from the press corres¬ 
pondent or the ne vs agency concerned and 
also from the Commission, should be 
before the Speaker bcfoi’e I was able to give 
a ruling. In between I have been meeting 
Members who brought up this privilege 
motion. Even this morning I met a few 
hon. Members who have raised this issue 
again today. 

I have received the information from the 
news agency correspondent concerned, in 
which he says that the information published 
was correct ; he Jiad just reproduced the 
proceedings in the Commission. I asked 
the Minister concerned. Of course, besides 
the information he gave to us, he said that 
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[Mr Speaker] 

Ihc advocates deny it. So, I expjcssly told 
him to get this information from the Chair¬ 
man of the Commission. The Commission 
has informed us that they do not keep 
detailed regular records or leports of the 
proceedings. 

SHRI ATAL BTHARI VAJPAYEE It 
is very strange. 

MR. SPEAKER : It is not always that 
verbatim records aie kept. You know the 
w'orking of commissions. Verbatim records 
arc seldom kept except by courts. 

1 ha\’C been very seriously considering 
the matter. This is a unique case in which 
three important parts of society are con¬ 
cerned—ourscNci tJtat is, this House—we 
claim certain freedoms and al«o privileges— 
the press—they too claim certain freedoms 
and privileges—and the legal profession. 

1 happen to belong to all the three. I 
have been a journalist ; T have been an 
advocate and also a Member, and, now. 
Speaker giving the ruling. 

T have been seriouly thinking over it. 
The Minister said that the advocates did not 
say what they are alleged to have said. E\en 
if he had just said, he did say it, we W'crc 
bound to review the matter in its proper 
perspective. The field of advocacy is very, 
wide with a lot of lat tude and freedom. 
Even w'hen we go in appeal from a lower 
court to a High Court or from a Higli Court 
to the Supreme Court, we say, the judge¬ 
ment is irroneous, fallacious, and very often, 
we say the judgement is perversc.ln, respect of 
theselaw courts against whom an appeal goes 
to higher courts, they have their own privi¬ 
leges and protections also. The field of 
advocacy is so wide that they too have full 
protection. 

So, I think, considering all these vari¬ 
ous aspects of the question, the best 
thing is that the Privileges Committee should 
examine all these issues, not with a set view 
that w’C have to distu.b the ficedoms and 
privileges claimed by all these three parts 
but with a view to finding out facts. It is 
not essential that they {must give their 
findings. They can consult the Speaker 


also, if they think that 1 can be helpful to 
them—of course, I do not bind them by 
saying this— and they can examine various 
aspects of the matter as they think proper. 

The Minister said that the advocates 
had not said it. Even if they had said it 
they were advocates—it is tf.e profession of 
advocates to interprele before a court or a 
commission. Of couise they act with free¬ 
dom in the field cf their own profession. 

1 t.l'ink, the Committee will keep this in 
view and not encroach upon the liberties 
which their profession claims. So. I 
entrust it to the Privileges Committee for 
examination. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai) : Sir, after your ob.servations 
we find ovcrselvcs completely at sea as to 
what is lo be examined by the Privileges 
Committee. 

MR. SPEAKER : It is not a ruling. 
The matter is for examination by the Com¬ 
mittee. This is what we discussed together 
and I have put it before the House. The 
matter is referred to the Privileges Com¬ 
mittee.

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : I was 
attempting to make an appeal to the hon. 
Minister that, in preparing the Report, full 
information with respect to the working of 
the Department be given. I am compelled 
to say this because, in comparison, between 
the Report for 19.’0-71 and the Report for 
1971-72, the information given in the Report 
for 1971-72 is rather too scrappy. There is 
nothing in this Report whereas the Report 
for 1970-71 is a very impressive document. 
1 would, therefore, suggest that, from next 


•Moved with the recommendation of the President. 
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year, for preparation of Reports, they 
should revert back to the pattern of 1970- 
71 with all. those graphs, charts and com¬ 
parative statements. Nothing is coming 
out of this Report for 1971-72. It is very 
difficult to examine or evaluate the working 
of the Department on the basis of this 
document. 

I do really want to compliment the hon. 
Minister on the youthful, dynamic, positive 
and assertive element that he has injected 
info the working of this Department, 
becau.se it is a refreshing thing to sec that, 
from the all time low in 1968-69, we have 
moved up to breaking even in the next year. 
And there is a steep rise in the matter of 
financial results in the Posts and Telegraphs 
Department. We are moving up as per the 
statements given to us In 1970-71, there 
was a profit ofRs. 21 crores. In 1971-72 
the profit was Rs. 35 crores and Ihe antici¬ 
pated profit for 1972-73 is Rs. 45 crores. 
Of course, the working of the Telegraphs 
Department shows a depressing picture and 
the Postal Department has not broken even. 
But what really mailers is the overall profits. 
There arc certain sectors, 1 do understand 
which will have to work on loss if you have 
to expand their activities in rural areas. 

Now the tele-commun.'cation is offering 
a challenge to this Departme.nt and to the 
entire nation. With the busine.ss activities 
proceeding and the tempo of activities 
coming up, it is only natural that we swi'ch 
over from the traditional pattern of com¬ 
munication to the tele-communication system 
for all our needs. It appears that the De¬ 
partment has started to face the challenge 
offered. But still there is a heavy backlog 
of waiting list to the extent of 3] lakhs of 
subscribers seeking connection. It has not 
been able to give. They are now trying to 
put up factories. Two factories have alraady 
come up in Allahabad, Naini. One factory 
is to come. The Minister hopes that, by 
1972-73, the switch factory will be coming 
up. He has not said where it is going to 
come up. This is a very important point. 
When the public sector starts ihcir factories, 
two things have got to be kept in view. 
What is the purpose to be served ? That 
is utility. No. 2 whethst; by establishing 
a particular factory a particular need or 


a particular requirement of the nation 
can also be met. I say this to back 
up my suggestion that when he locates 
the factory, tliat area in India which 
has got the heaviest unemployment, educated 
unemployment may be taken into considera¬ 
tion. This factory which is coming up, I 
understand, has an employment potential of 
5000-6000 persons and the employment is of 
technical persons even at the bench level. 
Kerala, if I may be permit'e! to say so, 
does satisfy this requirement. T.here is an 
explosive situation in that State. Our Engi¬ 
neering Colleges and Ills arc turning out 
thousands of qualified technical personnel. 
People are w'aitmg for employment. If they 
are not absorbed somewhere, an explosive 
situation will a rise. Without exaggerating 
the full implication of the word, I may say 
real explosion is right on the border and 
this factory, if it can be located there, can 
take the entire people and a major problem 
can bj solved. 

Now, he says that whenever a factory a 
located somewhere, the higher personnel 
alone can be taken on all-India recruitment 
basis and in Ihe lower cadres only the people 
of the area will get preference. So these 
unemployed graduates may not get employ¬ 
ment elsewhere. So, I would appeal to Mr 
Bahuguna who knows tlie problems of that 
State very well to take into consideration 
this aspect of the matter. Power is in plenty. 
Water we have. Land we can give. Labour 
tJierc is and efficient labour there is. Well- 
qualified people there arc and a problem can 
be solved. You had appointed a commtilcc 
and tl cy have examined three places and 
tme of the places they examined was Kerala. 
Three States they have examined. 

The P & T Department have established 
factories in different areas. All major States 
have got one factory each and UP has two. 
My compiiriicnts to UP. I have nothing 
against UP. But we have got everything 
except this political leverage. Political 
leverage we do not have, but the small 
Slates’ claims also have to be taken into 
account. Wken you Locate the factory in 
1972-73 kindly lake into consideration with 
due weight the claim of Kerala for the pur¬ 
pose of locating this factory. This is all 1 
have got to say about that. 

Another aspect I want to mention. That 
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is about the claim of the postal employees. 
A complete picture of the postal employees 
we don’t have before us. We don’t have 
their salary picture either. We arc told that 
in 1970-71 Rs. 150 crores liave been given as 
salary. With respect to 1971-72 it has given 
nothing. There is no break-up before us, 
break-up of the Extra-departmental section 
and the Departmental section, as to hrw 
much the Extra-departmental section got 
and how much the departmental section ^ave 
got and how much work-load the extra¬ 
departmental section carried and Ijow much 
work-load the departmental section carried. 
This picture is absolutely necessary and the 
Minister also owes to this House to p’pcc 
the entire picture before the House because 
that is not a small section. 1 understand 
the Departmental Post-offices number 78,293 
and the experimental post cffices number 
30,000 whcicas the extra-departmental post 
cffice.s number 71,000. That is a'most equal 
to the depaitmental post offices. Ti e staff 
cf the departmental post offices is 1,74,000 
and cxtia-departmental post cffices staff is 
near about 2 lakhs. WJicn you say iJtat the 
loss in ibe Postal Department is only to the 
extent of Rs. 0.8 crores, it remains to be 
seen whether t^c^c cx'ra-departmental people 
aie given f-eir legitimate due and w.t ether 
this huge profit you will be able to make. 
P.olil is a .secondaiy matter. The q'cstion 
is whether we are doing justice by thim. A 
one-man commission was appointed. I 
understand that its repoit l as been sub¬ 
mitted. You ha\c to examine its recom¬ 
mendations and implement them. I under¬ 
stand that these people were given only an 
increase of Rs. 3 in dearness allowance where¬ 
as the departmental persen. were given a 
higher increase. When you pay a higher 
DA to one section and nearly half of the 
entire postal establishment is denied that 
higher DA, it is seething with divconteiit 
and there it is a problem for you, it is a 
problem for this House and it is a pre blem 
for this nation. We should take into con¬ 
sideration all those points; the preb'em 
should be tackled completely. I \Acu'd like 
to say : For Heaven’s sake’ please give us a 
complete picture and comparative statement 
of all these things so that we can make some 
' 'ntelligcnt evaluation of the situation and 
suggest remedies if any such thing is 
possible. 

1 now come to industrial relations in 


this department. Much of the success of the 
department is ba.sed upon the efficiency and 
quality of service of the department which 
they are rendering and (he quality of the 
service is also interlinked with industrial 
relations and trade union pattern In this orga¬ 
nisation. We have got two unions, the NFPTE 
and the Federation of Po'^t and Telegraph 
organisations. The first one was re-recognised 
but now recognition has been granted. T 
don’t want to go into the details I don’t 
want to go into discriminatory treatment 
being meted out. Tie NF.PTE is permitted 
to have a leader from the outside. The 
Federation of Post and Telegraph organisa¬ 
tion is not permitted to take a leader fiom 
outside, although both arc being granted 
recognition and all that. This is one point 
which I want to mention. Every just demand 
has to be conceded to the extent that it is 
possible. Industrial relations have got to be 
maintained. As a trade unionist myself, I 
want that in a public sector like this, disci¬ 
pline should be maintained. The quality of 
service must be improved. The public are 
not having a good p clure or a good impres¬ 
sion about it and that wrong imprc'sion 
has got to be coriceted. It is the duty of 
the chief of every circle to see that proper 
service is got out of the emp'oyees in any 
area. 

I found to my siiiprise that wlerescr 
any agitation or drmonstration is to be 
launched, tJic post office gets bedecked with 
paity fiigs, with all sorts of banners and 
post cffices get a converted into regular 
parly ( ffices. As a trade unionist myself I 
have condictej agitatiors etc. but I lave 
never allcwcd the factory to be converted 
into a trade union c ffice or a party effice. 
This is what is happening in post office after 
post effice, in fny area. They get bedecked 
w'ith pariy flags. The post (ffice itself puts 
up |l-.e appcaiance of being ec'nverteci into a 
party effice. l do not know wl ether this is 
the policy of the Department or whether 
it only show the spinc'cssncss of t' e Depart¬ 
ment. If this is allowed, many unions will 
embark upon such an act and this will go 
on multiplying and every post office w'ill 
then become a cockpit of fight. 

Can wc not clalk out a policy that 
union is union, it must have its c,wn separate 
effice and not use the post effice ? The post 
e ffice must be used, for the public to go and 
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come, and attend to their postal work. That 
is not the position. There is also inter* 
union rivalry and w'C know of the party 
which indulged in anti-national activities. 
They went on shouting slogans against the 
national interests. I don’t want to dilate 
further. Coercion and violence against the 
employees who arc joining seme other union 
has become tlic order of the day. One party 
indulged in such things and they were de¬ 
recognised in 1968; but again they were re¬ 
cognised. What is the policy of the Depart¬ 
ment ? Say, I come to cffice I am hagged 
down by somebody; 1 am beaten up by son e- 
body. Could 1 expected the protection of the 
Department or not ? The Minister may turn 
round and say, this is not my concern. But 
this is not the way. If the quality of service 
has to improve, if peace is to prevail, if the 
functioning of the Department has to go on 
perfectly well, fundamental norms of trade 
union activities have to be accepted and 
acted upon. It means, trade union activity 
without violence, without coercion. The 
trade union activity should be done in the 
trade union office. They should not convert 
the post office into trade union office, with 
all their flags and feastoons coming up there. 
I don’t want my party flag to fly there, nor 
do 1 like any other flags flying there. If the 
chief of any circle is incapable of maintain¬ 
ing discipline, I would submit that that chief 
docs not deserve to be there and carry on 
the activity, because ultimately the quality 
of the service will be affected. 

T would request the hon. Minister to 
look to these things. Again, I would submit 
that when he considers the question of the 
location of the factory, he should look to 
the problem of serious unemployment which 
is there in my State, which he can by a 
magic wand tackle and thereby give a quietus 
in an area where unemployment problem is 
clamourning for redressal. 

With these words, I support the 
Demands.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Conlai) : As a 
member of the Telephone Advisory Commi* 
Uee, Calcutta, I am aware of the troubles 
afflicting the working of the le’ephone 
department and 1 want to bring them to the 
notice of the hon. Minister. 1 think these 
troubles will be conunon to telephone ser\ii.e 
in.other big cities like Bombay, Madras and 
f)clhi also. Of course, in Delhi, it has a 


little bit improved. Fn Calcutta, there are 
complaints about wrong connection, crosi 

connection. no connection and faulty 

connection. These are the type of complamts 
that have come. 

Then as regards the special services, I do 
not know whether these are a sps'cial service 
at all. One might dial 199, 198, 197. 173 
and 176. It is only God’s whim whether 
one would get it or not. Nobody knows. 

Then there is failure in dialling. You 
go on dialling a certain number. You do 
not get it. Then there is wrong billing 
about which complaints have come. 

Whenever we draw the attention of the 
authorities and try to <cc how we can 
improve this state of affairs, they ascribe 
two reasons for this ; one, human failure, 
the other, mcchnical failure. As icgards the 
latter, I have discus‘-cd it with tJ’.e the 
authorities. Tliey .«ay they do not get spate 
parts, new instrumen's are not suppl ed bv 
Government and they have tried to contact 
the autiiorities here. Requests have been 
made to the authorities here to go to 
Calcutta, sit dow'n with the ofiic als there 
and see if something could not be done to 
improve this state of affairs. I no not know 
whether the explanation rcgiod ng .shortage of 
spare parts and ron avail bil'ty cT new 
installations cic. is correct or not. 

As regards the element of human failure, 
I have tried in the last three or fourmeetirgs 
of the Telephone Advisory Committee to set 
them riglit and have misc'dbly failed. I 
made cctain concrete sugge.lions. Why 
don't you open a complaint legistcr ? Why 
not appoint a siipcrv.s n* team .so that they 
could go and sec what isw;ong with tic 
line, instrument etc. Also there sliould be 
a register of attendance for all the woikers 
to c' eck up whether the,'- come on time and 
attenJ to their duties. E-en in rcgiard to 
such simple things, even though 1 tried my 
best, 1 found the authorities unresponsive. 

Then I made a suggestion about the 
need to have iieiiodical meetings of telephone 
woikers to find out w'hy Juiman failure was 
there. In spite of my best efforts, I rould 
not convince the Gene-al Manager, Cnfcutta 
Telephones, that this should be done. I 
would request the Minister of Communica- 
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lions to do something about this. These are 
problems not only of the Calcutta Exchange 
but other Exchanges in other big cities like 
Madras, Bombay also. 

I will make another suggestion. There 
should be at least three members representing 
telephone employees on the Telephone 
Advisory Committee so that we could dis¬ 
cuss face to face with them problems of the 
employees and see if something could not be 
done to solve them. 

About applications for new connections, 
they come notin thousands but in lakhs. 
The trouble is that there are certain spxjcial 
categories. In those categories there arc 
co-operatives, small scale industries, doctors 
etc. For co operatives, you can register by 
depositing just Rs. 200 or Rs. 300; the 
same thing with samall scale industries. 
There are many people who speed Rs. 500, 
Rs. 5,000 in deposit. But they arc not given 
connection. Deservine industries do not get 
connections. But just by the device of co¬ 
operatives and small scale industries, tele¬ 
phone connections are given. 1 asked : why 
not check up how much income-tax the 
applicant pays, what is his capital invest¬ 
ment what are the qualifications of doctor 
applicants and so on. But the timid 
managers and officers do not dare to tiy any 
innovations. They do not take any 
initiative. 

Then there is another unfortunate thing. 
I do not want to mention names. 1 do not 
know how you a select those members of the 
Telephone Advisory Committee. In each 
and every meeting of the Committee, they 
manage to get 15-20 new connections for 
applicants. They seem to come in a special 
category. I do not wish to impute any 
motive. But this is a very dangerous 
practice. 

You can get a telephone if you spend 
Rs. 2,000, that is what they say. I do not 
know whether some members of the tele¬ 
phone advisory committee are inffuenced in 
that way. That has to be looked into. 
The timid managers do no not dare say 
anything. A ceiling «an be put so that no 
member of the telephone advisory board 
will be allowed to recoi^ended more than 
three or four. Let tlie ip be a quota. 


MR. SPEAKER : You have far exceed- 
cd your time. Please conclude. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA ; In some rural 
areas the postal dclively system, 1 jnean the 
runner system is good. In many cases how¬ 
ever collection of post and delivery of post 
are difficult. In each po.st office one jeep 
or motor cycle or scooter or cycle should 
be provided to the runners and also to the 
peons for quick delivery of letters and 
clearing of post. 

In the rural post offices there is scope 
fon a good amount of small saving, provid¬ 
ed you take up this matter with Finance 
and make them agree to spend 75 per cent 
of the small savings earned there to be 
utilised for local improvement. There will 
be a spurt for small savings. 

There is one more suggestion. Tliey 
must take advantage of the post cards 

and other articles to make advcrti.se- 
ments for small savings, national integration, 
family planing and other constructive 

purposes.

This Ministry deals with the basic life of 
the people, their minimum demands 
of cojnmunication and therefore, it is very 
heartening to find that this House has 
transcended pure party lines. 

The general demands in relation to 
these Grants are those of wider communi¬ 
cation service, more comprehensive com¬ 
munication service more effective communi¬ 
cation service. We arc a very va.st country. 

T.hcrcfo'-e, the problem is really of very 
great magnitude. 1 would like to give a 
few figures, though I will not take much 
time on tJiat. We have about 700,000 
villages in this country, leaving aside the 
towns and urban areas. The total number 
of post offices is 1,09,059. The mail is 
carried through surface or air or steamer. 
Taking the surface mtil traffic 13 per cent 
of the mail routes by rail, 32 per 
cent by motor service. 51'5 per cent by 
runners and 3-5 per cent by carts, camels, 
stemers, etc. Therefore, the human factor 
is predominant in relation to the affairs of 
this ministry. I am merely pointing this 
out to say that however effective the ad¬ 
ministration may like to be, it ultimately 
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depends on the totality of human response 
which we have in a particular social and 
political climate prevailing in the country 
or in a legion thereof. Our working is 
conditioned by this basic factor. 

There has been a demand generally 
speaking for more and better post office 
buildings and more accommodation for the 
employecs-something which is unexception¬ 
able. Nobody can argue that there should 
not be enough space for the workers to sit 
and work in a suitable atmosphere. But if 
you look at the problem from the statisti¬ 
cal angle, it becomes rather frightening. 
The total number of departmental post 
offices in this country arc only 17,849 as 
against the total number of 1,09,059 post 
offices. So, the number of post office 
buildings which we have hired is more 
than those which are run departmentally. 
We have our own buildings in 2033 cases. 
If you look from the point of view of re¬ 
quirement of space in the postal buildings 
which we have rented, if I were to const¬ 
ruct the total space needed for the re¬ 
maining 15,816 post office.s, the total cost 
would be anywhere near Rs. 177‘93 crorcs. 
If I were to say I must produce all the 
space on the basis of departmental buildings, 
the total cost crores to Rs. 231-32 crores. 
That is something which no Planning Cojn- 
mission and no Finance Minister can find 
for one single activity, that is, the postal 
activity. It is something unrealistic to 
expect that this department has the capa¬ 
city, or the possibility, of providing enough 
space. The employees of this country. 
Whether they are government servants, post- 
tnan in a post office or a clerk in another 
office, as also members of Parliament, all 
of them will have to understand the limita¬ 
tions under which this country has to work 
in order to build up a better and happier 
future. Therefore, we have to live and work 
with theiie shortages and limitations. I am 
sure, the hon. Members will appreciate the 
difficulties inherent in the situation and the 
employees of the department will continue 
to give us their unstinted co-operation in 
spite of this basic difficulty in the way of 
efficient postal services. 

t 

Another question that has been raised 
is whether this department should rui( on 


profit or loss, whether it has to be a public 
utility or a commercial activity. I would 
submit that the functioning of this depart¬ 
ment represents a happy blend of utility and 
commercial outlook. It cannot divest its 
activity of the utility aspect. It will have 
to find from the national cake only that 
which the national cake can provide for 
this activity and the rest will have to be 
provided on the basis of commercial acti¬ 
vity or approach to this particular 
service. 

Here I would like the hon. Members 
to consider one aspect. Wliat are the 
reasons for the postal department running 
at a loss ? 1 will mention one or two 

things for the purpose of illustration. The 
postcard costs us on an average 18’55 paise 
whereas a postcard is priced at 10 paise. 
That means on each postcard wc handle wc 
are losing 8*55 paise. The recommendation 
of the Tariff Enquiry Commission which 
was appointed earlier was that we should 
not give subsidy beyond a certain percentage. 
But wc are subsidising this activity far in 
excess of that percentage. 

Similarly, take the newspapers, popu¬ 
larly called the fourth estate. The activi¬ 
ties of the fourth estate cost this department 
a great deal. A registered newspaper costs 
us 24’69 paise on an average whereas our 
return is only 3-50 paise. So, on every 
single newspa per we arc losing 21‘19 pai.se 
on an average, and t.lie wliolc thing adds 
up to the heavy loss incurred by this depart¬ 
ment. In fact, the first place for loss 
goes to this item and postcard occupies 
only a second place. 

I would like to take this opportunity to 
give the postal rates in some of the count¬ 
ries so that hon. Members can judge 
whether it is cheaper or costlier in India. 
A postcard which costs 10 paise in our 
country, costs 16 paise in Pakistan, 15 paise 
in Aden, 27 paise in Singapore, 33 paise in 
France, 36 paise in USA, 40 paise in Ger¬ 
many and 42 paise in Canada. 

SHRI SHIVA CHANDIKA (Banka) : Is 
the efficiency the same ? 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA. The hon. 
Member may better write a postcard to 
America and find out from his friend in 
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America as to whether our service in India, 
compared to the American Service, is or is 
not efficient. I am not one of those who 
say that this department is very efficient. I 
am aware of its short coming; in a manner 
in which perhaps hon. Member may not be 
aware of. I concede that a lot remains to 
be done. But I am trying to size up the 
situation and to take the House into con* 
h '.cnee and say that this is exactly the 
situat on in which this department is called 
upon to render its account. 

1 would go into the newspapers also and 
cojiipare as to how far they arc being sub- 
sidi.sed by the rest of the world, specially 
that part of the world which call itself 

democratic.I do not know whether it is 

or it is not. In India, as I said, the range 
for newspapers is 2 to 5 paise, the average I 
had given earlier. In Pakistan it comes to 
8 paise; in Aden, 16 paisc; in France. 
26 paise for tlic same weight of a newspaper. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayinkil) . 
What is the price of the newspaper there ? 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA : 1 am not 

concerned with the price of the newspaper 
presently; I am concerned with the ticket on 
it, the revenue earned by the Postal Dc.^art- 
ment there. In UK., it is 45 paise for the 
same weight of a periodical or a newspaper; 
44 paise in the USA, 20 pa'se in Germany 
and 30 paise in Canada. 

I have not given these figures either to 
frighten this House or to say that I am going 
to increase this load. I am merely trying 
to say that this humble departofint is the 
cheapest, it rras tried to be as efficient as 
Indian social conditions could permit. 

There has been one other general point 
raised by some of my hon. friends, including 
the hon. friend from Kerala, Shri Stephen. 
He talked about the extra-departmental 
employees. Both of us have been trade 
union colleagues for a long time. 1 have 
always taken pride in the fact tliat 1 was 
associated with the trade union movement. 
But I was trying to study the postal system 
the world over and what did I Ifnd ? The 
particular institution of extra-departmental 
agents has difiTerent shapes and connotations, 
but you will find similarities to it in almost 
all countries which are run under a parlia¬ 


mentary democracy or even as a minor tyise 
of dictatorship. I am not talking of a 
socialist country. In a socialist country 
everything will have to change; not only 
this; but a total chang; will have to came 
about. In the rest of the countrie; 1 find 
that this institution has more than one 
shape. 

I would not take much of the time of 
this House on this. I would merely say that 
in d fferent countries t.his particular type of 
service of an extra-departmental nature 
exists and exists in so many forms. In 
Australia the activity forms into five 
groups—1 will not go beyond this— 
and all are not departmental except one 
group. The rest arc contractual or some 
other form of workers or activity. For 
example, selling of tickets is done by shop¬ 
keepers. They do not do it in the post 
office itself. A man goes to the grocer’s 
sJtop and purchases tickets also. The shop¬ 
keeper gets a certain commission. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajpur) ; Pan shops also do it, 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
There arc no pan shops. 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA : You might 
be knowing it. 

In UK, of the 25,000 post office, what 
arc known as the Crown offices arc only 
1,800 and the rest are diflerent types. I 
would not bother you by giving further 
details except to say that the extra¬ 
departmental agent is an institution which 
is not peculiar to our organisation. 

I may tell Shri Stephen, who said that 
they liavc Rs. 3 only as dear food allowance 
and who wanted the House to have pity on 
their existence, that he need not feel pity 
for them, for this is not their primary 
avocation; it is only a supplementary 
activity. 

MR. SPEAKER : He may continue 
after Lunch. Now we adjourn for Lunch 
to reassemble at 2 O'clock.

DEMANDS FOR GRANTS, 1972-73 

MINISTRY OF COMMUNICATIONS—Cow/i/. 

SHRI II. N. BAHUGUNA : Sir, 1 was 
giving the House some information regard¬ 
ing the burden that this Department carries 
in relation to its financiai d’fhculties, and 
I was comparing the various costs with those 
in the rest of the world. In all humility 
I can say that ours is a vciy difficult task. 
We have a number of languages and, theie- 
forc, we have a, great d fficult> in making 
the sorter or the postman so well-versed as 
to read every addiess written in e\c:y possi¬ 
ble language. There will be letters addres- 
Fcd in Tamil. Telugu, Kannda and Mala- 
yalam to residents in Delhi, and in Urdu 
and Hindi to people down south; and also 
in various local languages like that of the 
Mizos or that spoken in Nagaland or 
Meglialaya or Arunachal Pradesh. These 
will have to be carried to different parts of 
tlie country. Therefore, the whole opera¬ 
tional cost assumes a propoilion which is 
not easily capable of giving service which 1 
can say will not involve losses. 

There are some friends who suggested 
that w'e .<hould base a corporation, and they 
cited the example of U. K.. or U.S.A. I am 
not pronouncing any view on this, for, I 
‘Im still under, if I may say so, education 
‘ oa that point; I am trying to educate my¬ 
self how that particular proposal will work 
out in our country. In U.K and U.S.A. 
the position was completely different. In 
U.S.A., for example, appointments to postal 
department were completely political which 
is not the case here. Here the Director- 
General of Posts & Telegraphs does not 
come and go with the party in power; he is 
a permanent civil servant. The Post-Masters 
General do not come and go with the party 
in power here. The administration is not 
subjected to political control in the sense 
what is used to be in America. Therefore, 
when the Americans came to the conclusion 
that they had to change it into a corpora¬ 
tion order to make the service better, they 
had altogether different i 'asons before them. 


We have got to keep that in mind. Also 
both in U.K, and in U.S.A. they decided 
at a level of time when their economy and 
their standard of life was so good that 
everybody could pay for it. They convert¬ 
ed the social service into a totally commer¬ 
cial service. The idea of corporation 
carries with it the totality of the concept 
of commercialisation of this Depatment. If 
the House at any point of time feels that 
way, so far as 1 am concerned, I will be 
only too happy to preside over the 
liquidation of this Ministry. 1 have no 
pcrional angle in that. But to mu it looks 
that handing over this entire activity to a 
corporation will result in difficulty to 
common man who teday is highly subsidi¬ 
sed in this particular held. 

There have been suggestions for more 
post offices. Now, .Sir, on that, I have a 
very small point to make. If wc had post 
offices as suggested by some bon. friend in 
all Gram Panchayats, what will be the 
financial position, because wc have got to 
see what weight this country can carry at 
this particular juncluic of our economy in 
this particular matter ? Th.; situation to¬ 
day is so difficult. The total number of 
Gram Panchaya s in this coiin ry is 1,22.000. 
Of them, 73,743 Gram Panchayals either 
have a post office or arc within one mil** of 
the location of a post office. But, if 1 were 
to have a post office in every other Gram 
Panchayat, then the loss on an average 
will come only on that score to about Rs. 3 
crores per annum which will further add to 
the existing gap which the Postal Depart¬ 
ment has got. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnandgaon) : 
Your Department is an integrating Depart¬ 
ment. What is Rs. 3 crores ? It is 
nothing. The Planning Commission can 
give you. 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA : I will 
only be very hapyy if my hon. friend helps 
me to get all the money that I want. I can 
assure you that should the Planning Com¬ 
mission permit us to do it, it will be the 
greatest happy moment in the functioning 
of this Department. (interruptions) 

I am grateful to you for that particular 
consideration but the whole point i.s that if 
the Planning Commission will be able to 
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find the money and if the Finance Minis¬ 
try is able to find the money, it is for them 
to decide, but so far I am concerned, I am 
conditioned to-day by the ava'l bility of 
funds and, therefore, we have not been able 
to do it in spile of the fact that every day 
we are adding about 9 post offices in the 
country in one part of the country or the 
other, but this is a very small figure. 

Here, I must say on thing. I am my¬ 
self intrigued by the fact that we have some 
standards, the so- called standaids which 
sop.cbody fixed at some point of time. He 
should have been a very wise man, I have 
no doubt. But the trouble in this country 
is that what is good for Kercla may not be 
good for Arunachal Pradesh. What is good 
for Arunachal Pradesh may be completely 
irrelevant in UP. What may be good in 
Lahaul or Spiti or Bomdila may not have 
any relevant with what happens in Patna 
or Lucknow. Bu' wc have a tailored th'ng, 
one size for the whole country. That is 
completely an embar assing situation in 
which 1 find myself. I am struggling hard 
to have these c<'nsiderati<’ns of standards 
basically altered so as to meet the regional 
and sectoral icquuemcnls of the nation’s 
existence. If wc have to meet the needs cf 
the Mizo people or the Nagaland people 
and serve them as a cit'zcn cf (his great 
ce untry, fJ en I cannot tell them that you 
aic only 3 lakhs and ood, how can I gise 
you so many post rfficcs ? I wdl give you 
as many as 300,000 can get. The only 
tiling that I have succcdcd in this Depart¬ 
ment is that the standard has been only 
relaxed but that will not meet the full 
situation. I am prepared to admit it. We 
have reduced the condition of minimum 
income in case or such backward areas 
from 25*lu to 10% but still loss is on the 
h’gh side. It is not only the hilly areas or 
the far-flung areas like.ArunacI.al Pr;.dcs.h. 
But I can say 0:issa, 1 can say parts cf 
Madhya Pradesh, I can say pr.i ts of Htt; r 
Pradesh, I can say parts cf e\en Tamil 
Nadu may need help and assistance which 
perhaps will require further relaxation of 
these standards and I hope by the time 1 
present my budget next year, I world have 
had this whe le quesr.'on sorted out in the 
interests of the people of these areas. 

There has been, if T may say so, a 
Ihtlc bit of hasty printing of the docu¬ 


ments given to this hon. House and 1 apolo¬ 
gise to the House for this that some of 
these documents as one of the ft lends, 
Mr Gowder p;rhaps yesterday pointed out, 
in this booklet on Demands for the Ministiy 
of Communications, at page 31 he read i ut 
some figures. Unfortunately, pages .30 and 
31 have got mixed up; page 31 has to be 
read as page 30 and page 30 has to be read as 
page 31. He may say the total is wiong, 
because these pages aie mixed up. Tltcic- 
forc it is that I have apologised to the 
House tor this particular thing. And if 
this is done, he will sec that it is all right. 
We have issued an errata, but I don’t expect 
Members to go into each and every thing 
and they have a r'ght certainly to ask for 
the correct type of figures. Similarly this 
mo ning, Mr. Stephen pointed out some¬ 
thing. This relates to the figure in Appen¬ 
dix VIII of the volume which otherwise he 
praised a great deal and under the heading 
Departn.cntal Post-offices certain figures 
were given w'hich did not tally wiihihc 
figures given by me. 1 J ad said, they had 
permanent departn.ental post offices of 
17,000 and odd whereas readmg th s it looks 
(here were 78,000 post offices. I concede 
the point and again 1 apolog sc to the 
House saying that this particular figure 
which is printed here has been put under a 
wrong heading. The head ng should have 
been, told Permanent Post Offices, that is, 
includ ng Extra-i cpartmental post c ffices, 
because Extra Depattmcnial Post Offices 
also can be permanent. This indicates the 
total of the two, wharcas tlie heading indi¬ 
cates that it is for Derarimental Post offices. 

I apologise to tl-,c House also on thij parti¬ 
cular score. 

Then, hon. Members’ .■'aid that fie 
postal services should be made more cflTcc- 
tive. I am I appy on t* at score that hon. 
Members d*id not accuse me to the extent I 
expected them to accuse me. I am grateful 
to them and perhaps they did it in fairness 
to the employees of the Department who 
arc under very difficult condit ons. Let me 
tell you how our surface m.i.I goes. Let 
us look at the Airlines. 1 am dependent 
on the Airlines, on the .S' ipping, on the 
Railways and also on the Road Tiansporl. 
Now all of them, were in such a difficult 
position that this situation cropped up. The 
airlines, for instarce, from April 1971 to 
February 1972, did not lift the mail from 
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one or the other p'.ace on 151 days. I am 
rot blaming them. 1 am not complaining. 
After all, Indian Airlines are in a difficult 
situation; the House had a taste of it orly 
the other day ! {Interruption) It was not 
due to lack of coordination, it was due to 
strike or go-slow or lifting of catgo which 
gave the Indian Airlines even more money 
than the postal articles etc. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Mismanage¬ 
ment. 

SHRI H. N BAHUGUNA : I won’t 
say mismanagement. Similarly, I carry 
mails through RMS vans. The situation 
was really horrible. 

After I joined this Ministry, I took this 
up with my colleague the Minister of Rail¬ 
ways. He was kind enough to agree and as 
a resutt we have put these joint trains in¬ 
cluding RMS vans, that is, 89 in broad 
gauge, 49 in metre gauge and 3 in narrow 
gauge. These vans have sufficient light and 
air and we have provided this modern 
accomodation. 

But, with all this, there will be alram- 
chain pulling, over which the Railway 
Board has no control ! I am not pointing 
out any particular area, saying, this areas 
is bad. But one thing I would say. North 
Bihar is very popular for chain pulling. 
We never have trains in time. I do not 
know how 1 can carry mails if the trains 
do not go and come in time. {Interruption) 
1 will talk about U. P. only on cutting of 
copper wire much, more bad than this, much 
more frequent than this. So, there is the 
difficulty, and therefore, I am heavily con¬ 
ditioned and hedged by the efficiency or 
co-operation, if I may say so, of other 
sectors of our economic life. 

We have tried to enforce discipline as 
rigorously as it would be possible, and it 
is my proud privilege to come and tell this 
House that the man-days lost in 1971-72 
have been almost nominal, and but for 
Kerala, perhaps, we would have bad al¬ 
most peace. The workers have co-operated, 
and I give them all marks for it. By and 
large, they have worked Vjcry very well, and 


1 am grateful to them, and I want to put on 
record my appreciation of the general co¬ 
operation which has come from the large 
body of working men and women who 
constitute this Department. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY (Gopalganj) 
Good behaviour. 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA : I am not 
sure about the good behaviour especially on 
the telecommunications side ; I shall not 
unnecessarily say that it is good also on the 
postal side. But this is one of the oldest 
Departments of this Government or for that 
purpose the Government of India. Now, 
the old lady has the wrinkles on her free, 
and 1 am doing as much plastic surgey as I 
wanted to have, but the wrinkle swill still 
peep out of that particular type of face. This 
Department is the oldest Department. This 
Department has certain traditions, and has 
developed certaint astes and has de\ eloped 
certain attitudes. The employees have certain 
attitudes towards things. This is true of the 
postal service all the world over. They have 
the .same attitude towards life. They have 
had the same difficulty with the postal 
employees in any part of the whrld. It is 
the highly unionised sector not only in India 
but in every part of the world. Therefoie, 
there is a lot of difficulty. But again I may 
say that it is my good fortune perhaps or 
good luck, that during this year, 1 have had 
the greatest possible amount of co-operation 
from all the employees, which perhaps was 
not unfortunately coming forward earlier in 
spite of the number of difficult situations 
in which we involved ourselves. I have 
made it plain, and 1 have followed it and 1 
propose to follow it that in disciplinary 
matters, there is going to be no compromise 
with any union, any federation or any group 
of workers, being they employees belonging 
to this or that political complextion. I may 
assure this House that so long as I continue 
to be here, I propose to follow the principle 
that any wild-cat strike will be followed by 
o break in service. Earlier, w'e used to 
have the system of dies non. Gone are the 
days when a wild-cat strike will only mean 
dies non. There will have to he break in 
service. So, those who go on strike will 
have to face the consequences, and I am 
happy to say that all over the country my 
appeal on that score has been accepted, as 
1 had said, except by a section of the 
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workers in Kerala. I must say, however, 
that I have not been impatient with them 
beyond going on deciding their cases by 
break in scrv’ce but giving them an oppor¬ 
tunity to express open regret, if they want 
me to reconsider their cases. And all 
pressure, even from political parties or 
personalities in this House has not'deterred 
me from that course of action. 

Howeser, hi man ficlcrs have to be 
taken into consideration. This is an all- 
India service. We employ peop'e from 
different yaieas and they ate located in very 
difficult and if I may say so almost 
impossible conditions. For exampe, a 
viireman or al incmen is working in an 18,000- 
feet high area, but his uniform is tlte same 
as that of the postman or the lineman down 
here working in Delhi. Now, Icanno* expect 
him to be a person different from the soldier 
who is safeguarding the frontiers of the 
nation in Lahaul or spiti or in Ladakh area. 
But this Department has had those general 
principles of the same tailored-coat for 
everybody, and the same principle for every 
area, and the same principle in relation to 
the employees also. We are working on how 
we can in different sectors, in different 
areas give different deals to workers, 
keeping in view the conditions of work 
there. 

Sometimes a number of newspapers 
come out with Stories that such and such 
froms are not available. Then hon. member 
get angry with me. They have very right 
to be. I want to state what the position is 
on the question of paper. For our purposes, 
we require a certain quantity of paper. We 
make our demand on the DGSD through the 
Controller of Printing and Stationery. We 
require 12,000 tonnes of paper to print the 
Directory and the forms. But the Con¬ 
troller of Printing and Stationery tells me 
that there is a general out of 28 per cent. 
That cut comes to my share also. So 
instead of 12,000 tonnes, 1 do not get more 
than 7,773 tonnes. Where do I find the 
rest. 1 can create arguments, but not paper. 
I am called upon to give all the forms like 
a housewife being asked to serve ail the 
food without the necessary ration in the 
House. I do not know where I can find the 
paper. 

SHRIMATI V. JEYALAKSHMI (Siva 


Kasi) : Without the Directory, you cannot 
find the number. 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA : In view 
of the shortage, the current years require¬ 
ment has been further slashed down, it is 
a rope trick which this department is being 
called upon to peiform without the rope 
being tried at the two ends. It is a trick 
which has to be performed in the air. 

I am afraid there is going to be a great 
difficulty about MO forms and envelopes 
also. The particular paper used for this 
purpose is called cartridge paper. Supply of 
this paper is being reduced by rbout 500 
tonnes by the DGSD. If I do not have 
this paper, I cannot produce all the forms. 
I do not know what really is going to be the 
position. Perhaps hon. Members will be very 
angry with me. 

SHRI J. M. GOWDER (Nilgiris): Better 
close the po;t offices. 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA : I am 
answering the question as to what I am 
doing about the complaints. I am trying to 
size up the weakness of the general national 
economy which the House must keep in 
view when this department is questioned on 
on its performance. The position is that 
the production of paper will have to be 
more and then only wc can fully do what 
we are called upon to do. 

Between last year when 1 picsented the 
budget and now, 1 would like to take the 
House into confidence about what we have 
done. We have tried to effect economy. 
There is shortage of paper on the one side 
and proliferation of forms on the other. 
Something had to be done. I constituted a 
group of officers headed-by one of my tenior 
fflicers to go into this question. I am 
happy to say that though their study has not 
been comtrleted, cut of the total number of 
forms they have abolished 220, forms used 
for our returns f rrm different post offices 
and so forth. This will make a saving of 
Rs. 45 lakhs on paper and printing only. 
The handling on it will be something more. 
That is one thing we have already decided 
upon. Similarly we have also decided to 
make good use of the VP forms, Money 
order forms were earlier being issued free. 
Then we priced them. At the time of taking 
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the money order, the cost of the form was 
deducted from the commission. That 
stopped misuse of the MO forms. Once a 
person paid for the MO form, hs knew that 
he had paid for it and would use it very 
well. What we now propose to do is to 
charge VP and acknowledgment forms and 
credit the value thereof against the payment 
which would have to be made at the time 
of sending the VP or registcred/AD letter. 

This will lead to a saving of about Rs 3 
lakhs. Similarly, we have been seriously 
thinking of changing some procedures. For 
example, stamps used to come from Nasik 
press to a particular treasury and then went 
all over again, wc are thaniking of sending 
stamps direct to the different Places so that 
their handling costs less than before. We 
shall sent it to the Head post office and 
from their it will go to sub post ogficcs. 
What I am saying is that 1 must size up my 
diff.cullies and get the co-opertion of the 
House to overcome them. 

An hoii. Member referred to te!e- 
commuications in M.P. If the rest of the 
States did not talk a out it. it is not tha twe 
are perfect there. I agree that the tele¬ 
communication services need to improve a 
lot, both quantitatively and qualitatively. 
We should havet he capacity to produce all 
the switch and transmission equipment 
which we require for catering to the needs 
of intending telephone subscribers and also 
improve the existing apparatus to give more 
efficient service. We have to understand 
what is our total ■nvestment on telecommuni 
cation and whether our predict on is 
commensurats. 1 do not think that we can 
produce more than 150,000 telephones 
every year: it is almost double of what we 
have been producing earlier. During the last 
year production in the cross-bar section of 
the Indian Telephone Industries, Bangalore 
has come up very well. 

Here I want to say this. I am not cop. 
complaining against the workers but you 
w'ould be startled to know the production 
in this field in Japan, compared to the pro 
ductivity of our plant. 17,000 workers 
employed by us produce jnegligible quantity 
if I may say so, that is tb'say 1,50,000 lines 
exchange equipment and transmission 


equ pment. In Japan 3500 worker produce 
20 lakh lines of fimilar equipment. There 
production is highly mechanised. I should 
at the outset say that it is not the fault of 
the worker here. The point is that our 
appratus is not capable of giving such a 
turnover. Therefore, in the new factory 
which is tgoing to be put up, we are thinking 
of making it as modern as possible without 
depending on foreign help or assistance. 
With our indigenous technologists we hope 
to improve it and we are sure of delivering 
the goods. 

On the Telephone side, demands have 
b:cn made for cannccting the State Capitals 
with Delhi by STD, particularly about 
Bhopal. This, I must tell the House, 
depends on the availability of the equip¬ 
ment. We are slowly doing it, but steadily 
Babu Satya Narayan Sinha, the ex-Commu- 
nications Minister, is the Governor at 
Bhopal now, and he is so sorry that Bhopal 
is not on STD with Delhi, but he does 
realise the difficulty and docs not make a 
gricvence of it. It is held up not because 
wc do not want to do it, but because the 
feasibility does not exist due to shortage of 
equipment. Part of the line is on coaxial 
cable system and part of the line is on open 
wire. The line is down sointimes due to 
theft or negligence of the worker. To that 
extent we a e responsible for it, 1 know 
that, but it is our endeavour to join all the 
State headquarters with the national Capital 
on STD, and that is the programme on 
which we would be working with all our 
hearts and all our available resources. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Regarding^ he 
Bhopal line, I said it was always dv^'m. 
You have connected Patna, Jaipur and 
Kanpur. What prevents you from connecting 
Bhopal. 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA : As soon 
as we have tke equipment, we will put it 
up. It is high on the cards. 

There was a demand that there should 
be more public call offices, and I have also 
told the Department that more coin collect¬ 
ing boxes should be pul up. The Department 
decided that is should be raised from 2.5 to 
5 per cent, which is not a very high figure, 
and yet it has not been reached. I have 
made it plain that when one telephone serves 
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one man, we must give at least one telephone 
to serve a whole area. It is our duty to give 
tfiis much serv-ce to the poorer section. 
But we are handicapped by shortage af the 
new coin. It is lighter and we have made 
some changes, but in between came B.jngla 
Desh and the Bangla DcsJi co ns had lo be 
minted at our end. The pace of the produ* 
ct'on of these CCBs and PCOs will be 
increased. 

Some Members spoke about telephone 
bills. 1 am not saying that bills cannot go 
wivng, but thi-i can happen not only because 
of iJic cmp-oyces, but also because of certain 
machanical defects. Wherever it happens 
d :e to clerical error, we are tiying to rectify 
it. Wc have now decided that if st'mebody 
compl.iins that his bill is excessive, and if 
it is mo e than 50 per cent of his bill for 
the earlier quarter in a non-STD slathm 
and more than 100 per cent in an STD 
station, we will ask him to pay an amount 
equal to the highest bUI in the last three 
quarters provisionally, pending examination 
of the matter. 

Delhi is on STD with 15 places. A 
numbers of Parliament have told me that 
their constituents come and start ringind up. 

1 suggest that Members may use the facil ty 
called barring of STD. If yon want to have 
SI'D barred, wc can provide you w'ith that 
equipment, but if you do not want that 
equipmen:, then your telephone should be 
under constant vigilance, so that it may not 
be used by such people, because a throe 
minutes talk costs quite a lot from Delhi to 
d Hcrcnt places. The whole thing b comes 
fiighti-nin!,, because the charges arc so Jiigh. 
A small STD call to a particular place could 
be anywhere ftom RS. 15 lo RS. 50 depend¬ 
ing on the duration of the call for different 
places from Delhi. If somebodj has done 
the trick five times in a month to a place 
where tJic charge is Rs. 50. the whole bill 
goes up by Rs. 250 in a month. In a 
quarter, it goes up by Rs. 750. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Children may 
do it. 

SHRI H. N. BAHUCiUNA : Yes; 
children may do it. Therefore, this barring 
may be done. We have taken all possible 
steps to stop whatever human mind could 
think of, like raising the distribution point 


lockmg the svv Ich room, having the .switch 
room looked after by a gazetted officer, 
having the calis checked at different points 
to test whether the meter is working pro¬ 
perly, putting casual tests without complaints 
from the subscriber on the mechanical 
dcv.ccs provided and so on. 

Barring the STD is one facility and 
frcez.ng is another facility wh’ch he have 
extended present'y in Delhi. If an ''on. 
member or any subser.b:’’ complains thvt for 
three months he was not in India, but Ids 
telephone has brought a bill for Rs. 1,000. 
in such cases, the best thing lo do is to 
address a letter to the General Manager, 
Telephones, DeTii saying, “Kindly f’cc/c 
my telephone between such and such period." 
Wc wdl freeze it and any charge for that 
part cuiar period would be deemed to be 
wrong. We will look into it and it will not 
be the coicern of tJic subscriber. Thc!cfi>rc, 
barring and freezing of telephones aic (he 
two Jiumanly poss.blc methods to stop it. 
We have also taken steps to sec that people 
do not climb up the pole without authority, 
by giving every person an identity card and 
saving that between certain hours of the 
night nobody should climb up the pole etc. 
It is easy to verify the idemificution of the 
people vviio are serving a particular locality. 
It is true sometimes wrong bills come. There 
is a grievance in that regard; 1 do not say 
no. Bui tjje percentage of such cases is not 
vciy big. It is a small percentage. Those 
complaints have been looked into and in 
some cases they have been satisfied with the 
fault having been identified cither at this 
end or at ih tl end and there is no moic 
question about it. 

About icicphone rates, my friend from 
West Bengal said something wh ch is not 
boine out by the facts available with me. I 
am p.cpared to discuss It vvilh him. Yester¬ 
day lie said tliat in Calcutta, the telephones 
cost more. The rales have been fixed for 
the whole country on one and the same 
basis, whether it is West Bengal or Orissa 
or Tantil Nodu or U. P. Wc have fixed it 
on the basis of exchange capacity. On this 
basis, for Calcutta, Delhi and Bombay the 
rates arc almost identical. If there arc some 
other cxahdnge, which aie satellite exchanges 
to the Calcutta Exchange, in which the call 
has to be inanully operated, the rate may be 
different. But the basic rates, whether it is 
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rental or charge per call, are the same in 
Calcutta, Delhi and Bombay. 

SHRI MONORANJAN HAZRA (Aram- 
bagh) : lhat is not a fact. 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA : I am pre- 
paicd to disc\iss any one bill he shows inc 
and I will apologise to the House if I am 
proved wrong. Also, I will see that the 
person who committed this mistake is adc> 
quately punished. 

So fir as the proposal to improie the 
telegraphic services i> conceined, ue have 
tiitd to introduce a ntimher of higii frequ¬ 
ency sei vicc.s, \ci> high frequency circuits, 
and some mechanical changes have been 
made. Though I cannot say that the posting 
of telegiams, which is a shame to us, will 
no more be there, J do say that there has 
been some change in it. As against 4.% 
lakhs telegrams posted per month earlier, the 
figure has dwindled to 32,COO in February 
1972. I am not saying that it lias been 
eiudieated but it is a matter of gie.'t satis¬ 
faction that ‘.he figure has come uown pro¬ 
gressively. Wc are tiying to remove the 
bottlenecks which come in the way of trans¬ 
mission of these telegrams. 

Coming to exprc.ss letters, it was stated 
by the hon. Member that express letters can 
be handed over only to the person concerned. 
Since this point was rai'jcd by Shri Shiva 
Chandika ycstciday 1 lia\e been thinking 
about it. A person cannot always remain 
in his house bccaisc he has to receive an 
express delivery letter. 1 will ccitainly look 
into i' and see what I can do about it. In 
the case of money orders and registered 
letters, only the person conceined or some¬ 
body authoiiscd by him can receive it. We 
will see whai we can do about it. 

Then, w'e are at present examining what 
we should do about different areas in 
lelation to our organisational pattern at the 
State level. Wc have far-flung stales like 
Arunachal and Himachal Pradc h which me 
governed from distant placc.s, and those 
distant places cannot properly and adequa¬ 
tely meet the requiremcnt.s of the situation. 
We have to see liow bc-it. '.,\vc can do some¬ 
thing about tliosc areas, whether it is Aruna¬ 


chal Pradesh, Mizoram or Himachal Pradesh. 
Within a couple of months wc will be able 
to produce u new pattern of organisation 
at the State level for these areas. 

SHRI NARASINGH NARAIN 
PANDEY (Gorakhpur) : What about 
Go akhpui ? 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA : W'c arc 
planning .'^n automatic telephone exchange 
for Gorakhpur. 

About air-conditioning ^ome of my 
friends asked me against vhoiii 1 am comp¬ 
laining. I am complaining against the 
general set-up of adminisliation which we 
have. A mimb'r of these air-condilioning 
plants go out of action. I do n )t cunt ol 
them. We are presently I’o ng an exercise 
on that alio at the Secrctai ics Committee 
level to S'c how wc can reduce the depart¬ 
mental dilTIcuilics in relation to these parti¬ 
cular things. DGS&D looks after the pro¬ 
curement of these air-condit'oning plants. 
Every time w<; write to them it takes some 
tmx' and we cannot gel out of the vicious 
ciiclc. We w II see that all tt.e aii-eondi- 
fioning that is tvecessary is provided for. 

A frciiul of mine asked about stamp to 
commemoiatc the late Chidamb-oam Pillai. 
My hon. fiiend, Shri Alagesan, f.om Tamil- 
Nudii has been time and again ducussing 
this particular stamp and ils i'Siic. 1 can 
only say that we ha'c tried it lime and 
again but wc have failed to persuade the 
Phi'aterc Auv i^ory Cvmniiltecto accept it. 
Rut I will assure the House that in v cw of 
the stiong feelings here vo.ced by all .sextions 
of ti e House, we w'ill see wJ at we can do 
about it. The only H .'ng that 1 would like 
to add is thet we have a large number of 
hceroic peop'e in t.his country curing the late 
I9ih and early 20tli century and wc have not 
been able to honour all of them. It is tree 
that freedom fighters should, by and large, 
he honoured hut the only limitation is the 
number of issues of this type of stamps 
w' ich, I ' ope, the hon. Membeis opposite 
w 11 a'w.iys bear in mind. 

My hon. friend, Shri Stephen, talked 
about the Indian TeIep^^one Indiustry’s r.cw 
plant and sa'd, perhaps with vciy good 
intention, that we should have a plant down 
south because I Jiave two in Aila.Uabdd. 
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Luckily fcr me the Allahabad plants were 
sanctioned much before 1 became a Minister 
here.' 

SHRl K. P. UNM.'KRISHKAN 
(Badagara) : That is not his insinuation. 

PROF. MADHU DAND WATE : Pro¬ 
bably it was anticipated. 

SKRI H. N. BAHUGUNA ; 1 am 

grateful to P'ofessor Dandavalc, but so f.ir 
as Allahabad is concerned, it was done 
under technical advice and the Government 
of India thouglit about it at that particular 
time. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN : Wc 
have no particular grievance against 
Allahabad. 

SHRl H. N. BAHUGUNA : So far as 
iJie new factory is concerned, tlic vvl o’e 
matter is under consideration. Shri Stephen’s 
point has always been reinforced by every¬ 
body fiom down south, whether silting on 
that side or on this side. The Government 
of Kerala has been talking about it and 
their cnmment.s will certainly be ta' en care 
of when wc decide on that particular plant. 

Finally, I could merely assure thi.s 
House that as far as if goes within human 
control, it will be my endeavour to make 
this department more efficient, to take steps 
. (Interruption) 

SHRl S. A. MURUGANANTHAM 
(Tirunelveli) : What about the Extra-depart¬ 
mental Committee ? 

SHRI MOHANRAJ KALINGARAYAR 
tPollachi) : In this very House the previous 
Minister had promised that in all States 
forms will be printed in regional languages. 

SHRl H. N. BAHUGNA : We have 
already ordered—the form are under print— 
for introducing regional language in money 
order forms. In Tamil Nadu, it will be 
Tamil; in Kerala, it will be Malayalam and 
in Mizoram, Roman is there and we need 
not do anything about it here. Luckily, 
it has come about. 

A number of points have been made in 
the cut motions and I propose to assure 


hon. Members, who moved those cut 
motions, that I will go into each one of 
tho^e points and, if possible, also give them 
the information and comments of the 
department on those points. 

SHRI VAS.kNTRAO PURUSHOTTAM 
SA THE (Akola) : What about the meters ? 

SHRl H. N. BAHUGUNA : The subs¬ 
criber meter is not know to the whole 
world, so far as my knowledge of it goes. 
For a number of years the telecommuni¬ 
cation research department had been working 
on it and they have produced one meter, 
which can record the STD calls only. That 
will have to be fixed with the apparatus. 
That is under field test. I am not sure 
whether wc hnve re.iched the journey’s end 
However, the meter by itself is not going to 
make much of a difi’crence, as far as I can 
see it. But since it has been the demand 
from all over, wc have tried to find a meter 
and that meter, if it comes out successfully 
from field tests, will certainly be put at the 
request of the subscriber. 

About the EDA, there has been a 
committee on it, the Madan Kishore 
Cemmitfee a one-man committee. We arc 
looking into its report. But 1 must tell the 
House that the institution of EDA, as I said 
in the beginning, has got to be understood 
in its proper pcrspictivc. When wc take a 
dccisi-Mi on the Madan Kishor; Comntittee’s 
report, hon. Members will certainly know as 
to what we have done about it. 

SHRI NARSINGH NARAIAN 
PANDEY : What about Gorakhpur ? 
Probably the Minister has missed to reply to 
the points raised by me for an automatic 
exchange at Gorakhpur. 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA : I have 
said that we will put Gorakhpur on the map. 
So far as we are concerned, we are already 
on it.

SHRT S. P. BHATFACHARYYA 
(Uluberia) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, 
agriculture is the major head of our eco¬ 
nomy; it gives major part of our national 
income and it als > gives sustenance to 80 
per cent of the population of our country. 

After Independence, the running of 
this Department has only degenerated the 
lot of the poor people in the rural areas 
and enriched the lot of big land-owing 
section of our country. Though the feudal 
landlords including the native chiefs have 
gone, the capitalist landlords have taken 
their place and there is more exploitation 
than what had been done by the feudal 
landlords. With it, more taxes, high prices 
and evictions have created a very strained 
situation amongst the toiLiig agricultural 
laboures, poor peasants, and the majority of 


peasants have suffered more as days are 
passing by. 

In general, we say, our agricultural pro¬ 
duction has increased. That is a fact. 
But when you see the per capita consump¬ 
tion, it is becoming less, it is not keeping 
up with our requirements and it is falling 
down. 

Regarding other things, we arc still 
importing Rs. 90 crotes worth of cotton; 
wc are impo-ting edible oil though we are 
the biggest agricuitural country. We have 
still to import these things. Our sugar 
pioduction is falling. This is not a good 
thing and this is not going to the credit of 
our Agricultural Department. 

Regarding jute, during the United Front 
Government days, in West Bengal, we had a 
.lute Inquiry Commission to go into the 
running of the jute industry and the lot of 
jute workers and the jute cultivators. But 
the functioning of that Commission has 
been stopped. Wc could not see what is 
the share of the jute mill-owners, what is 
share that the jute workers are getting and 
what is the share that the jute cultivators 
of West Bengal, O issa and Bihar arc 
getting. After stopping the functioning of 
this Commission, the Government is not 
serious about giving good price to the ju'c 
cultivators. This is a situation which shows 
to what direction the Government’s agricul¬ 
tural pol cy is going,

Regarding land reforms, from 1953 on¬ 
wards, we are speaking of land reforms- 
volumes have been printed-and in 1969, the 
Home Department told us that nothing has 
been done in the matter of land reforms. 
In 1971, the Central Land Reforms Com¬ 
mittee had declared a policy regarding 
ceiling, etc. But what is going on after 
that ? The lands are being sold by big 
land-owners. They are being divided. 
Husbands and wives are getting divorced 
not really but legally so that their land can 
be kept within themselves. Now sufficient 
warning has been given to them so that they 
can prepare themselves. While the Govern¬ 
ment launches the land reforms policy, they 
will find very little land available for distri¬ 
bution. Such is the position. Section 3 
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of the declaration of the Central Land 
Reforms Committee says that 10 to 18 
acres of perennially irrigated land or the 
land under assured irrigation from govern¬ 
ment sources will come within the purv.ew 
of celling rnd the others will not. TJie Pun¬ 
jab Chief Minister says that most of the land 
in Punjab aic \cr) htl'e irrigated and that 
only irrigated portion would come under 
the scope of tl'-,e ceiling and ti'at tj-.e rest 
would go out of the ceiling. Piivate irriga¬ 
ted land will perJ.aps be exempted. That 
is the view-point, 1 think, of the Punjab 
Chief lVIinj.>ter, b'ow the hon. Minister 
should answer whether he is going to dilute 
the whole policy and make the land distri¬ 
bution policy fall in this way or make it a 
mockery to tJie pcasantiy of our countiy. 
the hon. Minister should explain as to 
what he is going to do in this regard. 

What about transfers of land already 
done ? What is the Gs'vernment going to 
do about it ? Arc you going to pass the 
Land Reforms Act wilhin Ihiec months and 
compel the States to do it 7 You have got 
all the powers. Are you going to pass the 
Land Reforms Act with retrosprclive effect 
so that all iransfcis made wilhirr two or 
three years may be made illegal ? This 
could be brought w'iihin '.he control of 
Governu’cnt for disiribuiion. Are you 
going to do ihat 7 Or you c.in at least 
issue an oidinanacc to expedite the policy. 
If you can do it, iJicii somelh'ng can be 
done for proper land disiribution. 

Again, if the 25lh Amendment of the 
Conslitution controls the big landowners 
from seeking the help of courts and filing 
petitions, it is allright. If not, the Land 
Reforms Acts must be brought viiihin the 
Ninth Schedule of the Consiilution. If you 
really want to make the land refoims pf)licy 
successful, you must expedite your irrigation 
policy. Maximum land which can be 
iriigaled must be irrigated, and only irriga¬ 
ted, and only irrigated land, private or 
Government, must he breught within the 
scope of the ceiling. Then some lands can 
be given to Ihc pcasantiy. IJcre. you must 
know that, with these new developments in 
steds and system of cultivation and use of 
fertilisers, small land is now mote economi¬ 
cal and it can create surplus. Rig lands 
arc not economical because sufficient atten¬ 
tion cannot be given by the big land-owners. 


Intensive cultivation requires special atten¬ 
tion for using insecticides, etc. Otherwise, 
crops will not be profitable. The greater 
the amount of land, the less will be the 
attention, and production will also be less. 
So, a situation has liccn created and the 
lop ceiling can be lowered down and fmaller 
units can be made profitable. But it re¬ 
quires the determination of this Government 
to do all these things with all sincerity and 
seriousness. 

Now, about the Green Resolution much 
has been talked about. Our research 
Depailments in Pusa, Panlnagar, l/.atnagar 
and Karnal I have visited and people 
there aie working well. But benefit to 
whom 7 The iteller sections arc getting 
the benefit and the poorer sections are 
sidTcring. Even experts say that only 10% 
ate being benefited and the poorer 
persants cannot get the benefit. You imi.'-t 
note it. The other day Mr. Gitnnar Myrdal 
has stated m an .article that the richer are 
getting the benefit of this Green Revo ution 
and the Gieen Revolution is creating moie 
polarisa.ion in Ihc rural life, grealc.- siaier- 
ing, less employment and more land gt>ing 
away from the liands of the poor and the 
poverty-line is rising. You know all that 
is stated in that document. 

Now, in W(‘st Bengal, dining the r.iiled 
Front legimc—it is also accepted by ilie 
Central Government—maximum land was 
disir beieJ and during. Presidents rule 
and from that period, the police and the 
hiied goondas arc going to tlie ■ liiages, 
cutting avv.iy the ciops of the peasants who 
have occupied the khas or Iteiuinii Ian Is and 
diivng away the poor pcas.ims and the 
agi ciiLural labourers who are occ pying 
those Ian is. Ti.at still is gonig on. It is 
very tl'flicult for us to believe that the 
Government is very serious about land 
reforms. Still, we want that the Govem- 
ment should make this land reform policy 
succc'-sful. Wc would only be happy if 
you ate determined to make this land 
leform policy really successful and not a 
mere noax. 

For that, one thing fiom onr experience 
we can say. If you do not take the co¬ 
operation of the nia ses and the peasantry, 
their democratic support, their initiative, 
you cannot make any Act successful, any 
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^ct helpful for the poor peasants or agri- 
culuiral labourers and landless people be¬ 
cause the administrative officers and the 
big land-owners are so powerful and strong 
that their influence cannot be broken so 
easily in spite of all the good wishes of 
the Central Government, without a pres¬ 
sure from below, without a pressure from 
the poorer sections of the people. Without 
the mass pressure you cannot make any 
land reform policy successful. That you 
must take into consideration. 

For this land reform, you must also 
stop all evictions and sec that those who 
are evicting the peasants are brought under 
punishment. It should be made a cognisa¬ 
ble offence and it must have retrospective 
effect so that the poor peasants or the sub¬ 
tenants or tlie Bargadars watandats the 
or the sliarc croppers who were evicted 
get back their land. 

There is one important thing to which 
I would like to refer now. Certain new deci¬ 
sions and new policies should be decided 
upon by the Government to give loan on 
crop security basis to the poor agricultural 
laboures. What happens now is this. TJic 
Banks arc giving loans only on the basis of 
security of property. The sub-tenants and 
poor peasants have got no properly right 
on the land: they cannot get any loan If 
you want to really help these people, you 
have to stop eviction with retrospective 
effect. You should give loans on crop 
security basis. Fair wages for agricultural 
labourers must be fixed. Work should be 
given to them during lean months. Only 
then the rural problem can be solved. It is 
only if the rural problem is solved that 
they can increase production and the rural 
area can develop. 

I will only refer to one thing before I 
close. This is regarding the Report of the 
Schaduled Castes Commission for the year 
1969-70. I have no time to read this. You 
should reed para 3'15 and this para will 
show that the present land reform policy is 
creating extreme suffering for the Scheduled 
Caste peasants and sub-tenants and agricul¬ 
tural labourers. You should see that this 
should not happen any ^ore. This must be 
stopped and the land taken by the big land¬ 


owners must be given to them. This is 
not only the fate of the Scheduled Castes 
people, but this is the fate of the sub¬ 
tenants, share-croppers and bargadars in the 
country. 

Lastly, I wish to say this. Without 
real land reforms, you cannot solve the 
unemployment problem. You must know, 
in the world market, we cannot compete 
with the big lions because we arc compara¬ 
tively weak to compete with them' We 
have to develop our market • for the urban 
areas. We have 80 per cent of petrple 
dependent upon agriculture. Their condition 
must he improved. The tillers must have 
the capacity to produce surplus production. 
We should create sufficiant market for this 
surplus produce in the urban area and vice- 
versa. In this way we can solve the un¬ 
employment problem. If we can stand on 
our own legs in the rural areas, we can 
certainly solve our unemployment problem. 
Otheewise our country will go down and 
down—no propaganda or any other thing 
can save us —unless we make our land re¬ 
form measures and land reform policies 
successful.

•SKRI M. RAJANGAM (Dindigul): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, at the very outset, I 
would like to point out that of all the 
Demands for Grants presented before this 
House, the Demands for Grants of the 
Ministry of Agriculture, alone are meant for 
the development and welfare of crores and 
crores of people living in rural areas. 
(Interrnptiou) 

Sir, 1 am glad that the Ministers are 
able to understadd my language. 

Sir, Indin is primarily an agricultural 
country. In the whole world, in our country 
there is the largest number of Acts pertain¬ 
ing to agriculture. If for a moment you 
try to find whether all these Acts have 
been implemented vigorously, the answer is 
an emphatic ‘no’. I am constrained to say 
that all these Acts have in-laid loopholes 
which give protection to the agricul¬ 
turists o. means. There is no act 
which gives a a helping hard to 
small farmers and poor agriculturists 
For example, at the end of Third Five Year 
Plan, though a sum of Rs. 210 crores had 
been given as credit for the development of 
agriculture, the microscopic minority of rich 
farmers have appropriated a sum of Rs. 100 
crores. Do you know how much has gone 
to the agricultnrists having assets worth Rs. 
1,000 and below ? Sir, you will be amazed 
to know that only a sum of Rs. 6.9 crores 
has been made use of by the small farmers 
These are not the statistics compiled by 
Rajangam. The Government of India have 
^en this figures. 

As compared to the capital intensive 
industries that have been developed all 
these years, only agriculture has contributed 
its share in the economic growth of the 
country. The annual target fixed for the 
growth in agricultural production during IV 
Five Year Plan is 5%. But the agricultural 
production has exceeded the target 
during the year under Report : the agricul* 
tural production has gone up to 5.3%. 

Our Planning Minister has this to say- 


in overall tm-ms Agriculture is suecess story 
only partially—success story only partially. 
In a recent Seminar held at Ahmedabad, 
our Planning Minister had stated that even 
after 25 years of independence, even after 
conducting four General Elections, 
even after completing three Five Year Plans 
the small farmers in our country numbering 
many millions were not getting in time high 
yielding variety of seeds, fertilisers, credit 
facilities or modern agricultural implements. 
Fortunately for us our Planning Minister is 
himself an agriculturist and there is truth 
in what he says. 

In the Congress Parliamentary Party’s 
meeting held on 11th April, the Congress 
Members were agitated over the fact that 
the Congress Chief Ministers in the States 
were not actively engaged in implementing 
the assurances given to the people at the 
time of recent General Elections to the 
State Assemblies. They were charging the 
Congress Chief Ministers that they were not 
enthusiastic enough to implement the assu¬ 
rance of land ceilling. One Young Turk 
Member went to the extent of saying : 

“Let us not be charged with the 

betrayal of the people’s faith within 

months of getting their massive 

mandate’’. 

Even though the ruling Party has got 
absolute majority in this House after 
nationalising major commercial banks after 
abolishing the Privy Purses of the Princes, 
it cannot lay a claim that an egalitarian 
order has been established in the country. 
Though the ruling Congress Party has come 
back to power in many States on the plank 
of lowering the land ceiling, so far concrete 
steps in that direction have also not been 
taken and it looks as though that such an 
occasion may not arise in the near future. 
From what I have stated earlier, this be¬ 
comes crystal c tear. 

When a State Government in its honest 
endeavours to establish real Gram Raj as 
envisioned by the father of the country, 
Mahatma Gandhi and in its earnestness to 
meet with complete success wants autonomy, 
it is being accused as demanding indepen¬ 
dence. Even in the Central Government 


^ ^ original speech) was delivered in Tamil. 
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are prepared to hand over independence on 
a silver plate, the State Government does 
not want it. Why should the State Govern¬ 
ment, after getting independence, bear the 
heavy burden of indebtedness which has 
been growing all4hese 25 years to the height 
of Himalayas ? During the British 
rule. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Please here me. 
When you are speaking on Agriculture, you 
should, confine yourself to Agriculture. 
There is no question of State autonomy 
here. 

SHR! THA KIRUTTINAN (Sivaganja): 
While, building up his argument, he is 
touching upon that point. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : He is beating 
about the bush, covering all the subjects— 
provincial autonomy, powers for the States, 
etc.., which are not relevant to the subject 
under discussion. 

SHRI M. RAJANGAM : During British 
Rule, the Congress Party was vociferous in 
saying that the British Government living 
ten thousand miles away would not be able 
to appreciate the problems of Indian people 
What do we say now ? We arc saying that 
living in air-conditioned bungalows in Delhi, 
which is thousands of miles away from the 
five lakhs of villages, the Ministers would 
not be able to contrib ite anything worth¬ 
while for the development of these villages. 
It is axiomatic that for industrial develop¬ 
ment the base is agricultural development. 

Having spent Rs. 50 lakhs on travelling 
allowance under the demands No. 25, 26, 
28, 29, 30, 31, and 114, can the Minister 
assure me that at least 5000 villages have 
been visited by those who have undertaken 
such tours ? 1 want to ask of the Central 
Ministers, who visited Ariankuppam at the 
time of by-eleetion to the State Assembly 
of Pondicherry, whether they could persuade 
the Minister of Agriculture to visit Arian¬ 
kuppam and such other lakhs of villages 
and to assess the needs of those villages. 

Our Chief Minister, Dr. Kalaignar 
Karunanidhi, who is an epitome of intelli¬ 


gence, industriousness and earnestness, has 
brought the ceiling on land to 15 acres and 
after having successfully imp'emented this 
legislation, he is seeking the advice of the 
Centre as to what action should be taken in 
regard to the Estates. I would like to 
appeal to 'he hon Minister that the Centre 
should advise the other States to emulate 
the example set by the Government of 
Tamil Nadu for whom the voice of people is 
the voice of God and try to implement 
this land ceiling act uniformly in ail the 
States. At least now, it should be clear to my 
hon. friend Shri Balathandayutham that for 
my State Government and for my parly 
there is no need to solicit ideas from either 
Mr. Nixon or from Mr. Chou-an-lai. 

Under the National Forest Policy, out 
of the total land area of a State, the mini¬ 
mum of 33% should be forest area. This 
minimum is obtained in the State of Tamil 
Nadu. Under Demand No. 28, during 
1971-72 a sum of Rs. 30,20,000 has been 
showing as saving. if the Centre could 
not spend the allotted money, this money 
could have been given to the Tamil Nadu 
Government, which would definitely have 
utilised for the development of forest based 
products. Under demand No, 115—Capi¬ 
tal outlay on Agnculture-there has been a 
saving of Rs. 87 crores. When we have 
not achieved the target of fertiliser produc¬ 
tion, T am not able to appreciate this huge 
saving. It has been estimated that annually 
Rs. 500 crores worth of paddy is being 
wasted and to avoid this national waste 550 
cooperative processing units are to be set 
during the IV Plan period. So far only 
98 units have been established. When this 
is the position, how can there be a saving of 
Rs. 30 lakhs under Demand No. 26 which 
is to give*financial assistance toco-operative 
banks. 

I have moved some Cut Motions to 
Demand No. 25, 26 and 2) because under 
these demands also the amounts allocated 
have not been spent fully. For example, 
the money allocated for developing agricul¬ 
ture in tribal development agencies has not 
been utilised in full. 

If this is the kind of attention that we 
pay for the development of agriculture, 
which has fulfilled its target, I am sure that 
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the Centre is not doing justice to 
agriculture. 

If at all the Government of India bring 
ceiling on urban property, I would urge 
upon the hon. Minister that at least a 
semblance of Parity should be maintained 
between urban ceiling and rural land 
ceiling. I doubt very much whether urban 
ceiling would ever become a reality. 

Finally, the Tamil Nadu Government 
have incurred an expenditure of Rs. 292.3 
lakhs as against the agreed Central assis¬ 
tance of Rs. 265.50 lakhs for rural employ¬ 
ment crash programme. The total assistance 
so far released by the Government of India 
is Rs 260.69 lakhs. A sum of Rs. 4.81 
lakhs is still due to the State Government 
against the agreed Central assistance of Rs. 
265.50 lakhs. So, I would request the 
Government of India to sanction the 
following funds for the scheme. I would 
request them first to sanction the balance of 
Rs. 4.81 lakhs still due to the State Govern¬ 
ment against the agreed Central assistance 
and also sanction the actual additional 
expenditure of Rs. 26.83 lakJvs incurred in 
1971-72 and include it in the share of the 
State for 1972-73 and 1973-74, and sanction 
Rs. 295 lakhs for those years. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnandgaon) : 
With your permission, I would like to make 
a small observation. Many Members of 
this House, stalwarts who are participating 
in agriculture, have desired me to request 
you that you should increase the time allo¬ 
tted for this discussion. Before making 
this request, I would like to submit 
that we have also consulted the Minister 
and he has said that if more time is pro¬ 
mised, he will have no objection. 

Instead of five hours, it may be extended 
to eight hours. During this year, buffer 
stock has been created, aud there has been 
a good crop, and so, a number of Members 
of Parliament have come with flowers to 
be presented to the hon. Minister Shri F A 
Ahmed. Please permit them to do so. 

SHRI NARSINGH NARAIN PANDEY 
(Gorakhpur): These atTly very important 
Demands, and therefore the time should be 


extended. We would request you to extend 
the time, and that is the view of the House 
also. 

SHRI K. RAMAKRISHNA REDDY 
(Nalgonda) : 1 fully support Shri R. S. 

Pandey's request made on behalf of the 
whole House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I quite realise 
that this is a very important Ministry and 
it covers so many important subjects like 
dairying, agriculture etc. and the time 
allotted for this is very short. But it was 
decided in the Business Advisory Committee 
where (he Members of every group were 
presented that tJiis would be the time for 
those Demands. Anyhow, this debate is 
not going to be concluded today.

SHRI R. V SWAMINATHAN 
(Madurai) : Mr. Chairman, AgriLUhiire 
has been, and continue^- to be, crucial factor 
in our economic planning, in improving the 
economy and social development of our 
country. If we look, back over the past 
years, we will find that agriculture has 
pla>ed a veiy inportant role. And it has 
been to the satisfaction of all of us that 
production Juts increased to the maximum 
level These who legarded tui kisans as 
conservative, iho^e who were saying that 
our kisans weie not willing to go in for 
medern technology i>nd also modern culti¬ 
vation, will now understand that our kisans 
have taken to modern method of cultivation 
without which the production might not 
have gone up to such a h gh proportion.

[Dr SaRADISH Roy in the Chair J\ 

Our agricultural production during the year 
1968-69 was 94 million tonnes. In 1970-71 
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it reached nearly 108 millbo tonnes. And 
this year it appears that it wiH even surpass 
what we have achieved so far, in spite of 
the adverse conditions like floods in U. P. 
Bihar, and West Bengal, cyclone the disastr¬ 
ous in Orissa, and drought conditions in 
Andhra Pradesh, Maharashtra, Mysore and 
some parts of Tamil Nadu. 

Mr. Chairman, I am sure, you will join 
me and also the Minister for Agricultural 
in hailing our kisans who had responded so 
magnificently for this production, of this 
kind of increase in output. We have also 
to congratulate the Ministry of Agriculture 
which has taken great efibrts in making our 
agricultural a success. Credit also goes to 
our Minister of Agriculture, Shti F. A, 
Ahmed, and also to Shri Annasaheb Shinde 
and other Ministers in the Ministry of 
agriculture. 

Though I have got a lot of things to 
speak on, due to want of time I am confining 
myself to one or two important points. 

I now come to the difliculties that are be¬ 
ing faced by the farmers. The farmer in this 
country are beinjg attacked on three fronts : 
one front is ultramodernleftists; another front 
is ultra-modern reactionaries; and the third 
front is bureaucrats. Our kisans are being 
pressed by these three fronts. Recent'y, 
you might have seen in the papers that in 
the conference of the Federation of the 
Indian Chambers of Commerce almost all 
the speakers there directed the attack on 
farmers as if they are all very poor people 
and they cannot afford to give further tax 
any longer. Now the kisans have got money 
and wealths and they should be taxed. This 
was the attack from the ultra modern reac¬ 
tionaries. Mr. Chairman the ultra modern 
lefiest also speaks the same thing, of course, 
in different language that these farmers are 
very rich and they are holding lot of land 

and all that land should be confiscated. 

(fntaruptiom) Sir, t am not opposed to land 
ceiling. In this matter of land ceiling, so 
far as Tamil Nadu is concerned, the ceiling 
has been fixed at IS acres. True, there are 
certain States which haVe not implemented 
the land reforms and .^ve bOt fixed the 
ceilii^. You may take severe action against 
those States and you penalise them. Why 


not you link the development assistance that 
is being given by the Centre to th: States 
with land reforms and laying down celing 
on land-holdings ? For those States which 
have not implemented land reforms, you 
reduce your various kinds of assistance to 
them. There, I am agreeable. But that 
does not mean that you should link land- 
holding with the price fixation. Anyhow, 
the big land-lords have been eliminated. It 
is going to be a past history in the country. 
Hereafter, only small farmers and marginal 
farmers will be there in our country. 

There is a tendency among the people 
that the farmers are getting very high 
incomes because of increased production. 
This is very wrong. In Tamil Nadu, the 
Government have got a SOOO-acre State 
farm. In that farm their average income is 
only Rs. 160 per acre. Now, Sir, the 
Panning Commission has stated that in 
Karnal and Ludhiana districts where package 
schemes are implemented, there the farmers 
net incomee is Rs. 6000 per acre. Here, I 
do not want to say anything. I only want 
to say Sardar Ujjal Singh, a former Gover¬ 
nor of Tamil Nadu and who was one of the 
first to introduce mechanised cultivation in 
his farm, has to say—I quote : 

“Such an absurd amount of net 
income of Rs. 6000 per acre cannot 
possibly be suggested by anybody having 
the slightest knowledge and experience 
of agriculture.” 

This is the position. In individual cases in 
Tamil Nadu or any other part in the 
country, the income per acre may be Rs. 
300. In a best cultivated land and if he is 
a progressive farmer, at .the most, the 
income per acre may be Rs. 500. Now it is 
being said that the farmers are producing 
more and earning more and the farmers 
income should be calculated on that basis 
Here, I want to mention one thing because 
I have got the personal experience. It 
would be entirely erroneous to assess that a 
particular land is earning so much as it has 
produced high yield according to depart¬ 
mental calculations. If I may be permitted 
to mention my own case, I have produced 
3440 kg per acre in this year. I have won 
a prize also. I have been continuously 
winning prizes for higner production—3 
tonnes per acre for the last five years.

(Merfttptiomi) Yes, in paddy only. I am 
only 4 rice grower. At what cost I have 
produced these 3{ tonnes per acre ? That 
must he Icnown. Any agriculturist will know 
how much he will have to spend to produce 
a higher yield. This does not mean that in 
all my 15 acres I am producing tonnes. 
My average income from my farm is only 
Rs. ^-500. Not more than that. This is 
the position with almost all farmers. 

Now, I come to the third front against 
the farnwrs,. the Agricultural Prices Commis¬ 
sion. I have already mentioned about to 
fronts. Let we recall the circumstances 
under which the Agricultural Prices Com¬ 
mission was set up. There was a time when 
the kisans freed and were afraid of the 
depressed pi ice situation. They were not 
sure of getting a remunerative price. There 
was an agitation. We, Congressmen, in the 
AICC and in other ferums, agitated that the 
Government must do something for fixation 
of a fair price to help the farmers. 

Sir, our Late Pr'me Minister, Shri 
Lai Bahadur Shastri introduced the Salogan 
“Jai Jawan ; Jai Kisan”. He also intro¬ 
duced this scheme of setting up an Agricul¬ 
tural Prices Commission. He announced 
and assured that the Agricultural Prices 
Commission will fix fair adjust price. But 
do you know how this Commission is now 
functioning and doing its work ? Sir, the 
Agricultural Prices Commission is going on 
with the recommendation for only reducing 
the price year after year. Not a single 
year is there in which the Government have 
accepted the recommendations of the Agri¬ 
cultural Prices Commission. This year also, 
very rightly. Government have not accepted 
the recommendation that price should be 
reduced. 

For this, I congratulate and I offer my 
thanks to our hon. Minister of Agriculture, 
Shri Fakhruddin Ali Ahmed, who has made 
a statement yesterday in this House, saying 
that he is not accepting that recommen¬ 
dation. So, this, is the position. Sir. 

- The name which has been given to this 
hody—the Agricultural Prices Commission 
should be changed Instead, they should 
^ given a new name. It is but fit and 
proper to call that Commission, the Agri¬ 
cultural Price Reduction Commission. 


That is the proper way to call them. It M 
high time Government gives a second thought 
to this matter. This Commission should be 
completely recast ; there should be repre¬ 
sentatives of the farmers in this Commission, 
who know the difficulties of a kisan, what 
sufferings he has to under go in producing a 
crop. I appeal to the Government to dis¬ 
solve it and appoint a new Agricultural 
Prices Commission, with due representation 
to the farmers. Otherwise what will happen 
is, they will not know the difficulties the 
kisan. Who are all these people now in the 
Commission ? They are urban-oriented 
economists with super class conscionsness. 

How can they understand the problems 
of the poor kisans ? We can’t expect 
them to understand the problems of the 
poor kisan. 

Sir, I want to ask one plain question. Is 
it a crime to be a kisan ? What can we do ? 
I have been born a kisan; my father was a 
kisan. On all the sides we see, they attack 
the kisans. Theo say, the kisans have got 
wealth. Where is the wealth ? You are 
trying to fix the land ceiling. The plains, 
peoples should not have more than a parti¬ 
cular limit in this country. Ail right. I 
accept that. But, you fix the ceiling. If 
there should be only 10 acres or IS or 20 
acres, nobody should have more than that 
fixation. If anybody has more than the 
limit fixed and agreed upon, you arrest him, 
yon put him in jail, you confiscate his land. 
I am agreeable on all this. We depend upon 
the monsoon. Agriculture on the whole 
Contries to be a gamble in the monsoons. 
That is the fate of a kisan in this country I 
The Kisans are^ not able to make both ends 
meet. That is the posttion now. 

I appeal to Government regarding the 
need for the production of tractors for the 
use of the small farmers. Proper tractors 
are not available for the small farmers. 
There should be two types of tractors which 
Government should manufacture—tractors 
for dry cultivation and tractors for wet 
cultivation. The tractors for dry farming 
will help in respect of dry farming operations 
and the tractors for wet farming will help in 
respect of wet farming operations. These 
two types of tractors should be produced in 
sufiScient numbers. 
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We are now eliminating the big farmers. 
There will be here after only small farmers 
and marginal farmers. These people should 
have tractors. A third type of small tractor 
also must be produced to meet the reqiure* 
meat of the marginal farmers. 

Then about fertilisers I want to say 
something. Fertilisers should be made 
available to the farmers at cheaper prices. 
This is also very important. Govrrnment 
should consider this point also. 

Then, Sir, the Government aie talking 
about dry' cultivation. What the Govern¬ 
ment is meaning, we don’t know. They are 
frequently saying, ‘dry cultivation’, ‘dry 
cultivation’. Government should come 
forward with a definite proposal and a clear 
scheme as to what they mean by dry cultiva¬ 
tion, what is the help that they are going to 
procttC::d. Un'e st there are proper irrigation 
facilities, how can it be successful. Sir ? 
Therefoje, I appeal to the Government that 
they should take all there points into 
consideration. 

Finally, Sir, I appeal to all these three 
Fronts, that is, the Agricultural Pi ices 
Commission, the ultra modern leftists, and 
also the Ultra-modern reactionaries— 
‘Please spare our poor agriculturists’. 

As Mr. Piloo Mody mentioned yesterday 
in this House Leave Vietnam to the Viet¬ 
namese,—I respect the same today, ‘Leave 
the kisans to kisans’. They will take care 
of themselves. Let the Agricultural prices 
fiud their own level in relation to the needs 
of development and economic growth in the 
country. Let them go to the market. Let 
the thing take its own course. 

Sir, we are expecting help from the 
Government, not obstruction from the 
Govermnent. We are expecting the Depart¬ 
ment and the Ministry to give help to the 
poor kisans. With these words I conclude, 
thanking you for giving me the oppartunity 
to speak.

MR. CHAIRMAN : The cut motions 
are also before the House. 

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH (Sidhi): 
This Ministry of Agriculture, to my mind, has 
been closest to the life-blood of the country 
and so this Ministry is concerned with the 
weakest section of our society. As for the 
modern trend of world democracy, each 
democracy is gradually evolving into a 
corporate State; 1 use the words ‘corporate 
State’ in the connotation that has been 
provided to them by Charles Reich when 
he wrote the book 'The Greening of 
America', 

In this context of things, I have from 
last year on wards tried to draw the atten¬ 
tion of the Ministry to the ever-widening 
danger that this poor and weaker section of 
our society might be faced with if this 
Ministry was not able to give the attention 
that this section demanded and which was 
due to it. 1 wish to draw the attention of 
the Ministry to this aspect of the problem. 
The present outlook of the Ministry has 
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been commodity committee approach. It 
was high time that this Ministry brought 
about a change in the whole approach to 
the problem of farming by the weaker 
section of our society and this approach or 
this change that I am asking for is the 
change from the present stand which still 
smacks of the commedity committee ap¬ 
proach that the originally was responsible 
for the establishment of these commodity 
committees or departmental committees. To 
clarify this request of mine, I wouid specify 
four major points which would bring this 
matter out. 

Agricultural machanisation is something 
which has been a matter of debate all these 
twenty.fivc years of our Indeptendence. 
There was a time when tractors too were 
taboo in our country, but gradually a time 
has come when tractors up to the capacity 
of 60 Hp arc being manufactured here, but 
the debate about mechanisation goes on, 
and today when we have reached a stage 
where the ceiling laws are going to limit the 
acreage to 18 acres, we manufacture tractors 
that by the very cost of their production 
and the cost of their availability to the 
farmer and their horse-power are suited to 
a hundred-acre farm. This debate also at 
present does not take into consideration the 
possibility with small units of mechanisation 
like those that re used in Japan which make 
one Person more efficient but do not dis¬ 
place labour, if it were a complete unit. At 
the present moment, even if we have hand- 
tractors, they are not fitted with seed-drills 
Of small harvesting arrangements on them 
which of course does not make them a 
complete machine by themselves. Here, I 
would draw the attention of the ministry 
that the commodity committee approach 
■hould be stopped The one pet son has to 
be made more efficient. It is not a question 
of displacement of labour. 

Secondly, I would come to agricultural 
research. We have been concentrating all 
ou r efforts an the major crops, that is, the 
production of wheat and rice in our country. 
This is 9 commodity committee approach. 

I wish to draw-v the attention of the 
Mhtbtipy to another aspect of farming. In 
regard ito the kodon and kutki farming in 


the Adibasi regions of my State, no money 
has been spent on evolving a high-yielding 
variety of kodon and kutki. I am doubtful 
whether these terms would be understand¬ 
able to hon. Members in this House, but 
most of the farmers in my region just work 
on kodon and kutki and are living on them. 
To start with, I would suggest that the 
Ministry may send a team of experts to my 
region, namely Sidhi and Surguja, and let 
them see what the kodon and kutki farmer 
does to make his livelihood. That would 
be a change from the commodity committee 
approach. 

Agricultural finance. The whole effort, 
the whole outlay, is spread out in maximi¬ 
sation of the farm produce. Nothing has 
been done in the humanising of the farmer. 
A lot of effort has been wasted on the 
plough, but the man behind it is lost. Last 
year, 1 pleaded that a deep study be made 
of the problems of the farmer, the .small 
farmer. What is his managerial problem ? 
1 could not find a place of this in the report 
of the performance of the Ministry last 
year. Of course, I must concede that 1 was 
very gratified to know that on p. 3 of the 
ICAR report, the word *human’ occurs 
twice. 

Agricultural prices. The whole exercise 
at the moment is in balancing the producer 
and the consumer. The first time we came 
to know about it, we were very happy to 
know that a machinery had been set up in 
different parts of the country whereby a 
study in depth was going to be made of the 
cost of production of different produce. But 
W8 do not know on what facts this machi¬ 
nery will base its findings. We do not know 
either whether this machinery is a tempo¬ 
rary affair and will not be in existence from 
next year onwards. I would plead that if 
the farmer is to be treated as a human 
being, this machinery should be of a perma¬ 
nent nature, it should be spread out over 
all the corners of the country and should 
base its findings not in a certain, specific, 
narrow field but should be quite ot^en-minded 
about the facts produced before it by the 
farmers themselves. 

Coming to the question of land reforms, 
the nation as such has accepted that land 
reforms have to come. I think when the 
nation has accepted a thing, it should be 
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done. Fittingly it should be done. But 1 
think that this taw of ceiling is a stateman’s 
approach to ^viding a remedy to a social 
evil. That is how I look at it. If it was 
meant only as a device in removing a social 
evil, it follows that there will be certain 
types of farmers who are sincerely farming 
and might not remain farmers in the same 
sense. If this was an exercise in a social 
evil being remedied and not an exercise in 
the amputation of a social limb, I think it 
should also from part of the consideration 
of the Ministry to evolve a Farmers Pool, 
like the Scienti;ti’ Pool, in which arc put 
all those farmers who are really farmers 
having nothing else to do who would be 
deprived of a way of life with the ceiling 
coming into force. They should be given 
some sort of service on Slate Farms. 

As regards the community development 
programme, it started out as an effort in 
which the idea was brought from the United 
States and transplanted into our society. 
The idea is since dying a slow death. An 
endless process of modification has not 
helped it. What was the missing vital spark 
that made it a failure ? I have lived in a 
village for 15 years and have witnessed the 
slow death of this very laudable effort. I 
felt all along that in this effort an exercise 
was tried to be carried out trying to develop 
the community, whereas, what was needed 
was the community should be helped to 
develop itself. Here the vital spark was 
missing and so the whole edifice collapsed. 
I think that Parkinson's law has had a held 
day in our country, and soon even a 30- 
storeyed high skyscraper will not be able 
to house all the people needed to cater to 
the rural people of our country. It is high 
time, even when the United Kingdom are 
thinking of giving more power to their 
municipal and rural people. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The hon. Member’s 
time is up. 

SHRl RANABAHADUR SINGH : 
where the population is hardly a fraction of 
ours, and the bureaucracy is failing to pro¬ 
vide the service to rural society, that we here 
do something about making the gram Pancha- 
yet and gram swaraj movement a viable 
factor of life in our country. I think that 
rural India at the moment is searching for 
a statesman like Attlee among our statesmen 


who will have the courage to disregard the 
Churchillian reservation of the capacity of 
rural India to rule itself. 

I would also like to say that the VLW 
who has become a step*chiid of almost ail 
the departments should now finally be put 
with the agricultural university extension 
staff so that he provides the last missing 
link between research in the university and 
the farmer on the field. 

Lastly, I come from a region which was 
full of forests 10 years ago, and it has been 
a tragic tale of depletion as to how the 
forests have vanished. At this rate, it will 
just take a decade’s time for my region to 
become a desert. I come from northern 
Madhya Pradesh. I think this is going to 
be an ecological cata.strophe, and not even 
an army of forest guards of the forest 
department can stop this trend. I plead that 
forests which have become a no-man’s-tand 
of our region, wherein everyone is free to 
follow a scorched-carth policy, should be 
now dealt with on an urgent basis. 1 suggest 
that one way of doing it is to parcel out 
the land into small pieces of half an acre or 
an acre of the forest area and give it to a 

small farmer who lives nearby and allow 

him to use the timber for his own use. I 
am sure, according to my own experiment, 

within three years these barren hills will 
become green again.

lBrRA<STATE DbFARITIES IN WEST BENGAL 

*461. SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : 
Will the Minister of PLANNING be phnsed 
to state : 

(a) whether there is a good deal of 
Intra-^tate d sparities in West Bengal, if so, 
the reasons therefor and the nature of dis¬ 
parities; 

(b) what assistance, if any. has been 
given by the Centre to West Bengal during 
the last three years for the removal of intra¬ 
state disparties; and 

(c) the results of the steps taken so far 
in physical terms ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PLANNING (SHRI 
MOHAN DHARIA); (a) to (c). A state¬ 
ment is laid on the Table of the House. 

Statement 

(a) In the absence of a comprehensive 
survey which would iwing out the disparities 
as between different areas of West Bengal, 
no information is available regarding their 
nature and extent. However, the estimates 
of State income and its differentials published 
by the West Bengal Statistical Bureau in 
1965, reveal some information in that regard. 
The estimates show the per capita Income 
for 15 districts of West Be^ as follows :

Besides on the basis of certain uniform cri¬ 
teria suggested by the Planning Commissimi, 
the Govonment of West Bengal has recently 
identified the districts of Purulia, Darjeeling 
(exduding Siliguii sub-division), the Sunder- 
bans area of the 24-PBrganas district and 
the Bankura district, as backward areas. 

The reasons for these disparities are lack 
of education, social backwardness, lack of, 
enterprise lack of infra-structural facilities, 
political instability and the like. 

(b) (i) For the district of Darjeeling a 
more liberal pattern of Central 
assistance for Plan expenditure, 
consisting of «)% grant and 50% 
loan, as against the general pat¬ 
tern consisting of 30% grant and 
70% loan, has been sanctioned; 

(ii) Rural Works Programmes have 
been started in the districts of 
Purulia, Bankura and Midnapur; 

(iii) Small Farmers Development 
'Agency programme has been 
sanctioned for the disbicts of 
Darjeeling, Hooghly and West 
Dinajpur; 

(iv) Marginal Farmers and Agricuitu-' 
ral Labourers programme has 
been sanctioned toe the districts 
of Purulia and Bankura; 

(v) Purulia district has been Miected 
for the Central scheme of 10% 
subsidy to industries on flx^ 
capital investment; 

(vi) Bustee improvement works esti¬ 
mated to cost approximately Rs. 
10 crores have been tal»n up in 
Calcutta for which funds ue 
being folly provided by the 
Centre; 

(vii) A 16-point programme for the 
mainUmance and acceleration of 
industrial development in West 
Bengal has been drawn up. Un- 
(jer thif pro^nnme, one of tl^ 
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important schemes is to carry 
out a rapid survey of each dist¬ 
rict by the State Government for 
‘ identifying industries suited to 
to the area based on local raw 
materials and skills and capable 
of providing employment to local 
youth. This programme may 
narrow down the disparities in 
the levels of development between 
various districts. Another im¬ 
portant decision taken under 
this 16-point programme is to 
treat the whole of West Bengal 
as backward (except for Calcutta 
Howrah and 24-Parganas) for the 
purpose of provision of conce¬ 
ssional finance by public financ¬ 
ing institutions, 

(viii) The total approved outlay for 
the Fourth Five Year Plan of 
West Bengal is Rs. .322.50 crores, 
out of which the Central assis¬ 
tance allocated is Rs. 221 crores. 
To enable the State Government 
to find resources for its own 
share of the Plan outlay, special 
accommodation estimated to be 
of the order of Rs. 73 crores has 
been agreed upon by the Centre 
to cover the assessed non-Plan 
gap in the State’s resources for 
the five year Plan period. 

(c) The steps mentioned in reply to 
part (b) of the question have been taken 
only recently; it is, therefore, too early to 
assess their results in physical terms. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Planning 
means reduction of regional imbalances. 
There had been Congress Governments in 
the State as well as in the Centre-out of 
25 years. 22 years in the Stale and here for 
25 years. 

May I ask the hon. Minister the reason 
for this acute disparity in regional growth 
in West Bengal ? And, is it true that the 
total electricity in North Bengal is only 1% ? 
Is it also true that the total industrial in¬ 
come of Calcutta industrial region alone 
accounts for 75% No,\ji Bengal is nil ? Is 
it also a fact that the total number of in- 
diutrigl lipenccs 1° North Ben^I 


(excluding Jalpatguri District which bad 
two) in the last five years is nil. 24 Parganas 
—7%, Burdwan—57%, Birbhum—60, 7 In 
small scale industries, Howrah, Hooghly, 
24 Parganas and Calcutta alone account for 
75% and industrial employment in Howrah, 
Hooghly, Calcutta, 24 Parganas and Burd¬ 
wan under the Factories Act is 80% and 
in r^ard to rural electrification in the last 
three years there is not a single village elec¬ 
trified. If that has been so, what specific 
steps have been taken to immediately remove 
this disparity ? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA ; Sir, I have 
placed a detailed statement on the Table of 
the House and that statement categorically 
states the various steps being taken by the 
Central Government as also by the West 
Bengal Government in that direction. This 
House is well aware that it is the primary 
responsibility of the State Government to 
take care of the regional imbalances and 
whatever aid could be given from this end 
that is always given. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : The 
Central Government is in control of finan¬ 
ces, industrial development and planning. 
May I ask the hon. Minister if he would 
give a categorical assurance on the floor of 
the House to-day that for the Fifth Plan 
they will take such measures as to; make it 
obligatory for the State Governments to take 
steps through planning to reduce these im¬ 
balances before the Fifth Plan is over ? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : I share 
the anxiety of the bon Member and I do 
concede that there arc severe regional and 
intra-State imbalances and I can assure this 
House that while approving the Fifth Five- 
year Plan both of the Central Government 
and also of the States we shall take care to 
see that positive steps are taken to remove 
the original imbalces. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You did 
not clarify whether before approving any 
Plan by the State Government you will sti¬ 
pulate that the programme removes regional 
imbalance or tends towards that. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : All possi¬ 
ble care will be taken before approval of 
such plan that these plans do incorporate 
such schemes which help in r^ovig theae 
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regional imbalances. We Shall see that 
priority is given for such projects. 

SHRIPRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSHI: 
In the statement he said that certain dis- 
' tricts are demarcated as backward. I would 
like to know whether any proposal has come 
from West Bengal Government to the Plan¬ 
ning Commission regarding the backward 
districts of Piirulia, Bankura, West Dinajpur 
and BIrbhum. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA; In the 
statement I have said which are the districts 
that are backward. The Committee of Sec¬ 
retaries of the Central Government was 
appointed for this purpose and they adopted 
the 16-point programme. The report of the 
Committee has been accepted by the Govern¬ 
ment. This is made applicable since 
December, 1971. The whole of West Bengal 
almost, except Calcutta. Howrah and 24 
Parganas, have been treated as backward 
areas entitled for concessional finance. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; Includ¬ 
ing Sunderbans. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : Yes. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : 
Coocli Behar, according to the Minister’s 
statement has got per capita income of 229. 
In Purulia it is as low as 197. But in the 
other part of the statement it is said... 

MR. SPEAKER : I also notiped that. 
But the Minister’s statement is the latest 
one. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : It is 
stated that Rural Works Programme has 
been started in the districts of Purulia, Ban- 
kura and Midnapure. I would like to know 
from the Minister as to what is the machinery 
in the hands of the Planning Commission 
to determine which are the districts which 
should be given special assistance and sanc¬ 
tion of Rural Works Programmes. I want 
to know whether the State Qov^nments 
have not got a machinery for this. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : It is the 
primary responsibility of the State Govem- 
met to identify which are the districts which 
W industrially backward, or otherwise back¬ 
ward (Ultricta, It ispn the recomnienda’ 


UoD of the State Government that we give 
our approval here. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA : rose— 

MR. SPEAKER : How is Mysore in¬ 
terested West Bengal ? 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA : The Planning 
Minister stated that the Planning Commi¬ 
ssion has sorted out or indentified certain 
backward areas in the country to obviate or 
remove the regional imbalances and econo¬ 
mic backwardness of the States and of the 
regions in the various districts. Is there 
any specific instructbn with regard to finan¬ 
cial assistance in respect of such States and 
such backward areas given ? What ate 
they 7 What are the activities which have 
been implemented so far on this item ? If 
not, what action is being taken by them to 
accelo-ate the process of improving the con¬ 
dition of these backward areas and backward 
regions, identified by the Planning Commision. 
The Planning Commission is now engaged in 
formulating the Fifth Five Year Plan. It 
has got certain proposals for the growth of 
industrial ventures and so on. Is there 
any time-bound programme with the Gove¬ 
rnment for the improvement of the back¬ 
ward areas ? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : As has 
been made clear already, we have taken 
specific steps to identify the backward dist¬ 
ricts. It is because of this exercise that 
several State Governments have identified 
industrially backward districts based on 
certain criteria laid down, for giving finance 
concessions through public financial institu¬ 
tions. For example, in each state one or 
two industrially backward districts which 
are so identified are entitled for 10 per cent 
subsidy. It is the responsibility of the State 
Government to identify these problems, and 
it is for us to see how we can help in 
solving these problems. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Under 
this sixteen-point programme, the State 
Qovemmeot' has been asked to identify in¬ 
dustries suited for the backward areas 
After they have identified such industries, 
supposing some private entrepreneurs are 
willing to set up units there, what assurance 
do Government give that in such cases, 
since the licensing is entirely in the hands 
pn^^.Cootre, th« process of clearing those 
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licencos and sceioB^at vtii«y«ie ’ 

be assured without any dday^ andaeoandly, 
in case private mtrepreneurs are not forth¬ 
coming in the cases' of Ih^-lif^tifled indust¬ 
ries, may I know whether the State or the 
Cbntre wiil come forward to set op such 
units in the public sector ? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : Foe, in¬ 
dustries which involve >an investment of 
Rs. 1 crore and below, no licences arC; re¬ 
quired. Naturally.- in- the backward areas, 
most of the industries will be such that they 
will have a capital of less than Rs. 1 crore, 
and, therefore, there would not be any ques¬ 
tion of licensing. But J can assure this 
House that if some industries are likely to 
be located in backward areas, we shall try to 
accelerate the process and shall see that 
there are no impediments in their way. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : If private 
entrepreneurs are not forthcoming, will the 
State step in ? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : This point 
is under discussion, and we do feel that 
there are some areas where the public sector 
shall have to enter, and we shall think about 
it.

system exchange switching equipment. We 
are trying to rectify them. I may add that 
for this effort we are depending mainly on 
indigenous teclmology. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO : Has the 
department given up the whole ’ stowger 
system and taken recourse to the cross bar 
system ? I unders and the cross bar system 
is giving a lot of trouble and they are not 
able to rely only on that system, and as a 
result in Bhubaneswar for the last three 
years the telephone exchange ia not being 
commissioned. What is the policy of 
Government in this regard ? 

SHI H. N. BAHUGUNA : We are 
producing full capacity of the stowger as 
Wdl as the cross bar systems which has 
been in use since 1965. Nothing has been 
stopped. Interlinking of the two systems is 
already done. There is no difficulty on that 
score. As regards any specific difilculty 
concerning Bhubaneswar, I do not have any 
facts to justify any answer.

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR : Sir, naturally 
we are happy that such a large number of 
dacoitB have surrendered, and what is more, 
that it is a bloodless surrender. What I 
would like to know is, whether the Guvern- 
ment is thinking some rational approach to 
this entire problem, because we do not know 
w^f number of dacoits are still there in 
thir area, so that iocourse of time this prob¬ 
lem can be minimised to a certain extent. 

Secondly, I would like to kgow whether 
any terms where given to those people when 
they were surrendering. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Sir. I think my 
hon. friend has mentioned about a rational 
approach to this problem. This is a problem 
which has to aspects. One is the law and 
order aspect, and the other is the socio¬ 
economic aspect. I have already referred to 
both. This particular surrender is yet a third 
aspect of the problem, in which non-offlcial 
agencies have taken the initiative in presu- 
ading the dacoits to surrender. We have 
welcomed this invitative on their part, and 
the fact that 163 dacoits have surrendered is 
a very welcome result of these efforts. 

Now, about those dacoits who have not 
surrendered and will continue their activities, 
we must take law and order action against 
them. At the same time, the effort to develop 
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the region must be made. These can be the 
broad approaches to the problem. But adiiie 
these efforts are continuing, we hope there 
will be more surrendereds, but the invitative 
lies entirely with non-ofRcial agencies. 

As for the discussions we had—to which 
I have referred in my reply—with Mr. Jaya- 
prakash Nara 3 «n, he pointed out various 
diffiiculties that the dacoits were experiencing. 
We took this into account and we tried to 
take an under-standing attitude to this prob¬ 
lem. For instance, within six months, as for 
as possible all the charges against the dacoits 
should be brought forward and should not 
lingerover a long period; trial should be held 
quickly and so on. things like that. We did 
have discussions on this. Discussions did lead 
to satisfactory results. As a consequence of 
that to many of them surrendered,

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : May I know 
whether the Goverament's attention has been 
drawn to a statement of onr Chief 
Minister, Shri P. C. Sethi, in whichjhe has 
said that a lasting and enduring solution of 
the dacoity problem can only be found if we 
reclaim the area and demolish the ravines 
and make the area cultivable and well- 
irrigated. For that he has said the backward 
State of Madhya Pradesh cannot provide the 
necessary fiinds and that Rs. 100 crores must 
come from the Centre. If the Madhya 
Pradesh Govermment takes up the scheme, 
will the Centre give such assistance, and is 
the minister in a position to give any 
categorical assurance in that regard ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I am not in a 
position to give any categorical assurance. 
This is a metier which involves Finance, 
which involves the Planning Commission. 
All that I am in a position to say is that. 
the Home Ministry would be sympethetic 
and would assist in trying to dovelop this 
region for the reasons I have already 
explained. We do not look at this purely as 
a Law and order proplem. We see the other 
aspects and we would like to help, but 
containly I alont cannot give any categorical 
assurance in this ragard. As far as a lasting 
solunion to the problem of dacoity is 
concerned, I would remind hon. Members 
that places wlme thare ate no ravines ; also 
have dacoits.

Political set-up of Delhi 

*467. SHRI Y. RESWARA REDDY: 
Will the Minister of HOME AFFAIRS be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government propose to 
introduce certain changes in the present 
political set-up of the Union Territory of 
Delhi; and 

(b) if so, what are the chahges pro¬ 
posed to be made ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 
K. C. PANT) : (a) and (b). The matter 
is under consideration. 

SHRI Y. ESWARA REDDY : Delhi 
is now having a multiplicity of authorities— 
the Delhi Municipal Corporation, the New 
Delhi Municipal Committee, the Develop¬ 
ment Eoard- the Cantonment Board, etc. 
Besides these, the Central Ministries have 
also fields of power in health, transport and 
some other thbgs. Naturally, this multip¬ 
licity will lead to red-tapism, delay, over¬ 
lapping etc. If this is to be done away 
with there should be unified authority, that 
means an elected Icignlatare with a Council 
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of MiniMfn nspoo^e to tbe legi^atore. 
Th98 Bwytjbe spiae an4 zeserva- 

dona in v^w of bdhi,. Iwing- the Capital of 
tbe lloioo, bttt iuU .Govotnooent- m the 
neccnil|( of.a oni^ authority io the form 
of an elected l^lalature ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : It At true there 
are many authorities in Delhi and 1 accept 
there Is need to constantly review their fonc- 
tionlnf, so that there is no overlapping and 
there is a rationalised structure. But in the 
very nature of thtegs, a certain amount of 
multipifeiy of authority is unavoidable. 
For instance, there is the New Delhi Muni¬ 
cipal Committee. There is the Cantonment 
Board which looks after the cantonment 
area. There is the Central Government 
which must have a say in the administration 
of Delhi. In addition to it, there is the 
Metropolitan Council and the Delhi Muni' 
cipal Corporation. Even the Administra¬ 
tive Reforms Commission which went into 
this matter has accepted the need for ail 
these bodies but only suggested that the 
Corporation and the Metropolitan Council 
be merged. There is no escape from a 
number of bonies, because their functions 
are different. The Central Government 
functions at one level. The Metropolitan 
Council functions at a different level. There 
are bodies which hove civic functions. I 
do not think a single legislature is the ans¬ 
wer to the problem. The answer is to 
examine and see how best the present struc¬ 
ture can function, so that there is minimum 
of overlapping. 

SHRI Y. ESWARA REDDY ; Is there 
any proposal of merging the Corporation 
with the Metropolitan Council and if so, 
what are the broad features of the proposal ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : As I said, the 
ARC made that recommendation, but we 
have not accepted it. Both the Metropoli¬ 
tan Council and the Corporation are in 
existence. Election have been held and 
they are functioning.

Revision of rules for recruitment of Backward 
classes 

•468. SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: 
Will the PRIME MINISTER be pleased 
to state: 

(a) whether Government have revised 
some rules in the matter of recruitment of 
backward classes in the country; and 

(h) if so, the amendments made as a 
result of such revision ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS AND 
IN THE DEPARTMENT OF PERSON¬ 
NEL (SHRI RAM NIWaS MIHDHA) : 
(a) and (b). A statement is laid on the 
Table of the House. 

* 

Statement 

Reservations and concessions have been 
provided for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes in the services under the Government 
of India. The Government of India have 
not recognised any classes other than the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes as 
backward classes for purpose for reservation 
in services under them. The need for con¬ 
tinued efforts in securing adequate represen¬ 
tation of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes in services is always kept in view by 
Government and various orders have been 
issued in that direction from time to time. 
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A gist of some of the iiii|>ortant orders 
issued by Oovemment from 1968 oawards 
in the matter of recruitment of Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes candidates in 
snvkes is given below 

(1) The percentages of reservation have 
been increased with effect from 
26th March. 1970 from 12% to 
15% for Scheduled Castes and 
from 5% to 7% for Scheduled 
Tribes. 

(2) The period of carrying forward of 
reservations has been increased 
from 2 to 3 years vide instructions 
issued on 25th March, 1970. At 
the end of this period, vacancies 
reserved for Scheduled Castes could 
be utilised for Scheduled Tribes 
and vice versa thus reducing the 
chances of lapsing of a reserved 
vacancy. 

(3) The procedure for advertising the 
vacancies reserved for Scheduled 
Castes/Scheduled Tribes has been 
revised with effect from 31st July, 
1970. The reserved vacancies in 
the posts filled by selection would 
now be advertised calling for appli¬ 
cations of Scheduled Castes/Schedul- 
ed Tribes candidates, as the case 
may be, against such vacancies in 
the first instance. Should this 
advertisement prove jnfructuous, a 
second advertisement would be 
issued calling for applications of 
Scheduled Castes/Scdeduled Tribes 
candidates as well as general candi¬ 
dates. The general candidates, 
however, would be considered only 
if Scheduled Castes/Scheduled Tribes 
candidates are considered unsuitable 
for appointment against such 
vacancies. 

(4) Instructions have been issued on 
3 l5t July, 1970 that Scheduled 
Castes/Scheduled Tribes candidates 
should be called for interview 
on a separate day or a separate 
sitting of the Selection Committee. 

(5) The creterion for relaxation in 
standards of suitability in favour 
of Scheduled Cas N and Scheduled 
Tribes has been redefined in the 
instructions issued on 25th July, 


1970. Under these instructions for 
appointment against reserved vacan¬ 
cies, candidates of these commu¬ 
nities could be selected even if they 
do not fulfil the general standards 
of suitability as along as they are 
not found unfit for appointment to 
such posts. 

(6) Instructions have been issued on 
24tb September^ 1968 that where 
requisite number of Scheduled 
Castes/Scheduled Tribes candidate 
fulfilling even the relaxed standards 
are not available to fill the vacan¬ 
cies reserved for them in non¬ 
technical and quasi-technical Class 
III & IV services/posts filled by 
direct recruitment otherwise than 
by written examination, the best 
among the available Scheduled 
Castes/Scheduled Tribes candidates 
who fulfil the minimum educational 
qualifications prescribed for such a 
service/post would be selected to 
the extent of the vacancies reserved 
for such categories. In order to 
bring such candidates upto the 
minimum standard necessary, for 
the maintenance of efficiency of 
administration, they would be 
given in-service training. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : 
The revised reservation rules for scheduled 
castes and scheduled tribes apply only to 
future vacancies and not to the existing posts 
in any department, a resulting in huge back¬ 
logs in the quota reserved for scheduled 
castes and scheduled tribes. I want to know 
whether Government will consider making 
a definite provision for applying these rules 
and instruction and orders in all their 
totality to the department as a whole and 
not piecemeal ? Secondly, some of the pub¬ 
lic sector undertakings have not accepted the 
Government’s instructions and orders in 
regard to reservation in services for promo¬ 
tion. For example. Air India and Indian 
Airlines have not accepted them. 1 want 
to know how the Government will ensure 
that all the public sector undertakings 
and departments fall in line with the 
Government’s instructions and orders in this 
rqsard ? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : The 
reservations are only for new reciuitments 
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to tf|« vitQ^ncies. Therefore, if we aee from 
the pt^t of view of the total strength of a 
particular Department at Ministry the per¬ 
sons belonging to the Scheduled Castes and 
Trtbes do not Come up to the standards of 
reservation which we have for fresh reotiit- 
menf. But the suggestions of the hon. 
Member is not acceptable because it would 
involve a lot of other difficulties. For 
example, the Supreme Court has in a ruling 
said that we omnot have more than 50 per 
cent of reservations in a particular selection. 
In addition to reservation for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes, we have reser¬ 
vations for Emergency Commissiened Officers 
and other categories of persons. So, even 
if we try to increase the number of fresh 
entrants in those categories it will not solve 
the problem in the way the hon. Member 
wants. But the total number and percen¬ 
tage in the various categories of government 
empfoyees of Scheduled Castes and Schedu¬ 
led Tribes is constantly increasing. In many 
categories, even in the highest categories, 
which means IAS and allied examinations, 
the full quota and sometimes even more 
than the full quota of reserved candidates 
are being selected. With respect to the 
total number of employees, the number of 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
employees is higher and their percentage is 
gradually increasing. We have examined 
the suggestion made by the hon. Member 
a number of times. Because of legal and 
other difficulties it cannot be accepted. 

As regards reservation in the public sec¬ 
tor undertakings, it is really a serious 
matter and the Government is very serious 
that all public sector undertakings should 
adopt the same reservation rule as the Gove¬ 
rnment. We have taken it up with them a 
number of times and we are constantly re¬ 
minding them that this policy of reservation 
should be accepted by them in the same 
manner as it has been accepted by the 
Government. Unfortunately, the response 
from certain undertakings is not very favou¬ 
rable. They mention various difficulties of 
their own. Some of them sa.' that this 
cannot be accepted because of their consti¬ 
tution. their objectives, memorandum of 
association and things like that. Now we 
are asking them to revise them where nece¬ 
ssary. So, in all these ways the problem 
of reservation is being gradually solved. 

SHRI B. IC. DASCHOWDHURY : 1 
My with a very heavy heart that I am not 


in a position to accept the- contention of 
of the hon. Minister in his reply-to the first 
of my question. The Supreme Court judge¬ 
ment does not stand in the way. Then he 
mentioned that the carry forward, of backlog 
has been increased from two years to three 
years recently. Is it not possible tocar^ 
forward for a longer number of yeara so 
that within the framework of the Supreme 
Court judgement more and more persons 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and 
Tribes can be employed ? Further, various 
Ministries and departments do not keep 
track of the various instructions issued by 
the Ministry on this subject. Would it not 
be possible on the part of the government 
to publish a brochure containing all these 
reservation orders so that the department of 
government and the public sector under¬ 
takings may have all these instructions 
readily available for their guidance ? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : Well, 
the carry forward has been increased from 
two to three years. Not only that, at the 
end of three years the reservations available 
for Scheduled Castes can be transferred to 
Scheduled Tribes and vice versa. We are 
w'atching how this system is working. If it 
needs some improvement, or increase in the 
period, it would be considered at a later 
stage. But, for the present, wc think this 
is working quite satisfactorily and this in¬ 
crease should be tried for some time and 
not altered. 

As regards the brochure containing all 
the orders regarding reservations for Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Tribes, we already have 
a compilation and the public sector enter¬ 
prises are perfectly aware of them. If the 
hon. Member feels that they do not know 
them, I will certainly do what he has suggested. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVOA : Keeping in 
view article 335 of the Constitution, namely 
that the claims of the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes shall be taken into consi¬ 
deration in making appointments to services 
and posts in connection with the State or 
the Union, and also keeping in view the 
fact that there is a decline in the progress 
made in this connection, may I know whe¬ 
ther Government is going fix a time- 
bound programme for filling up the neserved 
quota for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes in the services and posts under the 
State? 
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SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : It is 
not correct to uy thnt there has been a 
decKne so far ar reservations are concerned. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVOA; l&alus-,qtto 
position. . 

SHRI ram NIWAS MIRDHA 4 It is 
not aatia quo position, but the position 
has been . constantly improving. There is 
no question of any time-bound prcgranme. 
As it is, even with respect to IAS and siini> 
lar services, since 1964 all reserved vacancies 
are fully being taken up by candidates of 
the requisite standard. So, I do not think 
any time-bound, programme is necessary. 
We are making much more progress than the 
minimum requited. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA : What is the 
percentage ? Only 2 per cent out of 12^ 
per cent. 

SHRI T. BALAKRISHNfAH : May I 
know whether Government is aware of 
the statement made by the hon. Minister of 
Finance in the Rqjya Sabha that in Grade I 
services of the Central Government the 
percentr^e of Scheduled Castes and Schedu¬ 
led Tribes is less than *S per cent and in 
Grade II services it is less than 1 per cent; 
if so, what are the steps that Government 
is proposing to take to fill the reserved vacan¬ 
cies for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes ? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : I 
have answerd that already. The hon. Mem¬ 
ber, who asked this question, had raised 
this point. Reservations are being made for 
the present recruitment. The reservations 
came in very late and there had been such 
a large number of persons who were emp¬ 
loyed in the past so many years. If we take 
the total number of Government employees 
and count their number also and say that 
as on this date only so much percentage of 
reserved vacancies are there, that will be 
giving an incorrect picture of the whole 
situation. As I have said, we are bound 
to have certain reservations for the present 
recruitment and the intake of Scheduled 
Castes people in some of those categories is 
more than the legal minimum.

Statement 

(a) and (b) : On the recommendations 
of two working groups on the development 
of backward areas, the following schemes 
mainly to attract new industries to the back¬ 
ward areas, have been formulated by Govern¬ 
ment : 

1. Schemes for concessional finance : The 
financial institutions viz. IDBI, IFCI and 
ICICI have offered to grant loan on conce¬ 
ssional terms to entreprenuers for starting 
industrial units in specified backward areas 
of the country. This scheme started func¬ 
tioning from the later half of 1970. The 
financial instiUitions have already publised 
their concessional terms and conditions. 

2 . 10 % Central OUnght Grant or Subsidy 
Scheme 197 i : This scheme was announced 
on 26.8.71. Under the scheme, new indust¬ 
rial units or the existing industrial units 
effecting substantial expansion would we 
granted subsidy by the Central Government 
to the extent of 10% of their total fixed 
capital investment on a total fixed capital 
investment not exceeding Rs. 50 lakhs in 
ftar.h case. 

3 . Transport Subsidy Scheme, 1971 : 
The scheme was announced on 15.7.71. Under 
this scheme, new industrial units, existing in¬ 
dustrial units effecting substantial expansion 
in the States of Jammu & Kashmir, Assam, 
Meghalaya, Nagaland, Manipur and Tripura 
and the Union Territory of Arunachal would 
be granted subsidy by the Central Govom- 
roent upto .0% of the transporation cost 
between Pathankot i ^the case of Jammu & 

gnd in the cgse of States 


in the North Eastern r^on, and the loca¬ 
tion of the industrial unit, on both raw 
materials and finished products. 

A provision of Rs. 5 crores has been 
made in the Fourth Five Year Plan for pro¬ 
viding (i) 10% Central outright grant or 
subsidy and (ii) Transport Subsidy. 

Under the concessional finance scheme 
a number of units have been assisted by the 
Industrial Finance Corporation of India, and 
the Industrial Development Bank of Inoia— 
the latter through the various State Finance, 
lag Corporations, for setting up industries 
in backward areas. 

As regards the 10% subsidy wheme, 
360 eligible units have registered themselves 
with State Governments. Their applications 
for the subsidy are under scrutiny of State 
level Committees. 

Besides these steps, the Industrial Enve¬ 
lopment Bank of India in collaboration with 
other agencies like the Industrial Finance 
Corporation. Industrial Credit and Invest¬ 
ment Corporation of India, Reserve Bank of 
India, Agricultural Refinance Corporation, 
etc., has undertake an Industrial suryejr of 
various States and Union Territories. So 
far, surveys of Assam, Bihar, Chandigarh, 
Jammu & Kashmir, Himachal Pradesh, 
Madhya Pradesh, Manipur, Nagaland, 
NEFA (Arunachal), Orissa, Rajasthan, Tri¬ 
pura, and Uttar Pradesh have been comp¬ 
leted and survey reports in respect of all 
the States excepting Nagaland, U. P., 
Chandigarh and Himachal Pradesh have been 
submitted. Follow-up action is being taken 
on these reports and it is hoped that as a 
result of all these measures and promotional 
steps being taken by State agencies, the in¬ 
dustrial development of beckward areas will 
get speeded up. 

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH : May I know 
the reasons why U P. which has 36 districts 
which are backward out of 54 districts has 
been allotted only 2 districts like other small 
and medium States which were also allotted 
2 districts for 10 per cent Central outright 
grant or subsidy 7 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU¬ 
DHURY : This matter was discussetf by 
the Planning Commission with the Chief 
Ministers and then in a meeting of the 
National Development Council. It was 
decided then gs tp how mai^ di^t^ts will 
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be taken in each State and, on the basis of 
that, 2 districts have been allotted to U.P. 

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH : May I know 
whether the recommendations of the two 
working groups on the development of back¬ 
ward areas covered all the backward districts 
and also schemes were formulated following 
up their recommendations to cover all the 
backward districts ? 

SHRI MOINUL HUQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : All the districts cannot be 
covered. There are a large number of back¬ 
ward areas in the country. If all the areas 
are taken up at a time, then industries can¬ 
not be set up in all the areas. Therefore, 
we have to take a phased programme. At 
the moment, certain districts have been 
selected and we are trying to industrialise 
them. 

SHRI NARSINGH NARAIN PANDEY 
The Patel Commission was constituted 
which gave certain recommendations regard¬ 
ing backward areas. I want to know from 
the hon. Minister what action has been 
taken on those recommendations. 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY ; I will not be able to say speci¬ 
fically about the Patel Commission. What 
I would like to say Is that till last year, no 
special emphasis was given to the development 
of backward areas. After considering what¬ 
ever reports there were or whatever recom- 
medations there were and the various studies 
made, the Government announced the 
schemes in the course of last years and the 
sehemes are in operation. 

SHRI NARSINGH NARAIN 
PANDEY : I specifically asked about Pate! 
Commission’s recommendations. The Minister 
has not replied to it. 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUP. CHOU- 
DHURY : My answer was very clear. There 
are various commissions which studied this 
question. If the hon. Member wants to know 
specifically about the Patel Commission, a 
separate question can be put. 
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SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : As 1 said, the whole country 
cannot be declared backward at a timft 
Therefore, one has got to be selective. This 
matter was discussed in the National 
Development Council. After taking into 
consideration the recommendations of the 
respective State Governments, the Planning 
Commission selected these districts. I share 
the anxiety of the hon. Member that U. p. 
is very big in size and, therefore, a bi^ 
area should have been taken. In fact, this 
question as to whether or not we should in* 
crease the number of backward districts in 
the States is being considered by us. The

Presently there is no propo¬ 
sal to set up industries in Laccadive Islands 
by the Central Government. There are no 
applications pending in this Ministry for 
setting up any large scale industry in the 
private sector. The Union Territory Admi¬ 
nistration has proposals to set up a medium 
size canning factory in AggattI Island during 
1973-74 and two units, one for manufacture 
of note books and the other for production 
of coconut shell flour during 1972-73. The 
Administration has also reported that since 
local initiative and capital are totally absent 
they are considering the opening up of the 
area for industrialists from outside to start 
industries employing and associating local 
people. A private firm is stated to have 
sent a proposal to the Ministry of Agricul¬ 
ture to start a frozen fish storage canning 
factory complex in the Islands. The Admi¬ 
nistration has also suggested to the Home 
Ministry that the Kerala State Industrial 
Development Corporation could set up 
small scale units in the Islands. In their 
Aniiual Plan for 1972-73 the Administration 
has proposed an outlay of Rs. 2.27 lakhs 
for small industries and coir industry. 

The territory has been selected for con¬ 
cessional finance from financial institotions 
and also for the 10% subsidy by the Centre. 

It is hoped that these incentives and other 
facilities offered by the. Administration will 
attract some entreprene. Ts from the main 
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SHRI C, JANAkOHANAN : I "am 
sure that the Ministo' will agree with me 
that this Island has been n^lected for a long 
time. The statement laid on the Table by 
the Government itself says that Government 
has no intention of starting any industry 
there on their own. The helpless Admini¬ 
stration there, the local Administration, have 
sent some plan which is dengerous and not 
practicable... 

MR. SPEAKER: He should ask his 
question. 

SHRI C. JANARDHANAN : In view of 
the fact that the plan sent by the local 
Administration is not practicable and in 
view of the fact that the suggestion made by 
the local Administration that the Kerala 
Industrial Development Corporation may 
start certain industries there in not practi¬ 
cable... 

MR. SPEAKER : It is already 12 O- 
Clock. He should stop it. 

SHRI C. JANARDHANAN :...will the 
Government take some stepes to start an 
industry directly under the Central Govern¬ 
ment ? 

SHRI VIOINUL HAQUE CHOUDHU¬ 
RY ; The hon. Member is not correct in saying 
that in my reply I have said that Government 
is not interested in setting up any, industry. 
What I have said is that there is no scheme 
for a large-scale industry to be set up in the 
Islands because of geographical and other 
diflSculties and also because of their size. 
I have listed a number of industries which 
are going to be set up and also the money 
provided in the Plan. Over and above 
that, we have already made a sury^ 
through the DCSSI and we ate consideKing 
as to what further we can do in the matter.

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it* pradueticm to incrtHUe its {xodoctfoii td 
Rs. 1.5 croKS per annum from the present 
level of Rs. SO lakhs. The Himachal Pradesh 
Mining and Industrial Development Cdfpo- 
ration is presently engaged in setting up 
certain projects in the public sector for the 
mining of dolomite and limestone and 
manufacture of Mramics, furniture, 
carpets, worsted spindles and cement. 
The Cement Corporation of India 
has a fetter of intent for setting up a new 
cement plant at Rajban (Paonta) in the 
State. This is making progress. From this 
it cannot be said that the tempo of indus¬ 
trial development in Himachal Pradesh Is 
low.

Keeping in view the duties and responsibi¬ 
lities of Announcers, the following uniform 
fee scales have been introduced for all 
Announcers, to take effect from 1.4.1971 : — 

Junior Grade : Rs. 170-19-260-15-335. 

Senior Grade : Rs. 210-10-290-15-470. 
Selection Grade : Rs. 350-25-500-30-800. 

For every two posts in the Junior Grade, 
there will be three in the Senior Grade.

In recent years, a more selective approach 
has been adopted in respect of foreign 
collaboration proposals so that, on the one 
hand, the import of technological know-how 
in essential and sophisticated industries 
continues to take place on acceptable terms 
while, on other, grea the emphasis is placed 
on indigenous research and development. 

(b) and (c). The entire research and 
development effort of the Council of Scientific 
& Industrial Research laboratories and other 
research institutions in the country, as well as 
of the National Committee on Science and 
Technology is directed towards the'develop¬ 
ment of indigenous technology and its indus¬ 
trial and commerical exploitation. These 
organisations have undertaken studies of 
various research problems directed improve¬ 
ments in tenchnology with a few to import 
substitution, utilisation of waste and eco¬ 
logical preservation. Besides. Government 
provides various fiscal incentives to industry 
for carrying out research and development. 
The life of foreign cailaboration agreements 
is usually limited to a short period of S 
years from commencement of production, 
during which period the Indian party is 
expected to fully absorb the foreign techno¬ 
logy.

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made by ihe Development Coundl for Food 
Processing Industries, the following are the 
recommendations in regard to high protein 
foods: 

(i) Having regard to the importance 
of child nutrition, sufficient publi¬ 
city should be arranged to make the 
people nutrition conscious. 

(ii) A beginning should be made in 
the manufacture and marketing of 
high protein foods especially meant 
for children in the age group 0-S 
years. 

(iii) The necessity for more and better 
quality proteins in the average 
Indian diet was stressed. Having 
regard to these considerations, the 
Development Council recommended 
that national standards for diffe¬ 
rent types of high protein foods 
should be drawn up. 

(iv) Development of weaning foods has 
been slow and should be activated 
to provide better nutrition for 
children. With abundant supplies 
of cereals and protein bearing 
materials, the potential for deve¬ 
lopment of such foods is high. 
The development of suitable pro¬ 
ducts should receive the attention 
of the Central Food Technological 
Research Institute, Industry and 
Government. 

(b) The Protein Foods Association of 
India which has a wide membership cover¬ 
ing industry, research institutes, etc. has 
already undertaken a mass communication 
programme to foster better nutrition in selec¬ 
ted areas through the media of the press, 
educational type films and other publicity 
programmes. 

Test morketing of some products has 
already been undertaken by the Protein 
Foods Association in selected areas in order 
to make the pec^le more nutrition consci¬ 
ous. 

All encouragement is being given for 
production of high protein foods and several 
schemes have been approved by Government 
for setting up units in the different parts of 


the country for making high protein food 
based on soya beans, groundnut. Cottonseed, 
etc.

1846 of 1968 (Union of India and Ors, Vs. 
S. Ganapathi Kini and Ors.) and No. SO of 
1969 (Union of India and Ors. Vs. Suresh 
Kumar and Ors.). The Ministry of Finance 
(Department of Revenue and Insurance) and 
the Ministry of Health and Family Planning 
(Department of Health) are administratively 
concerned with the specific cases referred to 
in the judgment. The judgemnt of the 
Supreme Court was delivered in connection 
with appeals filled by Government agajnst 
the judgement of the Mysore High Court in 
so far as cases relating to Ministry of 
Finance were concerned and that of the 
Punjab and Haryana High Court in regard 
to the case concerning the Ministry of 
Healh and Family Planning. Both the 
Ministries have taken appropriate action for 
implementing the Court orders. 

2. As regards the general principles of 
seniority, the Supreme Court has observed 
that the orders contained in Ministry of 
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Boom Affairs O. M. No. 9/11/55 RPS dated 

December, 1959 could not have retros- 
petive effect In respect of persons appointed 
prior to that date and, therefore, fw such 
persons, the orders contained in Ministry of 
Home Affairs O. M. No. 30/44/48-Apptts. 
j atp d 22nd Jane 1949 would continue to apply 
in the matter of fixing thdr seniority. The 
implications of these observations of the 
Supreme Court judgment are under exami¬ 
nation in consultation with the Union Public 
Service Commission and necessary orders 
will be issued as early as possible.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER OF 

URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE . 

REPORTED CLOSURE OF TBXITU MILLS IN 
AHMBDABAD 

SHRl DHAMANKAR (Bhiwandi) : I 
call the attention of the Minister of Foreign 
Trade to the following matter of urgent 
public importance and request that he may 
make a statement thereon : 

“Reported closure of textile mills in 

Ahmedabad ” 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE (SHRl 
A. C. GEORGE) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, Oiqarat 
Electricity Board announced a cut of 2S% in 
electricity for high tensioo and commerlcal 
consumers including textile industry with 
effect from 23rd March, 1972 and all textile 
mills outside Ahmedabad were affected by 
this cot. The Ahmedbad Electrid^ Company 
which supplies electricity to itoll, in the 
city announced a cut of with effect from 
31st Match, 1972. 

The reasons for these outs am 

(a) Dauvaran Thermal Pownr Station 
pf Gqjqrat Bleptricity Opgrd ^ 


affected because of break-down 
xA some of its turibines ; 

(b) power supply from Tarapom 
Atomic Power Station was cut 
. completely in the last week of 

March because of break-down of 
its Reactor 

The position with regard to power supply 
from Ohuvaran Thermal Power Station 
and the Tarapore Atomic Power Station is 
expected to improve by the end of May, 
1972. With effect from 13th April, 1972 
the Gujarat Electricity Board has since 
reduced the cut from 25% to 16%; the 
Ahmedabad Electricity Company has in¬ 
creased tile cut from 5% to 16% so as to 
bring about unformity. As a result of this 
power cut about 12000 workers hi mills in 
Ahnuidabad city have been laid off. 

With a view to implement this 16% cut 
without affecting the smooth working of the 
mills, the, Gqjarat Government have evolved 
a system of staggered working. All mills 
in the State are divided into 7 groups of 9 to 
10 nulls each and each group remains closed 
for one day in a week and that group will 
hot be supplied electricity on the day on 
which it is not supposed to be in operation. 
There was complete stoppi^e of power supply 
in Ahmedabad City from 11 a. m. on ISth 
April due to dealy in the supply of coal 
to the Company. As a result of this, 52 
mills closed down, in addition to the 10 
mills which were not working on that day as 
per staggering arrangements and atout 
2,00,000 workers were affected. Gujarat 
Government took a serious view of the 
situation and arranged to rush coal supplies 
and power was restored by 12 O'clock in 
the night of ISth April to the levels of the 
cut imposed on the 13th April. 

SHRl DHAMANKAR : From the state, 
ment of the Minister it seems that the 25% 
cut in the power supply was already there due 
to short supply of power from the Dhuvaran 
power station as also from the Tarapore 
Atomic power station. Actually, the crisis 
.came on the 15th April when nearly 51 textile 
mills and 11 staggering mills and other 62 
industries were forced to close dowm for want 
of power supply. This has resulted in the loss 
at wages of about 2 lakh workers in Ahmeda- 
bad. 

^^econdly, it has resulted in a loss ol 
rfvepue to the Gov^nmeot eacbequer by wqy 
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of excise duty on doth. Thirdly, it is a 
loss to the national production. But. the 
crisis was not unexpected. 

The Oovemment of Gujarat and the 
Electricity Board knew about it and on the 
1st April, there was a meeting between the 
State officials of Ooyvat State and the 
Railway officials when it was agreed to in¬ 
crease the quota of coal supply to Abnaeda- 
bad. The increase was not about 20,000 
tonnes per month to compansate the reduc¬ 
tion in power supply and somewhat to 
increase the electric supply from the thermal 
power station. One thing should bo 
dated. The Railways wwe very alert. They 
supplied 15,000 tonnes of coal. But this 
cirsis could have been avoided if early action 
was taken. The Government of Oujrat had 
intimated that the stocks of coat are likely 
to fall necessitating a crisis within a week 
or about 10 da 3 ^. In spite of this no Mipply 
was made. On the 10th April, the company 
had about 53,000 tonnes of Coal. From 
April 11 to 14, 15 wagons, that is, 3460 
tonnes of coal were delivered, that is 8850 
tonnes of coal were thus given to the Elec¬ 
tric Supply company. But what bappended 7 
In spite of this, the crisis came. It eotdd 
have been avdded if the coal supply was 
made in time. The Electric Supply Cmnpany 
and the Gujarat Government had already 
communicated to this Oovecnment that the 
coal supply should be made. 

There was a question answered on the 
floor of this House on the 11th April. 
The Railway Minister categorically stated 
about this. He shared the concern expsssed 
on this account. He said in the end that 
the supply of coal will be met, that it will 
be increased. But his statement came out 
to be misleading, because, by the 15 April, 
the demand was not met. There was short 
supply of coal resulting in short supply 
to the power house and the closure of several 
mills. I would like to know as to what is 
the type of coordi nation between the Sooth 
eastern. Western and the Central Ridlway 
to see that coal is supplied to Ahmettobad 
and other places. 

Secondly. Sir, the Electric Supply 
Company in Ahmedabad seems to be utterly 
mismanaged. There Is no Managing Director 
there it is managed by the Chairman of the 
Board. Formerly it was managed by Kilick 
Nicxon and Company. But subsequently 
Kapadias came In. I would jilte to Ipiow 


whether Govemmmit fatends to take over 
the company and. stop these malpractices 
there and mismanagement there. 

Thirdly, these workers snfiisred a loss of 
Rs. 10 lal^ on that day by way of lay off. 
Who Is going to make op for this loss? Will 
it be the Electric Supply Company or will 
It be the Government which will make up 
this loss 7 

Lastly, I would like to congratulate the 
Gujarat Government; they were very alert 
and active. If the supply had been made 
in time, this crisis could have been avoided 
and loss in production and loss of wages by 
workmen averted. Will tne Government 
set up an enquiry to find out who was 
responsible for all these things 7 Will they 
go into this matter and see who is res¬ 
ponsible for the short supply made, resulting 
in the national loss by way of production 
and loss in the wages of the workers 7 

With these three questions, I conclude. 
Sir. 

MR. SPEAKER : You put them as one 
question. Every time I remind hon. Mem¬ 
bers that they can ask only one question. 
He specifically says, three questions, putting 
me In an awkward position, 

SHRI K. S. CHAVOA (Patan) : They 
are parts (a), (b) and (c) of the same 
question. 

MR. SPEAKER: All right—one question, 
in three parts ! 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : I may try to 
answer the last question first. The hon. 
Member asked whether any enquiry will be 
made. He quotwl certain instances alleging 
that there were quite a few instances of 
mismanagement of the Electric Company. 
He was seeking information from the Govern¬ 
ment of India whether we would be taking 
over the riectricity company. As per the 
existing provisions and precedents, I may 
inform the hon. Member that it my not 
be within the purview of the Govern¬ 
ment of India to take over the electricity 
company. I think the question may be 
brought to the notice of the Government of 
Gqjarat. 

Thai, he was pointing out that the 
whole crisis had its genesis in the shortage 
pf poal. It is true. But the Foreign Trade 
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Mioistry which is the administrative wing 
in charge of the textile industry was not 
informed of this particular crisis, and in 
fact, it was not only that, but I may quote 
from the State Minister for Power, Slni 
Chimanbhai Patel and say that not only was 
it not informed to the Oovonment of India 
but even the State Government expressed 
surprise at the sudden stoppage of power 
and said that the Government had no prior 
information from the electricity company. 

SHRI PILLOO MODY (Godhra) : Very 
misinformed Government. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : I was quoting 
from the Minister for Power in the Gqjarat 
Government. 

SHRI PILLOO MODY : I am blaming 
him also. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : Then, the area 
superintendent of the Western Railway is 
on record, saying that Hhe electricity company 
informed him about the coal shortage only 
yesterday*—this statement was on the I5th 
April, and so ‘yesterday’ means the 14th 
April. The area superintendent of the Wes¬ 
tern Railway was informed about the short¬ 
age and the railways supplied idmut 1300 
tonnes immediately; another 1500 tonnes of 
coal must have reached on the I6th instant, 
and another 13,000 tonnes must have reached 
on the 17th as per our information. So, it is 
^ident that the electrkty company did not 
inform about this actue crisis and Shortage 
of coal to the Railway Mioistry or tite 
Gujarat State Government or to the Govern* 
nient of India. In this context, may I 
submit that the crisis came because proper 
planning was not there on the part of the 
concerned authorities. 

SHRI D. D. OESAl (Kaira) : Ra. 75 
lakhs are lying as deposit with the railways 
as indenting charges, and no wagons were 
made available. 

SHRI VASANTRAO PURGSHOTTAM 
SATHE (Akola): In this whole question 
there is something more than what meets 
the eye, because although prlma facie the 
allegation is that there was shortage of coal 
supply, and, therefore, the Ahmedabad 
electricity company could not produce the 
electricity, that does not appear ronyjncing 
even from the statement niade by the hon. 
Minister or the reply given by him, because 


V company could have easily known what 
supply it needed and what supplies should 
be made available. May 1 point out to you 
a news item which contains the reply given 
by the railways to this allegation by the com¬ 
pany that this failure had occurred on 
account of the shortage of coal ? This is 
the rei^ly which has appeared on the 17th 
instant. TTie raflways replied as follows : 

‘*The Western Railway authorities 
here blamed the Ahmedabad Electric- 
dty Supply Company for intimating 
as late as April 14th.” 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: That was 
precisely what I had myself said. 

SHRI VASANTRAO PURUSHOTTAM 
SAHRIE ; I am not condemning him at this 
stage, but I shall come to him later. The 
news item fhrther says : 

**...about the shortage of coal which 
has now resulted into a power crisis 
in the city. The ralways in a press 
rdease said that they were informed 
by the company on the evening of 
April 14th, that the coal stocks would 
last only for two days,.The rail¬ 

ways pointed out that the normal 
allocation of coal to the company was 
25,000 tonnes per month. This was 
increased to 45,000 tonnes from this 
month as decided at a meeting held 
in Delhi on April 1." 

This has not been stated in the statement. I 
hope this was not an April fool trick, because 
if this had been supplied, if 45,000 tonnes 
had been supplied, where was the question of 
shortage so far as the company is concerned? 
In fact, they have been given towice over. 
This was increased to 4S,( 00 tonnes, out of 
the increase of 20,000 tonnes of coal, 12,000 
tonnes were for generation of increased 
power and 8,000 tonnes to the company in 
and lieu of 4,000 tonnes of fuel oil. 
Even in regard to fuel oil, the 
supply has been increased. So where is 
the excuse for saying that there has been 
a shortage-of coal and, therefore, supply 
has been stopped ? 

Again, it appears from the Minister’s 
statement that because the Gujarat Electric- 
city Board did not supply electricity or made 
a cut, therefore, the Ahmedbad Electricity 
company htu made a cut. But this has 
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been given the lie to by the Company. Th^ 
have never said, that this cut was imposed 
due to short supply by the Electricity Board. 
The entire mponsibility was of the ctunpany 
and they had no reason for taking this step. 
The cat is out of the bag. They say in the 
report that the shareholders have written 
to the Government saying that the Bombay* 
Gujarat shareholders society has request^ 
the Union Government to appoint a mana¬ 
ging director for the Ahmedabad Electricity 
Company which, it is all^d. was responsi¬ 
ble for the closure of 51 textile mills and a 
number of factories. There is something 
wrong with this management. Here the 
Government of India are directly concerned 
because it is they who can appoint the 
managing director of this company under 
the company law or otherwise. What steps 
have the Government taken in this direc¬ 
tion ? They cannot just brush aside this 
question. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): Cancel 
the licence. 

SHRI VASANTRAO PURSHOTTAM 
LATHE : They can do that. But I 
cannot understand this indifferent attitude 
on the part of Government. They say that 
the Gujarat Government took a serious view 
of the situation. Why did not Government 
here take a serious view of the situation ? 
Why are Government here indifferent ? Is 
Oqjarat some other nation ? As Government 
themselves say, 2 lakh employees were laid 
off, A sum of Rs. 10 lakhs was lost per 
day to the employees. Are Government 
going to ask this company to make good 
this damage and loss to the employees ? We 
play with the lives of workers like this, 
apart from the loss to the community and 
loss of revenue to Government. 

Last year on 3rd March, a similar clos- . 
ure had come about and news of short 
supply had appeared in the papers. Are 
Government going to allow this company to. 
behave in this shabby manner ? What action 
is the Ministry going to take to co-ordinate 
and take steps to see that this sort of mis¬ 
chief is stoi^ed and not allowed to recur ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : At the yti^ 
outset, 1 would like to admit that whoeV«» 
is at fauld, the ulti. late result is that at 
least for a few days, 1 lakh workers v^t 
out of their job. lakhs of ruppes were lost 
to them in emoluments, and that much of 
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national wwith and central revenue are lost. 

only poiotlog out that the whole 
thing w^ brought to the notice of the 
Govemnient of Iqdia only very late. The 
mbineni the crisis was brought to our 
_ ndtice, immediately very prompt action was 
takmi by the Railway Ministry. That was 
wliif at the very'beginning itself I pointed out 
. that as soon as this information was avai¬ 
lable, aithin .12 houn 1300 tonnes of cogl 
were rushed ; in the subsequent two days 
1500 and l300 tonnes were also diverted. 

SHRI VASANTRAO PURUSHOTTAM 
SATHE Iliis is a man-made crisis. What 
is he going to do to stop' t^his mischief ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : 1 am coming to 
that. 

Thai, as I pointed out in the beginning, 
nor Only that this idformation was not given 
' to us but it was not even available to the 
Government of Gqjarat and the Minister of 
Industries and Power who b sitting in Ahme¬ 
dabad itself. I do admit that there is a 
lacuna and discrepancy on the part of some¬ 
body, and it ia.our < duty to fix the responsi-' 
biliiy.< I dO' not want to shirk from that. 
Buf 1 hope that the hon. Member will realise 
thartift taking over of the Ahmedabad’ 
Electricity Company may hot be strictly 
within the. purview of the Government of 
India. (Anmiption) Any suggesthm of this 
sort' will; have to be first mooted by the 
Gujarat Government. But I may assure the 
House that tlds is a seKous situation ; now 
it it aolVdl, but all the same, Uie fault is not 
to be absdived, and n very serious view will 
be taken,'and we will see that if it is brought 
to the notice‘of the Government of India, 
promptly, recnrreooes will he prevented. 

SHRI HARI SINGH (Khurja) : Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, I very patiently listen^ to the 
statement of the hon. Minister. He mention- 
'ed two major' cai^ fot the failure of 
; power : one was -the breakdown of some 
turUnea, and the second was the brMkdorm 
of the reactor. I think so far as my know- 
ledge goes, the experts think that these are 
very strong and <^umot break ; so, if there 
has bpen a bteakdonwn and t^y are not 
in working condition, I doubt whether thp 
causes menfionpd here are true. Secondly, 
as the nws Item skys, it could generate only 
50 to fid inw of power instead of its usual 
jenemtion of iiO mw' duriog day-time I 
want to know whether this is fact, that 
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power » soing to be suppled to other users, 
other media, leaving these texiilo mills. 

SHRI A.C. OEOROE : As I pointed 
out in the statement, the earlier cause of the 
trouble was the failure of the two turbines 
and certain defects in the Tarapore genera¬ 
tion. The Gpiaiat State Government ' is now 
short by 33 per cent In electricity production, 
and recently. Mysore has agreed to supply 
some power to Maharashtra, out of which 50 
per cent will be divnled to Giyarat also. 
So, we are taking some shmt term mea¬ 
sures. We hope that by the end of May, 
the Power shortage will be over, and prompt 
action is now being taken. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE(Raiapur) : 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, is it not a fact that the 
closure of the textile mills in Ahmedabad is 
the culmination of certain power deficiencies 
built in over a period ? Is it not a fact 
that the report of the Sixth Annual Electric 
Power Survey Committee headed by Mr. K. 
A. Dave had already warned that unless an 
installed capacity of 26 million kw of elec¬ 
tric Power is cr ated by 1973-74, such recur¬ 
ring closures of emills and factories will lU- 
ways take place Is it true that the Ahmed¬ 
abad Electric C?ompany stopped electricity 
supply to the textile industry because hit 
severely by the shortage of fuel like coal 
and oil, it could generate only SO to 60 mw 
of power instead of its usual quota of 200 
mw ? Is it true that in the past few days, 
the receipt of coal wagons and oil tankers 
had been inadequate ? Did the Ahmedabad 
Electric Company lack promptness and 
eiBciency to inform the railway authorities 
in time, and did the railway authorities’ 
inefficiency also match with that of the com- 
pany ? 

Is the statement of the Area Superinten¬ 
dent of the Western Railway, Mr. E A 
Khan—I am quoting that statement—that 
the Ahmedabad Electric Company informed 
him about the coal shortage only a day be¬ 
fore the closure of the textile mills, and 
that the railway authorities had already made 
arrangements to supply about 1,300 tonnes 
of coal on the same day, and for a further 
provision for the supply of 1,300 and 1,800 
tonnes of coal by two trains, correct 7

the man made Power famine 7 Will the 
Government strike In a planned way at the 
very root of this problem and see that this 
problem of man-made Power famine is com¬ 
pletely eliminated 7 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : The hon. 
Member has put in a multitude of enlighten¬ 
ing questions out of which, I may humbly. 
submit, more than half were questions asking 
me to confirm the statement which I have 
already made. It is true, as the hon. Mem¬ 
ber pointed out and as I myself have said 
already, that the coal shortage was brought 
to the notice of the concerned people very 
late. 1 should like to refute the implication 
in the question put by the hon. Member 
whether the Railway Ministry is matching 
the inefficiency of the Ahmedabad Textile 
mills ; the Railway Ministry has taken very 
prompt action ; immediately the crisis was 
known, coal was rushed and subsequently 
also we took the maximum measures to re- 
plensh the supply. His question regarding 
fuel and oil, different grades of coal supplied 
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to various parts of the country, a national 
power policy, etc. —these are all good son- 
estions and I shall pass them on the conceni^ 
ed authorities.

STATEMENT RE INDIA-BANGLADESH 
TELECOMMUNICATIONS 
AGREEMENT 

THE MINISTER OF COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS (SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA) : I b« 
to lay on the Table a statement regarding the 
tndia-Bangladesh Telecommunications Agree¬ 
ment. 

Stotemeia 

As members of this house may already 
be aware Telecommunication Services between 
India and Bangladesh were established 
immediately following the birth of the new 
nation. Telecommunication Services were 
made available not only between India and 
Bangladesh but also between Bangladesh and 
other countries via India. The terms and 
conditions originally applicable to Telegrams 
and Telephone calls between India and 
erstwhile East Pakistan were applied as an 
interim measure, pending finalisation of an 
Agreement. 

Simultaneously, the Telecommunication 
Adrainntrations of both countries commenced 
negotiations for a mutually satisfactory 
Agreement incorporating fresh terms and 
conditions to suit the pattern of community 
of interest in telecom traffic between the two 
countries. 1 am h^ipy to state that as a result 
of these negotiaticms both ooantiks readied 


full accord regarding the Telecommunication 
Services between India and Bangladesh and 
a Teleoommunications Agreement was Signed 
in Dacca on 27th March, 1972 by Shri N. 
V. Shmol. Secretary (Communications) on 
behalf of Govt, of India and by Shri Logman 
Hussain, Director General Telephone and 
Tdegn^ihs, Dacca on behalf of Govt, of 
Bangladesh. 

The salient features (rf the new Agreement 
are as detailed below:— 

Telegrams : 

The charge for a tel<%ram, other than 
Press cat^ory, from any place in India to 
any place in Bangladesh will be Rs. 2.40 for 
8 words or less and 20 paise for each addi¬ 
tional word if it is of the ‘Ordinary* class 
and twice the above rates if it is ‘Express*. 

For Press telegrams the corresponding 
rates will be Rs. 1.75 for the first 50 words 
and 20 paise for every 5 additional words 
in the case of ‘onlinary* class and twice the 
above rates for "Express” class. 

Telephones : 

India has been divided into two zones 
for purposes of determining the telephone 
charges, Zone~I comprises the States of 
Arunachal, Assam, Manipur, Meghalaya, 
Nagaland, West Bengal and Tripura and Zlone 
II the rest of India, For a telephone call 
between Zone I in India and Bangladesh the 
charge will be Rs, 6-00 for 3 minutes or less 
and Rs. 2.00 for each additional minute. For 
a telephone call between Zone-II in India 
and Bangladesh the corresponding rates will 
be Rs. 15.00 and Rs. 5.00 respectively. 

Accounting 

There will be no accounting of the 
collections in either country in respect of all 
tdegrams in both directions and in respect 
of those telephone calls which otiginate or 
terminate in Zone-I. Each country will keep 
its own collections. In the case of telephone 
calls between Zone-II in India and Bangla¬ 
desh, outing or incoming, the total collec¬ 
tions will be divided between India and 
Bangladesh in the ratio of 4 :1.

MR. SPEAKER : Yesterday we saved 
about two hours. As the Minister of Comm¬ 
unications had already taken half an hour, I 
thought he would be concluding immediately 
after Lunch, but I was surprised that he went 
on and on and got one hour more, which is 
sort of beating the rceord. The total time 
fat the debate was 1^ hours, and the Minister 
took more than 1^ hours to reply.

MR. SPEAKER ; We will now resume 
the discussion on the Demands of the Ministry 
of Agriculture. Shrimati'Jeyalakshmi. 

*SHRIMATI V. JEYALAKSHMI (Siva- 
kasi): Hon. Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am grateful 
to you for giving me an opportunity to 
speak on the Demands for Grants of the 
Ag^riculture Ministry. 

At the outset I would like to request the 
hon, MinistCT of Agriculture that, if I am 
critical about the performance of the ministry, 
it should not be misconstrued as my making 
allegations. Solely motivated by the desire 
that, so far as Agriculture Is concerned, the 
money allocated for developmental schemes 
should be utilised in full and at least in the 
next year' there should not be such huge 
savings in the Demands. 


DR. HENRY AUSTIN (Ernakulara) : I 
beg to move ;

SHRI S.M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : Now 
that the time for the discussion on the 
Demands of the Agriculture Ministry has 
been extended, we should get more time so 
that: 9 ne more member from our party may 
speak. 

MR. SPEAKER : We will revise the 
allotmment of time to the various opposition 
parties according to the extended time. 


Under Demand No. 25—Agriculture, 
there Is a saving of Rs. 77.11 lakhs during 
1971-72. ' A sum of Rs. 1.02 crores has not 
been spent under Demand No. 26 during 
1971-72. The allocation under Demand No. 
28—Forest—has been under-utilised by Rs. 
23.20 lakhs. In the (Community Development 
Department, a sum of Rs. 2.25 lakhs has 
been saved unda Demand No. 30, During 
1971-72. there is an unspent amount of 
Rs,'1.40 lakhs under Demand No. 31. During 
1971-72, the expenditure on Capital Invest¬ 
ment in Agriculture under Demand No. 115 
is less by 8.SS crores,. 

I need not elaborate my contention 
that the su'mi' allocated under these 
Demands for developmratal schemes in 
Agriculture have not been spent in full. 
The Ministry has numerated certain 
cogent reasons for the shortfall in expendi¬ 
ture. 1 would like to pin-point some of them 
for your information. 

For the saving, under Demand No. 25, 
the reasons given ace that due to late 
starting of cerUin cattle breeding farms 
and also due to non-filling of vacant posts 
in the regional centres of agro-economic 
research there has been this shortfall. Apar t 


• The original speech was dehvered In Tarhtt, 
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from othn- cawes advanced, how can w« 
appreciate thie explanation T , 

Smne excuses have been oflbted for less 
expenditure under Demand'- No. 28. They 
are : The provision for grants to cooperative 
banks ftst credit facilities for small farmers 
has been reduced by Rs. 30 lakhs; Lesser 
provision has been made for the iMrectonte 
of plant prot^ion Quarantine and Storage; 
No provuion has been made for grants to 
the Fertiliser Frbmotion Council; Hie sub¬ 
sidy for fishing trawlers has been reduced; 
consequently the scheme of fishing trawlers 
has not been implemented and the Fertliser 
Promotion Council has not been set up; 
Vacant posts for impelmenting fisheries 
programmes have not been filed. Can you 
in all seriousness commend these reasons 
for the acceptance of the House ? 

For less expenditure under demand 
No. 28, one of the two reasons offered is 
reduced expenditure on the Forest Research 
Institute mainly because of non-filling of 
vacant posts. I would like to ask of the 
non-Minister whether this is the endeavour 
the Oovemment are making to create 
mployment opportunities for the ever* 
increasing unemployed agricultural and 
agricultural engineering graduates in the 
country. 

The saving under Demand No. 30 is 
because of non-setting up the High Power 
Commission to examine the working of 
Community and Panebayati Rg}. I would 
like to know the hurdles whfeh the Govern¬ 
ment have to cross in setting up this iligh 
Power Commusion. 

For less expenditure under Demand 
No. 31, no reason has been given. 

One of the many reasons given for the 
saving under Demand No. 115 is the lesser 
investment in the debentures of Lands Mor¬ 
tgage Banks by Rs. SO Lakhs. Am I to 
point out hwe that the Land Mortgage 
Banks do help the small farmers by giving 
loans on their lands and the investment 
in their debentures has been' regneed to the 
detriment of the interests of small 
farmers ? 

I have made sqecifit,^ reference to the 
reasons also because I earnestly feel that 
at least at the end of 1972-73 these thing s 
will not recur. 


If today the agricultural sector has 
fulfilled its target of the IV plan, it is 
primarily due to unceasing hard work of the 
farmers. This factor also should make us 
realise that whatever money is allocated 
for agricultural development, it should be 
spent in full and no excuses for any short¬ 
fall should be put forth in the coming 
years; 

It is anticipated that by the end of IV 
Plan annually Rs. 4000 crores worth of 
paddy is to be processed into rice. At 
present every year paddy worth Rs. 3000 
crores is processed into rice. Out of this, 
Rs. 1500 worih of paddy is hand-pounded in 
rural areas, which results in the less of 
Rs. 150 crores worth of paddy. The remain¬ 
ing Rs. 15000 crores worth of paddy 
processed in old and outdated rice, mills 
and the Government have stated that only 
70%of the paddy is processed into rice. 
This means that every year Rs. 1450 crores 
worth of paddy is lost, do you not consider. 
Sir. that we cannot afford to inour such a 
heavy wastage ? So far. during the past 
seven years, the Food Corporation of India 
has set np only 13 modern rice mills I 
have no information as to how many 
modern- rice mills have been set up in the 
private sector. When we talk so much about 
achieving self-sufficiency in foodgrains. how 
is it possible to translate this into a reality 
if we do not have adequate number of 
modem rice mills throughout the 
country ? 

During the years under report, a sum 
of Rs. 1 crore has been allocated for 
strengthening the 400 agricultural coopera¬ 
tive marketing societies. If each society is 
given Rs. 25000 for its share capital, 
naturally these societies will be able to 
ensure that the farmers get fair price for 
their produce. In fact, I would suggest that 
the F. C. I. should be directed to make its 
procurement only through Agricultural 
Marketii^ Co-operative societies; direct 
produremeht by P. C. I. should be banned. 
In the matter of procurement, there is an 
unseemly competition between the F. C. I. 
and the State Governments in the mattw 
‘'Of procurement, which creates great confu¬ 
sion in the minds of farmers and which also 
acts as a stumbling block in the farmers 
getting a fair price for their produce; We 
have invested huge sums of money in 
F. C. I. It is also iscomptebensibie how 
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the idmiolstrative expendHnre in F.CI. 
could come to 25%, which seems to be -the 
highest as compared to all other public 
undertakings. Insplte of this, the F.. C. I. 
it not functioning, energetically and effec¬ 
tively. 

Bor example, in the godowns of F.C.I. 
for the past four, five years, fertilisers 
remain unsold. On the other side, the agri¬ 
culturists are to pay double the price for 
Purchasing fertilisers. As far as I know, in 
the Visakhapatnam godown in Andhra. 2200 
metric tonnes of Urea and CNA are lying 
unsold. On seeing the auction notices, 
some business men went and saw the godown. 
If stored for long. Urea absorbs moisture 
and dissolves Itself into water. I understand 
that many buckets of such water had been 
thrown out of this godown. I had on an 
eariiar occasion brought this to the attention 
of the hon. Minister. Rs. 3 lakhs worth of 
fertilisers is becoming water and no action 
has so far been taken by the Government. 
I do not understand the hesitation on the 
part of Government in doing something ex¬ 
peditiously. 

The hon. Minister once told me that in 
the matter of accepting tenders, co-opera¬ 
tive societies are given preference. If it is 
categorically stated even at the time of 
calling for tenders that only cooperative 
societies would be given preference, it would 
help the private people. Otherwise, they 
submit tenders and they also deposit earnest 
money on such tenders. After three, -four 
months, if they are told that their tenders 
have not been considered, naturally they 
get the suspicion that even the public ten¬ 
ders are subject to prejudicial tmtment on 
the part of Government. They lose conO- 
dence in the fair dealings of the Government. 
Then, what happens to the earnest m )ney 
which lies with the Government without in¬ 
terest ? Do they not lose the in (.rest on 
the earnest money 7 I would request the 
hon. Minister to examine this question and 
to have a clear-cut definite policy in regard 
to tenders. 

When the damaged grains in the ware¬ 
houses are auctioned, the business people 
and tranders buy them and mix them with 
good grains. When the Government are 
trying to implement the Food Adulteration 
Act vigorously, with this not be giving en- 
oouragonent to adulteration ? Why should 
wg goetfon sqcb dgntaged graiqi 7 Th^ can 


be converted into cattle feed or ohicken feed 
and beely distributed in rural areas. 

As an agricnUiKrist, I want to point this 
out with ail force at my command. The 
Reserve Bank charges only 4|% on loans 
to be given to agriculturists. But by the 
time the agricnlturists get the loans, the in¬ 
terest rates go up to 9|%. The reason for 
this that these loans are routed through 
the State OovemnMnt, the Central Bank, 
the District Bank and the Credit Society in 
rural areas. All the overheads in these orga- 
msations go to raise the rate of interest to 
9^%. All this burden is passed on to the 
agriculturist in the forms of high rate of 
interest on loans. The State Covernment 
just acts as a middle man. I would strongly 
plead with the Government that all the i^ri- 
cultural credit institutions should be bro-jght 
under the direct control of the Reserve Bank. 
Then only the farmer will bs able to get 
credit at 4|% interest. 

The State Governments as also the 
Central Government are thinking of taxing 
the agricultural income. Already, there is 
income-tax on the crop basts. Tliroughout 
the country there should be a uniform level 
of taxation on agricultural iaco.me. The 
income-tax should not be on the acreage. It 
should be only on the income derived from 
land. The induitrialist is given protection 
and security for his factory, for his produ¬ 
ction, for his investment, and for his finished 
goods. What about agriculturists ? Is there 
crop insurance, cattle insurance, insurance 
against failure of monsoon for the agricul¬ 
turist ? Have we assured him fair price for 
his produce ? Unless we give him crop in¬ 
surance, cattle insurance, fair price and 
immediate credit facilities, the Government 
should not think of leving tax on agricultu¬ 
ral income. If the hands that feed you get 
benumbed, then the whole country will be 
frozen. Do not wake up a slumbering tiger. 

In a recent Seminar held in Ahmedabad, 
our Planning Minister, who is himself an 
agriculturist, stated that 80% of onr agricul* 
turiU tenants have not got security of land or 
tennie even after 25 years of independence, 
t am suK that what our Planning Minister 
says is true. I would suggest that the Centre 
should bring forward a comprehensive legis¬ 
lation giving protection and security to 
80% of our agricultural tenants.

villages, the Centre caaoot understand the 
problems faced by tbU: agricultoriste in 
villages. I would like to tell him how his 
Government, sitting 300 miles , away from 
villages, in the Fort St. George, is not lowing 
any appreciation of rural proUema. When 
I found that Tamil Nadu has only 3 plant 
protection mobile squads, while K^nda has 
9, Mysore 19, Andhra 30, I asked, the hon. 
Minister why the Centre has shown, such a 
negligence towards Tamil bladu.. The Minis* 
ter prompty told me that it is within the 
competence of the State Government. I 
would like to know from my bop., friend in 
the Opposite why the State Oovemment has 
not taken steps too increase the plant pro¬ 
tection mobile squads even to the level of 
Kerala State. 

To sum up, so far as Agriciiltund Dema¬ 
nds are concerned, during 1972-73 then 
should not be any saving for one reason or 
the oth«r. If necessary,, priority should be 
given for importing modem machinery and 
equipment from abroad .for implementing 
agricultural developmental programmes. 

A rice Mills Corporation should be set 
up by the Centre so that modern rice mills 
can be set up throughout the country as 
early as possible. 

Direct procurement either by F. C. I or 
by the State Government should be prohi¬ 
bited. Procurement of foodgrains should be 
done only through co-Qperative marketing 
societies. 

Auctioneering of fertilisers should be 
stopped. The unsold fertilisers which dis¬ 
solve into water on long storage should be 
distributed free through cooperative socie¬ 
ties, or at 50% cost. 

l 

Similarly, the damaged grains should 
not be auctioned. After converting them 
into cattle feed and chicken feed, thQ> should 
be distributed free to the farmers. 

The agricultural co-operative credit insti¬ 
tutions should be brought under the direct 
control and supervision of the Reserve Bank 
of India. 

A central legislation should be enacted 
for giving protection and security to ^ri- 
cultural tenants.

should be introduced for the benefit of 
farmers. 

» 

Agriculturally there are badcward arehs 
in each State and the State Government 
may not have adequate resources for deve¬ 
loping them. In such cases, the Centre 
should nuke available additional financial 
resources to the States for the development 
of such backward areas. 

The crash programme for rural employ¬ 
ment should be implemented vigorously. 

Finally, I would suggest that a Na¬ 
tional Cropping Board should be constituted 
by the Ctentre. It should be ensured that 
alternative crop pattern is formulated by 
this Board so that, if the country unfortu- 
natdy happens to face the drought Of 
.1965<66, the people are not left high and 
dry. Shortly It is expected that the popu* 
lation would go up to 59 crores and then 
our requirement of foodgrains would be to 
12.9 crores of tonnes. Unfortunately, if we 
are to face a drought like that of 1965-66, 
what can we do ? We should have an 
alternative programme for such an emer- 
gancy. That is why I have suggested the 
constitution of a National Cropping Board..

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Although 
the extended time has been redistributed 
among the parties, I find that most oi the 
opposition parties have got only one minute 
two minutea or three minutes. I do not 
know what they can say in two minutes. 
Anyway, 1 will give them five minutes each 
but they should kindly be brief and not 
exceed the timei imit; otherwise, it becomes 
diffieolt. 

SHRl SIREN DUTTA (Tripura 
West) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, fint of 
all, I draw the attention of the Ministw to 
the Report of the Comonissioner for Sche¬ 
duled C^tes and Scheduled Tribes for the 
year 1969-70 where it is stated :-> 

“A large number of tenants and 
Sharecroppers belong to the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes and 
in the absence of specific legislative 
safeguards in several States to protec¬ 


tion from eviction, such persons are 
deprived of land before they can take 
advantage of technological development 
It may also be mentioned that even 
where legislative provisions exist, unless 
special measures are laken to safeuuard 
the interest of the Scheduld Castes and 
the Scheduled Tribes peasantry, due to 
weaker sodal and economic position, 
the tenants and share-cropeers are likely 
to be reduced to the status of agricul¬ 
tural labourers.” 

It is also stated :— 

**.Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 

Tribes to contract a simple mortgage 
for raising institutional credit for agri¬ 
cultural development, such persons 
are in practice tenants at will, with no 
facilities to improve their lands. It 
is, therefore, apprehended that unless 
special measures are undertaken for 
protecting their interests in all 
stages..” 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : You have 
almost exhausted your time in reading that 
out. 

SHRI BIRBN DUTTA : 1 want to 

draw the attention of the Agriculture Minis¬ 
ter to the findings in the Scheduled Caste 
and Scheduled Tribes Commissioner’s Report. 
There is so much howling and big words 
regarding ceilings and other things, but a 
great section of the people, who had land 
are being deprived of their land gradually and 
are being ousted from it. This is stated by 
Commissioner appointed by the Government 
itself. What steps is the Agriculture Minister 
going to take to safeguard their interest ? I 
belong to a ^tate where half the population 
belongs to the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes. I find that most of the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes peo¬ 
ple have been deprived of their land in spite 
of the Land Reforms Act being implemented 
there. 

I want to draw the attention of the 
Minister to the fact that during the last 
year all the plains, lands, lying in the border 
areas with Bahgla Desb, remained fallow due 
to the war and the upheaval in Bangla Desh. 
In the bill areas also there was scarcity. 
Tbfe year we are finding that most of the 
agriculture activities have stopped and there 
is starvation prevailing already in those 
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areas. I have very little time and therefore, 
I only want to impress upon the hon. Minis* 
ter that unless he takes note of it and im¬ 
mediately helps Tripura State, there will be 
a great havoc in the near future. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : Sir. I am 
thankful to you for giving me permission to 
intervene in this debate. I must, first of 
all, take this opportunity to thank this hon. 
House and the very large number of hon. 
Members for their extremely generous appro¬ 
ach to the problems of my Ministry and the 
problems of food and agriculture in India. 
I also wnh to put on record the thanks to 
the very large number of Members of this 
House «vho tiware good enough to spare their 
valuable me and to join the tours which 
were ojganised by my Ministry to see the 
various institutes and what ray Ministry is 
actually doing in the field. It is really sur¬ 
prising —the Members themselves may not 
be aware—that almost more than 100 Mem¬ 
bers participated in these tours. I am really 
grateful to them. In fact, they were good 
enough, many of them, to inform the Minis¬ 
ter of Parliamentary Affairs that he should 
address a letter thanking my Ministry, my 
senior colleague and myself for organising 
these tours. I am really grateful to them. 

I think, it was our duty to organise such 
tours. 

In fact, my Ministry has been making a 
very substantial progress and doing a great 
service to this country mainly because of 
your cooperation. I do not want to criti¬ 
cise anybody. There is ^ch a good appre¬ 
ciation, whether it is a question of land 
reforms ; whether it is a question of small 
farmers or whether it is a question of pro¬ 
duction. Many hon. Members of this House 
have been taking such a keen interest in it. 
I think, this Parliament has Provided genuine 
leadership to the agricultural problems of 
this country. That is why this country has 
succeeded in attaining major success on 
various fronts as as far agriculture and food 
of this country are concerned. 

I do not know why Shri Bhattacharyya 
has been unkind to us. He is a very senior 
Member and I have great respect for him. 
Of course, he admitted that agricultural pro¬ 
duction has increased. Nobody can deny it. 
Even the strongest critic\of this i inistry 
cannot deny it. Therefove, Shri Bhatta- 
cbaiyya observed, it is true that agricultural 


production has increased. I am thankful to 
him for at least mentioning this one f^. 
But the first sentence that he uttered was 
that the working of Agriculture Ministry 
was not satisfactory. I do not want to cri¬ 
ticise the hon. Member individually. As I 
stated earlier, I have great respect for him. 
But there must be something basically wrong 
with his party. He sees everything wrong 
with the Congress Party, with the politics of 
this country and with the leadership of 
Shrimati Indira Gandhi. I do not know 
what has happened to his party. I have no 
remedy for that. It is for him to think 
about it. 

May I submit very humbly that the year 
1971 has b^ an outstanding year in the 
history of Indian agriculture ? It is great 
land-mark and water-shed. Many people in 
this country, many critics and sympathise 
outside, in the world, never thought that 
this country could attain self-sufficiency in 
foodgrains. There were many doubUng 
Thomases here and outside. But what has 
happened ? The year 1971 will be recorded 
in the history as an outstanding year, not 
only for the outstanding victory of Bangla¬ 
desh—that is also an outstanding historical 
event—but equally important is the outstand¬ 
ing achievement of this country that 
it attained self-sufficiency in foodgrains. 
This would be recorded by future historians. 
All of us should be proud of it. We are a 
proud country in the world today. 

I think, we faced the Bangladesh crisis 
very bravely. No imperialist force could 
threaten us because we were not afraid of 
managing the food economy of this country. 
About 10 milliion refugees were inducted 
into this country. We extended all hospita¬ 
lity to them. At no stage the supplies were 
disputed. Many times, our friends criticize 
the functioning of public sector organisations. 

1 am myself aware of the weakness and 
shortcomings of the public sector organisa* 
tions. All efforts should be made to 
improve them. I am not trying to defend 
their w'eakness.’ But I would like the Houm 
to appreciate, for instance, equally the work 
done by the Food Corporation of India 
which was entrusted with the job of supply>> 
ing food to the refugees. During that period, 
there were many floods, dislocation of trans¬ 
port, and defence priority movements. I 
would like to ask this honourable House to 
paint out a single instance where the disloca¬ 
tion of suppliA had taken place. Should 
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we not at least put on record our thanks to 
the Food Corporation of India for doing 
such n good job and delivering the goods in 
such a difficult situation 7 

The Government of India and my Mini¬ 
stry had given a very solemn Pledge to this 
Mouse and to this country that we shall stop 
imports after 1971. That pledge has been 
redeemed and today we are not importing 
anything. We have ended the PL 480 
Agreement. We are not going to have any 
agreement with any country like the PL 480. 
now. In fact, we are on the threshold of 
export markets. Surpluses are emerging. 
This has to be realised in the background of 
what has happened in the last 20 or 25 years; 
in fact half a century. This country has 
been importing foodgrains since 1920s, for 
the last 50 or 60 years. And after these 
50 or 60 years this outstanding achievement 
has taken place. The hon. members will 
appreciate this. We were examining* the 
figures, how much of total quantity of food- 
grains we bad imported in the last 20 or 25 
years. You will be surprised to know that 
the figure is a staggering one. We imported 
101 million tonnes during the last 20 or 25 
years, since independence. The price in 
terms of rupees comes to almost Rs. 4,655 
crores. What a staggering figure; What a 
tremendous strain on the economy; In fact, 
there was a stage in the country when people 
thought that the Indian economy would 
break under the strain of import of food- 
grains. But we have overcome all those 
difficulties. Now those difficulties need not 
frighten us. I think, our scientists and 
farmers deserve to be congratulated for this 
achievement. I wish to congratulate the 
scientists and farmers on behalf of all of 
you. I hope you will join nw in the senti¬ 
ments that I express. 

One of the hon. members said that far¬ 
mer were not respected in this country. I 
think, it was Shri Vijay Pal Singh. He is 
not here now. Let me tell him that man 
who labours in the farm, the landless labour, 
the small farmers, the farmws who toil in the 
farm, deserve to be congratulated for the 
achievemen\ Credit goes to the tiller of the 
soil. And may I tell Shri Vijay Pal Singh 
that, as far as Government of India h con¬ 
cerned, we have in our Ministry sincerely 
worked to raise the status of this nun—to 
SM that the tiller of the soil gets the real 
status in the country, (baerruption) That is 


our approach. We want that the tiller of the 
soil who actually cultivates the land should 
have the highest prestige in the country. 
{interruption) My senior colleague would be 
dealing with the very basic problem with 
which the House is rightly concerned. I am 
coming to the other problems. The time is 
very limited. My senior colleague would 
be dealing with the major problem of land 
reforms. 

I have again to come back to what Shri 
Bhattacharyya said. He said that, during 
the United Front period, his Government 
did more than any one else for land reforms. 
1 have to put a very humble question of 
Shri Bhattacharyya, When you were in 
power, why did you not enact the ceiling 
law ? It had to be done by the Government 
of India; the Government of India, during 
President’s rule, had to enact the ceiling law, 
and not the United Front Government. 
What the United Front Government did was 
only to encourage illegal occupations. They 
did nothing else. Even in the case of ordi¬ 
nary tenancy law, what happened ? Wc 
are really clear on this; as far as my Party 
is concerned, we want that tenants must 
be conferred the inheritable right of cultiva¬ 
ting the land; we are very clear on that. 
Even this simple law was not enacted by 
your United Front Ministry ? Again the 
Government of India, under the leadership 
of Shrimati Indira Gandhi, had to do it. 
Your Party did not do it. ' Truths arc very 
bitter. You wiil kindly excuse me for this. 

I have no quarrel with DMK. Shri 
Rkjangam is not here. He said that Tamii 
Nadu’s ceiling law was the ideal law and 
that should be copied by all, all over the 
country. He should be good enough to 
road the provisions of the Bengal law which 
was enactqd by the Government of India 
during President’s rule and also the Kerala 
law. I wish the DMK Government itself 
copies some of the provisions and broad 
approach of the Government of India. I 
have no quarrei with them. But I would 
welcome some amendments to their law; to 
my mind, some amendments are still desira¬ 
ble in the Tamil Nadu law. There are many 
exemptions, many flaws. My earnest re¬ 
quest to our DMK friends would be to 
persuade their Government to see that the 
necessary law, at least on the lines of Kerala 
and Bengal laws, is enacted by their Govern¬ 
ment. I don’t want to take much time of 
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the House. As far as land reforms is con¬ 
cerned, as I said, that subject is being dealt 
with by my senior colleague. 

Then, Sir, many friends referred to the 
problems of production, inputs, short-supp¬ 
lies of credit, fertilisers, tractors, etc. May 
I say that I am not making a claim that 
everything is all right everywhere ? In fact, 
ours is a vast country and fortunately or 
unfortunately, agriculture happens to be a 
State subject under the Consititution. What 
we can do is to help the States and advise 
them as our brothers and fraternal colleagues, 
but, ultimately the implementation is with 
the State Governments. But, even then, 
this hon. House will appreciate that as far 
as our ne« strategy in agriculture is concer¬ 
ned, irrespective of Party patterns, whether 
it is the DMK or even the Gana-tantra 
Parishad government or the United Front 
government which was there in Bengal, no 
government presented to us a different view 
regarding our new strategy in agriculture. 
That is why the agricultural production has 

come up. {Interruptions) In fact, if 1 was 

to say something, I would say that except 
our Congress Party, no other Party in this 
country has understood the problems of 
agriculture. I am not saying from any 
narrow angle. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI (Dhara- 
puram) : Why then did you fail in the 
previous years ? You could not achieve 
your targets even though the Congress Party 
was in power all over the country. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 
Nobody is born wise. May I submit that 
agriculture is the most complicated subject... 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnandgaon) : 
Past is past. It is dead and gone 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : If 
we look to the previous history of our 
agricultural economy, any drought, any 
serious set-back doe to floods and natural 
calamities gave a set back to the food eco¬ 
nomy and apicultural production of this 
country. Now, last year was the real tes¬ 
ting period of our new strategy in agricul¬ 
ture, the test m to whether it was a sound 
strategy and whether it would stand by us 
in the most difficult periot. Last year we 
had very unfortunate climatic condition. 
There was diooght in Andhra. In fact, in 
regard to rice economy of this country. 


iU 

history indicates that whenever there waa 
a severe drought in Andhra, the whole rice 
economy of this country got in to difficul¬ 
ties. But this time, neither the rice eco¬ 
nomy nor the wheat economy got into diffi¬ 
culties. There was drought in the south 
and fioods in the north Despite that, I 
anticipate that there will be a massive pro¬ 
duction of foodgrains this year. Our experts 
are struggling and though I am not an astro¬ 
loger, but, since I know many facts and my 
Ministry has a full grip over the situation, I 
can say with confidence that I shall be 
surprised if this year the production is less 
than 112 million tonnes as against 107-108 
million tonnes last year. That means that 
we are going to have a record production 
this year. Here again, it is despite all these 
difficulties. What does that show ? It shows 
only that the agricultural strategy worked 
out by the Government of India is really 
sound. Newer and interesting developments 
are taking place in the agricultural firont. 
This, 1 would like tne hon. Members to 
appreciate. For instance, rice has started 
coming up in a massive way in areas where 
people do not know how to grow rice—• 
Punjab, Haryana, Western UP, etc. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY As also 
Madhya Pradesh. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE f 
Madhya Pradesh is already a rice-producing 
area. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY 
(Kendrapara) : But what about the 
Price ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 
Now, you will be suprised to know that 
Punjab this year gave us almost 8 Lakhs 
tonnes of rice to the Central pool. That 
is the Highest figure that any State has 
given to the Centre. Mind you, it is a non- 
rke-producing area. Haryana is coming in 
the same way. UP is coming in the same 
way. This year my Ministry, with the 
co-operation of the State Governments 
Plans to take up SOO larger progoramme for 
rice production for thsee years. 

Then, Sir, an imporatant development 
is coming up in North-East India, Parti- 
cuarly in West Bengal. This is a very 
important development not only for West 
Bengal but also for Assam, Tripua, 
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(Ujtmuption) 

ISbrs 

The North-cast India has been an 
unfortunate area in this county where there 
have been always natural calamities, 
cyclones, floods etc. Evey year this part has 
been suffering due to one calamity or the 
other. What was the rem?dy for that ? This 
fortunately happens to be one of the areas in 
country where the under-ground resources 
of water are plentiful. It did not strike us 
so far how to harness the underground 
water resources. But now we have taken up 
a summer rice programme in Bengal. This 
year we had summer rice programme 
in 8 lakh acres. I my self vrsited West 
Bengal a fortnight ago to see how the prog¬ 
ramme worked, I am very happy to say that 
this year West Bengal would get almost 
1.2 millions tonnes of rice, from this 
summer paddy. Mind you, the yield is the 
highest in Asia. They get almost 1^ tonnes 
of rice, not paddy per acre. This is the 
average yield from summer paddy.' Now 
that a solution to this problem is found out 
we want to extend the asea. We want to 
undertake a very ambitious programme. 
In fact, in Calcutta itself, I had consulta¬ 
tions with the West Bengal Government. 
I asked them to extend this from 8 lakh 
acres to 15 lakh acres. We want to take up 
similar programmes in Orissa Tripura, 
Assam and some parts of Bihar. Bv this, 
even supposing there is a natural calamity 
due to rainy season or flood, this area will 
not have a set back, and if this progranr.roe 
comes up this area will be able to feed the 
whole country. This is an impoitant aspect 
of it. 

The second aspect is the employment 
potential that is generated by these pro¬ 
grammes. la Bengal itself if you provide 
employment per man for 4 months—actually 
it comes to two men-on one acre of land, 
with the addition of 4 lakhs of aerss, you 
must be-givittg employment to about 4 to 
S lakhs of people and if this programme is 
taken to IS or 20 lakh acres, you can well 
imagine the great employment potential 
which it will generate. We are going to 
expand our programme in the years to come. 
9p. I think, this will solve many social and 
political problems of this area which we have 
tfithessotl so f^r. 


Even in respect of commerical crops, 
when the midterm appraisal was being 
discussed, some Members asked : What 
about cotton ? What about Jute ? What 
about oilseeds ? As far as cotton is concer¬ 
ned, we had imported cotton worth more 
than Rs. 100 crores from outside to meet 
the requirements of our textile industry 
during the last one year. But this year, we 
have taken up a programme of new varieties 
of cotton H-4 nnd MCU-S. coming up in 
cotton areas very fast in Gqjarat, Maharash 
tra and Madhya Pradesh, and parts of 
Tamil nadu and production is expected to be 
almost one million to twelve lakh bales 
more this year. 

But then, with massive production there 
are certain other problems. There is the 
problem of price and morketing. I will come 
to this subject a little later on. If there Is proper 
marketing support, price, proper support, in 
this country, there should be no reason why 
India should not become self-suilient in 
cotton in a very short period of say, 2 to 3 
years. The soil condition and the climatic 
conditions are very favourable. The soil is 
rich. Our farmers are hard-working. With 
proper marketing support for their pro¬ 
ducts, with regard to Diiseeds or cotton, I am 
sure we can make very substantial prog¬ 
ress. 

Similarly, in the case so oilseeds, the 
picture was very gloomy wh«a the mid-term 
appraisal took place. Last year, the produc¬ 
tion of oilseeds was however almost 9.2 
million tonnes. This year, despite all these 
difflculties and setbacks, the production of 
oilseeds is expected to be just a million or 
half a million tonnes less only ; it is not 
less by a greater quantity. This has happen¬ 
ed in spite pf difiiculties, because in many 
years there has been a setback due to drou¬ 
ght. For, many crops like groundnut etc. 
are rain-fed crops, and because of failure of 
rainfall in Andhra Pradesh, Mysore, a large 
part of Maharashtra etc. there was drought, 
but deposite these setbacks, there has not 
been a wtback as far as oilseeds production 
is concerned. 

As far as oilseeds , are concerned, tbwe 
is again a very important new development. 
One is soyabean which is being introduced 
in the country. Soyabean gives not only oil 
but it gives a very rich, protein-rich—food, 
fn oqr country whore people sqlfer from 
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under-nourishmeat and* nmlaourishment, 
this is a very important thing. 

Then, we are having sunflowa seeds. I 
must tell the House, though with a little Int 
of pride and yet in a spirit of humility, that 
I have been responsible for introducing 
sunflower seeds in this country. Three years 
before, I happened to be in the Soviet 
Union, and at that time, naturally I had 
carried some impression. I think Suryamukhi 
is referred to in our Puranas, and 
therefore, it was known to our forefatheis, 
but we failed to commercially exploit the 
potential of sunflower seeds. I thought 
that its cultivation should be introduced in 
our country. I came here and discussed it 
with our scientists, and our scientists all 
responded very well, and now we have tried 
on a very large scale in this country and we 
find that our Indian climate is particularly 
suitable for it; particulaeriy South India is 
suitable for it, where it can be grown in all 
the three seasons. In Madras or Tamil 
Nadu it can be grown in alt three seasons, 
and its cultivation is coming up. Even in 
North India, I found that in Pantnagar a 
very good experiment was being carried out. 

This is one of the oilseeds having SO per¬ 
cent oil content. That means, if you have 
one quintal of sunflower seeds, then you 
will get half a quintal of oil. Another thing 
which is of interest to heart-patients is that 
it has no chalestorol qualities. This means 
that even heart-patients can consume it. It 
is a very good type of oil. I think there 
is a great future for it. So, we are having 
a plan for producing more sunflower seeds. 

I think it was Shri Nathu Ram Mirdha who 
had asked why we should not import seeds 
from outside in order to expand the acreage. 

I may tell him that we are even thinking of 
importing it, and we have already negoti¬ 
ated, and we are importing large quantities 
of seeds from the Soviet Union and the East 
European countries where sunflower is one 
of the popular crops. We want to take up 
a very large programme of sunflower seeds 
production during the coming season itself, 
and I anticipate a production of about 
40.000 to 50,000 tonnes of sunflower oil 
during the coming season. 

Similarly, there is a very ambitious pro¬ 
gramme for soyabeans. peed not go into 
tl^e details of the prograihme, but it is a 

very ambitious programme. 


In the case of jute also, wo have taken 
up an intensive jute production programme 
and we are trying to take up package pt«>- 
grammes in very difficult areas like West 
Bengal. But I may say that even on jute, 
if the other programmes come up and they 
have started coming up. m I said earlier. I 
do not anticipate diffioilty. So, the picture 
as a whole is very encouraging one. Of 
course, there has been some setback on two 
or three fronts, and I must share my feelings 
with the House and take the House into 
confidence on those matters. 

For instance, in the case of pulses, there 
has been considerable diverson of area tatrlug 
place from pulses to wheat. The main 
reason is that large areas have come undef 
irrigation. The main reason for this diversion 
in this country has been that pulses have 
never been grown under irrigated conditions. 
As soon as the land is irrigated, the farmer 
naturally would like to grow other crops. 
But my Ministry is seized of the problem, 
and the scientists are seized of the problern,- 
and we are trying to see how this problem 
has to be handled. Ultimately, the availa¬ 
bility of pulses is important to a very la^ 
section of our population consisting of vege-’ 
tarians and even those non-vegetarians who 
are not in a position to get meat, poultry 
and other products ; from the point of view 
of protein, pulses are very important for 
those people. So, my Ministry is seized of 
the matter at the moment. 

Then, in regard to coarse grains, there 
has been some difficulty. One hon. Member 
had asked me why thm had been p^'ice 
rise. It is true that there has been some 
marginal price rise. I would request the 
House to appreciate that despite the Bangla 
Oesh refugees, despite floods in the whole 
of North India, despite drought in the South,' 
the price rise was not so great and the food 
economy never went out of our control ; in 
fact, that is a credit to us. But there are 
certain factors which must be born in mind. 
Last year, bajra and jowar had a setback 
and naturally, if one looks into the price 
index, one would find that the prices of all 
these grains had gone up. 

Naturally, that has a reaction on other 
foodgrains. But they have come under the 
impact of a massive production of wheat 
which is likely to come daring this season. 
Priqes have started receding. Wheat pricei 
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tlio went up. There «re many retupns for 

this. I need not go into them in detail.. The 
food economy of the country is part of the 
whole economy. If there are inSationary 
trends in the economy, they are bound to 
have some effect on the food economy. But 
despite that, I think we have succeeded in 
managing the food economy in such a way 
that it has been brought within manageable 
proportions. The reasons Why prices went 
up is that there has been monetary expao* 
sion. We also come to conclusion on the 
basis of our analysis that the public distri¬ 
bution system in many states is very weak. 
We have sizeable stocks. But the parado¬ 
xical situation is that even as we have the 
largest stocks we had ever in the history of 
the food economy, a prioe rise was taking 
place. The main reason was that the public 
distribution system was not well knit, parti¬ 
cularly so in the state of Orrisa. I wish 
the hon. member over there would use his 
good offices with the Stale Government to 
see that the public distribution system there 
is well organised so that the poorer sections 
of the people particularly get the needed 
relief. The hon. member is a part of that 
Government, at least he is influential and I 
would request him to use his good offices 
with them to bring about to the necessary 
change in the attitude of the Orissa Govern¬ 
ment. 

I have very limited time and many more 
points to cover. There were many sugges¬ 
tions made. We have taken to massive pro¬ 
duction of foodgrains. Some people feei 
there is no harm in discouraging it. I per¬ 
sonally feel that if we did that, it would be 
the darkest day in our country. In fact, 
there are millions of people in the country 
who are under-nourished even today despite 
bumper production. What is necessary is 
that we should create the necessary purcha¬ 
sing power for them. In fact, my Ministry 
is trying with the idea that by missive pro¬ 
duction of foodgrains we can feed people 
aqd also give employment to them. There 
are many administrative difficulties. Still 1 
would like to pursue this idea of using food 
for works programmes iu years to come. I 
am discussing this with other Ministries and 
the State Governments. 

' This coantry has still to see a very bad 
year. Fortunately; wheat prodaction has 
90010 up very well because of ecieqtiQc 


support. Thiy year m expect it would be 
26 million tonnes. I personally feel that 
the production is going to be larger t han 
26 million tonnes, much higher than the 
Fourth Plan tafgdtof 21 million tonnes. 

What is to be done with this massive 
productiou of wheat ? The Government of 
India has taken a decision to have a Wheat 
and Wheat Products Development Council. 
We want to use this Council to promote the 
consumption of wheat. There are many 
areas where coarse grain is consumed. Wa 
want such areas to take wheat in their diet. 
This applies even to the rice eating areas 
because consumption of only rice is not good 
for health. It should be a diversified, mixed 
diet. So it is desirable to popularise the 
consumption of wheat in those areas. 1 am 
particularly happy to say that one of the 
public sector organisations, the Modern 
Bakeries, is operating in Cochin and Madras 
which arc rice-eating areas. In fact, I am 
proud to say that most of the public sector 
organisations under our Ministry are doing 
extremely well. The Food Corporation of 
India, the Central Warehousing Corporatio.n 
and Modern Bakeries—all are doing wells 
In Cochin and Madras, Modern Bakerie. 
units are working to 101 per cent of capacity 
This year we anticipate a profit of Rs. 47 
lakhs from the Modern Bakery units, opera¬ 
ting in various parts of the country. 

My Ministry has formulated a plan to 
encourage a very large number of medium 
type of bakeries all over the country, so that 
the massive production of wheat is used to 
feed our people. 

There was some cr iticism as to what is 
being done to supply fertilisers to farmers 
and to organise fertiliser rproduction in the 
co-operative sector. As fa as the co-opera¬ 
tive sMtor is concerned, th Indian Farmers’ 
Fertiliser Co-operative, th® largest fertiliser 
project in the co-operative sector, is licened 
to produce 300.000 tonnes of ammonia, 
3,96,000 tonnes of urea and 4,75 200 tonnes 
of NKP per annum. It will have an urea 
and ammonia plant at Kalol and a NPK. 
plant at Kandla. The total cost of the pro¬ 
duct is Rs, 91.6 crores. It is expected to 
be completed in 1973-74. 


Then, there is the problem of day- 
farmers; a most important and again a ve^ 
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[ Shri Annosahib P. Shiade ] 

diGBcult problem. It is a hiuoan problem. 
We are doing a number of things and undor* 
taking a number of programmes in the dry 
areas. The recent, and an important decision 
has been to have an international crop 
research institute for the arid and serai-arid 
tropics. This would be established at 
Hyderabad, a world centre for improving 
jowar, millet, Bengal gram and red gram. I 
would not like to go into the details, but 
the only reason why all the countries, or 
many of the leading countries in the world 
thought that this international institute should 
be located here was that they found, apart 
from its being a very good area for experi* 
mentation of millet and coarase grains, that 
the research organisations in the country are 
so good and are functioning well that they 
would provide the necessary background for 
this institute to operate here. 

I would not go into the details about 
storage and inputs. {Interruption) 

AN HON. MEMBER : Storage and 
marketing. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDB : As far 
as storage is concerned, may I assure the 
house that no procurement operation will be 
adversely affected? We will take care to see 
that all foodgrains that come into the 
market, which are fairly of average quality 
are purchased and necessary arragements 
would be made for storage in the surplus 
States particularly of Haryana, Uttar 
Pradesh and Punjab. (Interruption) No effort 
would be spared in this direction. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I do not 
have any storage reserve of time. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 
About cotton marketing. I would make 
only one observation. For the first time, 
time, the Government of India have taken 
a verv revolutionary decision that the procu¬ 
rement price or the purchase price of cotton 
has to be fixed. We are working out the 
price and in a day or two we shall be annou¬ 
ncing the price. That means, in times to 
come, like wheat and other crops, whatever 
cotton is offered, it will be bought at a pre¬ 
determined price which we anticipate would 
be a remunerative price. The Cotton Corpo¬ 
ration would go in a big way to provide the 
necessary support for the pr. i^uction progra¬ 
mmes and marketing pf cottpa. 


Hen thn« are the problems In retard to 
coconut and tobacco. We are ittendfiAg ttf 
these problems. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN (iladag- 
era): We have lost dorring the past sla 
months Rs. €0 crores, and you cannot 
neglect two crores of people like that. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDB : As 
you kuow, as a result of the ducussion tlwt 
yourself and your colleagues had with me, 
we took the dedsioa to send an expert 
team to go into this question. I would 
like to explain our broad approach to 
this question, whether it is tobacco or 
coconut. Ihu’tioularly in regard to coconut, 
there is need to have a very effective 
marketing organisation. My Ministry’s 
effort would be to see how to bring about 
some institutional set-up so that the coconut, 
growers, the small or petty farmers could be 
givtm the necessary support in times to come. 
We will be consulting you and the State 
Government. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnandgaon) ; 
Mango and banana. You come from Maha- 
ashtra. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDB : I 
may be excused if I say a few words about 
it. We are attending to the problems in 
regard to mangoes. To Pandey ji. I would 
only say that we are aware of the problem 
of establishing an additional agricultural 
university in Uttar Pradesh which is a very 
big State. First, we took a decision that 
each State should have an agricultural 
university. But, as far as Uttar Pradesh is 
concerned, we have no objection if the Uttar 
Pradesh Government comes up with an app¬ 
ropriate proposal for having one 'additional 
agricultural university, and at their discretion, 
if it is to be located in eastern Uttar Pradmh, 
it would be most welcome. 

Sir. I am extremely thankful to the hon. 
Members for their suggestion and for having 
given me a patient hearing.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; We 
will look into it. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA (Bhaqpmagai') ; 1 
have been keenly hearing the hon. Minister 
Shindc who • has been demonstrating his 
inthusiasm for making certain declarations 
and who expressed his extreme happinos 
over the past performance of his Ministry. 

I would only request him and his coile* 
agues in the Ministry to approach this pro* 
blem jwiih a spirit of inerospection. My 
friend is.satisfied over the increased produc* 
tjpq.. We. had not discussed about the 
factors contributing to that. While there 
Itas been increased production on the one 
hand, there is famine and starvation death 
in. Orissa. For 12 days people went on 
butter strike. If the reactionary coalition 
Government of the Utkal Congress and 
Swatantra party are not taking any respon* 
sibBity, is it not the duty and the responsi* 
bility of ■ the Centre to rush in food to 
Otisfa ? Under our Constitution, .it is a 
.qiattpc for the Centre also. It is only their 
party;:.people, a collective body of people 
gone there; leader of the Congress 
party had gone there, to see that the matter 
ends and the people who resorted to hunger 
^kike.gse persuaded to wi^raw Iheir Strike, 
^e Centre is demonstrating a callonsand 
cold attitude to the famine, starvation sitna* 
tion there, 

Thb bon. Minister spoke about increa* 
and production. But what ^ut 
ffUM; ^ two 'croras of 


laitibs of. -them in U. P, alone. My friend 
knows thBit they have, in most cases, ^veo 
up cane cultivation. Sugar production had 
gone down from 42 lakh tons three years 
ago, to 40 lakhs last year and this year it 
will be still less. My hon« friend dedares 
that be would nationalise the sugar industry. 
What about the demand of the caoegrowers 
for an increased cane price. Rs. 100 per 
tonne ? The hon. Minister Shri Ahmed 
made a statement in the House in reply to 
the debate here and in that he says that the 
Government have been following a pramatic 
approach to the problem of cane price and 
that they are alive to the interests of the 
canegrowers and the need to ensure ade* 
quate cane; and he says that all these aspe> 
cts will be taken into account while fixing 
the minimum price for cane for 1971-72. 
Whenever this question comes, they say 
they will fix it up the next year. This year 
also they say so; 1 shall advise them not to 
make a statement with regard to cane price 
saying that it will be decided next year, 
1972-73. 

On page 30 of the report of this Minis¬ 
try, they say that they are satisfied with the 
steps that are being taken to carry on lift 
irrigation. On the same page, para 1.5 
they say that final reports about ground 
water schemes are still to be received. Last 
time they said that they had established a 
central ground water board. Now they 
have amalgamated it with the geological 
survey committee. By this how has the 
problem been solved ? Things are very 
vague; there is no target at all. {Interrup¬ 

tions^ Everybody knows that better irriga¬ 
tion will increase productivity of the land. 

One last point about Orissa. The 
total land for manufacturing salt is 1.36,240 
acres. Out of that in the public sector 
there are 3,979 acres and in the co-operative 
sector there are 8,798 acres. In the private 
sector they have kept 1,23,487 acres two 
thirds of the total land under salt. A 
handful of individuals are harvesting the 
maximum profit at the cost of the salt 
workers. My appeal to them is not to 
lease out any further land to these private 
individuals; it should be given only to salt 
workers co-operatives. In my district, 
Oapiam, there are so many salt worker*! 
eo-opemtives; let it be given to them.

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MY. DEPUTY-SPEAKBR : Please lake 
your seat; this is really being unflair to the 
Chair. 


SHRl D. K. PANDA : There are thirty 
lakhs of agricultural wasteland available in 
Orissa and they can be distributed among 
the Adivasis, Harijans and landless agricul¬ 
tural people. 


SHRI K. RAMAKRISHNA REDDY 
(Nalgonda): I rise to support the demands 
of the Agricultural Ministry. This Minutry 
deals with food and agriculture, community 
development, co-operation and forests also. 
These subjects very much concern the 
peasants and people in the rural areas and 
it is through this department that the rural 
areas can develop. 

In India more than eighty per cent of 
the people are agriculturists who live in the 
rural area -. Some of our friends criticised 
this department and said that it was not 
doing well. It is not correct. There is a 
green revolution which is in progress and 
we are achieving self<sufficiency. Just now 
hon. Minister Shinde said that imports 
under PL 480 had stopped and we need not 
depend upon other countries. ICAR is one 
of the wings of this department and the 
scientists are doing a good Job. They are 
working in the fields also. Hundreds of 
hybrid seeds are evolved and they do 
research on them and experiment with them. 
Afterwards they are sent to the public for 
their use. There are so many ministries, 
but only the Department of Agriculture 
arranges several tours for Members of Par¬ 
liament to see their work. 1 have had the 
opportunity to visit Izzatnagar, Pantna- 
gar, Kamal, Bombay and Ludhiana and I 
have seen that the scientists there are really 
working very well and they deserve the 
congratulations of this House. 

We are self sufficient in food. In 1970- 
71, 107 million tonnes of foodgrains were 
produced, which represents an increase of 
8.3 million tonnes over the previous year. 
7.9 million tonnes of stock of foodgrains 
are available with the Government. 

During the last elections, the slogan of 
givibi haiao was raised ind the public also 
reponded to it. Now is pipr dWf tp 


fulfil our promises made during the dee* 
tions. In the last semion, privy purses were 
abolished. Earlier we nationalised rite 
banks. Now the Chief Ministers have bem 
advised to take necessary steps immediately 
to introduce land cdlings. Unless the land 
ceiling Acts are implemented immediately, 
we would not be fulfilling our promises tp 
the people. 

Even though Telangana and Andhra 
are one, the Tenancy Act of Tdangana, 
which is very progressive, has not been 
applied till now to Andhra area. 1 am at 
a loss to understand the reasons for it. In 
that Act, there are many provisions giving 
protection to the tenants. They can even 
become owners of the land under section 36. 
Many acres of banifar-poromboko land are 
being distributed. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER Please 
conclude now. 

SHRI K, RAMAKRISHNA REDDY : 
Some incentives have to be given to the 
cultivators. Tested seeds and fertilisers 
have to be supplied to them at the block 
level, so that they may not have to go far 
to get them. Crop insurance should also 
be introduced for the small and mar g inal 
farmers. Exploitation of ground 
water should be done. The rural people 
are earning very much less than those in 
the urban areas. When the question of 
ceiling comes, the ceiling to be imposed on 
the rural areas should be on a par with that 
of the urban areas. Then only the ceiling 
Act will be properly implemented. Other¬ 
wise, there will be discrimination between 
rural areas and urban. If we do all this 
then the agriculturists will occupy a pre¬ 
eminent position in the economic deveit^ 
ment programmes of the country. There 
must be formulated a permanent plan to 
eradicate famines in chronically affected 
famine areas particularly in Telangana and 
Rayalaseema, etc. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Please Mr. 
Reddy; I hope you are ready to sit down 
now. Mr. Prasannabhai Mehta. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA (Bhavnagar) : 
Mr. Deputv-Speaker. Sir, the hon. Minister 
who intervened in the discussion, who is not 
prCSenf here, refmed to higher agrieoltaral 
pniHhi^tjofi, 9qt tljigt if not the critgrioit fof 
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jadging the real progren ot evahition of the 
position. We vm'll have to aee whether the 
higher production has benefited either the 
igricuHurist or the conraiher. If you take 
the case of agriculturist you will notice that 
they have not been benefited by the higher 
production. The reason for this is that the 
Ministry do not have a comprehemive, inte¬ 
grated and coordinated programme for the 
development of agriculture. 

In the agricultural sector there are so 
many problems like rural employment, irri¬ 
gation, power, rural electrifintion, inputs, 
fertilizers, pesticides, fiood and famine cont¬ 
rol schemes. They should ail go hand in 
hand. Because this Ministry failed to have 
an integrated and coordinated effort, the 
farmers are not getting the benefit of higher 
production. They do not get financial help 
in time. The agricultural credit which they 
get Is not adequate. When they get water, 
there is no supply of electricity and when 
there is supply of electricity there is no 
water. Then, either they do not get ferti¬ 
lizer at all or they get adulterated fortilizer. 
Then, they do not get Improved seeds to the 
extent they require. 

In view of all this, merely having in¬ 
creased agricultural production is no achieve¬ 
ment of the Ministry. If at all there is 
increased production, it is mainly due to two 
factors. One is the hard and ceaseless effort 
of the farmers in this country even though 
they are not getting the due return for their 
labour. If you go to the vili^es you will 
see that in spite of the increased agsicnltu- 
ral production the economic condition of the 
farmers has not improved. The second fac¬ 
tor for increased production is favourable 
monsoon. The contribution of government 
towards increase in agricultural productioa 
is very little, because they tackle the prob¬ 
lem in a piecemeal way. They do not have 
an integrated and comprehensive planning 
for rural employment. 

The small farmers development scheme 
is not adequate. There Is no medium wage 
for agricultural labour. Then, how much 
have you given to the farmer by way of 
electricity and water ? It a very small pet- 
centage. 

There is no planning about production. 
When the demand iu the market is good, 
the farmer gate a higher pri^e for a particular 


cr<H> k'particular year; he grows it again 
^ next year but finds that he does not 
get that higher price. So, a problem is 
created for the poor farmn and this Ministry 
is helpless regarding this. They do consider 
that there should be a suppOTt price but 
the Foreign Trade Ministry never agree to 
that. So, there is no coordination between 
the two ministries It is the same regarding 
sugarcane growers. They are also not getting 
a due return for their production. The 
same thing is there about jute. 

Therefore, quoting higher figures of 
productian is not the criteria to evaiute the 
agrieultural position of the country. The 
consumers are not benefited; the growers are 
not benefited; prices of sugar and other 
things are going sky-high day by day. 
Everything is rising. It is not so regarding 
cereals but it is so in the case of pulses, jute 
and other cash crops. 

So, the first and foremost thing for this 
Ministry to do is to have an integrated and 
coordinated approach to the problems of 
agriculture. This Ministry should not work 
in isolation or in a piecemeal way. They 
must have coordination with the Irrigation 
and Power Ministry, the Foreign Trade 
Ministry and the Finance Ministry. 

Very poor conditions prevail in regard 
to rural finance. The farmers do not get 
adequate finances eitho' for agricultural pur¬ 
poses or for consumer purposes. Too much 
has been said about the nationalised banks, 
but the small farmers have not got any bene¬ 
fit out of these commercial or nationalised 
banks. It has adversely affected the work¬ 
ing of the cooperative banks also. 

s 

So, I want to stress that this Ministry 
should not be satisfied simply by quoting 
figures of higher production but they must 
think what really the problems are, namely 
rund unemployment, rural finance, rural 
dectrlfieation, power and irrigation to the 
fields. Please do not get over-satisfied by 
the achievement. It is not due to the assis¬ 
tance given by the Oavernment but it is due 
to the endeavour and hard work of the 
farmers of this country. Kindly oeate con¬ 
ditions by which the agriculturists and tfaf 
consunm are tencQtf^.

SHRI D. D. DESAI (Kaira) : 1 would 
not like to take the time of the House on 
matters which have been dealt with already. 
But there are a few items like cotton, 
tobacco, finance and related things on which 
I would like the Ministry’s attention to be 
drawn. 

You have mentioned that, last year, we 
imi^rted Rs. 100 crorei worth of cotton. 
This year we are having surplus cotton. 
Unfortunately the cotton growers are still 
finding themselves with latge stocks on hand. 
The monsoon season is close and the stock 
are still not lifted. The Cotton Corpora¬ 
tion which was directed to purchase the 
cotton has been playing a sort of double 
game : on the one hand they are saying that 
they are lifting cotton; and on the othpr 
hand they are saying privately that they are 
interested in disposing of the stocks, thus 
depressing the cotton prices in the market 
We should, at the earliest, discontinue the 
Import of cotton because we have already 
achieved a certain amount of self-sufficiency. 
The finance that is available to cotton 
grouts as loan is very low. The margin 
that is demanded today is of the order of, 
60 per cent. In other words, on even one 
crore rupees worth of goods the maximum 
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anoimt that a penoo can get n 40 per cent 
/.a. Rs. 40 lakhs whereas the same bale of 
kotton, if it goes into industry, will get it a 
loan of 75 per cent. The same is the case with 
Oilseeds. We are talking of small scale indnst- 
Hes. If a tin of oil is in a village small 
8(»le oil mill, a man can draw Rs. 25 as 
iban oh Rb. 100 worth of goods, but d)c 
tame tb of oil, the moment it enters into a 
Vegetable ghee plant, will enable that unit 
to draw a loan of Rs. 75 on .Rs. 100 
worth of goods. Therefore, the small scale 
entrepreneur and the grower—both these 
people—arc at a disadvantage compared to 
the industrial units. 

Then, we have been talking about our 
green revolution successes. We would not 
rest on our ores but ^ould establish water 
and soil analysis systems all over the country 
with the result that whatever reduction we 
have in trace elements and the deterioration 
in the food values of our crope are made 
up by Introduction of trace elements along 
with fertilisers which is presently not done, 

I now come to the question of cattle. 
We have on hand about 17 crores of csttle. 
Somehow or other this problem should be 
solved. Israel ir one country which has 
succeeded in this respect. We have no 
relationship with that country, but all the 
same we might borrow some technology in 
respeet of raising cattle breed. There arc 
certain cows which give annualiy ten tonnes 
of Milk in Israel. My investigatioos in 
Sweden and Denmark have shown that the 
cows in those regions are not suitiUrle be* 
cause they have no sweating cells. But the 
crossbreeds developed in arid conditions 
like Israel have sweating cells and are, 
therefore, better suited to this country. 

I know. Sir, you have given ms a few 
minutes only. With these points, I support 
the Demands for Grants of the Ministry of 
Agriculture. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Shri Satimnarayan 
Rao. 

SHRI M. SATYA.NARAYAN RAO 
(Katimnagar) : Mr. Chairman. Sir, before 
I start ray spcedi, I will have to draw your 
attention to the procedure adopted by the 
Secretariate...

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE Mr.- 
Rao, please go ahead. 

SHRI M. SATYANARAYAN RAO r 
In this session I have not spoken on any 
Ministry. Notice was given to me .that ten 
minutes are given to me and that I can 
speak on any subject I want. I have chosen 
two subjects. Agrkulture is one. Before 
hon. Mr. Sbinde replied, I wanted to speak. 
What is the use of my speaking Now ? 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The S. cretariat 
does not call any hon. Member. It is the 
Chair whidi calls the Members. I call you 
to apeak. If you want to speak, you can 
speak because the senior Minister is yet to 

reply. 

AN HON. MEMBER : He does not 
want to speak. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Dr. V. K. R. V. 
Rao. 

DR. V. R. R. VARADARAJA RAO 
(Bellary) : I am sorry, Mr Chairman, 
Sir, I find myself with the constraint of 
time and, therefore, I would not be able 
to say dl the things I would like to have 
said. I will say thmn in some other Plat* 
form. 

Bint what I would like to tell the 
House is this. Well, there is no doubt that * 
we have done vary well on the agricultural 
front There is no doubt that in some ways, 

1 think, this year marks a historic year in 
the histoty of Indian agricultural economy 
and the Indian food problem. For the first 
time, we have Stopped hnports of PL-480 
foodgrains and for the first time, we have 
reached the record level of production which ^ 
is more than the highest level of agricul¬ 
tural production reached about 10-12 years 
ago. But what I would like to draw the 
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attention at the hon. Minister to is thist 
tti*t now we nr* going to face new sets of 
problenis. I was very much impressed by 
the enthusiasm and the complete self-conSd* 
ence of the Minister when he was speaking, 
but 1 was a little perturbed because during 
all his speech, he did not show any awreness 
th n"gb I know he was aware of it.... 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : Is 
sHIl explain it. Distribution of subjects 
was made between myself and my senior 
calleague and hence did not touch this. The 
time also was limited. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO : 
si was only saying that the Government 
should become aware of the fact that we 
ate going to face a set of problems, a new 
set of problems such as that you have 
not seen in the Indian ^riculture for the 
last 15 to 20 years. For the last 15 to M 
years we here accustomed to a certain 
psychology of shortage, a certain psychology 
associated with shoratge—public distribu¬ 
tion and procurement etc. The position 
has changed enormously. I would like to 
give you one figure. 

16 hrs. 

IfycHi take the figure of the years 
1966-71. imports have fallen from 10.36 
million tonnes to 2.10 million tonnes, 
procurement went up from 4 million tonnes 
to 9 million tonnes and public distribution 
has gone down from 14 million tonnes to 
7 million tonnes. I want that particular fact 
to be borne in miiul by this House, that 
public distribution is coming down. If you 
take the question of wheat—particularly, 
wheat has been the star of the show-there 
has b ee n an enormous increage in the pro¬ 
duction of wheat, somthlng iike more than 
three times, since the beginning of the 
ptennlng period and the total procurwnent 
of what last year was 5 million tonnes 
and this yew it is expected to bo 6^ millions 
tonnes. But the distribution is steadily 
falling down and I think this is a matter on 
which very much mote attention needs to be 

givoi. 

The Minister sidd quite rightly that they 
are not gedng to stop with wheat, that they 
are going to extend the green revolution 

to rice, and other crops. There is a combi- 

aafion of these. On the one hand there is 
a large proenrement. On the other hand there 


is falling distribution. Falling ' distribution 
is not the fault of any particular organisa¬ 
tion. Falling distribution is there because, 
people do not want to go and buy from the 
shops, because, they can get what they want 
from the open market and therefore this is 
a question which must be taken into account 
when we talk of the price policy, when we 
talk of buffer stocks, when we talk of 
distribution system and so on. As it is, the 
Budget is placing a burden of Rs. 132 
crores on account of the wheat prices. 1 
don't want to enter into any details on this 
subject, but, at this stage, I should go on 
record, as saying, I regret the decision of 
the Government for having accepted the 
recommendation* or the consensus of the 
Chief Ministers, conference regarding the 
present level of the procurement price of 
wheat. What is the issue price of wheat? It is 
Rs. 78, New, what is the issue price of 
rice? TTie procurement price of rice Rs. 74.3 
to Rs.99. The issue price of rice is Rs. 100 
to Rs. 128, there is a difference of Rs. 23 
to Rs. 29. In the case of wheat this diffe-- 
rence is only Rs. 2. 1 hope the hon, 
Minister will tell about this when he replies 
to the Debate, because, there are a large 
number of rice consumers in this country. 
The total distribution is almost the same 
as between rice and wheat. Then, why 
should there be this discrimination between 
the rice consumers and wheat consu mers ? 
Rice consumers pay Rs 25 to Rs. 29 more 
on the procurement price whereas the wheat 
consumers pay only Rs. 2. Why should 
there be this discrimination ? 

1 know the Minister will tell us, this is 
due to historical reasons and so on. But 1 
may say. those historical reasons disappea¬ 
red with enormous production and 1 would 
like the hon. Minister to deal with this 
when he replies. 

» 

Then. th«e are certain commodity inbala- 
B Cf f coming up. I had said earlier elrewhere 
that grem revoultion is going to bring the 
problem of public distribution. We are all 
aware of it; everybody talks about it. 1 
would have been glad if the hon. Minister 
had given the House a whole history of the 
growth of the different commodities. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : He may try to 
conclude, 
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DR. V. K. R* VARADRRAJA RAO : 
Actually I did oot want tor apeak. Some* 
times, I think. Sir, there is itb point for a 
person «dio is a professor and ecofoomist 
to seek eclection and come to the House, 
ilntetmptioH) it looks as if the Chair is 
interested only in equal distribution of the 
time to all the hon. Members.,.. , 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; You may continue. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO ; 
1 don't want to go in to detail with regard 
to commodity imbabwces. There are 
fluctuations with regard to output of jawar, 
bajra and so on; one year they go up, the 
next year they come down. Quite apart 
from that, from the regional point of veiw, 
I was trying to look at the figures procure* 
ment figures for example, which are given. 
I find there are certain traditionally rice* 
growing States, like, for example, Andhra, 
Orissa and so an and Assam. 

These were; three original tradi¬ 
tionally rice-growing States, which once had 
a very big rice surplus. But during the 
last four years, look at the record of their 
production. Rice production has gone 
down in these States, but in the non-tradi- 
tionaliy rice-growing States, the production 
has gone up. In Tamil Nadu also, the 
production came down; Still, it has not 
reached its particular level. And the Tamil 
Nadu Government has also stopped the 
procurement system. Why? I suppose the hon. 
Minister will be able to tell us the reasons for 
, this, when he replies to the debate, why in 
’’ the traditionally rice growing States, the 
rice production is coming down, while as 
the hon. Minister said with such great 
cheerfulness, in Punjab, Haryana, UP and 
MP it is going up. UP is now growing 
more rice. Madhya Pradesh is growing 
much more rice, and Punja band Haryana, 
are growing much more rice. 1 do not want 
to raise any kind of regicmal or parochial 
sentiments at all, and it would be very 
wrong on my part to do so, because we 
are a united country. But we also know 
that we arc living in a world of reality, and 
we hve to recognise in time that the Idnd of 
agricultural revolutioD and strategy that 
Oovemment arc planning, while undoub¬ 
tedly it js resulting in increase in product- 
iciV i||fewever, creatng regional imbala- 
creatin commodity imbalances, 
Aft ftNaequenoe of win so dally and 
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politically would be seen in the next thfCb' 
or four years, if soihe serious attempt is not 
made to try and reverse the trend as fat all- 
possible. 

I know that Oovemment are all the titnt^. 
talking about dry farming and dry 
and so on. But what is the progr^ In 
production in dry areas? What is the concrete 
propamme for increasing production In the. 
dry areas? Aib Government going to ge(<a/ 
Idnd of division of the country such that dry j 
areas will have lower and lower .agricultural r 
incomes while the irrigated areas and the 
rain-fed areas will have larger and larger 
agrkniltaral incomes? Tlwn. on the top oD 
that, what is the price poli^ that they are 
goii^ to adopt? 

I was just taking a look at the figures iit 
regard to the stocks. We started this, yegr 
with a stock, I am told, on 1st March, of 7.4. _ 
million tonnes in the Government godpyvos.' 
We may release 1.8 milliqn tonnes in April, 
and May. That will give us 5.6 million^; 
tonnes as the available storage space, evej^.. 
if we take out the 1.8 million tonnes. We 
are proposing to procure 6.5 million tonnes ' 
of wheat. As you know, this wheat is to. be 
procured in atwut six weeks* time. Vou 
cannot wait till the monsoon to procure it. 
The wheat has to be procured between the 
end of April and the end of May, or between 
the middle of April and the end of May, 
which means we have a storage capacity of 
over 8.1 million tonnes, and we shall have 
a strain on the storage capacity to the extent 
of 12 million tonnes; even if we increase the 
storage capacity by about a million tonnes.. 
or so, we shall still need about three to four 
million tonnes stori^e capacity, which woulij . 
mean that the grains would be left in the open 
or stored in the open; it is no use blaming the. 
railwso^ for it Where will the railways take 
it? So, it seems to me that this again is a 
point on which the country would like to. , 
hear from the bon. Minister whm he replira 
wh^ coocrete storage measures they propose 
to take to deal with this enormous addition, 
that is going to be made on the stora^ 
demand, as soon as the wheat procurement 
season starts and gets into full swing. 

f do not think that 1 shootd take ndvan- ' 
tage of your generosity. Finally, there is 
one othff very important point that 1 would 1 
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like to mentioti. I have the feeling that as 
prodnetion grows, the distribution is coming 
down; in the cose of wheat, for example, it 
has come down. We shall have at the end 
of 1972, pliably a wheat stock of about S 
tQ 6 ffliliioD tonnes, and there is no doubt 
that wh^t production is going to grow. I 
must pay my fullest tribute to the Indian 
scientists, the Indian factory workers and the 
Indian pMsants and also to the Government 
of India for the way in which they have 
been able to increase production. But if we 
are going to buy it, then the question of 
prices comes in. I think that it is going to 
be extended to other crops. We had once 
the minimum price. Still, there is a tbeore* 
ticai minimum price for paddy, a theoretical 
minimum price for jowar, iMjra and so on. 
But in the case of wheat, the minimum price 
has been merged into the procurement price; 
I quite understand it because I am told that 
it is very dHBcult to distinguish between the 
procurement price and the minimum prfee, 
because the rich farmers are getting more by 
getting a higher procurement price, while the 
poor fellows are left in the lurch and they 
will have to get only the minimum price. 
But if Government are going to make the 
procurement price the minimum price, 1 
would like to ask the hon. Minister to tell 
the House the economics of what the differ¬ 
ence between the procurement price and the 
minimum price is. If circumstances have 
made it necessary for os to equate the 
procurement price with the minimum price, 
what are the principles that he proposes to 
apply? I think it is very important to know 
it because procurement price becoming the 
minimum price means that we shall buy any 
quantity offmed of the commodity at the parti¬ 
cular price, and we have got to store it and we 
have got to sell it; and if we cannot sell it 
through the distribution system, what shall we 
do? Are we going to export it? We all know 
that we cannot export our agricultural food 
products except at heavy subsidies. Are we 
going to use it id the rural works programme? 
Are We going to moke use of it in creating 
tural employment, in the nutrition programme 
and so on. Very good, if it happqu. But 
it means a tremendous amount of expendi¬ 
ture. 


Before I ait down, I would say that a 
hew situation has arisen. In India's agricul- 
lural economy. I do not think we should 


get Into the stage of the US. We know 
that the US has got no public distribution 
system of wheat. In fact, they tried in the 
thirties under the Stamp method, to make 
people consume more wheat. But in spite 
of all such attempts, they found they had 
large surpluses of wheat. Then there was 
the PL-480 programme. Are we going to 
have a PL~^ programme? Who is going 
to pay? It would be wonderful if we had 
such a programme, but where is the meny 
to come from? At this moment if I may be 
parochial for a moraent-Mysore is having 
tremendous difBcnlty in trying to induce the 
Centre to give them what they lost by the 
Finance Contmissions's award. But the 
Centre say they have got no money. Here 
wc are spending Rs. !30 crores this year. I 
suggest if we do not take an integrated look 
at the whole thing, the subidy may rise from 
Rs. 130 crores to Rs. 200 crores, Rs. 300 
crores or Rs. 400 crores within a not imme¬ 
asurable distance of time, quite apart from 
storage and other problems. 

I would, therefore, ask the Ministry to 
ask the Agricultural Prices Commission not 
only to produce a report on khariff grain 
prices, cotton prices, or jute prices or wheat 
prices, but to produce a special report taking 
all the prices together, what will be the 
relative price*, what should be the commodity 
pattern, what is going to be happen if there 
is a distribution system, how much the 
Government should procure, what should 
they do with what they procure. All these 
are queotions which did not emerge earlier. 
But they have emerged now as the very 
result of the success which the Minister has 
quite so rightly lauded of tlie agricultural 
policy of the Government of India. I hope 
and trust that the Government will act in 
time, take up these problems and try to find 
some answers for them before they themse¬ 
lves are faced with even more diflSculties 
than they faced when we were having the 
problem of shortage. 

In this connection. I must say that the 
Government’s very hasty rejection, after all 
the build-up given earlier, of the recommen¬ 
dations of the Agricultural Prices Commi¬ 
ssion. is not a good pointer. It is surpris¬ 
ing liow suddenly they came to accept the 
consensus of the Chief Ministers-mening 
thereby. I suppose, the thrSe Chief- Ministers 
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concerned. This does not give me encourage* 
ment that Oovernment has yet mustered up 
lufllbient courage to deal with all the aspects 
of the problems with which we are going to 
be faced as a result of what I call the 
success of the new agricultural strategy. 

SHRI. M. SATVANARYAN RAO 
(Karimnagar) : I wanted to raise the same 
points which Dr. Rao was raising here. 

Recently, we had been to so many 
places thanks to the courtesy of Shri Shinde 
who provided all the facilities for some 
members to visit all the research centres. 
We have seen what is the green revolution. 
Therefore, I really salute the farmers, scien¬ 
tists and engineers responsible for this. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA (Eluru): 
Agricultural labourers also. 

SHRI M. SATYANARAYAN RAO 
They are also included in farmers. 

While I am happy, 1 am also uuhappy. 
The reason is that only Punjab, Haryana, 
West OP and some other areas are develop¬ 
ing whereas other r^ons are being neg¬ 
lected. I do not say they are intentionally 
neglected, but they are being neglected. 
When 1 visited those developed areas, I saw 
not only big farmers but even medium and 
small farmers having tractors. I want to 
see such a state of affairs in the whole 
country. If that happens, I will be the 
happiest person 

I do not know why the southern reason 
is being n^Iected. Dr. Rao has pleaded 
for the rice-eating areas. We have achieved 
self-sufikiently in wheat production, but 
what about rice production 7 Why 
have we not done so, although more SO per¬ 
cent of our countrymen eat rice. But even 
then, why it is neglected, I do not not know. 
I want a categorical answer from the 
Ministery about this matter. 

We speak about the green revolution. 
It is not sufBcient; let us have a white 
revolution also. I have seen with my own 
eyes ; there is a dairy from research centre. 
We must devdop all this. Not only should 
we develop didrying, but also fisheries and 
horticulture. Vegetr'sles are necessary and 
fishery development it^also necessary. Pish 
is an important fiood. 


Moreover, I have already told Mr. Shinde 
that we are neglecting forestry. AlthMfh 
we have got a. rich forest land, we are neglec¬ 
ting it. Forests are very essential for the 
development of the country. Of course, 
we have achieved remarkale results in the 
production of foodgrains. But- forests should 
also be taken into consideration whenever 
we formulate our polity. 

About cotton also, it is being improved 
in the southern region also, particularly in 
Andhra Pradesh. I have not seen in other 
parts, but in Andhra Pradesh, the Agri¬ 
cultural Department is now encouraging the 
production of cotton also. Further, 1 suggest 
that some research centres roust be set up in 
Southern India also ; not only in Andhra, 
Pradesh but in other regions also. 

May 1 draw the attention of the hon. 
Minister to the research centres that are set 
up in Punjab, Haryana and Uttar Pradesh ? 
I want to know why such centres are not 
set up in the southern region also. If the 
farmers want to get any training from 
such centres and gain experience they have 
to come all the way from the south, travel 
1,000 or 1,500 miles, to the north. It is not 
possible for any farmer to come like that. 
They have to know what is happening in rela¬ 
tion to the research and what methods should 
be adopted. Farmers are also working in the 
southern r^ions and they are also interested 
in this and they are also very progressive 
farmers. In view of this, these research 
centres should be established in the south 
also. 

When I visited Kamal recently, t sugges¬ 
ted to the Director, and he said that they 
are also doing that. I wish to draw the 
attention of the Minister also to this aspect, 
and take into consideration this aspect 
particularly, namely, opening of research 
centres in the southern region also. It 
should not only be done In northern India; 
may be you have got facilitita here. 

One other aspect is this. About agri¬ 
culture, we have achieved self-sufl9ciency, 
and you are doing everything. I congratu¬ 
late the Ministery of Agriculture as well as 
its officers, everybody. I will have to app¬ 
reciate their enthusiasm. They are working 
not only as workers but ate working with 
enthusiasm with the feeling that this is 
our nation and we should preduce more. 
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With such cotusiMin th«y are workiog. We 
must coogntulate them all, and I shmild tUnk 
that this house should extend its congratu¬ 
lation to the Ministry and all its depart¬ 
ments. 

I now come to the Telengana region. 
You may say that whenever 1 speak I always 
come to that point only. Bat as you know, 
it is a neglected area and so it deserves 
your attention. 

SHRI ANNASAHBB P. SHINDB : We 
are friends of Telengana. 

SHRI M. SATYANARAYAN RAO: 
You are our friend, but even tlwn, you must 
give more consideration to that region. It is 
most neglected not only from that point of 
view of agriculture but from every point of 
view, whether industry or any other thing. 
So, please have some consideration for my 
region also. 

Lastly—I do not want to take up much 
time of the house and because most of my 
points have been covered by my predecess¬ 
ors—I want to emphasise only one point, 
and that is, the regional imbalances should 
go. For that, please tell us what steps you 
are going to take.

It does not matter if we earn a 
little less of foreign exchange. This export of 
Bananas and mangoes should be banned. 

SHRl S. B. PAUL (Bagalkot): Mr. 
Chairman, I am very thankful to you for 
having given me and appmtunity to speak 
in this august House on the Demands for 
Orantt relating to the Ministry of Agrimilture. 
I will confine my speech to only a few im* 
portant points like prices of foodgrains, 
procurement price, glut in the cotton iiurk7 
and land reforms. Because of the limited 
time at my disposal, I will not be able to 
touch other important pointe. 

Only a little earlier 1 was reading in the 
library an article on the cost of cultivation 
studied by the various universities. The 
Research Director of the Mysore University 
has quoted some vary important figures 
there. A study was made of the cost of cuiti> 
vation in various regions of Mysore and the 
cost of cultivation comes to Rs. 800 per acre 
The aversfs yf^d pomfs 12 quintals. Thf 
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markot price for wheat in Mysore is Rs. 88 
per qointaI.So, for 12 quintals it comes to 
Rs. 1,056. The procurement price fixed for 
the current season is Rs. 76 and at that rate 
it comes to Rs. 912. So, after deducting 
the cost of cultivation, the farmer will get 
only Rs. 112 or 120. It is not fair or rea* 
sonable. The procurement price fixed at pre¬ 
sent is not a tall remunerative. Therefore, 
the agricultural prices Commition has to go 
into this matter, take into considerassion all 
factors and fix aremuneiative price. 

The Punjab University scientists have 
also studied this problem in Harayna. Accor¬ 
ding to them, in the case of irrigated areas 
the income was as high as Rs. 984 per acre 
from wheat whereas the expenditure per 
acre came to Rs. 636. Therefore, I would 
submit that the prices fixed by the govern¬ 
ment should be remunerative to the farmers. 

According to the Food Corporation of 
India, if we study the details of the econo¬ 
mic cost of it, procurement of indigenous 
wheat is Rs. 76 a quintal; procurement 
charges come to Rs. 11/02; and storage, 
movement and distribution charges come to 
Rs. 6/94. The total economic cost of pro¬ 
curement, excluding carrying charges to the 
buffer stock, comes to Rs. 93/96. If we add 
to this the carrying charges of the buffer 
stock, which are Rs. 7/94, it comes to 
Rs. 101/90. The overhead cost for the FCl 
is about Rs. 25/90 

The FCI is selling it to the State Govern¬ 
ments at the rate of Rs. 78 a quintal, even 
though it costs them Rs. 101/90 including 
the cost of buffer stock. So, the Govern¬ 
ment of India Is subsidising at the rate of 
Rs. 26 a quintal of wheat. The wheat grow¬ 
ers are getting a subsidy at the rate of Rs. 25 
or Rs. 26 a quintal but Hce, jowar and 
oilseeds growers are not getting even a single 
paisa from the Government as subsidy. 

If we look at the economic cost of rice, 
we find that the Food Corpwation is pur¬ 
chasing rice at the rate of Rs. 74 to Rs. 99 
a quintal, the issue price to the State Govern¬ 
ments is Rs. 100 to Rs. 128 and the retafl 
price to the consumer is Rs. 112 to Rs. 140. 
The procurement price of jowar is Rs. 55; 
the issue price is Rs. 72 and the retail price 
to the consumer is Rs. 79 to Rs. 80. The 
rice and jowar growing area people are not 
at all getting a single paisa from this Qovqni- 
ntent qs subsidy. 


ReganUog the cotton ^ut, cotton is an 
important commodity and is declared as an 
essential commodity in the country, but it 
is persistently subjected to the unimagina¬ 
tive Government controls on its production, 
distribution, consumption, price, storage and 
adrances. Each and every form of Govern¬ 
ment control bas failed to produce the de¬ 
sired resuJts. Ultimately, the sufibres have 
been the innocent growers and he poor 
consumers. Ail the cotton is rotting in the 
market shops of Mysore, Gqjrat and various 
places. Iheiefore, I request that something 
should be done by the Government immedi¬ 
ately to clear off all the stocks which are 
there. 

Then, talks have been made about 
landreforms in the country for the 
last many years but nothing has been 
done by this Government and any State 
Government. The Central Land Referms 
Committee has recommended a ceiling of 10 
to 18 acres but I am sorry to say that the 
landlords have already transferred their lands 
to their relatives in one form or the other. 
Therefore I request the Government that at 
least the Central Government should direct 
the State Governments to. pass important 
laws like land reform laws. 

Finally, r^arding exemptions. The 
recent Chief Ministers* Conference exempted 
plantations from the ceiling. Why should 
plantations get preference over mechanised 
or any other farms 7 

With these words. I support the iDe- 
mands.

SHRf MO. JAMILURRHMAN (Kishao’ 
sanj) ; I fully support the Oemands for 
Grants of the Ministry of Agriculture. 1 
would, however, like to make a few points. 

Mr. Chairman, you are fuliy aware of 
the fact that Bihar has got 86 per cent of 
its people on agriculture. Most of the 
farmers are small farmers, small laod'holders 
and that too with a large number of frag¬ 
mentations of holdings. Therefore, I would 
suggest of the Ministry that the scheme of 
consolidation of holdings should be taken up 
at once. A direction should be given to 
the State Government that these programmes 
should be finished within a period of two 
years. 

Secondly, irrigation facilities in the State 
of Bihar are available only to 30 per cent of 
the cultivated area. The Kosi Canal scheme 
has failed ; it has not been able to meet all 
the demands of the people ; it has not been 
successful. There is no land leveling scheme 
in the area. Therefore, the irrigation water 
is not at all accessible to the fields There 
is not sufficient boring in the States of Bibar 
and that needs the attention of the Ministry. 
I may mention here that, ip respect 
of the boring scheme, there has been lack 
of electricity. That should be met. Another 
problem is water-logging in the Kori area. 
Eight to ten per cent of the area reniaios 
under water and cash crops like jute and 
sugarcane fail every year. Thfa has to be 
attended to. ,A scheme 6hpul4 Ip dravo up 


for and-waterlogging so that the kisans naay 
be benefited. 

In the district of Pumea, there is one 
unit of this ministry, the Farmers* Develo- 
ment Agency. But I would say. Sir, that 
this agency is a dead agency ; it is practically 
doing nothing. An expert of the Agrfc- 
mdture Department should be placed as 
the bead of the agency so that the work may 
be feoeliuted. 

So far as the question of fertilisers is 
concerned, Bihar State is the Worst sufferer. 
Whereas the demands of Bihar Smte are 
about 2 iakh tonnes, only 41,000 tonnes are 
supplied by the Central Government. This 
israthiw a step-motherly treatment. Hie 
demand for higho' allotments should be met. 

I would also like to draw the attention 
of the Govemnment through you. Sir that, 
though the Sindri Fertiliser Corporation of 
India lies in my State, it has not been able 
to meet the demands of my State. For the 
year 1972-73, our State requires 2 lakk 
tonnes of Ammonium sulphate. I hope the 
the Government of India will meet this 
demand. 

Take also, for instance, tractrvs. Our 
State needs about 55,000 tractors, but the 
Government of India has alioted only 2,5000 
tractors. This allotment is quite insuflScient 
to meet the demands of the day. 

Thirdly for the land-levelling scheme, 
my State requises 550 tractors, but nothing 
has been done with regard to my State. 

The Bihar State Agro-Industries Develope 
ment Corporation has applied for a licenc- 
for the manufacture of a small tractor with 
Japanese collAboration and that scheme is 
still pending and no licence has been granted 
though the application was made in 1971. 

Sir, last but not the least, the crash 
progrgmme should be taken up with a crash 
speed and spirit but nothing tangible has 
been done. The Central Government should 
insist on the State Government to take up the 
crash programme immediately with crash 
speed. 

There b one wing in the Minbtry, namely, 
the National Agripoltunil Cot^ierativg nuir]^ 
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ing Peberation which was supposed to be the 
friend, philospher and guide of the Agii« 
cultuaal Co-operative Marketing units, the 
functioning of this particular agency is 
quite the contrary. This agency is 
not at all helping the State. It has become 
only an export body and is not at all 
saving the poor kisans from the exploitation 
of the Aratdars. the middlemen profiteers 
and the money-lenders. 

There is one organ- ‘Kurukshetra' erf 
this Ministry. It is published in Hindi and 
English only. I suggest that it should be 
published in Urdu alsa for the benefit of 
the Urdu-speaking people of Punjab, 
Haryana, Delhi, Up and Bibar so that the 
poor kisans could be benefited out of that. 

To sum up. the consolidation of holdings 
scheme should be taken up immediately, 

The land-levelling scheme should be 
taken up on a war footing.

SHRI BIRENDER SINGH RAO : Mr. 
Chamman, all I can say in the short time at 
my disposal is that agriculture in India has

death of the peasantry in India. 

The bold peasantry, pride of this country, 
IS being murdered. My class of agricultur- 
ists, the farmers, are the only class who are 
not allowed to give opinion the subject. It 
is always somebody else but a farmer who is 
an expert on agriculture. There is much 
talk about the green revolution. But, I 
don’t see any green revolution. It is only 
the green eyes of some peoples green with 
jealosy through, which they see everything 
green. I only see red revolution round the 
corner. Th« revolution will come out if 
these policies of the Government are conti¬ 
nued to be pursued by them in a fadistie 
and sadistic w«y. Sir, those who live in 
glass houses should not throw stones at 
others. Let them not prove the Maoist 
theory that peasgrtts aisp can bring about 
revolution.

Within the short time at my disposal, I 
would like to put certain questions for the 
hon. Minister.to answer so that,his reply 
may set at rest our fears and our suspicions. 

Is it a fact or not that sugar is being 
sold in the market today at Rs. 4 per kilo* 
gram in the country 7 This sugar is any¬ 
thing but sugar. Is it not a fact that wheat 
is not available for less than Rs. 125 per 
quintal in the market today ? It is wheat 
not fit for human consumption. Is this 
the way of self-sufficiency ? Are you satis¬ 
fied with it ? Have we sufficient water 
resources, and even fertilisers ? Are there 
not recurring famines ? Just as we are in 
sight of self-sufficiency in food production, 
they are trying to go back to shortage and 
hunger instead of consolidating the condi¬ 
tions. 

What do the developed countries do ? 
The developed countries want to support 
tlieir farmers by insuring incentive prices. 
Developed countries want to support their 
agriculturists . to become prosperous. If 
titere is excess production and it is feared 
that prices will go down, millions upon 
millions of tonnes of foodgrains are dumped 
into the sea. That is what is happening in 
the USA. That is what is happening in 
Canada. Farmers are asked to destroy their 
crops; they are paid compensation. But 
here, prices of foodgrains are fixed without 
considering the cost production. Far¬ 
mers have no voice in the fixation of prices 
of their produce—wheat, maize, cotton or 
sugarcane. 

They have launched land reforms in a 
big way. I would like to know whether 
they have collected any data on agriculture 
in India before taking this plunge in the 
dark abyss. If they really want to bring 
land reforms, why could they not wait for 
the report of the Agriculture Commission 
which they have set up ? Then what is 
the use of the Agriculture Commission ? 
They did not even want to consult the 
Members of Parliament before the announoe- 
<nent was made after the Chief Ministers* 
Conference. There is a Consultative Com¬ 
mittee of Parliament for the Ministry of 
Agriculture. But nothing was ever brought 
before 'this Consultative Committee of Par- 
tiameni. Is thgt wi q 4isretpect to tl^ 


House ? Is that not ignoring the represmt- 
atives of the people ? 

I only want to ask them whether th^ 
have taken all the implications into consi¬ 
deration, when they say th^ are going to 
develop rural society, to give it the prope- 
rity that they promised. They want to raise 
thdr standard of living. Will the children 
of the farmers be able to get education and 
employment within this ceiling of 10 to 18 
standard acres 7 Will there not be rush to 
the towns where rate of population growth 
is already double ? Have they assessed 
what the incidence of rural indebtedness 
today is ? Have they assessed what will be 
the net income of the farmers, the net profit 
of the farmers, within this ceiling 7 Have 
they thought out what should be the cushion 
of extra acreage against natural calamities 
in this poor country where hardly one crope 
out of every four is a good crop, and three 
crops foil. Do they know how much land 
is going out of use every year due to erosion, 
water-logging, salinity and urbanisation 7 
Have they also considered what will happen 
to the village community if there are no 
pastures 7 They are not giving any exemp¬ 
tion for pastures. What will happen to 
their commitment in the Constitution for 
development of animal husbandry ? With 
the lowering of the ceiling, would they not 
need more bullocks 7 What would happen 
to the fuel problem in the countryside ? 
The fuelwood today costs anything from Rs. 
5 to 7 a maund. and that is the only fuel 
available to the farmer and the poor Hari- 
jans. They do dot get any gas cylinders in 
their villages. Where will they get their fuel 
from if there are no woods on common- 
lands. Have they ever thought what will 
happen to over Rs. 1003 crores which they 
have already spent on consolidation of land- 
holdings 7 When-land is going to be fur¬ 
ther fragmented, what will happen 7 Will 
there again be another attempt at consolida¬ 
tion as was suggested by an hon. Members, 
with Rs. 2000 crores more to be spent. And 
after a year a further lowering of the ceilings 
when dry lands get developed. 

Have they ever thought how they will 
stop the Increasing desert without tree belts 7 
Have they also thought of how much money 
they are spending on afforestation 7 And 
on the other hand they are going to clear 
all the forests for intensive cultivating 
ttvough smnll holdin|s, 
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I would like a full discussion on the 
statement of the hon. Minister on land re* 
forms and the poli^ being pursue by 
Government. There are certain things which 
I would like to mention briefly. I see also 
some case of invidioos deacriraination. Even 
in the statement which was read out only 
the other day. they have thought of exemp* 
tions for tea and coffee estates. Is it be¬ 
cause the tea and coffee-growers are poor 
farmers ? Or is it because the tea and 
coffee plantation workers do not want a 
share in the profits ? Or is it because these 
tea and coffra estates have been purchased 
from the Britishers who had left, by big 
influential industrialists and businessmen ? 
Or is it because many of the managers 
getting fat pay are sons and relations of 
Ministers and by officers ? I can give names 
also but it would not look nice to do so. 
Let me kdow if the hon. Minister can say 
anything about this ? 


There is one thing more, and that is 
about land for industries. Land for indust¬ 
ries is being exempted. In medieval India, 
the great Moghul Emperor Shah Jahan was 
content with only 117 acres for his Red Fort. 
He thought that it was sufficient land. The 
great Emperor also thought that 10 acres 
were sufficient for the mausolenm of Mumtaz 
Mahal and himself, and the world famous 
Taj Mahal was built only on 10 acres. But 
these industrialists are building their empires 
on land which is being exempted. Even a 
small indnstrialist does not want less than 
300 or 400 aetes of land, the required land of 
poor farmers and for no price; yet they are 
being exempted. Is this the way to remove 
disparities ? Are we really thinking of 
removing poverty in this country ? Have 
we ever thought of ceiling on urban in¬ 
comes ? For this, was any confereocs ever 
held of Chief Ministers by this Government 
during the last one year ? But two confe¬ 
rences of Chief Ministsrs have been held 
within the last one year only on land reforms. 
I would like to know whether this is not an 
encroachment on the rights of the States 
and the people of the States. Is agriculture 
not a State ^bject ? Why is it not left to 
the State Assemblies and the Chief Minis¬ 
ters ? Why are they bent upon tunning the 
farmers tji^o cannot pay even land revtmue 
today, yhat to speak of agricultural income

*SHRI J. M. GOWDER (Nilgiris) : Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, I am thankful to you for 
giving me an opportunity to say a few words 
on the Demands for Grants of the Ministry 
of Agriculture. 

Sir, it has been universally acknowled¬ 
ged that i^ricultural sector alone has achi¬ 
eved the IV Plan target during the first two 
years of the plan period. In fact, agricult¬ 
ure has even exceeded the plan target. All 
of us are duty bound to pay our humble 
tribute to the energetic endeavours of our 
agriculturists in playing this vital role in 
the economic growth of the country. 

I request you not to misconstrue what 
I am going to say and also not to consider 
me as the prophet of doom. It is always 
good to be a little bit restrained in our jubi¬ 
lation and it is also good not to sloat our 
success in agriculture. We will be wise to 
remember that in 196S-66 the country faced 
an unprecedented drought situation and 
spectre of famine loomed large over the 
entire population. We ran heltw skelter to 
fetch foodgrains from all comers of the 
world. I refer to this because Indian agri¬ 
cultural is primarily dependent on monsoon. 
In 1965-66 the monsoon failed us in a big 
way and the food production took a nose¬ 
dive. 

I am strongly of the view that in order 
to reduce the impact of the failure of mon¬ 
soon on agriculture we should make gigantic 
efforts in tapping our ground-water resour¬ 
ces. All the minor irrigation schemes sriiich 
are under implementation and which have 
been formulated for i-nplementation should 
be taken up on a war-footing. In this con¬ 
text, I would refer to the imperative, neoe-

ssity of linking Ganges with Cauvery. This 
will ensure that our Green Revolution is just 
not a temporary phenomenon. This scheme 
should be expedited and completed before 
we are overtaken by any sudden catastro¬ 
phic drought. 

I would just like to emphasise this fact 
that our agriculturists cannot aflord to conti¬ 
nuously scan the skies for rain-bearing clouds. 
Secondly, our hon. Minister, Shri Shine, 
has categorically stated that we have put ail 
end to PL 480 imports of foodgrains. PL 
480 foodgrains filled our begging bow] at 
the time of 1965-66 drought. It will not be 
there if unfortunately such a drought repeats 
at any time in future 

In this connection, I would like to make 
another concrete sugg^tion. It is high time 
that the Ministry sets up a National Crop 
Planning Board. This Board should be en¬ 
trusted with the duty of formulating alter¬ 
native cropping pattern to face such an even¬ 
tuality. It is expected that the population 
would reach the stupefying figure of 59 crores 
before the next census. If the country is 
threatened with a recurrence of 1965-66 dro¬ 
ught in any year in future, inspite of our 
achieving self-sufficiency in food-grains, in- 
pite of the fact that we have reached the 
level of peak production, inspite of the fact 
that we have built up a huge buffer stock, 
we will be requiring 15 million tonnes to 
tide over swh a crisis. Who is going to be 
the Good Samaritan then ? Therefore, we 
have to plan in advance because of the fact 
that monsoon is whimsical and it may let 
us down any time. So we cannot wilfully 
neglect the vital need for prespective plann¬ 
ing in the sphere of agriculture. The Nati¬ 
onal Crop Planning Board should be consti¬ 
tuted forthwith. 

» 

In the matter of foodgrins production, 
the coopertative societies play a vital role. 
In the matter of giving credit, storage, and 
marketing, he cooperative societies have got 
of be encouraged. In Tamil Nadu, the co¬ 
operative movement in agricultural has 
proved very useful and in fact the coopeca- 
tive societies have been given ail the enro- 
uragement by the State Government of 
Tamil Nadu. Though there might be some 
deficiencies in the cooperative societies they 
do not warrant wholesale condemnaton. In 
fact, they should be given greater incentives 
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and encooragement so that they can play 
their doe role in agriculture. I would even 
raggest that other States can convenieot^ 
emulate the example of cooperative move¬ 
ment in agriculture in Tantil Nadu and thto 
lupport given by the Government there. 

With these words, I conclude.

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THE MINISTER OF AORICULUREAT: 
(SHRI P. A. AHMED) At many as 
30 members partkipatend the discussion 
on the Demands of the Ministry of Agri* 
culture. I am very thankftil to them for 
the very nice suggestions and views that 
th^ have expressed in the course of; this 
discussion. After all. we must realise that 
agriculture represents that largest secotor of 
our economy and, therefore, any change in 
the economics of agricultures is likely to 
have very profound implication ou our 
national life. It is true that a large number 
of questions have been raised in the course 
of this discussion, but hon. Members will 
agree that in the short time at my disposal 
it will not be possible for me to deal with 
each and every one of the questions which 
have been raised here. I should like only to 
toiwh upon important aspects of the naatter 
which has been discussed in the House and 
keep the other suggestions of the hoc. 
Members for study and taking action in the 
Ministry. 


I am happy and very much encouraged 
by the appreciative speeches which the hon. 
Members have made regarding the achieve* 
ment which has been made by the Food and 
Agriculture Departments of my Ministry. 
There may be shortfalls here and there, but 
the achievement is something about which 
we have reasons to be proud. 1 am not one 
who would like to take the entire eredit for 
the Ministry, and I woulds say that the 
cultivators, the scientists who have found 
out high-jdelding varieties and also our 
planners and our departments which have 
been able to provi de the necessary 
inputs to the cultivators, all deserve to 
be congratulated for this. achievement. 


In 1969>70 we hadjncreased our agricul¬ 
tural production by about 7.1 per cent, over 
1968-d9. In 1970-71, agricultural production 
had increased by about 6.7 per cent, over 
1969.70 In both these years, the production 
was more than the target of 5 per cent fixed 
by the plannihg Commission. Apart fitom 
that, our achievement has been more on the 
foodgrains side, As hon. Members are 
aware, in 1969-70 our foodgrain production 
was 99.S million tonnes. In 1970-71 It wae 
i07.8 million tonnes, that b to say, an in¬ 
crease of 8.4 Per cent in the course of one 
year. For this year the figures are not avail¬ 


able, but in spite of the bad weather condi¬ 
tions in some parts of the country like 
drought in Mabarashlra, Andhra pradesh 
and Mysore, floods in Bihar, UP. and West 
Bengal and cyclone in Orissa, I hope we 
shall end the year with a production of 112 
to 113 million tonnes of foodgrains. This, 
1 consider, is no mean achievement, parti 
cufarly in view of the fact that we were 
confronted with all kinds of difinculties. We 
had to feed the unparallelled influx of ref¬ 
ugees from Bugla Desh. We have to pro¬ 
vide foodgrains to Bangla Desh evenunow 
and we have to meet many other reqiire- 
ments in our country. Therefore, I consider 
that the achievement in this regard cannot 
be set aside very lightly. It is something 
which vw can be proud of. For that the 
credit goes not only to the ministry, but our 
thoughts most go to the cultivators and 
scientists who have helped os in reaching 
this achievement. 

Five years ago, we had declared that 
we shall stop all concessional imports from 
outside. That Promsise has been fulfilled by 
us. Not only concessional imports of 
foodgrains have been stopped, but we are 
no lon^r importiug foodgrains even on 
commercial account. I hope in a few com¬ 
modities, we shall become self-sufficient 
within two to three years, time. It is true 
so far our success has been mostly in wheat. 
We are also increasing rice production and 
we hope in commercial crops also we shall 
be able to become setf-sufficient in two to 
three years* time. 

A particularly gratifying development is 
that wheat production in the current year 
is likely to move up to a new peak of about 
26 million tonnes as compared to 23.2 million 
tonnes in 1970-71. The progress of wheat 
production in bur country in the past five 
years coinoares well with the highest growth 
rate for wheat achieved anywhere in the 
world. In the case of commercial crops 
where our progress hitherto was relatively 
less satisfactory and inadequate to cope with 
the mounting demands, a number of new 
Initiatives have been taken to accelerate the 
tempo of growth. To supplement the supp¬ 
lies of vegetable oil seeds, a programme for 
cultivation of soyabeans in U.P., Madhya Pra¬ 
desh Maharashtra and Gujarat has been taken 
up on an extensive scale, The aim is to cover 
4 liAli hactares under soyabean cultivation 
by 1973-74, In the current year, the Food 
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Corporation of India has been authorised to 
pay a premium of np to Rs, 15 per quintal 
over and above the support priee of Rs. 83 
per quintal. Snn>flower oil seed is yet an¬ 
other crop we are trying to introduce. 
Demonstration programmes have been taken 
up to acquaint the farmers with the crop 
and the techniques of its cultivation. An 
Emergency Action Progr mme to bring 1,4 
lakhs hectares under the crop during 1972-73 
in Tamilnadu, Andhra Pradesh and Mysore 
is proposed to be taken up. 

To further augment oil supplies, steps 
have been taken encourage the crushing 
of cotton seed and rice bran and for greater 
exploitation of minor oil seeds of tree origin. 

For securing substantial rise in output 
of indigenous cotton and curtailment of 
imports, new measures are being implement¬ 
ed, An Intensive Cotton District Programme 
has been taken up in 13 districts, including 
six nredominentiy irrigated areas and seven 
distriers in the rain-fed areas. Steps are 
also being taken to extend the cultivation of 
high-yieiding varieties, hybrid 4 and MCU-S. 
Development of cotton has also been taken 
in the canal irrigated areas under the Com¬ 
mand of the Rajasthan canal, Tungabhadra 
and Nagarjunasagar projects. As a result of 
developmental programmes, cotton produc¬ 
tion in 1971-72 is reported to have gone up 
by as much as 10 to 12 lakhs bales over the 
previous year’s production. 

For increasing the productivity and total 
output of jute, an Intensive Jute District 
Programme has been drawn op by the 
Oovernment for implementation from 
1972-73. 

In view of the very large areas under 
rice and wheat and some of the coarse grain 
crops, efforts towards the improvement of 
varieties of these crops were given priority 
in the past. However, the importance of 
some of the minor millets and pulses, which 
are growu under difficult conditions and 
which are considered important for the 
poorer sections of the rural people in many 
areas, hu led to the formulation of pro¬ 
grammes for the improvement of these crops 
in 1945 and subsequent years. Among the 
minor millets, very little^ improvement' was 
achieved and the conditions under which 
these crops are grown are hardly conducive 


to high yields. Some of the important 
varieties tried are IP 158 Kodo millet, ISC 
701 and ISC 709 in Italian millets, IBM 211 
IPM 140 and 223 in common millet. For 
horse gram there is an important programme 
in the Central and Southern parts of the 
country. It is grown under conditions in 
which it is hard for any other crop to grow 
usually. It is grown in late Kharif rabi season 
after the harvest of the Kharif crops. A 
dentre for breeding better varieties of thi4 
Crop has been sanctioned by the Indian 
Council of Agricultural Research. Proposals 
that may be received from the States 
interested in such crops arealways considered 
in view of the special importance of these 
favourably by the ICAR crops for areas 
which can be hardly for suitabl other 
crops. Any such schemes that may 
be received from Mysore, wh ich is very im¬ 
portant areas for this crop would certainly 
be considered acceptable. 

Therefore, I would like to point out to 
this House that efforts are being made not 
only in the direction of increasing the pro¬ 
duction of wheat and rice but also with 
regard to such crops which are inadequate 
and for which there is a demand in our 
country. We are making a serious efforts 
for increasing production of such crops so 
that the deficiency can be made up and we 
can become self-sufficient in the next two or 
three years. 

The large inarease in production record 
in some crops such as wheat and cotton 
have thrown up new problems of plenty. Our 
experience is that these problems are no less 
complex than those faced during the period 
of scarcity. It is estimated that this year 
we may have to procure as much as 6.5 
million tonnes of wheat. Such massive 
procurement would cause a heavy drain on 
existing marketing, storage and transport 
facilities. 

One hon. Member has raised the question 
whether we have made adequate arrange- 
nwnts for storage in order to cope with 
such heavy procurement. imay inform 
the House that so far as our storage capa¬ 
city is concerned, the total storage capaci^ 
of the Food Corporation of India, the 
Watehousing Corporation and the State 
Oovemments put together is 14.7 million 
tonnes. It is, of course, not available with 
the Food Corporation of India. So far as 
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we are ooooerned, wehave only 8.1 milHon 
tonnes under owni^ and hired categories but 
we can depend on the storage capacity with 
the State Govemtnoits. So far as our requi* 
rements are concerned, we are short by 
about 2 to 3 million tonnes of storage capa* 
city. For that purpose, we have made 
arrangement for covered plinth storage and, 
I think, it would be possible for us to make 
the necessary arrangement to store 6.5 
million tonnes of wheat which we are expec¬ 
ting tbto year. 

Last year, we had difficulty because of 
higher procurement. Our estimate of 
procurement was only 4 million tonnes but 
we actually procured 5.1 million tonnes of 
wheat. That is why we could not make 
storage arrangements at the proper time. 
This time care has been taken to make a 
proper and adequate estimate so that the 
same difficulty may not be felt at the time 
of procurement. We are taking necessary 
precautions and, I hope, the storage arrange¬ 
ments which we have made will look 
after the high procurement whteh is expec¬ 
ted in the coming season. 

So far as marketing is concerned, we 
are also trying to improve that. Up till 
now, as hon. Members are aware, through 
some pucca arhatias, particularly in UP, 
wheat was procured. But now the State 
Government has also come in and we are 
insisting that procurement should be made 
either directly from the farmer or through 
the cooperatives. So far as procurement 
through cooperatives is concerned, that is 
going to be increased from 33 per cent to 
about 50 per cent this year. We are also 
making an effort to make direct purchases 
from the cultivators. So, that will help the 
cultivators in the coming season. 

Slo far as transport is concerned, I must 
say that there is some difficulty. It has not 
been possible for os to transport as much 
quantity from the purchasing areas as we 
would have liked to do due to higher pro¬ 
curement last year and what we expect 
from future years. But we are In touch 
with the Railway Ministry and we are taking 
all necessary' steps to see that there is no 
bottleneck in the future and that whatever 
is procured by us Is transported as early as 
possible from the {wocurement centre to the 
deficit areas. 

f have already informed the House that 


despite the Increase in production, Govern¬ 
ment has decided to maintain the procure¬ 
ment and issue prices of wheat at last year’s 
level. Dr. Rao said that the procurement 
price ought to have been reduced and we 
ought to have accepted the recommendation 
of the Agricultural Prices Commission. He 
suggested that there was no reason for the 
difference in the issue price of wheat and 
the issue price of rice. I may inform the 
hon. Member that the procurement price 
and the issue price of wheat have been fixed 
on historical grounds and I need not give 
any explanation for it. As the hon. Member 
is aware, when we were importing wheat, 
imporved wheat was being sold at a much 
lesser price. In the beginning it was sold 
at Rs. 37 or Rs. 38; then it rose to about 
Rs. 48 and to Rs. 55. There was not so 
much the question of subsidy. We wanted 
that this should be issued at Rs. 78. This 
time, our concern was tlut the prevailing 
price level should not be increased and it is 
only in order to maintain the price level 
and not to allow the increase in the price 
that'the issue price has not been disturbed. 


So for as the procurement price is cocer- 
ned, at present, we have no data on the 
basis of which we can definitely say what 
will be the proper cast of production so 
far as the cultivator is concerned. There¬ 
fore, what we have decided is that we are 
setting up an organisation to ascertain data 
for different parts of the country and to find 
out what is the prdper cost of production 
and, on that basis, to take necessary action 
in that behalf. 

I also agree with the suggestion given by 
Dr. Rao that the time has come when we 
have to think in terms of planned cropping 
pattern so far as ail the commodities are 
concerned. That is a suggestion which is 
worth consideration. We are seized of that 
problem and we are taking action in that 
behalf. 


It has been suggested that prourement 
prices at which support is given should be 
announced before the commencement of 
sowings so that the cultivator can plan his 
crop pattern accordingly. To enable the 
Oovemment to announce procurement prices 
for the next year’s harvest, before the rabi 
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sowings, a special study of the cost of produc¬ 
tion of wheat is being expeditiously under¬ 
taken. As a matter of public policy, the 
Government of India have decid^ that the 
cooperative institutions should be associated ^ 
intimately with the operations of the Pood 
Corporation in regard to procurement. The 
share of the cooperatives in the procurement 
was 38 per cent during the last rabi seasion. 

In the current season, the cooperatives in 
the States of Punjab, Haryana and Uttw 
Pradesh have been allowed to procure 
specified percentages of the total quantities 
purchased by the Government. These per¬ 
centages are nearly 30 per cent in Punjab, 

20 per cent in Haryana and 33 per cent 
in Utter Pradesh. 

Apart from this, the Food Corporation 
is also utilising the service of individual 
cooprative institutions whenever possible as 
their agents for procurement. In the agre- 
gate, the procurement through cooperative 
agencies may come to about SO per cent. 

Sbri Ranabhadur Singh had observed 
that the price structure should be formulated 
as to cover the whole range of crops rather than 
one or two principal crops. It may be 
pointed out that the minimum support prices 
are, at persent, fixed for paddy, jowar, 
bajra, maize, ragi and jute. For sugarcane 
delivered to sugar factories also, the minium 
prices are fixed. In addition-to these mini¬ 
mum Prices are fixed, in addition to these 
minimum prices in the case of paddy, rice, 
wheat, jowar, bajra, maize and ragi, the 
procurement prices are higher than minium 
support price are fixed for these foodgrains 
and, at present, all purchases are made at 
these procurement prices. 

For soyabean, the support price in 
1961-70, was fixed at Rs. 8S per quintal, 
During the current year, 1971-72, the 
Food Corporation of India has has been 
authorised by the Government of India to 
offer a premium of upto Rs. 15 per quintal 
over and above the procurement price 
of 83 per quintal, to encourage the deve 
lopment of this crop. In the case of 
rape seed, the Government of India-decided 
in 1971 that it should be purchased by the 
P. C. I. at a price of Rs. 120 per quintal 
the price of different Cipps are generally 
fixed on the advice of the Agiicultruai Prices 
commission. Their advice on price policies 


of agriculturial commodities is given with * 
view to having a balanced and integrated 
mice structure in the perspective of the 
economy and with diM regard to the interests 
of producers and consumers. 

In this case of cotton, the prices in the 
current year have fallen to low levels due to 
increase in production and the cultivators 
in many areas have been facing dififeuitto 
in disposing of their produce. To meet the 
situation, the existing credit control for 
advances against stoeks of cotton has been 
relaxed. Also, the Cotton Corporation ^ 
ladh has been asked to make purchases 
at pre-determined prices. Not only they 
have been asked to make these purchases at 
pre-determined prices but they have also 
been asked to hold stocks so that the prices 
of cotton may not go down. I am sure that 
these measures will soon have their impact 
alleviate the difficulties and hardships of 
cotton growers. Shri Bhattacharyya, Shri 
Mirdha, Shri Swarainathan and some other 
hon. members have expressed anxiety about 
the progress of land reforms. During the 
recent months, this object has received the 
close attention of the Central Oovorntment. 
We are fully aware of the pressing need to 
remove the gaps between accepted policm: 
and legislation and between enacted laws 
and their implementation. An important 
landmark in the context of land reforms is 
provided by the recommendations of the 
Central Land Reforms Committee. The 
main recommendations of the Committee 
are that ceilngs should be made applicable 
to the family as a whole, that the ceilings 
for a family of five may be fixed within a 
range of 10 to 18 acres of perennially irri¬ 
gated land or land under assured irrigation 
from Government sources for growing tviro 
crops ; that for various other cat^ories of 
land, the conversion ratio should be fixed 
taking into account the availabiity of water, 
productivity, soil classification, crops grown, 
etc.; and that the exemption in favour df 
well managed and mechanized fanns sho'utd 
be withdrawn. I wrote to all the Chief 
Ministers in Sepetember 1971 requesting that 
necessary action be initiated to bring the 
State celing laws in line with the recommen- 
daefions of the Committee. Recently t 
have again addressed the Chief Ministers 
suggesting that necessary legisIatlOa may B6 
enacted during the current session of the 
State Legislature. As you ate awaie. t^ 
question of exemption under the ceiliag law 
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on litti April and a eoasonsas was reached 
in favour of doing away with most of the 
examptioaB under the existing law. This is 
certainly a positive achievement. 

An hon. member raised the question of 
religious and chritable trusts. Our policy 
is that only genuine trusts of public nature 
deserve special treatment. They may be 
either granted annuity or some other suitable 
arrangement may be made in order to ensure 
that the objectives for which the trusts were 
created are not frustrated. 

A point was raised about the question 
of retorspective effect being given to the 
ceiling laws. The Central Government is 
in favour of retrospective effect being given 
to the amendments. As a matter of fact, 
this principal has been adopted in the laws 
of several States. Some advance has already 
been made in the matter of ceiling legislation 
in accordance with the recommendations of 
of the Central Land Reforms Committee. 
The ceiling laws of West Bengal and Kerala 
are already in line with those recommenda¬ 
tions. Recently Bihar issued an Ordinance 
for reducing the level of ceiling. The 
Governments of Madhya Pradesh and 
Jammu & Kashmir have introduced Bills for 
anaending the ceiling laws. The other State 
Governments are also expected to fall in 
line with this policy. It was made e’ear in 
the recent Conference of the State Chief 
Ministers that Centre had only issued-lines 
relating to outer limit but these were not in¬ 
tended to inhabit any stricter approach should 
that be found more feasible in any State or 
Union territory. I must also state before 
the House that I found the attitude of the 
Chief Ministers very resonabie in the recent 
Conference. There was not a single Chief 
Minister who was opposed to the recommen¬ 
dations made by the Central Committee so 
far as ceiling laws are co.-icrned. 

PR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA KAO ; 
f know what is the area of (and which 
we <txp:ct to get whan ceiliqgs are imposed? 

SHRI F. A- AHMBO : That is a very 
iqipqrtant question. This was raised in the 
Chief Ministers’ Conference, and I may 
iqfprn) the House that only the Chief 
lifini^tpr of Maharashtra gave certain ^ures 
with regard to the area of la^d

under exeiiq>(ioQS. I have asked for this 
iaforiqarioQ from every State so that we may 
be able to know the position, bow much 
laud if available under exemption and what 
is to be done with n^ard to these excess 
areas. When the figures are available, we 
sbaU place them before the House. 

SHRl R. S. PANOBY What about the 
railway laud? 

SHRI F. A. AHMBO : As I have said 
the other day, the hon. Minister in charge 
of Railways has been pleased to offer it. We 
will see how best we can utilise the laud. 

SHRI SHIVNATH SINGH (Jhunjhunu): 
What steps the Government are taking to 
see that the unoxupied land which is to-day 
lying waste is distributed to the landless? 

SRRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN (Mad¬ 
urai) : That is also a very vast problem. 

SHRI F. A. AHMBO : Our policy Is 
that all the available land should be distri¬ 
buted to the landless, particularly, the 
Scheduld Castes and the Scheduled Tribes. 

SHRI SHIVNATH SINGH : But what 
has been done so far? How much land has 
been given? 

SHRI P. A. AHMED : This is a matter 
which has to be implemented by the State 
Governments. We are insisting and we shall 
again ask them to distribute all the available 
land to the landless people. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Oiamood 
Harbonr): All that should have been done 
before the 1967 elections. 

SHRI F.A. AHMBO : Apart from amend¬ 
ing the ceilidg laws, I have also requested 
the Chief Ministers to accord high priority to 
the re-distribution of land to the landless, 
particularly, those belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes. No less 
important is the question of removing the 
gaps in the tenancy laws and enforcing them 
with a view to affording effective protection 
to tenants, particularly, share-croppers. The 
rights of share-croppers are not generally 
recorded and they continue to cultivate the 
land at the will of the landawners. The 
chief objective of tenancy reform is to 
prgte^t thi^ clqss q{ peoplf from hhrassogeiit 
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and eviction. Our experience has been that 
merely by enacting nccessajy legislation it 
will not be possible to protect the really 
under>privil^ed class unless such measures 
are backed by vigorous administrative efforts. 
Most of our difliculties in the effbctive 
implementation of land reforms are rooted 
in the unsatisfactory conditions of land 
records. I have, therefore, advised the Chief 
Ministers to pay special attention to the 
updating of the land records. I have also 
advised them to see that this scheme gets 
the necessary administrative and financial 
support. I wish to assure the House that 
Government will spare no efforts in ensuring 
the speedy and efficient implementation of 
land reforms. 

Shri Barbara Singh and sonse other 
Members have referred to the difficulties of 
small farmers and other weaker sections. 
Members are are of the great importance we 
attach and the keen interest we have in 
directing developmental efforts for the benefit 
of these sections of the rural community in 
pursuance of our objective of “growth with 
social justice.** The special programmes 
sponsored by my Ministry include the 
Central Sector Schemes for the development 
cf small and marginal farmers and agricul¬ 
tural labourers. The setting up of these 
SFOA and MFAL agencies in 87 project 
areas is a pilot experiment for inducing 
greater flow of credit and other facilities to 
the participant farmers for tiieir economic 
uplift. Most of th^ Agencies sorted 
functioning effectively only during 1971-72. 
The Agencies located in the border areas 
had to face difficulties during the last year 
and we hope that they would soon be able 
to reach the levels of others with greater 
effort in the cunent year. From these pilot 
projects we hope to learn useful lessons in 
isolating the problems of development of 
small and marginal farmers, agricultural 
labourers and rural artisans, devise suitable 
measures and adapt them for larger applica¬ 
tion throughout the country. A pragmatic 
approach is maintained in the implementation 
of thme programmes and modifications are 
made in the light of the experience gamed 
in the field. One such modification is the 
inclusion of marginal farmers also in the 
SFDA areas. 

Till the end of Peb>Wy, the SPO 
agSacies bad ideatided 13.Z5 lakhs of pgrtiai* 


pants and the MFAL agencies 6.95 lakhs. 
With credit support of Rs. 17 crotes of shott 
term, Rs. 2 crores of medium term and 
Rs. 6 crores of long term loans obtained 
from co-operatives and commercial banks, 
the participants had invested in 23,400 minor 
irrigation units and taken up 9,100 units of 
subsidiary occupations. These agencies had 
faced initial administrative problems in 
personnel selection, extension support, progr¬ 
amme formulations and credit flow. We 
have been having discussions with the State 
Governments and the concerned institutions 
including Banks by organising Regional 
Seminars and a National Seminar. The 
suggestions thrown up in these Seminars 
have been found to be useful in finding 
practical solutions to the various operational 
difficulties faced by these newly created 
agencies. 

One of the important schemes aimed at 
alleviating the prevailing conditions of 
unemployment and under-employment in 
rural areas Is that of the Crash Scheme for 
Rural Employment. 

Hon Members will be glad to know that 
the scheme which came into operation from 
April, 1271 has made considerable headway 
during the last year is estimated to have 
reached a level of Rs 30 crores. Reports 
have already been receieved about the em¬ 
ployment generated of 538 lakh mandays. 
This figure will go up when all the reports 
have been received. As my colleague, Prof 
Sher Singh has already explained, the scheme 
involved several operational steps such as, 
selection of labour, choosing works in cons- 
ulation with people’s representatives, prepa¬ 
ring plans and estimates, asranging for pro¬ 
per technical scrutiny, etc. The scheme has 
aroused considerable inteiest and enthusiam 
among several States and the people in the 
rural areas. We have adopted a flexible 
approach and every possible step has been 
taken to introduce improvements and make 
the scheme more effective and useful in the 
field. For example, when it was found that 
considerable time would have to be spent 
in identifying families in which no single 
person is employed, as originally envisaged, 
be decided that this condition should be 
relaxed while giving preference to the more 
needy persons and to those who have no 
alternative employment. Further, we aDo-' 
wed mat«ial content in certain projects to 
go upto 4o per 9 eqt or so, with a vjpw fo' 
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easuriof that the Mseti created woald be 
durable. Similarly, to enable the State 
Oovemmenta to ensure proper ezecotion, we 
raised the limit en staff expenditure from 
3 percent to S percent. For speeding san¬ 
ctions we have also delegated necessary 
powers to the States with effect from the 
1st April. 1972. These measures should en¬ 
able the States to not oniy generate the tar- 
getted number of, man-da^ of employment 
but also ensure the durability of the works. 
The BhagWati Committee on unemployment 
has recently drawn attention to the need for 
nndertakiag action-cum-study projects in 
small and compact areas on a pilot basis 
with a view to understanding the nature and 
extent of unemployment and evolving suit¬ 
able programmes. We too hage been think¬ 
ing along these lines for some time. We 
have now decided in consultation with the 
Planning Commission to start 10 to IS pilot 
projects on an intensive basis in compact 
blocks generally within the farmework of 
the Crash Progra mme. 

Another programme which has been 
taken up to mitigate the severity of scarcity 
conditions is that of Drought-prone Areas 
Programme, formerly known as Rural Works 
Programme, The latest reports indicate that 
several States have spent during 1971-72 
larger amounts than allocated for the year. 
Projects worth mure than Rs. 80 crores have 
been sanctioned and are under execution in 
different States. Minor irrigation projects 
account for about 60 percent, of outlay, soil 
conservation and afforestation for about 10 
percent and roads for the balance 30 per 
cent. Here too. we have adopted a flexible 
approach* Where no other form of irriga¬ 
tion is possible, we have agreed to tubeweli 
schenus. although they are not very labour 
intensive. A few drinking water projects 
have also been sanctioned in some districts. 
It is our hope that when all these schemes 
are completed these chronically drought 
districts will be in a somewhat better posi¬ 
tion to face the drought when it occuts in 
the future. We are conscious that the pro¬ 
blems of these backward and poorly endo¬ 
wed ateas are complex and that concerted 
efforts are required to improve the living of 
the people in these areas. It is proposed to 
organise studies in a few select^ distrsets 
with a view to evolving policy guidelines for 
the Fifth Plan.

gardiiv tnpv. Shri Mukhtlar Singh ha* 
stressed the need for an appropriate long’ 
term poltey for sugar. There can be no dis~ 
agreement about the need for such a long* 
term policy. The fortunate of the sugar in¬ 
dustry are linked with the availability of 
the basic raw material, namely sugarcane. 
Unless it is possible to ensure a steady level 
of sugarcane production, sugar production 
cannot be maintained at a constant level. 
Sugarcane production depends on the vaga¬ 
ries of the whether and also on the prices of 
competing wops. The Sugar Industry Enqu¬ 
iry Commission has been asked to suggest^, 
among other thinp, a blue-print for the 
development of the sugar and allied indus¬ 
tries over a period of ten to fifteen years. 
The Commission is due to submit its report 
by the 31st August, 1972.

SHRI P. A. AHMAD : It is also the 
Oovernment’s intention to evolve its policy 
on nationalisation of sugar industry after 
the recepit of the recommendations of the 
Sugar Industry Enquiry Commission, which 
has been asked ato go into the problem of 
the sugar industry in all its aspects with an 
eye particularly on the demand for nationa¬ 
lisation of the industry. In the meantime, 
the necessity for nationalisation of some of 
the sick mills in UP was felt by the State 
Government, and on the basis of the advice 
given by the Attorney-General and the Soli- 
eitor-Genoral of India, the State Govern¬ 
ment had been advised that they were com¬ 
petent to make the necessary law for acqui¬ 
sition of suoar mills. The UP Government 
accordingly took action to acquire 12 sick 
uQits after obtaining the iostructions of the 
Pmi<l«nl. as required uadar tb9 Coostitu* 
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tion, but all the mills filed petitions fa the 
High Court against the State Oovemment's 
action and seven of them also got st^r 
orders. Thus, only five sugar mllh are under 
the mana^ment of the State Oovemmmt, 
pending final acquisition after the court's 
decision. 

The UP Government have also moved 
the Government of India for the Presideqt’s 
approval for acquring all the sugar nUlls 
in the Stale, and the matter is unner exami¬ 
nation. 

As regards arrears of sugarcane prices, 
my colleague Prof. Sher Singh has already 
replied in detail, indicating the extmt to 
which the position has improved in this be¬ 
half. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I shall now put all

SHRI N. E. HORO : What are the 
main features of the proposals he is going to 
bring, and is he proposing to bring forward 
'iiis legislation during the current session ? If 
not, why not ? 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRI R. K. KHADIL- 
RAR) : Our experience is that as the arrears 
arc mounting, the proviaons in the Act are 
»«t sufficiently deterrent. So we would like 
•o make all these provisions very deterrent. 
^Ve arc at it. I propose to bring the legisla¬ 
tion as early as possible. 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; Before the 
1976 elections. 

SHRI N. E. HORO : My specific ques- 
tion was whether he would bring it forward 
during the current session. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : Every 
attempt will be made to expedite it, and if 
possible, at least to introduce it in the current 
session. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Has the 
Minister taken note of the fact that in order to 
punish the chronically-dcfaulter employers 
regarding provident fund, the Bengal Govern¬ 
ment recently announced that the provisions 
of the Maintenance of Internal Security Act 
would be extended to cover them ? If so, 
would he consider bringing a similar provision 
in this House extending the PD Act to cover 
such employers ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : I have 
seen the news item. Certainly we will take 
note of it, examine it and sec if we cannot 
incorporate it in the proposed measure. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BO.SU : Is it a 
fact that on June 2, 1971, he made a state¬ 
ment which said : “It is now proposed to 
bring farward legislation to amend the Provi- 
dctit Funds Act providing deterrent penalties 
for defaulters.” Now, it is going to be a 
year. What have you done during this 
period ? Also, may I know if it is not a fact 
that the ."unount that the employers are de¬ 
faulting to deposit is fnoiinting every day ? 
Also, there is a sensational item of news whicli 
came out in the Blitz about the Board of 
I’rustees of the Coalmines Provident Fund 
Organisation, where there are thousands of 
gross irregularities, and there are numerous 
cases of defalcation which involve a man 
called Mr. M. R. Naik, ICS. Would you like 
to tell this House how many prosecutions 
have been launched so far and give us the 
details, Statewise 7 

MR. SPEAKER : It is a simple question 
whether the Government have decided to 
amend this law. You are referring to prosecu- 
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tions, how many of them, this and that. You 
must give specific notice for that. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : He is 
willing to give the answer. It is a very serious 
matter. Rs. 28 crorcs by way of defalcation ; 
every day the amount is increasing. The 
Government is keeping its eyes shut. He is 
ready with the answer. 

MR. SPEAKER : That is not relevant. 
{Interruption). 

SIIRI R. K. KHADILKAR : ro.w— 

MR. SPEAKER : If the Minister is 
ready, then what is the need for me ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : No, Sir; 
not that. I am prepared to give the number 
of prosecutions, but tliC itn]X)rtant point 
about this is that the courts take a rather 
lenient view, and hardly any one is sent to 
prison , and the fines are nominal. That is 
our difficulty. So far as the prosecutions 
are concerned; the total number of cases 
launched is 43,996 ; convicted, 21,103 ; 
acquitted, 1,908 ; withdrawn, 6,866 dismissed/ 
discharged, 592. In all, 29,661. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : In June, 
1971, you had said that you are taking steps 
to bring a Bill, but what have you done 
during the last one year ? That is the main 
question. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : 1 did say 
that. But all the difficulties in the way have 
to be overcome. TJie main difficulty at the 
present juncture is, we are not in a po-sition to 
proserute. Our Gomraissioners have no power. 
The appropriate Government for such cases 
is the State Government concerned, and 
because of that, it is very difficult for us to 
process our legislation. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : My quos- 
tion has not been leplied to. I said— 

MR. SPEAKER : If can never be re¬ 
plied to ; there should be a limit. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : On the 
26th June, 1971, the hon. Minister made a 
caU-goiical statement in Delhi saying that they 
arc soon going to bring a legislation which 
will give deterrent punishment to the de¬ 
faulters. 1 want to know what they have 
done during the last one year. Why is it that 
they have not brough ;a Bill on the floor of 
the House ? 
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SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : The hon. 
Member ought to know that such a leg^a- 
tion is processed through the tripatite labour, 
conference. (Interruption). Then alone we 
can bring a legislation like this. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Contribu¬ 
tion to the election fund. (Interruption). Rs. 28 
crores have been defaulted under the nose of 
this Government, at the cost of the poor 
workers who have been contributing through 
their sweat and blood. 'Phis Government has 
been hand in glove with the criminal de¬ 
faulters. They have not taken any step. What 
is the limit ? The sky is the limit. Those 
people should be hanged. 

MR. SPEAKER : Order, order. 

SHRI VAYAL.‘\R RAVI : Crorcs of 
rupees have fallen into arrears of provident 
fund. So, will the Government consider re¬ 
constituting the Provident Fund Board of 
Irustces with a full-time Chairman who is not 
at least anti-labour ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR ; It is a 
suggestion for action.

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMAN- 
GALAM) ; (a) The question of expansion 
of the capacity of the Durgapur Steel Plant 
is under consideration. 

(b) and (c). Do not arise. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Taking into 
consideration the huge investment of public 
money in the Durgapur steel plant, may I 
know what the present production position is 
in relation to its installed capacity whether it 
is going down, and if so, the reasons ? 

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMANG- 
ALAM : The estimated production for the 
year 1971-72 is 700,000 tonnes. If we compare 
it with the previous year, it is an improve¬ 
ment, as the production for 1970-71 was 
634,000 tonnes, though it is lower than the 
production in years previous to that. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : What is the 
labour condition there at present, whether 
th<-y arc co-operating, whether there is strike, 
what is the law and order situation ? 

SHRI S. MOHAN KUM.^RAMANG- 
A1,AM : We are having some problems, and 
1 cannot say that all the problems there have 
been solved, but the Minister of Labour in 
West Bengal, Dr. Gopal Das Nag, has recently 
taken the initiative to have discussions with 
all the unions in the Durgapur steel plant, as 
well as the Alloy Steel Plant, and we hope 
that as a result of this initiative, the position 
will improve. 

SHRI POPA'I LAL M. JOSHI : What 
action has the Governi \ent taken for reaching 


the estimated capacity within the last one 
year ? 

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMANG- 
ALAMWe are taking all the action that we 
can. Repairs to and replacement of coke oven 
equipment is planned, and we have made 
some improvement in that area. We have 
decided to introduce oxygen-lancing in open 
hearth furnaces. Auxiliary fuels like furnace 
oil etc., arc also being introduced so that we 
will be able to make up for the weakness in 
the production of coke oven gas. Regarding 
the important problem of relations with 
labour, initiative is being taken. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
The Minister said that along with his counter 
part in West Bengal, they have taken up 
seriously the labour situation in Durgapur 
steel plant. But only yesterday a news appear¬ 
ed in the Amnda Bazaar Patrika in West 
Bengal that in a day within six hours, there 
has been a case in which one employee has 
been promoted twice. May I know whether 
this fantastic situation with regard to the 
promotion policy is existing and if so, what 
concrete steps the Minister proposes to take in 
the matter ? 

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMANG- 
ALAM : I have not seen that newspaper 
report and I have no particular reason to 
believe that it is correct. If the hon. member 
will give me the information, I shall investi¬ 
gate and give him the facts. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY: Do Govern¬ 
ment have any proposal that before any plant 
reaches its full capacity, no further expansion 
should take place, so that there may not be 
idle capacity locked up there ? 

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMANG- 
ALAM ; We have not taken that as a definite 
pre-condition for expansion of a particular 
plant, but certainly it is one of the matters 
to be kept in mind when deciding whether to 
expand the plant or not.

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Criticisiii by Indian Mining Fedccatlan, 
Calcutta Regarding Transport System 
of Coal 

*490. SHRI P. GANGADEB : Will the 
Minuter of STEEL AND MINES be pleased 
to state: 

(a) whether Government’s attention has 
been drawn to a Press Report regarding the 
criticism by (he Indian Mining Federation in 
Calcutta on the 22nd March, 1972 attacking 
the Railway Administration ;

(c) whether “whimsical system” of coal 
transport had caused a drop of over eight

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMAN- 
GALAM) : (a) to (d). A .statement giving 
the rcquirctl information is laid on the 'I’able 
of the House. 

StaUment 

(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b; and (c). The main rlifficulty which was 
faced by the coal industry was non-availability 
of Rail transport, particularly in Bengal-Bihar 
coal fields. As a result, production of coal 
came down from about 7G million tonnes in 
1969-70 to about 70 million tonnes (estimated) 
in 1971-72. Rail tran.sport was affected by 
the abnomial conditions prevailing in the 
Ecstern Region. The supply of wagons for coal 
leading of dropped from September, 1970 due to 
the deterioration in law and order conditions 
in Bengal/Bihar areas resulting in theft of 
overhead traction w'ires, wagon parts, strikes 
bundhs and later on due to heavy raiiu, 
floods and breaches which disrupted rail co¬ 
mmunication. Supply of wagons to the coal 
industry was also affected greatly by Emer¬ 
gency movements preceding the Indo-Pak 
conflict during the actual hostilities and by 
emergent movements following tlie hostilities 
c. g. the withdrawal of our troops and arma¬ 
ments, transport of Prisoners of Wars and 
Refugees etc. etc. 

Coal is transported by the Railways under 


a Rationalisation Scheme for movement and 
in accordance with the system of sponsor¬ 
ship of demands and this has been in vogue 
for many years. 

(d) The Government is aware of the 
difficulty experienced by the Coal Industry 
and is taking all possible steps to increase 
wagon supply. There is already an improved 
trend in wagon availability since about the 
middle of January, 1972 when the post-emer¬ 
gency movements were coming to an end. 

SHRI P, GANGADEB ; Since the coal 
shortage in the western region has affected 
power generation, leading to closure of fac¬ 
tories including our Ahmcdabad textile Units 
may I know what concrete steps are contem¬ 
plated to ensure adequate availability of cbal 
in areas located away from the Bengal-Bihar 
collieries on a permanent basis ? 

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMANGA- 
LAM : So far as the difficulties caused to 
power generation by lack of adequate delive¬ 
ries of coal arc concerned, every effort is now 
being made to step up the availability of 
wagons and the position has substantially 
improved compared to last year. The average 
availability last year in the Bengal-Bihar area 
was 5,646 and in Marcli 1972 it has risen to 
6,060. I hope, it will rise further in view of 
the steps that have been taken to improve the 
situation. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB : May I further 
know how soon the coal loadings will go up 
to 10') per cent so that accumulation of pit¬ 
head stocks of coal will disappear ? 

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMANG.V 
LAM : I do not think I am in a position to 
give any definite date within which we will be 
able to reach the target by which wc tan 
really reiiuce the coal that has mounted up in 
the collieries, but steps are being taken to 
speed it up. 

DR. RANEN SEN ; In the statement the 
Minister has attributed the failure in supply 
of wagons to floods, emergency, war etc. May 
I know whether he is aware of the fact that 
actually there is a shortage in the production 
of wages in India for the last few years which 
is the cause of this failure in the wagon 
supply ; whether he also knows that the firms 
that were generally building wagons are more 
or less lying idle because of the failure in the 
production of wagons ; If that is so, in view

MR. SPEAKER : Tlie questions which

You are passing on the informa¬ 
tion to the Minister. Why don’t you ask a 
direct question on it. 

DR. RANEN SEN : This Hows from the 
statement he has made. 

MR, SPE.4KER : Wlty don’t you ask a 
direct question ? 

DR. RANEN SEN ; My direct question 
is tins. 'J'hcre is a shortage of wagons which 
has affected the whole economy. Due to the 
fact that there is shortage of wagons, may I 
know what steps Governincnt propose to take 
now ? 

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMANG.\- 
LAM : The view of the Government is that 
there is no actual shortage of wagons. It is 
more a rfucstion of proper avail.'ibility which 
was not lliere owing to the circumstances that 
have been described iu detail in answer to the 
main Question.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF L.\BOUR AND REHABILI¬ 
TATION (SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA) ; 

(a) 'Hic labour situation in the air trans{>ort 
industry during 1972 has generally been peace¬ 
ful, except for a dispute between the All India 
Aircraft Engineering .\ssuciation and the 
management of the Indian Airlines. 

(b) in the Central sphere, there have 
been strikes in the .Vndhra Bank Ltd., Reserve 
Dank of India, Hyderabad and the State Bank 
of India in Andhra Pradesh. 

(c) The Industrial Disputes Act provides 
for machinery for settlement of Industrial 
disputes by conciliation, arbitration and adjudi¬ 
cation. Apart from this, the good oftiecs of 
the Labour Minister are used. Government 
ai e examining proposals for a revision of llie 
scheme of the industrial i elutions machinery 
in the light of the recommendations of the 
National Commission on Labour and the 
discussions which have t.ikcn place thereafter 
among the various interests concerned. 

.SHRI P. M. MEH TA : May I know 
from the hon. Minister wliether the manage¬ 
ment of the Indian Airlines and the .-Vll-Imlia 
Aircraft Engineering Association have reachwl 
an agi'eement on l7th A]iril, 1972 and, if so, 
the salient features thereof ? 1 would also 
like to know whether tlierc is any item which 
is not agreed upon and whctlicr the dilfercnccs 
between tlie manageinent of the Indian Air¬ 
lines and the All India Aircraft Engineering 
Associ.alion will be lesolved. 

THE MI.NISTER OF J.ABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRI R. K. KHA- 
DILKAR) : Yes, Sir. If you so desire, I will 
cither keep a copy of it on the Table or read 
it out. It is not a long document. I'he Agree¬ 
ment was finalised at 10 O’clock in the morn¬ 
ing on I7th April. 1972. 

However, there is one item on whirh 
agreement had not lx‘en reached ami it is our 
hope that wc will be able to reach an agree¬ 
ment on this also in the next few days. At 
the same time, in the end it says : 

“Keeping in view the cordial manner 
in which these negotiations have been 
carried on and accommodation shown by 
both the parties in resolving various matt¬ 
ers, the Association assures you—that is, 
myself—that will fully cooperate with the 
management in the smooth running of 
the Airlines.” 
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This is signed on behalf of the Indian Air¬ 
lines by the Air Vice Marshal, Mr. Hussain, 
and on belialf of the AU-India Aircraft 
Engineers Association by Mr. Das Gupta. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA ; I would like to 
know from the hon. Minister whether the 
Labour Ministry has recommended to the 
Industrial Dev'elopmcnt Ministry and other 
Ministries to evolve modern profit-sharing 
incentive schemes to unprove industrial rela¬ 
tions and, if so, the reaction of the Ministries 
thereto. 

SHRI R. K. KIIADILKAR : The ques¬ 
tion does not arise out of this. 

MR. SPEAKER : I am happy you have 
said it yourself this time. In your case I had 
stopped talking about relevancy. 1 am happy 
you have realised it. 

SHRI P. M. MEH'I'A : 'lliis question is 
very relevant, Sir. {Interruption) 

MR. SPE.'\KER : It does not arise out 
of this. I go by the same observation. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI : The hon. Minis¬ 
ter has just now made a very vital statement 
that an agreement was arrived at with the 
Aircraft Engineers on Monday at lO a. m. 
I recall the statement made on eali-attention 
by the hon. Minister for Civil Aviation on 
Monday at 12 noon in which no mention was 
made about this agreement. I have already 
called on you alxnit this. This matter is agitat¬ 
ing the minds of the people that the hon. 
Minister for Tourism and Civil Aviation made 
an incorrect statement. 

MR. SPEAKER : The agreement is 
between them and the Labour Minister. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : The posi¬ 
tion is that the management and (he labour- 
both the parties—have addressed a letter tome 
incorporating the agreement. I do not know 
what the Civil Aviation Minister has said on 
the floor of this House. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI : You must give 
me permission to raise this matter. It is a 
very serious matter. It has been .igitating the 
minds of the people. The Hon. Minister of 
labour has now corroborated that the agree¬ 
ment was reached on Monday at 10 a. m. 
The Minister of Civil Aviation was in the 
know of this agreement. 

MR. SPE.AKEP : I am very sorry. It 
will be sent to the Mi lister concerned. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I am hkppy 
that, after negotiations, the hon. Miiustcr has 
been able to get some agreement on 17th 
April. There was an agreement between the 
Indian Airlines and the All India Aircraft 
Engineers Association. I would like to know 
whether a copy will be laid on the Table of 
the House. I would also like to know whether 
the scheme of joint consultative machinery is 
likely to be introduced to avoid further dispute 
between the labour and the management in 
Indian Airlines. 

SHRI R. K. KnADlLK/\R : I have 
already said that. Sir. If you desire, I will 
place a copy on the Table of the House. 

So far as joint consultative machinery is 
concerned, after the settlement of this dispute, 
perhaps, that point will be taken up. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE ; I wanted a 
copy to be laid on the Table because the hon. 
Minister fur Civil Aviation had made a diffe¬ 
rent statement in this House. There was an 
apparent contradiction. 

MR. SPE.AKER : He says that this was 
settled at lU a. m. Tlie Minister of Civil 
Aviation replied after the Lok Sabha started 
at 11 a. m. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : But a copy 
may be laid on the Table of the House. 

MR. SPEAKER : Yes.

Incrcaaa in Industrial Employment 

•495. SHRI N. K. SANGHI : Will the 
Minister of LABOUR AND REHABILITA¬ 
TION be pleased to state ; 

(a) whether there has been any increase 
in the industrial employment during the last 
throe months ; 

(b) the extent to whidi the increase, if 
any, is due to the reopening of the closed 
mills ; and 

(c) whether Government have any dcBnite 
timc-lx)und prograrnnio for reopening the 
remaining closed mills in the States and if so, 
the main features thereof ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LABOUR AND REHABILI¬ 
TATION (SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA) : 
(a) and (b). Ttie relevant information is not 
yet available. 

(e) While the Ministry of Labour have 
no time bound programme as such for secur¬ 
ing re-opening of the closed mills, they have 
recently requested the State Governments to 
carry out a ease-hy-case study of units, which 
had closed down due to labour troubles and 
to make efforts to secure the re-opening of 
such units. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI ; From the answer 
of the hon. Minister I understand that they 
have no information reganling the increase in 
industrial employment that has taken place 
in the last three months. That shows that 
there has been no increase in the industrial 
employment. 

In the background of this, I would like 
to know what efforts the Government are 
making to re-open the closed mills. Is there 
any proposal with the Government to set up 
a committee to see that in regard to those 
mills which are already in the red or on the 
verge of dosing some action is taken to see 
that they do not close and proper steps arc 
taken to sec that they keep on continuing ins¬ 
tead of thinking of rc-opening closed milb 
only ? 


THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRI R. K. KHA- 
DILKAR) ; Already wo have taken steps by 
introducing in this House also legislation 
providing 60 days’ notice if the proprietors 
apprehend closure. That is the only way to 
prevent closure so that whatever difficulties 
are them in the way of running a concern 
can be sorted out and it could be helped to 
keep going. 

So far as the other part is concerned, it is 
left to the State Government to study case by 
case and later on, if it is found feasible, 
initiate action for taking it over. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI : In the mid-term 
appraisal of the Fourth Five Year Plan it has 
lieen stated that industrial employment in 
private sector industries has gone down. 
What efforts have been made to step up 
industrial employment in the private sector 
industries ? 

SHRI R. K. KIIADILKAR : Just now 
as I have said, for the hast quarter, I have 
no complete figures. So far as this statement 
is concerned, I am not in a position to say 
anything. 

SHRI DINEN BHATfAGHARYYA: 
May I know from the Minister whethei' he 
can give us details and State-wise break-up of 
the closed factories ? In how many cases did 
he get the report from the State Government 
regarding the conditions under which these 
closed factories may be re-opened in the 
shortest time ? 

SHRI R. K. KIIADILKAR : Certainly, 
if you so dwire, I will collect and place all 
these figures on the Table of the House. I 
do not have them just now. 

So far as the State flovcrnments are 
concerned, particularly, the State of West 
Bengal, all efforts are being made to see that 
the factories arc soon re-oiK;ned if—it is a big 
“if”—lalmur also extends full support and 
co-operation. 

SHRI DINEN BHA'ITACHARYYA : 
But your Government is not coming forward, 

SHRI VASANTRAO PURUSHOTTAM 
SATHE ; In view of the fact that about 70 
mills in the country have chised down and 
more are about to, and in view also of the 
fact that cloth production in the mill sector 
has gone down considerably, is the Govern¬ 
ment of India considering a bold scheme of 
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taking over these miUs and rehabilitating 
them on a proper footing so that the cloth 
production may go up and employees may 
get employment ? 

MR. SPEAKER : It is all information 
and suggestions. Still it is a supplementary. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : About 
sixty mills are taken over and some of them 
are relief undertakings. 

So far as cloth production and other 
aspects are coneemed, he should address this 
question to the Foreign Trade Minister.

The grade structure of 
IFS (B) constituted in August, 1956 as a 
junior service broadly corresponds to that of 
the Central Secretariat Service.

(b) Some preliminary results of the survey 
are given in the statement laiil on the Table 
of the House. 

Statement 

At the instance of the Department of 
.Social Welfare, the Directorate General of 
Etnployment and Training undertook a 
survey of vacancies reserved for Scheduled 
Castes/Tribes in Central Government estab- 
lishments/Undertakings. The objectives of 
the survey set-forth by the J9epartment of 
Social Welfare were as follows ;— 

(a) To find out the percentage and type 
of posts remaining unfilled ; 

(b) to find out reasons for vacancies 
remaining unfilled ; 

(e) to find out the characteristics of 
Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribe 
applicants on tl\c Live Register of Employ¬ 
ment Exchanges ; 

(d) to evolve measures for filling up all 
the reserved posts ; and 

(e) to find out employers’ view# about 
Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribe appli¬ 
cants submitted against vacancies and their 
reasons for rejecting such applicants. 
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Some preliminary results based on infor* 
mation received are given below :— 

(1) About 60% of unskilled vacancies 
were filled by candidates sponsored 
by the Employment Eixchangcs. 
Tlie proportion of filled vacancies 
was only 17% in case of craftsmen 
and 10% in case of transport and 
communication workers and 23% 
in respect of professional and 
technical workers.

(vi) A sizeable proportion (about 40%) 
of the applicants failctl to respond 
to call letters issued by Employ¬ 
ment Exchanges for pre-submission 
interviews. 

(vii) 69% of the Scheduled Castes and 
79% of the Scheduled Tribes pend¬ 
ing on the Live Register of Employ¬ 
ment Exchanges on 15.5,1970 were 
below matricv.lates. Graduates and 
post-graduates were 2 to 3% only.

But I don’t 
know whether people who were against all 
in the beginning sincerely support this wish. 
They can’t obviously now say anything openly 
because Bangladesh is a fact. But I think 
they will try to weaken the sub-continent 
because this was the policy all along. It was 
not just a question of Bangladesh. There has 
been the policy of some nations to keep the 
sub-continent weak. That was the purpose of 
encouraging Pakistan to have confrontation 
with India.

Legal action for recovery of the amounts 
has been taken under the provisions of the 
Employees’ State Insurance Act, 1918.

However, so far as public sector 
undertakings (undt r the adinini-strafive control 
of Central Government) arc concerned, model 
instructions have been issued to the Chief 
Executives for leserving 17;^ per cent in 
Class III posts and 27^ per cent in C'lass IV 
posts for Ex-Scrvkeineii including disableil 
soldiers and dependants. 

Fuithcr, disabled Ex-Scrvicemea are also 
being giveti preference for absorption against 
the resolved quota of 10 per tent of vacancies 
in Class III posts under the C'cntral Govern¬ 
ment. 'File State Goveinnients have also been 
requested to adopt the same line of action.

The levision became 
necessary, mainly, to provide for increase in 
the cost of indigenous equipment, increase in 
the price of steel and escalation in wages of 
labour. 

(b) Tlie original consli uction schedule 
finalised in D< cembcr, 1966, envisaged the 
commissioning of the first stage of the steel 
plant by the end of March, 1971. This 
schedule lias been revised three times due to 
reasons beyond tlie control of Bokaro Steel 
Ltd. 

(c) According to the current schedule, 
the erection of the Isi stage of the Plant is to 
be completed by March, 1973, and the com¬ 
missioning will take another 3-6 months. 
However, the First Blast Furnace Ckimplex is 
to be commissioned from 3 to 6 months after 
the completion of erection by tlic end of 
December, 1971.

(iii) Heavy Engineeiing tiorpor.'itiou 
have entered into an agreement in 
De( ember, 1971, with Proni.isb- 
expoi t of the USSR for strengthen¬ 
ing their design capability willi 
reg.i 'd to major equipment for steel 
plants. HEC have also entered into 
an agreement with Licensintorg of 
the USSR for manufacture of 
radial and curvilinear continuous 
casting nuichiiies in the country. 

(iv) For development of new technolo¬ 
gy for production of sponge iron, 
a pilot plant is being set up at the 
National Metallurgical Lalioratory, 
Jamshedpur. A lOO tonne per day 
demonstration plant for production 
of spOnge iron is also proposed to 
be set up at Kothagudam in 
Andhra Pradesh by the Andhra 
Pradesh Industrial Development 
Corporation. 


(v) A Laboratory for testing steels at 
high temperatures is under installa¬ 
tion at the NML, jamshedpur.

However, :ts a result 
of tlic agreement with Tiazpromexport of the 
USSR, it will lie possible for the GEDB to 
luidcrtakr complete engineering and design 
work of new steel plants, including e.xpansion 
programmes of existing plants. The three new 
steel plants being set up at Salem, Hospet and 
Visakhapatnam and the the expansion srhemes 
of Bhilai, Ikikaio and Alloy Steels Plant at 
Durgapur, are being engineered and designed 
by indigenous Consultancy Organisation. 

.Agreement with the United Engineering 
& foundry (Joitijiany of the USA and with 
Pronimashexport and facensintorg of the 
USSR would (u'lp in the development of 
manufacture of steel plant equipment in the 
country. 

The laige stale pilot plant at Jamshedpur 
and the demonstration plant in .Andhra 
Pradesh for production of sponge iron would 
help in the development of new technology 
for steel making witliin the country. 

With the high tem(M:raturc testing labora¬ 
tory at the NML, Jamshedpur, it will bo 
ptissible to develop indigenoiu steels required 
for manufacture of boilers, turbine, jet 
engines, etc. 
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With the acquisition of know>how, modern 
technology will be introduced in the country 
for production of cold rolled grain oriented 
sheets —a highly sophisticated product rccjuircd 
in the manufacture of electrical transformers. 

'ITie agreements with Air Liquide of 
France and Dctnag of West Germany would 
enable inaiiuf.iclurc of Oxygen Plants and 
Bulk Handling Equipment like Stackers and 
Reclaimers in the country. These are also 
essential equipments in a steel plant.

Reasons for delay vi the tomplclion of the Project :

1968, the Khetri Copper Project was to be 
completed in 1971-72. However, the progress 
of implementation of the project remained 
slow in the initial stages and in 1970 a revised 
time schedule was prepared according to which 
the project will be commissioned in the last 
quarter of 1973-74. 

'I’he work at the project was delayed 
mainly due to the dearth of trained and expe- 
licnccd technical personnel in the field of 
metalliferous mining and metallurgy. The 
delays in the finalisation of design, specifica¬ 
tions, etc. of the certain specialised items of 
tquiprnrnt and plant needed for the project, 
delay in the indigenous procurement of 
equipment and slow progress in the completion 
of civil construction works for the Concentra¬ 
tor Plant have also contributed to the delay 
in the Completion of the project. Most of 
these Problems have since been tackled. Every 
ell'ort is being made to ensure that the jiroject 
is completed as per the revised time schedule.

Thcilmc- 
niie percentage in the sands vaiic-s from 4.9 to 
8.2 and the total reserves of this mineral have 
been estnn.ite<l to be of the order of 46,16,458 
tonnes. Garnet is present in very low concen¬ 
trations with an average of 0.005%. The total 
lescrves of gaincl in the area have been esti¬ 
mated as 2.724 tonnes. 'Fhc Stale Covem- 
intnt of Tamil Nadu have also carried out 
investigations in this area. The details of 
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their work have not yet been received by the 
Central Government. 

(c) Mining and processing of the sands 
and teri soils of Tiruchendur coastal area have 
not yet been taken up as at present the richer 
heavy mineral sands of Manavalakuricbi 
(Tamil Nadu) and Chavara (Kcrals) are being 
commercially exploited.

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRI R. K. KHADIL- 
KAR) : (a) and (b). The Consumer Price 
Index for Madras City for February, 1972, 
converted to Base 1935-36—100, declined by 
38 points as compared to the index for January, 
1972, but it is not correct to say that the 
index has fallen even when the prices of the 
essential commodities were rising. In fact, 
there was a fall in the prices of a number of 
items, mainly in the Food Group, in February 
1972. The average open market price of rice, 
for instance, declined from Rs. 1.40 to Rs. 
1.23 per kilogram. Therefore, the question 
of any probe into the matter does not arise.

SHRI K. C, PANT : Sir, Government’s 
attention has been drawn to Newspaper 
Reports on the 18th April, 1972 that 1,806 
armed Razakars had been rounded up in 
Bihar. Enquiries were made from the Govern¬ 
ment of Bihar, who have stated that the 
report is not correct. The Government of 
Bihar have also informed that on the 29th 
March, 18 persons were arrested in the Pyarc 
Pur Diara area of Rajmohal Police Station, 
Santhal Parganas. Six non-Bengali Muslims 
from Bangla Desh had earlier been arrested 
in the same area in the night between March 
19th, and 20th. Of the 18 arrested on the 
29th, only 9 belonged to Bangla Desh. One 
of the arrested person.s is suspected to be a 
Razakar. Thus, only 15 persons from Bangla 
Desh without valid documents had been 
arrested during the second half of March. 
No arms and ammunition had been recovertd 
from them. There has also been no repoit 
of any infiltration of Razakars from Bangla 
Desh into any of the border State duiing the 
recent weeks. Our b<jrder Authorities arc fully 
vigilant and have taken adequate, steps to 
prevent unauthorLsed entry of pcisons from 
across the border. The Government of Bihar 
have also inAirmed that besides the 9 Induin 
nationals arrested on the 29th March, 3 other 
Indian nationals had also been arrested on 
the night of the 19th, for unlawfully provid¬ 
ing shelter to fuieign nationals without valid 
travel documents.

SHRI R. K. SINHA (Faizabad) . The 
hon. Minister’s reply is very satisfactory, but 
:« he has admitted, vigilance is very necessary, 

I wish to draw his attention to the report 
which also appeared in the process that some 
of the documents which were gathered by the 
Bangla Desh Government said that 100,000 
Razakars were trained in Bangla Desh by the 
Pakistani administration. 

We must also remember that in the elec¬ 
tions in India, political parties tried to use 
the question of the so-called Bihari Muslims 
in order to involve a certain section of the 
people in India. 

There is a sitiister international conspiracy 
which should be noted by the Government 
and more vigilance is necessary and because 
'heir language is the same and because they 
have relations on this side, infiltration is po¬ 
ssible. 

International overtones were lent to this 
problem by : ne Prof. Green who, addressing 
the I.aw Institute, said a few days back : 

“One must nor forget what was 
happening to Bihari Muslims in the new 
country. 

“Prof Green described as monstrous 
the tribunal set up under political pressure 
by the over-aged Prima donna who has 
never done any legal work in his life. 

“The pseudo Tribu.ial in Paris to 
try war crimes in Viet Nam had only 
contributed in destroying all judgements 
and respect for law in all its aspects. 

“According to Prof. Green, the 
proposed tribunal should be multi-national 


instead of being composed of Judges only 

from Bangla Desh.” 

I do nut know why people arc trying to 
create trouble between Bangla Desh and India. 

I would request the Minister to be more vigi¬ 
lant and 1 would like to have an answer. 

SHRI S. M. B.VNERJEE : Who was pre¬ 
siding over this meeting ? Is it not a fact 
that the Chief Justice of India was presiding 
over it ? 

SHRI K. C. P.4.NT : We are vigilant 
along the border, but I would like to tell the 
House that a distinction should be made 
between Razakars and the so-called non- 
Bengali Muslims. A distinction must be made 
Razakars could be Bengalis and hon-Benga- 
lisin. All non-Bengalis can not be Razakars 
Therefore, one has to be careful in these 
matters. 

.SHRI INDRAJIT CJUPTA (Aliporc) ; 
Why did you permit the Chief Justice of 
India to preside over it ? And, who is tills 
American Professor who is permitted to say 
such things in our country ? Propoganda 
against a friendly country should nut be 
permitted here.

SHRI K. G. PANT : The Chief Justice 
did not know about it ; I am sure if the 
Chief Justice had known about it that such 
statements would be made, he would not have 
agreed to preside.

SHKI D. K. PANDA (Hliaiijanagar) ; A 
reeling is created that all non>Briigali Muslims 
are razakars, Si>, is the Government going to 
screen them and make a distinction Ijetween 
innocent non-Bengali Muslims and the real 
Pakistani raztdiors ? 

Secondly, one of the internutional organi¬ 
sations, sponsored by American imperialists 
and their agettcics here, has started a campaign 
that the non-Bengali Muslims in Bangla 
Desh are being liarasscd there and arc being 
forced to leave Bangla Desh. I wish to know 
whether tiiis fact has been brought to the 
notice of the Government of Bangla Desh by 
otir Government through our envoy, Shri D. 
P. Dhar, who is said to have gone there now 
for discussions. 

Another friend of ours has already drawn 
the attention of Government to the reported 
speech ol Professor L. G. Green, made in a 
meeting at the Indian Law Institute at Delhi.

SHRI K. G. PANT: I do not know 
what is there to bring to the notice of the 
Government of Bangla Desh. Any propa¬ 
ganda that the Bangla Deslt Government is 
harassing the non-Bengali Muslims there, has 
been strongly refuted by the Bangla Desh 
Government itself time and again. Their 
leader, Sheikh Mujibur Rahman, the Prime 
Minister, has often made statements that the 
basis of the Bangla Desh polity is that every 
citizen there will get equal treatment. It is 
for everyone living in Bangla Desh to 
respond to the spirit of that statement and be 
in tune with the aspirations of the leadership 
and the people of Bangla Desh. This is as 
nccessaty as it is for the Government there 
to take the attitude of giving equal treatment 
to all. It is a two-way traflic, I am sure, this 
House and this country stands solidly behind 
(he Bangladesh Gos'ernment in its efforts to 
evolve such a policy. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA ; My second ques¬ 
tion rt mains unanswoied and that is, whether 
you are going to screen the real Kazakars 
from the innocent non-Bengali Muslims. 

SHRI K. G. PANT : Any person who 
(onirs to our country without authorised travel 
documents is arrested.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; It is not 
fair. Sir. 

This is a very suitable day to discuss the 
Demands for Grants of the Ministry of Home 
Affairs because this atrocious C.R.P. Act has 
been declared ultra vires and bad in law by the 
Calcutta High Court. The judge, in his 
judgment, declared that the CRP Act of 1949 
came within the expression ‘police’ in Entry 2, 
List II, State List, and as such the impugned 
legislation was ultra vires and beyond the 
legislative competence of the federal legislature. 
The judge also rejected the contention of the 
respondents that it was permissible under 
Entry 1, List III, Concurrent List, etc. 

Until and unless the judgment is other¬ 
wise delivered or reversed, it will be illegal 
for the House to sanction any money, i.e., 
Rs. 32 crores for the CRP or any Central 
police or intelligence force which is not meant 
for Union Territories. It will offend the 
Constitution and it will be an indirect 
contempt of the House, 

This CRP all along acted as a tool of 
oppression for furthering the causes of the 
ruling party. As for the Home Ministry, I 
can say that it is the principal executioner of 
a coterie of the ruling party headed by 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi. She wants to be a 
dictator, and for this, semi-fascist method 
have been adopted tlirough this machinery. 
Through this machinery, the entire Central 
Government, the major policies of the States 
and all the affairs of the country are control¬ 
led—throiigli the unseen tliread of ICS, lA.S 
olfiecrs against whom the State Governments 
have no absolute jKiwer, In reply to an 
unstarred question, they said clearly : “...on 
them—the IAS and IP.S officers—a penalty 
other thdn dismissal, removal, etc." They 
cannot be dismissed even if they commit the 
most flagrant violation of the State Govern¬ 
ment rules and order. They are protected by 
the Central Government, the Ministry of 
Home Affairs. The State Governments are 
competent to initiate disciplinary action 
against officers serving under itself and to 
arrange their postings. The can, in consulta¬ 
tion with the Union Public Service Commis¬ 
sion, impose penalties, etc. The State Govern¬ 
ments have no ultimate power to control the 
IAS and IPS olEcers. Through police and 
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intelligence which arc State subjects, the 

Centre has established a parallel police and 
intelligence service everywhere, specially in 

Congress-opposed areas. 

The States gradually have bccorae tools in 
the hands of Centre. They have the 

Governors as agents of the Home Ministry 
at also the IAS, IPS, CRP and now the 
nominated Cliief Ministers of the Prime 
Minister. Even the Ministers of the Congress- 
opposed State Governments were not spared. 
When Shri Jyoti Bosu was Deputy Chief 
Minister, we discovered that his telephone 
was being tapped at the initiative of the 
Central Intelligence. Sites nearabout his home 
were dug, parallel lines were taken out 

and connected with the tape-recording 
arrangements of the Central Intelligence 
Agenry. The Central Intelligence has set up 
numerous otHces apart from the one at 9, 
Garyahat Raod and another at Lake Place. 
A network of numerous Central Intelligence 
Offices have been set up which arc spying on 
the politically-opposed parties and people. 

Before the United Front Government took 
over in 1967, files were removed from the 
Bengal Government without their permission 
and they were taken to Delhi. Here, in Delhi, 
the telephones of the political opponents are 
tapped, their letters are l<><»kcd into, destroyed 
and censored. Thus wc are living in a reign 
of Gestapo rule. The country is fast heading to 
a Police State, a Gestapo State, and we have 
in our midst the Indian edition of GI.‘\, that 
is, the Research and .\nalysis Wing of the 
Cabinet Secretariat headed by Mr. Kaw. This 
is directly under the Prime Minister and it is 
a very high-powered unit having full access to 
everything and every machinery of the 
Government. .Mthough the name—Research 
and Analysis Wing— sounds very pious, it is 
nothing but a special intelligence unit of the 
ruling Party. The Hoilsc has a right to 
know more details about this unit. 

Through this vast intelligence machinery 
political information of opposition parties 
including th.at of dissidents is collected and 
used—at Government cost, for the benefit of 
a coterie of the ruling Party. Political black- 
mailings arc constantly organised. Corrupt 
and guilty persons arc not proseucted or 
punished but made to make room for the 
coterie in the political adventure. 

I.xt us look at the Police Budget. Central 
Police (not Intelligci, p)—I9.'i0-5l—Rs. 3 


crorcs, 1955-56—Rs. 4.2 crores and 1956-66— 
Rs. 31.8 crorcs because the Congress Party 
was becoming shaky in the States. In 1967-68 
it was Rs. 61.3 crores, 1970-71—Rs. 98.01 
crores, 1971-72—Rs. 114.57 crores and 
1972-73—Rs. 120.43 crores. For West Bengal 
and its surrounding areas alone, 32000 cadres 
were recruited for Research and Analysis 
Wing and Subsidiary Intelligence Bureau, 
during the recent years. You will be 
surprised—what was considered good enough 
till to-day is no longer good—this year they 
have gone to the extent of removing the 
recruitment to Intelligence Services from the 
scope of the UPSC. Under Art. 134 the 
Intelligence Services will be kept outside their 
scope. Otherwise, it will take time for them 
to convert this country into a full Gestapo 
State. 

This set-up has given the Congress Govern- 
meut and the coleri headed by Mrs. Gandhi 
a very high dividend through last elections 
and their services have been magnificent fur 
them in destroying democracy and destroying 
leftist movement. 

Look at Gmnt No. 41—Rs. 8,32,61,000 
midcr ‘Other Revenue Expenditure’. Is it not 
for Intelligence ? lias it not been given 
under a different head to confuse the pcoph- ? 
We do not have much time to make a 
thorough scrutiny of the Budget papers but 
this amount of Rs. 8,32,61,000 is meant for 
pure intelligenct; work. The House must 
have a committee to examine tl)e priudi>lcs 
of this expenditure. Add to this Uie F.xtcriial 
Affairs Budget—another tidy amount as dis¬ 
cretionary fund. If you kindly look at page 3— 
discietionary expenditure in 1970-71 it was 
Rs. 6,06,68,000 and in 1972-73 it is 
Ks. 13,88,00,000—a rise of over 110/^ in one 
year. 

Uten, there is the Defence Intelligence 
and the discretionary fund. The R<xcarch 
Analysis Wing is a combination of hand-picked 
senior officers. Many officers were trained in 
the United States of Amcrira. The previous 
Home Minister Secretary was vei'y close to the 
Americans. The hon. Prime Minister knows 
about it. These officers were people specially 
trained in anti-communist, polic(! and intelli¬ 
gence work. Their main offices are in the 
Secretariat, in Ramakrishnapuram, in Rajouri 
Gardens and many other places. They have a 
network of offices in the whole country. They 
sometimes function independently and also in 
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cullaboration with select, planted, State Police 
oiSrials at top levels. This was originally 
created for foreign intelligence work, 'fhey 
sent plane-load of men to Dacca before the 
Prime Minister’s last visit. Now, its tentacles 
are on the entire country. Even our Central 
Hall is not spared, it is frequented by dozens 
of such informers and planted people. The 
wliole political arena is controlled by them. 
They organise defections they organise politi¬ 
cal murders, rigging and creating confusion, 
agent provocateurs and inter-party clashes. 

MR. SPEAKER : The Central Hall is 
only confined to the Mcmbci'S and the Press. 

SHRI B. S. MURTHY (Ainalapuram) : 
Perhaps he is speaking aboiil his party. Sir, 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; Tliey plant 
stories in the Press for political purposes. On 
top of this Central outfit, in 1970-71, the 
0>ngress-run States were 14 out of 10, as I 
have it in my eliart here. The strength of 
polict:men was 5,34,879, costing thi' |x-ople of 
the country Rs. 184,17,41,952. In West 
BRng.al idone, the expenditure was Rs. 
17,48.06,000 in 1970-71 but in 1971-72 it has 
come to over Rs. 28 crores. 

Sir, the Central irarullel police cost alone 
touched over Rs. 130 crores whih' the States’ 
police forcr; cost a little over Rs. 200 crores. 
Here the people starve and die; people want 
jobs ; in place of jobs they are .given batons 
and bullets. 

The Research and .Analysis Wing for¬ 
mulates, t)peratrs and executes through fascist 
methods. With it comes the Subsidiary In¬ 
telligence Bureau and other sister intelligence* 
organisation*. 

Sir, around 1965 to 1967, it had set up 
a network of siieb people in Eastern Indi.!, 
especially in We.st Bengal to keep Left forces 
out of power, destroy <lemocratic movements, 
murder our cadre and assi>ciates. Thi*y 
i'onni dated the ill-famed thing, ‘Operation 
Hcjoghly’ to murder 2500 CPI(M) important 
Cadre men. 

I would quote a ciretdar fiom tl»e Subsidi¬ 
ary Intelligence Bureau to shoiv their activities. 
This is Circular No, C4/C71 (18) dated 3.4.71 
fiom Deputy Director SIB (MH.A) Govern¬ 
ment of India, 9/1 Gariahat Road, Galcutta- 
19 to DIG, IB, Galrntta. This reveals a 
diabolical plan to implicate the CPI (M) in 
e-ascs of murder of individuals which are 


taking place daily, I don’s want to take the 
time to read the whole of it as it is a lung 
circular. I hat is what they have been doing. 

Since 1969-70 they intensified this and 
they tmide use of the unemployed atid 
misguided youth ; they recruited, armed aud 
trained them. 

Just before; the 1972 eli-ctions three senior 
officers were spc*cially deputed from Delhi 
to the Subsidiary Intelligence Bureau in 
Calcutta to finalise the design with the West 
Bengal Police, with the Police Chief, details 
of Poll-day ojicrations. A .secret circular went 
out from the Inspector-General of Police and 
the nevs-s leaked out to the Press. 'Fhe 
sujserintendents of police in districts were to 
contact the district congress presidents which 
gives .1 clear indication of their methods. .As 
a result, in 50 seaLs there was unprecedented 
violence, aud in the rest 150 seats there was 
full rigging. 

Parlumcntary democracy lias been reduced 
to a mockery. I would like to quote from the 
I^onomist, London It says ; 

“Indira calls in the toughs to win 
back West Bengal.” 

Then, the Economic Times, Bombay says : 

‘‘Bengal ; Gunners garb votes.” 

Then, the Economic and Political Weekly, 
Bombay .says : 

“III West Bengal, wliili; every detail 
of Gestapo storm-trooper atrocities is 
being re-enacted there is hardly any 
prote.st or concern voiced by any section 
of liberal democracy, within the State or 
outside.” 

None of these papc:rs is a communist 
pajier. Thi* same thing was done in Tripura, 

in Jammu and Ka.shmir anrl in Bihar. 

» 

This Research and Analysis Wing organis¬ 
ed political and mass murders. Shri Hcmanta 
Kumar Basil was a victim, and when the 
Forward Bloc iieoplc approached the Governor, 
Shri Ajoy Mukherjee and also the Prime 
Minister, they were promised an inqniry, but 
so far nothing has been done, because if an 
inquiry is instituted, the cat will be out of the 
bag. I ask the Prime Minister what has happe¬ 
ned to the inquiry into the Barasat murders, 
the Baraiiagore murders and the Bcliaghata 
murders. The Prime Minister promised an 
inquiry but nothing has been done because 
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there is a skeleton in the cupboard. All these 
sverc inspired by police and intelligence 
collaborated efFurts. 

Now, the outcome is visible. We have 
seen what has happened in Uhanbad and 
Krishnanagar 200 armed gooudas came all the 
way from Calcutta and they attempted on 
Trade Union leader and M.P. Mr. A. P. 
Sharnia’s life. What happened ? The Bihar 
Government has arrested 35 to 40 persons 
with fire-arms with Pakistan markings, and 
has put them behind the bars. Telephone 
rails arc coming from the Bengal Secretariat 
from the Chief Minister that they should be 
released, but they have nut been released so 
far, 

lliere are many such cases. In a one- 
day strike which was forced, by blocking the 
railway cabins on gun point and there was a 
loss of several lakhs of rupees to the Railways 
and millions harassed. 

This Research and Analysis Wing used 
Naxalites for anti-CPM work. 

.SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayinkil): 
On a point of order. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Under 
what rule is he raising it ? 

SHRI VAYAL.\R RAVI : The hon. 
Mcmbi'r is making an allegation that the 
Chief Miiiistci of West Bengal had telephoned 
to Dhanbad.... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : To Patna. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI : I would like 
to know whether the hon. Member takes the 
responsibility for this allegation. 

SIIRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : What is 
the point of order in this ? 

This Research and Anaiysi.s Wing uses the 
Naxalites, and after the work was done, those 
who refused to work for Mrs. Gandhi and tlie 
Congress, and the political hard-core were 
murdered. They were not even spared in the 
jail. Eleven times tlicre have been beatings 
and shootings in jails in eleven months in 
1971 in West Bengal, and the rest have been 
banished to the Cuddalorc jail. 

The police and intelligence provided arms, 
ammunitions and explosives. The Centre is 
still not satisfied. They want to take more 
powers for prosccuticnfor the Central agencies. 


They want to include some law and order 
items in the Concurrent Lbt, and widen thb 
rule of the CRP. 

The judgment on the CRP has come, like 
a ‘Bull in the Cliina-shop’. In the post-elec¬ 
tion period, trade union offices have been 
captured by force. They arc getting police 
help for that. There have been more than 4r0 
murders and 20,000 families of workers have 
been evicted from their houses at Baranagore, 
Beliaghata, Bcigachia, Dum Dum, Tollygunje, 
Jadavpur, Cossipore, Sonarpur, Mahestola 
and Burdwan. 

SHRI B.K. DASCIIOWDHARY (Cooch- 
Bchar) : Not in Diamond Harbour ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Not yet. 

I'herc is an Air India hoarding at the 
crossing of Jawaiiarlal Nehru Road and 
Acharya Jagdish Chandra Bose Road, which 
says : 

“One nation, one leader, one India, 

Jai Hind.” 

MR. SPEAKER: Now, the hon. Member 
should try to conclude... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I had 
written to you already. Please give me ten 
minutes more. 

MR. SPEAKER: He will get a little 
more time. The time due is only five or six 
minutes. But if he wants more, he can have 
it, but that will be deducted from the time 
due to the other Members from his patty.

(ministry of home affairs—C im/d.) 

MR. DEPUTY-SPErfMiER : Shri Jyotii- 
moy Bosu. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : You 
arc aware, as 1 raised this question in the 
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Home, that more thim 13,000 textile workers 
in Kanpur belonging to the Swadeshi and 
J. K. Mills, the biggest textile unitt in Kanpur 
are on strike since 28th March, 1972. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER ; How does it 

SHKl S. M. BANERJEE : It lias come. 
They want bonus according to the 
Khadilkar formula. Shri Khadtlkar is a 
Central Minister. He had given a formula 
with particular reference to the Bonus Act. 
He assured this House on the 29th March 
and then on the 14th April that he would 
contact the Chief Minister and try to start 
and bring about negotiated settlement. They 
were expected to come to a settlement. We 
also approached the Prime Minister and I am 
sure the Prime Minister must have cither 
spoken or taken up the matter with the Chief 
Minister. Instead of solving this matter, the 
Chief Minister issued a statement today 
asking the workei-s to join duty without any 
settlement. 

I would like to say that tomorrow, all the 
taxtiie workers in Kanpur are going on strike 
in sympathy with the 13,000 workers. There¬ 
fore, I would request the Prime Minister and 
the Labour Minister, through you, to come to 
the rescue of the workers. If it is left to the 
Uttar Paadesh Government only, I am sorry 
to say that the Singhanias and Jaipurias would 
prove to be more powerful. 

1 requ.-st them to realise that they should 
respect tlie Khadilkar formula. {Interruption) 
Sir, Kanpur i.s situated in India. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER ; You have 
already made the point. That is all right. 

SHRI M. BANERJEE ; Sir, let the 
Minister of Patliamentary Affairs take note 
of it. {Interruption) 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Order, please. 
They have taken note of it, 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; Sir, resu- 
ming what 1 have been saying before the 
House adjourned for lunch, about the treat¬ 
ment of the trade unions, I would like to 
state that about 20,000 families of the workers 
of the Left Front were forcibly evicted from 
their houses in Baranagar, Beliaghata North 
Belgachia, Dum Duin, Tallyganj, Jadavpur, 
Cossipore, Sonarpur, Mehestolla, Asansol, 
Barabani, Kalna, Burdwan, Khardah and 
various other places. 


Sir, about 30,000 workers and supporters 
of the Left Front who worked during the 
elections are constantly attacked and threa¬ 
tened by armed murders. The police have 
orders not to interfere with them. 

The break-up of the number of unions 
affected and attacked arc as followes : In 
respect of the GITU, at Khardah, it was 10 ; 
Baranagar 35 ; Be.llagliata 40; Dum Dum 
50 ; Behala 10 ; Sonarpur 15 ; South Bclia- 
ghata 10; Tellyganj 20; Jadavpur 10 ; 
Asansol 12 ; Raniganj area 18 ; Durgapur 30; 
and Hooghly 10. In respect of the UTUC, 
it was two at Baranagar; four each at 
Dum Dum, Behala and Sonarpur. 

In regard to the union oflices forcibly 
occupied, I may point out that the following 
unions were affected : Jessop Mazdoor Union; 
Tribeni Tissue factory ; here, they were the 
CITU unions. Then, Sree Annuipurna Cotton 
Mill Workers’ Union ; Dunbar Cotton Mill 
Workers’ Union—CITU; Bengal Enamel 
Sramik Karmachari Union ; Eastern Paper 
and Board Mill—a GITU Union ; Hindustan 
Steel and Metal—both CITU and UTUC 
unions ; Sliamnagar Tin Faetory-GITU 
union ; Dies and Tools, Dum Dum and 
Bengal Tools, Dum Dura-both CITU unions: 
A.V.B. Employees’ Union, Durgapur-GITU 
union ; Sen-Raleigh Employees’ Union, 
Assansol {Kanyapur)-GITU Union; Motor 
Workers' Union Burdwan (CITU), and 
Brocho, Baranagar-GITU. 

Then, let me give the names of union 
oflices looted and burnt ; Canten Carpentry, 
Dum Dum (CrrU union) ; Dum Dura Muni- 
cipalily-CITU Union, which is a municipal 
workers’ union ; Bird & Co., Dakshindari- 
CITU union ; Process and Engineeing Ltd., 
Dakshindari-CITU union ; Gramophone 
Workers Welfare Union-CITU union and the 
Calcutta State Transport Employees’ Union- 
CITU union. 

Then, about the workers forced to join 
the INTUC union and tlireaiened with mur¬ 
der, at the pt)int of fire-arms, the following 
are the areas : Tollyganj-Jadavpur area ; 
then, Sen-Raleigh cycle factory at Asansol ; 
the entire Barrakpore industrial belt, in about 
50 industrial undertakings ; Manicktolia area 
where the attack was cona-ritrated in the 
workers of the CITU union of Bengal Chemi¬ 
cal workers ; then, Beliaghata Area (North 
and South) ; Raniganj roalfield ; the Durga¬ 
pur industrial belt ; State Transport workers, 
Calcutta : Sudsons, Dum Dum, etc. 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You are 
taking away valuable time, 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU : I will 
finish now, anti I hope you will give me a 
little more time. 

On the Air Inrlia hoarding at the crossing 
of Jawaharlal Nehru Road and Acharya J. C, 
Bose Road, the following words have been 
svritten : “thie Nation, one Leader, one 
India ;Jai Hind.” This is what tlicy said in 
Germany and in Italy during the Fascist 
regime. When Fascism was there, tlicy had 
only one party and all the other trade unions 
were smashed with the help of the police and 
Nazi forces. 

Then, trade union functioning in about 
300 factories has stopped. former lion. 
Member of (his House, the late Ferozc Gandhi, 
in 1959 when the, Kerala Government was 
toppled by the present Prime Minister who 
was at that time the President of the Indian 
National Congress, had s.xid to Jyoti liasu 
that democracy has come to an end in this 
Country. 

lh<t..CRP is the tool of terrorism and sup¬ 
pression and tyranny in West Bengal, and 
between Mareh, 1970 and Novcmhi r, 1979, 
it had fired on .17 occasions. This ri'ply was 
given on the lloor of this House. The flRP 
is posted in the ediirational institutions also, 
which even the Britishers did not do during 
their reign. Many State Governuu-nts have 
demanded the withdrawal of the CUP. In 
MeghaHya—your own State, Sir—on the 26th 
June, 1971, there w.as a united demant! from 
many ML.\s that the GRP should be taken 
away ftom that .State. 

The Border .Seeuiity Force lias unLished a 
reign of terr<»r in Murshitlabad district. The 
minority communities under Suti police 
station, in many vill.agcs, are being terroriscrl 
anil beaten up. The CRP is beating up the 
unarmed people (here. I come to another 
subject—UP.SG. It was raised during the lust 
debate—police varification. I am trying to 
establish here that the country is heading 
towards police, gestapo State. Tlien there arc 
irregular employments. The maximum num¬ 
ber is in the Home Ministry. They say that 
they do not approve of superannuated people 
being continued but still they have granted 
the maximum number of extensions in the 
Home Ministry, because otherwise how can 
they create a gestapo State ? The Intelligence 


Service, they have now taken it outude the 
scope of the UPSC in 1970. 

There has been an inflow of foreign money 
in this country to political parties and elec¬ 
tions. What has happened to the report of 
the CBI enquiry which was instituted ? Why 
has the report been shelved ? Why is it not 
published ? Is it because a number of Con¬ 
gressmen are deeply involved in it ? 

I come to another case which should 
really put all of us to shame—the case of 
Nagarwaia. How is it that in a civilised 
country, the State Bank, a Government owned 
bank could give on a telephonic message Rs. 
60 lakhs to any person ? How is it that the 
Chief Cashier spoke to the Prime Minister's 
house, to her Secretariat. The country wants 
to know. That man had died in the jail. 
People an* inclined to think that he has been 
murdt'rcd. So is the case with the police 
officer who had been enquiring. He had been 
im’olvcd in an accident and he died. Let us 
hope Mr. Malhotra survives. The point here 
is that the Prime Minister’s name has been 
dragged into tlie matter. Many times I ha\'e 
said with reference to call attention motions 
heie that all this was money that the Con¬ 
gress jjarty hail collected for election purposes, 
which they liad been keeping in the strong 
room of State Bank of India, not shown in 
their books. 'I’hc House has a right to know 
from the Prime Minister where from the 
money came. Why is it that Mr. Malhotra 
had been allowed to go away from the prose¬ 
cution ? What lias happened ? We want full 
details here. Otherwise wc shall be justified 
in thinking that there is a skeleton in the 
cupboard.... (/ntrrru/ittoni) I do not say you 
got a sliare of the money. A VIP’s son was 
supposed to take it to Beirut, but I shall tell 
you outside about it, later on, 

I come to the is.sue of corruption. The 
whole administration under 25 years of Con¬ 
gress rule inriuding the present regime, is 
seething with corruption. Santhanam Com¬ 
mittee’s report had made certain specific 
recommendations. What has happened to 
that ? Why is the hon. Prime Minister afraid 
of implementing them ? 

I want to refer to the memorandum sub¬ 
mitted by many MPs and MLAs on a Har¬ 
yana issue. It is a serious matter. In the 
Memorandum they have given a detailed 
account how land was ac,juirecl for Maruthi 
limited, small car project, of which the Prime 
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Minister*! son happens to be the managing 
director. It has been alleged and widely pub¬ 
licised in the Press also that land was acquired 
at a fraction of the real value. They had 
given full details. They were all irrigated 
lands and the compensation given was one- 
sixth of the real value. We want that this 
should be made public and the truth must be 
revealed. We want to know these things. The 
memorandum was submitted last year, on 
27-10-1971. In reply to a question it was 
said :— 

“Since the memoranda are under 
consideration, it will not be desirable to 
lay their copies on the Table of the 
House.*’ 

I can give you 2,000 ropies right now. But 
the whole question is that they have biken six 
months, I am worried about only one thing. 
It has dragged in the Prime Minister’s name, 
her son’s name. Therefore, it is most impor¬ 
tant that they should dispose of the matter 
immediately, and get a clearance of them¬ 
selves, if there is no skeleton in the cupho.ard. 

Let us see what the police has been doing. 
What is the job they are meant to do ? To 
control the criminals. What is happening. 
They have thoroughly failed in prevention of 
crime. I am giving you the figures which 
came out in today’s paper.

They have been demanding more money 
in the Budget every yeai- for poliec and for 
intelligence. I have explained why they want 
this—for consolidating themselves, a few hand- 
ful at the cost of the people and the country. 
They arc not interested in doing the real 
police job. 

I quote again. There is a wonderful 
article in the Illustrated Weekly —the man 
must have taken a lot of pains—page 17, 12th 
December, 1971, in case you are interested 
to read it when you have a little time. In 


Andhra Pradesh—I am quoting the figures of 
1966 and 1970—the 6gure rose gradually, 
and only in 1970 it has come down slowly. 
In Assam, it has increased from 20,000 to 
26,000; Bihar from 72,000 to 74,000; Gujarat 
from 31,000 to 32,000; Haryana fi-om 7,398 
to 8,902; Jammu .and Kashmir from 4,‘)71 
to 8,902; Kerala from 19,297 to 30,972. 
Everywhere there Is a very steep rise. In 
West Bengal it has risen from 25,933 to 
91,714. Compared to the pn;vious averages, 
the over-all increase in cognizable offences 
was 21.2. In countcrfoiling, which recorded 
the highest rise, the increase was 233 per cent. 

About bribery and corruption, the Report 
of the Central Vigilance which has come out 
only tl»e other day, says at page 29: 

“The Central Vigilance Ciomniis- 
.sion has to admit with regret that corrup¬ 
tion continues to prevail widely among 
public servants though its extent varies 
from one department to another. The 
Commission also deplores the practice 
among some senior government olHcens, 
whose number fortunately is limited, to 
accept liospitality anti other forms of en¬ 
tertainment from priviitr parties and 
otherwise maintain an artifirially high 
standard of living.’’ 

There is a useful article in today’s Times 
of India entitled “Vigilance without results,’’ 
which says: 

“The latest annual report of the 
Vigilance Ctjmmission is thing if nut 
a candid confession of failure. After 
recounting its efforts to detect and deter 
corruption, the coinuii.ssion regretfully 
admits, however, that corrupliem continues 
to prevail fairly wirlely among public 
servants.” 

“More than 2,831 Central em¬ 
ployees—what happens in the Statc.s or at 
the higher ministerial level even in New 
Delhi Is none of the Vigilance Commis¬ 
sion’s business—were under suspension on 
March 31, 1971. Of them ne.arly half 
are relatively low-paid workers of the 
postal department, and a surprisingly 
large number (265) hi4onging to the 
Defence Ministry and the armed forces.” 

But they do not catch the big bandicoots. 
They only catch some small ones and keep 
some face-saving devices. This Govern¬ 
ment is devoting all its energy to fight the 
people who are politically opposed to them, 
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those who fight them in principle, but ignore 
the other things. This is what they have 
done. Harassment, illicit distillation, smug- 
gling, failure to check communal riots .. . 

AN HON. MEMBER: Black money. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I will come 
to that in the Finance Bill. 

I only want to refer to one other article 
written by Chand Jushi in the Hindmlan 
Times dated the I6th May, 197J, under the 
heading “ Case of the Allluent Policeman.” 
I would earne.stly request the Prime Minister 
to read it and tell us in her reply what she 
thinks about it. It speaks of “ Murder for a 
price.” Police Stations in Delhi arc auction¬ 
ed. A sub-inspector earning Rs. 15,000, a 
senior police oificer throwing parties in live 
star hotels and consuming a bottle of Scotch 
a day and so on. If you want to make the 
police do a bad job, they want something in 
return. Therefore, they cannot be checked. 
This Government, instead of using the police 
for the right purpose, arc using them for all 
sorts of illegal work, for furthering the p-arty 
cause and for consolidating the coterie in 
power. That is why they cannot make the 
police do the job they should do. 

As for the intelligc-ncc, I repeat that they 
are after making this country into a Gestapo 
State. That is why there is a 110 percent 
increase in allocations for Demands for inte.l- 
ligence and police. People should take care 
and understand what is coming—a Fascist 
country under a dictatorial rule. It will 
affect all of us, not us alone, as we have seen 
in Bengal. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): Tliat 
is why all Congressmen should give them¬ 
selves up to Mr. Jayaprakash Narain. 

SHRI VASANTRAO PURUSnOTT.^M 
SATHE (Akola): Mr. Piloo M«xly has already 
given himself up. 

SHRI SHY.AMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai) ; Mr. Deputy-Speaker, when 
one speaks of home, generally one uses 
an epithet “sweet” and speaks of “Home 
Sweet Home”, Particularly, when a person 
like the Prime Minister presides over the 
affairs of Home, one would like to call it 
“sweeter” or even the ‘‘.sweetest.” But what has 
been our experience ? 'I’he experience we have 
undergone does not enthuse us to use that 
epithet in the context of the Ministry of 
Home Affairs. 


When this protfolio was taken over by the 
Prime Minister sometime back from Mr. 
Chavan, there was a mixed reaction to it. 
There was a feeling, however that probably 
the taking away of this portfolio from a fright¬ 
ened Mr. Chavan would be in the interests of 
the country, beause a frightened man is a 
dangerous man and a frightened man likes to 
be more loyal than the queen. So, some thought 
that the change was for the better. There 
was also another reason for welcoming this 
change, so far as some persons were concer¬ 
ned, that it was taken over by no less a per¬ 
son than the Prime Minister, who happens 
to be not only the leader of the majority 
party but also the leader of the nation. There¬ 
fore, one thought that a broad-minded natio¬ 
nal approach would be brought to bear 
upon the vital problems that have been com¬ 
mitted to the care of this Ministry. 

But what happened in this very city of 
Delhi only six or seven months back,—^what 
goes by the name ‘operation Jan tar Mantar’ ? 
Almost a deluxe edition of a neo-faseist type 
operation was undertaken within the benign 
shadow of the Central Secretariat and under 
the protection of the Delhi police and magis¬ 
tracy. Similar operations were conducted in 
the State of Bengal with the help of boml» 
on the offices of some of the political parties. 
May be in some other places also the same is 
the experience. I am reminded that when 
Frank Soskice was the Home Secretary he had 
said “if any one breaks the law, I will not turn 
a blind eye.” I wish the Prime Minister could 
say the same thing to us. She not only turns 
a blind eye to what her partymen do but 
she seents to think that her partymen can do 
no wrong. Therefore, our Dumdum office 
was attacked with bombs, and the Midnapore 
Congress Office was also subjected to the most 
savage attack under President’s rule. 

Our Prime Minister has certainly attained 
great political heights ; and one wants to see 
her not only big but one wants to see her 
great. One would like to see that this poli¬ 
tical height Is sustained by political greatness. 
But we have still to see that this political 
height is sustained by that kind of greatness 
which alone can keep this nation together. 

When I was speaking on the broad-minded 
approach to be brought to bear on the problems 
that confront the country, I was also remin¬ 
ded of the double standards maintained by 
the ruling party in dealing with members of its 
own party and with the members of the bppo- 
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■ition. One example waa just now mentioned 
by my bon. friend, Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu. In 
the case of Haryana, when so many memor* 
anda have been submitted to the President 
for instituting an inquiry into the allegations 
against the Chief Minister, no attention has 
been paid to tliat, whereas in the case of 
Punjab when only one person submmitted a 
memorandum a commission of inquiry was 
instituted. In the case of Haryana, the mc> 
moranda were submitted by so many mem¬ 
bers of the local legislature and were backed 
by 121 Members of Parliament. Yet, nothing 
is being done with regard to it. I would not 
like to bring in the name of the Prime Minis- 
ster in this context. Because, the charges are 
so serious in themselves and so specihe against 
Shri Bansilal that they would bear scrutiny at 
the hands of any judicial-minded person. So, 
my humble submission would be that tlic 
Home Ministry should not come in the way 
of a commission of inquiry being instituted 
in the case of Haryana. 

Do you know, Sir, what the .Speaker of 
the Haryana Assembly had to say about the 
state of affairs in Haryana ? He said that it is 
generally said about the Arab countries that if 
you strike with a spade you would Bnd oil 
and in the case of Haryana if you strike with 
a spade you would find corruption. That it is 
not a comment made by us but by no less a 
person than the Speaker of the Haryana 
Assembly. So, I would like the Prime Minister 
to consider seriously whether it is not time to 
clear the minds of the people about the cloud 
under which the Haryana Chief Minister is 
functioning. 

Another instance also has been mentioned 
just now about corruption and fraud that we 
find in commercial transactions and the ad¬ 
ministration of the country. The Nagarwalla 
case has been mentioned by my hon. friend, 
Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu. There are many serious 
overtones and undertones about this case, but 
I would not like to mention them. Even on 
the face of it, the case is really such as to merit 
the designation of being the most serious 
fraud in this century. But a curtain is sought 
to be rung over the whole afiair now. It is 
said that Shri Nagarwalla is riead; earlier, 
Shri Malhotra .had been let off. So what ? 
Docs it mean that there is no doubt now in 
the public mind about the whole affair ? Is 
any statement not due, cither from the State 
Bank of India or from the Government, indi¬ 
cating how this happened, wiry this happened 


and what steps had been taken in that regard ? 
No statement has come cither from the State 
Bank of India or from the Government of 
India with regard to this. My humble sub¬ 
mission would, therefore, be that with a view to 
clearing the public mind about this, there must 
be a clear statement and if the Parliament of 
India is convinced that it does not requireany 
judicial determination, we shall say so. 

SHRI PILOQ MODY : It docs not 
require very much to convince the Parliament 
of India. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
But if there is a statement, let it come. 
Why do you close your mind to it ? I 
would not like to close my mind on this 
subject. However, this must be done and this 
question can no longer be evaded. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER ; I hope, you 
arc aware that you have got only 12 minutes. 

SHRI SHYAMANANDAN MISHRA ; 
Only 12 minutes. 

Now a few words about defection, which 
is another scourge ruining the political 
life of the country. You know that a 
committee had been appointed in pursuance 
of the decision of this House and the com¬ 
mittee had made certain recommendations. 
Many of the recommendations of this com¬ 
mittee are of a wishy-washy nature ; wc are 
not satisfied witli them. But even so there arc 
certain consensus-based recommendations 
which could^ have been put into effect. 
Nothing, however has been done so far. 
Our clear view in this matter is that this 
menace requires to be combated with all the 
ruthlcssncss that we can command, and so it 
must be banned outright. 

Now, the Government has a plea that 
there is no agreement ab<mt this so far as the 
political parties fre concerned. My submis¬ 
sion would be that the Government cannot 
shirk its responsibility about it and it must 
come forward with legislation banning de¬ 
fection. Let any parly, which does not agree 
with this, come out in Parliament and say so 
clearly that it docs not want defections to be 
banned. This phenomenon of defections 
has been engineered by the ruling p^rty. It 
has been financed by the ruling party. It has 
been made res|)ectable by the ruling party. I 
am reminded of what a Chief Minister said 
during the course of an article sometime 
back. Now, the Cliief Minister, quoting tlie 
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press report, said that the Prime Minister in 
the course of her tour sometime back in a 
Slate.. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnandgaon) : 
When you shifted from this side, how much 
money was paid to you ? . . {Interruption) 

SilRI SHYAM.\A.\DAN MISHRA : All 
right ; 1 have been paid and I have lK;comc 
as rich as you are. {Interruption) 

Tlic Chief Minister said that when a 
defector was introduced to the Prime Minister 
at tlie airport or somewhere, where he hap¬ 
pened to be, the Prime Minister said, “Why 
did you lake llte trouble of coining all the 
way here ? I would iiavc come to you.” 
This is the way in which a defector is honou¬ 
red and made rosjjectablc. {ItUerruption) It 
was in the State, of Mysore. 

I have another serious complaint to make 
and that is, that the institution of Governors is 
being brought down in tlie public estimation 
by the directions of this Government. Therefore, 
you find, during the course of the last elect¬ 
ions, some of the Governors functioned as 
Chief Election agents of ruling party. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Not at all. 

SHRI SHY.-VMNAND.VN MISHRA 
and the balance was sought to tilted in 
such a way that the tuling party had an 
advantage. So, instead of thanking the people 
for its magnihcctil victory, the ruling party 
should thank the Governors for the wondciful 
service they h;td rendered. You cannot ima¬ 
gine a Go\'ernor making important changes 
in the adminisira'ion during die period of 
interregnum. Rut the Governor of a State 
changed tlie I. G. of Police, suspended 
the D. I. G. and cliangcd the Advocate- 
General of the State when a popular Ministry 
was in sight only one month later. That raises 
the question of healthy prarticcs, conventions 
and iiropriety. Should not this Goternor be 
brought to book for this purposi- ? 

Recently, you saw how the Gowrnor of 
Mysore was admonished by the President of 
India and he had to make a public apology 
for the indiscreet remarks he had made. But 
for the indiscreet conduct of this kind, a 
Governor must also be admonished and taken 
to task. 

Lastly, my submission is that so far as the 
Centre Stale relations concerned, they 


require to be reviewed. We find that Chief 
Ministers are not being taken into con¬ 
fidence so far as national afiairs are con¬ 
cerned. Even the National Development 
Council has gone in dis-use and it has been 
reduced to the position of complete impotance. 

With regard to international afiairs, it was 
the practice during Prime Minister Neliru’s time 
that Chief Ministers were kept informed of the 
developments in international field through 
fortnightly letters. But ncalung of the kind 
is being done just now. Tlie Chief Ministers 
do not receive even the ordinary courtesy 
when they come to Delhi, whereas, when the 
Ministers of the Centre go to the states and, par¬ 
ticularly, the Prime Minister, they arc given 
elaliorate receptions. These are some of 
the things which must be taken into considera¬ 
tion in putting the whole relationship between 
the Centre and the States on an enduring 
basis. .\nd the basis must be of mutual respect, 
consultation, coordination and constant ex¬ 
change of views.

SHRIMATI T. LAKSHMlKANTHAM- 
MA (Khammam) : Shri Jyotirraoy Bosu while 
initiating the debate said that our Prime 
Minister is a dictator. I would like Shri Bosu 
to learn at the feet of the people about love 
of the people, what is the dilFcrcncc between 
lov'C of the people and dictaturslup. 

The massive mandate given by the people 
of the country in the 1972 Assejnbly elections 
shows what amount of confidence the people 
of this country have in our Prime Minister. 
For millions in this country, Shrimati Gandhi 
is not. a mere Prime Minuter, but is the 
symbol of their aspirations for political, econo¬ 
mic and social emancipation. In the words 
of Shaikh Mujibur Ra*»man, she is the leader 
of mankind. According ^o even some Ameri¬ 


can newspapers, she is the darling of 
humanity. 

The people have lost faith in the opposi¬ 
tion parties, for they cannot deliver the goods. 
The vote in Bengal is a vote against violence 
and against chaos, and in favour of peace and 
progress. All these allegaticms of Opposition 
parties about rigging the elections are only an 
excuse, a face-saving device. 

The people of Tclcngana have expressed 
full faith and confidence in our Prime Minis¬ 
ter that their interests are safe in her hands. 
During the recent elections, they have given a 
massive mandate to this effect and to tiie 
integrity of the State. The Teiengana Praja 
Samiti which spearheaded the movement for 
a separate State has merged with the Congress. 
The rival Praja Samiti which set up candi¬ 
dates in the elections could secure only 2 
scats out of 101 in the Teiengana area. The 
persistent effort of our beloved Prime Minister 
to bring about a settlement and her sympathy 
for the people of Teiengana region as well as 
her solicitude for the integrity of Andhra 
Pradesh bore fruit in Sept. 1971 with the 
change in the leadership in the State as well 
as the merger of the TPS with the Indian 
National Congress. Also certain measures, 
administrative and otherwise, regarding 'the 
services have been taken. 

Sir, today, whatever the prophets of 
pessimism and frustration may say, still, 
Teiengana is progressing dynamically towards 
development and in the removal of injustice 
done in the services. 

The other day, we rame to learn at the 
Consultative Committee that the progress is 
good as far as the redressal of the grievances 
of the services in the Teiengana region is 
concerned. One unfortunate thing was that the 
Mulki rule was struck down by the bench of five 
judges of the Andhra Pradesh High Court, 
and the High Court has given permission for 
the State Government to appeal to the 
Supreme Court. Our Prime Minister has 
always been sympathetic to tlie legitimate 
aspirations of the people of Teiengana in the 
matter of employment. Apart from the validity 
of the Mulki rules, in order to meet the 
legitimate aspirations of the people of 
Teiengana in regard to employment oppor¬ 
tunities, there should be avenues of appoint¬ 
ment and rotiunalisation for this region. The 
State Government has sent certain proposals 
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regarding employment opportunities for the 
people c£ Telengana and if is the Centre 
accepts them, it will improve the position. 

Certain measures have been taken by a 
presidential Order to give greater powers to 
the regional Committee. A separate plan for 
Telengana has been drafted, and a perspective 
plan for Telengana along with the resources 
inventory has also been drafted and published 
and circulated to the Members from our 
State. It is necessary diat the backward 
Telengana r(^on should receive adequate 
consideratitm in the future development 
programmes of the State. Greater weightage 
should be given in view of the backwardness 
of Telengana. The State Governments is also 
anxious to remove the disparities in the level 
of development between the various regions of 
the State. 

Out of the surpluses which we have dis> 
cussed for several months in this Parliament 
and which, I think, have accumulated up to 
Rs. 45 crores or so, provision should be made 
in the Plan so that an accelerated develop¬ 
ment of the region during the fourth Plan 
period will take place. 

Important development projects in Tcleng- 
ana are receiving special attention. The 
question of full utilisation of Tclcngana’s share 
of the Nagarjunasagar waters in accordance 
with the 1956 agreement, the early completion 
of the Pochampad project and the stepping 
up of the irrigation potential of Nizarasagar 
are also being taken up on a priority basis. 

Adequate and effective measures have 
been initiated at the instance of our Prime 
Minister in order to meet the legitimate 
aspirations of the people of Telengana. I am 
sure the Prime Minister will review the 
situation from time to time so that the people 
of Telengana will have full faith that they 
wiil progress quickly. 

Another thing is with regard to the man¬ 
power item in the budget, and that is, in our 
State, there is a great danger of retrenchment 
of engineers and other people in the services. 
In our own State, recently, because of the 
drastic cut in the Plan in respect of Nagar¬ 
junasagar, there is a danger of retrenchment. 
Already, there are about 590 junior engineers, 
148 assistant engineers, 37 executive engineers 
and three superintending engineers, besides 
1,044 peons and many other Class IV em¬ 
ployees—nearly 2,000 of them—^are going to 


be retrenched. I request the Minuter of 
State in the Ministry of Home Affairs to visit 
Nagarjunasagar and case the situation there. 

Some people have been joking about the 
Chambal valley dacoits who have surrendered. 
{Interruption). I hope Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu is 
not one among them. Any how, the change 
of heart will be most welcome. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : What is that 
joke about. Sir ? 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : It is between 
them. {Interruption). 

SHRIMATI T. LAKSHMIKANTHAM- 
MA : The joke is about the change of heart. 
The power of love does the magic of converting 
a dacoit into a man or even a sage. But this 
is not new in the history of this country. Even 
the author of Ramayana was a dacoit. Theie 
is also a story of Angulamala, the story of a 
dacoit who used to cut the fingers of people 
and wear them round his neck and when 
Buddha visited him be changed into a great 
sage. I think there is something essentially 
good in every body, including people opposite. 
It is ultimately the circumstances and social 
conditions that make demon of a man. I 
congratulate Shri Jaiprakasliji for his efforts 
to make the dacoits of the Chambal valley 
surrender amidst slogans of Gandhi-ki-Jai, 
Vinobha Bhave ki Jai and then they embraced 
Jaiprakashji. It was not due to lack of courage 
that they surrendered. According to one of 
the dacoits : “we too are human beings and 
we thirst for peace.” 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; They were 
forced to become dacoits under the. pressure 
of the police. 

SHRIMATI T. LAKSHMIKANl’HAM- 
MA : Our ancient sages have said :

From darkness to light ; from death to 
eternity. There was change in the hearts of 
dacoits and tiic initiative to surrender came 
from them. This was the human and civilised 
way to treat them. The dacoity problem can 
be solved only by tackling the social, 
psychological and economic aspects of the 
problem. Both the Central and State leaders 
should view the problem in perspective. The 
Gavaskar enquiry committee which went into 
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[Shriinati T. Lakshmikanthannns] 
the problem pointed out that this problem 
was a survival from the feudal past and the 
right way to tackle it is by introducing socio' 
economic reforms. It also says that it is 
Government’s duty to rehabilitate these dacoits 
and provide them employment through crafts, 
industry and settling them on land and that 
protection should be given to their children 
and families. Mure funds should be allotted 
for the development of these backward ravine 
areas. Reclamation of the soil should be 
taken up in these valleys in U. P., Rajasthan 
and M.P. in the Chambal, Uetwa and Jamuna 
ravines. I think this may also provide a 
solution for the employment problem. This 
can be done by improving land management, 
soil conservation, afforestation, plantations, 
etc. 

I should like to refer to the suicides and 
murders. Recently a very unfortunate incident 
happened in Osmania University campus 
where George Reddy a very brilliant boy was 
murdered. They say that it was under the 
instigation of the RSS and with the connivance 
of an ex-ML.\. Any how it was doni* right 
under the nose of the police and the night 
policeman on duty had been suspended. Care 
should be taken to see that these things do 
not recur. 

It is reported that in Saurashtra and 
Bengal the number of suicides among women 
is increasing day by day because the men 
insist that brides bring large dowries or huge 
property from their parents. 

SHRI ATAL BEHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior) : That is also because of the RSS? 

SHRIMATI T. LAKSHMIKANTHAM- 
MA : That is because you are against equal 
property rights to women. If women are 
given equal property rights, they will not 
become such victims. The Jan Sangh has 
always been opposing the Hindu Code Bill 
which has given only meagre property rights 
to women. I have seen that during the 
elections women voted in larger numbers 
than men. The men's vote was divided, but 
the women’s voted solidly in favour of us. So, it 
is our duty to give them equal property rights. 
They deserve it and it is their right. It is the 
abuses and insults that women get at the 
hands of their husbands or in-laws for others, 
and in polities at the hands of rivals, that 
make them commit suicide, but they should 
not be so sensitive. 1 tey should, by their 


strength of will make those who abuse them 
commit suicide. 

One word about the services. The Ad¬ 
ministrative Reforms Commission has recom¬ 
mended the raising of the age limit from 24 
to 26 for recruitment to Government services. 
The Commission has also been saying that the 
standard of even first class graduates appear¬ 
ing for these examinations has been deteriora¬ 
ting. 1 have received a representation in 
which they say that fur one year the maxi¬ 
mum age limit for the engineers and other 
technicians should be 35, as tliey take some 
time after research and graduation to study a 
special subject, and later it may be reduced 
to 24. There is a precedent for this, as this 
was done in the case of recruitment to the 
Indian Economic Service.

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA (Eltiru): 
First of all I want to congratulate our Prime 
Minister for having introduced the scheme fur 
pension for freedom fighters, at least after 25 
years. Under the leadership of Mahatma 
Gandhi, we got independence and under the 
leadership of our present Prime Minister who 
has stabilised our independence, freedom 
iighter-s will get honorarium according to 
their Present levels, lire other day, in the 
Rajya Sabha, they said that MPs were en¬ 
joying some facilities and, therefore, they 
might not be considered for this. But, Sir, 
the membership of Parliament is not a per¬ 
manent thing. After their retirement, MPs 
do not get any pension. People like myself 
are entirely dependent on land income. The 
extra income tliat we get as MJ^ u not a 
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permanent thing. I would, therefore, suggest 
that Members of Parliament who are freedom 
fighters also, may be honoured with pension 
after their term in Parliament is over. Sir, 
the progressive policies of the Congress Party 
could be fully implemented only if the State 
Governments co-operated with the Govern¬ 
ment of India. That is why the Prime 
Minister gave the call to the people during 
the recent elections, ‘ If you have got con¬ 
fidence in me and my policies, then vote for 
tlie Congress.’ Sir, in almost all the States, 
the majority of the people, why majority, 
nearly 90% of the people as my sister, Smt. 
Lakshraikantamma, said 100% of the women 
and 60-70% of the men voted for the Cong¬ 
ress. Particularly, 90% of the working class 
voted for the Congress believing in the pro¬ 
gramme of the Congress and placing com¬ 
plete faith in our Prime « Minister. After 
coming into power and particularly after the 
1971 elections, our Prime Minister has been 
trying to implement the schemes that were 
promised during the Parliament elections. 
Before the 19G7 Elections, we the members of 
Parliament, appeared in the public only in 
the shadow of the MLAs. Now, we are not 
any longer concerned with the MLAs. But, 
after titc recent Assembly elections and seeing 
the direction given by our Prime Minister to 
this Country, they have gained complete faith 
in the programme of the Congress Party and 
now they represent to the MPs and they fer¬ 
vently hope that very soon their age-old 
poverty will be wiped out.

I appeal to 
them to take advantage of the strong position 
of the Party and push through various pro¬ 
gressive measures. 

Some friends said that some Haryana 
Minister is corrupt but no inquiry is being 
held. All these charges should be thorough¬ 
ly inquired into. There should nut be any 
fear. Leave it lo the CBI. Let tlwm in¬ 
quire into it and report. No Minister, no 
Chief Minister and no public men should be 
afraid of facing an inquiry by *he CBI. 

Coming to- my a State of .Andhra Pradesh, 
Shrimati I.akshmikanthamma said about the 
man-power. Recently, the Government of 
India have introduced a Bill, and which has 
been passed by the Parliament, to exploit the 
man-power position in the country. A lot of 


naan-power is going to waste, particularly, in 
the agricultural sector, The agricultural 
labour, nearly 50% of our cultivators, has no 
employment for neju-ly 150 days out of 365 
days in a year. At least this idle man-power 
should be exploited and utilised by the many 
industrial units that arc coming up. 

I want to bring to the notice of our hon. 
friends one thing. There arc sonic people 
who live only on robbery and theft. When I 
was in the Rajya Sabha in 1952, if I remem¬ 
ber right, our late Prime Minister .fawaliarlal 
Nehru, once said that if only one black- 
marketeer was hanged, the blark-marketing 
could be rooted out. But what do we fiml 
now? The black-raarketcers are flourishing 
everywhere. They are finding ways to cir¬ 
cumvent the laws. That is why I want to 
bring to the notice of the House one thing. 
Now, in Delhi they liave introduced land 
legislation, same is the case in many 
States also. I only read a few days ago an 
advertisement in a Delhi paper that an ad¬ 
vertiser wants to dispose of 150 acres of his 
land near Delhi. What is the use of raising 
.slogans about land legislation ? Strictly im¬ 
plement the land legislation. There is no 
botheration. There is no hitch. People who 
have to give up surplus land they will get 
compensation. That is why they are not so 
much bothered. Not all, but some of them— 
their Ixitheration is only to exploit the Gov¬ 
ernment in the name of trusts and in the 
name of schools. Even though Government 
has several eyes, since it Is not an individual, 
it does not see all these things. Govern¬ 
ment do('s not know how it is being cheated 
by them. It docs not know how the funds 
are being utilised in the name of those trusts 
and schools. I will quote one instance. I 
want this to be brought to the notice of the 
Government. Thcic is the Bapirasu Dharma 
Samastha in my district. West Godavari, in 
my constituency. They were given 500 acres 
of land, niis was Gtwernment land, formerly 
being cultivated by the backward people, 
the vaddies. This institution got Rs. .5 lakhs 
loan from the Slate Bank of India. They 
are not able lo collect this amount for the 
past two or three years. Do you know what 
happened in my ease? When I applied for 
a loan from the Indian Overseas Bank, they 
refused to sanction because I have no other 
income. They said, even my land cannot be 
sold by me after this land ceiling. Previously 
I was getting a loan of Rs. 15,000 from the 
same bank because I was an insurance man 
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[Shri K. Suryanarayana] 
getting Ri. 1,500 to Rs. 2,000 per month. I 
have got a cutting from the report here as 
to how they give these loans. Here the trust 
was given Rs. 5 lakhs as crop loan. This is 
how they cheated the Government. What is 
it that they said at the time of nationalisa* 
tion of Banks? At the time of nationalisa¬ 
tion they said: “ The Banks are in the in¬ 
terest of the small farmers.’* In I'adapalli 
gudam, the State Bank of India gave Rs. 5 
lakhs to this institution on this Government 
leased land. I now want to directly bring 
this to the notice of the GBI for enquiry. 
This was not given according to the rules. 
TItc rules state as follows: 

Short-term credit, pojttilarly known 
as crop loan, is available for the p^lrcha^c 
of things like seeds, fertilisers and pestici¬ 
des and to meet the cost of other agri- 
ridtural operations. These loans arc 
generally given against liypothccalion of 
standing crops with one or two sureties 
if and where considered necessary... . 

MR. DEPUTY-SPKAKER : 'I'hat is a 
separate subject. H<»w does it arise? 

SHRI K. SURYAIS'.\R/\YANA: It is 
going on in the name of nationalisation. 
They arc cheating the GovernTnent. 1 am 
not worried about Mr. Jyotirinoy’s party. 
People have thrown his party out. Hut I am 
worried about my party because we have 
given promise to the people. The Prime 
Minister has given promist* to the people 
about the schemes which are going to he 
implemented. [Intenuption). I am reading 
from this small painphh 1. There is only one 
line more. It says: 

If the amount is large, additional 
security, like mortgage of land, may also 
be required. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: What is the 
use of saying all these? That is a different 
subject. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA : lam 
telling this bccattse they arc exploiting the 
Government and cheating the Government 
with political advantage. Tlte people round¬ 
about that area were arrested on the basis of 
a false report of the Chairman of the Trust 
which was provtd false in the cotirt. This 
land was given only for cultivation but when 
people are going for fishing, they are being 
harassed by this trust. -.[Interruption) I do not 


want to name the people of the dharma 
samastha. Let the hon. Prime Minister have 
an inquiry made into this matter. Even if the 
Tatas or Shri Piloo Mody’s firm starts an edu¬ 
cational institution they cannot get so much 
amount. They have got their own trust, created 
with the profits of their business. But here is a 
trust which is running about 60 to 70 schools, 
and without any other property and any 
other income, and they arc getting Rs. 1.25 
lakhs per month by way of grants. Without 
any other income, they are getting this sum 
by way of giants. The grant is alsp not being 
properly utilised. 

They arc getting the entire salary for the 
staff for twelve months, and they take the 
thumbimpressions or signatures of the peons, 
teachers etc. but they pay the only nine 
months’ salary and they enjoy the three 
months’ salary ail by themselves. I have got 
with me here all the records. One judgment 
is also here with me. I would like to point 
out from the judgment just one instance. 
The president of this institution has been 
given 500 acres of land ; in the name of the 
institution, they have taken Us. 5 lakhs as 
loan against crop. This money has not l>een 
returned. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Now, the 
hon. Member should conclude. 

SHRI K. SURY.ANARAYANA : Lastly, 
I would just like to mention only one instance. 
Nearly 200 people have been arrested, and 44 
peojile have been committed to the sessions. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Where ? 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA : In my 
district of West Godavari, in my constituency. 
This is all within my knowledge. I have got 
with me here all the evidence. Only yester¬ 
day I had received a report also about this. 
They have written also to the Prime Minister. 
Now, the police have gone there, and they 
have told the people there ‘If you arc going 
to report like this to the Prime Minister, do 
you know what your fate will be ?’. Last 
time also, they had arrested 44 people. They 
were dragged to the court. In the open 
court the Chairman, now a Minister, said 
that he had taken this land only for cultivation. 
But he leased it for fishing. Then, it was 
said in the court, that they had no right of 
fishing, but they were catching fish. Even 
robbers and dacoits have got some heart, but 
not the exploiters of these poor people. Tak- 
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ing advantage of the Government there, 
these exploiters are ocploiting the poor pe<^le. 

I would humbly request the CBI and the 
Home Ministry to inquire into all these things. 

I am saying all these things because I have 
full knowledge of these things. If these things 
are not true, then I am prepared to go even 
out of Parliament to save the prestige of my 
party among the public, and to save these 
poor people from exploitation. 

I have got here with me all the records 
and all the documents. These poor people 
have no amenities like schools. They are 
living just on one summer crop namely the 
rabi crop only, and they have no other croj[». 

In conclusion, I would like to congratulate 
the CBI. Their reports arc all with us, and 
they are worthy of praise. If there is one De¬ 
partment of tlie Government of India which is not 
being influenced by anybody, then I would say 
that it is the CBI. I would, therefore, request 
that this matter relating to the Dharmasa- 
mstha may be placed before the CBI. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPE^VKER : Now. the 
hon. Member should conclude. 

SHRl K. SURYANARYANA : I am 
taking the time from the time allotted to my 
party. So, kindly give me some more time, at 
least two or three minutes more. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: He cannot 
take the whole time of his Party, because 
there is a long list of Members from his party 
waiting to speak. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA : In 
conclusion. Sir I would just mention one 
more thing. On several occasions, Government 
had announced that the State Bank and other 
banka had been nationalised only for the sake 
of the poor people. But here is a bogus 
institution which has got money from the 
bank. 1 have brought this matter to the 
notice of the State Bank, the Home Minister 
and the Prime Minister, and I hope that 
some results would flow from this. 

16 hrs. 

In the end, I would just like to clear one 
small point. That will show that we should not 
be afraid of any inquiry. I would like to tell 
my hon. friends in the other parties that we 
are not afraid of any inquiry. In the last 
Parliament, somebody had raised a point 
about the profit made out aX illegal transport 
charges, or what was called the fertiliser 


bungle in Andhra Pradesh. Here is the CBI 
report on this matter from which I wouM 
like to quote : 

“It was alleged that a number of 
district cooperative societies and firms 
dealing with fertilizers in a State drew 
large amounts of Government money by 
tendering false bills of transportation of 
fertilizer stocks from the port of delivery 
to diflferent destination points in the 

State. It was also further alleged that a 
number of officers of the Agricultural 
Department of the State had colluded 
with the firms in these false claims. 

“A preliminary charge-sheet has been 
laid in court against four officials of the 
Agricultural Department and 21 private 

persons for offences of conspiracy, forgery, 
cheating and criminal misconduct. A 

former agricultural Minister of the State 
has been mentioned in the charge-sheet as 
a co-accused who could not, however, be 
prosecuted for want of adequate evidence.” 

Thus it is clear that nobody need be afraid 
of a CBI inquiry.

SHRIMATI SHEILA KAUL (Lucknow): 
While discussing the Demands for Grants of 
the Home Ministry, the need to improve the 
efficiency of the police can hardly be emplia* 
sized. My colleague Mrs. Subhadra Joshi 
also stressed this point. To the man in the 
street the fruits of freedom, democracy and 
socialism cannot reach without radical ri> 
forms in the police adtninistration. No snst- 
•'oned rlTorl has been made to bring about 
any worthwhile improvement in the police 
working. The present jjolice system of adtni¬ 
nistration is a legacy of British imperialism 
to keep up thi ir colonial regime. Tlic system 
of police administration for their own country 
was totally different from what they had for 
India. Their Bobby, the policeman, is a 
guide and a friend of the public, But the 
Indian policeman had to be oppressive and 
and coersive. Obviously a system of policing 
designed to meet the requirements of a foreign 
fJovernment cannot be CKpected to deliver 
the goods in a free and democratic society. 
Hopes were raised that the All India Police 
('•ommisston would lie going into the problems 
facing the police force, but when the All 
India Police Committee was formed, its terms 
of reference were greatly curtailed, limiting 
its scope only to the subject of training of 
Policemen. The training of Policemen can¬ 
not change the ailments that exist. The very 
ncrspcctive has to be changed. Police cannot 


function in isolation. The out-dated hundred 
year-old system of police management must 
be got rid off for a new system. 

Under the present system, a police officer, 
whatever his seniority, experience and length 
of service, has to take orders from a magis¬ 
trate, even if the latter is comparatively junior 
and inexperienced. For instance, in the not¬ 
orious incident at Indraprastba in .September, 
1968, an S. P. of 31 years * service was 
taking orders from an I. A. S. officer of 
four years’ service. No wonder the A. D. M. 
who had seen such a situation perhaps for the 
first time, could not assess the gravity of the 
situation. When it came to taking responsi¬ 
bility, the S. P. was suspended, the .\. D. M. 
was transferred and the D. M. was promoted. 

There is no justification for saddling the 
police with the responsibility of maintaining 
law and order and vesting the authority for 
the purpose in the District Magistrate. Un¬ 
less the decision-making capacity of .senior 
police officers was considerably increased, 
there was little hope of improving the overall 
efficiency of the police force. 

In the wake of the development work in 
country, the District Magistrate has very 
little time and energy for the problems of 
law and order. Today he is more of a coor¬ 
dinating agency. .\ study made in Kerala 
some years back revealed that the D. M. 
had to spend 7 per cent of his official duties 
in granting cement quotas in his district and 
2 per rent of his time in looking after law 
and order. It seems relevant that the existing 
District Magistrate system of district admini¬ 
stration especially in urban areas rcquirj's to 
be set aside and a Police Gominission for Law 
and Order replace them. Tlic District and 
Sessions Judge could still look after tlie ad¬ 
ministration of the courts. 

f/ist year F had enquired from the House 
about the implementation of the Delhi Police 
C'lommission’s recommendations. The Com¬ 
mission had recommended some basic struc¬ 
tural changes, a switch-over to the Commi¬ 
ssioner of Police .System. .Vs this system has 
proved efficient in cities like Calcutta, Bom¬ 
bay, Madras, Bangalore, Nagpur and Poona, 
it seems strange that Delhi should be deprived 
of the benefits of the Commissioner of Police 
system. Delhi is a growing city and the pre¬ 
sent diarchical system of administration dues 
not do justice to the needs of the growing 
capital. While the Commissioner of Police 
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system is good enough for Calcutta and Bom¬ 
bay, for cities big and small, Delhi still con¬ 
tinues to suffer from a diarchical system of 
police administration. Why not the police 
take the responsibility for an act done, may be 
good or bad ? Delhi must also be in the 
line along with the big cities in its working 
of the police system. Why are the civil admi¬ 
nistration stilt wanting to cling to the res¬ 
ponsibilities which are not legitimately theirs ? 
They have enough work of their own to do. 

There is need to take a fresh outlook at 
the long list of police duties. To a policeman, 
a weekly holiday is denied. It is expected 
that for a salary of Rs. 75. he should give 
efficient and honest eight-hour standing duty 
both in sun and rain. Then, he has to be 
alert facing offensive situations which may 
arise any day any time. While the postman 
and the jawan are considered as one of us, 
the policeman on account of the pre-indepen¬ 
dent e psychology against him is an alien in 
his own community. Where as in the text¬ 
books the children arc made familiar with 
the pictures of farmers, postmen and jawans, 
no mention is made of the policeman when 
he is as much the son of Mother India as 
anybody else. It is here where the right 
approach has to be made. UnfortunateJy, the 
efficiency of a policeman is judged by the 
number of challans he brings to the office, 
thus making him obnoxious in the eyes of the 
public. It is essential that for proper medico¬ 
legal post mortem examination, forensic facilities 
should be provided, which is lacking in most 
of the Indian States. Selected medical colleges 
have been given this task which is not entirely 
on scientific lines. Progress made in that 
respect has been very slow because of reluct¬ 
ance of States to allot appreciable amount of 
funds. 

'Fhis House nas a direct re.sponsibiliiy to 
look after the police interests of the Union 
territories. It is noticed that except the Delhi 
police, smaller police forces of other Union 
teirituries like Andaman Islands liavc not 
been discussed on the floor. The working 
conditions of the police force, especially in the. 
remotest parts of the country, are not at all 
attiacting the atti ntion of the House as corn- 
pan d to what is occurring in offices or other 
depart rnents or cadres. There is no incentive 
and no special pav offered to tfic police perso- 
luiel. Working condi ‘ons of the police per¬ 


sonnel have to be improved. It is hoped 
that whatever I have said will draw the 
attention of the hon. Minister to this aspect 
and something will be done in that respect. 
With these words, I support the Demands 
for Grants relating to thb Ministry. 

•SHRIC..T. DHANDAPANI (Dhara- 
puram) : Mr. Chairman, Sir, as it was felt 
that the Administration had not been func¬ 
tioning effectively and energetically, the Admi¬ 
nistrative Reforms Commiraion was constituted 
to suggest methods for improving the Admi¬ 
nistration. This Commission in its various 
Reports had made 578 recommendations. It 
is stated in the Annual Report of the Home 
Ministry that decisions on 271 recommenda¬ 
tions have been taken. A decision may mean 
either acceptance or rejection. I would like 
to know the nature of decisions taken on these 
271 recommendations—how many recommen¬ 
dations have been accepted and how many 
have been rejected. 

I find that under different heads of Dem¬ 
ands for Grants of Home Ministry a total 
sum of Rs. 9,10,50,000 has been incurred on 
travelling allowances. It should naturally 
mean that the officials of »hc Minbtry have 
discharged their onerous duties efficiently. 
But, you will agree with me. Sir, that there is 
no perceptible improvement in efficiency in 
proper proportion to this heavy expenditure 
on travel. 

Sir, the hon. friends who preceded me 
referred to the fact that the scheduled castes 
have not been able to get adequate represen¬ 
tation in Class I and Class II Services and 
the percentage of representation is very low. 
I may be permitted to say that even in the 
Council of Ministers in the Centre the sched¬ 
uled castes have not been represented adequ¬ 
ately. Though it is an issue of the Ruling 
Party, I may point out that out of 14 Central 
Cabinet Ministers, there is only one Minister 
belonging to the scheduled caste. In 118 
covmtrics of the world we have our Ambassa¬ 
dors and it is really regrettable that not even 
in one country we have an Ambassador be¬ 
longing to the scheduled caste. In the case of 
Governors of States, not even one Governor 
comes from the scheduled caste. How can 
we accept the contention that the Central 
Government arc working earnestly for the 
welfare of scheduled castes ? 


♦The original speech was delivered in Tamil. 
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For the current year, a sum of Rs. 7 
has been provided for the modernisa- 
tion of State PoUce Forces. Last year only 
onecrorewas allocated for this purpose. I 
would like to know how this provision of Rs. 

7 crores « going to be utilised. So far as 
Tamil Nadu is concerned, in many Police 
Stations there is no telephone and the police 
personnel have no transport facilities at all. 
They also do not have adequate housing acco¬ 
mmodation. If we raise the issue, it may 
immediately be countered that the State Oov- 
emments have to look into these questions. I 
would like to point out here that on account 
of certain policies adopted by the Central 
Govenment and also due to faulty, wrong and 
delayed implementation of such policies, very 
often the State Governments are to face diffi¬ 
cult law and order situations as a result of 
agiutions. The State Governments have to 
spend a lot of money in discharging the res¬ 
ponsibility of controlling the situation and 
bringing about normalcy. For example, we 
were requesting the Centre to take over the 
closed textile mills in Coimbatore. As the 
Centre delayed its decision, it resulted in lab¬ 
our agitations. The Tamil Nadu Government 
had to spend quite a lot of money in giving 
protection to life and property during this 
agitation. I would appeal to the hon. Home 
Minister that a share of such additional ex¬ 
penditure should be borne by the Govern¬ 
ment of India. 

The Tamil Nadu Criminal Investigation 
Department has shown a record of successful 
performance and it has completed 73% of the 
cases undertaken. It is in the fitness of things 
that the Centre should give special assistance 
liberally to the Stale Criminal Investigation 
Departments which have beim working effi¬ 
ciently. 

The Members Ijclonging to the Ruling 
Party often speak about the law and order 
situation in the country. Botl. the Centre and 
the Slate Governments have got equal respon¬ 
sibility in maintaining law and ordcj in the 
country. RighUy or wrongly, the two Central 
Minbters hailing from Tamil Nadu, whenever 
they happen to visit Tamil Nadu, repeatedly 
complain that the law and order situation in 
TamU Nadu has deteriorated. Similaiiy, when 
there were violent agitations in West Bengal, 
the reason attributed was that the Leftist 
Communist Party was ruling the State and 
hence there was no law and order in that 
State. During the recent elections to the State 


Assemblies, large contingents of Central Re¬ 
serve Police and Army as also a team of high 
officials from the Centre were there in West 
Bengal. It was widely reported that various 
methods of suppression were adopted. No 
doubt the Ruling Party was able to get a 
massive majority there. But the whole world 
has commented upon the manner in which 
the elections were held in West Bengal. It 
might be said that the Communists committed 
murders earlier. But one murder can not be 
avenged by another murder. It is said that 
during the elections the Ruling Party and the 
Police Officers in collusion with rowdies com- 
mitti'd murders of Leftist Communist Party 
workers. For deteriorating law and order 
situation the Leftist Communists used to be 
blamed. What is the position now after the 
assumption of office by the Ruling Party ? 
According to Thf ‘Hindu’ Editorial of April 
19, 1972, chaotic situation prevails in West 
Bengal, I quote from this Editorial : 

“The Youth of West Bengal and the 
students in particular are on the rampage 
ag^n. While their turbulence in the past 
used to be blamed, though with good rause, 
on marxist activities, the picture is quite 
different now. It is the Yitvak Congress 
and the Chhatra Parishad, the student 
wing of the Congress, that are in the fray, 
doing those very things to end which the 
people have voted the Congress Party so 
massively to power. The Militant youth 
groups might have been indispensable for 
the Clongress to fight marxist violence and 
intimidation before and during the elec¬ 
tions, just as the Miikti Bahiiii was needed 
by Bangla Desh in its fight against Pakis¬ 
tani oppression. But it looks as if Slicikh 
.Mujib has been able to shew his guerillas 
their proper place once normalcy had been 
restored with greater speed ami suceess 
than the Congress has been able to achi¬ 
eve as yet in curbing its youthful election 
allies. Their have been reports of raids 
by these West Bengal ‘Yuvaks’ on factories 
to throw out the marxists from trade 
unions. The town ofKrishnagar had to 
be placed under curfew foi- 18 hours on 
Monday, following fatal clashes among 
rival groups of Youth (Jongn-ss suppor¬ 
ters.” 

It continues : — 

“The obnoxious ‘gherao’ which one 
thought had been eliminated in West Ben¬ 
gal with the fall of the marxists, was used 
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again by the very students owing allegi¬ 
ance to the Congress-blessed Chhatra Pari- 
shad to coerce the Vice-Chancellor to 
yield to their demand.” 

It continues further :— 

*'Jt is perhaps necessary for the Prime 
Minuter who thanked the youth of Bengal 
openly for its militant help in winning the 
elections to appeal now to its good sense 
to shoulder the responsibility for restoring 
order, decency and discipline in the 
State,” 

'I'his is what a responsible paper like ‘Tlie 
Hindu’ says. The Congress people arc doing 
the same thing done by the Leftist Communist 
Parly. If you want to oust a Government, 
you ran do many things. But you should not 
oust a Government creating a chaotic situation 
or by adopting autocratic methods against the 
interest.s of democracy. [ would like to stress 
that democratic methods should be followed 
for ousting any Government from power. I 
will give another example. When a D.M.K. 
candidate contested election in a constituency 
called Nagari in Andhra Pradesh, the former 
I'ransixirt Minister of Andhra Pradesh stood 
against him. In this constituency, the Harijans 
were violently attacked and the people wlio 
went to vote for the D.M.K. candidate were 
beaten and physically prevented fiom exerci¬ 
sing their franchise. When we wanted to raise 
this i^suc here in the Lok .Sabha, our .Speaker 
refused to give his permission. 

Sir, the I3irectoratc of Enforcement at the 
Centre is being used for achieving narrow 
]>oIitiral ends. I'lic hon. Member who preceded 
me referred to the petition against the Chief 
Minister of Ilai yana and he also said that no 
action has been taken so far. It is not that 
the Chief Ministers of States and other Mini.s- 
ters in the States arc to be proceeded against 
hy this Directorate for alleged abuse of powei. 
The Central Ministers arc equally susceptible 
to sneh indulgence. Who is there to supervise 
them ? When we raised this issue, we were 
told tlial Lokpal and Lokayuktns Bill would 
he introduced in the House. This Bill has not 
yet been brought before this House. I would 
like to know the reasons for the inordinate 
delay in bringing forwaid this legislation. 

Apart from political implications, the Wan- 
choo Committee has reoorted that in 1968 the 
black money in the coititry was of the order 


of Rs. 7000 crorcs. During the period 1962- 
71 the Enforcement Directorate conducted 
about 1447 raids and in 1418 raids they could 
unearth a paltry sum of Rs. 6.99 crores, out 
of Rs. 7000 crores. This is not even 0.01%. 
When are we going to bring out the black 
money of Rs. 7000 crores ? 

The Central Vigilance Commission in its 
latest Report has said that even now the high 
officials are not free from corrupt practices. 
I quote from this Report : 

“The Central Vigilance Commission 
has to admit with regret that corruption 
continues to prevail fairly widely among 
public servants though its extent varies 
from one department to another.” 

What steps arc being taken by the Govern¬ 
ment to root out corruption from among 
highly placed public servents ? It is common 
knowledge that the retired I. C. S. Officers 
are appointed as Governors, Some of them 
after retirement arc made the Chairmen of 
public undertaking,s under the Central Govern¬ 
ment. It looks as though that the mistakes 
committed by them during their service arc 
not enough and tliey should be permitted to 
continue such mistakes even after retirement. 
I came across recently that a highly placed 
retired offiem- is to be appointed Chairman 
of a public undertaking. This system of appo¬ 
inting retired 1C.S Officers to public posts 
should be put an end to by the Government. 

Sir, the people from South find it very 
expensive to come to Delhi for getting justice 
in the Supreme Court. You can imagine how 
much a poor man from Trivandrum or from 
a corner of Tamil Nadu or Andhra Pradesli 
has to spend if he wants to seek justice from 
Supreme Court. He has to spend a lot of 
money and time, as he will not get justice 
quickly also. In India, the only case in which 
juflgnicnt was delivered within two hours of 
filing the case was that of Nagarwala. Nor¬ 
mally it takes years and years before a case is 
settled. Therefore, I would suggest that a 
Division Bench of the Supreme Court should 
be opened somewhere in the South. Similarly 
a proposal to have a Division Bench of the 
High C',ourt in Tamil Nadu cither at Coim¬ 
batore or at Madurai has been sent to the 
Government here. So far permission has not 
been accorded by the Central Government. 
I request that permission should be ^ven 
early by the Centre to have a division bench 
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of the High Court iit Tamil Nadu cither at 
Coimbatore or at Madurai. 

In the Annual Report there is reference 
to the Prevention of Insults to National 
Honour Act, 1971. nie scope of the law is 
restricted to overt acts of insults to and attacks 
on the National Flag and the Constitution by 
burning, trampling, defiling or mutilating etc. 
in public. National honour cannot be protec¬ 
ted by law. It should be instilled in the 
minds of the people by voluntary efforts. In 
cinema houses, 50% of the audience walks out 
when the National Anthem is played. They 
do not know the significance of playing the 
National Anthem. It should be made known 
to them. Similarly, when the Constitution 
does nut prove to be an instrument uf assis¬ 
tance to the people, they indulge in acts of 
burning or trampling. The Constitution has 
not been written by them. It has been framed 
by the earlier generation whom they do not 
know. If they cannot get justice through the 
Constitution, what else will they do ? When 
the required amendments are not made to the 
Constitution expeditiously, you will come 
act OSS such instances, displaying the annoyance 
of the people. We should make earnest ende¬ 
avours in instilling in the people the sense of 
nationalism and patriotism. 

Recently, in the Rajya Sabha, the Plann¬ 
ing Minister, Shri C. Subramaniam, stated 
that India is a miilti-lingual country and not 
a multi-racial country. Mr. Subramaniam is 
a good man with his ostrich attitude of life. 

1 wonder whether he has contacts even with 
his ministerial colleagues, leave apart the 
ruling party workers and the people near to 
him. It is really astonishing that just for re¬ 
taining hi'- ministership he should have dis¬ 
owned 1 umil race to which he himself belongs. 
Though many races are there in our country 
we have unity in diversity as we want to be 
a nation. There is understanding among the 
diffeicnt races in the country. Here, I would 
like to quote from the Book “Letters from a 
Father to his Daughter” in which Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru from his prison to his dau¬ 
ghter. Shrimati Indira Gandhi, our present 
prime minister writes about this : 

“The Oravidians were very advanced 
people and had their own languages and 
carried on a lot of business with other 
people. 

Some of the languages of the South 
India like Tamil, Telugu, Malayalam and 


Kannada abo do not belong to these 
groups. These four are of the Dravidian 
family and are very old.” 

“Let us see what happened in India 
first. We have already seen that in the 
very old times India, like Egypt, had a 
civilisation. There was trade, and ships 
carried Indian goods to Egypt and Messo- 
potomia and other countries. In those 
days the people who lived in India were 
called Dravidians. They are the people 
whose descendants live in South India now 
round about Madras.” 

I have referred to this because this letter 
has been written to our present Prime Minis¬ 
ter by her father. There arc many races in the 
country and they live in peace and amity in 
the interests of the nation. 

Though I would like to refer the pro¬ 
blems faced by my Government, on behalf of 
my party, the Dravida Munnetra Kazhogam, 

I would refer only to one or two issues as my 
time is up, Tlie members who preceded me 
belonging to Old Gongress and the Commu¬ 
nist Party referred to the autonomy of the 
States. But when we say this immediately we 
are reminded that we have no other thing 
except to repeat this quite often. For exam¬ 
ple, the financial administration of the 
country is entirely in tfie hands of the 
Central Government. The Gt-ntrc is in 
a position to distribute funds to whichever 
State it wants to favour. This question of 
abject dependence of the States on the Centre 
for finances should be examined in detail and 
remedial steps should be taken. 

I refer to this point because Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi is here. On the U. P. S. C. Report’s 
discussions last year, I made a mention about 
this. Now, the students from South are wri¬ 
ting the examinations conducted by the 
U. P. S. C.» in English. Rut now it is said 
that the students can wiite the U. P. S. C. 
examinations cither in Hindi or English. 
Leaving aside the political impact, I would 
like to point out that because of this, the non- 
Hindi speaking students are placed at 
a disadvantage, as the Hindi-speaking 
students can write the examinations in their 
mother-tongue Hindi. The non-Hindi speak¬ 
ing students cannot write them in their mother 
tongue. This casts an unequal burden on the 
non-Hindi speaking students. 

I would like to quote from the speech 
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delivered by the Prime Minister at Visakhap> 

patnam reported in The Hindu of 3. 2. 72 : 

'‘The importance of learning Hindi 
or Hindustani to foster the country’s 
unity was emphasised by the Prime Minis¬ 
ter at a public meeting. She pointed out 
that the Bangla Desh problem had demo¬ 
nstrated that religion could not be a basis 
for unity and stability. She said, “A 
common language was essential for the 
people to be able to speak with their 
fellow coimtrymen in any part of India. 
She urged the children to learn mother 
tongue and also Hindi or Hindustani so 
that there could be a feeling of oneness 
among the people.” 

I wotild like to remind the hon. Prime 
Minister that one of the basic reasons for the 
emergence of Bangla Desh was the question of 
language. 

I would conclude by saying that as long 
as India remains Hindi shall not be imposed 
on non-Hindi-speaking people. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Shri H. K. L. 
Bhagat. 

SHRIMATI V. JEY.\LAKSHMI (Siva- 
ka.si) : If the students of Tamil Nadu want 
to learn Hindi, will you allow them ? Why 
do you ban Hindi in High Schools and 
Colleges ? 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI : If they 
want, they can.

On 
the request of the Government of 
Himachal Pradesh, a Central team 
visited the State in November, 1971 to make 
an on-the-spot assessment of the situation 
caused by heay rains during the months 
June/July to September and to determine 
the requirement of funds for various relief, 
rehabilitation and repair measures. On the 
basis of the recommendations of the team, 
a ceilling of expenditure of Rs. 396.30 
lakhs was adopted for purposes of Central 
assistance and co.-nmunicated to the State 
Government.

SHRI K.R. GANESH: This ceiling of 
Rs.396,30 lakhs was fixed after an on-the 
spot enquiry conducted by the study team, 
and it was fixed in consultation with and in 
agreement with the State Gpvemment.

SHRI K.R. GANESH: Out of the 
expenditure that the State Government 
has already incurred only an expenditure 
under relief items amounting Rs. 13 lakhs 
out of the amount of Rs. 25 lakhs communi¬ 
cated by the State Government, was found 
eligible for central assistance; and out of 
this Rs. 13 lakhs, deducting Rs. 1 lakh 
which is already there in the budget of the 
State Government, they were entitled to 
Rs. 12 lakhs, and according to the criteria 
fixed for the Central assistance, Rs. 9 lakhs, 
that is, Rs.6 lakhs, as grant and Rs.3 lakhs 
as loan, have already been paid.

Production cut in Aero-Engine Plant at 

Sunabeda due to Power Shortage

SHRI MUHAMMED SHERIFF: 

Will the Minister of DEFENCE be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether the power crisis in Orissa 
is likely to result in a production-cut in the 
vital aero-engine plant at Sunabeda, Kora- 
put; and 

(b) if so, the steps taken by Gov^n- 
ment in this regard ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE (DEFE- 
NCE PRODUCTION) IN THE MINISTRY 
OF DEFENCE (SHRI VIDYA CHARAN 
SHUKLA): (a) It is learnt that as a result of 
reduction in water level in Machkund reser- 
vior in Orissa, there is likely to be a power 
shortage in certain regions of Orissa State. 
So far, no power cut has been imposed on 
HAL factory in Sunabeda. However, 
supply of water has been reduced from 22 
lakh gallons to about IS lakh gallons 
resulting in production bottlenecks. The 
production in this factory would be sm- 
ously affected if there is also a power cut. 

(b) The State Government have been 
requested to improve the water supply and 
to exempt the aero-engine factory from any 
power cut so as to ensure continuity of 
production in this vital Defence Indusuy. 
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SHRI B. K. DA^HOWDHURY; In 
view of the hon. Miner’s statement that 
there is likelihood of production cut if power 
is cot and that the State Govennment has 
already been requested to improve the posi* 
tion, I would like to know from the hon. 
Minister the position as it is. what is the 
total production from this factory, of aero 
engines referred to in the question, what is 
the present bottleneck to production ? He 
has mentioned : production J)ottleneck has 
been created. What is the present bottle¬ 
neck to production ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : I 
am sorry I cannot indicate the number of 
engines that would be produced for the 
MIG fighter aircraft. As regards the second 
part of his question regarding production 
bottleneck, they are not serious. Lack of 
water creates difficulties regarding steam and 
the availability of water for plant working. 
But we have made attempts, so far success¬ 
fully, not to let production go down on 
account of this. It is creating additional 
difficulties which we have taken up this 
matter with the Orissa Government so that 
these difficulties could be removed. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: I 
wanted to know from the hon. Minister 
specifically what were the production bottle¬ 
neck. Anyway, I want to know whether the 
Orissa Government and the Orissa State 
Electricity Board had assured the particular 
factory that in future power will not be cut 
for the production of aero engines. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: 
We have taken up this matter with the 
Orissa Government and the Orissa State 
Electricity Board about power cut. Though 
we have received no such assurance, we 
are hopeful that there would be no power- 
cut imposed in view of the vital nature of 
this factory. 

SHRI JaGANNATH RAO : The Mini¬ 
ster says that the Oiissa Government have 
been asked to augment the water supply. I 
wondM bow the State Government can do 
so, only the monsoons can do it in 
the resefvior. The only thing that the 
Orissa Government can do is this. They 
supply fifty per cent of power to the Andhra 
Government Supposing the supply of power 
' to Other Slate is stopped, this vital unit 
•ould be served. 


SHRI VIDYa CHARAN SHUKLA: Re 
is only indicating how the Andhra Govern, 
ment can meet our request. If they do not 
do that much of power generation and givi^ 
it for water supply, then water supply cao 
be restored, that is what be says. It is up to 
the Orissa Oovernmen, what they want to 
do. We have stressed upon them the need 
for giving us water supply which they have 
cut down. That is the efforts that we have 
been making.

Operational Efficiency of Indian Airlines 

•513. SHRI P. M. MEHTA ; 

SHRI P. tiANGADEB : 

Will the Minister of TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether operational efficiency of 
the Indian Airlines has been deteriorating 
in recent years ; and 

(b) if so, the reasons therefor and 
the steps being taken by Government to 
improve the same ? 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION : (DR. KARAN 

SINGH) : (a) and (b). The working of Indian 
Airlines has been adversely offected due to 
the continuing unsatisfactory labour situation 
in the Corporation. Soon after the lock-out 
of March 1971, the Government set up a 
Committee to examine the organisational 
and administrative structure of Indian Airl.nes 
and the relationship between the Manage¬ 
ment and its employees, and to make 
recommendations with particular reference 


to personnel policies and practices. This. 
Committee was headed by Shri N. P, Sen, 
who was subsequently appointed Chairtnan 
of the Corporation. Its report is under^ 
active' consideration of the Management,'^ 
and all efforts are being made to improve I 
the working of the airlines. ^ 

i 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : I would like to . 
know from the Minister whether it is a fact 
that except the seven newly acquired Boeing: 
and the seven Caravelles, all other planes 
in your fleet are losing money every time : 
they are air-borne and even Caravelles are ; 
not earning profits if it is a flight of more . 
than 900 km. If so what steps are being 
taken to make these flights economically ] 
viable’? 

DR. KARAN SINGH : The break-even 
factor varies from plane to plane. It is;; 
true that the jet planes are more profitable 
than the turbo-props because the turbo- 
props are the older design of planes and 
their break-even factor is, therefore, much 
higher. This is something we have to live, 
with because we have these planes and we 
cannot convert them all overnight into 
jets. However, steps are always being 
made to improve the operational efficiency 
by improving the load factors because if 
we get the full load factor, then the break¬ 
even adverse effect is less, 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA .• I would like 
to know from the Minister whether the 
Indian Airlines has suffered a heavy loss 
during the financial year ended 3ist March 
1970 and whether it is a fac that during 
the last financial year ended 31st March 
1972 the Airlines will suffer a loss of nearly 
Rs. 6 crores. If so. what are the reasons ? 
If $ 0 , is it due to the using of old types 
of aircraft? Or is it due to the slow progress 
of the tourist traffic ? Or is it due to the 
failure of the industrial relations department 
to maintain harmonious relations between 
the managemen t and the employees and the 
Airlines ? 

DR. KARAN SINGH : There are a 
number of faciors which are resfjonsible 
for the Airlines making an expected loss 
in 1971-72 of Rs. 5.20 crores. These 
factors include the Bangla Desh situat'on in 
which wc had to overfly Pakistan-occupied 
territory in Bangla Desh. At that time we 
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had to go right round. Then, vw had to 
cancel the flights to Kabul becausi we were 
overflying Pakistan territory. We have to 
pay a croie of rupees extra for hi-jacking 
insurance following the hi-jacking of our 
plane. The cost of fuel is steadily rising 
with each new levy on kerosene. Wage 
increases have been agreed to in regard to 
various categories. Some of the Planes 
are uneconomical and as you say rightly, 
they lead to a loss. As 1 also said in my 
reply, the labour management relations 
have not been as harmonious as they should 
be. All there are contributojy factors 
towards the loss. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB ; The I. A, 
Workers' affairs is worse than hijacking 
because it affects not only the passengers 
but the whole country. 1 would like to 
know about this. In view of the fact that 
the highly-paid operatives of the Indian 
Airlines are holding the Government and 
the country to ransom, may I know, (a) 
what steps have been taken to meet the 
' situation created by the go-slow threat and 
today by the strike notice; and (b) whether 
the Government is going to declare Airlines 
a» an essentia] service and to ban strikes 
and go-slow in order to raise the operational 
efficiency of the airlines ? 

DR. KARAN SINGH : Various steps 
are available under the industrial Disputes 
Act to settle the dispute; we hope that those 
steps will be adhered to. The strike notice 
that the hon Member referred to is a new 
development, an unhappy development. 
We had referred the matter to the Chief 
Labour Commissioner for conciliation and 
bilateral talks are progres.sing. This is 
regarding the strike notice. 

Regarding the go-slow. Sir, on the 17ih, 
18th and 19th, the position was very b-id. 
Yesterday there were fewer delays than 
before and I can only express the hope that 
the delays will disappear. 

As far as (he question of Esjential Ser¬ 
vices is concerned, as I understand it, the 
Essential Services (Maintenance) Ordinance 
is no longer in force, but whatever legal 
measures are necessary, the Government 
will certainly look into it but they would 
prefer that strikes .should not be banned and 
(hat all disputes should be settled in a nor¬ 
mal democratic manner. 
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SHRI A. P. SHARMA : Due to grow¬ 
ing inefficiency for various reasons which 
the Minister stated just now, we find that 
passengers are informed at the airport about 
the delay of the flights due to various engi¬ 
neering or technical or some other reasons. 
They have to stay there indefinitely. In 
case of the delay of the flight, would it be 
possible for the I AC to inform passengers 
in advance saying, for such and such reasons 
the flight is likely to be delayed ? Of course, 
sometimes they say that the technical diffi¬ 
culty developed all of a sudden. But other¬ 
wise, is it passible for the Indian Airlines to 
inform the passengers in advance in case 
of such delay so that they may not be 
inconvenienced ? 

DR. KARAN SINGH : It is not 
possible to give this information always 
because there are many reasons. The 
plane might be delayed while coming from 
another station. Ihere may be engineering 
snags or some technical defect and it would 
take some time for those things tp be sorted 
out. Now we have put up closed circuit 
television and once you get into the airport 
you arc informed as to when it will go. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : With 
regard to go-slow by the engineers, may I 
draw his attention to a statement which 
appeared in the Press on behalf of the 
Engineers Association that all points in 
dispute have been agreed to except one and 
that one relates to differentials in the pay 
scale which they are prepared to refer to 
arbitration, but the Government is not 
agreeable ? If Government is not agreeable 
to arbitration it shows up the Government 
in a very poor light. 

DR KARAN SINGH : There is no 
question of Government not agreeing and in 
fa;t Government has been keen that the 
matter should go before arbitration. I 
would like to take this op.nortunity to clar fy 
the issuj. I am sorry that any feeling is 
being crea'cd that the Government is trying 
to suppress any information from the House, 
which is the last thing that I have ever done 
or would like to do. A letter was written 
by the union and the management to my 
collegue, the Minister for Rehabilitation. 
They said that (key have “by and large" 
reached agreements on ‘ almost” all matters, 
but there is one item on which agreement 
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his not y«!ji 1^ reached and '*it is our hope 
tbit we be able to reach an agrewnent 
on this in the next few days.” The final 
settleinent will be in sight as soon as the 
last point is sorted out. I would wish that 
there is a settlement on this last point also. 
This was a move, and I said in my 
statement that both I and that Labour 
Minister were seized of the matter. So. 
the question of in any way suppressing in¬ 
formation does not arise. As regaids the 
point that the hon. Member had raised, on 
that last point no agreement has yet 
been reached; but if they reach an 
agreement to refer it to arbitration, we 
would welcome it. There has never 
been any reluctance on the part of 
the management to refer any issue to 
arbitration which is within the reasonable 
competence of the union, not an issue 
which is outside what should normally be 
discussed by the union. 

SHIR A.P. SHARMA: How can he 
refer the go slow tactics to arbitration 7 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU: During the 
last three months, how many flights took off 
not in time and how many were cancelled ? 

DR. KARAN SINGH. 1 do not have 
this information immediately available with 
me. 

SHRI JYOriRMOY BOSU; May 1 
make a submission with your permission ? 
This question relates to the operational 
efficiency of the Indian Airlines. Am I 
right. Sir ? 

MR. SPEAKER : The hon. Mem- 
her is always righ«. All of us are wrong bat 
he alone is right. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: It was 
HI that context that I had asked the 
question. How is it that the hon. 
Minister is trying to conceal the facts 
from the House ?

I would like to recall the discussion on 
the floor of the House yesterday during 
Question Hour when Shri R.K. Khadilkar 
had very clearly stated that an agreement 
had been arrived at on Monday, the 17th 
instant with the engineers. This was laid 
on the Table of the House, and he clearly 
stated that an agreement had been arrived 
at. But now the hon. Minister of Tourism 
and Civil Aviation has stated that no agree¬ 
ment has been arrived at. 1 do not know 
whose veto is going to work, the veto of 
the Minister of Labour or that of the Minis¬ 
ter of Tourism and Civil Aviation. But I 
would certainly like to know from you what 
wc Members should do when such state¬ 
ments are made. 


MR. SPEAKER: The Qestion Hour 
is going to be over. Does he want a reply 
to his question or not ? 


DR. KARAN SINGH: There is no 
question of any veto over it. I have said 
actually what the position is. The latter 
which was wriiten to Shri R.K. Khadilkar 
has been, 1 think, placed on the Table of 
the House yesterday according to your 
direction. U makes the position quite 
clear. It was this letter which Shri R.K. 
Khadilkar had referred to as an agreement. 
When 1 was making my statement, I did 
not, in my judgement, feel that that this was 
an agreement because the tetter itself says 
that we have got to discuss for another 
three or four days and then we shall coma 
to an agreement, and therefore, f cojid 
not have told the House that the ma.* ex 
had been settled. It is a simple affair. 
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MR. SPEAKER : Hib should tell Shri 
R. K. Khadilkar also that he should be 
very cautious about it. 


DR. KARAN SINOH : In fact, I my¬ 
self was surprised yesterday. 


PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE ; On 
the 17th instant, at ten o'clock, an agree¬ 
ment had been arrived at; you may call it 
even a partial agreement or a tentative 
agreement The draft of the letter is there 
with you, and if you read it, you will see 
that it is very clear that on a number of 
points they had already arrived at an agree¬ 
ment, and on some points wiiere there is 
disagreement, they say that let Government 
refer the matter to arbitration. My ques¬ 
tion is this. Would it not have been pos¬ 
sible for the hon. Minister to place even 
that limited agreement before the House 
so that the misunderstanding in the minds 
of certain Members that these aircraft 
engineers were indulging in anti-national 
activities might not have been there ? Permit 
me lo point out that in this very House it 
was said by some Members that these peo¬ 
ple were indulging in anti-national activities, 
and immendiately Shri Shashi Bhushan got 
up and said ‘Do not use the word’ anti- 
national', and then only that word was 
actually withdrawn Therefore, though 
unconsciously or unwittingly, is the hon. 
Minister not responsible ror creating such 
an impression in the minds of the MPS ? 


DR. KARAN SINGH : The discussions 
between the union and the management had 
been going on for many days.

The measures being adopted by the 
Government to check smuggling arc as 
follows : Systematic collection and follow¬ 
up of Information, keeping a watchful eye 
on the suspected smugglers, rummaging of 
suspected vessels or aircraft, and diecking 
of vulnerable sectors along the coast and 
the land frontiers. Additional launches 
and vehicles are being provided from time 
to time for effective interception, preven¬ 
tion etc. Some senior officers of the rank 
of Collectors of Customs, Additional collec¬ 
tors of Customs and Assistant Collectors of 
Customs have been posted in vulnerable 
areas to look after anti-smuggling work 
exclusively.

According to the study, 
an important cause for the flight of technical 
personnel was their low state of morale 
owing to rather meagre growth prospects of 
some of the enterprises. The other con¬ 
tributory causes were the environmental 
aspects, such as, absence of scientific man¬ 
power planning, inadequate management 
plans, ill-defined promotion policies, wrong 
placement, inadequate satisfaction, etc. The 
primary responsibility for tackling the 
problems would be that of the respective 
company managements to whom the results 
of the study have been communicated.

(3) The Corporation should have a 
minimum equity shareholding of 
26% and should be the single 
largest shareholder, thereby ensur¬ 
ing retention of financial and 
managerial control. The Corpora¬ 
tion will obtain prior approval of 
the Central Government to any 
proposal for associating privates 
parlies in the project. 

(4) No sole selling agents will be 
appointed and finished products 
would be distributed directly to 
consumers. 
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(5) The price to be charged by the 
undertaking for end-product must 
be settled to the satisfaction of the 
Government in the Ministry of 
Industrial Development in consul¬ 
tation with the Ministry of Petro¬ 
leum and Chemicals. 

Letters of intent issued to the three private 
sector units for expansion of their existing 
capacity contain the following conditions ;•

The Government 
of India have been urging the State to keep 
their financial position under constant 
review, to contain their plan and non-plan 
expenditure within the available resources 
and to avoid recourse to overdrafts. Dis¬ 
cussions have already been held with the 
States having overdrafts on the Reserve 
Bank. The concerned State Governments 
had in these discussions agreed to initiate 
suitable measures to reduce the overdrafts, 
including economies in non-plan expenditure 
and mobilisation of additional resources. 
The present overdrafts of States have resul¬ 
ted entirely from the fact that they have 
accepted expenditure commitments, both on 
plan and non-plan account, far in excess of 
available resources. 

It has been decided that States will not 
be permitted to regard overdrafts on the 
Reserve Bank of India as a kind of budge¬ 
tary resource. The State Plan outlays for 
the current year have been fixed on a fully 
financed basis. All future operations would, 
therefore,, have to be on a self-financing 
basis and a balance would have to be 
maintained between the flow of resources 
and expenditure. Under the procedure 
which h4s now been worked oat in consul¬ 
tation with the Planning Commission and 
the Reserve Bank, in case any State Govern¬ 
ment has an overdraft continuously for 
seven days, the Reserve Bank would autoi 


matically suspend payments which wilt be 
resumed only when the overdraft disappears.

Since nationalisation, nationalised banks 
do not generally invest in the shares ol 
companies, excepting in such bodies as are 
promoted by public sector organizations. 
Besides the investment made by them in the 
shares prior to nationalisation, nationalised 
banks hold shares generally as collateral 
security against cash credit limits for com¬ 
panies or for advances against pledge of 
shares 

(b) As holding of shares by banks char¬ 
ges from day to day, the amount of loans 
given to the companies whose shares are 
held by banks on a particular date is not 
readily available. The same will be callect- 
ed to the extent possible and laid on the 
Table of the House. Names of companies, 
however, cannot be divulged for reasons 
mentioned in (a) above.

There¬ 
after no communication has been received 
in that Ministry in the matter. 
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Information has also be^ revived from 
Government of Gujarat to %e effect that 
the plant of AtuI Drugs House for manu* 
facture of Formaldehyde is closed because 
it is uneconomic as stated orally by the 
party, but evidently because there is no 
licensed capacity, original capacity 
having been transfered to Vapi District 
Bulsar and that about eighty percent wor¬ 
kers took part in the ‘dharna*. The Assis¬ 
tant Labour Commissioner, Bhavnagar, 
intervened and ‘dharna' was discontinued 
ten days ago. President of Labour Union 
has reportedly submitted petition to Union 
Minister far Labour through Shri A. 
K. Gopalan to take over control of the 
plant. Plant cannot be restarted till capacity 
under I. (D & R) Act, 1951 is granted for 
which application has been submitted.

Industrial Develop¬ 
ment Bank of India, Industrial Finance 
Corporation of India and Agricultural 
Finance Corporation do not grant loans to 
the States. The first two institutions grant 
financial assistance to various industrial 
concerns, while the third institutions sanc¬ 
tions proposals for loans for agricultural 
development to farmers/other bodies in 
consortium with member commercial banks. 
During the last 3 financial years, the 
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Agricultural Finance Conjuration Limited 
approved a scheme wortlf, Rs. 8 crores to 
Gujarat Electricity Board lor energisation 
of irrigation wells. Utilization of these loans 
is watched by the Agricultural Finance Cor¬ 
poration and the batiks who advance loans. 
As on 30/9/1971 only a part of the loan 
viz. Rs. 180.31 lakhs has been disbursed 
and depending on further progress amounts 
will be released by the concerned banks 
from time to time. 

Life Insurance Corporation advances 
loans directly to States in two ways—(1) 
subscription to State Government loans and 
(2) loans to State Government for sped Sc 
housing schemes. In addition to this loans 
are also given to other statutory bodies/con¬ 
cerns for water supply, sewerage scheme, 
industrial estates, housing, generation and 
distribution of electricity etc. The amount 
of such loans sanctioned by the Life Insur¬ 
ance Corporation during the last three 
years is given in the statement attached. 

State Government loans are generally 
floated for development purposes. The 
utilisation in respect of other loans is 
watched by the State Governments who 
normally guarantee them. Where necessary. 
Life Insurance Corporation also satisfies 
itself by appropriate follow-up methods 
about the proper utilisation of loans given 
by it.

service, Jawans are entitled to family or 
single accommodation depending upon 
whether they are posted at a family statton 
or a non-family station and their entitle¬ 
ment and avilability. Arrangements also 
exist for giving Government accommodation 
at certain specific stations to separated 
families of jawans when the jawans are 
posted at non-family stations. 

Any specific requests from jawans while 
still in service for housing plots are recom¬ 
mended by their Commanding Officers to 
the Deputy Commissioner of the concerned 
district. 

Almost all the States have reserved 
certain percentages up to 15% in their hou¬ 
sing schemes, plots/houses, for allotment to 
jawans on payment either in lump sum or 
on hire purchase basis. 

Defence colonies have also been estab¬ 
lished at certain places, for example, Churu 
(Rajasthan), Hissar (Haryana) and Chandi¬ 
garh, where building sites are given only 
to Defence, personnel. 

After release the jawans are settled in 
land colonies in some of the States, where, 
apart from land for cultivation, land for 
homestead is also given; 

For the families of the casualties in the 
recent Indo-Pak conflict, the following 
facilities are available 

(i) Delhi Development Authority 
have reserved 150 plots in South 
Delhi for allotment to such 
families and dependents, on 
subsidized rates. They are also 
allotting constructed fiats to 
such category of people on 
subsidized rates under Low 
Income Group and Middle 
Income Group housing schemes. 

(ii) The States of U. P. and Bihar 
are planning housing projects in 
cantonment and other areas for 
sudi families. 

(ii) A plot of land has been a^uired 
at Jullundur for construction of 
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i accommodation for such families 
and disabled defence personnel. 

(b) Education courses up to the Army ^ 
Higher Secondary Certificate of Education 
standard are regularly run for Jawans 
under the normal scheme of Army Educa¬ 
tion. Facilities for higher eduction also 
exist. During theii leisure time Jawans can 
study for their B.A. examination. For 
this purpose, candidature of service per¬ 
sonnel [is Isponsored by the A. H. Q. 
through the Army Educational Corps 
Training College and Centre, Pachamrhi 
who are affiliated to the University of 
Saugar.

The loss of foreign exchange due to the 
various illegal transactions has been causing 
concern to the Government and several 
legislative, administrative and other measures 
have been adopted to deal with this problem 
effectively. The Foreign Exchange Regula¬ 
tion Act has been amended with effect from 
1st April, 1965 to incorporate a specific 
provision which makes it an offence for 
anyone in India to receive any amount for 
and on behalf of any one outside India 
through other than authorised channels. As 
a result the recipient of unauthorised 
foreign exchange in India has also been 
brought under the purview of the Act which 
was not the case earlier. Legislative amend¬ 
ments designed to curb over-itivoicing of 
imporu and under-invoicing of exports 
are presently under active consideration 
of the Government. It is also pro- 
prosed to provide for a more deterrent 
punishment than has been the case hitherto, 
to deal with the more serious violations of 
the Act. Some proposals for streng thening 
the Foreign Exchange Regulation Enforce¬ 
ment Directorate by augmenting its staff, 
are under active considwation af the 
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Govcrnmetit. Anti-smuggling elforts have 
also been intensified by reinforcing and 
re-deploying the Customs staff and improv¬ 
ing the methods and machinery for collec¬ 
tion of intelligence. An Economic Offences 
Wing has been added to the C.6.I. for 
investigating the complicated cases and as 
post of Director General of Revenue Inte¬ 
lligence and Inve.stigation has heen created 
with a view to achieving better coordination 
in investigation by different investigating 
and enforcement agencies dealing with ffscal 
offences. 

Apart from the measures mentioned 
above, steps have also been taken to libera¬ 
lise investment opportunities for Indians 
staying abroad. Operations on non-resident 
accounts have been made more liberal and 
a new category of accounts known as non¬ 
resident (External) accounts has been allo¬ 
wed and the outward remittance of money 
from such accounts is free from exchange 
control restrictions. Interest earned on 
deposits in such accounts is also exempt 
from tax. These positive measures should 
also help in reducing the outgo of foreign 
exchange through illegal means to a large 
extent.

Special accommodation (by way 
of loans) is intended only for those States 
which, in the assessment of the Plamting 
Commission had inescapable gaps in resour¬ 
ces during the Fourth Plan period. Despite 
the grant of special accommodation, how¬ 
ever, some of these States have run into 
overdrafts on the Reserve Bank. These 
overdrafts have resulted entirely from the 
fact that the concerned States have accepted 
expenditure commitments, both on plan and 


non-plan account, far in excess of the 
resources available to them, including the 
special accommodation loans.

These estimates 
were based on the assumptions that other 
capital receipts and outgoings on private 
account would match and the foreign ex¬ 
change reserves of the country would remain 
unchanged over the Fourth Plan period. 
These assumptions have not been borne by 
the facts available for the first two years of 
plan period and the Fourth Plan Mid-Term 
Appraisal Vol. I. now envisages a net out 
flow of Rs. 249 crores during the plan 
period. 


(b) to (d). According to quick esti¬ 
mates the gross inflow of foreign capital 
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duri^ (he year 1969*70, i,e. the first year 
of tlK plan period, was Rs. Ill crores. 
The net figures for the same period recor* 
ded an outflow of Rs. 7 crores. These 
figures are exclusive of investments in the 
form of retained earnings, as they do not 
represent any inflow from abroad. Simi¬ 
lar estimates for the later years are not yet 
available.

Provident Funds, Public Sector Under¬ 
takings and other institutions. Out of these 
collections, loans equivalent to two-thirds of 
the net small savings collections in a State 
are advanced to the Slate Governments by 
the Central Government. Besides, as an 
incentive for resource mobilisation, for 
every 5% excess collection of the State over 
the National average of net to grose collec¬ 
tions, the States are entitled to receive 
2-1 /2% over and above eheir normal share 
of two-thirds of net collections. 

In view of the above and the following 
reasons the entire net small savings collec¬ 
tions are not advanced to the States : 

(i^ Small Savings collections consti¬ 
tute Central Governtp^nt’s bqi’ 


rowings, who are liable for their 
repayment as well as for the 
payment of the interest thereon. 

(ii) The Central Government bears 
the cost of the National Savings 
Organisation and the cost of 
local publicity of small savings 
scheme conducted by the State 
Governments as well as expen¬ 
diture relating to P & T Service 
Charges, commission to autho¬ 
rised agents etc. They alto 
bear 50 per cent of the cost of 
the approved small savings es¬ 
tablishment of the State Govern¬ 
ments.

Difficulties in holding Annual General 
Meetings by Companies in Calcutta 

3577. SHRI S. M. SIDDAYYA : Will 
the Minister of COMPANY AFFAIRS be 
pleased to state :

Chambers of Commerce & Industry and 
Indian Chamber of Commerce brought to 
the notice of Government in June, 1970 on 
behalf of many companies located in 
disturbed areas of Calcutta, the serious 
difficulties faced by them for holding their 
Annua] General Meetings ; 

(b) if so, the reaction of Government 
thereto ; and 

(c) whether anything positive has so 
far been done for these companies and if 
so, the broad outlines thereof ? 

THE MINISTER OF COMPANY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI RAGHUNATHA RED¬ 
DY) : (a) The Federation of Indian 
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Chambors of Commerce & Industry, New 
Delhi sad Indian Chamber of Commerce, 
Calcutta reported that a few companies 
having legtstered offices in Calcutta were 
finding difficulty in holding Annual General 
Meetings at their registered offices as 
required by Law. Two individual companies 
also made such a representation. 

(b) Exemptions from the provisions of 
Law set forth in Section 166 (2) of the 
Companies Act, 1956 concerning the venue 
of the Annual General Meeting may be 
granted under the first proviso to sub* 
section (2) of the said Section at the 
discretion of the Central Government in 
the case of a class of companies otdy. 
Hence no individual company could qualify 
for the exemption. This Department replied 
to the Federation of Chambers of Com¬ 
merce & Industry, New Delhi pointing out 
that considering the fact that only a few 
companies with registered offices in Calcutta 
were having difficulties about holding their 
annual general meetings there whereas many 
other at Calcutta itself did not experience 
any such difficulty, it was not possible to 
treat the former as a class of company's 
within the meaning of the proviso aforesaid. 
Company’s desirous of holding the meeting 
but unable to do so on account of “appre¬ 
hended violence to the management” did 
not constitute a class of companies based 
on any objective criteria distinguishing them 
from other companies similarly situated, nor 
could the entire city of Calcutta be treated 
as a disturbed area as there was no sugges¬ 
tion that all companies with registered 
offices at Calcutta should be exempted. The 
Federation was further informed that its 
suggestion to amend the provisions of the 
Companies Act for the purpose of empo¬ 
wering the Central Government to grant 
exemption in individual cases has been 
noted and would be considered in due 
course. The Indian Chamber of Commerce, 
Calcutta and the two individual companies 
which had addressed the Department were 
sent copies of the Department’s reply to 
the Federation and informed that exemption 
in terms of Section 166(2) of the Companies 
Act, 1956 could not be granted individual 
cases. 


(c) There is ivovision in law to grant 
extension of time on application for holding 
Unital general meetings if good grounds 


are shown. If the difficulty pointed out to 
this Department really persisted and the 
annual general meeting could not be held 
within the time prescribed by the Act or 
even with any extended time allowed, it was 
open to a member of the company con¬ 
cerned to apply to the Central Government 
under Section 167 of the Companies Act 
for directions to hold such meeting, which 
might include a direction as to the venue 
of the meeting.

THE MINISTER OF DEFENCE (SHRI 
JAGJIVAN RAM) : (a) to (c). In the 

case of Commissioned Officers who retired 
before 1-1-1964 and died after that date, 
ordinary family pension is admissible to the 
widows for life at rates ranging between Rs. 
75/- and 200/- per month, depending on 
rank. The age at the time of death or the 
jieriod which elapsed between retirement 
and death is not material. 

In the case of personnel below officer 
rank, there was no such provision. In their 
case, ordinary family pension was introduced 
in 1957. It was provided that in the event 
of the death of an individual within 5 years 
after ictiremcnt, irrespective of the age at 
the time of death, ordinary family pension 
would be granted for the balance of the 
period of 5 years. 

1 lie distinction was due to the fact that 
the pension structure of Armed Forces per¬ 
sonnel below officer rank was broadly based 
on the rules applicable to civilian emplo¬ 
yees. 

In the family pension scheme introduced 
in 1964, there is no such distinction between 
Commissioned Officers and personnel below 
ofiicer rank. The widows of both categories 
aie cli;jibl« for family pension f ir life on 
i!ie death of the servicemen, irrespective of 
when tliey die. This scheme, however, is 
not generally applicable to those who retired 
befoie i-1-1964, since measures involving 
piugrcssive financial concession' are not 
normally given retrospective effect.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER 
OF URGENT PUBLIC IMPOR¬ 
TANCE 

Reported Action Against Indian 
Delegation to Tire i.c.c. and 
Indian Nationals in South 
Vietnam 

SHR^ 1NDRA.TIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
I call the attention of the Minister of 
External Affairs to the following matter of 
urgent public importance and request that 
he may make a staicnicnt thereon ; 

‘The reported news about the South 
Vietnam Nalicmal Assembly’s Foreign 
Relations Committee asking (he South 
Vietnamese G()\cinmcr.t to immediately 
expel the Indian delegation to the Inter¬ 
national Control C’ommission and also I 
use the law in a severe but ‘just’ fashien 
towards Indian nationals.’ 

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI SWARAN SINGH) : 
Mr. Spe.nkcr. Sir, Go^ernment have seen 
press reports regarding the suggestion of 
the Foreign Relations Committee of the 
National Asscmtly of South Vietnam to 
take certain anti-Indian measures both 
against the Indian members of the I .C.C. 
and the Indian nationals in South Vietnam. 
Government is enquiring from its Consulate 
General and the Chairman of the ICSC in 
Saigon about the matter and are awaiting 
thtir report. The Consul General of the 
Republic of Vietnam was called by the 
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External Affairs Ministry, He reported 
that he had no authentic informition on 
the point but that he would ascertain the 
position from Saigon and let us konw. 

The Government of South Vietnam 
claim that they support and respect the 
International Commission. The Commission 
is a composite body and any action against 
any one of the component members of the 
Commission would be tantamount to action 
against the Commission as a whole. The 
Government of the Republic of Vietnam 
have already re*validated the visas of all 
the members of the Commission, including 
the Indian Delegation, for a period of six 
months starting Aprii 1,1972, There is 
absolutely no justification to discriminate 
against the indi.an Delegation to the ICSC 
by expulsion or otherwise. 

As regards the Indian nationals in South 
Vietnam, the Government of the Republic 
of Vietnam had, through their note of 
January 21, 1972, clearly assured us that 

they had issued strict instructions to the 
appopriate authorities to take adequate 
measures to protect the life and property of 
the Indian community throughout the 
Republic of Vietnam. 

The Government of India expect that 
the South Vietnamese Government will 
abide by all these assurances and not allow 
any prejudical or hostile action to under¬ 
mine the friendly relations between the 
Indian and the South Vietnamese people or 
to injure the legitimate tights of the Indian 
community in South Vietnam. 

SHPIINDRAJIT GUPTA: This is 
not the first instance of such calculated anti- 
Indian campaign which has been going on 
in South Vietnam for a good many years. 

1 believe it took on a new dimension at the 
time Madame Binh first visited this country 
at the invitation of the Minister of External 
Affairs. After that, from time to time, we 
have been reading and hearing about these 
hostile demonstrations and various kinds of 
threats. All manner of humiliations and 
insults are hurled against the Indian dele¬ 
gation iq the [CSC and a .sort of general 
anti-Indian campaign goes on. I suppose 
in the last few days becau.se the Govern¬ 
ment decided, belatedly, to raise its rela¬ 
tions with the Democratic HopuhUc of 
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Vietnam to embassy status, this campaign 
seems to be exceeding all its previous 
bounds. The attempt seems to be 
to put pressure on India to change its 
policy in some respect or other. If it 
was really something which was being 
done by the South Vietnam Government, it 
would, 1 think, amount to nothing more 
than an impertinence. And it should be 
dismissed as impertinence also. But it is 
obvious to anybody, whether our Minister 
is wilting to admit it publicly or not, that 
this impertinence of the South Vietnamese 
finds its inspiration in the Americans who 
arc the patrons and the supporters of this 
government. Otherwise, i do not think 
they would have the affronlery to go on in 
the way in which they are behaving. 

Whether Sardar Swaran Singh likes it 
or not, our country feels that our Govern¬ 
ment is continuing to recognise the govern¬ 
ment in Saigon which has in fact no credi¬ 
bility whatsoever in that country. It neither 
has any effective territorial control except 
perhaps in one or two towns, nor docs it 
have any kind of popular support, jt is 
depending solely on the United States arms. 
Nevertheless, we continue to recognise this 
puppet because, according to our learned 
Minister, it satisfies some sort of obscure 
international norms which are not clear to 
any oidinary man. 

This latest hullabioo which has started, 
abdut expelling the Indian members of the 
iCC and also taking some sort of reprisals 
against other Indian nationals is a very 
serious matter. But i imagine that there 
is some method behind it, and the method 
seems to be that not the South Vietnam but 
their American patrons are very much 
interested to sec that the ICC, whatever its 
limited capabilities may be, even that, 
should be demolished, and the iCC should 
not be allowed to function. The reason is 
that the United States, after all Mr. Nixon’s 
election gimmick about withdrawing the 
American troops from South Vietnam and 
bringing the boys home, which was very 
popular in the United States—this gimmick 
has now been fully exposed. They have 
actually in practice started the war all over 
again. After returning from his talks in 
Peking, whatever process of withdrawal by 
phases had been carried out previous to 
that, has been reversed all over again. 
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[Shri Tndrajit Gupta[ 

I want to know whether the Minister 
agrees with this view or not. It is only in 
recent weeks that there has been a fresh 
commitment, and a total commitment, of 
the United Slates, naval foices, the Seventh 
Fleet, and B-52 bombers, and even the 
Units States ground troops. i would remind 
the Minister that on the 18ih of April in 
Paris, Madam Binh claimed—and I am 
quoting : 

“The American ground forces were 
engaged in the current fighting in South 
Vietiiam. The cited in a radio interview; 
the first battalion of the 196 light in- 
fantry regiment had moved to positions 
near Hua and several units of the third 
marine division had returned from 
Okinawa aboard the seventh Fleet 
vessels.” 

It is not a secret any more. Only three 
or four days ago, every paper had carried 
reports about American combat troops 
staging a sort of miniature mutiny on one 
of the sectors, and refirsing to carry out the 
orders of their commanders. So, actually, 
what is happening is that Mr. Nixon’s elec¬ 
tion stunt of withdrawing the troops and 
bringing the boys home is being reversed, 
and the Americans are again themselves 
comniiling iheir ainxd forces to commit 
aggression, and it is for this leason that 
they want to hide this from the ga/c of 
world ! Public opinion by trying to demo¬ 
lish the in.crnational Control Commission, 
and that is ’.shy these threats of expulsion 
and so on aic now being made. 

Today's newspapers have repotted that 
South Vietnamese troops are themselves now 
beginning to desert. Today's Slateniaii has 
a little bit of news which says that accord¬ 
ing to a US adviser who was wounded, “the 
communist forces captured the district 
capital of Hoai An bcc.'iuse the South 
Vietnamese regulars and militia men refused 
to fight; militia forces guarding the town 
neatly slacked their arms, changed into 
civilian clothes and joined the local popula¬ 
tion.” 

This is the kind of morale and fighting 
crpa iiyol ic .South Vietnamese. There¬ 
fore It has piobabJy become inevitable 
for the “Amcrict'is to commit their own 
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troops again to a fullfledged mflUary 
operat ion, and this is what President Nixon 
would like to hide. And, therefore; they 
are trying to divert the gaze of the world’s 
people, firstly by timing this along with 
sending “Apollo 16 up to the moon, and 
secondly, by now trying to starn a big 
campaign against the ICC which is an 
attempt to turn it out from Saigon. 

There is no trouble on the moon. It 
is rather a tragic irony that while to 
Apollo 16 is flying on to the moon on a 
scientific expedition, to which 1 have no 
objection, which in fact I admire, at 
that very moment, B 52 bombers carry out 
unprecedented destruction on the town 
and cities of North Viet - Nam. Diplomacy 
demands {hat a certain restraint should be 
used in the language employed. Neverthe¬ 
less, the statemeut read out just now by 
the hon. Foreign Minister is very much on 
the defensive. 

In the face of humilisations and const¬ 
ant insults, 1 think national self-respect 
demands that we tell the South Viet- 
Namese a little more bluntly where they get 
off; we should not go on stomaching this 
kind of impertinence and insulls without 
some kind of former declaration of our 
intentions. What do we propose to do ? 
Suppose they do make conditions impos¬ 
sible for the continued stay of the ICC in 
Saigon, are we prepared to take some 
action in consultation with the other 
members, Canada and Poland? Have we 
had any discussions with them ? In the 
eventuality in which they make conditions 
impossible in Saigon for the ICC to function, 
in that case why should not the ICC shift 
its HQ from there and go to Hanoi ? 
There is nothing sacrosanct about Srigon? 
What is Government’s thinking on this 
matter ? When will this fictitous recogni¬ 
tion of a Government which enjoys no 
support in its own country be given up and 
we will recognise the Provisional Revolu¬ 
tionary Government of South Viet-Nam ? 
I want to know whether urgent consul¬ 
tations have been held with Poland and 
Canada who are our colleagues in the 
ICC. What is their line of thinking on this 
matter ? 

In the news which appeared yesterday 
it is gUedged that the Indian nationals have 
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been accused of sabotaging the economy 
of Sbuth Viet-Nam. What is the Govern¬ 
ment’s information on this point ? What 
exactly do the South Viet - Namese want 
to allege 7 How many Indian nationals are 
there at the moment in South Viet - Nam ? 
What are the occupatious in which they 
are engaged ? How is it at ail conceivable, 
as the South Viet-Namese allege, that they 
can in any way contribute to the sabotage 
of their economy ? Some information 
must have been receive! from our consulate 
there; they must be keeping full records of 
the facts. He should tell us about these 
facts, in case the threat which has been 
made of taking severe and just action to¬ 
wards Indian nationals is sought to be 
carried out, how docs the Oovernmjit of 
India propose to protect their interests ? 

I should like to have a clearer posi¬ 
tion from him on all these points. He has 
not said very much in his original state¬ 
ment. He should tell us whether in th: 
coming days the Saigon regime continued 
to behave like this the ICC is prepared or 
not to shift the HQ from aigin and g >, 
if necessary to Hanoi. I should like the 
Government to remind even the Amj'icans 
that the day is not far off when the U. S. 
itself will require the assistance of this same 
ICC in order to arrange for the repatri¬ 
ation of their own prisoners of war. 
When that stage comes the 
Americans will have to come to the ICC 
if they want to get their men back for 
whom demonstrations are being held in 
so many towns of the United State itself. 
It is better that they stop riding the high 
horse and behave themselves. It is the duty 
of the Government of India to mike this 
deaf in unmistakable terms instead of 
being apologetice or defensive about it, 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : I shall con¬ 
fine myself to answering the specific points 
on which the hon. Member has asked me 
to give some information . 

Wc have about 2,000 families of 
parsons of Indian origin there. Most of 
them are -engaged in trade and business, 
and any allegation that they are in any 
way acting against the economic or nation¬ 
al interests of South Viet Nam is totally 
unfounded' and has no basis. 
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SH.U INDR.AHT GUPTA : Why did 
you not say so in your statement ? 

SHRI SW.VRAN SINGH : It is not 
necessary to say it. 

SHRI IND:i\Tir GUPTA : It is not 
necessary f.T" us, but it is necessary for 
the world. 

SHRI S\WARN SINGH : These ans¬ 
wers are part of the stale neat. I should 
leave something for questions by you also. 

I have already said that it is the res¬ 
ponsibility of the Government of South 
Viet Nam to protect their perso:i.s and pro¬ 
perty, and this is an assurance that they 
have given. We will co i.inue to press them 
to discharge their ro'^p-isibiliiy adequately. 
Wc must hive this in mind that the primary 
rc.sponsibility of giving adequate protection 
to the persons and property of non-na¬ 
tionals functioning in any country, is that 
of the host CiovcrnmeiU. Wc will continue 
to impress upon them their responsibilities 
and to discharge it squarely. 

The next thing that was asked is that a 
situation arises in which the ICC cannot 
fuction in South Viet Nam, can there be an 
alternative ? There can be an alternative 
which can be decided upon only by 
consultations with the Mc.nbors of 
the ICC and als.j after broadly keeping the 
Co-Chairmen informed of the d'cvelopmertts. 
We are already in touch not only with the 
Canadian Government and the Polish 
Government about this mitter, but we are 
also in touch with the two Co-Chairm-en. 
At the moment, the general approach of 
the Members of the ICC appears to be to 
do everything possible to ensure the fun¬ 
ctioning of the ICC from South Viet Nam 
itself. But the posibilit of a variation of 
this cannot be excluded. This can be 
decided only iu consultation with the other 
Members of the ICC and also by keeping 
the two Co-Chairmen infor.mcd about the 
situation. 

These arc the tw> points about which 
specific informiiio.! was soughi. The rest 
was his own assessment of situation, and 
I do not wa'it to make a counter statement 
to give my assessment. 
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SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : What 
about recognition ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : I have no 
new news.

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SHRI SWARAN SINGH; We May have 
our differences with the USA, but in all 
fairness to them, 1 should say, we have not 
got any evidence that the present attitude of 
the Government of South Vietnam is any 
way created by any act of encouragement 
by USA. 

We have been in touch with the represen¬ 
tative of the United States of America and 
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we do not find any evidence, either in 
Saigon or in Washington, about this suspi¬ 
cion that might be in the minds of the hon. 
Members. 

The second part of the question is whe¬ 
ther our policy to make efforts to improve 
our relations with the United States of 
America is a correct policy or not. I think 
we should do everything to improve relations 
with any country with whom the relations 
may be strained. So, as an objective there 
is nothing wrong in it, and we should try 
to persue that policy, although this is a 
field in which success will not be achieved 
unldks it is also reciprocated by the United 
States of America. But we should never be 
apologetic in our decision and attitude to 
improve our relations with whom our 
relations at present may be such which 
requires improvement. 

The third question that he has asked is 
about the protection of Indian nationals in 
South Vietnam, It is easy to talk of 
“effective steps". I would like the hon 
Member to spell out what he exactly means 
by “taking effective steps”. The primary 
responsibility of ensuring the protection of 
the persons and property of both nationals 
and non-nationals is squarely on the 
shoulders of the government of that country. 
From outside you can put moral pressure, 
you can approach other countries to create 
conditions where this is ensured, but the 
primary responsibility in the international 
community is upon the govern.nint of that 
country where these nji-nati.anals arc. 
This is one thing about which we should 
be clear in our minds and we should conti- 
nuouily remind the Oo/er.me.it of South 
Vietnam about their responsibility in this 
respect. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH 
(Pupri) : The story of Viatnam is a tragedy 
of a tiny nation which is struggling for na¬ 
tional freedom and dignity when it is do.tii- 
nated by the mightiest military machine in 
the world. The situation has been aggra¬ 
vated by the latest decesion of the U.S. 
Administration to escalate the bom¬ 
bing of Noth Veitnam with a view 
to show their might against those who en¬ 
courage this small nation and also with a 
view to experiement their deadly defence 
weapons over there. The ICC has so far 
failed in its objective, and that is largely 
because of the noo<ooperation which it 
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received mostly from the Governmint of 
United States. The American Administra¬ 
tion hid hoped that after the Geneva 
Conference it would be possible for the 
United States of America to step in where 
France had left, and that did not materia¬ 
lise. 

This resolution of the Foriegn Rela¬ 
tions Committee of the South Vietnam 
National Assembly—I do not know how 
far it is ‘national’ .Assembly ; it is allright 
to expel the Indian delegation to the ICC 
raises a very fundamental question. Can 
the Saigon Government arrogate to itself 
the right to decide whethc.- any of the three 
countries constituting the ICC is qualified 
to be Its member because of its bilateral 
relationship with the givern.nent of Saigon 
or the government of United States of Ame- 
ca or, for that matter, any government in 
the world ? So far as ws are concerned, 
the question arises as to how far we are 
going to accept this insult. Do the govern¬ 
ment feel that by continuing in the ICC we 
are going to achieve something substantial 
and, if so, will the Minister of External 
Affairs say that in categorical terms ? 

Secondly, Sardar Sahib has mentioend 
that the Government of India is in touch 
With the Co-Chairmen of the Geneva 
Conference in regard to the latest develop¬ 
ments. I would like to kn.)w iii:ir reac¬ 
tion to the conditions in which our dele¬ 
gation is placed in Vietnam ; whether the 
Govern nent proposes to convene a meeting 
of the ICC itself, whether a meeting has 
already been convened and, if it has not 
been convened, whether it is going to be 
convened or not. 

Then, I was very astonished to hear 
the reply of Sardar Sahib that he had no 
evidence that the Saigon Government was 
indulging in tall such things towards our 
delegation at the behest of the United 
States Government. Does he expect that Mr. 
Keating will come and tell him ? Sardar 
Sahib we are instigating the Saigon 
Government to insult your delegation and 
your country.”? This is the most interest¬ 
ing reply we have got in this House. 

Is it a fact that the Government of 
India has acquiesced in the Saigon Govern¬ 
ment’s decision to impose restrictive visa 
regulations for the member of our delega- 
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tion ; if not, what steps had the Govern¬ 
ment taken to restore the original arrange¬ 
ments with regard to the visa for the num¬ 
bers of the Indian delegation ? 

Finally, I would repeat the question 
which the hon. Member, Shri Indrajit Gupta 
had asked, namely, if in its wisdom the 
Government decides to continue with the 
ICC, in view of the recent developments 
will it consider the possibility of shiftiag 
the headquarters to Hanoi and, if so, what 
are the possibilities in this regard ? 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola); On a 
point of order. Sir. May I point at the person 
in the gallery ? He is sitting with his kace 
on the rails. Is it in keeping with the 
decorum of the House ? Can he put his 
knee on the railing ? 

SHRI ATAL BIIKRI VAIPAYEB 
(Gwalior): Members arc expected not to 
take notice of what is happening in the 
galleries. He is a new me.nber. Let him 
learn this. 

MR. SPEAKER; This is the first time 
that I have heard it. I have not seen it 
being done before. Please do not do these 
things. It is rather sad. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH: Can any 
useful purpose be served by continuing with 
the ICC, I had occasion to explain the posi¬ 
tion in 'he course of the debate the other 
day. There is a consensus among the 
parties coneernci that every effort should 
be made to continue the com mission, even 
though at the present moment it may not 
be discharging any function effectively. We 
have been in touch with the members of 
the Commission, the Governments and also 
the co-Chairmen and their reaction is also 
the same, namely, that every effort should 
made for the Commission to continue to 
function and, if possible, from South Viet¬ 
nam itself. There have been meetings of 
ICC also and informal meetings of members 
of the Intirn'atioaal Control Commission, 
all of whom are in Saigon. This matter 
has been reviewed from time to time. 

The hon. Member was very dramatic 
when he said that I could not expect the 
Gnited States Ambassador to come and 
ten me that US was interferu.^ and iDStiga- 
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ting the South Vietnam Government to take 
this attitude. I accept his analysis. I do 
not expect the United States Ambassador 
to come and tell me that they are takii^ 
any action to encourage the Government of 
South Vietnam. I would only say that the 
hon. Member need not oversimplify our 
sources of information and contact. When 
I say something, he should not take it that 
it is based only on what the Ambassador 
comes and tells me. I have other sources 
of ascertaining this. 

About visas, there was some trouble. 
But, as 1 have already mentioned in my 
statement, the visas have been rOvalidated 
for six months. The visas had been granted 
for specified periods even on earlier occa¬ 
sions. There is no departure from the 
original practice. Otherwise, they would 
not have expired if tliey were granted pef- 
manently. Obviously, they have to go for 
revalidation at the expiry of the period. 
T his is the general practice that has been 
adopted and this is not somerhing which is 
unknown to the countries concerned. 

About the shifting of headquarters to 
Hanoi or to any other place, I would urge 
that this is a matter about which I havp 
already made an indication. To readily 
agree to shift to Hanoi would be, more or 
less, playing into the hands of the South 
Vietnamese. We should be careful when 
we make these suggestions. Some of the 
tWngs which appear to be obvious are not 
always in the best interest either of the 
Commission or even consistent with the 
attitude that we have taken in this respect. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): It is nothing new to us that the 
Government of India has always been a 
prisoner of indecision. They did the same 
thing in the case of Algeria. When the 
entire Afro-Asian countries, almost all of 
them, had taken a decision in favour of 
recognition of Algeria, we had been trying 
to look backwards and that is why dven 
today the Alegerians have not forgiven 

U6. 

The last battles have been fought on the 
soil of Vietnam. They are fPHy aware of 
the fact that the South Vietnam Govern¬ 
ment is nothing but a U.S. Government. 
In fact, if you use the word “poppet” 
Governm^t. it is not dear. It is a U.S. 
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Government, They have got some people. SHRI SWARAN SINGH : It was a

Minister has 
said—I say they sound like a paper tiger— 
and I quote; 

“There is absolutely no justification to 
discriminate against the Indian Delega¬ 
tion to the ICSC by expulsion or other¬ 
wise.’’

On this occasion, 
they have done it for six months. Will 
the hon.

Now, the last phase has come. They 
are insisting on the expulsion of the Indians 
from Ihe I.C.S.C. I regret to say that this 
is nothing but .surrender to the U.S. pies- 
sure. That is why they granted irregular, 
improper and illegal visas to Taiwanese 
who came to our country. They also allow¬ 
ed a South Vietnamese Parliamentary Dele¬ 
gation to come and visit this country. 
That is why they have been so unkind and 
insulting to Madame Binh. There w.is no 
Minister to receive her there. They even 
obstructed the landing of a plane on Indian 
soil. So, I say, the Government of India 
is adopting nothing but an ostrich-like 
policy, to hide their head in .sand and 
consider that others cannot see them. 

What are the positive steps that they 
propose to take ? Will they consider or 
will they discontinue or .sever trade and 
diplomatic 4‘elatiots witn South Vietnam ?

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE (Raj- 
apur) : Recently President Nixon had 
declared : 

“Nothing in our heritage is more 
precious than the right to express 
ourselves freely on any subject 
and the right ef access to the 
expression of others.” 
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As far as the American Government and 
their puppets are concerned, they are very 
generous in offering advice and directions (o 
other countries, inciuding Inlia, but they 
are extremely intolerant while unpalatable 
views are expressed by other countries. Only 
last week America expressed her displeasure 
to the Ambassadors of France and India in 
Washington—displeasure tow.irds India for 
Delhi’s condemnation of air bombing and 
displeasure towards France for a call for 
return to the Conference table at Paris. 

Now the Foreign Relations Committee 
of the National Assembly of South Vietnam 
have asked for the immediate expulsion 
of the Indian Delegation to the Internatio¬ 
nal Control Commission. I would like to 
ask whether our Government is going to ask 
them whether it is not the echo of Their 
Master’s Voice. Is our Government willing 
to ask the South Vietnamese Government 
also very stoutly : When it engages itself in 
a fierce war a Vietnam with the help of 
electronic technology of America and Asian 
ma 1 ' iwcr, has it got the moral right to say 
Ih:. • India has not played her role in the 
International Control Commission to prevent 
the entry of North Vietnamese forces into 
the so-called Demilitarized Zone ? Will our 
Government firmly tell them that the Demi¬ 
litarized Zone and the ghastly graveyard of 
the Vietnamese people can never co-exist at 
all ? That is our attitude. Will our Govern¬ 
ment tell the IJ.S. as well as the South 
Vietnamese Government that our policy of 
non-alignment and non-involvemcnl does 
not mean any passive neutrality between 
aggression and freedom but we reserve to 
ourselves the right to rouse the conscience 
of the world against every form of oppres¬ 
sion and aggrc.ssion as is represented and 
rellected by the U.S. imperialists in their 
bombing ? To counteract Saigon’s politics 
of black-maii, will our Government take a 
deterrent step by raising this issue of bom¬ 
bing in Vietnam in the United Nations a.s a 
member of the Security Council ? In spite 
of initial vacillations, our Government 
ultimately recognised the Bangta Desh 
Government at a moment which it described 
as the ‘ripe momen t’. In a similar, with ail 
your vacillations to recognise the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government of South 
Vietnam, will you consider ’right stage’ and 
accept the Provisional Revoluiional Govern¬ 
ment of Vietnam and uve it recognition at 
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some stage as you recognised the Govern¬ 
ment of Bangla Desh ? 

Does the Government realise the 
implications of the move to use the law in 
a severe but just fashion towards the Indian 
nationals ? And shall we not tell the Saigon 
regime that India would not be deterred by 
such threats as far as the interests of the 
Indian nationals are concerned 7 Will our 
Government tell the Saigon rulers that, in 
spite of their threat to India, the imperialism 
of their U.S. masters was already defeated 
decisively at Dacca and now it will be buried 
on the land of South Vietnam ? Are we 
going to tell them decisively this 7 

The hon. Minister has slated that there 
is no clear evidence that the United 
Stales is backing up South Vietnam. I hope 
he has not got any adequate evidence with 
him to establish that the US Government is 
actually hostile to their own puppet Govern¬ 
ment in South Vietnam, 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : All his sug- 
gestions relate to inquiring from me whether 
I will tell various things to the South 
Vietnamese Government and to the United 
States Government or rather in the language 
that he has used. 1 would prefer to use 
my own language while conveying our view 
to the Government’s of the United States of 
America and South Vietnam.

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SHRI M. SATYANARAYAN RAO 
(Karimnagar) : It is a matter of great dis¬ 
appointment to me that this Ministry has 
failed to solve the longstanding problem of 
Telengana. The Mouse is aware of the 
supreme sacrifices made by the people of 
Telengana during the Telengana 
agitation, and therefore, I would not 
go into the details of it. But, neverthe¬ 
less, 1 would like to remind the House once 
again of those unfortunate persons who had 
laid down their lives and those persons who 
had laid down their lives and those persons 
who had SMjtained injuries and those lakhs 
people who went to ji^il for tl|« 9 |ke of $ 
fcpw»te T^leoganei. i ' 


When this agitation was in ftill swing, 
the hon. Prime Minister advised the Telen^ 
gana people not to resort to violent methods, 
but to abandon violence and adopt peace¬ 
ful, democratic and constitutional methods 
to achieve their object. The people of Teien- 
gana accepted her advice, and they have 
expressed their desire through the ballot 
papers by electing ten out of fourteen 
Members and they have sent us here. You 
are well aware of that. But unfortunately, 
their demand has not been conceded. 

Of course, negotiations took place bet¬ 
ween the hon. Prime Minister and the Presi¬ 
dent of the erstwhile TPS. They are said 
to have evolved a six-point formula. It was, 
of course, denied by the hon. Prime Mini¬ 
ster when we met her at Simla during the 
AICC session. That is the reason why I am 
sitting here on this side of the House today. 
So, you know the whole background. 1 am 
very sorry for this . . . 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior) ; Sorry for sitting on this side ? 

SHRI M. SATYANARAYAN RAO : 
No; I am sorry that there has been no solu¬ 
tion to this problem. 

One of the six points was to instal a 
Telengana man as Chief Minister. Of course, 
that has been conceded. 

This agitation was not for making a 
Telengana man Chief Minister of Andhra 
Pradesh. It was against certain injustices 
oerpetrated against us, and we wanted red- 
ressal of these grievances. Unfortunately, 
that has not been done. I do not know 
why. 

13 hrs. 

On return from Simla, Shri Pant asked 
me not to precipitate matters. He assured 
me he would look into the matter and 
would do everything possible. As you 
know, before this agitation, there were 
some safeguards given to the people in 
Telengana in the shape of the Mulki Rules. 
But they were snatched away from us by 
the High Court of Andhra. It was struck 
ultra viTff tti9 CaQstituUgq. As 
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• result i file people became disappointed 
and fni^irated. 

Two days ator the judgment, the 
Prime Minister came to Andhra Pradesh. 
Addressing a meeting to Warangal, she 
assured the people : *Do not worry about 
it. Because of my preoccupations with the 
Bangla Desh problem, I could not devote 
roy astention to it. I will consider it and 
solve it permanently, if necessary, by 
amending the Constitution.’ On hearing 
this, the people became very happy. I 
also became very happy. I can say with¬ 
out any hesitation, that whatever she pro¬ 
mised, she tried to implement and she 
had implemented. But I do not know 
why she is not implementing the main 
thing, regarding Telengana. I thought 
this session she would introduce a Bill to 
amend the Constitution in order to validate 
the Mulki Rules. But it has not come. 
I do not know. May be there may be 
some practical difficulties to amend the 
Constitution. If so, the only wayoiit is 
formation of separate Telengana State. I 
think it is not wrong also. If Meghalaya, 
Mizoram, Arunachal Pradesh, Nagaland, 
Manipur and Tripura can be formed into 
separate States, what is wrong in a separate 
State for Telengana. Even our friends in 
the Andhra region are now appreciating 
our demand. They also feel that with 
the formation of two States there, we can 
progess well. 

In this connection, I would cite the 
example of Punjab and Haryana. Although 
they are small States, they arc responsible 
for bringing about a green revolution in 
the country, 

MR. SPEAKER : It is not due to that. 

SHRl M. SATYANARAYAN RAO : 
I am only saying that the smallness nf a 
State does not inhibit progress. Even be¬ 
ing small, Pupjab and Haryana have made 
considerable progress and brought about 
the green revolution. 

Another argument adduced against us 
that the case of Andhra is different and it 
formed on a linguistic basis. If six 
Kparate Hindi-speaking States can exist in 
the country, what is wrong in two Telugu* 
speaking States existing side by side ? 


If there is diffitculty experienced in 
amending the Constitution to validate the 
Mulki Rules, the better course is to carve 
out a separate State for Telengana. That 
would be in the interest of the country also. 
We know the Prime Minister is a great 
leater. She is regarded as a leader of 
oppressed people. We are also an oppressed 
people. Why is she not considering our 
case ? She must have some sympathy to¬ 
wards us. The time has come when the 
problem must be solved permanently. 
Otherwise, I warn the House that serious 
complications will arise. Let not the House 
think that the problem has subsided. May 
be because of so many things, it is lying 
dormant now. I tell you it is very difficult 
for us go out into the bazar with our head 
high. We were heroc.s once upon a time. 
But now unfortunately, we are treated as 
criminals. Why do not Government consi¬ 
der our dif'iculiics also ? Why is Sliri Pant 
not taking account of these things ? 1 ex¬ 
pected him to introduce a Bill to amend the 
Constitution this session. You had promised 
ms that “Don’t worry: I Will do every¬ 
thing.” I have not done anything further 
except redgning from the Congress Party 
and conscrt'jently sitting on this side of the 
House. That is a'l 1 have done. I believed 
him, and .still there is time fot you. You 
please do something to introduce a Bill 
for considering a separate Telengana, or 
amend the Constitution. It is left to you. 

SHRI INDER J. MALHOTRA (Jammu): 
Mr. Sp5.nker, Sir, I rise to support the 
Demands of the Ministry of Home Affairs. 
The year 1971-72 has been a year of pro¬ 
blems, strains and stresses. 1 am happy to 
go on record that under the dynamic leader¬ 
ship of our Prime Minister, we have been 
able to face ail these problems as a united 
and one nation. 

Sir, the Miiristry of home Affairs has 
done an excellent job in curbing the commu¬ 
nal tendencies in this country, and has also 
been successful to a very large extent in 
avoiding or controlling the communal riots 
in the country. Though, unfortunately, at 
certain places in the country there have been 
communal riots during the last year, by and 
large, when we compare the extent of 
communal dots in the country with previous 
years, I am again happy to go on record 
that this Ministry has been able to 
control them, and 1 hope that 
certain further steps would also bo 
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[Shri Inder J. Malhotra]. 
taken to see that we are in 4 position to 
control the cemmuDal riots altoaeiher. 

Now. I would like to make a few obser¬ 
vations regarding the political and other 
situation in the Jammu and Kashmir State. 
I am a^ain happy to go on record that with 
the creation of Bangla Desh, there has been 
a healthy influence of certain political 
elements in the State. There were some 
elements who previously for a number of 
yeats have been advocating that Jammu 
and Kashmir State should form part of 
Pakistan, and they were not recognising 
the legal, constitutional and practical acce¬ 
ssion of the State to India. A very impor¬ 
tant political leader of that State, Shri 
Kara, the founder-President of the political 
conference, who has been throughout advo¬ 
cating for the State's accession to Pakistan 
has publicly come out and has said that he 
accepts the accession of the State to India. 
This is a very healthy development, although 
he has put certain riders in his statement by 
saying that more autonomy should be given 
to the State. But I am happy on one 
account, that there is certainly a basic 
change in their attitude towards the State’s 
relationship with the rest of India and with 
the Centre. 

I am also told by certain quarters that 
there is a change in the thinking of Sheikh 
Abdullah also regarding the accession issue. 
If it is a fact, then 1 would urge upon the 
Centlral Government tJ take a very serious 
note of this change in his attitude, and 
after Sheikh Abdullah accepts the State’s 
accession to India as final, all types of 
restrictions should be removed—the restric¬ 
tions on his movement—and he should be 
treated as any other political leader in this 
country, and he should be allowed to func¬ 
tion as a political leader in this country. 

One of the major problems which this 
Ministry has tried to tackle—that has also 
been reported in the Ministry’s annual 
report—is regarding the utilisation of man¬ 
power, the unemployment of educated engi¬ 
neers and scientists and other technical 
personnel. This is a basic problem which 
our country faces today. lam happy that 
from the shelves of the Planning Commission 
this problem has come up before the Home 
Ministry. Whatever the Planning Com- 
mission could do, the .banning Commission 


has done and it is for the Home Ministry to 
see the implementation part of this. It is 
really a matter of great concern to a country 
like India. We are trying to progress 
technologically ; it is strange that while on 
the one hand we are going ahead with 
scientific projects and other tecnological 
projects, on the other hand we have 
thousands of engineers who are unemployed.

MR. SPEAKER : Let the Bell be 
rung—now there is quorum. 

SHRI INDER J. MALHOTRA : I was 
submitting, Mr. Speaker, about the problem 
of unemployed angineers in the country. I 
would very much like the Home Minister to 
take the House into confidence and spell out 
the measurc.s they propose to tackle this 
problem. This problem has become acute 
as far as my State is concerned. There is a 
Regional Engineering College and the State 
Government is not in a position to give 
employment to all the engineers who come 
out from that college. I would, therefore, 
suggest to the Ministry of Home Affairs at 
the Centre that they should pay more 
attention and try to see that some kind of 
special scheme is evolved for giving employ¬ 
ment to the engineers from the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir. 

Another problem which is faced by the 
Jammu and Kashmir Government is this. 
The low-paid employees of t he State have 
been agitating for revision of their pay scales 
so as to bring them on a par with the 
Central level. Our Chief Minister, Syed 
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Mb Qasin, b trying hb host to tackle all 
the proUatnSt but the State Governmsat is 
not in a position by itself to provide all the 
finances to revise tbeb pay scales. I would, 
dierefore. urge upon the Central Oovern- 
ment to come to the aid of the State 
Government so that the problems of the 
low-paid employees can also be solved. 

During the last year, when millions of 
leAigees cams from Bangla Desh, there were 
oincers and worbers of the Ministry of 
Rehabilation at the Centre who were posted 
in the various refugee camps, and they did 
an excellent job. After these camps have 
besn wound up and the refugees have gone 
back to Bangla Desh,, these officers have 
themselves become refugees. They have 
been called to Delhi, but no appointments 
have been given to them. I would, there¬ 
fore, appeal to the hon. Hime Minister that 
he should kindly see to it that that they are 
appoinied expeditiously. 

In the end, I would appeal to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs to include the 
Dogri language in the Fighth Schedule of 
the Constitution, for which there has been 
a demand for a long time. After the 
demand started, two or other languages 
have been included. In my opinion, this 
is the right moment for giving Dogri also 
representation in the Eighth Schedule of the 
Constitution. 

SHRIMATI GAYATRI DEVI (Jaipur) ; 
In the Report of the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Chapter VII which relates to man¬ 
power, about which the hon. Member was 
talking just now, is full of the usual schemes 
and data about committees to be formed, or 
that have been formed, to remove this very 
grave problem of umemployment. But 
there is no mention in the Report of any 
of the achievments or any progress made. It 
is a sad reflection on the working of the 
Government, and one is left to wonder 
whether they are really capeble of finding a 
satisfactory solution. Some of the policies 
of the Government appear to hinder rether 
tbaa encourage, employment. 

There is a lot of talk about increasing 
production. The Report says in two 
diffemt places in the same Chapter that the 


educated unemployd are being encouraged 
to start small scale industries, but it does not 
say how many of these have been started. 


Every political party in India is against 
monopolies, but still the Government has 
only given 42 firms licences to 
expand in (he current year and no 
new firms have been given any 
licences. How can this create jobs ? There 
is such a shortage of cars, tractors and 
scooters in the country, to name only a few 
items, that people have to buy a Fiat car at 
Rs. 27,000 in the black market. 


AN HON. MEMBER People do not 
buy Fiat cars. 

SHRIM\TI G\Y.ATRI DEVI: People 
do. If you o'ol-jcc miro, you w>ulJ give 
employment. 


People ha/e to purchase tractors at Rs. 
15,000 m)*e than the ofiicial price and 
scooters at Rs. 2,000 to Rs. 2,500 more 
than the ofricial price. I would beg the 
Oovern.Tient to urgently look into this 
matter of expanding ihe production of these 
items. It will help hold the price line and 
also create more jobs. 


The report also says that there are 
several schemes to promote rural employ¬ 
ment by way of minor irrigation 
schemes and road building. This 
should be given tremendous emph¬ 
asis because the majority of villages in 
India are completely neglected and the only 
sign of the 20th century is the transistor 
radio. I shoi^Id like to submit that good 
roads should be built in India and not 
tracks that blow away in the wind. 


Wells for drinking water and irrigation 
and a crash programme of rural electrifica¬ 
tion can give immediate employment. As I 
said before, construction of roads will not 
only generate employment but also remedy 
the problem of communications. 1 am sure 
it is the lack of communications that keep 
rural India backward. 
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Talking about unemploy&nt, I should 
like to draw the attention df the Home 
Ministry to a fact that I think, they are well 
aware of. That is, with the passing of the 
Twenty sixth Constitution Amendment 
BUI, the pensions of many peopK who were 
dependent on the old ruleri and whose 
commitments were taken over by the 
different State Governments, have been 
stopped. These commitments were made 
as early as 1947 and 1949. ( am sure the 

whole House will be sympathetic to these 
people who are now quite old. I am sure 
this was not done deicberately to take 
reprisals on these people by the Home 
Ministry. 1 hope this matter will be looked 
into. 

Regarding the Border Security Force, 
by all accounts they have earned for them¬ 
selves an excellent reputation. 1 hope that 
the Government will see to it that on the 
western Rajasthan border where these 
people are deployed, adequate facilities for 
drinking water will be provided to them. 
Wells should be dug and energised. 

As for the Central Reserve Police Force, 
it has been the opinion of many people 
Uiat this force infringes on the autonomy 
of the States. Now it has been upheld by 
the Calcutta High Court. We would like 
to know why the Government of India is 
anxious to maintain a police force of its own 
to operate within the States. 1$ it that they 
have no faith in the competence of the 
State Governments ? 

This takes me to a point of very great 
importance and that is, the independence of 
our Civil Services, which includes of course 
the police force. I am sure that it will be 
accepted that the services including the 
Election Commission must function inde¬ 
pendently and also impartially if dem¬ 
ocracy is to be sustained in India. 
Unfortunately, this is not the case. This 
has been ray experience, specially during 
the elections. There have been many 
complaints from people in every walk of 
life in the State to which I belong of 
revenge and animosity shown against them 
because they dared to oppose the ruling 
party. These tax-payers have been deprived 
of their natural rights and we had hoped 
Hiat the Vigilance Comau"«on would look 


into this. But 'the have failed ^o'eradicate' 
corruption nnd' partisanship, which Is the 
root of blackmail, coercion and cohuptloA. 
We hope that the Lok Pal system wlH ndw 
function. 


One of the main functions of the Home 
Ministry is to see that law and order is 
maintained throughout the country with 
complete impartiality. Therefore, it is a sad 
rellection on a democratic country like ours 
that there is violence during the elections. 
I would not speak of West Bengal; I had 
not seen what happened there. But in 
Rajasthan a Jan Sangh worker was shot 
dead by the police. They alleged that they 
thought he was a dacoit, although that jeep 
was cairying two Jan Sangh flags. Shri Om 
Prakash Rajaria succumbed to the bullet 
wounds. The CBl is now investigating the 
case, but so far nobody has been suspended. 
This leaves in the minds of the people a 
doubt as to whether their personal safety is 
secure if they oppose the ruling party. 
Though this is not a subject of the Home 
Ministry, I should like them to use their 
influence to prevail upon the Election Com¬ 
mission to simplify the election process by 
making the polls on one day alone. By this 
they can avoid any allegation against the 
government that they have meddled with 
the ballot box. Another change which is 
required is in the new sy'i:em of signing the 
counterfoil where a voter can be pressurized. 
That system also ought to be done away 
with, (f that system is continued, it means 
that the ballot is no more secret. Govern¬ 
ment must give a feel ing of security (o the 
people by proving that the elections are 
free, impartial and innocent of these 
allegations. 

Similarly, citizens of India against whom 
there aie direct or insinuated charges should 
be afforded a chance to clear their names 
by public inquiry. Crimes must be punished. 
It is sad to read in /Ae Frontier of 8th April- 
1972 that such a responsible person as .the. 
present Chief Minister of Bengal. brushed 
off a correspondent who wanted the probe 
report of the political murders of tlmt State 
simply because he was on outsider. It does 
not say much for the efforts at integration. 
Sadder still is the insinuation that these 
murders will be le^ off scot-free even’though 
the Chief Minister knows who tbdy-' are^ 
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Sir, if ycn^^ti permit me. I would like to 
read oat ^ correspondence. The corres¬ 
pondent i^ks him : 

“Do you propose to order an investiga¬ 
tion into the murders committeed in the 
State during the past few years—the 
Barasat-Basirbat murders, the murders 
in prison, ^d the murders of many 
other people including some prominent 
political leaders, and find out who the 
culprits are ? 

Siddhartha Rav : No. There is no need 
for any fresh investigation. We know 
who the murderers are. 

Question : Do you propose to publish 
the findings of the investigations so that 
the people may know who the culprits 
are ? Are you going to punish the 
guilty 7 

Siddhartha Ray : No. What has happen¬ 
ed has happened. We want no recrimi¬ 
nations. We are determined to see that 
the West Bengal we build is a glorious 
one. 

Question : People would like to 
know who the real culprits are and what 
punishment is meted out to them. 

Siddhartha Ray : No, the people of 
West Bengal, do not want that. They 
have not asked for it. Only the CPI (M) 
has asked for it. 

Question : Should murderers not be 
brought to book 7 

Siddhartha Ray : They are your friends. 

Question : 1 have friends in the 

Congress and in every party. What may 
it be that stands in the way of your 
punishing the guilty if you know who 
they are 7 

Siddhartha Ray : You are not from 
West Bengal. You have no right ask 
for an inquiry or ask such questions." 

I ask you, what does this imply 7 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHANA 
(Bada^e): He has contradicted this report 
in a ihction of tha papers. 


SHRIMATI GAYATRI DEVI: lam 
saying what has appeared in the news¬ 
papers. If it has been contradicted, the 
Minister will say so when he replies. It is 
not for the members of the House to do 
that. This is what has come to my notice 
from Frontier and I thought that as a citizen 
of India, as a representative of the people 
of India, it is my duly to put it before the 
House. As 1 was saying crimes must be 
punished. 

In the Home Ministry there are several 
investing agencies, the CBI, the Intelligence 
Bureau the Enforcement Directorate, In¬ 
come-lux Department, Company Law 
Dcpaitment and so on. It seems so strange 
that with all these investigating agencies at 
the tip of their fingers, the Home Ministry 
dees nothing to investigate the allegations of 
corruption insinuated against highly-placed 
persons. There are allegations of corrup¬ 
tion against five ex-Chief Ministers. Yet, 
they have not been given the right to clear 
their names by a public inquiry. Similarly, 
there are several allegations against big 
business people. Why aie they not brought 
to book ? If they are cleared by an inquiry, 
so much the better. Otherwise, just punish¬ 
ment should be meted out to them. When 
a small man is accused, immediaiely he is 
tried and if he is innocent, he is let off; if 
he is not innocent, he is punished. But if 
the name of a big person is involved, the 
file remains in the Home Ministry, obviously 
for the purpose of political black mail. I 
would request (his Ministry that they 
must go into these allegations because, 
if they do not, the people will remain suspi¬ 
cious of this country becoming more and 
more a police state. 

I will not say anything more but 
before I conclude 1 would like to remind 
this house of a very well known saying, a 
known enemy is better than an unknown 
friend. I say this in the context of reports 
appearing in the foreign press, which is 
really rather alarming. I hope that that our 
Intelligence will not let us down as it did 
in 1958, 1959 and 1962. I wonder why 
there are still 21 ships of the Soviet Union 
in Chittagong, Cox Bazar and other har¬ 
bours of Bangla Desh. I'hey were supposed 
to be there for clearing away mines. Surely, 
Indian Navy was capable of clearing away 
those mines 1 
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SHRI SAT PAL KA^|JR (Patiala): 
They were for fishing. again she is 

imsleading the House. 

SHRIMATl GAYATRI DEVI: If I 
am misleading the House, it will be for the 
Minister to put me right. 

SHRI K. M\NOHARAN (Madras) 
North): Ladies will not mislead 

SHRIMATl GAYATRI DEVI : At the 
same time, it has appeared in the press 
that two squadrons of MIG—21 were also 
being given to Bangta Dcsh. They have 
India on three sides, with sea below and 
I would like to know if our Intelligence 
has probed as to whom these are to be 
used against. 

SHRIMATl MUKUL BANERJI (New 
Delhi) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am really 
surprised to hear Shrimati Gayatri Devi 
accusing the intelligence Bureau aid the 
Home Ministry for not inquiring into the 
murder trials. I do not think she knows 
anything about West Bengal. In West 
Bengal so many inquiries have been held. 

SHRIMATI GAYATRI DEVI : 1 do 

uot know if the hon. Member knows that 
I come from West Bengal, my home. 

SHRIMATI MUKUL BANERJI : But 
you were not quoting the facts. The facts 
are otherwise. Therefore, you know hardly 
anything about West Bengal.- 

SHRIMATI GAYATRI DEVI : I have 
not got Government indoctrinated facts; 
1 have got them straight from the people. 

MR. SPEAKER : Order, please; ladies 
should not quarrel. 

I am getting out of their quarrel.

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : He has 
left tte a difficult legacy. 

SHRIMATI MUKUL BANERJI : Shri 
J^tinnoy Bosu has rai,W a lot of poioU 


^ticising the various inttdligence and 
Central units under the Home Ministry who 
help the States in maintaining law and cwder 
on their requisition. 1 do not wish to §o 
into the matter of increase in budget «(• 
penditure. We have other agencies to cheek 
on that in the Estimates Committee and the 
Public accounts Committee. No Central 
unit of Intelligence or Police could have 
sanctioned their own expenditure on their 
own sweet will. If any expenditure has 
been considered necessary in the public 
interest, we in this House in various vny$ 
had occasion to look into that and we shall 
continue to do that, but to mention out of 
context the total figures is an attempt to 
mislead the House. We should rather 
concentrate on the work done by these units 
and the need for such work in any civilised 
country instead of quoting such figures out 
of context. 

The main burden of Shri Bosu’s remarks 
was that the Foreign Intelligence Unit under 
the Government of India is being used by 
the Government for keeping watch on his 
party people and to advance the cause of 
the ruling party, particularly during the 
elections. It is a fantastic allegation. This 
kind of a general complaint is unworthy 
of a responsible Member. If there is any 
specific case of such misconduct of public 
servants, that should be reported for nece* 
ssary action. Under the Government 
Servants’ Conduct Rules, no service member, 
whether of Intelligence or of other units 
has any business to watch or censor any¬ 
body's papers or telephone on his own. 
Every department is independent. Any fault 
in the telephone line should not be read to 
mean that it is being tapped. In any case, 
instead of wasting time on such generalisa* 
tion, we would make up our mind, everyone 
of us in this House, that in such cases we 
should report on specific instances so that 
the Government and the Home Ministry can 
have a look into it and we can also press 
for a full report and if we are not satisfied, 
we can ask for other details. There are 
various ways of redressing such actions, if 
any. 

The Foreign Intelligence Unit has nothing 
to do with the internal work. There is 
Intelligence Unit for the internal work 
under a different Director. In fatf, die 
Internal Intelligence Unit is under the Home 
Ministry and the Foreign Intelligenoe Uait 
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to ifflder tbe Ctobinet Secretariat. It is 
fantastic lo suggest that the Foreign Unit to 
dealing vrith internal matters. This will not 
work in principle or in practice, because 
they will clash widi tiie other unit. Be that 
as it may, here, again. I would suggest that 
specific instances of any Member of Mr 
Bosu’s party having been violated by the 
activities of any unit,. should be brought up 
and that can be adequately looked into. It 
will be wrong to create a cloud of suspicion 
during the budget discusions by such un¬ 
founded criticisms and allegations. 

Every civilised country has to have 
Intelligence units. This to essential in the 
public interest and for the safety and secu¬ 
rity of the State. It is no wonder that such 
organisations must be maintained and in the 
present world when you have to obtain 
information from developed countries and 
their followers, the technique and personnel 
must be of a high standard. So, we must 
be prepared to bear the expenditure required 
for maintaining the minimum standards in 
these days if we want them to serve the 
State for which they have been raised, 

I am sure, the Home Ministry will give 
more pointed replied to Mr. Bosu’s criticisms 
but I wish to voice my protest so that the 
Members and the House do not get mis¬ 
guided by such unfounded generalised 
allegations. 

I have a few more matters to point out 
to the Home Minister and the Department 
of Personnel. I know of a very deep-seated 
grievance among the members of the Air 
Force Employees Union on account of the 
policy of the Government to recruit out¬ 
siders through direct recruitment. This is 
causing a good deal of heart-burning and to 
really blocking promotion prospects of the 
people who are already working there. My 
information is that the Defence Ministry is 
also in favour of discouraging this recruit¬ 
ment, but the Department of Personnel is 
pressing for this. I would request the 
Department of Personnel to have this looked 
into and take such steps as are necessary to 
remove this apprehension of the loyal and 
good staff who' are already in the Defence 
Ministry. 

There is also another grievance of the 
CcQtral Government employes which has 
Mow to our notice and, 1 think, it to my 


duty to let the Government know before it 
takes any form of a big agitation. The 
Central Secretariat Service has been bifur¬ 
cated into verious cadres and zones. This 
may have some advantages, but what to 
causing the grievance to that these various 
cadres and zones have unequal promotion 
prospects. Sometimes, somebody who has 
to be assisted is put to a cadre where the 
senior people are few. Such mai-practices are 
bound to happen everywhere when cadres 
are separated. The need for having separate 
cadres and zones of Central Secretariat 
Service should be looked into once again. 
The Central Secretariat Service is the per¬ 
manent basic service of the Government of 
India. We obtain the members of the All 
India Civil Service from the States on loan, 
but the permanent Government staff of the 
Central Secretariat Service continue to serve 
and maintain continuity in the Central 
Secretariat administration. Anything done 
to jeopardise the loyalty of this group of 
civil servants and to cause frustration in 
their ranks is fraught with grave possibilities. 
I would, therefore, urge that this also 
should receive due attention, and this matter 
of b"caking it into various cadres should be 
reviewed and the old system of keeping the 
entire Central Secreta iat Service in ons cadre 
should be once again sympaihetically con¬ 
sidered. 

The third issue which to a perennial issue 
is the question of keeping^^the temporary civil 
servants of Government of India to continue 
as such for indefinite periods. I understand 
there is a standing Government rule that 
anybody oecupying a temporary post for 
more than three years should be held as 
quasi-permanent even if there is no per¬ 
manent cadre, but in practice, no Depart¬ 
ment of the Government of India is looking 
into this matter with spmpathy and under¬ 
standing, in spite of this standing directive 
of the rules. This is causing a good deal 
of frustration and dissatisfaction. A large 
number of officers and men are in the 
employ of the Government of India on a 
temprary basis and the House will be 
shocked to know that such things continue 
for more than 10 years and even there are’ 
people who are holding temporary posts 
for more than 20 years. All this is happen¬ 
ing because the departmental superiors or 
the Home Ministry, the Department of 
Personnel, as the case may be are not 
dealing with this matter which 
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that ibotoagboess aad >:<!understandiiig 
as this matter deserves ii!^ the interest 
of these thousands of' temporary 
civil servants under the Government of 
India. My intention is to draw attention 
to this standing grievance so that someihing 
tangible is done to review these cases and to 
see that everybody is made quasi-permanent 
after three years of service, and as soon as 
possible the cadres of the units which must 
stay should be made permanent formally. 

One point more. Sir, about the lower 
cadre of the police. I would like to say 
something about the police administration. 
The whole system should be changed. As 
Shrimati Sheila Kaul .said, we are srill con¬ 
tinuing the colonial system. We are giving 
so much of responsibilities to the police per¬ 
sonnel, but we are not giving them enough 
facilities and enough emoluments so that 
we may attract intelligent and educated 
people into the cadre. I would, therefore, 
request the Homo Ministry to look into 
this matter and see that tho wh >Ie .sys'em of 
police administration is improve.1 and better 
people are attracted into the cadre. Belter 
facilities should be given to the constables 
and other Class IV employees. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER ; Almost all 
the members of Opposition, in the list, are 
not to be seen in the House. I do not 
know what to do.... 

Shrl Vayalar Ravi, 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayinkil) : 

I do support the Demands for Grants of 
the Ministry of Home Affairs. Of course, 
every one knows that the work of this 
Ministry is a tedious one, and they are 
always the target of attack from every 
comer. I want to eongratulate the Ministers 
for the excellent job done during the last 
few years. 

I do not want to go into the details of 
the attack made by Shri Jyotirmay Bosu. 
But what else ctm be do ? He has to blame 
somebody. Ho may be afraid of the people 
to blame them. So, ail the allegations have 
been put on the polic.-;; in short, he wants 
to find an excuse in the police for their 
crtidiiRg defeat in the last elections in West 
Bengal. The time is very''short, Sir. 1 do 
not want to ^ into the deUt^. 


I want to know whether the diityrjQt 
this Ministry is only to maintain law ijutd 
order or to make some changes in the ad¬ 
ministration.! regret that, sofar^ no positive 
steps progressive of creative steos, have been 
taken to change the system in the country 
which may bring the poor people nearer to 
the administration. We are still continding 
the old system which was inherited from 
the B.-itish hierarchy. Ws have not taken, 
any steps to change it. Take, for example, 
the CB(. I have got the report here. Let 
me read out this portion from the report: 

•'0.1 list Deeember 1971 out of a total 
of 1357 cases peiiiing trial, 461 cases 
were peading for a period upto one 
year, 283 for over one yeor, Z07 for 
over two years, 158 for over three years 
and 243 for over four years,” 

In addition, there was one case started in 
1960 against an army officer which is still 
pending in the court. All the big business 
houses in the country, Birlas, Tatas and 
Mundhras, are taking shelter behind .the 
court. All the cases against them by the 
CBl are pending before the court. The CBI 
seems to be helpless to proceed against 
Bids and Mundhras. They always hie writ 
petition or some petition or other. I want 
to know from the hon. Minister what steps 
he has taken to see that these loopholes are 
plugged, these hurdles put in by the courts 
are overcome. The judiciary have their 
own functions. It cannot be blamed. The 
duty of the Ministry is to find a way-out so 
that the functions of the CBl are not blocked 
step after step, the hurdles put by the courts 
arc overcome. 

Moreover, many examples have been 
pointed out. This is a very serious thing 
that they are taking shelter behind the 
judiciary by iliing writ petitions. All these 
things must be looked into and necessary 
steps taken. 

Mr. Sen has complained that he has 
no place to sit. Leaving the previous 
building which belonged to some Maharaja, 
he has shifted to the Indian Express build-- 
ing where has no office room. Here again, 

I can* t you give him a proper place ? 
You can acquire the building of, .tb» 
Mabartga. 
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Afaini; Kfr. Seo has complained about 
fbe big bdaioess houses also. All these thi* 
ogs should be taken into account. 

I have to say ohe Jhing more. Sir.I have 
nothing against the' ICS officers pmonally. 
Sir, we are not able to abolish the ICS 
privileges. 1 know there are certain very 
good ICS officers like Mr. T. N. Kaul, Mr. 

P. S. Menon, but, I think, there are certain 
people in the ICS cadre who are ancro- 
aching into the public sector. The Ih-ime 
Minister has taken a bold decision that no 
extension will be given to the JCS officers 
but they are very clever. They are now 
trying to encroach into the public sector and 
thus defeating the policies of the Government 
that no extension shall be given to them. 
Moreover, what 1 wish’'to say about the 
abolition , of their privileges is — I do 
not want to call them collaborators — but 
they really betrayed out freedom movement. 
They have betrayed the country. The 
Congress Government has made a mistake 
by making them a nucleus of the admini¬ 
strative system of the country. They had 
their collaboration with the British heir- 
archy. Now, they are collaborating with 
the reactionary forces in the country. While 
enjoying all the facilities afforded to them 
by the Government, they are hand in glove 
with the monopoly houses. Now they want 
to go into the public sector and want to 
grab it as well. 

I will point out one example. You 
know what is happening in the Thakru 
Commission ? Before the Thakru Commis- 
ion came, Mr Mangat Rai resigned. I 
want te know from the hon Minister who 
accepted his resignation. He might not have 
accepted hts resignation but some of ihe 
ICS officers accepted it without your 
knowledge. Then, who arc the officers 
facing inquiry by this commission ? Mr 
P. R. Nayak, Mr Khera, Mr Damle, Mr 
Gopala Menon, Mr Ka.shyap etc, all big 
ICS officers. They ail misused their power, 
still you arc allowing them to continue. 
My humble request to the Minister and 
the Government is : you have to look into 
these matters and do’t allow any ICS 
officers to grab or take any position in the 
public sector because they are defeating 
the policies of the Government.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): 
Nowadays you find even with massive ma¬ 
jority of the Coiggress, the quorum bell 
rings almost every day. What does it 
indicate ? It is not only a symptom of the 
careless absenteeism but something more.... 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER; That does 
not come under the Home Ministry. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA; I am coming. 
Sir. It is a deep malady and it should be 
taken as a warning signal for the future of 
democracy in this country, because absolute 
power, if it is concentrated in a single 
point, creates a mood and that mood is 
now exhibited in this House and which We 
should lake note of. I do not know whether 
the ruling Congress obsessed with this mood 
will turn into a grand psychogogue of 
political rebots. The Challenge before the 
country to-day, particularly, those who 
profess democratic socialism is to see that 
in India the fundamental principles of hu¬ 
man freedom and the democratic rights of 
the people are synthesised with the econo¬ 
mics of socialism so that India may project 
a new social philosophy befo;e the world 
and the country does not become a socia¬ 
list country of the fascist type-or the autho¬ 
ritarian type of the Communist countries. 
Unfortunately, the present exclusive pattern 
of controlling the levers of economy, with¬ 
out simultaneous t\'ccntrali';a ir.n of politi¬ 
cal and economic power will i;ad to hyper- 
crystalisation of some kind of u totalitarian 
authority in the hands of the Government. 
The ruling Congress today is willy-nilly 
heading towards some kind of a totalitaria¬ 
nism we shodld be careful about the 
mechanics of socialism. The ruling congress 
now is at the height of, at the summit of 
its power. 1 wish the Government proves 
true its profession of Garibi Jfaiao- I 
frrther wish its commitment to the goal of 
democratic socialism does not turn into a 
political hypocricy. But, 1 am afraid, there 
are certain tendencies which might lead to 
generating dangerous forces of totalitaria¬ 
nism in our country. The freedom of ex¬ 
pression of the sovereign will of the peopel 
or, in other words, scrupulously defending 
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mechanics of free and fair elision, is abso¬ 
lutely essential for building t^treal democra¬ 
tic society in a socialist order. The pre¬ 
requisites for this are: (i) freedom of the 
press; (ii) non-partisan radio publicity: (iii) 
impartial administration; (iv) an organisa¬ 
tion of election commission above suspicion: 
(v) equal opportunities for election propa- 
ganda; (vi) equitable basis for election 
expenditure; and (vii) a peaceful atmosphere 
for holding a free and fair election without 
any shadow of fear from any quarter. 

I have no doubt that the Congress 
would have won the last election even 
without campaigning by the Prime Minister. 
The last election was not a political election 
it was in vanity an emotional election. In 
the millieu of emotional upsurge of the 
people after the victory over the military 
junta of Pakistan the mood of national 
glorification was so powerful that the people 
cared very little to judge the socio-economic 
programme of the ruling congress. The 
congress leader Mrs Indira Gandhi succee¬ 
ded very shrewdly to exploit the image of 
of Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, which 
was built up with the support of all polilical 
parties and the whole country and the 
whole nation. 

The ruling congress in its thirst for 
absolute power has started a process of 
dangerous erosion of the mechanics of a 
democratic election. 

Firstly, it has resorted to differential 
distribution of the Government advertise¬ 
ments, financial advances and other favours 
and used covert threat to break monopoly 
press. The press in India has been suffi¬ 
ciently terrorised to be subservient to the 
ruling power. 

Secondly, by mistake once the All 
India Radio Akashvani bulletin printed the 
name of All India Radio as All Indira 
Radio,—ironically it was almost like an 
inadvertent foreboding and it has now 
come to be true. 

Thirdly, the administration has been 
deliberately utilised to influence the course 
of election by the ruling congress. 

Fourfhly, the Election Commission is no 
longer considered as ab'ye suspicion. 


Fifthly, the Govemmoit air and tand 
transports have been exclusively used by the 
Prime Minister and other Central 
Ministers under cover of certain set rules 
and by patently mixing official pro^ammei 
with election programmes. 

Sixthly, by using public sector distri¬ 
bution machinery for permit, licence and 
contracts, huge election funds have been 
collected by the Ministers. Opposition 
candidates were simply swept away by the 
tital flow of 'Rupea chunao' 

Lastly, in the case of West Bengal as 
also of Bihar, forces of violence, intimida¬ 
tion and the technique of physical capturing 
of polling booths were let loose by the 
ruling congress to terrorise the voter to 
serve its election objectives. 

Some of the political parties believing 
in the technique of violence and the politics 
of insurrectionary seizure of power are 
today ciying horse against violent rigging of 
elections in West Bengal. I would like to 
say that it is they who started the wind and 
now they have got back the whirlwind ! 
They have no justification to say so. What¬ 
ever be the quantitative measure of the 
election misdeeds committed by the Cong¬ 
ress in West Bengal such acts have indirect¬ 
ly strengthened the philosophy and justi¬ 
fication for violent means of those who 
believe in the politics and philosophy of 
insurrectionery seizure of power. 

Also, by this process of erosion of the 
mechanics of democratic elections, they 
will engender a mentality in the minds of 
the common people who have directly wit¬ 
nessed what has happened during the elec¬ 
tions you may call it fantastic nonsense, 
but they have witnessed it~whereby they 
will lose their faith in the future in process 
of democratic elections. 

It is a strange thing that Mr. Biswanath 
Mukherjee, the Deputy Leader of the Ruling 
Front of West Bengal said on the floor of 
the House that “the democratic function 
of Opposition is a bourgeois concept.” 
Not a single Congress Leader and not a 
single Congress Member opposed it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER ; Now the 
boo. Member should try to conclude. 
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SHRI' SAMAR OUHA : Kindly give 
me two miDateB more. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : I cannot 
apply different rules to different Member. 

SHRI SAMAR OUHA : Yesterday. 
Members were given nve minutes or three 
minutes only but they were given ultimately 
15 minutes. 

I shall finish within two minutes. 

To keep the flag of Indian democracy 
flying, it is high time that firstly, a judicial 
inquiry is instituted to go into the allega¬ 
tions of the rigging of elections, particularly 
in West Bengal, Bihar and Jammu and 
Kashmir. 

Secondly, the People’s Representation 
Act should be drastically amended so that 
the Central Government in the case of the 
Lok Sabha elections and the State elections 
resign at least one month before the date 
of the elections.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : 1 was saying 
that the State Government or Governments, 
as the case may be should resign at least 
one month before the date of the elections. 

Then, a three-man committee of retired 
judges should be constituted to supervise 
the functioning of AIR at least a month 
before the elections. A special Committee 
of the Press Council should be formed to 
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IShri Samar Guha] , v 
«ee that ail political partieit^get a fair deal 
in the press during the cations. The use 
of transport except in l^e case of sick 
voters should be strictly prohibited. Im¬ 
personation of voters should be brought 
under severe penal measures of three years’ 
imprisonment. All acts of violence, inti¬ 
midation and terrorisation should be the 
subject-matter of extreme puaishment. 
Election expenditure should be made accoun 
table to the Election Commission Election 
cases should be Completed within two 
months, of the filing of the cases. No 
candidate should be allowed to use more 
than three transport vehicles in the case 
of State elections and eight in the case of 
Lok Sabha elections. No booth office of 
any political party or candidate should be 
allowed to be set up before the polling 
stations, and no canvassing during the elec¬ 
tion day should be permitted, in order to 
avoid terrorisation of voters and booth¬ 
capturing. Lastly, a statement should be 
signed by each candidate befare the return¬ 
ing officer at the time of scrutiny of the 
nomination papers to the effect that 
the candidate would not spend more than 
the permitted amount as election expenses, 
a-.ii he would not make any appeal to com- 
munalism, casteism, regionalism or resort 
to any type of violence. It is high time 
the Representation of the People Act was 
drastically amended before the mechanism 
of democracy is subverted to such an e.xtent 
that the people lose their faith in democ¬ 
racy, and the faiih of the people is over 
powered by some kind of totali'arian autho¬ 
rity that we are witnessing today growing 
inside the Congress. 

•SHRl K. BASAPPA (Chitraduriga) : 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, while supporting 
the Demands for Grants relating to Ministry 
of Homo Affairs, I would like to place 
before the House a few points. 

In the first place, even though 16 years 
have elapsed after the States Reorganisation 
Act has come into force the inter state 
seniority of officers working in some of the 
states has not been finalised as yet. This 
has created a lot of frustration and discon¬ 
tent amoi^ those officers resulting in in- 
efficietit administration of the States 
concerped. thope the Ministry would look 
iip^ ^le question and . take early steps to 
finalise the seniority. 


In regard to All India Savjofs like 
I.A,S.. Government have taken a daeiston 
to constitute similar services in the sphere 
of Forest, Education, Medical and Engi¬ 
neering. But it is only in the Forest 
Department that this scheme has been im¬ 
plemented and in the other three Depart¬ 
ments, the services have not been establildied 
as yet because certain states have not given 
clearance for the implementation of the 
scheme. 1 do hope that the Ministry will do 
something to implement the scheme at the 
earliest. 

Further, Agriculture is a very important 
subject. In that Department, I feel that 
the constitution of an All India Service on 
the lines of I.A.S. if of paramount impor¬ 
tance, 1 am confident that the Centre 
will take initiative in this matter. 


A disquieting feature in the I.A.S. is 
the steady decline in the number of Ist 
class graduates inducted into the service as 
would be seen from the figures i^hich I 
quote here. In 1967 out of 141 taken into 
the service, there were only SO first class 
gradua'.e.s. In 1968 out of 122, the figures 
of 1st class graduates came down to 39 and 
in 1969 out of 100 there were only 32 first 
class graduates. This means that hardly 
1/3 of the posts are held by first class 
graduates. From this it is patently clear 
that many of the first class graduates are 
not entering into the Government service 
as they seem to be finding better prospects 
in the private sector. In the interest of 
efficient administrative services, it is desir¬ 
able to find out the reasons for the I.A.S. 
not being to the best talents in the country. 

I would like the Home Minister to look 
into the matter and improve the conditions 
of .service of All India Services. 


It has been noticed that the I.A.S. offi¬ 
cers, whithin a period of 5-6 years service, 
are appointed as Collectors or Deputy 
Commissioners of the Districts. I fee! that 
this practice of appointing them as Collec¬ 
tors is not good for the efficient administra¬ 
tion. In my opinion these I.A.S, ofB:crs 
shoud be asked to work in the various 
departments of the Government as Under 
Secretaries and Deputy Secretaries for a 
period of at least 10-12 years. It is only 
after they gain sufficient experience,' they

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should be posted as collectors to the 
Districts. I would like the Home Ministry 
to examine this question. 


In our country, there are only three 
Forestic Science Laboratories sittuated at 
Delhi, Calcutta and Hyderabad. The delay 
in the investigation of a large number of 
criminal cases is miinly due to the fict 
that these three laboratories are not in a 
position to cope with the volume of work, 
I, therefore consider it necessary to have 
such laboratories at least one in each State, 

I hope the Ministry would look into this 
question and take necessary action. 

In regard to the Central Vigilance 
Commission the Estimites Committee, in 
their 84th Report recommend as follows :— 

“Considering the fact that the Central 
Vigilance Commissioner has to study 
each and every case personally and 
take decision himself, the Committee 
feel convinced that it is humanly im¬ 
possible for one person to handle the 
large volume and variety of work tran¬ 
sacted by the Commission. The Commi¬ 
ttee also note from the Annual Reports 
of the CVe that in the discharge of 
his duties the Comnissioncr has also to 
attend conferences and meehngs and 
visit places outside Delhi. This takes 
away a portion of the Commissioner’s 
time. The Committee therefore recom¬ 
mend that if the Comnisjion is to 
discharge the onerous duties entrusted 
to it, it should be enlarged and at least 
one more mc.nber added to it...” 


I would like to know the action taken 
by the Government in the matter of appoin¬ 
ting an additional Commissioner to cope up 
with the volume of work and expedite the 
cases referred to the Vigilance Commis¬ 
sion. 


Lastly, I would like to draw the atten¬ 
tion of the Government about the pension 
scheme of the freedom fighters. At present, 
the Government have prepared a scheme 
according to which a freedom fighter who 
had undergone imprisonment of six months 
is entitled to get a pension. This condition 
■s rather very rigid and should fiPt bo

to a pension in Mysore State. Such being 

Such of those who had taken part in the 
treedom movement should be given a 
»rtification of recognition of his services 
to the country. Not only that family of 
those freedom fighters should be entitled to 
ree medical treatment and certain percent¬ 
age of seats say 5-10 be reserved for their 
children in the Medical, Engineering and 
higher technological and Agricultural 
Colleges. 


Lastly, it was answered in reply to a 
question in Lok Sabha on 5.12.69 that the 
Government would put up a Memorial in 
memory of those freedom fighters who lost 
fheir lives in the freedom struggle between 
1857-1947 and that the Memorial would be 
ready by April. 1972. 1 would like to know 
the .stage at which the matter stands.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 
K. C. PANT) : Sir, I listened very carefully 
to the debate both yesterday and today, and 
while listening to the debate I was reminded 
of the great events we had seen in the year 
gone by. These events have been historical 
events. They had posed one of the most 
difficult challenges we have faced as a 
nation after independence. All the events 
in Bangla Oesh, which I need not recount, 
and the presence of ten million refugees in 
our country certainly posed a great challenge 
to us as a nation and to our leadership. 
Sir, it is a matter of great satisfaction that 
this country has emerged from this test with 
flying colours and with added confidence. 
Listening to Shri Vajpayee, I was surprised 
that he al.so repeated what many members 
of the Opposition are prone to say, that we 
won the elections because of this victory. 
Would Vajpayeeji have been happy if 
we had lost the war so that the Jana Sangh 
might have won ? 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
Otherwise, we would not have co-operated 
with you. It is hitting below the belt. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I thought he 
had struck me below the belt and 1 was 
replying to that. The elections were held . .. 


SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : So 
you are not better than me. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : They were to 
have been held in 1972 and postponement 
of the elections would have been abnormal. 
When conditions are normal and the 

elections svere held. (Interruptions) 

according to the nor>'^al schedule, then 


there should be no surprise and I thought 
he would be happy that Ihe country had 
won a big victory and if, as a result of 
that, there is a sense of exuberance and a 
sense of self-confidence in the country, that 
is to be welcomed. 

The elections that were held to the 
States were in themselves a giant operation 
and they were also concluded successfully. 
Throughout the country the administration 
saw to it that the elections were conducted 
by and large peacefully, and as a result of 
these elections and the last elections which 
saw a re-afflrmation of the faith of the 
people of this country in the policies and 
programmes of our Party and the Prime 
Minister and which were an index of the 
faith reposed by the people in the leadership 
of the Prime Minister, the country has 
emerged stronger. I think there is no 
gainsaying that, and no section of the 
House, no one in the country, can to-day 
say that the country is weaker than it was a 
year or two years ago. 

The people have rejected both com- 
munalism and extremism and the prophets 
of doom who were predicting at one stage 
this country would break u,p that democracy 
would collapse, have been confounded by 
the events of the last two years and, there¬ 
fore, we can look back with some satisfac¬ 
tion on the yar gone by as a year of 
success, a year of dramatic achievements 
and a year during which the challenges 
were bravely and successfully met. 

My friend, Shri Inder J. Malhotra, re¬ 
ferred to the problems of Jmmu & 
Kashmir. 1 do not want to go into 
details, but I shall assure him and I think 
he knows it, that the Central GovernmeiiC 
is conscieus of the problems of Jammu & 
Kashmir and it is doing its best to assist 
that State rn overcoming these problems. 

The Rajmata of Jaipur made a speech. 
She is not here. . . 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA : There is no 
Rajmata now. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : You can 
call her ‘Mata’—I don’t mind, but no 
‘Rajmata’. 
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SHRI K. C. PANT : AH right. She is 
not here and she had come here earlier just 
for the speech. She has gone away. I do 
not know if I can meet any of her points 
in her absence. But f would like to say 
this. She referred to the presence of Soviet 
ships near Chittagong and the purchase of 
MIt3s by Bangla Desh, I do not really 
know the purport of these questions. We 
are here talking of two independent sovere¬ 
ign countries, both friendly to us and I don’t 
think anything should be said in this House 
that is likely to be misconstrued by either 
country or by those abroad or within the 
country. 

Shri Vajpayee just referred to the Enter- 
gency. I may inform him and the House 
that so far as the Central Government is 
concerned, immediatly after the case-fire 
we had advised all the Ministries of the 
Central Government as well as of the Stales 
that the powers conferred by the Defence 
of India Act and the Rules should be ex¬ 
ercised with the greatest of restraint and 
circumspection so that there is the 
least interfence with the normal day-to- 
day life of the citizen of this country, 
with the enjoyment of fundamental 
rights guaranted by the Constitution. This 
has been our approach all through. In 
fact, enforcement of no fundamental right 
has been suspended under Art. 359. By 
and large this approach was adhered to. 
And now, the only question is , whether we 
have reached a stage where we can with¬ 
draw the emergency, my hon. friend and 
the House knows that even today our 
forces are standing on the vigil on the 
western border. The events of the last 
year are too fresh in our minds to for¬ 
get the need for such vigilance or to be 
caught unawa.e in any situation. It is 
our considered opinion that the time is 
not yet ripe for the , complete abrogation 
of all the enabling powers available under 
the Defence of India Act. We hope that it 
will be possible for Government in the near 
future to inform this House that these en¬ 
abling provisions are no longer needed. 
1 can tell the on. Members and the House 
that Government will not delay the anno¬ 
uncement even a day longer than is 
necessary . 

I was surprised by the speech of Shri 
Shyamnandan Mishra. He' is not here. 


But he, as a senior Member, knows the 
Rules of Business of the House. No Mem- 
be while speaking is to reflect upon the 
conduct of persons in high authority. He 
was referring to the Governor. It obvious, 
while he was referring to Governors, he 
was referring to the Governor of Bihar 
and what he was doing, or saying, or 
what he spoke. 1 thought the mis¬ 
understanding in his mind was that he felt 
that under President’s rule the Governor 
.should act as caretaker and not take any 
decisions. Now, Sir, this is not a correct 
interpretation. Under the president's rule 
the Governor docs not merely become a 
caretaker. This has been clarified in this 
House more than once. When the Stale is 
under President's rule, the Government 
here, that is in Patliamcnl here is fully 
responsible to this House. And therefore. 
President's rule is also a form of respon¬ 
sible Government and decisions have to be 
taken, they have been taken and they will 
be taken. His objection was to the Go¬ 
vernor changing the I. G. or suspending the 
D. I. G. or some tuch thing. I thought he 
was insinuating that elections in Bihar took 
a certain tred because a few officers at the 
top were charged. I am surprised that any 
one who professes respect for the judgement 
of the people of this country could think 
that this is possible. He forgets, and tl 
would like to remind him that hi» par y 
was in charge of three Slate Governments* 
when wc had elections to Lok Sabha i n 
1971. In those States our party won, in 
spite of his party being in power. We also 
lost in some States when we were in 
power . . . 


SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jainagar) : 
You were in power with Mishraji . , . 


SHRI K. C. PANT : Always out of 
step . Therefore it is that I was surprised, 
that he felt that the verdict of elections 
was dependent upon such things . 


He also referred to the Jantar Mantar 
again. 1 do not want to go into this matter. 
It has been thrashed out in this House, and 
the Jantar Mantar is now in possession of 
the Congeess (O). While in his absence, 1 
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do not want to get into an argument, I 
hope he will consider the larger question of 
political morality. Whether he will abide 
by the verdict of the magistrate or the 
verdict of the people is the question that he 
has to answer. 

SHRI ATAL BIHAR 1 VAJPAYEE : 
But his party did not wait for the verdict of 
the people. 

SHRI K.C, PANT : Now, the verdict of 
the people is very clear, and I may tel! 
Shri Atal Bihari Bajpayee that this is not 
his quarrel. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
But he is talking of morality. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I am talking of 
political morality which is preferable to 
political obstinacy. 

Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee as well as 
some others ri;fened to the charges levelled 
against the Chief Minister of Haryana. 
Much was sought to be made of this as 
though this were a new discovery and a lot 
was built on it. Some could not do it as 
ably as Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee because 
he has rhetoric and oratory at his com¬ 
mand, but the attempt was made. And 
what are the facts ? This House knows the 
facts. It has been discussed here. Ques¬ 
tions have been asked and answers have 
been given. Certain momoranda were 
received. One was received on the 16th 
May, 1969 ; a supplementary memorandum 
was received in July, 1969. Both were 
examined carefully, and the allegations 
contained in these two memoranda were 
found not to have been substantiated. 
Then, a mamorandum signed by Shri 
Bhagwat Dayal Sharma and 19 other MLAs 
and exMLAs of Hai 7 ana was presented on 
27th October, 1971. The comments of the 
Chiet Minister of Haryana were obtained 
this memorandum. These comments have 
been received with his letter on 17th 
January, 1972 and these are under examina¬ 
tion. They have not been dropped but 
they are being examind. 

PHRI B. P. MAURYA : By whom 7 

SHRI K. C. PANT : By the Govern- 

' meat, as is only right. 


SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
Why not by the Attorney^eneral ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Then, another 
letter signed by MPs etc. enclosing copies 
of the memorandum has also been received 
by the Prims Minister. A copy of the 
memorandum of 24th February, 1972 was 
sent to Shri Bansi Lai on 17th March, 1972, 
for his comments which are awaited. So, 
why all the this song and dance ? It is not 
as though every memorandum and every 
allegation made is capable of being disposed 
of quickly. There are some complicated 
matters. Some require the scrutiny of a 
large volume of papers. 

I would like to remind Shri Atal 
Bihari Vajpayee and others who referred to 
this matter that the memorandum submitted 
against Sarvashri Veerendera Patil and Shri 
Nijalingappa in April, 1970 and that against 
Shri Bandodkar in August, 1971 are still 
under examination. So, why attribute 
political motives in this matter ? 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : So, 
there is all-round delay. 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; So, even if there is 
much delay, he should admit that thre is no 
discrimation, there is no political discrimi 
nation. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
What about Punjab ? There is discrimina¬ 
tion. 

SHRI K C PANT: That was what I 
said that certain things could be handled 
quickly ; they are capable of being handled 
quickly. In the case of Punjab, the Mini¬ 
sters were not there in office at that time, 
The Governor went into the papers, and the 
Goverhbr came to certain pritm facie 
conclusions, on the basis of which a com¬ 
mission of inquiry could be set up. He may 
wish that the same were the situation in 
Haryana, but unfortunately it is not. 

l5 hrs. 

This debate has lost much of its comba- 
tiveness because my hon. friend Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu is not here. He made a 
long speech and be had many things to say 
also about the verdict of the polls. 
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1 was not aware that he had such an 
abiding fhith in democracy and such love of 
it as he now professes. This was a revela¬ 
tion to me. If the change is genuine, even 
now it is welcome. One criterion by which 
one can judge any party’s or individual’s 
faith in ctemocracy is to see how they behave 
when they lose, because it is the first of the 
disciplines of democracy to be able to take 
defeat as well as victory in one’s stride. 
Because if you go and play a game of 
cricket, as Shri Banerjee knows, once you 
are declared out but you refuse to leave the 
crease, the game cannot go on. 

SHRI S.M. BANERJEE : The poitnt is 
that body-line bowling should not be done. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
The last election was not cricket. 

SHRI K C PANT : Even body-line 
bowling cac be dealt with—depends on the 
.skill of the batsman {Interruption) 1 am 
talking of sports ; 1 do not expect him to 
understand it. In this case, the CPi (M) 
and some others are just rafusing to accept 
the verdict of the umpije. The umpire in 
this case is the people of this country. They 
have given the verdict. But they refuse to 
accept the verdict. 

SHRI N. K, P. SALVE (BetuI) ; They 
have left the crease all right, {Interruption). 

SHRI K. C P\NT : I can understand 
the difficulty of my hon. friend of the C P I 
tM) who is interrupting. I can unders’.and 
his difficulty, because he does not really 
have faith in democracy. He docs not 
really understand the processes of 
democracy. He participates in it because 
his party wants to subvert democracy. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HALDER 
fAusgram) : This is your personal opinion. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : When his party 
was in power, it did not hesitate to use 
violence, terrorism and intimidation ; it did 
not hesitate to infiltrate to its men into the 
administrative machine and the police. All 
of us know this. Therefore, they would 
like to use democracy for their ends. But I 
am sorry that the people of this country 
liave seen through this and now have 


refused to oblige them. What can we do 
about it ? If they are frustrated, if their 
political plans have not borne fruit, in this 
frustration they should not talk about rigg¬ 
ing. That is not the right-approach. They 
talk of rigging because they cannot talk 
against the people for their verdict. 

SHRI S. P. BH ATTACH ARYYA 

(Uluberia) : Why not an inquiry ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: Why inquiry 7 
The people have given their verdict. When , 
the people are against their party, their 
party gets against democracy. This is a ‘ 
very strange sequence, but every time it 
happens. Their criterion is simple : If 

they win, the elections are fair ; if they, 
lose, they are unfair. It seems the weaker 
a party’s basic faith in democracy, the 
louder its protestations against the 
fairness of the elections become in case it 
loses. 

Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu made a lot of noise 
about our intelligence set-up. As he went 
on .speaking in that vein, I felt sorry for 
him. He secs the spectre of intelligence 
agents all over, even in the Central Halt 
where only MPs and Journalists are allowed, 
only a selected number of journalists. I do 
not know which M P or which journalist he 
w'as referring to when he .said th:re arc 
agents in the Central Hall. He should 
remember that in India, even today there is 
need for an iniclligcncc apparatus. That is 
obvious. in paiticular, there is need 
because Iheic are elements in the country 
who believe in de>troying democracy, 
elements which seek to s ib/erl the State, 
disturb comma.ial peace and si on. There 
arc such elements. An I while we arc a free 
country, while we have an open society of 
which we are proud, we have institutions 
like freedom of speech, ficed-mi of associa* 
tion, freedom of press, we have an indep¬ 
endent judiciary, wc have all these things— 
But we also have those elements of which 1 
spoke. Thciefvire, the need for such 
intelligence is obvious, and it has its uses 
even for the CPM, becau.se, even Shri Jyoti 
Basu had some advantage of our intelligence 
network as well as the CRP; when he 
needed protection we have not failed to 
provide it to him. You can understand 
our efficacy was more because of the 
intelligence system. Therefore, it has its 
uses, and its uses must be recognised. 
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I am only concerned about one aspect 
of this problem. We have found in the 
past that there was a pattern in tlie p.ooa- 
Randa campaigns of the CPM. When they 
decided to go in for violence in West 
Bengal and other places, that decision was 
accompanied by a sustained campaign to 
smear the police and (he CRP and the BSF 
and the agencies of law and order which 
were likely to stand against them and their 
programme of violence. And now, the 
focus seems to have shifted and now the 
smear campaign is being carrieJ on against 
the intelligence agencies. 

Sir. an obvious conclusion can be 
drawn. 1 would not like the House to 
draw the obvious conclj.ion. [ would 
like some CPM spokesman now or in the 
future to assure this House and the countrv 
that they do not intend to do 
anything which is likely to prove vulnerable 
to the vigilance and probing of intelligence 
agencies. We would like to be assured 
and to have their assurance in this regard. 
This is the disturbing part of the very vivid 
and colourful detective story which Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu placed befoic the House. 

Sir, he is p.rsl-master in the old techni¬ 
que of the lie being often enough repeated 
so that it can be taken for truth. This lech- 
nique was tried quite a few years ago—30 
or 40 years ago in some oiher countiy—and 
it was perfected and those who pe.fecieJ 
it said that the bigger the lie the more it is 
likely to go across. And Shn Jyotirmoy 
Bosu seems to believe in this lechni'jiie. 
But unfortunatly this lechnii|ue d<d not 
pay in the past; it has not paid now; and 1 
assure him it will n it p.ty him in the 
future. 

Shri Satyanarayan Rao referred to 
Telengana. 1 would not take the time of 
the House in going into details because my 
friends from Telengana and I have oppor¬ 
tunities to meet fairly often and exchange 
notes. But he knows that various steps 
have already been taken which ( need not 
repeat, and he knows that the result. of 
these steps in the developmental held Ins 
been at least visible. For instance, in 196')- 
70, the exoenditure in Telengana on deve¬ 
lopment was 97.3 per cent of ihe outlay us 
against 87.9 per cent in .'te rest of the Slate. 
Now, in 1971-72, the percentage of expen- 


dilure, up to January, 1972, was 71.6 per 
cent of the year’s outlay in Telengana, 
while it was 69.1 per cent for the rest of 
the State. This only shows that the mecha* 
ni.sm for development that has been set up 
and the mechanism to ensure implemen¬ 
tation is functioning, and Telengana is 
developing at a .slightly faster rate if one 
is to judge by these figures of expendi¬ 
ture. 

On service grievances also, progress 
has been made in the last three months. I 
do not want to go into the figures. But I 
have all the figures with me. I would only 
be happy to give Shri Rao all these figures 
should he be interested in them. 

SHRI M. S.ATYANARAYAN RAO : 
What about the restoration of the Mulki 
Rules ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; His main point 
is the restoration of the Mulki rules. He 
knows that the State Government intends 
filing an apeal in the Surpreme Court. That 
has been announced by the State Govern¬ 
ment. 1 have said it in this House also. 
Once the State Government is going in 
appeal, should we not await the verdict of 
the Supreme Court before deciding what to 
do next in the matter ? 

Does it not stand to reason that it is 
the m)st obvious course to follow?... 
(InU’rr-.iptions) 

SHRI M. SATYANARAYAN RAO : 
You know what will happen in courts. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : He seems to 
know, i am surprised that he should dea. 
with the subject so lightly. Therefore, 
there Is absolutely no point in making a 
grievance of Government not having taken 
any position in the matter. As a matter of 
fact we arc anxious that the problem of 
unemployment in Telangana should be 
lackled and that the safeguards that were 
provided under the Public Employment 
Requirement of Residence Act should be 
available to the people of Telangana and 
that regionalisation should take place in 
accordance with the spirit of tha' Act, For 
that already the Government of Andhra 
Pradesh is taking steps. All these things 
are being, done. It is not as though avery- 
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thing is kept in abeyance till the Supreme 
Court gives its decision. It is not so. 
Positive st^s are being taken and Shri Rao 
should not harbour any sense of grievance. 
He should see the facts as they are; The 
Government of Andhra Pradesh and we 
here are doing our best to tackle this matter 
in the interest of both Telangana and of 
the united Andhra Pradesh. 

There was some reference to violence in 
elections. 1 can assure the House that we 
are as anxious as anyone in this House 
and outside about the need to see 
that the use of violence and intimi' 
datory tactics in elections do not 
lake place. It is obvious that wedded as 
we are to democracy we are even more con¬ 
cerned in this matter. Before 1967 the 
elections in this country were remaikably 
peaceful. In 1967 there was violence and 
mter-party clashes, and this process went 
on till 1971 and reached a certain peak in 
the 1971 midterm elections to the Lok 
Sabha, when as many as 258 persons were 
killed in inter-party clashes and incidents 
of violencej of which 223 were in West 
Bengal alone and 35 in other States. 

It is a matter of some satisfaction that 
his trend has been reversed in the recent 
elections; still valuable lives have been lost. 
That is a matter of deep concern. It is 
completely wrong to think that elections 
took place in an atmosphere of violence; 
all of us in our own constituencies know 
that it is not a fact. In some restricted 
are as there was violence. We are confident 
that the State Governments will deal with 
the incidents of violence which have come 
to their notice in which ever State it might 
bs. The Government is also considering 
further steps that can be taken to strengthen 
the provisions of law to deal with the pro¬ 
blem of violence in elections. In this matter 
the co-operation of all political parties is 
required and it is of crucial importance in 
maintaining a proper atmosphers in which 
free and fair elcetions can take place. This 
:s not a partisan matter. We are interested 
In the survival and strengthening of demo¬ 
cracy in this country and therefore we 
attach the greatest importance to this aspect 
of the problem. 

Shrimati Joshi and some other friends 
referred to the problem of communal vio¬ 


lence. From the point of view of stresses 
and strains on the administrative machinery 
in respect of communal violence or the 
possibility of communal violence, the year 
gone by had been a year of great strain. To 
begin with if 1 may remind the. House, 
there was the hijacking of our plane from 
Jammu. Then there were attempts to ex¬ 
ploit the communal politics and communal 
passions in the course of electioneering for 
the Lok Sabha. Then come the atrocities 
of the Pakistani forces in Bangla Desh 
resulting in the influx of a large number of 
refugees into India. 


While this struggle in Bangla Desh was 
going on. the Pakistani military regime tried 
its best to infiltrate saboteurs, spies and 
agents provocateurs into this country. So, 
all through the year we were subjected to 
stresses and strains and, if I may say so, we 
were apprehensive lest a small spark some¬ 
where should lead to bigger trouble. The 
manner in which our people rose to the 
occasions and demonstrated their abiding 
faith in secularism and communal harmony 
is something which should inspire and 
strengthen all of us in our future efforts. 
The exemplary upsurge of national unity 
and solidarity in the face of the serious 
threat to our security is an example which 
should guide our efforts in the direction of 
completely eradicating the forces of commu¬ 
nal disharmony in our country. It is a 
matter of satisfaction that the administration 
at all levels remained Vigilant and did not 
take any chances, and this combination of 
popular awareness of the deeper stakes 
involved in the keeping of communal peace 
as well as vigilance on the part of the ad¬ 
ministration must continue, because although 
there has been improvement, and this has 
been remarked upon by various Members 
who spoke during the debate, 1 would not 
say that the improvement has been such as 
to allow us to be complacent. The number 
of communal incidents even in the year 1971 
was considerable as shown in our Report 
for 1971-72. Many of them were of a 
serious nature. Therefore, I do not want 
the House to go away with the impression 
that the kind of solidarity and cooperation 
between the people and the adminitration 
in tackliag this menance that was exhibited 
in the year gone by will not be required 
in feature. This is something we will have 
to continue to watch. The Government i$

Members 'likve ofteri expressed in this 
Boose theh* distotisfaotion at Ihe slow and 
tardy manner in which criminal cases against 
jietBons goilty in communal riots are dealt 
Mth, The Government have prepared 
fegislatlvc proposals providing for the setting 
up of special courts and for a speedier 
procedure for the trial of cases arising out of 
disturbances. The proposals will be shortly 
brought before the House for its considera¬ 
tion. 

The Government have also taken note 
of the demand made by various sections of 
the House for the enactment of legislation 
to deal with the activities of the communal 
organisations whose propaganda and activi¬ 
ties pose a serious threat to our secular 
polity. The House is awere that m Septem¬ 
ber, 1970, the Government had brought 
forward a Bill for this purpose. However, 
n view of the objections raised by the 
opposition parties, the Bill had to be with¬ 
drawn at the introduction stage. In the 
light of the objections then raised, the pro¬ 
posal has been further processed and a revi¬ 
sed draft has now been prepared. We hope 
to bring this revised draft before the House 
very shortly, may be in the current session 
itself. 


You wUl recall that in almost every 
session in the last couple of years we used 
to have a long debate on the Naxelite 
menace. It speaks for itself that this time 
there has been no such debate. The Ne<e- 
lite problem has been tackled for the pre¬ 
sent, and when I say tackled I mean that 
there are far fewer instances of f^exalile 
violance coming to notice. The situation has 
markedly improved not only in West Bengal 
but alsp in Bihar, Punjab and Andhra 
Pradesh, but the capacity of these elements 
to indulge in mischief remains and the 
Government is fully aware of this and is 
vigibtttt. The other aspect to which I 
would like to draw the atlention of the 
House is that in West Bengal two factors 
I have mainly contributed to the containment 
• of dus menape for the present. One is that

The second aspect in West Bengal that 
is noticeable is that the people have seen 
that the Central Government as #ell aS the 
Slate Government do not take a very 
narrow view of the problem. We realise 
that some of the young men who have gone 
into the bad company of Naxaiites and 
other extremists may have been frustrated. 
Some may have been lured away. Some 
may have taken to violence because of ex¬ 
ploitation by anti-social elements. All these 
things are there. It is not a simple picture. 
Therefore, we have often said and the West 
Bengal Government is now taking measures 
to see that the basic socio-economic pro¬ 
blems are tackled, whether they be problems 
relating to agarian unrest, unemployment or 
neglect of tribals. It is not for me to go into 
those details. It is for the various ministries. 
They have drawn up various plans and 
schemes. Bjt I would like to say on be¬ 
half of the Home Ministry that we do not 
take a narrow law and order view of the 
problem. We take a broader view. We are 
not oblivious to the existence of the deeper 
Socio economic challenges that the represent 
and we do not feel content merely to tackle 
symptoms. We want to go to the root of 
the problem and we want to help West 
Bengal in tackling the root. 


Some reference was made to the C.R.P. 
force and the recent judgment of one Judge 
of the Calcutta High Court in a certain 
case holding that the C.R.P. Act is ultra 
vires of the Constitution. We understand 
that the order will take effect after 12 weeks 
of the passing of the order. We have asked for 
a copy of the judgment. We have not got 
the judgment yet. As soon as we get it, we 
shall study in detail the grounds on which 
this has been dedared uitva vires. But I 
would like to mention, because this is an 
important force, that the ^legality 6f the 
Central Reserve Police Force Act has been 
questioned earlier be'fore the High Court of 
Madras and again bpfpre ,the ^igh (Court 
of Jammu and Kashmir -and futt 1 
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thecefora hope that the ^SS 
Chief Curuji Golwalltar, a great Hipdy, 
wtil 4eP hut/of ibe stinking secular pud¬ 
dle of (he Jan Sangh and jump .into th^ 
Ganga of Hinduiaim by founding a new 
and geniune Hindu political parly; but 
while doing, so,' jet him, ..not pickup 
those oersons of the Jan Sangh who 
have been the Trojan horses of the Co:;- 
gress.

ation has never disovmed the merit 
and the basic phUosopby Whidi led to the 
assassination and murder of Mahatma 
Oandhi. 

Sir, after that time certain events took 
place, and the particular organisation was 
allowed to Ainction in a legal maner. I 
have always held that it is never possible 
to really arrest or eradicate or efface such 
organisations purely by amending the crimi¬ 
nal law even if we make a resolution at a 
time when politically we are strong eno¬ 
ugh to mobilise public opinion in favour of 
what we are doing, ^cause, Shri Atal 
Bihari Vajpayee has spoken that after 
all, if public opinion is there, we need not 
be worried about the communal forces. I 
entirely agree with him. But public opinion 
is with us, plus, we want to amend the 
law. We went to amend the law in a man¬ 
ner that once and for all we are able to 
take case of this menace againgt society, 
against the Indian society. And that is only 
possible today when we have a leader who 
has laid before the counti^, who has put 
before the country, a programme and a 
policy as a result of which she has received 
an overwhelming mandate. The trust and 
the faith of the people is in their leader. 

The position so far as the political strength 
of the party, the political strength of the 
leader is concerned, is uniqe. It is at this 
juncture, that it is the easiest possible oppor¬ 
tunity for us to mobilie the public opinion 
in favour of getting rid of these communal, 
para-military organisations; the time is abso¬ 
lutely ripe.

Mr. Chairman, Sir, you are aware of 
the fact that my party—the .Communist 
Party of India (Marxists) is opposed to 
Hindu or Muslim communalism. We are 
aware of the fact that the communal organi¬ 
sations and the para military forces Sponso¬ 
red by these organisations are of no recent 
origin. When we were waging our struggle 
for independence, then the British imperia¬ 
listic forces had given constant encourage¬ 
ment to the communal forces in the country 
to thwart our efforts for attainment of free¬ 
dom, and they had tried their best td lead 
us to a suicidal path. It is a well known 
fact. Sir, that these British imperialists, 
taking advantage of the weakness of our 
freedom struggle, had not only sown the 
seeds of communalism in our country but 
they had given all encouragement to such 
elements to grow and flourish. It is a 
matter of deep regret that because of the 
inherent weakness in our freedom struggle 
and our failure to guide the movement on 
right lines, the country was divided inte 
two.

When the United Front Govern¬ 
ment came in power in West Bengal, there 
was a wave of jubilation among the peasants 
and the working class and exploited masses 
for tiwy got an opportunity to put an end 
to all forms of exploitation but the vested 
interests had encouraged communal riots in 
Hooghly to frustrate their efforts. In 
Jagaddal too su:h riots were engineered but 
we had suppressed these incidents with a 
strong hard. We have seen. Sir, that again 
and again, the struggle of the exploited 
masses, the working class, peasants and 
workers was thwarted by the imperialist 
forces through exploitation of the communal 
forces in the country. Therefore, we have 
to take firm step against these organisations. 
The Britishers had ruled this country for 
long by exploiting the communal sentiments 
and through their policy of divide and rule.

A mere ban on 
such organisations will not be enough to 
stem the evil because even after the ban, 
these organisations caa function in an ille¬ 
gal way and they will try to attain their 
objectives.

But, today there is a misconception even 
regarding the words ‘Bharatiya'. It is 
commonly used as a translation of 
the word ‘Indian’ which includes all the 
various communities like the Muslim, 
Christian, Parsi, etc. residing in this 
land. So, the word ‘Bharatiya* too 
likely to mislead us when we want to 
.denote our particular society. The 
word ‘Hindu’ alone connotes correctly 
and completely the meaninig that we 
want to convey.

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN : We know the 
intentions. {Interruption) When 10 million 
refugees came, some of the friends on the 
other side went on asking how many 
Hindus have come from there. May be 
many Hindus and many Muslims might 
have come. But it is the way of dealing 
with questions, by asking how many Hindus 
or how many Muslims have come ? We 
have to take stock of the whole thing, and 
see what are the atrocities committed there 
and how many human beings have suffered.

troyed into pieces. Tlie Bangla Desh people 
who once voted for the creation of Pi^istaa, 
have realised today that cornmunalism would 
not pay, and they have come to realise 
that secularism alone could pay the way to 
prosperity and can ddWer ttie goods to 
the people.

SHRI F.H. MOHSIN: On 3rd April, 
1948, the Constituent Assembly of India 
bad passed the following Resolutions: 


“Whereas it is essential for the pro¬ 
per functionmg of democracy and the 
growth of national unity and solidarity 
that communalism should be eliminated 
from Indian life, this Assembly is of 
opinion that no communal organisaition 
which, by its constituent ot by the exer- 
ciae of diacretionafy power vested in 
“any of its officers or organs, admits to 
or excludes from its membmship persons 
on groumb of r^igioo, race and caate 


or any of diemi should be permitted to 
eogage in any activttiea otlm than those 
essential for the bona fide r^igioua, 
cultural, social and educational needs 
of the coinmu- ni^ and that all steps, 
legislative and administrative, necessa¬ 
ry to prevent such activititcs shouid 
be taken" 

At that time it was possible to take 
action against ccnnmuaal organisa- 
tioos fmr takmg part in political or violmt 
activities under the Criminal Law Amend- 
meat Act, 1908, whidi empowered the 
Provincial Governments to declare associa¬ 
tions an unlawful, but after the passing of 
the Constitution, this has become difficult. 
Under that Act the RSS and the Khaksar 
Jamait were declared unlawful. Shn 
Vajpayee quoted Sardar Patel as saying 
good words about the RSS. 1 do not know 
whether it is correct. Anvway it was Sardar 
Fatal who. when he was Home Minister 
declared the RSS unlawful. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE; 
And he also lifted the ban. 

SHRI F H. MOHSIN: Some Members 
have quoted Sardar Patel’s words about the 
RSS and how he held that some of the 
wokrers of the RSS were the cause of 
Mahatmaji’s death. Now it cannot be said 
that Government has not been keen in bring 
ing about such legislation before the House 
to curb communalism. In 1970 the Central 
Government has proposed to amend Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967, to brmg 
within Its scope mischief associationa 
whose activities or objects were prejudicial 
to the maintenance of harmony among 
different communities. It may not be illegal 
or objecbonable for anybody to have an 
organisation belonging to one community. 
But if its activities are such as to create 
disharmony among different sections of the 
the society on grounds of religions, race 
or language, then certamly it beMtnes 
objectionable, certainly the Government 
can take action on that. It was only with 
a view to take power m the hands of the 
Government that legislation was btought 
before the House. But unfortunately my 
friends on the other side mistook it.

RESOLUTION RE. ESTABLISHMENT 
OF TWO MORE STEEL PLANTS 
DURING FIFTH FIVE YEAR 
PLAN 

SHRI BANAMAU PATNAIK (Puri) ; 
Mr. Chairman, I beg to move the following 
Ilesolution ■ 

“This House recommends that the 
Government of India should take im¬ 
mediate and effective steps to establish 
two more steel plants during the Fifth 
Five Year Plan to create increased 
potentialities in the production of steel 
and development of iron ore and that 
the first plant be established in Orissa 
and the second in Madhya Prededt for 
reasons of the techno-economic feasi¬ 
bility and conmarative backwardness of 
these areas.’* 

While moving this Resolution, I might 
give the background of this Resolution. Ic 
the ymu* 1959 the State Government of 
CAissa reqUmied the National Coundi of 
' Applied E^nomic Research to undertake 
thb tedioo-econon^ survey of the State. 
BroacBy speaking the objectl^ of the 
j^rvey was td an appraisal of the 
variQii! cwremiy avaUhW as wen «« P^’ 
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nattMAl montim ut the Stfite Npid «» 
eNMs % pro9Mti of eooiioiojie wA Mes- 
trial idiiv^aiMDeQt of Orissa based oft ^

Orissa is on optstaniSiig extmi^eofa 
State whkA despite ikh Midowmeftts of 
natomi resources has remained extrmacly 
badcword, eod so also Madhya Pradesh. 
The pir ea^ta income is perhaps toe lowest 
cooto^ed With the alMndia average. 

Tfll the beginning of the Second Plan, 
there was no steel plant in Orissa even 
(hougl the iron ors>dep<»its of the State 
were estimated at 8000 million tonnes, the 
largest figure in alMndm. The productivity 
per worker both in factory and non-factory 
was lower than the average for many other 
States as well as for India as a whole. 


Even today, the State's economy it by 
no means strong. Transport facilities are 
even now highly inadequate. The interior 
of the State having large mmeral resources 
IS particularly isolated from other areas due 
to lack of transport development. 

In the Second Five Year Plan, two im¬ 
portant steps wer taken, one, the esteblish- 
raent of Rourkeia Steel Plant and the other 
was the completion of the Mirakud Dam 
Project That has accelerated the growth 
of industrial potentiality. The irrigation 
and power potential of the State has resulted 
in large expansion of the State’s industrial 
output and set the pace of further industria¬ 
lisation. 

Here. I would like to quote a portion 
of the Report of the NCAER which says : 

“The strong push to the growth of State’s 
economy will come from the estabiidi* 
mwit of another Steel Plant at Bonai* 
garh and other metallurgica] and ipdtal 
based industries. If this developmeot 
takes place, then over the * deca^to <rf 
1961-7I, toe industrial output of Orissa 
should increase eight-fold—the mi^ 
contribution comiog frbm minnral hosed

NCAER Report Today, we are in 
’Iliis npott was subntoted in 1962. But In 
toe oeucie eff toe last 10 years, no stq» have 
beeo tafcea to toto dire^on. Only hopes 
have been aroused in toe minds of the 
people of <Mssa toot another toeel Hant 
wiU he established there. 

Steel is a basic industry on which the 
oatioft’s progress depends. Carlyle has said 
toot toe progess of toe country is judged by 
toe quantity of iroa produced by the country 

Ito has said : ’’The nation which gains 
control of iron soon acquires control of 
gold.” 

The late lamented Jawaharlal Nehru, the 
founder of modern India said that he would 
apply two tests to judge the progress of any 
country. He said : 

”I apply two tests for ju^ing toe pro¬ 
gress of the country, one, the position 
of women to toe country and the othw 
is toe amount of iron, steel and electri¬ 
city that toe country produces.” 

If these two tests are apfdied, then we 
find that India is much backward. 

If we look at the world crude steel 
production, we are perhaps the lowest in 
the matter of crude steel production. 
U.S.S.R.—119.7 million tonnes,* U.S.A.—■ 
118.6 million tonnes; Japan—88 million 
tonnes; West Germany—40 million tonnes; 
United Kingdom-—23.8 million tonnes; 
France—16.6 milliontonnes; Italy—17.4 
million tonnes and India—6 million tonnes. 
If we look at the figures of pig iron produc 
tion, we find, U.SS.R.—81.6 million 
tonnes; U.RA.—86.6; Japan—58 I; West 
Oennany—33.7; United Kingdom—16.6; 
France—18; and India—7.4 milJion tonnes. 
But India is the fourth largest country in 
the world whidi possess the mineral resour¬ 
ces. Why this backwardness 7

Then, as regards production of ore, the 
flgares are i Andhra Pradesh 109,000

2814,000 tonnes; and Orissa—5994,000 
tonhies. The iron ore that we are produce 
ing is much more than what we need. We 
ace exporting iron ore to ttie extent of about 
Rs. 74 crorbs worth a year. Among the' 
mineral resources of Orissa, the important 
are, iron ore, manganese, lime-stone, dolo¬ 
mite, which are necessary for the production 
of good iron, steel and alloy. When this 
report were presented before them, the 
Government of India appointed a committee 
went into the details. They had appointed 
Dastur and Company. They submitted a 
report and on the basis of that report and 
other factors. Government of India decided 
that three steel plants should be set up. one 
Visakhapatnam, one in Hospet and one in 
Salem. Then, of course, the people of 
Orissa were very much disappointed. It is 
not necessary that all these industries should 
be located in one rej^on. They should be 
dispersed. We are not against setting up 
ihdusty in other places. But we want that, 
considering the backwardness of the two 
cegioas, Madhya Pradesh and Orissa, two 
more steel plants have to be established. 
We need more steel plants if we want to 
increase our steel production, if we want to 
increase the per capita consumption 
of steel. Whatever steel we are producing 
and whatever we have planned is not suffi.* 
dent; we have to go much faster ahead. We 
have to take bolder decisions. Even these 
two steel plants are not sufficient. We 
should have five oi ten more steel plants so 
that India can be self-sufficient in steel 
because from hair-pin to battle field, for 
everything, we need steel. For industrial 
use. steel is necessary. Without steel no 
progress can be there, no industry can be 
established; there cannot be development in 
agriculture. From various points of view, 
steel is necessary. We have sufficient raw 
materials.

and they have recommended three. plaeeik 
which would be the cheapest from all India 
point of view. The planned sted pfodudion 
is. only 19 million tonnes, inoluding dm 
Botoro steel plant and the three steel plants 
which are novr proposed—if they go tetp 
production by 1980. Even then it shbnfd 
be insufficient. Thm-e will be shortage. 
The demand also may increase. Having 
two more steel plants with two million 
tonne capacity each is a vei;y small measure; 
it is a very minor measure compared to our 
demand. From that point of view I must 
demand this. Dastur and 'Compahy have 
submitted three more sites—Nayagarh wbidi 
is ore-based, Bonaigarh which is hlso ore- 
based and Paradeep which is port-baaed. 
The cost of materials from Nxyagaih is 
the cheapest compared to other places. At 
Nayagarh it will be about Rs. 270 per 
tonne for pig iron, whereas in Paradeep it 
may be a little more. But it is cheaper 
than Rourkela or Durgapur or Bokaro or 
Bhiiai. That is because of nearness of the 
iron ore. The transport cost will be saved. 
Besides, there is enough of water in thosb 
localities. If it is Nayagarh, there is the 
river Baitarani; if it is Bonaigarh, we have 
the river Bfahmani; at Pardeep there is 
river Mahanadhi. Similarly, if you take 
the case of Madhya Pradesh, near BaladiUa 
there is river Indiravati. Baiadilla ore Is 
the richest in India. That is supplied to 
Visakhapatnam steel plant. Of course, the 
Visakhapatnam steel plant can use it. Even 
then, there is sufficient ore which can 
sustain two more plants in Baiadilla area in 
Madhya Pradesh. 

The only difficulty is about refractoties. 
We are deficient in refractories. We are 
not producing sufficient refractories and 
there also of good quality. Bokuro steel 
plant is being delayed because of 'this. 
Sufficient steps should be taken to tiave 
more refractory factories so that sled pro¬ 
duction egn go on smoothly. 

Cheap land is availalfie at all the 
three cites recoQtnfended by Dhstur 
and Company. .. For these t^e sites 
they latve also giveo time 
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and for #ch aiforaitfatti tftey lisve alio gives 
the oonpgrailve costs. Coittpared to the 
other elMg as «|he sdlh foe ofoer plants 
hwy stand a good comparison. They have 
compared the costs (mr ton. In TISCQ it 
is Rs. 1342 per ton, in IlSCO Rs. 1131, 
in Rourhela Rs. 2264. Bhilat 1441, Dorga* 
pur Rs. 1721. Rokaro Rs, 4460, This is 
from the report submitted here in the 
liament and they have compared it with the 
investment cost per ton and U is Rs. 4460 
per annual ingot ton for Bokaro, it win be 
Rs. 4360 for Rm-adip. It compares favourably 
rith that of Bokaro. The Rourkela, Bhilai and 
Durgapur are pre-devaluation costs and the 
plant thht offers some basis for comparison 
in Bokaro. It would be cheaper and the 
inputs also would be cheaper and it will 
add to our national income. 

The ere-based Nayagarh locattion for 
Orissa Steel plant is very favourably placed 
in respect of raw materials. The ton-km 
of raw materials moved per ton of hot 
metal is : TISCO—506, IISCO—610, 
Rourkela—627, Bhilai—1,101, Durgapur— 
783, Bokaro—773, Wiiayanagar—2813, 
Visakhapatnam—2635 as per the report of 
the Dastur & Company which also prepared 
the report for Vijayanagar and Visakha¬ 
patnam plants and for Orissa steel plant— 
for Nayagarh it is 528 and Paradip—1200. 
These are the three places in Orissa. 
Of course, I have no feasibility report before 
me nor the State Government of Madhya 
Pradesh has got the fessibility report. 
The same mines which supply lime-stone 
and dolemite to Baidadilla may supply 
to the Orissa steel plants as also to the 
Madhya Pradesh plants. The establishment 
of the steel plant is not not only in the 
interest of any particular area but 
It will employ a considerable number of 
lechnicol men. In the Fourth Five Year 
Plan report you have said more employ- 
nwnt will be crekted for the technically 
qualified men. How are you going to find 
them employment ? It will not be possible 
unless you set op big industries like steel 
pitots. Oiviag them unemployment dole 
uill not help solve the problem and it will 
not also be in tbe interests of the counuy.

m^ Minounce that in foe course of the 
next 10 «r IS years we are going to have 
more steel plants. I admit it is not pos¬ 
sible to have a steel plant immediately. 
It will take seven to eight years for a sted 
plant to up fit>m the date of announcement. 
Even in the case of Vijayasagar steel 
plant or foe Hospet steel plint or the 
Visakhapatnam steel plant which have 
been announced, they will take quite 
some yean to come up became so many 
things have to be done. Only pilot studies 
have been completed. Project has to 
be established and machines have to be 
ordered and they have to be installed. So, 
it will take several years. But the lime lag 
itself is a different factor. Meantime we 
have also progressed by preparing a feasi¬ 
bility report. We will not lag behind. 
It is only boldness that wilt pay. It is 
from that point of view that I request these 
two steel plants should also be taken up 
along with the other plants in the South.

I am bappy and gralwt also to the 
House, to you, «nd to i|l the Members 
here, that in the Fifth Lcic Sabha, in the 
second year, we are now able to take up 
this Resolution again. We hope that per> 
haps within two yean at least the promises 
that have been made before this House in 
the Fourth Lok Sabha will be fulfilled. I 
am sure the promise made then will be 
fulfilled by our present Minister who is 
keen on pushing forward the bold steel pro* 
gramme for the country in the coming 
daca^.

As you know, steel has become the 
symbol of strength, progress and advance* 
ment of the new scientific age. Whatever 
I am going to say today before the House is 
not only in the interest of Orissa. What is in 
the interest of Orissa is certainly in the 
interest of die whole nation at large and 
the interest of the enttie country in future 
years. I would like to quote what Mr. 
Bhagat said on the 30th July 1970, in his 
first statement to the Catling Attention 
Notice of ours* Mr. Bhagat assured the 
hon.

Here tbo. Members we» not satisfied and 
they asked Mr. Bhagat at least to make a 
little more categorical type of Statement to 
assuage the strong feeling Of the people 
of Orissa on this issue. I am lOAhtlhl to 
Mr. Bhagat that he was kind enough to say 
this and I quote him. He said : 

"For Orissa, 8ite*selection will certainly 
be considered and that process we sviU 
start in the Fourth Plan. This assura* 
nee I can give.” 

This question came up on the 11th 
November, 1970 in the Lok Sabha once 
again and Mr. Bhagat had to say this and 
I quote him.

along with the advantages of alternative 
sites in other States. In fact, this con¬ 
sideration will have to be accorded 
during the Fourth Plan itself in order 
that a decision ona be taken la time for 
creatkto additiooaal capaoitks fot 
•tad during the FifRi Pign Rtgiud." 
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Agaio, ^fhen the Mtoabwa ask«d him to be 
a little tMore oitegorical on the atatemeott 
be gave |tbia asatirance: 

«‘l eao assure the House that in giving 
consideration to thiit matter, the advan* 
tages which Orissa has to offer will not 
be overlooked ?**. 


Then, there was a question on the 30th 
March, 1971. We have been trying to 
pursue the bon. Minister and the Govern* 
ment as frequently as possible because that 
is the rising aspiration of the people of 
Orissa. 

MR. CHAIRMAN^: Keeping in view 
the limited time, be may just refer to the 
dates, so that the hon. Minister could con* 
suit the relevant papers. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: 
Therefore, I am giving this. Then, I would 
refer to the question which was answered 
on the 30th March, 1971, because we have 
been following it up ever since the Second 
Lok Sabha, in the Third Lok Sabha. in the 
Fourth Lok Sabha and again now in the 
Fifth Lok Sabha we have started it.

were to be made. Again, the Planning 
Commission set up a team to study the 
backwardness of the State from which you. 
Sit, come and the State from which I come, 
namely Bihar, Orissa, West Bengal and 
Madhya I^adesh and Uttar Pradesh, espe¬ 
cially the 26 districts which, were completely 
backward during the last 25 years of deve- 
lopnMnt. The Planning Commission had 
prepwed a report on ‘South-Eastern 
Regibn Resources Study’. I do not know 
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why they have not tried to publicise this 
report and why the Government ba^ not 
placed this report on the Table <tfthe 
House. That report was prepared so that 
all these areas could benefit from the 
studies made. 

In that report, they have said that this 
region has an area of 1,35,000 square miles 
and a population of 34.9 million of whom 
45 per cent belong to the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes. This region produces 
75 per cent of the country’s mineral output. 

May I continue on the next day ? 

MR. CHAIRMAN : No. I want to 
cail another Member today. He should 
finish in two or three minutes. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 
Since you are not giving me much time, I 
shall try to hurry up. 

Recently, Messrs. Dastur and Co. have 
made their recent studies where they have 
shown that from all considerations, namely 
locational advantage, cost, even raw 
materials etc. the ore-based region of 
Nayagarh is the best site for a steel plant, 
to far as all-India plants are concerned. 
I would again trp to bring to the notice of 
the hon. Minister.

Part (c) relates to the earning of foreign ex¬ 
change. That would imply the import of such 
vessels.

Fall in the Growth Rate of Consumption 
of Fertiliser 

♦522 SHRI ARJUN SETHI : Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether his attention has been drawn 
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to the news item in the Hindustan Times dated 
the 29th March, 1972 that "the growth rate in 
fertiliser consumption has dropped from 40 
per cent in 1967-68 to 8 per cent in 1970-71” ; 

(b) whether in the meantime in use of 
simple phosphatic fertiliser had also increased ; 
and 

(c) if so, the reasons therefore and the 
steps Government have taken or intend to 
take in this regard ? 


THE MINISTER OP STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHR] 
ANNAS AHEB P SHINDE) : (a) to (c). A 
statement is placed on the Table of tht 
Sabha.

It will be seen from the above that the 
use of fertilisers has registered an increase of 
14% in 1970-71 over the preceding year and 
not 8 %. 

(b) the consumption of phosphatic ferti¬ 
lisers has increased to 5.41 lakh tonnes of 
P 2 O 5 in 1970-71, from 3.35 lakh tonnes in 
1967 68 i.e. 61% increase over three years. 
There is however scope for further increasing 
the use of phosphatic fertilisers for getting 
better yields. 

The use of single superphosphate, which 
is only one of the various types of phosphatic 
fertilisers, has remained more or less at the 
level of 7 lakh tonnes during these years. The 
reason is the increasing availability of other 
cheaper phosphatic fertilisers. 

. (c) The growth rate has relatively come 
down because of the following reasons :

fertilisers in 1967-68 over the price 
ding year was 4.49 lakh tonnes 0 
nutrients while such increase ii 
1970-71 over the preceding year wa 
2.74 lakh tonnes of nutrients 
Since the base of consumptioi 
in 1969-70 was about doubi 
of the base in 1966-67, results in per 
centages arc not quite representa 
live. 

(ii) A break-through was achieved wit 
high yielding varieties of wheat in th 
middle 1960’s and there was a spur 
in fertiliser use soon thereafter. Th 
break-through in paddy has so fa 
relatively been less spectacular thai 
in the case of wheat, and its impac 
on fertiliser use has also been accord 
ingly less dramatic than in the casi 
of wheat. 

(iii) Deflciencies in the distribution systeir 
in some of the States. 
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(iv) Difficulties eacountered in trans¬ 
porting fertilisers to hilly and inac¬ 
cessible areas like parts of Madhya 
Pradesht Assam, Jammu and Kash¬ 
mir and other hilly States. 

(v) Weak cooperhtive structure in some 
States. 

(vi) Lack of availability of sufficient 
credit in time. 

(vii) Gaps in extension efforts. 

Steps taken by the Government to increase 
the use of fertilisers are indicated below : 

(i) Research to evolve new high-yielding 
fertiliser-responsive paddy seeds sui¬ 
table to the different regions of the 
country is couniinuing ; recently, as 
many as nine such new varieties have 
been released indicating that we are 
poised for break-through in rice 
technology. It is hoped that with 
this break-through, there will be a 
substantial increase in rice production 
and in consumption of fertilisers in 
the rice growing areas. 

(ii) The licensing system for distribution 
of fertilisers was liberalised so that 
the number of retail outlets will in¬ 
crease and cater to farmers in interi¬ 
or areas where fertiliser use is still not 
at a high enough level. The State 
Governments have been requested 
to study the location of depots and 
take steps to create retail depots in 
areas at present not .served by retail 
outlets. The Central Fertiliser Pool 
is maintaining buffer stocks of fertili¬ 
sers in some of the States where the 
distribution arrangements are weak. 

(iii) The Government are considering 
subsidising transport of fertilisers by 
road to important centres in inacces¬ 
sible areas not served by Railways 

(iv) The Government have taken steps 
to increase the availability of pra- 
duction and distribution credit. The 
State Governments are given sltort- 
term loans to the extent of l/6th of 
the value of the Pool fertiliser lifted. 
A Credit Guarantee Corporation has 
also been set up to cover risks invol¬ 


ved in lending by commercial banks 
to farmers and to fertiliser dealers so 
that banks are encouraged to lend 
them more liberally. 

(v) National demonstrations are being 
conducted in a large number of dis¬ 
tricts and farmers training programme 
is being intensified to educate farmers 
in all areas to increase fertiliser 


(vi) Government of India have also set 
up a Fertiliser Promotion Cell in the 
Ministry to mount a massive and 
effective 10 point programme for 
stepping up balanced use of fertilizers 
in 70 selected districts during the 
remaining two years of the 4th Plan 
period. 

(vii) Soil testing programme is being streng¬ 
thened. Mobile soil testing vans are 
being supplied to the States. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI : Is there a grow¬ 
ing imbalance in the u.sc of nitrogenous, phos¬ 
phate and potash fertilisers noticed in the first 
three years of the Fourth Plan ? If so, what 
steps have Government taken to bring about 
a proper ratio so that we may not be adver¬ 
sely affected ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : It is 
true that in this country, in the ratio as bet¬ 
ween consumption and demand in respect of 
fertilisers, there has been some imbalance. So, 
first of all, we arc having a very large number 
of demonstrations all over the country through 
the ICAR and independently and through the 
Centrally-sponsored schemes and through the 
State Governments. That is the first thing. 
Secondly, this soil analysis is the basis, and 
then the farmers. All that is being done. 
We find now that the consumption has increa¬ 
sed and this year our experience is that every¬ 
where there is a demand for various types of 
fertilisers in the country, and that is a very 
encouraging sign, 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI: Besides the imba¬ 
lance in the use of nitrogen, etc , may I know 
whether there is a deficiency in the micronu- 
trients like zine. beryl, manganese, copper and 
sulphur where also it has been noticed, especi¬ 
ally in areas where high-yielding varieties of 
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wheat and paddy were grown and, if so, what 
is the Government going to io about it. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : Re¬ 
cently, it has been also disclosed that as a 
result of intensive double-cropping, multiple 
cropping and the intensive use of land, the 
dehdency of micro-nutrients has also come to 
our notice, particularly zinc. Therefore, soil 
analysis can possibly indicate the deficiencies. 
We have advised the State Governments that 
wherever intensive cropping is being done, in 
addition to the normal fertilisers like NPK, 
the farmer should be educated to use the vari¬ 
ous micro-nutrients. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Firstly is it 
not a fact that our per capita cunsumption 
of fertilisers is one of the lowest in the world, 
and secondly, is it not a fact that more than 
33 per cent below capacity is used at the 
moment in respect of the fertiliser plants on 
the one hand, and on the other hand, there is 
an acute shortage of certain types of fertilisers, 
particularly uiea in many areas ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : I do 
not know what the hon. .Member means He 
has missed the mirk very much As far as 
the production aspect is concerned, I think he 
should put the question to the Ministry of 
Petroleum and Chemicals 1 can answer the 
latter part of his question As far as the 
short-fall is concerned, to the extent we arc 
unable to get from indigenous production, wo 
arc trying to meet it by import. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSO : My question 
was about the pir capita consumption by 
world standards We consume the least, in 
the matter of fertilisers, judged by world stand¬ 
ards. That has not been replied to. That is 
for you to answer. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : If it 
is consumption of fertilisers, it can never be 
per capita ; it can be only so much per acre 
or per hectare. Of course ; it is low as com¬ 
pared to many other advanced countries. 

MR, SPEAKER : Per capita means the 
eating of fertilisers.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : Not 
to my knowledge, at least in respect of NPK. 
But if there is any specific thing brought to 
our notice, we will take necessary action. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA : Is it a fact that 
in spite of the heavy demand or increasing 
demand for the use of fertilisers, the deficiency 
is only because of high prices and because tlic 
distribution is entrusted to people like Parry 
and Co., the monopolists, in Orissa and other 
parts of the country and so the farmers are 
not able to use it, and thcrefoie the growth 
rate has fallen ? 

.SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : It 
would not be a correct inference to say that 
the consumption of fertilisers is deficient. 
What really has been happening is this. Wc 
contemplated almost 25 to 26 per cent growili 
annually in the consumption of fertitiscis. 
This year, for instance, the consumption has 
gone up by 22 per cent. When we say it 
has not co.mo up, wc mean there is a shortfal! 
in the targeted consumption rale, because there 
are certain States like the hon. Member'.s 
State where the consumption has not come up. 
It is because the extension services and u 
number of other inputs aie not being taken 
up. Wc have drawn the attention of the State 
Governments to this problem. The distribu¬ 
tion system is not entirely with the priva c 
sector ; pooling of fertilisers is given to the 
State Governments and the Sta'c Governments 
are requested to give preference to the co-oper¬ 
atives. Therefore, whether the fertilisers are 
produced by the private sector fertiliser under¬ 
takings or are produced by the public sector 
undertakings, they have a programme to 
market it. We find that 60 per cent of ferti¬ 
lisers in this country are distributed through 
co-operatives. 

SHRI D. K. BANDA : Why Parry and 
Ck). ? Why not co-operatives ? 

MR. SPEAKER : That is a suggestion for 
action. 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA ; The con 
sumption of single super phosphate is almost 
stagnating at seven lakhs of tonnes for the 
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last few years and the reason given is availa¬ 
bility of $beap fertiliser. Super phosphate is 
one of the best fertilisers, and what are the 
steps that the Government have taken to 
bring down the prices of fertilisers ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : The 
hon. Member is right in the factual informa¬ 
tion. The consumption of single super phos¬ 
phate is not coming up It is a paradoxical 
situation. There is a great demand for di- 
ainmonium phosphate ; it is a concentrated 
type of phosphate. But the superphosphate 
capacity in our country remains unutilised. The 
superior types of fertilisers are becoming more 
popular. At the same time wc do not like 
our capacity to remain idle. Wc arc studying 
how this could be increased. 

Our general assessment is that though the 
prices arc high, the consumption is increasing 
and it is not alTecting actual consumption of 
fertilisers. 

SHRI CHINTAMANl PANIGRAMI : 
In answer to part (c) the hon. Minister has 
adn.ilted the slow growth rale of consumption 
of fertilisers. In [970-71 it is again low. What 
efforts arc they going to make to increase con- 
sjmp'.ion ? 

SllRl ANNASAHEB P SHINDE : If the 
lion. Member carefully reads ilic statement 
.IS far as phosphate is concerned, it is available 
in fh:ee ways. One is, single super-phosphate 
inanufacturcd by our super phosphate factoiy 
In the big fertiliser plants like Trombay, wc 
arc manufacturing diammonium phosphate 
which is highly concentrated. It has become 
more popular with the farmer. That is why 
tiic on' lake of this particular type of fertiliser 
is not picking up. 

SHRI CHINTAMANl PANIGRAHI : I 
am sorry I have to say that he must read his 
replies carefully ; I have read it carefully. 
Tlie answer relates to the increase in the 
growth rate ; that has come down because of 
the following reasons—as mentioned in the 
statement. The increase in the consumption 
«f fertilisers in 1967-68 over the preceding 
year was 4.49 lakh tonnes of nutrients while 
iiuch increase in 1970-71 over the preceding 
year was 2.74 lakh tonnes of nutrient.s. So, 
definitely that has gone down. 

MR, SPEAKER : I-fe said that it was due 
to superior fertilisers. 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : I 
would request the hon. Member to read it 
fully. The last sentence refers to this.

Allotment of Plots to M.Ps. in Delhi 

• 524. SHRI KARTIK ORAON : Will 
the Minister of WORKS AND HOUSING be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether a few residential plots were 
to be allotted to Members of Parliament in 
Delhi and 5 per cent of these plots were 
supposed to be set apart for Members of 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes ; 

(b) if so. how many of these plots have 
been allotted to the Scheduled Castes and how 
many to the Scheduled Tribes ; and 

(c) if not, the reasons, therefor ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF WORKS AND HOUSING 
(SHRI I. K. GUJRAl.) : (a) 5% of the 

residential plots developed by the Delhi 
Development Authority for low and mi<ld!e 
income gioups arc reserved for .sitiiog Members 
of Parliament and Metropolitan Council, 
Councillors of the Delhi Municipal Corpora¬ 
tion and non-ollicial members of the Canton¬ 
ment Board and the New Delhi Municipal 
Committee. This reservation is irrespective 
of the fact whether persons falling in these 
categories belong to Seiicduled Castes/Tribes 
or not. 

(b) and (c). Do not arise, 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON ; I would like 
to know from tiic Government as to whether 
it is a fact that a few plots had been allotted 
to Members of Pailiament and if so, does any 
Scheduled Caste or Scheduled Tribe .Member 
figure in that list ? 

MR. SPEAKER : That is your question 
which he has answered. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON : Plots have 
been allotted to Members of Parliament. I 
want to know who they are and whether 
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there are any Scheduled Castes or scheduled 
Tribes Members in the list. 

SHRI I K. GUJRAL : In a>l we received 
applications from 116 Members of Parliament 
of both Houses, out of which 34 Members have 
been allotted so far, and others will be allotted 
as the plots are developed and the percentage 
is kept. I can tell my hon. friend that 
although as Members of Parliament there is 
no distinction between Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes Members and others, for 
general allocation of plots and houses of DDA, 
IS per cent reservation is made for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI : 
In view of the existing privileges of the 
Members of Parliament, may I know whether 
the entire idea of reservation of plots for 
Members of Parliament can be postponed 
indefinitely ? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL This is not for 
me to decide.

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL ; I should like to 
state categorically that government has not 
given any plot of land to any minister, past 
or present. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : They have 
built houses on their own plots. 

SHRII.K. GUJRAL : There may be 
some ministers who have houses in Delhi and 
some who have houses outside Delhi. Natu- 
Jaljy there can be no policy which can discri¬ 


minate against those who possess houses in 
Delhi. That should not be a crime. Our 
general policy is that houses should be encou¬ 
raged to come up. Generally, houses are 
built with loans raised from LlC or some 
other source. When Government servants, 
or my be ministers—I do not have that detailed 
information with me now—build houses on 
the basis of loans raised, naturally for retur¬ 
ning the loan a situation does arise if we ask 
them to vacate the Government accommo¬ 
dation. So far as allocation of a house to 
a minister is concerned, that is done under 
a law passed by this Paliament, becau.se a 
minister is entitled to a fiee furnished house. 
It is a term of bis appointment,

SHRII. K. GUJRAL : So far as the 
Government is concerned, no plots of land 
have been allotted by Government to any 

Government official. That should be clearly 
understood. Sometime ago there was infor¬ 
mation given that some cooperative societies 
have come up, through vvhicii the Govern¬ 
ment servants have got plots. These coope¬ 
rative societies arc well under the rules and 
they were formed much before the Land 
Acquisition Act w.is passed VVlien Govern¬ 
ment decided to acquire about 70,000 acres of 
land in Delhi, some cooperative societies had 
already been formed and they had already 
purchased land ficm private agriculturists 
The only thing Governtnent did was, they 
acquired their land but converted the free¬ 
hold into lea.se hold, ft was a disadvantage 
to those wlio had already purchased the land. 
Not only Goveinment servants' cooperative 
societies but many more cooperative societies 
also fall in this category. Some of them may 
have gone and built houses The Ministry 
is generally intcre.sled in encouraging the 
building of liouse,s. S ncc we want the houses 
to come up, we make u provision of about 
Rs. 5 crores every year for the grant of loans 
to government servants for buying houses, 
or for building houses, so that housing activity 
in the c.>unlry as a whole gets generated. 

Now the point raised by my hon. ftiend 
is that those who have built houses are also 
in occupation of government quarters My 
reply to tha* is, sometime back government 
ilecided in the first instance that iho.se who had 
built their own houses should vacate govern¬ 
ment accommodation, Aft'«Mr some time that 


decision was reversed. One reason was 
that those who had built houses found it 
impossible to repay the instalments of the 
loans. Secondly, the people affected by this 
rule would not be more than 300 to 400. It 
is not as if a very large number of houses 
would fall vacant if this rule is changed. 

Development of a Rotary Type Rake for 
Removal of Weeds 

* 525. SHRI RAJDEO SINGH : Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased 
to state : 

(a) whether a rotary type rake has been 
developed by the Central Institute* of Fishe¬ 
ries Technology which will be able to remove 
submerged aquatic weeds and make inland 
waters fit for fish culture ; 

(b) if so, whether this rake will be able 
to help clear the thousands of hectares of 
inland waters now lying barren ; and 

(c) if so, the time t.aken to make commer¬ 
cial use of the rake device ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHF.B P. SHINDE) : (a) Yes, Sir. 
A rotary type deweeding machine has been 
developed by the Central Institute of Fishe¬ 
ries Technology and is curicnlly undergoing 
trials. 

(b) Yes, Sir. When the trials arc success¬ 
fully completed, 

(c) The trials are expected to be comp¬ 
leted by the end of 1972. 

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH : After the trials 
arc successfully completed by the end of 1972, 
do government expect fish culture in the 
inland waters would be successful ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : On 
the basis of the trials we feel it would be 
possible to popularise this. 

SHRI BISWANARAYAN SHASTRI : 
Which are the areas where this trial was 
conducted ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P SHINDE : This 
rake was developed in the Cochin institute. 
So, it w.as tried in the near-about areas. 
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Reqirtrement and Imporl of Deep Sea 
Fishing Vessels 

*526. SHRI D. K. PANDA : Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased to 
state : 

(a) the total number of trawlers required 
for deep sea fishing during the Fourth Plan ; 

(b) number of trawlers now in operation; 
and 

(c) whether Government have any propo¬ 
sal to import deep sea fishing vessels from 
foreign countries and if so, the main features 
thereof ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
ministry of agriculture (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) The Fourth 
Plan envisages introduction of 300 vessels for 
otf-shore and deep sea fishing. 

(b) Fifty eight off-shore and deep sea 
fishing vessels are now in operation. 

(c) Import of fishing vessels by the 
industry is being processed under a current 
scheme limited to 30 vessels. It is proposed 
to permit additional imports to the extent to 
which the demand cannot be met from indi- 
L’enous sources. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA : It is seen from 
the statement that 300 vessels are going to be 
introduced out of which 58 are already in 
operation. Of the balance of 242 vessels, 30 
tire going to be imported. For the remaining 
212, is there any plan for indigenous produc¬ 
tion and. if so, will it be in the public sector 
or private sector ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : First 
priority would be given to encouraging indi¬ 
genous production. Actually, production is 
taking place in both the private and public 
sector. There are two consortia, one in the 
cast and another in the West. In the west 
it is mainly in the public sector that this work 
ii going on. In the east there is a public 
sector undertaking, namely. Garden Reech 
v'orkshop, which is taking the initiative in 
th s So, it is both in the public and private 
sector. Secondly, we anticipate that the 
demand would be more as we make improve¬ 
ments. The first priority for import would 
he with the Soviet Union because they have 


a lot of experience in this deep sea fishing and 
manufacture of trawlers. Once an agreement 
is arrived at, then naturally the first preference 
would be for purchase of trawlers from the 
Soviet Union because the terms would be 
favourable. We have to make payments in rupee 
and foreign exchange can be saved. If later 
on, we find that the Soviet Union is unable to 
supply adequate numbers, then we can explore 
the possibility of importing from elsewhere. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA : The reply only 
says that the Fourth Plan envisages the intro¬ 
duction of 300 vessels. My question was 
specific, namely, what was the total require- 
ment. So, was any assessment of the actual 
requirement all over the country made and 
does that include the supply of vassels to the 
Fishermen’s (Cooperative Society at Gopalpur 
in Orissa ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : We 
have a rough estimate and at the moment, 
according to our rough estimate, there is 
demand to the tune of ISO trawlers. Natu¬ 
rally, public sectos organisations like the 
Kerala Fishing Corporation, other State 
(Corporations and cooperatives will receive 
preference.

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SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SHARMA : 
The Minister has replied to my question 
No. 521 saying that no agreement is there. 
Of course, no agreement is there, but he 
could very well have said (hat negotiations 
were going on. He did not say that. He 
should have taken the House into confidence. 
If there had not been a question like No. 521, 
it would be distorting facts. 
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MR. SPEAKER : Thft was a specific 
question and he said, “No’% Now you can 
negotiate the supplemetttari^ 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SHARMA : 
But he could very well have said that no 
agreement was reached but the Government 
was negotiating with Soviet Russia. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: I 
think, the hon. Member is right. 

.SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : The 
question was very specific whether agreement 
had been reached. The emphasis was on the 
word ‘'reached”...{Interruption) 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 
Can the Minister take refuge behind techni¬ 
calities ? 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : On a point of 
order. Sir. The first question was by Shri 
Sharma and in reply he said, “No”. Since 
he said, “No**, you did not allow the Member 
to put a supplementary. In reply to this 
question he says, “Negotiations are going 
on.” In reply to that question also he 
could have said, “Agreement has not been 
reached but negotiations are going on." That 
would have been more precise than the answer 
given by Shri Shinde. My complaint is 
that the Chair becomes very rigid sometimes. 

MR. SPEAKER : Please do not talk like 
that. I am not going to tolerate this. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : I am sorry for 
this.

MR. SPEAKER : I do not want it to be 
repeated. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Every Member 
is entitled to put a supplementary question 
and have more information. 

MR. SPEAKER: Please do not try to 
take too much liberty.

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SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE ; i 
said, the Soviet Union had a lot of experi¬ 
ence in this. 

MR. SPEAKER : The other day also it 
happened like this. In the case of the Minis¬ 
ter of Tourism the same thing happened. 
Negotiations were going on but the Minister 
did not make a reference to them. The same 
thing has happened today to his question 
also. But when the Minister categorically 
says, “No", there is no harm if he also says, 
“However, some negotiations are going on." 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : When 
the hon. Member was putting his question I 
was seeking your permission to allow me to 
explain. But you were attending to papers. 

MR. SPEAKER ; It causes embarrass¬ 
ment to me. You have always been very 
precise and correct. In your case, when you 
say so, I take a very strong view. If it were 
Mr. Khadilkat, my approach would have been 
a different one. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : What would have 
been your view if it were Mr. Raj Bahadur ? 
{Interruption) 

MR. SPEAKER : My attitude would have 
been entirely difierent in his case. But not 
in Mr. Shinde's case because I know he is 
very precise and correct. Today, he slipped a 
little. I am not prejudiced at all. I have 
to use a little bit of my own tact sometimes. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI : In the 
statement, it has been stated that 30 trawlers 
are to be imported from foreign countries. 
I would like to know from the hon. Minister 
whether the Government have made any 
public announcement for inviting the appli¬ 
cations from the public and, if so, how many 
applications have been received from the 
public, how many licences have been issued 
and who are the persons to whom the licences 
have been issued. 

MR. SPEAKER ; Which applications ? 

SHRI C. T, DHANDAPANI: The appli¬ 
cation for trawlers. 
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MR. I8PEAKER You give separate 
notice for that. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI This is 
coonectcd with it. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : The 
public announcement was made. Accordingly, 
the Government of India has sanctioned the 
proposal for import of 30 trawlers. ' Now, 
alter the first, announcement was made, the 
various parties ; including public sector orga¬ 
nisations, have indicated their requirement of 
ISO trawlers in addition. The exact number 
is not clear at the moment. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI : How many 
persons have been given the licences and 
who arc the persons ? ■ 

MR. SPEAKER : That needs a separate 
notice. 1 do not allow it. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT : There 
are some trawlers which are already in ope¬ 
ration. 1 should like to know in which 
coasts they are in operation and how many in 
each coast. 

MR. SPEAKER ; After these are acquired, 
only then that will follow, 

SHRI SHANKER RAO SAVANT : There 
are some trawlers which are actually in 
operation. I want to know in which coast."* 
they arc in operation, 

MR, SPEAKER : This is a question 
about the requirement of trawlers, not about 
tnawlers already in operation. You give a 
separate notice for that, as to how many 
trawlers there are and where they arc 
operated. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI : 
I would like to know from the hon. Minister, 
when they have not been able to import 
those vessels, whether ‘ any immediate alter¬ 
native arrangements can be made for Kerala 
fishermen who are facing serious trouble for 
the last three years. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : The 
difficulty is not because of lack of import of 
these vessels. The difficulty is because during 
the last two years, there were some short¬ 


falls in catch due to some periodical fluctua¬ 
tions and sufficient quantity of fish was not 
being found. The catch was a little less. 

I have explained the Government of India’s 
policy as to how we propose to meet the 
requirement in future. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT : Sir, 
part (b) of the question is ; the number of 
trawlers now in operation. It is in connec¬ 
tion with that I am asking for the number 
of trawlers now in operation and in which 
coasts they are in operation. 

MR. SPEAKER : Let him collect the 
information. They will be in so many places. 
Let him give a separate notice. This ques¬ 
tion is only about the number of vessels 
required. {Interruption) 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Will the 
hon. Minister tell us how many such traw¬ 
lers are operating in the east coast, 
including Calcutta, adjoining Roychowk 
fishing Harbour, and how many do they 
propose to introduce in the Plan period ? 

MR. SPEAKER : Has he got the infor¬ 
mation ? He can circulate it la'er on. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: In- 
formation port-wise is not available. {Inter¬ 
ruption) 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; I did not 
say ‘port-wise’. There are two coasts—east 
coast and west coast. The east coast has 
been neglected throughout. That is why I 
have been wanting to know. 

MR. SPEAKER Has he got the infor¬ 
mation coast-wise ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE ; No. 
Sir. ilmerruptions)

Allocation of Funds for Housing Scheme 
in Delhi/New Di-Ihl by Housing and 
Urban Development Corporation 

*527. SHRI S. C. SAMANTA : Will 
the Minister of WORKS AND HOUSING 
be pleased to state : 

(a) out of the thirty-five crore loan 
sanctioned by the Housing and Urban Develop- 
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ment Corporation for hondng schemes in 
ten States, what is the sum of money for the 
capital towns of Delhi t^d New Delhi, 
separately ; 

(b) whether quarters and residential 
accommodation being constructed at the 
Ministry level are being financed by this 
money or from direct sources ; and 

(c) out of the amount earmarked for 
Delhi and New Delhi what is the distribution 
for public and private housing schemes : 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF WORKS AND HOUSING 
(SHRI I K. GUJRAL) : (a) Rs. 3 crores. 
The loan has been sanctioned to the Delhi 
Development Authority for the construction 
of 2500 houses for Economically Weaker 
Sections of Society and 1000 houses for Low 
Income Group in Delhi. 

(b) No Sir. The expenditure on the 
construction of general pool accommodation 
is met from the Consolidated Fund of 
India. 

(c) The loan shall be utilised by the Delhi 
Development Authority for construction of 
houses to be sold to the public. 

SHRI S. C. SA MANTA : In reply to 
part (c) of the question; the hon. Minister 
has said that the loan received by the DDA 
will be spent on construction of houses to be 
sold. I would like to know what types of 
houses will be constructed, what will be the 
price, and whether land price also will be in¬ 
cluded in that. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL : I might clarify 
that I have referred in this question to Rs. 3 
crores which have been given by the Housing 
and Urban Development Corporation to ihe 
DDA. But the total construction programme 
of the DDA for the current year is of the 
order of Rs. 14 crores. So far as the housing 
programme is concerned, under this scheme we 
are building houses for people whose income 
is below Rs. 250/- per month and for those 
whose income is'between Rs. 250 and Rs 600 
per month. The general pattern of allotment 
is that we ask for some small amount at the 
stage of application, then one-third when the 
house is allotted and two-third in easy 
instalments in about years. The general 


cost for very low income houses is about 
Rs. 8,000/-. and that for low income about 
Rs. 20,000/-. 

SHRI S. C. SAMANTA ; May I know 
whether LIC has sanciioned Rs. 1 crore more 
for the construction of houses for East Pakis¬ 
tan refugees and whether that is going to be 
taken up immediately. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL : That is a separate 
scheme. East Pakistan refugees were given 
plots of land near Kalkaji and that money has 
been given to cooperatives. I do not have 
the exact information with me now. I will 
let the hon. Member know about it.

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL : My hon. friend 

is mixing up two things. So far as the loan 
for house construction is concerned, that is 
given by the Delhi Administration and not 

by the DDA. Every year Government of 
India allocates to the Delhi Administration an 
amount of money which is given to middle 
income and low income house builders as 
loan. So far as farm is concerned, I was not 
aware of it. Since my hon. friend has drawn 
attention to it, I will look into it. 

SHRI R. P. ULAGANAMBI : The 
accommodation problem is such a burning 
problem in Delhi,' the capital of our country. 
In view of this, will the Government come 
forward to give preference or reserve a certain 
percentage to the Government servants coming 
from 500 to 600 km from Delhi, because 
people coming far away from Delhi are 
finding it difilcult to get accommodation and 
they have to pay exorbitant rents ? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL : My hon. friend 
is mixing up two schemes. As far as the 
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Gov^mqient servants are concerned, there 
is the Olvera] Pool accommodation which is 
separate and has nothing to do with the DDA. 
Every Government servant who works here 
in Delhi is entitled to a house from the 
General Pool Government accommodation 
provided the hou^ is available. At the 
moment the satisfaction is to the extent of 
43%. Out of 100 people, 43 get Government 
houses in the General Pool accommodation. 
In the current Plan we are spending Rs. 24 
crores for -building houses for the General 
Pool accommodation in Delhi and else* 
where. 

• 

SHRI T. BALAKRISHNIAH : The 
problem of accommodation in all modern 
cities and towns is becoming acute day by 
day, and in view of that will the Government 
ban sale and purchase of land around our 
cities and towns, and will the Government 
themselves acquire the land and build bouses 
and sell them at a reasonable price so that 
lower and middle income group people will 
be in a position to purchase house ? 

MR. SPEAKER It is a suggestion for 
action. 

SHRI VASANTRAO PURUSHOTTAM 
SATHE : In view of the shortage of accom* 
modaticn in the metropolitan cities like 
Delhi, will the Government consider utilising 
the land in the so-called Civil Lines area 
where acres of land surround some bungalows, 
for residential purposes of the low income 
group housing ? 

SHRI 1 K. GUJRAL : I am in agree¬ 
ment with my friend that the optimum use of 
land should be made in urbanisable and 
urban areas and that is why it is necessary 
that not only the land should be more 
intensively used but also the land value should 
be controlled by the Government taking over 
the land and acquire it and then give it on 
socially just h&m...(Interruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER : His question was 
specific ; whether the land in the bungalows 
will be taken over. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL : So far as Delhi 
is concerned, if my hon friend is referring to 
big bungalow* etc. we have already announced 
in (his House and the Government also have 
taken a policy decision that the space should 


be more intensively used by putting up more 
accommodation than what exists now. But 
one thing has to be kept in mind. Fortuna¬ 
tely, Delhi is a planned City. So, for making 
any change in the density, a technial commit¬ 
tee has already been set up to prepare a new 
plan so that densification can be done 
according to a plan.

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SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : He 
asks about general prices ; these are about 
pulses only. 1 have explained the position 
that pulses production during the last decade 
or so has been stagnant and therefore there 
is a pressure on demand and the prices have 
gone up. This year the additional factor 
was, the Food Corporation of India purchased 
sizeable cuantities from the mraket for meeting 
the requirements of Bangladesh refugees. 
Naturally this withdrawal from market also 
brought some pressure on prices, but recently, 
during the last few months there is some 
downward trend. As 1 have already 
said, this problem can be solved only by 
imereased production. I have already enum- 
eratee the steps that Government has taken 
to encourage production.

Standar..lsation of Paper for Forms of 
Government of India 

♦530. SHRI R. P. ULAGANAMBI : Will 
the Minister of WORKS AND HOUSING 
be pleased to state ; 

(a) whether the standardisation of paper 
for different Forms of the Government of 
India has been completed ; 

(b) the reduction effected in the varieties 
of paper and the value of such reduction ; 

(c) whether 1187 Forms have been abolU 
shed ; and 

(d) out of 14000 Forms, how many have 
been reviewed so far and when the review 
will be completed ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF WORKS AND HOUSING 
(SHRI I. K. GUJRAL): (a) Paper for printing 
forms in the Government of India Presses has 
been standardised. 

(b) The standardisation of paper for 
Forms has resulted in the reduction of the 
varieties of paper used for that work from 113 
to 18. The reduction in cost consequent on 
reduction in number of varieties has not been 
evaluated. However, the following advantages 
have accrued 

(a) savings in inventory cost; and 

(b) ensuring large orders for smaller 
varieties of paper which will be easier 
for the mills to effect supplies. 

Further, use of costlier varieties of paper 
like Sunlit Offset and Super Calendered Paper 
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are elimiaated or minimised to ensure over- 
economy, 

(c) Yes. 

(d) A total of 3338 Civil Standard Forms 
and 800 Special Forms have been reviewed so 
far. Of these, 1,448 Standard Forms have 
been finally abolished. The review is a 
continuing Process and as such no time limit 
for its completion can be set. This is more 
so for the reason that in addition to the 
Civil Standard Forms, ail Special Forms have 
also to be reviewed. 

SHRI R. P. ULAGANAMBI : The Minis¬ 
ter said that the standardisation of paper for 
forms has resulted in the reduction of the 
varieties of paper used for that work from 
115 to 18. Waat is the difficulty in evalua¬ 
ting the cost due to reduction in the volume 
of paper consumed ? I want to know what 
is the value of Sunlit Offset and Super Calen¬ 
dered Paper used every year for printing 
purposes. 

SHRI I. K, GUJRAL : So far as evalua¬ 
tion is concerned, it is not done along with 
the process of standardisation since, as I have 
stated, the standardisation process has not 
yet been completed Therefore, it is difficuli 
for me to evaluate at this stage when (he 
process Is midway. So far as the consumption 
of paper is concerned, the Government of 
India Presses consume a total of about 22,000 
tonnes of paper annually in addition to 8,000 
tonnes used by the Government of India for 
stationery. So far as the many varieties are 
concerned, I will lay the information on the 
fable because it is a long statement.

(SHRI I. K. GUJRAL) ; (a) No. However, 
certain forms maintained for the collection of 
cost data have been restructured. 

(b) Restructuring of forms referred to at 
(a) above has been approved by the Comp¬ 
troller and Auditor General. 

(c) Not yet. The proposal is under con¬ 
sideration of Government. 

SHRI V. MAY A VAN : This kind of res- 
trucuring of the existing cost system in the 
Government of India Presses was undertaken 
in 1970. I would like to know from the hon. 
Minister whether this restructuring has been 
limited to certain forms. Also, what other 
steps for restructuring the cost system is con¬ 
templated and when this work was under¬ 
taken ? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL : Simply stated, the 
idea is that the Government of India Presses 
should not work on the basis of no-loss-no- 
profit basis only the cost to be charged to the 
various Ministries. The idea now is that we 
should be able to evaluate the work as if it is 
a commercial work and then debit the cost 
to the various Ministries for the various jobs 
done. This naturally needs a detailed survey 
because we have 15 presses working in various 
parts of the country and each press has a 
different economy. Therefore, we are going 
into the matter. But it needs more staff and 
we are now in the hands of the Finance Minis¬ 
try to finalise the staff structure so that this 
work could be undertaken more exhaustively. 

SHRI V MAYAVAN : These forms re¬ 
late to collection of data only and their res¬ 
tructuring have been approved by the Comp¬ 
troller and Auditor General. But in part (c) 
of the reply, the Minister has stated that (ite 
implementation of the proposal in all the press- 
'es is 'under consideration’. What are the 
reasons for the delay in introducing these res¬ 
tructured forms in all the Government of 
India Presses ? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL ; The delay, as I 
stated, is because it needs more staff. We 
are asking the Finance Ministry to sanction 
the staff.

Statement 

The Indian delegation to the Regional 
Conference of Asian National Commissions 
for UNESCO held in Tokyo from the 22nd to 
the 27th March 1972 moved the following 
resolution : 

“The Conference, 

Noting that the Asian National Commis¬ 
sions for Co-operation with UNESCO have ia 
the past organised several regional meetings to 
promote regional co-operation. 

Realising the importance of strengthening 
regional Co-operation on a continuing basis 
among the Asian Member States of the 
UNESCO and the need for ensuring greater 
co-ordination between the activities of the 
National Commissions on the one hand, and 
UNESCO's Regional Institutions and offices in 
Asia on the other. 

Being aware that the Asian Region com¬ 
prising more than half of mankind and cover¬ 
ing a large geographical area will benefit by 
such co-operation and co-ordination, 

Appreciatifg that due to limited resour¬ 
ces, it will not be possible to set up a full-fled¬ 
ged Liaison Office for Asian National Com¬ 
missions for the present. 

Recommends that as a provisional mea¬ 
sure, each of the existing National Commissions 
in Asia function, by rotation, as the Liaison 
Office for Asian National Commissions for a 
period of two years, to organize regional meet¬ 
ings of the Asian National Commissions from 
time to lime, to examine programmes of regio¬ 
nal co-operation and to take steps to streng¬ 
then co-operation .among Asian Member 
States in furtherance of the ideals of 
UNESCO, 
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Requests the Director-General of 
UNESCO to provide necessary assistance to 
the concerned National Commission to enable 
it to function as the Liaison OSice." 

Several delegations recognised the need for 
the Regional Liaison Office, and urged its 
establishment. Other delegations were unde¬ 
cided in the absence of full details regarding 
the functions and responsibilities, staffing pat¬ 
tern and financial arrangements for the pro¬ 
posed Liaison Office. The Conference invited 
the Indian delegation to prepare a detailed 
paper of the question of establishing the 
Liaison Office to be submitted to Asian Natio¬ 
nal Commissions in time to enable the latter to 
brief their delegations to the 1972 General 
Conference of UNESCO (October-November, 
1972) so that the Asian group as a whole 
could consider the matter further in Paris. 

The Conference at Tokyo was attended by 
delegates representing the Unesco National 
Commissions of Afghanistan, Ceylon. India, 
Indonesia, Iran, Japan, Khmer Republic, Re¬ 
public of Korea, Laos, Malaysia, Mongolia, 
Nepal, Philippines, Singapore, Thailand and 
Republic of Vietnam and observers from Aus¬ 
tral i.i and New Zealand. 

SURI P. GANGADEB: In view of the 
fact that there is an urgent need to have an 
Uncsco documentation centre in Asia, do 
Government propose to get the centre located 
in India ? If so, is there any proposal to 
make the Sapru House Library an independent 
documentation centre for Asia ?

*523. SHRI VAYALAR RAVI : Will 
the Minister of WORKS AND HOUSING be 
pleased to state :

elfect on class IV Government employees who 
are generally entitled to type I accommoda¬ 
tion. 

During the Fourth Plan, 
1,222 type I quarters have been sanctioned in 
the general pool at various places. The Chief 
Engineers have been instructed recently to 
send more estimates for the construction of type 
I and type 11 quarters on priority basis. 
During the year 1972-73, a sum of Rs. 7.45 
crores i.s proposed to be spent for the cons¬ 
truction of officc/residential accommodation in 
the General Pool at various places. Within 
this amount, accommodation of various types 
in the General Pool at various places will be 
constructed. The State-wise break-up can be 
worked out only after the Budget proposals 
are voted by Parliament. 

Decision on the Report of Committee on 
Lund Acquisition Act

Besides provid¬ 
ing an annual grant of rupees One lakh to the 
All India Prohibition Council for promoting 
education on prohibition. State Governments 
have also been requested to emphasise the 
importance of continuing educational propa¬ 
ganda against drinking. 

(b) There are obvious limitations to in¬ 
volving the school students in meaningful 
discussions on the evils of drinking. However, 
something can be done indirectly to bring the 
evils of drinking to ttifir notice. At the ins¬ 


tance of the Ministry, the National Council 
of Educational Research and Training has pre. 
pared a film strip, along with instructional 
notes, on the subject of “Harards of Drinking 
and Smoking". This aid is being made use 
of by a number of educational institutions. 

Setting up of Forest Development 
Corporation.

(b) A comprehensive study of 1000 pati¬ 
ents has revealed some positive factors affec¬ 
ting heart diseases, clinical features and com¬ 
plications and a line of treatment of cardiac 
diseases. 

(c) The preventive measures suggested 
are avoid smoking, reduce animal fat, under- 
. take regular exercise, keep a watch on weight 
and avoid tension. Those who have a family 
history of heart disease should have regular 
check-up from the age of 30 years onwards. 
Those who suffer from diabeties, high blood 
pressure and gout should try to keep these 
conditions under control. 

Survey of Coast of Andhra Pradesh for 
Fishery Wealth

The State <poverament was 
informed that the feasibility #f establishing a 
survey project with assistance .from the UNDP 
on the East Coast was under examination and 
that the requirements of Andhra Pradesh would 
be borne in mind in the context of proposals 
for H revised programme of Indo-Norwegian 
Co-operation in the field of fisheries. Both 
proposals are being negotiated and it is propo¬

Project Reports on Development of Marine 
Fisheries in Andhra Pradesh 

3626. SHRI K. KODANDA RAMI 
REDDY : Will the Minister of AGRICUL¬ 
TURE be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the Government of Andhra 
Pradesh had submitted two project reports to 
the Union Government under Indo-Norwegian 
project for the development of marine fisheries ;

(b) whether the Centre had proposed to 
supply two modern fishing vessels to State 
Government and if «o, the reasons for not 
supplying them until now ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): (a) The Govern¬ 
ment of Andhra Pradesh had submitted two 
project reports relating to fisheries develop¬ 
ment proposing their implementation with 
Norwegian assistance on the' pattern of the 
Indo-Norwegian project in Kerala. The 
Government of Andhra Pradesh was informed 
that after the currency of the Indo-Norweigan 
Agreement on Fisheries expired on 31st March, 
1972 the pattern of aid under which Norweigan 
personnel are associated with the administra¬ 
tive aspects of management would be disconti¬ 
nued. There is a possibility of continued aid 
for fisheries development in the form of supply 
of equipment and expertise for plan program¬ 
mes. The requirements of Andhra Pradesh 
in regard to development of firsheries would 
receive full consideration under any arrange¬ 
ment which may be finalised for Norwegian 
aid for fisheries development programmes in 
the country. 

(b) The various maritime State Govern* 
(Befits including Andhra . Pradesh were infor¬ 
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med of the prospects of supply of vessels under 
Norwegian Programme Aid and were requested 
to indicate whether they would be in a posi¬ 
tion to accommodate the cost of the vessels 
within their budgets. Most of the State.s 
including Andhra Pradesh indicated inabiiiiy 
to accommodate the cost of the vessels. It was 
subsequently decided that any vessels which 
may be received would be operated by the 
Central Government at its cost for survey of 
the coasts of the various States. In the for¬ 
mulations for utilization of the proposed Nor- 
wegion Programme aid, two vessels have been 
tentatively earmarked for the Andhra Pradesh 
coast. These formulations provide a basis 
for detailed examination of requirements with¬ 
in the context of the proposed programme 
aid. The number of vessels which can be 
supplied for survey at various points around 
the coast will be determined in consulation 
with the Norwegian authorities who arc curren¬ 
tly conducting a study of the proposals. 
Assuming that the proposals are finalised, 
orders will have to be placed for vessels and 
it is not expected that supplies will be 
made before 1973-74. 

Central Aid to Andhra Pradesh for Purchase 
of‘Splash less Tank’ Van and Develop* 
ment of Ilcscrviors and Lakes for 
Fish Production 

3627. SHRI K. KODANDA RAMI 
KEDDY : Will the Minister of AGRICUL¬

The Government of Andhra Pradesh had re¬ 
quested assistance for various schemes of fishe¬ 
ries development including reservoirs. So far 
as reservoirs are concerned, the State was in¬ 
formed that the development of reservoirs, of 
which there are several throughout the coun- 
trs, is included in State Plan programmes. 
The State was further informed that the Cen¬ 
tral Government was proposing to co-ordinate 
reservoir development and assist in the inten¬ 
sive development of selected reservoirs, and 
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that if it 'was fouud feasible to introduce such 
a scheme,-the need of Andhra Pradesh in this 
sector would be given due consideration. In 
the meantime, the Indian Council of Agricul* 
turai Research has taken up an All-India Co¬ 
ordinated Research Project in which the 
Nagarjunasagar reservoir in Andhra Pradesh 
has been included, and the results of these 
investigations are expected to prove useful for 
formulating reservoir fishery development pro¬ 
grammes. 

No request for financial assistance for 
purchase of splashless tank vans has been 
received from the Government of Andhra 
Pradesh.

commercial banks to the small and marginal 
fiarraers is also not available. 


(b) The recommendations of the National 
Commission on Agriculture to form separate 
service societies to assist small and marginal 
farmers and those of the Banking Commission 
to have Rural Banks, are under examination. 
The SFDA/MFAL agencies assist the small 
and marginal farmers to become members of 
the primary cooperative societies, extend loans 
to the weak central cooperative Banks and 
give subsidies for staff appointed by them.

The Institute will be an autono- 
n ous, international, philanthropic, non-profit, 
research, educational and training organi¬ 
sation. 

(b) The Institute will serve as a (a) World 
Centre for the improvement of Jowar, Millets, 
red gram (arhar) and bengal gram (chana): 
(b) a centre to promote the development and 
demonstration of improved patterns and sys¬ 
tems of farming which optimise the use of 
human and natural resources in the low rain¬ 
fall, unirrigated seasonally dry and semi-arid 
tropics and (c) a centre which may undertake 
such other programme or extension of the 
programmes.

There are no instances in which staff have 
been marked absent if they have left the s’all 
temporarily to go to the bath 
room etc. There is only one case in 
which, when the explanation of the 
Manager of a stall was called for not opening 
the stall in time, the Manager indicated that 
she may have gone to the bath room.

19.72, D M.S. had 
received 2 complaints regarding change of seals 
by the depot staff of depot No. 257. In One 
case, on investigation, it was found that the 
complaint was regarding presence of some 
yellow colour on the top of the milk bottles 
and not a change of cap. In the second case, 
samples collected at random from the 
depot for laboratory test were found to contain 
standardised milk as despatched from the 
Central Dairy, 

(b) D.M.S have no information or 
complaints in this regard. 

(c) Strict vigilance is being maintained in 
regard to the working of the depots to check 
mal-practices by the depot stall, and milk 
bottle samples are regularly collected at 
random from the depots, as a rotine, for 
quality checking. Surprise checking is also 
often undertaken. Such inspections and checks 
are carried out in respect of all the milk depots 
in the city to prevent such mal-practices.

As required under Section 22 of the Indian 
Medicine Central Council Act, 1970, a uniform 
syllabus for prescribing the minimum standards 
of education in Indian Medicine, required for 
granting recognised medical qualiBcations by 
Universities, Boards or Medical Institutions 
in India is being worked out by the Central 
Council of Indian Medicine. The syllabus so 
drawn up by the Council shall be circulated to 
all the State Governments for comments. The 
comments of any State Government received 
within three months from the furnishing of the 
copies of the draft syllabus will be considered 
by the Council before submitting the regu¬ 
lations therefor to the Central Government 
for sanction. As such, it is loo premature to 
indicate anything about the contents of tlie 
syllabus to be prescribed by the Central 
Council of Indian Medicine at this stage.

(1) Untouchability has been abolished 
and its practice in any form is 
forbidden imcler Article 17 of the 
Constitution. The Untouchability 
(OlTences) Act, 1958 was passed by 
the Parliament, wherein punishment 
for practice of untouchability have 
been prc.wribed. This Act is further 
being amended now to make it more 
cfiectivc by enhancing the punish¬ 
ments and by making the oficnces 
under llic Act non-compoundable. 

The persons caught under the 
Untouchability (Offences) Act, 1955 
are prosecuted by law. The State- 
wise list of offenders (statement I) 
during the last three years is laid 
on the Table of the House.

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(2) Grants are given; to some of the 
Voluntary Organisiitions to undertake 
schemes for removal of untouchabU 
lity by way of Bhajan-Kirtan man* 
dalies, distribution of posters, 
pamphlets, propaganda and various 
other audiovisual programmes.

P. YADAV) : (a) Rules of promotion 
provide that Assistant Educational Adviser, 
with four years of service in the grade would 
be eligible for promotion. 

(b) It is presumed that a reference in 
this part relates to the promotion to the rank 
of Deputy Educational Adviser (General) of 
an officer who was a permanent holder of an 
ex-cadre post of Assistant Educational Adviser 
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(Culture) wjbich was merged with the General 
Advisory Cadre with effect fiom 6ih November, 
1969, from which date the officer was also 
appointed as Assistant Educational Adviser 
(General). As the post held by the officer 
had itself been merged in the General Advisory 
Cadre, her entire service as Assistant Educa¬ 
tional Adviser (Culture) as well as Assistant 
Educational Adviser (General) was taken into 
account while prcwnoting the officer. There 
was, thus, no question of ignoring, the claims 
of other eligible officers. 

(c) Yes, Sir. The promotion of this 
officer earlier as Deputy Educational Adviser 
(General) was quashed by the High Court of 
Delhi consequent on the quashing by the same 
Court of the seniority of this officer, fixed in 
the grade of Assistant Educational Adviser 
(General) on the basis of which the officer 
had been promoted as Deputy Educational 
Adviser (General). The Court had not 
passed any strictures.

should confine themselves to the preparation 
of manuscripts, the actual production and 
distribution being left entirely to the private 
publishing industry so that their technical 
know-how and expertise can be fully utilized. 

Government are alive to the need for a 
balanced development and collaboration of the 
public and private sectors in the Indian book 
industry and trade and have set up a National 
Book Development Board, with representatives 
from both the public and private sectors, to 
lay down guidelines for the development of 
the Indian book industry in the context of 
the overall requirements of the country.

the complex protected along the temple, and 
which location was earlier acceptable to the 
local authorities.

The 
Committee was of the view that the erection 
of a modern statue within the inner enclosure 
of the ancient temple was against archaeolo¬ 
gical principles in this country and elsewhere, 
for no modern statues are placed within imme¬ 
diate precincts of ancient monuments.

Purchase of Fishing Trawlers in Fourth Five 
Year Plan

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THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
ministry of AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) ; (a) and (b). 
Government have permitted import by the 
industry 30 deep sea fishing vessels under 
certain terms and conditions. Of this number, 
four have so far been imported from U.S A. 
and firm orders for eight more vessels have 
been placed with foreign ship building yards — 
four from Mexico, two from Iceland and 
two from U.K. For the further requirements 
of the industry, additional imports are propo* 
sed to be authorized to the extent they can* 
not be met from indigenous sources. The 
number of trawlers to be imported will depend 
on various factors such as the demand, indi* 
gcnous availability and terms of supply of 
foreign built vessels. For the Government's 
requirements of training and survey vessels, 
two vessels have been received as gift from 
the Govt, of Sweden and one vessel has been 
purchased from the German Democratic 
Republic. Twenty-two training and survey 
vessels are being obtained from indigenous 
sources. One more large survey vessel is 
required. This will be obtained from the 
most suitable source, which has to be deter¬ 
mined. 

(c) In 1968-69, the Government of India 
pooled the requirements of training and survey 
vessels for Central Institutions as well as the 
requirements of State Governments and placed 
orders for forty deep sea fishing vessels of 
17.5 meters length on two Con.sortia of ship¬ 
building firms organised for the purpose under 
the public sector undertakings viz. Messrs 
Garden Reach Workshops, Calcutta and 
Messrs Mazagon Dock Ltd , Bombay, on the 
East and West Coasts respectively. Twenty- 
!^ix of these vessels have so far been delivered 
and the remaining vessels are in various 
stages of construction. 


Loan Facilities to Farmers

At the instance of the Government of India, 
instructions have been issued by the Reserve 
Bank of India to cooperative credit institutions 
for providing short-term loans to Share-croppers 
and tenants. An extract of these instructions 
is laid on the Table of the House. {Placed 
in Library. See No. LT-1834/72] Coopera¬ 
tive banks can also advance medium-terra 
loans for dairy and poultry activities upto 
Rs 2,000 each on personel surety provided 
adequate marketing arrangements are made. 
Commercial banks are also implementing 
pilot schemas for financing share-croppers.

D.G H.S. are included in the Central Health 
Service for which rules have already been 
framed under Article 309 of the Constitution 
and published in the Gazette of India. 

(b) Presumably, tho Hon’ble Member is 
referring to C.H.S. Officers. No C.H.S. 
Officer is holding the post of Assistant Director 
General of Health Services in the D.G.H.S, 
on the C.G H.S. side for the last more than 
five years. 

(c) The posts of Deputy Assistant 
Director General in D.G.H.S. and Assistant 
Director General of Health Services on the 
C.G.H S. side since redcugnated as Deputy 
Director (CGHS) are included in the Central 
Health Service. Their appointment is tnadc 
in accordance with the provisions of the C.H S. 
Rules which do not provide for laying down 
of any tenure for these posts. However, a 
transfer pattern has recently been exolvcd 
to regulate postings between . various stations. 
The period of stay prescribed is 5 years for 
Cat. ‘A’, 4 years for Cat. ‘B’, 3 years for 
Cat. ‘C’ Sc 2 years for Cat. ‘D’ stations, 
subject to exigencies of service and public 
interest. 

Duties of Pharmacists

Selting up of Nei^bourhood Schools 

3673. SHRI NARENORA SINOH 
BISHT : Will the Minister of EDUCATION 


AND SOCIAL WELFARE be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether the Education Commission 
(1960) recommended the setting up of ‘neigh¬ 
bourhood schools’ in which the sons and 
daughters of the rich and poor of the locality 
should study together: and 

(b) if so, the difficulty in setting up such 
schools ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND SOCIAL 
WELFARE AND IN THE DEPARTMENT 
OF CULTURE (SHRI D. P. YADAV) : 
(a) and (b). The Education Commission 
(1964*66) had recommended the ultimate 
adoption of the ‘neighbourhood school concept’ 
first at the lower primary stage and then at 
the higher primary. It was of the view that the 
‘neighbourhood school concept’ should be 
adopted as a long term goal, to be reached in 
a well planned programme spread over the 
next 20 years. The strategy for its adoption 
should be as follows :— 

(1) During the next fen years, two pro¬ 
grammes should be pursued side by 
side. The first is to improve all pri¬ 
mary schools to a minimum level 
prescribed and to raise about ten 
per cent of them to a higher standard 
of quality. 

(2) Simultaneously, the neighbourhood 
school system should be introduced 
at the lower primary stage, as a pilot 
project, in a few areas where public 
opinion is favourable to the acceptance 
of the proposal. 

The above recommendations have been 
brought to the ootice of State Governments. 
In the National Policy on Education issued by 
the Government of India in 1968, it was stated 
that the common school system as recommen¬ 
ded by the Education Commission, should be 
adopted so as to promote social cohesion and 
national integration. Efforts were to be made 
to improve the standard of education in general 
schools. All special schools like Public Schools 
were to be required to admit students on the 
basis of merit and also to provide a prescribed 
proportion of free studentship to prevent 
segregation of special classes. This, however, 
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was not to affect the rights df minorities under 
Article 30 of the Constituti^. 

Attempts are being made continuously for 
upgrading primary schools. It is pointed. out 
that as far as the villages are concerned, there 
is usually only one school to which children 
of ail classes go. It is only in urban areas that 
there is a certain amount of segregation due 
to the establishment of private schools. This 
has been countered to a certain extent by the 
establishment of Central Schools and the sane* 
tion of scholarships for poor and meritorious 
students in public schools up to 25 per cent of 
the places available. 

Government are considering a proposal 
for establishing model primary schools at the 
rate of one per block and model secondary 
schools at the rate of one per district.

and (b). Education being a State subject, the 
role of the Government of India is largely to 
advise State Governments and Administra¬ 
tions of Union Territories on matters relating 
to the qualitative improvement of school edu¬ 
cation. 

Some of the steps that have been taken or 
are contemplated from this point of view 
are ; — 

(1) The National Council of Educational 
Research and Training advises the 
State Governments and assists the 
State Education Departments in 
improving school curricula, prepa¬ 
ration of text books and other 
teaching and learning materials, 
improvement of science education, 
adoption of new teaching methods 
(including the use of audio visual aid), 
examination reform and training 
teachers. 

(2) Assistance was given to State Govern¬ 
ments and Union Territory Admini¬ 
strations to establish State Institutes 
of Education and Science Education 
whose principal responsibility is to 
bring about qualitative improvement 
in school education. 

(3) It is proposed to set up National 
Staff College for Educational Planners 
and Administrators which will strive 
to provide training to District Edu¬ 
cation Officers and generally to 
improve the management of edu¬ 
cation. 

(4) A proposal to establish community 
primary schools and comprehensivi. 
secondary schools which can spear¬ 
head a large-scale and all-round 
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movemeat for the inqMovement of 
school education is under considera* 
tion. 

(5) From time , to time, difibrent pro* 
grammes for improvement of school 
education are prepared and forwarded 
to State Governments and Union 
Territory Administrations by advisory 
bodies like the Central Advisory 
Board of Education, the National 
Board of School Text Books etc. A 
proposal to set up a National Board 
of Teacher Education is also being 
examined. 

It is the responsibility of each State 
Government and Union Territory Administra¬ 
tion to prepare plans for qualitative improve- 
ment of school ^ucation in the light of its own 
local conditions and needs and the broad 
national programmes recommended on the 
subject and to include them in its development 
plans The Government of India then assists 
the States and Union Territory Administrations 
to finalise these plans and also provides them 
with financial assistance in accordance with the 
policy laid down from time to time.

National Library Movement during Raja 
Ram Mohan Roy Bi-Centenary

(b) In order that such a movement may 
be effectively implemented, the Committee 
approved the proposals that— 

(i) A Raja Rammohan Roy Library 
Foundation representing librarians 
and educationists be established as 
a Society registered under the Socie¬ 
ties Registration Act. 

(ii) The Foundation will be supported by 
grants from Central and State 
governments. 

(iii) It will assist existing libraries and 
also establish new ones. 

(iv) Libraries assisted or established by 
the Foundatior^will be required to 


oiganiza mobile library service to 
serve the rurd areas. 

(v) The Foundation will also establish 
five Library Service Centres in the 
five regions of the country to offer 
book preservation and reprographic 
services, to help in preserving rare 
manuscript and printed material. 

(vi) A Raja Rammohan Roy Educational 
Resource Centre be established in 
New Delhi to serve the needs of 
students who cannot afford to buy 
text books, and also to prepare biblio¬ 
graphy of test booksin different discip¬ 
lines written by Indian authors, bring 
^ out reviews of good text books, etc. 

(c) Government have initiated action to 
implement the proposals. The Raja Ram¬ 
mohan Roy Library Foundation is proposed to 
be inaugurated in Calcutta on 21st May, 1972, 
to start the bi-centenary celebrations. 

Complaints Re : Text Books prescribed for 

Schools and Colleges having Com-

Acting on reports that certain school text¬ 
books in some States contained materials 
which hurt the feelings of certain sections of 
minority communities, the Government of 
India set up a Committee on September 1. 
1966 under the Chairmanship of Prof. K. G. 
Saiyidian. The terms of reference of the 
Committee were : 

(i) to examine the specific complaints re¬ 
garding books brought to the notice 
of the Committee with particular 
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reioteace to inter-communal and pared by the Expert Committees are being 


inter-regional understandings; 

(ii) to state the general principles for 
prepaiation and assessment of text 
books with special reference to the 
teaching of Languages, History and 
Social Studies ; and 

(iii) to suggest a practical programme for 
preparation and assessment of text 
books prepared on the basis of prin- 
dples so enunciated. 

The Committee submitted its report on 
J1-7-1968. Copies of the report were for¬ 
warded to the Stale Governments and Union 
I'crritories. The National Board of School 
Textbooks at its first meeting held on 5th and 
6lh April, 1969, recommended that the evalua¬ 
tion of school textbooks prescribed in a State 
should be conducted primarily by the State 
itself. In view of this, the question of eva¬ 
luating school textbooks from the stand point 
of national integration was placed as an item 
before the second meeting of the National 
Board of .School Textbooks held in May, 1970. 
I'he National Board of School Textbooks has on 
its membe: ship all the Ministers of Education in 
the States. At this meeting it was unanimously 
resolved that all textbooks prescribed or re¬ 
commended fur use in the schools, in ail the 
States and Union Territories, should be eva¬ 
luated from the standpoint of national inte¬ 
gration wi h particular reference to the follow¬ 
ing : 

(1) Uutouchability 

(2) Communalism 

{ ) Casteism 

(4) Linguism 

(5) Regionalism 

(6) Religious Intolerance 

This evaluation of school textbooks in the 
major language of each Slate was entrusted in 
the National Council of Educational Research 
and Training for coordination and execution 
as a Crash Programme, and books on History, 
Civics, Moral Studies, Social Studies and lan¬ 
guages were to be evaluated. This programme 
is now nearing completion. The reports pre¬ 


sent to the States concerned for necessary 
action. Action has already been taken by 
several State Governments on the basis of the 
review committee’s recommendations. 

The National Council of Educational 
Research and Training has also produced 
textbooks in Sociaf’Studies and History apart 
from other subjects, as also teachers* . guides 
etc. and these books and other material have 
been adopted/adapted for use in various States 
and Union Territories. 

In view of the above, the Government of 
India do not consider it necessary to appoint 
a Commission to enquire into complaints 
against text books. However, any camplaints 
received will be enquired into and remcdical 
action taken.

Conference held in February 1971

SHER SINGH) : (a) Government have now 
obtained informally from Indian Dairy 
Science Association a copy of the recommenda¬ 
tions made by the 9th Dairy Industry Con¬ 
ference held in February, 1971. These recom¬ 
mendations, inter alia urge upon the Govern¬ 
ment to exempt excise duty levy on all milk 
products and containers used for their packa¬ 
ging. This recommendations has been brought 
to the notice of Central Board of Excise and 
Customs. 

(b) The position has been explained in 
the statement attached. 

(c) The recommendations of the Con¬ 
ference are under consideration of the 
Government. 

Statement 

Milk industry in our country is co*rclated 
with two aspects viz., milk production and 
milk marketing. Both the Central and Stale 
Governments have launched a number of 
cattle and dairy development programmes for 
increasing production of milk in the country 
under the Five Year Plans. The major Sche¬ 
mes are:— 

1. Intensive cattle development projects. 

2. Key village Scheme. 
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3. Ctoss-breediog Scbems for tlie intro* 
duction of exotic inlwritance for milk 
production in local cattle. 

4. Aitificial insemination Centres, 

5. Feeds and fodder development 

schemes. 

6. Goshala development Schemes. 

7. Establishment of large cattle breed¬ 
ing farms and progeny testing of 
bulls. 

8. Herd registration Schemes in breeding 
tracts. 

9. Milk distribution Schemes for cities 
with population of 50,000 and above. 

10. Rural Dairy Centres for covering 
cities with lesser population. 

2. In addition, Covernment are imple¬ 
menting a massive programme for milk market¬ 
ing and dairy development estimated to cost 
Rs. 95 40 crores for increasing milk processing 
facilities of public sector dailies in the four 
metropolitan cities of Bombay, Calcutta, 
Delhi and Madras from 1 00 million Hues a 
day at present to 2.75 million litres a day at 
the end of 5 years' project period and also for 
increasing procurement of milk from the milk- 
shed areas of these cities located in 10 
States 

3. A number of city milk schemes al¬ 
ready prepare and distribute toned and double- 
toned milk at low cost especially for the vul¬ 
nerable sections of the population. This milk 
is made through imported skim milk powder 
and necessarily has to be limited due to diffi¬ 
cult foreign exchange position. In addition 
to this, a Scheme wholly financed by the 
Government of India has been introduced for 
providing nutritious food to children in the 
age-group of 0 to 3 years. A portion of food 
being supplied to children will be in the form 
of milk in areas were dairy facilities are avai¬ 
lable.

Nutrition surveys carried out in diff»ent 
parts of the country among pre-school children 
of the age-group 1-5 years have indicated that 
about 5 to 40 per cent of the children suffer 
from various degrees of protein-calorie mal¬ 
nutrition. The prevalence and severity is 
more in the southern and eastern States and 
parts of Oiiisa, West Bengal and Maharashtra 
in the rice-eating belt. Mild and moderate 
severity of the disease is also reported from 
other parts of the country, 

(b) The Government are implementing 
various programmes to combat protein-caloric 
mal-nutrition—nutrition education as a long¬ 
term measure and supplementary feeding of 
children with nutrition supplements supplying 
both calorie and protein to give immediate 
relief. Some of the important action program¬ 
mes which are being implemented in .this 
connection are as follows ; 

(1) Cras/t Feeding Prograntme~Th\s 
programme in conducted by the 
Department of Social Welfare for 
pre-school children of the age-group 
1-5 years in city slums and tribal 
areas. The food supplements given 
are fortified bread and toned milk in 
city slums and preparations made 
from locally available foods such as 
cereals and pulses in tribal areas. 
The programme is in operation in 
20 States and Union Territorks and 
the number of beneficiaries covered 
up to the ISth January 1972 is 
15,54.869. 

( 2 ) Feeding of Pre-School children 
through Balwadies —^The Depart¬ 
ment of Social Welfare have under¬ 
taken to provide pre-school children 
in balwadies with supplementary 
meals made from locally available 
nutritious foods. At present it covers 
1,23,165 beneficiaries in 4,216 balwa¬ 
dies. 
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(3) School Metds Prof[ramme—T\a% 
programme, impiemeated t>y the 
Mioutiypf Education, is intended 
to improve the nutritional status of 
primary school children by providing 
supplementary mid-day meals. About 
11 million beneficiaries are covered 
under this programme in 14 States, 
out of which one million are pre¬ 
school children. 

(4) Applied Nutrition Programme-^ 
The Programme is implemented by 
the Community Development Depart¬ 
ment. It is a feeding-cum-education- 
al programme through practical 
means by production and consump¬ 
tion of nutritious foods in the rural 
areas such as eggs, fish, vegetables 
and fruit through school gardens and 
community gardens for improving 
the nutritional status of pre-school 
children and expectant mothers. 
Practical nutrition education is impar¬ 
ted to the mothers and children by 
growing the foods on the premises 
and use of these foods in the form 
of nutritious recipes in the supple¬ 
mentary feeding programme through 
balwadies and health centres. The 
programme is in operation in 833 
C.D. Blocks in 24 States. 

Nutrition education through mass commu¬ 
nication media is being carried out in the 
different States through exhibitions, films, 
posters and demonstrations. 

Ten films-clips on various aspects of 
nutrition have been produced by the Nutrition 
Cell of the Directorate General of Health 
Services. The films are dubbed in 13 regional 
languages and have been released through 
the national circuit of India for mass nutrition 
education.

Among the students sent 
under this Scheme, six who were due to come 
back in the years 1969, 1970 and 1971, after 
completion of their studies, have not returned. 

(b) Under the terms and conditions of 
the Scholarship Scheme, the scholars who do 
not return to India, after completion of studies 
are required to refund to Government a sum 
of Rs. 14,000/- or the actual amount .spent on 
the scholar, whichever is larger, in violation 
of the terms of the bond duly executed by 
the scholar. Suitable action in the matter 
has already been initialed in respect of the 
six defaulted scholars.

(c) Greater efforts for promotional 
activities are being undertaken in slum areas 
of cities and towns through government centres 
and also centres run by bodies and voluntary 
organisations with financial support from the 
Government. For the backward and tribal 
communities, family planning education, 
motivation and services are provided through 
the large net work of Main Rural Family 
Welfare Planning Centres (attached to Primary 
Health Centres) and Sub-centres. Thus 
Family Planning education and services arc 
provided irrespective of backwardness or 
otherwise of different communities.

Supplied at Fair Price Shops in Delhi

no significant difference in so far as sugar is 
concerned. In the Fair Price shops, foodgrains 
of fair average quality are distributed, but in 
the open market foodgrains of superior and 
inferior varieties are available. 

(b) Yes, Sir. The shopkeeper was arrested 
on 26 3.72 On receipt of information on 
telephone, the police seized 8 bags of wheat 
loaded in a Thela in front of Fair Price Shop 
No. 2473, Kidwai Nagar, New Delhi. Nino 
•‘kaitas” of basmati rice were also recovered 
fiom the residence of the shopkeeper and taken 
into custody by the police. The Fair Price Shop 
was suspended the same day. 

On physical verification of the stock of the 
Fair Price Shop, excess/shortages were also 
found in the stock of food articles. 

(c) (i) Sealed samples of food articles 
received by the fair price shops from the go* 
downs of the Food Corporation of India and 
sugar wholesalers are displayed by the shop 
holders at a conspicuous place at their shops 
to enable the public to see that they are being 
supplied the same quality of food articles which 
were received by the Fair Price shops. 

(ii) The Inspectorate staff of the Delhi 
Administration keeps a watch on the quality 
of food articles kept for sale at the Fair Price 
Shops. 

Steps to Increase output of Quality Seeds

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

The bulk of the seed production of improved 
seed is taken up on State Government Farms 
and by private seed producers. Besides, the 
National Seeds Corporation, a Government of 
India undertaking, some agricultural univer* 
sities and State Governments produce adequate 
quantities of foundation seeds to meet the requi¬ 
rements of seed producers all over the country. 
The National Seeds Corporation and the Tarai 
Development Corporation (set up to imple¬ 
ment a World Bank assisted project for seed 
production in the Tarai area) also produce 
substantial quantities of certified seed to meet 
any shortages of quality seeds in the States. 
The country has been anjoying self sufficiency 
in all important seeds for the last few years 
with the exception of hybrid bajra seeds. The 
bajra seed production programmes including 
the one with the National Seeds Corporation 
were stepped up last year and It is expected 
that in the coming kharif bajra seed require* 
ments would be met. 

The requirements of seeds for the high 
yielding varieties programmes, as also for seed 
production programmes are assessed by the 
Government of India in a series of Zonal con¬ 
ferences with the representatives of the State 
Government, the National Seeds Corporation, 
The Tarai Development Corporation and the 
.seed producers. These conferences are held in 
the beginning of each crop season, twice a year. 
This assessment helps in the drawing up of 
seed production programmes so as to ensure 
that enough quality seed is produced to meet 
the demand.

6,000 landless agricultural 
labourers are also expected to be assisted, in 
addition. Schemes for development of minor 
irrigation potential, dairy and poultry farming, 
sheep rearing, rural artisans, fisheries, bee 
keeping and rural works have been incorpo¬ 
rated as programmes under this project to help 
the identified benefieiaries. 


Production and Requirement of Sugar in 1972-73

The consumption will have to 
be restricted to the limits of the available 
quantity. 

(b) Incentive prices were paid for sugar¬ 
cane during 1971-72 in most of the States with 
a view to encouraging the sugarcane growers 
to bring larger area under sugarcane and there¬ 
by increase sugarcane production. Letters of 
Intent/licences have so far been issued duiing 
the Fourth Plan period covering additional 
annual sugar production capacity of 12.06 lakh 
tonnes.

Corporation

(b) The main features of the agreement 
are 

(i) So far as the trade of Bangla Desh 
with U K /North Continent is concer¬ 
ned, the Bangla Desh Shippnig 
Corporation would entrust to the 
Shipping Corporation of India 
arrangements for providing sailings 
to cover 2/3rd of its share. The 
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remaining 1/ird will be carried by 
Bangla Desh Shipi^g Corporation, 
but as initially Bangia Desh Shipping 
Corporation has no vessel of its own, 
the Shipping Corporation of India 
will charter out ships on a single 
voyage/tirae chartn basis. The 
number of S.C.I. vessels in Bangla 
Desh on their own berths will be 
reduced as Bangla Desh Shipping 
Corporation acquire their ships. 

(ii) For other liner areas like Australia, 
U S.A., Japan, East and West Africa, 
Gulf area etc, the Shipping Corpo¬ 
ration will provide necessary space 
for Bangla Besh cargo, as required, 
either in the ships covering Calcutta 
or additional ships according to the 
requirements from time to time. 

(iii) The Shipping Corporation of India 
will employ, in due course, about SO 
engineering and navigational officers 
belonging to Bangla Desh on its 
ships, subject to their suitability, 
pending the acquisition of ships by 
Bangla Desh Shipping Corporation. 

(iv) The agency work of the Shipping 
Corpora'ion of India's vessels in the 
Ports of Bangla Desh will be looked 
after by Bangla Desh Shipping 
Corporation and vice versa. 

(v) These arrangements would be valid 
for a period of one year after which 
they will be reviewed by the two 
Corpotations.

The 
percentages of enrolment in classes 
I-V, VI-VIII and IX-XI in dlflerent 
States in I96S-66 and 1968-69 are given in the 
statement laid on the Table of the House, 
iPlaced in Library. See No LT-838/72]. It 
would appear therefrom that the percentages 
have come down in some States. This is due, 
in some cases, to revised population estimates 
and in others, to financial inability to keep 
up enrolments with growth in population or 
both. 

(c) Government have decided to assist 
the State Governments outside their plans to 
increase enrolments in primary schools. During 
1971-72, appointment of 30,000 additional 
primary school teachers and construction of 
10,000 additional class-rooms were sanctioned. 
Further assistance is proposed for 1972-73.

Exploitation of Marine Wealth of Bay of 
Bengal and Arabian Sea 

3719. DR, RANEN SEN ; Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased to 
Slate :

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICRLTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) Yes. The 
potential of marine fish production in the 
Indian continental shelf has been estimated 
by various methods at between 2.5 and 4.5 
million tonnes per annum. The resources of 
the Indian Ocean as a whole are estimated to 
be capable of sustaining an annual production 
of over 10 million tonnes. The present level 
of annual fish landings from the Indian Ocean 
is 2.8 million tonnes. Fish landing by Indian 
vessels account for 38% of this total. 

(b) The schemes included in the Fourth 
Five Year Plan for exploitation of marine 
fisheries mainly relate to introduction of 5500 
mechanised boats and 300 oH-shore and deep 
sea fishing vessels and provision of infrastruc¬ 
tural facilities such as harbours and training 
of fishing crew and technicians. About 3000 
mechanised boats have so far been introduced 
during the Fourth Plan bringing the total 
number of such boats operating from various 
points around the coast to about 10,000. So 
far as off-shore and deep sea fishing vessels 
are concerned, ony 31 vessels have been 
introduced during the Fourth Plan. Harbours 
capable of handling deap sea fishing vessels 
have been sanctioned at eight ports. Harbour 
facilities on a smaller scale for operation of 
mechanised boats are being provided at over 
70 centres. Operatives of machanised boats 
are provided training by State Governments. 
During the Fourth Plan, Central Govern¬ 
ment Institutions have so far provided 
institutional trajning for 205 fishing second 
hands and 163 engine drivers. After pres¬ 
cribed period of sea service, these operatives 
will be qualified to serve as skippers and 
engine-drivers of off shore and seep sea fishing 
vessels. 

(c) and (d). The resources of the inshore 
regions can be tapped adequately by intro¬ 
ducing mechanised fishing boats in areas which 
are not yet adequately covered by the 10,000 
boats already introduced. The programme of 
introducing mechanised fishing boats is progres- 
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sing satisfactorily. So far as off-staore and 
deep sea resources are concerned, it was 
envisaged that a substantial number of vessels 
would be introduced by the private sector. 
This expectation has not materialised in spite 
of a liberal subsidy being offered for indige¬ 
nously constructed steel vessels for off-shore 
and deep sea fishing. Some vessels are being 
imported under a current scheme of limited 
imports. . Further imports, subject to utili¬ 
sation of indigenous capacity, are proposed 
to be allowed.

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Crash Programme for Mechanisation and 
Modernisation of Deep Sea Fishing 

3729, SHRI K KODANDA RAMI 
REDDY : Will the Minister of AGRICUL¬ 
TURE be pleased to state whether Government 
is contemplating a sort of Crash Programme’ 
regarding mechanisation and modernisation 
of deep-sea fishing and if so, the steps taken 
so far ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): Considerable 
emphasis is being placed on development of 
deep seu fishing with modern vessels, although 
no crash programme as such has been laun¬ 
ched for this purpose. The steps taken in 
this regard include survey of resources, provi¬ 
sion ot the in,‘’rastructurc mainly in the form 
of fully equipped fishing harbours, and train¬ 
ing of operatives. The Central Organisation 
for survey of off-shore and deep sea resources 
is being strengthened by the addition of over 
20 vessels and the establishment of new bases 
around the coast. Harbours capable of hand¬ 
ling off-shore and deep-sea vessels have b«»n 
sanctioned at eight ports. Institutional train¬ 
ing has been provided during the Fourth Plan 
to 205 fishing second hands and 163 engine- 
drivers. After priscribed period of sea service 
these operatives will be qualified to work as 
skippers and engine-drivers of off-shore and 
deep sea fishing vessels. Vessels suitable for 
off-shore and deep sea fishing arc being cons¬ 
tructed in the country. To meet requirements 
of the Central and State Governments, orders 
for 40 vessele of 17.5 metre length were placed 
in 1968 69 on indigenous ship building yards. 


T««nty-six of these vessels have so far been 
supplied. A liberal «iubsidy has been offered 
for the purpose of making indigenously cons¬ 
tructed steel vessels available to the fishing in¬ 
dustry at reasonable prices. Under a current 
scheme, import of 30 vessels has been authori¬ 
sed under the condition that one vessel is 
constructed in the country for every two 
vessels imported. It is proposed to permit 
additional imports, subject to utilization of 
indigenous capacity. 

Use of Imported Trawler on East Coast 

3730. SHRI K. KODANDA RAMI RED¬ 
DY : Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
be pleased to state whether Government is con¬ 
sidering the use of bulk of the imported traw¬ 
lers from U.S.S.R. on the East Coast since 
West Coast is already benifiting from Indo-

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : The Indo-Nor- 
wegian Project is not a commercial under¬ 
taking and is concerned mainly with survey 
of resources and experimental fishing. It is 
envisaged that imports of vessels will be mainly 
for commercial fishing. It is not proposed to 
regulate the import of any trawlers which 
may be obtained from the U.S.S R. on the 
basis of regional allotments, No arrange¬ 
ments for such import have so far been made. 
Proposals for establishment of deep sea fishing 
project whether ptoposed to be based on the 
East of West Coast will be examined on merits, 
and permission to import vessels under sui¬ 
table arrangements will be considered after 
taking indigenous availability into considera¬ 
tion.

No proposal has so far been recei¬ 
ved from the Oiissa Ciovernment/State Sports 
Council for the construction of any new Sta¬ 
dium in that State during I972-7J. However, 
a proposal for financial assistance for the 
improvcm nt of an existing S'adium at Cut¬ 
tack constructed earlier with Government of 
India's assistance, was received but no grant 
is admissible for improvement of an existing 
stadium.

On this basis, 
the monthly quota of fair price sugar for 
Tamil Nadu was fixed at 10,000 tonnes as 
against 9,700 tonnes in February, 1972. No 
request from the Tamil Nadu Government 
has been received thereafter for increase in 
their monthly sugar quota.

Yes, Sir The Madras Port Trust have under¬ 
taken the construction of aq outer harbour at 
Madras north of the present harbour. This 
consists of an oii dock to provide berthing 
facilities for deep drafted tankers bringing 
crude oil for the Madras Refineries and an 
ore berth with a mechanical ore handling plant 
to provide facilities for deep-drafted ore 
carriers that will be employed for the export of 
iron ore. Work on the outer harbour project 
commenced in 1966. Some of the works were 
carried out departmentally and some were exe¬ 
cuted through contractors. 

(b) The details regarding the cost of 
the project and the major works relating to the 
project are as follows i— 

(i) Oil Dock 

The cost of construction of the Oil Dock, 
including certain common items relating to the 
ore handling scheme such as dredging, recla¬ 
mation and break-waters, is about Rs. 23.20 
crores. The details of the major works and 
their expected dales of completion are as 
follows

(ii) Iron Ore Handling Project 

The estimated cost of the project (exclud¬ 
ing certain common items such as dredging, 
reclamation and breakwaters which have been 
undertaken as part of the Oil Dock Project) is 
about Rs. 15 crores. The progress made so 
far in regard to the major items of work is 
as follows

(c) There had been some unavoidable 
delays in the progress of construction of the 
outer harbour due to certain technical prob¬ 
lems encountered in the construction of the 
breakwaters. The scheme of construction of 
the breakwaters had, therefore, to be reviewed 
by a Committee of Technical Experts and 
modified in the light of the Committee's recom¬ 
mendations. There has also been some change 
in the scope of the project as bigger vessels 
than earlier envisaged would be catered to. 
Work on the project is now progressing satis¬ 
factorily. The Oil Dock is expected to be 
completed in all respects by Octoter, 1972. and 
the ore berth with the mechanical facilities for 
loading of iron ore is expected to be completed 
in the later half of 1974. 

(d) Remedial measures recommended by 
the Committee of Technical Experts referred 
to in (c) above are in the process of imple¬ 
mentation. A high-level Steering Committee 
has been constituted by the Ministry of Ship¬ 
ping and Transport to watch the progress of 
the project, to identify the bottle-necks and to 
recommend remedial action.

Bcoks Displayed at World Book Fair 

3756. SHRI SUDHAKAR PANDEY :

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

World Book Fair was divided into three sec- 
tions : In the National Exhibition sector out 
of about 8,200 books about 7,000 books were 
in the Indian languages. In the Commercial 
sector, out of a total of I S3 participants 45 
participants displayed mainly Indian language 
books. In the International sector also .some 
of the foreign participating publishers displayed 
translations of their pubiication.s in the Indian 
languages. 

(b) The total number of books displayed 
in the Fair was nearly 2,00,000. It was open 
to the Indian and foreign participants to dis* 
play any number of their books in any lan¬ 
guage in the space rented by them and it is 
not possible to give a language-wise break-up 
of the books displayed in the Commercial 
sector. In the National sector about 1,000 
books each in English and Hindi ; 500 each 
in Bengali. Gujarati, Kannada, Malayalam, 
Marathi, Punjabi, Tamil, Telugu and Urdu ; 
250 each in Assamese and Oriya ; and 100 
each in Sindhi and Sanskrit were exhibited. In 
addition there were al.so about 1,000 children's 
bonks and paperbacks in all the languages. 

Discussions regarding Scarcity of Drinking 
Water in Andhra Pradesh 

3757. SHRI Y. ESWARA REDDY :

(b) The State Government requested for 
assistance of the Central Government in pro> 
curing about 30 hard rock highspeed drilling 
rigs in addition to the 17 rigs already supplyed 
to them under the UNICEF assisted Rural 
Water Supply Programme and the Drought 
Relief Programme. The Central Government 
has helped the State Government in locating 29 
rigs for direct purchase. The State Govern¬ 
ment have placed orders for 8 rigs and are 
taking sv:ps to purchase IS more rigs. In 
addition, 5 new rigs have been allocated under 
the UNICEF Rural Water Supply Programme 
during 1972-73. Attempts are also being 
made to get a few more rigs from other State 
Governments on loan for implementing a 
crash programme to remove the scarcity of 
water. The State Government have also been 
requested to furnish the list of spare parts 
immediately needed for 30 ‘sick’ rigs lying with 
them so as they could also be used in this 
crash programme. 

(c) Water Supply is a State Sector Pro¬ 
gramme. The responsibility for formulation of 
wate supply schemes, their phasing, allocation 
of funds and implementation of the schemes, 
etc., rests with the State Government. It 
is also for the State Government to draw up 
a phased programme for the purpose and im¬ 
plement the same from the resources available 
within the State’s Plan. The State Govern¬ 
ment have, however, been advised to formula¬ 
te a detailed programme not only to over¬ 
come the present scarcity but also to dovetail 
it into a long term programme.

During the 
tenure of the fellowships, they get their 
existing salaries and allowances and a small 
contigent grant for incidental expenses. The 
Doctoral and post-Doctoral fellowships are 
similar to those awarded by the U.G.C.

Break-duwg In Conveyor Belt of D.M S, 
and Consequent Reduction in Supply 
of Milk

SHER SINGH) : (a) There was a partial 
break-down in the Conveyor belt system of the 
Bottling Plant of the D M.S. due to wear 
and tear. This problem assumed larger 
proportions in the course of the last 4 weeks, 
due to difficulty in repairing the links in the 
conveyor chains because of delay in obtaining 
supply of spare links from the regular supplier 
of D.G.S. and D. Some links were obtained 
under emergmt local purchase arrangements 
and many of the chains were fully repaired 
or replanced. Simultaneously the regular 
supplier of D.G.S. and D. was expected to 
arrange supply of links and these also started 
arriving from 16th April. 1972. This resulted 
in expediting the repair/replacement work. 

(b) Supplies to the customers of the 
D,M.S. were being regularly made in keeping 
with the actual requirements, upto 3rd April. 
1972. Thereafter, due to partial breakdown of 
Conveyor belt, the production was slowed 
down somewhat. Supplies had to be reduced 
but the overall reduction was under 10% of 
the actual requirements from 4th to 7th April. 
1972. With the intensive and continuous 
efforts made to further improve the supplies, 
from 8tb April onwards, over 94% of the 
actual requirements of the customers were 
met. Full supplies according to actual require¬ 
ments were made in the morning shifts, and 
some marginal cuts as became essentia] were 
being imposed In the afternoon supplies only. 
These supplies are also expected to be restored 
in a few days. 

(c) Die defects in the conveyor chains 
were due to normal wear and tear, and no 
sabotage is suspected.

THE PRIME MINISTER, MINISTER 
OF ATOMIC ENERGY, MINISTER OF 
ELECTRONICS, MINISTER OF HOME 
AFFAIRS AND MINISTER OF INFOR¬ 
MATION AND BROADCASTING (SHRI- 
MATIINpiRA GANDHI) : Mr. Speaker, 
8 ir, in the last two days, listening to the debate 
on the Demands for Grants for the Home 
Ministry, I was reminded of an English song 
which I had heard .when 1 was in my early 
teens. The British posters for the recruitment 
to the Navy at that time 'used to bear the 


legend, * Join the Navy and see the world." 
And on this slogan, the sailors had written a 
song, saying: 

"We joined the Navy to see the world 

And what did we see, we saw the sea 

And the Atlantic was not as gigantic 

And the Pacific was not as terrific 

As they were made out to be." 

Sir, I came to this House expecting a 
strong onslaught from the hon. Members of 
the Opposition, but what did I find ? A very 
mild rehash of the points they have been 
making in the House and outside on many 
occasions. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA (Begu- 
sarai): Be grateful then. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : The 
hon. Member opposite has always been very 
gracious and I have always been grateful to 
him for that. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : Suspicious. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : You 
are suspicious about everything. Actually, 
Shri Bhagat took my point, because I had 
noted down when you were speaking that I 
had not suspected you of so much imagination 
and that your speech sounded very much 
like a plot of good delec.ive story. But I 
might tell him that I am not an admirer of 
Mr. James Bond. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : How 
complimentary to him ? 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : I am 
trying to pay you a compliment. Obviously 
Members were so little enthused by their own 
ideas that even the oratory to which we looked 
forward on such occasions was largely absent 
and I must say I missed it. 

The allegations which were made by the 
boo. Membsrs opposite have been answered 
by many other hon. Members who spoke from 
this side and by some who spoke from their 
own side...( interruptions). 

My colleague Shri Pant has dealt with the 
question of violence. 1 can only express my

amazement at the brazennesi with which the 
CPM are now talking abost the negation of 
democracy, one party rule and so on. Such 
talk has also given the opportunity to a section 
of the foreign press who have always tried 
to find things against us to report and to 
magnify them and to mislead the people. 
Now they give the impression that we have 
liquidated or banned all political parties in 
this country, which as you all know is very 
far from the truth. I also see from the news¬ 
papers that the CPM are contemplating some 
kind of agitation. It is not clear whether 
this will be violent or whether they will adopt 
non-violent means which they have all along 
condemned as reactionary and even contemp¬ 
tible. 

We all know that at no time have they 
accepted democracy as we understand it and 
even now I doubt if they are willing to 
concede that the democratic .system can deliver 
the goods. They have always and-I speak 
subject to correction—and I think they still 
believe that the ends justify the means. As 
the House is aware our own belief has been 
and continues to be that means arc as impor¬ 
tant as ends for means govern and shape the 
ends. 

The charge of rigging the elections is 
fantastic. It has been made before and it 
has already been strongly refuted. Why is such 
a charge made ? Curiously enough the extreme 
right and the extreme left have combined 
on this matter. Perhaps this reflects the fact 
that neither is too deeply committed to 
democracy. 

The Congress lost quite heavily in 1967. 
We did not come and complain about these 
things. We tried to assess the situation : 
what were the causes of our defeat. Based 
on that experience we have been able to build 
our strength again. The Congress had never, 
and does not now believe in violence. We 
have condemned all acts of violence whether 
they are committed by Marxists, by 
communalists or by anybody else...(An Hon. 
Member : Congressmen also)...certainly by 
Congressmen, anywhere they take place, I 
do not condone any violence or wrong doing. 
I have no hesitation in saying that if anyone 
in my party... 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): Did you 
hear that, all of you ? 


SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: Usually 
1 can compete mth you, Mh Mody, but today 
my throat is not so good. 

SHRI PILOO MODY If you like, I 
shall interrupt softly then. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : I was 
saying that I do not condone violence or any 
wrong doing ; if any in my party or preten¬ 
ding to be in my party are indulging in such 
acts, they must also te dealt With. But let the 
opposition not delude anyone that there is no 
difference between the violence indulged in by 
the Marxists or the communalists and that of 
some misguided youths. One is part of a 
creed and the other is a temporary aberration. 

Some points were made, some miscella¬ 
neous points, which were not about the Home 
Ministry as such, but about me and about 
what I have said outside the House. I hope 
that I shall be excused if I also wander just 
a little way off the main subjects to reflate 
those allegations. 

It was said that co-operation was given by 
all parties last year and that this was misused. 
1 must confess that I have not been able to 
understand this point, because the co-operation 
was offered at the height of the crisis, and I 
have publicly, in this House and outside 
acknowledged this with thanks. So far as the 
elections are concerned, the whole point of 
democracy is that every party puts forward 
their point of view, and if they think any other 
party’s policy is wrong, they criticise that 
policy. That is surely not an aspersion on the 
co-operation offered earlier for a particular 
purpose by the opposition parties. 

The attitude of the RSS is well known. If 
1 speak about it here, there will be an acri¬ 
monious exchange, but I can only say that 
their attitude and the training which they give 
to young people are antithetical to our way of 
life. Shrimati Subhadra Joshi and some others 
have spoken about these matters during this 
debate and on the Private Member’s Bill.’ 

Another point which was made was that 
wc made requests for votes on the basis of 
having done something for a particular commu* 
nity, I do not see how this can possibly be 
regarded communal. All parties and the 
Government were saying to defferent groups 
this is what we have done or what we intend 
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to do for j^d Obviooriy, if you speak to one 
group, they are not interested in what you 
have done for somebody else, you have to say 
what yra am doing for ihm By no stretch 
of the imagination can this be labelled commu¬ 
nal. 

Similarly, mention was made of my appral 
for strong and stable Congress Governments 
in the states. 1 very clearly did say that I 
thought only Strong and stable Congress 
Governments could implement our programme. 
At the same time, 1 made it clear that at no 
time have we not given full co-operation to 
other Governments, when elected. And in fact 
we have given full co-opcration to whoever 
the people have chosen or voted for. {Interru¬ 
ptions) 

I do not want to go into the matter which 
the hon. Member has raised just now. We have 
only to look to the history of the last year to 
see how this question arose and who began 
the process. It certainly was not the Congress. 

I am sorry the hon. Member of the 
Swatantra Party, Shri Mody did not speak. 
The House always looks forward to his speak¬ 
ing, it gives some light relief. The Swatantra 
Party’s thinking has not yet shed its unreality, 
which is so reminiscent of what Alice found 
in her wonderland. Usually it was my friend 
Shri Siddhartha Shankar Ray who quotes into 
the story of Alice but now that he is not in the 
House. I have to mention it. 

It was significant also that the Swatantra 
Parly should show concern at what is happen¬ 
ing in the territorial waters of Bangla Desh, a 
free and friendly neighbour of ours, but not at 
the sustained ani-Indian stance and harmful 
propaganda of the United States and their help 
to our enemies. I am not saying that such 
matters should be mentioned, I am just point¬ 
ing out that, if they have to mention an out¬ 
side power it is of interest to .see what they 
choose to mention. The Jan Sangh and the 
Swatan'ra Party have consistently tried eo 
denigrate the leadership of the country and 
the national policy. 

One hon. Member spoke about a hoarding. 
Perhaps this indicatiis the height of his vision. I 
cannot guess what Air India meant to convey, 
but being familiar with their previous publicity, 
when I saw that particular hoarding. I thought 
it was referring to the leadership of their own 


little Mabarnja and the superiority of their 
airlines. I am sure that that was the reaction of 
most people. It would indeed be sad if irrita¬ 
tion with an individual makes some people lose 
their sense of humour. 

My colleague Shri Pant has dealt with most 
of the points that came up in this debate, but 
because of lack of time, he could not mention 
two. Even the^ are not new.Thc Government’s 
views have been explained on earlier occasions. 
One is the question of defections. It is astoni¬ 
shing that hon. members should continue to 
criticise us for the delay As Shri Pant has 
said, the delay was due to some of the leaders 
of the Opposition not replying to our communi¬ 
cations. At the meeting of the representatives 
of a number of parties and of some Indepen¬ 
dents members expressed themselves in favour 
of disqualifying defectors from continuing as 
members of the Legislature. However, the 
Committee on Defections had not reached any 
agreed conclusion. So, we thought it necessary 
to consult the Chief Ministers. This has been 
done and since there is vast support for this 
suggestion, Government will soon bring forward 
legislative proposals to give effect to this 
measure. 

SHRI SHVAMNANDAN MISHRA For 
disqualifying them ? 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : That 
they should resign and stand for election again 
If they want, ( Interruptions) 

The next point.. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU What about 
the role of foreign money ? 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : I am 
glad the hon. member is helping me along. 
The next point I was coming to is that of 
foreign money. , 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I always 
do. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : Well, 
your methods are sometimes a little strange. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; There I 
agree with you. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : The 
second major point of concern to us is the role 
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of foreign money in public life. Legislative 
proposals has been formulated and we shall 
soon bring them to the House, to curb such 
undesirable transactions. The proposals 
contemplate outright prohibition, prior permis¬ 
sion and intimation. Outright prohibition 
applies to candidates for election to a L^isla- 
ture, Members of Parliament and of State 
Legislatures, a political party or an oflSce- 
bearer thereof. Government servants, employees 
of corporate undertakings, the editor, printer 
and publisher of a registered newspaper. The 
restriction regarding prior permission will apply 
to all other organisations, or groups of persons, 
whether incorporated or not, with a definite 
political, social, educational, religious, cilturai 
or economic programme, including any trust, 
endowment or foundation. Intimation in the 
prescribed manner will be required in the case 
of other individuals. 

SHRI JYOTfRMOY BOSU : Sir, may I 
ask a question ? Under rule 355, I am entitled 
to ask a question. What happened to the report 
of the CBT on foreign money to political 
parties duiing elections ? Will she place it on 
the Table of the House ? 

MR. SPEAKER ; There is no such rule 
unless the Speaker yields to it. (Interri-p inns) 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : Since 
1 am willing to reply, with the Speaker’s 
permi.ssion, should we go into the rule ? 
(interruptions). 

MR. SPEAKER : 1 am not allowing it. It 
is for the Prime Minister to reply as she 
pleases. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : With 
your permission. Sir, 1 shall reply to Mr. 
Bosu. Firstly, this report was not a CBI 
report. Secondly, such reports cannot be made 
public. (Interrupthns). 

SHRI PILOO MODY : It is very unfair 
that you know about it and we do not know 
what's in it. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : The 
then Home Minister, Shri Chavan, had spoken 
on this matter here and he gave a lot of in¬ 
formation.

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : We are 
not willing to make it public. (Interruptions). 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Qwalk)r) : If it was not the CBI, which was 
the agency which made that report ? 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : I. B. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Not the CBI ? 

(Interruptions), 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : We 
now come to the important question about 
Centre-State relations and the prickly question 
of State autonomy. I find that even those who 
used to plead so earnestly for a strong Centre 
have now somewhat moved their ground. I 
simply cannot understand why there should be 
tension between the Centre and the States. 
Whenever I have the opportunity of meeting 
the Chief Ministers or other Ministers from 
all the States—during my tenure they have 
belonged to ail parties. Hon. Members opposite 
know that the Chief Minister of Tamil Nadu 
is in Delhi. We had a Swatantra Government 
in Orissa and we had a Socialist Government 
in Bihar. Chief Ministers and Ministers came 
to meet me. I have never found any kind of 
acrimony, difficulty or even disharmony in 
settling various problems with them. 

Development is a total efibrt of the 
Government in which every Ministry of the 
Centre and all State Governments have an 
allotted role. We have given a new focus to the 
plan by emphasising development at the ground 
level. We have given special attention to all 
those sections of the population and all those 
regions which have so far been neglected. Our 
endeavour now is to strengthen the weakest 
limbs. 

The problem of autonomy has to be viewed 
in this perspective. Does any State feel help¬ 
less in serving its people ? Or, has the Consti¬ 
tution or the Central Government come in its 
way ? Some people have complained about 
delay. I know that sometimes there is delay in 
the sanctioning of projects. But we can certainly 
find ways to improve this situation. We all 
know that sometimes State Govarnments also 
try to score points over the Centre. We do not 
object to this. It is all in the rules of the 
game. 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY pOSU ; You are 
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Some niembers have raised the question 
of the distribution of funds and the financial 
powers of the States. The allocation of 
financial resources between the Centre and the 
States has been provided in our Constitution, 
keeping in view their respective responsibilities 
and by carefully balancing the needs of 
national planning with the scope necessary for 
regional initiative. It is perfectly understan¬ 
dable that each State should ask for more funds 
for its own development. Every State, regard 
less of what party is ruling there, complains 
of complete apathy towards it, although I may 
mention in passing that funds made available 
to the States have not always been fully utili¬ 
zed by them. The crux of the problem before 
all of us is that if each State looks only to 
its own needs and requirements, how will 
regional imbalance be removed ? The experi¬ 
ence of the last 22 years has demonstrated 
the soundness of the approach adopted by 
our Constitution-makers. The imperatives 
of national security and of more rapid social 
and economic development continue to be as 
important today as in the past. Every State 
has some common problems wirh the rest of 
the country and some specific problems of 
its own. What is to be the relationship bet¬ 
ween the parts and the whole, between diver¬ 
sity and unify ? The freedom movement, in 
which my party was in the forefion, and 
the Constitution both these have evolved a 
system in which there is general cultural and 
linguistic saiisfication. This strengthens unity 
and at the ^ame time preserves diversity, fur 
we believe that diversity itself can be a source 
of strength. 

I presume that all of us here, rcgarnless of 
what party we belong to, are working towards 
a more egalitarian society. We are deeply 
conscious of the hardships suiTered by large 
sections of ihe population —the landless. 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, linguistic 
minorities, religious minority groups and so on. 
They have genuine grievances and do not 
always get a fair deal from society. A conti¬ 
nuous and unremitting eflbrt to allay the 
apprehensions and to remove grievances is 
basic to national integration. 

I feel t' at there should be a continuous 
study of their problems. This requires the 
collection of material which is at present 
scattered over a large number of agencies. 
To facilitate this we have set up a Directo¬ 
rate of National Integration in the Home 
Ministry., 


SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA ; The 
National Integration Council seems more or 
less dead. 

SHRIMATl INDIRA GANDHI : It is 
still doing work at diflerent levels. It is not 
doing anything spectacular but it is function¬ 
ing. 

Shri Madhu Dandavate did not speak in 
the debate but he has written to me about the 
atrocities on harijans. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE (Raja- 
pur) : I have raised it in this House on some 
other occasion. 

SHRIMATl INDIRA GANDHI : The 
Directorate which I have mentioned will look 
into such matters also. 

Shrimati Lakshmikanthamma drew our 
attention to the discrimination against women 
in some service rules. She pointed out that 
married women were not entitled to appoint¬ 
ment as of right, and that when a woman 
already in service, marries, she might be asked 
to resign. We are removing this discrimina¬ 
tion. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : While looking 
into the discrimination against women, kindly 
look into the discrimination against these men 
also. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANGHI : Shri- 
mati Sheila Kaul, Shrimati Mukul Banerji and 
Shri H.K..L. Bhagat spoke about the police. 

I share their concern, but this is a two-way 
business and the question is a complex one. 
Policemen are a part of society. They are 
also fathers, sons, brothers and so on ; they 
are also either villagers townsmen, and they 
should be sympathetic to the problems of the 
people and the people should show greater 
respect to them. 

In the old days their training did not fully 
equip them for this type of a role not only in 
our country but in most countries. The Home 
Ministry’s work is concerned not merely with 
crime but with social and political malaise and 
other evidences of dissatisfaction. The tradi- 
tbnal outlook of merely maintianing law arid 
order has to change and be constantly reno¬ 
vated We give importance to the Police 
Training Committee which was recen^ set 
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up. We must aim at an enlightened public 

and an enlightened police. 

We seek the citizen’s participation in 
helping to solve crime and disorder. So, the 
public and the police, both must change old 
habits. The public should trust the police 
more and the police in their turn should be 
more worthy of public trust. 

I should like to touch upon one other 
matter, which is capital punishment. I know 
this is a controversial subject. The Law 
Commission has expressed an opinion in 
favour of retaining it. This was supported by 
several of our Chief Ministers But in spite 
of a very thorough study the Law Commission’s 
report was not able to establish any real rela* 
tionship between the incidence of murder and 
capital punishment. They have pointed out, 
as indeed have several books on the subject, 
to a large number of cases where after a man 
has been put to death, it has been found that 
there was a miscarriage of justice and the real 
murderer either had himself confessed or was 
discovered. But in the mean time an innocent 
man had lost bis life. This is a matter to 
which I should like hon. Members and the 
public to give thought. 

There was some mention of greatness. I 
should like to ask you, Mr. Speaker, and 
through you, the hon. Members of the House, 
whether in the speeches of the hon. Opposi* 
tion leaders there was any glimmer of great¬ 
ness ? Have they are not confined themselves 
to narrow limits and to small matters, show- 
utter disregard for the larger problems and 
difficulties before the nation and the vast chal¬ 
lenges which we lace today ? They have 
completely ignored the mood of self-confidence 
which is so obvious in our country today. 

Greatness is not given or taken away by 
words. Only history can be the final judge. 
But we are not interested in the greatness of 
an individual; we are interested in the great¬ 
ness of the country. If India is great, all of 
us will be great; every Indian, whether here 
or abroad, can hold his bead high. If India is 
not great, no one in India can be great, no 
matter what his position is. The policies and 
the work of this Government are directed 
towards the aim of making India great. We 
may make mistake, our steps may sometimes 
be slow but no one can deny that the country 
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is advancing step by stop. And that is what 
matters. 

It is for all of us to assess what is in 
the country’s interest just now—a feeling of 
defeatism or a feeling of confidence. The 
House knows that the Government have never 
tried to draw a veil over our shortcomings. 
But there has to be some perspective in out 
outlook. I am reminded of two men who 
were in confinement and had only a small 
window on the outside world. Looking out 
one man saw only the mud while the other 
saw the stars. 

With these words, I request the House 
to vote for the Demands for Grants relating to 
the Ministry of Home Affairs. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; Sir, through 
you, 1 want to ask only one question from the 
Prime Minister. Why is it that the recruit¬ 
ment to Intelligence Service has been takrn 
out of the purview of the U P.S C. ?

•SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HALDER 
(Ausgram): Mr. Speaker, Sir, I want to 
speak in Bengali today. 

I rise to oppose these demands for grants 
of the Ministry of Information and Broad¬ 
casting. Our country is today proceeding 
towards one party Government and the Prime 
Minister has not only kept the Home Ministry 
under her personal control, she has also kept 
the charge of the Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting under her personal 
control. As pointed out by our colleague 
Shri Jyotirmoy Rosu earliei, the Government 
has utilised the Police and the Intelligence 
Department for suppressing and destroying the 
mass movements, the movements of the 
peasants and workers. Again the medium of 
broadcasting has been exploited for propa¬ 
gating against the opposition parties and the 
peoples movements. Through the control of 
both the Ministries, she has sought to suppress 
and destroy the opposition in the country and 
to further her own cause. This one parly 
and one Icadef Government is moving to 
crush all peoples movements through its 
control of this instrument of mass publicity 
and propaganda. That is the reason why 1 
am opposing the demands of this Ministry. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, you are aware that in 
1947 there were only 27,600 radio sets in our 
country and in 1970 that number went upto 


*The original speech was delivered in Betigali. 
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11.75 million and in that ^r (1970) the 
circulation of daily newspdpers stood at 
7.69 million. It will be seen ‘that these two 
viz. Newspapers and radio are the most 
important media for mass communication 
which can influence the entire nation. From 
the facts available to us it will be seen that 
whereas the circulation of newspapers in the 
country is 7.69 million every day. the number 
of radio sets in our country stands at 
11.75 million. It means that the publicity 
through radio is much more extensive and 
powerful than that done through daily news¬ 
papers in our country. We have seen that 
the monopo i>tic group consrsting of seven 
major newspapers that exist in the country, 
is controlling 80% of the newspaper circulation 
in our country and the Government is also 
trying to make this monopolistic group of 
newspapers more powerful although they speak 
a lot about socialism. You know, Sir, that 
the total quantity of newsprint consumed in 
our country in 1965-66 was 1,15,591 metric 
tons. Out of that, the production of' news¬ 
print in our country during that period was 
only 30,3,47 metric tons and the quantity 
imported amounted to 85,251 metric tons. 
In 1970-71 the newsprint used in our country 
amounted to 1,80,000 metric tons and the 
amount imported was 1,40,000 tons and that 
produced in the country was 40,000 metric 
tons. In 1971-72 the quantity used in the 
country was 2,64,000 metric tons out of which 
the quantity imported was 1,76,400 metric 
tons. Only 30,000 metric tons were produced 
in our country during that period. Thus we 
see that we are depending heavily on the 
import of newsprint to meet our. needs. The 
newsprint imported constitute 60% of our 
consumption and only 40% are being 
produced in the country. We also see that 
this monopolistic group of big newspapers 
who arc having the largest circulation 
is being helped by the Government in every 
way. It is utilising the major portion of the 
newsprint and is aiso bagging the major 
portion of the newspaper advertisements. 
Government is also backing this monopolistic 
group since it has the full control of import 
and distribution of the newsprint. The big 
newspapers like, Indian Express, the Hindu, 
the Statesman, Times of India, the Ananda 
Bazar Patrika, the Atarita Bazar Patrika etc., 
having the maximum circulation also exert the 
maximum influent on the Government. But 
due to their complete dependence on the 
Govimment, for the import of newsprint. 


rotary machine, machine paits etc, they n°w 
desist from making whatever little critidsra of 
the Government and their policies that th^y 
used to make earlier. Shrimati Indira 
Gandhi and her party has taken over complete 
power in many fields and they are trying .o 
throttle those newspapers who idulge in true 
criticism of her Government by stopi^ag all 
advertisements to them. As a- result of this, 
the small newspapers are unable to compete 
with others in the field. The big newspapers 
which are devoting 62.3% of their published 
space to advertisements have opposed the 
price page schedule. This they are opposing 
on two grounds, firstly, they will be losing 
advertisement revenue and secondly they are 
threatening closure and retrenchment. They 
are trying to retrench the workers and 
reporters and thereby creating a troublesome 
situation. Therefore, I will say on behalf 
of my party that if some disturbance crops 
up on account of (he retrenchment of these 
workers etc. employed by the big newspapers 
and those newspaper workers are compelled 
to agitate, then all the people of the country 
and the members of the House will stand 
solidly behind them in their just struggle 
I have no doubt about that. 

In the matter of distribution of newsprint 
to the small and medium newspapers there is 
discrimination. These newspapers are also 
denied Government advertisements The 
big newspapers are in a position to influence 
the advertising council of (he Government 
and thereby secure advertisements. On the 
other hand, the newspapers like “Satyayug”, 
“Ganashakti Patrika'*, “Darpan”. “Bangla 
Desh”, etc. who criticise the Government are 
denied all advertisements. A vicious cons¬ 
piracy exists among the big newspapers, (he 
Government and its advertising council and 
the foreign vested interests on whom we have 
to depend for import of newsprint. When 
some small newspaper owner approaches (he 
advertisement council for securing advertise¬ 
ments, they are pressurised by the council 
that they will have to print the comic strips ; 
cartoons etc. of foreign origin and those have 
no educative value. I will ask the Govern¬ 
ment, Sir, if they will inquire into this ? 

In matter of distribution of newsprint 
also the Registrar of Newspapers and bis 
Inspectors give reports about the number of 
copies that are in circulation of the big 
newspapers. In those reports also much 
corrupt practice are' {nevalent resulting in 
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jttfair distribution of newsprint. Will (he 
Oovernmeat assure an inquiry into this also ? 

[ demand a C fi.I, probe into this affair. 

The Press Information Bureau also gives 
publicity to the various Congiess Govern¬ 
ments that are ruling in different States. On 
the other hand, the P.I.B. indulges in 
destructive publicity against the opposition 
parties in different States. It is high time 
these things were stopped. In the sphere of 
broadcasting also, the A.I.R. gives publicity 
and propagates for the Congress Government 
and the Congress Party but the Opposition 
parties do not find any place in its broadcasts. 
It is rather suffering on account of the 
adverse broadcastes by the All Iitdia Radio 
which is the most powerful and effective 
means of mass propaganda today. The 
situation has come to such a sorry state that 
people are saying that the AH India Radio 
has virtually turned into All Indira Radio. 
You know Sir, that on 9th August 1971 a 
Congre» party meeting was held at New Delhi 
in connection with the Bangla Desh issue. 
There Shrimati Indira Gandhi delivered a 
speech in her capacity of the leader of the 
Congiess party. But that speech was 
broadcast over all the stations of All India 
Radio. Again on 3.12.1971 Shrimati Gandhi 
addressed a meeting at Calcutta in her 
capacity of the leader of Congress party but 
her speech was relayed over the Calcutta 
station of All India Radio. The opposition 
parties are deprived of similar facilities. This 
is unfair. This way the All India Rddio has 
turned into a mouthpiece of the Congress 
Government and the Congress party. A 
demand is being voiced today that Govern¬ 
ment should give up the control of the All 
India Radio, and hand over its management 
and control to a Corporation. Will the 
Government accede to it ? In 1954, the 
first Press Commission was constituted. The 
Commission had inter alia recommended 
diffusion of the ownership of newspapers 
That is, the proprietors of other industries 
should be prohibited from controlling news¬ 
papers. Such proprietors were trying to 
exert their baneful influence on the Govern¬ 
ment and were trying to suppress the news¬ 
paper workers and their legitimate movements. 
It further recommended that the workers 
should be allowed to participate in the 
management of the newspapers. About 17 
Or 18 years have elasped but no concrete 
step's have been taken to implement those 
tecoixunendattons. I will therefore demand 


that in the changed circumstances a second 
Press Commission may be constituted to go 
into the matter afresh, to enquire into the 
evils pervading this industry and to make 
fresh recommendations based on its findings. 

I would further like to point out. Sir that in 
the present day we are dependent on the 
foreign news agencies for our news from 
abroad. Today, an epic struggle is going in 
Vietnam against the biggest and most powerful 
capitalist power in the world viz , the U.S.A. 
But for our news and information about that 
struggle we have to depend on the Reuter 
and other foreign news agencies. Therefore, 
I say that it is imperative for us to have an 
independent news agency of our own to 
collect and cover news from all over the 
world. This will enable us to get the world 
news according to our own outlook and to 
analyse the same from our own point of 
view. 

Today, specially after the 1971-72 elections 
our country is being led towards a fascist 
form of Government by one party and one 
leader rule. The Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting through its destructive and 
Goebbel-like propaganda against the oppo¬ 
sition parties through the Government 
machinery available to it is creating an un¬ 
desirable and condemnable atmosphere. I 
strongly protest against it.. I oppose the 
demands of this Ministry and with that Sir, I 
conclude my speech.

SHRI J. B. PATNAIK (Cuttack) : Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, I rise to support the Demands 
of this Ministry. In a democratic set>up, 
the role expected to be played by a Ministry 
like this cannot be minimised and from its 
growth over the years, it can be safely assumed 
that this Ministry has played its role well in 
safeguarding and popularising the democratic 
process and the democratic way of life amongst 
the masses of our country. 

There are some critics of the All India 
Radio who criticise it on very trivial points, 
such as it gives more time to the Prime Minis¬ 
ter, who is the leader of this country. They 
forget that the Prime Minister is the leader 
of the largest politfeal party. The leader of 
the Government naturally gets more time in 
ail the countries on the radio. There >$ 
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proverb in Sanskrit which means that only a 
thief is afraid of the rise of a brilliant moon. 
Here, in our country, the rise of a brilliant 
leadership has made those people who do not 
like democracy to grow in this country, afraid 
of the rise. 

Before coming to other points, I would 
like to pay a tribute to the bon. Minister of 
State of this Minis'ry for her significant role 
during the Bangladesh crisis and during the 
time of Indo-Pakistan war. In fact, some of 
the important publications of this Department 
will go down as references of the epoch-making 
period for future historians. 

I would first like to deal with the present 
policy of the Government which should find 
its refiection on the policies of this Depart¬ 
ment. In our war against poverty, in buil¬ 
ding up a socialistic society against the 
background of our cultural heritage, the 
Ministry of Information and Broadcasting is 
bound to play a very significant role, parti¬ 
cularly, in bringing about a cultural revolution 
in the countryside. 1 do not mean a cultural 
revolution as it has been misused in other 
countries I do not mean that sort of revolu¬ 
tion but a revolution in terms of educating 
the masses of our people In this process of 
democracy, the radio, the television and the 
other mass media have to play a very signi¬ 
ficant role. In some fields, its action must 
be corrective ; in other fields, its action must 
be educative. 

Take, for example, the press The growth 
monopoly in Indian press is as staggering as 
its growth in the industrial field. The Mono¬ 
polies Commission has reported that 7S 
business houses in this country control about 
47 per cent of the total non-banking business 
in the private sector. As far back as in 
1954, the Press Commission reported that out 
of 330 dailies, S owners control 29 papers and 
31.2 per cent of the circulaion.

SHRI J. B. PATNAIK : I was referring 
to the monopoly in the Indian press as refer¬ 
red to by the Press Commission as far back 
as 1954. They said: 

“We found that out of 330 dailies, five 
owners control 29 papers and 31.2 per 
cent of the circulation while 15 owners 
control 54 newspapers and 50.1 per cent 
of the circulation.** 

Now, Sir. I come to the Annual Report 
of the Registrar of Newspapers which 
is called Pp'ss in India, 1971. It says that 
dailies belonging to common ownership units 
had a circulation of 60.69 lakhs or 72.1 per 
cent of the tbtal circulation of all dailies in 
the country. This was an increase of 5.70 
lakh copies or 10.4 per cent over that of the 
preceding year. During the quin-quinnium 
ending with 1970, this increase was 17.49 lakh 
(xtpies or 40.5 per cent. Thus, since the Press 
Commission submitted its report, the mono¬ 
poly in the country in the field of press is 
growing from year to year. The number has 
now increased from 15 to 18 big houses. 
Control over circulation of newspapers has 
increased from 50.1 per cent to 72.1 per cent. 

In this field there are two business houses, 
Benneii Coleman & Co., Ltd and the Goenkas, 
which are spearheading this mad race for 
their monopolistic stranglehold over the Indian 
press. While on the one hand monopoly has 
grown strong, on the other the small news* 
papers appear struggling for their existence. 
Many of the small newspapers go down and 
suffer death within even a year of their coming 
into existence. The answer of Yudistra to

Dharmavaka, is probably more true in the 
case of small* and medium newspapers of 
India today. I would like to quote some 
figures in this respect. The Press Registrar’s 
Report says ; 

“The mortality during the year was the 
highest among the newspapers in the age 
group of 2 to 5 years in which 325 or 
40.9 per cent of 729 papers whose data 
were available were noted to have ceased 
publication,'* 
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And again they say : 

*'As many as 97 papers wmt out of exis> 

tence after less than one year of existence.” 

Sir, what a wastage of enei^y and endeavour 
and disappointment caused to those who 
embark upon such new and laudable ventures 
in our country ! We have been able to curtail 
infant mortality in this country by our health 
measures and other developmental measures, 
but we have not been able to curtail infant 
mortality so far as newspapers are concerned, 
particularly the small and medium newspapers 
of this country. The point is that, since 
19S4, we have done precious little in respect 
of curtailing monopoly in this country. 
Regarding the Press Commission’s recommen¬ 
dations, the Press Commission’s recommen¬ 
dations are very clear in this respect. They 
said that there should be a price page 
schedule. There should be control on restric¬ 
tive partices among the newspapers and also 
a comprehensive legislation for diffusion of 
ownership among the Press. The Govern¬ 
ment now promises to bring forward a 
comprehensive legislation in this respect and 
I appeal to the hon Minister to bring forward 
this legislation as early as possible, preferably 
during this session. I give her my advance 
congratulations. In the absence of that, the 
newsprint policy for the current year will be 
an indirect boon to the small and medium 
newspapers. Much hue and cry is raised by 
some big press magnates about the newsprint 
policy of the Government. I don’t think 
the Government will allow itself to be brow¬ 
beaten by this unwarranted criticism by some 
big Press houses and they should not be swayed 
by their threats or cajolery. There is a 
spoksman of the monopoly Press. He has 
recently said that the best way to preserve 
the foreign exchange in newsprint is to curtail 
the quota of small and medium newspapers 
because, according to him, the small and 
medium newspapers are not using their quota 
and they are indulging in black-marketing 
Sir, I can name certain big papers whic h have 
been indulging in black-marketing and some 
of them are published in Calcutta, Bombay 
and Delhi and certain actions were taken 
against some big newspapers as a result of 
which a press magnate had to sign as a 
Director of a very big newspaper in the 
country. 

Sir, I have a few suggestions to make 
re^rding the advertisement policy of the 


Government to curb this monopoly. Now 
the DAVP issucsd more than 60% of their 
advertisements to small and medium news¬ 
papers. As per the recommendations of the 
Diwakar Committee this is not sufficient for 
the growth of small and medium newspapers. 
So, I appeal to the Government to enhance 
the rates to 75%. Not only that, there are 
other advertising agencies which are indirectly 
controlled by the Government, i.e. the public 
undertakings. These public undertakings do 
not abide by the recommendations of the 
Diwakar Committee. 1 would like the 
Government to use their influence on the 
public undertakings to follow this policy of 
diverting their advertisements to small and 
medium newspapers. 

I would now come to another point. 
There are certain newspapers which have got 
a tendency of devoting more space to adver¬ 
tisements than to news. The Press Registrar 
himself in his report says : 

“There has been of late a fast-growing 
trend among a few dailies having a circu¬ 
lation of 50,000 and above devoting more 
than 60% space to advertisement.” 

I would like to call upon the Government as 
to whether they should treat these newspapers 
as new.spapers. As these papers give more 
space to advertisements than to news, they 
should not be treated as newspapers and no 
advertisements should be given to them. 

1 will only deal with one more point and 
finish. The Indian and Eastern Newspapers 
Society is the spokesman of the management 
of the Indian newspapers. But this is the 
most undemocratic organisation. In the 
executive of this organisation, 12 ex-Presidents 
sit and they control the decisions of this 
organisation. How can they call this organi¬ 
sation a democratic organisation ? Will the 
Government ask this organisation to be more 
democratic as they have asked the ITI and 
the PTI has now taken more people so far as 
small and medium newspapers are concerned 
in the directors’ board, so that this organi¬ 
sation too may become more democratic 7 
Otherwise, they should not recognise this 
organization as the mouth-piece of the Indian 
newspapers. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Thank you. 

MR. J. B. PATNIK : Concluding my 
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speech, let me just touch upon briefly the 
demands of my State of Orissa and then finish 
my speech. I will crave your indulgence to 
give me only one minute more. 

The Minister comes from Orissa. There¬ 
fore, it may sound partisan for me to speak 
about Orissa’s demands. But I can’t but 
speak because Orissa is a very neglected State. 
For example, take the case of recognition given 
to the Oriya language. 

Because of historical reasons Oriya 
languge remained a neglected language. The 
Ministry publishes ‘Yojana’ in diflerent 
languages but not in Oriya. The wall-news¬ 
papers are brought out in different languages 
but not in Oriya. Other languages are taught 
in Hindi-speaking areas through the medium 
of the AIR, but not the Oriya language. Why 
this neglect of the Oriya language by this 
Ministry ? The AIR station in Jeypore in 
Koraput district has a transmitter which is 
meant to cater to the needs of the Adivasi 
people of that area but is only confined to 
the limits of the town of Jeypore because it 
is a very small .set. Therefore, I demand 
that there should be a 20 KW transmitter 
there in Jeypore and there should be two 
transmissions instead of one immediately. 

Finally, in regard to the allotment of 
glazed newsprint, tlie Ministry follows an 
obscurantist policy. They allot glazed news¬ 
print only to actual users, but there arc many 
magazines which have come to the field later 
and they arc debarred from getting the glazed 
newsprint. This obscurantist policy should 
change and the glazed newsprint should be 
allowed to magazines which have not been 
allotted this so ftr. 

With these words, I support the Demands 
of this Ministry.

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI 
rCalcutta-South) : I congratulate the Ministry 
of Information and Broadcasting on its 
achievements and support its Demands for 
Grants. 1 congratulate the Ministry on the 
role played by it during the crisis which 
confronted the nation very recently. 

Since the debate began this morning, 1 
was listening to the speeches of members of 
the Opposition, particularly of two of my 
friends ^longing to the CPI(M) and the Jan 
Sangh. It is a fact that to be involved in a 
battle with the odds heavy and to win a war, 
certain things have to be done which are 
good ; certain things also have to be done 
which are miserable. But it is the duty of 
patriots and learned ' men to keep in one’s 
memory those things which are good and 
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make use <rf the thio^ wfaieh are bad on^r to 
analyse them, learn a lesson from them and 
not lepeat them next time. But I am sorr/ 
to hear from opposition the description of 
the role played by the units of the Ministry, 
particularly AIR and the Films Division during 
the crisis which faced us when the Bangla 
Desh revolution was on. I do not know of 
any other example in world history, but I 
should say that even the Mukti Bahini has 
admitted some days before it came to a 
festival in Calcutta that they won not because 
of the leadership of Mvyibur Rahman, not 
because of the enthusiasm shown by the Mukti 
Bahini but because of the Sincere co-operation 
of the Indian people which had been exhibited, 
manifested, in the All India Radio on many 
occasions and in the Film Division’s news¬ 
reels and by which they were Inspired. But 
I am sorry to say that not a single Member 
of the Opposition today till now has admitted 
this as a credit to our Ministry and as a good 
performance that we did during the emergency 
and crisis of our nation. 

The hon. Member from the CPM, when 
he initiated the debate today—I refer to Mr. 
K,. C. Haider -attacked our Prime Minister 
as a dictator, a ruler of the Gestapo gang and 
so on ; and they called the All India Radio 
as All Indira Radio. 1 do not like to attack 
the Opposition front today, particularly the 
CPM, because I am Hindu ; though I am an 
Indian, I belong to a Hindu family, and 
among the Hindus there is a custom that if 
somebody is dead in the family, or if any 
■elation has expired in the family, we have to 
observe a mourning period and during the 
mourning period, even if one did not like the 
person who died, it is not the habit of society 
to accuse or attack that person. The CPM 
has been a partner in democracy in West 
Bengal. They are observing still the mourning 
per.od. So, during this stage, I do not like 
to attack or accuse them. After the mour¬ 
ning stage is over, I will accuse them. 

Sir, the mainstream of mass media in the 
country consists of three things : one is the 
newspaper ; the second is music ; the third 
is the film. With regard to the newspaper, 
I would like to confine my remarks only to 
the newsprint allocation today. When we 
speak for socialism, we must realise that the 
task of the people in the socialistic transfor¬ 
mation of society, the task of the Members of 
Parliament or the legislatures and the task of 


the political parties are immense. The task 
of the journalists or the newspaper-owners is 
also immense. 

Jo this connection, 1 may cite an example. 
Before the mid-term poll to Parliament, many 
newspaprrs of India tried to curb our idea 
and outlook and defame our entire objective. 
But soon after victory, slowly and gradually 
they have realised that even for their own good 
they should stand by the people and support 
their views and policy and that they should 
rely on the people. That is their commer¬ 
cial outlook. My request to the Minister is 
that regarding newsprint allocation, we should 
not allow the big monopolists, at least the 12 
big monopolists in the newspaper world in 
India, to contitue to issue as many pages as 
they can ; they should not be given as much 
quota as they want. It should be the right of 
the smsll newspaper owners. I request the 
Minister to come forward with a measure by 
which there will be some sort of ceiling in this 
matter. Let the newspaper owners under¬ 
stand that just to give advertisement and earn 
more, they cannot conceal the entire outlook 
of the people just to earn their money. In 
this connection, I suggest a new thing, to the 
Ministry ; namely, if it is possible if there is 
financial capacity to give additional finance, 
they must form journalists’ co-operatives ail 
over India for issuing some sort of newspaper 
to exhibit the. socialist ideas and the socialist 
outlook of the Indian people. 

With regard to the AIR, the performance 
of the AIR during the last crisis was good. So, 
I do not like to accuse the AIR. I would 
suggest only one thing. In the programme of 
Vividh Bharaty, as is being broadcast at present, 
I should like to mention that the programme 
of Vividh Bharali should comprise all the lan¬ 
guages of India, the regional languages, and 
not of any one particular language. 

With regard to films, I would like to ela¬ 
borate some of the importont issues] First, 
the complex nature of the films which are the 
main mass mediate today in our country should 
be taken into account, and the film industry 
is the main, basis ground for film development 
I know that as far as film development is 
concerned, mostly it is by the State Govern¬ 
ments and only partly by the Central Govern¬ 
ment, in that the Centre makes some financial 
allocation to ths Film Finance Corporation. 
My request to the Ministry is this. Today, 
India is moving towards progress to become 
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a good society and a powerliii nation. As our 
Prime Minister said this morning, if India is 
great we will all be great. !«nd we will all be 
great if we make India gretd. It is my sub* 
missiion that whatever we accept, whatever 
we manifest in our day-tO'day affairs of life, 
both in the cultural and scientific fields, must 
be genuine and it must be attun d to the cul¬ 
ture and heritage of the Indian people. But 
I am sorry to say that in spite of the Film 
Censor Board, from day to day, we are find¬ 
ing that certain films are being exhibited in 
foreign countries, and even in our own coun¬ 
try, just to earn money and just to express 
some sort of culture which is entirely against 
our social philosophy and against our national 
culture. Indirectly it is poisoning our nation, 
particularly the younger generation.

The film Censor Boa rd should take strong 
action in regirJ to such matters. It should 
not be doie by so.nj retired people who are 
not abl; to feel the pulse of the younger gene¬ 
ration. It must comprise of talented people 
people who are involved in people’s activities, 
people who are in scientific field and cultural 
field, sports, etc. The task of the film censor 
board is not only injecting national culture 
outside India and earning money in foreign 
trade. Sometimes we export some films in 
accordance with some trade agreements to 
some countries, In some such films I have 
seen scenes of drunkenness; it has become a 
fashion to film such scenes in rooms where 
Mahatma Gandhi’s portrait or Jawahailal 
Nehru's portrait is painted on the wall and 
then the drunkards are filmed as throwing 
their glasses at such pictures. Of course they 
like to show the mental imbalances but it ulti¬ 
mately discourages Indian people and it is 
against our interests. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Madras 
North): Mr, Piloo Mody is asking what is 
wrong in it ? 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Where will you 
drink, since every room has these photo¬ 
graph 7 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI : 
Good, modern films are not brought out by 
the industry and 1 request the hon. Minister 
to send a study team, particularly to the eas¬ 


tern parts of the country to know the technical 
problems due to which the industry is not 
developing, in the last few years. We are not 
producing good films to exprras our national 
culture. 

The silver jubilee year is coming and i 
am proud to see in the report of this Ministry 
that they are taking steps in connection with 
Aurobindo’s centenary. I hope they will take 
steps also in connection with the bi-centenary 
of Ram Mohan Roy. In connection with the 
silver jubilee, the Ministry should have special 
programmes in the All India Radio and in the 
Films Division in which the entire indepen¬ 
dence movement, led by the Ckmgress Party, in 
association with so many other teams in our 
country, should be depicted so that the child¬ 
ren and the young people could easily preserve 
in their memory for a long time these events 
in our national history. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : I 
regret that like the rest of the speakers or 
most of them at any rate, I cannot get up and 
congratulate the ministry nor start off by say¬ 
ing that I support the demands for grants. 
As a matter of fact 1 have a cut motion which 
says that the entire demands should be redu¬ 
ced to Re. 1/- as a token of the existence of a 
large department in the Government of India 
which, I regret to say, in the last few years 
has turned into a propaganda wing of the 
Congress Party. 

I cannot really understand why the Prime 
Minister continues to be the Mini.ster in 
charge of information and broadcasting, be¬ 
cause I believe that many of the policies 
which Mrs. Indira Gandhi started as Minister 
for information and Broadcasting have not 
been followed through when Mrs. Gandhi 
became the Information and Broadcasting 
Minister in her own cabinet. 

Take for instance—1 say this by way of 
paying a certain compliment - when she was 
the Information and Broadcasting Minister, 
she started the process of professionalising the 
Ministry of information and broadcasting, 
getting the necessary talents into the Ministry, 
so that it could run with professional compe¬ 
tence. I find that the entire process has not 
only been slowed down, but has been reversed 
in the last few years From this, 1 think that I 
roust draw the conclusion that the requirements 
of a Minister of Information and Broadcasting 
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in somebpdy else’s Ministry mast be quite 
difTerent irom the requirements of a Minister 
of Information and Broadcasting in one’s own 
Ministry. 

Take, for instance, the Chanda Report. A 
first class report has been prepared, a profes¬ 
sional report has been prepared. It has made 
basically two suggestions, that polities should 
be removed out of this Ministry, and that a 
certain professionalism should be introduced, 
so that the entire department is made a com¬ 
petent wing to disseminate information and to 
give recreation and entertainment to a large 
mass of people in this country who are depri¬ 
ved of all other means of entertainment and 
information. And it had also recommended, 
particularly, that All India Radio and Tele¬ 
vision should be turned into autonomous cor¬ 
porations. I still, to this day, have not heard 
one sane, rational excuse why the Govern¬ 
ment has been constantly resisting the turing 
of these bodies into autonomous corporations ; 
particularly when now, with all the strength 
that they have acquired by one means or the 
other, they have all powers concentrated in 
their hands, at least let the dissemination of 
information go on without its political over¬ 
tones. 

Take television, for instance. It is the 
most advanced of media for the dissemination 
of knowledge and yet you iinJ that the manner 
in which TV is treated in this country is that 
it is considered as a sort of adjunct of All 
India Radio. There is even an inter-change 
of cadres between one department and the 
other not realising that TV as a visual medium 
is something quite separate, requiring a com¬ 
pletely dilTerent expertise from the radio which 
is purely a medium for audio education and 
dissemination, and that each has to develop 
its own expertise. 

The All India Radio for the last few years 
has been steeped in politics, both internal and 
external. The internal politics that goes on 
is something unbelievable and has brought a 
certain reduction in its standards all the way 
round, and the external politics has reduced 
its credibility considerably. 

Have you reaUsed that cme of the most 
excessively taxed things in,our country is in¬ 
formation ? In a country where 7S per cent 
of the people are still illiterate, the dissemina¬ 
tion of information is one of the most heavily 
taxed things in our country ! For instance. 


every part of a radio, which can give infor¬ 
mation to people who cannot read and write 
and which over the last so many years has 
caught on all over the countryside, is subjected 
toexcise tax. Then the finished product has to 
pay excise fax. Then there is sales tax, then 
there is tax in the form of a radio licence. As a 
matter of fact it is such an expensive in strument 
which should really be—if one is to advance 
the socio-economic objectives that have been so 
often spelt out here—realitively cheap for the 
great mass of our people. And the same goes 
with TV. As a matter of fact, if you were to 
examine the Budget, you will find that the 
taxes on licences and advertisements that they 
have collected exceeded their own budgetary 
provision for the propagation of radio and TV 
in this country. I think this is a backward 
lip. You talk about a modern society, for¬ 
ward outlook and great social change, but you 
cannot do it without making excessive use of 
these media for propaganda and for education 
but you find that out of the Rs. 23,000 crores 
or so that we are spending on the Fourth 
Plan, only something like Rs. 40 crores will 
be utilised for t: is particular purpose. I think 
it is a monstrosity in terms of what is being 
said or propagated. 

Coming to malpracties, I can understand 
that the temptation to get one better upon 
one’s opponents is irresistible, and the charge 
has often been made that if you were there, 
you will also do it, but I expect a certain 
amount of restraint in matters like this, a 
certain amount of good taste. And I find 
that for the first time the newsprint quota 
system is being used as an instrument of policy 
it is being used as a key to keep people in 
line. Let me tell you, I have sufiered as a 
result of this newsprint quota for the little 
paper that I run. If somebody like me can 
sufier, in spite of the fact tha I have written 
to the Prime Minister more than once and to 
the Minister of information and Broadcasting 
several times, I have not received any satis¬ 
faction on the points I have raised—what 
about others ? As against that, take my 
friend, Mr. Shashi Bhushan. He can walk 
in and plunder reams and reams of paper to 
publish all the non-sense that he wants to 
print and there is no curb on him at all ! This 
newsprint quota as an instrument of poUcy is 
really disgusting. If we import just Rs. S 
crores worth of newsprint, everybody's de¬ 
mands can be satisfied. We do not want to 
do that, whereas we go on wasting biilions 
of repees of foreign exchange on other items.

When it comes to newsprbt import, Rs. 5 
crores becomes ail too expensive for us and all 
of us start saving on this items, with which 
we can screw up all the critics we have. I 
think this is a very small prfce to pay for one 
of the most fundamental of freedoms, namely 
the freedom of the press. 

SHRI VASANTRAO PURUSHOTTAM 
SATHE (Kola) : Monopoly press, 

SHRI PILOO MODY : You can call them 
monopolists. Some day I will give you a lec¬ 
ture on monopolists and you will find that all 
of them are sitting on your side of the House. 

What are the consequences of this 10 page 
restriction 7 Do you know the economic havoc 
you are going to play by this ? I ask the Prime 
Minister and the Minister of Information and 
Broadcasting : Do they read the small papers, 
about which they cry, or do they read the big 
papers which give them the information and 
the news they want ? That is, provided, of 
course they read newspapers. This 10 page 
policy is very much like your 10 point pro¬ 
gramme—a great deal of wishful thinking, 
some warped economic thinking and a massive 
dose of propaganda. You talk of monopolies 
and about people who are perverting the minds 
of the readers. Beyond that, you can do noth¬ 
ing. You play economic havoc with them 
and justify it in the name of monopolies and 
get people like Mr. Sathe to talk about it. 

SHRI VASANTRAO PURUSHOTTAM 
SATHE : 60 per cent of the space of big 
papers is wasted on advertisement. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : It is that 60 per 
cent of space wasted an advertisement which 
permits them to collect the balance of the news 
which Mr. Sathe wants to read. 

I think this question of big and small is 
like class conflict that this Government has 
been using for a long time to divide this 
nation and divide its various strata of society. 
The malpractices go on on a series of fronts, 
when it comes to registration, when it comes 
to allocation of newsprint, when it comes to 
patronage for good behaviour, when it comes 
to threats of victimisation to those who criti¬ 
cise. when iirfunn are given on AIR and TV to 
half a dozen journalists out of a whole press 
crops of over 300. These are the pelf of office. 
Itien comes the question of accreditation. 


Those who are favourable get accredited and 
those who are not do not. Therefore, i 
would end by appealing to the Prime Minister, 
since she was in such a generous mood this 
morning I know she will not share her 
power with anybody. At least let her share 
her media with some of us. 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA (Midnapoor) : 
Sir, I congratulate the Ministry on its com¬ 
mendable work, particularly during the Indo- 
Pak war and the role it has played since the 
Bangla Desh affair started. Now we have won 
the war and I am sure AIR will play the same 
role in future. But I am sorry to say that 
nowadays we are not hearing those inspiring 
songs from AIR. I would request the hon. 
Minister that at least the inspiring songs 
which inspire the country must be played 
every day just at the beginning of the services. 

Last year when I spoke on this budget I 
spoke about the tribal programmes which are 
broadcast from different stations. There arc 
23 stations from which tribal programmes are 
broadcast in 93 dialects. Since I am not con¬ 
versant with all the dialects. I would confine 
myself to one dialect which I parllculady 
know, namely, Santhali. This is a weekly 
programme from the Calcutta station for a 
duration of 15 minutes. I do not know 
what purpose would be served by having a 
programme of IS minutes in a week. I am 
sure that this programme has not been able to 
make any impact at all on the tribal people, 
either on their customs or on their culture. 

This broadcast is made in a very bad 
manner. There are only five or six recorded 
cultural songs which are played alternate week 
for five or ten minutes. They have become 
very monotonous and we here the same .songs 
over and over again. I am not able to under¬ 
stand why the same songs are repeated. Could 
they not get some fresh songs 7 So far as 
talks are concerned, they arc given in such a 
fashion and with such pronunciations that 
even a Santhat like myself could not follow. 
It is really strange. 1 would suggest that only 
people who are well conversant with this dia¬ 
lect should be setected for broadcast in this 
language. Otherwise, such broadcasts would 
not serve any purpose. 

Coming to representation for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes in the services, 
1 can say that in this department reservation 
is very very low» In some Institutions like 
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Press Council, Film Finance Corporation and 
similar bodies there is no repieaeniation at 
ail for these people. It is true that a promise 
has been made to investigate into it. But that 
has not made much headway. I would request 
the Minister to ensure that proper reprcKnta- 
tion is given to the people belonging to 
Scheduled Castes and Tribes in services. 

According to the last census, the Bengali 
population is the third largest in Delhi. Yet, 
for some reason or other, no Bengali program* 
me is put up from Delhi while I notice that 
some time has been allotted for South Indian 
programmes. I have no objection to having 
programmes for South Indians but there should 
be some programme for the Bengalis also. I 
do not know whether it is due to ignorance of 
Bengali culture or negligence but the fact 
remains that no programmes are fixed to 
cater to the Bengali population. I hope the 
Minister will take note of this suggestion and 
arrange some programme for the Bengali 
listeners. 

For want of time, I will come to the last 
point. The Press Commission was set up 
in 1954. This Press Commission recommended 
a number of things and one of the most 
important recommendations w’as that the 
PTl should not be run by a private agency 
but by a public corporation and that so long 
as this was run by the private agency this 
should not be fin.inced by the Government. 
But in spite of the fact that 17 years have 
already passed, these recommendation have 
not been taken care of nor has due considcra* 
tion been given to them. In the mean time 
the PTI has been given money for the con¬ 
struction of buildings by the Government, 
Some nationalised banks also, I think, have 
advanced certain amount of money for this 
agency. 

I do not know why Government is hesita¬ 
ting to implement the recommendation of the 
Press Commission. I do not know which 
pressure is working in this respect. If the 
Government was amenable to such pressures, 
there was no necessity, I think, for appointing 
such a press commission. That is wasting the 
public exchequer’s money. Therefore I should 
say if (he Government is at all interested, 
that Government should implement the 
Press Commission’s recommendations rather 
than appoint a second press commission. 

Some of our colleagues are, I think, 


trying to press for the appointment of a 
second press commission. I feel that since the 
recommendations of the first Press Commission 
have not yet been implemented. I should not 
say that there should not be any press com¬ 
mission at all but I should say that the 
recommendations of the Commission must be 
implemented. With these wards, 1 support 
these Demands. 

SHRISURENDRA MOHANTY (Kend- 
rapara) : Mr. Chairman, I am not chary of 
offering my unstinted tributes to the Ministry 
of Information and Broadcasting for its 
remarkable performance during the Indo-Pak 
conflict. The All India Radio, with its round- 
the-clock news service and its ‘Spotlight’ 
programmes, not only whetted (he appetite of 
the listeners for news from the front but also 
kept up the morale of the people by suitable 
patriotic programmes. 

But. I am sure, the activity of this 
Ministry is not going to be judged by Bangla 
Desh alone, for one swallow does not make a 
summer. The proper criterion, submit, for 
a.sses$ing the activities of this Ministry will be 
to judge it in the light of the Minister’s 
commitments to this House last year and their 
actual implementation. 

It may be recalled that from Pandit Nehru 
to Shri Satya Narayan Sinha, the previous 
incumbent of this Ministry, Government had 
all along stood by a commitment to convert 
the All India Radio into a kind of a corpora¬ 
tion to redeem this organisation from the 
status of a state monopoly and political 
motivation. But last year the Minister went 
back upon that commitment and categorically 
abandoned the idea of converting the All 
India Radio into a kind of a corporation. 
Yet, the Minister had assured us :— 

» 

“While, therefore. Government cannot 
accept the proposal made by (he Chanda 
Committee, they are considering proposals 
to devise a form of organisation for the 
All India Radio which would provide both 
for manageriitl autonomy and for 
decentralisation within.’’ 

In the light of this assurance, one scans 
through in vain the report of the Ministry to 
get a glimpse of that organisation which the 
Minister had promised to bring about. The 
promised decentralisation and autonomy in its 
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management have not been brought about nor 
have they been spelt out. 

Only the other day the Prime Minister 
told the Consultative Committee that some 
measure of autonomy was contemplated, 
permitting the Dit^or* General of direct 
approach to the Minister. Here, you will 
find, autonomy has been equated with direct 
control by the Minister of All India Radio, 
which is a most powerful medium of mass 
communication. In all humility I submit that 
this will not only defeat and frustrate the very 
purpose of converting the All India Radio 
into an autonomous corporation but will 
deepen the malady to cure which the Chanda 
Committee had proposed re-organisation of 
the All India Radio as a corporation. Instead 
of re-organising the All India Radio on 
healthy and proper lines, to extricate it from 
the ministerial dictatorship, it has now been 
converted into an exclusive preserve for 
favouritism, pulls and pressures. 

So long, the post of the Director-General 
of All India Radio has been filled in by the 
U.P.S.C. Subject to correction, I say, there 
had been a policy decision of the Ministry 
that no I C.S. man should ever be appointed 
to the post of Director-General of All India 
Radio. What has happened ? This time, 
the Government rode rough-shod over the 
U.P.S.C. recommendations and inducted 
an I.A S. from outside the cadre, to the 
post of Director-General of All India Radio 
by superseding persons who were professionally 
competent and who had had .’eng experience in 
the line and who were competent to fill in 
this post. I want to know from the hon. 
Minister why this deviation has taken place 
which has thoroughly demoralised the service 
of the All India Radio. 

Similarly, a reference has been made how 
only a set of persons are being favoured in 
getting contracts for talks, etc., etc. Pro¬ 
fessionally and otherwise, they are competent, 
no doubt—I do not question their competence 
—but my only submission is that there are 
other competent persons also, though they 
may not be committed. They are quite 
competent persons from professional and other 
points of view. Yet they are denied the 
opportunity. I would appeal to the hon. 
Minister to see that this roost sensitive media, 
the mass media, is not reduced to this kind of 
existence. 


Last year, there was a controversy raised 
over the Cuttack station of AH India Radio. 
Even though the country has moved from 
private broadcasting to television age, the 
Cuttuck radio station still continues to lan¬ 
guish at 20 KW stage. The hon. Minister 
had promised —I quote : 

“We expect that a 100 KW transmitter 

will come into operation in 1972-73." 

In the light of this assurance, one naturally 
expected that at least the fundation would 
have been laid for installing this 100 KW 
transmitter last year. The hon. Minister had 
complained of the unresponsive attitude of the 
State Government and she had alleged that the 
Slate Government had not given the possession 
of the land at Cuttack which was needed 
for construction of the radio station building. 
Though the bungalow standing on the land 
had been vacated and the encroachments re¬ 
moved since 10th July, 1971, the Government 
took its possession only in December, 1971, 
on the eve of the Budget session, perhaps, to 
obviate criticism which might be levelled 
against the Minister. 

This is an instance of the raw treatment 
that is being meted out to Orissa. The pro¬ 
mises arc being flouted 1 would like to know 
from the hon. Minister what stands in her 
way of erecting the 100 KW transmitter which 
she had promised. 

I know. Minister is very competent. Under 
her auspices, the persons who were prowling 
about the streets of Cuttack as gentlemen at 
large are today millionaires as the newspapers 
have published. It only pains me that her 
assurance to give a 100 KW transmitter has 
been observed more in breach than in its 
implementation. 

Similarly, the Minister had also promised 
that Oriya will be included in the regional 
teaching programme. This promise has been 
belied and has been implemented in its cynical 
disregard. 

The Report reveals that today, with all 
our talk of television, we are not able to cover 
the entire population with medium wave 
transmission. Only 66 per cent, of the territory 
and 78 per cent, of the population are covered 
by medium wave transmission. Sir, I would 
say that, instead of giving priority to expansion 
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of TV, we must concentrate all our efforts to 
see that at least all our country is covered 
with medium wave transmission and that too 
immediately. 

The opposition political parties have not 
yet been allotted time for election broadcasts 
as had been promised by the Prime Minister 
herself. 

SHRl PILOO MODY She never makes 
promises of that nature. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY : Equal 
time for all recognised parties could not be 
implemented due to the rigid posture of the 
ruling Congress which claimed more time for 
itself. While recognising the fact that the 
ruling Congress is the majority party and is 
naturally entitled to larger time, I would sub¬ 
mit that the ruling Congress Ministers getting 
all the time and the Minister of Information 
and Broadcasting butting in on the television 
or on the radio everytime .. 

AN. HON. MPMBLR : What is objection¬ 
able in that ? 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY ; There 
is nothing objectionable. While the Ministers 
got the lion’s share of the time, the opposition 
parties should have been given some time. The 
ruling Congress should not have insisted like 
Shylock to have the pound of flesh without 
bloodshed. 

The 10-page ceiling on newspapers is going 
to stultify and truncate the national press and 
will result in large scale retrenchment of jour¬ 
nalists and will cl\^k further expansion. The 
10-page ceiling on newspapers is neither a 
subs'itute for price page schedule, nor is it 
going to curb monopolies. I am for price page 
schedule but 1 would say that this 10-page 
ceiling is not going to be a substitute for price 
page schedule and nor is it going to curb 
monopolies. I would like to know why the 
Government is not bringing forward the propo¬ 
sed legislation for price page schedule. It is 
said that about 35 big newspapers are claiming 
53 per cent of the total new.sprint. By the 
ceiling imposed the small newspapers will get 
moer newsprint’. I want the small newspapers 
toflourisb, but from my own experience I can 
tell you that, due to lack of input, lack of 
resources, the newsprint which will be issued 
in the name of small newspapers will go down 
the black market, and I say with all sense of 


responsibility that this lO-page ceiling is going 
to encoura^ black-marketing. ( Interruption) 
I did not follow the interruption. If an interrup¬ 
tion is to be made, it should be made clearly 
and intelligently. 

What I submit in conclusion is that, while 
I thank the Ministry for some of its achieve¬ 
ments during the Indo-Pakistan conflict, its 
record has been the blighting of plighted, and 
left to myself, I would certainly oppose all 
these Demands for Grants of this Ministry. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Shri Shashi Bhushan. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA (Patan) : On a 
point of order, it has been the practice of the 
House that the Chair calls the member... 
(Interruption) 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; I did not see you. 
That is why I did not cull you. The other 
name was called. (Interruption) 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA ; Immediately 
after Jan Sangh, I should have been called. 
It is not fair. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Do not cast asper¬ 
sions. You were not in your seat.

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA (Paian) : A 
feeling of discrimination against the journalists 
of vernacular and language newspapers has 
been created by the Government. I think the 
Ministry of Information and Broadcasting 
believes that if news agencies and English papers 
are included in any briefings or a trip, there 
is no need to include regional or vernacular or 
language paperL They are shut out from the 
important briefings. Durirvg the war, they were 
invited to general briefings but they were not 
given access to border or to such other places 
like the news agencies and English papers. In 
case of a trip or a trip abroad or to any part 
of our country with a VIP, preference is gene¬ 
rally given to the English daily papers and the 
language papers are neglected. 

Secondly, these papers, though one of them 
may be having a circulation of a few thousands 
are invited to such types of trips and briefings 
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[Shri K. S Chavda] 

As against this, language papers wbnh. have 
a circulation of a lakh or more are not gene* 
rally given such facilities. This Government 
talks a lot of their anti-chain policy and also 
they talk a lot of helping small newspapers. 
But, their help is only for the chain of papers, 
to strengthen them. 

In case of Spotlight and o'her talks, they 
are also given to committed journalists, or, 
persons who are called by All India Radio as 
political commentators. To remove this discri¬ 
mination, I would suggest that if the Govern¬ 
ment wants to be fair and impartial, then, the 
representative bodies like the Press Associa¬ 
tion should be associated while making a 
selection in the case of invitation to briefing 
or for trips or for spotlight or other talks. 

Regarding the Press, at present the Press 
is vjry much afraid of the Government. That 
is because of their fear of di.scontinuance of 
newsprint quota or withdrawal of Government 
advertisement and harassment in some other 
ways. Like All India Radio the Press is also 
expected to work fur the ruling party. The 
more a newspaper succeeds in this matter, the 
greater the Government patronage and assis¬ 
tance it gets.

The criticism of opposition parties and 
their leaders hardly gets any place in the news- 
paper.s, 1 am sorry to say, some of the new¬ 
spapers are deviating from their high tradition 
of being impartial and sincere, thereby harming 
the cause of democracy. 

Regarding the Government’s new news¬ 
print policy, I wish to say that this policy of 
the Government of reduction in the pages of 
newspapers to ten will result in the retrench¬ 
ment of the employees. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Not at all. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA : I was also a 
small editor of some paper; I know he is also 
editor of some paper. 


ANOIHER HON. MEMBER : You are 

big. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA : I am not big. 
Otherwise the Chairman would have called me 
immediately after the Jan Sangh. There Is the 
possibility' of putting a ban on new recruit¬ 
ment. Not only that. The employers may 
freeze their salaries or even they may impose 
a cut on their existing salaries. 

My hon. friend is not agreeing with me, 
but you will find in future that this will be a 
fact if this policy is implemented. But I am 
sure that any such attempt on the part of the 
employers would be strongly resisted by the 
press employees all over the country. That is 
why the National Union of Working Journa¬ 
lists, the Indian and Eastern Newspapers 
Society and others have strongly condemned 
this move of Government. 

During the last elections to the Lok Sabha 
in 19.'J and also during the recent Assembly 
elections, people have noticed that every nook 
and corner of the country was flooded with 
posters of Shrimati Indira Gandhi’s portrait. 
On the one hand, we say that there is shor¬ 
tage of newsprint and foreign exchange and 
newspapers are asked to restrict their pages ; 
on the other, the ruling party prepares millions 
of posters like that. If one were to evaluate 
the cost, it would run into millions of rupees. 
From where have these millions of rupees 
come ? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Nijalingappa’s 
portrait was circulated in large numbers. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA : Though news¬ 
papers are starved of newsprint, they supply 
paper for posters to the ruling party for posters. 

A panoramic spectacle on the freedom 
movement in sound and light beginning with 
the tragic massacre in Jallianwalla Bagh in 1919 
and ending with the liberation of Bangla Desh 
was presented by the Song and Drama Divi- 
sian in the ramparts of Purana Kila. I 
happened to see the programme, but I was 
pained to hear that except for the voice of 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru and Shrimati Indira 
Gandhi, the voice of none of the national 
leaders like Mahatma Gandhi, Sardar Valla- 
bhb’iai Patel, Subbas Chandra Bose, Maulana 
Azad and Lai Bahadur Sbastrl has found a 
place in that progrmnme, though the entire 
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programme fas in sound and light. The whole 
thing was oiganised and exhibited just on the 
eve of the Assembly elections as a part of the 
election propaganda of the ruling party. I 
want to ask : how can nationalisation 
banks, abolition of privy purses and liberation 
of Bangia Desh find place in a spectacle of the 
freedom movement in our country ? 

This Ministry functions as if it is a pub* 
licity department of the ruting party. There* 
fore, there is enough justification for converting 
AIR into a statutory corporation. 

SHRI HUKAM CHAND KACHWAI 
(Morena) : Point of order. No quorum. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The bell is being 
rung-Yes ; the quorum is there The hon- 
Membcr may go on. 

SHRI K.,S. CHAVDA : Please give me 
one minute, and I will finish. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Yes. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA : Madam, as I 
have said earlier, criticism of Government by 
the Opposition parties cannot find any place 
in the newspapers. In the same way, it can¬ 
not be found also in the news broadcast of All 
India Radio. Therefore, 1 oppose the Demands 
for Grants of the Ministry of Information and 
Broadcasting. 

SHRI ANANTRAO PATIL (Khed) : 
Madam Chairman, the Ministry of Informa¬ 
tion and Broadcasting is quite a big-sized 
Ministry, consisting of several units like the 
Press Information Bureau, the Directorate of 
Audio-Visual Publicity, Publications Division, 
films Division, All India Radio and other 
units. 1 am not going to deal with all these 
units, but I shall only deal with the unit rela¬ 
ting to the press. 

The Press Infotmation Bureau has got two 
important objectives to perform. Its main 
activity is to disseminate news to the people 
through the press, explaining the policies and 
programmes and the activities of the Govern¬ 
ment. The other objective is to help or assist 
the growth and development of the Indian 
press, functioning as an independent, demo¬ 
cratic forum. To that end also, it has to 
help ihe small, and medium-sized newspapers. 
As far as the first objective is concerned, dur¬ 


ing the last year, the Press loformrtion Bureau 
as well as the All India Radio and the Publi¬ 
cations Division have done excellent work. 
During the Independence struggle of Bangia 
Desh and the coming of refugees to India, and 
in the conflict between India and Pakistan, 
most of the staff 4}f Press Information Bureau 
were working round the clock ; the correspon¬ 
dents of Ail India Radio went to the front, 
and the Publications Division brought out very 
good material which catered to the press and 
the public. 

I also congratulate the Directorate of 
Audio-Visual Publicity and the Press Registrar 
also. I am not going into the details of what 
they have done, but let me say that they have 
helped the newspapers in their healthy growth. 

The Government has not taken proper 
steps as it ought to have taken 17 years back. 
The first Press Commission which was appoin¬ 
ted in I9S4, made several recommendations, 
out of which the major and important recom¬ 
mendations have not yet been implemented. 
Some of those recommendations are, the diffu¬ 
sion of ownership, curbing of monopolies, the 
price-page schedule and so on and so fourth. 
As long as such major recommendations are 
not implemented, there cannot be any healthy 
growth of the Indian press ; the growth of 
Indian press is at present lopsided and tardy. 
The bigger newspapers become bigger and the 
smaller ones remain smaller. 

The monopolistic tendencies and restrictive 
practices are on the increase. The big press 
or the big newspapers by their action force the 
small nawspapers to remain small. 

16 hrs. 

There are some major recommendations of 
the Press Commission about the newspapers 
as well as news agencies. There was a recom¬ 
mendation about tho> Press Trust of India. 
You know the functioning of the PPI. The 
monopolistic tendencies have an adverse effect 
on the efliciency of this news agency as also 
on its integrity. Nearly 35 per cent of the 
revenue of the PTf is derived from the 
Government. Yet the Government has no 
say in the management or working of the PTI. 
Certain changes in the constitution and the 
management of the PTI have become impera¬ 
tive. The existing organisation should be 
converted into a public corporation. 

You must have reqd from the newspapers 
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that the management of newspapers have 
raised a hue and cry against the ceiling of ten 
pages. The big tycoons my that the action 
of the Government is unilateral and arbitrary 
and it would disrupt the newspaper economy 
which will in its turn lead to largescale unem* 
ployment among journalists and non-Journa- 
...lists. The Press -Barons also maintain that 
this step of the Government is an encroach¬ 
ment on the freedom of the Press. What is 
meant by the freedom of the Press ? The late 
Pandit Nehru once asked : “Can such a small 
group represent the freedom of the Press ?” 
The fact is that a big industry by itself owning 
a newspaper or owning chains of newspapers 
• can never be said to give the Press the kind of 
freedom which the public expects.

MR. CHAIRMAN Let the Bell be rung— 
Now there is quorum. 

SHRI ANANTRAO PATIL : Ten or 12 
English language newspapers or three or four 
chains and groups do not represent the entire 
Indian Press or the people of India. Their 
idea of freedom means more newsprint to 
enable them to give more space for advertise¬ 
ments and thus make for themselves more 
and more profit. These big newspapers use 
the major share of the imported newsprint 
eating up valuable foreign exchange, not for 
disseminating news but for profit yielding ad¬ 
vertisements. They have never bothered about 
the ratio of 60 per cent news and 40 per cent 
advertisements recommended by the Press 
Commission. Members of this House will be 
surprised and shocked to learn the figures of 
advertisement revenue of the big English lan¬ 
guage papers, sometimes Rs. 2 or Rs. 2.5 
crores even. Figures for the five week period 
13 February to 18 March reveal the percen¬ 
tage of advertisement space of these papers 
as follows; Statesman 62.5 p« cent. Times 
of India, 54 per cent. Hindustan limes 53 
per cent. The freedom of the Press needs 
protection from these big papers, not from the 
Government. 

According to the Press R^istrar, the 
Hindu , the Statesman the Indian Express 
and the Times of India - have maintained a 


lower circulation than the basis on which their 
entitlement was based for giving more pages 
to accommodate maximum advertisements. 

The Times of India, Bombay, was given 
newsprint for a circulation of 2.02.825 copies 
with an average of 13.13 pages per issue. Its 
actual performance was 1,53 557 copies with 
an average of 16.69 pages. The case of the 
Hindu is similar. 

The English language papers of the 18 
major ownership units had a share of 81.4 per 
cent in the total circulation of ail the dailies 
in that language. To avoid the malpractices 
of the monopolistic newspapers, the following 
remedies may be suggested. Advertisement 
space should be restricted, workers’ partici¬ 
pation in management and financing should 
be ensured, there should be reform in the struc¬ 
ture, and there should be diffusion in the 
ownership pattern. Sixty per cent of proprie¬ 
tors’ representatives and 40 per cent of the 
employees’ representatives should be provided 
and the Directors should be in the ratio of 
3 : 2. 

The price-page schedule was struck down 
by the Supreme Court. But now the Govern¬ 
ment is sufficiently armed with powers, and 
the Constitution Amendment has paved the 
way for the passage of the price-page schedule 
which will provide for fair competition in the 
newspaper industry. 

Diffusion of ownership and control is now 
overdue. This recommendation was made 
with the object of promoting healthy growth of 
the Indian press. Its non-implementation 
has resulted in one-sided growth and conse¬ 
quent danger to freedom of expression. 

May I remind the hon. Minister of the 
assurance given by her on 7th July, 1971 7 
She then announced that she would sho'fly 
introduce a Bill to curb press monopolies. On 
3rd August, Shri Raghunatha Reddy told the 
Rajya Sabha that he was actively considering 
an amendment to the Companies Act to curb 
press monopolies. What happened to these 
promises and assurances we do not know. I 
request the Minister that during this session 
the two Bills with regard to diffusion of owner¬ 
ship as well as the Press Finance Corporation 
should be brought forward and enacted, so 
that it will help the small and medium news¬ 
papers.

BROADCASTING (SHRI DHARAM filR 
SINHA) : 1 seek the indulgence of the House 
to explain a few points raised in the debate 
and through the notice of the cut motions 
hied. I have listened with considerable 
attention to the speeches made by the hon. 
Membeis and to the criticism of the manner 
in which various media units of the Ministry 
of Information and Broadcasting have been 
functioning. 

Certain criticism by my friends Shri 
Priyaranjan Das Monsi and Shri Rudra Pratap 
Singh has been voiced about tlie failure of 
the Central Board of Film Censors to check 
production of vulgar and obscene films that 
are morally and culturally of a low standard. 
Though I feci that such failures have not been 
\ery numerous, 1 must admit that such 
instances have occurred. In fact, on 
several occasions Government on the basis 
of repoits and complaints received, have 
taken the initiative to censor films even after 
they have been passed by the Censorship 
Board. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : On a point of order. I am 
reading from the Handbook, Page 87, sub¬ 
para 13 which says that except with the leave 
of (he House previously obtained, which no 
doubt has not been asked for or granted in 
this ca«e, no Member should read out a 
written speech, though notes may be referred 
to. 

AN HON. MEMBER That does not 
apply to Ministers. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I would like 
to have your ruling based on the rules that 
are there in black and white. I do not wish 
to be guided by my friends in this regard. 
There is a clear provision in the Handbook. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The Minister iso niy 
consulting his notes and not reading. 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA : We have 
given strict instructions to the Central Board 
of Film Censors to exercise greater circum¬ 
spection in the matttcr of censorship, and I 
am sure that a new- trend towards sober and 
realistic censorship will soon be discernible. 
Government is also considering re organisation 
of the Censorship Board in the light of the 


Khosla Committee recommendations, as 
demanded by Shri Rudra Pratap Singh. May 
I also add that there is already a Committee 
of known film critics for selection of film 
festiwl films ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : When one 
of our members, Shri Bijoy Modak, was 
reading out his prepared speech, the hon. 
Speaker pulled him up a number of times. I 
do not wish to be hard on this young friend 
of ours, but you must keep an eye on this 
and see that the provisions of this handbook 
which is supposed to govern the business of 
the House is followed scrupulously. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : We will taka care of 
it. 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA ; Before 
taking up the points regarding All India 
Radio, I wish to congratulate, as has been so 
eloquently done by Shri Priyaranjan Das 
Munsi and others, all the artistes and execu¬ 
tives of All India Radia on their magnificent 
performance in the situation created by the 
freedom struggle and its fruition in Bangla 
Desh. 

Demands have been made by hon. members 
from various parts of our vast country for a 
more effective coverage of diflercnt pockets 
and areas in the country. We fully sympathise 
with these damands, but (he constraint imposed 
by the limited resources at our disposal makes 
it impossible for us to cover the entire country 
as intensively as one would like to. The 
projects undertaken during the Fourth Plan 
have the objective to cover on an average 89 
per cent of the population of the entire 
country and to ensure at the same time that 
no substantial area has a coverage of less 
than 80 per cent. We appreciate that in 
spite of these endeavours, there arc certain 
pockets in the country which are not yet 
adequately coverec^. It will be our endeavour 
in the Fifth Plan to cover these pockets as 
effectively as possible. 

There have also been complaints about 
the programmes broadcast by the All India 
Radio to the effect that the quality could be 
much better than it is and also that larger 
number of artistes could be involved in these 
programmes. While I accept the force of 
this criticism, I would like to tell the House 
that there-has been a considerable improve- 
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meot in the quality of the, programmes. A 
serious effort is now on in ^ All India Radio 
to evaluate the content prenentation and the 
resource persons of the programmes. 

All India Radio has to meet almost an 
impossible demand from a large and varied 
audience. With its objective of catering to 
the taste and need of ail, there has been too 
much fragmentation of transmission time. 
While ordinarily the shortest programme is 
of S minutes duration, the longest programme 
with certain exeptions is of 90 minutes. Other 
programme chunks arc of 10, IS, 20, 30, 45 
and 60 minutes which keep on altering accor¬ 
ding to a Axed point chart. All India Radio 
will have to find some way through which it 
overcomes this fragmentation of transmission 
time. A possible way out will be to consider 
the possibility of a national channel, but this 
will have to wait till the Fifth Plan. 

All India Radio, however, does not pro¬ 
pose to rest on its laurels and is deeply 
appreciative of the fact that specially in the 
less developed areas of the country, programme 
generation presents serious problems due to 
geographical and other difficulties of radio 
stations being able to get artistes of eminence 
from considerable distances. The funds at 
the disposal of the All India Radio for the 
purposes of programme generation is also a 
limiting factor. Novertheiess, with more 
intensive training of the staff and with the 
cooperation of the local people, wherever the 
stations are situated, we do hope to maintain 
the progress which we have achieved so far 
in the matter of quality of the programmes. 

Having said this, may I now refer to the 
charges of political partisanship against the 
All India Radio, especially in its news casts 
and commentaries, levelled by Shri Haider 7 
These charges have now become a hardly 
annual. On several occasions we have con¬ 
tested and refuted these. They have, how¬ 
ever, gone one worse this time, charging All 
India Radio with suppression of news at the 
intance of the Prime Minister. I must enti¬ 
rely reject this. 

The AH India Radio has remained entirely 
objective, ^Ktdaliy so in its newscasts and 
commentaries. All India Radio remains 
strictly neutral as between political parties. 


But it must explain such facets of our social 
and economic life as the role of caste, commu- 
nalism, feudalism and political adventurism 
in Sections. Again, it was not inhibited in 
exposing the interests responsible for slow 
pace of progress In carrying forward the 
programme of agrarian and industrial reform. 
In the process, it may have treaded on many 
a tender corn or hurt sections of opinion. But 
to suggest that this has been done at the 
expense of the opposition would be doing the 
Radio a great injustice. It h^ now come to 
seriously address itself to exposing the facets 
of our national life which stood in the way 
of progressive reform, whether in economic or 
in social life as demanded by the hon. Mem¬ 
bers Shri Bhan Singh Bowra and Shri Shashi 
Bhushn. Any media of information, or even 
of entertainment, cannot remain divorced from 
today’s passion-the passion to end injustices. 
As the awareness of the perversities of poverty 
dawns on the country, the challenges to it 
grow both in sharpness and immediacy. All 
India Radio cannot turn away from this 
challenge nor its urgency. There cannot 
be any moral exile, nor any withdrawals from 
this battle. 

May I say. Madam, that the exposure of 
the ugly side of our social and economic life 
has been done irrespective of parly considera¬ 
tions, but it may have upset the sections 
identified with statusquoism in our life ? This 
trend on the Radio is positive and has a 
purposeful role in support of the modern 
outlook that the leadership has imparted to 
our national life. 

A matter of minor consequence, but which 
has again been brought up is the allegation 
of deliberate discrimination against the oppo¬ 
sition parties in the radio coverage of procee¬ 
dings in Parliament. One Member has even 
gone to the extent of suggesting that this has 
been done at the express direction of the 
Prime Minister. I would like to refute the 
allegation with all the emphasis at my 
command. It has been refuted in the past, 
and will continue to' be refuted because the 
allegation has no basis either in the quali* 
tative or quantitative treatment of All India 
Radio’s newscasts. If at all, opposition secures 
a share of coverage disproportionate to what 
is legitimately its due, whether on the basis 
of its numerical strength in the House or its 
popular following in the country, or on the 
basis of its negative and often anti-oational 
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approach to probiems confjrootiog the nation. 
If there Is one section of the House, which 
can have a iegitimate grouse against the Ali 
India Radio, it is the section on this side of 
the House. My own partymen often get 
relegated to an inconsequential place, perhaps, 
because in the parliamentary system of govern¬ 
ment what the opposition says makes news 
but what my own partymen say gets drowned 
in pronouncements from these benches. 

Another point which has agitated the 
minds of several hon. Members is a recent 
decision of Government to revise the fee 
scales of the staff artistes of All India Radio. 
Without going into the details of the revised 
scheme, 1 would like to refer to one or two 
important features of this scheme. In the 
first instance, this scheme does not claim to 
be the final act of revision. The final revision 
will come only after the Pay Commission have 
submitted their recommendations and after 
Government have arrived at their decision on 
these lecommondations. In the mean time, 
the scheme which has been promulgated 
merely attempts to equate the fee scale of 
the staff artistes to one or other of the preva¬ 
lent pay scales in Government. The scheme 
also attempts to rationalise th" structure of 
the staff artistes to enable promotions being 
made fiom one grade to another. 

May I also refer to what Dr. Laxminarain 
Pandeya said about the cult of personality in 
the All India Radio ? In the form of 
government that we have in our country, with 
a government responsible to this House, an 
elected Parliament, there cannot be a cult of 
presonality—leadership. The system of 
government that we have in our country does 
produce leadership and the All India Radio 
cannot divorce its responsibility to the leader¬ 
ship that the people of India produce through 
this House. 

He also said that the All India Radio had 
been using particulat phrases and words while 
giving out the election results during the last 
Assembly elections. These words are accepted 
journalistic words and even the foreign radios 
had used the same words which the All India 
Radio had used while giving out the results. 

1 would only like to ask him whether these 
foreign radios were also influenced by the 
Government of India. 

With these words, I conclude. 

*The original spe^h was delivered in 
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♦SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN (Sivaganga); 
Madam Chairman, I am sure that I would be 
tolerated if I say that I am unable to support 
the Demands for Grants of the Ministry of 
Information and Broadcasting. 

During the past 25 years, the Department 
of Information and Broacasting has had its 
natural growth, but it has not grown to the 
expectations of the people of the country. 
This Department is serving entirely the interests 
of the Central Government and I do not think 
it will be wroag on my part to point out that 
the Slate Governments have no right over 
this Department. I hope that it will not be 
far from truth that this Department is not 
giving due importance and publicity to the 
policies, programmes and plans of the State 
Governments. I regret to say that, since the 
responsibility of this Department is in the 
hands of the Central Government, the objecti¬ 
ves, the policies and the plans of the Central 
Covernment are given the widest publicity by 
this Department. The speeches of the Central 
Ministers are given longer 'ime than the 
programmes and the plans of the Slate Govern¬ 
ments. 

The Officers at the helm of affairs of this 
Department have no power at all .md even in 
the matter of broadcasting of daily news, there 
is interference from the Central Government. 
It has been the long standing demand of all 
sections of this House—from both the Mem¬ 
bers belonging to Opposition Parties and to 
the Ruling Congress Party that an autonomous 
Corporation or a Board should be constituted 
for All India Radio, and after that greater 
powers should be given to the Corporation 
entrusted with the duty of adminisUring All 
India Radio. Recently wc saw the sorry 
spectacle of the Government advertising in the 
daily newspapers for filling up the high post 
of the Director General of Ail India Radio. 
This episode gave an impression that the 
Engineers in thi All India Radio or the Direc¬ 
tors of All India Radio Stations in the coun¬ 
try are not qualified enough to become the 
Director General of All India Radio and that 
the Government wanted to have someone from 
outside. I would like to stress here that the 
morale of the Administration gets a serious 
joilt by this kind of action on the part of 
Government. If there happens to be any 
restriction on these people staking their claim 

Tamil. 
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fbr the post of Director Generic of All India 
Radio, it should be removed fo^hwith. 

When I say that the All India Radio does 
not give any importance to the plan activiMes 
of the State Government, I do not particula* 
rise only the interests to Tamil Nadu ; it is so 
in the case of alh other States. For example, 
the Dravida Munnetra Kazhagam is in power 
in the State of Tamil Nadu and D.M.K. is 
in opposition to the ruling Congress Party 
here. Just because a duly elected Opposition 
Party is ruling the State of Tamil Nadu, the 
Information and Broadcasting Department 
does not pay any attention to the policies, 
programmes and plans of the D M.K. Govern* 
ment in Tamil Nadu. We have repeatedly 
poin'.ed out on the floor of this House that 
even in Tamil news bulletins pure Tamil words 
are nut used. In the Tamil programmes 
broadcast from Delhi and AIR stations in 
Tamil Nadu sanskritised Tamil is used. In 
fact, I would even go to the extent of saying 
that in the Tamil news bulletins and in the 
Tamil programmes archaic and slang language 
is used, instead of pure and lively language 
for which Tamil is acclaimed. When the names 
of Central Ministries were to be announced in 
Hindi, the Central Government wjre very par¬ 
ticular to see that they were broadcast properly. 

I hope you will agree with me, Sir, that we 
also have similar sentiments about our lan¬ 
guage, Tamil. Instead of using Tamil appel¬ 
lations, “Thiru” and “Thirumathi” in the 
Tamil programmes, “Sri” and “Srlmati” are 
continued to be used. We have several times 
brought this to the notice of authorities here 
in vain. We do not understand why Sanskrit, 
which is a dead language for all other purpose, 
should be used for this purpose alone and 
why it should be mixed with Tamil. I would 
like to request the hon. Minister that necessary 
directions should be issued to the All India 
Radio in this regard. I would also suggest 
. that more time should be given in the All 
India Radio for broadcasting information 
about Tamil Nadu in Tamil news bulletins 

I am really sorry to say that in producing 
documentary and news reels the Information 
Department is not paying attention to the 
activities of the State Governments and in 
particular to Tamil Nadu Government. The 
news reels depict to a great extent the plan 
activities of the Central Government and the 
tours of the Central Government Ministers 


take a lion's share. When we talk about one 
people and one nation, the activities of the 
State Governments should also find adequate 
place in the news reels. 


The Film Finance Corporation located in 
Bombay and also the Fiime Institute in 
Poona cater entirely to the requirements and 
needs of Hindi films. It is common know¬ 
ledge that the Film Finance Corporation has 
not been giving financial assistance to the 
regional language films to the extent that the 
Hindi films have been fioanciaAy assisted by 
it. I would like to inform you, Sir, that equal 
number of Tamil Films, if not more, than 
Hindi films, are produced in Tamil Nadu. If 
you take the number of films produced in 
southern languages, it is in fact larger than 
Hindi films. Yet, they are not being given 
adequate financial assistance from the Film 
Finance Corporation. I would urge upon the 
hon. Minister that a separate Film Finance 
Corporation should be set up either at Madras 
or somewhere in the South, so that the finan¬ 
cial requirements of the Southern regional 
language films can be met at least to some 
extent. 


Sir, under the dynamic leadership of our 
Chief Minister, Dr. Kalaignar Karunanidhi, the 
State Government of Tamil Nadu has set up 
a Theatre Corporation to help the establish¬ 
ment of theatres and drama centres in rural 
areas. This Theatre Corporation is entrusted 
with the task of giving entire financial assis¬ 
tance if one comes forward to establish a 
theatre in a rural area. You know. Sir, that 
everyone in this House, both inside and out¬ 
side, talks about the need for enlightening 
and entertaining the rural folk and also the 
need for disseminating information and know¬ 
ledge among the villagers. No political party 
is exception to this kind of talk. But, in fact, 
the most neglected section of our society in ait 
spheres of our activities is the rural society. 
The Government of India have got the system 
of licensing the radio sets in rural areas, which 
acts an a stumbling block to the aspirations 
of villagers. I would suggest that as an in¬ 
centive to the rural people the licensing 
system for radio sets in rural areas 
shoule be revoked forthwith. Naturally the 
villagers will be encouraged to go in for more 
radio sets to quench their thirst for knowledge 
and information. This gains added importance 
when they are not served by daily newspapers. 
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I would algo like to emtdiasise that like the 
Tamil Nadu Theatre Corporation, all the 
States in our country should establish a Thea* 
tre Corporation for the purpose of establishing 
theatres in rural and semi*url»n areas. Such 
Theatre Corporations should be given financial 
assistance by the Central Government so that 
the rural areas can be better served by theat¬ 
res and dramahalls. 

During the IV Plan there is the plan to 
establish television centres in five big cities of 
our country. We have been repeatedly asking 
for the establishment of a TV centre at 
Madras. In fact, of ail the State Governments, 
only the Tamil Nadu State Government has 
given the land free of cost for this purpose. All 
other State Governments have taken money 
from the Centre for giving land to establish 
TV Centre. 1 am pained to see that so far no 
step has been taken for establishing TV Centre 
at Madras. On the other hand, the Central 
Government are very keen to establish by the 
end of this year TV Centres at Srinagar and 
at Amritsar, f do not say that TV Centres 
should not be established at Srinagar or at 
Amritsar I am only pleading with the hon. 
Minister that equal interest should be evinced 
in the matter of setting up the TV Centre at 
Madras for which the State Government has 
given the land free of cost. An amount of 
Rs. 3 crores is to be spent for this purpose. 
If this amount is spent at Madras and if 
Madras and Tiruchirappalli are brought on 
TV circuit, then the whole of Tamil Nadu and 
the crores of people in Tamil Nadu will derive 
the advantage from this TV station. I would 
suggest early action on the part of Central 
Government in this regard. 

Coming now to newspapers, instead of 
saying that the big newspapers have got the 
monopoly in our country, I think it would be 
proper to say that the big newspapers have 
aggressed over the entire country. So far the 
Central Government have not done anything 
to help the starting of smaller regional language 
papers in different parts of the country. Ins¬ 
tead of planning to put restrictions on the 
existing newspapers, instead of trying to con¬ 
trol the pages of existing newspapers, the Cen¬ 
tral Government would do well to establish 
expeditiously the Newspaper Finance Cor¬ 
poration, so that this Corporation can extend 
Financial assistance for starting smaller regio¬ 
nal language papers throughout the country, 
which would serve rural areas better. I am 
unable to comprehend the delay in the matter 


of setting up this Newspaper Finance Corpo¬ 
ration. . 

During the IV Plan for the purpose of 
expanding broadcasting to cover 80% of our 
population by establishing medium wave sta¬ 
tions in different parts of the country and also 
to establish 5 TV centres in the cities, the out¬ 
lay is Rs. 40 crores But during the first 
three years of the IV Plan only a sum of Rs. 

10 80 crores has been snent so far. It is really 
shocking to see that during the year 1971-72 
even the moneys allocated have not been spent 
in full. Und:r Demand No. 55—.Information 
and Broadcasting, there is a saving of Rs 

11 36 lakhs out of the allotted money. Ihe 
main reason advocated for this saving is the 
exercise of economy in administration. I 
would like to know what kind of economy was 
practised in administration that resulted in this 
huge saving. Under Demand No. 56—Broad¬ 
casting, during 1971-72 a sum of Rs. 1 crores 
has not been spent from the allocation. Simi¬ 
larly, under Demand No. 57, the reason given 
for a saving of Rs. 1.05 crore is the non-esta¬ 
blishment of light and sound units. The 
Tamil Nadu Government has been requesting 
the Centre that a light and sound unit should 
be established at Madurai and so far nothing 
concrete has been done in this regard excepting 
this surrender of Rs. 1.05 crores under this 
Demand. 

Before 1 conclude, I would request the 
hon. Minister that All India Radio Stations 
with complete studio facilities should be set 
up both in Coimbatore and Thirunelveli in 
Tamil Nadu. I would end by urging upon 
the necessity for converting the A I R. into a 
truly national organisation giving coverage to 
the entire country.

SHRI S. M. BAKERJEE (Kanpur) : At 
the outset, I must congratulate the staff artists 
and other employees of the AH India Radio 
on the wonderful job they did during the 
14-day war with Pakistan. It was a battle of 
nerves for them, conteracting the mischievous 
propaganda of Radio Pakistan. They reacted 
very well and stood by the State and t e 
suffering humanity 6f Bangla Desh. They 
did their work with a courage of convicuon 
that impressed all. 

Lots of things have been said in Uw* 
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detote ^ut the Qoverament’s decision to 
put a cdiliag of 10 pages on newspapers. It 
has been contended that this will destroy 
freedom of the press. If we go through the 
reputed newspapers like the Statesman or 
Times of India, we find 14 or two pages 
being occupied by the speeches of the mana* 
ging director of a big company with photo* 
graphs which are very ugly. Can we not 
avoid such waste of space ? . What is the 
news value of such items to the common man ? 
These big newspapers should not be allowed 
to consume space like this at the cost of the 
quota of the small newspapers. 

The second point is about the conversion 
of the PTl into a public corporation. A deci¬ 
sion was taken by this House to this effect. 
We were assured that efforts were being made 
to do this. But I am sorry that no decision 
has been taken by Government to implement 
this. The vested interests in the management 
always try to influence Government. They 
plead that if the PTI is converted into a 
corporation, it will lose its freedom, I am 
sure Government will be courageous enough 
to take a decision and announce here and now 
the conversion of the news agency into a 
public corporation. 

My other friends have spoken about Mr. 
B. R. Wats, one of the finest journalists we 
have in the country. The General Manager 
of the PTI has transferred him to Shillong. 
Being connected with the PTI Federation, I 
can say with full knowledge that the 
General Manager has like a Shylock 
victimised Shri Wats. I hope the Minister of 
Information and Broadcasting and the Labour 
Minister will intervene and see that this victi¬ 
misation comes to an end. 

Then there is the story of the staff artists. 
Somk recommendations in regard to them have 
been implemented but some have not been bene¬ 
fited. I was told byShrimati Nandini Satpathy 
that efforts are being made to see that nobody 
suffers because of these recommendations. But 
I understand that some of them have sufiered. 

1 would request her to kindly initiate imme¬ 
diate steps and see that nobody suffers and 
all are benefited in the shape of increased 
salaries and other benefits. 

As regards the conversion of PTI, I would 
suggest that it be converted into an inter¬ 
national- agency. I am sure the PTI Fede¬ 


ration will back it up and they will do what- 
e\-er the Minister wants them to do. 

As regards TV stations in Kanpur and 
Lucknow, Kanpur's claim has been rejected 
on the ground that there is dearth of 
talent in Kanpur. 1 must say that there 
is no deaith of talent in Kanpur. 
Kanpur is actually giving the maximum 
advertisement in AIR. The idea of denying 
Kanpur a TV station and locating it in Luck¬ 
now came from the ICS officer who decided 
this because be wanted the daughters and 
sons of ICS and IAS officers to appear in 
TV. I can say that such persons are not 
less in Kanpur than in Lucknow. It should 
not be one of the reasons why Kanpur should 
lose the advantage. Kanpur does not lack 
talent. It is the seat of Ganesh Shankar 
Vidyarthi ; of Balkrishna Sharma ’Naveen* 
and many eminent men. It is never short of 
talent. I am sure that a TV station will be 
given for Kanpur. 

The last point is about the artistes. When 
we read the news of the grave illness of 
Rasoolan Bai, we burst into tears. Rasoolan 
Bai is one of the greatest living exponents of 
the Tumri. She is starving on the streets. I 
heard that she was given a national program¬ 
me. 1 would request the hon. Minister to 
encourage such artistes. Ministers may come 
anJ ministers may go ; ministers may be born 
and ministers may die, but people like Rasoo¬ 
lan Bai are born only once ; such artistes 
are born only once. I request that they 
should be given proper support. 

Justice should be done to Urdu in the All 
India Radio. There Is discrimination against 
Urdu now. The programme in the Urdu 
Majlis is much less. I request the Minister 
to kindly say something about it. 

With these woTrds, I again impress upon 
the hon. Minister to convert the PTI into a 
public corporation and also bold an impartial 
enquiry against the General Manager who is 
ruining the PTI. I am sure that the transfer 
order of B.R. Wats will be cancelled as soon 
as possible. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Shri K. Basappa.

MR. CHAIRMAN : The bell is ringing — 
Now, there is quorum. The hon. Member 
may continue. 

SHRI K. BASAPPA : The policy in regard 
to newsprint, restricting the number of pages 
to 10, is a welcome policy of the Government. 
This will encourage the small and medium* 
sized papers. 

But, with this, there is a curtailment of 
publication of news as well as the coverage of 
proceedings of this House and that of the 
State legislatures, because there is a lot of 
space which is taken away for advertisement 
purposes. Therefore, this poses another ques¬ 
tion, namely, a cut being made in advertise¬ 
ment space or to levy a tax on advertisement. 
Therefore, 1 request the hon. Minister to 
examine this question. 

The next point is, there is a Publicity Divi¬ 
sion of the External Affairs Ministry. That is 
almost a separate entity, and it is dealt with 
by the Ministry of External Affairs. There 
should be a happy blending of this department 
as well as the department of Information so 
that the people working in these departments 
can be exchangeable from one department to 
the other. 

Coming to the radio, particularly about 
Bangalore, 1 would like to say that since the 
time it was taken over, in 19S0, and till today, 
there is no short wave transmitter station 
there at all. We cannot hear beyond 2S0 
kilometres. People living beyond 2S0 
kilometres cannot hear anything at all from 
the radio. Therefore, I would request the 
Ministry to see that the Bangalore station is 
upgraded to a short wave transmitter station. 

The other question Is about the television. 
1 am happy that the southern region is getting 
television and it is to be located at Madras. 
But Banglore being at the centre, situated 
between Kerala and Madras, and at a higher 
altitude, should have been preferred lo Madras. 
But, if this cannot be done, at least a relaying 
St tk>n at Bangalore to rela^ ^ the programmes 


from Madras may be installed. That is tny 
earnest request to the Minister. 

In 19S0, when Akasbvani was taken over 
from Mysore, they were running a programme 
journal called “Taranga Ranga’*. That has been 
stopped. The Centre is running eight pro¬ 
gramme journals and these are in eight 
languages, but not in languages like Kannada 
and some other languages. I sequest that 
these programme journals should be published 
in all the regional languages of the country. 

The wall newspapers which give an 
account of the acthities in different fields in 
the country, should be published in all the 
regional languages. At present, these are 
published only in six languages. Therefore, 
I would urge the Government to see that wall 
newspapers are also published in all the 
regional languages of the country. 

Now, Bal Bharati is published only in 
Hindi ; it is for the benefit of the children in 
the country. It should also be published in 
all the regional languages of the country, so 
that the children'of the country may be bene¬ 
fited. 

Now, coming to field publicity, there is 
hardly one publicity ofiicer for four or five 
districts. How can he do justice to his 
work 7 If there is one for each district, there 
will be more effective publicity. 

With rerpcct to the song and drama 
division, I submit that artists are paid Rs. 50 
for coming and reciting songs. This is a 
petty sum ; it does not atract the best artists. 
They must be paid properly. This sum is 
inclusive of the travelling allowance. This is 
ridiculous ; it must be revised-there must be 
a reorientation of this policy. The Minis¬ 
try should consider that matter also. 

There is a regional office of the Press 
Information Bureau in Bangalore and the 
officer there is in charge of four States; 
Madras, Kerala, Andhra Pradesh and Mysore. 
For 20 days in a month, he has to be on 
tour. He has also a teleprinter link. How 
can he do any justice to his work, when be 
is away for 20 days in a month ? To look 
after that office, and to attend to the tele¬ 
printer work also, there should be an addition¬ 
al officer posted to that place. 

There should be decentralisation of the 
Publications Division. In respect of Kannada 
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publication^ whenever puUication is under 
print, they get the proof from Bangalore, The 
editor sits in Delhi. Thus there is wastage 
of a lot of time. Why not decentralise it and 
have Kannada publication brought out from 
Bangalore 7 It will enable better output and 
better sale. Decentralisation must take place. 

With these words, I support the demands 
of this Ministry.

DR. KAILAS (Bombay South) : Mr.

I must congratulate and convey gratitude 
of the country to Shrimati Nandini Satpathy 
as she personally geared up the activities of 
the Ministry on war footing and was guiding 
the cell which evolved the publicity strategy 
during the war. 

“India speaks” waj another unique feature 
embodying the speeches of the Prime Minister 
during her foreign tours before the confron¬ 
tation between India and Pakistan started.

MR. CHAIRMAN : The bell is being rung. 
Now there is quorum. 

DR. KAILAS : I was speaking about the 
fine work done by Ail India Radio during 
the war. The cause of Bangla Desh was 
very well taken up by the Internal Publicity 
Advisory Cell which determined the strategy 
and I must say that though AIR was engaged 
in war-footing publicity round the clock, 
there was no neglect of the development 
programme of AIR. It looks today as if 
there was no war as the development took 
place as in peace times. 

This can be seen as high-power Medium 
Wave Transmitters were commissioned at 
Simla, Leh, Jodhpur, Alleppcy and Imphal and 
a super-power Medium Wave Transmitter at 
Rajkot during 1971-72. 

May I convey a vew suggestions so that 
the A. I. R. could serve the people still 
better ? Let Shrimati Nandini Satpathy, 
the Minister of State, establish direct contact 
with the experts in A. I. R 1 mean, the 
personnel of Production should be able to 
have direct discussion with the Minister at 
least once a month or once in two months. 

I am sure, this dialogue, once in two months, 
will pay high dividends. Why I say so is 
thgt the administrative staff is npq-technical 
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while the Minister and prodoetion staff being 
incharge of programmes are answerable to 
the listners. Hence, they will be able to 
perhaps get more impetus to suggest concrete 
things to the Minister directly. 

May I say that 6ve minutes* programme 
of teaching Sanskrit once in a fortnight is 
dishonouring this great language Sanskrit ? 
I suggest that five minutes’ news-bulletin may 
be started in Sanskrit and, later on, if it 
works well, some works in Sanskrit by Panini 
and from Panchtantra, etc. may be broadcast 
so that Sanskrit scholars attracted to do their 
4uty in the national welfare activiti^ of the 
country. 

Sir, it seems the expansion of the T.V. 
net-work mentioned in the Fourth Plan will 
not come through. I read in the Report 
that a site has been acquired for T.V. 
Transmission station at Calcutta and Madras, 
but no civil works have started. Unfortu¬ 
nately, for a T.V. station of Lucknow-Kanpur 
range, even the site has not been acquired as 
yet. I request the Minister to take personal 
interest in this case, and see that the target 
of Fourth Five Year Plan is fulfilled. 

I suggest that the A.I.R. should arrange 
audience programmes in its own auditoiium 
for ail-round awakening in social and 
economic development through cultural pro¬ 
grammes of dramas, light music and humorous 
plays. This will give impetus to budding 
artistes of music and drama.. 1 am told, 
there was an auditorium but it was converted 
into T.V. studio and now the Songs and 
Drama division has got to go in search of an 
auditorium. Let the Government not 
sacrifice this important limb of A.I.R. at the 
alter of funds. I suggest that the national 
programme of talks and discussions today 
should have a broader base and so outstanding 
personalities and specialists in different fields 
should be drawn from Assam to Gujarat and 
from Tamil Nadu to Kashmir. 

The different A.I.R. stations should be 
asked to prepare a list of such persons from 
organisations and different universities which 
could be consolidated at the headquarters at 
Delhi for use in the national programme of 
talks and discussions. 

May I impress upon the Minister that the 


production staff, right from copyists to the 
Chief Producer should have security of service 
and their rights of making rich contribution 
to the programmes with years of experience 
should be fully utilised. 

With these words, I support the Demands 
and I thank you, Mr. Chairman, very much 
for giving me an opportunity to speak on this 
demand. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SHRIMATI NANDINI 
SATPATHY): Mr. Chairman, Sir, I am 
grateful to the hon. Members for participating 
in this discussion. Some of the Members 
have given very good suggestions. Personally, 
I am grateful to the Members who have 
approved the work of this Ministry and made 
certain very useful suggestions during these 
deliberations. 

We have carefully noted all those sugges¬ 
tions and 1 would assure the House that the 
criticisms advanced and the suggestions made 
will be fully taken care of and, wherever it is 
necessary, we will try to implement them. 
My colleague, Shri Dharam Bir Sinha, has 
already referred to some of the suggestions 
and points made by the hon. members here. 
I think, I need not go into those points again. 
Rather, I should use this limited time at my 
disposal to have a review of the work done by 
this Ministry and what we propose to do in 
future—I would like to share my thoughts 
with the hon. members in this House. 

Sir, as we are all aware, the year 1971-72 
has, by all standards, been an eventful year, 
specially for a Ministry like this which is 
concerned with publicity and with the task of 
keeping the large masses of the country fully 
informed of government’s policies. The 
previous year, 1970-71, ended with the mid¬ 
term elections and the formation of a new 
Government at the Centre. Hardly had the 
new Government settled when a catastrophe 
overtook the people of the neighbouring area, 
Bangla Desh. The months that followed 
were agonising months for the people of 
Bangla Desh and also for the large masses of 
people in our own country. Our people 
fully shared the agony of the people of Bangla 
Desh and decided to extend all support to 
their struggle for freedom. We accepted 
heavy burdens not only by temporarily 
receiving and giving food and shelter to about 
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teo milUo^ .people'l>ut had also to deal with 
the complex, emotional situation which arose 
in that coptext. Some members have already 
praised the role played by the All India Radio 
during that period. The All India Radio, 
I am happy to say, ro^ to the occasion and 
without losing their objectivity played their 
part in presenting the true picture of the 
struggle posed to our own people 

and to the people outside. The 
heaviest burden of . this task fell on the 
Radio Stations neighbouring Bangla Desh 
and the innumerous testimonies which we have 
received from listeners in Bangla Desh on 
their liberation testifies to the useful work 
done by these Stations, mainly by the 
Calcutta Station of All India Radio. In this 
context 1 would like to mention that the News 
Division and the External Service Division 
also deserve to be congratulated on the 
consistent efforts they made throughout this 
period and the standards of objectivity which 
they maintained. I would also like to bring 
to the notice of the hon. members the work 
of the other media which usually do not 
come into the public eye. The Field Publi¬ 
city Division, lor instance, carried the message 
to the various, otherwise inaccessibc areas in 
the country. The Song and Drami Division, 
the Directorate dealing with Advertising and 
Visual Publicity and the Films Division—all 
these media—tried to play their role'. The 
Press Information Bureau kept the press 
fully informed and did, if I can say so, 
excellent work during the war in December 
in handling a large number of Indian and 
foreign correspondents and keeping them 
fully briefed about the latest war situation. 
I must in this connection also mention with 
appreciation the part played by the Press who, 
almost without exception, rallied to the 
support of the national cause.

[Mr. Speaker in the Chair.} 

Sir, I hope, this review of various organs 
of this Ministry will not be mistaken to 
mean that I am complacent about the future 
or that I am implying that the time has come 
when we can rest on our laurels. This 
Bangla Desh crisis ended with the liberation 
of Bangla Desh and with the constitution of 
the free and independent democratic govern¬ 
ment of Bangla Desh. 

I am acutely conscious, however, of the 
fact that the tasks ahead of this Ministry are. 


if anything, even more difficult than those 
with which we were faced last year. 

The mandate of the people as given in 
the mid-term election of 1971 has been 
reiterated in the State elections in 19Z2. 
This mandate not only reveals a new cons¬ 
ciousness, a new urge among the the people, 
but places a heavy responsibility on Govern¬ 
ment. The war against poverty epitomised 
by the slogan Garlbi Hatao is a war no less 
intense than the other war in December last. 
The war against poverty has to contend 
against various contending forces of vested 
interests and has to be fought as we arc 
committed to a fair and democratic order. 
Our media units will have to be geaied up to 
this task. They will have to carry the 
message not merely as a slogan, not merely 
as a broad objective, but in a more con¬ 
cretised form of a programme and to the far- 
fiung corners of our country. The objective 
of self-reliance for instance without which 
Garibi Hatao will loseits significance and its 
basis must be explained in its correct pers¬ 
pective to our masses. The task is not easy. 
As you know, no programme of social change 
can be carried out without getting some 
resistance from sontc groups, even influen¬ 
tial, who are adversely affected by these 
changes. Such resistances have to be met 
and programmes of Government explained to 
masses in the true perspective and attitudes 
developed for a peaceful and democratic 
transformation. 

The media units of Government arc not 
committed to the programme of any party, 
not even to that of the ruling party but must 
act in unison, to further the social objectives 
which Government have adopted in pursu¬ 
ance of the massive mandate they have 
received from the people and appealing to 
the minds of men to carry on the task of 
the unfinished revolution, for, it is in the 
minds of men that all revolutions have their 
origin. To make these media units fit 
instruments for the great task ahead we in 
this Ministry of Information and Broad¬ 
casting have been giving thought to future 
lines of action and it is this thought that I 
propose to share with hon. Members of the 
House. 

The largest media unit, as I have said, is 
the All India Radio. We are aware of the 
fact that in the last 25 years since indepen¬ 
dence, All India Radio has grown from a 
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comparatively small organisaMon, with 8 or 9 
stations, situated in the largest cities of the 
country, to what it is today with more than 
70 stations and auxilaries. This growth in size 
has naturally created its own problems and 
the organisation apd procedures which were 
suitable in pre-independent era, which has per¬ 
sisted ever since, is hardly suitable any 
longer. 

If I can mention here in this context, what 
Shri Mofaanty said, I would say this. He 
said, I am going back on my promise which I 
made last year before this House. This is not 
at all correct. I would like to say that we 
have been giving intense and extreme thought 
to measures for delegating more powers to All 
India Radio and also to decentralisation within 
the organisation, to improvement of quality of 
programmes. The development of a high 
standard of professionalism unobstructed by 
avoidable procedural restrictions and requaire- 
ments are the objects which we aim at. These 
objectives cannot be attained merely by our 
constituting All India Radio as a statutory 
corporation as has been demanded by some of 
the Members here. We therefore rejected this 
easy solution and are at present engaged on 
detailed consideration of measures which will 
encourage professionalism in various spheres 
of activity. 

Shri Mohanly has referred to some of the 
promises made last year in this House. For 
example, he mentioned about the Cuttack 
Radio Station. The land which was under 
some dispute last year, as I mentioned then, 
had been acquired only last December. After 
that, work has already started on that. I am 
a bit surprised that the hon. member said that 
the transmitter had not yet been erected. It 
is not this question of creating the transmitter 
are starting the work. He should know that 
we are going to have this 100 kw transmitter 
in the same place where we have the 20 kw 
transmitter. As 1 have already said, it will be 
done during 1972-73. Work has already 
started there. 

Some criticism were made about news bul¬ 
letins broadcast by AIR during the election. 
These points were dealt with by my collcgue. 
But I would like to mention here that keeping 
the objectives to which I have already made a 
reference, AIR was absolutey impartial during 
the Sections. 


SHRI JYOTIRMOy BDSU : Question. 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : If 
8 reference is made to certain bulletins broad¬ 
cast during the 1967 elections, it- will 
be seen that the broadcasts this time have 
been exactly in line with those.

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : I 
am speaking from memory and do not remen>- 
ber the exact words. But this point was raised 
in the Consultative Committee by Shri Advani 
of the Jan Sangh, a member of the other 
House. In reply I quoted from the news bul¬ 
letins concerning the 1967 elections. AIR 
had said then that the Congress had been 
completely routed from Delhi. As 1 said, I 
am speaking from memory and do not remem¬ 
ber the exact words. If this time the Opposition 
has been routed, we cannot help it. The 
situation was such that we have to say there 
is no opposition party and they did not get 
elected. We cannot help it. 

As regards other comments, certain jour¬ 
nalists were having their discussions. They 
expressed their views on the elections and the 
results. So it is very unfair to say that AIR 
took a partisan attitude. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : There was 
only one candidate, Shrimati Indira Gandhi.

my hon. friends opposite. But I would only 
remind them that if Shrimati Indira Gandhi 
has been accepted by the whole nation as 
the leader, we cannot help it ; nor can AIR. 

Coming to important developments in the 
field of tele-communication that is. Television 
this point was mentioned by some hon. mem¬ 
bers—before the end of Ihe calender year, TV 
stations would havo started flinctioning from 
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Bonsbay'and Srinagar. Programmes will also 
be tdecast from Amritsar, though programme 
generating facilities may not be available there 
for some time lon^ Considerable progress 
has already been made in the constructions of 
TV statieos in Oilciiltta and Madras. In this 
context, I would like to refer to what Shri 
Ktruttinan said. He mentioned about Tamil 
Nadu and about the TV station at Madras 
I would like to draw bis attention to the fact 
that the work has already started in Madras. 
{Interruption) Both the Calcutta and Madras 
stations would start functioning before the end 
of the forth plan, that is, by March, 1974. In 
Calcutta, transactions are proceeding for the 
appointment of consulting architects, while in 
Madras the actual work of construction has 
been entrusted on an agency basis to the State 
PWD. 

A TV project for Lucknow/Kanpur is 
also under implementation during the current 
plan. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Why don’t 
you have it in Kanpur 7 What is the speciality 
in Lucknow ? {Inier/upiion) 

SHRIMATI NANDINl SATPATHY : It 
will be so situated that it will also serve 
Kanpur. That has been mentioned already. 
{Interruption) Shri Banerjee should not be 
disturbed about this. There will be a relay 
station and it will serve the people of Kanpur. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : It was said 
that in Kanpur there was no talent available, 
I object to that point, that no talent is avai¬ 
lable there. 

SHRIMATI NANDINl SATPATHY : I 
have not mentioned now that no talent is 
available there. There is no doubt, however, 
that when Mr. Banerjee is there, there is no 
dearth of talent ! 1 would like to say that we 
are not taking that point into consideration, 
and I can assure the hon. Member, Shri 
Banerjee, that his constituency will be fully 
served by the relay station at Kanpur.

MR. SPEAKER : Order, order. 

SHRIMATI NANDINl SATPATHY : 
With the commissioning of the TV stations 
within the next two years, a scheme of deve* 
lopment of professionalism in the field of TV 
programme has to be phased. A TV training 
division, as part of the Film and TV Training 
Institute at Poona has already started function¬ 
ing in Delhi and will be transferred to Poona 
as soon as the building comes up there. I 
would like to acknowledge gratefully, in this 
connection, the assistance we have been recei¬ 
ving, both financial and technical, from the 
UNESCO. Arrangements have also been 
made for advanced training abroad in TV to 
some of our men working in our TV stations. 

Television is a great user of films and 
attention needs to be given, therefore, to the 
production of 16 mm films suitable for tele¬ 
cast. Films for the normal screening arc 35 
mm. There is a need to develop the capa¬ 
city for 16 mm films in this country. This 
capacity will have to be developed not only 
in the television studios but also in the Films 
Division, in the Children’s Films Society and 
with the private producers. This is now recei¬ 
ving the urgent attention of the Ministry in 
consultation with the parties concerned. 

When I am on this subject—I do not 
know whether I should mention it—I may 
refer to the point raised by Dr. Pandeyu, 
namely, about the Children's Film Society and 
some notes or letters he has received, a portion 
of which he also read out. I W 'uld like to 
mention here that some will allegations, if 1 
can say so, were made in those papers.

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SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : I 
should like to mention that if there is anything 
we shall definitely look into it. 

I shall now refer to the film industry. We 
are aware of the feeling in the country, which 
was expressed by some of the hon. Members 
here that with certain notable exceptions, the 
the films produced by and large, cater to the 
baser and less worth human instincts in the 
hope of attracting larger audiences without 
making any attempt either to appeal to the 
aesthetic and artistic instincts of man or to 
fulfil any social objective. The emphasis on 
private profits has also led to other evils such 
as black money, usurious loaQs, star system 
and income-tax evasion. The responsibility 
for this cannot be placed on the 
producers alone. Much of the responsibility 
has to be faced by distributors and exhibitors. 
Private profit should not be a more important 
objective than social purpose. Shortage of 
cinema houses in the country ha$ placed the 
distributors and exhibitors in a position of 
advantage in relation to producers and further 
emphasised the tendency to produce films with 
instant appeal. Distribution and exhibition 
of films are State subjects and these limit what 
the Centre can do unilaterally in this field, 
In an attempt, however, to co-ordinate the 
efforts not only of the Slates and the Centre 
but also of the film industry, the Government 
have under consideration a proposal to consti¬ 
tute a film coancil as a high-powered advisory 
body whose decision, I hope, will be seriously 
taken by the parties conccfoed. 


The hon. Member Shri Rudra Pratap 
Singh referred to the regulatory role of the 
Central Board of Film Censores. It has also 
been suggested sometimes that the low stand¬ 
ard of commercial films is due to the Failure 
of the Censor Board to be fully alive to its 
duties. I am aware of the failure of the 
Board in certain cases ; that was also referred 
to by my colleague earlier. In some cases the 
Government have had to act in this regard of 
their own initiative and over-rule the dedsions 
of the Board. Steps have been taken to pre¬ 
vent such lapses occurring in future. The 
reconstitution of the Board on the lines re¬ 
commended by the Kbosla Committee is also 
under active consideration and I hope the 
Board will be reconstituted by the end of this 
year. 

A point was made that there is delay in 
implementing the recommendations of the 
Khosla Committee. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Have the 
Government accepted all the recommendations 
of the Khosla Committee ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : Not 
exactly. The delay is due to the reason that 
this had to be discussed with the State Govern¬ 
ments, different sections tof the film industry, 
ultimately the consultative committee and 
later on when the proposals were. formulated 
it has to go to different Ministries for their 
approval. 

I must point out that the Censor Board 
can at best play a negative role. It can 
prevent objectionable films from being screened. 
It cannot, however, play the positive role of 
improving the contents of the film, of infusing 
it with a social purpose or of making it an 
object of art and good test For this a 
catalyst of a different order is necessary, 
There is no dearth of talented, dedicated 
producers in this country who, given proper 
opportunities and encouragement, can produce 
films of high artistic and social value. They 
must, however, be given the opportunity, 
financial and otherwise, to do so. A small 
beginning in this regard has been made with 
the constitution of the Film Finance Corpo¬ 
ration which advances loans to films of real 
merit. The great constraint has, however, 
been of resource. With the very limited 
resources at the disposal of the Corporation, 
it cannot assist more than two or three fil>°^ 
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at the most a year, and these can make little 
impresskm on the large mass of cioema>goers. 
Nor can it, even in this restricted manner, 
create the required opportunities for exhibition 
without constructing or at least leasing cinema 
houses. Sycfa construction or lease again 
alls for financial backing which, with the 
competing demands on Government resources, 
Government can hardly make available to the 
Corporation. 

A solution of this problem at present under 
discussion between this Ministry and the 
MiniMry of Foreign Trade is to set up a 
composite public sector undertaking respon¬ 
sible for export of Indian films, import of 
foreign films, loans for the production of deser¬ 
ving films in the country and creation of distri¬ 
bution and exhibition facilities directly under 
this undertaking. The profits derived from 
export or import of films, if canalised through a 
public sector Corporation, can be utilised to 
provide the much needed opportunity for the 
production and exhibition of indigenous films 
of merit. 

While still on tbe subject, I would like to 
refer to the point made by Shri Priya Ranjan 
Das Munsi. I fully share his concern for the 
sick film industry of West Bengal. As 
suggested by him, 1 propose to send a team 
to study the problems of the film industry in 
the eastern region. 

I would next like to make mention of 
Government’s attitude towards the press which 
has often been misunderstood, and which has 
sometimes even given rise to controversies. 
In regard to this, I have no hesitation in 
reiterating what has often been stated by 
the highest representatives of Government, 
that Government cherish the freedom of the 
press as a basic principle of democracy on 
which our society is based. The anxiety 
which Government have expressed from time 
to time and the endeavours which they have 
made aim at making the press more and not 
less free. Government would like to see 
opinions expressed freely, subject only to the 
limits which any society must impose for i s 
security, not only by persons who have the 
means and resources to do so, but by all those 
who wish to and are capable of doing so. As 
in other sphere of social life, there must be 
equality of opportunity in this field of expression 
also. Here I would like to quote our first Prime 
Minister, Pandit Jawaharlai Nehru, what he 


said about the freedom of tbe press. Addres¬ 
sing the Press Institute of India at Delhi in 
February, 1963, he said : 

^’Freedom of the press usually means 
non-interference by Government. But 
there is such a thing as interference by 
private interests, the group that owns the 
press. I am unable to understand how a 
small group represents the freedom of the 
press, althou^ it may not be interfered 
with bv Government. The freedom of 
the press cannot easily subsist where there 
is monopoly A newspaper is a big concern, 
a big industry by itself, but in India we 
see the interesting fact that the newspaper 
is not an industry by itself, but owned by 
other industries, which is altogether a 
different thing." 

"The fact of a big industry by itself 
owning a newspaper and owning chains 
of newspapers cannot be said to give the 
freedom which an independent editor has 
or the public should expect of it.” 

I would also like to quote what our present 
Prime Minister, Shrimati Indira Gandhi said 
when she spoke on the tenth anniversary of 
UNI at Delhi on 5th May 19JI: 

"The real issue which Indian journalism 
faces today is not the freedom of the press. 
The real issue today is what type of press 
the country needs. All we ask of the 
press is that it should find its own unique 
dharma in Indian conditions and be true 
to it and not try to be a pale copy of its 
western progenitor." 

I think after quoting both the Prime Ministers, 

I have myself clear. 

SHRI S. M. .BANERJEE : There is no 
use quoting the Prime Minister. When is 
this diffusion Bill coming ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : I 
have replied to it again and again and I have 
said that this has been entrusted to an infor¬ 
mal group of ministers who are going into the 
details of it. They have met twice. It is a 
very big issue involving so many problems ; 
they have to go deep into it. 

SHRI NAVAL KISHORE SHARMA 
(Dausa): When will you introduce the Bill ? 
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SHRI SASHI BHUSAN : When their 
report is coining 7 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : It 
is difficult for me to say. when so many 
responsible people are entrusted with the job. 
It will take some time for them to go deep 
into it, 

MR. SPEAKER : Mr. Banerjee, you can 
ask a question only if the minister yields. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : She is quiet. 
I only want to know when a decision is likely 
to be taken in the matter. This diffusion 
business has created more confusion in the 
country. 

MR. SPEAKER : He says, you stopped 
talking and therefore, he thought you are 
prepared to answer the questions. 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : I 
stopped because you were on your legs. 

SHRI R. S PANDEY (Rajnand gaon) : 
You have not said anything about the 1 
million workers in the film industry. 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
Their inic/ests arc looked after by the Labour 
Ministry and I think the hon. member knows 
that a Bill is coming before the House. Or, I 
do nui know if it has come already. {Ii ter- 
ruptions).

A public debate which has been attracting 
attention during the last fortnight relates to 
the newsprint allocation policy announced by 
Government on llth April.' We welcome this 
debate no doubt, but we must regret the fact 
that motives have unwarrantedly been attribu¬ 
ted to a decision which was so clear. The 
basic reason for a newsprint control order is 
the need to conserve foreign exchange and 
therefore to restrict the use of imported 
newsprint. A system of rationing, therefore, 
becomes inevitable and it is the responsibility 
of government to ensure that this rationing 
does not 1 mit the growth of any group of 
newspapers more than of any other. The 
Newsprint Control Policy announced this year 
has taken into account the effect of this policy 
over the past few years and attempted to 
correct some of the distor*jQn$ which had 


erept into it. Under the policy the small and 
medium newspapers were restricted to the 
comparatively low page level they had reached 
and also to the comparatively low circulation 
level they had attained at the time the News¬ 
print Control Policy was introduced, except 
for certain growth rate adjustment in the case 
of the latter. This inhibited their growth. In 
the case of larger newspapers, though a similar 
formula had been applied, the''effect was 
different since they had already reached a 
higher page and circulation level. The growth 
factor, which led to increase in circulation, 
was used by them for adding to their number 
of pages, increasing the space devoted to 
advertisement and thus adding to their adver¬ 
tisement revenue. These points were already 
mentioned by some of the hon Members in 
this House. The net effect, thus, was the 
Newsprint Control Policy had different effect 
on different groups of newspapers. While it 
helped to increase the revenue of one group of 
papers, inhibited the natural growth of another. 
The Newsprint Control Policy introduced this 
year took these factors into account, but it 
was also made clear that the policy would be 
reviewed during the year as soon as the report 
of the fact-finding body which was appointed 
was available. Government have made it 
amply clear that this policy was liable to 
modification or change on the basis of proved 
and accepted facts. In this context, the 
criticism that government have adopted this 
newsprint policy of stringency with some 
ulterior motive is not correct. 

Now I come to some of the points men¬ 
tioned by hon. Members. If I may start with 
Shri Benerjee, he made a reference to the 
revision of pay scales of staff artistes. He 
wanted that we should take care that nobody 
suffers. I would like to mention here that 
out of 2,400 odd staff artistes engaged in the 
All Indio Radia all over the country, almost 
2,000 of them are going to be benefited from 
this new revision of pay scales. I should 
rather say that this is rationalisation of the 
pay scales. 

The rest of the people are also not going 
to lose anything. May be, they are not going 
to get any benefit immediately, but the flexi¬ 
bility is there. If they want to come to the 
new pay scales, they are free to do so. If 
they want to remain in the same scale and 
want to come to the new pay scale after one 
year, as that will be beneficial to them, they 
are free to do so Therefore, I can assure the 
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House that nobody is going to suffer because 
of this revision of pay scales ; rather, most of 
the people are g^g to be benefited by it. 

Another point made by Shri Banerjee was 
about the conversion of PTI into a corporation. 
It is linked up with the diffeusion of owner¬ 
ship Bill which, as I mentioned earlier, is 
under the consideration of the informal group 
of Minister. 

Shri Shashi Bhushan wanted to know 
what happened to the enquiry into some 
allegations against the PTI. As bon. Members 
know, this matter is with the Department of 
Company Law Affairs. We were told that the 
report has already been submitted to them 
and, I hope, they are looking into it. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : What about 
Vats ? You should say something about that. 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
My hon. friend, Shri Patnaik, said about the 
All India Radio station at Jeypure. I have 
already said here again and again that this 
station is going to be strengthened during the 
Fourth Plan by 1973-74, that is, the end of the 
Fourth Plan. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORli SHARMA : 
This Jaypore is in Rajasthan or in Orissa. I 
suppose, in Orissa. 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
This Jcypore is in Orissa Some points were 
made by the hon. Members, Shri Shashi Bhu¬ 
shan, about the artists of the Song and Drama 
Division. It is not a fact that they are given 
contracts from year to year. Of course, it is 
a fact that they are given a contract for one 
year in the beginning but after looking into 
their performance after one year they are 
given five years contract. I am fully aware of 
the fact. (Interruption) 

DR. LAXMINARAIN PANDEYA : 
What about the Director, Songs and Drama 
Division ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
To my knowledge there is no char^ against 
the Director. 

DR. LAXMINARAIN PANDEYA : The 
Minister’s letter is there. I read out those 
portions. 


SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : I 
am not aware of any particular charge against 
the Director of the Song and Drama Division ; 
on the other hand, if 1 can say so, the light 
and sound programme, which was arranged in 
Puran Quila on the freedom movement up 
to Bangia Desh struggle, was entirely envisa¬ 
ged and prepared by this Director and it was 
very much liked not only by Members of 
Parliament but by other people also. So, it 
is not fair to say that he is not competent... 
(Interruption) 

Before coming to the end of the debate, 
I would like to thank hon. Members who have 
participated in the debate on the Demands of 
my Ministry.

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SHARMA : 
Because of this reduction of the newsprints 
quota there is a veiled threat from the em¬ 
ployers about the reduction in the staff. Would 
the Minister give a categorical assurance that 
no staff would be reduced on that score ? 

SHRIMATI N\ND1NI SATPATHY : I 
have dealt with this subject at length and 
have said that as we find today nobody is 
going to lose bis job : 

SHRI VASANTRAO PURUSHOTTAM 
SATHE (Akola) : He is talking about news¬ 
papers and not All India Radio You said 
about the All India Radio. 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : I 
also spoke about the newspapars. 1 made 
my point fully about the present newsprint 
allocation policy. In that connection I have 
already said that some people arc resisting it. 
There is a debate going on about it. This 
threat is there and we are aware of it, but I 
hope that this will not come about.

SHRI DASHRATHA DEB ; Mr. Speaker. 
Sir, the subject is very wide and the time at 
my disposal is very short. So, I shall try to 
cover certain very important points. 

Our party has noted the fact that the 
Government of India have come into a sharp 
conflict with American imperialists. It is the 
most aggressive imperialist power and it has 
become a danger for the world peace'and 
independence of nations of the world. I am 
sorry to note that it is the Government of 
the Congress party which has suffered with so 
many illusions regarding American imperialism. 
The Government of India still, after having a 
very bitter experience during the Bangladesh 
struggle about the behaviour of American 
imperialists, are haggling to make up with 
American imperialists with the .sole motive of 
getting economic aid from them. But events 
have proved that American aid has so far 
increased our dependence and encouraged 
exploitation of our national resources. After 
all, we must know what is the aim of this 
American aid. It is very clear, and we have 
seen, that what was given out with one hand 
was being taken away by providing the belli¬ 
gerent military clique of Pakistan with massive 
military aid and thereby throwing additional 
burden on our country. Sir, due to this 
behaviour of the Pakistani military junta, our 
country has been forced to increase our defence 
budget year after year, and at present we 
propose to increase our defence budget to 
Rs. 1,400 crores. Events in Bangia Desh 
and the way. the U.S. imperialists have inter¬ 
fered, have cleaflly shown the real desires of 
the U.S. imperialists towards India. But 
even today, after having such a bitter experi¬ 
ence, our Government of India are still having 
some soft corner for these American imperia¬ 
lists. During the period of liberation struggle 
of Bangla Desh and when we were fighting 
against the Pakistani military junta on our 
soil as well as on the soil of Bangla Desh for 
the defence of our country because the war 
was inflicted on us by these Pakistani military 
junta—we found that these U.S. imperialists 
sent their Seventh Fleet to the Bay of Bengal. 
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We know that this Seven^ Fleet did not 
come in the Bay of Bengal as a goodwill 
mission but it came there with the devilish 
motive to crush the liberation struggle of 
Bangla Desh and at the same time also to 
force India to succumb to the Americans and 
to their stooge. Yahya Khan, by showing 
their military might. During that time, the 
American had stopped all their aid to India. 
We found that it was only the friendly, 
socialist countries that stood firmly behind us 
and with the assistance of the Soviet Union, 
our country was able to withstand the pressure 
of American imperialists and defence our 
national independence and also help the 
liberation struggle of Bangla Desh and there¬ 
by delivered a very powerful blow to the 
imperialist designs on this sub-continent. But 
evern today this criminal design of the Ameri¬ 
can imperialists is not over, and one must be 
on guard, particularly when they are conduc¬ 
ting this military action in Indo-China, 
endangering world peace, endangering the 
national security of the nations in the Asian 
sub-continent. The situation in the whole of 
Indo-China is very explosive. These imperia¬ 
lists have escalated their attacks on North 
Vietnam, South Vietnam, Combodia. etc. All 


these areas are under the heavy shower of 
American bombings, the popple of Viettnam 
have beeA fighting as one 4i|b against the 
wall of U.S. iiDperialism.aBd have been inflic¬ 
ting defeats, one after another, on the Ameri¬ 
can imperialists.
